FRANCIS  B.  TRUDEAU,  M.  D. — During  his  active  professional 
career,  which  covers  approximately  a  quarter  of  a  century,  Dr.  Francis  B. 
Trudeau  has  continued  the  distinguished  tradition  associated  with  the  family 
name  in  American  medicine.  Like  his  father  he  has  specialized  in  tuberculosis 
and  diseases  of  the  chest  and  has  been  closely  connected  with  the  Trudeau 
Sanatorium  and  its  related  institutions  at  Saranac  Lake. 

Dr.  Trudeau  was  born  at  Saranac  Lake  on  January  2,  1887,  son  of  Dr. 
Edward  Livingston  and  Charlotte  C.  (Beare)  Trudeau.  His  father,  who  was 
born  in  New  York  on  October  5,  [848,  and  died  on  November  15,  1915,  was 
one  of  the  most  celebrated  figures  of  the  era  of  modern  medicine.  Founder  of 
the  Adirondack  Cottage  Sanitarium,  later  the  Trudeau  Sanatorium,  for  the 
treatment  of  incipient  tuberculosis  in  working  men  and  women,  and  of  the 
Saranac  Laboratory  for  the  study  of  tuberculosis,  he  converted  the  accident 
of  illness  which  first  brought  him  to  the  Adirondacks  into  a  movement  of 
incalculable  value  to  those  similarly  afflicted.  Both  these  institutions  were  the 
first  of  their  kind  in  America  and  from  the  fruitful  consequences  of  Dr. 
Trudeau’s  example  arose  in  large  part  the  effective  treatment  of  tuberculosis 
in  this  country.  He  remained  as  active  head  and  guiding  spirit  of  the  organi¬ 
zations  he  created  until  his  death. 

Dr.  Francis  B.  Trudeau  was  educated  at  St.  Paul’s  School,  at  Concord, 
New  Hampshire,  and  at  Yale  University,  from  which  he  was  graduated  with 
the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  in  1909.  Subsequently  he  entered  Johns 
Hopkins  Medical  School,  where  he  took  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  in 
1913,  and  after  serving  one  year  as  interne  in  Bellevue  Hospital,  New  York 
City,  he  returned  to  Saranac  Lake  to  take  up  the  private  practice  of  medicine. 
He  has  since  devoted  himself  to  his  professional  responsibilities  as  a  specialist 
in  diseases  of  the  chest,  particularly  tuberculosis,  and  is  well  known  in  his 
field.  Dr.  Trudeau’s  offices  are  situated  at  105  Main  Street,  Saranac  Lake. 
In  addition  to  his  own  practice,  he  is  associated  with  the  Trudeau  Sanatorium, 
which  he  serves  as  vice-president  and  chairman  of  the  medical  board,  and  is  a 
member  of  the  staff  of  Saranac  Lake  General  Hospital  and  of  Reception 
Hospital.  He  is  active  in  many  professional  societies,  including  the  Saranac 
Lake  and  Franklin  County  Medical  societies,  of  both  of  which  he  is  past 
president;  the  New  York  State  Medical  Society;  the  American  Medical  Asso- 
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ciation ;  the  National  Tuberculosis  Association,  of  which  he  has  been  a  direc¬ 
tor  ;  and  the  American  Clinical  and  Climatological  Society,  which  he  has  served 
as  recorder  since  1930.  During  the  World  War,  he  was  commissioned  in  the 
United  States  Army  Medical  Corps,  holding  the  rank  of  captain,  and  was 
assigned  to  duty  as  an  examiner  and  instructor  at  Camp  Devens  and  later  at 
Fort  Oglethorpe,  Georgia. 

Dr.  Trudeau  is  not  only  one  of  Franklin  County’s  most  distinguished 
physicians,  but  he  has  been  active  in  many  civic  interests  in  his  community. 
He  is  past  president  of  the  Rotary  Club  of  Saranac  Lake  and  has  been  influ¬ 
ential  in  the  development  of  other  valuable  institutions  and  movements  of  the 
town.  A  vestryman  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  he  has  charge  of  St.  John’s 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  Wilderness  and  has  served  the  interests  of  the  parish 
devotedly.  Dr.  Trudeau  is  also  a  member  of  the  Alpha  Delta  Phi  Fraternity 
at  Yale  and  of  the  Phithotomy  Club  of  Johns  Hopkins  University.  His 
favorite  recreations  are  hunting  and  fishing,  and  he  is  a  past  president  of  the 
local  Fish  and  Game  Club. 

In  1914  Dr.  Trudeau  married  Helen  Garretson,  who  was  born  in  Morris¬ 
town,  New  Jersey.  They  are  the  parents  of  two  children:  1.  Edward  Living¬ 
ston,  2d,  now  a  student  in  the  Peabody  Conservatory  of  Music.  2.  Francis 
Garretson,  a  recent  graduate  of  St.  Paul’s  School,  is  now  attending  Yale 
University. 


CHARLES  CARROLL  WARD,  Ph.  D. — A  distinguished  educator. 
Dr.  Charles  Carroll  Ward  has  been  for  the  past  five  years  principal  of  the 
New  York  State  Normal  School  here  at  Plattsburg.  Born  at  historic  Port 
Allegany,  Pennsylvania,  on  September  25,  1891,  he  is  the  son  of  John  Lester 
and  Gretta  (Kinney)  Ward.  He  attended  the  public  schools  of  his  native 
community  and,  to  finance  his  pursuit  of  higher  education,  taught  in  the  rural 
schools  of  McKean  County,  Pennsylvania,  from  the  time  he  was  eighteen 
years  of  age  until  he  was  twenty-three  years  old,  when  he  became  instructor, 
through  the  1914  school  year,  at  the  Port  Allegany  High  School,  of  which  he 
was  a  graduate.  The  Pennsylvania  State  Normal  School  at  Mansfield  then 
called  Mr.  Ward  to  be  instructor  and  principal  of  its  model  school,  a  post 
which  he  occupied  through  the  year  1916.  He  completed  his  course  at  Buck- 
nell  University  with  the  class  of  1918,  taking  his  Bachelor  of  Science  degree. 
Already  married,  he  moved  out  of  his  native  State  for  the  first  time,  settling  at 
New  Paltz,  New  York,  where  he  was  head  of  the  history  department  of  the 
New  York  State  Normal  School  for  the  two  school  years  ending  in  the  sum¬ 
mer  of  1920.  While  resident  here,  Mr.  Ward  was  twice  honored  by  being 
elected  mayor  of  New  Paltz,  and  was  director  of  training  at  the  Normal 
School  from  1920  until  1932.  Meanwhile,  in  1932,  he  had  received  his  Master 
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of  Arts  degree  from  Teachers  College  of  Columbia  University.  During  the 
same  year  of  1932,  Mr.  Ward  was  engaged,  as  director  of  teacher  training, 
by  the  State  of  New  York  and  since  then  has  been  principal  of  the  New  York 
State  Normal  School  at  Plattsburg.  He  received  his  Doctor  of  Philosophy 
degree  from  New  York  University  in  1934.  A  writer  for  the  various  educa¬ 
tional  journals,  Dr.  Ward  is  a  member  of  the  National  Education  Associa¬ 
tion,  the  New  York  State  Teachers’  Association,  Delta  Sigma  Fraternity,  and 
the  Rotary  Club,  of  which  he  was  president  in  1935.  In  politics,  he  is  a 
Republican. 

Dr.  Ward  married  (first),  June  26,  1915,  Ann  Louise  Buckley,  a  native 
of  Port  Allegany,  Pennsylvania,  who  died  in  1930.  By  this  marriage  one 
child  was  born:  Janet  Louise.  Dr.  Ward  married  (second),  July  16,  1932, 
Eleanor  L.  Miller,  of  Hudson,  New  York,  and  they  have  one  daughter,  Nan 
Gaylord. 

PATRICK  MOYNEHAN — For  many  years  one  of  the  foremost 
figures  in  the  New  York  State  lumber  industry,  Patrick  Moynehan  was  a 
leading  worker  for  the  betterment  of  conditions  in  Glens  Falls.  He  accom¬ 
plished  much  for  the  advancement  of  this  city,  not  alone  in  that  one  great 
industry,  but  also  through  his  different  mercantile  and  hotel  connections  and 
the  influence  that  he  exerted  for  good  in  every  circle  in  which  he  was  known. 
A  native  of  Ireland,  he  brought  to  the  New  World  many  of  the  enterprising 
qualities  that  have  distinguished  the  Irish  race,  and  his  geniality,  friendliness 
and  manifest  sincerity  of  purpose  were  traits  that  endeared  him  to  all  who 
knew  him. 

Mr.  Moynehan,  whose  son,  Dennis  B.  Moynehan,  today  carries  on  the 
activities  that  he,  Patrick  Moynehan,  started,  was  born  March  17,  1847,  in 
County  Cork,  Ireland.  Perhaps  his  sturdy  Irish  traits  were  the  more  empha¬ 
sized  for  his  being  born  on  St.  Patrick’s  Day.  Patrick  Moynehan’s  father,  also 
named  Dennis  Moynehan,  came  from  Ireland  when  Patrick  was  only  nine 
years  of  age,  settling  in  North  Creek,  New  York. 

It  was  at  North  Creek  that  Patrick  Moynehan  received  his  early  education, 
attending  the  common  schools  there  and  at  an  early  age  going  into  the  woods 
and  becoming  acquainted  with  the  lumber  trade.  Afterward  he  worked  on  the 
home  farm,  then  was  a  section  hand  on  a  railroad,  then  returned  to  the  woods 
to  engage  in  lumber  operations.  From  the  position  of  ordinary  lumberjack  he 
gradually  advanced  in  the  industry  until  he  learned  all  the  many  details  con¬ 
nected  with  it  and  served  as  superintendent  for  the  late  Darwin  W.  Sherman. 
Later  he  started  operations  on  his  own  account.  In  his  years  of  active  work  in 
the  lumber  trade  Mr.  Moynehan  was  asssociated  with  George  F.  Underwood, 
of  the  International  Paper  Company,  and  John  Anderson,  of  Newcomb,  as 
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France  in  1917  as  a  member  of  the  American  Field  Service,  being  made  an 
ammunition  truck  driver  attached  to  the  French  xArmy  until  October,  1917, 
when,  with  many  of  the  members  of  his  outfit,  he  enlisted  in  the  United  States 
Army,  to  be  loaned  again  to  the  French  Army’s  ammunition  supply  service, 
where  he  continued,  gaining  celebrity  under  the  name  of  “Reserve  Mallet,” 
until  he  was  discharged  with  the  rank  of  a  sergeant  in  June,  1919. 

Always  keenly  interested  in  the  welfare  of  his  native  city,  Mr.  Pruyn  has 
given  freely  of  his  time  to  various  enterprises  and  activities,  serving,  in  par¬ 
ticular  as  president  of  the  Glens  Falls  Chamber  of  Commerce,  as  a  director  of 
the  Glens  Falls  Young  Men’s  Christian  Association  and  as  a  member  of  the 
board  of  governors  of  the  Glens  Falls  Country  Club,  of  which  he  was  presi¬ 
dent  for  two  years.  His  business  claiming  his  interest  in  its  national  aspects, 
Mr.  Pruyn  has  been  a  vice-president  of  the  Groundwood  Pulp  Paper  Manu¬ 
facturers’  Association  of  the  United  States,  as  well  as  being  a  member  of  the 
advisory  committee  of  the  Newsprint  Manufacturers’  Association  of  the 
United  States.  Preserving  his  war-time  memories  by  membership  in  the  Glens 
Falls  Post  of  the  American  Legion,  Mr.  Pruyn  is  also  a  prominent  Mason, 
belonging  to  Senate  Lodge,  No.  456,  Ancient  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  and 
the  other  bodies  of  the  York  Rite  of  the  fraternity,  including  Oriental  Temple, 
Ancient  Arabic  Order  Nobles  of  the  Mystic  Shrine.  In  addition,  he  belongs 
to  Glens  Falls  Lodge,  Benevolent  and  Protective  Order  of  Elks,  and  serves 
the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Glens  Falls,  which  he  attends,  as  a  trustee. 
Mr.  Pruyn  finds  recreation  from  his  responsibilities  in  playing  golf  and  in  the 
game  of  bridge. 

Samuel  Pruyn  married  in  1922,  Elizabeth  Howard,  who  is  a  native  of 
Framingham,  Massachusetts.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Pruyn  are  the  parents  of  three 
children:  1.  Samuel,  Jr.  2.  Howard  Knickerbocker.  3.  Peter  Frederick. 


STEWART  J.  FRAZIER — One  of  the  outstanding  members  of  the 
Masonic  Fraternity  in  Northern  New  York  State,  Stewart  J.  Frazier,  of 
Plattsburg,  is  also  a  leading  real  estate  and  insurance  broker  of  the  Lake 
Champlain  district,  having  devoted  nearly  thirty  years  now  to  this  field  of 
activity,  following  his  interest  in  the  grocery  business  during  the  earlier  years 
of  his  business  career. 

Stewart  J.  Frazier  was  born  at  Plattsburg,  January  24,  1873,  son  Joseph 
and  Ellen  (McNanna)  Frazier.  Joseph  Frazier,  who  was  born  in  Plattsburg, 
learned  the  trade  of  a  patternmaker  as  a  boy  and  followed  the  calling  all  his 
life,  being  active  until  the  time  of  his  death.  Ellen  (McNanna)  Frazier,  his 
wife,  who  is  also  deceased,  was  a  native  of  Saranac,  Clinton  County. 

After  passing  through  the  grammar  schools  of  Plattsburg  and  graduating 
from  the  Plattsburg  High  School,  Stewart  J.  Frazier  found  his  first  employ-

ment  with  the  Williams  Manufacturing  Company  of  Plattsburg,  producers  of 
sewing  machines.  After  some  six  years  with  the  Williams  Company,  Mr. 
Frazier  established  himself  in  the  retail  grocery  business  in  Plattsburg  and 
remained  in  the  retail  field  for  another  six  years  until  he  became  associated 
with  A.  W.  Emery  in  the  wholesale  tea  and  spice  business.  By  1911,  however, 
Mr.  Frazier  became  interested  in  the  real  estate  and  insurance  business  and, 
that  year,  entered  into  association  with  the  real  estate  and  insurance  firm  of 
Parkhurst  and  Taylor,  a  business  which  he  purchased  outright  in  1932.  This 
agency,  which  Mr.  Frazier  has  continued  ever  since  under  the  same  name,  with 
his  son,  Harry  E.  Frazier,  as  a  partner,  was  founded  in  the  later  1880’s  by 
John  B.  Haggerty  and  Andrew  M.  Platt.  Thus  one  of  the  oldest  enterprises 
of  its  kind  in  Clinton  County,  it  is  also  one  of  the  largest  and  most  progressive, 
being,  at  the  present  time,  the  agent  of  eighteen  fire  insurance  companies,  three 
casualty  companies  and  one  bonding  company,  all  being  stock  corporations. 
Mr.  Frazier  is  keenly  interested  in  fraternal  organizations  and  has  devoted 
himself  in  particular  to  Masonry,  becoming  one  of  the  leading  members  of 
the  fraternity  in  the  northern  counties  of  New  York  State.  Basing  his  interest 
upon  membership  in  Plattsburg  Lodge,  No.  828,  Ancient  Free  and  Accepted 
Masons,  an  organization  of  which  he  is  Past  Master,  Mr.  Frazier  is  also  Past 
High  Priest  of  Plattsburg  Chapter,  No.  38,  Royal  Arch  Masons;  Past  Illus¬ 
trious  Master  of  Tyrian  Council,  No.  43,  Royal  and  Select  Masters ;  Past 
Commander  of  De  Soto  Commandery,  Knights  Templar;  Past  District 
Deputy  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of  New  York;  president  of  the 
Plattsburg  Hall  and  Relief  Association  and  Past  Grand  Representative  to  the 
Grand  Chapter  of  the  State  of  New  York.  In  the  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star, 
Mr.  Frazier  is  Past  Patron  of  Cumberland  Bay  Chapter,  No.  477,  and  Past 
Assistant  Grand  Lecturer  of  Clinton  and  Essex  counties  while,  in  the  Order 
of  the  Amaranth  he  is  Past  Patron  of  the  Loyal  Court  and  Past  Assistant 
Grand  Lecturer  for  Clinton  and  Essex  counties.  Mr.  Frazier  is  also  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Plattsburg  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  an  institution  which  he 
serves  as  steward. 

Stewart  J.  Frazier  married,  in  1893,  Flora  Barber,  who  is  a  native  of 
Bangor,  New  York.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Frazier  are  the  parents  of  five  children: 
1.  Arthur  W.  (q.  v.).  2.  Harry  E.,  a  partner  in  the  firm  of  Parkhurst  and 
Taylor,  real  estate  and  insurance  brokers,  of  Plattsburg.  3.  Frances  P.,  a 
graduate  of  Plattsburg  State  Normal  School,  and  now  Mrs.  Raymond  C.  La 
Plant,  of  Flushing,  Long  Island.  4.  Raymond  S.,  a  member  of  the  class  of 
1920  of  West  Point  Military  Academy  and  now  vice-principal  of  the  high 
school  at  Kenmore,  New  York.  5.  Gertrude  M.,  a  graduate  of  Plattsburg 
State  Normal  School  and  now  the  wife  of  Dr.  H.  G.  Krouse  of  Riverhead, 
Long  Island. 
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JUDGE  CHARLES  CLARK  VAN  KIRK — Listed  among  the  most 
distinguished  and  eminent  members  of  the  New  York  bar  and  bench  is  the 
name  of  Charles  Clark  Van  Kirk,  who  for  close  to  half  a  century  manifested 
his  legal  tact  and  knowledge,  both  as  a  practicing  attorney  and  later  as  a 
member  of  the  State  judiciary. 

Judge  Van  Kirk  was  born  in  Greenwich,  New  York,  September  21,  1862, 
the  son  of  Norman  and  Kate  (Conant)  Van  Kirk,  both  deceased.  Norman 
Van  Kirk,  a  native  of  White  Creek,  Washington  County,  was  engaged  for 
many  years  in  the  mercantile  business.  Kate  (Conant)  Van  Kirk  was  born  in 
Vermont,  but  lived  practically  her  entire  life  in  Greenwich. 

Judge  Van  Kirk  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  at  Greenwich,  and 
upon  completing  his  high  school  studies,  he  matriculated  at  Colgate  College, 
graduating  there  in  1884  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts.  He  won  that 
degree  with  scholastic  honors  and  was  a  member  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa  and  Beta 
Theta  Pi  fraternities,  and  in  1926  Colgate  University  honored  him  by  con¬ 
ferring  upon  him  the  honorary  degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws.  From  1884  to 
1886  he  taught  school  in  the  Troy  Boys’  Academy  and  then  he  returned  to 
Greenwich  to  study  law  in  the  firm  of  Lourie  and  Gibson.  He  was  admitted  to 
the  New  York  bar  in  1888,  and  became  associated  with  E.  H.  Gibson  in  the 
firm  of  Gibson  and  Van  Kirk.  Eight  years  later  he  became  a  member  of  the 
firm  of  Rowe  and  Van  Kirk  in  Port  Henry,  and  the  following  year  he  joined 
the  firm  of  Patterson,  Bulkley  and  Van  Kirk  in  Albany,  where  he  maintained 
a  general  law  practice  until  January  1,  1906,  when  he  was  elevated  to  the 
bench,  being  elected  to  the  Supreme  Court  in  the  Fourth  Judicial  District, 
which  comprises  eleven  counties  in  Northeastern  New  York.  At  the  con¬ 
clusion  of  his  fourteen-year  term  he  was  reelected  and  on  January  1,  1920  was 
appointed  to  the  Appellate  Division  of  the  Third  Department  by  Governor 
Nathan  Miller,  and  in  1928  he  was  named  by  Governor  Alfred  E.  Smith  as 
Presiding  Justice  of  the  Third  Department,  comprising  the  Third,  Fourth  and 
Sixth  Judicial  districts,  and  he  served  most  capably  in  this  high  post  until  his 
retirement  on  December  31,  1932,  due  to  the  legal  age  limitation  requirement. 
He  then  was  appointed  official  referee,  and  served  in  this  capacity  until  his  last 
illness.  He  died  April  18,  1937.  In  addition  to  his  legal  work,  Judge  Van 
Kirk  served  as  a  member  of  the  board  of  directors  of  the  First  National  Bank 
at  Greenwich,  and  as  chairman  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  Mary  McClellan 
Hospital  in  Cambridge,  New  York. 

He  was  a  member  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  Baptist  Church,  an 
ardent  Republican,  and  a  member  of  the  Washington  County,  New  York 
State  and  American  Bar  associations.  He  was  also  affiliated  with  Ashler 
Lodge,  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  in  Greenwich,  Washington  Knights 
Templar  at  Saratoga,  Oriental  Temple,  Ancient  Arabic  Order  Nobles  of  the 
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Mystic  Shrine,  at  Troy;  Union  Village  Lodge,  Independent  Order  of  Odd 
Fellows;  Glens  Falls  Lodge,  No.  81,  Benevolent  and  Protective  Order  of 
Elks.  He  also  held  membership  in  the  Battenkill  Country  Club,  of  Greenwich ; 
Fort  Orange  Club,  of  Albany ;  Mohawk  Club,  of  Schenectady ;  and  the  Pon¬ 
tiac  Game  Club,  of  Canada. 

He  was  united  in  marriage  at  Greenwich,  on  October  28,  1903,  to  Nancy 
Coulter  Thompson,  daughter  of  James  H.  and  Cornelia  (Coulter)  Thompson, 
an  old  Greenwich  family.  She  is  a  graduate  of  Greenwich  High  School  and 
Bradford  Academy  at  Bradford,  Massachusetts. 


FRANCIS  B.  CANTWELL — Since  1913  Francis  Barry  Cantwell 
has  been  engaged  in  the  practice  of  law  at  Saranac  Lake.  He  resides  in  the 
town  of  St.  Armand,  Essex  County,  New  York.  He  continues  the  tradition 
of  prominence  in  the  legal  profession  associated  with  the  family  name  for  three 
generations  and  has  an  active  part  in  all  aspects  of  Adirondack  activities  and 
development,  both  in  Essex  and  Franklin  counties.  He  is  a  Republican  and 
has  steadfastly  adhered  to  the  principles  of  this  party  since  reaching  his 
majority. 

Mr.  Cantwell  was  born  in  Malone,  New  York,  on  December  4,  1882,  eldest 
son  of  Thomas  and  Rebecca  (Barry)  Cantwell.  He  is  a  grandson  of  William 
P.  Cantwell,  Sr.,  who  was  born  in  the  Province  of  Quebec  of  American  par¬ 
entage  and  settled  at  Malone  about  1853,  after  receiving  his  education  in 
Canadian  and  American  schools,  entering  the  University  of  Vermont  about 
1847,  receiving  a  Master  of  Arts  degree  and  studying  for  the  bar  in  Montreal 
and  New  York  State.  Admitted  to  the  bar  in  Quebec  in  1851,  in  New  York  in 
1854,  he  immediately  became  a  leading  lawyer  in  Franklin  County  and  for 
many  years  was  a  distinguished  figure  in  his  profession.  He  was  for  a  time 
acting  district  attorney,  many  years  counsel  for  Rutland  Railroad  Company, 
Santa  Clara  Lumber  Company,  Paul  Smiths  Company,  and  served  as  editor  of 
the  “Franklin  Gazette”  and  was  prominent  in  Democratic  politics.  He  was 
several  times  nominated  for  important  public  office  by  his  party,  a  delegate  to 
national  Democratic  conventions  and  always  received  a  remarkable  vote  of 
confidence  in  this  strongly  Republican  district. 

William  P.  Cantwell,  Sr.,  was  also  a  director  of  the  Farmers  National 
Bank  of  Malone  and  a  trustee  of  Franklin  Academy.  He  was  a  prominent 
public  speaker,  the  founder  of  the  first  Franklin  County  Historical  Society,  a 
leader  in  many  civic  enterprises  of  the  time.  He  was  associated  with  Hon. 
John  P.  Badger  and  his  sons,  Thomas  and  John  M.  Cantwell.  In  his  family 
three  sons:  Thomas,  William  P.  Cantwell,  Jr.,  and  John  M.  Cantwell,  became 
attorneys. 
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Thomas  Cantwell,  eldest  son  of  William  P.  and  Olive  Miles  Cantwell,  and 
the  father  of  Francis  B.  Cantwell,  was  born  in  Franklin  Center,  Province  of 
Quebec.  He  accompanied  his  parents  to  Malone  as  a  boy,  and  at  an  early  age 
adopted  his  father’s  profession,  studied  in  the  office  and  was  admitted  to  the 
bar.  He  was  a  member  of  well  known  firms — Paddock  &  Cantwell,  Badger 
&  Cantwell,  and  Cantwell  &  Cantwell — during  his  entire  practice.  He  was  a 
director  for  the  People’s  National  Bank  and  People’s  Trust  Company,  counsel 
for  the  Rutland  Railroad  Company,  Paul  Smiths  Hotel  Company,  Santa  Clara 
Lumber  Company,  St.  Regis  Paper  Company  and  other  northern  New  York 
corporations.  He  was  a  candidate  for  Member  of  Congress,  opposing  Mr. 
Malby  of  Ogdensburg,  New  York.  He  brought  added  distinction  to  the  family 
name  by  the  high  credit  to  his  profession.  He  was  universally  liked  and  re¬ 
spected  in  Malone,  New  York.  He  married  Rebecca  Barry  who  was  born  in 
Malone  and  is  still  living.  She  is  a  sister  of  Clara  Barry,  who  married  Fred¬ 
erick  D.  Kilburn,  who  is  now  deceased,  and  who  was  a  State  Senator  from 
Franklin- St.  Lawrence  district  and  at  one  time  held  the  office  of  New  York 
State  superintendent  of  banks  during  the  Higgins  and  Odell  administrations. 

Francis  B.  Cantwell,  the  subject  of  this  sketch,  received  his  preliminary 
education  in  the  public  schools  of  Malone,  and  Franklin  Academy,  from  which 
he  graduated  in  the  class  of  1902.  He  first  entered  Union  College,  at  Sche¬ 
nectady,  New  York,  where  he  remained  two  years.  While  there  he  became  a 
member  of  the  Sigma  Phi  Society  and  was  a  member  of  the  varsity  football 
team.  In  1904  he  transferred  to  Williams  College,  taking  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Arts  and  graduating  in  1906.  Entering  Albany  Law  School  in  the 
class  of  1908,  he  graduated  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws.  He  was 
admitted  to  the  bar  at  Saratoga  Springs  in  the  fall  of  1908.  From  1908  to 
1913  he  practiced  at  Malone  in  the  office  of  his  father,  Thomas  Cantwell,  and 
his  uncle,  John  M.  Cantwell,  then  constituting  the  firm  of  Cantwell  &  Cantwell. 

In  January,  1913,  Francis  B.  Cantwell  opened  his  own  law  office  in  Saranac 
Lake.  He  practiced  extensively  in  Franklin,  Essex  and  Clinton  counties  and 
has  been  engaged  in  general  practice  throughout  the  entire  Adirondack  region. 

In  June,  1915,  he  was  married  to  Genevieve  Godfrey  Nugent.  Two  sons 
were  born:  Thomas  Barry  Cantwell  and  William  P.  Cantwell  III.  Thomas 
Barry  graduated  from  Williams  College  in  the  class  of  1937  with  the  degree 
of  Bachelor  of  Arts  and  entered  Albany  Law  School,  where  he  is  now  study¬ 
ing.  William  P.  entered  Williams  College  in  the  class  of  1942.  Both  boys 
intend  to  practice  law  hereafter. 

Mr.  Cantwell  is  a  member  of  the  Essex  County  Bar  Association.  He  has 
been  a  justice  of  the  peace  in  the  town  of  St.  Armand,  Essex  County,  for 
eighteen  years.  He  was  instrumental  in  founding,  organizing  and  promoting 
the  Adirondack  Fair  Association  of  Saranac  Lake,  New  York.  In  1920  he 
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purchased  a  tract  of  property  known  as  the  Old  Military  Estates  which  he  has 
developed  and  improved  extensively  and  built  through  his  own  efforts,  having 
eight  modern  cottages  and  apartment  houses  thereon.  For  many  years  he  was 
a  director  and  attorney  for  the  Saranac  Lake  National  Bank.  While  in  Ma¬ 
lone  he  was  a  member  of  Company  K,  New  York  National  Guard  for  seven 
years,  and  while  attending  Albany  Law  School  he  served  two  years  enlistment 
with  Troop  B,  New  York  Cavalry.  He  was  active  and  organized  a  Home 
Guard  Company  in  Bloomingdale,  New  York,  for  two  years  during  the  World 
War  and  served  upon  the  Legal  Advisory  Board.  For  four  years  he  was 
Scout  Master  and  actively  took  charge  of  a  troop  in  the  Saranac  Lake  Council. 
He  is  a  member  of  Northern  Constellation  Lodge,  No.  291,  Free  and  Accepted 
Masons,  Malone,  New  York,  is  active  in  the  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star,  of 
which  he  is  a  Past  Patron  and  a  Past  Assistant  Grand  Lecturer.  He  is  affili¬ 
ated  with  the  Saranac  Lake  Lodge,  No.  1508,  Benevolent  and  Protective 
Order  of  Elks,  and  with  the  Sigma  Phi  Society  and  the  Phi  Delta  Phi  legal 
fraternity.  He  is  fond  of  outdoor  life  and  sports,  particularly  camping, 
fishing,  hunting  and  horseback  riding,  and  has  made  a  hobby  of  and  has 
devoted  much  time  to  real  estate  development. 


CLAUDE  FOX — Editor  of  the  “Glens  Falls  Times,”  Claude  Fox  is 
not  only  one  of  the  leading  newspapermen  of  the  Lake  George  district  but 
also  an  outstanding  citizen  of  Glens  Falls  and  active  in  the  county  organization 
of  the  Republican  party. 

Claude  Fox  was  born  in  Glens  Falls,  February  27,  1890,  son  of  Oswald  and 
Emma  (Coddington)  Fox.  Oswald  Fox,  who  was  a  paper  maker,  an  occu¬ 
pation  in  which  he  was  engaged  at  the  time  of  his  death,  passed  most  of  his 
life  as  a  citizen  of  Glens  Falls.  Emma  (Coddington)  Fox,  his  wife,  also 
deceased,  was  a  native  of  Lincolnshire,  England,  although  she  too  spent  almost 
all  of  her  life  in  Glens  Falls. 

After  receiving  his  formal  education  in  the  public  schools  of  Glens  Falls, 
Claude  Fox,  awakened  to  the  opportunities  of  the  Fourth  Estate,  joined  the 
staff  of  “The  Morning  Star”  in  1908  as  a  reporter,  remaining  on  the  staff  of 
“The  Morning  Star”  until  it  was  consolidated  with  “The  Morning  Post”  in 
1909  and  thus  became  “The  Post-Star.”  Leaving  Glens  Falls  in  1910,  Mr. 
Fox  crossed  over  into  Vermont,  where  he  became  a  staff  reporter  on  the 
“Montpelier  Argus’’  and  later  on  the  “Morning  Journal,”  although  after  two 
years  in  that  city  he  returned  to  “The  Post-Star,”  only  to  leave  again  to  join 
the  staff  of  “The  Glens  Falls  Times”  in  1912,  the  “Times”  being  then  owned 
by  the  Glens  Falls  Publishing  Company.  After  six  years  on  the  “Times,” 
Mr.  Fox  was  recalled  to  “The  Post-Star”  and  spent  the  following  four  years 
as  a  reporter,  being  made  managing  editor  of  the  newspaper  in  May,  1922. 
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This  position  Mr.  Fox  occupied  until  June  2,  1927,  when  ‘‘The  Glens  Falls 
Times”  was  acquired  by  The  Glens  Falls  Post  Company,  a  consolidation  which 
resulted  in  Mr.  Fox  being  appointed  editor  of  “The  Glens  Falls  Times,”  a 
position  which  he  has  filled  through  the  present  time. 

In  addition  to  his  newspaper  duties  and  responsibilities  Mr.  Fox  has 
found  time  to  devote  himself  to  several  phases  of  the  social  and  civic  life  of 
Glens  Falls  and  Warren  County.  Always  deeply  concerned  with  political 
problems,  he  early  became  an  active  member  of  the  Republican  party  and 
served  for  twelve  years  as  a  member  of  the  Warren  County  Board  of  Super¬ 
visors,  being  chairman  of  the  board  for  three  years,  as  well  as  becoming  treas¬ 
urer  of  the  Warren  County  Republican  Committee  and  a  member  of  the  Glens 
Falls  Municipal  Airport  Commission — these  last  two  offices  being  occupied  at 
the  present  time.  Various  philanthropic  and  charitable  enterprises  have  also 
attracted  his  support,  the  Westmount  Sanatorium  in  particular  interesting  him 
and  leading  him  to  be  chairman  of  the  building  committee  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  at  the  time  the  institution’s  buildings  were  constructed,  and  also 
to  becoming  a  member  of  the  sanatorium’s  board  of  managers,  a  position 
which  he  has  held  since  1931.  Mr.  Fox,  who  is  a  past  president  of  the  Glens 
Falls  Masonic  Club,  is  a  member  of  Glens  Falls  Lodge,  No.  121,  Free  and 
Accepted  Masons,  and  belongs  as  well  to  Glens  Falls  Lodge,  No.  81,  Benevo¬ 
lent  and  Protective  Order  of  Elks.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Church  of  the 
Messiah  of  Glens  Falls,  an  institution  he  served  for  four  terms  as  vestryman, 
and  finds  in  fishing  recreation  from  his  numerous  professional  and  civic 
responsibilities. 

Claude  Fox  married,  April  8,  1912,  at  Northfield  Falls,  Vermont,  Harriett 
E.  Persons,  who  was  born  in  Waitsfield,  Vermont.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Fox  are 
the  parents  of  two  children:  1.  Geraldine  L.,  who  attended  grade  schools  in 
Glens  Falls  and  graduated  from  the  Glens  Falls  High  School.  She  is  now 
the  wife  of  Robert  L.  Eddy,  of  Glens  Falls.  2.  Leighton  E.,  who,  after  grad¬ 
uating  from  the  grade  schools  and  the  high  school  of  Glens  Falls,  attended  the 
Albany  Business  College,  graduating  in  1926  and  then  joined  the  staff  of  the 
Hartford  Accident  and  Indemnity  Company  of  Hartford,  Connecticut. 


MORRIS  MASLON,  M.  D. — -Since  1911  Dr.  Morris  Maslon  has  been 
actively  engaged  in  professional  work  as  a  physician  in  Glens  Falls,  distin¬ 
guishing  himself  especially  as  pathologist  and  bacteriologist  director  of  the 
Warren  County  Bacteriological  Laboratory  and  pathologist  for  the  Glens 
Falls  Hospital. 

Dr.  Maslon  was  born  May  30,  1887,  in  Russia,  son  of  Dr.  Wolf  and 
Esther  (Sunkin)  Maslon.  His  father  was  born  in  Russia,  and  some  years 
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ago  took  up  the  practice  of  medicine  in  Brooklyn,  New  York.  The  mother 
was  also  a  native  of  Russia. 

The  public  schools  of  New  York  City,  whither  his  parents  came  to  live 
while  he  was  still  very  young,  furnished  the  early  education  of  Morris  Maslon, 
who  afterward  became  a  student  at  the  University  of  Maryland.  Graduated 
there  in  1909  with  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine,  he  served  an  interneship 
in  1909  and  1910  at  Maryland  General  Hospital,  and  in  1910  and  1911  he 
served  as  pathologist  at  the  same  institution,  also  holding  a  post  as  associate 
professor  of  pathology  and  bacteriology  at  the  Baltimore  Medical  College, 
Baltimore,  Maryland.  In  1911  he  came  to  Glens  Falls  to  live,  here  becoming 
county  bacteriologist  and  director  of  the  Warren  County  Bacteriological  Lab¬ 
oratory.  He  serves  as  hospital  pathologist  at  Glens  Falls  Hospital  and  as 
director  of  the  hospital  laboratory. 

Showing  every  disposition  to  help  his  community,  Dr.  Maslon  acts  as 
chairman  of  the  Warren  County  Health  Department  and  chairman  of  the 
board  of  managers  of  Westmount  Sanatorium.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Board 
of  Health  of  Glens  Falls  and  chairman  of  the  medical  staff  of  Glens  Falls 
Hospital.  He  holds  membership  in  Glens  Falls  Academy  of  Medicine  of 
which  he  was  secretary-treasurer  for  five  years,  and  is  active  in  the  Warren 
County  Medical  Society  (of  which  he  became  treasurer  and  secretary  in  1933) 
and  the  Medical  Society  of  the  State  of  New  York.  He  is  a  member  of  the 
house  of  delegates  of  the  State  society,  and,  in  addition  to  his  other  activities, 
is  a  member  of  the  New  York  State  Association  of  Public  Health  Labora¬ 
tories,  of  which  he  is  a  past  president.  He  belongs  also  to  the  American 
Medical  Association  and  is  a  Fellow  of  the  American  College  of  Physicians, 
the  American  Society  of  Clinical  Pathologists  and  the  American  Public 
Health  Association.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Association  of  Military  Surgeons 
of  the  United  States,  the  Northeastern  New  York  Pathological  Society,  Soci¬ 
ety  of  the  American  Bacteriologists,  and  the  American  Association  for  the 
Study  of  Neoplastic  Diseases,  and  is  consulting  staff  member  at  the  Emma 
Long  Stevens  Hospital,  in  Granville,  New  York. 

During  the  World  War,  Dr.  Maslon  served  in  the  United  States  Army 
Medical  Corps  as  chief  of  the  laboratory  at  the  base  hospital  at  Camp  Beaure¬ 
gard,  Alexandria,  Louisiana,  with  the  rank  of  first  lieutenant.  Later  he  was 
transferred  to  Rockefeller  Institute,  where  he  did  special  laboratory  work. 
Then  he  was  made  chief  of  the  laboratory  at  Embarkation  Hospital  No.  I, 
Hoboken,  New  Jersey.  He  now  holds  the  rank  of  major  in  the  United  States 
Army  Medical  Reserve  Corps.  He  has  retained  his  interest  in  military  affairs, 
being  a  Past  Commander  of  Glens  Falls  Post  of  the  American  Legion,  as  well 
as  Past  County  Commander  of  the  Warren  County  Post.  He  belongs  also  to 
the  Jewish  War  Veterans  and  the  Medical  Veterans  of  the  World  War. 
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As  time  has  passed,  Dr.  Maslon  has  made  every  effort  to  keep  in  touch 
with  the  newest  developments  in  his  profession.  He  did  special  postgraduate 
work  at  Johns  Hopkins  Hospital  Medical  College  and  at  the  New  York  Post- 
Graduate  Medical  College.  He  has  concerned  himself  also  with  fraternal, 
civic  and  social  matters,  becoming  a  member  of  Senate  Lodge  of  the  Free  and 
Accepted  Masons  and  affiliating  himself  with  all  Scottish  Rite  bodies  and 
with  Oriental  Temple  of  the  Ancient  Arabic  Order  Nobles  of  the  Mystic 
Shrine.  He  belongs  to  Glens  Falls  Lodge  of  the  Benevolent  and  Protective 
Order  of  Elks  and  to  the  Phi  Delta  Epsilon  Fraternity.  He  is  active  in  the 
Glens  Falls  Anti-Tuberculosis  Society.  He  is  also  a  member  of  the  Glens 
Falls  Country  Club.  His  church  is  Temple  Beth  El,  in  which  he  is  a  past 
president  of  the  board  of  trustees.  In  spare  time  he  delights  above  all  else  in 
outdoor  life  and  recreations  of  a  healthful  sort,  and  he  is  particularly  fond  of 
golf.  Good  books  are  his  friends,  and  he  does  a  great  deal  of  reading. 

In  1911  Dr.  Morris  Maslon  married  Anna  Harriet  Scheres,  a  native  of 
Russia.  The  following  children  were  born  to  them:  1.  Harriet  S.,  who  was 
graduated  from  Simmons  College  in  1934  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Science.  2.  Victor  D. 

SENATOR  WARREN  ROBINSON  AUSTIN — Warren  Robinson 
Austin,  United  States  Senator  from  Vermont  and  a  distinguished  figure  at 
the  American  bar  for  many  years,  was  born  at  Highgate  Center,  Vermont, 
on  November  12,  1877.  He  is  a  son  of  Chauncey  Goodrich  and  Anne  Mathilda 
(Robinson)  Austin.  After  attending  the  public  schools  of  his  birthplace,  he 
continued  his  education  at  Keyes  private  school  in  Highgate  and  Brigham 
Academy  at  Bakersfield,  from  which  latter  institution  he  went  on  to  the 
University  of  Vermont.  Here  he  was  graduated  in  1899  with  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Philosophy.  In  1932,  in  recognition  of  his  notable  career,  his 
alma  mater  conferred  upon  him  the  honorary  degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws. 

Senator  Austin  began  the  study  of  law  with  C.  G.  Austin  and  Sons,  his 
father’s  firm,  at  St.  Albans  in  1899.  He  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1902 
and  entered  practice  immediately  afterward.  In  1904  he  was  elected  State’s 
attorney  for  Franklin  County,  Vermont,  serving  until  1906,  and  since  that 
time,  while  continuing  his  professional  career,  has  been  almost  continuously 
active  in  public  life.  He  was  chairman  of  the  Republican  State  Convention 
in  1908;  was  mayor  of  the  city  of  St.  Albans  in  1909;  served  as  United 
States  Commissioner  from  1907  to  1915;  and  was  delegate-at-large  to  the 
Republican  National  Convention  of  1928,  where  he  was  the  first  to  second 
the  nomination  of  Herbert  Hoover  for  President.  In  1912  he  was  also  a 
member  of  the  Congress  of  the  Mint  at  Philadelphia  and  in  the  same  year 
represented  Vermont  at  the  convention  for  the  Reform  of  Legal  Procedure, 
held  in  Chicago,  Illinois.  On  March  31,  1931,  he  was  elected  to  the  United 
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States  Senate  to  fill  out  the  unexpired  term  of  Senator  Frank  L.  Greene, 
ending  in  1935,  and  on  November  6,  1934,  was  reelected  for  the  full  six-year 
term.  In  the  Senate  he  has  been  a  national  leader  of  his  party  and  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  many  important  committees. 

Senator  Austin  was  admitted  to  practice  before  the  Circuit  Court  of  the 
Second  Circuit  of  the  United  States  in  1906,  became  a  member  of  the  bar 
of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  in  1914,  the  District  Court  of  the 
United  States  for  the  Eastern  District  of  New  York  in  1919;  the  Circuit 
Court  of  Appeals  of  the  Second  Circuit  in  1931  and  the  United  States  Court 
for  China  in  1917.  He  became  attorney  for  the  Vermont  State  Medical 
Society  in  1910,  represented  the  State  of  Vermont  as  special  counsel  before 
the  United  States  Supreme  Court  in  litigation  to  determine  the  boundary  line 
between  Vermont  and  New  Hampshire,  and  1916-17  was  in  China  as  attorney 
for  negotiators  of  loans  to  the  Chinese  Government.  These  loans,  totaling 
$130,000,000,  were  obtained  for  the  benefit  of  the  Chinese  National  Rail¬ 
ways,  the  reconstruction  of  the  Grand  Canal,  national  conservation  work  and 
other  projects.  Senator  Austin  has  also  represented  many  important  private 
interests  and  corporations,  including  the  International  Banking  Corporation, 
the  Pacific  Mail  Steamship  Company,  the  Manchurian  Development  Com¬ 
pany,  the  China  Corporation,  the  Carter-Macy  Company,  Ltd.,  and  others. 
In  the  case  of  Woodhouse  vs.  Woodhouse,  as  attorney  for  the  plaintiff,  he 
obtained  the  largest  verdict  ever  rendered  and  sustained  by  the  high  courts 
in  an  action  for  alienation  of  affections. 

Senator  Austin  was  president  of  the  Vermont  Bar  Association  in  1923 
and  is  a  member  of  the  American  Bar  Association,  the  Far  Eastern  American 
Bar  Association  and  other  professional  organizations.  He  has  been  a  trustee 
of  the  University  of  Vermont  since  1914,  was  an  instructor  there  in  military 
law  to  the  Students’  Army  Training  Corps  in  1918,  during  the  war,  and  in 
1926  became  lecturer  in  medical  jurisprudence  at  the  same  institution.  In 
1923  he  was  first  president  of  the  Rotary  International  at  Burlington.  Senator 
Austin  is  also  affiliated  with  the  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  the  Benevolent 
and  Protective  Order  of  Elks,  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  and 
the  Kappa  Sigma  Fraternity.  He  is  a  member  of  the  First  Congregational 
Church  of  Burlington,  where  he  now  makes  his  home. 

On  June  26,  1901,  Senator  Austin  married  Mildred  Marie  Lucas,  of  St. 
Albans,  and  they  are  the  parents  of  two  children:  Warren  Robinson,  Jr.,  and 
Edward  Lucas  Austin. 


LIEUTENANT-GOVERNOR  WILLIAM  H.  WILLS— During 
his  active  career  in  the  State  of  Vermont,  William  H.  Wills  has  risen  to 
prominence  both  in  business  and  in  public  life.  He  is  one  of  the  leading 
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insurance  men  of  Vermont,  heading  his  own  agency  at  Bennington.  With  the 
progress  of  his  business  career,  he  has  also  become  an  influential  figure  in 
councils  of  the  Republican  party  and  for  some  ten  years  has  held  State  office. 
In  1936  he  was  elected  Lieutenant-Governor  of  Vermont  and  is  now  serving 
his  second  term. 

Lieutenant-Governor  Wills  was  born  in  Chicago,  Illinois,  on  October  26, 
1882,  son  of  James  Henry  and  Alzina  (Foster)  Wills,  both  native  Ver¬ 
monters.  His  father  died  in  Chicago  in  1892,  and  his  mother  soon  returned 
to  her  native  State  with  her  son,  settling  at  Vergennes. 

William  H.  Wills  has  been  a  Vermont  resident  since  he  was  ten  years  old. 
He  attended  the  Vergennes  public  schools  for  several  years,  but  at  the  age 
of  fourteen  he  relinquished  his  studies  and  went  to  work  for  the  National 
Horseshoe  Nail  Company  in  Vergennes  at  a  salary  of  five  dollars  a  week. 
At  eighteen  he  came  to  Bennington  and  for  a  time  worked  in  a  local  grocery 
store.  Later  he  entered  the  employ  of  a  Bennington  dry  goods  store,  start¬ 
ing  at  the  bottom  but  rising  gradually  within  the  organization  during  four¬ 
teen  years  of  service.  Eventually  he  became  buyer  for  one  of  the  departments. 
Meanwhile,  in  1913,  he  began  to  sell  insurance  evenings  and  holidays,  while 
continuing  his  daytime  employment.  By  1915  he  had  progressed  so  far  that 
he  felt  able  to  devote  all  his  time  to  insurance  work  and  consequently  entered 
the  business  at  Bennington.  Some  years  later  he  incorporated  his  own 
agency,  which  he  still  heads. 

Mr.  Wills’  record  in  the  insurance  business  has  been  unusually  success¬ 
ful.  The  William  H.  Wills  Insurance  Agency  is  an  outstanding  agency  in 
Vermont  and  since  1928  has  had  one  of  the  largest  per  capita  premium 
incomes  in  New  England.  Mr.  Wills  is  also  a  director  of  the  Vermont  Mutual 
Fire  Insurance  Company.  He  is  widely  known  in  insurance  circles  and  is 
active  in  the  Vermont  Association  of  Insurance  Agents,  of  which  he  is  past 
president.  In  addition  to  these  connections  he  has  served  as  a  member  of 
the  Commission  of  Real  Estate  Licenses,  and  the  New  England  Advisory 
Board  as  national  counselor.  At  Bennington  he  is  a  director  of  the  County 
National  Bank. 

Mr.  Wills’  influence  has  not  been  confined  to  business  circles  entirely.  As 
a  staunch  Vermont  Republican,  he  has  taken  an  active  interest  in  politics, 
has  served  on  the  Republican  Town  Committee  and  as  Bennington  County 
member  of  the  Republican  State  Committee  and  in  1928  was  a  delegate  to 
the  Republican  National  Convention  held  at  Kansas  City.  As  Republican 
State  leader  for  a  number  of  years  he  has  constantly  strengthened  the  organ¬ 
ization  in  Vermont.  His  own  career  in  public  life,  which  has  won  him  high 
honors  in  the  State,  began  in  1928  when  he  was  elected  a  member  of  the 
Vermont  House  of  Representatives.  From  1931  to  1935  he  was  a  member 
of  the  State  Senate,  serving  two  terms,  during  both  of  which  he  was  presi- 
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dent  pro  tem  of  the  Senate.  In  1936,  he  was  elected  Lieutenant-Governor 
on  the  Republican  ticket  and  after  a  successful  administration  of  his  various 
duties,  was  renominated  in  1938  and  reelected  for  a  second  term,  polling 
73,021  votes  to  33,957  for  his  Democratic  opponent.  His  personal  popularity 
with  the  voters  is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  he  ran  well  ahead  of  others  on 
the  Republican  ticket,  except  for  Governor  George  D.  Aiken  and  United 
States  Senator  Ernest  W.  Gibson.  Lieutenant-Governor  Wills’  present  term 
of  office  expires  in  1940. 

Despite  the  many  other  demands  made  upon  him,  Mr.  Wills  has  found 
time  to  be  active  in  a  wide  range  of  civic  interests  and  to  serve  a  number 
of  the  State’s  institutions  in  official  capacities.  He  is  a  member  of  the  board 
of  directors  of  Montpelier  Junior  College;  a  trustee  of  Henry  W.  Putnam 
Memorial  Hospital  and  a  trustee  of  the  Vermont  Soldiers’  Home.  He  is 
also  a  leading  layman  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  junior  warden  of  St.  Peter’s 
Church  in  Bennington  and  now  president  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  the 
Episcopal  Diocese  of  Vermont.  Fraternally  he  is  affiliated  with  the  Grange, 
the  Benevolent  and  Protective  Order  of  Elks,  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd 
Fellows  and  the  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  in  which  latter  order  he  is  a 
member  of  Mt.  Anthony  Lodge,  No.  73,  at  Bennington,  and  many  higher 
bodies,  including  Taft  Commandery,  Knights  Templar,  and  Cairo  Temple, 
Ancient  Arabic  Order  Nobles  of  the  Mystic  Shrine,  at  Rutland,  of  which 
he  is  Past  Potentate. 

In  1914,  William  H.  Wills  married  Hazel  McLeod,  a  graduate  of  Ben¬ 
nington  High  School  and  Middlebury  College. 


JOHN  HENRY  HOPKINS,  S.  T.  B.,  S.  T.  D.,  D.  D.— John  Henry 
Hopkins,  rector  emeritus  of  The  Church  of  The  Redeemer,  in  Chicago,  Illi¬ 
nois,  native  of  Vermont,  and  resident  of  Grand  Isle,  where  he  is  nowTiving 
in  retirement,  has  been  an  active  figure  in  the  afifairs  of  the  Protestant  Epis¬ 
copal  Church  of  America,  with  which  he  was  actively  identified  in  many 
parts  of  the  country  for  forty  years. 

Dr.  Hopkins  was  born  at  Burlington,  Vermont,  September  17,  1861,  the 
son  of  the  Rev.  Theodore  Austin  and  Alice  Leavenworth  (Doolittle)  Hopkins. 
His  father,  also  an  Episcopal  clergyman,  served  as  parish  priest  and  was  prin¬ 
cipal  of  the  Yates  School  for  Boys  at  Lancaster,  Pennsylvania,  for  a  number 
of  years,  and  then  removed  to  Rock  Point,  Burlington,  Vermont,  where  he 
founded  and  served  as  principal  of  the  Vermont  Episcopal  Institute  from 
i860  to  1881.  Dr.  Hopkins  received  a  general  education  at  the  Episcopal 
Institute  in  Burlington,  and  after  completing  this  part  of  his  studies  matric¬ 
ulated  at  the  University  of  Vermont,  from  which  he  was  graduated  with  a 
Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  in  the  class  of  1883,  and  later,  in  1906,  was  awarded 
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the  honorary  degree  of  Doctor  of  Divinity.  Prior  to  starting  his  theological 
training  he  went  to  the  Pacific  coast,  and  from  1883  to  1887  engaged  in  the 
fire  insurance  business  at  San  Francisco,  and  Oakland,  California.  At  the 
expiration  of  this  period  he  returned  to  New  York,  entered  the  General 
Theological  Seminary,  from  which  he  was  graduated  in  1890,  and  received 
his  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Sacred  Theology  in  1893.  Thirteen  years  later 
he  was  to  be  the  recipient  of  an  honorary  degree  of  Doctor  of  Sacred  Theology 
awarded  to  him  by  the  Western  Theological  Seminary  of  Chicago. 

Dr.  Hopkins  was  ordained  a  deacon  in  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
in  1890,  became  a  priest  in  1891  and  began  his  career  as  assistant  at  Calvary 
Chapel  in  New  York,  where  he  remained  until  1891.  He  then  served  in  the 
same  capacity  at  St.  James’  Church  in  Chicago,  Illinois,  and  in  1893  was 
elected  rector  of  Trinity  Church,  at  Atchison,  Kansas.  Two  years  later  he 
became  rector  of  Christ  Church  in  St.  Joseph,  Missouri,  and  in  1899  became 
rector  of  The  Church  of  The  Epiphany  in  Chicago,  occupying  the  pulpit  here 
until  1909,  when  he  was  named  secretary  of  the  Fifth  Missionary  Depart¬ 
ment  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  a  post  in  which  he  had  some  supervision  over 
missionary  activities  in  the  Province  of  the  Middle  West.  The  following 
year,  1910,  he  assumed  his  post  at  The  Church  of  The  Redeemer  where  he 
continued  until  his  retirement  as  rector  emeritus  in  1929. 

Dr.  Hopkins  is  a  musician  and  during  the  early  part  of  his  life  he  employed 
this  talent  as  an  organist,  serving  in  the  St.  Paul’s  Church,  at  Burlington, 
Vermont,  from  1879  to  J883 ;  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Oakland, 
California,  from  1884  to  1887;  the  General  Theological  Seminary  from  1889 
to  1890;  and  Calvary  Church  of  New  York  City  in  1896.  He  also  composed 
music  for  the  Holy  Communion  Service  in  B  flat.  Aside  from  this  accom¬ 
plishment  he  has  been  the  author  of  several  books,  including  “The  Life  of 
Marie  Moulton  Graves  Hopkins,”  privately  published  in  1933 ;  the  story  of 
the  diocese  of  Chicago  between  the  two  World’s  Fairs,  entitled  “The  Great 
Forty  Years,”  published  by  the  Morehouse  Publishing  Company,  of  Mil¬ 
waukee,  Wisconsin,  in  1936;  and  numerous  articles  for  church  papers  in 
Vermont,  Missouri,  Kansas  and  Illinois. 

Dr.  Hopkins  is  a  member  of  the  Historical  Society  of  the  Episcopal 
Church,  the  Historical  Society  of  Vermont,  the  Church  Club  of  Chicago,  the 
Catholic  clubs  of  New  York  and  Chicago,  the  University  Club  of  Winter 
Park,  Florida,  and  the  Masonic  Order  in  which  he  holds  a  thirty-second 
degree  and  for  which  he  served  as  prelate  of  the  Knights  Templar  com- 
mandery  at  St.  Joseph,  Missouri,  from  1896  to  1897.  He  is  also  a  former 
member  of  the  American  Guild  of  Organists,  to  which  he  belonged  from 
1917  to  1920.  As  a  young  cleric  Dr.  Hopkins  served  as  chaplain  of  the 
4th  Regiment  of  the  Missouri  National  Guard  in  which  he  held  the  rank  of 
captain  from  1896  to  1897. 
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On  June  10,  1890,  at  St.  Paul’s  Church  in  Burlington,  Dr.  Hopkins  mar¬ 
ried  Marie  Moulton  Graves,  daughter  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Gemont  and  Maria 
(Moulton)  Graves.  She  died  on  March  9,  1933, 


HORACE  EDWARD  DYER — A  descendant  of  a  family  which  has 
been  prominently  identified  with  the  history  of  Rutland  and  the  State  of  V er- 
mont  for  nearly  one  hundred  and  fifty  years,  and  whose  ancestors  have  em¬ 
blazoned  their  names  in  the  historical  records  of  New  England  since  the  middle 
of  the  seventeenth  century,  Horace  Edward  Dyer,  banker,  statesman,  farmer 
and  military  man  is  numbered  among  the  well-known  citizens  of  his  State. 

His  forebears  were  English  for  many  generations  and  were  settled  in 
Glastonbury,  Somersetshire,  before  the  conquest.  Among  these  was  Siward 
Dyre,  or  Digre  as  then  spelled  (about  1036),  Saxon  Earl — or  Military 
Governor — of  Northumbria  and  called  “the  Giant”  from  his  large  size.  He 
was  descended  from  Alfred  the  Great  and  was  the  original  Siward  of 
Shakespeare’s  “Macbeth,”  who  rejoiced  that  the  battle  wounds  which  killed 
his  son  were  all  in  front. 

The  founder  of  the  Dyer  family  in  America  was  William  Dyer,  who  was 
born  in  London,  England,  and  emigrated  to  America,  locating  in  Boston, 
Massachusetts.  “It  has  been  ascertained  and  certified,  after  a  careful  exami¬ 
nation  at  the  Herald’s  College  in  London,  that  the  coat-of-arms  of  the  ances¬ 
tors  of  William  Dyre  is  the  one  here  mentioned.  The  Saracen’s  head  undoubt¬ 
edly  signifies  that  some  ancestors  took  part  in  the  crusades,  while  the  three 
goats  show  that  there  is  a  link  between  William  Dyre  and  the  family  of  Sir 
James  Dyer,  the  distinguished  jurist,  son  of  Richard  Dyer,  Lord  of  the  Manor 
of  Wincanton,  Somersetshire,  England.  The  goat  is  an  emblem  found  on 
most  of  the  coats-of-arms  of  the  various  branches  of  the  Dyre  (Dyer)  family. 
The  Ermine  on  the  various  Dyer  shields  denotes  royal  descent.  The  latin 
motto  translated  is :  ‘To  affright  I  would  not — to  fear  I  know  not.’  And  well 
did  William  and  Mary — his  cousin  and  wife — uphold  this  declaration  of  their 
ancestors !” 

William  Dyer  subsequently  removed  to  Newport,  Rhode  Island,  where  he 
died  in  1677.  His  wife  Mary,  a  Quakeress,  was  hanged  for  “conscience 
sake”  on  Boston  Common  June  31,  1660,  choosing  to  die  rather  than  abandon 
her  faith.  On  March  15,  1637,  he,  with  other  residents  of  Boston,  signed  a 
remonstrance  affirming  the  innocence  of  Mr.  Wheelwright  and  that  the  court 
had  condemned  the  truth  of  Christ,  for  which,  November  17,  1637,  he  was 
disfranchised.  April  28,  1637,  William  Dyer,  with  eight  others,  signed  a 
compact  preparatory  to  the  settlement  of  Newport,  he  being  the  town  clerk. 
In  company  with  eighteen  others,  he,  as  clerk,  signed  the  compact  to  incor¬ 
porate  themselves  into  a  “Bodie  Politick,”  in  Portsmouth,  Rhode  Island, 
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March  7,  1638;  and,  June  5,  1639,  he  and  three  others  apportioned  the  lands, 
having  recorded  to  his  name,  March  10,  1640,  eighty-seven  acres. 

William  Dver  was  secretary  of  the  town  of  Portsmouth  from  1640  to 
1647;  in  1648  he  was  general  recorder;  from  1650  to  1653  he  was  Attorney 
General  of  Rhode  Island.  On  the  eighteenth  day  of  May,  1653,  he  received  a 
commission  from  the  assembly  to  act  against  the  Dutch,  he  being  at  that  time 
“commander-in-chief  of  the  seas.”  He  was  also  commissioner  from  1661  to 
1662  ;  a  deputy  from  1664  to  1666 ;  a  general  solicitor  from  1665  to  1668  ;  and 
secretary  of  council  in  1669.  Dyer's  Island,  which  he  owned,  was  named  for 
him  by  Governor  Coddington  and  others.  William  Dyer  was  sent  to  England 
on  important  missions  by  the  colonies.  He  was  many  times  a  conferee  of 
Roger  Williams  and  the  two  families  were  later  united  by  the  marriage  of 
their  descendants.  His  son,  Samuel  Dyer,  was  the  next  in  line  of  descent. 

Samuel  Dyer  was  horn  in  Boston,  Massachusetts,  December  20,  1635,  and 
died  in  Kingston,  Rhode  Island,  in  1678.  His  wife  was,  before  marriage,  Ann 
Hutchinson,  who  was  born  November  17,  1643,  and  died  January  10,  1717. 
Their  son,  Edward  Dyer,  who  was  the  next  in  line,  was  the  great-great-great- 
grand  father  of  Horace  Edward  Dyer. 

Edward  Dyer  was  born  in  Newport,  Rhode  Island,  in  1670  but  subse¬ 
quently  settled  in  Kingston,  Rhode  Island,  where  his  son  Samuel  was  born  in 
1702.  Samuel  Dyer  moved  to  West  Greenwich,  Rhode  Island,  where  he  died; 
on  February  24,  1725,  he  married  Tabitha  Niles,  of  East  Greenwich,  Rhode 
Island,  and  their  son  George  was  next  in  line  of  descent. 

George  Dyer,  the  great-grandfather  of  Horace  Edward  Dyer,  was  born  in 
West  Greenwich,  Rhode  Island,  December  26,  1736,  and  died  in  Rutland, 
Vermont,  January  8,  1817,  past  eighty  years  of  age.  He  was  a  patriot  and 
served  in  the  Revolutionary  War  where  he  was  a  disbursing  officer  for  funds 
for  the  Colonial  troops.  He  married  (first)  Ann  Nichols  a  daughter  of  Hon. 
Joseph  Nichols,  and  his  wife,  Abigail  Spinck,  of  East  Greenwich,  Rhode 
Island,  Mr.  Nichols  being  a  man  prominent  in  public  affairs.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Dyer  were  married  on  Christmas  Day,  1760,  and  their  union  was  prolific  of 
ten  children,  seven  sons  and  three  daughters,  of  whom  Edward,  Horace 
Edward  Dyer’s  grandfather,  was  the  sixth  son.  Ann  (Nichols)  Dyer  died  in 
1780,  at  the  age  of  forty  years.  Some  years  after  her  death  George  Dver 
married  for  his  second  wife,  Amey  Wait,  who  died  in  1812  and  is  buried  with 
her  husband  at  South  Clarendon,  Vermont. 

Edward  Dyer  was  born  in  West  Greenwich,  Rhode  Island,  June  23,  1774, 
and  died  May  12,  1854.  While  a  youth  he  migrated  to  Shrewsbury,  Vermont, 
where  he  worked  on  a  farm,  being  paid  one  bushel  of  wheat  per  week.  This 
he  saved  until  a  rise  in  the  price  of  flour  gave  him  a  slight  increase  in  the 
return  for  his  labor.  He  purchased  a  farm  in  Shrewsbury,  but  later  sold  it 
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and  moved  to  Rutland  and  gradually  acquired  the  farming  and  timber  lands 
which  have  ever  since  remained  in  the  Dyer  family.  He  was  twice  married. 
His  first  wife  was  Sally  Bowman,  of  Clarendon,  Vermont.  Their  marriage 
was  celebrated  November  i,  1798.  Mrs.  Dyer  died  August  1,  1816,  and  is 
buried  in  East  Clarendon,  Vermont,  leaving  nine  children.  Edward  Dyer  was 
again  married,  January  7,  1818  to  Hannah  Hoxie,  of  Milton,  Vermont,  who 
was  born  April  10,  1788.  She  was  a  daughter  of  Gideon  Hoxie,  who  was  the 
first  town  clerk  of  Milton,  serving  for  over  forty  years,  and  was  the  first  white 
child  born  in  the  town  of  Milton.  Gideon  Hoxie,  who  was  one  of  the  pioneer 
settlers  of  Milton  and  had  the  distinction  of  taking  the  first  wagon  to  that 
village,  was  a  son  of  Stephen  Hoxie,  of  Charlestown,  Rhode  Island,  who 
belonged  to  an  old  Quaker  family.  Hannah  (Hoxie)  Dyer  died  February 
17,  1869,  and  with  her  husband  is  buried  in  Fair  Haven,  Vermont. 

Rev.  Palmer  Dyer,  son  of  Edward  and  Sally  (Bowman)  Dyer  and  half- 
brother  of  Horace  Hoxie  Dyer,  was  educated  in  Union  College  at  Schenec¬ 
tady,  New  York,  and  was  ordained  as  a  clergyman  of  the  Episcopal  Church. 
His  first  charge  was  at  Granville,  New  York,  about  1823 ;  his  next  charge  was 
at  Syracuse,  New  York;  and  in  1824  he  went  on  a  missionary  trip  to  Illinois. 
After  a  long  and  tedious  journey,  he  reached  Chicago,  Illinois,  then  a  swamp- 
hole.  While  an  Episcopalian  missionary  in  Chicago  he  administered  the  first 
Episcopalian  communion  service  in  that  city,  in  a  Congregational  church, 
upon  the  invitation  of  the  pastor,  who  also  partook  of  the  sacrament.  In 
Chicago  he  purchased  an  Indian  pony  which  he  rode  to  Peoria,  Illinois,  where 
he  established  a  mission,  also  establishing  missions  in  different  parts  of 
Illinois  and  Michigan.  He  was  the  editor  of  the  “Episcopal  Watchman,”  pub¬ 
lished  in  Hartford,  Connecticut.  He  was  drowned  at  Ausable  Chasm,  near 
Lake  Champlain,  New  York,  in  August,  1844,  giving  his  life  to  save  that  of 
a  lady  of  his  party  who  was  about  to  fall  into  the  chasm.  Rev.  Palmer  Dyer 
was  a  gifted  writer,  as  attested  by  his  articles  in  the  “Episcopal  Watchman” 
and  other  publications  of  that  period. 

Two  children  of  Edward  and  Hannah  (Hoxie)  Dyer  lived  to  maturity: 
Horace  Hoxie  Dyer  and  Sarah  Bowman  Dyer.  The  latter,  born  in  1821, 
married  Zenas  C.  Ellis,  of  Fair  Haven,  Vermont,  a  descendant  of  Mathew 
Lyons,  one  of  the  best  known  patriots  of  New  England  and  the  Green 
Mountain  State.  She  died  July  7,  1876,  leaving  four  sons:  1  George  W.  Ellis, 
who  became  a  prominent  lawyer  in  New  York  City.  2.  Dr.  Edward  Dyer 
Ellis,  a  widely  known  physician  of  Poultney,  Vermont,  who  is  said  to  have 
successfully  performed  the  first  operation  for  appendicitis  in  Vermont.  3. 
Horace  B.  Ellis,  a  well-known  and  popular  hotel-keeper  at  Castleton,  Ver¬ 
mont,  who  also  developed  the  Prospect  House,  the  largest  and  best  known 
summer  hotel  at  Lake  Bomoseen,  Vermont.  4.  Zenas  H.  Ellis,  a  widely 
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known  banker,  horticulturist,  antiquarian  and  historian  who  now  resides  in 
the  home  on  the  family  acres,  once  occupied  by  his  ancestor,  Mathew  Lyon. 

Horace  Hoxie  Dyer,  son  of  Edward  and  Hannah  (Hoxie)  Dyer,  was  born 
April  2,  1820,  at  Dyer  Farms,  two  miles  south  of  the  city  of  Rutland,  Ver¬ 
mont,  where  he  resided  until  his  death  on  March  29,  1905.  He  attended  the 
local  district  schools  and  later,  a  school  at  Brandon,  Vermont,  where  the 
Rev.  Hadley  Proctor  was  principal,  later  teaching  school  at  Fair  Haven, 
Vermont.  He  early  displayed  a  natural  ability  in  legal  matters  and  desired 
to  take  up  the  profession  of  law,  but  sacrificed  this  ambition  at  the  behest  of 
his  father  who  needed  his  assistance  at  home,  residing  for  his  entire  life  upon 
the  ancestral  acres  which  he  carried  on  in  addition  to  attending  to  his  large 
and  varied  business  interests. 

He  became  a  member  of  the  State  militia  at  the  age  of  eighteen,  later 
being  promoted  to  the  captaincy  of  the  local  company — now  Company  A  of 
the  First  Vermont  Infantry — a  position  held  fifty  years  later  by  his  son,  the 
subject  of  this  sketch.  He  served  for  many  years  in  the  various  offices  which 
were  bestowed  upon  him  by  popular  vote  and  without  solicitation  on  his  part : 
as  selectman  for  many  years  at  the  time  when  Rutland,  Vermont,  was  the 
largest  civic  body  under  town  government  in  the  United  States;  and  as  justice 
of  the  peace  from  1843  to  1873,  at  which  time  he  declined  reelection.  He  was 
a  member  of  the  Rutland  County  Agricultural  Society,  serving  for  three  suc¬ 
cessive  years  as  president  and  in  1878  was  elected  to  the  Vermont  Senate;  he 
was  vice-president  and  director  of  both  the  Killington  National  Bank  and  Rut¬ 
land  Trust  Company,  which  institutions  he  assisted  in  organizing  in  1884  and 

1885. 

On  February  15,  1866,  he  married  Abigail  Jane  Hitchcock,  the  daughter 
of  Henry  and  Hannah  Lucy  (Hulett)  Hitchcock,  who  was  born  at  Clarendon 
Springs,  Vermont,  on  May  3,  1839,  and  died  in  Rutland,  Vermont,  on  October 
19,  1914. 

Henry  Hitchcock,  father  of  Mrs.  Dyer,  was  for  many  years  a  merchant  in 
Rutland,  later  engaged  in  the  village  of  Clarendon,  Vermont.  He  still  later 
turned  his  attention  to  farming  and  the  manufacture  of  marble,  owning  a 
quarry  and  also  a  mill.  He  was  born  August  22,  1805,  in  Pittsford,  Vermont, 
and  died  August  27  1871,  in  Rutland.  His  wife,  Hannah  Lucy  Hulett,  a 
daughter  of  Mason  Hulett,  a  large  landowner  of  Hampton,  New  York,  was 
born  July  4,  1817,  and  died  at  Dyer  Farms,  January  28,  1893.  They  reared 
only  two  of  their  five  children,  viz. :  Mrs.  Dyer,  and  her  maiden  sister,  Louise 
Amelia  Hitchcock,  who  died  in  Rutland  in  1934. 

She  was  a  descendant  of  Lieutenant  Joseph  Allen,  a  brother  of  Ira  Allen, 
statesman  and  founder  of  the  University  of  Vermont;  of  Ethan  Allen,  the 
hero  of  Ticonderoga ;  and  of  the  famous  Parson  Allen  of  Battle  of  Bennington 
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fame,  all  of  whom  were  so  prominently  associated  with  the  early  history  of 
Vermont  and  its  Green  Mountain  Boys.  Her  ancestry,  like  that  of  her 
husband,  is  resplendent  with  names  of  men  famed  in  the  early  history  of  the 
United  States  along  military,  ministerial,  educational  and  legislative  lines  as 
evidenced  by  the  long  list  of  forebears  entitling  her  to  her  membership  in  the 
Colonial  Dames  of  America,  Descendants  of  Colonial  Governors,  Daughters 
of  American  Revolution  and,  further  back,  to  Americans  of  Royal  Descent. 

Horace  Edward  Dyer,  son  of  Horace  Hoxie  and  Abigail  Jane  (Hitchcock) 
Dyer,  completed  his  early  education  in  the  Rutland  schools,  and  entered 
Worcester  Academy  at  Worcester,  Massachusetts,  after  which  he  enrolled  at 
the  University  of  Vermont,  graduating  in  1893  with  his  degree  of  Bachelor 
of  Arts,  after  having  for  the  entire  course  held  the  ranking  position  to  which 
his  class  was  entitled  in  the  Military  Department  and  being  given,  so  far  as 
is  known,  the  only  certificate  of  proficiency  ever  issued  by  that  department  of 
the  university.  During  his  college  years  he  was  also  a  member  of  the  well- 
known  Burlington  Cadets,  later  Company  M  of  the  1st  Vermont  Infantry. 
After  graduating  from  the  University  of  Vermont  he  assumed  the  manage¬ 
ment  of  his  father’s  agricultural  interests  in  Rutland,  with  which  he  has  been 
closely  associated  to  the  present  day.  In  1896  he  was  offered  a  position  with 
Rand,  McNally  &  Company  of  Chicago,  publishers,  and  for  two  years  traveled 
in  New  Hampshire  selling  school  books  to  the  towns  in  his  territory,  but 
upon  the  blowing  up  of  the  battleship  “Maine”  in  Havana  Harbor,  resigned 
his  position  and  returned  home  to  prepare  his  company  of  the  1st  Vermont 
Infantry  for  the  war  which  he  felt  must  follow.  In  1887  he  had  enlisted  in 
Company  A  of  the  1st  Infantry,  Vermont  National  Guard,  where  he  served 
as  private  and  bugler  until  1894,  when  he  was  appointed  second  lieutenant, 
being  in  a  few  weeks  promoted  to  a  captaincy  and  assigned  to  Company  A,  1st 
Vermont  Infantry.  In  this  capacity  he  served  during  the  Spanish-American 
War,  his  company  being  the  first  from  his  State  to  volunteer — which  it  did 
one  hundred  per  cent. — was  mustered  into  United  States  service  on  May  16, 
1898,  and  discharged  November  3  of  that  year,  at  which  time  Captain  Dyer’s 
discharge  contained  a  special  citation  for  efficiency.  In  1900  he  was  appointed 
major  and  in  1904  was  detailed  to  Fort  Ethan  Allen,  Vermont,  where  he  was 
attached  to  the  15th  United  States  Cavalry,  being  relieved  in  1907.  In  1909 
he  became  lieutenant-colonel  of  the  1st  Vermont  Infantry.  The  following 
year  he  was  appointed  colonel  of  the  same  regiment,  which  commission  he  held 
until  the  pressure  of  business  necessitated  his  resignation  in  1914.  At  present, 
in  addition  to  his  duties  as  manager  of  his  farm  and  timber  interests  of 
approximately  sixteen  hundred  acres,  together  with  extensive  real  estate 
holdings,  he  is  president  and  trust  officer  of  the  Rutland  Trust  Company,  in 
which  organization  he  has  been  a  director  since  January,  1904.  He  is  also  a 
director  of  the  Killington  National  Bank. 
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His  service  to  the  town  of  Rutland,  Vermont,  includes  the  offices  of 
justice  of  the  peace,  superintendent  of  schools,  trustee  of  public  money  and  for 
fourteen  years  as  selectman.  Colonel  Dyer  is  a  communicant  of  the  Episcopal 
Church  and  a  member  of  the  Republican  party,  having  been  elected  in  1923 
and  1927  as  a  member  of  tbe  Vermont  Legislature,  where  he  was  appointed 
to  the  committees  of  Banking  and  Insurance,  Judiciary  and  chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Military  Affairs.  He  is  also  well  known  fraternally,  having 
been  affiliated  with  the  Lodge,  Free  and  Accepted  Masons  ;  Chapter,  and  Com- 
mandery,  Knights  Templar;  and  Cairo  Temple,  Ancient  Arabic  Order  Nobles 
of  the  Mystic  Shrine;  Knights  of  Pythias;  Benevolent  and  Protective  Order 
of  Elks ;  Rotary ;  Fort  Ethan  Allen  Mess ;  the  Ethan  Allen  Club  of  Burlington, 
Vermont  and  tbe  Delta  Psi  Fraternity  at  the  Lhiiversity  of  Vermont.  He  also 
holds  membership  in  the  Vermont  Department  of  the  United  Spanish  War 
Veterans,  and  the  Vermont  Lair  Military  “Order  of  the  Serpent,”  in  each  of 
which  he  is  a  Past  State  Commander;  Vermont  Society  Sons  of  the  American 
Revolution;  a  charter  member  of  tbe  Vermont  Society  of  Colonial  Wars,  of 
which  he  is  a  Past  Governor ;  Officers  of  Foreign  Wars,  of  which  he  is  a  Past 
Commander,  chairman  for  Vermont  of  the  Society  of  Descendants  of  Colo¬ 
nial  Governors  and  the  Baronial  Order  of  Runnemede,  being  descended  from 
thirteen  of  the  original  thirty-three  Barons  who  compelled  King  John  to  sign 
the  Magna  Charta,  June  15,  1215.  He  also  served  on  the  State  Armory  Com¬ 
mission,  held  the  office  of  president  of  the  Vermont  Military  Service  School, 
and  the  chairmanship  of  the  Board  of  Examiners  for  Commissioned  Officers 
of  the  Vermont  National  Guard,  to  which  position  he  was  appointed  soon 
after  its  organization  and  remained  until  his  resignation.  He  also  served 
on  every  rifle  team  at  the  national  competitions  from  1904  until  1910. 

Colonel  Dyer  was  married  (first),  in  1893.  to  Lillian  Geoffrey  Hasler,  of 
New  York  City,  and  they  became  tbe  parents  of  two  children:  1.  Dorothy, 
born  December,  1894,  who  resigned  after  serving  for  several  years  in  the 
Federal  Reserve  Bank  of  New  York  City  and  is  now  a  resident  of  Golden- 
bridge,  New  York.  2.  Lillian,  born  September,  1896.  Her  husband,  Ormond 
Vickers-Smith,  of  Fruitland  Park,  Florida,  served  in  the  American  Expedi¬ 
tionary  Forces  during  the  World  War  and  is  a  member  of  the  American 
Legion.  They  are  the  parents  of  three  children:  i.  Harold,  now  with  the 
66th  Infantry,  Lhfited  States  of  America,  at  Fort  Penning,  Georgia,  ii.  John 
Edward,  a  student  at  Leesburg,  Florida,  High  School,  iii.  Vivien,  also  a 
student  at  Leesburg,  Florida,  High  School.  Lillian  (Dyer)  Vickers-Smith  is 
sport  editor  of  the  “Leesburg  Commercial,”  being  the  only  one  of  her  sex  in 
this  country  to  hold  a  position  of  this  type.  She  is  also  an  active  figure  in  the 
affairs  of  the  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution,  Order  of  the  Eastern 
Star  and  other  women’s  auxiliaries,  including  the  United  Spanish  War  Vet¬ 
erans,  Order  of  the  Serpent  and  American  Legion. 
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Colonel  Dyer  was  divorced  from  his  first  wife  in  1907,  and  in  1910  he 
married  Elizabeth  Mabel  Hughes,  of  Poultney,  Vermont,  and  P>oston,  Massa¬ 
chusetts,  daughter  of  William  Owen  and  Mary  Elizabeth  (Dean)  Hughes, 
whose  maternal  ancestors  served  in  the  Colonial  and  Revolutionary  forces  of 
this  country,  one  of  them  being  Surgeon  Breed,  whose  family  owned  Breeds 
Hill  where  the  battle  of  Bunker  Hill,  during  the  Revolutionary  War,  was 
actually  fought.  Her  father,  William  Owen  Hughes  (whose  grandfather 
served  with  Admiral  Nelson  of  the  British  Navy,  in  the  battle  of  Trafalgar), 
came  as  an  infant  with  his  parents  to  Castleton,  Vermont,  where  he  died  in 
February,  1923. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Dyer  became  the  parents  of  two  children:  3.  Jane  Elizabeth, 
born  August  13,  1916,  who  married  Harry  A.  Kent  of  Rutland  and  has  one 
son:  i.  Harry  A.  Kent,  Jr.,  born  July  1,  1937.  4.  Horace  Edward,  Jr.,  born 
September  29,  1919,  a  graduate  in  1937  of  the  Bordentown  Military  Academy 
at  Bordentown,  New  Jersey,  and  now  a  successful  salesman. 

Elizabeth  Mabel  (Hughes)  Dyer  died  March  17,  1923,  and  Mr.  Dyer 
remarried,  October  30,  1934,  Mattie  Pamela  Fox,  daughter  of  Dr.  George  H. 
and  Pamela  (Harris)  Fox,  of  Rutland,  Vermont,  and  own  cousin  of  Paul 
Harris,  founder  and  president  emeritus  of  Rotary  International,  who  now 
resides  in  Chicago,  Illinois.  Mrs.  Dyer’s  ancestors,  who  came  from  England, 
were  early  identified  with  American  Colonial  history  and  include  a  long  suc¬ 
cession  of  well  known  physicians.  Her  sister,  Mary  Fox,  who  died  in  1932, 
married  Herman  W.  Vaughan,  well  known  financier  of  Boston  and  New 
York,  now  and  for  many  years  a  director  of  the  nationally  known  Hollings¬ 
worth  &  Whitney  Company,  with  headquarters  in  Boston  and  whose  impos¬ 
ing  residence  is  one  of  the  beauty  spots  of  Rutland ;  while  her  brother, 
John  C.  Fox,  married  Nella  Grimm,  whose  beautiful  home  adjoins  that  of 
Mr.  Vaughan,  and  with  her  carried  on,  until  his  death  in  1923,  the  well-known 
Grimm  Manufacturing  Company,  dealers  in  Maple  products  and  makers  of 
the  well-known  Grimm  evaporators  and  other  machinery  and  utensils  used  in 
the  manufacture  of  maple  sugar. 

Colonel  and  Mrs.  Dyer  reside  in  their  home  just  north  of  the  city  limits  of 
Rutland,  Vermont,  on  the  Ethan  Allen  Highway  (Route  No.  7),  a  colonial 
residence  built  over  one  hundred  years  ago  and  known  as  “Glen  Lodge.” 

GEORGE  E,  KING,  M.  D. — Following  in  the  career  of  his  father, 
who  has  been  a  prominent  figure  in  the  medical  field  for  almost  half  a  cen¬ 
tury,  Dr.  George  E.  King  came  to  Alburg,  Vermont,  in  1922,  to  continue 
his  father’s  practice  in  that  community,  and  he  also  conducts  a  private  prac¬ 
tice  at  Isle  La  Motte,  Vermont. 

Dr.  George  E.  King  was  born  at  Ellenburg  Depot,  New  York,  January  3, 
1891,  the  son  of  Dr.  James  S.  and  Mae  (Knapp)  King.  Dr.  James  S.  King, 
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a  native  of  Chateaugay,  New  York,  launched  his  career  as  a  practicing  physi¬ 
cian  in  Grand  Isle  County  in  1891,  and  continued  there  until  1922,  when  he 
turned  over  this  extensive  practice,  the  oldest  under  the  same  name  in  this 
section,  to  his  son,  and  moved  to  Georgia,  Vermont,  where  he  has  been  suc¬ 
cessfully  engaged  to  the  present  day.  Mae  (Knapp)  King  is  a  native  of 
Ellenburg.  New  York. 

Dr.  George  E.  King  received  his  early  education  in  the  district  schools  at 
Isle  La  Motte,  Vermont,  and  then  entered  Burlington  High  School.  Upon 
completion  of  his  preparatory  education  he  matriculated  at  the  Medical  School 
of  the  University  of  Vermont,  where  he  was  graduated  in  1912  with  the 
degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine.  For  the  next  three  years,  he  was  engaged  at 
the  Monson  State  Hospital  at  Palmer,  Massachusetts,  after  which  he  went  to 
Nantasket  Beach  in  that  same  State  and  for  six  months  was  associated  with 
the  Sylvesters  Hospital.  He  then  came  to  Isle  La  Motte,  where  he  launched 
his  private  practice,  and  he  continued  there  for  two  years,  when  he  came  to 
Alburg  and  took  over  his  father’s  practice,  in  addition  to  carrying  on  his  own 
at  Isle  La  Motte.  He  has  maintained  a  successful  practice  here  to  the  present 
time,  and  is  regarded  as  a  most  capable  physician,  well  fitted  to  continue  the 
family  tradition  for  efficient  service  in  the  field  of  medicine.  In  addition  to 
his  professional  duties,  Dr.  King  also  serves  as  a  member  of  the  board  of 
directors  of  the  Milton  Cooperative  Creamery  at  Milton,  Vermont. 

Dr.  King  is  a  member  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  and  a  well-known  figure 
in  public  affairs,  serving  for  several  years  as  health  officer  of  the  towns  of 
Alburg  and  Isle  La  Motte.  Fraternally  he  is  affiliated  with  Isle  La  Motte 
Lodge,  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  the  Royal  Arch  Chapter  at  Alburg,  St. 
Albans  Conunandery,  Knights  Templar,  and  the  Modern  Woodmen  of  the 
World.  He  is  also  a  member  of  the  Vermont  State  and  American  Medical 
associations. 

He  is  married  to  Diana  Johnson,  of  Quincy,  Massachusetts,  and  they  are 
the  parents  of  two  children:  1.  Robert,  born  at  Quincy,  Massachusetts,  edu¬ 
cated  in  Alburg,  Vermont,  and  the  Rouses  Point  High  School,  and  at  present 
a  student  at  Goddard  Junior  College  in  Plainfield,  Vermont.  2.  Barbara,  born 
at  Isle  La  Motte ;  received  her  early  education  at  Alburg,  and  is  now  attending 
Northfield  Seminary  at  Northfield,  Massachusetts. 


BISHOP  ERNEST  MILMORE  STIRES— The  Lake  Champlain  and 
Lake  George  region  of  New  York  State  holds  a  keen  sentimental  interest  for 
Dr.  Ernest  Milmore  Stires,  Bishop  of  the  Long  Island  Diocese  of  the  Prot¬ 
estant  Episcopal  Church,  who  nearly  forty  years  ago  came  through  this  sec¬ 
tion,  with  his  wife  and  young  family,  on  his  way  to  assume  his  duties  as  rector 
of  St.  Thomas’s  Church  in  New  York  City.  That  year,  in  1901,  they  spent 
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the  summer  at  the  historic  Sagamore  Hotel  on  Green  Island,  and  while  there 
a  son  was  born,  said  to  be  the  first  boy  ever  born  on  the  island  and  the  second 
child  to  see  the  light  of  day  there.  They  returned  as  guests  of  the  hotel  for 
the  next  summer  and  then  the  Sagamore  offered  to  build  a  cottage  for  them 
on  the  island.  The  little  house  was  to  be  the  birthplace  of  their  fourth  child. 
They  spent  three  summers  in  this  place,  which  has  since  come  to  be  known 
as  the  Kiernan  Cottage,  being  owned  by  Peter  Kiernan.  Since  their  first 
summer  they  have  returned  for  many  seasons  to  their  house  and  three  hun¬ 
dred-acre  farm  on  Northwest  Bay  and  have  become  regarded  as  more  than 
transient  visitors.  The  Bishop,  whose  greatest  diversion  while  here  is  fishing, 
has  become  deeply  interested  in  the  development  of  Lake  George,  its  past,  its 
present  and  its  future.  He  has  given  expression  to  this  enthusiasm  in  a 
number  of  highly  constructive  ways,  serving  as  a  member  of  several  official 
bodies,  including  the  Jogues  Commission. 

The  distinguished  cleric,  who  has  become  so  attached  to  the  Lake  George 
area,  was  born  at  Norfolk,  Virginia,  May  20,  1866,  the  son  of  Van  Rens¬ 
selaer  W.  and  Lettie  M.  (Milmore)  Stires.  After  a  general  education  he 
matriculated  at  the  University  of  V irginia  from  which  he  was  graduated  with 
a  Bachelor  of  Literature  degree  in  1888.  The  following  year  he  entered  the 
Episcopal  Theological  Seminary  of  Virginia,  where  he  was  a  student  until 
1891.  Since  that  time  he  has  been  the  recipient  of  several  degrees.  In  1901 
he  received  his  degree  of  Doctor  of  Divinity  from  Trinity,  was  awarded  a 
degree  of  Doctor  of  Letters  of  Humanity  at  Kenyon  College  in  1903,  a  Doc¬ 
tor  of  Laws  degree  from  New  York  University  in  1926,  a  degree  o.f  Doctor 
of  Civil  Law  from  Kings  College  in  Canada,  and  a  degree  of  Doctor  of  Sacred 
Theology  from  Columbia  University  in  1926. 

Dr.  Stires  became  a  deacon  in  1891,  was  ordained  a  priest  in  1892,  and 
took  his  first  charge  at  West  Point,  Virginia,  where  he  served  as  rector 
between  1891  and  1892.  In  1893  he  served  at  the  Church  of  the  Good 
Shepherd  in  Augusta,  Georgia,  during  the  latter  year  accepted  a  call  to  the 
Grace  Church  in  Chicago,  Illinois,  where  he  remained  until  1901,  and  then 
came  to  St.  Thomas’s  Church  in  New  York  City,  for  which  he  served  as  rector 
until  1925.  On  November  24th  of  that  year  he  was  consecrated  Bishop  of 
Long  Island.  As  a  younger  man  Bishop  Stires  served  as  chaplain  of  the 
Richmond  Hussars  at  Augusta,  Georgia,  in  1893,  acted  in  the  same  capacity 
for  the  Naval  Reserves  in  Chicago  in  1897,  and  was  chaplain  for  the  1st 
Illinois  Cavalry  in  1901.  Later  he  was  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Visitors 
at  the  United  States  Military  Academy.  He  has  been  the  author  of  numerous 
papers  and  articles  and  several  books,  including  “The  High  Call,”  which  was 
published  in  1918,  and  “The  Price  of  Peace,”  published  in  1919. 

On  January  11,  1894,  Bishop  Stires  married  Sarah  McK.  Hardwick. 
They  have  four  sons,  all  married. 
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ALFRED  LEO  DIEBOLT — Throughout  his  career  which  dates 
back  to  1915,  Alfred  Leo  Diebolt,  head  of  the  department  of  social  studies  at 
the  Plattsburg  State  Normal  School,  has  engaged  in  the  teaching  profession. 
During  this  period  he  has  gained  increasing  importance  in  his  specialized  field 
and  is  now  ranked  among  the  prominent  authorities  of  social  science  in  New 
York  State. 

Dr.  Diebolt  was  born  at  Buffalo,  New  York,  May  31,  1891,  the  son  of 
Charles  S.  and  Frederica  Diebolt,  both  of  his  birthplace  where  his  father  was 
a  wholesale  shoe  merchant.  After  a  general  education  Mr.  Diebolt  matric¬ 
ulated  at  Colgate  University,  where  he  was  a  student  from  1910  to  1912.  He 
then  transferred  to  the  University  of  Virginia,  where  he  remained  until  1914, 
and  during  the  latter  year  enrolled  at  Columbia  University  from  which  he 
was  graduated  with  a  Bachelor  of  Science  and  a  Master  of  Arts  degree  in 
1915.  Since  that  time  he  has  supplemented  this  training  by  taking  summer 
school  courses  at  the  University  of  Wisconsin,  which  he  attended  during  the 
season  of  1917;  Teachers  College,  at  Columbia  University  in  New  York  City, 
which  he  attended  during  the  season  of  1921  ;  Teachers  College  where  he  was 
a  student  during  the  regular  session  of  1927-28;  and  the  summer  school  ses¬ 
sion  of  1927  at  the  University  of  Strassburg,  Alsace,  France.  In  1938  he 
was  awarded  a  degree  of  Doctor  of  Education  by  New  York  University,  where 
he  was  an  instructor  in  the  School  of  Education  in  1937  and  1938. 

Dr.  Diebolt  began  his  career  as  a  teacher  of  mathematics  and  history  at  the 
Shattuck  Military  School  in  1915.  Two  years  later  he  became  mathematics 
teacher  and  athletic  director  at  the  Army  and  Navy  Preparatory  School  and  in 
1920  served  in  the  same  capacities  for  the  Northwestern  Naval  and  Military 
Academy,  continuing  here  until  1921,  when  he  assumed  his  present  post  as 
head  of  the  department  of  social  studies  at  the  Plattsburg  State  Normal 
School. 

In  a  professional  capacity  Dr.  Diebolt  is  a  member  of  the  New  York  State 
Historical  Association,  the  American  Academy  of  Political  and  Social  Science, 
the  New  York  State  Teachers  Association,  and  the  Association  of  Teachers 
College  and  Normal  School  Faculties  of  New  York.  He  was  formerly  pres¬ 
ident  of  the  Discussion  Club,  the  Presbyterian  Club  and  in  his  religious  con¬ 
victions  worships  at  the  Presbyterian  Church.  During  the  World  War  Dr. 
Diebolt  was  declared  unfit  for  aviation  service  on  April  19,  1917,  but  despite 
this  decision  served  as  local  supply  chief  in  the  construction  of  the  Curtiss 
Airplane  plant  at  Buffalo  during  the  summer  of  that  year.  He  was  appointed 
educational  chief  of  the  lubrication  department  of  the  Signal  Corps  at  Wash¬ 
ington,  District  of  Columbia,  and  served  in  this  capacity  from  March  to 
August,  1918.  Following  the  demise  of  the  department  he  chanced  another 
examination  for  special  duty,  September  11,  1918,  but  was  not  accepted. 
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On  August  21,  1919,  at  Pocono,  Pennsylvania,  Dr.  Diebolt  married  as  his 
second  wife,  Katherine  Milliman.  There  are  three  children:  1.  Alfred  Leo, 
Jr.,  born  February  15,  1921.  2.  Craig  Witte,  born  March  23,  1929.  3.  Mark 
Thomas,  born  December  16,  1932. 


HON.  O.  BYRON  BREWSTER — As  a  lawyer  and  judge,  the  Hon. 
O.  Byron  Brewster,  of  Elizabethtown,  has  distinguished  himself  in  his  com¬ 
munity  and  district.  He  is  now  a  justice  of  the  Supreme  Court,  Fourth  Judi¬ 
cial  District  of  the  State  of  New  York. 

Judge  Brewster  was  horn  July  23,  1886,  in  North  Elba,  Essex  County, 
New  York,  son  of  Byron  Remembrance  and  Bidney  (Conoboy)  Brewster. 
His  father  was  a  farmer. 

O.  Byron  Brewster  attended  the  schools  of  his  native  district  and  in  1904 
was  graduated  from  Lake  Placid  High  School.  He  then  became  a  student  at 
Amherst  College,  in  Amherst,  Massachusetts,  in  1904  and  1905,  and  from 
1905  to  1908  was  a  student  at  Syracuse  University,  Syracuse,  New  York, 
where  he  received  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Philosophy.  From  1908  to  1910 
he  was  at  Albany  Law  School,  in  Albany,  New  York,  where  he  took  the 
Bachelor  of  Laws  degree.  On  October  1,  1910,  Mr.  Brewster  began  his 
practice  of  law  in  Elizabethtown,  where  he  continued  his  professional  work 
until  January  1,  1928. 

Meanwhile,  he  had  been  becoming  increasingly  active  in  politics  and  public 
affairs,  and  the  culmination  of  these  activities  was  his  accession  to  the  Supreme 
Court  bench  in  1928.  Beginning  his  judicial  duties  on  January  1,  that  year, 
he  has  continued  them  down  to  the  time  of  writing.  He  has  figured  prom¬ 
inently  in  Republican  party  affairs  in  the  State.  From  1911  to  1915  he  was 
a  Republican  member  of  the  Essex  County  Board  of  Elections.  And  con¬ 
tinuously  from  1916  to  1928  he  was  district  attorney  of  Essex  County,  so 
serving  until  he  was  m°de  judge. 

Judge  Brewster  is  noted  for  his  impartiality  and  fairness,  as  well  as  for 
the  dignity  of  his  bearing  as  a  judicial  officer.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Amer¬ 
ican  Bar  Association,  the  New  York  State  Bar  Association  and  the  New  York 
State  District  Attorneys’  Association.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Mohawk  Club 
of  Schenectady,  New  York.  During  his  student  days  he  joined  the  Phi  Delta 
Theta  and  Phi  Delta  Phi  fraternities,  in  which  he  still  retains  his  memberships. 
In  the  Free  and  Accepted  Masons  he  is  affiliated  with  Adirondack  Lodge,  No. 
602,  Cedar  Point  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons,  Lake  Champlain  Com- 
mandery,  No.  74  of  Knights  Templar,  and  Oriental  Temple  of  the  Anc  ent 
Arabic  Order  Nobles  of  the  Mystic  Shrine  (Troy,  New  York).  He  belcngs 
to  Ticonderoga  Lodge  of  the  Benevolent  and  Protective  Order  of  Elks.  He 
is  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Church,  though  his  family  are  of  the  Catholic 
faith. 
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In  December,  1911,  at  Albany,  New  York,  Judge  O.  Byron  Brewster  mar¬ 
ried  Marie  Georgia  Herie.  The  children  of  this  marriage  were:  1.  Byron 
Gregory  Brewster.

EUGENE  LIONEL  ASHLEY — Almost  forty  years  ago  when  the 
electric  light  had  not  yet  come  into  general  use,  and  electricity  was  just  meeting 
popular  favor  as  a  substitute  for  the  horse  in  moving  street  cars,  and  public 
utilities  as  we  now  have  them  were  still  unknown,  a  man  had  visions  of  har¬ 
nessing  no  less  than  the  Hudson  River  at  Spier  Falls  and  forcing  it  to  create 
immense  quantities  of  electrical  energy  that  could  be  distributed  to  supply 
civic  and  industrial  needs  of  even  distant  cities  and  towns.  Against  the 
greatest  odds,  and  overcoming  great  difficulties,  he  persisted  to  the  day  when 
his  visions  were  a  reality.  By  the  irony  of  fate  he  did  not  profit  largely  from 
what  was  one  of  the  major  achievements  of  his  time,  neither  did  he  live  ; 
see  the  full  realization  of  his  ideas,  but  he  was  the  man  who  constructed  the 
largest  hydro-electric  plant  after  that  at  Niagara  Falls,  and  goes  down  in  the 
history  of  New  York  State  as  one  of  its  outstanding  benefactors.  That  man 
was  Eugene  Lionel  Ashley,  of  Glens  Falls,  a  lawyer,  not  an  engineer,  by 
profession. 

The  life  story  of  Mr.  Ashley  has  been  told  from  many  angles,  whether 
under  the  caption  “From  Newsboy  to  Capitalist,”  or  “The  Lawyer-Power 
Magnate,”  or  simply  as  that  of  a  man  who  served  his  day  and  generation 
exceptionally  well.  Following  closely  one  of  the  most  factual  accounts: 
Eugene  Lionel  Ashley  was  born  July  20,  1863,  in  the  little  hamlet  of  Dewey’s 
Bridge,  in  the  town  of  Fort  Ann,  Washington  County,  New  York,  the  son  of 
Jefferson  and  Demis  Ann  (Snow)  Ashley.  His  father  was  a  highly  esteemed 
citizen  who  made  a  livelihood  as  a  carpenter.  The  family  moved  to  Glens 
Falls  when  their  boy  was  ten  years  of  age,  and  here  he  acquired  his  education 
in  local  elementary  schools  and  the  Glens  Falls  Academy.  Early  in  life  Mr. 
Ashley  determined  to  achieve  a  professional  career,  and  after  the  custom  of 
the  times  he  read  law  in  the  office  of  Melville  A.  Sheldon,  one  of  the  ablest 
lawyers  in  the  State.  Admitted  to  the  bar  at  Albany  in  1885,  Mr.  Ashley 
practiced  his  profession  at  Glens  Falls,  soon  after  being  taken  into  partner¬ 
ship  with  Mr.  Sheldon,  and  later,  with  the  addition  of  H.  Prior  King,  the  firm 
became  widely  known  as  Sheldon,  King  and  Ashley,  Mr.  Ashley  being  the 
youngest  partner.  In  1892  deafness,  previously  of  slight  account,  became 
acute,  interfering  with  his  work  as  a  lawyer,  and  so  he  interested  himself  in 
water  power  development,  negotiating  the  storage  of  water  of  seven  ponds 
in  the  West  Fort  Ann  country,  Kane’s  Falls,  bringing  the  water  to  the  plant 
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as  needed.  The  Sacandaga  River  water  power  and  storage  work,  in  1928, 
being  constructed  by  the  State,  is  on  the  exact  lines  that  Mr.  Ashley  projected 
many  years  ago,  and  which  the  State  then  rejected.  This  project  stores  water 
for  power  purposes  and  prevents  the  usual  spring  flooding  of  Albany  and 
other  Hudson  River  Valley  towns. 

Mr.  Ashley  was  the  prime  mover,  and  it  was  wholly  due  to  his  energy 
that  the  new  dam  was  built  at  the  foot  of  Indian  Lake,  in  Hamilton  County, 
for  years  of  great  aid  to  the  mills  and  the  lumbermen  of  the  vicinity.  His 
widow’s  grandfather,  Jeremiah  Finch,  built  the  first  dam  there  to  flush  his 
logs  down  the  river.  This  was  one  of  Mr.  Ashley’s  earliest  undertakings,  in 
the  conservation  of  water  power.  In  1890  he  obtained  the  rights  of  Kane’s 
Falls,  and  operated  a  pulp  mill  there  from  1892  to  1900;  and  in  1898  he  con¬ 
tracted  to  furnish  the  village  of  Whitehall  with  electricity,  from  which  time 
dated  his  entry  upon  large  enterprises. 

It  was  in  1898  that  Mr.  Ashley  conceived  a  plan  for  damming  the  Hudson 
River  about  ten  miles  above  Glens  Falls,  and  soon  afterward  he,  together  with 
the  International  Paper  Company,  controlled  all  the  water  rights  between 
Sherman’s  Island  and  Palmer  Village.  He  broke  ground  for  the  dam  June 
20,  1900,  and  on  September  8,  1903,  the  first  electricity  was  generated  at  the 
plant,  the  project  costing  millions  of  dollars,  and  presenting  great  obstacles 
which  he  was  enabled  to  overcome.  He  named  this  dam  in  honor  of  William 
E.  Spier,  of  Glens  Falls,  a  warm  friend  of  his  early  years  and  a  supporter  of 
the  project.  On  September  24,  1903,  several  hundred  citizens  of  the  Hudson 
and  Mohawk  valleys  gave  him  a  testimonial  dinner  at  the  United  States  Hotel 
at  Saratoga  Springs,  when  he  was  presented  with  a  silver  loving  cup.  He  was 
president  of  the  Hudson  River  Water  Power  Company  from  the  time  of  its 
institution  in  1900  until  it  was  taken  over  by  the  Adirondack  Electric  Power 
Corporation  in  1909. 

With  C.  Elmer  Smith,  of  York,  Pennsylvania,  and  Charles  E.  Parsons,  of 
New  York  City,  Mr.  Ashley  organized,  in  1909,  the  Atlanta  Power  Company, 
with  a  capital  of  $10,000,000  and  the  Georgia  Power  Company,  of  Gaines¬ 
ville,  Georgia,  thus  controlling  200,000  horse  power.  He  developed  Tallulah 
Falls  in  1913,  thus  delivering  100,000  electric  horse  power  to  Atlanta,  Georgia; 
two  dams  each  one  hundred  feet  in  height,  were  constructed,  and  one  and 
one-half  miles  of  tunnel,  long  pipe  line,  one  of  the  greatest  engineering  feats  of 
the  day,  at  a  cost  of  $9,500,000. 

While  a  young  lawyer,  Mr.  Ashley  served  as  clerk  of  the  Glens  Falls 
Board  of  Education,  and  he  took  a  leading  part  in  upbuilding  the  school  system. 
A  Democrat,  and  active  in  politics,  he  never  sought  public  office.  He  was  a 
prominent  member  of  the  Baptist  Church. 
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Mr.  Ashley  married,  January  8,  1889,  at  Glens  Falls,  Elizabeth  Hitchcock, 
who  was  born  in  Saratoga  County,  on  a  farm  near  Fort  E'dward,  a  daughter  of 
Alfred  Freeman  Hitchcock,  a  Saratoga  and  Washington  County  farmer,  a 
supervisor  in  Saratoga,  who  was  born  in  1818,  and  died  in  1872,  and  Phoebe 
Ann  (Finch)  Hitchcock,  daughter  of  Jeremiah  Finch.  Their  daughter,  Kath¬ 
erine  Robertson  Ashley,  born  April  21,  1891,  married  Arthur  Chapin  Hast¬ 
ings,  Jr.,  now  of  South  Yarmouth,  Massachusetts.  An  adopted  son,  Domnic 
C.  Ashley  (q.  v.),  is  engaged  in  civil  engineering  at  Glens  Falls. 

Eugene  Lionel  Ashley  died  February  3,  1917,  at  Glens  Falls,  after  a  long 
illness.  From  the  many  personal  and  press  tributes  of  that  day,  only  parts  of 
two  editorials  are  here  appended : 

From  the  “Glens  Falls  Times”  : 

Eugene  Lionel  Ashley  was  no  ordinary  sort  of  man.  Indeed  he  was  as 
unusual  as  was  the  determination  with  which  he  kept  everlastingly  at  the  ful¬ 
fillment  of  some  great  undertaking  until  all  that  human  ingenuity  and  per¬ 
severance  could  do  had  brought  that  undertaking  as  near  perfection  as  was 
possible  for  any  one  man  to  do. 

Eugene  L.  Ashley  was  a  big  man;  he  conceived  big  projects  and  he  set 
about  mastering  them  in  a  big  way.  He  was  ambitious,  and  herein,  perhaps, 
lay  his  greatest  fault,  if  fault  it  may  be  called,  for  it  was  this  ambition,  this 
almost  unconquerable  determination  to  accomplish  the  goal  of  an  ambition 
beset  with  great  handicaps,  which  brought  this  Napoleon  of  Industry  to  an 
early  grave. 

To  know  Mr.  Ashley,  to  understand  the  laudable  motives  which  actuated 
him  in  his  endeavors  to  triumph  over  the  forces  of  nature,  was  to  become 
aware  of  the  fact  that  here  was  the  sort  of  man  in  whom  perseverance  and 
determination  were  personified . 

The  editor  of  “The  Post-Star”  wrote : 

The  life  of  Eugene  L.  Ashley  should  be  an  inspiration  to  the  young  men 
of  this  community  for  many  reasons,  but  more  particularly  by  reason  of  its 
furnishing  a  glowing  example  of  what  may  be  accomplished  through  deter¬ 
mination  and  persistence. 

Reared  under  no  better  conditions  than,  yea,  with  but  few  of  the  advan¬ 
tages  of,  the  average  boy  of  today,  he  gained  for  himself  an  education,  and 
fought  his  way,  step  by  step,  until  he  completed  a  great  undertaking,  which 
will  be  of  lasting  benefit  to  this  community,  as  well  as  to  the  surrounding 
territory. 

The  great  dam  at  Spier  Falls,  as  permanent  as  the  mountains  which  sur¬ 
round  it,  stands  today,  and  will  stand  forever,  as  a  monument  to  his  bulldog 
determination,  without  which  determination  its  benefits  would  have  been 
unknown. 

Regardless  of  their  personal  destinies,  the  debt  the  public  owes  such 
builders  cannot  be  overestimated,  since  time  cannot  obliterate  the  good  their 
works  accomplish. 
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DOMNIC  C.  ASHLEY — Well  known  in  the  civil  engineering  field 
for  almost  twenty-five  years,  Domnic  C.  Ashley  is  at  present  a  member  of  the 
firm  of  Coulter  and  Ashley,  a  concern  which  is  recognized  as  one  of  the 
leaders  of  its  kind  in  this  section. 

Mr.  Ashley,  the  adopted  son  of  the  late  Eugene  L.  and  Elizabeth  (Hitch¬ 
cock)  Ashley,  is  a  native  of  Italy.  Eugene  L.  Ashley,  a  native  of  Glens  Falls, 
and  for  many  years  a  prominent  lawyer  and  water  power  developer  in  this 
section,  died  February  3,  1917. 

Domnic  C.  Ashley  began  his  early  education  in  the  Italian  schools,  but  came 
to  the  United  States  when  twelve  years  of  age,  and  then  entered  the  Glens 
Falls  schools.  He  completed  his  high  school  education  in  1908,  and  then 
matriculated  at  Dartmouth  College,  where  he  continued  for  two  years,  after 
which  he  transferred  to  the  Georgia  Institute  of  Technology,  at  Atlanta, 
Georgia,  graduating  in  1913  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  in  Civil 
Engineering.  He  then  went  to  work  for  the  Kanes  Falls  Electric  Company, 
and  became  vice-president  and  general  manager  in  1913 ;  this  company  supplies 
power  to  Whitehall  and  Granville.  This  business  was  sold  in  1919  to  the 
New  York  Power  and  Light  Corporation,  and  from  then  until  1923  Mr. 
Ashley  worked  in  various  positions,  and  in  the  latter  year  he  became  a  member 
of  the  engineering  firm  of  Meyers,  Bowers  and  Ashley,  Inc.  This  partnership 
was  dissolved  in  1935  and  then,  together  with  Mr.  Coulter,  the  present  firm 
of  Coulter  and  Ashley  was  organized,  and  has  continued  most  successfully  in 
this  field  to  the  present  day.  During  the  World  War,  Mr.  Ashley  enlisted  for 
service  at  Schenectady,  and  was  assigned  to  the  Field  Artillery  at  Camp 
Zachary  Taylor.  He  joined  the  American  forces  October  3,  1918,  and 
received  his  honorable  discharge  December  5,  1919. 

Mr.  Ashley  is  an  active  member  of  the  First  Baptist  Church,  where  he 
has  served  as  deacon  for  many  years.  Fraternally,  he  is  a  life  member  0 
Lodge  No.  81,  Benevolent  and  Protective  Order  of  Elks,  and  the  Phi  Delta 
Theta  Fraternity,  and  he  is  a  former  member  of  the  Lake  George  Association. 

He  is  married  to  Katherine  Romeyn,  of  Keeseville,  New  York,  and  they 
are  the  parents  of  three  children:  1.  Eugene.  2.  Peter.  3.  Margaret  Ashley. 


REV.  EDWARD  M.  PARROTT,  D.  D. — Of  the  years  which  he  has 
served  in  the  active  ministry  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  the  Rev. 
Edward  M.  Parrott,  D.  D.,  has  spent  almost  thirty  at  Lake  George.  He  is 
rector  of  St.  James’  Episcopal  Church  in  this  community  and  an  influential 
figure  in  the  general  life  of  the  town. 

Dr.  Parrott  was  born  at  Arden,  Orange  County,  New  York,  on  October 
26,  1873,  a  son  of  Edward  M.  and  Julia  Paulding  (Fountain)  Parrott.  His 
father,  who'  was  also  born  in  Arden,  was  a  mining  engineer  and  died  in  1902. 
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His  mother  was  born  in  New  York  City.  Dr.  Parrott  received  his  preliminary 
education  in  the  public  schools  of  his  birthplace,  attended  St.  John’s  College 
Preparatory  School  and  Columbia  University  and  afterward  entered  the 
General  Theological  Seminary,  from  which  he  was  graduated  in  1897.  Fol¬ 
lowing  his  ordination,  he  served  as  curate  at  Grace  Episcopal  Church  in  New 
York  City  for  two  years  and  went  from  that  parish  to  Bayonne,  New  Jersey, 
as  curate  of  Trinity  Episcopal  Church.  He  was  then  appointed  missionary  of 
St.  Stephen’s  Church,  at  Woodlawn,  New  York,  and  two  years  later  went  to 
Trinity  Church  at  Rochester,  New  York,  where  he  served  for  five  years.  In 
1906  he  first  came  to  Lake  George  as  pastor  of  St.  James’  Episcopal  Church, 
continuing  his  ministry  here  without  interruption  until  1921.  From  1921  to 
1925  he  was  rector  of  St.  Paul’s  Episcopal  Church  at  Jackson,  Michigan,  but 
in  the  latter  year  returned  to  Lake  George,  resuming  his  old  pastorate  in  1926. 
His  second  pastorate  at  St.  James’  Church  has  now  extended  over  a  period 
almost  as  long  as  the  first. 

As  a  Christian  leader,  Dr.  Parrott’s  influence  is  not  confined  to  his  own 
denomination.  He  has  had  an  active  part  in  many  other  aspects  of  the  com¬ 
munity  life  and  has  won  and  retained  the  respect  of  its  people.  He  has 
answered  the  call  to  public  service  as  the  duties  of  his  ministry  have  permitted 
and  for  a  quarter  of  a  century  has  served  as  a  member  of  the  Lake  George 
School  Board,  during  much  of  this  time  as  president.  Dr.  Parrott  is  also  past 
president  of  the  Warren  County  Farm  Bureau.  He  has  always  been  inter¬ 
ested  in  the  farmer’s  problems  and  as  a  lover  of  the  soil  himself,  finds  his 
principal  recreation  in  gardening.  Dr.  Parrott  is  a  Democrat  in  politics  and  is 
affiliated  fraternally  with  St.  Sacrament  Lodge,  No.  1029,  Free  and  Accepted 
Masons,  of  which  he  is  Past  Master.  He  is  also  a  member  of  the  Dinner 
Club  of  Lake  George.  During  the  World  War,  Dr.  Parrott  was  commissioned 
second  lieutenant  in  the  New  York  State  Militia  and  was  active  as  chairman 
of  the  Liberty  Loan  drives  and  as  a  “four-minute  speaker”  in  rallying  support 
for  his  country’s  cause  in  this  community.  In  recognition  of  his  long  and 
devoted  career  in  the  ministry,  St.  John’s  College  has  conferred  upon  him  the 
honorary  degree  of  Doctor  of  Divinity. 

In  1908  Dr.  Parrott  married  (first)  Edith  May  Miner,  a  deaconess  of 
Grace  Episcopal  Church  in  New  York  City,  who  was  born  at  North  Adams, 
Massachusetts,  and  died  in  1923.  They  became  the  parents  of  five  children : 
Edith  Wilbur,  who  was  graduated  from  Cornell  University  in  1922  with  the 
degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  and  married  Chilson  H.  Leonard,  Ph.  D. ;  Martha 
Toscan,  who  was  graduated  from  Cornell  in  1922  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor 
of  Science  in  Agriculture  and  married  George  Christo  Starche,  now  living  in 
Greece  with  her  husband ;  Elizabeth  Paulding,  who  took  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Arts  at  the  University  of  Michigan  in  1925  and  married  Dr. 
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Charles  S.  Higley;  Mary  Miner,  who  married  Walter  C.  Young;  and  Elanor 
Arden,  who  was  graduated  from  Skidmore  College  in  1931  with  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Science  in  Nursing,  and  married  Robert  M.  Lumianski. 

Dr.  Parrott  married,  second,  in  1925,  Ruth  Lee,  who  was  born  in  Pierre- 
pont  Manor,  New  York,  and  was  graduated  from  Cornell  University  with  the 
degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  in  1921.  There  are  four  children  of  this  second 
marriage:  Julia  Fountain,  Ruth  Lee,  Priscilla,  and  Edward  Moore,  4th. 


MORTIMER  YALE  FERRIS — Both  in  his  professional  career  as  an 
engineer  and  through  his  services  in  public  life,  Mortimer  Yale  Ferris  has 
had  an  important  part  in  the  development  of  the  Lake  Champlain  area.  He 
has  been  associated  with  many  of  the  largest  projects  of  the  district,  sat  for 
eight  years  in  the  New  York  Senate,  where  he  was  conspicuous  for  his  interest 
in  the  State  highways,  and  since  that  time  has  continued  his  public  service  as 
chairman  of  the  Lake  Champlain  Bridge  Commission. 

Senator  Ferris  was  born  in  Brookline,  Massachusetts,  on  March  29,  1881, 
son  of  Edward  Mortimer  and  Marion  Eliza  (Yale)  Ferris.  He  is  descended 
from  an  ancient  family  whose  history  in  England  dates  back  to  the  Norman 
Conquest  when  Henry  de  Feriers,  son  of  Guillaume  de  Feriers,  master  of  the 
horse  of  the  Duke  of  Normandy,  received  from  the  Conqueror  large  grants  of 
land  in  Staffordshire,  Derbyshire  and  Leicestershire.  The  American  progeni¬ 
tor  was  Jeffrey  Ferris,  who  came  from  Leicestershire  to  Watertown,  Massa¬ 
chusetts,  where  he  was  admitted  as  a  freeman  on  May  6,  1638,  and  subse¬ 
quently  went  with  the  Watertown  company  to  Wethersfield,  Connecticut.  He 
died  on  May  31,  1666.  His  son,  John  Ferris,  born  in  Leicestershire,  also 
moved  from  Massachusetts  to  Connecticut,  and  in  1654  left  Fairfield,  Con¬ 
necticut,  to  establish  his  home  in  Westchester,  New  York.  He  died  in  1715. 
From  him  the  line  is  traced  through  James  Ferris,  his  son,  of  Throckmorton 
Neck,  who  married  Anne  Sands;  John,  their  son,  of  Groves  Farm,  West¬ 
chester,  New  York,  born  in  1733,  died  in  1814,  married  Anna  Hunt;  Jona¬ 
than,  their  son,  who  was  born  in  1765,  married  Ursula  Catlin,  of  Litchfield, 
Connecticut,  in  1803,  moved  to  Swanton,  Vermont,  in  1808  and  died  in  1829; 
and  Mortimer  Catlin  Ferris,  of  Brookline,  Massachusetts,  who  was  the  grand¬ 
father  of  Senator  Ferris.  Mortimer  Catlin  Ferris  was  born  in  1818  and 
died  in  1889.  He  married,  in  1852,  Mary  Elizabeth  Raymond,  born  June  20, 
1832,  died  June  2,  1911.  Edward  Mortimer  Ferris,  eldest  child  of  this  mar¬ 
riage,  was  born  on  December  23,  1853,  and  died  on  September  16,  1890.  He 
became  a  physician  and  was  engaged  in  general  practice  at  Brookline,  Massa¬ 
chusetts,  until  his  death.  On  December  11,  1879,  he  married  Marion  Eliza 
Yale,  born  January  13,  1856,  and  a  descendant  like  himself  of  one  of  the 
oldest  New  England  families.  They  became  the  parents  of  three  children: 
Mortimer  Yale,  of  this  record;  Cyrus  Yale,  and  Raymond  West. 
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Mortimer  Yale  Ferris  received  his  preliminary  education  in  the  public 
schools  of  Newton,  Massachusetts,  where  he  was  graduated  from  high  school 
in  1899,  and  subsequently  entered  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology  to 
prepare  for  his  chosen  profession.  He  was  graduated  from  Massachusetts 
Institute  of  Technology  as  a  civil  engineer  in  1903  and  in  the  same  year  be¬ 
came  associated  with  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  in  an  engineering  capacity  at 
New  Castle,  Pennsylvania.  In  1905  he  came  to  Ticonderoga,  New  York,  his 
present  home. 

From  the  time  when  he  first  came  to  Ticonderoga.  Mr.  Ferris  became 
increasingly  an  influential  figure  in  the  life  of  this  district.  He  took  an  active 
part  in  civic  afifairs,  became  prominent  in  local  councils  of  the  Republican 
party  and  in  1919,  as  the  candidate  of  his  party,  he  was  elected  to  the  New 
York  State  Senate.  He  served  for  four  terms  in  the  upper  house  of  the 
Legislature  and  firmly  established  his  reputation  as  an  able  and  public-spirited 
member.  While  he  was  interested  in  all  aspects  of  the  State’s  business,  he 
was  especially  concerned  with  the  improvement  and  extension  of  the  State 
highways  and  served  as  chairman  of  the  Senate  Committee  on  Highways  until 
his  retirement  from  the  Legislature  in  1926.  In  that  capacity  he  did  much  to 
bring  into  existence  the  present  excellent  system  of  highways  in  Northern 
New  York.  When  the  Lake  Champlain  Bridge  Commission  was  established, 
Senator  Ferris  was  an  obvious  choice  to  head  the  Commission  because  of  his 
Senate  experience,  his  keen  interest  in  the  matter  and  his  record  as  an  able 
administrator  and  engineer.  Accordingly,  in  1927,  he  was  appointed  chair¬ 
man  of  the  commission.  Under  his  leadership  the  Lake  Champlain  Bridge 
was  completed  in  1929,  at  a  total  cost  of  $1,100,000.  In  1935,  the  Rouses 
Point  Bridge  was  begun,  also  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  commission.  This 
span  was  completed  in  1937,  at  a  cost  of  $780,000.  Operation  of  the  two 
bridges,  which  have  greatly  enhanced  travel  facilities  in  the  affected  area, 
continues  under  the  control  of  the  commission  and  will  remain  so  until  the 
cost  of  both  has  been  recovered  from  toll  fees.  Senator  Ferris  was  a  dele¬ 
gate  to  the  Republican  National  Convention  at  Cleveland  in  1928  and  since 
that  time  has  served  continuously  as  chairman  of  the  Essex  County  Republi¬ 
can  Committee. 

Senator  Ferris  is  a  member  of  the  Lake  Placid  Club  and  many  other  local 
organizations  and  is  a  member  of  the  Episcopal  Church.  He  is  affiliated 
fraternally  with  Ticonderoga  Lodge,  No.  794,  Free  and  Accepted  Masons, 
and  a  member  of  all  higher  bodies  of  both  York  and  Scottish  Rites,  including 
the  thirty-second  degree  of  the  Consistory,  and  a  member  of  the  Shrine. 

He  married,  on  February  14,  1905,  at  Newton,  Massachusetts,  Elizabeth 
Leavitt,  daughter  of  John  Leavitt,  who  was  born  at  Portland,  Maine,  and 
Jeanette  Arnold  (Huff)  Leavitt.  Senator  and  Mrs.  Ferris  are  the  parents  of 
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two  daughters:  I.  Mary,  born  February  6,  1906,  married  Donald  Francis  La 
Pointe.  2.  Elizabeth,  born  July  2,  1911,  married  Karl  Joseph  La  Pointe. 


HENRY  GORDON  BURLEIGH — As  manager  of  the  Ticonderoga 
Electric  Light  and  Power  Company,  Henry  Gordon  Burleigh  continues  the 
association  of  the  family  name  with  the  operation  of  this  enterprise  and  the 
tradition  of  prominence  which  the  Burleighs  have  maintained  for  several  gen¬ 
erations  in  the  life  of  Essex  County  and  Northern  New  York. 

Mr.  Burleigh  was  born  at  Ticonderoga  on  November  23,  1903,  a  son  of 
Henry  Gordon  and  Susie  Tisdale  (Sanborn)  Burleigh  and  member  of  a 
family  distinguished  in  the  history  of  the  old  world  and  the  new.  He  is  a 
direct  descendant  in  the  ninth  generation  of  Giles  Burleigh,  who  came  from 
England  and  was  a  resident  of  Ipswich,  Massachusetts,  as  early  as  1648.  There 
are  many  references  to  him  in  the  Ipswich  records,  where  his  name  appears  in 
a  wide  variety  of  spellings.  From  him  and  his  wife,  Elizabeth  (sometimes 
referred  to  as  Rebecca),  the  line  is  traced  through  their  second  son,  James, 
born  at  Ipswich,  February  10,  1659;  died  in  Exeter,  New  Hampshire,  about 
1721.  He  married  (first),  on  May  25,  1685,  Rebecca,  daughter  of  Thomas 
and  Susannah  Stacy,  who  died  on  October  21,  1686.  Her  mother  was  a 
daughter  of  the  Rev.  Witham  Worcester,  of  Salisbury,  Massachusetts.  His 
son,  Thomas,  was  born  on  April  5,  1697,  and  his  son,  also  named  Thomas, 
was  born  on  July  2,  1723,  and  died  on  June  1,  1805,  at  Epping,  New  Hamp¬ 
shire.  The  second  Thomas  Burleigh  married  Sarah  Haley,  daughter  of 
Thomas  and  Sarah  (Gordon)  Haley  and  granddaughter  of  that  Sergeant 
Haley  who  was  killed  by  the  Indians  near  Saco  Fort  in  1695.  She  was  born 
on  August  10,  1725,  and  died  on  December  2,  1809. 

General  Joseph  Burleigh,  fourth  child  and  eldest  surviving  son  of  this 
marriage,  was  born  on  August  7,  1755,  in  Dorchester,  New  Hampshire,  and 
died  in  1838,  at  Franklin,  New  Hampshire.  He  served  in  the  Revolution, 
holding  an  important  command  under  General  Stark  at  the  battle  of  Benning¬ 
ton,  and  at  the  close  of  the  war  settled  in  Dorchester,  relinquishing  his  previ¬ 
ous  residence  in  Epping,  where  he  had  been  a  farmer,  merchant  and  tavern 
keeper.  He  became  the  owner  of  the  largest  local  farm  in  Dorchester  and 
served  the  town  for  several  years  in  the  State  Legislature.  In  1820  he  ex¬ 
changed  his  farm  for  one  in  Franklin.  He  married  Mary  Hilton,  of  Epping, 
who  died  on  February  6,  1821,  and  they  became  the  parents  of  thirteen  chil¬ 
dren,  of  whom  the  seventh  in  order  of  birth  was  Gordon  Burleigh,  born 
August  25,  1795,  in  Canaan,  New  Hampshire,  died  on  January  17,  1864,  in 
Middleton,  Ontario.  About  1847  'ie  moved  to  Ticonderoga,  New  York,  and 
entered  the  lumber  business,  which  occupied  him  until  his  death.  He  married 
Elizabeth  Pickering  Weeks,  born  in  Greenland,  New  Hampshire,  September 
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29,  1801,  died  in  Ticonderoga,  March  14,  1872.  The  first  brick  house  in 
New  England,  the  celebrated  Weeks  house,  was  built  by  one  of  her  ancestors. 

Henry  Gordon  Burleigh,  son  of  Gordon  and  Elizabeth  Pickering  (Weeks) 
Burleigh  and  member  of  his  family  in  the  seventh  American  generation,  was 
born  in  Canaan,  New  Hampshire,  on  June  2,  1832,  and  died  at  Whitehall, 
New  York,  in  August,  1900.  He  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  Con¬ 
cord,  New  Hampshire,  where  he  spent  the  greater  part  of  his  early  boyhood, 
and  at  the  age  of  fourteen  came  to  Ticonderoga,  New  York.  As  a  young  man 
he  became  interested  in  freight  transport  and  in  1866  established  the  head¬ 
quarters  of  his  company  at  Whitehall,  which  offered  greater  advantages  for 
his  purposes.  The  business  grew  very  rapidly,  extending  from  Quebec  and 
Ontario  southward  to  New  York  City  and  Philadelphia  and  requiring  at  its 
peak  from  100  to  150  canal  boats  and  steamers  to  handle  the  volume  of  freight 
involved.  With  its  development,  Mr.  Burleigh  also  expanded  his  interests  in 
other  directions.  He  became  the  owner  of  iron  mines  on  Lake  Champlain, 
from  which  he  shipped  large  quantities  of  ore.  He  was  president  of  the  old 
National  Bank  at  Whitehall  and  the  First  National  Bank  of  Ticonderoga;  a 
director  of  the  Commercial  Insurance  Company  of  Albany,  the  Bay  State 
Furnace  Company  of  Port  Henry,  and  the  Lake  Champlain  and  Port  Henry 
Towing  companies.  He  handled  large  amounts  of  Canadian  lumber,  which 
he  carried  to  New  York  and  brought  back  coal  from  Pennsylvania  in  return. 
His  business  was  one  of  tbe  largest  in  the  field  of  transportation  in  the  coun¬ 
try,  requiring  the  services  of  a  host  of  employees.  His  efforts  and  acumen 
won  him  a  substantial  fortune  and  brought  him  wide  influence.  He  was  not 
only  a  leading  citizen  of  Northern  New  York,  but  was  prominent  in  national 
affairs  and  particularly  in  councils  of  the  Republican  party,  of  which  he  was 
an  early  member.  He  was  secretary  of  the  first  Republican  convention  held 
in  Northern  New  York  ;  was  a  delegate  to  the  Republican  National  Convention 
of  1884,  when  Blaine  was  nominated  for  the  Presidency,  and  at  the  request  of 
President  Arthur  offered  the  motion  to  make  Blaine’s  nomination  unanimous. 
He  was  also  a  delegate  to  the  Republican  National  Conventions  of  1888  and 
1892  and  for  more  than  thirty  years  was  recognized  as  one  of  the  most  pow¬ 
erful  Republican  leaders  of  up-State  New  York.  His  own  career  in  public 
life  was  varied.  In  1861  he  was  elected  supervisor  of  the  town  of  Ticon¬ 
deroga  and  offered  valuable  assistance  to  his  country  during  the  difficult  period 
of  the  Civil  War,  through  which  he  served,  by  his  activities  in  raising  troops 
for  the  army.  Volunteers  always  promptly  filled  the  town’s  quota  and  no 
drafts  were  ever  made.  After  he  removed  to  Washington  County,  he  served 
in  the  State  Assembly  in  1876,  when  Samuel  J.  Tilden  was  Governor,  and 
was  chairman  during  that  session  of  the  committee  on  canals.  Subsequently, 
in  1883,  he  was  elected  to  the  Forty-eighth  Congress  of  the  United  States,  and 
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in  1885  was  reelected  to  the  Forty-ninth  Congress,  representing  a  district 
consisting  of  Washington  and  Rensselaer  counties.  In  public  office  he  en¬ 
hanced  his  reputation  for  useful  citizenship  and  reenforced  the  regard  in 
which  he  was  held.  He  married,  in  1869,  Jennie  E.  Richards  of  Ticonderoga, 
who  died  in  1899.  They  became  the  parents  of  three  children:  1.  Henry 
Gordon,  born  in  August,  1872,  died  on  November  30,  1903.  2.  Charles  Rich¬ 
ards,  born  October  10,  1877,  died  April  12,  1905.  3.  James  Weeks,  born 

October  3,  1881. 

Henry  Gordon  Burleigh,  above-mentioned  son  of  the  Hon.  Henry  Gordon 
Burleigh,  was  born  in  Whitehall  and  received  his  education  in  local  public 
schools.  Associated  at  first  with  his  father’s  interests,  he  became  a  prominent 
business  man  in  his  own  right  and  for  a  period  of  years  was  president  of  the 
Ticonderoga  Electric  Light  and  Power  Company,  which  benefitted  largely 
through  his  leadership  in  its  early  years.  The  relatively  early  termination  of 
his  career  cut  short  the  larger  promise  of  his  life.  Mr.  Burleigh  was  a  member 
of  the  Board  of  Education  at  Ticonderoga  and  was  otherwise  influential  in 
affairs  of  the  town.  He  was  an  active  Mason,  being  a  member  in  this  order 
of  various  higher  bodies,  including  the  Knights  Templar  and  the  Shrine,  and 
was  affiliated  with  the  Odd  Fellows  and  Knights  of  Pythias.  An  Episcopalian, 
he  was  a  leading  layman  of  his  church  and  a  member  of  the  vestry  at  Ticon¬ 
deroga.  He  married,  on  June  17,  1896,  Susie  Tisdale  Sanborn,  of  Plattsburg, 
New  York,  daughter  of  Henry  Clay  Sanborn,  a  native  of  Plattsburg,  and 
Colonette  D.  (Holcomb)  Sanborn,  who  was  born  at  Whitehall,  New  York. 
She  was  a  granddaughter  of  John  Hibbard  Sanborn,  born  in  New  Hampshire, 
died  in  1895  at  Plattsburg  at  the  age  of  eighty-six,  who  served  in  the  Civil 
War  as  quartermaster  and  was  later  a  lawyer  and  farmer  at  Plattsburg.  Henry 
Gordon  and  Susie  Tisdale  (Sanborn)  Burleigh  became  the  parents  of  three 
children:  1.  Lucretia  Morse,  born  at  Whitehall,  April  2,  1897.  2.  Mildred 

Virginia,  born  at  Ticonderoga,  April  20,  1900.  3.  Henry  Gordon,  of  this 

record. 

Henry  Gordon  Burleigh,  third  of  his  family  to  bear  this  name  in  succes¬ 
sive  generations,  was  educated  in  Ticonderoga  public  schools,  including  the 
high  school,  at  Blair  Academy  and  Albany  Business  College.  He  has  devoted 
his  entire  career  to  business,  entering  the  service  of  the  Ticonderoga  Electric 
Light  and  Power  Company  with  which  his  father  was  associated  at  the  turn 
of  the  century.  In  this  organization  he  has  assumed  important  executive 
responsibilities  as  he  demonstrated  his  capacity,  and  in  his  present  office  of 
manager  is  in  charge  of  operations.  He  is  thoroughly  qualified  for  his  duties 
and  has  met  them  with  efficiency  and  success. 

Mr.  Burleigh  is  affiliated  with  Mount  Defiance  Lodge,  No.  794,  Free  and 
Accepted  Masons,  at  Ticonderoga,  and  with  the  Benevolent  and  Protective

NELSON  E.  DE  GROAT — Secretary  and  treasurer  of  the  Essex 
County  Republican  Company,  Incorporated,  publishers  of  the  “Essex  County 
Republican”  and  “Essex  County  News,”  weekly  newspapers  published  at 
Keeseville,  Nelson  E.  De  Groat  of  Keeseville  is  one  of  the  deans  of  the  Fourth 
Estate  in  the  Lake  Champlain  area,  having  been  connected  with  the  news¬ 
paper  and  printing  business  for  more  than  half  a  century. 

Nelson  E.  De  Groat  was  born  at  Waterford,  Saratoga  County,  July  27, 
1863,  son  of  Henry  V.  and  Margaret  (Enos)  De  Groat.  Henry  V.  De  Groat, 
who  was  a  native  of  New  York  State,  established  himself  in  the  foundry  busi¬ 
ness  as  a  young  man  and  continued  in  the  calling  until  the  time  of  his  death, 
being  very  active  during  the  Civil  War  period  and  working  on  some  of  the 
castings  which  were  used  in  the  construction  of  the  United  States  Navy’s 
first  ironclad,  the  historic  “Monitor.”  Margaret  (Enos)  De  Groat,  his  wife, 
who  is  also  deceased,  was  a  native  of  Albany. 

After  passing  through  the  public  schools  of  Waterford,  Saratoga  County, 
Nelson  E.  De  Groat  attended  Fulsom’s  Business  College  and  then  found 
his  first  regular  employment  as  a  bookkeeper  in  a  commission  house.  After 
three  years  in  this  work,  Mr.  De  Groat  in  1882  entered  the  newspaper  busi¬ 
ness  by  serving  his  apprenticeship  in  the  composing  room  of  the'  “Water¬ 
ford  Advertiser,”  a  weekly  neAvspaper.  Leaving  the  “Advertiser”  in  1885, 
Mr.  De  Groat  moved  to  Albany  where  he  was  employed  first  by  the  J.  B. 
Lyons  Company  on  the  State  printing,  and  then  by  the  Weed  Parson  Com¬ 
pany,  printers,  who  worked  on  printing  contracts  for  the  State  of  New  York. 
Continuing  in  Albany  until  1886,  Mr.  De  Groat  spent  the  following  two  years 
on  the  staff  of  the  “Port  Henry  Herald”  and  then,  in  1889,  became  associated 
with  the  “Essex  County  Republican”  in  Keeseville.  In  1907,  almost  twenty 
years  after  he  joined  the  “Republican”  staff,  Mr.  De  Groat  and  George  W. 
Harper  purchased  the  paper  and  continued  as  proprietors  until  1916,  when 
Mr.  De  Groat  took  over  Mr.  Harper’s  holdings.  The  “Essex  County  Repub¬ 
lican  was  founded  in  1839  by  Wendell  Lansing  and  is,  today,  the  oldest 
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newspaper  in  Essex  County  and  one  of  the  oldest  papers  in  northern  New 
York  State. 

A  member  of  the  Republican  party,  Mr.  De  Groat  has  given  generously 
of  his  time  to  the  public  service,  holding  office  for  a  term  as  president  of 
the  village  board,  two  terms  as  village  treasurer  and  was  town  clerk  of 
Chesterfield  as  well.  A  member  of  Ausable  River  Lodge,  No.  149,  Ancient 
Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  Mr.  De  Groat,  who  attends  the  First  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church  of  Keeseville,  is  devoted  to  outdoor  sports,  particularly  to 
the  twin  pastimes  of  hunting  and  fishing. 

Nelson  E.  De  Groat  married,  in  1887,  Mary  E.  Douglas,  a  native  of 
Waterford,  who  is  deceased.  Mr.  De  Groat  is  the  father  of  two  children: 
1.  Harry  Everett.  2.  Ethel,  who  is  deceased. 

Harry  Everett  De  Groat,  who  was  born  at  Keeseville,  May  13,  1905, 
passed  through  the  grammar  schools  of  his  native  town  and  graduated  from 
the  Keeseville  High  School.  After  completing  his  education,  Harry  Everett 
De  Groat  joined  the  staff  of  the  “Essex  County  Republican”  and,  after 
working  through  the  various  departments  of  the  newspaper,  has  since  1938, 
been  the  president  of  the  “Republican”  publishing  corporation.  A  member 
of  the  Republican  party,  Harry  Everett  De  Groat  has  served  two  years  as 
town  clerk  of  Chesterfield  and  supports  his  community  by  membership  in 
the  Keeseville  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  the  Keeseville  Kiwanis  Club.

JAMES  McPHILLIPS,  senior  member  of  the  law  firm  of  McPhillips, 
Fitzgerald  &  McCarthy,  was  born  in  the  town  of  Chester,  Warren  County,  on 
March  14,  1872,  the  son  of  Patrick  and  Honora  (Hill)  McPhillips.  Both  his 
parents  were  born  in  Ireland,  but  lived  the  greater  part  of  their  lives  in 
Warren  County. 

His  early  education  was  received  in  the  district  schools  of  his  native 
county,  and  at  Sherman  Collegiate  Institute,  Moriah,  Essex  County.  He 
pursued  his  legal  studies  at  the  Albany  Law  School,  where  in  1896  he  received 
his  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws.  In  1898  he  was  admitted  to  practice  as  an 
attorney  and  counsellor  at  law. 
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Between  1898  and  1911  he  practiced  his  profession  in  the  village  of  Water¬ 
ford,  Saratoga  County,  and  for  nine  years  of  that  period  he  was  attorney  for 
that  village.  In  1911  he  took  up  his  residence  in  the  city  of  Glens  Falls,  and 
entered  upon  the  practice  of  his  profession,  associated  with  C.  E.  Fitzgerald, 
one  of  his  present  partners.  In  1930  he  joined  in  the  establishment  of  his 
present  law  firm,  McPhillips,  Fitzgerald  &  McCarthy. 

A  Democrat  in  politics,  Governor  Alfred  E.  Smith,  in  1920,  appointed  him 
a  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court  for  the  Fourth  Judicial  District,  to  fill  the 
vacancy  created  by  the  death  of  Justice  George  R.  Salisbury,  and  he  served  the 
balance  of  said  term,  declined  a  renomination,  and  was  succeeded  by  the  late 
Justice  Edward  M.  Angell. 

He  is  a  member  and  former  president  of  the  Warren  County  Bar  Asso¬ 
ciation,  a  member  and  vice-president  of  the  New  York  State  Bar  Association, 
and  a  member  of  the  American  Bar  Association, 

For  practically  its  entire  period  of  existence,  he  was  general  counsel  for 
the  Hudson  Valley  Railway  Company.  He  is  also  local  counsel  for  the  Dela¬ 
ware  and  Hudson  Railroad  Corporation,  International  Paper  Company,  and 
various  business  and  insurance  corporations.  In  local  business  affairs,  he  is 
president  of  the  Glens  Falls  Hotel  Corporation  and  Glens  Falls  Realty,  Inc., 
vice-president  and  treasurer  of  Empire  Real  Estate  and  Theatre  Company, 
and  secretary  of  Hudson  Transportation  Company,  Inc.,  Warren  Autos,  Inc., 
John  Liddle  Company,  Inc.,  Glens  Falls  Machine  Works,  and  Peoples  Gas  and 
Oil  Company.  He  is  also  a  former  president  of  the  Glens  Falls  Trust  Com¬ 
pany.  In  local  civic  affairs,  he  has  served  as  president  of  the  Glens  Falls 
Hospital,  and  at  the  present  time  is  a  director  of  the  Glens  Falls  Community 
Chest,  and  the  Father  Curtin  Charitable  and  Educational  Fund,  and  a  member 
of  the  Glens  Falls  Chamber  of  Commerce.  Judge  McPhillips  is  also  a  member 
of  St.  Mary’s  Church ;  Glens  Falls  Council,  Knights  of  Columbus ;  Glens  Falls 
Lodge,  Benevolent  and  Protective  Order  of  Elks ;  and  the  Glens  Falls  Country 
Club. 

In  1907  he  married  Elizabeth  Cleary  of  Kingston,  New  York. 

He  finds  recreation  from  his  professional  duties  and  business  responsi¬ 
bilities  by  engaging  in  his  hobby  of  farming. 


CLARK  E.  BRIGHAM — Vice-president  of  the  Merchants’  National 
Bank  and  treasurer  and  trust  officer  of  the  Farmers  Trust  Company,  Clark 
E.  Brigham,  of  Burlington,  is  not  only  one  of  the  outstanding  bankers  of 
Vermont  State  but  also  a  leading  citizen  of  his  community,  being  a  member 
and  officer  of  various  civic,  philanthropic  and  fraternal  organizations. 

Clark  E.  Brigham  was  horn  at  Colchester,  Chittenden  County,  September 
7,  1891,  son  of  Edison  C.  and  Ida  A.  (Tubbs)  Brigham.  Edison  C.  Brigham, 
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a  native  of  Essex,  Chittenden  County,  established  himself  in  life  as  a  farmer, 
a  calling  which  he  followed  for  many  years,  being  active  at  the  time  of  his 
death.  Ida  A.  (Tubbs)  Brigham,  his  wife,  was  a  native  of  Winooski,  Chit¬ 
tenden  County. 

After  attending  the  public  schools  in  the  town  of  Winooski,  Clark  E.  Brig¬ 
ham  attended  the  Burlington  Business  College  at  Burlington  and  then  found 
employment  as  a  collection  clerk  with  the  Merchants  National  Bank,  an  insti¬ 
tution  with  which  he  has  remained  associated  through  the  present  time,  be¬ 
coming  assistant  cashier  in  1925  and  treasurer  and  trust  officer  of  the  Farmers 
Trust  Company  in  1929  as  well  as  becoming  the  vice-president  and  a  director 
of  the  Merchants’  National  Bank  the  same  year.  Supporting  his  profession 
by  membership  in  the  Vermont  Banker’s  Association,  an  organization  which 
he  serves  as  secretary,  Mr.  Brigham  is  also  interested  in  the  political  concerns 
of  his  community  and  has  devoted  himself  generously  to  public  service,  being 
a  member  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  Burlington.  Interested  also  in  the 
prosperity  and  welfare  of  Burlington,  Mr.  Brigham  is  a  member  and  past 
president  of  the  Burlington  Rotary  Club,  treasurer  of  the  Vermont  State 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  and  treasurer  of  the  Vermont  Tuberculosis  Associa¬ 
tion.  A  member  of  the  Masonic  Fraternity,  including  the  Ancient  Arabic  Order 
Nobles  of  the  Mystic  Shrine,  Mr.  Brigham,  who  belongs  to  the  First  Con¬ 
gregational  Church,  is  devoted  to  all  outdoor  sports  as  a  means  of  recreation 
from  his  business  responsibilities  and  public  duties,  with  the  building  of  camps 
a  particular  interest.

K.  PAUL  FENNELL — Chittenden  County  State  Attorney,  K.  Paul 
Fennell,  is  not  only  one  of  the  leaders  of  the  Democratic  party  in  the  Green 
Mountain  State  but  is  also  an  outstanding  citizen  and  member  of  the  legal 
profession  in  his  home  county  of  Chittenden  and  his  home  county  of  Burling¬ 
ton,  where  he  practiced  his  profession  prior  to  taking  State  office. 

K.  Paul  Fennell  was  born  at  Burlington,  Vermont,  July  17,  1906,  son  of 
Luther  W.  and  Loretta  A.  (Marengo)  Fennell.  Luther  W.  Fennell,  who 
makes  his  home  at  Burlington,  was  formerly  associated  with  the  United  States 
Treasury  Department  in  the  Customs  Service.  Loretta  A.  (Marengo)  Fen¬ 
nell,  his  wife,  is  also  a  resident  of  Burlington,  her  native  town. 

After  passing  through  the  schools  of  Burlington  and  attending  St. 
Michael’s  College  for  two  years,  K.  Paul  Fennell  went  to  Georgetown  Uni- 
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versity,  Washington,  District  of  Columbia,  and  then,  selecting  the  legal  pro¬ 
fession  for  his  career,  entered  the  Law  School  of  Georgetown  University, 
graduating  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws  as  a  member  of  the  class  of 
1930.  Admitted  to  the  Vermont  State  bar  in  October  of  1931,  Mr.  Fennell 
established  himself  in  the  practice  of  his  profession  in  Burlington  in  associa¬ 
tion  with  M.  G.  Leary.  This  association  endured  until  1935  when,  seeking 
public  office  for  the  first  time,  K.  Paul  Fennell  was  elected  to  the  position  of 
State  Attorney,  an  office  which  he  has  retained  through  the  present  time, 
becoming  one  of  the  leaders  of  the  Democratic  party.  Supporting  his  pro¬ 
fession  through  membership  in  the  Vermont  State  Bar  Association  and  the 
American  Bar  Association,  Mr.  Fennell  is  a  member  of  the  Cathedral  Church 
of  Burlington.  Devoted  to  golf  as  a  means  of  recreation  from  his  profes¬ 
sional  responsibilities  and  public  duties,  Mr.  Fennell  is  also  devoted  to  fishing 
in  the  lakes  and  streams  of  his  native  State.

J.  LINDLEY  HALL — With  a  record  of  more  than  forty  years  as 
general  agent  for  the  Connecticut  General  Life  Insurance  Company  at  Bur¬ 
lington,  and  a  prominent  figure  in  political  and  civic  afifairs,  J.  Lindley  Hall 
is  numbered  among  the  leading  and  most  progressive  citizens  of  this  locality. 

Mr.  Hall  was  born  near  Burlington,  April  28,  1866  the  son  of  Joseph 
and  Mary  (Morrison)  Hall,  both  deceased.  Joseph  Hall,  a  native  of  Canada, 
came  to  the  United  States  early  in  life,  remaining  in  this  section  until  his 
death.  Mary  (Morrison)  Hall  died  January  28,  1937. 

J.  Lindley  Hall  received  his  early  education  in  the  Burlington  public 
schools,  and  then  enrolled  at  the  University  of  Vermont,  where  he  remained 
for  two  years.  He  then  became  shipping  clerk  for  Spaulding  and  Kimbals  in 
Burlington,  and  continued  in  this  capacity  for  approximately  ten  years.  On 
February  1,  1897,  he  became  general  agent  for  the  Connecticut  General  Life 
Insurance  Company,  in  which  post  he  has  continued  uninterruptedly  to  the 
present  day.  He  is  also  the  oldest  trustee  of  the  Burlington  Savings  Bank, 
and  in  addition  he  is  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Home  for 
Aged  Women,  Elizabeth  Lund  Home  and  the  Young  Men’s  Christian  Asso¬ 
ciation. 

He  is  an  active  member  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  where  he 
has  served  as  a  trustee  for  many  years,  and  in  political  allegiance,  he  is  a 
staunch  supporter  of  the  Republican  party,  having  served  two  terms  as  a 
member  of  the  City  Board  of  Aldermen,  and  a  similar  period  as  water  com¬ 
missioner.  He  is  affiliated  with  the  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  Royal  Arch 
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Chapter  of  Masons,  Knights  Templar  Commandery  and  the  Independent

Hitchcock  died  in  November,  1921.  3.  David  B.,  married  Helen  French,  and 
they  have  two  sons,  David  and  Richard  Hall.  4.  William  M.,  a  graduate  of 
Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology,  now  a  member  of  the  faculty  of  that 
institution,  married  Sallie  Redfern,  and  they  are  the  parents  of  three  chil¬ 
dren:  i.  Peter,  ii.  Joseph,  iii  Stephen. 


OLNEY  W.  HILL — As  Vermont  manager  for  the  Union  Central 
Life  Insurance  Company  and  a  prominent  figure  in  the  social,  civic  and  busi¬ 
ness  affairs  of  the  city  of  Burlington.  Olney  W.  Hill  has  come  to  occupy  a 
place  in  this  community  comparable  with  that  of  his  distinguished  father,  who 
for  a  number  of  years  has  been  one  of  the  most  outstanding  and  able  finan¬ 
ciers  in  this  State. 

Mr.  Hill  was  born  in  Burlington,  September  9,  1904,  the  son  of  Arthur 
W.  and  Mary  (Phelps)  Hill,  both  natives  of  Vermont,  the  former  from  his 
son’s  birthplace  and  the  latter,  from  Orwell.  His  mother  is  now  deceased. 
The  elder  Hill,  who  was  born  April  24,  1871,  received  a  general  education  in 
the  public  schools  of  Burlington  and  directly  after  finishing  his  studies  began 
his  banking  career  as  a  clerk  with  the  Merchants  National  Bank.  During  his 
long  and  distinguished  career  with  this  institution,  now  known  as  the  Mer¬ 
chants  National  Bank  and  Farmers  Trust  Company,  he  has  held  every  office 
except  that  of  treasurer.  Since  1929  he  has  served  as  president  and  at  present 
is  chairman  of  the  board  of  directors,  as  well  as  president  of  the  Merchants 
National  Bank,  the  oldest  commercial  banking  house  in  the  city.  He  is  active 
socially,  belonging  to  the  Ethan  Allen  Club,  the  Benevolent  and  Protective 
Order  of  Elks  and  the  Washington  Lodge  of  the  Free  and  Accepted  Masons 
of  Burlington.  In  religion  he  worships  at  the  Episcopal  Church.  A  sports¬ 
man  throughout  his  life  his  main  hobbies  are  devoted  to  saddle  horses,  golf 
and  bowling. 

Arthur  W.  Hill  married  (first),  in  1902,  Mary  Phelps,  who  died  in  1917. 
He  married  (second),  in  1919,  Beulah  Scribner,  of  Johnson.  He  is  the 
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father  of  four  children:  i.  Olney  W.,  whose  name  heads  this  review  and  of 
whom  further.  2.  Marjorie,  who  was  graduated  from  the  Posse-Nessen  School 
of  Physical  Education,  in  Boston,  Massachusetts,  in  1928.  3.  Pliny.  4.  Shirley. 

Like  his  father,  Olney  W.  Hill  received  a  general  education  in  the  public 
schools  of  Burlington,  completed  this  part  of  his  studies  at  the  Phillips 
Exeter  Academy,  which  he  attended  for  two  years,  and  then  matriculated  at 
the  University  of  Vermont,  from  which  he  was  graduated  with  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Science  in  1926.  During  his  college  career  he  was  one  of  the 
most  popular  and  prominent  figures  on  the  V ermont  campus.  He  was  acting 
captain  of  the  varsity  football  team,  a  member  of  the  winter  sports  team  and 
a  member  and  captain  of  the  University  track  team,  on  which  he  made  a 
record  hammer  throw  which  still  stands. 

After  leaving  college  Mr.  Hill  became  associated  with  the  Westinghouse 
Electric  and  Manufacturing  Company  at  East  Pittsburgh,  Pennsylvania,  for 
which  he  worked  seven  months.  At  the  end  of  this  period  he  became  a  cadet 
engineer  for  the  Pennsylvania-Ohio  Power  and  Light  Company  and  at  the 
same  time  worked  for  the  Pennsylvania  Power  Company.  He  was  made 
assistant  superintendent  of  sub-stations  for  these  organizations  and  later  be¬ 
came  supervisor  of  operators  for  both,  continuing  in  this  capacity  until  1931, 
when  he  returned  to  Burlington  to  establish  himself  as  a  heating  engineer. 
He  continued  in  this  business  for  six  months  and  then  joined  the  Vermont 
Maple  Orchards  Company  as  foreman  of  their  processing  plant.  A  year  and 
a  half  later,  in  January,  1934,  he  formed  his  present  association  with  the 
Union  Central  Life  Insurance  Company,  serving  as  a  special  agent  for  the 
firm  until  1935,  when  he  was  appointed  manager  for  the  State  of  Vermont 
with  headquarters  in  Burlington.  In  his  business  and  professional  affiliations 
he  is  a  member  and  former  president  of  the  Burlington  Life  Underwriters 
Association,  in  which  he  is  also  a  director,  and  belongs  to  the  National  Life 
Underwriters  Association  and  the  Vermont  State  Association  of  Life  Under¬ 
writers. 

Socially  he  is  a  member  and  former  secretary  of  the  Burlington  Lions 
Club,  belongs  to  the  Ethan  Allen  Club  and  fraternizes  with  Lodge,  No.  3,  of 
the  Free  and  Accepted  Masons.  As  a  college  undergraduate  he  belonged  to 
the  Phi  Delta  Theta  Fraternity,  the  Gold  Key  Society,  the  Key  and  Serpent 
Society  and  the  Bolder  Society.  He  is  a  Republican  in  politics  and  since  1937 
he  has  been  a  member  of  the  Burlington  Board  of  Aldermen.  In  his  religious 
convictions  he  worships  at  the  Episcopal  Church.  His  hobbies  are  devoted  to 
sporting  activities  of  all  sorts,  particularly  golf,  bowling,  skiing  and  skating. 

In  April,  1927,  Mr.  Hill  married  Allene  Bertholf,  a  native  of  Brooklyn, 
New  York,  and  they  are  the  parents  of  the  following  three  children:  1.  Ruth 
Marjorie.  2.  Richard  Walton.  3.  Ronald  Arthur. 
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FRANCIS  J.  ARNOLD,  M.  D. — Doctor  Francis  J.  Arnold  was  born 
in  Burlington,  Vermont,  October  io,  1872,  the  son  of  Joseph  Arnold,  a  mer¬ 
chant  and  a  native  of  this  city,  and  Mary  S.  (Cummings)  Arnold,  who  was 
born  in  Ireland.  He  was  educated  in  the  parochial  schools  and  at  Saint 
Joseph’s  College  of  this  city.  He  was  graduated  from  the  College  of  Medicine 
of  the  University  of  Vermont  in  1901  and  was  then  appointed  an  interne  at 
the  Mary  Fletcher  Hospital,  serving  until  1903.  He  then  went  to  Philadelphia, 
Pennsylvania,  where  he  spent  a  year  studying  diseases  of  the  eye,  ear,  nose  and 
throat  in  different  hospitals,  including  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  Hos¬ 
pital,  where  he  worked  in  Dr.  de  Schweinitz’s  Clinic.  In  1904  he  returned 
to  Burlington,  Vermont,  and  opened  an  office  for  the  practice  of  medicine, 
specializing  in  diseases  of  the  eye,  ear,  nose  and  throat.  He  is  on  the  staffs 
of  the  Mary  Fletcher  Hospital,  the  Bishop  De  Goesbriand  Memorial  Hos¬ 
pital,  the  Fanny  Allen  Hospital  and  the  Providence  Orphan  Asylum  and 
Hospital. 

He  is  a  member  of  the  American  Medical  Association,  the  American 
Academy  of  Ophthalmology  and  Otolaryngology,  the  New  England  Oto- 
Laryngological  Society,  the  Vermont  State  Medical  Society  and  the  Burling¬ 
ton  and  Chittenden  County  Clinical  Society.  He  is  also  a  member  of  the 
American  Association  for  the  Advancement  of  Science. 

Dr.  Arnold  is  a  member  of  the  Ethan  Allen  Club  of  Burlington  and  a  lover 
of  outdoor  life.  In  religion  he  is  a  Roman  Catholic  and  is  a  member  of  the 
Knights  of  Columbus.  His  office  is  at  No.  182  Pearl  Street  and  his  residence 
at  No.  94  North  Avenue,  Burlington,  Vermont. 


JOHN  F.  ROTHERHAM— John  F.  Rotherham,  mayor  of  Corinth, 
local  historian,  and  one  of  the  leading  figures  in  the  business  life  of  this  com¬ 
munity,  was  born  at  Troy,  October  27,  1893,  the  son  of  George  A.  and  Mar¬ 
garet  (Glenn)  Rotherham,  both  natives  of  Troy,  and  both  deceased.  George 
A.  Rotherham  was  engaged  for  many  years  in  this  section  in  the  stove  and 
pattern  fitting  business. 

John  F.  Rotherham  received  his  early  education  in  the  Troy  public  schools, 
and  completing  his  high  school  studies,  he  attended  Troy  Business  College. 
He  began  his  career  as  a  stenographer  for  the  Delaware  and  Hudson  Railroad, 
and  later  for  the  New  York  Central  Railroad,  but  after  a  short  time  in  this 
field,  he  came  to  Corinth,  to  enter  the  employ  of  the  International  Paper 
Company,  a  concern  with  which  he  has  been  actively  identified  to  the  present 
day.  Mr.  Rotherham  launched  his  career  with  this  company  as  a  timekeeper, 
and  in  1933  he  was  appointed  safety  supervisor.  The  duties  of  this  office  have 
since  been  widened,  and  Mr.  Rotherham  now  serves  as  supervisor  of  safety, 
employment,  and  industrial  relations.  In  addition  to  his  business  activities, 
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Mr.  Rotherham  is  also  a  prominent  civic  worker,  being  one  of  the  organizers, 
and  president  of  the  board  of  directors  of  the  Corinth  Hospital,  and  also  a 
director  of  the  Saratoga  County  Tuberculosis  Association,  and  chairman  of 
the  town  amusement  committee.  During  the  World  War,  he  enlisted  for 
service,  and  was  sent  to  Camp  Meade,  Maryland,  as  a  member  of  the  nth 
Ammunition  Train.  He  remained  there  until  he  received  his  honorable  dis¬ 
charge  in  December,  1918,  with  the  rank  of  regimental  sergeant  major. 

Mr.  Rotherham  is  a  member  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  at  Corinth, 
and  an  active  follower  of  the  Republican  party.  He  has  been  a  member  of 
the  village  board  for  nine  years,  and  is  now  chairman  of  this  body.  He  has 
also  served  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Health,  and  in  his  present  office  as 
mayor  of  Corinth,  he  is  devoting  considerable  time  and  effort  to  the  civic 
development  of  this  community.  He  is  also  affiliated  with  Corinth  Lodge 
No.  987,  Free  and  Accepted  Masons  and  the  Employees  Mutual  Benefit  Asso¬ 
ciation,  being  a  member  of  the  advisory  board  and  chairman  of  the  safety 
council  of  this  latter  body.  He  also  holds  membership  in  the  Luzerne  Villa 
Golf  Club. 

He  is  married  to  Emma  Seitz,  a  native  of  Corinth,  and  they  are  the  parents 
of  a  daughter,  Ruth,  at  present  a  student  at  Corinth  High  School. 


ROBERT  L.  WADDELL — The  W.  R.  Waddell  Stores,  owned  and 
operated  by  Robert  L.  Waddell,  Roy  Waddell,  and  Mrs.  Lulu  M.  Waddell,  is 
one  of  the  largest  mercantile  establishments  in  this  section  of  the  State. 

Robert  L.  Waddell  was  born  October  7,  1886,  in  Weavertown,  New  York, 
son  of  William  R.  and  Laura  (Washburn)  Waddell,  both  now  deceased.  His 
father,  a  native  of  Weavertown,  was  engaged  in  the  conduct  of  a  general 
store  in  1888  and  afterward,  and  also  was  for  years  the  operator  of  Tally  Ho 
Coaches,  a  stagecoach  line  running  between  North  Creek  and  Blue  Mountain 
Lake,  New  York.  He  died  December  21,  1930.  The  mother  was  a  native  of 
Fort  Ann,  New  York. 

In  the  public  schools  at  North  Creek,  Robert  L.  Waddell  received  his  early 
education,  and  after  completing  his  studies  there  he  became  a  student  at  the 
Albany  Business  College,  Albany,  New  York.  His  first  business  association 
was  with  his  father  and  brother  in  the  operation  of  bus  lines  and  three  stores 
in  this  region  of  New  York  State.  They  also  handled  coal  and  building 
materials,  building  up  what  was  one  of  the  largest  enterprises  of  its  kind  here. 

In  addition  to  his  other  activities,  Mr.  Waddell  is  a  director  of  the  North 
Creek  National  Bank.  He  is  a  Republican  in  his  political  views.  During  the 
World  War  he  enlisted  in  the  United  States  Army  on  July  17,  1918,  serving 
as  a  sergeant  in  Company  A,  335th  Battalion  Tank  Corps,  being  honorably 
discharged  on  July  17,  1919,  with  the  rank  of  sergeant.  In  spare  time  he  is 
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more  than  ordinarily  fond  of  outdoor  life  and  healthful  recreations,  being  a 
particularly  strong  angler  and  huntsman.  He  attends  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church. 

In  1927  Robert  L.  Waddell  married  Kathryn  McArdle,  a  native  of  Olm- 
steadville,  New  York. 


FRANK  H.  CRONKHITE — A  noted  lawyer  of  Northern  New  York, 

with  a  wide  and  varied  experience,  Frank  H.  Cronkhite  was  born  at  Fort 
Edward,  August  12,  1884,  the  son  of  Hanmer  P.  and  Mary  E.  (Milliman) 
Cronkhite.  The  Cronkhites  came  to  New  York  City  from  the  Netherlands  in 
1642  and  were  known  as  “Sybouts,”  that  name  being  changed  to  Cronkhite 
in  1728. 

(I)  William  Woolsey  Cronkhite,  grandfather  of  Frank  H.  Cronkhite,  was 
born  here,  and  was  a  farmer  all  his  life,  living  near  Hudson  Falls. 

(II)  Hanmer  P.  Cronkhite,  father  of  Frank  H.  Cronkhite,  was  born  at 
Sandy  Hill,  and  lived  to  the  age  of  sixty-one.  As  a  youth  he  was  a  drug 
clerk.  For  twenty  years  he  was  deputy  sheriff  and  constable,  auctioneer  and 
construction  foreman  on  the  State  canals.  He  died  October  11,  1911. 

The  Milliman  family,  of  English  origin,  came  to  America  in  Colonial 
days.  With  the  Barnetts,  who  were  among  the  ancestors  of  Mrs.  Cronkhite 
and  who  settled  at  Hoosick,  New  York,  near  the  Vermont  State  line,  they 
fought  in  the  Patriot  Army  of  General  John  Stark  at  Bennington,  and  that 
historic  field  covered  the  farm  at  Walloomsac,  New  York,  owned  and  occupied 
at  the  time  by  Moses  Barnett,  an  important  character  of  the  period.  Genera¬ 
tions  of  the  Milliman  family  are  buried  in  the  cemetery  upon  this  farm  at 
Walloomsac,  where  the  bones  of  many  heroes  of  the  Revolution  rest.  This 
secluded  spot  is  near  the  highway,  just  behind  the  old  school  house,  but  shut 
off  from  view  by  the  traveler  following  the  road.  Its  important  and  interest¬ 
ing  memories  of  the  historic  struggle  waged  hard-by  have  led  the  State  of 
New  York  to  purchase  the  Barnett  farm,  and  also  the  Colonial  residence, 
for  its  preservation  as  a  historical  park.  While  ownership  has  passed  to  the 
State,  as  yet  no  improvements  have  been  made. 

(III)  Frank  H.  Cronkhite,  with  whom  this  review  is  primarily  con¬ 
cerned,  attended  the  Fort  Edward  Union  High  School,  graduating  in  1904. 
He  was  graduated  from  the  Albany  Law  School,  in  1906,  and  received  the 
degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws.  Admitted  to  the  bar,  he  opened  an  office  by 
himself  in  Fort  Edward,  but  afterwards  went  into  the  firm  of  Fred  A.  Bratt 
and  Rodney  VanWormer.  In  1908  Mr.  Cronkhite  went  to  New  York  City, 
entering  the  law  offices  of  James,  Schell  and  Elkus.  He  soon  returned  to 
Fort  Edward  and  continued  to  practice  there  until  late  in  1909.  He  next 
went  to  Peekskill  with  the  famous  law  firm  of  Couch  and  Couch,  and  con- 
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tinued  there  until  1914.  In  that  year  he  returned  to  Fort  Edward  and 
resumed  his  practice,  continuing  until  1922,  when  he  opened  a  branch  office 
in  Hudson  Falls.  Mr.  Cronkhite  is  a  Republican.  In  1915  he  was  corpora¬ 
tion  counsel  for  Fort  Edward.  He  was  justice  of  the  peace  in  Hudson  Falls 
from  1922  to  1936  and  is  now  attorney  for  the  town  of  Kingsbury.  Mr. 
Cronkhite  is  a  member  of  Sandy  Hill  Lodge,  No.  372,  Free  and  Accepted 
Masons,  and  Sandy  Hill  Chapter,  Royal  Arch  Masons,  No.  189.  He  was  an 
active  member  of  the  George  Satterlee  Hose  Company  at  Fort  Edward  for 
twenty-three  years,  and  has  become  a  life  member. 

Mr.  Cronkhite  married,  at  Cleverdale,  Lake  George,  New  York,  Septem¬ 
ber  25,  1912,  Evelyn  M.  Ferris,  of  Hudson  Falls,  the  daughter  of  George  A. 
and  Harriet  (Schermerhorn)  Ferris,  who  is  descended  from  soldiers  of  the 
Revolution,  while  Mr.  Cronkhite  counts  many  among  his  ancestors  and  fore¬ 
bears  who  took  part  in  the  War  of  Independence.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Cronkhite 
are  the  parents  of  two  children:  1.  George  Ferris,  born  July  25,  1916,  who 
graduated  from  Harvard  University,  June,  1938.  2.  J.  Reynolds,  born  Feb¬ 
ruary  11,  1918,  who  is  a  junior  at  Brown  University. 

Mr.  Cronkhite’s  business  address  is  Masonic  Temple,  Hudson  Falls,  New 
York.

Few  ever  learn  the  story  of  its  background 
and  development.  William  C.  Leonard  is  its  president,  principal  owner  of  its 
capital  stock,  and  for  more  than  forty  years  the  prime  factor  in  its  growth. 
His  own  achievements  are  a  refutation  of  the  idea  that  the  old  copybook 
maxims  of  persistence,  frugality,  enterprise  and  hard  work  are  outmoded,  or 
that  there  has  been  found  a  substitute  for  practical  individualism. 

Mr.  Leonard  was  born  at  Bangor,  New  York,  August  17,  1869,  son  of 
Marcelus  A.  and  Maria  A.  (Taylor)  Leonard.  His  mother,  born  in  Malone, 
New  York,  is  deceased.  His  father,  a  native  of  Rouses  Point,  New  York, 
engaged  in  merchandising  all  of  his  mature  years.  After  completing  his 
education,  William  C.  Leonard  spent  eighteen  months  in  California  where  he 
worked  on  a  ranch  and  in  other  occupations,  and  returning  he  took  charge  of 
one  of  the  “traveling  stores,”  a  novel  idea  of  his  father,  and  covered  a  large 
part  of  Franklin  and  Essex  counties  in  New  York,  an  enterprise  in  which  he 
spent  about  seven  years.  In  the  meanwhile  he  was  arriving  at  the  conclusion 
that  he  no  longer  wanted  to  travel,  and  had  been  impressed  with  the  future  of 
Saranac  Lake.  Here  he  established  a  small  store  which  he  developed  into 
one  of  the  outstanding  in  the  mercantile  class  in  the  Adirondacks. 

One  who  knew  of  what  he  wrote  is  the  authority  for  the  following  outline 
history  of  W.  C.  Leonard  and  Company : 
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The  Department  Store  of  W.  C.  Leonard  and  Company,  Saranac  Lake,  is 
the  outgrowth  of  a  store  established  in  Bangor,  New  York,  in  1867  by  W.  M. 
Leonard,  grandfather  of  the  present  owners.  From  this  Bangor  store  origi¬ 
nated  the  idea  of  Leonard’s  Traveling  Stores  which  covered  this  North 
Country,  pioneering  their  way  into  the  Adirondacks  bringing  clothing,  shoes 
and  general  dry  goods  to  the  people  of  this  North  Country. 

The  firm  name  in  these  early  days  was  M.  A.  Leonard  and  Company. 
M.  A.  Leonard,  during  his  active  years,  was  widely  known  as  a  successful 
merchant,  an  earnest  advocate  of  good  roads  and  is  called  “The  Father  of 
the  Famous  Whiteface  Mountain  Highway,”  because  of  his  steadfast  advocacy 
of  the  practicability  of  this  road.  He  had  the  privilege,  before  passing  on  in 
1:935,  °f  riding  over  this  improved  Whiteface  Highway  that  had  been  his  life’s 
dream  and  desire. 

In  1895  a  small  store  was  opened  on  River  Street  in  Saranac  Lake,  and  a 
year  later  a  three-story  brick  building  was  built  on  their  present  site.  At  a 
later  date  additions  were  made  which  gives  their  present  block  a  frontage  of 
sixty-three  feet  on  Main  Street.  In  1897  a  branch  store  was  opened  at  Lake 
Placid  and  is  still  in  operation  under  the  name  of  F.  S.  Leonard  and  Company. 

The  Saranac  Lake  store  of  W.  C.  Leonard  and  Company  is  the  largest 
department  store  in  the  Adirondacks.  It  employs  an  average  of  twenty-five 
people.  Four  floors  are  devoted  to  the  display  and  sale  of  merchandise.  They 
maintain  a  New  York  office  with  F.  Lilienthal  and  Company,  No.  119  West 
Fortieth  Street,  in  addition  to  sending  their  buyers  frequently  to  the  markets. 
The  present,  1939,  officers  of  the  company  are  William  C.  Leonard,  president; 
Mrs.  Harriet  L.  Leonard,  vice-president;  R.  B.  Leonard,  treasurer;  and  R.  E. 
Molloy,  secretary,  who  has  held  this  post  for  twenty-eight  years.  It  is  note¬ 
worthy  that  W.  C.  Leonard  and  Company  has  a  remarkable  record  for  the 
length  of  service  rendered  by  its  employees.  Five  have  been  with  the  firm  for 
from  twenty  to  twenty-seven  years ;  seven  have  been  associated  with  the 
business  for  from  eleven  to  nineteen  years. 

Aside  from  his  commercial  activities,  Mr.  Leonard  is  vice-president  of  the 
Adirondack  National  Bank  and  Trust  Company;  president  of  the  Saranac 
Lake  Finance  Corporation;  and  president  of  the  F.  S.  Leonard  Company,  of 
Lake  Placid,  New  York.  Fraternally,  he  is  affiliated  with  Whiteface 
Mountain  Lodge,  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  and  of  all  the  higher  bodies  of 
the  York  and  Ancient  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  bodies  of  Masonry,  including 
Oriental  Temple,  Ancient  Arabic  Order  Nobles  of  the  Mystic  Shrine.  He 
was  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Saranac  Lake  Chamber  of  Commerce,  and 
served  as  its  first  president.  He  is  also  a  member  of  the  Rotary  Club,  for 
several  years  of  the  Village  of  Saranac  Lake  Board,  and  attends  the  Church 
of  Christ,  Christian  Science. 
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In  1885  William  C.  Leonard  married  Harriet  L.  Spaulding,  a  native  of 
Bangor,  New  York,  and  they  have  a  daughter,  Mildred  Marie,  graduate  of 
the  Emma  Willard  School,  who  is  the  wife  of  Frank  M.  Baker,  of  Saranac 
Lake. 


HENRY  WINSHIP  LEETCH,  M.  D.— One  of  the  outstanding 
specialists  in  pulmonary  pathology  and  surgery,  Henry  Winship  Leetch, 
M.  D.,  of  Saranac  Lake,  has  come  to  be  not  only  widely  known  throughout 
the  Saranac  region  but  has  also  received  national  recognition  for  his  accom¬ 
plishments  within  his  field,  partly  as  a  result  of  his  several  published  articles 
in  professional  journals,  articles  based  upon  his  observations  and  deductions 
in  the  treatment  of  some  one  hundred  selected  cases  of  pulmonary  tuber¬ 
culosis.  In  these  articles  and  studies  particular  reference  was  made  to  the 
closure  of  cavities  following  the  cutting  of  the  phrenic  nerve  as  well  as  the 
results  of  treatments  with  various  compounds  of  creosote,  cypress,  garlic  and 
eucalyptus. 

Henry  Winship  Leetch,  M.  D.,  was  born  in  Washington,  District  of 
Columbia,  September  5,  1894,  son  of  William  A.  and  Virginia  (Dougal) 
Leetch.  William  A.  Leetch,  who  was  a  native  of  Georgetown,  District  of 
Columbia,  died  October  22,  1938,  devoted  his  life  to  his  business  of  wholesale 
coal  and  fuel  supply.  Virginia  (Dougal)  Leetch,  his  wife,  is  also  a  native  of 
Georgetown,  where  she  now  resides. 

After  passing  through  the  public  schools  of  the  Nation’s  capital  and  grad¬ 
uating  from  the  Western  High  School,  Henry  Winship  Leetch  entered  George 
Washington  University  where,  after  a  pre-medical  course,  he  determined  to 
devote  himself  to  medicine  as  a  profession  and,  accordingly  continued  his 
studies  and  won  his  Doctor  of  Medicine  degree  as  a  member  of  the  class  of 
1919.  Following  service  in  the  Medical  Corps  of  the  United  States  Army 
during  the  World  War,  Dr.  Leetch  spent  a  year  as  an  interne  at  the  New 
Emergency  Hospital,  Washington,  District  of  Columbia.  Then,  becoming 
intensely  interested  in  the  problems  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  the  doctor 
joined  the  staff  of  the  Trudeau  Sanatorium  at  Saranac  Lake,  coming  to  the 
Adirondacks  in  1920  and  remaining  at  the  Sanatorium  through  1923.  At  that 
time,  he  took  up  the  private  practice  of  his  profession,  establishing  himself  at 
Saranac  Lake  as  a  specialist  in  diseases  of  the  chest,  a  field  in  which  he  has 
remained  active  with  constantly  increasing  prominence  through  the  present 
time. 

Supporting  his  profession  by  membership  in  the  Saranac  Lake  Medical 
Society,  of  which  he  is  a  past  president,  Dr.  Leetch  also  belongs  to  the 
Franklin  County  Medical  Society,  the  New  York  State  Medical  Association, 
the  American  Medical  Association,  of  which  he  is  a  Fellow,  the  American 
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Sanatorium  Association,  the  National  Tuberculosis  Association,  the  American 
College  of  Chest  Physicians,  the  American  Association  for  Thoracic  Surgery, 
and  the  Saranac  Lake  Osier  Club.  Among  various  other  professional  asso¬ 
ciations,  Dr.  Leetch  serves  as  a  member  of  the  staff  of  the  Saranac  Lake 
General  Hospital  and  holds  similar  positions  with  the  Saranac  Lake  Reception 
Hospital  and  the  Adirondack  Sanitarium.  A  member  of  the  First  Presby¬ 
terian  Church  of  Saranac  Lake,  an  institution  which  he  serves  as  a  trustee, 
Dr.  Leetch  belongs  to  the  Saranac  Lake  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  to  the 
Saranac  Lake  Fish  and  Game  Club,  obtaining  through  this  latter  organization 
a  means  of  obtaining  recreation  through  his  favorite  sports  of  hunting,  fishing, 
and  boating.  The  doctor,  who  is  a  member  of  Delta  Tan  Delta  and  Phi  Chi 
fraternities,  belongs  to  Whiteface  Mountain  Lodge,  Free  and  Accepted 
Masons,  and  also  to  Waneta  Chapter,  Royal  Arch  Masons,  of  Saranac  Lake. 

Henry  Winship  Leetch  married,  February  7,  1931,  Elizabeth  Morris 
Schaefer,  who  is  a  native  of  Toccoa,  Stephens  County,  Georgia.  Dr.  and  Mrs. 
Leetch  are  the  parents  of  a  daughter :  Mary  Katherine. 


HUGH  MCLENNAN  KINGHORN,  M.  D.— In  many  years  of  prac¬ 
tice  as  a  specialist  in  tuberculosis  at  Saranac  Lake,  Dr.  Hugh  McLennan 
Kinghorn  has  firmly  established  his  professional  reputation.  He  has  been 
closely  associated  with  the  research  work  carried  on  by  Dr.  Edward  L.  Trudeau 
and  members  of  his  staff,  participating  in  the  activities  which  have  made 
Saranac  Lake  known  throughout  the  world  as  a  medical  center. 

Dr.  Kinghorn  was  born  in  Kingston,  Ontario,  Canada,  on  November  9, 
1869,  son  of  George  Mathewson  and  Elizabeth  (Scobel)  Kinghorn.  His 
father,  who  was  born  in  Scotland,  came  to  Canada  in  early  life  and  was 
engaged  in  the  hay  and  grain  business  during  his  active  career.  The  mother 
was  a  native  of  Kingston. 

Dr.  Hugh  McLennan  Kinghorn  received  his  preliminary  education  in  the 
public  schools  of  Montreal.  After  completing  the  high  school  course,  he 
entered  McGill  University,  from  which  he  was  graduated  with  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Arts  in  1890,  and  subsequently  prepared  for  his  professional 
career  in  the  Medical  School  of  the  same  university,  taking  the  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Medicine  and  Master  of  Surgery  in  1894.  He  spent  two  years  as 
an  interne  in  Montreal  General  Hospital,  following  which  he  was  appointed 
medical  superintendent  of  this  institution.  As  a  result,  however,  of  the  stren¬ 
uous  program  of  activities  he  had  pursued  for  several  years,  he  contracted 
tuberculosis  and  in  1896  came  to  Saranac  Lake  as  a  patient  in  Dr.  Trudeau’s 
Sanatorium.  After  two  years  he  was  fully  cured  and,  having  decided  to 
remain  in  Saranac  Lake,  he  resumed  the  practice  of  his  profession  in  this 
community.  He  has  since  specialized  in  the  treatment  of  pulmonary  tuber- 
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culosis,  with  some  attention  to  other  diseases  of  the  lungs,  carrying  on  an 
extensive  practice  in  this  field.  For  many  years,  Dr.  Kinghorn  has  also  been 
engaged  in  research  work  at  the  Saranac  Laboratory  on  the  subject  of  tuber¬ 
cular  infections,  immunity  and  prevention,  first  under  Dr.  Trudeau  and  later 
under  his  successor,  Dr.  Edward  R.  Baldwin. 

Dr.  Kinghorn  is  a  member  of  the  American  Association  of  Pathologists 
and  Bacteriologists,  the  American  Clinical  and  Climatological  Association,  of 
which  he  was  vice-president ;  the  American  Medical  Association,  the  New 
York  State  Medical  Society,  the  Franklin  County  Medical  .Society,  of  which 
he  is  past  president ;  the  Saranac  Lake  Medical  Society  and  the  Saranac  Lake 
Academy  of  Medicine,  of  both  of  which  he  is  also  past  president.  He  is  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  staff  of  Saranac  Lake  General  Hospital  and  Reception  Hospital  and 
a  member  of  the  teaching  staff  of  the  Trudeau  School  of  Tuberculosis.  Dr. 
Kinghorn  has  contributed  many  articles  to  the  literature  of  his  profession  and 
is  the  author  of  the  published  volume:  “The  Cure  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
by  Rest  and  Exercise.”  During  the  World  War,  he  served  as  a  member  of 
the  Medical  Advisory  Board.  In  1938  he  was  elected  president  of  the  Steven¬ 
son  Society  of  America  and  still  continues  as  such. 

In  addition  to  his  professional  connections,  Dr.  Kinghorn  is  affiliated  with 
the  Alpha  Delta  Phi  Fraternity  at  McGill  University  and  is  a  member  and 
elder  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  Saranac  Lake.  Outdoor  sports  furnish 
him  his  principal  recreation. 

On  September  8,  1913,  Dr.  Kinghorn  married,  first,  Helen  Carmichael, 
who  was  born  at  New  Glasgow,  Nova  Scotia,  and  died  on  January  28,  1924. 
They  became  the  parents  of  one  daughter,  Nora,  now  a  member  of  the  class 
of  1941  at  Royal  Victoria  College  in  Montreal.  Dr.  Kinghorn  married 
(second)  in  1928,  Emma  Pearl  Smith,  of  Montreal.  There  is  one  son  of  this 
second  marriage,  John  Hugh  Kinghorn. 


PATRICK  BLANCHFIELD — His  fellow-citizens  recently  honored 
Patrick  Blanchfield  by  reelecting  him  for  a  third  term  as  mayor  of  Salem, 
where  he  was  born  and  where  he  has  lived  the  greater  part  of  his  long  and 
useful  life. 

Both  the  parents  of  Mr.  Blanchfield  were  born  in  Ireland  and  are  both 
now  deceased.  Richard  Blanchfield,  the  father,  married,  in  Ireland,  April  30, 
1863,  Johanna  Shea,  and  they  immediately  left  for  Salem.  He  engaged  in 
farming,  also  marble  work  in  a  mill.  They  became  the  parents,  on  March  17, 
1866,  of  Patrick  Blanchfield,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

Mr.  Blanchfield  started  to  work  at  the  age  of  fifteen,  with  an  education  at 
least  equal  to  that  of  his  fellow-students  in  District  School  No.  3  in  Salem 
and  with  a  plucky  determination,  perhaps  his  richest  inheritance  from  Irish 
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forebears,  to  make  something  of  his  own  life.  September  28,  1881,  marked  the 
humble  commencement  of  his  career,  for  on  that  date  he  entered  the  employ 
of  the  Delaware  &  Hudson  Railroad,  remaining  in  that  connection  for  two  or 
three  years.  He  then  followed,  for  about  three  years,  his  father’s  trade  as  a 
marble  worker  in  mills  at  Baxterville,  Salem,  Watertown  and  Gouverneur,  all 
located  in  New  York  State,  and  at  Fair  Haven,  Vermont.  There  followed  a 
year’s  employment  with  the  Standard  Oil  Company,  another  year  of  farming 
his  father’s  acres  at  Salem,  and  finally  in  April,  1895,  Mr.  Blanchfield  came 
to  work  at  Evergreen  Cemetery  and  has  been  superintendent  of  same  since 
1897. 

In  the  forty-three  consecutive  years  that  he  has  been  employed  here  by 
one  organization,  Mr.  Blanchfield  has  never  avoided  the  responsibilities  of 
good  citizenship  nor  missed  the  opportunity  of  proving  himself  a  good  neigh¬ 
bor.  A  staunch  Democrat,  he  has  served  as  member  of  the  village  board  of 
trustees  for  the  past  several  years,  as  chief  of  the  local  fire  department,  and 
as  already  mentioned,  he  is  now  serving  his  third  term  as  mayor  of  Salem. 
He  is  a  devout  Catholic,  being  a  member  of  Holy  Cross  Church  in  Salem,  and 
the  Knights  of  Columbus,  of  which  he  is  Past  Grand  Knight.  His  chief  diver¬ 
sion  is  outdoor  sports. 

Patrick  Blanchfield  married  Rose  Murtha,  of  Salem,  now  deceased,  and 
they  were  the  parents  of  the  following  children,  of  whom  the  mayor  is  right¬ 
fully  proud:  1.  Frank  Blanchfield,  born  in  Salem  and  attended  Washington 
Academy  and  Holy  Cross  College,  and  graduated  on  June  14,  1922,  from  the 
Catholic  University  at  Washington,  District  of  Columbia.  He  has  had  mili¬ 
tary  service  and  was  commissioned  second  lieutenant  at  Plattsburg  to  teach 
at  various  officers’  training  schools.  He  is  now  professor  of  economics  in 
Canisius  College  in  Buffalo.  He  married  Marion  Biggerstaff.  2.  Rose 
Alice  Blanchfield,  likewise  born  in  Salem,  attended  Washington  Academy  and 
also  Albany  Business  College;  she  is  now  married  to  LeGrand  Fraser,  man¬ 
ager  of  the  A.  &  P.  Store  at  Granville,  New  York.  They  have  one  daughter, 
Alice. 


WINFIELD  W.  F.  RANDOLPH— Principal  of  the  Keeseville  High 
School,  Winfield  W.  F.  Randolph  is  not  only  one  of  the  leading  educators  and 
secondary  school  executives  in  Essex  County  but  is  also  an  outstanding  leader 
in  civic  affairs  and  in  fraternal  organizations. 

Winfield  W.  F.  Randolph  was  born  at  Berlin,  New  York,  March  3,  1894, 
son  of  the  Rev.  Gideon  H.  F.  and  Mrs.  Lucy  (Greene)  Randolph.  Rev. 
Gideon  H.  F.  Randolph,  who  was  a  native  of  Salem,  West  Virginia,  studied 
for  the  ministry  and  was  ordained  in  the  Seventh  Day  Baptist  Church,  a 
calling  which  he  followed  at  various  pastorates  in  the  United  States  until  his 
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death.  Lucy  (Greene)  Randolph,  his  wife,  who  is  also  deceased,  was  born 
at  Independence,  New  York. 

After  obtaining  his  elementary  school  education  in  Arkansas,  Winfield 
W.  F.  Randolph  came  East  and  entered  Alfred  Academy  at  Alfred,  New 
\  ork,  going  on  to  Alfred  University  where,  following  his  service  in  the 
Lhiited  States  Army,  he  won  his  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  in  1920  as  a 
member  of  the  class  of  1918,  and  then,  continuing  his  studies,  won  his  degree 
of  Master  of  Science  in  1924.  Beginning  in  1924  Mr.  Randolph,  who  spent 
his  leisure  in  taking  special  courses  at  Columbia  University,  1930-34,  obtained 
a  position  on  the  faculty  of  the  New  York  State  School  of  Agriculture,  a 
position  which  he  held  for  four  years,  resigning  to  become  the  principal  of  the 
high  school  at  Madrid,  New  York.  Then,  in  1927,  Mr.  Randolph  received 
his  appointment  as  principal  of  the  Keeseville  High  School,  a  post  which  he 
has  occupied  through  the  present  time.  In  August,  1917,  while  a  student  at 
Alfred  University,  Mr.  Randolph  offered  his  services  to  the  United  States 
Army  and  was  commissioned  a  second  lieutenant  in  the  107th  Regiment  of 
Field  Artillery,  attached  to  the  28th  Division.  He  served  as  instructor  of 
the  Third  Officers  Training  Camp  at  Augusta,  Georgia.  After  training,  he 
was  sent  overseas  with  his  regiment  and  served  in  France  with  the  American 
Expeditionary  Forces  for  a  period  of  sixteen  months,  as  officers’  instructor 
in  artillery  firing  at  Valdahon,  France;  adjutant  of  permanent  personnel, 
LeMans,  France,  and  taking  part  in  such  major  campaigns  as  the  Meuse  and 
the  Argonne.  In  May  of  1918,  he  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  first  lieutenant, 
holding  that  grade  through  his  discharge  from  the  service  in  September  of 
1919,  when  he  was  given  a  commission  as  a  captain  in  the  Officers’  Reserve 
Corps,  a  commission  which  he  retained  from  1919  through  1934,  when  he 
resigned.  Preserving  his  war-time  associations  by  past  membership  in  Alfred 
Post,  No.  370,  American  Legion,  of  which  he  is  a  Past  Commander,  and 
present  membership  in  American  Legion  Post,  No.  284,  at  Keeseville,  Mr. 
Randolph,  who  supports  his  profession  by  belonging  to  the  New  York  State 
Teachers’  Association,  is  a  member  and  a  director  of  the  Kiwanis  Club  of 
Keeseville  and  belongs  to  Ausable  River  Lodge,  No.  149,  Ancient  Free  and 
Accepted  Masons,  an  organization  of  which  he  is  a  Past  Master.  He  is  also 
Past  Assistant  Grand  Lecturer  of  the  Order  of  Eastern  Star.  Belonging  also 
to  the  local  organizations  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  of  which 
he  is  a  Past  Grand,  and  the  Rebekahs,  Mr.  Randolph  is  a  member  of  the 
First  Baptist  Church  of  Keeseville.  Finding  golf  as  a  favorite  means  of  recre¬ 
ation  from  his  professional  responsibilities,  Mr.  Randolph  is  also  devoted  to 
fishing,  hunting  and  other  outdoor  sports. 

Winfield  W.  F.  Randolph  married,  in  1917,  Ruth  Brown,  who  is  a  native 
of  Utica,  New  York.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Randolph  are  the  parents  of  a  son: 
Winfield  L.  F.,  who  is  a  member  of  the  class  of  1940  of  Alfred  University. 
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HERBERT  CALVIN  COMINGS — President  for  the  past  quarter 
of  a  century  of  one  of  the  oldest  and  largest  furniture  manufacturing  con¬ 
cerns  in  Vermont,  which  was  founded  in  1880  and  now  distributes  its 
products  in  every  Atlantic  seaboard  State,  Herbert  Calvin  Comings  of  Rich- 
ford,  Vermont,  has  been  signally  honored  from  time  to  time  by  the  citizens 
of  his  community  who  have  elevated  him,  a  lifelong  Democrat,  into  public 
office  in  a  State  which  is  predominantly  Republican. 

The  father  of  Mr.  Comings,  William  H.  Comings,  was  a  farmer  and 
native  of  Berkshire,  Franklin  County,  Vermont,  who  died  in  1928  at  the 
age  of  eighty-seven  and  whose  widow,  Betsey  (Hammond)  Comings,  a 
native  of  Franklin,  this  State,  celebrated  that  same  year  her  own  eighty- 
seventh  birthday. 

Herbert  Calvin  Comings  was  born  November  17,  1863,  at  Berkshire  and 
attended  the  district  schools  and  Franklin  Academy,  after  which  he  taught 
for  two  years,  1881-82,  in  the  Franklin  District  Schools,  clerked  in  Richard 
Smith’s  drug  store  at  Richford  from  February  1,  1883,  to  November  1, 
1883,  and  then  took  a  similar  position  with  Charles  A.  Powell  &  Company, 
retailers  here  of  hardware,  furniture,  merchandise,  and  also  funeral  directors 
of  prominence.  In  1889  Mr.  Comings  formed  a  partnership  with  the  founder 
of  this  business,  Charles  A.  Powell,  and  five  years  later  bought  an  interest 
in  the  I.  J.  Sweat  Company,  a  furniture  manufacturing  concern  founded  at 
Richford  in  1880  by  Mr.  Sweat.  E.  Henry  Powell  became  president 
of  the  company  incorporated  under  the  name  of  the  Sweat-Comings  Com¬ 
pany,  while  Mr.  Comings  served  first  as  manager,  then  general  manager  and 
treasurer.  Mr.  Powell  is  now  deceased  and  for  the  last  quarter  of  a  century 
Mr.  Comings  has  been  president,  his  son,  Herbert  B.  Comings,  succeeding 
him  as  treasurer  of  the  corporation  in  1918.  The  Sweat-Comings  Company 
manufactures  a  popular  line  of  dining  room  and  bedroom  furniture,  occu¬ 
pies  six  large  buildings,  and  carries  on  its  payroll  an  average  of  one  hundred 
and  fifty  to  two  hundred  employees. 

Not  only  is  Mr.  Comings  responsible  for  the  development  of  his  own 
company,  whose  products  are  regularly  distributed  to  practically  every  State 
in  the  Union,  but  he  is  also  credited  with  the  advancement  of  general  business 
conditions  here  in  Richford  where,  besides  being  head  and  director  of  the 
Sweat-Comings  Company,  he  occupies  a  similar  connection  with  the  Rich¬ 
ford  Savings  Bank  &  Trust  Company,  and  the  Powell  &  Comings  Company 
which  carries  on  the  local  retail  business  originally  founded  by  his  late 
partner,  Charles  A.  Powell. 

As  previously  noted,  Mr.  Comings  is  a  lifelong  Democrat,  in  a  State 
which  is  proverbially  Republican.  Nevertheless,  while  the  State  went  Repub¬ 
lican  as  usual  in  the  election  the  majority  was  the  smallest  received  by  a  Repub- 
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lican  candidate  in  the  past  seventy-five  years.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Ver¬ 
mont  State  Legislature,  from  Franklin  County,  in  1898;  Collector  of  United 
States  Customs  from  1914  to  1923 ;  Commissioner  of  Finance  for  the  State  of 
Vermont,  1923  to  1925;  and  State  Senator  from  1929  to  1933.  During  the 
World  War,  Mr.  Comings  was  chairman  of  the  Liberty  Loan  drives  in 
Rich  ford.  He  attends  the  local  Baptist  Church  and  serves  on  its  Board  of 
Trustees.  He  was  at  one  time  president  of  the  Calumet  Club  and  the  Rich- 
ford  Board  of  Trade,  and  now  belongs  to  the  Richford  and  the  State  Boards 
of  Trade,  and  the  Richford  Country  Club. 

Herbert  Calvin  Comings  married,  September  24,  1885,  at  Richford,  May 
Susan  Bowen,  born  at  Berkshire,  Vermont,  November  1,  1864,  daughter  of 
Albert  H.  and  Florence  (Thayer)  Bowen,  both  natives  of  their  daughter’s 
birthplace.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Comings  have  one  son:  1.  Herbert  Bowen  Com¬ 
ings,  born  at  Richford,  Vermont,  February  26,  1889,  a  graduate  of  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Vermont  in  the  class  of  1910  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Phil¬ 
osophy.  He  has  been  treasurer  of  the  Sweat-Comings  Company  since  1918, 
and  during  the  World  War  served  as  first  sergeant,  United  States  Army, 
Detachment  No.  2,  Air  Service,  and  was  commander,  Richford  Post,  No.  12, 
American  Legion.  He  is  director  of  the  Richford  Savings  Bank  &  Trust 
Company.  He  was  and  is  a  member  of  the  Vermont  State  Senate,  in  the  ses¬ 
sions  of  1935-37-39  serving  as  chairman  of  the  Appropriations  Committee, 
and  member  of  the  Aviation,  Claims,  and  Military  Affairs  committees  of  the 
Senate.  While  in  attendance  there,  he  maintained  rooms  in  Montpelier  Tav¬ 
ern.  Herbert  Bowen  Comings  married,  in  1921,  Theresa  Kittell,  and  they  are 
the  parents  of  four  children:  i.  Herbert  Bowen,  Jr.,  sixteen  years  of  age.  ii. 
Theresa  Jane,  fourteen  years  of  age.  iii.  John  Calvin,  ten  years  of  age.  iv. 
Samuel  K.,  two  years  of  age. 


EUGENE  P.  KEOUGH — A  native  of  the  Adirondack  country, 
Eugene  P.  Keough  has  been  identified  with  Saranac  Lake  throughout  all  his 
life  except  such  time  as  was  spent  in  the  study  of  his  vocation  elsewhere.  He 
was  born  in  this  prosperous  and  progressive  vacation  and  health  resort,  June 
28,  1911,  son  of  John  E.  and  Alice  (Duprey)  Keough,  both  of  whom  are 
living.  His  father,  born  at  Buffalo,  New  York,  has  long  engaged  in  com¬ 
mercial  traveling.  The  mother  is  a  native  of  Saranac  Lake. 

Eugene  P.  Keough  was  educated  in  the  schools  of  his  birthplace,  Saranac 
Lake,  and  attended  the  Syracuse  School  of  Embalming,  from  which  he  was 
graduated  with  the  class  of  1932.  Returning  to  Saranac  Lake  he  became 
associated  with  Henry  J.  Conley  in  an  undertaking  business.  It  is  a  coinci¬ 
dence  that  this  funeral  home  was  established  in  the  very  year  of  Mr.  Keough's 
birth,  and  continued  under  the  direction  of  the  older  man  until  his  death  in 
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1935.  In  that  year  Mr.  Keough  took  over  the  management  of  the  Conley 
estate,  and  in  1937  incorporated  the  present  business  under  the  name  of 
Henry  J.  Conley,  Inc.,  funeral  director,  with  Mr.  Keough  as  manager  and 
secretary  of  the  company,  posts  he  has  since  filled.  The  establishment  is  one 
of  the  largest  and  oldest  in  the  Adirondacks. 

Fraternally,  Mr.  Keough  is  affiliated  with  the  Loyal  Order  of  Moose, 
Saranac  Lake  Council,  No.  599,  of  the  Knights  of  Columbus,  and  Saranac 
Lake  Lodge,  No.  1508,  of  the  Benevolent  and  Protective  Order  of  Elks. 
Active  in  civic  life,  he  is  a  member  of  the  Saranac  Chamber  of  Commerce  and 
the  Kiwanis  Club,  and  is  a  member  of  the  Saranac  Lake  Boat  Club.  Pro¬ 
fessional  connections  include  membership  in  the  National  Funeral  Directors 
Association,  the  New  York  State  Funeral  Directors  Association,  and  the 
North  Star  Funeral  Directors  Association.  He  attends  St.  Bernard’s  Catholic 
Church.  His  favorite  recreations  are  fishing,  hunting  and  golf. 

In  1933  Eugene  P.  Keough  married  Mildred  R.  Sweeney,  born  at  Troy, 
New  York,  and  they  have  a  son,  Ronald  Blais  Keough. 


JOHN  W.  NICHOLS — Attorney  for  Saratoga  County  since  1932, 
John  W.  Nichols  of  Saratoga  is  one  of  the  leading  members  of  the  legal 
profession  in  his  county,  having  been  active  in  private  practice  for  more  than 
twenty  years,  and  is  also  an  outstanding  civic  leader,  being  a  member  of  the 
county  organization  of  the  Republican  party  for  years. 

John  W.  Nichols  was  born  at  Wilton,  Saratoga  County,  November  18, 
1891,  son  of  John  R.  and  Eleanor  (Loomis)  Nichols.  John  R.  Nichols,  who 
was  a  native  of  North  Brookfield,  Massachusetts,  established  himself  in  life 
as  a  shoe  manufacturer  upon  his  return  from  service  as  a  young  man  in  the 
Civil  War,  being  a  member  of  Company  F,  15th  Regiment,  Massachusetts 
Volunteer  Infantry.  During  the  war,  John  R.  Nichols  was  wounded  at  the 
battle  of  Ball’s  Bluff  and  was  taken  prisoner.  In  later  life  he  became  active  in 
the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  and  was  one  of  the  leaders  of  the  organiza¬ 
tion  in  Saratoga  County.  Eleanor  (Loomis)  Nichols,  his  wife,  also  deceased, 
was  a  native  of  Fort  Ann,  Washington  County,  New  York. 

After  passing  through  the  public  schools  of  Wilton,  John  W.  Nichols 
graduated  from  the  Saratoga  High  School  and  then,  selecting  a  career  in  the 
legal  profession,  he  entered  the  law  office  of  the  late  Hon.  Edgar  T.  Brackett, 
where  he  spent  four  years  and  received  his  education  in  the  law ;  in  1916  he 
entered  the  Albany  Law  School,  from  which  he  graduated  in  1917.

Preserving  his  World  War  experiences  by  membership  in  the 
Saratoga  Chapter  of  the  American  Legion,  a  post  of  which  he  is  a  charter 
member,  Mr.  Nichols  also  supports  his  profession  by  membership  in  the 
Saratoga  County  Bar  Association,  the  New  York  State  Bar  Association  and 
the  American  Bar  Association.  Always  vitally  interested  in  civic  problems 
and  political  policies,  Mr.  Nichols  has  been  active  in  the  Republican  party  for 
many  years,  serving  as  a  member  of  the  Saratoga  County  Republican  Com¬ 
mittee  since  1926  and  holding  office  as  county  attorney  for  Saratoga  County 
since  April  of  1932.  Past  Master  of  Rising  Sun  Lodge,  No.  103,  Ancient 
Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  Mr.  Nichols  also  belongs  to  Rising  Sun  Chapter, 
Royal  Arch  Masons.  Finding  recreations  from  his  professional  responsibilities 
and  public  duties  by  indulgence  in  his  twin  hobbies  of  golf  and  fishing,  Mr. 
Nichols  worships  as  a  member  of  the  Saratoga  Methodist  Church. 

John  W.  Nichols  married,  in  1917,  Hazel  Washburn,  a  native  of  Wilton, 
Saratoga  County.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Nichols  are  the  parents  of  twin  children: 
John  W.,  Jr.,  and  Hazel  Elizabeth,  both  of  whom  are  students  at  Syracuse 
University. 


RAYMOND  D.  SNYDER,  M.  D. — One  of  the  leading  physicians  of 
Corinth,  Saratoga  County,  Raymond  D.  Snyder,  M.  D.,  is  not  only  well 
known  among  the  citizens  of  his  community  but  also  prominent  among  the 
members  of  the  medical  profession  as  well. 

Dr.  Raymond  D.  Snyder  was  born  in  Hillsdale,  Columbia  County,  New 
York,  October  21,  1903,  son  of  Henry  J.  and  Grace  (Dimmick)  Snyder. 
Henry  J.  Snyder,  who  was  born  in  Hillsdale,  Columbia  County,  has  estab¬ 
lished  himself  as  a  provision  dealer,  a  field  in  which  he  is  a  leading  merchant 
in  his  community.  Grace  (Dimmick)  Snyder,  his  wife,  is  a  native  of  Troy, 
New  York. 

After  passing  through  the  public  schools  of  Hillsdale,  and  graduating  from 
the  Hillsdale  High  School,  Dr.  Raymond  D.  Snyder  entered  Cornell  Uni¬ 
versity,  graduating  in  1924  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts,  following 
which,  becoming  interested  in  the  medical  profession,  he  entered  Cornell 
University  Medical  School  and  graduated  with  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medi¬ 
cine  with  the  class  of  1927.  Following  a  year  as  an  interne  at  Albany  General 
Hospital  and  another  year  at  the  Marshall  Sanatorium,  Troy,  New  York,  Dr. 
Snyder  came  to  Corinth  in  1929  and  established  himself  in  the  general  practice 
of  his  profession,  opening  an  office  which  he  has  maintained  through  the 
present  time.  Supporting  his  profession  by  membership  in  the  American 
Medical  Association,  the  New  York  State  Medical  Society,  and  the  Saratoga 
County  Medical  Society,  Dr.  Snyder,  in  addition  to  his  private  practice,  is  an 
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associate  member  of  the  staff  of  the  Saratoga  Hospital  and  a  member  of  the 
courtesy  staff  of  the  Glens  Falls  Hospital.  A  member  of  the  Republican 
party,  the  doctor  is  deeply  interested  in  the  practical  application  of  his  pro¬ 
fession  to  social  problems  and  serves  as  a  member  of  the  board  of  trustees  of 
the  Corinth  Hospital.  Dr.  Snyder,  who  belongs  to  the  Corinth  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  of  which  he  is  a  steward,  is  a  member  of  Alpha  Kappa 
Kappa  Fraternity  and  finds  a  means  of  recreation  from  his  professional  duties 
and  responsibilities  in  his  hobby  of  amateur  photography,  as  well  as  in  his 
favorite  sports  of  golf  and  swimming. 

Raymond  D.  Snyder  married,  in  1930,  Hazel  Stevens,  who  is  a  native  of 
Watervliet,  New  York.  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Snyder  are  the  parents  of  two  chil¬ 
dren:  1.  Robert  G.  2.  Carol  Ann. 


CHARLES  C.  TREMBLEY,  M.  D. — When  more  than  half  a  century 
ago,  Dr.  Edward  Livingston  Trudeau  opened  the  “Adirondack  Cottage  Sana¬ 
torium”  he  not  only  initiated  a  treatment  of  incipient  tuberculosis,  but  also 
blazed  a  path  by  which  many  exceptionally  skilled  physicians  have  come  to 
practice  in  Saranac  Lake  and  other  mountain  places.  It  has  been  said  that 
“Adirondack  towns,  in  proportion  to  their  population,  have  more  expert  medi¬ 
cal  men  than  any  other  section  of  the  United  States.”  Dr.  Charles  C.  Tremhley 
is  one  of  these  “experts”  of  unusually  long  record  in  the  region,  for  he  came 
to  Saranac  Lake  at  the  turn  of  the  century,  and  after  a  few  years  in  charge 
of  the  Trudeau  Sanatorium,  remained  to  engage  in  private  practice,  special¬ 
izing  in  the  treatment  of  diseases  of  the  thorax.  His  connections  with  pro¬ 
fessional  organizations,  both  as  an  official  and  member,  are  both  numerous 
and  varied,  and  down  the  years  in  the  Adirondacks  he  has  entered  heartily 
into  many  phases  of  local  life  and  activities. 

Dr.  Trembley  was  born  at  Utica,  New  York,  September  17,  1873,  son  of 
William  H.  and  Emma  (Davis)  Trembley,  both  deceased.  His  mother  was  a 
native  of  England.  William  H.  Trembley,  born  in  New  Jersey,  was  long 
engaged  in  the  stained  glass  industry.  The  future  doctor  of  the  family  obtained 
his  formal  education  in  New  York  State  institutions;  went  to  New  York 
University  for  his  technical  training,  and  was  graduated  in  1898  with  the 
degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine.  He  remained  in  the  metropolis  for  a  year  as 
an  interne  in  Bellevue  Hospital,  and  then  was  a  house  physician  in  the  Ogdens- 
burg  State  Hospital  for  about  six  months.  At  the  beginning  of  the  present 
century,  Dr.  Trembley’s  health  failed  and  he  came  to  Saranac  Lake.  Dr. 
Trudeau  employed  the  young  man  as  an  assistant,  and  in  1901  placed  him  in 
charge  of  the  Sanatorium.  In  1903  he  resigned  to  establish  himself  in  private 
practice  at  Saranac  Lake,  where  he  has  since  specialized  in  internal  medicine 
in  its  application  to  thoracic  ailments. 
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Dir  Trembley  has  combined  the  attitude  and  the  methods  of  the  scientist 
and  the  physician — research  and  practice — in  his  work  to  a  marked  degree. 
He  has  achieved  a  repute  that  is  in  nowise  confined  to  the  Adirondacks, 
and  has  been  honored  with  election  to  official  posts  in  a  number  of  the  profes¬ 
sional  societies  in  which  he  holds  memberships.  Dr.  Trembley  served  as  the 
first  vice-president  of  the  New  York  State  Medical  Association,  is  a  former 
president  of  the  Franklin  County  Medical  Society,  a  past  president  of  the 
Fourth  District,  New  York  State,  of  the  American  Medical  Association.  He 
has  been  an  official  of  the  National  Tuberculosis  Association,  the  Saranac 
Lake  Medical  Society,  and  is  a  Fellow  of  the  American  Public  Health  Asso¬ 
ciation.  He  is  on  the  staff  of  the  Saranac  General  Hospital,  and  since  1904 
has  been  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Public  Health  of  Saranac  L.ake,  and  since 
1907  has  been  the  town’s  health  officer. 

During  the  World  War  period,  Dr.  Trembley  served  as  a  member  of  the 
Medical  Advisory  Board,  and  once  served  as  a  first  lieutenant  in  the  United 
States  Army  Ordnance  unit  of  the  105th  Battalion,  New  York  State  National 
Guard.  Fraternally,  he  is  affiliated  with  White  face  Mountain  Lodge,  No. 
789,  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  and  the  higher  bodies  of  the  Ancient 
Accepted  Scottish  Rite,  including  Kainik  Temple,  Ancient  Arabic  Order 
Nobles  of  the  Mystic  Shrine.  He  is  also  a  member  of  Lodge  No.  1508, 
Benevolent  and  Protective  Order  of  Elks.  At  one  time  he  was  president  of 
the  Rotary  Club,  and  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  Saranac  Lake.  He  is  a 
member  of  the  Saranac  Lake  Country  Club  and  the  Saranac  Lake  Fish  and 
Game  Club.  While  golf,  fishing  and  hunting  are  favorite  recreative  sports  of 
Dr.  Trembley,  he  also  has  found  health  and  interest  in  horticulture.  He 
attends  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church. 

In  1902  Dr.  Charles  C.  Trembley  married  Louise  Buckingham  Hart,  a 
native  of  Utica,  New  York,  and  they  are  the  parents  of  a  daughter,  Virginia 
Louise,  a  graduate  of  Miss  Fuller’s  School,  Ossining,  who  married  Carlos  A. 
Franco,  of  Chappaqua,  New  York,  and  they  have  one  daughter,  Barbara. 


MILLER  S.  JOHNSON — As  village  manager  of  Saranac  Lake, 
Miller  S.  Johnson  has  effectively  and  usefully  served  his  fellow-citizens.  His 
accomplishments  have  been  numerous  and  worth  while,  and  he  is  respected, 
admired  and  honored  in  every  circle  in  which  he  is  known. 

Mr.  Johnson  was  born  May  3,  1901,  in  Saranac  Lake,  New  York,  son  of 
Walter  E.  and  Grace  (Galbraith)  Johnson.  His  father,  a  native  of  Burke, 
New  York,  was  engaged  until  his  death  in  the  lumber  business.  The  mother 
was  born  in  Massachusetts. 

Public  schools  at  Saranac  provided  Miller  S.  Johnson’s  early  education, 
and  when  he  was  finished  with  his  high  school  work  he  became  a  student  at 
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the  University  of  Michigan,  in  Ann  Arbor,  Michigan,  where  he  was  graduated 
in  the  class  of  1925.  He  then  became  attached  to  the  Highway  Department 
of  the  State  of  Michigan,  being  so  employed  for  one  year.  At  the  end  of  that 
period  he  associated  himself  with  the  United  States  Tinfoil  Company,  of 
Louisville,  Kentucky,  there  working  for  one  and  one-half  years  and  having 
charge  of  production  for  the  company.  Returning  to  Saranac  Lake,  Mr. 
Johnson  became  assistant  village  engineer  and  so  served  for  two  years.  Next 
he  was  made  assistant  village  manager  in  1929,  so  continuing  until  1935.  In 
that  year  he  was  made  village  manager,  the  position  that  he  has  held  down  to 
the  time  of  writing. 

Politically  he  is  a  staunch  Republican.  Since  1935  he  has  been  assessor  of 
the  village.  He  belongs  to  Preston  Lodge,  No.  281,  of  the  Free  and  Accepted 
Masons,  and  also  is  active  in  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  other  local 
organizations.  He  attends  the  Presbyterian  Church.  In  leisure  time  Mr. 
Johnson  particularly  enjoys  healthful  outdoor  life  and  sports,  being  fond  of 
fishing  and  such  pastimes.

VICTOR  K.  MOORE— With  a  record  of  forty-nine  years  of  steady 
service  in  the  banking  field,  Victor  K.  Moore,  cashier  and  director  of  the 
Bank  of  Au  Sable  Forks  since  1912,  is  the  oldest  banker  in  point  of  service  in 
the  Adirondacks,  and  a  recognized  authority  on  the  various  phases  of  the 
banking  industry. 

Mr.  Moore  was  born  in  Lewis,  Essex  County,  February  15,  1870,  the  son 
of  James  H.  and  Laura  (Crossett)  Moore,  both  deceased.  Tames  H.  Moore, 
a  native  of  Essex  County,  was  engaged  throughout  his  active  career  in  the 
banking  industry.  He  was  a  veteran  of  the  Civil  War,  and  was  attached  to 
Company  H,  118th  Volunteer  Infantry,  and  was  twice  wounded  in  action.  He 
was  a  member  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.  Laura  (Crossett)  Moore 
was  born  in  Lewis,  Essex  County. 

Victor  K.  Moore  received  bis  early  education  in  the  Plattsburg  public 
schools,  and  later  he  enrolled  at  Troy  Conference  Academy,  graduating  as 
valedictorian  of  his  class  in  1896.  In  1889,  previous  to  his  entry  into  Troy 
Conference  Academy,  Mr.  Moore  became  associated  with  the  First  National 
Bank  at  Plattsburg,  and  throughout  his  years  at  the  academy  he  continued  as 
an  employee  of  this  bank.  He  continued  with  this  well-known  financial  insti¬ 
tution  until  1912,  and  at  that  time  he  entered  upon  his  present  duties  at  the 
Bank  of  Au  Sable  Forks,  where  he  has  achieved  a  brilliant  reputation  for  his 
knowledge  and  willingness  to  furnish  advice  on  all  financial  matters.  Mr. 
Moore  is  also  a  director  and  one  of  the  organizers  of  the  Champlain  Valley 
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Federal  Savings  and  Loan  Associations,  and  he  is  a  trustee  of  both  the  Green 
Mountain  Junior  College  and  the  Troy  Conference  Trust  Fund. 

He  has  served  as  chairman  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  Methodist 
Church,  and  has  always  been  active  in  civic  affairs,  being  one  of  the  organizers 
and  the  second  president  of  the  Rotary  Club.  Fraternally,  he  is  well  known  in 
the  Masonic  Order,  being  Past  Master  of  the  local  lodge  of  the  Free  and 
Accepted  Masons,  and  an  affiliate  of  the  York  Rite  and  the  Oriental  Temple, 
Ancient  Arabic  Order  Nobles  of  the  Mystic  Shrine.

GEORGE  J.  CULVER,  M.  D. — One  of  the  leading  members  of  the 
medical  profession  in  Essex  County,  George  J.  Culver,  M.  D.,  of  Au  Sable 
Forks,  is  also  a  prominent  citizen,  holding  several  public  offices  of  trust  and 
responsibility  as  well  as  being  an  active  member  of  the  Masonic  Fraternity. 

Dr.  George  J.  Culver  was  born  at  Schenectady,  New  York,  December  23, 
1890,  son  of  E.  and  Anna  (Oliver)  Culver.  E.  Culver,  who  was  born  in 
Bethlehem,  New  York,  established  himself  in  life  as  a  merchant,  an  activity  in 
which  he  prospered  until  the  time  of  his  recent  retirement.  Anna  (Oliver) 
Culver,  his  wife,  was  born  at  Albany. 

After  passing  through  the  public  schools  of  Schenectady  and  graduating 
from  the  Altamont  High  School,  George  J.  Culver  determined  to  follow  a 
career  in  medicine  and,  accordingly  entered  Union  College  in  Schenectady, 
subsequently  receiving  his  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  from  the  Albany 
Medical  College  as  a  member  of  the  class  of  1914.  Following  a  year  and 
a  half  as  an  interne  at  St.  Peter’s  Hospital  at  Albany  and  six  months  at 
the  City  Hospital,  Boston,  Massachusetts,  Dr.  Culver  came  to  Au  Sable  Forks 
in  1916  and  established  himself  in  a  general  medical  and  surgical  practice  and 
as  a  specialist  in  industrial  surgery — a  practice  and  a  specialty  which  Dr. 
Culver  has  maintained  through  the  present  time  with  the  exception  of  the 
World  War  period.  In  1917,  just  as  he  was  well  established  in  practice,  Dr. 
Culver  offered  his  services  to  the  United  States  Army  and  was  commissioned 
a  first  lieutenant  in  the  Medical  Corps  and  assigned  to  duty  as  a  medical 
instructor  at  Fort  Berry,  being  later  assigned  to  Fort  Harrison,  Fort  Riley 
and  Fort  Oglethorpe,  the  fourth  post  being  in  Georgia.  There  the  doctor 
organized  an  evacuating  ambulance  company,  the  first  such  unit  formed  in  the 
United  States.  In  June,  1918,  Dr.  Culver  was  commissioned  a  captain,  a  rank 
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which  he  held  until  January  of  1919,  when  he  was  given  his  discharge  and 
returned  to  Au  Sable  Forks  to  resume  his  private  practice.  Supporting  his 
profession  by  membership  in  the  Essex  County  Medical  Society,  the  New 
York  State  Medical  Society  and  the  American  Medical  Association,  of  which 
organization  he  is  a  Fellow,  Dr.  Culver  also  belongs  to  the  American  Associa¬ 
tion  of  School  Physicians  and  the  Association  of  Military  Surgeons.  A  mem¬ 
ber  also  of  the  staff  of  the  Champlain  Valley  Hospital  and  the  staff  of  the 
Physicians’  Hospital  of  Plattsburg,  Dr.  Culver,  who  has  always  taken  a  keen 
interest  in  civic  and  political  concerns,  has  served  Essex  County  as  coroner 
since  1926  and,  since  1930,  has  been  health  officer  of  the  towns  of  Black  Brook 
and  Wilmington.  Past  president  of  the  Rotary  Club  of  Au  Sable  Forks, 
and  a  member  of  M.  A.  Nelson  Post,  American  Legion,  of  Au  Sable  Forks,  the 
doctor,  who  belongs  to  Omega  Upsilon  Phi  Fraternity,  also  is  an  active  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Masonic  Fraternity,  being  a  member  of  Tahawees  Lodge,  Ancient 
Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  Plattsburg  Chapter,  Royal  Arch  Masons,  Platts¬ 
burg  Commandery,  Knights  Templar,  and  Oriental  Temple,  Ancient  Arabic 
Order  Nobles  of  the  Mystic  Shrine.  Dr.  Culver,  who  attends  the  First  Meth¬ 
odist  Church  of  Au  Sable  Forks,  finds  recreation  from  his  professional  and 
public  duties  and  responsibilities  by  indulgence  in  his  two  favorite  sports  of 
tennis  and  golf. 

George  J.  Culver  married,  in  1914,  Emma  J.  Cranfield,  a  native  of  Albany. 
Dr.  and  Mrs.  Culver  are  the  parents  of  two  children:  1.  Marjorie  Cranfield, 
who  graduated  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  from  Skidmore  College, 
class  of  1938.  2.  Jane  Kathryn. 


REV.  WILLIAM  A.  PLAMONDON — Another  new  generation  of 
children  has  been  born  since  the  revered  and  Rev.  Father  William  A.  Plamon- 
don  first  came  to  Burlington,  back  in  1903,  to  found  and  organize  his  present 
parish  of  the  Church  of  St.  Anthony,  located  at  Park  Avenue  and  Pine  Street. 
Many  of  these  present-day  children  are  the  sons  and  daughters  of  grown  men 
and  women  who,  as  infants,  were  christened  by  this  good  Father  and  who, 
as  parents  now,  still  receive  his  spiritual  guidance  and  blessing.  Of  a  noble 
line  of  Plamondons,  dating  back  to  the  reign  of  Edward  I,  in  1275  A.  D.  and 
including  among  their  illustrious  number  families  of  this  same  name  who 
aided  and  abetted  the  great  Champlain,  who  shall  say  but  what  the  Rev.  Father 
William  A.  Plamondon  was  the  noblest  of  them  all- — inasmuch  as  he  did  what 
he  did,  unfailingly,  “unto  the  least  of  these,”  his  spiritual  children. 

The  first  of  the  name  of  Plamondon  on  this  continent  came  in  1717,  during 
the  reign  of  George  I,  when  this  country  was  but  sparsely  settled,  and  he 
located  at  Quebec,  Canada,  where  Louis  Plamondon,  the  tenth  of  that  given 
name  and  the  great-grandfather  of  the  subject  of  this  sketch,  was  born  in 
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3:775.  His  son,  Louis  (11)  Plamondon,  was  born  at  Quebec,  1807,  where  he 
came  to  own  and  operate  five  farms.  Artemas,  a  brother  of  his,  was  killed  in 
a  dispute  over  a  beaver  which  was  trapped  on  land  belonging  to  Indians.  Louis 
(11)  Plamondon  married  Louise  Gosslin,  born  at  Montreal  in  1810,  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  one  of  the  most  highly  respected  families  of  that  city,  and  a  very  beauti¬ 
ful  woman.  They  were  the  parents  of  fourteen  children,  including  Louis  (12) 
Plamondon,  born  1836  in  St.  Hilaire,  Province  of  Quebec,  who  became  a 
prosperous  merchant  and  farmer,  while  three  of  his  brothers  were  priests  and 
two  of  his  sisters  were  nuns.  His  wife,  Cesarie  (Brillon)  Plamondon,  a  very 
beautiful  woman,  was  born  at  Richelieu,  in  the  Province  of  Quebec,  1837,  and 
died  at  St.  Hilaire  in  1871,  the  daughter  of  Marcelle  Brillon,  a  very  successful 
farmer  and  trapper  having  considerable  trade  with  the  Indians,  and  Catherine 
(Racine)  Brillon.  Cesarie  (Brillon)  Plamondon  was  brought  up  by  her  uncle, 
John  Pion,  who  was  a  wealthy  and  influential  man.  She  was  the  mother  of  ten 
children:  1.  Louis  ( 13) ,  born  in  1858.  2.  Azama,  born  in  1859.  3.  Joseph,  born 
in  i860  and  who  died  in  infancy.  4.  Henry,  born  in  1862,  who  went  to  the  Klon¬ 
dike,  became  an  extensive  dealer  in  high  grade  furs,  and  laid  out  many  rich 
claims  for  Eastern  prospectors.  5.  Rev.  William  A.,  of  further  mention.  6. 
Hilaire,  born  in  1864.  7.  Arthemise,  born  in  1866;  married,  1886,  Theodore 
Malo,  a  Montreal  merchant.  8.  Felix,  born  in  1867,  died  in  infancy.  9.  Rev. 
Alphee,  born  in  1868,  a  Jesuit  priest  now  in  England  ;  educated  in  St.  Hyacinthe, 
in  the  public  schools  and  in  the  college  and  seminary  at  Montreal,  and  was 
ordained  in  1899.  10.  Corinne,  born  in  1869;  educated  in  Montreal;  married, 
1903,  E’usebe  Goulette ;  now  living  in  Burlington,  Vermont.  Louis  (12) 
Plamondon  married  (second)  his  sister-in-law,  Matilda  Brillon,  born  in  1848, 
and  they  were  the  parents  of  two  children:  1.  Mary,  born  in  1883.  2.  Eva, 

born  in  1884,  and  now  a  nun  in  Notre  Dame  Convent,  Montreal. 

Rev.  William  A.  Plamondon,  of  whom  this  is  primarily  a  record,  was  the 
fifth  child  born  of  his  father’s  first  marriage,  and  passed  his  early  years  in  St. 
Hilaire,  his  birthplace,  where  he  began  his  education  in  the  parochial  schools. 
His  parents  then  sent  him  to  Bellows  Falls,  Vermont,  where  he  attended  the 
public  schools  in  order  that  he  might  learn  the  English  language.  His  high 
school  education  was  obtained  at  Nashua,  New  Hampshire.  Then,  matricu¬ 
lating  at  the  Montreal  College,  conducted  by  the  Sulpician  Order,  he  took  the 
classical  course  of  four  years,  after  which  he  came  to  Burlington,  Vermont, 
to  enter  old  St.  Joseph’s  College,  where  he  spent  another  four  years  completing 
the  classical  course.  Returning  to  Montreal,  he  entered  the  Grand  Seminary, 
taking  the  philosophical  course,  and  completing  his  studies  there  he  returned 
to  Burlington  to  become  master  of  discipline  at  St.  Joseph’s,  where  he  spent 
the  years  1890  and  1891.  He  was  then  sent  to  Rome,  Italy,  by  Bishop  De 
Goesbriand  and  completed  the  three-year  theological  course  in  the  class  of 
1894,  and  was  there  ordained  in  the  American  College  by  the  Vicar-General. 
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After  a  decade  or  more  of  intensive  studies,  Rev.  William  A.  Plamondon 
returned  to  Burlington,  Vermont,  where  his  bishop  granted  him  a  vacation 
until  Christmas,  1904.  He  was  then  assigned  to  Bishop  Michaud’s  parish,  St. 
Francis  Xavier,  at  Bennington,  Vermont,  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the 
absence  of  Father  Barron,  who  had  gone  abroad  for  a  period  of  six  months. 
After  this  service,  Father  Plamondon  was  appointed  parish  priest  at  Reads- 
boro,  Vermont,  and  North  Pownal,  where  he  remained  seven  years  and  built 
up  both  these  parishes.  He  was  then  called  to  Brandon  to  supervise  the  affairs 
of  the  Church  of  Our  Lady  of  Good  Help,  and  after  eight  months’  service 
was  called  on  January  13,  1903,  to  the  rectorate  of  St.  Anthony’s  parish  here 
in  Burlington.  He  found  a  church  partially  completed  and  a  very  small  number 
of  communicants,  largely  made  up  of  working  people.  Through  his  tireless 
efforts  and  inspiration,  Father  Plamondon  has  succeeded  in  erecting  the 
present  beautiful  and  substantial  brick  church  and  rectory  at  Park  Avenue 
and  Pine  Street,  and  has  completely  organized  all  religious  societies  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  Church  of  St.  Anthony’s,  such  as  the  Holy  Name  Society  for 
older  men  and  women  of  the  parish;  the  St.  Anne’s  Society  for  Women;  and 
the  Young  Women’s  Sodality  of  the  Blessed  Virgin.  He  is  contemplating  the 
erection  of  a  parish  school. 

Independent  in  his  political  convictions,  Father  Plamondon  is  a  member  of 
the  Knights  of  Columbus,  and  a  religious  leader  who  is  beloved  alike  by 
Catholic  and  Protestant,  by  the  rich  and  the  poor.  Here  is  a  man  of  whom  the 
citizenry  of  Burlington  is  rightfully  proud  :  an  adopted  son  of  Burlington,  who 
has  brought  only  honor  to  this  city  and  who  has  sought  only  goodness  and 
brotherly  love. 


LESTER  V.  STREEVER — One  of  the  leading  lumber  merchants  of 
Ballston  Spa,  Lester  V.  Streever  is  also  an  outstanding  real  estate  developer, 
being  the  owner  and  manager  of  the  Cotton  Point  and  Rainbow  Beach  areas, 
one  of  the  outstanding  vacation  and  recreational  districts  on  Lake  George. 

Lester  V.  Streever  was  born  in  Milton,  June  10,  1881,  son  of  Charles 
Henry  and  Ella  Belle  (Van  Ostrand)  Streever.  Charles  Henry  Streever,  who 
was  born  in  Milton,  September  7,  1850,  was  a  son  of  Frederick  W.  Streever,  a 
native  of  Germany,  who  came  to  Milton  from  his  native  Hanover  when  about 
eighteen  years  of  age.  Ella  Belle  (Van  Ostrand)  Streever,  his  wife,  was  born 
in  Milton  in  1854. 

After  attending  the  grade  schools  and  the  high  school  in  Ballston  Spa, 
Lester  V.  Streever  became  associated,  in  1899,  with  his  father,  Charles  Henry 
Streever,  in  the  lumber  business,  continuing  to  1908  when,  the  business  being 
incorporated,  Lester  V.  Streever  became  an  officer  of  the  present  Streever 
Lumber  Company.  Charles  Henry  Streever  and  other  members  of  the  cor- 
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poration  withdrew  in  1923,  leaving  Lester  V.  Streever  and  his  son,  Donald 
Courtney  Streever,  in  control.  Mr.  Streever  is  also  interested  in  real  estate, 
being  the  owner  and  the  developer  of  the  well-known  Cotton  Point  and 
Rainbow  Beach  developments,  near  Bolton  Landing  on  Lake  George.  A 
member  of  the  Republican  party  and  of  the  Ballston  Spa  Baptist  Church,  Mr. 
Streever  is  also  a  member  of  the  Ballston  Spa  Rotary  Club. 

Lester  V.  Streever  married,  at  Ballston  Spa,  August  25,  1903,  Caroline 
Scott  Granger,  born  June  6,  1882,  daughter  of  Foster  and  Alice  (Scott) 
Granger.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Streever  are  the  parents  of  two  children:  1.  Donald 
Courtney,  born  August  17,  1905.  2.  Elsie  Priscilla,  born  June  20,  1916. 


FREDERICK  SCOTT  STREEVER— Whether  Frederick  (Fred) 

Scott  Streever,  of  Ballston  Spa,  New  York,  has  had  a  successful  career  would 
depend  upon  the  viewpoint  of  the  observer.  But  that  Fred  Streever  has  found 
life  vastly  entertaining  and  generally  enjoyable  there  can  be  no  doubt.  This 
has  been  rather  because  of  versatility  than  of  specialized  talent.  Born  April 
7,  1879,  in  less  than  modest  circumstances  in  the  hamlet  of  West  Milton, 
Saratoga  County,  New  York,  he  early  discovered  a  love  for  nature  and  the 
delightful  out-of-doors  close  at  hand.  This,  throughout  his  life,  has  been  a 
dominant  influence. 

The  schools  he  attended  were  numerous  but  the  schooling  sketchy  and 
forced  upon  his  unappreciative  boyhood  between  the  age  of  five  and  sixteen, 
at  which  latter  age,  he  left  with  no  future  regrets  whatever,  excepting  for  the 
misspent  time.  Mr.  Streever  is  fond  of  saying  that  he  had  learned  to  read 
before  he  attended  school  and  did  not  learn  his  “multiplication  tables”  until 
after  he  had  left.  Yet  perhaps  it  is  not  unusual  to  acquire  schooling  rather 
than  learning ;  and  education  is  hardly  to  be  entirely  measured  by  diplomas  or 
sheepskin,  any  more  than  successful  living  by  possession  and  influence. 

He  had  few  holidays  in  his  last  two  years  of  school  days  as  his  spare  time 
was  needed  in  his  father’s  building  operations.  And,  if  the  hours  were  long 
and  the  labor  unduly  heavy  for  his  years,  yet  fishing  and  hunting  with  his 
father,  who  was  also  a  man  passionately  fond  of  the  out-doors,  was  some¬ 
thing  thus  doubly  precious  and  never  to  be  forgotten. 

At  the  age  of  sixteen  he  was  “on  his  own,”  beginning  at  ten  cents  per 
working  hour  of  a  ten-hour  (weather  permitting)  day  and,  with  “board  and 
bed”  at  $4  per  week,  there  was  yet  sufficient  margin  to  buy  clothes  as  well  as 
arms,  and  ammunition,  rods  and  tackle,  and  to  lay  a  few  cents  aside,  and  spare 
time  for  better  acquaintances  with  nature.  At  the  age  of  eighteen  he  had 
charge  of  a  small  building  construction  gang  and  at  twenty-three  he  began 
handling  contracting  on  his  own  account.  During  these  years  he  completed  his 
apprenticeship  as  carpenter. 
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Discovering  his  lack  of  technical  training  he,  when  nineteen,  enrolled  for 
a  course  of  architecture  in  the  Scranton  International  Correspondence  School, 
and  the  mail  order  lessons  were  worked  out  with  trestle  and  tee-square  right 
on  the  jobs  during  working  hours,  and  after. 

Busy  years  followed,  with  payrolls  numbering  up  to  eighty  and  ninety 
mechanics.  The  buildings  erected  were  those  incident  to  small-town  life  in 
the  early  nineteen  hundreds  but  aggregated  several  millions  of  dollars,  com¬ 
prising  all  the  factories  of  his  home  town  as  well  as  business  blocks,  and  in¬ 
cluded  real  estate  operations,  sub-divisional  developments  and  some  financing. 
He  also  designed  and  erected  several  buildings — both  factories  and  residences 
— in  neighboring  states. 

During  all  of  this  time  the  buildings,  with  few  exceptions,  were  those 
designed  on  his  own  trestle  and  their  erection  supervised  in  person ;  but  there 
was  also  time  for  much  hunting  and  fishing  and  some  writing  of  outdoor 
articles,  which  found  publication  in  sports  magazines. 

Favorite  of  all  recreation  was  following  his  foxhounds  afoot  upon  the 
fresh  fallen  winter  snows  in  pursuit  of  the  red  fox.  He  also  maintained,  with 
his  father,  his  own  deer  hunting  camp  in  the  Adirondacks  for  seventeen  con¬ 
secutive  years  and  acted  as  professional  guide  three  years  preceding. 

Mr.  Streever  bred  many  foxhounds,  principally  for  his  own  use,  but  about 
1912  he  acquired  some  pedigreed  stock  upon  which  his  present  strain  of  fox¬ 
hounds  was  established.  Preeminent  among  Mr.  Streever’s  hounds  was : 
Ch.  Wash  AKC277564,  who  won  a  National  A.  K.  C.  field  championship  in 
1919  at  the  Brunswick  Trials;  and  Ch.  Wash’s  daughter,  Lorna,  who  won  the 
Derby  field  trial  at  the  same  meet,  at  that  time  an  unprecedented  occurrence 
and  since  duplicated  but  once.  Notable  among  his  hounds,  and  nationally 
known  through  Mr.  Streever’s  writings,  were:  Black  Joe  and  White  Skipper, 
Ruffian,  Rambo,  Fritz,  Lame  Reldy  and  others. 

In  later  years  Mr.  Streever  established  the  Rafinesque  Kennels  for  breed¬ 
ing  of  foxhounds  and  these  fine,  pedigreed  sporting  dogs,  all  tracing  back  to 
Ch.  Wash,  have  been  and  are  now  being  shipped  to  points  near  and  far  and 
used  for  various  game.  Bear,  wild  boar,  big  cats,  wolves,  foxes,  coons  have 
been  successfully  hunted  and  trailed  in  all  quarters  of  the  country. 

Among  Mr.  Streever’s  writings  of  dogs  may  be  mentioned  a  series  called 
“Origin  of  American  Trail  Hounds,”  comprising  chapters  on  Birdsong, 
Walker,  July,  Robertson,  Buckfield  and  other  American  strains;  and  also  a 
series  called  “Good  Bolde  Hounds,”  comprising  reminiscences  on  individual 
trail  hounds.  The  first  appeared  in  “National  Sportsman  Magazine”  about 
1934  to  1936;  the  latter,  in  “Hunting  and  Fishing  Magazine”  about  1928  to 
1930.  Among  Mr.  Streever’s  writings  on  fishing  topics  may  be  found  the 
Pan-fishing  chapter  published  in  Mortimer  Norton’s  anthology,  “Successful 
Angling”  (MacMillan). 
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Many  articles  on  big  game  hunting  of  elk,  moose,  big  horn  sheep  also 
appeared  in  various  sports  magazines  referring  to  hunting  expeditions  made 
by  Mr.  Streever  in  various  parts  of  the  United  States,  Canadian  provinces 
and  Old  Mexico.  “The  Dog  Owner’s  Forum,”  now  continuing  in  “National 
Sportsman  Magazine,”  has  been  conducted  (at  this  writing)  into  its  tenth  year 
without  intermission  as  an  annex  to  the  “Sporting  Dog  Column,”  also  by  Mr. 
Streever. 

Besides  carpentry  as  a  vocation,  real  estate  and  building  contracting  as  a 
business,  and  architecture  as  a  profession  (Mr.  Streever  was  licensed  by  the 
University  of  the  State  of  New  York,  having  passed  the  regents  requirements 
in  1930)  there  have  been,  as  noted,  some  expeditions  into  a  wide  though 
humble  field  of  letters,  the  whole  interspersed  with  a  great  deal  of  varied  out¬ 
door  experience. 

The  possibility  of  such  wide  variety  in  business,  recreation  and  sport  may 
be  partially  explained  by  his  neglect  of  other  and,  to  him,  lesser  interests. 
Mr.  Streever  never  saw  a  professional  game  of  baseball,  football  or  hockey. 
He  never  visited  what  he  calls  a  “dress  ball”  or  “a  party,”  nor  a  world’s  fair 
nor,  in  short,  hardly  a  social  gathering  of  any  sort.  At  this  writing  his  home 
is,  and  has  been,  in  a  comfortable  log  house  southwest  of  Saratoga  Springs, 
where  he  dwells  alone  on  his  five-hundred-acre  woodland  estate.  Hunting 
trophies  hang  upon  the  walls.  Hounds,  sometimes  as  many  as  sixty,  bay  in 
the  kennels  out  back  among  the  oaks.  Beside  his  big  stone  fireplace  he 
scribbles  stories,  writes  letters,  designs  buildings.  He  sallies  forth  in  an  old 
Ford  hunting  truck  equipped  to  stay  for  days  on  each  and  every  snowfall.  An 
increasingly  larger  part  of  the  daylight  hours  are  spent  in  recreation  afloat  or 
afoot  with  an  omnivorous  appetite  for  any  outdoor  pursuit,  fly  fishing,  trolling, 
deer,  fox  or  bird  hunting. 

Although  he  still  conducts  a  modest  building  business — principally  the 
design  and  erection  of  highly  original  lodges  and  camps — he  finds  opportunity 
to  photograph  and  has  published  hundreds  of  outdoor  scenes,  hounds,  hunting, 
fishing.  During  the  difficult  years  of  the  business  recession  his  professional 
attention  was  largely  given  to  appraisals  of  real  estate  and  he  appeared  before 
the  Court  of  Claims  of  New  York  State  for  owners  in  proceedings  during 
the  acquisition  of  lands  for  the  Sacandaga  Reservoir  by  the  Hudson  River 
Regulating  Board,  for  the  Saratoga  Battlefield  by  the  State  of  New  York,  for 
the  elimination  of  grade  crossings  in  the  village  of  Whitehall  by  the  Delaware 
and  Hudson  Railroad  and  the  State  of  New  York,  and  for  the  Saratoga 
Springs  Reservation  by  the  Saratoga  Commission,  as  well  as  numberless 
others. 

Mr.  Streever  has  also  developed,  or  aided,  several  of  the  local  mineral 
water  springs  including  the  Hides-Franklin,  the  Washington  Lithia,  and  the 
Chapman  well.  About  1926,  becoming  convinced  that  the  State  had  errone- 
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ously  located  the  chief  underground  reservoirs  of  the  characteristic  charged 
Saratoga  waters,  Mr.  Streever  acquired  several  hundred  acres  well  to  the  west 
and  southerly  of  the  present  Reservation.  In  1938  he  drilled  a  prospecting 
well  four  hundred  and  thirty-five  feet  deep  and  found — as  he  had  become 
convinced — that  the  waters  were  indeed  present.  The  extent  is  still  to  be  de¬ 
termined  but  Mr.  Streever’s  holdings  extend  for  two  miles  and  along  the 
entire  western  boundary  of  the  State's  lands. 

The  occasional  reader  who  has  followed  so  far  along  his  life  interests  will 
hardly  be  interested  in  Mr.  Streever’s  family  tree,  since  he  has  no  children. 
His  wife,  Isabelle  Russell,  daughter  of  Charles  and  Naomi  Russell,  died  in 
1930.  But  it  may  be  briefly  stated  that  his  paternal  grandfather,  Frederick 
Wolradt  Streever,  one  of  a  family  of  nine  boys,  was  born  exactly  sixty  years 
before  him  in  Germany,  on  April  7,  1819,  and  his  wife,  Louisa  Mary  (Bulir- 
master)  Streever,  in  the  same  country.  Frederick  S.  Streever’s  father  was 
Charles  Henry  Streever ;  his  mother,  Ella  B.  Streever,  one  of  a  family  of  nine 
children  of  Harlow  Van  Ostrand  of  Holland  Dutch  Colonial  descent,  and  of 
Eleanor  Tallman,  his  wife,  also  of  a  family  of  nine  children.  Those  interested 
in  the  coincidence  of  numbers  may  note  the  recurrence  of  seven  and  nines  in 
Fred  Streever’s  birthday  and  those  of  his  grandfather  Streever,  and  also  that 
his  father’s  birthday,  too,  was  on  the  seventh  day  of  the  ninth  month. 

Fred  Streever  has  written,  also,  some  verse.  This  has  all  been  upon  out¬ 
door  themes  and  it,  like  the  rest  of  Fred  Streever’s  activities,  is  nothing  if  not 
original.  Perhaps  the  best  known  of  these  poems  is  “The  Span  of  the  Bridge,” 
based  upon  the  Northampton  wooden  bridge  over  the  Sacanclaga.  But  several 
other  bits  have  seen  printer’s  ink  and  many  more  remain  in  his  notebook  as 
souvenirs  of  pleasant  outdoor  experiences.  Toward  these  he  expects  to  turn 
when  the  bitter  winter  shall  make  the  increasing  years  no  longer  enjoyable 
afield  and  also  to  his  widely  established  correspondence  with  kindred  lovers  of 
the  outdoors  throughout  the  United  States  of  America. 

It  seems  at  this  time  fitting  to  close  this  autobiography,  if  not  complete, 
then  with  the  following  lines  appropriate  to  those  who  live  alone  and  turn, 
as  their  years  increase,  more  to  the  consolation  of  past  recollections  than  to 
plans  for  the  future : 

Old  Man's  Picture  Show 

It  is  quiet  tonight  for  the  folks  are  away 
And  the  eaves  are  adrip ;  ’twas  a  lonely  day. 

Yet  not  so  lonely; — Run  just  for  me, 

And  brighter  than  calcium,  Mem’ry’s  Movies  I  see 

Mem’ry  hoarded  these  pictures,  varied,  indeed, 

The  scenes  on  her  screen.  It’s  just  what  I  need. 

Here’s  the  face  of  a.  schoolmate,  long  vanish’d  and  gone. 

There’s  the  first  girl  I  loved,  Hurry  along 
Old  Mem’ry !  More  pictures  for  me. 
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More  pictures.  And  then,  crowding  fast, 

Come  scenes  of  the  pleasures  and  joys  of  the  past. 
Pictures  of  days  joyful,  well  spent, 

Pictures  of  hours  that  happiness  lent. 

Then  scenes  not  so  pleasant,  sorrow  and  pain, 

They  are  the  ones  I’d  do  over  again. 

Some  of  mistakes  and  errors  I  made, 

On  these,  Old  Mem’ry,  if  you  please  drop  the  shade. 
Show  only  pictures  of  happiness  here, 

I  am  lonely  tonight  and  need  them  to  cheer. 

That’s  better !  Right  well  I  remember 
That  triumph ;  hold,  let  it  linger ! 

Yes,  Mem’ry,  that’s  right,  run  it  over  again. 

Just  you  and  I,  Mem’ry,  know  what  happened  then, 

A  secret  we  hold  it,  and  eaves  droppers  never 
Can  gather  the  secrets 
We  hold  together. 

On  swiftly  they  flicker  across  the  screen, 

Yet  faster  the  action.  Stop,  Mem’ry ! 

Stop  quickly !  Don’t  show  that  to  me, 

Too  often  I’ve  seen  that  picture, 

I  wish  that  film  could  be  lost ; 

And  ’twould  seem  that  if  use  could  wear  it  in  shreds, 
In  shreds  it  would  be.  Ah,  Mem’ry,  you  jade, 

Always  sneaking  that  one  on  me. 

Then  come  pictures  of  sins  that  I  am  regretting 
Because  I  committed 

And  others  of  sins  yet  more  deeply  regretted 
Because  I  omitted  committing. 

In  fact,  my  regrets  are  about  half  and  half 
And  these  pictures  tickle  and  cause  me  to  laugh. 

Very  lively  the  Movies  that  Mem’ry  shows  me 
When  our  house  is  all  quiet 
And  there’s  no  one  to  see. 

Mem’ry,  Mem’ry!  You’re  a  funny  old  jade. 

Heigho,  Mem’ry. 

Just  pull  down  the  shade 
For  I  hear  the  folks  coming — 

And  when  they  get  home 
They  will  think  I  am  crazy 
To  be  laughing  alone. 

They’ve  been  to  a  Picture  Show 
Just  over  the  way 
But  saw  not  the  half 
Mem’ry  showed  me  today. 
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JUDGE  PAUL  LLEWELYN  BOYCE — During  his  career  at  the 
Warren  County  bar,  Judge  Paul  Llewelyn  Boyce  has  risen  to  prominence  both 
in  his  profession  and  in  public  life.  He  is  one  of  the  leading  lawyers  of  the 
county  and  since  1930  has  served  as  county  judge,  surrogate  and  judge  of  the 
Children’s  Court. 

Judge  Boyce  was  born  on  November  19,  1887,  son  of  Llewelyn  and  Hattie 
C.  Boyce.  He  attended  Bolton  High  School  and  Troy  Conference  Academy, 
from  which  he  was  graduated  in  1910,  and  afterward  entered  Clark  Uni¬ 
versity  at  Worcester,  Massachusetts,  from  which  he  was  graduated  in  1913. 
He  prepared  for  his  professional  career  in  Columbia  Law  School,  taking  the 
degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws  in  1916.  Upon  his  admission  to  the  bar  he 
entered  the  office  of  a  New  York  City  law  firm,  continuing  until  he  enlisted 
for  service  in  the  National  Army  during  the  World  War.  Judge  Boyce  went 
to  France  with  the  American  Expeditionary  Forces  and  remained  in  the  army 
until  after  the  Armistice.  When  he  received  his  discharge,  he  returned  to 
his  law  work  in  New  York  City,  where  his  activities  centered  until  1923.  In 
the  latter  year  he  established  his  practice  in  Glens  Falls.  His  reputation  as  an 
experienced  and  able  attorney  preceded  him  and  he  soon  took  his  place  as  one 
of  the  leading  members  of  the  local  bar.  He  has  been  a  partner  in  several 
firms  during  his  career  in  this  city  and  has  successfully  met  the  large  profes¬ 
sional  responsibilities  devolving  upon  him. 

During  these  years,  Judge  Boyce  also  became  influential  in  the  general  life 
of  the  city  and  county.  A  Republican  in  politics,  he  became  prominent  in  local 
councils  of  his  party  and  in  1928  took  his  seat  in  the  State  Assembly,  to  which 
he  was  elected  at  the  polls.  He  served  at  Albany  through  1929,  and  in  1930 
was  nominated  and  elected  county  judge,  surrogate  and  judge  of  the  Chil¬ 
dren’s  Court  of  Warren  County.  In  1936  he  was  reelected  and  is  now  serving 
his  second  term.  He  is  known  as  a  capable,  experienced  and  impartial  judge, 
and  has  added  to  his  stature  through  his  effective  and  faithful  administration 
of  his  judicial  duties. 

Judge  Boyce  is  a  member  of  the  American  Bar  Association,  the  New 
York  State  Bar  Association  and  other  professional  organizations.  He  is  a 
director  of  the  Bolton  National  Bank  and  the  Algonquin  Hotel  Company;  a 
member  of  the  Warren  County  Republican  Club,  the  Iviwanis  Club,  the 
Masonic  Order  and  the  Benevolent  and  Protective  Order  of  Elks.  His  attain¬ 
ments  and  qualities  of  character  have  made  him  one  of  the  first  citizens  of 
Warren  County  and  have  brought  him  the  respect  and  regard  of  its  people. 

Judge  Boyce  married  Erna  N.  Nordenholdt,  of  Staten  Island,  New  York, 
and  they  are  the  parents  of  two  children :  Paul  C.  and  Betty  Lou. 

THOMAS  ARTHUR  LEAHY — Lake  Placid  not  only  enjoys  leader¬ 
ship  among  the  American  summer  and  winter  resorts,  but  occupies  a  pre¬ 
eminent  position  among  the  pleasure  centers  of  the  world.  The  great  beauty 
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of  the  twin  lakes — Placid  and  Mirror — nestling  like  rare  gems  in  the  very 
heart  of  the  Adirondack  Mountains,  the  magnificent  surrounding  terrain,  the 
facilities  for  sports,  the  easy  accessibility  of  the  section,  have  combined  to 
make  it  “a  veritable  summer  paradise.”  Lakeside  Inn  is  one  of  its  favorably 
known  centers,  magnificently  situated  upon  the  shores  of  Mirror  Lake,  com¬ 
manding  marvelous  views  of  both  lakes  and  the  contiguous  mountain  country. 
Its  proprietor,  Thomas  Arthur  Leahy,  Adirondack  born  and  reared,  and  a 
hotel  man  here  since  the  turn  of  the  present  century,  is  one  of  the  best  known 
and  esteemed  Bonifaces  of  this  charming  region  of  New  York  State. 

He  first  saw  the  light  of  day  at  Mineville,  Essex  County,  April  6,  1877, 
son  of  Andrew  and  Margaret  (Hefiferan)  Leahy,  the  former  a  native  of  Troy, 
New  York,  and  the  mother  born  in  Montreal.  Canada.  Both  parents  are 
deceased.  He  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  Mineville  and  the  Sher¬ 
man  Collegiate  Institute,  from  which  he  was  graduated  with  the  class  of  1895. 
He  then  taught  for  awhile  before  entering  Plattsburg  State  Normal.  In  1900 
he  accepted  a  position  as  clerk  and  bookkeeper  at  the  American  House,  Lake 
Placid,  where  he  remained  for  six  years  prior  to  purchasing  the  Northwoods 
Inn,  at  Lake  Placid.  During  the  following  fourteen  years  that  he  operated 
this  establishment,  he  increased  its  capacity  to  more  than  double,  and  achieved 
a  wide  reputation  for  both  himself  and  his  house.  In  1920  Air.  Leahy  disposed 
of  Northwoods  Inn  and  purchased  Lakeside  Inn,  of  which  mention  has 
already  been  made.  He  has  repeated  the  best  features  of  his  record  during 
his  proprietorship  during  the  past  eighteen  years  and  has  a  place  of  which  both 
he  and  his  clientele  are  proud.  The  inn  is  restricted  to  one  hundred  guests,  but 
there  are  also  attractive  cottages  furnishing  accommodations.  Practically  all 
land  and  water  sports  are  available  on  the  grounds  to  guests,  except  golf,  and 
Lakeside  Inn  even  provides  for  this  by  special  connections  with  a  nearby 
sports  course  of  full  size.  Golf  is  the  favorite  game  played  by  the  proprietor. 

How  prominent  Thomas  Arthur  Leahy  is  in  his  vocation  is  indicated  by 
the  variety  of  affiliations  he  has  with  colleagues  in  the  same  line  of  business, 
and  the  offices  he  has  filled  in  his  trade  organizations.  He  is  president  of  the 
Adirondack  Resorts  Association ;  a  member  of  the  American  Hotel  Associa¬ 
tion;  executive  committeeman  of  the  New  York  State  Hotel  Association;  is 
a  charter  member  of  the  Lake  Placid  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  was  its  presi¬ 
dent  during  the  period  that  the  noted  White  Face  Mountain  Memorial  High¬ 
way  was  secured.  He  served  on  the  committee  which  brought  the  winter 
competitions  of  the  Third  Olympic  Games  to  Lake  Placid  and  worked  effi¬ 
ciently  in  making  these  events  a  huge  success. 

Mr.  Leahy  has  long  been  keenly  interested  in  civic  and  political  affairs. 
From  1906  to  1912  he  was  a  member  of  the  local  Board  of  Education,  for 
half  the  time  president  of  the  board.  From  1912  to  1936  he  has  been  a  justice 
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of  the  peace,  and  during  1936-37-38  was  a  member  of  the  New  York  House 
of  Representatives,  where  he  served  upon  the  Committee  on  Conservation, 
Committee  of  Public  Service,  Committee  on  Internal  Affairs,  and  Committee 
on  Labor  and  Industry.  At  the  session  of  1938  he  was  appointed  acting  chair¬ 
man  of  the  Committee  on  Labor  and  Industry ;  and  a  member  of  the  com¬ 
mission  for  the  celebration  of  the  memory  of  Father  Jogues.  Mr.  Leahy  is 
a  member  of  the  Republican  Assembly  Caucus  Committee,  and  for  more  than 
two  decades  has  been  a  member  of  the  Republican  County  Committee.  He 
has  been  official  delegate  to  several  Republican  State  Conventions,  and  is  a 
member  of  the  World’s  Fair,  to  be  held  in  New  York  City,  in  1939,  Hotel 
Advisory  Committee.  Fraternally,  he  is  affiliated  with  the  Lake  Placid 
Council,  No.  1827,  of  the  Knights  of  Columbus,  of  which  he  is  a  Past  Grand 
Knight.  During  the  World  War  period,  Mr.  Leahy  was  a  “four-minute” 
speaker  and  prominent  in  the  various  drives  for  “Liberty”  and  other  govern¬ 
ment  loans  and  the  raising  of  funds  for  the  humanitarian  agencies  of  the 
time.  He  attends  St.  Agnes  Catholic  Church,  Lake  Placid. 

In  1903  Thomas  Arthur  Leahy  married  Ada  C.  Glad,  a  native  of  Bloom- 
ingdale,  Essex  County,  New  York,  and  they  are  the  parents  of  three  children: 

1.  Gladys  Margaret,  graduate  of  Sherman  Park  Seminary,  who  married 
Robert  Randall,  of  Lake  Placid,  and  is  the  mother  of  a  daughter,  Jean  Adair. 

2.  Eva  Vera,  who  is  associated  with  her  father  in  Lakeside  Inn.  3.  Gravce 
Rite,  a  graduate  of  Sherman  Park  Seminary. 


EUGENE  W.  P.  SHEA — Since  his  admission  to  the  New  York  bar, 
Eugene  W.  P.  Shea  has  been  engaged  in  the  practice  of  law  at  Lake  Placid. 
Although  one  of  the  younger  lawyers  of  the  community,  he  has  been  active  in 
a  variety  of  professional  connections  and  in  other  phases  of  Lake  Placid  life. 

Mr.  Shea  was  born  at  Lake  Placid  on  March  9,  1912,  son  of  James  and 
Grace  A.  (Obrey)  Shea.  His  father,  who  was  born  in  Essex  County,  New 
York,  is  engaged  in  the  meat  and  provision  business  at  Lake  Placid.  His 
mother,  Grace  A.  (Obrey)  Shea,  is  a  native  of  Springfield,  Massachusetts. 

Eugene  W.  P.  Shea  received  his  preliminary  education  in  local  public 
schools  and  at  Mount  Assumption  Institute  in  Plattsburg.  Afterward  he 
entered  Dartmouth  College  as  a  member  of  the  class  of  1934,  continuing  until 
his  junior  year,  when  he  matriculated  at  Fordham  University  I.aw  School  in 
New  York.  From  this  institution  he  was  graduated  in  1936  with  the  degree 
of  Bachelor  of  Laws  and  in  the  following  year  was  admitted  to  the  New  York 
bar.  His  activities  have  since  centered  at  Lake  Placid,  where  he  has  made  a 
successful  start  in  his  career  and  in  building  up  his  practice.  Mr.  Shea’s 
offices  are  located  at  99  Main  Street,  Lake  Placid.  He  is  a  member  of  the

Essex  County  Bar  Association  and  of  other  local  organizations,  including  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce  and  Lake  Placid  Council,  Knights  of  Columbus,  of 
which  he  is  Chancellor.  He  has  made  a  hobby  of  politics  and  is  active  in  the 
Republican  party  organization  and  in  the  Republican  Club  of  North  Elba,  of 
which  he  is  a  member.  In  addition  to  these  connections,  Mr.  Shea  is  affiliated 
with  the  Gamma  Eta  Gamma  Fraternity  and  Beta  Theta  Pi  Fraternity.  He 
is  a  member  of  St.  Agnes’  Roman  Catholic  Church  and  finds  his  principal 
recreation  in  fishing  and  hunting. 


EDWARD  F.  STONE — In  Keeseville,  Essex  County,  New  York, 
Edward  F.  Stone  enjoys  the  distinction  of  being  the  oldest  druggist  in  town, 
having  owned  and  operated  his  present  business  for  the  past  thirty-six  years. 

Mr.  Stone  is  a  native  son  of  Keeseville  and  was  born  January  16,  1876,  the 
son  of  William  M.  and  Carmina  (Merchant)  Stone.  The  father  was  a 
machinist,  working  in  the  local  roller-mills  and  nail  manufactories,  and  he 
invented  many  of  the  mechanical  devices  used  in  the  making  of  horseshoe 
nails.  In  his  later  life  he  was  a  traveling  salesman  and  for  a  year  was  asso¬ 
ciated  with  his  son  in  the  retail  drug  business.  He  is  now  deceased,  but  his 
widow,  a  native  of  Canada,  was  still  living  in  1939. 

Edward  F.  Stone  attended  the  Keeseville  public  schools  and  after  his 
graduation  went  to  Albany  (New  York)  Business  College,  where  he  gained 
a  fundamental  knowledge  of  office  routine  and  general  business  practice. 
Returning  to  his  home  town  he  became  associated  with  A.  G.  Fletcher  in  the 
grocery  business,  continuing  here  until  1901  when,  in  partnership  with  his 
father,  he  established  the  first  drug  store  in  Keeseville.  William  M.  Stone 
retired  from  the  firm  a  year  later,  and  his  son  has  continued  the  business  for 
himself  ever  since. 

Active  in  local  politics,  Mr.  Stone  is  a  member  of  the  Republican  party’s 
town  committee,  has  served  twenty-five  years  as  a  member  of  the  local  Board 
of  Education,  three  years  as  member  of  the  Library  Board  here,  eighteen 
years  as  town  clerk  of  the  town  of  Chesterfield  (which  includes  parts  of  the 
villages  of  Clintonville  and  Keeseville),  and  seven  years  as  member  of  the 
Essex  County  Board  of  Supervisors.  He  is  a  communicant  and  trustee  of  the 
Roman  Catholic  Church  of  St.  John  the  Baptist,  and  affiliated  with  Plattsburg 
Council,  No.  255,  Knights  of  Columbus. 

In  1899  Mr.  Stone  married  Adeline  M.  Pine,  a  native  of  nearby  Clinton¬ 
ville,  and  they  are  the  parents  of  four  children:  1.  Mildred  L.  2.  Blanche  E., 
married  to  Adolphus  Brelia  of  Keeseville.  3.  Velma  A.  4.  Warren  E.,  attend¬ 
ing  Albany  College  of  Pharmacy,  class  of  1940.  Edward  F.  Stone’s  principal 
diversions  are  civic  affairs  and  stamp  collecting. 
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FREDERICK  HENRY  HEISE,  M.  D.— The  professional  career  of 
Dr.  Frederick  Llenry  Heise  is  of  noteworthy  interest  and  importance.  He  is 
outstanding  among  the  leaders  in  our  country  in  the  fight  against  the  “white 
plague”;  is  a  voluminous  and  authentic  writer  on  tuberculosis;  and  is  himself 
a  proof  of  the  efficiency  of  the  methods  he  advocates. 

Dr.  Heise  was  born  at  Baltimore,  Maryland,  November  18,  1883,  son  of 
John  Henry  and  Katherine  (Ernst)  Heise,  both  natives  of  Germany  and  both 
of  whom  are  deceased.  Mr.  Heise  was  a  wood  box  manufacturer  for  many 
years  prior  to  his  death.  Dr.  Heise  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  his 
birthplace,  the  Baltimore  City  College  and  the  University  of  Maryland.  He 
received  his  medical  degree  in  1907,  but  during  the  following  year  went  to  the 
Trudeau  Sanatorium  in  the  Adirondacks  for  his  health.  He  remained  to  par¬ 
ticipate  in  endeavors  of  this  remarkable  institution,  founded  for  the  treatment 
of  incipient  tuberculosis.  In  1909  he  was  made  assistant  physician  assigned 
to  the  Trudeau  Laboratory.  In  1912,  three  years  prior  to  the  death  of  Dr. 
Trudeau,  he  became  resident  physician  of  the  Sanatorium,  a  post  he  filled 
with  great  skill  until  1929,  when  he  was  made  medical  director. 

Dr.  Heise,  from  September,  1911,  to  April,  1912,  also  was  assistant 
resident  physician  at  the  Maryland  Tuberculosis  Sanatorium,  an  experience 
which  resulted  in  one  of  his  first  technical  articles,  “What  Is  Maryland  Doing 
in  Her  Fight  Against  Tuberculosis,”  published  in  the  “Maryland  Medical 
Journal,”  July,  1912.  For  the  past  thirty-five  years  he  has  kept  in  touch  with 
all  the  scientific  research  that  is  adding  to  the  knowledge  of  tuberculosis, 
while  making  his  own  valuable  contributions,  with  colleagues  active  in  his 
field ;  and  because  of  his  own  achievements  has  been  drafted  for  public  service 
by  professional  and  other  organizations. 

Dr.  Heise  is  a  member  of  the  American  Medical  Association;  a  past  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  American  Sanatorium  Association;  former  vice-president  and 
former  director  of  the  National  Tuberculosis  Association;  a  member  of  the 
American  Clinical  and  the  Climatological  Association;  chairman  of  the  Diag¬ 
nostic  Standards  Committee  of  the  National  Tuberculosis  Association;  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  National  Tuberculosis  Association  Research  Committee;  the  Sar¬ 
anac  Lake  Medical  Society ;  Medical  Board  of  the  Saranac  General  Hospital ; 
member  of  the  Franklin  County  Medical  Society  and  the  New  York  State 
Medical  Association.  He  is  an  instructor  in  the  Trudeau  School  of  Tuber¬ 
culosis  ;  and  a  member  of  the  Saranac  Lake  Society  for  the  Control  of  Tuber¬ 
culosis,  and  during  the  World  War  was  a  member  of  the  Medical  Advisory 
Board.  At  one  time  Dr.  Heise  was  “question  box”  editor  of  “The  Journal  of 
the  Outdoor  Life,”  to  which  he  was  a  contributor  of  many  articles.  He  has 
had  published  a  very  large  number  of  his  writings,  mainly  technical  in  type 
and  for  fellow-scientists  and  physicians.  A  list  of  these  is  appended  to  this 
outline  record. 
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Fraternally,  Dr.  Heise  is  affiliated  with  Whiteface  Mountain  Lodge,  No. 
789,  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  and  with  all  the  bodies  of  the  York  Rite 
including  the  Franklin  Commandery,  No.  60,  Knights  Templar.  Among  his 
clubs  are  the  Saranac  Lake  Fish  and  Game  Club,  and  the  Saranac  Lake 
Curling  Club,  which  indicates  both  summer  and  winter  sports.  He  worships 
at  the  Presbyterian  Church,  of  which  he  is  an  elder. 

In  1914  Frederick  Henry  Heise,  M.  D.,  married  Ethel  Roberts,  a  native  of 
New  York  State.

JAMES  ALFRED  EMERSON — -For  many  years  one  of  the  promi¬ 
nent  citizens  of  Warrensburg,  New  York,  James  Alfred  Emerson  took  part 
extensively  in  the  business  and  political  life  of  his  community.  Widely  known 
in  this  district  of  the  State  as  a  result  of  his  many-sided  accomplishments,  he 
possessed  in  abundant  measure  those  qualities  of  kindness  and  generosity  that 
lie  at  the  basis  of  all  true  success.  He  was  friendly,  generous  and  sincere  of 
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purpose,  and  the  influence  that  he  everywhere  exerted  was  a  wholly  construc¬ 
tive  one. 

Mr.  Emerson  was  born  April  25,  1863,  at  Warrensburg,  New  York,  son 
of  Alfred  C.  and  Abigail  (Woodward)  Emerson.  His  father,  born  August 
13,  1829,  died  in  Warrensburg  in  April,  1888,  came  from  Newbury,  New 
Hampshire,  to  Warrensburg  at  the  age  of  eight  years.  He  began  his  business 
career  as  a  clerk  and  became  later  a  leading  merchant.  In  1855  he  entered  the 
lumber  trade,  holding  large  interests  at  the  time  of  his  death.  Founding  A. 
C.  Emerson  and  Company,  he  took  up  leather  manufacturing  under  that  name, 
and  in  1884  organized  the  Emerson  Bank,  at  Warrensburg,  which  grew  until 
a  new  building  had  to  be  erected  for  it  in  1926.  He  was  an  ardent  advocate  of 
a  free  school,  and  in  1888,  as  a  result  of  his  efforts,  the  Union  Free  School 
replaced  the  old  Warrensburg  Academy.  Alfred  C.  Emerson  married  Abigail 
Woodward,  daughter  of  the  Hon.  Joseph  and  Julia  Woodward.  Two  children 
were  born  of  this  marriage:  1.  Louis  W.,  who  became  prominent  in  business 
and  politics,  serving  as  representative  of  the  Twenty-ninth  Congressional 
District  in  the  House  of  Representatives  at  Washington,  District  of  Columbia. 
2.  James  Alfred,  of  further  mention. 

James  Alfred  Emerson  was  educated  at  Warrensburg  Academy  and  at 
Albany  Academy,  Albany,  New  York,  his  first  employment  being  with  the 
Delaware  and  Hudson  Railroad  as  telegraph  operator.  Afterward  he  was 
engaged  in  different  kinds  of  business  activity,  attaining  success  in  all  his 
undertakings.  He  was  vice-president  of  the  Emerson  Bank,  as  well  as  its 
cashier;  owned  and  managed  the  Leland  House,  at  Schroon  Lake;  and  was 
president  of  the  Schroon  Lake  Steamboat  Company,  the  Empire  Shirt  Com¬ 
pany  and  the  Hudson  River  Navigation  Company,  president  of  the  Schroon 
River  Pulp  and  Paper  Company,  and  vice-president  of  the  Warrensburg 
Woolen  Company. 

His  interest  in  public  life  began  early.  Becoming  a  staunch  Republican, 
James  Alfred  Emerson  was  zealous  in  his  support  of  his  party.  In  1906  he 
was  elected  on  its  ticket  to  the  State  Senate,  serving  from  1907  to  1918  in  that 
body.  His  first  purpose  in  entering  politics  was  to  give  aid  to  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  the  Adirondacks,  whose  forests  he  wanted  to  preserve  and  whose 
water  power  and  pleasure  grounds  he  desired  to  support.  For  some  years  he 
was  a  member  of  the  State  Senate  Finance  Committee,  but  was  known  best 
of  all  in  the  Senate  for  his  assistance  to  the  good  roads  cause.  He  obtained 
more  State  highway  improvements  during  his  time  here  than  did  any  other 
member  of  the  Senate,  notably  in  the  Adirondack  region,  and  was  largely 
responsible  for  the  start  of  the  New  York-Montreal  Highway.  It  was  in 
1914  that  George  A.  Ricker  commented:  “New  York’s  greatest  asset  today 
is  its  improved  roads  and  connecting  highways ;  for  this  we  are  indebted  to 
Senator  Emerson  more  than  to  any  other  man.” 
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Woman  suffrage  was  a  cause  that  won  Mr.  Emerson’s  active  support.  In 
many  ways  he  sought  to  serve  his  country’s  best  interests.  He  was  for  many 
years  a  member  of  the  Warrensburg  Board  of  Education.  He  attained  to  the 
thirty-second  degree  of  Ancient  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  in  the  Free  and 
Accepted  Masons,  and  was  also  connected  with  the  Benevolent  and  Protective 
Order  of  Elks  and  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows.  He  was  treasurer 
of  Warrensburg  Presbyterian  Church  and  was  a  member  of  the  Albany 
Club  and  the  Fort  Orange  Club,  of  Albany;  the  Glens  Falls  Country  Club; 
and  the  Schroon  Lake  Golf  Club. 

James  Alfred  Emerson  married,  in  June,  1900,  at  the  Presbyterian  Church 
in  Warrensburg,  New  York,  Margaret  Jane  McGregor.  They  became  the 
parents  of  one  son,  Albert  Louis  Emerson,  whose  biography  accompanies  this. 
Mrs.  Emerson  died  April  27,  1920. 

The  death  of  James  Alfred  Emerson  occurred  on  January  31,  1922,  and 
was  an  occasion  of  deepest  sorrow  in  Warrensburg  and  Northern  New  York 
State,  where  his  achievements  had  been  so  valuable.  His  splendid  qualities 
were  universally  recognized,  and  the  memory  of  his  sterling  qualities  will  long 
remain  in  the  minds  of  all  who  knew  him. 


ALBERT  LOUIS  EMERSON — Contributing  substantially  to  the 
financial  and  business  life  of  Warrensburg,  Albert  Louis  Emerson  has  per¬ 
formed  a  notable  work  as  president  of  the  Emerson  National  Bank.  He  has 
also  served  this  bank  in  many  other  capacities,  and  his  influence  has  been 
widely  felt  in  this  district  as  a  power  for  good. 

Mr.  Emerson  was  born  October  17,  1902,  in  Warrensburg,  New  York, 
son  of  James  Alfred  and  Margaret  Jane  (McGregor)  Emerson  and  grandson 
of  Alfred  C.  and  Abigail  (Woodward)  Emerson.  Both  his  father  and 
grandfather  were  prominent  in  business  and  public  affairs  in  Warrensburg, 
and  further  details  concerning  their  lives  will  be  found  in  the  accompanying 
biography  of  James  Alfred  Emerson. 

The  schools  of  Warrensburg  provided  the  early  formal  education  of 
Albert  Louis  Emerson,  who  completed  his  high  school  studies,  then  enrolled 
at  Dartmouth  College,  where  he  was  graduated  in  1924  with  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Science.  Immediately  thereafter  he  entered  the  employ  of  the 
Emerson  National  Bank,  which  a  year  later  promoted  him  to  the  cashiership 
of  the  institution.  He  continued  as  cashier  until,  in  1936,  he  assumed  his  duties 
as  president  of  the  institution.  He  is  recognized  as  being  well  versed  in  the 
different  phases  of  banking,  and  his  opinions  on  banking  and  finance  are  con¬ 
sidered  of  the  utmost  value  to  those  with  whom  he  comes  into  contact.  In 
addition  to  his  banking  activities,  Mr.  Emerson  is  a  member  of  the  board  of 
directors  of  the  Imperial  Color  and  Paper  Company  and  vice-president  of  the 
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A.  C.  Emerson  and  Company.  He  has  also  served  as  proprietor  and  manager 
of  the  Leland  House,  at  Schroon  Lake;  president  of  the  Warrensburg  Woolen 
Company;  second  vice-president  of  the  Schroon  River  Paper  and  Pulp  Com¬ 
pany  ;  and  treasurer  of  the  Adirondack  Resorts  Association. 

A  Republican  in  his  political  views,  he  is  a  member  of  many  leading 
organizations  in  this  New  York  State  district,  including  the  Kiwanis  Club,  of 
which  he  is  vice-president,  and  the  Glens  Falls  Country  Club  and  Schroon 
Lake  Country  Club.  In  the  Free  and  Accepted  Masons  he  is  affiliated  with 
Lodge  No.  425,  of  Warrensburg;  with  different  bodies  of  the  Ancient  Ac¬ 
cepted  Scottish  Rite ;  and  with  Oriental  Temple  of  the  Ancient  Arabic  Order 
Nobles  of  the  Mystic  Shrine.  He  is  a  member  also  of  the  Benevolent  and 
Protective  Order  of  Elks,  in  which  he  is  connected  with  Glens  Falls  Lodge. 


MYRON  J.  GORDON,  Sr. — One  of  the  leading  merchants  of  Clinton 
County,  Myron  J.  Gordon,  Sr.,  of  Plattsburg  is  not  only  a  retail  shoe  dealer 
and  interested  in  the  merchandising  of  drugs  and  related  products  but  is  also 
celebrated  as  a  musician,  having  been  a  professional  cornet  soloist  and  band 
leader  for  years  during  an  earlier  period  of  his  career. 

Myron  J.  Gordon,  Sr.,  was  born  at  Troy,  New  York,  June  28,  1888,  son 
of  Samuel  and  Sarah  (Levy)  Gordon.  Samuel  Gordon,  who  was  a  native  of 
Troy,  established  himself  in  life  in  the  jewelry  business,  a  field  in  which  he 
was  active  for  many  years.  Sarah  (Levy)  Gordon,  his  wife,  is  also  a  native 
of  Troy,  New  York. 

After  passing  through  the  public  schools  of  Trov,  Myron  J.  Gordon,  Sr., 
attended  the  Troy  Business  College  and,  after  graduation,  found  his  first 
regular  employment  in  Frear’s  Department  Store  in  Troy.  Starting  as  a  clerk 
and  advancing  through  various  departments  and  positions,  Mr.  Gordon 
became  the  cashier  of  the  enterprise  and  remained  associated  with  the  store  for 
a  period  of  about  eleven  years.  In  1910  he  resigned  from  the  store  and  entered 
the  Troy  Conservatory  of  Music,  graduating  in  1911  and  then  beginning  a 
new  career  as  a  musician,  a  career  in  which  he  organized  three  separate 
orchestras  and  managed  under  his  personal  direction  while  performing  for  a 
period  of  five  years  as  a  professional  cornetist,  being  a  soloist  with  the  Troy 
City  Band  and  occupying  a  similar  position  with  Doring’s  Military  Band.  In 
1917  Mr.  Gordon  gave  over  this  musical  activity  and  came  to  Plattsburg  as 
manager  for  Lewis’,  Incorporated,  resigning  some  two  years  later  to  purchase 
the  retail  shoe  business  of  Charles  H.  Stackpoole,  a  store  which  was  estab¬ 
lished  in  Plattsburg  about  1880.  Reorganizing  the  enterprise  under  the  name 
of  Gordon’s  Boot  Shop,  Mr.  Gordon  has  continued  to  operate  the  store 
through  the  present  time  as  the  sole  proprietor.  In  addition  to  his  boot  and 
shoe  business,  in  1924  Mr.  Gordon  became  interested  in  the  merchandising  of 
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drug  and  related  products,  forming  a  partnership  with  Hyman  W.  Abrahams 
to  establish  the  firm  of  Gordon  and  Abrahams.  This  firm  maintains  retail 
stores  in  Turlington,  Vermont,  and  in  Plattsburg.  The  Plattsburg  store 
occupies  one  of  the  most  celebrated  business  sites  in  the  city;  it  having  been 
occupied  in  1812  by  Dr.  William  Beaumont,  who  sold  gastric  and  digestive 
medicines,  and  then,  until  a  drug  store  was  established  at  the  corner,  it  was 
occupied  by  the  Plattsburg  National  Bank.  During  the  World  War,  Myron 
J.  Gordon  enlisted  in  the  United  States  Army  in  January  of  1918  and, 
assigned  to  the  301st  Regular  Field  Artillery,  served  six  months  in  France 
with  the  American  Expeditionary  Forces,  being  discharged  with  the  rank  of 
a  sergeant  in  January  of  1919.  Preserving  his  war-time  associations  by  mem¬ 
bership  in  the  Plattsburg  Post,  No.  20,  American  Legion,  Mr.  Gordon  is  a 
member  and  a  Past  Exalted  Ruler  of  Plattsburg  Lodge,  No.  62,  Benevolent 
and  Protective  Order  of  Elks,  a  member  of  Horicon  Hose  Company,  and 
belongs  to  King  Solomon  Lodge,  No.  202,  Ancient  Free  and  Accepted  Masons 
as  well  as  the  Plattsburg  Kiwanis  Club  and  the  Plattsburg  Rod  and  Gun  Club, 
of  which  organization  he  is  a  past  president.  Supporting  his  business  by 
membership  in  the  New  York  State  Boot  and  Shoe  Dealers’  Association,  Mr. 
Gordon  is  a  member  of  Temple  Beth  Israel  and  belongs  to  the  B’nai  B’rith. 
Fond  of  bridge  as  a  means  of  recreation,  Mr.  Gordon  is  also  devoted  to  out¬ 
door  sports,  particularly  hunting  and  fishing. 

Myron  J.  Gordon,  Sr.,  married,  in  1919,  Bertha  Mendelsohn,  a  native  of 
Plattsburg.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Gordon  are  the  parents  of  four  children:  1.  Barbara 
Ann,  a  member  of  the  class  of  1942  of  Syracuse  University.  2.  Myron  J.,  Jr. 
3.  Philip  Jules.  4.  Paul  Henry. 


C.  FULLER  AUSTIN— An  outstanding  clothing  merchant  of  Clin¬ 
ton  County,  C.  Fuller  Austin  of  Plattsburg  is  not  only  one  of  the  progressive 
business  men  of  his  community  and  an  active  public-spirited  citizen  but  is  also 
one  of  the  leading  members  of  the  Masonic  Fraternity  in  Clinton  County’s 
organization  of  the  brotherhood. 

C.  Fuller  Austin  was  born  at  Plattsburg  July  7,  1886,  son  of  Ira  B.  and 
Emma  (Gillette)  Austin.  Ira  B.  Austin,  who  was  born  at  Vergennes,  Ver¬ 
mont,  established  himself  in  life  as  a  miller,  following  his  return  from  service 
in  the  Civil  War  as  a  member  of  the  Vermont  Volunteer  Infantry.  In  later 
life,  Ira  B.  Austin,  who  remained  active  as  a  miller  until  his  death,  was  promi¬ 
nent  in  the  organization  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.  Emma  (Gillette) 
Austin,  his  wife,  also  deceased,  was  a  native  of  Vergennes,  Vermont,  too. 

After  passing  through  the  grammar  schools  of  Plattsburg  and  attending 
the  Plattsburg  High  School,  C.  Fuller  Austin  found  his  first  regular  employ¬ 
ment  as  a  clerk  in  a  grocery  store  in  the  town  of  Peru,  where  he  remained  for 
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three  years.  Then,  returning  to  Plattsburg,  he  spent  the  following  six  years 
with  Earl  Bromley  in  the  grocery  business,  following  this  employment  with 
another  two  years  as  an  employee  of  Charles  Barber,  grocer.  From  the 
grocery  trade,  Mr.  Austin  then  turned  to  retail  clothing,  finding  work  with 
A.  F.  Brands,  Plattsburg,  remaining  there  from  1908  through  1914,  when 
Mr.  Austin  was  appointed  manager  for  the  Plattsburg  store  of  George  A. 
Brown,  clothiers.  This  association  Mr.  Austin  maintained  until  1923,  when 
he  established  himself  in  business  by  purchasing  the  men’s  clothing  establish¬ 
ment  of  Hedges  and  Robertson,  a  Plattsburg  firm  which  was  founded  about 
1873  and  was  one  of  the  oldest  stores  of  its  kind  in  continuous  operation  in 
Clinton  County.  This  business  Mr.  Austin  reorganized  and  expanded,  despite 
his  misfortune  in  being  completely  burned  out  in  a  fire  which  destroyed  the 
store  building  in  1926,  and  it  is  now  one  of  the  leading  men’s  furnishings 
stores  in  the  Lake  Champlain  district.  Always  deeply  interested  in  the  pros¬ 
perity  of  his  community,  Mr.  Austin  has  given  expression  to  his  concern 
through  membership  in  the  Plattsburg  Chamber  of  Commerce,  an  organiza¬ 
tion  which  he  has  served  as  president,  and  also  through  membership  in  the 
Plattsburg  Kiwanis  Club,  an  institution  which  he  helped  to  organize  and  of 
which  he  is  a  director.  Another  interest  of  his  is  the  encouragement  of  oppor¬ 
tunity  for  boys,  and  this  he  forwards  by  serving  as  a  member  of  the  Platts¬ 
burg  Council,  Boy  Scouts  of  America.  Past  Master  of  Plattsburg  Lodge, 
No.  828,  Ancient  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  Mr.  Austin  is  also  Past  High 
Priest  of  Plattsburg  Chapter,  No.  39,  Royal  Arch  Masons;  Past  Commander 
of  De  Soto  Commandery,  Knights  Templar ;  Past  Illustrious  Master  of  Tyrian 
Council,  Royal  and  Select  Masters ;  and  Past  District  Deputy  Grand  Master 
for  Clinton  and  Essex  counties.  In  addition,  Mr.  Austin,  who  is  a  member  of 
the  Plattsburg  Rod  and  Gun  Club,  serves  as  a  member  of  the  Advisory 
Council  of  the  Order  of  De  Molay.  Mr.  Austin  attends  the  First  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church  of  Plattsburg,  an  institution  which  he  serves  as  a  member 
of  the  board  of  trustees.  He  is  fond  of  bowling  as  a  means  of  recreation  and 
is  also  devoted  to  most  outdoor  sports. 

C.  Fuller  Austin  married,  in  1910,  Genevieve  Penman,  who  is  a  native  of 
Grand  Isle,  Vermont.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Austin  are  the  parents  of  two  children: 
1.  Carlos  F.,  a  graduate  of  Williams  College,  from  which  institution  he 
obtained  his  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  in  1933,  and  also  of  Dartmouth, 
where  he  earned  his  degree  of  Master  of  Arts  in  1935.  2.  Gerald  B. 


ROSWELL  A.  SHARRON — As  president  and  treasurer  of  the 
Champlain  Valley  Oil  Company  and  the  Plattsburg  Stone  Products  Company, 
and  a  leading  participant  in  the  civic  and  fraternal  life  of  Plattsburg,  Roswell 
A.  Sharron  is  recognized  as  one  of  the  most  active  and  progressive  citizens  in 
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this  locality.  He  was  born  here  June  22,  1897,  the  son  of  Albert  and  Mary 
(Valley)  Sharron.  Albert  Sharron,  a  native  of  Ellenburg,  Clinton  County, 
has  long  been  active  in  the  mercantile  field,  and  at  the  present  time  is  president 
of  Sharrons,  Incorporated,  the  largest  department  store  in  Plattsburg. 

After  completing  his  high  school  education  and  a  two-year  commercial 
course  in  the  local  public  schools,  Roswell  A.  Sharron  became  associated  with 
Sharrons,  Incorporated,  where  he  continued  until  1921,  at  which  time  he  was 
serving  as  vice-president.  In  1921,  in  partnership  with  his  brother,  he  organ¬ 
ized  the  Champlain  Valley  Oil  Company,  Northern  New  York  distributors 
for  Texas  Company  products.  The  present  officers  of  this  company  are  Mr. 
Sharron,  president  and  treasurer,  Gerald  Sharron,  his  brother,  vice-president, 
and  Arthur  Sharron,  another  brother,  secretary.  This  company  is  now  recog¬ 
nized  as  one  of  the  leading  establishments  of  its  kind  in  Plattsburg,  catering  to 
a  large  and  satisfied  clientele.  In  1934  the  Plattsburg  Stone  Products  Com¬ 
pany,  formerly  a  part  of  the  Ricketson  Estate,  was  taken  over  by  the  Cham¬ 
plain  Valley  Oil  Company,  and  since  that  time  has  operated  under  the  super¬ 
vision  of  the  same  officers  that  have  successfully  guided  the  destinies  of  the 
Champlain  Valley  Oil  Company.  Mr.  Sharron  also  serves  as  a  member  of 
the  board  of  directors  of  Sharrons,  Incorporated. 

He  is  a  communicant  of  St.  John’s  Roman  Catholic  Church,  and  an  affiliate 
of  Plattsburg  Lodge,  No.  621,  Benevolent  and  Protective  Order  of  Elks  and 
Plattsburg  Council,  No.  255,  Knights  of  Columbus.  He  is  also  prominently 
identified  with  civic  affairs,  being  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Education,  a 
director  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  a  member  of  the  Rotary  Club,  past 
president  of  the  Plattsburg  Winter  Club,  and  an  honorary  member  of  the 
Plattsburg  Glee  Club,  which  body  he  assisted  in  organizing  in  1914.  Mr. 
Sharron  also  holds  membership  in  the  Plattsburg  Rod  and  Gun  Club. 

He  was  married  in  1922  to  Margaret  Hamelin,  a  native  of  Champlain,  and 
they  are  the  parents  of  two  children:  Janet  Mary  and  William  Gerald 
Sharron. 


JOHN  JOSEPH  KILDUFF,  V.  R.  — Pastor  of  Sacred  Heart  Catholic 
Church  of  Lake  George,  the  Very  Rev.  John  Joseph  Kildufif  is  widely  beloved 
not  only  by  the  members  of  his  parish  but  also  by  many  of  the  citizens  and 
summer  residents  of  the  Lake  George  District,  affection  which  he  has  won  by 
many  years  of  service  to  both  the  priesthood  and  the  communities  in  which  he 
has  been  stationed. 

John  Joseph  Kilduff  was  born  in  Troy,  January  16,  1880,  son  of  Michael 
and  Mary  (O’Hare)  Kilduff.  Michael  Kilduff,  who  was  a  native  of  Troy, 
spent  his  life  as  an  iron  worker,  an  occupation  in  which  he  was  engaged  at 
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the  time  of  his  death.  Mary  (O'Hare)  Kilduff,  his  wife,  also  deceased,  was 
a  native  of  Troy,  too. 

After  passing  through  La  Salle  Institute  in  Troy  and  graduating  from 
Manhattan  College,  class  of  1901,  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts,  John 
Joseph  Kilduff  began  his  studies  for  the  priesthood  at  St.  Joseph’s  Seminary, 
where,  after  completing  his  courses  of  instruction,  he  was  ordained  in  1906. 
Rev.  Father  Kilduff’s  first  assignment  was  to  St.  Patrick’s  Church  in  Cohoes, 
New  York.  After  spending  three  and  a  half  years  there  as  curate  he  was 
transferred  to  St.  Ann's  Church  in  Albany,  where  he  served  for  five  years  as 
curate.  Then,  in  1915,  Father  Kilduff  was  made  pastor  of  Sacred  Heart 
Church  in  Lake  George,  a  pastorate  in  which  he  has  labored  through  the 
present  time. 


EDWARD  ROBINSON  BALDWIN,  M.  D.— For  more  than  forty 
years,  Dr.  Edward  Robinson  Baldwin  has  devoted  himself  professionally  to 
the  study  and  treatment  of  tuberculosis,  chiefly  in  connection  with  the  Trudeau 
Sanatorium  and  the  Trudeau  Foundation  at  Saranac  Lake.  His  research  on 
lung  and  throat  diseases,  his  success  in  practice  and  his  gifts  as  an  admin¬ 
istrator  have  brought  him  a  national  reputation  as  one  of  the  principal  authori¬ 
ties  in  his  field. 

Dr.  Baldwin  was  born  in  Bethel,  Connecticut,  on  September  4,  1864,  son 
of  the  Rev.  Elijah  C.  and  Frances  Marsh  (Hutchinson)  Baldwin.  His  father, 
who  was  born  at  Milford,  Connecticut,  was  a  minister  of  the  Congregational 
Church.  His  mother,  who  also  came  of  a  Connecticut  family,  was  born  in 
Haddam. 

Dr.  Edward  Robinson  Baldwin  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  New 
Haven,  completing  the  high  school  course  in  1882.  He  received  the  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Medicine  from  Yale  Medical  School  in  1890,  spent  a  year  and  a 
half  as  interne  in  Hartford  General  Hospital,  and  afterward  took  up  the 
general  practice  of  medicine  at  Cromwell,  Connecticut.  Within  a  year  his 
health  failed  and  when  it  became  evident  that  he  had  contracted  tuberculosis 
he  came  to  Saranac  Lake  to  take  the  cure  at  Dr.  Trudeau’s  Sanatorium.  His 
activities  have  centered  in  this  community  without  interruption  during  the 
intervening  years.  While  he  was  undergoing  treatment,  Dr.  Baldwin  became 
active  in  the  Saranac  Laboratory  and  when  he  regained  his  health  he  continued 
on  with  Dr.  Trudeau,  whose  pioneer  efforts  to  control  the  ravages  of  tubercu¬ 
losis  made  him  known  throughout  the  world.  Dr.  Baldwin  became  assistant 
director  and  subsequently  director  of  the  Saranac  Laboratory,  supervising  the 
extensive  research  in  tuberculosis  infection,  immunity  and  prevention  with 
which  his  name  is  closely  associated.  I11  1915  he  was  appointed  vice-president 
and  chairman  of  the  executive  committee  of  the  Trudeau  Sanatorium,  and  the 
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latter  title  he  has  since  borne.  At  the  present  time  he  is  also  director  of  the 
Edward  L.  Trudeau  Foundation.  He  is  a  trustee  and  former  president  of 
Reception  Hospital  and  trustee  and  former  president  of  the  General  Hospital, 
and  in  addition  to  his  work  at  Saranac  Lake,  has  been  active  in  many  profes¬ 
sional  organizations.  These  include  the  National  Tuberculosis  Association,  of 
which  he  was  president  in  1916-17;  the  Association  of  American  Physicians; 
the  American  Medical  Association;  the  American  Clinical  and  Climatological 
Association,  the  Association  of  American  Pathologists  and  Bacteriologists, 
and  others. 

Dr.  Baldwin  has  made  important  contributions  to  the  literature  of  medicine 
and  is  the  author,  among  other  works,  of  the  Chapter  on  the  History  and 
Etiology  of  Tuberculosis  in  “Osier’s  System,”  “Klebs  Tuberculosis”  and 
several  more.  During  the  World  War  he  was  a  member  of  the  Sub-Committee 
on  Tuberculosis  of  the  Council  of  National  Defense  and  was  engaged  in  active 
professional  service  in  other  capacities  to  advance  his  country’s  cause.  At 
Saranac  Lake,  Dr.  Baldwin  became  a  member  of  the  School  Board  in  1895 
and  from  1899  to  1901  was  president  of  the  Saranac  Lake  Board  of  Health. 
He  has  always  been  interested  in  the  welfare  and  civic  progress  of  the  com¬ 
munity  and  has  welcomed  every  opportunity  which  his  other  duties  permitted 
him  to  advance  these  objectives. 

Dr.  Baldwin  is  a  Republican  in  politics,  a  member  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  and  of  the  Delta  Epsilon  Iota  Fraternity  at  Yale. 

He  married,  on  June  1,  1895,  Mary  Caroline  Ives,  of  Cheshire,  Connecti¬ 
cut.  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Baldwin  are  the  parents  of  one  son,  Henry  Ives  Baldwin. 
He  was  educated  at  Yale,  where  he  was  graduated  from  college  with  the 
degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  in  1919,  and  later  took  the  degrees  of  Master  of 
Forestry  and  Doctor  of  Philosophy.  He  is  now  assistant  State  Forester  of 
the  State  of  New  Hampshire.  He  is  also  a  veteran  of  the  World  War,  during 
which  he  served  as  lieutenant  in  the  United  States  Air  Service. 


FREDERICK  F.  HAWLEY — Mayor  of  the  village  of  Lake  George, 
Frederick  F.  Hawley  is  considered  to  be  the  leading  citizen  of  the  Lake 
George  district,  for,  in  addition  to  many  and  varied  services  in  public  office,  as 
well  as  years  of  generous  devotion  to  all  enterprises  aimed  at  the  improvement 
and  development  of  his  community,  he  served  thirty-five  years  as  the  post¬ 
master  of  Lake  George. 

Frederick  F.  Hawley  was  born  at  Lake  George  October  19,  1867,  son  of 
Charles  E.  and  Sarah  (Fairman)  Hawley.  Charles  E.  Hawley,  who  was  a 
native  of  Lake  George,  established  himself  in  life  as  a  merchant  and  hotel  man, 
two  interests  in  which  he  remained  active  until  the  time  of  his  death.  Sarah 
(Fairman)  Hawley,  his  wife,  also  deceased,  was  a  native  of  Virginia. 
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After  passing  through  the  public  grade  schools  and  graduating  from  the 
Lake  George  High  School,  Frederick  F.  Hawley  found  employment  in  the 
grocery  business  and  then,  after  some  six  years  in  this  field,  entered  the  gen¬ 
eral  store  business  where  he  remained  for  about  three  years  before  spending 
another  four  years  in  a  meat  and  provision  establishment.  Then,  in  1896, 
he  was  appointed  postmaster  of  Lake  George,  an  office  which  he  held  con¬ 
tinuously  until  the  election  of  President  Wilson.  However,  after  five  years 
out  of  office.  Mr.  Hawley  was  reappointed  during  President  Harding’s  admin¬ 
istration  and  from  that  time  on  remained  in  office  until  1934,  when  he  retired, 
having  devoted  a  total  of  thirty-five  out  of  forty  years  to  the  duties  of  post¬ 
master.  Always  interested  in  political  life  as  a  Republican,  Mr.  Hawley 
devoted  himself  generously  to  the  work  of  the  party  and  also  held  several 
public  positions,  including  three  years,  from  1918  to  1921,  as  supervisor  of 
Warren  County,  several  years  as  trustee  of  the  village  of  Lake  George,  many 
years  as  a  member  of  the  Lake  George  School  Board,  two  years  as  a  member 
of  the  Warren  County  Republican  Committee,  and,  since  1935,  as  mayor  of 
the  village  of  Lake  George.  In  addition  he  enjoys  the  distinction  of  being 
the  oldest  member  of  the  Lake  George  Library  Board  as  well  as  being  the  only 
original  trustee  remaining  in  office,  for  he  was  elected  to  the  board  when  it  was 
organized  in  1905  and  has  held  his  position  through  the  present  time.  Among 
the  various  civic  organizations  in  whose  support  he  is  particularly  active  may 
be  numbered  the  Lake  George  Chamber  of  Commerce,  the  Lake  George 
Winter  Sports  Association,  and  the  Lake  George  Association.  A  member  of 
St.  Sacrament  Lodge,  No.  1029,  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  Mr.  Hawley  is 
also  a  member  of  Lake  George  Lodge,  No.  912,  Independent  Order  of  Odd 
Fellows,  being  a  Past  Grand  of  the  lodge  and  also  having  been  a  District 
Deputy  of  the  Order.  A  member  of  the  First  Methodist  Church  of  Lake 
George,  an  institution  which  he  serves  as  trustee,  Mr.  Hawley  finds  pleasure 
not  only  in  devoting  himself  constantly  to  civic  affairs  but  also  to  horses, 
having  been  a  lifelong  devotee  of  the  noble  animal. 

Frederick  F.  Hawley  married,  in  1885,  Clara  Smith,  a  native  of  Queens- 
burg,  New  York,  who  died  in  1932.  Mr.  Hawley  is  the  father  of  four  chil¬ 
dren:  1.  Hawley,  a  graduate  of  Pratt  Institute  of  Technology.  2.  H.  Bernard, 
who,  after  graduation  from  Albany  Business  College,  served  in  the  United 
States  Army,  and  died  in  1932.  3.  Stuart.  4.  Doris,  a  graduate  of  Oneonta 
State  Teachers’  College,  who  is  now  the  wife  of  William  Wallace  Bullis,  of 
Lake  George. 


CHARLES  F.  BURHANS — As  a  citizen  of  Warrensburg,  Charles  F. 
Burhans  is  not  only  a  leading  one  in  his  community  and  county  but  also  widely 
known  throughout  New  York  State,  especially  in  military,  athletic  and 
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Masonic  groups.  He  was  born  at  Warrensburg,  February  23,  1868,  son  of 
Frederick  Osbourne  and  Helen  E.  (Barron)  Burhans  and  the  grandson  of 
Benjamin  P.  Burhans.  Frederick  Osbourne  Burhans,  who  was  a  native  of 
New  York  State,  died  in  1896.  Helen  E.  (Barron)  Burhans,  also  deceased, 
was  born  in  Le  Roy,  New  York.  Grandfather  Benjamin  P.  Burhans  came  to 
Warrensburg  in  the  early  eighteen  thirties  and  established,  with  a  partner,  a 
tannery,  under  the  name  of  Burhans  and  Gray.  Later,  he  purchased  the 
Gray  interest  in  the  concern  and  still  later,  when  joined  by  his  son,  Frederick 
Osbourne,  the  firm  became  B.  P.  Burhans  and  Son,  and  continued  in  active 
operations  until  1890. 

Charles  F.  Burhans  attended  the  Warrensburg  grammar  and  high  schools, 
and  prepared  for  college  at  the  Trinity  Military  Institute,  Tivoli,  New  York, 
from  which  he  was  graduated.  He  then  matriculated  at  Columbia  University, 
New  York  City,  with  the  class  of  1889.  His  first  important  connection  with 
business  was  in  the  employ  of  the  Unexcelled  Fire  Works  Company.  After 
this  he  was  associated  with  the  Wells  Balanced  Compound  Engine  Company, 
with  which  he  remained  for  three  and  a  half  years.  Following  the  death  of 
his  father,  in  1896,  Mr.  Burhans  returned  to  Warrensburg  to  give  his  atten¬ 
tion  to  the  real  estate  business  and  the  management  of  the  family  estate,  mat¬ 
ters  to  which  he  has  devoted  himself  to  the  present  time. 

Mr.  Burhans  was  a  member  of  Company  B,  of  the  7th  Regiment,  New 
York  National  Guard,  when  the  United  States  entered  the  World  War.  For 
a  year  he  was  overseas  as  a  first  lieutenant  of  an  American  Red  Cross  unit. 
He  is  a  member  of  the  Edward  McKay  Post,  of  Newark,  New  Jersey,  Vet¬ 
erans  of  Foreign  Wars,  and  the  Seventh  Regiment  Veterans  Association. 
Fraternally,  he  is  affiliated  with  Glens  Falls  Lodge,  No.  81,  Benevolent  and 
Protective  Order  of  Elks,  and  the  Warrensburg  Lodge,  No.  425,  Free  and 
Accepted  Masons,  and  all  the  higher  bodies  of  the  Ancient  Accepted  Scottish 
Rite,  including  the  thirty-second  degree,  and  the  Commandery,  Knights 
Templar,  in  the  York  Rite.  He  is  a  member  of  Oriental  Temple,  Albany, 
Ancient  Arabic  Order  Nobles  of  the  Mystic  Shrine.  Among  his  clubs  are 
the  Masonic  Club  of  Glens  Falls,  Adirondack  Resort  Association,  Queen’s 
Village  Country  Club,  the  St.  Barnard  Fish  and  Game  Club,  formerly 
belonged  to  the  Lambs  Club,  of  New  York  City,  and  also  is  a  member  of  the 
Warren  County  Fair  Association,  an  organization  of  which  he  has  been  presi¬ 
dent.  As  indicated  by  his  connections,  Mr.  Burhans  has  long  been  interested 
in  sports  and  athletics.  He  won  repute  as  a  fancy  skater,  and  in  the  days 
when  the  old ‘fifty-two-inch  wheel  bicycle  was  popular,  he  rode  in  many  a 
“century”  over  the  none  too  good  highways  of  that  time.  Loyal,  constructive 
citizenship  has  been  outstanding  in  Mr.  Burbans’  career,  doing  a  full  share  in 
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advancing  the  progress  of  Warrensburg  and  the  welfare  of  its  people.  While 
he  might  have  been  elected  to  almost  any  local  office  he  cared  to  accept,  he  has 
steadfastly  declined  political  preferment,  because  he  felt  that  he  could  do  more 
for  the  community  in  less  conspicuous  ways.  Mr.  Burhans  worships  in  the 
Holy  Cross  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  of  which  he  is  a  warden. 

Charles  F.  Burhans  married,  November  14,  1906,  Eva  Summerville,  a 
native  of  Johnsburg,  New  York.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Burhans  are  the  parents  of 
two  children:  1.  Helen  E.,  a  graduate  of  Connecticut  College  for  Women,  at 
New  London,  Connecticut,  who  married  Kingdon  A.  Bishop,  of  Lakeland, 
Florida.  2.  Charles  Frederick,  Jr.,  a  graduate  of  Yale  University,  New 
Haven,  who  received  his  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  with  the  class  of  1935. 
He  married,  in  September,  1937,  Marcia  Lindsay,  of  Lakeland,  Florida,  and 
they  have  a  son,  Barron  Peck  Burhans. 


RALPH  J.  STANLEY — As  a  teacher  and  school  administrator, 
Ralph  J.  Stanley,  principal  of  the  Lake  Luzerne  High  School,  has  performed  a 
work  of  importance  in  the  community  of  Luzerne,  where  he  makes  his  home. 

Mr.  Stanley  was  born  May  26,  1906,  at  Franklin,  New  York,  son  of 
Joseph  and  Agnes  (Howe)  Stanley.  His  father,  a  native  of  Poland,  is  now 
deceased.  The  mother  was  born  in  Treadwell.  New  York. 

In  the  Franklin  schools  Ralph  J.  Stanley  received  his  early  education, 
later  attending  the  Delaware  Literary  Institute  and  the  New  York  State 
College  for  Teachers,  where  he  was  graduated  in  1928  with  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Arts.  He  took  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts  in  1936  at  Cornell 
University,  Ithaca,  New  York.  Immediately  after  finishing  his  studies  at  the 
New  York  State  Teachers’  College,  Mr.  Stanley  taught  in  Wappingers  Falls, 
New  York,  as  a  member  of  the  high  school  stafif  for  a  year.  Then  he  was 
made  principal  of  the  Union  School  at  Eldred,  New  York,  where  he  remained 
for  two  years  until  he  was  made  principal  of  the  Central  School,  at  Virgil, 
New  York.  For  five  years  he  held  that  post.  It  was  in  1936  that  Mr.  Stanley 
was  appointed  principal  of  the  high  school  at  Luzerne. 

Taking  a  lively  interest  in  the  general  affairs  of  education,  he  is  a  member 
of  the  Academic  Principals’  Association  and  the  National  Education  Asso¬ 
ciation.  He  belongs  to  Treadwell  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd 
Fellows  and  to  the  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  and  also  is  a  member  of  the 
Kappa  Delta  Rho  Fraternity,  the  Kappa  Phi  Kappa  Fraternity  and  the  Phi 
Delta  Kappa  Fraternity. 

In  1933  Ralph  J.  Stanley  married  Edna  VVoolsey,  a  native  of  Port  Jervis, 
New  York. 
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ADELBERT  DANIEL  STONE — Widely  known  as  a  business  man 
in  Luzerne,  Adelbert  Daniel  Stone  is  one  of  the  leading  grocery  and  hardware 
merchants  of  the  community. 

Mr.  Stone  was  born  April  6,  1865,  in  Luzerne,  New  York,  son  of  Cyrus 
and  Samantha  (March)  Stone.  His  father,  a  native  of  Warrensburg,  New 
York,  was  engaged  in  farming  activities  all  through  his  active  career  until  his 
death.  The  mother,  also  deceased,  was  born  in  Pottersville,  New  York. 

The  public  schools  of  Luzerne,  his  birthplace,  provided  Adelbert  Daniel 
Stone’s  early  education,  and  after  completing  his  formal  schooling  he  was 
engaged  as  a  carpenter  and  millwright  until  1904.  In  that  year  he  started 
work  in  the  grocery  and  hardware  trade,  continuing  in  this  work  down  to  the 
time  of  writing.  He  is  one  of  the  town’s  oldest  merchants  in  point  of  years  of 
service,  and  is  widely  and  favorably  regarded. 

Formerly  he  was  a  director  of  the  Luzerne  Hadley  Bank,  and  in  many 
other  ways  he  has  taken  part  in  the  life  of  his  community.  Active  in  political 
affairs,  Mr.  Stone  served  for  some  years  as  justice  of  the  peace,  and  he  was 
also  a  member  of  the  School  Board  of  Luzerne  and  was  its  president  for  a 
considerable  period  of  years.  He  has  likewise  served  his  town  as  its  tax 
collector  and  as  overseer  of  the  poor.  He  is  a  member  of  Luzerne  Lodge,  No. 
871,  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  twice  serving  as  Noble  Grand 
of  this  lodge.  He  attends  the  Methodist  Church.  In  spare  time  he  is  fond  of 
the  out-of-doors,  and  is  active  in  many  sports  of  a  healthful  nature,  notably 
baseball. 

Adelbert  Daniel  Stone  married  (first)  Minnie  Raymond,  a  native  of 
Corinth,  New  York,  who  is  now  deceased.  He  married  (second)  Hattie 
Gage,  a  native  of  Luzerne.  By  the  first  marriage  there  was  one  son  and  by  the 
second  marriage  four  children  were  born:  By  the  first  marriage:  1.

ROBERT  LOUIS  STEIN— In  the  banking  and  business  life  of 
Luzerne,  where  he  is  cashier  of  the  Luzerne  Hadley  Bank,  Robert  Louis  Stein 
has  performed  a  work  of  importance  and  value. 

Mr.  Stein  was  born  June  7,  1896,  in  Albany,  New  York,  son  of  Jacob  and 
Emma  (Dankert)  Stein.  His  father  and  mother  were  both  born  in  Albany, 
and  both  are  now  deceased.  The  father  was  for  several  years  engaged  in  the 
real  estate  business,  and  was  deputy  treasurer  of  the  city  of  Albany.

He  was  assigned  to  Base 
Hospital,  No.  33,  and  served  overseas  with  the  American  Expeditionary 
Forces  in  England  about  one  year  until  he  was  honorably  discharged  with  the 
rank  of  first  class  private  on  March  5,  1919.  In  spare  time  Mr.  Stein  greatly 
enjoys  outdoor  sports  and  recreations.  He  is  fond  of  basketball  and  golf,  as 
well  as  fishing  and  hunting,  and  gardening  occupies  a  great  deal  of  his  spare 
time.  He  attends  the  Methodist  Church. 

Robert  Louis  Stein  married,  in  1935,  Grace  MacDougall,  who  was  born  in 
Argyle,  New  York. 


JOHN  HENRY  BOOTH— A  member  of  the  New  York  State  Bar 
for  more  than  half  a  century,  Judge  John  Henry  Booth  has  been  engaged  in  the 
private  practice  of  his  profession  since  1906  in  Plattsburg,  where  he  is  recog¬ 
nized  as  a  most  able  attorney,  and  a  leader  in  civic,  religious  and  political  life. 
He  was  born  in  Vergennes,  Vermont,  December  20,  1863,  the  son  of  Cyrus 
Austin  and  Sarah  (White)  Booth,  both  deceased.  Cyrus  Austin  Booth,  a 
native  of  Newtown,  Connecticut,  was  engaged  in  the  mercantile  business  for 
many  years  prior  to  his  death.  Sarah  (White)  Booth  was  a  native  of  Ver¬ 
gennes,  Vermont. 

John  Henry  Booth  completed  his  early  education  in  the  Vergennes  public 
schools,  and  in  1881  matriculated  at  Yale  University,  where  he  was  graduated 
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in  1885  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts.  He  then  enrolled  at  Columbia 
University,  and  received  his  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws  as  a  member  of  the 
class  of  1887.  Admitted  to  the  bar  later  in  the  same  year,  he  became  a  member 
of  the  firm  of  Shedden  and  Booth,  with  offices  at  Mooers  and  Plattsburg, 
New  York,  and  he  continued  this  partnership  until  1894,  at  which  time  he  was 
elected  surrogate  of  Clinton  County,  in  which  capacity  he  served  two  terms 
until  1906.  He  came  to  Plattsburg  in  1891  and  has  ever  since  that  time  dis¬ 
tinguished  himself  as  a  most  learned  member  of  the  local  legal  fraternity. 

Judge  Booth  is  a  prominent  member  of  the  Trinity  Episcopal  Church, 
having  served  for  forty-three  years  as  treasurer,  ten  years  as  vestryman  and 
thirty-six  years  as  warden.  He  is  active  in  Republican  circles,  serving  several 
terms  as  a  member  of  the  School  Board,  and  as  a  member  of  the  local  Public 
Library  Board.  He  is  also  president  of  the  Samuel  F.  Vilas  Home  for  Aged 
Women,  and  a  past  trustee  of  the  Young  Men’s  Christian  Association.  Fra¬ 
ternally  he  is  affiliated  with  the  Clinton  County  Bar  Association,  Plattsburg 
Lodge,  No.  621,  Benevolent  and  Protective  Order  of  Elks,  of  which  he  is 
Past  Exalted  Ruler,  Plattsburg  Lodge,  No.  828,  Free  and  Accepted  Masons, 
York  Rite,  and  Oriental  Temple,  Ancient  Arabic  Order  Nobles  of  the  Mystic 
Shrine.  He  is  also  a  member  of  the  Phi  Beta  Kappa  and  Psi  Upsilon  fra¬ 
ternities,  and  in  1909  served  as  a  member  of  the  Champlain  Tercentenary  Com¬ 
mission.  In  addition,  he  holds  membership  in  the  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
Rotary  Club,  Discussion  Club,  and  Society  of  Colonial  Wars.  During  the 
World  War  period.  Judge  Booth  was  a  member  of  the  Legal  Advisory  Board, 
and  served  as  a  “four-minute”  speaker. 

He  was  married,  in  1891,  to  Marie  T.  Parkhurst,  a  daughter  of  Millard 
F.  Parkhurst,  and  granddaughter  of  John  Henry  Parkhurst,  for  many  years 
warden  of  Clinton  State  Prison  at  Dannemora.  She  is  past  president  of  the 
State  Federation  of  Women’s  Clubs,  and  past  president  of  the  Plattsburg 
Civic  League,  and  was  county  chairman  of  the  Council  of  National  Defense 
during  the  war. 

John 
Parkhurst,  a  graduate  in  1914  of  Yale  University  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor 
of  Arts,  and  later  of  Albany  Law  School,  now  engaged  in  the  general  practice 
of  law  in  Florida  and  New  York  City.  During  the  World  War  he  served  with 
the  26th  Yankee  Division  overseas  and  received  his  honorable  discharge  with 
the  rank  of  captain.  2.  Robert  Cyrus,  a  graduate  of  Yale  University  in  1916 
with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  and  of  Albany  Law  School,  now  a  prac¬ 
ticing  attorney  in  Plattsburg.  He  served  in  the  World  War  with  the  26th 
Yankee  Division,  and  served  overseas  for  several  months  as  a  captain  in  this 
unit.  3.  Katharine  M.,  a  graduate  of  Rosemary  Hall  and  the  Miss  Finch 
School  in  New  York  City;  married  Captain  Henry  B.  Margeson,  now  sta¬ 
tioned  at  Fort  McKinley,  Maine. 
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HAMILTON  HOLIDAY  TRAVER — For  many  years  one  of  the 

leading  citizens  of  Luzerne,  his  New  York  State  birthplace,  Hamilton  Holiday 
Traver  is  assistant  cashier  of  the  Hadley  Luzerne  Bank,  of  this  place. 

Mr.  Traver  was  born  February  i,  1910.  in  Luzerne,  New  York,  son  of 
Charles  W.  and  Josephine  (Ramsey)  Traver.  His  father,  born  in  Luzerne, 
was  engaged  for  many  years  in  the  United  States  postal  service.  The  mother 
was  born  in  Hadley,  New  York. 

Receiving  a  good  public  school  education,  Hamilton  Holiday  Traver  was 
graduated  from  high  school,  then  started  his  association  with  the  Hadley 
Luzerne  Bank  in  1928.  His  first  employment  was  as  clerk  in  the  bank,  and 
he  so  served  until  1934.  He  then  was  made  assistant  cashier  of  the  institution, 
serving  in  this  capacity  down  to  the  time  of  writing. 

Taking  part  also  in  the  affairs  of  his  community,  Mr.  Traver  became  a 
member  of  Lake  Luzerne  Lodge,  No.  87,  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd 
Fellows,  and  was  at  one  time  Noble  Grand  of  his  lodge.  He  is  today  secretary 
of  the  Van  R.  Rose  Fire  Company,  and  treasurer  of  the  central  district  and  a 
past  president  of  the  Alumni  Association  of  the  Hadley  Luzerne  Central 
School.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce.  He  attends  the  Pres¬ 
byterian  Church.  His  favorite  hobbies  are  outdoor  sports  and  recreations, 
hunting  and  fishing  being  among  his  best-loved  pastimes.

JOHN  JOSEPH  MONTGOMERY,  M.  D.— A  notable  contributor  to 
the  life  of  Luzerne,  where  he  is  a  member  of  the  medical  profession,  Dr.  John 
Joseph  Montgomery  holds  the  respect  and  admiration  of  his  contemporaries  in 
all  departments  of  life. 

Dr.  Montgomery  was  born  March  26,  1861,  in  Johnsburg,  Warren  County, 
New  York,  son  of  George  and  Maty  (Alexander)  Montgomery.  His  father, 
a  native  of  Ireland,  was  engaged  all  his  life  as  a  farmer.  The  mother  was  also 
of  Irish  birth.  Both  parents  are  now  deceased. 

The  schools  of  Johnsburg,  his  native  place,  provided  John  Joseph  Mont¬ 
gomery’s  early  education,  and  he  also'  attended  Troy  Conference  Academy. 
Completing  his  formal  studies,  he  taught  school  for  twelve  terms,  then  became 
a  student  at  the  Medical  School  of  the  University  of  Vermont,  where  he  took 
the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  in  1887.  For  about  two  years  he  practiced 
his  chosen  profession  in  Glens  Falls,  then  he  removed  to  Crown  Point,  New 
York.  After  two  years  in  that  place  he  settled  at  Lake  Luzerne  in  1891. 
Since  that  time  he  has  practiced  medicine  and  surgery,  and  his  achievements 
have  been  notable  and  worth  while.

WILLARD  W.  HALL — Widely  and  favorably  known  as  a  farmer 
and  lumberman,  Willard  W.  Hall  has  earned  the  confidence  of  his  fellow- 
citizens  in  Luzerne  and  this  region  of  New  York  State. 

Mr.  Hall  was  born  January  3,  1858,  in  Luzerne,  New  York,  son  of 
Richard  Warren  and  Lurinda  (Spaulding)  Hall.  His  father,  born  at  Luzerne, 
was  engaged  until  his  death  in  farming  and  lumbering,  and  the  mother,  a 
native  of  Essex  County,  New  York,  is  also  deceased. 

Willard  W.  Hall  was  formally  educated  at  the  district  schools  of  Luzerne, 
his  birthplace,  and  at  Glens  Falls  Academy.  Completing  his  studies,  he  was 
employed  by  his  father  in  farming  and  lumbering,  gradually  assuming  more 
and  more  responsibility  as  he  acquired  a  knowledge  of  the  work  at  hand.  He 
has  continued  along  these  lines  down  to  the  time  of  writing,  and  is  now  man¬ 
aging  the  business  that  his  father  established  many  years  ago. 

He  also  takes  a  deep  interest  in  the  affairs  of  his  times.  His  political  align¬ 
ment  is  with  the  Republican  party,  and  he  served  for  six  years  as  supervisor 
of  Warren  County,  serving  as  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  from 
1904  to  1907.  From  1907  to  1910  he  was  sheriff  of  the  county. 

In  1884  Willard  W.  Hall  married  Addie  Thomas,  a  native  of  Warrens- 
burg,  New  York.  The  following  children  were  born  of  this  marriage:  I.

Helena  Bernice  Hall,  the  first-named  of  these  children,  attended  the  State 
Normal  School  at  Oneonta,  New  York,  and  became  the  wife  of  Leslie  G. 
Holeran ;  they  live  in  Crest  wood,  New  York.  Her  sister,  Lurinda  Helen  Hall, 
is  the  wife  of  Clyde  W.  Dean;  they  live  in  Glens  Falls. 

The  son,  Richard  Francis  Hall,  was  born  April  18,  1892,  at  Luzerne,  New 
York,  and  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  here  and  at  Glens  Falls  High 
School.  When  he  finished  his  formal  schooling,  he  became  associated  in  farm¬ 
ing  and  in  the  lumber  business  with  his  father.  He  has  continued  in  this  work 
down  to  the  present,  and  is  a  director  of  the  Luzerne  Hadley  Bank  and  a 
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leader  in  many  local  enterprises.  He  and  the  other  members  ot  the  Hall 
family  are  members  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church.  He  is  a  Republican 
in  his  political  views,  and  from  1922  to  1928  was  supervisor  of  the  county  of 
Warren.  From  1928  to  1930  he  served  as  sheriff  of  the  county.  .Since  1930 
he  has  been  a  member  of  the  county  committee  of  the  Republican  party  organ¬ 
ization.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Hadley  Luzerne  Central  District  School  Board. 
He  is  fond  of  fishing,  hunting  and  other  outdoor  sports,  as  is  his  father,  and 
his  position  is  one  of  true  leadership  and  standing  among  his  contemporaries. 

In  1919  Richard  F.  Hall  married  Marion  Stone,  a  native  of  Luzerne,  New 
York.  The  children  of  this  marriage  have  been  Richard  Warren  Hall  and 
Harriet  Rowena  Hall. 


NATHAN  PROLLER — In  business,  politics  and  civic  affairs 
Nathan  Proller  has  rapidly  risen  to  high  rank  in  Luzerne,  where  he  has  been 
known  since  his  boyhood,  although  his  education  and  commercial  experience 
took  him  to  other  places.  His  proven  judgment,  progressive  outlook  and 
sterling  integrity  have  won  him  a  large  following  and  he  has  been  elected  to 
important  town  and  county  offices. 

Mr.  Proller  was  born  at  Gloversville,  New  York,  August  19,  1901,  son  of 
Hyman  H.  and  Becky  (Smukler)  Proller,  both  natives  of  Russia,  the  former 
being  engaged  in  a  general  store  and  real  estate  business.  Nathan  Proller 
attended  the  public  schools  at  Lake  Luzerne,  was  graduated  from  the  Corinth, 
New  York,  High  School,  and  then  pursued  courses  in  the  Wharton  School  of 
Business  Administration,  University  of  Pennsylvania,  from  which  he  was 
graduated  with  the  class  of  1924. 

When  Mr.  Proller  turned  his  attention  to  a  business  career  he  began  with 
a  chain  store  company,  as  manager  of  its  North  Adams,  Massachusetts,  store. 
After  a  year’s  experience  he  was  made  general  manager  of  the  whole  system 
which  then  included  ten  establishments.  After  three  years,  Mr.  Proller 
resigned  his  very  fine  position  to  locate  in  Amsterdam,  New  York,  where  he 
started  an  automobile  business  of  his  own.  After  eighteen  months,  however, 
he  removed  to  Lake  Luzerne,  New  York,  where  he  opened  a  store,  specializing 
in  low-priced  products  of  a  varied  character.  He  also  carries  on  a  general 
insurance  business. 

Keenly  interested  in  politics  since  young  manhood,  Mr.  Proller  allied 
himself  with  the  principles  of  the  Republican  party  and  was  active  in  local 
campaigns.  He  was  a  justice  of  the  peace  for  two  years  and,  since  1934,  has 
been  a  supervisor  of  Warren  County.  Since  1937  he  has  been  chairman  of 
this  board,  the  youngest  man  ever  to  hold  this  important  post  in  the  history  of 
the  country.  As  should  be  widely  known,  the  county  board  of  supervisors 
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have  administrative  charge  of  the  business  of  the  county,  and  therefore  are 
largely  responsible  for  the  success  or  failure  of  this  phase  of  municipal 
activities. 

In  1933  Mr.  Proller  became  a  member  of  the  New  York  State  Association 
of  Towns,  in  which  he  serves  on  the  executive  committee  and  in  which  he  has 
been  very  active.  In  February,  1938,  he  conducted  one  of  the  afternoon 
sessions  in  the  “Model  Town”  meetings  of  this  association,  when  representa¬ 
tives  from  two  thousand  town  officials  were  in  attendance.  His  work  upon 
this  occasion  met  with  general  approval.  In  Lake  Luzerne  he  is  a  popular 
figure  in  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  which  he  has  served  for  five  years  as 
secretary,  and  is  now  a  member  of  the  board  of  directors.  Fraternally,  he  is 
affiliated  with  Glens  Falls  Lodge,  No.  81,  of  the  Benevolent  and  Protective 
Order  of  Elks.  He  attends  the  Hebrew  Temple. 


HAROLD  OLIVER  HICHMAN— Although  Harold  Oliver  Hich- 
man  has  been  a  resident  of  Lake  Luzerne  and  a  publisher  only  since  1936,  he 
already  has  made  a  name  for  himself  in  his  field  of  activities.  Like  most  suc¬ 
cessful  newspapermen  he  is  in  the  business  he  likes  best,  and  towards  which 
all  his  experience  has  tended. 

Mr.  Hichman  is  a  native  of  New  York  City,  born  August  5,  1908,  son  of 
Carl  and  Blanche  L.  (Reynolds)  Hichman.  His  mother  was  born  at  Phil- 
mont,  New  York;  his  father,  a  native  of  Little  Falls,  this  State,  was  engaged 
in  a  typewriter  business  at  the  time  of  his  death.  Harold  Oliver  Hichman 
attended  New  York  City  public  schools  and  was  graduated  from  the  Albany 
High  School.  Matriculating  at  Union  College,  he  was  graduated,  in  1931, 
with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts.  In  initiating  a  career,  he  entered  the 
employ  of  the  well-known  Knickerbocker  Press,  and  spent  three  and  a  half 
years  learning  the  publishing  business  and  laying  sound  foundations  upon 
which  he  could  build.  For  a  short  time  he  traveled  as  a  salesman,  but  in  1936 
came  to  Lake  Luzerne  as  the  partner  of  Paul  Jones,  in  the  firm  called  the 
Eagle  Publishing  Company.  Within  a  few  months  Mr.  Hichman  purchased 
the  interest  of  Mr.  Jones  and  since  then  he  has  been  the  sole  owner  of  the 
concern.  He  publishes  the  “Lake  Luzerne  Eagle”  and  the  “Corinth  Advance,” 
weekly  newspapers,  and  does  a  job  printing  business  of  a  varied  and  extensive 
character.  His  college  fraternity  is  Kappa  Sigma,  and  by  reason  of  notable 
ancestry  he  is  a  member  of  the  Sons  of  the  American  Revolution.  He  attends 
the  Baptist  Church. 

In  1936  Harold  Oliver  Hichman  married  Rita  Krenzer,  who  was  born  at 
Webster,  New  York.

THOMAS  B.  WRIGHT — President  of  Abernethy,  Clarkson  and 
Wright,  Incorporated,  one  of  the  largest  department  stores  in  Vermont, 
Thomas  B.  Wright  of  Burlington  is  not  only  the  outstanding  merchant  of  his 
community  but  also  a  leading  citizen,  active  in  promoting  all  organizations 
and  enterprises  concerned  with  the  development  and  welfare  of  Burlington 
and  the  State  of  Vermont. 

Thomas  B.  Wright  was  born  at  Burlington,  April  29,  1876,  son  of  Thomas 
B.  Wright,  Sr.,  who  died  in  1883  after  being  associated  with  the  Shepard  L. 
Morse  Lumber  Company  of  Burlington  for  some  twenty-six  years. 

Passing  through  the  Burlington  Parochial  School  and  attending  St.  Joseph’s 
College,  Thomas  B.  Wright  started  his  career  as  a  merchant  when  a  young 
man,  finding  his  first  employment  as  a  clerk  in  a  grocery  store  on  Church 
Street,  in  Burlington.  After  three  years  in  this  work,  Mr.  Wright  spent 
another  similar  period  in  the  dry  goods  store  of  J.  B.  Scully,  employment 
which  was  followed  by  nine  years  of  work  with  Herman  Allen.  With  fifteen 
years  of  experience  in  merchandising  to  his  credit,  Mr.  Wright  finally  estab¬ 
lished  himself  in  business  as  a  men’s  clothier  while,  at  the  same  time,  he  pur¬ 
chased  an  interest  in  the  Syndicate  Clothing  Company,  an  enterprise  which 
later  became  known  as  Wright’s  Clothes  Shop  after  Mr.  Wright  had  become 
the  treasurer  of  the  organization.  In  1928,  however,  a  disastrous  fire  des¬ 
troyed  the  business  and  Mr.  Wright  joined  F.  D.  Abernethy  in  the  oldest 
and  largest  department  store  in  the  State.  Mr.  Wright  was  the  treasurer 
and  manager.  Mr.  Abernethy  passed  away  in  1932  and  Mr.  Wright  con¬ 
tinued  the  business  alone  until  1934,  when  he  consolidated  with  the  Clarkson 
Store  to  create  the  present  firm  of  Abernethy,  Clarkson  and  Wright.  Mr. 
Wright  has  developed  the  enterprise  as  president  ever  since  its  formation  until 
now  the  business  is  recognized  as  being  one  of  the  largest  department  stores 
in  Vermont.  Always  deeply  concerned  in  the  prosperity  and  welfare  of  his 
community,  county  and  State,  Mr.  Wright  has  been  very  generous  with  his 
time  in  the  public  interest,  being  known,  for  example,  as  the  “Father”  of 
the  Burlington  Chamber  of  Commerce,  an  affectionate  title  bestowed  upon 
him  for  his  work  in  organizing  the  body  and  for  his  service  as  president  for 
three  terms.  The  Vermont  State  Chamber  of  Commerce  has  also  been  con¬ 
siderably  influenced  by  Mr.  Wright,  who  served  the  organization  as  president 
for  two  terms,  and  he  has  also  been  active  in  milk  marketing,  serving  this 
leading  Vermont  industry  through  his  membership  on  the  Vermont  State  Milk 
Control  Board.  During  the  World  War  Mr.  Wright  was  one  of  the  leading 
workers  in  various  activities,  among  other  things  serving  as  president  of  the 
War  Camp  Community  Service,  also  as  State  chairman  of  the  Knights  of 
Columbus,  an  organization  which  raised  about  $100,000  and  which  built  the 
first  Knights  of  Columbus  Service  House  in  the  United  States.  The  build- 
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ing  was  erected  at  Fort  Ethan  Allen.  Mr.  Wright  was  president  of  the 
Burlington  Merchants’  Association,  a  group  which  he  headed  in  1912  and 
1913,  Mr.  Wright  is  also  a  member  and  the  present  president  of  the  Vermont 
State  Branch  of  the  American  Retail  Federation. 

A  member  of  the  Cathedral  Church  of  Burlington,  Mr.  Wright  is  active 
in  the  Vermont  organization  of  the  Knights  of  Columbus,  having  been  the 
State  Deputy  of  the  order,  and  he  is  also  president  of  the  St.  Vincent  de  Paul 
Society.  Always  exhibiting  a  deep  and  sincere  pride  in  his  State  and  com¬ 
munity,  Mr.  Wright  has  frequently  exhibited  his  talent  for  literary  expression, 
his  poems,  “Burlington,  The  City  That  We  Love”  and  “Vermont,”  are  two 
of  his  compositions  which  are  particularly  well  known  and  appreciated. 

Thomas  B.  Wright  married,  in  1898,  Alice  A.  Casey,  a  native  of  Port 
Henry,  New  York.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wright  were  the  parents  of  eight  children: 
1.  Alice,  who  graduated  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  from  the  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Vermont  and  continued  with  postgraduate  work  at  Columbia  Uni¬ 
versity.  2.  Catherine,  a  Bachelor  of  Arts  of  the  University  of  Vermont,  class 
of  1928,  work  which  she  followed  by  a  graduate  course  in  the  Science  of 
Retailing  at  the  University  of  New  Jersey.  3.  Grace,  who  graduated  from 
Trinity  College,  class  of  1931,  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts.  4.  Ger¬ 
trude,  who  took  her  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  from  the  University  of 
Vermont  in  1935,  and  is  now  the  wife  of  James  Libby.  5  Thomas  Bernard, 
Jr.,  a  graduate  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  class  of  1934,  when  he 
received  his  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science.  6.  Phyllis,  a  graduate  of  Mt.  St. 
Mary’s,  and  now  the  wife  of  L.  S.  Leary,  7.  William,  now  a  member  of  the 
class  of  1942  of  the  Cathedral  High  School.  8.  Another  son  was  killed  in  1915. 


LEROY  M.  PULVER— In  the  first  year  of  the  present  century, 
Lerov  M.  Pulver  initiated  his  career  as  a  lawyer  in  Luzerne,  Warren  County. 
The  years  have  brought  him  more  than  noteworthy  success  in  his  profession, 
for  he  is  one  of  the  best  esteemed  citizens  of  the  community,  which  he  has 
served  well  in  a  variety  of  ways. 

Mr.  Pulver  was  born  at  Luzerne,  September  1,  1873,  son  °f  Nathan  and 
Estella  (Du  Boise)  Pulver,  both  of  whom  are  deceased.  His  father,  also  a 
native  of  Luzerne,  spent  the  most  of  his  life  as  an  agriculturalist.  He  was 
also  a  surveyor,  and  for  thirty-eight  consecutive  years  was  justice  of  the 
peace  of  the  town  of  Luzerne,  a  record  possibly  unequalled  in  the  annals  of 
the  State.  Mrs.  Pulver  was  born  at  Hadley,  New  York. 

Leroy  M.  Pulver  began  his  elementary  education  in  the  public  schools  of 
Luzerne  and  then  went  to  the  Glens  Falls  Academy.  For  his  technical  train¬ 
ing  he  matriculated  at  the  Baltimore  University  School,  then  read  law  in  the 
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offices  of  S.  M.  Richards,  at  Corinth,  New  York,  and  in  1900  passed  the 
examinations  leading  to  admittance  to  the  bar  of  New  York  State.  That  same 
year  he  opened  offices  in  Luzerne,  where  he  has  since  engaged  in  a  general 
practice  of  the  law.  He  is  also  a  licensed  land  surveyor.  A  Republican  in 
his  political  views  he  has  served  Warren  County  for  eight  years  as  a  member 
and  chairman  of  its  Board  of  Supervisors.  Fraternally,  Mr.  Pulver  is  affili¬ 
ated  with  Senate  Lodge,  No.  456,  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  and  all  the 
Ancient  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  bodies  including  Oriental  Temple,  Ancient 
Arabic  Order  Nobles  of  the  Mystic  Shrine.  Over  a  long  period  he  has  been 
a  member  of  the  Luzerne  Chamber  of  Commerce,  acting  as  its  president  for 
seven  years  and  also  has  been  its  secretary.  He  attends  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church. 

In  1899  Leroy  M.  Pulver  married  Julia  R.  Barret,  a  native  of  Saugerties, 
New  York,  and  they  are  the  parents  of  three  children:  Russell  D.,  Mortimer 
L.,  and  Catherine  E.  Pulver. 


ORRELL  A.  YORK — Principal  of  the  Chestertown  High  School, 
Orrell  A.  York  is  rapidly  winning  a  reputation  for  his  work  in  the  field  of 
secondary  education.  He  is  not  only  a  well  qualified  teacher  but  has  shown 
marked  administrative  abilities.  He  also  is  active  in  community  affairs. 

Mr.  York  was  born  in  Akron,  Ohio,  November  28,  1909,  son  of  Chester 
E.  and  Emma  (Orrell)  York,  the  former  a  native  of  Plymouth,  Indiana,  and 
the  latter  of  Newport,  Kentucky.  Both  parents  are  living,  the  father  being  a 
construction  contractor.  After  attending  the  elementary  schools,  and  being 
graduated  from  the  Akron,  Ohio,  High  School,  Mr.  York  entered  the  employ 
of  the  Goodyear  Tire  Company  where  he  remained  for  two  years.  He  then 
entered  Asbury  College,  from  which  he  received  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Arts  with  the  class  graduated  in  1932.  Matriculating  at  Houghton  College, 
he  received  another  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  in  1934.  In  the  fall  of  that  year 
he  taught  at  Wolcott,  New  York,  and  a  year  later  came  to  Chestertown,  as 
principal  of  its  high  school.  His  work  here  has  been  characterized  by  efficient 
leadership,  the  execution  of  progressive  policies  and  the  establishment  of  high 
curricular  standards.  In  the  summer  of  1938  he  received  a  Masters  degree  in 
Administration  from  the  Albany  State  College  for  Teachers. 

Mr.  York  is  a  member  of  the  National  Education  Association  and  the 
Associated  Academic  Principals.  He  is  a  popular  figure  in  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  the  Chestertown  Outing  Club,  and  District  No.  3,  Mohegan  Boy 
Scouts  of  America.  He  attends  the  Chestertown  Community  Church. 

On  June  30,  1937,  Orrell  A.  York  married  Magdalene  Murphy,  a  native 
of  Johnson  City,  New  York. 
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HOWARD  BARTON  SWAN,  M.  D. — During  some  twenty  years  of 
professional  service  at  Chestertown,  Dr.  Howard  Barton  Swan  has  become  a 
well-known  physician  and  surgeon  of  this  district.  He  carries  on  an  extensive 
practice  and  has  an  active  part  in  the  general  life  of  the  community  and 
county. 

Dr.  Swan  was  born  in  Chestertown  on  December  25,  1S92,  son  of  Chris¬ 
topher  Richard  and  Carrie  (Barton)  Swan.  His  father,  a  native  of  War- 
rensburg,  was  engaged  in  the  lumber  business  until  his  death.  His  mother, 
who  is  also  deceased,  was  born  in  Horicon. 

Howard  Barton  Swan  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  Chestertown 
and  North  Troy  High  School.  After  the  completion  of  his  high  school  course 
he  taught  for  one  year  in  the  schools  of  Pottersville  and  then  entered  xMbany 
Medical  School  to  prepare  for  his  professional  career.  He  was  graduated  in 
1916  with  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  and  served  one  year  as  interne  at 
Metropolitan  Hospital  and  New  York  Lying-In  Hospital,  both  in  New  York 
City.  At  the  end  of  that  time,  on  August  4,  1917,  he  enlisted  in  the  Medical 
Corps  of  the  National  Army,  received  a  commission  as  first  lieutenant  and 
was  ordered  to  active  duty  in  February,  1918,  reporting  to  the  Army  Medical 
School  at  Washington,  District  of  Columbia.  He  was  in  charge  of  the  physical 
examination  department  of  the  Army  Medical  School  of  Washington,  District 
of  Columbia,  but  later  was  commissioned  first  lieutenant  in  the  regular  army 
and  assigned  to  the  Surgeon-General’s  office  in  Washington.  After  a  brief 
period  he  was  transferred  to  the  36th  Infantry,  42d  Division,  and  was  later 
ordered  to  Camp  Meade  in  preparation  for  overseas  service.  He  received  his 
honorable  discharge  from  the  army  with  the  rank  of  first  lieutenant  in  1919 
and  immediately  afterward  returned  to  Chestertown,  where  he  entered  the 
active  practice  of  medicine  and  surgery.  He  has  since  devoted  himself  to  the 
duties  of  his  profession  in  this  community. 

Dr.  Swan  quickly  established  his  professional  reputation  and  during  the 
past  two  decades  has  successfully  met  the  many  demands  upon  his  services.

FELIX  A.  SCHRENK,  M.  D. — Carrying  forward  a  general  practice 
of  medicine  at  Chestertown,  New  York,  Dr.  Felix  A.  Schrenk  has  earned  the 
respect,  admiration  and  confidence  of  his  fellow-citizens  in  all  walks  of  life. 

Dr.  Schrenk  was  born  October  29,  1908,  at  Niausta,  Greece,  son  of  Max 
and  Gertrude  (Cohn)  Schrenk.  His  father  was  a  native  Austrian,  and  the 
mother  was  born  in  Breslau,  Germany. 

Public  schools  at  Breslau  provided  the  early  education  of  Felix  A. 
Schrenk,  who  attended  King  William  High  School  and  the  University  of 
Freiburg,  Innsbruck,  and  the  University  of  Breslau.

In  1934  Dr.  Felix  A.  Schrenk  married  Susanne  Lowenstein,  a  native  of 
Breslau,  Germany,  who  was  educated  at  Augusta  College,  in  Breslau,  and  also 
at  Freiburg,  Innsbruck,  taking  her  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  at  Breslau 
University  in  1934.  She  served  a  year’s  interneship  at  Brooklyn  Women’s 
Hospital,  in  Brooklyn,  New  York,  and  in  1936  took  up  her  general  practice 
of  medicine  in  Chestertown. 
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CLARENCE  CARPENTER — The  broad  background  of  business 
experience  of  Clarence  Carpenter  has  enabled  him  to  render  a  more  than 
ordinarily  useful  service  to  the  community  of  Chestertown  in  the  capacity  of 
agent  for  the  Chevrolet  motor  car. 

Air.  Carpenter  was  born  October  29,  1893,  in  the  town  of  Chester,  in  the 
Friends’  Lake  district  of  Warren  County,  New  York,  son  of  Atwood  and 
Anna  (Alerrithew)  Carpenter.  His  father  was  a  native  of  New  Hampshire, 
and  was  for  years  active  as  a  farmer  and  lumberman  until  his  passing.  His 
wife,  the  mother  of  Clarence  Carpenter,  was  born  in  Chester,  New  York.

KARL  CORNELIUS  McMAHON,  M.  D. — -Another  noteworthy 
graduate  of  Burlington’s  parochial  schools,  and  another  member  of  this  city’s 
coterie  of  eminent  physicians,  surgeons  and  medical  instructors  specializing  in 
the  treatment  of  diseases  of  the  eye,  ear,  nose  and  throat  is  Dr.  Karl  Cornelius 
McMahon,  born  in  Burlington,  Vermont,  July  10,  1897,  son  of  Afichael  D. 
McMahon,  a  native  of  Stowe,  Vermont,  and  at  the  time  of  his  death,  treasurer 
of  the  Champlain  Trust  Company  at  Winooski.  The  doctor’s  mother,  Alary 
(Lonergan)  McMahon,  is  a  native  of  Burlington,  where  she  still  resides. 
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After  attending  the  parochial  schools  here,  Dr.  McMahon  attended  Bur¬ 
lington  High  School  and  the  University  of  Vermont,  receiving  his  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Science  with  the  class  of  1919,  and  his  Doctor  of  Medicine 
degree  in  1922  from  the  same  university’s  medical  school.  He  served  an 
interneship  of  one  year  at  St.  Francis’  Hospital,  Jersey  City,  New  Jersey,  and 
followed  that  with  two  years  of  intensive  postgraduate  work  in  the  Brooklyn 
(New  Yffirk)  Eye  and  Ear  Hospital.  As  indicated  by  his  line  of  studies,  Dr.

Dr.  McMahon  married,  1925,  Mildred  Elizabeth  Brown,  born  at  Mont¬ 
gomery  Center,  Vermont,  daughter  of  Dr.  E.  T.  Brown,  now  located  in  Bur¬ 
lington.  Their  children  are :  Edmund  Brown,  Mary  Marsden,  and  Sally 
Brown  McMahon. 


WILLIAM  H.  PIKE — Editor  and  publisher  of  the  Corinth  “Adver¬ 
tiser,”  William  H.  Pike  of  Corinth,  Saratoga  County,  dean  of  the  newspaper 
fraternity  in  his  community,  is  widely  known  throughout  northern  New  York 
State  and  in  New  Hampshire  both  as  an  editor  and  publisher  and  as  a  printer, 
as  well  as  being  outstanding  in  his  community  and  county  as  a  public-spirited 
citizen  who  not  only  gives  generously  of  himself  to  the  support  of  all  worthy 
civic  enterprises  but  also  gives  freely  of  his  time  and  ability  in  public  office. 

William  H.  Pike  was  born  in  Union,  New  Hampshire,  October  19,  1876, 
son  of  Henry  A.  and  Minnie  L.  (Robinson)  Pike.  Henry  A.  Pike,  who  was 
a  member  of  a  Colonial  family,  was  born  in  Union,  New  Hampshire,  and 
established  himself  as  a  stone  mason,  an  occupation  which  he  followed  until 
the  time  of  his  death.  Minnie  L.  (Robinson)  Pike,  his  wife,  also  deceased, 
was  a  native  of  Stony  Creek,  New  York. 

After  attending  the  public  schools  of  Corinth,  Saratoga  County  ,and  attend¬ 
ing  the  Corinth  High  School,  William  H.  Pike  apprenticed  himself  to  the  trade 
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of  the  printer,  joining  the  staff  of  the  shop  of  the  Corinth  “Corinthian,” 
beginning  an  association  during  which  time  Mr.  Pike  worked  his  way  through 
the  various  departments  of  the  newspaper.  Finally,  Mr.  Pike  resigned  from 
the  “Corinthian”  and  spent  two  years  in  the  employment  of  the  International 
Paper  Company  at  Corinth,  leaving  business,  however,  to  return  to  the  “Corin¬ 
thian”  again.  After  a  year,  he  left  the  paper  once  more  and  moved  to  Char- 
lotteville,  New  York,  where  he  became  a  partner  in  the  firm  publishing  the 
Charlotteville  “Herald,”  an  enterprise  to  which  he  devoted  a  year  and  a  half. 
Then,  after  another  year  spent  on  the  “Corinthian”  he  went  to  his  father’s 
native  town  of  Union,  New  Hampshire,  where  he  established  himself  as  a 
commercial  printer,  giving  over  the  enterprise,  however,  after  about  a  year  to 
return  to  Corinth  and  was  associated  with  the  Elixman  Paper  Core  Company 
for  three  years.  In  1922  he  purchased  the  job  press  end  of  the  “Corinthian” 
establishment,  and  in  1924,  founded  the  Corinth  “Enterprise”  and  shortly 
added  the  North  Creek  “Enterprise”  to  his  properties;  while,  in  1935,  he 
founded  the  Corinth  “Advertiser,”  a  county  weekly  paper  which  he  has  oper¬ 
ated  as  editor  and  publisher  through  the  present  time.  Always  interested  in 
public  affairs  and  ready  to  aid  in  any  civic  enterprise,  Mr.  Pike,  like  most 
newspapermen  has  been  reluctant  to  seek  public  office  although  he  has  served 
as  inspector  of  elections  for  the  period  of  twenty-one  years,  and  has  given 
two  terms  of  service  as  chief  of  the  Corinth  Fire  Department.  A  member 
of  Live  Oak  Encampment,  Mr.  Pike  also  belongs  to  Corinth  Lodge,  No.  174, 
Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  an  organization  in  which  he  holds  the 
rank  of  Past  Grand.  Mr.  Pike,  who  attends  the  Corinth  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  finds  recreation  from  his  professional  duties  and  responsibilities 
through  his  interest  in  baseball,  as  well  as  by  indulgence  in  his  hobbies  of 
hunting  and  fishing. 

William  H.  Pike  married,  in  1923,  Nina  L.  Goodenow,  a  native  of  Corinth.

CHARLES  ERNEST  NOXON — Residing  in  North  Creek  and  mak¬ 
ing  a  notable  contribution  to  the  life  of  this  community  and  of  Johnsburg, 
Charles  Ernest  Noxon  is  a  member  of  the  Braley  and  Noxon  Company  and 
since  1930  has  been  the  firm’s  manager.  This  company  was  founded  by  his 
father,  William  H.  Noxon,  and  Alfred  R.  Braley. 

Mr.  Noxon  was  born  January  21,  1898,  in  North  Creek,  New  York,  son 
of  William  H.  and  Mary  (Savage)  Noxon.  His  father,  who  was  born  in 
Chestertown,  New  \  ork,  and  died  in  April,  1938.  was  one  of  the  founders 
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of  the  Braley  and  Noxon  firm  and  a  partner  in  this  hardware  company  until 
his  death.  The  mother  was  born  in  Riverside,  New  York,  and  now  is  also 
deceased. 

Public  schools  provided  the  early  education  of  Charles  Ernest  Noxon  in 
North  Creek,  his  birthplace.

The  death  of  his  father,  in  1938,  made  it  necessary  for  him  to 
shoulder  the  complete  responsibility  of  the  business,  and  he  carries  on  this 
work  today,  occupying  a  high  place  in  the  esteem  and  admiration  of  his  con¬ 
temporaries  in  all  walks  of  life. 

A  Republican  in  his  political  views,  Mr.  Noxon  has  been  town  clerk  of 
Johnsburg  since  1928.  He  is  a  member  of  North  Creek  Post,  No.  629,  of  the 
American  Legion,  Johnsburg  Lodge,  No.  541,  of  the  Independent  Order  of 
Odd  Fellows  and  Warrensburg  Lodge,  No.  425,  of  the  Free  and  Accepted 
Masons.  During  the  World  War  he  served  in  the  United  States  Army, 
rendering  invaluable  service  to  his  fellow-citizens.  He  attends  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church. 

In  1921  Charles  E.  (C.  Ernest)  Noxon  married  Eleanor  Eldridge,  a  native 
of  Weavertown,  New  York.  They  have  a  daughter,  Norma  Mary  Noxon. 


PATRICK  J.  CUNNINGHAM— Recently,  Patrick  J.  Cunningham 
has  completed  thirty  years  of  service  in  forestry  work  of  the  New  York  State 
Conservation  Department.  Born  and  reared  in  the  Lake  George  and  Adiron¬ 
dack  country,  he  has  found  this  occupation  particularly  congenial  and  is  now 
in  charge  of  forestry  for  the  State  in  a  large  district. 

Mr.  Cunningham  was  born  in  Chestertown,  New  York,  on  December  2, 
1872,  son  of  John  and  Mary  (Cobington)  Cunningham.  His  father,  who  was 
also  born  in  Chestertown,  was  engaged  as  a  farmer  until  his  death.  His 
mother  was  born  in  Ireland,  but  came  to  the  lTnited  States  in  earlv  life.

EDWARD  T.  CRONIN — Following  a  varied  business  career  extend¬ 
ing  over  more  than  a  decade,  Edward  T.  Cronin  established  the  general  store 
at  Brant  Lake  which  he  has  conducted  since  1925.  In  addition  to  this  interest, 
he  is  prominent  in  both  civic  and  political  life  and  is  known  as  one  of  the 
most  influential  citizens  of  his  town. 

Mr.  Cronin  was  born  in  South  Glens  Falls  on  December  13,  1894.  son  of 
Daniel  and  Margaret  (Collins)  Cronin.  His  father,  who  is  now  deceased,  was 
also  born  in  South  Glens  Falls  and  was  associated  with  the  paper  manufac¬ 
turing  industry  there  until  his  death.

THOMAS  FRANCIS  MANNIX— There  are  men  who  realize  early 
in  life  that  time  on  earth  is  granted  them  for  the  purpose  of  building  character 
and  who  are  happy  in  the  belief  that  they  have  left  their  own  corner  of  the 
world  a  little  better  than  they  found  it.  This  does  not  mean  that  they  do  not 
give  full  value  to  the  virtue  of  honest  thrift  and  the  reward  that  is  due  to 
work  well  done.  They  count  the  full  measure  of  success  in  the  fact  that  while 
the  making  of  a  competence  is  to  be  commended,  the  making  of  a  life  is 
paramount. 

Of  such  men  was  Thomas  Francis  Mannix,  who  held  an  outstanding  place 
in  the  newspaper  field  of  the  northern  New  York  of  a  generation  ago,  and 
whose  influence  remains  with  the  best  of  the  present  day  journalism  of  this 
section  of  the  State.  He  was  of  the  type  that  would  have  been  successful  in 
any  profession  to  which  he  might  become  attached.  Printers’  ink  was  “in  his 
blood,”  so  to  speak,  he  having  been  attracted  to  the  printers’  trade  in  his 
youth  and  ever  afterward  the  profession  of  journalism  held  the  strongest 
appeal  for  him.  It  seemed  to  embody  those  human  elements  which  were  so 
essentially  a  part  of  his  nature. 
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This  was  the  one  profession  which  brought  Mr.  Mannix  into  actual  touch 
with  the  people  of  a  community.  At  the  same  time  it  gave  an  outlet  to  his 
pronounced  taste  for  the  expression  of  opinion  that  seemed  to  him  to  be  right 
and  in  the  interest  of  the  common  good.  He  could  visualize  in  journalism 
an  opportunity  for  the  advancement  of  the  best  interests  of  those  among 
whom  he  chose  to  abide. 

Whether  as  a  leader  or  as  a  follower,  he  was  content  as  long  as  the  com¬ 
munity  in  which  he  lived  was  advanced  in  prestige.  He  found  in  journalism 
an  outlet  for  his  interest  in  public  affairs  designed  for  lasting  benefit  and,  in 
the  end,  left  a  newspaper  which  stands  today  as  a  memorial  to  his  steadfast¬ 
ness  of  purpose,  his  industry  and  his  belief  in  the  inherent  rectitude  of  his 
fellows. 

Thomas  Francis  Mannix  was  born  in  Boston,  Massachusetts,  October  26, 
1858,  the  son  of  the  late  Captain  Edward  J.  and  Margaret  (McCormack) 
Mannix.  His  father,  Captain  Mannix,  was  a  veteran  of  the  Civil  War.  For 
a  number  of  years  prior  to  his  death  he  was  engaged  in  the  real  estate  business. 

The  subject  of  this  sketch  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  Malone, 
New  York.  After  his  graduation  he  entered  a  law  office  at  Malone  and  was 
later  admitted  to  the  bar.  The  legal  profession  made  only  partial  appeal  to 
him,  and  being  still  imbued  with  the  printing  trade  which  had  caught  his 
fancy  as  a  boy,  he  decided  to  embark  in  the  newspaper  field,  to  which  he 
seemed  to  have  been  naturally  adapted. 

In  association  with  other  Malone  business  men,  Mr.  Mannix  established 
the  “Malone  Farmer,”  a  weekly  newspaper  which  is  still  in  existence.  In 
1883  he  decided  to  enter  the  daily  newspaper  field  and  came  to  Plattsburg, 
where  he  was  engaged  for  several  years  in  the  publishing  of  the  “Morning 
Telegram.”  Later  he  became  connected  with  the  Plattsburg  “Sentinel”  as 
editor,  a  position  which  he  eventually  resigned  to  go  to  Albany  to  accept  the 
post  of  Assistant  Librarian  of  the  State  Senate. 

Finding  that  his  interest  in  newspaper  work  was  still  unabated  after  sev¬ 
eral  years,  Mr.  Mannix  returned  to  Plattsburg  where  he  established  the  “Clin¬ 
ton  County  Farmer,”  a  weekly,  which  he  later  developed  into  the  “Evening 
News,”  the  city’s  first  evening  daily.  In  1904  the  “Farmer”  and  the  Sentinel 
Publishing  Company  were  combined  under  the  control  of  Mr.  Mannix, 
together  with  the  Plattsburg  “Press,”  daily  morning  newspaper,  which  he 
successfully  conducted  until  the  time  of  his  death  in  1909. 

Upon  the  death  of  Mr.  Mannix,  his  widow,  B.  Theresa  (Healy)  Mannix, 
a  native  of  Schuyler  Falls,  whom  he  married  September  8,  1881,  became  pres¬ 
ident  of  the  Sentinel  Publishing  Company.  Mrs.  Mannix,  a  woman  with  a 
serene  outlook  upon  life  and  sound  judgment — traits  which  had  been  of  great 
value  to  her  husband  during  his  business  career — capably  directed  the  affairs 
of  the  company  until  the  time  of  her  own  death,  December  24,  1927. 
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Mrs.  Mannix  was  succeeded  by  her  daughter,  Mrs.  Mary  Helen  (Man- 
nix)  Dunphy,  whose  conduct  of  the  affairs  of  the  organization  along  the 
same  lines  which  proved  so  successful  in  the  hands  of  her  parents,  has  proved 
the  value  of  her  association  with  them. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Mannix  are  survived  by  two  children:  1.  Annette  Elizabeth 
Mannix,  the  widow  of  Carlos  Hinckley  Oliver,  with  one  daughter,  Marie 
Caroline  Oliver.  2.  Mary  Helen  Mannix,  who  was  graduated  from  St.  Law¬ 
rence  University  in  1907  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts.  She  became 
the  wife  of  the  late  Thomas  Patrick  Dunphy  of  Canton,  New  York.  Their 
daughter,  Mary  Patricia  Dunphy,  is  a  graduate  of  Trinity  College,  Washing¬ 
ton,  District  of  Columbia,  with  the  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree.  She  is  known  in 
religion  as  Sister  Mary  Firmina,  a  member  of  the  Order  of  the  Sisters  of 
Mercy. 

Thomas  Francis  Mannix  was  called  at  a  comparatively  early  age,  at  a 
time  when  the  fruit  of  his  labors  was  becoming  evident.  He  had  played  a 
twofold  part  in  this  community.  Not  alone  was  he  a  business  man  of  integrity 
and  the  wielder  of  a  trenchant  pen,  but  he  was  the  most  companionable  of 
men.  He  was  possessed  of  a  keen  sense  of  humor  and  an  infectious  laugh 
which  was  most  warming  to  those  who  heard  it.  Cool  and  unruffled  at  all 
times  and  in  every  circumstance,  he  was  never  known  to  make  a  display  of 
anger.  There  was  no  such  thing  as  varying  degrees  in  his  friendships.  The 
humblest  galley  boy  in  his  printing  office  shared  in  the  kindly  greeting  with 
the  most  influential  of  citizens.  The  interest  he  took  in  youth  was  proverbial 
and  many  a  successful  man  of  the  present  day  marks  his  first  upward  step 
from  the  encouragement  given  him  by  Mr.  Mannix. 

He  was  long  a  devout  communicant  of  St.  John’s  Roman  Catholic  Church 
and  took  an  active  interest  in  its  affairs.  In  his  fraternal  connections  he  held 
memberships  in  the  Benevolent  and  Protective  Order  of  Elks,  Knights  of 
Columbus  and  Sons  of  Veterans. 

Loyalty  was  one  of  his  outstanding  virtues.  Whether  it  was  in  the  heart 
of  the  family  circle,  in  the  midst  of  his  friends,  or  with  his  fellow-members 
of  the  Republican  party  he  gave  the  full  need  of  a  generous  nature. 


THOMAS  HENRY  WELDON— Thomas  Henry  Weldon,  editor  of 
“The  Plattsburg  Daily  Press,”  is  a  native  of  Plattsburg.  He  is  the  only  son 
of  Patrick  and  Eliza  (Martin)  Weldon.  His  father  was  born  in  Ireland  and 
was  brought  to  the  United  States  by  his  grandmother,  Jane  Curran,  who  had 
emigrated  to  this  country  with  her  unmarried  sons  and  daughters.  Patrick 
Weldon  had  hardly  reached  his  majority  when  he  enlisted  for  the  Civil  War 
in  the  96th  New  York  Volunteers.  At  the  close  of  the  war  he  returned  to  the 
occupation  of  railroading,  which  he  had  already  taken  up.  He  was  engineer 
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on  the  first  train  ever  to  be  run  over  the  Ausable  Branch  of  the  Delaware 
and  Hudson  Railroad.  He  also  ran  a  locomotive  during  and  after  the  con¬ 
struction  of  the  main  line  of  “D.  &  H.”  between  Plattsburg  and  Whitehall. 
He  died  at  the  age  of  forty-seven  as  a  result  of  health  broken  during  the  Civil 
War.  Eliza  (Martin)  Weldon  was  born  in  Canada  shortly  after  her  parents 
emigrated  from  Ireland. 

Thomas  Henry  Weldon  received  his  early  education  in  the  schools  of 
Plattsburg.  He  admits  that  he  devoted  more  time  to  the  caricaturing  of  his 
teachers  and  fellow-students  than  he  did  to  the  formal  studies  at  the  old 
high  school.  Being  attracted  to  books  and  printing  as-  well  as  drawing,  he 
obtained  employment  in  the  old  “Morning  Telegram,”  the  first  daily  news¬ 
paper  to  be  printed  in  Plattsburg.  Later  he  joined  the  staff  of  the  weekly 
“Republican”  as  an  apprentice  printer.  The  “Republican”  was  then  pub¬ 
lished  by  Grant  and  Bixby.  At  the  end  of  four  years,  still  divided  between 
a  love  for  drawing  and  a  love  for  printing,  he  entered  the  employ  of  J.  H. 
Ryder  of  Syracuse,  New  York,  as  a  traveling  cartoonist  in  advertising  the 
Ryder  products.  After  two  seasons  of  this  work,  he  returned  to  Plattsburg. 

Mr.  Weldon  again  entered  the  employ  of  the  “Morning  Telegram.”  He 
left  that  newspaper  to  again  take  up  the  occupation  of  cartoonist  in  vaudeville. 
He  was  one  of  the  first  to  take  up  this  line  of  endeavor,  which  later  became 
popular  with  Chautauqua  and  Lyceum  Bureau  programs.  Returning  to  Platts¬ 
burg  after  a  season  of  this  work,  Mr.  Weldon  again  visited  his  old  home  and 
entered  the  employ  of  J.  W.  Tuttle  and  Company,  commercial  printers.  He 
stayed  with  the  Tuttle  Company  for  eight  years,  devoting  much  of  his  time 
to  typographical  designing  which  was  occupying  the  attention  of  commercial 
printers.  Being  desirous  of  “trying  his  wings”  with  what  had  come  to  be 
known  as  “art  printers,”  Mr.  Weldon  was  taken  on  by  the  Guertin  Company 
of  Montreal,  Canada.  After  a  period  with  this  firm,  he  became  affiliated  with 
the  Gazette  Company.  By  this  time  he  had  developed  a  leaning  toward  writing 
and  was  given  an  opportunity  at  reporting  by  Smeaton  White,  at  that  time 
manager  of  the  “Gazette.” 

Still  retaining  his  love  for  drawing,  Mr.  Weldon  was  given  an  opportunity 
to  try  his  hand  at  editorial  cartooning  on  the  old  “Montreal  Daily  Witness,” 
shortly  before  that  newspaper  was  taken  over  by  Sir  Hugh  Graham,  pub¬ 
lisher  of  the  “Star”  and  later  known  as  Lord  Athelstane.  Divided  between 
his  love  for  cartooning  and  newspaper  writing,  Mr.  Weldon  was  advised  to 
devote  himself  to  writing  as  offering  the  best  opportunities. 

About  this  time  Mr.  Weldon  received  an  offer  to  return  to  Plattsburg  as 
assistant  to  the  late  Dr.  George  F.  Bixby,  at  that  time  publisher  of  the  weekly 
“Republican.”  L^pon  the  death  of  Dr.  Bixby,  Mr.  Weldon  remained  with 
Helen  S.  Bixby  as  editor  of  the  “Republican.”  Upon  the  paper  being  taken 
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over  by  Miss  Bixby’s  brother,  George  S.  Bixby,  and  turned  into  an  evening 
daily  called  the  “Evening  Star,”  Mr.  Weldon  remained  with  the  paper  until 
it  was  taken  over  by  the  Clinton  County  Democratic  Committee. 

Twenty-three  years  ago,  in  June,  1916,  Mr.  Weldon  entered  the  employ 
of  the  late  Mrs.  B.  Theresa  (Healy)  Mannix,  who  had  succeeded  her  hus¬ 
band,  Thomas  Francis  Mannix  (q.  v.),  as  publisher  of  the  “Plattsburg  Daily 
Press.”  He  passed  through  the  various  stages  of  reporter,  city  editor  and 
about  fifteen  years  ago  Mrs.  Mannix  appointed  him  as  editor,  a  position  he 
still  retains  in  the  employ  of  her  daughter,  Mrs.  Mary  Helen  (Mannix) 
Dunphy. 

Mr.  Weldon  has  always  had  the  cooperation  of  his  employers  in  the 
carrying  out  of  his  ideas  of  making  the  editorial  policy  of  the  paper  conform 
to  local  interests.  With  the  late  Judge  John  K.  Collins  and  William  M. 
Lynch,  manager  of  the  “Press,”  Mr.  Weldon  worked  for  the  improvement 
of  the  Old  Military  Turnpike,  to  be  known  as  the  Monroe  Highway.  This 
work  is  now  being  carried  on  by  degrees.  He  put  the  editorial  resources  of  the 
newspaper  behind  Judge  Collins,  who  donated  the  first  piece  of  land  to  the 
Municipal  Bathing  Beach.  He  continued  with  this  work  until  it  was  brought 
to  a  successful  conclusion.  He  also  worked  for  the  new  high  school  annex 
and  the  new  Plattsburg  Public  Library.  He  is  one  of  the  original  members 
of  the  Park  and  Beach  Commission  and  is  city  historian. 

Mr.  Weldon  married  Katherine  M.  Ryan,  of  Montreal,  Province  of 
Quebec,  daughter  of  the  late  Andrew  and  Ann  Ryan,  both  natives  of  Ire¬ 
land.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Weldon  have  three  children,  all  born  in  Montreal:  1. 
Mabel  Frances  Weldon,  a  teacher.  2.  T.  Harold  Weldon,  sports  editor  of  the 
“Daily  Press.”  3.  Lillian  A.  Weldon,  secretary  of  the  County  Child  Welfare 
Organization. 

He  is  a  member  of  St.  John’s  Roman  Catholic  Church  and  a  charter 
member  of  Plattsburg  Council,  No.  255,  Knights  of  Columbus. 


HOWARD  V.  KENYON — It  is  by  such  men  as  the  late  Ploward  V. 
Kenyon  that  communities  are  built  and  progress.  Born  neither  to  wealth  nor 
influence,  he  began  earning  a  livelihood  as  a  small  boy,  and  without  ever  going 
to  distant  places  seeking  opportunities,  he  made  the  best  of  those  he  found 
near  home  and  became  a  successful  merchant  and  financier,  and  an  outstanding 
citizen  of  North  Creek  and  Warren  County. 

Howard  V.  Kenyon  was  born  at  Thurman,  New  York,  September  9,  1866, 
son  of  Nathaniel  Kenyon,  a  carpenter  and  a  native  of  Thurman,  and  of  Mrs. 
Betsy  (Rexford)  Kenyon,  who  was  born  at  North  Creek.  Howard  V.  Ken¬ 
yon  attended  the  local  public  schools  and  eventually  was  able  to  supplement  his 
formal  education  with  courses  in  the  Albany  Business  College.  He  was  but

a  lad  when  he  began  to  learn  the  carpenter’s  trade  and,  until  the  turn  of  the 
present  century  was  a  contracting  builder.  In  1899  he  went  into  the  general 
store  business,  with  which  he  was  identified  until  his  death  a  third  of  a  century 
later. 

While  the  career  of  Mr.  Kenyon  is  marked  by  a  close  attention  to  his  main 
endeavor,  he  also  engaged  in  other  enterprises  with  success.  From  about 
1913  he  was  the  proprietor  of  the  Kenyon  Lumber  Company,  a  concern  of  his 
own  establishment.  As  far  back  as  1910  he  became  a  director  of  the  North 
Creek  National  Bank,  eventually  serving  as  its  president,  and  he  was  also  a 
director  of  the  Merchants  Bank,  of  Glens  Falls.  Without  ever  making  a 
career  of  politics  he  lived  up  to  high  ideals  of  useful  citizenship,  and  for  sev¬ 
eral  years  was  a  member  and  president  of  the  School  Board,  and  had  been 
supervisor  for  Warren  County.  He  gave  allegiance  to  Democratic  principles. 
Fraternally,  Mr.  Kenyon  was  affiliated  with  Warrensburg  Lodge,  No.  425, 
Free  and  Accepted  Masons;  the  Weavertown  Lodge  of  the  Independent 
Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  and  was  a  member  of  the  Improved  Order  of  Red 
Men.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Church,  of  which  he  was  also  the 
financial  secretary. 

In  1902  Howard  V.  Kenyon  married  Bertha  Hewitt,  daughter  of  Hiram 
and  Lavina  (Jackson)  Hewitt,  of  North  Creek. 

The  death  of  Mr.  Kenyon  occurred  on  January  7,  1933,  his  passing  caus¬ 
ing  keen  regret  in  the  hearts  of  the  hundreds  who  knew  him  in  private  and 
public  capacities.  He  was  civic-minded,  always  ready  to  support  any  worth 
while  movement  or  organization  undertaken  for  the  benefit  of  the  community. 
He  shunned  publicity  in  his  benevolences  and  good  deeds,  but  they  were  many 
and  could  not  remain  hidden.  Integrity,  good  judgment,  helpfulness  of  those 
in  need,  and  a  firm  faith  in  the  future  of  his  town,  county  and  State — these 
were  a  few  of  his  characteristics  which  won  him  the  esteem  of  his  fellowmen. 


ROBERT  M.  LUMIANSKI— Principal  of  the  Lake  George  High 
School,  Robert  M.  Lumianski,  one  of  the  leading  educators  of  the  Lake 
George  district,  spent  several  years  as  a  teacher  in  Massachusetts  and  in  South 
Carolina  before  coming  to  Lake  George. 

Robert  M.  Lumianski  was  born  in  New  Bedford,  Massachusetts,  January 
26,  1905,  son  of  Barnard  and  Anna  D.  (Jeffrey)  Lumianski.  Barnard  Lum- 
inaski,  who  is  a  native  of  Covner,  Russia,  spent  his  life  as  a  merchant,  being 
actively  engaged  as  such  until  his  recent  retirement.  Anna  D.  (Jeffrey) 
Lumianski,  his  wife,  is  a  native  of  Poland.  Both  migrated  to  the  United 
States  in  their  early  years. 

After  passing  through  the  grade  schools  of  New  Bedford  and  graduating 
from  the  New  Bedford  High  School,  Robert  M.  Lumianski  entered  the  Uni- 
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versity  of  South  Carolina  as  a  member  of  the  class  of  1928,  receiving  from 
the  institution  his  degrees  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  and  Master  of  Arts.  Then, 
continuing  his  education  through  three  summers  at  the  New  York  State 
Teachers’  College,  Mr.  Lumianski  began  his  career  as  a  teacher,  spending 
two  years  at  the  Lhiiversity  of  South  Carolina  as  an  instructor  in  the  English 
Department  and  then,  returning  home  to  New  Bedford,  spent  a  year  teaching 
English  at  the  New  Bedford  High  School.  In  1933  Mr.  Lumianski  came  to 
Lake  George  where,  after  two  years  as  an  English  instructor  in  the  Lake 
George  High  School,  he  was  appointed  principal  of  the  institution,  a  position 
which  he  has  occupied  through  the  present  time.  Supporting  his  profession 
by  membership  in  the  National  Education  Association,  the  New  York  State 
Teachers’  Association,  the  Warren  County  Schoolmasters’  Association,  and 
the  New  York  State  Academic  Principals’  Association,  Mr.  Lumianski  is  also 
a  member  of  the  Phi  Beta  Kappa  Fraternity  and  belongs  to  St.  Sacrament 
Lodge,  No.  1029,  Ancient  Free  and  Accepted  Masons.  He  is  interested  in  all 
outdoor  sports  and  takes  particular  pleasure  in  his  two  hobbies  of  tennis  and 
swimming.  He  attends  the  Episcopal  Church  of  Lake  George. 

Robert  M.  Lumianski  married,  in  1935,  Elanor  Parrott,  who  is  a  native  of 
Lake  George.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lumianski  are  the  parents  of  a  son,  Jeffrey 
Robert. 


A.  HOWARD  SILVERMAN — Since  his  admission  to  the  bar  in 
1926,  A.  Howard  Silverman  has  been  active  in  the  practice  of  law  at  Glens 
Falls.  He  is  now  senior  member  of  the  firm  of  Silverman  and  Silverman,  in 
which  his  wife  is  his  associate,  and  is  well  known  both  in  his  profession  and 
in  the  general  life  of  the  city. 

Mr.  Silverman  was  born  in  Glens  Falls  on  December  19,  1903,  a  son  of 
Victor  and  Eva  Silverman,  both  born  in  Russia.  His  father  was  a  merchant 
in  Glens  Falls  until  his  retirement. 

A.  Howard  Silverman  was  educated  in  local  public  schools,  completing  the 
high  school  course,  and  at  Albany  Law  School,  where  he  prepared  for  his 
chosen  profession.  He  was  graduated  from  this  institution  in  1924  and  after¬ 
ward  read  for  the  bar  with  prominent  Glens  Falls  attorneys.  After  his  admis¬ 
sion  to  practice  in  1926,  he  opened  his  own  office  in  this  city  and  was  joined 
by  his  wife  in  1929,  at  which  time  the  present  firm  of  Silverman  and  Silver- 
man  was  established.  It  carries  on  a  general  practice  and  has  represented 
important  local  interests  in  many  cases.  Mr.  Silverman  served  as  counsel  for 
the  Father  Isaac  Jogues  Memorial  Commission. 

In  addition  to  his  position  at  the  bar,  he  is  active  in  other  phases  of  Glens 
Falls  life,  especially  of  the  Jewish  community.  He  is  a  director  of  the  Hebrew

prominent  in  the  Congregation  and  Temple  Beth  El.  Mr.  Silverman  has  also 
given  his  support  to  worthy  civic  causes  and  although  he  has  remained  in 
private  life  he  has  fully  met  the  responsibilities  of  good  citizenship.  He  is  a 
Republican  in  politics,  a  member  of  the  Kappa  Nu  Fraternity,  and  a  member 
of  the  Warren  County  and  New  York  State  Bar  associations.  Fond  of 
athletic  sports,  he  finds  his  principal  recreation  in  bowling  and  golf. 

On  December  22,  1929,  A.  Howard  Silverman  married  Rebecca  A.  Axel¬ 
rod,  who  was  born  in  Russia  on  November  20,  1903,  daughter  of  Isaac  and 
Sarah  Axelrod,  the  former  now  deceased.  Mrs.  Silverman  received  her  pre¬ 
liminary  education  in  the  public  schools  of  Albany,  attended  the  State  College 
for  Teachers  there,  graduating  in  1924  and  afterward  studied  in  Albany  Law 
School,  where  she  took  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws  in  1928.  She  was 
admitted  to  the  New  York  bar  in  the  same  year  and  since  1929  has  practiced  in 
Glens  Falls  as  a  member  of  the  firm  of  Silverman  and  Silverman.  She  has 
established  her  reputation  as  an  able  lawyer  and  has  an  active  part  in  all  the 
business  of  the  firm.  Like  her  husband  she  is  a  member  of  the  Warren 
County  Bar  Association,  the  Community  Hebrew  Association  and  the  Con¬ 
gregation  of  Temple  Beth  El. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Silverman  have  two  daughters :  Gloria  Joan  and  Lorraine. 


JOHN  R.  MYERS — President  of  F.  W.  Myers  and  Company,  Incor¬ 
porated,  custom  house  brokers,  John  R.  Myers  of  Rouses  Point,  who  has  been 
associated  with  his  firm  for  sixty  years,  is  not  only  one  of  the  outstanding 
executives  in  his  field  of  enterprise  along  the  Canadian  border  but  is  also 
distinguished  for  his  associations  as  a  railroad  builder  and  director  and  for 
his  many  years  of  leadership  in  politics  and  in  community  affairs. 

John  R.  Myers  was  born  at  Rouses  Point,  New  York,  January  16,  1864, 
son  of  Francis  W.  and  Margaret  (Rossiter)  Myers.  Francis  W.  Myers,  who 
was  born  at  Burlington,  Vermont,  served  for  years  as  a  conductor  on  trains 
of  the  Champlain  and  St.  Lawrence  Railroad,  later  becoming  a  partner  in 
the  firm  of  F.  W.  Myers  and  Company,  where  he  continued  active  until  his 
death  in  1908.  Margaret  (Rossiter)  Myers,  his  wife,  also  deceased,  was  a 
native  of  St.  Johns,  Province  of  Quebec. 

After  attending  the  public  schools  of  Rouses  Point  and  Franklin  Academy 
at  Malone,  New  York,  John  R.  Myers  entered  St.  Mary’s  College  at  Montreal 
and  then,  his  education  completed,  became  associated  with  F.  W.  Myers  and 
Company,  beginning  as  a  clerk  in  1880.  In  1882,  he  was  taken  into  the  firm 
and  continued  as  a  partner  until  1908,  when  he  became  the  sole  proprietor 
of  the  enterprise,  a  position  which  he  held  until  1925  when  the  business  was 
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incorporated  and  he  took  the  office  of  president,  a  place  which  he  has  held 
through  the  present  time. 

F.  W.  Myers  and  Company  was  founded  in  i860  by  John  Myers,  who 
came  from  Burlington,  Vermont,  to  Rouses  Point  in  1845,  one  the  pio¬ 
neer  business  men  of  the  community.  For  fifteen  years  John  Myers  was  an 
agent  for  the  Champlain  and  St.  Lawrence  Railroad,  a  position  which  he 
resigned  when  he  established  his  own  business.  Today  the  organization  is 
the  largest  enterprise  of  its  kind  in  this  section,  having  five  different  offices 
located  at  Malone,  Fort  Covington,  Rooseveltown,  and  Port  Huron,  Michigan, 
in  addition  to  headquarters  at  Rouses  Point.  The  firm,  which  employs  twenty 
persons,  is  headed  by  Mr.  Myers  as  president;  William  R.  Casey,  vice-pres¬ 
ident  and  treasurer ;  Elmer  A.  May,  vice-president  at  Port  Huron ;  R.  E. 
Casey,  secretary;  and  F.  T.  Tinker,  assistant  treasurer. 

In  addition  to  this  enterprise,  John  R.  Myers  is  also  interested  in  rail¬ 
roads,  being  a  director  of  the  Champlain  and  St.  Lawrence  road,  a  director 
of  the  United  States  and  Canada  Railroad  Company,  and  having  built  in 
1906,  in  association  with  Walter  C.  Witherbee,  the  Napierville  Junction  Rail¬ 
road,  a  property  connecting  with  the  Canadian- Pacific  Railroad,  which  was 
sold  to  the  Delaware  and  Hudson  Railroad  in  1907. 

A  member  of  the  Republican  party,  John  R.  Myers  has  always  been  gen¬ 
erous  with  his  time  and  ability  in  public  matters,  having  served  two  terms  as 
mayor  of  Rouses  Point,  being  supervisor  for  a  term,  being  president  of  the 
Rouses  Point  School  Board  for  a  term,  being  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Visitors  of  the  Plattsburg  State  Normal  School  and  being  chairman  of  the 
Republican  Committee  for  Clinton  County,  as  well  as  being  the  district  dele¬ 
gate  to  the  Republican  National  Convention  the  year  that  Theodore  Roosevelt 
was  nominated  President.  During  the  World  War,  Mr.  Myers  was  Clinton 
County  Food  Administrator  and  served  as  chairman  for  various  drives  in 
Rouses  Point,  including  the  Liberty  Loan  campaigns.  A  member  of  Platts¬ 
burg  Lodge,  No.  621,  Benevolent  and  Protective  Order  of  Elks,  Mr.  Myers 
belongs  to  the  Plattsburg  Rotary  Club  and  is  a  member  of  St.  James’s  Club 
of  Montreal  and  the  Rideau  Club  of  Ottawa,  as  well  as  serving  the  Rouses 
Point  Episcopal  Church  as  senior  warden. 

John  R.  Myers  married,  in  1886,  Anna  Hinman  Humphrey,  who  is  a  native 
of  Weedsport,  New  York. 


WILLIAM  ROSSITER  CASEY,  vice-president  and  treasurer  of 
F.  W.  Myers  and  Company,  was  born  at  Rouses  Point,  January  8,  1893,  son 
of  Robert  Emmett  and  Annie  Beatrice  (Myers)  Casey.  Robert  Emmett 
Casey,  who  was  a  publisher,  was  formerly  Deputy  Collector  of  Customs  in 
charge  of  the  Rouses  Point  district. 
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After  attending  the  Rouses  Point  public  schools,  including  a  year  of  high 
school,  William  R.  Casey  spent  three  years  at  Phillips  Academy,  Andover, 
Massachusetts,  graduating  in  1911,  and  then,  after  a  year  at  Rennselaer  Poly¬ 
technic  Institute,  Troy,  New  York,  entered  the  United  States  Naval  Academy 
at  Annapolis,  Maryland,  graduating  in  1916.  Mr.  Casey  was  in  the  service 
at  the  time  the  United  States  entered  the  World  War  and  he  served  in  the 
destroyer  force  operating  out  of  Queenstown,  Ireland,  and  Brest,  France,  con¬ 
tinuing  as  an  officer  until  he  resigned  in  1923.  In  June  of  1923,  Mr.  Casey 
became  a  partner  in  the  firm  of  F.  W.  Myers  and  Company  and,  when  the 
firm  was  incorporated  in  1925,  was  elected  a  director  as  secretary  and  treas¬ 
urer,  becoming  vice-president  and  treasurer  in  1938. 

Holding  rank  as  a  lieutenant-commander,  United  States  Naval  Reserve, 
and  serving  as  a  director  of  the  Champlain  Valley  Hospital  of  Plattsburg, 
Mr.  Casey  is  also  a  director  of  the  Champlain  and  St.  Lawrence  Railroad,  a 
subsidiary  of  the  Canadian  National  Railways.  Treasurer  of  the  Rouses 
Point  Board  of  Education  for  five  years,  from  1925  to  1930,  Mr.  Casey  while 
deeply  interested  in  civic  and  political  matters,  has  not  sought  public  office 
but  supports  his  community  through  service  on  various  organizations’  com¬ 
mittees.  A  member  and  Past  Grand  Knight  of  Rouses  Point  Council,  Knights 
of  Columbus,  Mr.  Casey  is  a  Past  Commander  of  the  Rouses  Point  Post  of 
the  American  Legion,  and  belongs  to  the  United  States  Naval  Institute  of 
Annapolis  and  the  Lhiited  States  Navy  Athletic  Association  of  Annapolis,  as 
well  as  the  North  County  Golf  Club  of  Rouses  Point,  being  secretary  and 
treasurer  of  the  latter  organization.  Mr.  Casey  is  a  trustee  of  St.  Patrick’s 
Catholic  Church. 

William  Rossiter  Casey  married,  February  12,  1920,  at  New  York  City, 
Clare  Nichols  Gordon,  daughter  of  Charles  Alexander  ?nd  Ellen  (Barry) 
Gordon.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Casey  are  the  parents  of  two  children:  1.  William 
Rossiter,  Jr.,  born  June  15,  1922.  2.  Shelie,  born  June  15,  1922. 


WALTER  A.  SHAW— As  co-founder  and  president  of  the  Glen 
Supply  Company,  Inc.,  dealers  in  automobile  replacement  parts,  accessories 
and  equipment,  Walter  A.  Shaw  guides  an  enterprise  whose  development  has 
featured  the  recent  business  history  of  Glens  Falls.  He  has  been  active  in  the 
field  for  some  fourteen  years  and  has  headed  his  present  company  since  1931. 

Mr.  Shaw  was  born  in  Greenwich,  Washington  County,  New  York,  son 
of  Alexander  and  Elizabeth  (Tucker)  Shaw.  His  father,  who  was  born  in 
Argyle,  was  a  farmer  in  Washington  County  until  his  death  His  mother,  also 
deceased,  was  born  in  North  Greenwich. 

Walter  A.  Shaw  received  his  preliminary  education  in  the  public  schools  of 
Greenwich,  completing  the  high  school  course,  and  subsequently  spent  two 
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years  at  Rensselaer  Polytechnic  Institute.  He  came  to  Glens  Falls  in  1914  as 
manager  of  the  Ailing  Rubber  Company  store  and  continued  in  that  connection 
for  the  next  ten  years,  gaining  useful  experience  in  general  business  methods. 
In  1924,  recognizing  the  possibilities  opened  up  by  the  rapid  development  of 
the  automobile  as  the  chief  method  of  local  transportation,  he  established  an 
automobile  accessory  shop,  continuing  in  the  same  business  independently 
until  1931.

The 
business  was  carried  on  at  first  in  a  small  store  on  Lower  Maple  Street,  but 
it  grew  so  rapidly  that  by  1935  it  was  necessary  to  find  larger  quarters.  Head¬ 
quarters  of  the  company  were  accordingly  moved  to  the  present  location  at 
Nos.  52-54  Park  Street.  The  Glen  Supply  Company  is  today  one  of  the 
largest  enterprises  of  its  kind  in  the  Adirondack  section,  stocking  replace¬ 
ments,  accessories  and  equipment  for  all  makes  of  automobiles.  A  sales  force 
of  seven  people  is  employed.  Mr.  Shaw,  as  president  of  the  company,  has 
directed  its  operations  and  expansion,  having  as  associates  the  other  founders 
of  the  company :  Mr.  Lapointe,  who  serves  as  treasurer,  and  Mr.  Glassbrook, 
who  is  vice-president  and  secretary  of  the  company. 

Mr.  Shaw  is  fond  of  outdoor  life  and  turns  for  relaxation  from  his  busi¬ 
ness  duties  to  hunting  and  fishing.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Kattskill  Bay 
Yacht  Club  and  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Church. 

In  1914  Mr.  Shaw  married  Lillian  Goldie,  who  was  born  in  Albany,  and 
they  are  the  parents  of  one  daughter,  Kathryn. 


HOWARD  A.  GLASSBROOK — Judge  of  the  City  Court  of  Glens 
Falls,  Howard  A.  Glassbrook  is  not  only  one  of  the  leading  attorneys  of  his 
home  city  but  is  also  an  active  business  man  and  a  prominent  member  of  the 
Republican  party. 

Howard  A.  Glassbrook  was  born  in  Glens  Falls,  November  26,  1887,  son 
of  John  and  Martha  Jane  (Smith)  Glassbrook.  John  Glassbrook,  who  was 
descended  from  the  original  settlers  of  Stony  Creek,  was  born  in  Stony  Creek 
and  spent  his  life  in  the  operation  of  a  livery  business  and  in  operating  a  stage 
coach  line,  as  well  as  in  carrying  the  United  States  mail.  Martha  Jane 
(Smith)  Glassbrook,  who  was  also  born  in  Stony  Creek,  was  directly 
descended  from  the  pioneer  Van  Dusen  family. 

After  completing  his  early  education  in  the  grade  schools  and  the  high 
school  of  Luzerne,  Howard  A.  Glassbrook  attended  Wesleyan  Academy, 
graduating  in  1908.  Then,  selecting  the  law  for  his  profession,  he  entered  the 
Albany  Law  School,  receiving  his  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws  in  1910. 
Admitted  to  the  New  York  State  bar  in  1911,  he  established  himself  in  Glens

Order  of  Elks,  Sagamore  Lodge,  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  and  the 
Loyal  Order  of  Moose,  of  which  last  organization  he  is  Past  Dictator.  A 
member  of  the  Glens  Falls  Methodist  Church,  Judge  Glassbrook  is  steward  of 
tbe  institution.  He  finds  his  recreation  in  fishing. 

Howard  A.  Glassbrook  married,  in  1913,  Leda  A.  Perkins,  a  native  of 
Corinth,  New  York.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Glassbrook  are  the  parents  of  a  daughter, 
Jane  Louise. 


LINDLEY  STURGES  SQUIRES  — A  native  of  Vermont,  who  has 
accomplished  much  in  the  profession  of  law,  Lindley  Sturges  Squires  has 
distinguished  himself  in  Rutland  by  his  work  from  the  legal  side  toward  the 
establishment  of  good  roads  and  highways.  He  has  constantly  been  an 
encouraging  influence  in  the  cause  of  conservation  and  development  of  natural 
resources  in  Vermont  and  the  whole  Lake  Champlain  district. 

Mr.  Squires  was  born  April  22,  1890,  in  Rutland,  Vermont,  son  of  Frank 
D.  and  Jennie  A.  (Preston)  Squires.  The  Squires  family  came  originally  to 
America  from  England.  Lindley  S.  Squires’  paternal  grandfather  was  a 
private  in  the  United  States  Army  in  the  War  of  1812,  and  other  members 
of  the  family  were  prominent  in  different  branches  of  American  life  and  affairs 
in  the  different  generations. 

The  public  schools  of  Rutland,  his  birthplace,  provided  Lindley  S.  Squires’ 
early  education,  and  in  1910  he  was  graduated  from  Rutland  High  School. 
He  then  entered  Middlebury  College,  at  Middlebury,  Vermont,  where  he  con¬ 
tinued  his  studies  from  1910  to  1912.  Between  1914  and  1917  he  studied 
law  under  the  direction  of  Charles  L.  Howe,  of  Rutland,  and  on  October  4, 
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1917,  he  was  admitted -to  the  bar  of  the  State  of  Vermont.  With  an  extensive 
practice  in  Federal  courts  he  has  devoted  most  of  his  attention  since  that  time 
to  trial  work.

In  1922  and  1923  Mr.  Squires  served  as  city  prosecutor  of  Rutland,  per¬ 
forming  his  duties  with  distinction  in  that  elective  office.  In  1917  he  was  door¬ 
keeper  in  the  Senate  of  the  Vermont  State  Legislature.  During  the  World  War 
period  he  was  traveling  secretary  of  the  Young  Men’s  Christian  Association, 
with  headquarters  at  Camp  Devens,  Ayer,  Massachusetts.  Fraternally  he  is 
connected  with  the  Center  Lodge  of  the  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  in  Rut¬ 
land,  and  with  Rutland  Lodge  of  the  Knights  of  Pythias.  He  worships  in  the 
Baptist  faith. 

Lindley  Sturges  Squires  married,  on  June  24,  1920,  at  Rutland,  Vermont, 
Harriet  S.  Ward,  of  Poultney,  Vermont,  daughter  of  Arthur  B.  and  Harriet 
[Hattie]  (Frisbie)  Ward.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Squires  became  the  parents  of  three 
children:  1.  Shirley  Jane,  born  September  8,  1921.  2.  Harriet  Louise,  born 
December  26,  1922.  3.  Lindley  Sturges,  Jr.,  born  October  10,  1932. 


MISS  MARION  LLEWELLA  WARD — Marion  Llewella  Ward,  an 
active  member  of  the  Poultney  legal  fraternity,  and  a  descendant  of  one  of 
this  community’s  oldest  families,  the  daughter  of  the  late  Arthur  B.  and  the 
late  Harriet  [Hattie]  (Frisbie)  Ward.  Arthur  B.  Ward,  born  here  in  1858, 
was  engaged  as  a  farmer  and  school  teacher  for  many  years,  but  is  now  retired. 
Harriet  (Frisbie)  Ward,  born  at  Brownville,  New  York,  October  2,  1861, 
died  July  4,  1929.  The  Ward  family  is  still  residing  on  the  same  farm  origi¬ 
nally  settled  by  their  ancestors  before  the  Revolutionary  War,  they  being  the 
first  settlers  in  what  is  now  the  town  of  Poultney.  The  present  farmhouse 
was  at  one  time  the  Courthouse  of  the  Fair  Haven  Probate  District,  and  Wil¬ 
liam  Ward,  great-grandfather  of  Miss  Ward,  served  as  probate  judge  for 
twenty-two  years.  Artemus  Ward,  uncle  of  William  Ward,  was  the  first 
Commander-in-Chief  of  the  Revolutionary  armies  prior  to  George  Wash¬ 
ington  taking  over  command,  and  his  home  at  Sudbury,  Massachusetts,  now 
owned  by  Harvard  University,  is  being  maintained  as  a  museum.

MICHAEL  C.  LINEHAN — An  outstanding  insurance  man  of  the 
Lake  George  district,  Michael  C.  Linehan  of  Glens  Falls  has  been  active  in  the 
field  for  twenty  years,  spending  the  past  fifteen  years  as  proprietor  of  his  own 
agency,  which  is  one  of  the  largest  in  Glens  Falls. 

Michael  C.  Linehan  was  born  in  Glens  Falls,  January  n,  1888,  son  of 
Cornelius  and  Helen  (Buckley)  Linehan.

He  is  also  active  in  business 
life,  heading  several  important  local  companies,  and  has  served  his  city  in 
positions  of  public  honor  and  responsibility.

J.  WARD  RUSSELL — An  outstanding  attorney  of  the  Lake  George 
district,  J.  Ward  Russell  of  Glens  Falls  is  also  one  of  the  section’s  leading 
public  officials,  having  given  generously  of  his  time  and  energy  in  various 
offices  ever  since  1912. 

J.  Ward  Russell  was  born  in  Potter,  Yates  County,  August  26,  1878,  son 
of  Bloomfield  W.  and  Sylvia  (Brav ton)  Russell.  Both  parents  were  born  in 
Hartford,  New  York,  and  both  are  now  deceased.  The  father,  Bloomfield  W. 
Russell,  spent  his  life  as  a  farmer. 

After  passing  through  the  grade  schools  of  Potter  and  graduating  from 
the  Glens  Falls  High  School  with  the  class  of  1898,  J.  Ward  Russell  selected 
the  legal  profession  for  his  career.

Gain  these  he  did  despite  major  difficulties  and  for  the  past 
thirty-five  years  he  has  used  his  abilities  and  knowledge  ministering  to  the 
ills  of  others.  For  two  decades  of  this  period  he  has  been  the  health 
officer  of  Glens  Falls,  which  city  is  the  first  and  only  place  in  which  he  has 
practiced  his  profession.  Through  the  years  he  has  come  in  increasingly 
intimate  touch  with  local  persons  and  affairs,  and  has  done  his  full  share 
in  promoting  the  best  interests  of  the  city  and  its  people. 

Dr.  Selleck  was  born  at  Luzerne,  New  York,  April  19,  1877,  son  of 
Myron  P.  and  Elizabeth  (Lord)  Selleck,  both  natives  of  Luzerne  and 
both  now  deceased.  His  father  was  engaged  in  the  lumber  business 
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throughout  practically  all  his  mature  life.  Dr.  Selleck  attended  the  gram¬ 
mar  schools  of  his  birthplace  and  the  Glens  Falls  Academy.  Later  he  was 
able  to  enter  the  Albany  Medical  College,  from  which  he  was  graduated 
in  1903  a  Doctor  of  Medicine.  He  served  as  an  interne  in  the  Albany 
Hospital.  That  same  year  he  returned  to  Glens  Falls  and  established 
himself  in  a  general  practice  which  he  has  since  continued,  serving  a  large 
clientele  and  being  held  in  high  repute  by  colleagues  and  patients. 

Never  content  with  what  he  has  learned  of  medicine  and  surgery,  Dr. 
Selleck  has  always  been  a  student,  not  alone  of  cases  requiring  immediate 
attention,  but  of  the  progress  of  medicine  in  general.  He  has  taken  post¬ 
graduate  work  at  the  New  York  Polyclinic  Hospital,  the  New  York  Post- 
Graduate  School,  and  also  has  pursued  courses  in  New  York  University 
and  Bellevue  Hospital,  New  York  City.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Warren 
County  Medical  Society  and  the  New  York  State  Medical  Association. 
He  is  a  member  of  the  staff  of  the  Glens  Falls  Hospital  and,  as  already 
indicated,  has  been  health  officer  for  the  city  of  Glens  Falls  since  January 
1,  1918.  During  the  World  War,  he  was  a  member  of  the  Medical  Advisory 
Board  and  prominent  in  many  of  the  activities  of  that  strenuous  period. 
Fraternally,  Dr.  Selleck  is  affiliated  with  Glens  Falls  Lodge,  No.  121,  Free 
and  Accepted  Masons ;  the  Glens  Falls  Lodge,  No.  81,  Benevolent  and 
Protective  Order  of  Elks,  of  which  he  is  a  Past  Exalted  Ruler;  and  the 
Rotary  Club.  He  attends  the  Methodist  Church. 

In  1908,  Dr.  Virgil  D.  Selleck  married  Frances  S.  Sheppard,  who  was 
born  at  Warrensburg,  New  York,  and  they  are  the  parents  of  a  daughter, 
Josephine  E.  Selleck,  a  graduate  from  the  famous  Miss  Wheelock’s  School. 


ARTHUR  E.  BROUGHTON — Founder  of  the  firm  of  A.  E.  Brough¬ 
ton  Company,  an  enterprise  engaged  in  the  sale  of  a  certain  patented 
system  pertaining  to  paper-making  throughout  the  world,  Arthur  E. 
Broughton  of  Glens  Falls  is  widely  known  not  only  in  the  merchandising  of 
paper-making  machinery,  but  also  for  his  invention  of  certain  processes  now 
used  by  the  paper-making  industry. 

Arthur  E.  Broughton  was  born  in  Minneapolis,  Minnesota,  October  16, 
1892,  son  of  William  W.  and  Ida  May  (Linkins)  Broughton.  William  W. 
Broughton,  who  is  now  living  in  retirement  on  his  orange  ranch  in  California, 
spent  most  of  his  life  in  Minneapolis,  where  he  was  interested  in  railroading, 
being  traffic  manager  of  the  Great  Northern  Railway  for  a  number  of  years 
and  later  became  president  of  the  Pittsburgh  Coal  Company,  a  position 
which  he  occupied  in  1920  at  the  time  of  his  retirement.  Ida  May  (Linkins) 
Broughton,  his  wife,  who  is  a  native  of  Springfield,  Illinois,  is  also  living  on 
the  family  orange  ranch  in  California.

After  attending  Shattuck  Military  Academy  at  Faribault,  Minnesota,  and 
studying  at  Purdue  University,  Arthur  E.  Broughton  began  his  career  in  the 
plumbing  and  heating  business,  finding  employment  as  an  estimator  with  the 
M.  J.  O’Neil  Company,  of  St.  Paul,  Minnesota,  where  he  remained  for  three 
years.  Then,  after  establishing  himself  in  the  business,  under  the  name  of  the 
Hennipen  Heating  and  Plumbing  Company  in  Minneapolis,  he  became  asso¬ 
ciated  with  the  Healy  Ruff  Company,  of  St.  Paul,  as  a  salesman  and  later  as 
sales  engineer  in  the  merchandising  of  heating  equipment  for  a  period  between 
1919  and  1930.  In  this  time,  Mr.  Broughton  had  invented  certain  processes 
which  were  found  to  be  valuable  in  the  paper-making  industry  and  in  the 
spring  of  1930  he  established  the  A.  E.  Broughton  Company  to  sell  patented 
systems  for  paper  machines.  At  first  he  maintained  his  company’s  headquar¬ 
ters  at  Appleton,  Wisconsin,  but  in  the  fall  of  1935  he  moved  his  entire  estab¬ 
lishment  to  Glens  Falls  in  order  to  continue  the  development  of  his  business  in 
all  parts  of  the  world  as  well  as  in  North  America.  Mr.  Broughton’s  career 
was,  however,  broken  into  by  his  service  in  the  World  War  for,  enlisting  as  a 
private  in  the  United  States  Army  Signal  Corps  in  1917,  he  was  appointed 
first  mechanical  sergeant  in  the  16th  Corps  of  the  2d  Regiment  of  Motor 
Mechanics  and  was  sent  to  France  in  the  spring  of  1918,  where  he  was 
assigned  to  the  French  Army  for  the  purpose  of  repairing  French  tanks 
which  had  been  battered  in  action.  This  work  took  Mr.  Broughton  to  points 
immediately  behind  the  front  line  trenches  and  he  remained  near  the  front 
during  his  entire  service  with  the  French  Army,  a  period  ending  only  with  the 
signing  of  the  Armistice.  Absorbed  then  by  the  United  States  Army,  he  was 
made  first  sergeant  and  returned  to  America,  receiving  his  discharge  in  the 
spring  of  1919  at  Fort  Dodge,  Des  Moines,  Iowa.  A  member  of  Alpha  Tau 
Omega  Fraternity,  Mr.  Broughton  also  belongs  to  Cataract  Lodge,  Free  and 
Accepted  Masons,  of  Minneapolis.  From  his  various  business  responsibilities, 
he  finds  recreation  in  boating  and  fishing,  maintaining  his  boat  on  Lake 
George. 

Arthur  E.  Broughton  married  Frances  Ulm,  who  is  a  native  of  Minne¬ 
apolis.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Broughton  are  the  parents  of  two  children:  1.  Robert 
William,  born  October  7,  1936.

CHARLES  GELMAN — The  lives  of  men  like  Charles  Gelman  make 
colorful  chronicles  of  determined  struggles,  the  overcoming  of  obstacles  and 
the  masterful  attainment  of  merited  success.  Here  is  a  man  of  foreign  birth, 
almost  matured  before  he  came  to  America,  who  made  the  most  of  his  oppor¬ 
tunities  in  the  New  World  and  has  served  the  communities  with  which  he  has 
been  identified  so  ably  that  he  holds  the  respect  and  affection  of  all  who  know 
him. 
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Charles  Gelman  was  born  in  Hungary,  on  December  3,  1873,  son  °f  Ber¬ 
nard  and  Betty  (Schottland)  Gelman,  both  natives  of  Hungary  and  both 
deceased.  His  father  was  an  innkeeper  in  the  old  country.  The  son  received 
a  sound  education,  and  had  assisted  the  older  man  as  a  youth.  Then  America 
beckoned,  and  in  the  1890’s  Charles  Gelman  was  able  to  make  the  great  adven¬ 
ture  to  come  to  the  United  States,  reputed  land  of  wealth  and  freedom.  His 
choice  of  years  was  not  especially  good,  what  with  business  depression  and  a 
war  affecting  the  country.  Mr.  Gelman  discovered  that  there  were  more  men 
than  jobs,  but  found  work  as  a  barber  in  Brooklyn,  New  York.  After  about 
a  year  he  secured  employment  with  the  S.  Bauman  wholesale  house,  dealers  in 
piece  goods,  and  continued  along  this  line  for  some  time.  He  also  worked  in  a 
branch  store  in  the  Harlem  section  of  the  metropolis  which  did  a  retail  trade. 

Times  still  continued  none  too  good,  and  Mr.  Gelman  sought  better  oppor¬ 
tunities.  He  went  to  California,  where,  in  Vallejo,  he  secured  employment  in 
Levee’s  Department  Store,  remaining  for  about  four  years.  Then  he  came 
East  again  and  worked  for  Bauman  and  Gelman  in  Meriden,  Connecticut. 
Soon  he  removed  to  Bridgeport,  in  the  same  State,  this  time  to  be  associated 
with  the  Laborde-Gelman  Company.  He  was  getting  along  well  but  had  not 
yet  found  the  right  place  or  opportunity  he  sought.  But  he  was  on  his  way, 
however,  when  he  went  to  Troy,  New  York,  and  became  associated  with  the 
Goodkind  Company.  Ultimately,  he,  with  others,  was  able  to  buy  up  the 
interests  of  the  original  owners,  and  the  concern  became  Merkel,  Kempner 
and  Gelman.  In  February,  1917,  they  bought  out  Goodson  Brothers,  in  Glens 
Falls.  After  the  death  of  Mr.  Kempner,  the  firm  became  known  as  Merkel 
and  Gelman. 

Aside  from  his  strenuous  business  activities,  Mr.  Gelman  has  been  notably 
prominent  in  local  affairs.  As  a  citizen  he  has  shown  himself  tolerant,  just 
and  constructive.  He  has  been  a  member  of  the  board  of  directors  of  the 
Young  Men’s  Christian  Association  for  fourteen  years,  and  is  president  of  the 
Young  Men’s  Hebrew  Association.  He  was  to  the  fore  on  the  Board  of 
Public  Service  under  the  Hitchcock  administration,  and  on  the  Street  Com¬ 
mission  under  Mayor  Griffin,  although  never  a  seeker  of  political  office.  Other 
connections  are  membership  upon  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  Old  Ladies’ 
Home,  director  of  the  Community  Chest,  member  of  the  Recreation  Commis¬ 
sion  for  Glens  Falls.  He  is  treasurer  and  a  trustee  of  Temple  Beth  El,  and 
is  often  an  attendant  also  at  Christ  Church.  His  own  recreations  are  chiefly 
bridge  and  golf. 

Charles  Gelman  married  Vilma  Goldwater,  a  native  of  New  York  City, 
and  their  children  are:  1.  Elsa  Gelman,  a  graduate  of  the  grammar  and  high 
schools  of  Glens  Falls,  who  is  a  student  at  Oberlin  College,  Ohio.  She  is 
majoring  in  the  playing  of  the  harp  and  has  studied  under  Salsado.  2.  Babette 
Gelman,  who  will  shortlv  praduate  from  the  Glens  Falls  High  School. 
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RALPH  PIERSON  SMITH — One  of  the  attorneys  of  Hudson  Falls, 
Ralph  Pierson  Smith  is  also  a  leading  citizen,  giving  generously  of  his  time  in 
various  offices  of  public  responsibility,  as  well  as  being  the  treasurer  of  his 
church,  the  First  Baptist  Church  of  Hudson  Falls. 

Ralph  Pierson  Smith  was  born  in  Hudson  Falls,  May  5,  1898,  son  of 
Walter  C.  and  Lydia  (Pierson)  Smith.  Walter  C.  Smith,  who  was  a  native 
of  Sandy  Plill,  is  deceased,  as  is  his  wife,  Lydia  (Pierson)  Smith,  who,  a 
native  of  Glens  Falls,  died  in  1903. 

After  passing  through  the  grade  schools  and  graduating  from  the  Hudson 
Falls  High  School.  Ralph  Pierson  Smith,  selecting  the  law  as  his  profession, 
attended  the  Albany  Law  School,  receiving  his  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws  in 
1924.  Admitted  to  the  New  York  State  bar  in  1925,  he  established  his  office 
in  Hudson  Falls,  where  he  has  maintained  his  practice  through  the  present 
time.

ROBERT  W.  BASCOM — An  outstanding  attorney  of  Fort  Edward, 
Robert  W.  Bascom  also  devotes  himself  generously  to  the  welfare  of  his  com¬ 
munity,  serving  in  various  offices  and  capacities. 

Robert  W.  Bascom  was  born  in  Fort  Edward,  July  15,  1909,  son  of 
Wyman  S.  and  Esther  L.  (Cowles)  Bascom.  Wyman  S.  Bascom,  a  native  of 
Fort  Edward,  is  county  judge  of  Washington  County;  Esther  L.  (Cowles) 
Bascom,  his  wife,  who  is  deceased,  was  a  native  of  Glens  Falls. 

After  attending  the  public  schools  of  Fort  Edward,  Glens  Falls  Academy, 
and  Hudson  Falls  High  School,  Robert  W.  Bascom,  determining  to  follow  his 
father  into  the  legal  profession,  took  his  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  from 
Union  College,  Schenectady,  in  1930,  and  then  graduated  as  a  Bachelor  of 
Laws  from  the  Albany  Law  School  in  1933.

BLANCHE  E.  TURNEY—  Town  clerk  of  Fort  Edward  for  nearly 
twenty  years,  Blanche  E.  Turney  is  one  of  the  leading  women  members  of  the 
Republican  party  in  Washington  County,  as  well  as  being  an  able  and  con¬ 
scientious  public  servant. 

Blanche  E.  (Betts)  Turney  was  born  in  Moreau,  Saratoga  County,  April 
11,  1879,  daughter  of  George  M.  and  Elizabeth  (Shonts)  Betts.  George  M.

A.  Davis  is  also  a  leading  citizen  of  his  community,  having  been  postmaster  for 
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many  years  and  being  at  present  the  secretary  of  the  Board  of  Education  of 
Fort  Edward. 

Fred  A.  Davis  was  born  in  Adirondack,  Warren  County,  the  town  being 
known  then  as  Mill  Brook,  March  15,  1863.  After  passing  through  the  public 
schools  of  Fort  Edward,  Fred  A.  Davis  found  employment  as  manager  of  the 
Western  Union  News  Stand  and  established  a  stationery  business,  which  he 
operated  for  twenty-five  years,  being  postmaster  of  Fort  Edward  for  some 
thirteen  years  of  the  period.

This  agency,  which  was  established  in  1872,  was  operated  for 
many  years  by  Mr.  Ketchum  until  Mr.  Davis  took  it  over.  Mr.  Davis  is  a 
member  of  the  Republican  party  and  always  deeply  interested  in  the  civic  con¬ 
cerns  of  Fort  Edward.  Secretary  of  the  New  York  State  Volunteer  Firemen’s 
Association,  Mr.  Davis  has  also  added  to  his  responsibilities  by  being  the  secre¬ 
tary  and  treasurer  of  the  Fort  Edward  Savings  and  Loan  Association.  Mr. 
Davis  is  a  member  of  the  Christian  Science  Church. 

Fred  A.  Davis  married  (first)  Margaret  Armsby,  of  Albany,  who  is 
deceased.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Davis  were  the  parents  of  two  children:  1.  Frederick

graduated  from  Cornell  University  in  1915  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Arts  and  is  now  established  in  New  Haven,  Connecticut,  as  a  landscape  archi¬ 
tect.  2.  Kathryn  A.,  who  graduated  from  the  grade  schools  and  the  high 
school  of  Fort  Edward ;  she  died  in  March,  1935.  Fred  A.  Davis  married 
(second),  in  1931,  Grace  Paris  Moon. 


GEORGE  F.  ROUSSEAU — As  State’s  Attorney  and  former  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Vermont  State  Senate,  George  F.  Rousseau,  resident  and  business 
leader  of  the  community  of  Grand  Isle,  has  established  an  enviable  reputation 
as  a  legislator  and  through  his  accomplishments  is  ranked  as  one  of  the  most 
prominent  public  figures  in  the  northern  part  of  the  State. 

Mr.  Rousseau  was  born  in  Burlington,  February  28,  1892,  the  son  of 
Alphonse  Fortema  and  Emilie  (Foisy)  Rousseau,  both  of  his  birthplace, 
where  his  father  served  as  a  United  States  mail  carrier  for  sixteen  vears,  later 
was  a  clerk  in  the  post  office  and  then  established  himself  in  farming,  in 
which  he  remained  engaged  until  the  time  of  his  passing. 

After  a  general  education  in  the  public  schools  of  South  Burlington,  and 
Burlington,  young  Rousseau  attended  the  Lyndon  School  of  Agriculture  at 
Lyndonville  for  two  years.  Finishing  his  training  he  began  to  farm  at  Cam¬ 
bridge  Junction  and  after  continuing  here  for  about  a  year  came  to  Grand 
Isle,  where  he  began  operating  another  property  in  January,  1916.  In  1919 
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he  retired  from  farming  and  began  a  career  in  the  garage  business,  which  he 
has  since  operated  with  such  outstanding  distinction  and  success.  Under  his 
able  management  the  venture  has  expanded  and  prospered.  In  addition  to  the 
storage  and  repair  features  which  he  initiated  he  also  began  marketing  form 
machinery  in  1924,  and  three  years  later  inaugurated  a  trucking  business.  In 
addition  to  these  activities  he  also  engages  in  subcontracting  and  has  done 
road  building  in  many  sections  of  the  State. 

As  a  resident  of  Grand  Isle  he  has  contributed  substantially  to  the  social 
and  civic  welfare  of  the  community  and  is  identified  with  several  of  the  lead¬ 
ing  local  organizations  in  this  section,  including  the  lodge  of  the  Order  of 
Free  and  Accepted  Masons  at  South  Hero.  The  extent  of  his  popularity  is 
evidenced  by  the  fact  that  though  he  has  been  a  member  of  a  minority  party 
in  the  State,  nevertheless  the  electorate  has  seen  fit  to  entrust  him  to  high 
office  of  public  trust.  In  addition  to  his  offices  as  State’s  Attorney  and  Senator, 
he  also  occupied  the  post  of  selectman  of  Grand  Isle  for  nine  years.  In 
politics  he  is  a  leader  of  the  Democratic  party  in  Vermont,  and  in  his  reli¬ 
gious  convictions  worships  at  the  Universalist  Church.  His  principal  hobby 
is  devoted  to  the  reading  of  State  and  county  history. 

Mr.  Rousseau  married  Ruth  E.  McDowell,  of  Lyndonville,  who  was  edu¬ 
cated  at  the  Lyndon  Institute.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Rousseau  were  the  parents  of 
five  children:  1.  Emilie,  who  was  born  at  Grand  Isle  and  died  at  the  age  of 
four  years.  2.  Arthur  McDowell,  also  a  native  of  this  community  and  edu¬ 
cated  in  the  public  schools  of  Burlington.  3.  David  George,  who  attended 
the  public  schools  of  his  native  Grand  Isle  and  Burlington,  and  is  now  taking 
a  pre-medical  course  at  the  University  of  Vermont.  4.  Yvonne,  now  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  senior  class  at  the  Burlington  High  School.  5.  Ronald,  a  student 
in  the  Grand  Isle  public  schools. 


KARL  R.  KARLSON — Resident  manager  of  the  Union  Paper  Com¬ 
pany  in  Hudson  Falls,  Karl  R.  Karlson  is  one  of  the  leading  paper  manufac¬ 
turing  technicians  in  America,  having  gone  into  executive  work  only  after 
years  spent  as  a  research  chemist  in  paper  mills  both  in  New  York  State  and 
in  Wisconsin. 

Karl  R.  Karlson  was  born  at  Falkoping,  Sweden,  November  25,  1902,  son 
of  Victor  and  Thyra  C.  (Fleuron)  Karlson.  Victor  Karlson,  who  was  a  native 
of  Sweden,  passed  his  life  as  a  builder,  being  president  of  a  construction  and 
building  corporation.  Thyra  C.  (Fleuron)  Karlson,  his  wife,  is  a  native  of 
Alsace-Lorraine,  France. 

After  passing  through  the  public  schools  and  the  gymnasium  in  Skara, 
Sweden,  Karl  R.  Karlson,  selecting  the  medical  profession  for  his  career,

DANIEL  DENIO — Manager  of  the  firm  of  Rogers  and  Carlton,  fur¬ 
niture  dealers,  Daniel  Denio,  of  Hudson  Falls,  has  occupied  his  position  for 
the  past  fifteen  years,  having  been  with  the  firm  for  more  than  thirty  years 
and  coming  to  occupy  a  leading  position  as  one  of  the  leading  merchants  of 
Hudson  Falls. 

Daniel  Denio  was  born  in  Fort  Edward,  August  15,  1885,  son  of  Daniel 
and  Elodia  (Enfield)  Denio.  Daniel  Denio,  who  was  born  in  Smith  Basin, 
spent  most  of  his  life  in  Hudson  Falls.

JOHN  P.  BURKE  — President  and  secretary  of  the  International 
Brotherhood  of  Pulp,  Sulphite  and  Paper  Mill  Workers,  John  P.  Burke,  of 
Fort  Edward,  is  one  of  the  leading  labor  officials  in  the  country  and,  in  addi- 
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tion,  is  an  outstanding  labor  journalist,  being  the  editor  of  the  “Pulp,  Sulphite 
and  Paper  Mill  Workers’  Journal,”  a  quarterly  published  by  the  International 
Brotherhood  of  Pulp,  Sulphite  and  Paper  Mill  Workers  at  Fort  Edward. 

John  P.  Burke  was  born  at  North  Duxbury,  Vermont,  April  21,  1884. 
After  passing  through  the  district  schools  of  Duxbury,  Vermont,  he  found  his 
first  employment  at  the  age  of  fourteen  in  a  factory  at  Franklin,  New  Hamp¬ 
shire,  where  he  remained  for  eighteen  years,  working  in  various  hosiery, 
woolen,  and  paper  mills  in  the  New  Hampshire  city.  During  this  time,  Mr. 
Burke  served  for  six  years  as  a  member  of  the  State  of  the  New  Hampshire 
National  Guard  and  also  became  a  leader  in  the  paper  industry  labor  move¬ 
ment.  Finally,  in  January  of  1917,  he  was  elected  the  president  of  the  Inter¬ 
national  Brotherhood  of  Pulp,  Sulphite  and  Paper  Mill  Workers,  with  head¬ 
quarters  in  Fort  Edward,  New  York,  an  office  in  which  he  has  continued 
through  the  present  time,  being  reelected  each  term  and  becoming  the  leader  of 
this  organization  of  some  fifty  thousand  workers  in  the  paper  manufacturing 
industry. 

The  International  Brotherhood  of  Pulp,  Sulphite  and  Paper  Mill  Workers 
traces  its  origin  to  the  first  local  union  of  pulp  and  sulphite  workers  in  North 
America,  the  local  formed  under  affiliation  with  the  American  Federation  of 
Labor  at  Fort  Edward,  July  12,  1901.  Soon,  other  locals  were  similarly 
formed  in  various  paper  cities  in  New  York  and  in  New  England,  with  mem¬ 
bership  being  limited  to  workers  in  pulp  and  paper  mills  outside  of  the  paper 
machine  rooms.  In  August,  1902,  the  American  Federation  of  Labor  trans¬ 
ferred  all  the  local  unions  of  pulp  and  sulphite  workers  to  the  International 
Brotherhood  of  Paper  Makers  and  until  January  of  1906  this  single  organiza¬ 
tion  embraced  the  entire  pulp  and  paper  industry.  Unfortunately,  this  amalga¬ 
mation  did  not  function  as  smoothly  as  had  been  anticipated  and  friction 
developed  between  the  two  branches  of  the  trade  so  seriously  that,  in  January, 
1906,  the  pulp  and  sulphite  workers  voted  to  secede  from  the  International 
Brotherhood  of  Paper  Makers  and  to  establish  their  own  organization,  the 
International  Brotherhood  of  Pulp,  Sulphite,  and  Paper  Mill  Workers,  with 
headquarters  permanently  at  Fort  Edward.  This  action  resulted  in  some 
three  years  of  difficulty  between  the  new  organization  and  its  former  parent, 
but  on  July  2,  1909,  troubles  were  adjusted  and  ever  since  the  International 
Brotherhood  of  Paper  Makers  and  the  International  Brotherhood  of  Pulp, 
Sulphite  and  Paper  Mill  Workers  have  worked  in  harmony  and  given  each 
other  full  cooperation.  James  F.  Fitzgerald,  of  Fort  Edward,  the  first  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Pulp,  Sulphite  and  Paper  Mill  Workers,  resigned  in  1908  and  was 
followed  in  office  by  John  H.  Malin,  of  Fort  Edward,  who  served  until  Jan¬ 
uary,  1917,  when  Mr.  Burke  was  chosen.  When  the  Brotherhood  was  estab¬ 
lished,  tour  workers  were  required  to  labor  twelve  hours  and  ten  hours  for 
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day  workers,  and,  in  some  cases,  received  as  little  as  ten  cents  an  hour  while 
mechanics  received  about  twenty  cents  an  hour.  Today,  thanks  to  the  work 
of  the  unions,  during  the  past  thirty-seven  years,  weekly  hours  range  between 
thirty-six  and  forty-eight  hours  and  even  the  least  skilled  workers  receive  as 
much  as  did  the  highest  skilled  machine  tenders  in  1901.  Today,  the  Brother¬ 
hood  has  written  collective  bargains  with  more  than  two  hundred  pulp  and 
paper  companies  in  the  United  States  and  Canada,  its  membership  reaching 
from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific  and  from  far  off  Newfoundland  and  Ontario, 
Canada,  in  the  North,  to  the  pine  forests  of  Alabama  and  Louisiana  in  the 
South.  Other  officers,  in  addition  to  Mr.  Burke,  the  president  and  secretary, 
include  Bart  Doody  of  Palmer,  New  York,  treasurer,  and  the  following  vice- 
presidents,  ranking  in  the  order  named :  Maurice  LaBelle,  of  Ottawa,  Ontario ; 
H.  W.  Sullivan,  of  Worcester,  Massachusetts;  J.  W.  Taylor,  of  Topsham, 
Maine;  William  H.  Burnell,  of  Espanola,  Ontario;  S.  A.  Stephens,  of  Thor- 
old,  Ontario ;  Raymond  A.  Richards,  of  Wisconsin  Rapids,  Wisconsin ;  and 
John  Sherman,  of  Port  Angeles,  Washington.  The  Brotherhood  of  Pulp, 
Sulphite  and  Paper  Mill  Workers  has  won  for  itself  an  enviable  standing  in 
the  pulp  and  paper  trade  for  fair  dealing  and  close  cooperation  in  everything 
that  will  advance  the  best  interests  of  the  industry  as  a  whole  and  in  the  com¬ 
munities  in  which  the  mills  are  established. 

John  P.  Burke  married,  August  21,  1921,  in  Albany,  Bessie  Leon,  of 
Brooklyn,  New  York. 

HENRY  R.  WAIT — Sole  proprietor  and  manager  of  Russell  and 
Wait,  one  of  the  leading  book  and  stationery  stores  of  Glens  Falls,  Henry  R. 
Wait  has  devoted  nearly  forty  years  to  merchandising  as  well  as  being  active 
in  all  enterprises  and  movements  which  have  led  to  the  betterment  of  Glens 
Falls  and  Warren  County. 

Henry  R.  Wait  was  born  in  Conklingville,  Saratoga  County,  November  14, 
1866.  After  passing  through  the  public  schools  of  Glens  Falls,  Mr.  Wait 
found  his  first  employment  as  a  clerk  in  the  store  of  D.  W.  Sherman  and  I. 
N.  Scott,  later  being  employed  in  a  similar  capacity  by  Wilmarth  and  Sons. 
Then,  in  1904,  Henry  R.  Wait  joined  forces  with  George  B.  Russell  and  they 
purchased  the  mercantile  establishment  of  Crittenden  and  Cowles  Company, 
forming  the  firm  of  Russell  and  Wait,  an  enterprise  which  they  operated 
jointly  until  1920  when  Mr.  Wait  took  over  the  entire  business  and  has  con¬ 
tinued  to  operate  the  store  as  the  sole  proprietor,  increasing  the  number  of 
employees  from  two  to  the  present  total  of  eight.  The  store,  which  is  an  out¬ 
standing  book  shop,  also  merchandises  various  lines  of  stationery  as  well  as 
wallpaper  and  related  products.  A  member  of  Senate  Lodge,  No.  456,  Free 
and  Accepted  Masons  of  Glens  Falls,  Mr.  Wait  also  supports  his  community 
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by  membership  in  the  Glens  Falls  Rotary  Club,  and  he  belongs  to  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church  of  Glens  Falls,  an  institution  of  which  he  was  formerly  a 
deacon  and  now  an  elder. 

Henry  R.  Wait  married,  in  Glens  Falls,  Minnie  Draper,  now  deceased,  who 
was  born  in  Glens  Falls.  Mr.  Wait  is  the  father  of  a  daughter,  Charlotte  D. 
Wait,  who,  after  passing  through  the  public  schools  of  Glens  Falls  and  grad¬ 
uating  from  the  Glens  Falls  High  School,  attended  Simmons  College  in  Boston, 
Massachusetts,  an  institution  from  which  she  obtained  her  degree  of  Bachelor 
of  Science. 


REV.  M.  S.  O’DONNELL — A  member  of  the  Roman  Catholic  priest¬ 
hood  for  the  past  thirty-seven  years,*  Rev.  M.  S.  O’Donnell  has  served  as 
pastor  of  St.  Mary’s  Church  in  Poultney,  Vermont,  since  1919,  and  during 
his  years  of  tireless  effort  in  behalf  of  the  salvation  of  more  than  twelve  hun¬ 
dred  parishioners  he  has  endeared  himself  in  the  hearts  of  all  who  esteem 
and  love  him  as  a  devoted  servant  of  God,  and  a  most  public-spirited  citizen. 

Father  O’Donnell  was  born  at  South  Burlington,  Vermont,  May  3,  1871, 
the  son  of  James  and  Hannah  (Kennalley)  O’Donnell,  both  deceased.  James 
O’Donnell,  a  native  of  Tipperary,  Ireland,  came  to  the  United  States  in  1859, 
at  the  age  of  fifteen  years.  He  departed  this  life  March  9,  1926.  Hannah 
(Kennalley)  O’Donnell,  born  at  Limerick,  Ireland,  in  1847,  died  in  1894. 

After  completing  his  studies  at  Montreal  College  in  Montreal,  Canada, 
Father  O’Donnell  entered  St.  Paul’s  Seminary  in  St.  Paul,  Minnesota,  and 
later  entered  Mt.  St.  Mary’s  College  at  Eminitsburg,  Maryland.  He  was 
ordained  to  the  priesthood  December  19,  1902,  by  Most  Rev.  John  Joseph 
Williams  at  the  Cathedral  of  the  Holy  Cross  in  Boston,  Massachusetts,  and 
his  first  assignment  was  as  an  assistant  at  the  Cathedral  in  Burlington,  Ver¬ 
mont.  Two  months  later  he  was  transferred  to  St.  Michael’s  Church  in 
Brattleboro,  Vermont,  but  after  a  short  period  there,  he  was  sent  to  St. 
Peter’s  Church  in  Rutland,  as  an  assistant  priest.  After  eleven  months  in 
this  parish,  he  was  sent  to  St.  Mary’s  Church  in  Fair  Haven,  and  after  nine 
months  there,  he  was  appointed  pastor  of  St.  John  the  Baptist  Church  at 
Enosburg  Falls.  During  his  three  years  at  this  church,  he  completed  the  con¬ 
struction  of  the  new  edifice,  and  then  he  was  sent  to  Randolph,  as  pastor  of 
S.S.  Donation  and  Rogation  Church.  He  remained  here  for  nine  years,  dur¬ 
ing  which  period  he  built  St.  Anthony’s  Church,  a  beautiful  edifice  of  Eng¬ 
lish  Gothic  design,  and  while  pastor  here,  he  had  charge  of  all  outgoing  mis¬ 
sions.  On  September  26,  1919,  Father  O’Donnell  came  to  Poultney  as  pastor 
of  St.  Raphael’s  Church,  and  he  has  continued  here  to  the  present  day. 

This  church  was  built  in  1902  by  Rev.  J.  P.  Houlihan,  the  town  of  Poult¬ 
ney  having  been  made  a  parish  in  1884.  Previously,  St.  Raphael’s  Church 
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had  been  built  in  1864,  by  Rev.  Thomas  Lynch,  of  West  Rutland,  and  in 
1884  Rev.  Jerome  M.  Gelot  became  the  first  resident  rector.  Today  St. 
Raphael’s  Church  is  one  of  the  largest  Catholic  churches  in  the  State,  and  the 
local  populace  realize  that  the  steady  growth  of  this  parish  is  largely  due  to 
the  influence  and  hard  work  of  Father  O’Donnell,  who  has  always  been  fore¬ 
most  in  his  religious  instruction  and  advice,  and  in  his  advocacy  of  clean 
wholesome  recreational  facilities.  Before  he  studied  for  the  clergy,  he  was 
greatly  interested  in  dramatics,  and  ever  since  he  became  a  priest,  he  has  taken 
a  keen  interest  in  the  presentation  of  plays  and  cantatas  by  the  various  soci¬ 
eties  in  his  congregation. 

bather  O’Donnell  is  affiliated  with  the  Knights  of  Columbus,  and  during 
the  World  War,  he  was  appointed  by  President  Wilson  as  one  of  the  “four- 
minute”  speakers  from  Vermont. 


ARTHUR  J.  DeLONG — Proprietor  of  the  DeLong  and  Sons  Hard¬ 
ware  Company,  the  oldest  hardware  retail  establishment  in  Glens  Falls,  Arthur 
J.  DeLong  has  devoted  forty  years  to  the  development  of  the  enterprise,  as 
well  as  taking  .an  active  part  in  the  advancement  of  the  welfare  of  his  com¬ 
munity. 

Arthur  J.  DeLong  was  born  in  Glens  Falls,  September  10,  1879,  the  son 
of  John  B.  and  Emma  (Thompson)  DeLong.  John  B.  DeLong,  who  was  born 
at  Sacandaga  River,  passed  his  life  as  a  merchant  in  the  business  which  his 
father,  Zopher  DeLong,  established.  Emma  (Thompson)  DeLong,  wife  of 
John  B.  DeLong,  also  deceased,  was  born  in  Glens  Falls. 

After  passing  through  the  grade  schools  of  Glens  Falls  and  graduating 
from  the  Glens  Falls  High  School,  Arthur  J.  DeLong  prepared  for  a  career 
in  business  by  attending  the  Albany  Business  School,  from  which  he  graduated 
in  1897.  Then,  after  spending  two  years  with  W.  H.  Morton,  a  wholesale 
coal  dealer  in  Albany,  he  returned  to  Glens  Falls  to  take  up  his  duties  in  the 
DeLong  and  Sons  Hardware  Company,  where  he  has  remained  through  the 
present  time.  This  enterprise  was  organized  by  Zopher  DeLong  in  1863  or 
1864  and  was  first  located  on  Warren  Street,  being  moved  to  its  present  loca¬ 
tion  after  the  Warren  Street  building  burned.  The  company  passed  through 
the  fire  and  subsequent  removal  without  loss  of  a  single  day’s  business,  the 
stock  being  largely  saved  from  the  flames  and  a  temporary  retailing  arrange¬ 
ment  set  up  in  an  empty  barn  while  new  quarters  were  being  prepared.  In 
the  early  days  of  the  business,  transportation  facilities  were  very  poor  and 
Zopher  DeLong  was  compelled  to  travel  to  New  York  City  twice  a  year  to 
select  his  stock  (there  were  no  traveling  salesmen  in  those  days)  and  then 
freight  his  purchases  by  steamer  up  the  Hudson  and  by  canal  boat  from  tide 
water  to  Glens  Falls  over  a  branch  of  the  old  Champlain  Canal.  Eventually, 
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Zopher  DeLong  was  joined  in  this  business  by  his  two  sons,  creating  the  firm 
of  DeLong  and  Sons  Hardware  Company.  Later,  Arthur  J.  DeLong  and  his 
brother  joined  the  firm  for  the  third  generation,  maintaining  the  enterprise  as 
a  partnership  until  the  brother,  Charles  F.  DeLong,  died,  leaving  the  business 
entirely  to  Arthur  J.  DeLong.  Mr.  DeLong.  who  has  always  been  interested 
in  the  welfare  of  Glens  Falls  and  supported  all  worth  while  community  move¬ 
ments,  served  two  terms  as  a  member  of  the  Glens  Falls  Board  of  Health.  In 
addition  to  the  pleasure  which  he  finds  in  his  camps  on  Lake  George,  he  finds 
recreation  from  his  business  responsibilities  by  indulgence  in  gardening  and 
playing  bridge. 

Arthur  J.  DeLong  married,  in  Glens  Falls,  August  28,  1913,  Maude  Ride, 
who  is  a  native  of  Glens  Falls.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  DeLong  are  the  parents  of  five 
children:  1.  Annis  M.  2.  John  B.,  born  in  Glens  Falls,  educated  in  the  public 
schools,  and  after  graduating  from  the  Glens  Falls  High  School,  graduated 
from  the  University  of  Maine,  and  is  planning  to  attend  Columbia  University, 
where  he  will  study  medicine  and  surgery.  3.  Arthur  J.,  who,  after  graduat¬ 
ing  from  the  public  schools  and  the  Glens  Falls  High  School,  is  now  studying 
commercial  art  at  the  Pratt  Institute,  Brooklyn.  4.  Philip  R.,  now  a  student  at 
the  Glens  Falls  High  School.  5.  Lois  M.,  also  a  student  at  the  Glens  Falls 
High  School. 

HOWARD  G.  POTTER — An  outstanding  real  estate  and  insurance 
practitioner  of  Glens  Falls,  Howard  G.  Potter  has  assumed  a  leading  position 
in  the  field  of  property  management  as  well  as  in  the  development  and  rehabili¬ 
tation  of  properties. 

Howard  G.  Potter  was  born  at  Glens  Falls,  June  7,  1905,  son  of  Herbert 
G.  and  Mable  (Gardinor)  Potter.  Herbert  G.  Potter,  who  was  a  native  of 
Glens  Falls,  was  a  farmer  for  most  of  the  active  period  of  his  life,  spending 
the  final  ten  years  of  his  allotment  as  clerk  of  the  Surrogate  Court  as  well  as 
being  official  historian  of  the  town  of  Queensbury,  an  honor  which  came  to 
him  because  of  his  deep  interest  in  the  past  and  his  laborious  research  in 
unearthing  the  record  of  former  days  in  Warren  County.  Mable  (Gardinor)

from  the  Glens  Falls  High  School,  Howard  G.  Potter  entered  the  University 
of  Pennsylvania,  receiving  his  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  from  that  insti¬ 
tution  in  1929.

While  Mr.  Potter’s  business  embraces  the  customary  field  of  activity 
of  real  estate  and  insurance,  he  has  come  to  specialize  in  property  management 
and  handles  several  large  accounts  in  this  field,  some  of  his  clients  being  the 
Metropolitan  Life  Insurance  Company,  the  Metal  Office  Furniture  Company, 
and  the  Home  Owners’  Loan  Corporation.  In  addition,  he  is  also  very  active 
in  the  field  of  rehabilitation  of  old  properties ;  buying  estates,  developing  and 
remodeling  them,  and  then  selling  them.  When  Mr.  Potter  started  out  in 
business  five  years  ago,  he  conducted  his  affairs  without  any  employees ;  today 
he  has  an  office  staff  of  two  regular  employees  and,  from  time  to  time,  uses  a 
field  force  of  some  half  dozen  men.  Interested  in  civic  affairs  of  his  com¬ 
munity,  Mr.  Potter  is  an  active  member  of  the  Republican  party,  and  belongs 
to  Glens  Falls  Lodge,  No.  121,  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  as  well  as  being  a 
member  of  the  Glens  Falls  Masonic  Club.  He  attends  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Glens  Falls  and,  from  time  to  time,  finds  opportunity  to  indulge 
himself  in  his  favorite  recreation  of  traveling. 

LESLIE  W.  COULTER — One  of  the  outstanding  civil  engineers  of 
the  Lake  George  district,  Leslie  W.  Coulter  of  Glens  Falls,  is  senior  member 
of  the  firm  of  Coulter  and  Ashley,  engineers,  and  one  of  the  most  widely 
known  members  of  his  profession,  having  worked  as  a  construction  engineer 
on  industrial  plants  in  many  parts  of  the  United  States. 

Leslie  W.  Coulter  was  born  in  Chicago,  Illinois,  December  18,  1893,  son 
of  Frank  and  Jennie  (Roth)  Coulter.  Frank  Coulter,  who  was  a  native  of 
Chicago,  was  engaged  in  the  packing  business,  an  activity  in  which  he  was 
prominent  at  the  time  of  his  death.  Jennie  (Roth)  Coulter,  his  wife,  is  also 
a  native  of  Chicago. 

After  passing  through  the  grade  schools  of  the  city  of  Chicago,  and  gradu¬ 
ating  from  the  Chicago  High  School,  Leslie  W.  Coulter,  finding  employment 
in  the  engineering  department  of  the  Chicago  and  Northwestern  Railroad,  an 
association  to  which  he  devoted  eight  years,  became  so  interested  in  his  profes¬ 
sion  that  he  devoted  his  nights  to  its  study,  thus  mastering  the  theory  of  civil 
engineering  while  he  acquired  its  practical  aspects  through  his  daily  work. 
After  leaving  the  Chicago  and  Northwestern  Railroad,  Mr.  Coulter  came  East 
and  began  a  long  association  with  the  General  Motors  Corporation,  being 
employed  in  their  building  department,  an  occupation  which,  concerned  with 
the  construction  and  equipping  of  plants  for  the  corporation,  carried  Mr. 
Coulter  into  many  parts  of  the  United  States  and  making  him  a  widely  known 
figure  in  engineering  circles.  About  1923,  however,  Mr.  Coulter  resigned 
from  the  General  Motors  Corporation  and  entered  his  present  practice  of  his 
profession,  first  becoming  associated  with  the  firm  of  Meyer,  Bowers,  and 
Ashley,  Inc.,  of  Glens  Falls,  New  York.  Mr.  Coulter  eventually  became  a 
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partner  in  the  firm,  which  was  organized  about  1913,  and  then,  when  the  cor¬ 
poration  was  dissolved  about  1934,  he  formed  a  partnership  known  as  Ashley 
and  Coulter,  to  continue  the  engineering  services  of  the  former  enterprise, 
locating  himself  in  Glens  Falls.  Deeply  interested  in  community  and  political 
problems,  Mr.  Coulter  is  a  member  of  the  Republican  party  and  also  supports 
his  profession  by  membership  in  the  New  York  State  Society  of  Professional 
Engineers  and  Land  Surveyors  as  well  as  belonging  to  Solomon’s  Lodge,  No. 
196,  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  of  Tarrytown.  He  is  a  member  of  the  First 
Methodist  Church  of  Glens  Falls,  and  finds  his  recreation  in  the  practice  of 
his  two  hobbies  of  hunting  and  fishing. 

Leslie  W.  Coulter  married  Eolo  Weed,  a  native  of  Rouses  Point,  New 
York.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Coulter  are  the  parents  of  a  daughter,  June,  who  is  a 
student  in  the  public  schools  of  Glens  Falls. 

CHARLES  V.  FURNESS— President  of  the  Spotlight  Press,  Incor¬ 
porated,  of  Glens  Falls,  Charles  V.  Furness  is  not  only  one  of  the  leading 
business  men  of  his  community  but  he  is  well  known  throughout  the  Lake 
George  district  as  a  former  newspaper  reporter  and  publisher  as  well  as  being 
one  of  the  outstanding  Republicans  of  the  city  of  Glens  Falls. 

Charles  V.  Furness  was  born  in  Gloversville,  New  York,  February  2.  1878, 
son  of  Charles  H.  and  Anna  (Vollans)  Furness.  Charles  H.  Furness,  one  of 
the  leading  industrialists  of  Gloversville,  spent  his  active  life  as  a  glove  manu¬ 
facturer,  being  engaged  in  this  business  at  the  time  of  his  death.  Anna  (Vol¬ 
lans)  Furness,  his  wife,  who  is  also  deceased,  was  a  native  of  St.  Lawrence 
County,  New  York. 

After  passing  through  the  grade  schools  of  Gloversville  and  graduating 
from  the  Gloversville  High  School,  Charles  V.  Furness  started  to  work  as  a 
printing  apprentice  in  Gloversville  and,  after  spending  four  years  with  type- 
metal  and  ink,  graduated  to  the  editorial  side  of  the  profession,  becoming  a 
reporter  on  the  “Gloversville  Leader.”  After  a  few  years  in  this  capacity,  he 
leaped  upward  to  become  the  president  of  the  Morning  Herald  Company  and, 
as  such,  published  the  “Gloversville  Morning  Herald”  for  a  period  of  three 
years,  severing  his  relations  with  the  paper  when  it  was  sold  to  C.  V.  Knox. 
Mr.  Furness  then  came  eastward  to  Glens  Falls  to  become  the  vice-president 
and  general  manager  of  the  Glens  Falls  Publishing  Company,  thus  becoming 
the  publisher  of  the  “Glens  Falls  Times,”  a  position  which  he  held  for  some 
four  years  when  he  purchased  the  Glens  Falls  Publishing  Company  from 
Addison  B.  Colvin.  Mr.  Furness  sold  the  “Glens  Falls  Times”  to  the  “Post 
Star”  in  1928  and  continued  the  printing  business  under  its  present  name  of 
the  Spotlight  Press,  Incorporated,  an  enterprise  of  which  he  became  president, 
the  position  which  he  has  held  through  the  present  time.  The  Press,  which  is 
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one  of  the  leading  businesses  of  its  kind,  regularly  employs  some  fifteen  per¬ 
sons.  Always  deeply  interested  in  political  affairs,  in  common  with  most  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Fourth  Estate,  Mr.  Furness  has  taken  a  particularly  active  part  in 
the  affairs  of  the  Republican  party  since  making  his  home  in  Glens  Falls  and 
has  served  a  term  as  County  Election  Commissioner  for  Warren  County,  and 
was  also  a  member  of  the  Liberty  Loan  Committee  during  the  World  War. 
Formerly,  he  was  also  interested  in  military  life,  being  a  member  of  the  New 
York  National  Guard  for  five  years,  serving  as  first  sergeant  of  G  Company. 
He  is  a  member  of  Senate  Lodge,  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  of  Glens  Falls, 
and  devotes  some  of  his  leisure  to  indulgence  in  his  two  favorite  sports,  hunt¬ 
ing  and  fishing. 

Charles  V.  Furness  married  Margaret  Nostrand  Mabee,  who  is  a  native  of 
Saratoga  Springs. 


WILLIAM  F.  GUBITZ,  Jr.— Senior  partner  of  W.  F.  Gubitz  and 
Sons,  one  of  the  leading  printing,  ruling,  and  book-binding  establishments  of 
Glens  Falls,  William  F.  Gubitz,  Jr.,  represents  the  second  generation  of  his 
family  in  Glens  Falls  to  follow  the  printing  profession. 

William  F.  Gubitz,  Jr.,  was  born  in  Glens  Falls,  July  2,  1897,  son  of 
William  F.,  Sr.,  and  Carrie  E.  (Ritzman)  Gubitz.  William  F.  Gubitz,  Sr., 
who  was  a  native  of  Albany,  established  himself  in  Glens  Falls  in  1895  as  a 
printer,  paper  ruler,  and  book-binder,  a  business  in  which  he  was  active  at  the 
time  of  his  death,  February  14,  1937.  Carrie  E.  (Ritzman)  Gubitz,  his  wife, 
attended  school  in  Alban}’  but  has  spent  most  of  her  life  as  a  resident  of  Glens 
Falls. 

After  passing  through  the  grade  schools  of  Glens  Falls,  and  graduating 
from  the  Glens  Falls  High  School,  William  F.  Gubitz,  Jr.,  began  his  career  by 
finding  employment  with  the  Imperial  Wallpaper  Company,  an  association 
which  he  terminated  after  about  a  year,  when  he  joined  his  father  in  the  fam¬ 
ily’s  business.  In  1926  Mr.  Gubitz  formed  a  partnership  with  his  father  and 
brother,  the  firm  being  organized  as  William  F.  Gubitz  and  Sons,  a  name  which 
it  has  maintained  through  the  present  time.

F.  Gubitz,  Sr.,  the  two  brothers,  William  F.  Gubitz,  Jr.,  and  Edwin  R.  Gubitz, 
have  continued  the  development  of  the  enterprise  which  has  been  moved  from 
its  former  location  on  Glen  Street  to  its  present  position  on  Ridge  Street. 
Formerly  active  in  the  affairs  of  the  Glens  Falls  Chamber  of  Commerce,  Wil¬ 
liam  F.  Gubitz,  Jr.,  is  a  member  of  Glens  Falls  Lodge,  No.  121,  Free  and 
Accepted  Masons,  and  belongs  to  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Glens 
Falls.  From  the  responsibilities  of  his  business,  Mr.  Gubitz  finds  recreation 
by  indulgence  in  his  favorite  sport  of  fishing.

DR.  LYMAN  G.  BARTON — With  a  record  of  more  than  forty-five 
years  in  the  medical  and  surgical  field,  Dr.  Lyman  G.  Barton  is  recognized  as 
one  of  the  leading  members  of  his  profession  in  this  section  of  New  York 
State,  and  he  is  highly  regarded  in  Plattsburg,  where  he  has  practiced  since 
1915,  and  where  he  has  contributed  so  greatly  to  the  advancement  of  surgery 
and  to  the  field  of  obstetrics. 

Dr.  Barton  was  born  in  Willsboro,  Essex  County,  July  1,  1866,  the  son 
of  Dr.  Lyman  and  Minerva  (Aiken)  Barton,  both  deceased.  The  elder  Dr. 
Barton,  a  native  of  Hebron,  Washington  County,  graduated  from  Dartmouth 
Medical  School  in  1839  and  was  engaged  in  the  general  practice  of  medicine 
at  Willsboro  for  fifty-two  years.  Minerva  (Aiken)  Barton  was  born  at 
Willsboro. 

Dr.  Lyman  G.  Barton  received  his  early  education  in  the  Willsboro  public 
schools,  and  later  studied  at  the  Troy  Conference  Academy  and  Ives  Seminary 
at  Antwerp,  New  York,  and  the  Granville  Military  Academy.  He  next  enrolled 
at  Cornell  University  for  a  three-year  course  in  mechanical  engineering  after 
which  he  went  to  Sayre,  Pennsylvania,  to  enter  the  employ  of  the  Lehigh 
Valley  Railroad.  One  year  later  he  went  to  Elmira,  to  assist  in  organizing  the 
training  school  at  the  State  Reformatory,  and  then  he  decided  to  pattern  his 
future  career  after  that  of  his  father,  and  he  entered  Dartmouth  College  to 
prepare  for  the  medical  profession.  He  later  transferred  to  Bellevue  Hos¬ 
pital,  Medical  College,  where  he  was  graduated  in  1891  with  the  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Medicine.  He  immediately  returned  to  his  native  town  to  launch 
his  private  practice,  and  he  continued  there  with  great  success  until  1915,  at 
which  time  he  transferred  his  offices  to  Plattsburg,  where  he  has  practiced  to 
the  present  day,  specializing  in  X-ray  and  surgery.  He  is  a  member  of  the 
surgical  staff,  and  associate  radiologist  at  Champlain  Valley  Hospital,  and  he 
is  also  a  member  of  the  surgical  staff  and  radiologist  of  the  Physicians  Hos¬ 
pital.  Dr.  Barton  is  also  noted  for  his  writings,  having  contributed  many 
articles  on  surgery  and  obstetrics  to  various  publications.  He  secures  his 
greatest  enjoyment  in  his  profession,  and  as  a  hobby,  has  designed  surgical 
and  obstetrical  instruments,  all  of  which  are  now  in  general  use.  During  the 
World  War  he  served  as  a  member  of  the  Medical  Advisory  Board  of  Clinton 
County. 
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Dr.  Barton  is  a  member  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  and  he  is  most  promi¬ 
nently  identified  with  medical  societies,  being  past  president  of  the  Fourth 
District  Branch  and  second  vice-president  of  the  New  York  State  Medical 
Society,  past  president  of  the  Essex  County  Medical  Society,  a  member  of  the 
American  Medical  Association,  and  a  Fellow  in  the  American  College  of  Sur¬ 
geons  since  1915.  He  is  also  a  member  of  the  Society  of  the  War  of  1812.

DR.  LYMAN  GUY  BARTON,  JR. — Continuing  the  family  tradition 
for  brilliant  attainment  in  the  field  of  medicine  and  surgery,  Dr.  Lyman  Guy 
Barton,  Jr.,  has  for  the  past  two  decades  practiced  his  profession  in  Platts- 
burg,  where  he  enjoys  a  high  reputation  both  among  his  professional  associates 
and  the  populace  at  large,  who  recognize  in  him  a  most  able  practitioner,  well 
qualified  to  continue  in  the  footsteps  of  his  distinguished  father  and  his  late 
grandfather,  who  have  made  the  name  of  Barton  synonymous  with  medical 
achievement  in  this  section  for  more  than  seventy  years.

KING  T.  HUTCHINSON — Vice-President  and  production  manager 
of  the  Ames  Chemical  Company  of  Glens  Falls,  King  T.  Hutchinson,  who 
came  to  his  present  association  after  a  varied  business  career  in  New  York 
City  and  in  Brooklyn,  is  one  of  New  York’s  World  War  heroes,  holding  not 
only  the  distinguished  service  cross  of  New  York  State  but  also  the  signal 
honor  of  the  Purple  Heart,  both  being  awarded  for  exceptional  bravery  in 
action. 

King  T.  Hutchinson  was  born  at  Crown  Point,  January  18,  1891,  son  of 
Chauncey  E.  and  Mary  E.  (Trimble)  Hutchinson.  Chauncey  E.  Hutchinson, 
who  was  a  native  of  Crown  Point,  spent  his  life  in  the  retailing  of  shoes. 
Mary  E.  (Trimble)  Hutchinson,  his  wife,  is  also  a  native  of  Crown  Point. 

After  passing  through  the  public  schools  in  Brooklyn,  New  York,  King  T. 
Hutchinson  found  his  first  business  employment  with  the  Nucoa  Butter  Com¬ 
pany  of  New  York  City,  an  organization  with  which  he  worked  for  five  years, 
leaving  to  join  the  staff  of  Butler  Brothers  Company,  Incorporated,  of  Jersey 
City,  one  of  the  largest  wholesale  houses  of  its  kind  in  the  United  States.  After 
another  five-year  term  with  this  corporation,  King  T.  Hutchinson  entered  the 
insurance  business  in  Brooklyn,  representing  the  Prudential  Insurance  Com¬ 
pany.  A  member  of  the  New  York  State  National  Guard,  Company  G,  23d 
Regiment,  Mr.  Hutchinson  was  called  to  service  with  his  outfit  on  the  Mexican 
Border,  and  when  the  World  War  broke  out  became  a  private  in  the  United 
States  Army,  serving  in  the  106th  Infantry,  from  April,  1917,  to  April,  1919, 
being  discharged  with  the  rank  of  first  sergeant.  Sergeant  Hutchinson  served 
with  his  regiment  for  ten  months  in  France,  as  a  member  of  the  American 
Expeditionary  Forces,  taking  part  in  such  battles  as  Ypres  and  repeatedly  dis¬ 
tinguishing  himself  so  that,  as  above  stated,  he  was  awarded  the  distinguished 
service  cross  of  New  York  State  and  was  also  given  the  Purple  Heart  by  the 
United  States  for  bravery  under  fire.  Returning  to  civil  life,  Mr.  Hutchinson, 
in  1920,  became  associated  with  the  Ames  Chemical  Company  of  Glens  Falls 
as  a  salesman,  an  organization  in  which,  displaying  marked  ability,  he  rose 
rapidly,  being  made  vice-president  and  production  manager  in  1929,  offices 
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which  he  has  held  through  to  the  present  time.  Preserving  his  war-time 
associations  by  membership  in  the  Glens  Falls  Post  of  the  American  Legion, 
Mr.  Hutchinson  is  also  a  member  and  a  Past  Master  of  Senate  Lodge,  No.  456, 
Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  of  Glens  Falls.  An  attendant  of  the  Glens  Falls 
Methodist  Church,  Mr.  Hutchinson  finds  recreation  from  his  business  respon¬ 
sibilities  in  his  fondness  for  motoring.

JAMES  H.  PEARSALL— Becoming  associated  with  the  Imperial 
Paper  and  Color  Corporation,  at  Glens  Falls,  at  the  conclusion  of  his  college 
career,  James  H.  Pearsall  has  remained  with  this  well-known  business  estab¬ 
lishment  to  the  present  day,  serving  for  the  past  ten  years  in  the  capacity  of 
treasurer. 

James  H.  Pearsall  was  born  in  Glens  Falls,  December  15,  1897,  the  son  of 
Howard  C.  and  Sarah  (Bonnell)  Pearsall.  The  elder  Mr.  Pearsall,  also  a 
native  of  Glens  Falls,  has  long  been  connected  with  the  mercantile  business  in 
this  section.

THOMAS  E.  HILL — Superintendent  of  the  McMullen  Leavens 
Company  of  Glens  Falls,  Thomas  E.  Hill  is  not  only  one  of  the  leading  manu¬ 
facturing  executives  of  his  home  city  but  also  one  of  the  leading  citizens,  hav¬ 
ing  served  two  terms  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  Glens  Falls. 
Thomas  E.  Hill  was  born  in  Glens  Falls,  May  5,  1882,  son  of  Thomas  B. 
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and  Ellen  May  Hill.  Thomas  B.  Hill,  who  was  born  in  Chestertown,  passed 
his  life  as  a  farmer  and  contractor.  Ellen  May  Hill,  his  wife,  who  is  also 
deceased,  was  born  in  Springfield,  Vermont. 

After  passing  through  the  grade  schools  of  Glens  Falls  and  graduating

MORGAN  ELLIOTT  CHESTER—  A  son  of  the  head  of  the  biology 
department  of  Colgate  University,  Hamilton,  New  York,  Morgan  Elliott 
Chester  chose  teaching  as  his  profession  and  for  the  past  nine  years  has  been 
principal  of  the  Hague  (New  York)  Central  School  here.  His  father,  Dr. 
Wayland  Morgan  Chester,  was  born  at  Noank,.  Connecticut,  on  March  10, 
1870,  the  son  of  Charles  I.  and  Harriet  (Morgan)  Chester.  Dr.  Chester 
married  in  1897,  at  his  birthplace,  Laura  Davis  and  they  had  three  children 
besides  the  oldest,  Morgan  Elliott,  of  whom  further:  Harry  W.,  deceased; 
Margaret  A.  C.  Wilcox ;  and  Albert  C.  Chester. 

Dr.  Chester  received  his  education  at  Colgate  and  Harvard  universities, 
obtaining  his  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  from  the  first  named  institution  of 
learning  in  1894,  and  his  Master  of  Arts  degree  in  1896.

Central  School,  where  he  has  since  remained.  He  is  a  Baptist  and  member  of 
Beta  Theta  Chapter  of  Beta  Theta  Pi  Fraternity  at  Colgate  University.

Porter,  daughter  of  John  William  and  Belle  (Wright)  Porter. 


ALBERT  G.  ROBINSON — Proprietor  of  the  Robinson  Supply 
Company,  a  large  wholesale  plumbing  house  and  the  only  one  of  its  kind  in 
Glens  Falls,  Albert  G.  Robinson  not  only  leads  his  community  in  his  business 
field,  but  is  also  widely  known  for  his  interest  in  and  support  of  many  social, 
fraternal,  business  and  social  service  agencies  and  organizations. 

Albert  G.  Robinson  was  born  in  South  Glens  Falls,  August  23,  1886,  son 
of  James  H.  and  Ida  (Akins)  Robinson.  James  H.  Robinson,  who  was  a  na¬ 
tive  of  Fort  Edward,  spent  his  life  in  the  hardware  business,  being  one  of  the 
founders  of  the  Robinson  Hardware  Company  of  Glens  Falls.  Ida  (Akins) 
Robinson,  his  wife,  is  a  native  of  Glens  Falls. 

After  passing  through  the  grade  schools  of  Glens  Falls  and  graduating 
from  the  Glens  Falls  High  School,  Albert  G.  Robinson  prepared  himself  for  a 
career  in  electrical  engineering  by  attending  Rensselaer  Polytechnic  Institute.

GEORGE  H.  CLESS,  Jr. — For  the  past  eleven  years  George  H. 
Cless,  Jr.,  has  efficiently  served  as  executive  secretary  of  the  Glens  Falls 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  in  which  position  he  has  distinguished  himself  as  a 
staunch  advocate  of  any  movement  which  has  tended  to  develop  and  improve 
local  civic  and  business  life.  He  was  born  in  Columbus,  Ohio,  December  6, 
1892,  the  son  of  George  Henry  and  Alla  Berta  (Rickey)  Cless. 

After  completing  his  elementary  education  in  the  public  schools  of  Worth¬ 
ington,  Ohio,  George  H.  Cless  enrolled  at  the  Eldridge  School  in  Worthington, 
and  later  matriculated  at  Ohio  State  University,  graduating  in  1914  with  the 
degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts.  He  then  entered  Syracuse  University,  where  he 
received  the  degree  of  Master  of  Science  in  1916,  after  which  he  entered  the 
employ  of  the  United  States  Government,  being  placed  in  charge  of  Blister 
Rust  eradication  in  the  State  of  Massachusetts.

He  then  migrated 
to  Ohio,  and  became  co-publisher  of  the  “Barnesville  Enterprise,”  a  semi¬ 
weekly  paper  published  in  that  town.  After  two  years  in  the  newspaper  field 
he  returned  to  Portsmouth  as  executive  secretary  of  the  Chamber  of  Com¬ 
merce,  and  remained  there  until  October,  1927,  when  he  came  to  Glens  Falls, 
to  accept  a  similar  position  with  the  local  Chamber  of  Commerce,  and  he  has 
ever  since  enjoyed  the  support  and  respect  of  the  many  with  whom  he  comes 
in  daily  association.

CLARENCE  F.  BALL,  M.  D. — Recognized  as  one  of  the  leading 
physicians  and  surgeons  in  Rutland,  Vermont,  Dr.  Clarence  F.  Ball  has  been 
engaged  in  specialty  work  here  for  over  thirty-four  years,  and  he  also  serves 
as  director  of  the  X-Ray  and  Radium  Institute,  one  of  the  most  modern  and 
finest  equipped  institutions  of  its  kind  in  this  locality. 

Dr.  Ball  was  born  at  South  Lancaster,  Massachusetts,  February  24,  1878, 
the  son  of  Alonzo  E.  and  Lizzie  C.  (Rice)  Ball,  both  deceased.  Alonzo  E. 
Ball,  a  native  of  Bolton,  Massachusetts,  was  engaged  for  many  years  in  the 
newspaper  advertising  field.  Lizzie  C.  (Rice)  Ball  was  born  at  South  Boston, 
Massachusetts. 

Dr.  Ball  acquired  his  early  education  in  the  public  schools  of  Massachu¬ 
setts  and  Vermont,  and  he  later  enrolled  at  South  Lancaster  Academy,  where 
he  was  a  member  of  the  class  of  1896.

Dr.  Ball  is  also  a  member  of  the  surgical  staff  at 
Rutland  Hospital,  and  from  1908  to  1915  he  was  engaged  as  local  health 
officer. 

He  is  a  member  of  the  Seventh  Day  Adventist  Church,  a  supporter  of  the 
Republican  party,  past  president  of  the  Rotary  Club,  and  a  member  of  the 
Knights  of  Pythias.

He 
is  also  a  Fellow  in  the  American  Medical  Association  and  the  American  Col¬ 
lege  of  Surgeons,  and  a  Diplomate  of  the  American  Board  of  Radiology  in 
Therapeutics.  As  diversion  from  his  professional  duties,  he  obtains  recreation 
in  motor  boating,  being  a  lover  of  this  sport,  and  the  owner  and  operator  of 
his  own  boats.

DANIEL  S.  BRUSH — Oldest  photographer  in  point  of  service  here 
in  Plattsburg  and,  in  fact,  dean  of  the  professionals  in  the  entire  Lake  Cham¬ 
plain  district,  Daniel  S.  Brush  was  especially  famed  for  his  portrait  and  com¬ 
mercial  work  and  for  the  unmatchable  records  he  has  left  behind  of  Adiron¬ 
dack  Mountain  scenery  which  he  “shot”  with  his  camera,  over  a  period  begin¬ 
ning  in  1888  and  ending  in  1899,  when  he  traveled  over  the  entire  Adirondack 
region  and  did  all  his  photographic  development  work  in  a  tent  which  he  car¬ 
ried  on  his  trips  through  the  then  more  primitive,  unspoiled  countryside. 

Mr.  Brush  was  born  at  Elizabethtown,  Essex  County,  August  7,  1863,  son 
of  Lyman  and  Mary  Anne  (Baker)  Brush.  The  father,  who  followed  the 
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carpentry  trade  throughout  his  active,  adult  life,  was  a  native  of  Chesterfield, 
Essex  County,  and  the  grandson  of  Smith  Brush,  a  corporal  who  distinguished 
himself  during  the  Revolutionary  War,  particularly  at  the  battle  of  Plattsburg. 
Mary  Anne  (Baker)  Brush,  also  deceased,  was  a  native  of  Champlain,  Clinton 
County. 

After  completing  his  grade  and  high  school  education  at  Elizabethtown, 
young  Brush  attended  Colgate  University  at  Hamilton,  New  York,  where  he 
became  a  charter  member  of  Phi  Kappa  Psi  Fraternity.  In  1888  he  entered 
the  photography  business  for  himself,  spending  the  next  eleven  years,  as 
already  indicated,  as  an  itinerant  photographer  covering  the  entire  Adirondack 
region  and  doing  all  his  portrait  and  development  work  in  a  tent  which  he 
carried  with  him  and  in  which  he  slept  wherever  night  overtook  him.  It  was 
during  this  period  that  his  camera  registered  some  priceless  views  of  the  primi¬ 
tive  North  Country.  This  idyllic  existence  ended  for  Mr.  Brush  in  1899 
when  he  opened  a  studio  in  Rutland,  Vermont.  Five  years  later  he  came  to 
Plattsburg  and  spent  the  next  eight  years  here  in  professional  association  with 
George  T.  Woodward.  Then,  in  1912,  he  purchased  Mr.  Woodward’s  interest, 
continuing  the  business  under  the  name  of  the  Brush  Studio  and  Art  Shop  and 
located  at  No.  21  Clinton  Street.  From  1920  until  the  elder  Brush’s  death  on 
November  22,  1938,  Kenneth  B.  Brush  was  associated  with  his  father  in  this 
business  which,  besides  commercial  and  portrait  photography,  includes  devel¬ 
oping  and  printing  of  amateur  films  and  plates,  and  also  the  sale  of  photo¬ 
graphic  and  art  supplies. 

An  attendant  of  the  Trinity  Episcopal  Church,  Mr.  Brush  belonged  to  the 
Plattsburg  Chamber  of  Commerce,  Trinity  Church  Club,  Centre  Lodge,  No. 
34,  Ancient  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  as  well  as  Plattsburg  Chapter  No.  6, 
Royal  Arch  Masons.  An  ardent  baseball  enthusiast,  he  devoted  himself  to  the 
game  as  a  principal  means  of  recreation. 

Daniel  S.  Brush  married  (first),  in  1889,  Alice  Sebattis,  a  native  of  Long 
Lake,  New  York,  who  died  in  1895;  he  married  (second),  in  1896,  Matilda 
Bump,  of  Rutland,  Vermont,  who  died  in  1932. 

By  his  first  marriage,  Mr.  Brush  had  a  son,  Kenneth  B.,  who,  as  already 
noted,  now  carries  on  the  operation  of  the  Brush  Studio  and  Art  Shop.  Young 
Brush  spent  a  year  at  Colgate  and  another  year  at  Syracuse,  university,  and  in 
the  fall  of  1917  entered  the  Quartermaster  Corps,  United  States  Army,  serv¬ 
ing  until  June,  1919,  when  he  was  discharged  from  the  army  and  returned 
to  his  home  in  Plattsburg,  where  he  rejoined  his  father  in  business.  Kenneth 
B.  Brush  married,  in  1923,  Helen  Adelaide  Stickney,  of  Lake  Placid.  He  is  a 
member  of  the  American  Legion  Post,  No.  20,  Plattsburg,  and  is  affiliated  with 
Plattsburg  Lodge,  No.  828,  Free  and  Accepted  Masons. 
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CORNELIUS  E.  FITZGERALD — Born  in  the  city  of  Glens  Falls, 
November  6,  1885,  Cornelius  E.  Fitzgerald  is  the  son  of  Edmund  C.  Fitzgerald 
and  Margaret  (Breen)  Fitzgerald,  both  now  deceased.  His  parents  were 
natives  of  Ireland  but  came  to  Glens  Falls  in  their  early  youth  and  made  said 
city  their  permanent  home,  married,  and  raised  a  family  of  six  children. 

His  elementary  education  was  received  at  St.  Mary’s  i\cademy,  and  his 
high  school  course  at  the  Glens  Falls  High  School  from  which  he  graduated 
in  1904.  He  studied  law  in  the  offices  of  Raley  &  Kiley,  both  members  of 
which  firm  were  in  succession  county  judges  and  surrogates  of  the  county, 
and  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1910.  Since  that  time  he  has  continuously 
practiced  his  profession  in  Glens  Falls,  and  during  all  of  said  period  has  been 
associated  with  Judge  James  McPhillips,  and  since  its  formation  he  has  been 
a  member  of  the  law  firm  of  McPhillips,  Fitzgerald  and  McCarthy. 

He  is  a  past  president  of  the  Warren  County  Bar  Association,  a  member 
of  the  committee  on  nominations  of  the  New  York  State  Bar  Association,  and 
a  member  of  the  American  Bar  Association.

WILLARD  THOMPSON  JONES  — Since  his  graduation  from  Syra¬ 
cuse  University,  in  1925,  Willard  Thompson  Jones,  superintendent  of  schools 
at  Ballston  Spa,  has  been  active  in  the  field  of  education.  He  is  a  native  of 
Madison,  New  York,  born  March  4,  1904,  son  of  Abraham  Lincoln  and  Nina 
Glazier  (Thompson)  Jones,  of  whom  further. 

After  attending  the  elementary  schools  in  Madison,  he  was  graduated  from 
the  Oriskany  Falls  High  School,  in  1920.  Matriculating  at  Syracuse  Uni¬ 
versity  in  1921  he  was  graduated  with  the  class  of  1925  a  Bachelor  of  Arts, 
and  received  his  Master’s  degree  in  Education  from  his  alma  mater  in  1930.

MRS.  NINA  GLAZIER  (THOMPSON)  JONES— The  mother  of 
Willard  Thompson  Jones  has  been  a  potent  influence  in  his  life,  both  directly 
and  as  an  example.  She  is  the  former  Nina  Glazier  Thompson,  born  at 
Oriskany  Falls,  New  York,  May  29,  1863,  daughter  of  Aaron  Baldwin  and 
Sarah  Willard  (Glazier)  Thompson,  and  the  granddaughter  of  Alfred  Thomp¬ 
son,  who  lived  for  many  years  in  Oriskany  Falls  and  took  a  prominent  part  in 
its  affairs.  Her  maternal  grandfather  was  Ezekiel  Glazier,  who  was  born  in 
Ireland,  Vermont,  March  25,  1808.  Aaron  Baldwin  Thompson  enlisted  with 
the  Union  forces  at  the  beginning  of  the  War  Between  the  States.  He  was 
captured  in  battle  and  died  on  August  26,  1864,  in  the  infamous  Anderson- 
ville  Prison. 

Nina  Glazier  Thompson  was  educated  in  the  schools  of  Oriskany  Falls  and 
Hamilton.  On  May  19,  1886,  at  Oriskany  Falls,  she  married  Abraham  Lin¬ 
coln  Jones,  whose  grandfather  was  a  native  of  Wales.  The  first  of  this  Jones 
family,  the  father  of  Abraham  Lincoln  Jones,  came  from  Wales  to  the  United 
States  in  about  1850.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Abraham  Lincoln  Jones  were  the  parents 
of  four  children,  one  of  whom  died  in  infancy.  The  others  were:  Harold 
Lincoln  Willard  Jones,  Kenneth  Clifford  Jones,  and  Willard  Thompson  Jones, 
of  this  record. 


MARGARET  (RIVEST)  JONES— The  wife  of  Willard  Thompson

already  mentioned,  Margaret  Rivest  married  Mr.  Jones  on  June  25,  1927.

FRANK  L.  COWLES— Following  a  varied  business  career  extend¬ 
ing  over  the  better  part  of  two  decades,  Frank  L.  Cowles  became  associated 
with  the  Glens  Falls  Insurance  Company  in  1912  and  has  since  been  one  of  its 
principal  executives.  He  is  now  vice-president  of  all  four  companies  com¬ 
prising  the  Glens  Falls  insurance  group. 

Mr.  Cowles  was  born  in  Glens  Falls  on  January  24,  1875,  a  son  of  Darius 
L.  Cowles,  who  was  born  in  Luzerne,  New  York,  and  Harriet  (Cronkhite) 
Cowles,  of  Warren  County.  His  father  was  a  merchant  throughout  his  active 
career. 

Frank  L.  Cowles  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  Glens  Falls  and  at 
Glens  Falls  Academy. 

His  first  business  association  was  as  mailing  clerk  in  the  Glens  Falls 
post  office,  going  from  there  to  the  Glens  Falls  National  Bank  as  bookkeeper 
for  a  period  of  years.  When  the  Glens  Falls  Trust  Company  was  organized, 
he  became  teller  and  assistant  cashier  and,  at  the  same  time,  served  as  secretary 
and  treasurer  of  the  Old  Plank  Road  Company  and  treasurer  of  the  Empire 
Theatre.  He  was  also  one  of  the  organizers  of  the  First  National  Bank  of 
Lake  George  and  the  First  National  Bank  of  Argyle,  being  vice-president  of 
these  institutions  for  the  time  of  his  connection.  Subsequently  he  became  one 
of  the  organizers  of  the  Hudson  Valley  Railway  Company  and  assumed  the 
office  of  treasurer  and  assistant  manager.  After  terminating  this  connection 
he  was  engaged  in  construction  and  manufacturing  and  was  so  occupied  until 
1912,  when  he  became  associated  with  the  Glens  Falls  Insurance  Company, 
with  the  special  responsibility  of  organizing  the  automobile  insurance  business 
of  the  company.  His  energetic  leadership  and  sound  judgment  were  promptly 
recognized  and  a  permanent  place  was  made  for  him  in  the  organization.  Since 
that  time  he  has  played  an  important  part  in  its  management,  serving  in  various 
offices.

Frank  L.,  Jr.,  a 
graduate  of  Glens  Falls  Academy  and  Hamilton  College,  a  member  of  the 
class  of  1933.  He  is  now  serving  as  bond  underwriter  for  the  Glens  Falls 
Insurance  Company.  2.  Alida  Louise,  a  graduate  of  Glens  Falls  Academy, 
Walnut  Hills  Preparatory  School,  Wells  College  and  the  Katharine  Gibbs 
School. 


BEECHER  ALBERT  HOWE — Throughout  his  entire  career, 
Beecher  Albert  Howe  has  been  actively  identified  with  the  insurance  field  in 
Glens  Falls.  He  was  born  here  March  22,  1897,  the  son  of  Delbert  S.  and 
Mary  E.  (Brown)  Howe,  both  deceased.  Delbert  S.  Howe  was  born  in 
French  Mountain,  New  York,  and  during  his  lifetime  was  engaged  as  a  black¬ 
smith.  Mary  E.  (Brown)  Howe  was  a  native  of  Glens  Falls. 

Beecher  Albert  Howe  acquired  his  early  education  in  the  local  schools,  and 
after  graduating  from  Glens  Falls  High  School  in  1915  he  matriculated  at  St. 
Lawrence  University,  where  he  received  his  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  as 
a  member  of  the  class  of  1919.  He  then  entered  the  insurance  business  under 
his  own  name,  and  continued  independently  until  1920,  when  he  became  asso¬ 
ciated  with  Junius  E.  Barber,  and  formed  the  firm  of  Barber  and  Howe.  This 
partnership  continued  until  the  death  of  Mr.  Barber  in  1925,  and  ever  since 
that  time  Mr.  Howe  has  operated  this  agency  alone,  however  maintaining  the 
firm  name.  The  Barber  and  Howe  agency  writes  all  forms  of  insurance, 
enjoys  an  extensive  patronage  and  is  one  of  the  oldest  insurance  firms  in  this 
locality.  During  the  World  War,  while  at  college,  Mr.  Howe  was  enlisted  in 
the  Students’  Army  Training  Corps.

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WRIGHT  &  MORRISSEY — The  role  played  by  the  contracting  firm 
of  Wright  and  Morrissey  in  the  business  life  of  Burlington,  Vermont,  has 
been  a  significant  one.  After  several  years  with  the  James  E.  Cashman, 
Incorporated,  of  this  city,  the  two  proprietors,  George  Lawrence  Wright  and 
Eugene  Frederick  Morrissey,  determined  in  1935  to  start  their  own  business. 
Entering  upon  their  work  as  general  contractors,  they  became  successful  from 
the  very  outset,  and  it  may  be  safely  said  that  they  are  now  taking  their  place 
among  the  foremost  building  contractors  in  this  region  of  Vermont  and 
eastern  New  York  State. 

It  is  natural  that  these  two  men  should  succeed  in  their  work  because  of 
their  innate  ability  and  fine  training  for  the  work  that  they  are  doing.  Mr. 
Wright  superintends  the  actual  construction  activities,  and  Mr.  Morrissey  han¬ 
dles  the  details  connected  with  making  bids  and  managing  the  office.  They 
form  an  ideal  combination  of  talent  and  work  together  effectively  and  har¬ 
moniously.  Since  beginning  operations  they  have  completed  more  than  four 
hundred  contracts  and  have  also  developed  a  site  for  small  houses  in  Colo¬ 
nial  Square.  They  have,  down  to  the  time  of  writing,  finished  six  such 
houses  on  this  site.  Among  their  more  recent  contracts  might  be  mentioned 
eight  new  buildings  housing  the  non-commissioned  officers  at  Fort  Ethan  Allen, 
a  United  States  Army  post;  large  additions  to  the  National  Biscuit  Company 
plant;  additions  to  the  office  of  the  American  Woolen  Company  plant  at 
Winooski ;  remodeling  of  Liggett’s  Drug  Store,  the  Sears-Roebuck  Company 
store  and  the  Kresge  Five  and  Ten  Cent  Store;  the  building  of  the  Altantic 
and  Pacific  Market  in  Pearl  Street,  Burlington;  the  erection  of  two  modern 
apartment  buildings,  the  Ridgewood  and  the  Marannette,  and  the  new  Elihu 
B.  Taft  School,  for  which  Elihu  B.  Taft  had  left  ground  and  a  financial  endow¬ 
ment  before  his  death. 

The  Burlington-Winooski  district  is  the  richer  for  the  contribution  of  such 
men  as  Mr.  Wright  and  Mr.  Morrissey,  records  of  whose  work  are  to  be 
found  under  separate  headings. 


GEORGE  LAWRENCE  WRIGHT — Prominent  among  the  business 
men  of  Burlington,  George  Lawrence  Wright  is  a  member  of  the  contracting 
firm  of  Wright  and  Morrissey,  in  which  he  is  associated  with  Eugene  Fred¬ 
erick  Morrissey. 

Mr.  Wright  was  born  August  16,  1900,  son  of  J.  Murray  and  Rose 
(McBride)  Wright,  of  Colchester,  Vermont.  He  attended  Essex  Junction 
High  School,  and  in  1921  was  graduated  from  the  Albany  Business  College, 
at  Albany,  New  York.  Thereafter  he  was  employed  for  ten  years  with  sev¬ 
eral  New  York  contracting  firms  as  superintendent  of  construction.  Work¬ 
ing  with  the  White  Construction  Company  and  later  with  the  Stone-Webster 
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Company,  of  Boston,  as  superintendent  of  construction,  he  returned  to  Bur¬ 
lington  in  1933  and  became  associated  here  with  James  E.  Cashman,  Incorpo¬ 
rated.  Remaining  until  1935  wtih  this  firm,  he  then  started  the  Wright  and 
Morrissey  organization,  a  complete  account  of  which  appears  under  separate 
heading  in  this  work,  as  does  also  the  career  of  his  partner,  Mr.  Morrissey. 

In  addition  to  his  work  with  the  firm  of  Wright  and  Morrissey,  Mr.  Wright 
is  active  in  many  civic  and  social  groups.  He  belongs  to  the  Free  and  Accepted 
Masons,  the  Benevolent  and  Protective  Order  of  Elks,  the  Ethan  Allen  Club 
and  the  Lions’  Club.  He  is  prominent  in  the  work  of  the  Bey  Scouts  of  Amer¬ 
ica  in  Burlington  and  in  the  Congregational  Church.  In  spare  time  he  greatly 
enjoys  the  out-of-doors,  particularly  such  healthful  sports  as  fishing  and 
hunting. 

George  Lawrence  Wright  married  Vivian  Shattuck,  daughter  of  Harlan 
W.  and  Susan  (Dodge)  Shattuck,  and  the  children  of  this  marriage  have  been 
Lawrence  Allen  Wright  and  Clark  Shattuck  Wright. 


EUGENE  FREDERICK  MORRISSEY— A  recognized  leader  in  the 
contracting  business  over  a  period  of  two  decades,  Eugene  Frederick  Mor¬ 
rissey  is  now  associated  with  George  Lawrence  Wright  in  the  firm  of  Wright 
and  Morrissey,  one  of  the  best-known  enterprises  of  its  kind  in  Burlington. 

Mr.  Morrissey  was  born  September  5,  1896,  in  Woonsocket,  Rhode  Island, 
son  of  Eugene  Frederick  and  Margaret  (Rice)  Morrissey.  Graduated  from 
high  school  in  Woonsocket  in  1914,  Eugene  Frederick  Morrissey  then  studied 
at  the  Rhode  Island  School  of  Design  and  Brown  University.  In  1919  he 
became  associated  with  the  firm  of  Ellis  and  Walton,  at  Fall  River,  Massa¬ 
chusetts,  though  soon  afterward  he  went  to  Woonsocket,  Rhode  Island,  and 
entered  the  employ  of  the  American  Wringer  Company  in  that  city.  A  year 
later  he  became  active  in  the  Eastern  Construction  Company,  at  Woonsocket. 
In  1931  he  came  to  Burlington  and  became  associated  with  James  E.  Cash- 
man,  Incorporated,  as  an  engineer  and  estimator,  remaining  there  until  1935. 
In  that  year  the  firm  of  Wright  and  Morrissey  was  organized.  Under  sep¬ 
arate  headings  will  be  found  further  information  about  this  firm  and  an 
account  of  Mr.  Wright’s  career. 

Mr.  Morrissey  is  a  member  of  the  Cathedral  of  the  Immaculate  Concep¬ 
tion.  He  is  independent  in  his  political  views,  and  fraternally  is  connected 
with  Woonsocket  Council,  No.  113,  of  the  Knights  of  Columbus,  in  which 
he  is  Past  Grand  Knight.

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of  Francis  and  Jane  Mahon,  both  natives  of  Ireland.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Morris¬ 
sey  were  the  parents  of  four  children:  i.  Grace  Elizabeth,  born  November  18, 
1923.  2.  Ruth  Frances,  born  November  7,  1925.  3.  Eugene  Francis,  born 
November  5,  1927.  4.  John  Vincent,  born  February  7,  1932. 


TOM  ROGERS — In  Glens  Falls  “Tom  Rog'ers”  is  not  only  the  name 
of  a  realty  firm  but  of  a  citizen  who  is  especially  active  in  the  life  and  affairs 
of  the  city.  He  brought  to  his  present  vocation  a  most  interesting  and  broad 
experience  in  varied  lines  of  endeavors,  and  always  has  shown  himself  ready 
to  do  his  best  in  any  movement  or  organization  undertaken  for  the  benefit  of 
the  municipality  and  its  people. 

Mr.  Rogers  was  born  at  Hudson  Falls,  New  York,  July  5,  1889,  son  of 
James  Clarence  and  Elizabeth  M.  (Coleman)  Rogers,  both  of  whom  are 
deceased.  His  father  had  been  a  prominent  attorney  of  Hudson  Falls,  of 
which  place  he  and  his  wife  were  natives.  Tom  Rogers  attended  the  grammar 
and  high  schools  of  Hudson  Falls  before  entering  Union  College,  from  which 
he  was  graduated  in  1912,  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science.  For  a  year 
he  worked  on  the  “Schenectady  Gazette.”  but  left  to  go  with  the  Griffin  Lum¬ 
ber  Company,  of  Hudson  Falls.  In  1914  he  became  interested  in  real  estate 
developments  at  Hudson  Falls  and  Hoosick  Falls,  New  York,  and  continued  as 
a  realtor  until  1917.  In  that  year  he  went  with  the  United  States  Steamship 
Lines,  as  superintendent  of  cargo,  located  for  the  most  part  in  Mediterranean 
ports.  Then  America  entered  the  World  War,  and  Mr.  Rogers  enlisted  in  the 
United  States  Army.  After  he  was  mustered  out  of  the  service  he  became 
associated  with  the  Arrow  Grip  Manufacturing  Company,  makers  of  auto¬ 
mobile  accessories,  and  was  president  and  general  manager  of  this  corporation 
until  1930.  In  the  latter  named  year,  he  returned  to  the  real  estate  business  in 
Glens  Falls  under  the  trade  title  of  “Tom  Rogers”  and  has  since  continued  his 
realty  and  development  enterprises  with  marked  skill. 

The  World  War  military  record  of  Mr.  Rogers  is  as  follows :  Attended 
the  Second  Officers’  Training  Camp,  at  Fort  Niagara,  New  York;  in  Septem¬ 
ber,  1917,  was  commissioned  a  second  lieutenant  in  the  United  States  Infantry 
and  stationed  at  Camp  Travis,  San  Antonio,  Texas;  later  promoted  to  first 
lieutenant  of  the  165th  Depot  Brigade ;  and  in  January,  1919,  honorably  dis¬ 
charged. 

Mr.  Rogers,  whose  hobbies  are  gardening  and  farming,  is  a  member  and 
former  president  and  secretary  of  the  Glens  Falls  Real  Estate  Board ;  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  the  Rotary  Club.  His  college  fraternity 
is  Chi  Psi.  He  attends  the  Presbyterian  Church. 

In  1920  Tom  Rogers  married  (first)  Maude  Ely,  of  Hoosick  Falls,  New 
York,  who  died  in  1928.  They  were  the  parents  of  a  daughter,  Susan  E.  He 
married  (second),  in  1930,  Cleo  H.  Hull,  a  native  of  Scranton,  Pennsylvania. 
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DANIEL  E.  KELLY — In  his  capacity  as  proprietor  of  the  Plattsburg 
Public  Market,  Daniel  E.  Kelly  is  the  operator  of  the  largest  independently 
owned  establishment  of  its  kind  in  this  locality. 

Mr.  Kelly  was  born  at  Blue  Mountain  Lake,  Hamilton  County,  October 
18,  1886,  the  son  of  William  and  Sarah  (Heeney)  Kelly,  both  deceased. 
William  Kelly,  a  native  of  Cadyville,  New  York,  was  engaged  for  many  years 
as  New  York  State  Observer  for  Blue  Mountain  Lake.  Sarah  (Heeney) 
Kelly  was  born  at  Phoenicia,  New  York. 

Daniel  E.  Kelly  received  his  elementary  education  in  the  public  schools  at 
Blue  Mountain  Lake,  and  later  attended  high  school  at  Long  Lake.  He  then 
went  to  Kingston  to  study  at  Spencer’s  Business  College,  and  after  completing 
his  courses,  he  secured  employment  as  a  bookkeeper  with  the  John  Anderson 
Company  at  Newcomb,  where  he  remained  for  three  years.  For  the  next  three 
years  he  was  engaged  as  a  cashier  at  the  Hotel  College  Arms  at  Deland, 
Florida,  and  he  then  returned  to  New  York  State,  to  become  manager  of  the 
John  Anderson  Company  office  at  North  Creek.  He  continued  there  until 
May,  1919,  at  which  time  he  came  to  Plattsburg,  purchasing  the  public  market 
formerly  owned  by  Mayor  John  McGaulley.  Mr.  Kelly’s  venture  in  this 
field  has  proved  most  successful,  and  his  present  large  market  employs  about 
twenty-five  people,  and  serves  an  area  covering  the  city  limits  and  along  the 
Lake  Shore.

JOHN  E.  BLOSSER  — Director  and  manager  of  the  V eldown  Com¬ 
pany,  of  South  Glens  Falls,  a  subsidiary  organization  of  the  International 
Paper  Company,  John  E.  Blosser,  of  Glens  Falls,  is  one  of  the  leading  paper 
manufacturing  executives  of  the  Lake  George  district  and  is  also  well  known 
throughout  Pennsylvania  and  Virginia. 
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John  E.  Blosser  was  born  in  Amherst  County,  Virginia,  February  26,  1880, 
son  of  James  A.  and  Ella  E.  (Camden)  Blosser.  James  A.  Blosser,  who  was 
born  in  Amherst  County,  Virginia,  was  engaged  during  his  life  as  a  mechanical 
engineer.  Ella  E.  (Camden)  Blosser,  his  wife,  also  deceased,  was  born  in 
Amherst  County,  Virginia,  also.

A  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Glens  Falls  Rotary  Club  and  the  Queens  Village  Country  Club, 
where  he  is  enabled  to  indulge  himself  in  his  favorite  recreation  of  golf,  Mr. 
Blosser  is  also  an  attendant  of  the  Glens  Falls  Baptist  Church. 

John  E.  Blosser  married,  in  1912,  Veda  Lowry,  who  is  a  native  of  Punxsu- 
tawney,  Pennsylvania. 


ALFRED  C.  BRANN — A  member  of  the  firm  of  Glencraft  Printing 
Company  of  Glens  Falls,  Alfred  C.  Brann  is  not  only  one  of  the  outstanding 
members  of  the  printing  trade  in  the  Lake  George  district  but  is  also  active  in 
civic  affairs,  particularly  those  concerned  with  the  improvement  and  develop¬ 
ment  of  his  community. 

Alfred  C.  Brann  was  born  in  Worcester,  Massachusetts,  May  13,  1900, 
son  of  Chandler  and  Martha  (Johnson)  Brann.  Chandler  Brann,  who  is  a 
native  of  Maine,  is  a  paper-maker,  being  a  resident  at  the  present  time  of 
Hudson  Falls.  Martha  (Johnson)  Brann,  his  wife,  was  born  in  Massachu¬ 
setts. 

After  passing  through  the  grade  schools  of  Hudson  Falls  and  graduating 
from  the  Hudson  Falls  High  School,  Alfred  C.  Brann  became  interested  in 
printing  and  found  employment  with  the  Enterprise  Printing  Company  of 
Glens  Falls.  This  firm,  which  was  established  in  1910  by  Clarence  E.  Browne, 
operated  under  its  original  name  until  1923  when  Mr.  Browne  sold  the  busi- 
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ness  to  Chester  B.  Grandey  and  Joseph  Tremblay,  who  altered  the  company’s 
name  to  its  present  title  of  the  Glencraft  Printing  Company.  Following  Joseph 
Tremblay’s  retirement  from  the  company,  Alfred  C.  Brann  purchased  the 
Browne  interest,  thus  beginning  his  present  partnership  in  the  company.  Today 
the  firm  is  one  of  the  leading  presses  of  Glens  Falls,  having  been  developed 
through  various  enlargements  in  various  buildings  from  its  original  place  of 
business  in  one  room  of  a  building  which  stood  on  the  site  of  the  present 
Rialto  Theatre.  Mr.  Brann’s  career  as  a  printer  was,  however,  interrupted 
by  his  service  in  the  United  States  Army  during  the  World  War,  as  he  enlisted 
from  Glens  Falls  in  1918  and,  assigned  to  Headquarters  Company,  nth  Field 
Artillery,  he  was  sent  overseas,  saw  service  in  the  Meuse  and  Argonne  cam¬ 
paigns,  and  was  discharged  in  1919,  as  a  private.  Always  interested  in  civic 
problems,  Mr.  Brann  has  devoted  himself  to  the  work  of  the  Kiwanis  Club  in 
particular,  having  been  a  director  of  Kiwanis  in  Glens  Falls.

WILLARD  A.  WHITE — Since  coming  to  Glens  Falls,  in  1915,  to 
establish  himself  in  the  practice  of  the  law,  Willard  A.  White  has  not  only  been 
successful  in  his  profession,  but  has  become  a  valued  citizen,  active  in  many 
phases  of  city  life.  He  is  a  native  of  Fort  Edward,  New  York,  born  Novem¬ 
ber  14,  1891,  son  of  Melvin  and  Eliza  (Galusha)  White,  both  of  whom  were 
also  born  in  the  Fort  Edward  section.

EGBERT  C.  EVEREST — A  member  of  the  New  York  State  bar  for 
more  than  fifty  years,  Egbert  C.  Everest  has  practiced  his  profession  in  Platts¬ 
burgh  since  1898,  and  being  one  of  the  oldest  practitioners  in  Clinton  County, 
and  an  attorney  of  long  established  ability,  he  holds  the  respect  and  confidence 
of  the  local  populace  with  whom  he  has  been  associated  for  so  many  years. 

Mr.  Everest  was  born  in  Champlain,  Clinton  County,  December  29,  1863, 
the  son  of  Charles  E.  and  Pamelia  (Savage)  Everest,  both  deceased.  Charles 
E.  Everest,  a  native  of  Moriah,  Essex  County,  graduated  from  Middlebury 
College,  and  was  a  practicing  attorney  in  Champlain  for  more  than  forty  years 
prior  to  his  death.  Pamelia  (Savage)  Everest,  a  native  of  Champlain,  was 
the  granddaughter  of  Deacon  David  Savage,  one  of  the  pioneer  settlers  in 
Champlain. 

Egbert  C.  Everest  received  his  preparatory  education  at  Champlain 
Academy,  studied  law  two  years  in  his  father’s  law  office,  and  later  matriculated 
at  Albany  Law  School,  where  he  was  graduated  with  a  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Laws  in  1887.  After  his  admission  to  the  bar  later  in  the  same  year,  Mr. 
Everest  became  associated  with  his  father  in  the  general  practice  of  law  in 
Champlain,  and  he  continued  this  partnership  until  1889,  when  he  went  to 
Rouses  Point  to  establish  his  private  practice  upon  the  death  of  his  father.  He 
remained  there  for  nine  years,  after  which,  in  1898,  he  came  to  Plattsburgh, 
where  he  has  since  been  most  successfully  engaged,  with  offices  located  at  No.

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Mr.  Everest  is  a  member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  where  he  is  a  teacher 
of  a  boys’  class.  In  political  allegiance  he  is  a  staunch  supporter  of  the 
Republican  party,  serving  for  the  past  thirty  years  as  a  member  of  the  Repub¬ 
lican  City  Committee.  He  is  an  active  member  of  the  Clinton  County  Bar 
Association. 

He  was  married  in  1898  to  Lillian  Pike,  a  native  of  Mooers,  Clinton 
County,  and  they  became  the  parents  of  four  children :  1.  Grace  M.,  a  graduate 
of  Brenau  College,  Georgia,  for  years  now  a  teacher  of  expression;  married 
Arthur  Sabin  Yeaw,  of  Williamson  School,  Pennsylvania.  2.  Marian  Angell,  a 
graduate  of  the  University  of  Vermont,  and  also  the  recipient  of  a  Master’s 
degree  from  the  University  of  Michigan ;  married  Alfred  E.  Long  of  Wil- 
liamsville,  New  York.  3.  Ruth  Angell,  who  died  in  infancy.  4.  Charles  Dud¬ 
ley,  who  died  at  the  age  of  thirteen  years. 

Mrs.  Everest,  at  the  time  of  her  marriage,  resided  in  Denver,  Colorado, 
where  she  had  been  instructor  of  oratory  and  gymnastics  in  the  Denver 
East  Side  High  School  for  several  years.  Since  her  marriage  she  has  continued 
her  work  by  occasionally  giving  public  readings  and  private  instruction  in 
expression. 

While  residing  at  Rouses  Point,  Mr.  Everest  was  an  active  member  of  the 
Montgomery  Hose  Company,  and  an  enthusiastic  member  of  the  American 
Canoe  Association,  attending  its  meetings  when  held  on  Lake  Champlain.  His 
summer  vacations  were  often  spent  in  cruising  with  his  brother,  George,  on 
Lake  Champlain,  Lake  George,  down  the  Hudson  and  one  trip  down  the  Rich¬ 
elieu  and  St.  Lawrence  rivers  to  Quebec.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Everest  have  been 
accustomed  to  camp  each  summer  on  the  lake  shore  near  Plattsburgh,  their 
camp  being  a  mecca  for  numerous  friends  and  young  people. 

Besides  this  outdoor  life,  Mr.  Everest’s  main  hobby  has  been  the  study  of 
the  culture  of  the  American  Indian,  especially  the  Algonquin  tribes  of  the 
Champlain  Valley,  and  the  Iroquois  race,  and  their  Confederacy  of  Six  Nations. 
He  has  found  and  acquired  a  fine  collection  of  Indian  stone  artifacts  and  pottery. 
Mr.  Everest,  of  late  years,  has  frequently  been  called  upon  by  historical  societies, 
schools  and  science  clubs,  to  give  addresses  on  the  history  of  Lake  Champlain, 
its  fortifications  and  land  and  naval  battles ;  also  on  the  life  and  culture  of  the 
aborigines  of  this  North  Country,  which  he  illustrates  with  many  of  his  finest 
specimens  of  Indian  workmanship  found  on  the  lake  shore,  and  some  from  the 
site  of  the  ancient  Indian  village,  the  largest  Algonquin  village  on  the  shore  of 
Lake  Champlain,  located  on  the  site  of  Plattsburgh’s  fine  Municipal  Beach. 

His  growing  collection  also  includes  fossils,  coral,  shells  and  specimens  of 
archeeological  interest,  in  which  subjects  he  is  deeply  interested.  It  is  his  hope 
and  expectation  that  a  historical  and  general  museum  be  established  in  Platts¬ 
burgh,  where  his  collection,  and  those  of  other  citizens,  may  be  placed  for  the 
benefit  and  instruction  of  posterity. 
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FRANCIS  BINCH — President  and  treasurer  of  H.  and  F.  Binch, 
Incorporated,  Francis  Binch,  of  Glens  Falls,  is  one  of  the  leading  lace  and 
netting  manufacturers  of  New  York  State,  operating  the  only  plant  of  its  kind 
in  the  East  outside  of  New  York  City. 

Francis  Binch  was  born  in  Nottingham,  England,  the  son  of  Walter  and 
Mary  (Winfield)  Binch.  Walter  Binch,  who  was  born  in  Nottingham,  Eng¬ 
land,  spent  his  life  as  a  manufacturer  of  lace,  being  so  engaged  at  the  time  of 
his  death.  Mary  (Winfield)  Binch,  his  wife,  also  deceased,  was  born  in 
Nottingham,  England,  also. 

After  passing  through  the  public  schools  of  Nottingham  and  attending 
Nottingham  University,  Francis  Binch  became  associated  with  his  father, 
Walter  Binch,  in  the  lace  manufacturing  business,  an  enterprise  with  which  he 
was  connected  until  1908  when  he  came  to  Saratoga,  New  York,  and  found 
employment  for  two  years  with  the  Clark  Textile  Company.  Then,  in  1910, 
Francis  Binch  joined  his  brother,  Herbert  Binch,  in  the  establishment  of  a 
small  lace  manufacturing  business  at  Saratoga  Springs,  the  company  having 
but  eight  machines  and  employing  only  ten  hands.  However,  the  business  of 
making  laces  and  nettings  prospered  and  in  1915  tbe  two  brothers  moved  their 
plant  to  its  present  location  in  Glens  Falls,  gradually  continuing  its  develop¬ 
ment  until  they  not  only  have  some  forty-three  machines  making  laces  and 
nettings  with  some  forty-five  hands  employed  but  also  conduct  their  own 
bleaching  and  dyeing  establishment  in  addition  to  a  new  development  of  a  line 
of  veiling,  scarves,  laces  and  novelties,  being  the  only  manufacturers  of  such 
products  outside  of  New  York  City.  The  original  partnership  of  Francis  and 
Herbert  Binch  continued  until  1935  when,  upon  the  death  of  Herbert  Binch, 
the  company  was  incorporated  under  its  present  name  of  H.  and  F.  Binch, 
Incorporated,  with  Francis  Binch  as  the  president  and  treasurer,  and  F.  F. 
Binch  as  vice-president  and  secretary.  Supporting  Glens  Falls  by  membership 
in  the  Glens  Falls  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  worshipping  at  the  Glens  Falls 
Methodist  Church,  Francis  Binch  is  a  member  of  the  Glens  Falls  Masonic 
Club  and  belongs  to  Senate  Lodge,  No.  456,  Free  and  Accepted  Masons. 
Francis  Binch  finds  recreation  from  his  business  duties  and  responsibilities  by 
indulging  in  his  favorite  pastime  of  automobiling  and  his  favorite  game  of 
soccer. 

Francis  Binch  married  Clara  Elizabeth  Goddard,  who  is  a  native  of  Not¬ 
tingham,  England.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Binch  were  the  parents  of  a  daughter,  Edna 
Elizabeth,  who  has  passed  away. 


LOUIS  M.  CARUSONE — Practicing  law  in  Glens  Falls,  Louis  M. 
Carusone  has  distinguished  himself  in  the  professional  world  here,  earning 
the  admiration  and  confidence  of  a  host  of  friends  and  fellow-citizens. 
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Mr.  Carusone  was. born  August  8,  1903,  in  Saratoga  Springs,  New  York, 
son  of  Salvatore  and  Celesta  (Celentano)  Carusone.  His  father,  who  was 
born  in  Italy,  was  associated  with  important  contracting  interests.

Here  a  son  was  born,  David  Harnett, 
who  also  farmed  it  all  his  life  and  who  married  Mary  Lucy  Murtagh,  of  Beek- 
mantown,  Clinton  County.  Both  now  deceased,  they  were  the  parents  of  the 
subject  of  this  review. 

Stephen  Walter  Harnett,  too,  was  born  at  Altona,  September  28,  1898, 
receiving  his  education  in  the  public  schools  here,  the  St.  Louis  Parochial 
Academy  and  the  high  school  at  Plattsburg.  He  worked  for  a  short  time  with 
a  Plattsburg  photographer  and  then  a  year  for  the  Royal  Typewriter  Company 
of  Hartford,  as  an  inspector.  Enlisting  in  the  United  States  Army  on  May 
6,  1918,  he  was  assigned  to  the  Quartermaster’s  Corps  and  stationed  at  Camp 
Joseph  E.  Johnson,  Florida,  continuing  in  service  there  until  January,  1919, 
when  he  received  his  honorable  discharge  as  a  private.  He  returned  to  the 
Royal  Typewriter  Company  of  Hartford  and  worked  two  months  for  them, 
when  he  reenlisted  in  the  United  States  Army  and  was  assigned  to  recruiting 
service.  He  remained  in  the  army  a  year  and  then  went  to  New  York  City  to 
work  about  eight  months  in  a  sporting  goods  house  on  lower  Broadway,  Man¬ 
hattan,  and  for  three  years  in  the  United  States  Postal  Service  at  the  Brook¬ 
lyn  Borough  post  office.  It  was  in  1924  that  he  entered  the  newspaper  busi¬ 
ness,  as  a  cub  reporter  on  the  Plattsburg,  New  York,  “Daily  Republican,’’ 
continuing  here  two  years,  when  he  went  with  the  “Adirondack  Record,’’  a 
weekly  newspaper  published  at  Au  Sable  Forks,  New  York.  He  left  there  in 
the  winter  of  1928  and  came  back  to  work  in  the  circulation  department  of  the 
“Daily  Republican”  at  Plattsburg.  After  two  years  he  was  appointed  editor 
of  this  thriving,  old  established  newspaper,  and  is  still  serving  in  that  important 
capacity. 
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Mr.  Harnett  is  a  Democrat,  an  attendant  at  St.  John’s  Roman  Catholic 
Church,  a  member  of  the  Plattsburg  Post  of  the  American  Legion,  and  his 
favorite  diversions  are  automobiling,  radio  and  reading.  He  married,  Novem¬ 
ber  6,  1933,  Eva  Mary  St.  John,  a  native  of  Plattsburg,  and  they  have  two 
children:  1.  Anne  Marie.  2.  Stephen  Owen. 


ALFRED  POWERS  LONERGAN — Up  to  the  time  of  his  appoint¬ 
ment  in  June,  1936,  as  postmaster  of  Essex  Junction,  Vermont,  Alfred  Powers 
Lonergan  had  spent  a  solid  thirty-three  years  in  the  retail  drug  business  in 
Barre,  Burlington,  Bellows  Falls,  Montpelier  and,  since  1912,  as  proprietor  of 
his  own  successful  pharmacy  here  at  Essex  Junction,  where  he  is  known  as  a 
writer  of  some  distinction  and  as  a  popular  member  of  various  business, 
social  and  fraternal  organizations. 

Mr.  Lonergan  was  born  September  19,  1882,  at  Burlington.  His  father, 
Edward  Lonergan,  who  was  born  here  in  1847  and  died  here  in  1916,  was  a 
brother  of  the  late  Captain  John  Lonergan,  a  hero  in  the  battle  of  Gettysburg 
and,  after  the  Civil  War,  connected  for  many  years  with  the  United  States 
Customs  Office  at  Montreal,  Canada.  The  mother  of  Alfred  Powers  Loner¬ 
gan  was  Catherine  (Crosby)  Lonergan,  also  a  native  of  Burlington  and  life¬ 
long  resident  who  died  here  in  1907  at  the  age  of  forty-nine  years;  the  daugh¬ 
ter  of  Thomas  Crosby,  a  native  of  Dublin,  Ireland,  and  Annastatia  (Powers) 
Crosby,  related  to  William  C.  Crosby,  a  Vergennes,  Vermont,  veteran  of  the 
Civil  War. 

Educated  in  the  parochial  and  public  schools  of  his  native  city,  and  in  St. 
Joseph’s  College,  young  Lonergan  went  to  work,  just  a  year  after  the  turn  of 
the  present  century,  with  the  McKilip  and  Smith  Dry  Goods  Store  here.  Two 
years  later,  in  1903,  he  moved  to  Barre,  Vermont,  and  entered  the  employ  of 
Rickert  and  Wells,  druggists.  After  an  apprenticeship  of  several  years,  he 
returned  to  Burlington  and  in  1907  became  associated  with  druggist  J.  W. 
O’Sullivan  for  one  year.  The  year  1908  found  him  in  Bellows  Falls,  where 
he  worked  with  druggist  Oscar  Gast  until  1910.  At  Montpelier  he  worked 
for  George  McGrath,  druggist,  for  the  next  two  years,  when  he  decided  to 
begin  to  work  for  himself  instead  of  for  others.  Thoroughly  trained  in  every 
branch  of  the  business,  he  had  little  difficulty  in  obtaining  a  license  to  operate 
a  pharmacy,  which  he  opened  in  1912  at  Essex  Junction.  So  popular  did  he 
become  as  a  local  merchant  and  man  about  town  that  competitors  in  the  retail 
drug  business  were  forced  to  give  up  and  leave  him  a  clear  field.  His  appoint¬ 
ment  by  President  Roosevelt  in  June,  1936,  for  a  four-year  term  as  postmaster 
here  was  happily  received  by  his  fellow-citizens  and  fellow-members  of  the 
Essex  Junction  Chamber  of  Commerce,  the  Men’s  Club  of  Essex  Junction,  and 
various  other  local  organizations  to  which  he  belongs.  He  is  also  a  member  of 
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the  Burlington  Council,  Knights  of  Columbus.  Mr.  Lonergan,  who  has  a 
natural  gift  for  writing,  is  the  author  of  numerous  poems  which  have  been 
well  received  and  favorably  commented  upon  by  the  public. 

Alfred  Powers  Lonergan  married,  January  10,  1909,  while  a  resident  of 
Bellows  Falls,  Adelia  Mary  Kelly,  the  daughter  of  Edward  Francis  Kelly, 
born  at  Winchester  in  1857,  and  Catherine  (Walters)  Kelly,  a  native  of  Ire¬ 
land  who  died  at  Hinsdale,  New  Hampshire,  in  1907. 


EGBERT  WATSON  WEST — During  his  long  association  with  the 
Glens  Falls  Insurance  Company,  which  covers  more  than  sixty  years,  Egbert 
Watson  West  has  contributed  largely  to  its  development  and  has  risen  to  the 
highest  offices  within  the  organization.  Since  1920,  when  he  was  elected  presi¬ 
dent,  he  has  borne  the  principal  executive  responsibility  for  its  operations  and 
now  continues  as  chairman  of  the  board  of  directors. 

Mr.  West  was  born  in  Glens  Falls  on  May  1,  1863,  a  son  of  William 
Henry  and  Susan  (Miller)  West.  He  was  educated  in  local  public  schools  and 
first  became  connected  with  the  Glens  Falls  Insurance  Company  in  1874  at 
the  early  age  of  eleven.  He  grew  up  with  the  business  and  was  soon  entrusted 
with  more  important  duties.  In  1885  he  was  appointed  special  agent.  In 
1904  he  became  assistant  secretary  and  in  1907  was  elected  a  director  of  the 
company.

His  assumption  of  the  presidency  in  1920  brought  to  the 
leadership  of  the  company  an  executive  of  extraordinarily  broad  experience  in 
insurance  work  through  almost  half  a  century.  With  advancing  years,  Mr. 
West  relinquished  some  of  his  more  arduous  responsibilities,  but  as  chairman 
of  the  board  he  is  in  touch  with  all  important  details  of  the  company’s  opera¬ 
tions.  He  is  also  chairman  of  the  board  of  the  Commerce  Insurance  Company 
and  president  of  the  Glens  Falls  Indemnity  Company,  and  Glens  Falls  Invest¬ 
ing  Corporation,  which  are  affiliated  organizations. 

Mr.  West  is  widely  known  in  insurance  circles  throughout  the  country, 
where  his  long  and  notable  record  as  an  executive  has  commanded  respect  for 
many  years.  He  is  a  Republican  in  politics,  a  member  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  and  a  member  of  the  Glens  Falls  Country  Club. 

In  1886  Egbert  Watson  West  married  Julia  A.  Parks,  of  Glens  Falls. 
They  are  the  parents  of  four  children:  Mrs.  Ruth  W.  Derby,  Hewitt  Seymour, 
Mrs.  Dorothy  W.  Bowden,  and  Mrs.  Harriet  W.  Dyer. 


STEWART  A.  FARRAR — Postmaster  of  Warrensburg,  Warren 
County,  Stewart  A.  Farrar,  who  was  formerly  an  insurance  man,  is  one  of  the 
leaders  of  the  Democratic  party  in  both  his  county  and  community  and  has 
devoted  many  years  to  public  service. 
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Stewart  A.  Farrar  was  born  in  Warrensburg,  Warren  County,  August  24, 
1892,  son  of  George  W.  and  Nellie  J.  (Alden)  Farrar.  George  W.  Farrar, 
who  is  a  native  of  Fort  Edward,  is  active  as  a  contractor.  Nellie  J.  (Alden) 
Farrar,  his  wife,  was  born  in  Warrensburg  also  and  is  a  direct  descendant  of 
John  Alden  and  Priscilla  Mullins,  the  famous  Pilgrims,  who  settled  in  Plym¬ 
outh,  Massachusetts,  in  1620. 

After  passing  through  the  grade  schools  of  Warrensburg  and  graduating 
from  the  Warrensburg  High  School,  Stewart  A.  Farrar  learned  the  trade  of  a 
shirt-cutter  and  passed  the  next  twenty  years  of  his  life  in  that  activity  in 
various  parts  of  the  country.  In  1930  Mr.  Farrar  established  himself  in  the 
insurance  business  in  Warrensburg,  an  activity  which  he  followed  until  1934 
when  he  was  appointed  postmaster  of  the  community,  a  position  which  he  has 
held  through  the  present  time.  Always  keenly  interested  in  political  prob¬ 
lems,  Mr.  Farrar  has  devoted  himself  assiduously  to  the  philosophy  of  the 
Democratic  party,  serving  as  chairman  of  the  Warrensburg  Democratic  Town 
Committee  and  chairman  of  the  Warren  County  Democratic  Committee  as 
well  as  devoting  nine  years  to  service  on  the  Warrensburg  School  Committee, 
being  president  of  the  board  for  two  years.  Trustee  of  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Warrensburg  for  many  years  and  secretary  and  treasurer  of  the 
Warrensburg  Cemetery  Association,  Mr.  Farrar  is  a  member  and  trustee  of 
Warrensburg  Lodge,  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  as  well  as  a  Past 
Grand  of  the  lodge,  and,  in  addition,  was  the  first  president  of  the  Warrens¬ 
burg  Kiwanis  Club,  an  organization  of  which  he  is  still  a  leading  member. 

Stewart  A.  Farrar  married  (first),  on  December  26,  1916,  Barbara  E. 
Stewart,  a  native  of  Warrensburg,  who  died  in  1919,  and  (second),  on  August 
1 2,  1925,  Mary  E.  Stewart,  who  is  also  a  native  of  Warrensburg.  Mr.  Stewart, 
by  his  first  marriage,  is  the  father  of  a  son,  James  S.,  who  is  a  member  of  the 
class  of  1940,  Syracuse  University.  By  his  second  marriage,  he  is  the  father 
of  two  children :  Paul  A.  and  Barbara  J. 


NICHOLAS  LYNCH,  Jr.;  JOHN  J.  CUNNINGHAM-  -Nicholas 
Lynch,  Jr.,  and  John  J.  Cunningham,  partners  of  the  Glens  Falls  firm  of 
Lynch  and  Cunningham,  are  two  of  the  leading  insurance  men  of  the  Lake 
George  district,  operating  their  own  general  insurance  agency. 

Nicholas  Lynch,  Jr.,  was  born  November  10,  1907,  son  of  Nicholas  and 
Anna  (Anderson)  Lynch.  Nicholas  Lynch,  Sr.,  who  is  a  native  of  Northum¬ 
berland,  Saratoga  County,  and  a  member  of  the  police  force  of  Glens  Falls  for 
nearly  forty-five  years,  is  a  descendant  of  one  of  the  first  Irish  families  to 
settle  in  Glens  Falls,  the  family  having  now  been  farmers  and  industrial 
workers  for  several  generations.  Anna  (Anderson)  Lynch,  his  wife,  is  a 
native  of  Glens  Falls.

A  graduate  of  St.  Mary’s  Academy,  Mr.  Cunningham  is  well  known  in  the 
insurance  field  and  belongs  to  Glens  Falls  Lodge,  No.  81,  Benevolent  and 
Protective  Order  of  Elks,  as  well  as  St.  Mary’s  Church.  He  is  fond  of  both 
golf  and  fishing. 

John  J.  Cunningham  married,  in  Glens  Falls,  June  9,  1930,  Dorothy 
Houghton,  a  native  of  Indian  Lake.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Cunningham  are  the  par¬ 
ents  of  two  children:  1.  Mary  Ann,  born  in  1932.  2.  Martha  Jane,  born  in 

1936. 


BERTRAM  E.  MURRAY — A  recognized  leader  in  the  field  of  civil 
engineering  for  almost  thirty  years,  Bertram  E.  Murray  is  now  serving  as 
superintendent  of  highways  for  Warren  County.  He  was  born  in  Warrens- 
burg,  May  27,  1883,  the  son  of  Robert  and  Louise  (Van  Wort)  Murray,  both 
deceased.  Robert  Murray,  a  native  of  Oneida,  New  York,  was  engaged  as 
postmaster  of  Warrensburg  for  a  period  of  more  than  thirty  years  prior  to 
his  death.  His  wife,  a  native  of  New  York  City,  was  a  descendant  of  Isaac 
Van  Wort  who  captured  Captain  Andre  as  a  spy  during  the  Revolutionary 
period. 

Bertram  E.  Murray  received  his  early  education  in  the  local  public  schools, 
and  after  graduating  from  Warrensburg  High  School,  enrolled  at  Syracuse 
University,  being  a  member  of  the  class  of  1909.  After  completing  his  college 
education  he  entered  the  employ  of  the  State,  working  for  two  years  as  engi¬ 
neer  for  the  New  York  State  Department  of  Engineering.  For  the  next 
eighteen  months  he  served  as  engineer  on  the  construction  of  a  State  Highway 
between  Glens  Falls,  Lake  George  and  Bolton,  and  since  that  time  has  held 
the  position  of  Warren  County  Superintendent  of  Highways.  During  this 
period  he  has  been  engineer  in  charge  of  many  new  construction  programs.

EDWARD  D.  BURCH — The  proprietor  of  the  oldest  established 
retail  hardware  and  farm  implement  business  in  Argyle,  Edward  D.  Burch  has 
served  his  community  in  the  past,  also,  as  a  public  officer  and,  since  1926,  has 
been  town  clerk  of  Argyle. 

Mr.  Burch  was  born  at  Cambridge,  New  York,  December  1,  1874,  son  of 
Parismus  and  Maria  G.  (Lee)  Burch.  The  father  was  born  in  Schaghticoke, 
New  York,  a  farmer  and  speculator  who  spent  his  mature  life  in  Pittston  and 
later,  in  Cambridge,  where  he  died  in  1907.  The  mother,  a  native  of  Cam¬ 
bridge,  died  there.  Their  son,  Edward  D.  Burch,  the  subject  of  this  sketch, 
received  his  education  in  the  public  schools  of  Cambridge,  and  at  Argyle 
Academy,  Albany  Business  College,  and  Healey’s  Business  College,  the  latter 
institution  being  located  at  Fort  Edward.  For  three  years  he  worked  in  the 
County  House  near  Argyle  as  assistant  superintendent  of  the  poor,  and  the 
following  two  years  he  did  carpentry  work  at  Saratoga  Springs.  On  January 
1,  1904,  Mr.  Burch  left  there  and  came  to  work  at  the  county  clerk’s  office  in 
Argyle,  remaining  in  that  connection  for  ten  years. 

Augustus  McCachran  established  the  first  hardware  store  in  Argyle,  later 
adding  farm  implements  and  machinery;  he  was  subsequently  bought  out  by 
a  Mr.  Winchester;  and  in  November,  1916,  Edward  D.  Burch  became  sole 
proprietor  of  this  old  and  well  known  concern,  which  he  still  operates  most 
successfully.  In  addition,  he  is  a  plumber  and  steam  fitter.  Active  in  Repub¬ 
lican  political  circles,  he  has  been  town  clerk  of  Argyle  since  1926.  His  fav¬ 
orite  recreations  are  outdoor  sports  and  hunting.  He  holds  membership  in 
the  United  Presbyterian  Church,  Argyle  Lodge,  No.  567,  Free  and  Accepted 
Masons ;  and  Eastern  Star,  in  which  Masonic  auxiliary  he  is  Past  Patron,  and 
Past  Assistant  Grand  Patron. 

Edward  D.  Burch  married  Verna  Kilmer,  born  and  educated  at  Argyle 
and  a  member  of  the  first  class  graduating  from  Argyle  High  School. 
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DANIEL  LEE  ROGERS,  M.  D. — A  dean  of  his  profession  in  War¬ 
ren  County,  Daniel  Lee  Rogers,  M.  D.,  is  not  only  an  outstanding  medical 
man  but  also  a  capable  public  servant,  having  held  office  for  many  years,  and 
prominent  as  well  in  the  Masonic  Fraternity. 

Daniel  Lee  Rogers  was  born  in  Panton,  Vermont,  November  15,  1861, 
son  of  Samuel  and  Mary  E.  (Mathews)  Rogers.  Samuel  Rogers,  who  was 
a  native  of  Panton,  established  himself  as  a  marine  engineer,  a  trade  in  which 
he  was  active  until  the  time  of  his  death.  Mary  E.  (Mathews)  Rogers,  his 
wife,  also  deceased,  was  a  native  of  Ferrisburg,  Vermont. 

After  passing  through  the  district  schools  at  Panton’s  Corners  and  at 
Addison,  Vermont,  Daniel  Lee  Rogers  entered  the  high  school  at  Vergennes 
and  then,  after  graduation,  studied  medicine  at  the  University  of  Vermont, 
receiving  his  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  with  the  class  of  1886.  Receiving 
his  license  to  practice  in  New  York  State,  Dr.  Rogers  established  himself  in 
a  general  medical  and  surgical  practice  at  North  Hudson  but,  after  about  three 
years  in  that  town,  removed  to  Bolton  Landing,  New  York,  in  1889,  where 
he  has  continued  his  general  medical  practice  through  the  present  time,  thus 
being  one  of  the  senior  members  of  his  profession  in  active  practice  in  War¬ 
ren  County.  A  consulting  member  of  the  staff  of  the  Glens  Falls  Hospital, 
Dr.  Rogers  supports  his  profession  by  membership  in  the  Warren  County 
Medical  Society,  the  New  York  State  Medical  Association,  and  the  American 
Medical  Association. 

Always  deeply  interested  in  community  problems  and  political  concerns, 
Dr.  Rogers  has  been  a  member  of  the  Republican  party  for  many  years  and 
has  given  generously  of  his  time  to  public  business,  serving  as  the  coroner 
of  Warren  County  ever  since  1913.  A  member  of  the  local  organization  of 
the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  an  organiaztion  which  he  formerly 
presided  over,  Dr.  Rogers  is  very  active  within  the  Masonic  Fraternity,  being 
a  member  of  Lake  George  Lodge,  Ancient  Free  and  Accepted  Masons  of 
Warrensburg,  Warrensburg  Chapter,  Royal  Arch  Masons,  a  body  of  which 
he  is  Past  High  Priest,  Calvary  Commandery,  Knights  Templar,  and  all  other 
bodies  of  the  Scottish  Rite,  including  Oriental  Temple  Shrine,  Ancient  Arabic 
Order  Nobles  of  the  Mystic  Shrine  of  Albany.  Dr.  Rogers,  who  is  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Episcopal  Church  of  Bolton,  finds  relaxation  from  his  responsibilities 
in  his  favorite  hobby  of  traveling. 

Daniel  Lee  Rogers  married  (first),  in  1887,  Carrie  A.  Dowd,  a  native  of 
Salisbury,  Vermont,  who  is  deceased;  and  (second),  on  May  2,  1922,  Kate 
G.  Coon,  who  was  born  in  Bolton,  Vermont. 


ARTHUR  F.  WELD — Official  Supreme  Court  stenographer  of  the 
Fourth  Judicial  District,  with  headquarters  at  Glens  Falls,  and  a  well-known 
figure  in  local  civic  affairs  is  Arthur  F.  Weld.  He  was  born  in  Bennington, 


. 
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Vermont,  January  27,  1888,  son  of  the  late  James  E.  and  Frances  (Foster) 
Weld,  of  Huntington,  Long  Island.  James  E.  Weld,  born  in  Gloversville, 
New  York,  was  engaged  for  many  years  prior  to  his  death  in  the  field  of 
education. 

After  graduating  from  high  school  at  Saranac  Lake,  in  1906,  Arthur  F. 
Weld  entered  Albany  Medical  College,  and  one  year  later  transferred  to 
Jefferson  Medical  College  at  Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania.  However,  due  to  ill 
health  he  was  compelled  to  abandon  his  medical  studies,  and  he  then  went  to 
Holly  Springs,  Mississippi,  where  he  entered  the  pedagogical  field.  Two  years 
later  he  began  preparing  himself  for  a  shorthand  reporting  career,  studying 
and  reporting  in  the  courts  both  at  Chicago  and  New  York  City.  He  then 
maintained  offices  in  Albany  for  several  years,  and  later  taught  commercial 
subjects  in  the  public  schools  and  a  private  school  at  Watertown,  New  York. 
He  next  became  head  of  the  secretarial  department  of  the  Worcester  Business 
Institute  at  Worcester,  Massachusetts,  where  he  remained  until  1928,  at  which 
time  he  joined  the  staff  of  Horace  Edgecomb  Associates,  reporters  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Utilities  of  Massachusetts.  From  1930  to  1936  he  was 
a  staff  reporter  for  the  firm  of  Colson  and  Brice  at  Albany,  official  reporters 
of  the  Public  Service  Commission,  where  he  was  engaged  in  reporting  pro¬ 
ceedings  of  the  commission  throughout  the  State,  as  well  as  activities  of  the 
State  Senate,  legislative  committees,  and  many  important  State  investigations.

Company,  and  an  active  figure  in  the  civic  and  public  life  of  Warrensburg, 
Wyman  D.  Pasco  was  born  here,  December  30,  1890,  the  son  of  Delbert  E.

MELVIN  CLAYTON  LIVINGSTON— Born  and  educated  in  Ver¬ 
mont,  Melvin  Clayton  Livingston  early  in  life  chose  teaching  as  his  profession 
and  since  receiving  his  Bachelor  of  Science  degree  thirteen  years  ago,  has 
taught  in  and  been  principal  of,  various  schools  in  the  State  of  New  York. 
For  the  past  six  years  he  has  been  the  directing  head  of  the  Schroon  Lake 
Central  School  at  Schroon  Lake. 

Mr.  Livingston  was  born  on  the  farm  of  his  father,  Robert  R.  Livingston, 
located  in  the  town  of  Waitsfield,  Washington  County,  Vermont,  the  date  of 
his  birth  being  February  21,  1904.

MAURICE  HOOPES — Since  his  coming  to  Glens  Falls,  thirty-four 
years  ago,  Maurice  Hoopes  has  been  associated  with  Finch,  Pruyn  and  Com¬ 
pany,  Inc.,  and  for  the  past  twenty-nine  years  has  served  as  president  of  this 
well-known  industrial  establishment.  He  was  born  in  West  Chester,  Pennsyl¬ 
vania,  October  16,  1870,  the  son  of  Thomas  and  Amanda  (Russell)  Hoopes, 
both  deceased.  Thomas  Hoopes,  a  native  of  Chester  County,  Pennsylvania, 
was  engaged  in  the  manufacturing  and  banking  field  for  many  years  prior  to  his 
death.  Amanda  (Russell)  Hoopes  was  born  in  Baltimore,  Maryland.

MARK  H.  PEET — Identified  with  the  world  of  finance  throughout 
the  major  part  of  his  business  career,  Mark  H.  Peet  is  now  associated  with 
the  Glens  Falls  National  Bank  and  Trust  Company,  where  he  has  been  engaged 
as  cashier  and  trust  officer  since  1935.  He  was  born  in  Shongo,  July  1,  1898, 
the  son  of  the  late  Edgar  and  Bertha  (Graves)  Peet.  Edgar  Peet,  a  native  of 
Allegany  County,  was  engaged  as  a  blacksmith  for  many  years  prior  to  his 
death. 

After  completing  his  public  and  high  school  education  in  the  Allegany 
County  schools,  Mark  H.  Peet  entered  the  employ  of  the  Kerr  Turbine  Com¬ 
pany  of  Wellsville,  New  York,  where  he  remained  for  three  years.

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JESSE  D.  STARBUCK — Few  Northern  New  York  public  officials 
are  better  qualified  for  their  present  posts  by  varied  and  broad  experience  than 
Jesse  D.  Starbuck,  Commissioner  of  Public  Welfare  for  Warren  County. 

He  is  a  native  of  New  York  State,  born  in  Chestertown,  March  17,  1876, 
son  of  Samuel  C.  and  Mary  E.  (Prouty)  Starbuck.  His  mother,  originally 
from  Horicon,  New  York,  is  deceased,  as  is  his  father  who  was  a  native  of 
Chestertown.  Their  son  was  reared  on  the  home  farm  and  attended  county 
schools  at  Meadville,  New  York.  At  the  age  of  seventeen  years  he  went  into 
the  woods,  working  in  lumber  camps  and  followed  the  log  drives  down  the 
river  in  the  spring.  In  1897  Jesse  D.  Starbuck  entered  the  employ  of  the 
International  Paper  Company,  measuring  logs.  At  Warrensburg,  New  York, 
in  1901,  he  married  Eva  Smith,  of  Warrensburg,  daughter  of  Sylvanus  and 
Martha  (Middleton)  Smith,  and  in  the  same  year  he  left  the  International 
Paper  Company  and  farmed  and  lumbered  until  1906.

WILLIAM  M.  LYNCH — Business  manager  of  the  Plattsburg  Press, 
William  M.  Lynch,  of  Plattsburg,  is  one  of  the  leading  members  of  the  Fourth 
Estate  in  Clinton  County  having  held  his  present  office  for  over  thirty  years, 
and  is  also  widely  known  in  Northern  New  York  as  a  member  of  the  Knights 
of  Columbus  and  the  Benevolent  and  Protective  Order  of  Elks. 

William  M.  Lynch  was  born  at  Beekmantown,  New  York,  January  17, 
1885,  son  of  Michael  and  Hannah  (Shields)  Lynch.  Michael  Lynch,  who 
was  born  in  Ireland,  came  to  the  United  States  and  established  himself  in  life 
as  a  farmer,  an  occupation  which  he  followed  until  the  time  of  his  death. 
Hannah  (Shields)  Lynch,  his  wife,  also  deceased,  was  born  in  Beekmantown. 

After  passing  through  the  district  school  of  Beekmantown,  William  M.

He  has  been  a  valued  member  of  the 
organization  for  many  years  and  is  now  secretary  of  both  the  Glens  Falls 
Insurance  Company  and  its  affiliate,  the  Commerce  Insurance  Company. 

Mr.  Cowles  was  born  in  Glens  Falls  on  April  27,  1896,  son  of  Willard  R.

JOHN  JAMES  COFFEY — County  Superintendent  of  Highways  for 
Clinton  County,  John  James  Coffey,  of  Plattsburg,  is  also  active  as  a  member 
of  the  Democratic  party  and  an  outstanding  member  of  the  Grange. 

John  James  Coffey  was  born  in  Schuyler  Falls,  May  7,  1904,  son  of  James 
Martin  and  Mary  (Dwyer)  Coffey.  James  Martin  Coffey,  who  was  born  at 
Saranac,  established  himself  as  a  farmer,  a  calling  which  he  followed  until  the 
time  of  his  death.  Mary  (Dwyer)  Coffey,  his  wife,  is  a  native  of  Palmer 
Hill,  Clinton  County. 

After  passing  through  the  public  schools  of  Schuyler  Falls,  John  James 
Coffey  entered  the  Peru  High  School,  Clinton  County,  graduating  as  a  member 
of  the  class  of  1923,  and  then,  selecting  a  career  as  an  engineer,  he  attended 
Union  College,  Schenectady,  for  four  years,  in  civil  engineering  with  the  class 
of  1927.

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ISLAY  VAN  HORN  GILL — A  man  who  has  for  years  figured  prom¬ 
inently  in  the  public  utilities  organization  in  Greenwich,  Islay  Van  Horn  Gill 
is  now  resident  manager  of  the  Greenwich  district  of  the  New  York  Power 
and  Light  Corporation.  His  contribution  to  the  community  in  which  he  lives 
has  been  a  distinctive  one,  rich  in  its  good  results  and  vastly  beneficial  to  his 
fellow-citizens,  and  he  is  honored  and  respected  in  every  circle  in  which  he  is 
known. 

Mr.  Gill  was  born  June  14,  1875,  in  New  York  City,  son  of  John  M.  and 
Mary  A.  (Sheldon)  Gill.  His  father,  who  was  born  in  Edinburgh,  Scotland, 
spent  most  of  his  life  in  Greenwich  as  an  accountant.

JOHN  C.  DORAN  — A  member  of  the  New  York  State  Bar  since 
1928,  John  C.  Doran  has  maintained  his  offices  in  Plattsburg  for  the  past  five 
years,  and  in  his  comparatively  short  period  in  this  locality,  he  has  proven 
himself  a  most  able  attorney,  well  versed  in  the  various  phases  of  the  law. 

Mr.  Doran  was  born  in  New  York  City,  October  6,  1900,  the  son  of  John 
and  Mary  (Rooney)  Doran.  The  elder  Mr.  Doran,  a  native  of  Ireland,  was

FRANK  HURLEY — Judge  of  the  city  court  of  Glens  Falls  for  the 
past  twenty  years,  Frank  Hurley,  who  has  been  a  practicing  attorney  in  his 
home  city  for  more  than  twenty-five  years,  is  one  of  the  leading  lawyers  of 
Glens  Falls. 

Frank  Hurley  was  born  at  North  Creek,  Warren  County,  December  1, 
1884,  son  of  Daniel  and  Julia  (Collins)  Hurley.  Daniel  Hurley,  who  was 
born  in  Warrensburg,  is  a  farmer;  Julia  (Collins)  Hurley,  his  wife,  is  a  native 
of  North  Creek.

W.  T.  ACHENBACH — Extensively  engaged  in  the  jewelry  business 
in  Glens  Falls,  W.  T.  Achenbach  occupies  a  position  of  leadership  and  stand¬ 
ing  among  his  fellow-citizens  in  all  walks  and  departments  of  life. 

Mr.  Achenbach  was  born  May  8,  1867,  in  Reading,  Pennsylvania,  son  of 
Samuel  and  Lucy  (Thompson)  Achenbach.  His  father,  a  native  of  Dussel- 
dorf,  Germany,  was  for  years  a  manufacturer  of  nails  until  his  death.

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DANIEL  H.  COWLES — With  the  wide  development  of  his  interest 
during  the  past  thirty  years,  Daniel  H.  Cowles  has  become  one  of  the  most 
influential  figures  in  the  business  life  of  Glens  Falls  and  Warren  County.  He 
is  now  president  of  the  Glens  Falls  National  Bank  and  Trust  Company  and  an 
officer  and  director  of  numerous  other  corporations  in  several  fields. 

Mr.  Cowles  was  born  in  Hudson  Falls.  New  York,  on  December  3,  1878, 
son  of  Darius  L.  and  Harriet  (Cronkhite)  Cowles.  His  father,  who  was  born 
at  Luzerne,  New  York,  was  a  merchant  until  his  death.  The  mother,  also 
deceased,  was  born  in  Washington  County,  New  York.

After  completing  his 
education  he  became  associated  with  the  Canadian  Explosives,  Limited,  of 
Canada,  and  during  his  seven  years  of  service  with  this  organization,  he  served 
in  various  capacities,  first  as  chemist,  later  as  superintendent  in  the  research 
department,  and  finally  as  director  of  research.  He  next  entered  the  employ 
of  the  Belle  Alkali  Company  at  Belle,  West  Virginia,  where  he  was  engaged 
for  three  years  as  chief  chemist,  resigning  this  position  to  become  technical 
director  for  the  International  Paper  and  Power  Company  in  Newfoundland. 
He  remained  there  until  1930,  when  he  became  associated  with  his  present 
employers,  the  International  Paper  Company.  He  was  first  engaged  as  tech¬ 
nical  superintendent,  later  advanced  to  the  position  of  assistant  manager,  and 
then  in  1935  he  assumed  his  present  duties  as  manager.  This  organization 
was  established  in  1898,  and  during  the  following  years  purchased  many  paper 
mills,  and  became  one  of  the  leading  manufacturers  of  newsprint  paper  in 
this  section.  Since  1928,  however,  a  gradual  change  in  production  was  inaug¬ 
urated,  and  by  1933  a  complete  change  to  ground  wood  specialty  mills  was 
effected. 

Mr.  Beyer  is  a  member  of  the  Church  of  the  Immaculate  Conception,  and 
he  is  a  prominent  figure  in  civic  life,  being  a  member  of  the  local  School  Board. 
He  is  also  affiliated  with  Saratoga  Lodge,  Benevolent  and  Protective  Order  of 
Elks,  and  the  Tappi,  a  technical  association. 

He  is  married  to  Gertrude  Charlton,  a  native  of  Montreal,  Canada,  and 
they  are  the  parents  of  a  son,  Donald  Edward,  born  in  Parry  Sound,  Ontario, 
Canada,  now  a  student  at  high  school  in  Corinth,  New  York. 
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LEO  D.  CONNOR — Proprietor  of  Connor’s  Pharmacy,  one  of  the 
largest  retail  establishments  of  its  kind  in  Northern  New  York  State,  Leo  D. 
Connor,  of  Plattsburg,  is  one  of  the  leading  merchants  of  his  community  and 
also  is  active  in  Plattsburg’s  civic  and  fraternal  organizations. 

Leo  D.  Connor  was  born  at  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  March  31,  1896,  son  of 
Michael  and  Bridget  (Daly)  Connor.  Michael  Connor,  who  was  a  native  of 
Mechanicsville,  New  York,  learned  the  trade  of  a  dyer  as  a  young  man  and 
followed  the  calling  throughout  his  life,  being  active  until  the  time  of  his  death. 
Bridget  (Daly)  Connor,  his  wife,  also  deceased,  was  born  at  Amsterdam,  New 
York. 

After  passing  through  St.  Mary’s  Parochial  School  at  Amsterdam,  New 
York,  Leo  D.  Connor,  who  found  work  as  a  boy  in  a  local  drug  store,  became 
interested  in  pharmacy  as  a  career.  Accordingly,  he  came  to  Albany  and 
entered  the  Albany  College  of  Pharmacy,  supporting  himself  by  work  in  a 
drug  store  until  he  graduated  from  the  college  as  a  member  of  the  class  of 
1924.  Returning  to  Amsterdam,  he  worked  as  a  pharmacist  for  a  year  in  the 
Karuzas  Pharmacy  and  then  went  to  Mt.  Vernon,  New  York,  where,  for 
fourteen  months,  Mr.  Connor  was  assistant  manager  of  the  Mt.  Vernon  store 
of  the  Louis  K.  Liggett  Corporation.  Then  after  going  to  Port  Chester,  New 
York,  as  manager  for  the  Liggett  Store  there,  in  1933,  Mr.  Connor  came  to 
Plattsburg  and  purchased  the  pharmacy  of  Charles  Devenburgh.  This  busi¬ 
ness,  which  Mr.  Connor  has  conducted  ever  since  under  the  name  of  the  Con¬ 
nor’s  Pharmacy,  has  been  developed  under  his  management  until  it  now  em¬ 
ploys  nine  persons  and  is  ranked  as  one  of  the  largest  and  most  progressive 
establishments  of  its  kind  in  Northern  New  York  State.  Supporting  his  pro¬ 
fession  by  membership  in  the  New  York  State  Pharmaceutical  Association, 
Mr.  Connor  is  also  active  in  the  National  Association  of  Retail  Druggists. 
During  the  World  War,  Mr.  Connor  interrupted  his  career  by  service  in  the 
United  States  Army,  enlisting  in  the  Medical  Corps  and  being  attached  to  Base 
Hospital  at  Camp  Meade,  Maryland.  Preserving  this  military  association 
through  membership  in  the  Plattsburg  Post  of  the  American  Legion,  Mr. 
Connor  is  also  a  member  of  Plattsburg  Council,  No.  255,  Knights  of  Colum¬ 
bus,  and  belongs  to  the  Plattsburg  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  the  Platts¬ 
burg  Rod  and  Gun  Club.  A  member  of  St.  John’s  Catholic  Church  of 
Plattsburg,  Mr.  Connor  is  devoted  to  gardening  and  finds  in  his  beds  and 
borders  a  means  of  recreation  from  his  professional  duties  and  business 
responsibilities. 

Leo  D.  Connor  married,  August  27,  1928,  Elizabeth  H.  Carmody,  a  native 
of  Plattsburg.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Connor  are  the  parents  of  two  children:  1.  Leo 
D.,  Jr.  2.  Janet  Ann. 
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BEECHER  SACKETT  CLOTHER — One  of  the  leading  attorneys 
of  Glens  Falls,  where  he  has  practiced  for  nearly  forty  years,  Beecher  Sackett 
Clother  is  also  an  outstanding  member  of  the  Republican  party,  having  filled 
several  public  offices  as  well  as  serving  as  State  committeeman  for  the  party. 

Beecher  Sackett  Clother  was  born  at  Glens  Falls,  October  24,  1876,  son  of 
Clinton  J.  and  Harriett  (Canfield)  Clother.  Clinton  J.  Clother,  who  was  born 
in  Corinth,  was  a  farmer  and  also  active  in  cattle  and  lumber  enterprises. 
Harriett  (Canfield)  Clother  was  a  native  of  Glens  Falls. 

After  passing  through  the  public  schools  of  Glens  Falls  and  attending 
Glens  Falls  Academy  and  Johns  Hopkins  University,  Beecher  Sackett  Clother 
selected  the  law  for  his  profession  and  obtained  his  Bachelor  of  Laws  degree 
from  the  University  of  Maryland,  class  of  1898.  Admitted  to  the  New  York 
State  bar  in  1901,  he  established  himself  in  Glens  Falls,  where  he  has  main¬ 
tained  a  practice  through  the  present  time,  supporting  his  profession  by  mem¬ 
bership  in  the  American  Bar  Association,  the  New  York  State  Bar  Associa¬ 
tion,  and  the  Warren  County  Bar  Association,  of  which  last  organization  he  is 
a  past  president.  During  the  World  War,  Beecher  Sackett  Clother  served  as  a 
member  of  the  legal  advisory  board.  Taking  an  active  part  in  political  enter¬ 
prises  soon  after  his  practice  was  established,  Mr.  Clother  devoted  himself 
freely  to  civic  problems  and  gained  leadership  not  only  within  his  party, 
becoming  a  Republican  State  Committeeman,  but  also  being  elected  to  public 
office.

JASON  WILLIAMS — Jason  Williams,  justice  of  the  peace  at  Cor¬ 
inth,  and  for  more  than  thirty  years  a  valued  employee  of  the  International 
Paper  Company,  was  born  at  Edinburg,  New  York,  August  21,  1887,  the  son 
of  John  and  Hattie  (Reynolds)  Williams,  both  deceased.  John  Williams,  a 
native  of  Fulton  County,  was  engaged  in  the  farming  industry  at  the  time  of 
his  death.  Hattie  (Reynolds)  Williams,  a  native  of  Day,  New  York,  spent  the 
greater  part  of  her  lifetime  in  Edinburg. 

After  completing  his  public  school  education  in  the  Edinburg  schools, 

Jason  Williams  engaged  in  farm  work  for  about  six  years,  and  then  became 
c  &  g — 17 
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associated  with  the  International  Paper  Company,  which  concern  he  has  served 
in  various  capacities  for  thirty-one  years.  He  is  now  employed  there  as  night 
watchman  and  is  highly  regarded  by  the  officers  of  this  concern  for  his  many 
years  of  honest  and  loyal  service.  On  February  4,  1929,  he  was  appointed 
justice  of  the  peace,  and  he  has  continued  in  this  post  to  the  present  time.

HON.  OLIN  MERRILL  JEFFORDS — After  sixteen  years  as  law¬ 
yer  and  member  of  prominent  law  firms  in  Boston,  Massachusetts,  Ludlow 
and  Rutland,  Vermont,  and  four  years  as  judge  of  the  Superior  Court,  Hon. 
Olin  Merrill  Jeffords  was  recently  appointed,  by  Governor  Aiken,  Justice  of 
the  Supreme  Court  of  Vermont. 

Born  at  Enosburg  Falls,  Franklin  County,  this  State,  on  June  8,  1890,  Olin 
Merrill  Jeffords  is  the  son  of  James  Merrill  and  Mary  D.  (Merrill)  Jeffords. 
The  father,  who  was  born  in  1862  at  Enosburg  Falls,  conducted  a  pharmacy 
in  his  native  town  for  over  forty  years,  and  died  here  in  August,  1926,  having 
been  predeceased  by  his  wife  in  December,  1918.  Mary  D.  (Merrill)  Jeffords 
was  born  in  1849  at  Corinth,  Vermont. 

After  attending  the  grade  schools  of  his  native  town  and  graduating  from 
the  high  school  in  1909,  young  Jeffords  went  to  Phillips-Exeter  Academy  at 
Exeter,  New  Hampshire,  and  was  graduated  in  1911.  A  few  years  later  he 
took  up  the  study  of  law  at  the  Boston  University  Law  School,  completing 
the  required  course  in  1918,  cum  laude,  and  was  admitted  the  same  year  to  the 
Massachusetts  bar.  His  first  connection  was  with  one  of  Boston’s  leading  law 
firms.  In  1921  he  removed  to  Rutland,  Vermont,  and  conducted  a  private  law 
practice  for  four  years.  On  January  1,  1926,  he  became  a  partner  in  the  law 
firm  of  Stickney,  Sargent,  Skeels  and  Jeffords,  located  at  Ludlow.  On  May 
1,  1930,  Mr.  Jeffords  moved  back  to  Rutland  and  was  a  partner  of  Fenton, 
Wing,  Morse  and  Jeffords  until  February  5,  1934,  when  he  resigned  to  accept 
appointment  by  Governor  Stanley  C.  Wilson  as  Superior  Judge,  retaining  that 
high  judiciary  office  until  October  1,  1938,  when  Governor  George  D.  Aiken 
appointed  him  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court. 
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During  his  student  days  at  Boston  University  Law  School,  Justice  Jeffords 
became  a  member  of  the  Woolsack  Club  and  of  Phi  Delta  Phi  Fraternity.  He 
is  a  member  of  the  County,  State  and  American  Bar  associations,  Lincoln 
Lodge,  No.  78,  of  Enosburg  Falls,  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  the  Knights 
of  Pythias,  local  Chamber  of  Commerce,  the  Rutland  Country  Club,  and 
attends  the  Congregational  Church. 

Hon.  Olin  Merrill  Jeffords  married,  July  23,  1928,  Marion  Hausman  of 
Jamaica,  Long  Island,  New  York  State,  daughter  of  Nicholas  W.  and  Laura 
Helene  (Smith)  Hausman.  Justice  and  Mrs.  Jeffords  are  the  parents  of  two 
children:  1.  Mary  Helene,  born  October  7,  1932.  2.  James  Merrill,  born  May 
11,  1934.  The  Jeffords'  residence,  since  1930,  has  been  at  Rutland. 


CLAUDE  R.  SWAN — One  of  the  leading  Republicans  of  Warren 
County,  and  an  active  insurance  man,  Claude  R.  Swan,  of  Warrensburg,  is  an 
outstanding  citizen  of  his  community,  one  who  supports  all  worthy  civic  enter¬ 
prises  and  gives  generously  of  his  time  and  talents  to  various  organizations. 

Claude  R.  Swan  was  born  in  Warrensburg,  July  12,  1891,  son  of  Gertin 
M.  and  Clara  A.  (Maxim)  Swan.  Gertin  M.  Swan,  who  was  born  in  the 
town  of  Chester,  New  York,  a  community  which  he  served  as  supervisor  for 
a  great  many  years,  established  himself  as  a  retail  merchant,  an  occupation  in 
which  he  was  active  almost  to  the  time  of  his  death,  in  August,  1936.  Clara 
A.  (Maxim)  Swan,  his  wife,  also  deceased,  was  also  a  native  of  Chester,  but 
spent  most  of  her  life  in  Warrensburg. 

After  passing  through  the  Union  Free  School  in  Warrensburg,  Claude  R. 
Swan  went  to  work  in  his  father’s  meat  business,  an  association  which  he 
maintained  for  about  five  years,  leaving  to  establish  himself  in  business  as  a 
contracting  painter  and  paperhanger.  This  occupation  Mr.  Swan  followed 
until  1920,  when  he  went  into  the  insurance  business,  starting  in  an  office  in 
his  home  on  IToricon  Avenue  but  later  moving  to  his  present  office,  where  he 
handles  all  lines  of  general  insurance  as  well  as  life  insurance,  being  an  agent 
in  this  latter  category  for  the  Mutual  Life  Insurance  Company  of  New  York. 
Mr.  Swan’s  career  was  interrupted  during  the  World  War  period  by  his  serv¬ 
ice  in  the  United  States  Army,  a  service  which,  beginning  with  his  enlistment 
in  Warrensburg  and  his  training  at  Spartansburg,  South  Carolina,  carried  him 
overseas  to  France  as  a  private,  first  class,  in  the  2d  Anti-Aircraft  Machine 
Gun  Battalion.  In  France,  Mr.  Swan  took  part  in  several  major  campaigns, 
including  the  Meuse,  the  Argonne,  and  the  St.  Mihiel.  After  his  discharge  in 
1919  he  returned  home  to  Warrensburg  and  took  up  the  insurance  business. 
Always  deeply  interested  in  civic  problems  and  very  active  in  political  work, 
Mr.  Swan  has  never  sought  public  office  but  contented  himself  with  serving  as 
a  member  of  the  Warren  County  Republican  Committee,  an  office  which  he 
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has  occupied  for  the  past  ten  years.  Preserving  his  war  service  associations  by 
membership  in  the  Warrensburg  Post,  No.  446,  American  Legion,  an  organi¬ 
zation  to  which  he  has  belonged  for  the  past  fifteen  years,  Mr.  Swan,  who  finds 
recreation  from  his  business  responsibilities  by  indulgence  in  hunting  and 
fishing,  advances  his  sporting  interests  by  membership  in  the  Warren  County 
Driving  Club  and  the  Warren  County  Farm  Bureau,  as  well  as  advancing  his 
business  career  by  belonging  to  the  Albany  Field  Club  of  the  Mutual  Life 
Insurance  Company  and  the  Kiwanis  Club  of  Warrensburg. 

Claude  R.  Swan  married,  July  8,  1920,  in  Warrensburg,  Margaret  E.  Mor¬ 
rison,  who  is  a  native  of  Warrensburg.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Swan  are  the  parents 
of  a  daughter :  Dorothy  P.,  who  is  a  student  in  the  Warrensburg  Public  School. 


ALVIN  MILLER  BARTON — -Contributing  in  notable  measure  to 
the  social  life  of  Ticonderoga,  Alvin  Miller  Barton  operates  what  is  said  to  be 
the  only  theatre  for  miles  around,  furnishing  talking  pictures  of  national 
prominence,  featuring  leading  artists,  to  the  theatre-going  public  of  this  city. 

Mr.  Barton  was  born  May  22,  1889,  in  Horicon,  New  York,  son  of  Mel¬ 
vin  and  Jessie  Estella  Barton.  His  father  was  for  twenty-one  years  a  promi¬ 
nent  merchant  of  this  district  of  New  York  State.  He  was  born  April  12, 
1859,  and  died  July  17,  1917.  The  mother  was  born  January  26,  1863. 

Alvin  Miller  Barton  attended  Troy  Conference  Academy  and  the  State 
Normal  School  at  Plattsburg,  New  York.  He  then  turned  his  attention  to 
business  affairs,  starting  the  theatre  that  he  now  conducts  so  successfully.  It 
was  in  1917  that  this  amusement  house  began  its  activities  under  his  direction, 
and  it  is  now  said  to  be  the  only  playhouse  in  a  considerable  area.  More  than 
five  hundred  people  attend  its  performances  each  day.  Modern  high-class  talk¬ 
ing  pictures  are  featured  at  reasonable  prices,  and  the  theatre  adds  much  to 
the  social  life  of  Ticonderoga  and  this  part  of  New  York  State. 

In  addition  to  his  other  activities,  Mr.  Barton  interests  himself  in  politics 
and  public  affairs.  He  is  a  staunch  Republican.  During  the  earlier  portion 
of  his  life  he  spent  sixteen  months  in  the  Quartermaster  Corps  at  the  Platts¬ 
burg  barracks.  In  the  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  he  is  affiliated  with  Mount 
Defiance  Lodge,  No.  794,  and  he  is  a  member  of  Lodge  No.  1494,  of  the 
Benevolent  and  Protective  Order  of  Elks.  He  also  belongs  to  the  Kiwanis 
Club ;  and  he  worships  in  the  faith  of  the  Baptist  Church. 

At  Newburgh,  New  York,  on  May  30,  1920,  Alvin  Miller  Barton  married 
Myrtle  Frost,  daughter  of  Harry  U.  and  Grace  Frost. 


NORMAN  H.  BEATY — Although  he  is  a  trained  engineer  and 
practiced  for  some  years,  Norman  H.  Beaty  has  devoted  the  greater  part  of 
his  career  to  general  business  life,  particularly  insurance  work.  His  activities 
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have  centered  at  Glens  Falls  during  the  past  two  decades,  and  since  193°  he 
has  served  as  division  manager  of  the  Berkshire  Life  Insurance  Company  in 
this  territory. 

Mr.  Beaty  was  born  in  Johnsonville,  Rensselaer  County,  New  York,  on 
June  8,  1887,  a  son  of  Henry  H.  and  Fannie  (Wilson)  Beaty.  His  father,  a 
native  of  Rupert,  Vermont,  was  a  teacher,  merchant  and  farmer  throughout 
his  career.  His  mother  was  born  in  Salem,  Washington  County,  New  York. 
Both  are  now  deceased. 

Norman  H.  Beaty  received  his  preliminary  education  in  the  public  schools 
of  Hoosick  Falls,  New  York,  where  he  completed  the  high  school  course  in 
1906.  Subsequently  he  studied  for  one  year  at  the  University  of  Pennsylvania 
and  then  transferred  to  Rensselaer  Polytechnic  Institute  at  Troy,  New  York, 
where  he  took  the  degree  of  Civil  Engineer  in  1911.  After  completing  his 
professional  training,  he  was  occupied  with  duties  as  an  engineer  on  construc¬ 
tion  work  in  Virginia  and  later  in  Western  Canada  for  about  five  years.  At 
the  end  of  this  time  he  became  associated  with  the  Jerome  B.  Rice  Seed  Com¬ 
pany  of  Cambridge,  with  whom  he  spent  three  years.  In  October,  1919,  he 
established  himself  at  Glens  Falls,  and  for  some  four  years  was  connected  with 
the  firm  of  Adamson  and  Bayle  in  the  real  estate  and  insurance  business.  In 
1923  he  relinquished  the  connection  to  enter  business  for  himself  in  the  same 
field  at  Glens  Falls,  continuing  until  1930.  In  the  latter  year  he  gave  up  his 
interest  in  real  estate  to  devote  himself  exclusively  to  insurance,  and  at  that 
time  became  division  manager  in  the  Glens  Falls  territory  for  the  Berkshire 
Life  Insurance  Company.  The  operations  of  the  Glens  Falls  office  of  the 
company,  whose  headquarters  are  in  Pittsfield,  have  since  been  under  his 
direction.  Mr.  Beaty  is  an  experienced  insurance  man  and  an  executive  of 
demonstrated  capacities.  His  services  have  been  valuable  to  his  own  organi¬ 
zation  and  have  brought  him  an  established  position  in  the  Glens  Falls  business 
community. 

Mr.  Beaty  has  also  been  interested  in  public  affairs  and  since  1931  has 
served  as  supervisor  of  the  Third  Ward  of  Warren  County,  bringing  to  the 
duties  of  his  office  the  devotion  and  sound  business  judgment  which  distinguish 
him.  He  is  a  Republican  in  politics  and  is  affiliated  fraternally  with  Senate 
Lodge,  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  and  Glens  Falls  Lodge,  Benevolent  and 
Protective  Order  of  Elks.  He  is  a  member,  in  addition,  of  the  Glens  Falls 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  the  Warren  County  Farm  Bureau  and  the  Warrens- 
burgh  Country  Club,  and  is  a  member  and  steward  of  the  Glens  Falls  Metho¬ 
dist  Church.  Fond  of  athletic  sports,  he  finds  his  principal  recreation  in  golf 
and  bowling. 

On  February  24,  1917,  Mr.  Beaty  married  (first)  Sarah  Richardson,  of 
Cambridge,  New  York,  who  died  on  January  6,  1919.  He  married  (second), 
on  September  9,  1920,  Florence  Van  Trump,  of  Glens  Falls.  There  are  two 
children  of  the  second  marriage:  Jean  Elizabeth  and  Norman  H.  Beaty,  Jr. 
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LAWRENCE  V.  HALL — Operating  a  lumber  business  in  Saratoga 
Springs,  Lawrence  V.  Hall  is  now  head  of  the  Millman  and  Hall  Lumber 
Company,  of  this  city. 

Mr.  Hall  was  born  November  21,  1890,  in  Saratoga  Springs,  New  York, 
son  of  Alonzo  A.  and  Alice  M.  (Vandenburg)  Hall.  His  father,  who  is  now 
deceased,  was  for  years  a  contractor  here.  The  mother  now  makes  her  home 
in  Saratoga  Springs. 

Local  public  schools  provided  Lawrence  V.  Hall’s  early  education,  and 
afterward  he  was  graduated  from  Pratt  Institute,  Brooklyn,  New  York,  a 
member  of  the  class  of  1912.  For  some  years  he  was  engaged  in  construction 
work  in  New  York  City.  Then,  coming  to  Saratoga  Springs  once  more,  he 
entered  upon  his'  present  business  activities,  becoming  associated  with  the  Mill- 
man  and  Hall  Lumber  Company.  This  company  was  organized  in  1883  by 
E.  R.  Todd,  who  ran  it  for  a  number  of  years.  His  son-in-law,  William  B. 
Millman,  came  into  the  organization  after  a  time,  and  after  Mr.  Todd’s  death 
the  business  became  Mr.  Millman’s.  He  carried  it  on  until  1922,  when  Mr. 
Hall  came  into  association  with  him  as  a  partner.  The  firm  then  assumed  the 
style  of  the  Millman  and  Hall  Lumber  Company.  Though  Mr.  Millman  died 
in  August,  1935,  Mr.  Hall  continues  the  business  down  to  the  time  of  writing 
under  this  same  firm  name. 

Along  with  his  work  in  this  connection,  Mr.  Hall  interests  himself  in  many 
branches  of  the  life  of  his  community,  and  Saratoga  Springs  is  the  richer  for 
counting  him  among  its  citizens.  He  is  a  member  of  the  local  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  Rising  Sun  Lodge  of  the  Free  and  Accepted  Masons  and  the  First 
Church  of  Christ  Scientist.  He  is  fond  of  golf  and  is  a  member  of  McGregor 
Links,  and  also  in  leisure  time  enjoys  boating  and  fishing. 

Lawrence  V.  Hall  married  Madge  Brunner,  of  Saratoga  Springs,  New 
York,  who  was  educated  in  the  public  and  high  schools  here  and  was  after¬ 
ward  graduated  from  Oneonta  Normal  School.  She  was  a  teacher  in  Tuxedo 
Park,  New  York,  before  her  marriage.  The  children  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hall 
have  been:  1.  David  B.  Hall,  who  was  born  at  Saratoga  Springs  and  was 
graduated  from  high  school  here,  then  became  a  student  at  Wentworth  Insti¬ 
tute,  Boston.  2.  Eleanor  B.  Hall,  born  at  Saratoga  Springs,  became  a  high 
school  student  in  this  city. 


JOSEPH  B.  WIGLEY  — Entering  the  general  merchandise  field  in 
Luzerne  in  1898,  Joseph  B.  Wigley  has  been  actively  identified  with  this  busi¬ 
ness  to  the  present  day,  and  he  has  also  operated  an  insurance  agency  here  for 
many  years,  being  the  pioneer  in  this  field  in  this  section. 

Mr.  Wigley  is  a  native  of  England,  being  born  in  Derbyshire  in  1867,  the 
son  of  Joseph  Jackson  and  Anna  (Stocks)  Wigley,  both  deceased.  Joseph 
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Jackson  Wigley,  also  a  native  of  England,  was  engaged  as  a  butcher  in  that 
country  for  many  years,  and  later  entered  the  coal  mining  industry.  After 
coming  to  America,  he  purchased  property  in  Luzerne,  opposite  the  Wayside 
Hotel,  and  operated  a  boat  livery  business  for  many  years  prior  to  his  death. 
Anna  (Stocks)  Wigley,  although  a  native  of  England,  spent  most  of  her  life 
in  the  United  States. 

Joseph  B.  Wigley  was  educated  in  the  schools  of  England,  and  was  later 
employed  there  as  a  wire  galvanizer.  He  migrated  to  America  in  1884  and 
settled  at  Luzerne,  where  he  secured  work  in  a  tannery.  He  continued  in  this 
activity  for  approximately  eight  years,  during  which  period  he  became  well 
versed  in  the  various  phases  of  the  tanning  industry.  He  next  went  to  Blue 
Mountain  Lake  and  for  two  years  worked  for  the  Durant  Company  as  a 
steamboat  captain.  He  later  moved  to  Detroit,  Michigan,  and  was  employed 
there  for  about  nine  months  as  a  stove  moulder,  and  then  he  returned  to 
Luzerne,  and  went  to  Wayside,  where  for  the  summer  he  operated  the  club 
house.  He  next  went  into  partnership  with  H.  J.  Martine  in  the  drug  busi¬ 
ness,  but  one  year  later  decided  to  enter  business  for  himself,  establishing  his 
quarters  on  Main  Street,  where  he  sold  patent  medicines  and  clothing,  and 
began  to  handle  a  general  line  of  insurance.  In  1900,  two  years  later,  he  moved 
to  a  store  where  the  bank  now  stands,  and  he  remained  there  until  1928,  when 
he  established  his  present  headquarters.  This  is  the  oldest  store  in  Luzerne, 
dealing  in  general  merchandise,  and  in  years  of  service  Mr.  Wigley  is  the 
oldest  insurance  representative  in  this  community,  where  he  is  regarded  as  an 
industrious  and  honest  business  man,  and  a  leader  in  civic  life.  He  has  held 
the  post  of  treasurer  of  the  local  School  Board  for  twenty-seven  years,  and 
for  a  time  he  was  dispersing  sergeant  in  the  Home  Guards.  He  is  a  lover  of 
outdoor  sports  and  as  diversion  from  his  business  activities,  he  enjoys  witness¬ 
ing  baseball  and  football  games. 

He  is  an  active  member  of  St.  Mary’s  Episcopal  Church,  where  he  formerly 
sang  in  the  choir,  and  where  he  served  as  treasurer  and  vestryman  for  several 
years.  An  active  Democrat,  Mr.  Wigley  has  long  served  as  a  member  of  the 
county  committee,  and  he  is  affiliated  with  the  Free  and  Accepted  Masons  at 
Corinth,  and  is  Past  Noble  Grand  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows 
at  Luzerne. 

Joseph  B.  Wigley  married  May  Green,  a  native  of  Athol,  New  York,  and 
they  are  the  parents  of  two  daughters:  1.  Doris,  a  graduate  of  the  Luzerne 
public  schools  and  also  of  Cornell  University,  and  the  recipient  of  a  degree  of 
Master  of  Arts  from  this  latter  institution;  taught  school  for  several  years  in 
Dover  Plains;  now  married  to  Frank  Sapora,  of  Madison,  Wisconsin.  2. 
Elsie  H.,  a  graduate  of  the  local  schools,  later  took  a  physical  culture  course 
at  Ithaca,  New  York,  and  is  now  employed  by  the  Book  of  the  Month  Club  in 
New  York  City. 
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CHESTERTOWN  VOLUNTEER  FIRE  COMPANY— Since  time 
immemorial  the  menace  of  fire  has  caused  the  invention  of  devices  and  the 
cooperation  of  groups  of  men  to  fight  this  destroyer.  Pliny,  in  Ancient  Rome, 
mentions  both  devices  and  fire-fighters ;  in  our  Colonial  days  there  were  bucket 
brigades  in  every  settlement.  In  present  times  the  volunteer  fire  company,  or 
department,  continues  to  play  an  important  part  in  the  protection  of  smaller 
communities.  The  following  is  the  outline  history  of  one  of  these  organiza¬ 
tions  : 

In  June,  1932,  Chestertown,  New  York,  had  a  disastrous  fire  which  threat¬ 
ened  the  destruction  of  a  number  of  buildings,  and  was  brought  under  control 
only  after  outside  assistance.  In  that  same  month  some  hundred  and  more 
citizens  of  the  village  gathered  in  the  Odd  Fellows  Hall  to  discuss  the  organi¬ 
zation  of  a  fire  district  and  a  fire  company.  In  February,  1933,  a  resolution  to 
establish  a  fire  district  in  the  town  of  Chester  was  presented  before  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  and  on  February  16  was  adopted.  The  first  commissioners  of 
the  district  were  elected  on  August  10,  1933.  They  were:  Dr.  Howard  B. 
Swan;  Walter  W.  Janser;  and  William  Murphy,  with  Ralph  E.  Barkley  as 
treasurer.  These  were  approved  at  a  meeting  of  the  board  and  Dr.  Swan  was 
named  chairman  and  Mr.  Barkley  as  secretary.  On  October  11,  1933,  a  meet¬ 
ing  was  held  and  a  fire  company  was  organized.  Twenty-two  men  signed  as 
firemen.  Neil  J.  O’Connell  was  elected  chief;  Roy  Boles,  secretary,  and  Roy 
G.  Gibb,  treasurer. 

A  special  meeting  and  election  was  held  October  19,  1933,  and  the  question 
of  appropriating  $9,500  for  the  purchase  of  fire-fighting  equipment  was  ap¬ 
proved.  The  first  annual  election  of  fire  commissioners  was  held  December  5, 
1933.  Walter  W.  Janser  was  elected  for  five  years;  Dr.  Howard  B.  Swan  for 
four  years;  William  Murphy  for  three  years;  Roscoe  Cunningham  for  two 
years;  Marvin  Taber  for  one  year;  and  Roy  Gibb  was  elected  treasurer  of  the 
district. 

A  lot  was  purchased  on  West  Street  in  December,  1933,  for  the  fire  house. 
The  government  furnished  the  labor  while  the  district  furnished  the  lot  and 
material.  On  January  2,  1934,  work  was  started  on  the  erection  of  the  fire 
house.  On  February  5,  1934,  a  $5,000  bond  issue  to  pay  for  the  construction 
of  the  fire  house  was  voted  at  a  special  meeting. 

On  January  22,  1934,  the  fire  district  purchased  pumper  No.  2,  this  is  the 
smaller  unit  of  the  two  they  planned  to  have.  It  had  a  two  hundred  gallon 
pump  and  carried  eight  hundred  feet  of  hose,  a  one  hundred  and  fifty  gallon 
booster  tank,  and  is  equipped  with  ladders,  axes,  pails,  coats,  etc.  This  truck 
was  capable  of  making  fifty-five  miles  per  hour. 

The  fire  commissioners  purchased,  on  February  27,  1934,  pumper  No.  1. 
This  truck  has  a  seven  hundred  and  fifty  gallon  pump,  one  hundred  and  fifty 
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gallon  booster  tank, .carries  seventeen  hundred  feet  of  hose,  several  types  of 
ladders,  etc.  It  has  a  one  hundred  and  thirty-seven  H.  P.  motor  and  dual  rear 
wheels,  and  is  capable  of  making  seventy  miles  per  hour.  A  fire  map  was 
drawn  up  showing  every  available  source  of  water,  which  saved  time  in  looking 
for  water  in  case  of  a  fire.  Since  March  19,  1934,  a  new  siren  has  been  in 
service,  and  a  man  appointed  to  sound  it  at  noon  every  day  excepting  Sundays. 

By  means  of  subscriptions  and  a  firemen’s  ball,  club  rooms  were  furnished 
in  the  fire  house,  the  dedication  banquet  being  held  on  December  1 ,  1934.  On 
October  6,  1936,  a  committtee  was  appointed  to  take  action  in  the  installation 
of  a  new  alarm  system.  March  2,  1937,  marked  the  date  of  Chief  O’Connell’s 
resignation,  which  vacancy  was  filled  by  Clarence  Armstrong.  Since  its  organi¬ 
zation  the  fire  company  has  answered  one  hundred  and  five  calls,  and  the 
emergency  squad  has  answered  seven  calls. 

The  present  officers  of  the  Chestertown  Volunteer  Fire  Company  are: 
Chief,  Clarence  Armstrong ;  first  assistant  chief,  L.  G.  Smith ;  second  assistant 
chief,  C.  J.  O’Connell ;  chief  pumperman,  Kenneth  Little ;  captain  of  fire 
police,  James  Johnson ;  captain  of  emergency  squad,  John  Little,  Jr. ;  historian, 
Mark  H.  Fish;  publicity,  C.  J.  O’Connell;  chairman  of  initiation  committee, 
William  Walkup;  secretary,  Mark  H.  Fish;  treasurer,  Roy  G.  Gibb;  sergeant- 
at-arms,  Willis  Kingsley;  Ray  Davis  and  James  Johnson,  elective  members  of 
the  executive  committee. 


HAROLD  F.  TUCKER — An  active  member  of  the  legal  profession 
in  Clinton  County,  Harold  F.  Tucker,  of  Plattsburg,  who  maintains  an  inde¬ 
pendent  practice  in  his  home  community,  is  also  one  of  the  leading  members  of 
the  Clinton  County  organization  of  the  Republican  party  and  is  prominent  in 
various  civic  and  fraternal  organizations. 

Harold  F.  Tucker  was  born  at  Utica,  Oneida  County,  May  25,  1911,  son 
of  Earl  A.  and  Rose  A.  (Knepka)  Tucker.  Earl  A.  Tucker,  who  established 
himself  in  life  as  an  electrician,  is  an  electrical  inspector  in  Plattsburg,  where 
he  makes  his  home.  Rose  A.  (Knepka)  Tucker,  his  wife,  is  also  a  native  of 
Utica. 

After  passing  through  the  primary  schools  of  Utica  and  Plattsburg,  and 
graduating  from  the  Plattsburg  High  School,  Harold  F.  Tucker  attended 
Brown  University,  Providence,  Rhode  Island,  and  then,  selecting  a  career  as 
a  lawyer,  following  a  clerkship  with  Pierce  &  Holcombe  of  Plattsburg,  entered 
the  Albany  Law  School,  graduating  with  his  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws  in 
1936.  Admitted  to  the  New  York  State  bar  at  Albany  the  same  year,  Harold 
F.  Tucker  became  associated  in  practice  with  Patrick  J.  Tierney  in  Plattsburg 
but,  after  a  year  and  a  half,  on  September  1,  1938,  he  established  his  own  office 
in  Plattsburg,  developing  a  practice  which  he  has  maintained  through  the  pres- 
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ent  time.  Always  keenly  interested  in  political  problems,  Mr.  Tucker  has 
become  active  in  the  ranks  of  the  Republican  party  and,  during  the  recent 
( 1938)  New  York  State  Constitutional  Convention,  served  as  a  legal  consultant. 
A  member  of  the  Plattsburg  Episcopal  Church,  Mr.  Tucker  is  generous  with 
his  talents  and  time  in  the  promotion  of  civic  enterprises  and  is  particularly 
interested  in  the  Boy  Scouts  of  America,  serving  as  a  member  of  the  Platts¬ 
burg  Council  of  the  organization.  Belonging  to  the  Plattsburg  Lodge,  Ancient 
Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  he  is  also  a  member  of  the  local  advisory  council 
of  the  Order  of  De  Molay  and  belongs  to  the  Plattsburg  Young  Men’s  Chris¬ 
tian  Association  as  well  as  to  Plattsburg  Lodge,  Benevolent  and  Protective 
Order  of  Elks.  Fond  of  hunting  and  fishing  and  other  outdoor  sports  in 
season,  Mr.  Tucker  also  finds  bowling  a  means  of  recreation  from  his  profes¬ 
sional  responsibilities. 


ALBERT  SHARRON — Entering  the  mercantile  field  on  a  small 
scale  more  than  fifty-six  years  ago,  Albert  Sharron  has  been  successfully 
engaged  in  this  business  in  Plattsburg  to  the  present  day,  and  as  president  of 
Sharrons,  Incorporated,  he  now  guides  the  destinies  of  the  largest  and  oldest 
department  store  in  this  city. 

Mr.  Sharron  was  born  in  Ellenburg,  Clinton  County,  February  18,  1857, 
the  son  of  Nelson  and  Margaret  (Vivia)  Sharron,  both  deceased.  Nelson 
Sharron,  a  native  of  Hemingford,  Canada,  was  one  of  the  earlier  settlers  in 
Ellenburg,  where  he  was  engaged  in  general  farming  operations  at  the  time  of 
his  death.  Margaret  (Vivia)  Sharron  was  born  at  Perry’s  Mills,  Clinton 
County. 

After  completing  his  brief  schooling  in  a  one-room  schoolhouse  in  Ellen¬ 
burg,  Albert  Sharron  worked  for  a  time  on  his  father’s  farm,  and  then  secured 
a  position  as  a  clerk  in  the  general  store  operated  by  Carter  and  Vilas,  where 
his  initial  salary  was  fifteen  dollars  per  month.  After  three  years  with  this 
concern  he  became  associated  with  the  John  W.  Hovens  Company,  and  one 
year  later  he  came  to  Plattsburg,  where  he  entered  the  employ  of  McHattie 
and  Hughes,  local  dry  goods  merchants.  He  remained  with  this  store  for 
approximately  four  years,  and  then  went  to  Keeseville,  where  he  secured 
employment  with  the  Charles  Stearns  Company,  continuing  there  until  1882, 
at  which  time  he  returned  to  Plattsburg,  and  in  association  with  Peter  Tierney, 
founded  the  firm  of  Tierney  and  Sharron,  general  merchants.  This  firm  con¬ 
tinued  until  1895,  and  then  Mr.  Sharron  purchased  his  partner’s  share  of  the 
business,  continuing  as  sole  proprietor  until  1921.  The  business  was  then 
incorporated  under  its  present  name  with  Mr.  Sharron  as  president,  his  son, 
Gerald,  treasurer,  another  son,  Arthur,  secretary  and  a  third  son,  Roswell, 
vice-president.  The  site  of  the  original  establishment  was  a  small  store  on 
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Margaret  Street,  requiring  a  working  personnel  of  five  sales  people.  In  1896, 
due  to  rapidly  increasing  business,  an  adjoining  store  was  added,  in  order  to 
secure  additional  floor  space,  and  eight  years  later  another  store  had  to  be 
taken  over.  In  1910  an  adjoining  store  was  purchased  and  both  stores  rebuilt 
and  remodeled  in  1913.  The  store  was  remodeled  in  1932,  and  today,  the 
department  store  of  Sharron’s  Incorporated,  with  its  three  full  stocked  floors 
and  a  large  basement  department,  is  the  largest  establishment  of  its  kind  in 
Plattsburg,  and  requires  a  daily  working  personnel  of  approximately  thirty 
people.  Mr.  Sharron  himself  is  still  active  in  the  management  of  the  business, 
and  being  the  oldest  active  merchant  in  this  city  he  is  well  known  to  the  count¬ 
less  persons  to  whom  he  has  catered  during  his  many  years  of  business.  Mr. 
Sharron  is  also  a  member  of  the  board  of  directors  of  the  Plattsburg  National 
Bank  and  Trust  Company,  and  in  addition  he  has  distinguished  himself  in 
public  life,  having  been  the  first  mayor  of  the  city  of  Plattsburg,  and  for 
several  years  a  member  of  the  local  School  Board. 

Mr.  Sharron  is  a  communicant  of  St.  Peter’s  Roman  Catholic  Church,  an 
ardent  supporter  of  the  Democratic  party,  and  a  member  of  the  local  Chamber 
of  Commerce.  He  is  also  a  charter  member  of  both  Plattsburg  Council  No. 
255,  Knights  of  Columbus  and  Plattsburg  Lodge  No.  621,  Benevolent  and 
Protective  Order  of  Elks. 

He  was  married  September  10,  1883,  to  Mary  Valley  of  Plattsburg,  and 
they  became  the  parents  of  eight  children:  1.  Eva.  2.  Genevieve.  3.  Arthur. 
4.  Gerald.  5.  Beatrice.  6.  Roswell.  7.  Dorothy.  8.  Albert  H.  Sharron. 
Mary  (Valley)  Sharron  departed  this  life,  September  23,  1932. 


ALVIN  W.  INMAN — An  outstanding  architect  of  northern  New 
York  State,  Alvin  W.  Inman  of  Plattsburg,  following  several  years  in  New 
York  City,  has  established  himself  as  a  leading  member  of  his  profession  in 
Clinton  County,  being  particularly  noted  for  his  work  in  the  design  of  schools 
and  churches. 

Alvin  W.  Inman  was  born  at  Plattsburg,  February  26,  1895,  son  of  Curtis 
E.  and  Ida  C.  (Greene)  Inman.  Curtis  E.  Inman,  who  was  a  native  of  Crown 
Point,  established  himself  in  life  as  a  banker,  work  in  which  he  was  engaged 
for  many  years  and  in  which  he  was  active  at  the  time  of  his  decease.  Ida  C. 
(Greene)  Inman,  his  wife,  who  survives  him,  is  also  a  native  of  Crown  Point. 

Passing  through  the  public  schools  of  Plattsburg  and  graduating  from  the 
Plattsburg  High  School,  Alvin  W.  Inman  entered  the  University  of  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  where  he  graduated  with  the  class  of  1920  as  a  Bachelor  of  Science  in 
Architecture.  Following  his  graduation,  Mr.  Inman  entered  the  Fifth  Ave¬ 
nue,  New  York  City,  office  of  Crow,  Lewis  and  Wick,  architects  and  worked 
there  for  some  eight  years  as  an  architect  and  designer.  Finally,  in  1928,  Mr. 
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Inman  resigned  and  returned  to  Plattsburg  to  establish  himself  in  his  home 
community  as  an  independent  architect,  opening  an  office  which  he  has  main¬ 
tained  through  the  present  time.  While  his  business  has  many  types  of  de¬ 
signing  within  his  profession,  Mr.  Inman  has  come  to  be  somewhat  of  a  spe¬ 
cialist  in  churches  and  schools,  having  produced  the  First  Baptist  Church  of 
Plattsburg  and,  among  some  fifty  school  buildings  such  outstanding  edifices 
as  the  Plattsburg  Junior  High  School,  the  Au  Sable  Forks  High  School,  the 
Mooers  High  School,  and  the  Peru  High  School.  During  the  World  War 
period,  Mr.  Inman’s  college  career  was  interrupted  by  his  service  with  the 
United  States  military  forces,  a  service  which  he  joined  as  a  first  lieutenant  in 
the  United  States  Army  Air  Corps  and  which  carried  him  to  France  where  he 
served  on  active  duty  some  eight  months  with  the  American  Expeditionary 
Forces.  A  member  of  Plattsburg  Lodge,  No.  828,  Ancient  Free  and  Accepted 
Masons,  Mr.  Inman  is  also  a  member  of  the  First  Baptist  Church  of  Platts¬ 
burg,  an  institution  which  he  serves  as  a  trustee.  Fond  of  hunting  and  fishing, 
Mr.  Inman  finds  recreation  from  his  professional  duties  by  indulgence  in  out¬ 
door  activities. 

Alvin  W.  Inman  married,  in  1925,  Vera  A.  Kolb,  who  is  a  native  of  Brook¬ 
lyn,  New  York. 


ALFRED  D.  CLARK — Actively  engaged  in  the  practice  of  law  in 
Glens  Falls,  Alfred  D.  Clark  is  an  honored  and  respected  member  of  this 
community. 

Mr.  Clark  was  born  March  8,  1908,  in  Saratoga  Springs,  New  York,  son 
of  Robert  G.  and  Eliza  (Searles)  Clark.  His  father,  a  native  of  Staten  Island, 
New  York,  has  been  for  years  engaged  as  a  partner  in  the  Clark  Brothers 
Company,  of  Glens  Falls.  The  mother  was  born  in  Sidney,  New  York. 

Public  schools  in  Saratoga  provided  Alfred  D.  Clark’s  early  education, 
and  he  also  attended  school  at  Glens  Falls.  Completing  his  high  school  work 
here,  he  then  became  a  student  at  Williams  College,  Williamstown,  Massa¬ 
chusetts,  where  he  took  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  in  1930.

Alfred  D.  Clark  married,  in  1932,  Mary  Griffin,  a  native  of  Hudson  Falls, 
New  York.  They  became  the  parents  of  one  child,  Linda  G.  Clark. 


ROBERT  W.  FOOTE — As  County  Agricultural  Agent  of  Clinton 
County,  and  a  leading  figure  in  civic  and  fraternal  affairs,  Robert  W.  Foote, 
of  Plattsburg,  is  recognized  as  one  of  the  most  active  citizens  of  this  locality. 
He  was  born  at  Malone,  New  York,  February  12,  1907,  the  son  of  Lyman  L. 
and  Bridget  (Daly)  Foote.  Lyman  L.  Foote,  also  a  native  of  Malone,  has 
been  engaged  for  many  years  in  the  farming  industry.  Bridget  (Daly)  Foote 
was  born  in  Brushton,  New  York. 

Robert  W.  Foote  acquired  his  elementary  education  in  the  Malone  district 
schools,  and  later  studied  at  Franklin  Academy,  after  which  he  enrolled  at 
Cornell  University,  where  he  received  his  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science.

ALFRED  S.  CLARK;  ROBERT  G.  CLARK— Since  1920  Alfred  S. 
and  Robert  G.  Clark  have  been  partners  in  Clark  Brothers,  one  of  the  largest 
fabric  glove  manufacturing  companies  in  Northern  New  York  State  and  the 
only  one  located  in  Glens  Falls.  Both  are  men  in  the  prime  of  life,  both  had 
acquired  a  substantial  experience  in  their  father’s  silk  glove  business  before 
founding  their  present  enterprise,  and  both  are  exemplary  citizens,  civic- 
minded,  always  ready  to  serve  the  best  interests  of  their  city. 

From  its  beginning,  in  1920,  the  Clark  Brothers  firm  has  been  an  important 
factor  in  the  industrial  field  of  Glens  Falls.  Yet  while  starting  on  a  large  scale 
its  history  is  that  of  increasing  growth,  a  record  that  even  the  decade  of  un¬ 
certain  American  finance  and  industry  has  not  spoiled.  In  1920  about  one 
hundred  and  fifty  people  were  employed ;  now  nearly  four  hundred  men  and 
women  are  at  work  in  a  new  and  modernly  equipped  plant,  built  at  a  cost  of 
nearly  half  a  million  dollars.  At  first  Clark  Brothers  specialized  in  the  making 
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of  silk  gloves  and  silk  piece  goods.  At  the  present  time  they  manufacture  a 
wide  line  of  fabric  gloves  of  various  materials  and  rayon  piece  goods  used  for 
underwear  and  foundation  garments.  Some  of  the  departments  operate  on  a 
twenty-four-hour  basis,  and  a  tremendous  stream  of  products  leaves  the  fac¬ 
tory  for  all  parts  of  America. 

Alfred  S.  Clark  was  born  at  Fultonville,  New  York,  June  8,  1887,  son  of 
Joseph  H.  and  Ellen  (Dutson)  Clark.  Both  parents  were  natives  of  England, 
the  father  born  in  London  and  the  mother  in  Bristol.  Joseph  H.  Clark  was 
the  founder  of  the  Clark  Textile  Company,  of  Saratoga  Springs,  New  York, 
and  remained  a  silk  glove  manufacturer  to  the  time  of  his  death,  September 
4,  1924.  Mrs.  Clark  lived  to  April  17,  1932.  Alfred  S.  Clark  attended  Sidney, 
New  York,  grammar  and  high  schools  prior  to  entering  Manlius  Military 
Academy,  class  of  1906,  where  he  completed  his  formal  education.  He  then 
became  associated  with  his  father  in  industry,  at  Saratoga,  and  was  secretary 
of  the  Clark  Textile  Company  until  it  was  sold  in  1919.  As  already  indicated, 
in  1920  he  joined  his  brother,  Robert  G.,  in  establishing  Clark  Brothers,  of 
Glens  Falls.  Alfred  S.  Clark  is  a  director  of  the  First  National  Bank  of 
Glens  Falls,  an  officer  and  director  of  the  Merrill,  Clark,  Meinig  Company,  of 
New  York  City,  and  a  director  of  the  Glens  Falls  Hospital.  He  is  past  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Rotary  Club,  a  member  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  and  attends 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church.  His  principal  recreation  is  golf,  which  he 
plays  as  a  member  of  the  Glens  Falls  Country  Club. 

In  1911  Alfred  S.  Clark  married  Lena  Searles,  born  at  Sidney,  New  York, 
and  they  are  the  parents  of  a  daughter,  Ellen  E.,  who  is  a  graduate  of  Smith 
College,  class  of  1934,  a  Bachelor  of  Arts.  She  married  C.  Sherman  Will- 
mott,  of  Glens  Falls,  and  they  have  a  son,  Peter  Willmott. 

Robert  G.  Clark  was  born  at  New  Brighton,  New  York,  August  19,  1885, 
a  brother  of  Alfred  S.  Clark,  as  already  noted.  He  also  went  to  the  local 
schools  in  Sidney,  and  was  graduated  from  Manlius  Military  Academy,  in 
1904.  After  completing  his  education  he  joined  his  father  in  the  Clark  Textile 
Company,  of  Saratoga,  and  was  serving  as  its  vice-president  at  the  time  of  the 
sale  of  the  corporation  in  1919.  In  addition  to  his  activities  since  1920  as 
co-owner  of  Clark  Brothers,  and  with  other  business  enterprises,  he  has  been 
to  the  fore  notably  in  varied  city  organizations  and  movements. 

Robert  G.  Clark  is  a  director  of  the  Glens  Falls  Community  Chest,  treas¬ 
urer  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  Young  Men’s  Christian  Association,  a 
trustee  of  the  Home  for  the  Aged,  director  of  the  Warren  County  Tubercu¬ 
losis  League;  treasurer  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  Home  of  the  Good 
Shepherd  at  Saratoga  Springs,  a  former  president  of  the  Glens  Falls  Chamber 
of  Commerce,  and  a  member  of  the  Rotary  Club.  He  plays  golf,  and  his  reli¬ 
gious  affiliations  are  with  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church. 
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In  1907  Robert  G.  Clark  married  Eliza  D.  Searles,  a  native  of  Sidney, 
New  York,  and  they  have  a  son,  Alfred  D.  Clark,  and  a  grandchild,  Linda 
Gage  Clark. 

VERIAN  D.  OTIS — Since  his  appointment  in  1933  as  Commissioner 
of  Public  Welfare  of  the  city  of  Plattsburg,  Verian  D.  Otis  has  fulfilled  the 
many  duties  of  his  important  office  in  a  manner  which  has  earned  for  him  the 
confidence,  respect  and  good  will  of  the  entire  local  populace.  He  is  a  native 
of  this  city,  having  been  born  here  March  3,  1889,  the  son  of  the  late  Orlin  B. 
and  Ella  (Gonyea)  Otis.  Orlin  B.  Otis,  a  native  of  Lapham  Mills,  New 
York,  was  engaged  in  general  farming  activities,  and  also  carpentry  work  for 
many  years  prior  to  his  death.  Ella  (Gonyea)  Otis  is  a  native  of  Point  Au 
Rock,  Clinton  County. 

Verian  D.  Otis  received  his  early  education  in  the  district  schools  at  Point 
Au  Rock,  and  then  attended  the  high  school  at  Chazy.  He  next  enrolled  at 
the  Houghton  Theological  Seminary,  and  after  completing  his  studies  at  this 
institution,  he  went  to  New  York  City  to  study  journalism  at  the  Associated 
Journal  Institute.

J.  EDGAR  DOWNS — Throughout  his  professional  career  of  more 
than  nineteen  years,  J.  Edgar  Downs  has  been  engaged  in  the  general  practice 
of  law  at  Plattsburg,  New  York.  He  was  born  at  Saranac,  Clinton  County, 
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January  25,  1895,  the  son  of  Hugh  and  Helen  (Farrell)  Downs,  both  natives 
of  Saranac.  Hugh  Downs  has  been  well  known  in  the  farming  industry  in 
this  section  for  many  years. 

J.  Edgar  Downs  received  his  elementary  education  in  the  public  schools  at 
Peru,  New  York,  and  later  studied  at  Plattsburg  High  School.  He  next 
enrolled  at  Albany  Law  School,  where  he  was  graduated  in  1917  with  the 
degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws.  On  December  8  of  the  same  year  he  enlisted  for 
service  in  the  World  War,  and  was  assigned  to  the  20th  Regiment  Engineers. 
As  a  member  of  the  American  Expeditionary  Forces  he  served  overseas  for 
fifteen  months,  and  was  gassed  in  action.  He  received  his  honorable  discharge 
in  June,  1919,  and  shortly  after  his  return  to  civilian  life,  he  was  admitted  to 
the  bar.

M.  WAITE  HICKS — Performing  an  important  work  in  Granville 
and  in  Washington  County,  M.  Waite  Hicks  is  proprietor  of  his  own  insur¬ 
ance  agency,  a  thirty-five-year-old  enterprise.  Since  1934  he  has  been  Com¬ 
missioner  of  Public  Welfare  of  the  county. 

Mr.  Hicks  was  born  May  3,  1875,  in  Granville,  New  York,  son  of  Frank 
E.  and  Ida  J.  (Waite)  Hicks,  both  natives  of  Granville,  New  York,  and  both 
now  deceased.  The  father  was  a  farmer. 

Public  schools  provided  M.  Waite  Hicks’  early  education  in  Granville,  his 
native  community,  and  when  he  completed  his  high  school  studies  he  became 
a  student  at  the  S.  S.  Seward  Institute,  in  Florida,  New  York.  He  later  went 
to  the  Albany  Business  College.

CHARLES  H.  SIGNOR — Numbered  among  the  leading  attorneys 
in  Clinton  County  is  Charles  H.  Signor,  who  has  distinguished  himself  in  the 
legal  profession  throughout  his  more  than  forty  years  of  general  practice  in 
this  locality.  He  was  born  in  Saranac,  Clinton  County,  February  1,  1868,  the 
son  of  John  Wesley  and  Ellen  (Hull)  Signor,  both  deceased.

ROBERT  C.  CARTER — Extensively  engaged  in  activities  of  impor¬ 
tance  in  the  insurance  trade,  Robert  C.  Carter  has  for  years  been  secretary 
and  treasurer  of  the  Glens  Falls  Insurance  Company. 

Mr.  Carter  was  born  July  4,  1874,  in  La  Fayette,  Indiana,  son  of  Henry 
M.  and  Julia  E.  (Gayger)  Carter,  both  natives  of  New  York  State  and  both 
of  them  now  deceased.  His  father  was  long  engaged  in  the  farm  implement 
business.

SHERLOCK  E.  HALEY — Senior  partner  in  the  law  firm  of  Haley 
and  North  of  Plattsburg,  Sherlock  E.  Haley,  of  Plattsburg,  is  not  only  one  of 
the  leading  members  of  the  legal  fraternity  of  Clinton  County  but  also  active 
in  the  local  organization  of  the  Knights  of  Columbus  and  well  known  in  hunt¬ 
ing  and  fishing  groups. 

Sherlock  E.  Haley  was  born  at  Plattsburg,  September  16,  1901,  son  of 
Thomas  and  Josephine  (Casey)  Haley.  Thomas  Haley,  who  was  born  at 
Cadyville,  Clinton  County,  established  himself  in  Plattsburg  as  a  merchant,  a 
calling  which  he  followed  for  many  years  and  in  which  he  was  active  at  the 
time  of  his  death.  Josephine  (Casey)  Haley,  his  wife,  who  has  survived  him, 
was  born  at  Waterman  Hill,  St.  Lawrence  County. 

After  passing  through  the  public  schools  of  Plattsburg,  Sherlock  E.  Haley 
graduated  from  the  Plattsburg  High  School  and  then,  following  two  years  at 
Brown  LTniversity,  selected  the  legal  profession,  entering  New  York  Uni¬ 
versity  and  receiving  his  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws  as  a  member  of  that  insti¬ 
tution’s  class  of  1932.  Admitted  to  the  New  York  State  bar  the  same  year, 
Sherlock  E.  Haley  returned  home  and  established  himself  in  general  practice 
in  Plattsburg,  remaining  independent  until  1935  when  he  became  the  senior 
partner  of  the  legal  firm  of  Haley  and  North,  an  association  which  has  con¬ 
tinued  through  the  present  time.

REV.  JOHN  BERNARD  McGARRY — A  native  son  of  Vermont, 

Rev.  John  Bernard  McGarry,  pastor  of  St.  Stephen’s  Roman  Catholic  Church 
at  Winooski,  Vermont,  is  also  the  son  of  native  born  parents,  although  his 
grandparents,  Patrick  and  Catherine  (Diffley)  McGarry  were  born  in  County 
Langford,  Ireland,  both  in  1817.  A  famine  in  the  early  ’forties  drove  ship¬ 
loads  of  Irish  people  to  America,  the  McGarrys  among  them.  Patrick 
McGarry  was  employed  for  many  years  at  Proctor,  Vermont,  where  he  died 
in  1899,  his  wife  dying  ten  years  before  at  Crown  Point,  New  York.  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Patrick  McGarry  were  the  parents  of  a  daughter  who  died  in  infancy, 
and  of  five  sons:  Hugh,  John,  William,  Frank,  and  Bernard,  of  further 
mention. 

Bernard  McGarry  was  born  at  Brandon,  Vermont,  June  27,  1849,  and 
attended  the  district  schools  here  and  at  Pitts  ford.  After  leaving  school  he 
clerked  in  a  store  for  a  year  and  for  three  years  was  employed  in  a  marble 
quarry.  He  then  worked  for  several  years  at  Brandon  and  Pittsford.  At 
the  age  of  twenty-three,  he  went  to  work  in  the  marble  mill  at  Proctor,  remain¬ 
ing  in  that  position  for  five  years,  and  for  the  next  thirteen  years  he  was  fore¬ 
man  for  the  Vermont  Marble  Company.  The  remainder  of  his  life  he  was 
engaged  as  a  general  merchant,  with  stores  at  Proctor  and  at  Fowler,  now 
Florence,  Vermont.  He  died  at  Proctor,  December  16,  1912.  He  was  an 
active  member  of  the  Democratic  party,  though  never  seeking  office  for 
himself,  and  was  a  faithful  communicant  and  generous  supporter  of  the 
Roman  Catholic  Church.  Bernard  McGarry  married  Sophia  Willette,  who 
was  born  at  Mooers,  New  York,  March  28,  1850,  died  November  19,  1918, 
daughter  of  Theophile  and  Sophia  (Garand)  Willette,  and  they  had  nine 
children:  1.  Rev.  John  Bernard,  of  further  mention.  2.  Mary,  born  at  Pitts¬ 
ford,  Vermont,  July  29,  1875.  3.  Nellie,  born  at  Pittsford,  April  28,  1877; 
married  Thomas  Noonan,  and  had  one  child.  4.  Alice,  born  at  Proctor,  April 
23,  1879;  married  John  Blake  Flanagan,  and  had  two  children.  5.  Dominic, 
also  born  at  Proctor,  on  April  28,  1881 ;  married  Cora  Hart  and  had  six  children. 
6.  Margaret,  born  at  Proctor,  May  8,  1883 ;  married  Thomas  Maye  and  had 
two  children.  7.  William,  born  at  Proctor,  January  15,  1885;  died  in  Feb¬ 
ruary,  1890.  8.  Gertrude,  born  at  Proctor,  August  27,  1888;  married  Charles 
Noonan,  and  had  two  children.  9.  Julia,  born  at  Proctor,  June  15,  1891 ;  mar¬ 
ried  Earle  McLaughton,  and  had  six  children. 

Rev.  John  Bernard  McGarry,  the  oldest  child  of  Bernard  and  Sophia 
(Willett)  McGarry,  was  born  October  29,  1873,  at  Pittsford,  Vermont,  and 
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after  attending  the  public  schools  at  Proctor,  graduated  from  the  Proctor  High 
School  in  the  class  of  1889.  Two  years  later  he  entered  Ottawa  College,  at 
Ottawa,  Canada,  and  completed  his  course  of  studies  in  1894.  For  the  next 
two  years  he  attended  the  Seminary  of  Philosophy  at  Montreal,  Canada, 
spending  a  like  period  at  St.  Mary’s  Seminary,  Baltimore,  Maryland,  there¬ 
after  completing  his  theological  studies  at  Laval  University,  Quebec,  Canada. 
Ordained  a  priest  on  October  28,  1900,  Rev.  John  Bernard  McGarry  was 
appointed  assistant  rector  of  St.  Francis  Roman  Catholic  Church  at  Benning¬ 
ton,  Vermont,  1900  to  1901.  From  1901  to  1905  he  held  a  similar  position 
with  St.  Peter’s  Church  at  Rutland,  Vermont;  and  until  1908  was  rector  of 
the  Church  of  St.  John  the  Baptist  at  Enosburg  Falls,  Vermont.  From  1908 
to  1909  he  was  rector  of  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Rosary  at  Richmond,  Ver¬ 
mont,  and  from  1909  to  1912  he  was  rector  of  St.  Francis’  Church  at  Windsor, 
Vermont,  and  at  the  same  time  was  chaplain  of  the  State  Prison  at  Windsor. 
Following  three  years  of  service  as  rector  of  the  Church  of  St.  John  the 
Evangelist  at  Northfield,  Vermont,  Father  McGarry  became  pastor,  on 
October  14,  1915,  of  St.  Stephen’s  Church  at  Winooski,  Vermont,  where  he 
has  remained  the  past  twenty-four  years.  During  his  thirty-nine  years  of 
activities  as  a  Catholic  priest,  Father  McGarry  has  built  two  churches:  the 
first,  at  Enosburg  Falls  during  his  pastorate  there  in  1906;  and  the  second, 
here  at  Winooski,  in  1928. 


J.  ROBERT  McMULLEN — Proprietor  of  McMullen-Leavens  Com¬ 
pany  of  Glens  Falls,  shirt  manufacturers,  the  organization  being  one  of  the 
largest  enterprises  in  the  city,  J.  Robert  McMullen  is  not  only  one  of  Glens 
Falls’  outstanding  business  men  but  is  also  a  leading  citizen  and  philanthropist, 
having  recently  (1938)  donated  the  children’s  ward  to  the  new  Glens  Falls 
City  Hospital. 

J.  Robert  McMullen  was  born  in  Glens  Falls,  December  8,  1872,  son  of 
Arthur  and  Catherine  (Lavey)  McMullen.  Arthur  McMullen,  who  was  born 
in  Belfast,  Ireland,  came  to  America  and  settled  in  Glens  Falls  where  he  was 
associated  for  many  years  with  the  Keenan  Lime  Company.  Catherine 
(Lavey)  McMullen,  his  wife,  also  deceased,  was  born  in  Hudson  Falls. 

After  passing  through  the  public  schools  of  Glens  Falls  and  graduating 
from  the  Glens  Falls  High  School,  J.  Robert  McMullen  attended  the  New 
York  Business  College  and  then,  for  eight  years,  was  employed  in  the  office 
of  Joseph  Fowler  Company.  Then,  in  1902,  Mr.  McMullen  and  Walter  P. 
Leavens  established  the  McMullen-Leavens  Company  for  the  manufacture  of 
shirts,  in  a  small  building  on  Glen  Street  with  a  payroll  of  about  fifty  hands. 
Within  the  year,  the  business  prospered  so  greatly  that  in  1903  the  company 
was  forced  to  find  larger  quarters  and,  accordingly  a  factory  was  built  on 
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Lawrence  Street  and  the  staff  increased  to  about  one  hundred  and  twenty-five 
employees.  Through  subsequent  years,  the  business  continued  to  expand,  the 
Cooper  Street  extension  being  added  in  1915  and  in  1935  a  line  of  products 
for  women  was  added  to  the  list  of  the  company’s  manufactures.  Today  the 
McMullen-Leavens  Company  employs  about  six  hundred  persons  and  is  one 
of  the  largest  industries  in  Glens  Falls.  Mr.  McMullen,  who  has  been  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  company  ever  since  it  was  established,  became  the  sole  proprietor  of 
the  enterprise  in  1922,  when  Mr.  Leavens  died.  In  addition  to  his  private 
responsibilities,  Mr.  McMullen  has  accepted  other  duties,  being  a  director  of 
the  First  National  Bank  of  Glens  Falls  and  a  director  of  the  Queensbury 
Hotel.  A  member  of  the  Glens  Falls  Country  Club  and  the  Glens  Falls  Cham¬ 
ber  of  Commerce,  Mr.  McMullen  also  belongs  to  such  organizations  as  the 
New  York  Athletic  Club,  the  Lotos  Club,  the  Metropolitan  Club,  the  Crescent 
Athletic  Club  and  the  Wing  Foot  Golf  Club.  A  member  of  St.  Mary’s  Cath¬ 
olic  Church,  Mr.  McMullen  serves  the  institution  as  a  trustee.  Finding  recrea¬ 
tion  from  his  responsibilities  in  his  favorite  sport  of  golf,  he  also  devotes 
himself  to  gardening. 


SHIRLEY  E.  STRACK — Shirley  E.  Strack,  commissioner  of  public 
welfare  for  Clinton  County,  and  a  popular  figure  in  local  public  and  civic  life, 
was  born  in  Redford,  Clinton  County,  April  14,  1897,  the  son  of  Martin  and 
Anna  (Taylor)  Strack.  Martin  Strack,  also  a  native  of  Redford,  has  been 
engaged  in  farming  and  also  in  the  lumber  business  in  this  locality,  for  many 
years.  He  is  the  son  of  Ansalom  Strack,  a  native  of  Germany,  who  was  one 
of  the  pioneer  settlers  in  Redford,  and  the  street  where  he  lived  was  known 
as  Strackville  Street.  During  the  Civil  War  he  served  with  the  New  York 
Volunteers,  and  was  wounded  in  action.  Anna  (Taylor)  Strack  is  a  native  of 
Saranac. 

Upon  completion  of  his  education  in  the  Redford  district  schools,  Shirley 
E.  Strack  entered  the  lumber  business,  and  continued  in  this  field  for  approxi¬ 
mately  fifteen  years.  He  then  established  his  own  general  merchandise  busi¬ 
ness  in  Redford,  in  which,  for  the  next  nine  years  he  was  successfully  engaged. 
In  1935  he  was  elected  to  his  present  official  post,  and  he  has  conducted  the 
affairs  of  his  office  in  a  manner  which  has  earned  for  him  the  admiration  and 
respect  of  the  entire  local  populace. 

Mr.  Strack  is  a  parishioner  of  St.  Peter’s  Roman  Catholic  Church,  and  a 
very  active  member  of  the  Republican  party,  having  served  as  Saranac  town 
clerk  for  a  period  of  six  years,  and  as  a  member  of  the  Clinton  County  Re¬ 
publican  Committee  since  1929.  He  is  also  affiliated  with  the  St.  Jean  Baptiste 
Society,  Plattsburg  Lodge,  No.  621,  Benevolent  and  Protective  Order  of  Elks 
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and  the  Plattsburg  Rod  and  Gun  Club.  His  chief  hobbies  are  baseball,  hunt¬ 
ing  and  fishing. 

He  was  married,  in  1920,  to  Alma  Bell,  a  native  of  Redford,  and  they  are 
the  parents  of  five  children:  1.  Myrtle  E.  2.  Madeline.  3.  Raymond.  4. 
Clarence.  5.  Alva  Strack. 


RALPH  L.  SIGNOR — Since  his  entry  into  the  field  of  civil  engi¬ 
neering  in  1900,  Ralph  L.  Signor  has  maintained  headquarters  in  Plattsburg, 
where  he  is  regarded  as  an  outstanding  figure  in  his  profession,  and  a  promi¬ 
nent  figure  in  the  civic  and  fraternal  life  of  this  locality.  He  was  born  in 
Saranac,  October  12,  1874,  the  son  of  J.  Leslie  and  Mary  E.  (Patchen)  Sig¬ 
nor,  both  deceased.  J.  Leslie  Signor,  a  native  of  Plattsburg,  was  engaged  in 
the  iron  business  for  many  years,  and  he  was  also  well  known  in  the  banking 
field.  Mary  E.  (Patchen)  Signor  was  a  native  of  Plattsburg. 

Ralph  L.  Signor  was  educated  in  the  public  and  high  schools  in  Plattsburg, 
and  then  he  entered  the  office  of  M.  A.  Diaz,  an  architect,  where  he  remained 
for  about  six  years  learning  engineering  and  architecture.  Then,  in  1900  he 
entered  business  for  himself,  establishing  offices  on  Brinkerhoff  Street,  where 
he  continued  until  1922,  and  now  at  58  Margaret  Street.  He  has  also  served 
as  city  engineer  for  the  city  of  Plattsburg  for  the  past  twenty-five  years. 

Mr.  Signor  is  a  member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  an  active  Republican 
and  a  member  of  the  Rotary  Club  and  the  Plattsburg  Rod  and  Gun  Club. 
Fraternally,  he  is  affiliated  with  Plattsburg  Lodge,  No.  621,  Benevolent  and 
Protective  Order  of  Elks,  of  which  he  is  Past  Exalted  Ruler,  Plattsburg 
Lodge,  No.  828,  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  Oriental  Temple,  Ancient  Arabic 
Order  Nobles  of  the  Mystic  Shrine,  Modern  Woodmen  of  America  and  the 
Royal  Arcanum. 

Mr.  Signor  is  unmarried. 


HERBERT  A.  BARTHOLOMEW,  M.  D.— Member  of  the  staff  and 
assistant  surgeon  of  the  Glens  Falls  Hospital,  Herbert  A.  Bartholomew, 
M.  D.,  is  one  of  the  leading  physicians  and  surgeons  of  Warren  County,  being 
active  not  only  within  his  profession  but  also  in  various  civic  enterprises. 

Herbert  A.  Bartholomew,  M.  D.,  was  born  in  Whitehall,  February  1,  1905, 
son  of  Herbert  A.  and  Harriett  (Douglas)  Bartholomew.  Herbert  A.  Bar¬ 
tholomew,  who  is  a  native  of  Whitehall,  has  spent  many  years  of  his  life  as  a 
farmer,  being  also  deeply  interested  in  civic  problems  and  active  in  political 
endeavor.  Harriett  (Douglas)  Bartholomew,  his  wife,  was  also  born  in 
Whitehall. 

After  passing  through  the  grade  schools  of  Whitehall  and  graduating

Dr.  and  Mrs.  Bartholomew  are  the  parents  of  two  chil¬ 
dren:  1.  Herbert  A.,  3d.  2.  D.  Kerry. 


THOMAS  R.  NORTH — Member  of  the  Plattsburg  law  firm  of 
Haley  and  North,  Thomas  R.  North,  of  Plattsburg,  is  one  of  the  leading  attor¬ 
neys  of  Clinton  County  as  well  as  being  active  in  the  ranks  of  the  Republican 
party  and  the  Plattsburg  Kiwanis  Club. 

Thomas  R.  North  was  born  at  Dannemora,  Clinton  County,  June  13,  1909, 
son  of  Charles  H.  and  Luella  (Robinson)  North.  Charles  H.  North,  who  was 
a  native  of  Dannemora,  was  educated  as  a  physician  and  practiced  medicine 
as  a  member  of  the  staff  of  the  Mattewan  State  Hospital  for  a  period  and  then 
became  the  superintendent  of  the  State  Hospital  at  Dannemora,  a  position 
which  he  occupied  until  the  time  of  his  decease.  Luella  (Robinson)  North, 
his  wife,  who  survives  him,  was  born  at  Clyde,  Wayne  County,  New  York. 

After  passing  through  the  public  schools  and  graduating  from  the  Platts¬ 
burg  High  School,  Thomas  R.  North  entered  Williams  College,  Williamstown, 
Massachusetts,  and  graduated  with  the  class  of  1931  as  a  Bachelor  of  Arts. 
Then,  selecting  the  legal  profession  for  his  career,  Mr.  North  entered  the  Law 
School  of  Harvard  University,  graduating  from  that  institution  in  1934  with 
the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws.  Admitted  to  the  New  York  State  bar  shortly 
thereafter,  Mr.  North  returned  to  Plattsburg  and  established  himself  in  the

practice  of  his  profession,  forming  a  partnership  with  Sherlock  E.  Haley 
under  the  firm  name  of  Haley  and  North,  an  association  which  has  continued 
through  the  present  time.  Supporting  his  profession  through  membership  in 
the  New  York  State  Bar  Association  as  well  as  the  Clinton  County  Bar  Asso¬ 
ciation,  Mr.  North,  who  attends  the  Plattsburg  Presbyterian  Church,  interests 
himself  in  civic  and  political  problems  as  a  member  of  the  Republican  party 
and  takes  an  active  part  in  the  community  life  as  a  member  of  the  Plattsburg 
Kiwanis  Club.  Fond  of  fishing  and  other  sports,  Mr.  North  finds  recreation 
from  his  professional  duties  by  indulgence  in  these  pastimes. 


FRANK  MINZEY — Supervisor  of  Warren  County,  Frank  Minzey  is 
not  only  one  of  the  leading  citizens  of  Lake  George  but  is  also  widely  known 
throughout  the  United  States  as  a  prominent  thespian,  having  spent  many 
years  on  the  stage  as  well  as  having  played  an  outstanding  role  in  the  early 
days  of  motion  pictures,  days  when  the  now  vast  industry  was  enduring  the 
vicissitudes  of  its  humble  beginnings. 

Frank  Minzey  was  born  in  Brockton,  Massachusetts,  April  15,  1879,  son 
of  George  E.  and  Henrietta  A.  (Rounds)  Minzey.  George  E.  Minzey,  who 
was  a  native  of  Brockton,  Massachusetts,  engaged  in  the  last  business,  used  in 
connection  with  the  manufacture  of  shoes,  an  occupation  at  which  he  was  occu¬ 
pied  at  the  time  of  his  death.  Henrietta  A.  (Rounds)  Minzey,  his  wife,  also 
deceased,  was  a  native  of  Rehoboth,  Massachusetts. 

After  passing  through  the  grade  schools  of  Brockton  and  graduating  from 
the  Brockton  High  School,  Frank  Minzey  began  his  long  and  successful 
career  as  a  thespian,  finding  his  first  engagement  as  a  juvenile  in  the  famous 
Castle  Square  Stock  Company,  which  was  at  the  time,  Boston’s  most  celebrated 
theatrical  enterprise.  After  three  years  in  Boston,  he  entered  vaudeville  and 
then,  for  several  years  alternated  between  that  form  of  the  art  and  his  original 
type  of  work  in  stock,  finally  in  1905  becoming  associated  with  the  play  “Sis 
Hopkins,”  starring  Rose  Melville.  Mr.  Minzey  was  the  leading  man  of  this 
cast  and  eventually  manager,  a  dual  position  which  he  filled  for  thirteen  years. 
In  addition,  the  early  struggles  of  motion  pictures  attracted  his  attention  and 
he  devoted  a  portion  of  his  time  and  talent  to  the  development  of  the  infant 
industry,  being  associated  with  the  Old  Kalem  Company  for  several  years. 
Finding  the  country  about  Lake  George  very  interesting,  Mr.  Minzey  about 
1910  established  his  home  in  the  village  of  Lake  George  and  began  to  develop 
an  automobile  business.  Always  keenly  concerned  with  public  problems,  Mr. 
Minzey  began  to  take  an  active  part  in  Lake  George  affairs  as  soon  as  he 
established  his  home  there  and  eventually  became  one  of  the  local  leaders  of 
the  Republican  party,  being  elected  supervisor  of  Warren  County  in  1936,  a 
post  which  he  has  occupied  through  the  present  time.  A  member  of  St.  Sacra- 
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ment  Lodge,  No.  1029,  Ancient  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  Mr.  Minzey  also 
belongs  to  Glens  Falls  Lodge,  Benevolent  and  Protective  Order  of  Elks,  and 
to  Lake  George  Lodge,  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows.  He  customarily 
finds  recreation  from  his  official  responsibilities  by  indulging  in  his  three 
favorite  hobbies  of  golf,  tennis  and  fishing. 

Frank  Minzey  married,  in  1910,  Rose  Melville,  who  is  a  native  of  Terre 
Haute,  Indiana,  one  of  the  most  loved  actresses  of  the  early  quarter  of  the 
century,  who  was  Mr.  Minzey’s  leading  lady  and,  as  a  star  in  her  own  right, 
the  brilliant  attraction  of  her  day,  having  been  the  famous  character  “Sis 
Hopkins,”  a  role  which  she  created  and  made  known  on  the  boards  of  every 
prominent  theatre  in  all  the  world. 


TRUE  M.  AVERY — Vice-president  in  charge  of  manufacturing  of 
the  Union  Bag  and  Paper  Company  of  Hudson  Falls,  True  M.  Avery,  who 
has  had  the  particular  responsibility  of  developing  the  specialty  bag  division  of 
his  organization,  is  very  well  known  in  the  industry  throughout  the  United 
States  for  not  only  does  his  work  take  him  regularly  to  such  municipalities  as 
New  York  City,  Savannah,  Georgia,  Chicago,  Illinois,  and  Los  Angeles,  Cali¬ 
fornia,  but  he  has  also  gained  celebrity  as  an  engineer  and  developer  of  new 
machines  for  the  manufacture  and  printing  of  paper  bags. 

True  M.  Avery  was  born  in  Cawker  City,  Kansas,  September  8,  1881,  son 
of  Henry  J.  and  Ida  M.  (Hilleary)  Avery.  Henry  J.  Avery  is  a  member  of  a 
family  that  was  among  the  first  settlers  of  Iowa  who  conducted  a  nursery  busi¬ 
ness  in  Burlington,  Iowa.  Ida  M.  (Hilleary)  Avery,  his- wife,  was  also  a  native 
of  Burlington,  Iowa. 

After  passing  through  the  grade  schools  and  the  high  school  of  Burlington, 
Iowa,  True  M.  Avery,  who  had  while  a  boy  demonstrated  unusual  ability  as  a 
mechanic,  working  in  summer  vacations  and  in  his  spare  time  as  a  machinist, 
engaged  in  experimental  work  until  about  1903  when  he  entered  Iowa  State 
College,  where  he  studied  engineering  as  a  member  of  the  class  of  1907.  In 
1907  Mr.  Avery,  who  had  been  working  on  paper  machinery,  invented  a  paper 
bag  machine  which  he  sold  to  the  Union  Bag  and  Paper  Company.  As  a  result 
of  this  demonstration  of  his  ability,  Mr.  Avery  was  invited  to  join  the 
engineering  staff  of  the  Union  Bag  and  Paper  Company  and,  in  September  of 
1907,  he  came  East  to  join  the  organization  as  a  designer  of  automatic  equip¬ 
ment.  Then,  after  twenty-three  years  in  various  duties  on  the  engineering 
staff,  in  1930  True  M.  Avery  was  made  manager  of  all  the  factories  of  the 
company,  a  position  which  he  held  until  January  of  1936,  when  he  was  elected 
vice-president  in  charge  of  manufacturing.  Although  Mr.  Avery  makes  his 
home  in  Glens  Falls,  his  duties  require  him  to  spend  much  of  his  time  in  the 
various  plants  of  the  Union  Bag  and  Paper  Company  in  various  parts  of  the 
country.  Supporting  his  profession  in  the  State  and  Nation  by  membership 
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in  the  New  York  State  Society  of  Engineers  and  the  American  Society  of 
Mechanical  Engineers,  Mr.  Avery,  who  belongs  to  the  Glens  Falls  Rotary 
Club,  is  a  member  also  of  Senate  Lodge,  No.  456,  of  Glens  Falls,  Ancient  Free 
and  Accepted  Masons.

REVEREND  DANIEL  FRANCIS  CRONIN— Pastor  of  the  Blessed 
Sacrament  Church  of  Bolton,  Warren  County,  Rev.  Daniel  Francis  Cronin, 
who  has  served  his  parish  for  the  past  nine  years,  holds  the  esteem  of  all 
residents  of  his  community  as  well  as  the  afifection  of  the  members  of  his 
church. 

Daniel  Francis  Cronin  was  born  in  Glens  Falls,  February  13,  1889,  son  of 
Daniel  and  Mary  (Foley)  Cronin,  both  of  whom  originally  were  natives  of 
County  Cork,  Ireland.

DODGE  and  FRAZIER:  HERBERT  O.  DODGE;  ARTHUR  W. 
FRAZIER — One  of  the  leading  jewelry  retail  establishments  in  the 
Lake  Champlain  district,  Dodge  and  Frazier,  jewelers,  of  Plattsburg,  serves 
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Clinton  County  with  a  complete  stock  of  diamonds,  jewelry,  silverware,  fine 
clocks  and  related  merchandise.  The  business  was  established  in  1906  by 
Jules  La  Rocque,  who  opened  a  small  shop  in  Plattsburg  where  he  offered 
jewelry,  optical  goods  and  the  like  and  also  conducted  a  watch  repairing  busi¬ 
ness.  In  1912,  at  the  death  of  Mr.  La  Rocque.  Herbert  O.  Dodge,  who  had 
been  employed  by  a  local  jewelry  establishment,  purchased  the  business  and 
conducted  it  independently  until  1919,  when  Arthur  W.  Frazier  became  a 
partner  and  the  title  of  the  business  was  changed  to  Dodge  and  Fraz:er,  its 
present  name. 

Herbert  O.  Dodge  was  born  at  Nashua,  New  Hampshire,  November  18, 
1875,  son  °f  Dana  D.  and  Nancy  Emery  (Otterson)  Dodge.  Dana  D.  Dodge, 
who  was  also  a  native  of  Nashua,  learned  the  trade  of  a  moulder  as  a  young 
man  and  followed  his  calling  all  his  life,  being  so  engaged  at  the  time  of  his 
death.  Nancy  Emery  (Otterson)  Dodge,  his  wife,  also  deceased,  was  a  native 
of  Nashua.

Dorothy  Howe  Dodge  who,  after  attending  Skidmore  College,  graduated  from 
the  Nurses’  School  of  the  Physicians’  Hospital  of  Plattsburg. 

Arthur  W.  Frazier  was  born  at  Plattsburg  December  4,  1893,  son  °f 
Stewart  J.  and  Flora  (Barber)  Frazier.  Stewart  J.  Frazier,  who  was  born  at 
Plattsburg,  son  of  Joseph  and  Ellen  (McNanna)  Frazier,  established  himself 
in  Plattsburg  as  a  leading  real  estate  and  insurance  broker,  being  the  proprietor 
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of  the  firm  of  Parkhurst  and  Taylor.  Flora  (Barber)  Frazier,  his  wife,  is  a 
native  of  Bangor,  New  York. 

After  passing  through  the  Plattsburg  grammar  schools  and  graduating 
from  the  Plattsburg  High  School,  Arthur  W.  Frazier  learned  the  jeweler’s 
trade  under  Herbert  O.  Dodge,  with  whom  he  spent  three  years.  Then,  after 
a  year  working  with  Henry  Engal,  jeweler  of  Brockport,  New  York,  Mr.

GORDON  S.  PARTRIDGE — Since  leaving  college  in  1926,  Gordon 
S.  Partridge,  of  Saranac  Lake,  has  been  associated  with  the  telephone  business 
in  various  capacities.  He  is  a  native  of  Glens  Falls,  New  York,  born  Sep¬ 
tember  26,  1903,  son  of  Orville  W.  and  Nellie  (Stratton)  Partridge.  His 
father,  born  at  Fort  Edward,  New  York,  was  engaged  as  a  clothing  merchant 
to  the  time  of  his  death.  Mrs.  Partridge,  born  in  Gilboa,  this  State,  is  living. 

Mr.  Partridge  prepared  for  a  broad  academic  and  technical  education  in 
the  Glens  Falls  schools.  He  attended  Wesleyan  University  and  Syracuse 
University.

REV.  CHARLES  LEO  PONTBRIAND— Forty-four  years  in  the 
priesthood  of  the  Catholic  Church,  and  thirty-three  years  in  one  Vermont 
parish,  is  the  noteworthy  record  of  Rev.  Charles  Leo  Pontbriand,  now  pastor 
at  the  Holy  Family  Church,  Essex  Junction,  Vermont. 

His  father,  Leon  Joseph  Francis  Pontbriand,  was  born  at  Berthierville, 
Province  of  Quebec,  Canada,  and  in  1869  married  Flavia  Labossiere.  He 
followed  the  trade  of  a  millwright  and  later  owned  the  Central  Hotel.  He 
served  as  a  soldier  in  the  Civil  War,  the  military  records  of  which  erred  in 
listing  his  name  as  “Pomeroy.”  He  enlisted  as  a  private  in  Company  G,  3d 
New  York  Cavalry,  on  April  10,  1865,  and  was  discharged  in  November  of 
that  same  year  at  City  Point,  Virginia.  In  1928  at  their  home  in  Highgate, 
Vermont,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Pontbriand  celebrated  their  fifty-ninth  wedding  anni¬ 
versary  and  at  that  time  he  was  eighty-one  years  of  age,  and  his  wife,  seventy- 
nine.  They  had  four  children:  1.  Rev.  Charles  Leo,  of  further  mention.  2. 
Henry.  3.  Flavia.  4.  Louis. 

Rev.  Charles  Leo  Pontbriand,  as  already  noted,  is  the  eldest  of  these  four 
children  and  was  born  in  Vergennes,  Vermont,  on  June  6,  1870,  where  he 
attended  the  public  schools  and  early  determined  to  become  a  priest.  Accord¬ 
ingly,  he  entered  St.  Joseph’s  College  at  Burlington,  Vermont,  graduating 
with  the  class  of  1889.  The  next  five  years  were  occupied  with  his  theological 
training  at  Grand  Seminary,  Montreal,  Canada,  and  on  December  22,  1894, 
Archbishop  Fabre  of  Montreal  ordained  him  as  a  priest.  For  the  following 
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nine  months  he  was  secretary  of  Bishop  De  Goesbriand,  at  the  end  of  which 
period  he  was  assigned  to  the  Catholic  Church  at  Highgate,  Vermont,  in 
1895.  His  next  charge,  commencing  in  1900,  was  St.  Elizabeth’s  Church  at 
Lyndon ville,  Vermont,  where  he  served  until  the  end  of  the  year  1933.  He 
increased  the  membership  of  this  parish,  strengthened  its  material  resources 
and  its  spiritual  life,  and  brought  its  various  societies  and  organizations  into 
a  most  prosperous  condition.  While  at  Lyndonville,  Father  Pontbriand  was 
a  member  of  the  Societe  de  St.  Jean  le  Baptiste  and  of  the  Catholic  Order  of 
Foresters.  He  won  the  loyalty  and  devotion  of  his  own  parishioners  and  the 
high  regard  of  his  fellow-citizens  at  Lyndonville.  On  December  16,  1933,  he 
was  transferred  to  the  Holy  Family  Church  at  Essex  Junction,  where  he  has 
since  served  as  pastor. 


CLIFFORD  W.  McCORMICK — As  a  practicing  lawyer  at  Saranac 
Lake  during  the  past  five  years,  Clifford  W.  McCormick  has  established  his 
position  at  the  Franklin  County  bar  and  is  today  one  of  the  best  known  of  its 
younger  members. 

Born  at  Huntingdon,  Quebec,  Canada,  on  August  13,  1905,  Mr.  McCor¬ 
mick  is  a  son  of  Felix  and  Sarah  (Haley)  McCormick.  His  father,  who  was 
born  in  the  same  county,  is  a  farmer.  His  mother  is  a  native  of  Chateaugay, 
New  York. 

Clifford  W.  McCormick  received  his  preliminary  education  in  the  public 
schools  of  Huntingdon  and  in  the  high  school  at  Chateaugay.  He  prepared 
for  his  professional  career  at  Albany  Law  School,  where  he  took  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Laws  in  1928,  and  during  the  following  two  years,  read  law  and 
served  as  clerk  in  the  office  of  F.  Ferris  Hewitt  at  Saranac  Lake.  At  the  end 
of  that  time  he  became  associated  with  the  Hartford  Accident  and  Indemnity 
Company  and  was  appointed  adjuster  for  the  four  counties  of  Essex, 
Franklin,  Clinton  and  St.  Lawrence  in  New  York.  In  this  connection  he  was 
active  until  1933,  when  he  began  the  independent  practice  of  law  at  Saranac 
Lake.  The  demands  upon  his  services  have  grown  steadily  during  the  inter¬ 
vening  years,  bringing  him  assured  professional  standing. 

Mr.  McCormick  is  a  member  of  the  Franklin  County  Bar  Association  and 
the  New  York  State  Bar  Association.  He  has  been  active  in  the  general  life

WALTER  C.  McNEAL — -Throughout  his  business  career,  Walter  C. 
McNeal  has  been  actively  identified  with  the  insurance  business,  and  he  is  now 
serving  as  vice-president  and  manager  of  the  Northern  Insurance  Agency  in 
Plattsburg.  He  was  born  in  Crown  Point,  October  19,  1898,  the  son  of 
Charles  E.  and  the  late  Linnie  (Little)  McNeal.  Charles  E.  McNeal,  also  a 
native  of  Crown  Point,  has  long  been  active  in  the  mercantile  field  in  Ticon- 
deroga. 

Walter  C.  McNeal  received  his  early  education  in  the  Ticonderoga  public 
schools,  and  after  completing  his  high  school  studies,  he  matriculated  at  Syra¬ 
cuse  University,  where  he  was  graduated  in  1922  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor 
of  Science.  He  then  pursued  special  courses  in  life  insurance  at  the  Carnegie 
Institute  of  Technology,  after  which  he  entered  the  employ  of  the  Berkshire 
Life  Insurance  Company.  One  year  later  he  became  associated  with  the 
United  States  Fidelity  and  Guarantee  Company  in  Albany,  where  he  served 
as  claims  adjuster  for  two  and  one-half  years.  From  April  5,  1926,  until 
November  20,  1928,  he  was  engaged  as  special  agent  for  the  Fidelity  and 
Casualty  Company,  after  which  time  he  went  to  Boston,  to  become  local  office 
manager  for  the  Glens  Falls  Indemnity  Company.  He  remained  in  this  post 
until  December  1,  1935,  at  which  time  he  became  associated  with  the  Em¬ 
ployees’  Liability  Assurance  Company,  Limited,  being  engaged  in  the  Syracuse 
office  of  this  company  until  November,  1937.

ROY  A.  INGALLS — For  more  than  twenty  years,  Roy  A.  Ingalls 
has  served  as  general  agent  for  the  Connecticut  General  Life  Insurance  Com¬ 
pany  at  Plattsburg,  New  York.  He  was  born  at  Swanton,  Vermont,  Feb¬ 
ruary  1,  1889,  the  son  of  Anderson  J.  and  Jane  Ingalls,  both  deceased.  Ander¬ 
son  J.  Ingalls,  a  native  of  St.  Armand,  Canada,  was  engaged  in  the  farming 
industry  at  the  time  of  his  death.  Jane  Ingalls  was  born  at  Enosburg  Falls, 
Vermont. 

Upon  completion  of  his  high  school  studies  in  the  Swanton  schools,  Roy  A. 
Ingalls  enrolled  at  Boston  University,  and  after  graduating  from  this  insti¬ 
tution,  he  later  was  associated  in  the  drug  business  at  Swanton,  and  continued 
in  this  field  until  1916,  when  he  came  to  Plattsburg  to  take  up  his  present 
duties  with  the  Connecticut  General  Life  Insurance  Company.

Mr.  Ingalls  is  an  active  member  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  and  he  has 
served  there  many  years  as  vestryman.  He  is  a  prominent  member  and  past 
president  of  the  Kiwanis  Club,  and  of  the  Adirondack  Underwriters  Associa¬ 
tion. 

He  was  married,  in  1912,  to  Lou  Hyde,  a  native  of  Swanton,  and  they  are 
the  parents  of  two  children:  1.  Hazel  H.,  a  graduate  of  Syracuse  University 
in  1935  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts.  2.  Marjorie  Jane,  a  graduate 
of  Plattsburg  State  Normal  School,  married  Herman  K.  Broderick,  of 
Plattsburg. 
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EDWIN  MERRIMAN  BROWN,  M.  D. — For  many  years  a  success¬ 
ful  practitioner  of  medicine  in  Sheldon,  Vermont,  Dr.  Edwin  Merriman 
Brown  made  a  notable  contribution  to  the  professional  life  of  his  community. 
His  labors  earned  for  him  the  warm  appreciation  of  his  contemporaries  in  all 
walks  of  life,  and  his  work  was  of  great  value  to  social  and  civic  organizations 
in  every  circle  in  which  he  was  known. 

Doctor  Brown  was  born  December  5,  1855,  at  Chittenden,  Vermont.  His 
parents  were  Dr.  Amasa  M.  and  Abby  (Keith)  Brown.  His  father,  also  a 
physician,  practiced  his  profession  at  Chittenden,  Vermont.  He  lived  from 
June  22,  1812,  until  June  5,  1885,  and  his  wife.  Dr.  Edwin  M.  Brown’s 
mother,  was  born  June  11,  1817,  and  died  June  22,  1912.  They  were  married 
November  21,  1841,  at  Sheldon,  Vermont. 

Public  schools  provided  Edwin  M.  Brown’s  early  education,  and  later  he 
became  a  student  at  the  University  of  Vermont.  From  the  Medical  College 
of  that  university  he  was  graduated  in  1879  with  the  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Medicine.  Immediately  thereafter  he  began  practicing  his  profession  in  asso¬ 
ciation  with  his  father  at  Sheldon,  Vermont.  He  then  went  to  East  Berkshire 
to  open  an  office  and  establish  a  practice,  but  two  years  later  returned  to 
Sheldon,  where  he  made  his  permanent  headquarters  after  taking  postgrad¬ 
uate  work  at  New  York  Hospital.  Throughout  his  life  Dr.  Brown  concerned 
himself  with  the  affairs  of  his  profession,  wholly  aside  from  his  own  practice, 
which  became  an  extensive  one.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Franklin  County 
Medical  Society,  of  which  he  was  past  president;  the  Vermont  State  Medical 
Society,  which  he  once  served  as  vice-president ;  and  the  American  Medical 
Association. 

His  talents  for  executive  and  organizational  work  extended  into  many 
channels  outside  his  profession,  and  he  was  particularly  well  known  among 
business  men.  He  was  a  director  of  the  Enosburg  Falls  Savings  Bank  and 
president  and  chairman  of  the  board  of  directors  of  the  Sheldon  Electric  Light 
Company.  He  showed  the  deepest  interest  in  political  and  civic  affairs,  and 
was  a  consistent  Republican.  He  was  elected  in  1896  to  the  State  Legislature 
on  his  party’s  ticket,  and  in  1902  to  the  State  Senate.  In  1898  he  was  a  dele¬ 
gate  to  the  National  Convention  of  the  Republican  party.  In  many  other 
ways  he  served  his  party  effectively,  and  from  time  to  time  received  appoint¬ 
ments  that  indicated  his  position  of  leadership.  He  served  during  the  World 
War  period  as  chairman  of  the  Red  Cross  organization,  and  was  also  a 
member  of  the  Pension  Board  of  the  State  of  Vermont  He  applied  intelli¬ 
gence  and  understanding  to  all  his  activities,  and  his  abilities  were  revealed  in 
many  branches  of  Vermont  life.  He  and  his  family  belonged  to  the  Sheldon 
Congregational  Church.  Dr.  Brown  died  February  3,  1935. 

Edwin  Merriman  Brown,  M  D.,  married,  October  6,  1881,  Fannie  L. 
Comings,  daughter  of  William  and  Mary  C.  (Fletcher)  Comings,  of  East 
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Berkshire,  and  they  became  the  parents  of  four  children:  1.  Frederick  C.,  who 
married  (first)  Lucy  Llolmes,  who  died  October  10,  1918;  he  married 
(second),  on  February  16,  1921,  Sarah  Nichols;  children,  all  by  the  first 
marriage:  i.  Edwin  Merriman.  ii.  Frederick  Holmes,  iii.  Carolyn  Elizabeth. 
2.  Mary  Abby,  who  married  on  September  20,  1922,  O.  T.  Green ;  they  live 
in  Burlington,  Vermont.  3.  Elizabeth,  now  married  to  Dr.  F.  F.  Zwisler 
who,  since  Dr.  Brown’s  death,  has  carried  on  his  father-in-law’s  practice  at 
Sheldon.  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Zwisler  have  two  children :  i.  Betty  Lou  Zwisler. 
ii.  Millicent  Ruth  Zwisler.  4.  Ruth  H.,  who  on  August  12,  1925,  became  the 
wife  of  Dr.  Elton  W.  Lance;  they  live  in  Rahway,  New  Jersey,  and  have  two 
children :  i.  Edward  Merriman  Lance,  ii.  Kenneth  Page  Lance. 


F.  FERRIS  HEWITT — Honored  as  one  of  Saranac  Lake’s  first  cit¬ 
izens,  F.  Ferris  Hewitt  is  extensively  engaged  in  the  practice  of  law  in  this 
city. 

Mr.  Hewitt  was  born  February  17,  1887,  in  New  York  City,  son  of  Frank 
and  Mary  I.  (Hinds)  Hewitt.  His  father  was  also  a  native  of  New  York 
City,  where  he  was  engaged,  until  his  death,  in  the  wholesale  grocery  business. 
The  mother  was  likewise  born  in  New  York  City. 

Public  schools  there  provided  F.  Ferris  Hewitt’s  early  education.  When 
he  completed  his  high  school  studies,  he  matriculated  at  Fordham  University, 
also  in  New  York,  being  graduated  in  1911  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Laws.  Admitted  to  the  bar  of  New  York  State,  he  began  his  practice  of  law 
in  that  same  year  with  the  firm  of  Conway,  Williams  and  Kelly.  Two  years 
later  he  became  a  member  of  the  law  firm  of  Kelly  and  Hewitt,  so  continuing 
until  1917,  when  he  came  to  Saranac  Lake  and  withdrew  from  his  active 
endeavors  because  of  the  condition  of  his  health.

Mr.  Hewitt  is  also  a  member  of  the  New  York  State  Bar  Association  and 
the  Essex  County  Bar  Association.  Formerly  he  was  president  of  the  Frank¬ 
lin  County  Bar  Association.  He  also  is  affiliated  with  the  American  Bar 
Association.  Politically  he  is  a  Republican,  and  he  is  now  a  member  of  the 
Saranac  Lake  Board  of  Education.  For  twelve  years  he  was  attorney  for  the 
village  of  Saranac  Lake,  and  since  1932  he  has  been  attorney  for  the  town  of 
Harrietstown.  He  is  counsel  to  the  Adirondack  National  Bank  and  Trust 
Company,  as  well  as  the  Saranac  Lake  National  Bank. 

In  addition  to  his  business  and  public  activities,  Mr.  Hewitt  interests  him¬ 
self  in  fraternalism  and  in  social  and  civic  affairs.  He  belongs  to  Saranac 
Lake  Lodge,  No.  1508,  of  the  Benevolent  and  Protective  Order  of  Elks,  and 
is  a  past  president  of  the  Saranac  Lake  Club  and  the  Saranac  Lake  Golf 
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Club,  as  well  as  of  the  Rotary  Club  and  the  Chamber  of  Commerce.  He 
attends  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  of  which  he  is  a  vestryman.  Fond  of 
the  out-of-doors,  he  particularly  enjoys  the  game  of  golf,  which  he  plays 
extensively  when  time  and  opportunity  permit.

NELSON  F.  JOHNSON  — Vice-president  and  treasurer  of  the  A.  H. 
Marshall  Company,  and  a  well-known  figure  in  the  business  and  civic  life  of 
Plattsburg,  Nelson  F.  Johnson  is  a  native  of  this  city,  having  been  born  here 
September  25,  1897,  the  son  of  the  late  Corydon  S.  and  Jessie  (Barber)  John¬ 
son.  Corydon  S.  Johnson,  a  native  of  Burke,  New  York,  was  engaged  for 
many  years  in  the  banking  industry,  and  for  several  years  previous  to  his  death 
he  served  as  president  of  the  First  National  Bank  of  Plattsburg.

WALTER  E.  HEFFERNAN — Becoming  associated  with  his  father’s 
insurance  business  in  Plattsburg  more  than  twenty-eight  years  ago,  Walter  E'. 
HefTernan  has  been  successfully  engaged  in  this  field  to  the  present  day,  and 
he  is  now  sole  proprietor  of  the  oldest  and  one  of  the  largest  insurance  agencies 
in  this  locality. 
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Mr.  Heffernan  was  born  here  February  8,  1887,  the  son  of  Thomas  and 
Elizabeth  (Rutherford)  Heffernan.  both  deceased.  Thomas  Heffernan,  a 
native  of  Henrysburg,  Quebec,  was  engaged  in  the  insurance  business  in 
Plattsburg  for  many  years,  and  at  the  time  of  his  death  he  was  senior  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  firm  of  T.  Heffernan  and  Son.

REV.  DR.  JOHN  LYON  CAUGHEY  — As  pastor  of  the  Glens  Falls 
Presbyterian  Church,  the  Rev.  Dr.  John  Lyon  Caughey  performs  a  work  of 
true  value  and  distinction  among  his  fellow-citizens,  whose  respect  and 
admiration  he  has  won  in  abundant  measure. 

Dr.  Caughey  was  born  December  19,  1869,  at  Seville,  Ohio,  son  of  John 
Kerr  and  Elizabeth  (Lyon)  Caughey.  After  receiving  his  preparatory  edu¬ 
cation  in  the  local  grammar  and  high  schools  he  became  a  student  at  Park 
College,  in  Missouri,  where  he  took  his  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  in  1S93.

Since  1914  he  has  carried  on  his  work  in  this 
city  as  pastor  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  earning  the  loyal  support  of  his  con¬ 
gregation  and  doing  much  for  the  general  betterment  of  his  church  and  com¬ 
munity.  During  his  pastorate  the  present  distinctive  Gothic  Church  was 
erected.  He  has  rendered  valuable  service  as  president  of  the  Glens  Falls 
Ministerial  Association  and  as  moderator,  1934  to  1935,  of  the  Synod  of  New 
York. 

In  addition  to  his  other  activities,  Dr.  Caughey  is  a  trustee  and  a  member 
of  the  executive  board  of  the  New  York  State  Christian  Endeavor  Union.  He 
is  a  trustee  also  of  the  Silver  Bay  Association,  and  a  member  of  the  National 
Geographic  Society,  the  Rotary  International,  the  Glens  Falls  Club,  the  Glens 
Falls  Country  Club,  the  Clerisy  Club  and  the  Adirondack  Club.  He  was  a 
trustee  of  Glens  Falls  Academy  until  its  close,  is  a  director  of  the  Auburn 
Theological  Seminary,  and  a  member  of  the  Chi  Alpha  Fraternity,  which  he 
joined  while  living  in  New  York  City. 
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In  1897,  in  Denver,  Colorado,  the  Rev.  Dr.  John  Lyon  Caughey  married 
Olive  Strayer.  They  have  two  children:  1.  Mrs.  Dr.  William  Payne  Thomp¬ 
son,  of  Brookdale,  Red  Bank,  New  Jersey.

JOHN  KINNIN  — Since  1932  John  Kinnin  has  been  engaged  in  busi¬ 
ness  at  Greenwich  as  an  undertaker  and  funeral  director,  continuing  an  old 
established  enterprise  founded  almost  sixty  years  ago.  Coming  to  his  present 
profession  after  wide  experience  in  other  fields,  he  was  successful  from  the 
beginning  and  is  today  one  of  the  leading  figures  in  Greenwich  business  and 
civic  life.

Garrett  has  been  identified  with  the  furniture  and  undertaking  business  in 
Greenwich,  New  York.  He  was  born  in  Glens  Falls,  the  son  of  Dr.  James  S. 
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and  Annette  (Millington)  Garrett,  both  deceased.  Dr.  Garrett,  a  native  of 
Ballston  Spa,  was  engaged  for  many  years  prior  to  his  death  in  the  general 
practice  of  dentistry.  Annette  (Millington)  Garrett  was  born  at  Glens  Falls. 

Frank  A.  Garrett  was  educated  in  the  Glens  Falls  public  schools,  and  after 
completing  his  high  school  studies,  he  went  to  Washington,  District  of  Colum¬ 
bia,  where,  for  three  years  he  was  in  the  employ  of  Congressman  Louis  Emer¬ 
son  of  Warrensburg,  New  York.  He  then  returned  to  Glens  Falls,  and  worked 
as  a  clerk  for  approximately  ten  years  for  C.  V.  Peters.  Afterwards  he 
enrolled  at  the  Renouard  School  of  Undertaking  in  New  York  City,  and  in 
November,  1913,  he  took  over  the  undertaking  and  furniture  business  in 
Greenwich,  which  had  been  established  in  1830  by  the  late  Calvin  Fenton. 
The  business  was  conducted  successfully  by  the  elder  Mr.  Fenton  until  his 
death,  and  thereafter,  until  1913  by  his  son,  the  late  Frederick  H.  Fenton. 
Upon  the  latter’s  death,  Mr.  Garrett  assumed  control  of  the  business,  and  he 
has  operated  it  to  the  present  day.  He  has  always  been  recognized  as  a  pro¬ 
gressive  business  man  and  in  his  duties  as  a  mortician,  he  has  won  high  praise 
for  the  sympathetic  and  honest  way  in  which  he  has  served  the  many  who 
required  his  services  in  their  time  of  bereavement. 

He  is  a  vestryman  in  St.  Paul’s  Episcopal  Church,  and  is  affiliated  with 
Ashlar  Lodge,  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  and  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd 
Fellows  at  Greenwich  and  the  Union  Village  Lodge,  Independent  Order  of 
Odd  Fellows,  and  he  also  holds  membership  in  the  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
Battenkill  Country  Club  and  the  Union  Club.  He  also  at  one  time  was  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  Company  K,  Glens  Falls  National  Guard. 

He  is  married  to  Grace  Taylor,  a  native  of  Blue  Mountain  Lake,  New 
York,  and  they  are  the  parents  of  two  children:  1.  John  T.,  a  graduate  of  the 
public  and  high  schools  at  Greenwich.  2.  Shirley  E.,  now  a  student  in  high 
school. 

FRANK  J.  SCULLY — For  many  years  successfully  engaged  in  busi¬ 
ness  in  his  native  community  of  Greenwich,  New  York,  Frank  J.  Scully  is  now 
superintendent  of  the  Delaware  and  Hudson  Railway.  He  holds  many  other 
posts  that  establish  him  prominently  in  the  commercial  life  of  his  community 
and  district,  and  he  is  respected,  honored  and  trusted  in  every  circle  in  which 
he  is  known. 

Mr.  Scully  was  born  December  23,  1885,  in  Greenwich,  New  York,  son 
of  John  and  Ellen  (Whalen)  Scully.  His  father  was  born  in  Ireland,  and 
served  in  the  English  Army  with  the  Twelfth  Lancers.  Leaving  his  native 
land,  he  came  to  Cambridge,  New  York,  and  afterward  settled  in  Greenwich, 
where  he  had  lived  more  than  sixty  years  at  the  time  of  his  death.  He  was  a 
beater  man  in  a  paper  mill  and  worked  for  years  for  the  Continental  Paper 
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Company,  carrying  on  this  work  in  Greenwich  for  twenty-six  years.  His  wife, 
Ellen  (Whalen)  Scully,  mother  of  Frank  J.  Scully,  lived  most  of  her  life  in 
Greenwich.  She  is  now  deceased. 

Public  schools  in  Greenwich  provided  Frank  J.  Scully’s  early  education. 
Though  he  completed  his  high  school  studies  he  entered  the  business  world 
even  before  graduation,  being  employed  during  school  vacation  periods  in 
different  knitting  mills.  Then  he  spent  about  a  year  with  the  New  York 
Power  and  Light  Company,  afterward  being  associated  with  the  New  York 
Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company  for  a  year.  He  then  came  to  work  for 
the  G.  and  J.  Railway.  In  1908  he  associated  himself  with  the  Delaware  and 
Hudson  Railway  as  freight  handler,  so  continuing  until  his  appointment  as 
general  agent  of  the  road  in  1914.  In  1917  he  was  made  superintendent  of 
the  railway,  so  carrying  forward  his  labors  down  to  the  time  of  writing. 

In  addition  to  his  railway  connections,  Mr.  Scully  has  participated  exten¬ 
sively  in  the  business  life  of  his  community  and  has  contributed  notably  to 
the  advancement  of  social  and  civic  interests.  He  is  president  of  the  Green¬ 
wich  Savings  and  Loan  Association,  to  which  office  he  was  appointed  in  1925. 
He  is  a  director  of  the  Greenwich  Chamber  of  Commerce,  of  which  he  was 
formerly  president.  He  is  treasurer  of  the  Union  Club  and  a  director  of  the 
Battenkill  Country  Club  and  a  past  president  of  each  of  these  organizations. 
Since  1935  he  has  been  chairman  of  the  highway  committee  of  the  Chamber 
of  Commerce,  and  in  this  capacity  he  was  instrumental  in  bringing  about  the 
laying  of  the  new  road  from  Cambridge  to  Greenwich  and  the  road  from 
Greenwich  to  Schuylerville,  New  York.  This  highway  has  provided  a  new 
approach  from  the  east  to  the  north.  He  was  also  one  of  the  few  men  who 
were  instrumental  in  starting  the  Greenwich  Savings  and  Loan  Association. 
He  is  a  member  of  St.  Joseph’s  Roman  Catholic  Church,  in  Greenwich,  and  is 
a  grand  knight  of  the  Knights  of  Columbus.  His  favorite  spare-time  recrea¬ 
tions  are  those  of  an  outdoor  variety,  and  he  particularly  enjoys  golf. 

Frank  J.  Scully  married  Mary  Barber,  the  ceremony  taking  place  Sep¬ 
tember  13,  1914,  in  Greenwich.  She  was  born  in  Vermont,  but  has  lived 
practically  all  her  life  in  Greenwich,  here  attending  the  high  school.  A  daugh¬ 
ter,  Patricia  Scully,  was  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Scully.  She  attended  the 
public  and  high  schools  of  Greenwich  and  prepared  herself  for  Wells  College, 
in  Aurora,  New  York. 


J.  HAROLD  RIPTON — Principal  of  the  Greenwich  High  School,  J. 
Harold  Ripton,  of  Greenwich,  is  one  of  the  leading  secondary  school  educators 
in  Washington  County  and  also  being  well  known  in  Warren  County,  where 
he  was  active  before  coming  to  Greenwich. 
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J.  Harold  Ripton  was  born  in  Johnstown,  Fulton  County,  April  13,  1905, 
son  of  James  Hunter  and  Elizabeth  (Hunter)  Ripton.  James  Hunter  Ripton, 
who  was  a  native  of  Johnstown,  established  himself  in  the  grocery  business,  a 
field  in  which  he  was  active  up  to  the  time  of  his  death.  Elizabeth  (Hunter) 
Ripton,  his  wife,  also  deceased,  was  a  native  of  Johnstown,  too,  spending  most 
of  her  life  in  the  community. 

After  passing  through  the  Johnstown  grade  schools  and  graduating  from 
the  Johnstown  High  School,  J.  Harold  Ripton  entered  Union  College,  Sche¬ 
nectady,  graduating  from  the  institution  in  1926  with  his  degree  of  Bachelor 
of  Arts.  Then,  selecting  a  career  as  an  educator,  Mr.  Ripton  attended  the 
Teachers’  College  of  Columbia  University,  winning  his  Master’s  degree  there. 
Mr.  Ripton’s  first  employment  as  a  teacher  was  in  the  Warrensburg  High 
School  where  he  began  work  in  1926,  being  made  the  principal  of  the  school 
a  year  later  and  remaining  in  that  office  until  1937,  when  he  was  called  to 
Greenwich  to  become  the  principal  of  the  Greenwich  High  School,  a  post  which 
he  has  occupied  through  the  present  time.

425,  Ancient  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  Mr.  Ripton  worships  at  the  First 
Methodist  Church  of  Greenwich  and  devotes  his  leisure  to  reading  and  to 
most  out-door  sports,  being  particularly  interested  in  fishing. 

J.  Harold  Ripton  married  at  Chestertown,  New  York,  October  10,  1928, 
Leone  Kettenbach,  who  is  a  native  of  Chestertown.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ripton  are 
the  parents  of  two  children:  1.  James  Cyrus,  born  in  1935.  2.  Elizabeth  Ann, 
born  in  1938. 


CHARLES  F.  SHELDON — Partner  in  the  firm  of  Sheldon  and  Dun¬ 
ning,  leading  merchants  of  Greenwich,  Charles  F.  Sheldon,  who  has  been 
identified  with  the  retail  coal  business  in  Washington  County  for  more  than 
twenty-five  years,  as  well  as  being  an  outstanding  retailer  of  various  related 
lines  of  merchandise,  is  also  an  active  citizen  of  his  community,  supporting  all 
civic  enterprises  and  giving  generously  of  his  time  to  public  office. 

Charles  F.  Sheldon  was  born  in  Rupert,  Vermont,  August  18,  1881,  son 
of  Fred  A.  and  Elizabeth  (Olcott)  Sheldon.  Fred  A.  Sheldon,  a  native  of 
Rupert,  Vermont,  and  now  living  in  retirement  at  Schenectady,  New  York, 
was  one  of  the  outstanding  citizens  of  his  native  town,  being  in  business  there 
for  nearly  fifty  years  while,  at  the  same  time,  he  served  for  forty-two  years 
as  postmaster  as  well  as  town  clerk,  town  treasurer,  trustee  of  public  money, 
and  local  manager  of  the  Granville  Telephone  Company.  Elizabeth  (Olcott) 
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Sheldon,  his  wife,  who  is  a  native  of  Rome,  New  York,  where  she  was  born 
in  1857,  is  also  living  in  Schenectady. 

After  attending  Salem  Academy,  from  which  he  graduated  in  1900,  and 
attending  Hiram  College,  at  Hiram,  Ohio,  where  he  was  a  member  of  the 
class  of  1904,  Mr.  Sheldon  found  his  first  employment  as  a  bookkeeper  in 
Rutland,  Vermont,  where  he  worked  for  some  six  months  for  James  H.  Eita- 
pence.  Then,  after  another  association  as  a  bookkeeper  for  the  Troy  Times 
Publishing  Company  of  Troy,  New  York,  Mr.  Sheldon  returned  to  Rupert, 
Vermont,  and  spent  the  following  ten  or  twelve  years  in  association  with  his 
father,  Fred  A.  Sheldon,  operating  the  family’s  general  store.  In  1914,  how¬ 
ever,  Mr.  Sheldon  came  to  Greenwich  and  purchased  the  business  of  the 
Leroy-Thompson  Coal  Company,  an  activity  to  which,  in  1917,  he  added  a 
partnership  with  Harry  C.  Gray,  retailing  feed  and  shipping  hay  and  straw  in 
carload  loads  to  Boston  and  to  New  York  City,  an  enterprise  which  was  main¬ 
tained  for  five  years,  being  terminated  by  the  death  of  Mr.  Gray.  From  1922 
until  1934  Mr.  Sheldon  operated  the  two  establishments  independently,  form¬ 
ing  a  partnership  in  the  latter  year  with  Lewis  C.  Dunning,  thus  creating  the 
present  firm  of  Sheldon  and  Dunning,  leading  merchants  of  feed,  coal,  lumber, 
builders’  supplies,  hardware,  fuel  oils,  electrical  supplies,  and  gasoline. 

Since  establishing  his  residence  in  Greenwich,  Mr.  Sheldon  has  actively 
supported  all  community  enterprises,  being  particularly  interested  in  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  of  which  he  has  been  a  director  for  years,  and  in 
educational  problems,  serving  as  a  trustee  of  the  Board  of  Education  for  some 
nine  years.  A  member  of  the  Church  of  Christ  of  West  Rupert,  Vermont,  Mr. 
Sheldon  finds  recreation  from  his  business  responsibility  in  his  two  pastimes 
of  golf  and  bridge. 

Charles  F.  Sheldon  married,  in  1916,  Annie  Bosworth.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Sheldon  are  the  parents  of  two  children:  1.  Ruth,  now  is  welfare  investigator 
for  Washington  County,  following  her  graduation  from  the  Greenwich  High 
School  and  from  Middlebury  College,  where  she  received  her  degree  of  Bach¬ 
elor  of  Arts  in  1938.  2.  E.  Louise,  now  preparing  for  a  musical  career  (piano, 
organ  and  voice)  at  Skidmore  College,  following  her  graduation  from  the 
public  and  high  schools  of  Greenwich. 


LEWIS  C.  DUNNING — -Partner  in  the  firm  of  Sheldon  and  Dun¬ 
ning,  Greenwich’s  leading  merchants  of  feed,  coal,  fuel  oils,  lumber,  builders’ 
supplies  and  gasoline,  Lewis  C.  Dunning  is  also  one  of  the  town’s  outstanding 
citizens,  having  served  in  public  office  and  given  generously  of  his  time  and 
talents  for  many  years  to  various  community  enterprises. 

Lewis  C.  Dunning  was  born  in  Dorset,  Vermont,  October  19,  1881,  son 
of  Richard  L.  and  Marcia  (Baldwin)  Dunning.  Richard  L.  Dunning,  a  native 
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of  Dorset,  established  himself  in  practice  as  a  dentist  in  Dorset,  a  profession  in 
which  he  was  active  up  to  the  time  of  his  death.  Marcia  (Baldwin)  Dunning, 
his  wife,  also  deceased,  was  a  native  of  Dorset  also. 

After  passing  through  the  grade  schools  of  Dorset  and  graduating  from 
the  Dorset  High  School,  Lewis  C.  Dunning  attended  a  business  school  in 
Poultney,  Vermont,  and  then,  coming  to  Greenwich,  found  employment  as  a 
clerk  in  the  grocery  store  of  Finch  and  Richards.  After  two  years  in  this 
business,  Mr.  Dunning  established  himself  in  business  as  a  feed  merchant 
and,  after  building  his  present  plant  later  in  1902  entered  into  partnership  with 
Shandette  Hoag,  beginning  an  association  which  endured  for  twenty  years, 
ending  only  with  Mr.  Hoag’s  death.  For  the  following  ten  years  after  1923 
Mr.  Dunning  conducted  the  business  alone,  maintaining  the  firm  until  Feb¬ 
ruary  of  1934,  when  he  was  joined  by  Charles  F.  Sheldon  and  the  business 
continued  as  a  partnership  under  the  present  name  of  Sheldon  and  Dunning. 
The  firm  through  its  years  of  existence  added  first  a  retail  coal  business  to  its 
original  feed,  hay,  and  grain  lines  and  has  successively  added  lumber,  builders’ 
supplies,  fuel  oils,  hardware,  electrical  appliances  and  a  gasoline  station,  mak¬ 
ing  the  firm  outstanding  among  the  mercantile  establishments  of  Washington 
County.  Always  interested  in  community  affairs,  Mr.  Dunning  has  been 
active  for  many  years  in  the  Republican  party  and  has  served  for  three  terms 
as  mayor  of  Greenwich.  The  prosperity  of  his  native  town  has  also  always 
commanded  Mr.  Dunning’s  support  and  he  has  served  his  community  in  vari¬ 
ous  capacities,  including  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  which  he  has  been  the 
president.  Finding  recreation  from  his  business  responsibilities  in  golf  and  in 
bridge,  Mr.  Dunning  is  a  member  of  Greenwich  Lodge,  Ancient  Free  and 
Accepted  Masons,  and  belongs  as  well  to  the  First  Methodist  Church  of 
Greenwich,  an  institution  which  he  serves  as  trustee. 

Lewis  Dunning  married,  in  1907,  in  Greenwich,  Jessie  Safford,  who  is  a 
native  of  Greenwich.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Dunning  are  the  parents  of  a  son,  Richard 
L.  who,  after  passing  through  the  Greenwich  public  schools  and  graduating 
from  the  Greenwich  High  School,  entered  Northeastern  University,  in  Bos¬ 
ton,  Massachusetts,  graduating  in  1935  with  his  Bachelor’s  degree  in  Engineer¬ 
ing.  He  is  now  employed  by  the  Beacon  Oil  Company  in  Boston,  Massachu¬ 
setts. 


DAVID  MERKEL — A  leading  figure  in  the  mercantile  life  of  Platts- 
burg  and  vicinity  for  the  past  forty-five  years  is  David  Merkel,  owner  and 
operator  of  Merkel’s  “Store  of  Cheerful  Service,”  the  leading  and  largest 
department  store  in  this  vicinity.  Mr.  Merkel  has  owned  and  operated  many 
other  department  stores  located  in  Glens  Falls,  Troy,  Lake  George,  Au  Sable 
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Forks,  Hudson  Falls,  Whitehall,  New  York,  Wilmington,  Delaware  a**d 
Springfield,  Vermont. 

Mr.  Merkel  is  a  native  of  Plattsburg,  having  been  born  on  March  11,  1879, 
the  son  of  Isaac  and  Jeanette  (Kahner)  Merkel,  both  natives  of  Germany, 
and  both  deceased.  Isaac  Merkel,  one  of  the  pioneers  of  Plattsburg,  was  a 
well-known  and  respected  citizen  and  was  the  head  of  the  firm,  Isaac  Merkel 
and  Sons,  rectifiers,  wholesale  liquor  dealers  and  tobacco  distributors  from 
1866-1919. 

David  Merkel  completed  his  education  at  Plattsburg  High  School  in  1894 
and  then  went  to  New  York  City,  where  he  was  engaged  in  the  cigar  manu¬ 
facturing  business.  After  two  years,  he  returned  to  Plattsburg  and  became 
associated  with  his  father,  and  in  1902  became  a  partner  in  the  firm  of  Isaac 
Merkel  &  Sons,  together  with  his  brother,  Aaron  Merkel,  now  deceased.  In 
1910  Mr.  Merkel  engaged  in  the  dry  goods  field,  purchasing,  in  partnership 
with  Louis  Kempner,  now  deceased,  the  establishment  of  Solomon  Kempner, 
owner  of  the  Star  Dry  Goods  Company,  located  at  No.  76  Margaret  Street. 
In  1912  Mr.  Merkel,  with  Louis  Kempner,  purchased  the  Goodkind  Company 
at  Nos.  34-36  King  Street,  Troy,  New  York,  at  which  time  they  took  in  as  an 
associate  Charles  Gelman,  who  at  that  time  was  manager  for  Max  Goodkind 
in  Troy.  In  1914  Mr.  Merkel,  with  Mr.  Kempner,  purchased  the  Goodson 
Brothers  Company  department  store  at  No.  36  Glen  Street,  Glens  Falls,  New 
York,  and  organized  the  firm  of  Kempner  &  Merkel.  In  1918  this  firm  pur¬ 
chased  the  Greenebaum  Company  department  store  in  Wilmington,  Delaware. 
In  1912  Mr.  Merkel  organized  the  Dietade  Spring  Company  of  Keeseville, 
New  York,  which  he  subsequently  disposed  of  six  years  later.  In  1913  Mr. 
Merkel  organized  the  firm  of  Merkel,  Kempner  and  Goldwater,  which  estab¬ 
lished  and  operated  the  drug  store  known  as  the  Owl  Pharmacy  at  No.  72 
Margaret  Street.  After  the  death  of  Mr.  Kempner  this  establishment  was 
sold  in  1921,  which  was  after  the  fire  of  that  year,  to  the  W.  B.  Jaques 
Company. 

In  1919  Mr.  Merkel,  after  the  death  of  his  father,  gave  up  his  interest  in 
the  wholesale  liquor  and  tobacco  business  and  since  the  death  of  Louis 
Kempner  in  1920,  the  remaining  stores  have  been  under  the  direction  of  Mr. 
Merkel  and  Mr.  Gelman.  At  the  present  time  Mr.  Merkel  is  operating  the 
Plattsburg  store  and,  together  with  Mr.  Gelman,  is  operating  stores  at  Glens 
Falls  and  Lake  George.  Due  to  the  increased  business,  the  Plattsburg  store 
was  enlarged  in  1926  by  taking  the  building  at  No.  74  Margaret  Street, 
formerly  occupied  by  A  H.  Marshall  &  Company,  which  doubled  the  floor 
space  of  the  size  of  the  original  establishment  and  is  now  known  as  the  largest 
and  most  complete  department  store  in  Northern  New  York. 

Mr.  Merkel  has  held  several  responsible  positions  in  various  organizations. 
He  is  now  a  member  of  the  board  of  directors  of  the  Merchants  National

Bank;  past  chief  ranger  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Foresters;  past  presi¬ 
dent  of  Joel  Lodge,  I.  O.  O.  B. ;  president,  Beth  Israel  Temple;  Past  Exalted 
Ruler  of  Plattsburg  Lodge,  No.  621,  Benevolent  and  Protective  Order  of  Elks ; 
and  is  affiliated  with  Clinton  Lodge,  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  Order  of 
Scottish  Rite,  Oriental  Temple,  Ancient  Arabic  Order  Nobles  of  the  Mystic 
Shrine,  Oriental  Temple,  Troy,  New  York.  He  is  also  a  director  of  the 
Champlain  Valley  Hospital  and  Young  Men’s  Christian  Association;  chair¬ 
man  of  Clinton  County  Laboratory  Board ;  president  of  Goodson  Brothers 
Company  of  Glens  Falls;  and  director  of  the  Plattsburg  Chamber  of  Com¬ 
merce.  His  great  civic  pride  has  been  manifested  by  his  contribution  in  1921 
by  establishing  the  Merkel  Memorial  Laboratory  in  honor  of  his  parents,  at  the 
Champlain  Valley  Hospital ;  and  in  1925  Mr.  Merkel  gave  to  the  city  of  Platts¬ 
burg  a  tract  of  land  on  Cumberland  Bay,  which  was  the  starting  of  the  present 
Plattsburg  Municipal  Beach. 

In  1910  Mr.  Merkel  was  married  to  Meta  London  of  New  York  City  and 
they  became  the  parents  of  four  children:  1.  Jeanette  Charlotte  Merkel,  a 
graduate  in  1936  of  Northwestern  University  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Arts,  now  engaged  in  social  service  work  at  Battle  Creek,  Michigan.

Marguerite  Ruth  Merkel,  a  graduate  in  1936  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Arts  from  the  University  of  Michigan,  and  in  1937  with  the  degree  of  Master 
of  Science  in  retailing  from  New  York  University.  3.  Dorothea  Ann  Merkel, 
now  deceased.  4.  David  Merkel,  Jr.,  a  student  in  Plattsburg  High  School. 


GEORGE  C.  CLEVELAND — One  of  the  leading  members  of  the 
bar  of  Washington  County,  George  C.  Cleveland,  of  Greenwich,  is  also  out¬ 
standing  in  community  affairs,  being  the  secretary  of  the  Greenwich  Chamber 
of  Commerce. 

George  C.  Cleveland  was  born  in  Greenwich,  Washington  County,  August 
25,  1907,  son  of  Fred  R.  and  Gertrude  M.  (Haverley)  Cleveland.  Fred  R. 
Cleveland,  who  was  born  in  Jackson,  Washington  County,  established  himself 
as  a  hardware  merchant  in  Greenwich,  an  enterprise  in  which  he  was  engaged 
at  the  time  of  his  death.  Gertrude  M.  (Haverley)  Cleveland,  his  wife,  who 
was  born  in  Schenectady,  makes  her  home  in  Greenwich. 

After  passing  through  the  Greenwich  grade  schools  and  graduating  from 
the  Greenwich  High  School,  George  C.  Cleveland  prepared  for  college  at  Burr 
and  Burton  Seminary,  at  Manchester,  Vermont,  and  then,  entering  Colgate 
University,  received  his  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  as  a  member  of  the  class 
of  1930.  Selecting  the  legal  profession  for  his  career,  Mr.  Cleveland  spent 
the  1930-31  term  at  Harvard  Law  School,  Harvard  University,  Cambridge, 
Massachusetts,  and  then,  entering  the  Law  School  of  New  York  University, 
obtained  his  Doctor’s  degree  in  1934.  In  1935  he  passed  his  State  of  New 
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York  bar  examinations  at  Albany  and,  returning  home  to  Greenwich,  estab¬ 
lished  himself  in  general  practice,  after  a  preliminary  association  in  the  office 
of  Paul  Boyce,  having  previously  spent  a  year  between  terms  at  Law  School 
in  the  law  office  of  the  firm  of  Van  Kirk  and  Dewell.  Supporting  his  profes¬ 
sion  by  membership  in  the  Washington  County  Bar  Association,  Mr.  Cleveland 
has  become  active  in  community  affairs  of  Greenwich  since  establishing  himself 
in  practice  and  gives  generously  of  his  time  and  talents  to  all  worthy  civic 
enterprises  in  addition  to  his  duties  as  secretary  of  the  Greenwich  Chamber 
of  Commerce.  For  recreation  Mr.  Cleveland  devotes  himself  to  most  outdoor 
sports,  being  particularly  interested  in  tennis,  swimming  and  mountain  climb¬ 
ing  in  the  warmer  months  of  the  year  and  devoting  himself  to  skiing  in  the 
winter. 


HAROLD  G.  FULMER — It  is  seldom  that  one  finds  the  manager  of 
a  long  established  and  important  company  manufacturing  agricultural  imple¬ 
ments,  a  native  of  America’s  largest  city,  with  an  early  background  wholly 
urban.  Yet  this  is  but  one  of  the  interesting  facts  about  Harold  G.  Fulmer, 
of  Greenwich,  New  York,  manager  of  the  long  established  Eddy  Plow  Works 
at  that  place.  He  was  born  in  New  York  City,  July  5,  1894,  son  of  William 
B.  and  Lillie  Dale  (Clifton)  Fulmer.  Both  parents  were  natives  of  Penn¬ 
sylvania,  the  father  born  in  Bucks  County,  the  mother  in  the  eastern  part  of 
the  State.  Mrs.  Fulmer  spent  the  most  of  her  life  in  New  York  City,  and  is 
now  living  (August,  1938)  in  Park  Ridge,  New  York,  at  the  age  of  seventy- 
seven.  William  B.  Fulmer  came  to  the  Nation’s  metropolis  in  1883,  after 
leaving  the  employ  of  the  Lehigh  Valley  Railroad.  In  the  metropolis  he  was 
a  trainmaster  on  the  Sixth  Avenue  Elevated  Railroad  until  1910,  when  he  went 
into  the  motion  picture  business.  He  is  now  deceased. 

Harold  G.  Fulmer  was  sent  to  the  New  York  City  grammar  and  high 
schools  and  supplemented  his  academic  education  with  courses  in  the  Alex¬ 
ander  Hamilton  Institute.  As  a  youth  he  became  associated  with  his  father  in 
the  motion  picture  business,  and  from  1910  to  1918,  managed  one  of  their 
theatres  in  Brooklyn,  New  York.  He  changed  his  occupation  in  1918,  when 
he  entered  the  employ  of  the  Charles  Williams  Stores,  a  large  mail  order  house, 
but  remained  with  the  concern  only  about  a  year.  He  had,  in  the  meanwhile, 
risen  to  assistant  buyer  of  farm  implements.  Possibly  his  city  background 
had  something  to  do  with  his  becoming  keenly  interested  in  the  agricultural 
implement  trade,  and  was  one  of  the  sources  of  his  success  in  this  field.  At 
any  rate,  he  left  the  Charles  Williams  Stores,  to  become  bookkeeper  for  the 
old  Eddy  Plow  Company,  Incorporated.  After  a  year’s  service  he  was  pro¬ 
moted  to  cashier,  and  later  was  made  auditor,  the  office  he  held  when  the  com¬ 
pany  was  sold  to  its  present  owner,  Mac  F.  Finn,  of  Saratoga,  New  York. 
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Mr.  Fulmer  was  appointed  manager  by  the  new  proprietor,  an  executive  office 
he  has  filled  with  marked  success  ever  since. 

The  history  of  the  Eddy  Plow  Works  is  worthy  of  a  chapter  by  itself. 
Briefly  outlined  its  story  is  that  of  its  foundation  in  1832  by  Waldron  Eddy 
who  had  four  sons,  James,  Fred,  Waldron,  Jr.,  and  Oscar.  The  site  of  the 
enterprise  was  the  town  of  Easton  on  “Fly  Brook”  and  only  the  manufacture 
of  the  old-fashioned  iron  plow  was  undertaken.  But  the  steel  plowshare  had 
already  started  to  come  into  popularity  with  farmers,  and  Waldron  Eddy  was 
not  left  behind  in  this  advance,  for  he  was  himself  the  inventor  of  the  steel 
beam  plow.  With  time  the  business  grew,  partners  were  admitted,  first  as 
Eddy,  Dyer  and  Company,  and  then  as  Eddy,  Reynolds  and  Langdon.  Many 
patterns  were  secured,  and  a  large  number  of  improvements  made  to  agricul¬ 
tural  implements.  Northern  and  Eastern  New  York  State  were  the  chief 
markets  for  their  products.  In  1908  the  firm  was  incorporated  as  the  W. 
Eddy  Plow  Company,  and  operated  under  this  trade  title  to  1923,  when  it 
became  the  Eddy  Plow  Works.  Of  its  present  ownership  mention  has  been 
made. 

Returning  to  Mr.  Fulmer,  it  may  be  said  that  “the  city  boy  has  made  good 
in  the  country,”  and  is  one  of  the  most  esteemed  citizens  of  Greenwich,  as 
business  man  and  civic  leader.  Fraternally,  he  is  affiliated  with  the  Masonic 
Order,  being  a  Past  Master  of  Ashler  Lodge,  Free  and  Accepted  Masons. 

In  June,  1916,  Harold  G.  Fulmer  married  Anna  Rita,  a  native  of  New 
York  City,  and  they  are  the  parents  of  three  children:  1.  Muriel  V.,  born 
November  25,  1917,  who  attended  public  and  high  schools  in  Greenwich,  and  is 
now  (1938)  a  senior  in  Cornell  University,  where  she  is  majoring  in  history 
and  English  in  preparation  for  a  career  in  education.  2.  William  B.,  born 
February  17,  1919,  who  received  his  early  education  in  the  public  and  high 
schools  of  Greenwich,  and  plans  to  enter  Syracuse  University.  3.  Helen  E., 
born  July,  1920,  who  attended  public  and  high  schools  of  Greenwich,  in  prep¬ 
aration  for  postgraduate  studies. 


HAROLD  DONALD  WELLS — Proprietor  of  the  American  Paper 
Machinery  and  Engineering  Works,  Inc.,  of  Glens  Falls,  Harold  Donald  Wells 
is  one  of  the  Nation’s  leading  technical  experts  in  paper  machinery  and  manu¬ 
facturing,  having  been  engaged  in  equipping  and  operating  more  than  two 
hundred  paper  mills  throughout  the  country,  as  well  as  being  the  inventor  and 
developer  of  several  well  known  paper  manufacturing  processes. 

Harold  Donald  Wells  was  born  at  Hudson  Falls,  June  3,  1892,  son  of 
William  W.  and  Carrie  (Hall)  Wells.  William  W.  Wells,  a  member  of  one  of 
the  most  widely  known  paper  machinery  manufacturing  companies  in 
America,  was  born  in  Waconda,  Illinois,  but  spent  most  of  his  life  in  Hudson 
Falls  and  in  Glens  Falls,  being  associated  with  the  Glens  Falls  Machine  Works, 
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a  family  company  and  an  enterprise  in  which  he  was  active  at  the  time  of  his 
death.  Carrie  (Hall)  Wells,  his  wife,  was  born  in  Adamsville,  New  York, 
and  lived  for  many  years  in  Hudson  Falls  and  Glens  Falls,  being  a  teacher  in 
the  Hudson  Falls  High  School  for  a  number  of  years. 

After  passing  through  the  grade  schools  of  Hudson  Falls  and  Glens  Falls 
and  graduating  from  the  Glens  Falls  High  School,  Harold  Donald  Wells 
entered  Syracuse  University,  graduating  in  1915  with  his  degree  in  engineer¬ 
ing,  being  particularly  interested  in  studying  paper  mill  operation,  chemistry 
and  machinery.  After  graduation,  Mr.  Wells’  first  employment  was  with  the 
Franklin  Automobile  Company  in  Syracuse,  New  York,  where  he  spent  some 
two  years  in  the  company’s  engineering  department.  Then,  after  another  year 
in  the  engineering  department  of  the  Chalmers  Automobile  Company  in  De¬ 
troit,  Michigan,  he  began  his  permanent  association  with  the  paper  mill  indus¬ 
try,  first  spending  a  year  in  the  J.  and  J.  Rogers  Company  mill  at  Au  Sable 
Forks  to  acquaint  himself  with  practical  operation  technique  and  then  return¬ 
ing  to  Glens  Falls  where  he  joined  the  staff  of  the  Glens  Falls  Machine  Works, 
a  family  company,  as  a  director.  Mr.  Wells’  principal  responsibility  was  the 
installation  and  preliminary  operation  of  paper  pulp  machines,  manufactured 
by  the  Glens  Falls  Machine  Works,  a  task  which  took  him  into  more  than  two 
hundred  paper  mills  in  various  sections  of  the  United  States  and  Canada.  After 
the  Glens  Falls  Machine  Works  was  sold  to  the  F.  R.  Patch  Company  of 
Rutland,  Vermont,  Mr.  Wells  joined  the  Trimbey  Machine  Works  as  a  part¬ 
ner,  being  in  charge  of  the  firm’s  engineering  department,  an  association 
which  he  maintained  for  about  nine  years.  Then,  in  1928,  having  become 
remarkably  familiar  with  all  the  technical  problems  of  paper  mill  machines 
and  operating  difficulties,  he  founded  the  American  Paper  Machinery  and  Engi¬ 
neering  Works,  Inc.,  of  Glens  Falls,  an  enterprise  which  he  has  maintained 
and  directed  through  the  present  time,  manufacturing  well  known  paper  mill 
machinery,  equipment  which  includes  a  number  of  new  processes  which  Mr. 
Wells  has  originated  and  developed.  At  his  cottage  on  the  shores  of  Lake 
George,  Mr.  Wells  is  enabled  to  provide  himself  with  the  recreations  of  boat¬ 
ing  and  fishing,  and  also  to  indulge  himself  in  all  out-door  sports,  pastimes  of 
which  he  is  a  devoted  follower.  Mr.  Wells  is  a  member  of  the  First  Baptist 
Church,  of  which  he  is  a  deacon. 

Harold  Donald  Wells  married,  June  25,  1917,  Viola  Hafifey,  a  resident  of 
West  Chicago,  Illinois,  at  the  time  of  her  marriage.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wells  are 
the  parents  of  three  children:  1.  Donald,  now  a  junior  at  Union  College  in 
Schenectady,  following  his  graduation  from  the  grade  schools  of  Glens  Falls 
and  the  Glens  Falls  High  School.  2.  Dorothy,  now  studying  for  a  teaching 
career  at  the  Potsdam  State  Normal  School,  following  her  graduation  from 
the  Glens  Falls  High  School.  3.  William,  now  a  student  in  the  Glens  Falls 
High  School. 
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DAVID  J.  McHENRY— As  a  member  of  the  firm  of  McHenry  and 
Roberts,  undertakers  and  furniture  dealers,  David  J.  McHenry  heads  one  of 
the  oldest  establishments  of  its  kind  in  Granville.  He  has  been  active  for  many 
years  in  the  business  and  civic  life  of  the  community  and  as  one  of  its  principal 
citizens  he  has  been  called  to  several  offices  of  public  responsibility  and  trust. 
In  addition  to  his  other  connections  he  now  serves  as  postmaster. 

Mr.  McHenry  was  born  in  Granville,  New  York,  on  July  29,  1877,  son  of 
Daniel  and  Mary  (Baker)  McHenry,  both  natives  of  Ireland  and  both  now 
deceased.  His  father  was  a  farmer,  but  his  own  interests  early  led  him  to 
business  life.  After  the  completion  of  his  education  in  the  public  schools  and 
the  high  school  of  Granville,  Mr.  McHenry  clerked  for  about  two  years  in 
local  hotels,  including  the  Central  House  and  the  Munson  House.  At  the  end 
of  that  time  he  began  the  study  of  embalming  and  undertaking  in  the 
Renouard  School  at  New  York  City,  and  upon  the  completion  of  his  course  he 
returned  to  Granville,  establishing  the  firm  of  McHenry  and  Roberts,  furni¬ 
ture  dealers  and  undertakers.  It  has  been  in  existence  during  all  the  inter¬ 
vening  years  and  is  today  one  of  the  important  business  establishments  of  the 
community. 

A  Democrat  in  politics  and  influential  in  local  councils  of  his  party,  Mr. 
McHenry  was  appointed  postmaster  of  Granville  in  1915  under  Woodrow 
Wilson  and  remained  in  office  until  after  the  change  of  administration.  He 
retired  in  1924  and  was  then  elected  supervisor  of  the  town  of  Granville,,  a 
reflection  of  the  high  regard  in  which  he  is  held  in  the  community.  In  1936, 
following  the  accession  of  Franklin  D.  Roosevelt  to  the  Presidency,  Mr. 
McHenry  was  again  appointed  postmaster  of  Granville  and  resumed  that  office 
after  three  terms  as  supervisor.  He  is  still  serving,  supplying  the  efficient 
administration  of  the  local  post  office  for  which  he  was  well  known  in  the  past. 

Mr.  McHenry  has  made  other  important  contributions  to  Granville  life. 
He  was  the  founder  of  the  Granville  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  continues  as 
its  president.  He  has  been  active  in  the  Rotary  Club,  of  which  he  is  past 
president,  and  in  Granville  Council  of  the  Knights  of  Columbus,  of  which  he 
is  Past  Grand  Knight.  He  is  a  trustee  of  the  Washington  County  Bank  and 
of  the  Emma  Lang  Stevens  Hospital  and  was  formerly  a  director  of  the 
Granville  National  Bank  before  it  went  out  of  existence.  He  has  always 
given  generously  of  his  time  and  effort  for  the  promotion  of  the  civic  interests 
of  his  community  and  has  fully  demonstrated  his  possession  of  those  qualities 
of  character  and  citizenship  which  have  won  him  the  respect  of  his  fellow 
townsmen. 

Mr.  McHenry  married  Genevieve  Quilty,  of  Rutland,  Vermont.  They  are 
the  parents  of  three  children:  1.  Craig,  who  received  his  academic  education 
in  the  Granville  public  schools,  and  after  completing  his  high  school  course, 
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studied  in  the  Ithaca  College  of  Music.  A  gifted  musician,  he  became  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  faculty  there  immediately  following  his  graduation  and  has  since 
continued  as  a  teacher  of  music.  2.  John  W..  who  attended  Granville  grammar 
school  and  high  school,  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  and  Packard  Business 
College  in  New  York  City  He  is  now  associated  with  his  father's  business  in 
Granville.  3.  Anita  I.,  a  graduate  of  Granville  public  school  and  high  school, 
who  is  now  a  student  at  Cornell  University. 

WILL  E.  ROBERTS — A  member  of  the  firm  of  McHenry  and 
Roberts,  retail  furniture  dealers  and  undertakers,  Will  E.  Roberts  is  one  of  the 
leading  Republicans  of  Washington  County,  serving  in  several  public  offices  as 
well  as  being  a  member  of  the  Washington  County  Republican  Committee,  a 
post  which  he  has  held  for  the  past  twenty-five  years. 

Mr.  Roberts  was  born  in  Middle  Granville,  September  16,  1867,  son  of 
William  W.  and  Ann  (Pritchard)  Roberts.  William  W.  Roberts,  a  native  of 
Wales,  spent  most  of  his  life  in  Middle  Granville,  where  he  was  engaged  as 
a  slate  maker,  an  occupation  in  which  he  was  active  at  the  time  of  his  death. 
Ann  (Pritchard)  Roberts,  his  wife,  also  a  native  of  Wales,  came  to  America 
as  a  young  woman  and  spent  most  of  her  life  in  Middle  Granville.  She  is  now 
deceased. 

After  passing  through  the  Union  Free  School  in  Middle  Granville,  Will  E. 
Roberts,  at  the  early  age  of  fifteen,  commenced  to  work  for  Norton  Brothers, 
later  entering  the  Albany  Business  College  with  the  class  of  1888.  Returning 
home  to  Middle  Granville,  Mr.  Roberts  found  employment  as  a  clerk  and  as 
assistant  postmaster  in  the  general  store  of  George  D.  Getty,  leaving  this 
employment  after  two  years  to  work  in  the  shoe  store  of  Whitmore  and  Potter 
in  Granville.  After  two  years  in  this  employment,  Mr.  Roberts  went  on  the 
road  as  a  salesman  of  collars  and  cuffs  for  Gunnison  and  Marvin  of  Troy, 
leaving  this  activity,  however,  after  about  six  months  to  return  to  Granville 
and  work  in  the  general  store  of  O.  A.  Adams.  He  remained  with  Mr.  Adams 
for  three  or  four  years  until  he  opened  a  store  for  Frank  Scott  in  Granville, 
retailing  boots,  shoes  and  groceries.  Three  or  four  years  later  Mr.  Roberts 
gave  over  his  association  with  Mr.  Scott  and  spent  five  years  working  in  the 
general  store  of  George  H.  McDonald  in  Granville,  leaving  this  employment 
to  spend  two  years  with  the  Granville  Mercantile  Company.  Then,  on  August 
20,  1902,  Mr.  Roberts  joined  Mr.  McHenry  in  the  establishment  of  a  retail 
furniture  store  and  undertaking  business,  and  in  June,  1903,  he  studied 
embalming  in  the  school  of  Professor  Howard  S.  Eckels  in  Philadelphia.  This 
enterprise,  which  has  continued  to  prosper  ever  since,  is  one  of  the  oldest  of 
such  businesses  in  Washington  County,  and  now  located  in  a  block  constructed 
by  the  partners,  was  originally  housed  in  the  Nelson  Block,  from  which  the 
company  was  driven  by  a  fire  on  January  3,  1911. 
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Always  deeply  interested  in  political  problems,  Mr.  Roberts  has  been  a 
stalwart  member  of  the  local  Republican  organization,  winning  a  place  on  the 
county  committee  in  1913,  a  post  which  he  has  held  through  the  present  time. 
He  also  served  Granville  as  town  clerk  for  ten  years.  In  addition  to  these  two 
offices,  Mr.  Roberts  has  been  postmaster  of  Granville,  serving  two  terms  under 
President  Coolidge  and  one  under  President  Hoover,  receiving  his  appoint¬ 
ment  on  February  17,  1924,  and  remaining  in  office  until  February  17,  1936, 
a  term  of  service  of  twelve  years.  Mr.  Roberts  has  also  served  Granville  as  a 
justice  of  the  peace  for  some  sixteen  years.  Treasurer  of  the  Granville  Rotary 
Club  for  the  past  three  years  and  a  member  of  the  Granville  Chamber  of  Com¬ 
merce  for  many  years,  Mr.  Roberts  is  a  leading  member  of  the  Masonic 
Fraternity,  being  a  member  of  Granville  Lodge,  No.  55,  Free  and  Accepted 
Masons,  a  body  which  he  has  served  as  secretary  for  nineteen  years ;  of  Gran¬ 
ville  Chapter,  Royal  Arch  Masons ;  of  Calvary  Commandery,  Knights 
Templar,  of  Hudson  Falls,  and  of  Ciro  Temple,  Ancient  Arabic  Order  Nobles 
of  the  Mystic  Shrine,  of  Rutland,  Vermont.  A  member  of  the  Granville 
Presbyterian  Church,  he  is  also  one  of  the  trustees  of  the  institution.  Mr. 
Roberts  finds  recreation  from  his  public  and  private  responsibilities  by  indul¬ 
gence  in  all  out-door  sports,  being  particularly  interested  in  harness  racing. 

Will  E.  Roberts  married  Harriett  E.  Swift,  who  is  a  native  of  Fort  Ann, 
New  York. 


SEWARD  TEMPLE  POTTER — Director  of  Wilmarth  and  Sons, 
the  oldest  undertaking  establishment  in  Glens  Falls  which  is  being  conducted 
by  the  family  of  the  founder,  Seward  Temple  Potter  is  not  only  an  outstanding 
funeral  director  but  also  very  prominent  in  the  Masonic  Fraternity  and  related 
organizations. 

Seward  Temple  Potter  was  born  in  Granville,  December  8,  1894,  son  of 
James  S.  and  Charlotte  E.  (Temple)  Potter.  James  S.  Potter,  who  was  a 
native  of  Fort  Edward,  established  himself  in  life  as  a  farmer  and  as  a  cattle 
dealer,  later  becoming  the  proprietor  of  a  grocery  store  in  Granville,  an  enter¬ 
prise  in  which  he  was  interested  at  the  time  of  his  death  in  1915.  Charlotte  E. 
(Temple)  Potter,  his  wife,  who  is  also  deceased,  was  a  member  of  one  of  the 
first  families  to  reside  in  Washington  County. 

After  passing  through  the  public  schools  of  Granville  and  graduating  from 
the  Glens  Falls  High  School,  Seward  Temple  Potter  turned  to  funeral  directing 
as  his  profession  and  obtained  employment  with  John  M.  Ross  in  Argyle, 
where  he  remained  for  eleven  years.  Then,  leaving  Argyle,  Mr.  Potter 
came  to  Glens  Falls  in  1920  to  join  the  firm  of  Wilmarth  and  Sons,  an 
establishment  founded  in  1841.  Finally,  in  1926,  Mr.  Potter  joined  the  firm, 
becoming  director  and  being  placed  in  charge  of  all  the  firm’s  funeral  work, 
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positions  which  he  has  held  through  the  present  time.  Well  known  through¬ 
out  the  Lake  George  section  for  his  devotion  to  fast  horses,  Mr.  Potter  is 
particularly  interested  in  saddle  horses,  as  well  as  being  an  enthusiast  with 
trotters  and  pacers.  Past  Patron  of  the  Glens  Falls  Lodge,  Order  of  the 
Eastern  Star,  trustee  of  the  Glens  Falls  Masonic  Hall  Association,  and  vice- 
president  of  the  Masonic  Club  of  Glens  Falls,  Mr.  Potter  is  also  very  promi¬ 
nent  in  the  ranks  of  Masonry  for,  basing  his  membership  in  Senate  Lodge, 
Ancient  Free  and  Accepted  Masons  of  Glens  Falls,  a  lodge  of  which  he  is  a 
Past  Master,  he  also  belongs  to  Glens  Falls  Chapter,  No.  55,  Royal  Arch 
Masons,  Cavalry  Commandery,  No.  33,  of  Hudson  Falls,  of  which  he  is 
Junior  Warden  at  the  present  time,  and  has  served  as  Past  District  Deputy 
Grand  Master  of  the  Saratoga- Warren  district,  holding  office  in  1935  and 
1936. 

Seward  Temple  Potter  married,  in  Schenectady,  May  29,  1919,  Ethel  C. 
Cook,  a  native  of  Granville  and  a  daughter  of  a  family  which  is  among  the 
older  residents  of  Washington  County.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Potter  are  the  parents 
of  two  children:  1.  Marie  A.,  now  a  student  in  the  Glens  Falls  High  School. 
2.  James  S.,  now  also  a  student  in  the  Glens  Falls  High  School. 


EARL  THOMAS  FRATUS — One  of  the  outstanding  building  con¬ 
tractors  and  construction  engineers  of  the  Lake  George  district,  Earl  Thomas 
Fratus  is  not  only  a  leader  in  his  business  field  but  is  also  widely  known 
throughout  the  United  States  in  connection  with  his  work  for  the  United 
States  Government  Department  in  appraisal  work. 

Earl  Thomas  Fratus  was  born  in  Erie,  Pennsylvania,  August  3,  1897,  son 
of  Joseph  and  Anna  (Schaaf)  Fratus.  Joseph  Fratus,  who  was  born  in  the 
Azores  Islands,  passed  many  years  of  his  life  as  a  sea  captain,  although  in  his 
latter  years,  he  was  engaged  in  construction  work,  a  field  in  which  he  was 
active  at  the  time  of  his  death.  Anna  (Schaaf)  Fratus,  his  wife,  also  de¬ 
ceased,  was  a  native  of  Erie,  Pennsylvania. 

After  passing  through  the  grade  schools  of  Erie,  Pennsylvania,  and  grad¬ 
uating  from  the  Erie  High  School  in  1916,  Earl  Thomas  Fratus  found  his 
first  employment  with  the  General  Electric  Company  in  Erie,  leaving  his 
position  after  a  year’s  work  as  chief  clerk  in  the  testing  department  to  enter 
the  service  of  the  United  States  Government  as  an  inventory  writer  and 
appraiser,  an  occupation  which,  during  the  years  he  was  so  engaged,  carried 
him  into  most  of  the  sections  of  the  Nation.  Then,  returning  to  Erie,  Penn¬ 
sylvania,  Mr.  Fratus  spent  a  year  and  a  half  in  association  with  the  H.  J. 
Conrath  Construction  Company,  following  which  employment  he  went  into 
business  for  himself  in  Glens  Falls.  One  of  his  first  contracts  was  for  the 
Westmont  Sanatorium,  an  enterprise  which  included  not  only  the  actual  con- 
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struction  but  also  the  'design  and  planting  of  the  institution’s  landscaping.  Mr. 
Fratus’  enterprise  was  originally  a  partnership  which  was  organized  under  the 
name  of  the  Duplex  Construction  Company  but  after  two  years  development 
Mr.  Fratus  bought  out  the  entire  business  and  has  conducted  it  individually 
through  the  present  time.  In  the  last  ten  years  he  has  completed  ten  school 
buildings  in  various  parts  of  New  York,  besides  other  construction  works. 
Mr.  Fratus  is  devoted  to  outdoor  sports,  particularly  being  fond  of  hunting 
and  fishing,  two  hobbies  which  he  finds  ample  opportunity  to  follow  at  his  camp 
on  Lake  George. 

Earl  Thomas  Fratus  married  Ruth  Dolson,  who  is  a  native  of  Pough¬ 
keepsie,  New  York.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Fratus  are  the  parents  of  a  daughter, 
Katherine. 


HENRY  M.  CRIPPEN,  JR.— President  of  the  Rotary  Club  of  Hud¬ 
son  Falls  and  manager  of  the  Fuel  Department  of  Finch,  Pruyn  and  Company, 
Inc.,  of  Glens  Falls,  Henry  M.  Crippen,  Jr.,  is  not  only  one  of  the  leading  citi¬ 
zens  of  his  community  but  also  well  known  throughout  New  York  State  for  his 
association  with  mining  and  fuel  industries. 

Henry  M.  Crippen,  Jr.,  was  born  at  Ballston  Spa,  Saratoga  County,  Octo¬ 
ber  28,  1896,  son  of  Henry  M.,  Sr.  and  Ida  (Randall)  Crippen.  Henry  M. 
Crippen,  Sr.,  who  was  born  in  Ballston  Spa,  spent  his  life  as  a  business  man 
and  is  now  living  in  retirement  in  Hudson  Falls.  Ida  (Randall)  Crippen,  his 
wife,  also  of  Ballston  Spa,  is  a  resident  of  Hudson  Falls,  too.

Leaving  Saranac,  Mr.  Crippen  came  to 
Hudson  Falls  as  manager  for  the  Hudson  Falls  Coal  Company,  a  post  which 
he  resigned  after  an  association  of  eight  years  to  take  over  the  duties  of  man- 
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ager  of  the  fuel  department  of  the  Finch,  Pruyn  and  Company,  Inc.,  of  Glens 
Falls,  an  office  which  he  has  held  through  the  present  time.  Maintaining  his 
war-time  associations  by  membership  in  the  Hudson  Falls  Post  of  the  American 
Legion,  Mr.  Crippen  has  been  very  active  in  the  affairs  of  the  Legion  having 
been  Commander  of  the  Hudson  Falls  Post  as  well  as  Past  Commander  of  the 
Washington  County  Department  of  the  organization.  A  member  of  Saranac 
Lake  Lodge,  Ancient  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  and  belonging  to  Delta 
Kappa  Epsilon  Fraternity,  Mr.  Crippen  advances  the  interests  of  his  profes¬ 
sion  by  serving  as  the  secretary  and  treasurer  of  the  Tri-County  Retail  Coal 
Merchants’  Association  as  well  as  supporting  local  prosperity  by  belonging  '■o 
the  Rotary  Club  of  Hudson  Falls,  an  organization  of  which  he  is  now  presi¬ 
dent,  having  been  secretary  for  some  six  years.

WALTER  H.  WERTIME — Among  the  most  active  and  prominent 
citizens  in  this  section  of  New  York  State  is  Walter  H.  Wertime,  a  well- 
known  practicing  attorney  in  Cohoes  and  Chestertown  and  a  leading  figure 
in  the  business  and  civic  life  of  this  locality. 

Mr.  Wertime  was  born  at  Ilion,  New  York,  September  9,  1871,  the  son  of 
Herman  and  Selma  (Krause)  Wertime,  both  natives  of  Germany,  and  both 
now  deceased.  Herman  Wertime,  who  was  born  at  Cologne,  served  as 
foreign  correspondent  for  the  Remington  Arms  Company  during  the  Franco- 
Prussian  War,  and  later  was  employed  as  a  bookkeeper  for  this  firm  in  the 
United  States.  He  served  in  the  Union  Army  for  more  than  three  years 
during  the  Civil  War,  and  was  wounded  in  action  at  the  battle  of  Antietam. 

Walter  H.  Wertime  received  his  early  education  in  the  Cohoes  public 
schools,  and  later  studied  at  Union  College  in  Schenectady,  after  which  he 
prepared  for  his  legal  career  at  Albany  Law  School,  graduating  in  1892  with 
the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws.  Admitted  to  the  bar  on  December  2,  1892, 
he  launched  his  career  shortly  thereafter  at  Cohoes,  where  he  still  maintains 
an  office,  being  now  associated  with  his  son,  Walter  PI.  Wertime,  Jr.  In 
June,  1937,  Mr.  Wertime  opened  another  office  at  Chestertown,  New  York, 
and  conducts  his  practice  here  in  partnership,  with  William  R.  LaFlure,  Jr. 
Mr.  Wertime  has  been  most  successful  in  his  law  practice,  and,  in  addition  to 
his  extensive  private  practice,  served  for  twenty  years  as  general  counsel  for 
The  National  Bank  of  Cohoes,  and  from  1917  to  1926  was  general  counsel  for 
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the  Cohoes  Power  and  Light  Company.  In  the  latter  year  this  company 
merged  with  the  New  York  Power  and  Light  Corporation,  and  since  that 
time  Mr.  Wertime  has  been  local  counsel  for  this  concern  at  Cohoes,  and  is 
counsel  for  a  score  of  manufacturing  concerns  at  Cohoes.  In  addition  to  his 
legal  work,  Mr.  Wertime  is  also  active  in  local  business  affairs,  operating  the 
Panther  Mountain  House,  a  hotel  which  has  been  conducted  for  the  past 
fifteen  years.  He  also  operates  a  theatre  and  the  town  water  works  in  Chester- 
town,  and  has  also  operated  the  New  Harmony  Hotel  at  Cohoes,  for  the  past 
twenty  years. 

Mr.  Wertime  is  a  past  deacon  of  the  Dutch  Reformed  Church,  and  a 
staunch  supporter  of  the  Republican  party,  serving  as  secretary  of  the  Albany 
Republican  Committee  when  only  twenty-one  years  of  age.  He  served  as 
corporation  counsel  of  Cohoes  in  1896,  and  during  1897  and  1898  served  as 
assistant  district  attorney  of  Albany  County.  He  holds  membership  in  the 
Delta  Chi  Fraternity,  and  is  affiliated  with  the  New  York  State  and  the 
American  Bar  associations.

4.  Hazel,  a  graduate  of  Cohoes  High  School  and  Skidmore  College,  married 
Lloyd  Van  Buskirk,  of  Cohoes.  5.  Jessie,  a  graduate  of  Cohoes  High  School 
and  St.  Agnes  School,  married  Harry  Robinson.  6  and  7.  (twin  son  a^d 
daughter)  John  E.  and  Selma  K.  Wertime.  John  E.  Wertime,  a  graduate  oi 
Chestertown  High  School,  is  now  a  student  at  Syracuse  University,  and  Selma 
K.  Wertime,  a  graduate  of  St.  Agnes  School,  is  now  studying  at  Drexel 
Institute  in  Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania. 


RAYMOND  P.  MADDEN — -Proprietor  of  the  Madden  Drug  Com¬ 
pany,  pharmacists  of  Glens  Falls,  Raymond  P.  Madden  is  one  of  the  leading 
druggists  of  his  city,  having  spent  the  past  twenty  years  in  the  practice  of  his 
profession,  eighteen  of  which  has  been  in  Glens  Falls. 

Raymond  P.  Madden  was  born  at  Saranac  Lake,  May  1,  1897,  son  of 
William  and  Katherine  (Murray)  Madden.  William  Madden,  a  farmer,  is  a 
native  of  Jay,  New  York.  Katherine  (Murray)  Madden,  his  wife,  was  born 
in  Morsenville. 

After  passing  through  the  public  grade  schools  and  the  high  school  of 
Saranac  Lake,  Raymond  P.  Madden  selected  a  career  as  a  pharmacist  and 
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entered  the  New  York  City  College  of  Pharmacy  of  Columbia  University, 
where  he  graduated  in  1918  with  his  degree  of  Graduate  in  Pharmacy.

HOMER  H.  CHAPMAN — Active  in  the  engineering  field  for  the 
past  seventeen  years,  Homer  H.  Chapman  has  been  associated  with  the  New 
York  State  Electric  and  Gas  Corporation  since  1925,  and  for  the  past  four 
years  he  has  served  as  general  manager  of  the  Plattsburg  division  of  this 
organization.  He  was  born  at  Hoosick  Falls,  July  8,  1900,  the  son  of  Fred 
H.  and  Nettie  (Jacobs)  Chapman.  Fred  H.  Chapman,  also  a  native  of 
Hoosick  Falls,  is  now  retired.  Nettie  (Jacobs)  Chapman  is  a  native  of  Graf¬ 
ton. 

After  completing  his  elementary  and  high  school  education  in  the  Hoosick 
Falls  schools,  Homer  H.  Chapman  matriculated  at  Syracuse  University,  where 
he  was  graduated  in  1921  with  the  degree  of  Electrical  Engineer.

WALTER  J.  ARBENGER — High  qualities  of  civic  service  and  busi¬ 
ness  activities  characterize  the  career  of  Walter  J.  Arbenger,  city  clerk  of 
Plattsburg,  New  York.  Like  many  of  the  citizens  of  his  city,  he  is  a  native 
of  another  section  of  the  country,  having  been  born  at  Fort  Totten,  North 
Dakota,  November  11,  1888,  son  of  Phillip  and  Lena  (Hansen)  Arbenger.  His 
father,  however,  came  originally  from  Jamaica,  Long  Island,  and  his  mother 
was  born  in  Norway  The  older  man  was  engaged  in  mechanical  pursuits 
until  his  death.  The  mother  is  living.

CHARLES  M.  MORHOUS — A  wide  variety  of  service  in  the  busi¬ 
ness  and  public  life  of  Plattsburg  and  Northern  New  York  State  has  given 
Charles  M.  Morhous  ample  opportunity  for  useful  service  to  his  contem¬ 
poraries.  A  resident  of  Plattsburg,  he  is  now  treasurer  of  Clinton  County. 

Mr.  Morhous  was  born  July  8,  1889,  in  Saranac  Lake,  New  York,  son 
of  Julius  A.  and  Louise  (Manning)  Morhous.  His  father,  born  in  Lewis, 
Essex  County,  New  York,  was  a  cabinetmaker  all  through  his  active  career.

County  but  is  also  an  outstanding  member  of  the  county  organization  of  the 
Republican  party  as  well  as  being  one  of  the  leading  merchants  of  his  com¬ 
munity  and  county. 

Walter  A.  Lyford  was  born  in  Corinth,  Saratoga  County,  November  20, 
1894,  son  of  Arthur  and  Amelia  (Forbes)  Lyford.  Arthur  Lyford,  who  was 
a  native  of  Edinburg,  New  York,  established  himself  in  the  paper  mill  busi¬ 
ness,  a  field  in  which  he  remained  active  until  the  time  of  his  death.

After  attending  the  public  schools  in  Corinth  and  graduating  from  the 
Corinth  High  School,  Walter  A.  Lyford,  supplementing  his  education  with 
night  study  in  accountancy,  found  employment  as  an  accountant,  in  Detroit, 
Michigan,  with  the  Detroit  Steel  Products  Company.  Following  this  employ¬ 
ment,  and  a  similar  position  with  the  David  Stoat  Flour  Mills  Company,  Mr. 
Lyford  spent  three  years  with  the  Federal  Motor  Truck  Corporation  and  then, 
returning  to  New  York,  went  on  the  road  as  a  salesman  for  the  Elixman  Paper 
Core  Company  of  Corinth.  This  association  as  a  salesman  interested  Mr. 
Lyford  in  merchandising  and,  after  a  year  and  half  with  the  Elixman  Com¬ 
pany,  he  established  himself  in  the  general  merchandising  business,  a  field  in 
which  he  has  prospered  through  the  present  time. 

Mr.  Lyford’s  career  was  interrupted  during  the  World  War  period  by  his 
service  with  the  United  States  Army,  which  he  entered  in  1917,  enlisting  in 
the  regular  infantry.  In  April,  1918,  he  was  commissioned  as  a  second  lieu¬ 
tenant  and,  in  July  of  1918,  advanced  to  the  grade  of  first  lieutenant,  being 
originally  assigned  to  the  339th  Regiment,  Regular  Infantry  and  stationed  at 
Battle  Creek,  Michigan.  Later,  Lieutenant  Lyford  was  transferred  to  Peters¬ 
burg,  Virginia,  to  aid  in  the  training  of  troops  for  overseas,  an  assignment  in 
which  he  aided  in  the  organization  of  the  9th  Division,  becoming  the  gas  officer 
of  the  outfit  while  it  was  stationed  at  Camp  Sheridan,  Alabama,  and,  later,  at 
Camp  Bragg,  North  Carolina.

Preserving  these  war-time  associations  by  membership  in  Horace  D.  Wash¬ 
burn  Post,  American  Legion,  an  organization  of  which  he  was  the  first  com¬ 
mander,  Mr.  Lyford  is  also  a  member  of  Saratoga  Lodge,  Benevolent  and 
Protective  Order  of  Elks,  and  Corinth  Lodge,  Independent  Order  of  Odd 
Fellows.  Always  deeply  interested  in  social  work,  Mr.  Lyford  was  one  of  the 
organizers  of  the  Corinth  Hospital  and,  after  aiding  in  its  construction,  served 
as  a  member  of  its  board  of  trustees  until  1938.  Side  by  side  with  this  work, 
Mr.  Lyford  has  devoted  himself  assiduously  to  political  problems  as  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Republican  party,  giving  generously  of  his  time  to  public  office  and 
to  the  work  of  his  party.  From  1934  to  1938,  he  served  as  a  member  of  the 
Corinth  Board  of  Education  and,  since  January  1,  1938,  he  has  held  office  as 
supervisor  of  Saratoga  County.  A  member  of  the  board  of  governors  of  the 
Young  Republicans’  League  of  New  York  State,  Mr.  Lyford  served  as  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Young  Republicans’  Association  of  Saratoga  County  in  1936.  An 
attendant  of  the  Corinth  Methodist  Church,  Mr.  Lyford  devotes  much  of  his 
leisure  to  reading,  being  especially  interested  in  history,  particularly  that  of 
the  Adirondack  and  the  Lake  George  and  Lake  Champlain  area.

FRED  B.  CHAPMAN— T  reasurer,  director  and  manager  of  the 
retail  department  of  Finch,  Pruyn  and  Company  of  Glens  Falls,  Fred  B. 
Chapman  has  been  a  leading  business  man  of  the  Lake  George  region  for  the 
past  forty  years. 

Fred  B.  Chapman  was  born  in  Queensbury,  April  5,  1875,  son  of  William 
and  Catherine  (Braydon)  Chapman.  William  Chapman,  who  was  born  in 
Johnsburg,  spent  his  life  as  a  farmer;  his  wife  was  also  a  native  of  Johnsburg.

JOSEPH  A.  McNAMARA  - — A  practicing  attorney  in  Burlington  for 
the  past  nineteen  years,  and  United  States  Attorney  since  1933,  Joseph  A. 
McNamara  is  active  in  legal,  social,  fraternal  and  Roman  Catholic  Church 
circles  in  Burlington.  He  was  born  August  4,  1892,  at  Fair  Haven,  Vermont, 
the  son  of  James  McNamara,  who  up  to  his  death  was  a  slate  manufacturer, 
and  Catherine  (Foy)  McNamara.  They  both  were  born  at  Fair  Haven, 
where  Mrs.  Catherine  (Foy)  McNamara  still  resides. 

After  completing  his  grammar  and  high  school  education  in  the  Fair 
Haven  public  schools,  Mr.  McNamara  attended  St.  Michael’s  College  one  year 
at  Winooski,  Vermont,  and  in  1915  received  his  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts 
from  Holy  Cross  College.  After  graduating  from  Harvard  University  Law 
School,  class  of  1918,  he  enlisted  in  May  of  that  year  in  the  United  States 
Army  and  was  assigned  to  Company  D,  312th  Supply  Train,  87th  Division.

FRANK  M.  FALKENBURY,  M.  D.— Since  1932  Dr.  Frank  M.  Fal- 

kenbury  has  been  practicing  medicine  and  surgery  in  Glens  Falls,  where  his 
contribution  to  the  life  of  his  times  has  been  significant  and  valuable. 

Dr.  Falkenbury  was  born  August  17,  1903,  in  Whitehall,  New  York,  son 
of  Arthur  E.  and  Luna  (Hodskins)  Falkenbury.  His  father,  born  in  White¬ 
hall,  has  been  engaged  for  years  in  medical  practice.  The  mother  was  born  at 
Crown  Point,  New  York. 

The  public  schools  of  Whitehall,  his  birthplace,  provided  Frank  M.  Falken- 
bury’s  early  education,  and,  after  finishing  his  high  school  studies  there,  he 
became  a  student  at  Cornell  University,  Ithaca,  New  York,  where  he  was 
graduated  in  the  class  of  1926  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts.

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J.  ALBERT  KOCH — Assistant  cashier  of  the  First  National  Bank 
of  Glens  Falls,  J.  Albert  Koch  has  been  associated  with  his  bank  for  the  past 
thirty  years,  with  the  exception  of  when  he  served  in  the  American  Expedi¬ 
tionary  Forces  in  France  during  the  World  War. 

Mr.  Koch  was  born  in  Montclair,  New  Jersey,  October  30,  1887,  son  of 
John  A.  and  Frances  J.  (McDowell)  Koch.  John  A.  Koch  was  a  native  of 
Watsontown,  Pennsylvania,  and  Frances  J.  (McDowell)  Koch,  his  wife,  was 
born  in  Newton  Hamilton,  Pennsylvania.

DANIEL  F.  IMRIE — City  Attorney  of  Glens  Falls  for  two  years, 
Daniel  F.  Imrie  is  not  only  one  of  the  outstanding  lawyers  of  the  Lake  George 
region  but  also  an  active  member  of  the  Republican  party  and  one  of  the  civic 
leaders  of  Glens  Falls. 

Daniel  F.  Imrie  was  born  at  Caldwell,  on  September  15,  1885,  son  of 
Robert  and  Margaret  (Ferguson)  Imrie.  Robert  Imrie,  who  was  born  at 
Albany,  was  a  practicing  attorney  at  Lake  George;  Margaret  (Ferguson) 
Imrie  is  a  native  of  Caldwell. 
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After  attending  the  grade  schools  and  the  high  school  of  Caldwell,  and 
graduating  from  Union  College  in  1906,  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Philosophy,  Daniel  F.  Imrie  attended  Albany  Law  School,  and  obtained  his 
degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws  in  1908.  Admitted  to  the  New  York  State  bar 
the  same  year,  he  established  himself  in  practice  at  Lake  George,  removing  to 
Glens  Falls,  however,  in  1911,  to  maintain  his  office  there  through  the  present 
time.

CROSBY  HOPKINS — A  native  son  of  Argvle  and  of  one  of  the  old¬ 
est  families  here,  Crosby  Hopkins  built  for  himself  a  solid  reputation  as 
farmer  before  engaging  in  the  general  contracting,  real  estate  and  banking 
businesses,  and  today  he  is  president  of  a  bank  with  capital  and  resources 
totaling  almost  sixty  thousand  dollars,  and  with  deposits  of  considerably 
more  than  four  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

Mr.  Hopkins  was  born  April  16,  1880,  the  son  of  John  and  Elizabeth 
(Stowe)  Hopkins,  both  natives  of  their  son’s  birthplace  and  both  now  de- 
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ceased.  John  Hopkins,  during  his  lifetime,  was  a  farmer  and  the  Hopkins 
family  is  one  of  the  oldest  and  deepest-rooted  in  Argyle. 

Crosby  Hopkins  received  his  early  education  in  the  district  school  here 
and  then  attended  Amsterdam  high  school.  After  twenty  years  of  farming 
operations,  he  entered  the  general  contracting  business  at  Argyle,  and  for  the 
seven  years  that  he  remained  in  this  field  he  was  a  prominent  factor.  Mr. 
Hopkins  then  established  himself  in  the  real  estate  business,  which  he  still 
conducts  but  in  which  he  is  not,  because  of  other  interests,  as  active  as  hereto¬ 
fore. 

When  the  present  sole  bank  at  Argyle  was  started  back  in  1931,  Mr. 
Hopkins  became  interested  as  one  of  the  original  directors,  and  in  1936  he 
was  made  president  of  the  National  Bank  of  Argyle,  which  post  he  still  holds. 
Intensely  interested  in  Republican  politics,  he  is  now  supervisor  for  the  town 
of  Argyle,  this  being  his  first  and  only  public  office  to  date.  His  favorite 
recreations  are  fishing  and  hunting.

WILLIAM  E.  BENTON — Intensely  active  in  the  operation  of  the 
theatre  business  in  Saratoga  Springs  and  this  region  of  New  York  State, 
William  E.  Benton  is  associated  with  several  motion  picture  and  entertain¬ 
ment  organizations  here. 

Mr.  Benton  was  born  August  6,  1891,  at  Saratoga  Springs,  New  York, 
son  of  Lewis  W.  and  Mary  (Maher)  Benton.  His  father’s  family  came  to 
Saratoga  Springs  about  a  century  ago,  and  were  direct  descendants  from 
Thomas  and  Edward  Benton,  who  settled  in  Guilford,  Connecticut,  in  1638. 
Lewis  W.  Benton,  who  is  now  deceased,  was  an  architect  at  Saratoga  Springs. 
The  mother,  also  deceased,  was  of  this  city. 

Public  schools  furnished  William  E.  Benton’s  early  formal  education  in 
Saratoga  Springs,  and  when  he  completed  his  high  school  studies  he  became 
a  student  at  Columbia  University,  New  York.  He  later  studied  law,  was 
admitted  to  the  New  York  State  bar  in  1916,  and  practiced  law  in  association 
with  Senator  Brackett  until  1920.  Then  turning  his  attention  to  the  enter¬ 
tainment  business,  he  became  most  active  in  the  theatre  business.  He  is  a 
director  of  the  Saratoga  National  Bank,  manager  of  Saratoga  Hospital,  vice- 
president  of  the  local  Eastman  Business  School,  president  of  the  Saratoga 
Spa  Industries,  a  director  of  the  Motion  Picture  Theatre  Owners  of  America, 
president  of  the  Motion  Picture  Owners  of  Northern  New  York,  and  presi- 
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dent  of  Saratoga  Theatres,  Inc.,  and  Northern  New  York  Theatres,  Inc.  He 
is  also  president  of  the  Benton-Schine  Corporation. 

In  addition  to  interesting  himself  in  all  these  business  undertakings,  Mr. 
Benton  concerns  himself  with  civic  and  political  affairs.  He  is  a  member  of 
many  organizations,  including  the  Saratoga  Springs  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
of  which  he  was  president  in  1930.

William  E.  Ben¬ 
ton,  Jr.,  born  in  Saratoga  Springs,  educated  here  in  the  public  and  high  schools, 
now  associated  in  business  with  his  father.  3.  James  E.  Benton,  born  at 
Saratoga  Springs,  a  high  school  student  here  at  the  time  of  writing. 


ROBERT  F.  ISHAM — Robert  F.  Isham  adopted  the  profession  of 
his  distinguished  father,  the  late  Frederick  A.  Isham,  and  like  his  father,  was 
schooled  and  trained  in  the  practice  of  law  in  New  York  City  before  returning 
to  Lake  Placid,  where  he  was  partner  of  his  father  in  the  law  firm  of  Isham 
&  Isham  until  the  senior  partner’s  death  in  1937.  Since  that  time  he  has  carried 
on  the  law  office  independently. 

Robert  F.  Isham  was  born  at  Saranac  Lake  on  April  17,  1891,  son  of 
Frederick  A.  (q.  v.)  and  Laura  E.  (Haines)  Isham,  both  deceased  (see  accom¬ 
panying  biography).  Young  Isham  attended  the  local  schools  of  his  birthplace 
and  prepared  for  college  in  Exeter  and  Colgate  academies.  He  received  his 
degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  from  Colgate  University  with  the  class  of  1912,  and 
his  law  degree  from  the  New  York  University  Law  School  in  1914.  That  same 
year  he  was  admitted  to  the  New  York  State  bar.  For  a  year  and  a  half  he 
practiced  professionally  in  New  York  City ;  then  went  to  Niagara  Falls  for 
six  months;  and  in  1916  returned  to  Lake  Placid  to  become  a  partner  with  his 
father  in  the  law  firm  of  Isham  &  Isham.  Since  his  father’s  death  on  February 
26,  1937,  he  has  practiced  independently  and  achieved  repute  among  colleagues 
and  clientele.  His  offices  are  in  the  Bank  of  Lake  Placid  Building. 

Robert  F.  Isham  is  a  member  of  the  Essex  County  Bar  Society,  of  which 
he  is  a  former  president ;  a  member  of  the  New  York  State  Bar  Association, 
the  American  Bar  Association,  the  Bar  Association  of  the  City  of  New  York, 
and  the  New  York  State  Title  Association.  His  college  fraternity  is  Phi 
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Gamma  Delta,  and  he  is  affiliated  with  Lake  Placid  Lodge,  No.  834,  Ancient 
Free  and  Accepted  Masons. 

During  the  World  War,  Mr.  Isham  served  with  the  26th  Regiment,  United 
States  Army  Corps  of  Field  Artillery,  with  the  rank  of  sergeant.  Prominent 
in  civic  affairs,  he  is  a  popular  figure  in  the  Lake  Placid  Chamber  of  Com¬ 
merce,  the  Kiwanis  Club,  and  as  a  member  of  the  American  Legion.  He 
attends  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church. 

In  1918  Mr.  Isham  married  Phyllis  Verity,  a  native  of  Brooklyn,  New 
York,  and  they  are  the  parents  of  two  sons :  1.  William  E.  2.  Robert  H.  His 
favorite  recreations  are  golf  and  skiing. 


FREDERICK  A.  ISHAM— Born  in  the  Lake  Champlain  section  of 
the  Empire  State,  schooled  in  the  law  at  New  York  City  where,  for  a  time,  as 
a  young  attorney  he  practiced  with  Samuel  Untermyer,  one  of  the  famous 
legal  leaders  of  the  metropolis,  Frederick  A.  Isham,  before  the  turn  of  the 
century,  came  back  to  the  North  Country,  where  he  became  an  outstanding 
member  of  his  profession  at  Saranac  Lake  and  Lake  Placid,  one  of  the  organ¬ 
izers  and  incorporators  of  these  two  villages  and  most  influential  in  introduc¬ 
ing  public  utilities  here :  a  man,  indeed,  with  great  honor  in  his  own  country. 

Mr.  Isham  was  born  at  Plattsburg  on  May  22,  1850,  son  of  Harry  Lock- 
wood  and  Ada  (Stevens)  Isham,  both  now  deceased.  His  mother  was  born 
at  Fern  Lake,  Clinton  County.  His  father  was  born  at  Williston,  Vermont, 
and  was  engaged  as  a  wagon  maker  for  many  years  prior  to  his  death.  Good 
law  schools  were  not  numerous  when  young  Isham  completed  his  formal  edu¬ 
cation  but  he  selected  one  of  the  best:  Columbia  University  in  New  York  City, 
from  which  institution  he  obtained  bis  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws  in  1883. 
His  school  standing  and  manifest  legal  abilities  impressed  that  great  lawyer, 
Samuel  Untermyer,  in  whose  office  he  worked  and  acquired  great  skill  and 
experience  in  the  practice  of  law.  Later  he  opened  his  own  office  at  Saranac 
Lake.  From  1897  to  1899  he  again  practiced  his  profession  in  New  York 
City,  and  thereafter  established  himself  at  Lake  Placid.  Here  he  became 
senior  partner  in  the  law  firm  of  Isham  &  Isham,  practicing  his  profession  for 
nearly  half  a  century,  and  dean  of  the  legal  fraternity  in  this  section.  In  the 
later  years  of  his  life  he  was  joined  in  partnership  by  his  son,  Robert  F.  Isham, 
whose  biography  immediately  follows  that  of  his  father  in  this  work. 

However  high  his  reputation  as  a  lawyer,  Mr.  Isham’s  civic  activities  alone 
rate  him  a  place  of  honor  in  these  annals  of  the  North  Country.  Not  only  was 
he  among  the  original  organizers  and  incorporators  of  the  villages  of  Lake 
Placid  and  Saranac  Lake,  but  it  was  Mr.  Isham  who  is  accredited  as  having 
been  most  responsible  for  bringing  to  both  these  towns  electric  light,  water 
and  modern  sewer  facilities.  For  a  quarter  of  a  century  he  was  attorney  for 
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Lake  Placid  and  for  a  number  of  years  was  president  of  that  village.  During 
the  World  War  period  he  served  as  a  member  of  the  Legal  Advisory  Board. 
A  member  of  the  Essex  County  Bar  Association,  the  New  York  State  Bar 
Association,  and  the  American  Bar  Association,  Mr.  Isham  was  affiliated  fra¬ 
ternally  with  the  Lake  Placid  Lodge,  Free  and  Accepted  Masons.  He  was 
for  many  years  a  trustee  and  deacon  of  and  active  in  the  work  of  the  Adiron¬ 
dack  Baptist  Church  at  Lake  Placid. 

In  his  early  life  Frederick  A.  Isham  married  Laura  E.  Haines  of  Platts- 
burg,  and  they  were  the  parents  of  two  children:  i.  Robert  F.  Isham  (see 
accompanying  biography).  2.  Helen  Isham,  who  married  Rev.  Jesse  Halsey, 
prominent  Presbyterian  clergyman  of  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  and  they  have  four 
children:  i.  Charles,  ii.  Helen,  iii.  Frederick,  iv.  Abigail. 

Frederick  A.  Isham  married  (second),  in  1910,  Jennie  M.  Chatfield,  born 
at  Painted  Post,  New  York.  Prominent  in  Lake  Placid’s  social  and  civic 
activities,  Mrs.  Isham  has  been  engaged,  since  1918,  in  the  real  estate  business 
here  under  the  title  or  trade  name  of  Jennie  M.  Isham.  For  fourteen  years 
she  was  president  of  the  Lake  Placid  Woman’s  Club.  She  also  served  for 
several  years  on  the  Board  of  Education  and  was  its  president  for  two  years 

The  death  of  Mr.  Isham  occurred  on  February  26,  1937,  and  was  mourned 
throughout  the  Adirondack  country  as  the  passing  of  one  of  its  most  notable 
citizens.  His  achievements  as  a  lawyer  were  equalled  only  by  his  accomplish¬ 
ments  in  the  public  service.  Modest,  unpretentious,  never  in  quest  of  glory  for 
himself,  he  was  indeed  a  benefactor  of  the  people  of  several  communities  here 
in  the  North  Country.  Civic  affairs  and  his  home  were  his  hobbies,  his  reli¬ 
gion,  his  very  life,  indeed,  outside  his  profession.  For  his  splendid  works 
down  the  years  his  memory  is  preserved  and  honored. 


EARL  THOMAS  WOODWARD — Having  built  and  organized  a 
number  of  “dude  ranches”  in  the  Adirondacks,  Earl  Thomas  Woodward,  of 
Luzerne,  has  also  engaged  in  a  number  of  other  business  activities ;  lumbering, 
real  estate  developing  and  building  of  log  houses,  having  built  over  one  hun¬ 
dred  in  twelve  years. 

Mr.  Woodward  was  born  September  19,  1891,  in  Forest,  Ohio,  son  of 
Lafayette  and  Catherine  (Kegg)  Woodward.  His  father,  a  native  Ohioan, 
was  for  years  engaged  as  a  farmer  until  his  death.  The  mother,  born  in 
Pennsylvania,  is  now  also  deceased. 

Upon  graduation  from  high  school  at  Forest,  his  Ohio  birthplace,  Mr. 
Woodward  operated  a  farm  there  and  also  taught  school  for  seven  years. 
Selling  out  his  farm  interests,  he  first  established  his  lumber  activities  at  Stony 
Creek,  New  York,  moving  to  Hadley,  then  Luzerne,  New  York,  where  he 
started  the  dude  ranch  type  of  summer  resort  in  Eastern  United  States,  build- 
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ing  and  selling  several  of  these.  The  largest  was  the  Northwood  Dude  Ranch, 
which  he  ran  successfully  for  six  years.  Selling  the  unique  enterprise,  Mr. 
Woodward  centered  his  commercial  life  at  Northwoods  Lodge,  a  development 
in  Luzerne,  where  he  has  built  over  sixty  log  summer  and  all-year  homes. 
Real  estate  is  his  principal  business,  and  he  is  considered  an  expert,  particu¬ 
larly  in  that  special  branch  which  deals  with  appraising,  buying  and  selling 
standing  timber.  He  owns  more  than  ten  thousand  acres  of  choice  timberland 
in  the  Adirondacks,  and  has  built  and  erected  to  order,  on  his  own  woodland 
property  and  elsewhere,  log  cabins  and  commodious  summer  camps.  This 
construction  work  has  brought  him  well  merited  commendation  from  his  many 
satisfied  clients.  As  realtor,  timber  operator  and  builder  of  rustic  summer 
homes,  Mr.  Woodward  is  today  one  of  the  most  active  citizens  in  and  around 
Luzerne,  and  his  personal  and  business  achievements  have  been  of  great  and 
lasting  value. 

Mr.  Woodward  is  president  and  a  director  of  the  Earl  Woodward  Realty 
Corporation.  Fraternally,  he  is  a  member  of  Senate  Lodge,  Free  and  Accepted 
Masons,  in  Forest,  Ohio,  and  of  the  Luzerne  Grange,  Patrons  of  Husbandry. 
In  spare  time  he  enjoys  healthful  outdoor  sports  and  recreations,  notably 
hunting  and  he  is  more  than  ordinarily  fond  of  travel  and  spends  three  months 
each  year  in  Florida,  California  and  New  Mexico.  He  attends  the  Methodist 
Church. 

In  1930  Earl  Thomas  Woodward  married  Katherine  Elizabeth  Cotherman, 
a  native  of  Minnesota. 


RAYMOND  F.  ALLEN — One  of  the  leading  attorneys  and  jurists 
of  Washington  County,  Raymond  F.  Allen,  of  Granville,  is  widely  known 
throughout  upper  New  York  State  not  only  as  a  member  of  the  bar  but  also 
for  his  years  of  service  as  a  member  of  the  faculty  of  Albany  Law  School. 

Raymond  F.  Allen  was  born  in  Rochester,  New  York,  July  22,  1896,  son 
of  the  Rev.  Frederick  William  and  Eva  Elmira  (Campbell)  Allen.  Rev.  Mr. 
Allen,  who  was  born  in  Tulalip,  Washington,  and  was  brought  up  in  North 
Sedgwick,  Maine,  graduated  from  Rochester  University,  class  of  1895,  and 
then,  selecting  a  career  as  a  minister  in  the  Baptist  Church,  entered  Rochester 
Theological  Seminary,  graduating  in  1898.  He  served  his  church  for  many 
years,  holding  pastorates  as  follows:  Wyoming,  New  York,  1896  to  1903; 
Carthage,  New  York,  1903  to  1909;  Interlaken,  New  York,  1909  to  1918; 
Cortland,  New  York,  1918  to  1931,  and  Cobleskill,  New  York,  1931  to  1936, 
when  he  retired  after  forty  years  in  the  ministry  to  make  his  home  with  his 
son  in  Granville.  Eva  Elmira  (Campbell)  Allen,  his  wife,  was  born  at 
Oswego,  New  York,  although  as  a  young  girl,  her  family  established  itself  in 
Rochester.  She  received  her  education  at  Northfield  Seminary,  Northfield, 
Vermont. 
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After  passing  through  the  public  schools  of  Carthage  and  Interlaken, 
Raymond  F.  Allen  graduated  from  the  Interlaken  High  School  in  1913. 
Entering  Colgate  University,  he  was  graduated  from  that  institution  in  1917 
with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts.  Selecting  the  legal  profession  for  his 
career,  Mr.  Allen  entered  the  Albany  Law  School  and  was  graduated  in  1921 
•  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws,  being  admitted  to  the  New  York  bar 
on  September  19  of  that  year.  After  graduation  from  Colgate  University, 
Mr.  Allen  had  taught  school  for  a  year,  1917-18,  at  Sherrill,  New  York;  and 
while  a  student  at  the  Albany  Law  School  held  the  position  of  law  assistant  in 
the  New  York  State  Department  of  Education  at  Albany.  After  five  years 
of  practice  of  his  profession  with  the  Albany  firm  of  Rider  and  Allen,  from 
1922  to  1927,  during  which  time  he  was  also  an  instructor  at  the  Albany  Law 
School,  he  was  appointed  full  professor  of  law  in  1927,  a  position  which  he 
held  until  1935.  By  that  time,  however,  Mr.  Allen  determined  to  give  up 
the  teaching  of  his  profession  and  devote  himself  to  the  general  practice  of  the 
law  and,  accordingly,  he  came  to  Granville  and  established  himself  as  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  firm  of  Allen  and  Potter,  who  have  maintained  a  general  practice 
of  the  law  in  Granville  since  the  fall  of  1934.  Like  many  other  men  who  were 
young  in  the  World  War  period,  Mr.  Allen  interrupted  his  career  by  enlisting 
in  the  United  States  Army,  and  saw  service  at  the  Field  Artillery  School  of 
the  Officers’  Training  Corps,  being  honorably  discharged  as  a  corporal  in 
December,  1918.  Supporting  his  profession  by  membership  in  the  American 
Bar  Association,  the  New  York  State  Bar  Association  and  the  Washington 
County  Bar  Association,  Mr.  Allen  is  also  a  member  of  Granville  Post,  No. 
323,  American  Legion,  the  Lake  Saint  Catherine  Country  Club,  of  which  he 
is  treasurer  and  a  director;  the  Justinian  Society,  and  Theta  Chi  and  Delta 
Sigma  Rho,  and  Theta  Nu  Epsilon  fraternities.  Keenly  interested  in  com¬ 
munity  problems,  since  establishing  himself  in  Granville,  Mr.  Allen  has  be¬ 
come  a  director  of  the  Granville  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  has  held  office  as 
a  member  of  the  Granville  Board  of  Education.  He  devotes  himself  to  golf  as 
a  means  of  recreation  from  his  professional  and  civic  duties. 

Raymond  F.  Allen  married,  in  1925,  Mildred  Cullin,  a  native  of  Granville, 
who,  a  graduate  of  Granville  High  School,  class  of  1916,  taught  school  in 
Granville  from  1916  to  1921  and  taught  in  the  Albany  public  schools  from 
1921  to  1925.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Allen  are  the  parents  of  three  children:  1.  Eliza¬ 
beth  Anne,  born  June  14,  1929.  2.  Raymond  F.,  Jr.,  born  October  6,  1931.  4. 
Donald  Cullin,  born  May  19,  1938. 


HARRY  SILVERMAN — Proprietor  of  the  Harry  Silverman  Home 
Appliance  Store  of  Glens  Falls,  Harry  Silverman  is  not  only  one  of  the  active 
business  men  and  merchants  of  his  community,  but  also  an  outstanding  athlete, 
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being  a  basketball  player  and  formerly  an  amateur  and  professional  baseball 
player. 

Mr.  Silverman  was  born  in  Glens  Falls,  November  25,  1899,  son  °f  Isaac 
and  Jennie  (Block)  Silverman.  Isaac  Silverman,  who  spent  most  of  his  life  in 
the  United  States,  established  himself  as  a  clothing  merchant  and  attained  a 
leading  position  in  his  field  in  Glens  Falls,  being  active  as  a  merchant  at  the 
time  of  his  death.  Jennie  (Block)  Silverman,  his  wife,  who  is  a  resident  of 
Glens  Falls,  has  spent  most  of  her  life  in  the  community. 

After  passing  through  the  public  schools  of  Glens  Falls,  Mr.  Silverman 
found  his  first  employment  in  Glens  Falls  in  Veiley’s  Drug  Store,  where  he 
remained  for  about  a  year,  leaving  to  join  his  father  in  the  family  business, 
which  was  operated  under  the  name  of  the  Isaac  Silverman  Clothing  Store. 
After  two  years  in  this  business,  Mr.  Silverman,  who  had  developed  a  brilliant 
reputation  as  a  baseball  player,  was  given  a  try-out  by  the  Cleveland  Ameri¬ 
cans  in  1922.  Returning  home,  he  joined  the  Glens  Falls  team  and  played  not 
only  with  that  organization,  but  also  subsequently  for  the  Gloversville  Elks  and 
the  Schuylerville  Knights  of  Columbus  teams.  Between  1920  and  1921  he 
played  ball  for  the  Glens  Falls  Kurzroks,  the  Knights  of  Columbus  in  Glens 
Falls,  and  also  in  1924  in  Schuylerville,  New  York,  and  during  1923  for  the 
Gloversville  Elks,  the  Glens  Falls  Elks,  and  also  with  the  Glens  Falls  profes¬ 
sional  basketball  team.  After  this  professional  baseball  playing,  he  returned  to 
the  merchandising  field  in  Glens  Falls,  accepting  a  position  as  assistant  man¬ 
ager  of  Breslaw  Brothers’  Furniture  Store,  where  he  remained  for  some  two 
years.  He  resigned  this  position  to  establish  himself  as  a  merchant,  founding 
his  present  enterprise,  the  Harry  Silverman  Home  Appliance  Store. 

While  Mr.  Silverman  no  longer  plays  baseball  he  takes  an  interest  in  all 
outdoor  sports,  being  particularly  devoted  to  hunting  and  fishing.  A  member 
of  the  Jewish  Brotherhood  of  Glens  Falls,  the  Glens  Falls  Community  House, 
and  Temple  Beth  El,  Mr.  Silverman  also  belongs  to  Glens  Falls  Lodge,  No. 
81,  Benevolent  and  Protective  Order  of  Elks. 


FRANCIS  B.  SMITH— Deputy  Commissioner  of  Accounts  of  Sara¬ 
toga  Springs,  Francis  B.  Smith,  who  has  held  his  office  for  the  past  year,  is 
not  only  widely  known  as  a  public  official  throughout  the  Lake  George  area  but 
is  prominent  as  an  amateur  athlete,  having  been  under  contract  with  the  New 
York  Yankees  at  one  time,  as  well  as  having  been  active  in  sports  in  college 
and  at  home. 

Francis  B.  Smith  was  born  at  Saratoga  Springs,  August  26,  1909,  son  of 
Sydney  F.  and  Sarah  (Kelly)  Smith.  Sydney  F.  Smith,  who  has  spent  most 
of  his  life  at  Saratoga  Springs,  is  associated  with  a  wholesale  paper  company 
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in  this  community.  Sarah  (Kelly)  Smith,  his  wife,  who  was  born  in  Ireland, 
has  also  been  a  resident  of  Saratoga  Springs  for  many  years. 

After  passing  through  the  grammar  school  of  Saratoga  Springs  and  grad¬ 
uating  from  the  community’s  high  school,  Francis  B.  Smith  entered  Columbia 
University  and,  later  also  studied  at  Villanova  College.  Returning  home,  Mr. 
Smith  became  interested  in  the  insurance  business  and  joined  the  staff  of  A. 
G.  Pierce  Insurance  Company,  resigning,  however,  after  a  short  time,  to  enter 
the  wholesale  paper  field.  In  this  work,  Mr.  Smith  remained  active  until  1938, 
when  he  accepted  the  position  of  Deputy  Commissioner  of  Accounts,  a  post 
which  he  has  occupied  through  the  present  time.  A  member  of  the  Democratic 
party,  Mr.  Smith  has  always  had  a  keen  interest  in  the  civic  and  social  prob¬ 
lems  of  his  community  and  has  given  generously  of  his  time  to  public  service. 
A  keen  athlete  in  his  school  and  college  days,  Mr.  Smith  was  particularly  out¬ 
standing  as  a  baseball  player  and,  at  one  time,  he  was  placed  under  contract 
by  the  New  York  Yankees.  A  member  of  the  Saratoga  Springs  Lodge  of  the 
Knights  of  Columbus,  Mr.  Smith  is  a  member  of  St.  Clement’s  Catholic 
Church  of  Saratoga  Springs. 

Francis  B.  Smith  married  Elizabeth  Fisher,  who,  a  native  of  Gloucester, 
Massachusetts,  attended  the  public  schools  of  that  city  and,  after  attending 
Walnut  Hill  Preparatory  School  at  Natick,  Massachusetts,  entered  Skidmore 
College  as  a  member  of  the  class  of  1933.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Smith  are  the  par¬ 
ents  of  a  daughter:  Francine  B.,  born  at  Saratoga  Springs  in  1934. 


HAROLD  H.  GREY — Vice-president  and  general  manager  of  the 
Elixman  Paper  Core  Company,  Incorporated,  of  Corinth,  Saratoga  County, 
Harold  H.  Grey,  who  is  one  of  the  leading  executives  of  the  paper  core  busi¬ 
ness,  is  also  distinguished  for  his  many  services  to  his  community,  having  held 
public  office  for  several  years. 

Harold  H.  Grey  was  born  in  Conklingville,  Saratoga  County,  July  21,  1894, 
son  of  Albert  and  Jane  (Hall)  Grey.  Albert  Grey,  who  is  a  native  of  Conkling¬ 
ville,  established  himself  in  Corinth  as  a  young  man  and  has  been  associated 
with  the  International  Paper  Corporation  for  years.  Jane  (Hall)  Grey,  his 
wife,  who  was  born  in  Conklingville  also,  is  deceased. 

After  passing  through  the  public  schools  of  Corinth,  and  graduating  from 
that  community’s  high  school,  Harold  PL  Grey  began  his  career  in  the  paper 
field  by  finding  a  position  in  the  office  of  the  International  Paper  Corporation 
in  Corinth.  After  seventeen  years  of  service  with  the  corporation,  during 
which  time  he  advanced  through  various  positions,  Mr.  Grey  resigned  in  1931 
to  join  the  staff  of  the  Elixman  Paper  Core  Company  of  Corinth,  a  new  field 
in  which  he  forged  ahead  rapidly,  passing  through  various  departments  of  the 
company  to  become  general  manager  on  January  1,  1933.  Since  that  time, 
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Mr.  Grey  has  been  elected  a  vice-president  of  the  organization  and  has  become 
one  of  the  financial  proprietors  of  the  corporation,  an  establishment  which  is 
one  of  the  pioneer  paper  core  companies  in  the  United  States,  having  been 
founded  in  1907  by  Theodore  Elixman  and  incorporated  by  him  and  his  asso¬ 
ciates  in  1913.  Mr.  Grey’s  business  career  was  interrupted  by  the  World 
War  for,  in  July  of  1918,  he  enlisted  at  Corinth  in  the  United  .States  Army 
and,  assigned  to  the  32d  Field  Artillery,  was  stationed  at  Camp  Meade,  Maty- 
land.  Rising  to  the  rank  of  regimental  supply  sergeant,  Mr.  Grey  was  dis¬ 
charged  in  December  of  1918  and  returned  home  to  Corinth.  Preserving  his 
military  associations  by  membership  in  the  Horace  D.  Washburn  Post,  No. 
533,  American  Legion,  Mr.  Grey,  who  attends  the  Episcopal  Church  of 
Corinth,  is  also  keenly  interested  in  the  political  and  civic  problems  of  his 
community  and  gives  generously  of  his  time  and  talents  to  the  public  welfare, 
having,  in  particular,  served  as  clerk  of  the  Village  Board  for  three  terms, 
from  1930  through  1933,  and  also  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Education. 
Fond  of  hunting,  fishing  and  swimming,  Mr.  Grey  finds  in  these  sports,  as 
well  as  other  outdoor  activities,  a  means  of  recreation  from  his  business 
responsibilities. 

Harold  H.  Grey  married  Frances  E.  Dayton,  a  native  of  Corinth.  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Grey  are  the  parents  of  three  children:  1.  Judd,  a  student  in  the 
Corinth  High  School.  2.  Theodore,  his  twin,  also  a  student  in  the  Corinth 
High  School.  3.  Jane  Anne. 


RUDOLPH  L.  LACHAPELLE — Recently  honored  by  reelection, 
with  a  majority  approximating  five  thousand  votes,  Rudolph  L.  Lachapelle  is 
now  serving  his  second  term  as  the  popular,  widely  known  sheriff  of  Clinton 
County.  He  was  born  on  October  26,  1881,  in  St.  Remi,  County  Napierville, 
Quebec,  Canada,  where  his  father,  Leon  Lachapelle,  also  was  born  and  where 
he  was  engaged  throughout  his  adult  life  as  a  provision  dealer.  The  mother, 
Rose  (Biscornet)  Lachapelle,  now  also  deceased,  was  born  in  La  Prairie, 
Quebec,  Canada. 

After  passing  through  the  public  schools  of  his  birthplace,  and  graduating 
from  St.  Remi  College  in  1901,  Mr.  Lachapelle  came  to  Mooers,  New  York, 
and  entered  the  employ  of  a  general  merchant  here  named  Wilmer  Fitch,  who 
was  a  descendant  of  one  of  the  pioneer  families  of  Mooers.  In  June.  1903, 
Mr.  Lachapelle  went  to  work  for  Trombly  Brothers,  Altona,  New  York, 
where  he  had  charge  of  the  dry  goods  department  of  this  general  merchandis¬ 
ing  concern.  Six  years  later  he  left  Trombly  Brothers  to  open  up,  in  partner¬ 
ship  with  the  late  P.  H.  Kennedy,  a  general  store  at  Altona  under  the  trade 
name  of  Kennedy  &  Lachapelle.  The  next  important  date  in  Mr.  Lachapelle’s 
career  was  June  21,  1911,  when  he  married  Stella  Connors,  daughter  of 
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Patrick  Connors,  a  member  of  an  old  and  highly  respected  Altona  family 
who,  at  the  time  of  his  daughter’s  marriage,  operated  a  hotel  where  the  post 
office  now  stands.  Mr.  Lachapelle  sold  out  his  interest  in  the  Kennedy  & 
Lachapelle  business  in  1913  and  he  and  his  wife  traveled  extensively  through¬ 
out  the  Eastern  and  Western  States  until  1916,  when  he  accepted  a  position 
as  purchasing  agent  for  the  Dock  &  Coal  Company  of  Lyon  Mountain,  New 
York.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lachapelle  lived  at  Lyon  Mountain  until  September, 
1917,  at  which  time  they  settled  in  Plattsburg,  this  State,  where  the  Boom- 
hower  Wholesale  Grocery  Company  employed  Mr.  Lachapelle  as  traveling 
salesman.  After  eight  years  with  that  company,  he  entered  the  firm  of  the 
New  England  Wholesale  Grocery  Company,  also  of  Plattsburg,  and  remained 
with  them  until  January  1,  1935,  at  which  time  he  disposed  of  his  interests  to 
accept  the  responsibilities  of  the  office  of  sheriff  of  Clinton  County,  an  office 
for  which  he  had  been  nominated  by  the  Republican  party  and  elected  in 
November,  1935,  by  the  largest  majority  ever  given  a  candidate  for  that  par¬ 
ticular  office.  Mr.  Lachapelle  was  reelected  to  this  same  office  with  a  majority 
close  to  five  thousand  votes.  This  was  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  New 
York  State  that  a  sheriff  had  the  honor  of  succeeding  himself,  through  a  Con¬ 
stitutional  amendment  voted  in  the  election  of  November,  1937. 

Mr.  Lachapelle  gives  freely  of  his  time  to  all  projects  aimed  at  the  im¬ 
provement  and  development  of  Plattsburg  and  Clinton  County.  He  attends 
St.  Peter’s  Roman  Catholic  Church  here,  belongs  to  the  Plattsburg  Holy 
Name  Society  and  the  Society  of  St.  John  the  Baptist,  and  is  also  a  member  of 
Plattsburg  Lodge,  No.  612,  Benevolent  and  Protective  Order  of  Elks;  Platts¬ 
burg  Council,  No.  225,  Knights  of  Columbus,  being  a  fourth  degree  member; 
Plattsburg  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Foresters;  and  the  New  York 
State  Sheriffs’  Association,  serving  this  organization  as  a  member  of  its 
executive  committee. 


MILFORD  I.  KENWELL — Entering  the  insurance  field  in  North 
Creek  more  than  thirty  years  ago,  Milford  I.  Kenwell  has  been  closely  asso¬ 
ciated  with  this  work  to  the  present  day,  and  he  conducts  his  own  offices  here, 
dealing  in  a  general  line  of  insurance.  He  was  born  here  April  26,  1885,  the 
son  of  the  late  Wesley  G.  and  Maggie  (Straight)  Kenwell.  Wesley  G. 
Kenwell,  a  native  of  Weavertown,  engaged  in  the  farming  industry  in  this 
section  for  several  years,  and  later,  in  1905  he  established  his  own  insurance 
business,  continuing  in  this  field  until  his  death  in  1909.  Maggie  (Straight) 
Kenwell  is  a  native  of  North  Creek. 

Milford  I.  Kenwell  secured  his  elementary  education  in  the  North  Creek 
district  schools,  and  later  enrolled  at  Albany  Business  College,  where  he  was 
a  member  of  the  class  of  1907-08.  For  the  next  year  he  served  as  a  clerk  in  a 
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general  store  in  North  Creek,  operated  by  T.  J.  Eldridge,  and  then  he  became 
associated  with  his  father  in  the  latter’s  insurance  business,  and  then  after  his 
father’s  death  in  1909  he  took  over  complete  management  of  this  business,  in 
which  he  has  since  been  most  successful.  From  1913  to  1932  he  was  also 
engaged  in  the  automobile  business  in  North  Creek,  operating  a  garage  and 
sales  agency  under  the  firm  name  of  Kenwell  and  Brown. 

Mr.  Kenwell  is  a  member  of  the  Free  Baptist  Church,  and  also  a  member 
of  the  North  Creek  Voluntary  Fire  Department,  being  connected  with  this 
unit  since  its  organization  in  1926.  He  is  well  known  in  this  section  also,  as  a 
lover  of  horses,  and  is  the  owner  himself  of  two  fine  harness  racing  horses. 

Mr.  Kenwell  is  unmarried. 


SPENCER  B.  EDDY  is  a  member  of  the  law  firm  of  Brackett  and 
Eddy,  of  which  the  late  Senator  Edgar  T.  Brackett  was  for  many  years  the 
head,  and  is  a  native  of  this  community,  having  been  born  here  October  6, 
1895,  the  son  of  James  and  Harriet  (Brownell)  Eddy,  both  deceased.  Har¬ 
riet  (Brownell)  Eddy  was  born  at  Shushan,  New  York. 

Spencer  B.  Eddy  received  his  elementary  and  high  school  education  in  the 
local  schools,  and  later  matriculated  at  Union  College  in  Schenectady,  where 
he  was  graduated  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts.  In  1917  he  enlisted  for 
war  service,  and  was  later  sent  overseas,  where  he  remained  for  eighteen 
months,  distinguishing  himself  in  the  battles  of  Chateau  Thierry,  Soissons,  St. 
Mihiel  and  the  Argonne,  and  being  awarded  the  French  Croix  de  Guerre, 
Silver  Star  Medal  and  the  Conspicuous  Service  Cross.  He  was  commissioned 
a  second  lieutenant  before  sailing  for  France,  was  advanced  to  a  first  lieu¬ 
tenancy  in  October,  1918,  and  appointed  a  captain  in  January,  1919.  He 
received  his  honorable  discharge  in  June,  1919,  and  then  began  to  prepare  for 
his  legal  career.  He  was  admitted  to  practice  December,  1921,  and  became 
associated  with  Senator  Brackett,  becoming  a  member  of  the  firm  two  years 
later.  This  law  firm,  one  of  the  oldest  in  the  county,  was  established  in  i860 
by  Lambert  Pond  who  came  here  from  Elizabethtown,  and  maintained  a 
general  law  practice  here  until  his  death.  Before  his  death,  the  firm  was 
known  as  Pond,  French  and  Brackett.  After  the  death  of  his  partners,  Mr. 
Brackett,  continued  alone  until  1916,  and  then  organized  the  firm  of  Brackett, 
Todd,  Wheat  and  Wait,  which  continued  until  1921.  Senator  Brackett  then 
resumed  independent  practice  until  1923,  when  the  present  firm  of  Brackett 
and  Eddy  was  formed,  and  it  is  in  the  present  office  of  this  firm  that  the 
American  Bar  Association  was  formed.  Mr.  Eddy  has  served  as  counsel  for 
the  Saratoga  Springs  Commission  since  1930,  and  he  has  also  served  twice  by 
appointment,  as  Special  Deputy  Attorney-General.  He  is  also  a  director  of 
the  Adirondack  Trust  Company  and  a  member  of  the  board  of  trustees  of 
Union  College. 
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Mr.  Eddy  is  a  member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  and  an  affiliate  of  the 
Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  Albany  Consistory,  Ancient  Accepted  Scottish 
Rite,  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars  and  the  Saratoga  County,  New  York  State, 
American  and  City  of  New  York  Bar  associations.  He  is  also  a  member  of 
the  Alpha  Delta  Phi  Club  of  New  York  City,  and  a  well-known  figure  in 
American  Legion  affairs,  being  Past  Commander  of  Post  No.  30,  and  also 
County  Commander. 

He  is  the  father  of  a  daughter,  Ruth  Eddy,  now  a  student  in  the  local 
schools. 

DR.  IRWIN  V.  DECKER — The  greater  part  of  the  past  thirteen 
years,  Dr.  Irwin  V.  Decker  has  been  practicing  his  profession  in  Salem,  the 
World  War  intruding  at  the  commencement  of  his  medical  career. 

Dr.  Decker  was  born  in  Troy,  New  York,  on  November  5,  1890,  son  of 
William  Decker,  native  and  present  day  resident  of  Troy,  and  Harriette 
(Bates)  Decker,  a  native  also  of  Troy,  now  deceased.  The  doctor  received 
his  education  in  the  public  and  high  schools  of  Troy,  supplemented  by  the 
full,  pre-medical  course  of  studies  at  New  York  University,  and  upon  gradu¬ 
ation  from  Albany  Medical  College  in  1915  he  received  his  degree  of  Doctor 
of  Medicine.  His  interneship  was  served  at  the  Deaconess  Hospital  at 
Buffalo,  and  at  Cohoes  (New  York)  Hospital. 

Dr.  Decker  thereupon  started  his  practice  of  medicine  here  in  Salem  but, 
as  already  indicated,  the  World  War  enlisted  Dr.  Decker’s  patriotic  support, 
and  as  a  first  lieutenant  he  served  his  country  as  a  member  of  the  Medical 
Corps,  3d  Division.  Upon  his  honorable  discharge  from  the  United  States 
Army  in  December,  1918,  Dr.  Decker  resumed  the  practice  of  his  profession, 
this  time  at  Chatham,  New  York.  There  he  continued  until  1931  and  then 
returned  to  practice  in  Salem,  where  he  has  been  ever  since.  He  is  a  member 
of  the  County,  State  and  American  Medical  associations,  the  Masonic  Order, 
and  the  Episcopal  Church.  Elis  hobby  is  horticulture. 


ROBERT  A.  WAYMAN — Through  his  civic  activities  and  business 
success,  Robert  A.  Wayman  has  come  to  be  recognized  as  one  of  the  promi¬ 
nent  leaders  of  Salem,  where  he  has  resided  for  over  two  decades  and  served 
as  town  clerk  for  eleven  years,  being  reelected  to  that  office  for  five  successive 
terms. 

A  native  of  Salem,  Mr.  Wayman  was  born  here  September  2,  1888,  the 
son  of  George  F.  and  Josephine  C.  (Craig)  Wayman,  the  former  a  native  of 
Cambridgeshire,  England,  and  the  latter  of  Holmes  County,  Mississippi.  His 
father,  who  was  a  locomotive  mechanic  by  trade,  came  to  this  country  as  a 
child,  was  educated  here  and  resided  at  Salem  until  his  passing. 
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After  a  general  education  in  the  public  schools  of  his  native  community, 
Robert  A.  Wayman  attended  the  Horological  School  at  Waltham,  Massa¬ 
chusetts,  where  he  received  training  in  the  specialty  he  has  since  followed  with 
such  success.  Upon  completing  his  training  he  became  a  finisher  in  a  watch 
factory  and  continued  in  this  capacity.  During  the  eight  years  that  followed 
he  was  connected  with  a  number  of  the  largest  watch  and  jewelry  factories  in 
the  country,  including  the  South  Bend  Company,  the  Waltham  Company,  the 
Hamilton  Watch  Company,  the  New  England  Company,  the  Ingersoll  Com¬ 
pany  and  the  Seth  Thomas  Company. 

He  came  to  Salem  about  1916  with  this  solid  professional  background  and 
purchased  the  oldest  jewelry  shop  in  the  community  which  has  won  wide 
recognition  for  its  standard  of  excellence,  its  craftsmanship  and  the  quality 
otf  product  it  has  carried. 

Throughout  his  life  Mr.  Wayman  has  always  been  interested  in  the  affairs 
of  his  surroundings  and  contributed  usefully  to  the  general  welfare.  It  was 
this  public-spirited  outlook  that  caused  him  to  be  appointed  town  clerk  to  fill 
out  a  vacancy.  The  able  manner  in  which  he  conducted  the  affairs  of  this 
office  during  the  year  he  was  an  appointee  led  to  his  election  when  his  appoint¬ 
ment  ran  out.  Since,  he  has  been  reelected  for  five  consecutive  terms.  In  his 
political  convictions,  Mr.  Wayman  is  a  Republican  and  has  been  prominent  in 
the  activities  of  this  organization.  Mr.  Wayman  fraternizes  with  Salem 
Lodge,  No.  391,  of  the  Free  and  Accepted  Masons  and  worships  at  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church.  He  is  fond  of  outdoor  sports  and  finds  particular 
pleasure  in  brook  trout  fishing  and  partridge  hunting. 

Mr.  Wayman  married  Virginia  Cole,  of  Washington,  District  of  Columbia, 
who  is  now  deceased.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wayman  were  the  parents  of  the  follow¬ 
ing  children:  1.  Virginia  Cole,  a  native  of  Salem,  who  was  educated  in  the 
public  schools  of  this  community,  attended  Washington  Academy  here  and 
completed  her  studies  at  the  Mildred  Ellis  School  in  Albany,  New  York. 

2.  Robert  Craig,  born  in  Salem,  now  a  student  at  the  Washington  Academy. 

3.  John  Cole,  also  a  native  of  Salem,  who  is  now  a  student  in  the  public 
schools  here. 


MATTHEW  G.  LEARY — A  practicing  attorney  in  Burlington,  Ver¬ 
mont,  for  the  past  thirty-nine  years,  Matthew  G.  Leary  was  born  May  5,  1873, 
at  Jericho,  Chittenden  County,  Vermont,  the  son  of  Moses  and  Catherine 
(Cassidy)  Leary,  both  natives  of  Ireland,  and  now  deceased,  who  came  to 
Vermont,  where  the  father  was  a  farmer  all  his  life. 

Mr.  Leary  received  his  education  in  the  district  schools  of  Jericho,  the 
Richmond  (Vermont)  High  School,  and  the  Green  Mountain  Seminary  at 
Waterbury,  this  State.  He  then  read  law  in  the  offices  of  Attorney  C.  F. 
Clough  of  Waterbury  and  of  Farrengton  and  Post,  prominent  lawyers  of  St. 
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Albans,  being  admitted  to  the  bar  of  the  State  of  Vermont  in  1899.  He  has 
practiced  law  ever  since  at  Burlington,  where  his  legal  ability  is  rated,  by  the 
citizenry  and  by  members  of  his  profession,  as  very  high. 

This  statement  is  borne  out  by  the  fact  that  he  was  the  first  Democrat  in 
the  Republican  State  of  Vermont  elected  as  State  Attorney  and  so  served  for 
two  years.  He  served  two  years  as  city  of  Burlington’s  representative  in  the 
General  Assembly,  and  two  terms  as  State  Senator,  chairman  of  the  Demo¬ 
cratic  County  Committee  for  about  twelve  years,  four  years  as  Democratic 
State  Committeeman  and,  from  1908  to  1927,  as  secretary  of  the  Democratic 
State  Committee,  many  times  delegate  to  the  Democratic  State  Convention, 
and  was  signally  honored  by  appointment  as  a  member  of  the  commission  to 
revise  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Vermont,  which  revision  was  adopted 
in  1913;  and  chairman  of  a  similar  committee  in  1939. 

During  the  World  War  Mr.  Leary  rendered  loyal  service  to  his  country  as 
chairman  of  the  Registration  Board  and  as  member  of  the  Legal  Advisory 
Board.  He  is  a  member  of  the  American  and  Vermont  State  Bar  associations, 
member  and  past  president  of  the  Chittenden  County  Bar  Association;  direc¬ 
tor  and  vice-president  of  the  Home  Savings  Bank  in  Burlington ;  director  of 
the  Burlington  Trust  Company ;  the  Burlington  Building  and  Loan  Associa¬ 
tion,  and  the  Federal  Building  and  Loan  Association. 

Mr.  Leary’s  hobbies  are :  fishing  and  hunting.  A  communicant  of  the 
Cathedral  Parish  Roman  Catholic  Church,  he  is  a  member  and  Past  Grand 
Knight  of  the  Burlington  Council,  Knights  of  Columbus,  and  a  member  of  the 
fourth  degree  in  the  order;  a  member  of  the  Burlington  Lodge,  Benevolent 
and  Protective  Order  of  Elks. 

Matthew  G.  Leary  married,  in  1905,  Maude  Gleason,  a  native  of  Rich¬ 
mond,  Vermont,  and  they  are  the  parents  of  three  children:  1.  Esther  C.,  a 
graduate  of  the  University  of  Vermont,  class  of  1933,  with  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Arts;  now  married  to  Robert  Cronin  of  New  York  City.  2. 
Matthew  G.,  Jr.,  graduate  of  Notre  Dame  University  in  1935  with  the  degree 
of  Bachelor  of  Arts;  and  of  Cornell  University  in  1938  with  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Laws  ;  admitted  to  the  bar,  State  of  Vermont,  in  October,  1938, 
and  now  associated  with  his  father  in  the  practice  of  law  in  Burlington.  3. 
Helen  M.,  a  graduate  of  the  University  of  Vermont,  with  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Arts. 


KENNETH  STREETER — Among  the  prominent  young  educators 
of  Washington  County  is  Kenneth  Streeter,  for  the  past  eight  years  principal 
of  the  Salem  schools  in  which  he  had  been  a  member  of  the  faculty  for  three 
years  prior  to  assuming  his  present  post.  During  his  career  in  this  com¬ 
munity  he  has  been  an  active  figure  in  social  and  civic  affairs,  holding  member¬ 
ship  in  several  clubs  and  societies. 
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Mr.  Streeter  was  born  in  Poultney,  Vermont,  October  6,  1904,  the  son  of 
Charles  and  Sarah  (Waller)  Streeter,  both  natives  of  New  York,  the  former 
from  Hampton,  and  the  latter  from  Hartford.  His  father,  who  is  a  farmer, 
at  one  time  engaged  in  the  hardware  business.  His  mother  is  now  deceased. 
After  a  general  education  in  the  schools  of  his  native  community  Mr.  Streeter 
completed  this  part  of  his  studies  at  the  Granville  High  School,  in  Granville, 
New  York.  He  then  matriculated  at  Colgate  University  from  which  he  was 
graduated  with  a  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  in  the  class  of  1928,  and  later 
attended  Columbia  University  from  which  he  was  awarded  his  degree  of 
Master  of  Arts  in  1936. 

In  the  meantime  he  had  begun  his  teaching  career  as  a  member  of  the 
faculty  of  the  Salem  schools  and  continued  in  this  capacity  until  1931,  when 
he  was  named  principal  of  the  school  system  of  Salem,  a  post  he  has  since 
occupied  with  outstanding  distinction.  As  an  educator  he  has  been  actively 
interested  in  professional  organizations  and  is  now  a  member  of  the  New 
York  State  Teachers  Association,  and  the  Academic  Principals.  He  also 
belongs  to  the  Kappa  Phi  Kappa  Fraternity,  an  educational  society,  is  a  mem¬ 
ber  and  former  vice-president  and  treasurer  of  the  Kappa  Delta  Rho  Fra¬ 
ternity,  serves  as  Master  for  the  Salem  Lodge  of  the  Free  and  Accepted 
Masons  and  worships  at  the  Baptist  Church  in  Granville.  His  principal 
hobbies  are  golf  and  football. 

Mr.  Streeter  married  Alice  Austin,  of  Granville,  and  a  graduate  of  the 
Oneonta  Normal  School.  She  was  a  teacher  in  the  Salem  schools  before  her 
marriage. 


HON.  ROBERT  N.  WILSON — The  wide  and  diversified  contribu¬ 
tion  Hon.  Robert  N.  Wilson  has  made  to  the  socal,  civic  and  business  affairs 
of  Salem,  where  he  has  engaged  in  the  general  practice  of  law  for  over  thirty- 
five  years,  has  gone  to  establish  him  as  one  of  the  most  prominent  leaders  of 
this  community.  In  addition  to  his  professional  work  Mr.  Wilson  has  been 
an  influential  figure  in  the  county  Republican  organization. 

Mr.  Wilson  was  born  in  Hebron,  Washington  County,  December  1,  1876, 
the  son  of  John  O.  and  Belle  (Nisbet)  Wilson,  both  deceased  and  natives  of 
this  State,  the  former  from  his  son’s  birthplace  and  the  latter,  from  the  town¬ 
ship  of  Lee.  His  father,  who  passed  away  at  the  advanced  age  of  ninety- 
four  years,  engaged  in  farming  throughout  his  life.  Mr.  Wilson  received  a 
general  education  in  the  public  schools  of  his  native  community  and  later  com¬ 
pleted  this  part  of  his  studies  at  the  Washington  Academy.  He  then  matricu¬ 
lated  at  the  Albany  Law  School  from  which  he  was  graduated  with  the  degree 
of  Bachelor  of  Laws  in  the  class  of  1904. 
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He  returned  to  Salem  and  served  his  clerkship  in  the  offices  of  Judge 
Fraser.  In  1905  he  was  admitted  to  the  New  York  State  bar  at  Saratoga 
Springs  and  a  year  and  a  half  later  left  the  offices  of  Mr.  Fraser  to  establish 
an  independent  practice  which  he  has  since  conducted  with  distinction  and 
success. 

In  conjunction  with  his  legal  activities  he  has  also  enjoyed  success  in  other 
departments  of  community  life,  particularly  as  a  public  official.  From  1913  to 
1916  he  was  secretary  to  Congressman  James  S.  Parker,  served  as  clerk  of 
the  village  of  Salem  for  several  years  and  at  present  is  a  special  county  judge 
in  Washington  County.  His  business  experience  dates  back  to  1922,  when 
he  took  over  the  Frank  Hill  Insurance  Agency,  at  the  time  the  proprietor  of 
that  establishment  passed  away.  He  continues  to  manage  this  enterprise  which 
is  devoted  to  casualty  and  fire  insurance.  Aside  from  this  he  is  a  member  of 
the  board  of  directors  of  the  Salem  National  Bank  and  a  trustee  of  the  Central 
School  Board.  The  latter  activity  long  has  interested  him.  Prior  to  becoming 
a  member  of  the  Central  School  Board  he  had  been  a  member  of  the  Village 
Board  of  Education  in  Salem  for  twenty  years.  Professionally  Mr.  Wilson  is 
a  member  of  the  Washington  County  Bar  Association  and  in  his  religious  con¬ 
victions  worships  at  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Salem  in  which  he  is  an 
elder,  a  trustee  and  a  member  of  the  official  board.

THOMAS  ALEXANDER — Throughout  his  active  career,  Thomas 
Alexander  has  been  actively  identified  with  the  general  plumbing  business  in 
North  Creek.  He  was  born  in  Weavertown,  October  9,  1878,  the  son  of 
Thomas  and  Elizabeth  (Arnold)  Alexander,  both  natives  of  Ireland,  and  both 
deceased. 

Thomas  Alexander  received  his  early  education  in  the  district  schools  at 
Weavertown,  and  later  studied  at  Albany  Business  College.

WALTER  A.  LEONARD,  M.  D. — Carrying  on  a  practice  of  medi¬ 
cine  in  Cambridge,  Dr.  Walter  A.  Leonard  is  highly  esteemed  and  respected 
in  the  wide  circle  of  his  acquaintance.  He  has  many  affiliations  ,and  his  posi¬ 
tion  is  one  of  high  standing  among  his  fellow-citizens  in  all  walks  of  life. 
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Dr.  Leonard  was  born  July  23,  1872,  in  Hoosick  Falls,  New  York,  son  of 
Edgar  and  May  E.  (Jones)  Leonard.  His  father,  born  in  that  same  com¬ 
munity  on  August  18,  1846,  was  engaged  for  many  years  in  the  express  and 
railroad  business.  The  mother,  who  was  born  April  14,  1843,  at  Berlin,  New 
York,  is  now  deceased. 

Public  and  high  schools  in  Hoosick  Falls  provided  Walter  A.  Leonard’s 
early  education,  and  he  was  graduated  in  1889  from  high  school  there  and  in 
1890  from  Colgate  Academy.  In  1896  he  took  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Arts  at  Colgate  University,  and  in  1899  he  was  graduated  from  Albany  Medi¬ 
cal  College,  Albany,  New  York,  with  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine.

In  addition  to  his  other  activities,  Dr.  Leonard  is  a  staff  resident  of  the 
Mary  McClellan  Hospital,  of  Cambridge,  New  York;  staff  associate  of  the 
Troy  Hospital,  of  Troy,  New  York;  and  staff  teacher  at  the  Mary  McClellan 
School  for  Nurses,  Skidmore  College,  Cambridge,  New  York.  He  was 
appointed  many  years  ago  as  health  officer  in  Salem,  New  York,  and  so 
served  from  1904  to  1908.  Pie  was  health  officer  of  White  Creek,  beginning 
in  1908  and  continuing  down  to  the  time  of  writing.  He  was  appointed  health 
officer  of  the  consolidated  district  of  White  Creek  and  Cambridge  in  1913, 
and  still  holds  this  office.

Norma  D.  Leonard, 
born  in  1901,  in  Shushan,  New  York,  educated  in  the  grammar  and  high 
schools  of  Cambridge  and  at  Pratt  Institute,  Brooklyn,  New  York,  where  she 
was  graduated  in  the  early  ’twenties;  she  is  the  wife  of  R.  D.^Everett,  of 
Newburgh,  New  York.  2.  Mary  Evelyn  Leonard,  born  in  1904  at  Shushan, 
graduated  from  the  Cambridge  grammar  and  high  schools  and  from  the 
Albany  Hospital  School  of  Nursing;  she  is  a  registered  nurse,  practiced  her 
profession  in  Yonkers,  New  York;  married  Louis  Meltzer  in  1938,  in  New 
York  City. 


FRANK  D.  MANNIS — Proprietor  of  the  O’Connor  Coal  Company 
of  Glens  Falls,  Frank  D.  Mannis  is  not  only  widely  known  as  a  merchant  in 
the  Lake  George  district  but  is  a  distinguished  sportsman,  being  a  judge  of  the 
New  York  State  Athletic  Association. 

Frank  D.  Mannis  was  born  in  Fort  Edward,  October  11,  1878.  After 
passing  through  the  public  schools  of  Fort  Edward  and  graduating  from  the 
Fort  Edward  High  School,  Frank  D.  Mannis,  to  prepare  himself  for  a  career 
in  business,  attended  the  Albany  Business  School  and  the  Halev  Business 
School  in  Fort  Edward,  graduating  from  the  latter  school  with  the  class  of 
1896.  His  education  completed,  Mr.  Mannis  entered  his  father’s  wholesale 
grocery  supply  business,  the  firm  being  known  as  Dewey,  Mannis  and  Burns, 
and  in  1898  went  on  the  road  as  a  traveling  salesman  for  the  firm,  a  position 
which  he  occupied  until  1911.  That  year,  Frank  D.  Mannis  left  the  grocery 
business  and  coming  to  Glens  Falls,  purchased  an  interest  in  the  O’Connor 
Coal  Company,  an  enterprise  which  he  took  over  altogether  in  1928  and  has 
operated  ever  since  with  the  assistance  of  his  two  sons.  The  O’Connor  Coal 
Company  is  one  of  the  older  firms  of  its  kind  in  the  district  still  in  existence, 
the  firm  being  organized  some  forty  years  ago  by  John  H.  O’Connor,  who 
received  his  coal  from  tide  water  on  the  Hudson  River  by  means  of  canal  boats 
which  were  hauled  up  the  river  and  reached  Glens  Falls  over  a  branch  of  the 
old  Champlain  Canal.  After  a  time,  the  company  became  known  as  O’Connor 
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and  Fowler,  but  then  it  returned  to  its  original  title  of  the  O’Connor  Coal 
Company,  a  name  which  Mr.  Mannis  has  retained  through  the  present  time. 
Supporting  the  interests  of  Glens  Falls  by  membership  in  the  Glens  Falls 
Chamber  of  Commerce  and  the  Warren  County  Farm  Bureau,  Mr.  Mannis  is 
also  a  member  of  Glens  Falls  Lodge,  No.  81,  Benevolent  and  Protective  Order 
of  Elks.  Keenly  interested  in  sports  of  all  kinds,  he  is  particularly  enthusiastic 
about  boxing  and  for  the  past  eight  years  he  has  been  a  judge  of  the  New 
York  State  Athletic  Association,  as  well  as  indulging  himself  for  recreation  in 
both  hunting  and  fishing. 

Frank  D.  Mannis  married  (first)  Ethel  E.  Pease,  a  native  of  Phillips, 
Maine,  deceased,  and  (second)  Elizabeth  O’Connor,  who  was  born  in  Glens 
Falls  and  educated  in  St.  Mary’s  Academy,  deceased,  and  (third)  Alice  B. 
Kennedy,  who  is  a  native  of  Glens  Falls  and  a  graduate  of  St.  Mary’s 
Academy.  Frank  D.  Mannis  by  his  first  marriage  is  the  father  of  a  son, 
Malcolm  P.,  who,  now  associated  with  his  father  in  the  O’Connor  Coal  Com¬ 
pany,  was  born  in  Glens  Falls  and  educated  at  St.  Mary’s  Academy.  He 
joins  his  father  in  interest  in  all  sports  but  is  particularly  interested  in  the 
game  of  golf,  being  the  champion  of  the  Glens  Falls  County  Club.  By  his 
second  marriage,  Frank  D.  Mannis  is  the  father  of  a  son  and  daughter: 
Frank  O’Connor,  also  associated  with  his  father  in  the  O’Connor  Coal  Com¬ 
pany,  and  educated  at  St.  Mary’s  Academy;  and  Elizabeth  Anne,  a  graduate 
of  St.  Mary’s  Academy  and  Katharine  Gibbs  School,  of  New  York  City,  now 
secretary  for  Assemblyman  Reoux,  of  Warrensburg,  Warren  County.  By  his 
third  marriage,  Frank  D.  Mannis  is  the  father  of  two  sons:  David  C.,  born  in 
Glens  Falls;  and  William  D.,  also  born  in  Glens  Falls. 


FRED  M.  BECKWITH — District  Attorney  of  Warren  County  since 
1922,  and  previously  city  judge  of  Glens  Falls  for  six  years,  Fred  M.  Beck 
with  is  not  only  one  of  the  leading  lawyers  of  the  Lake  George  region  but  is, 
in  addition,  a  prominent  business  man  and  an  active  member  of  the  Republi¬ 
can  party. 

Fred  M.  Beckwith  was  born  at  Whitehall,  Washington  County,  September 
27,  1894,  son  of  James  A.  and  Ella  A.  (Dunn)  Beckwith.  James  A.  Beck¬ 
with,  who  was  born  in  Orrville,  Vermont,  passed  his  life  as  a  farmer;  his 
wife,  also  deceased,  was  a  native  of  Washington  County. 

After  passing  through  the  grade  schools  and  the  high  schools  of  Glens 
Falls,  Fred  M.  Beckwith  selected  the  legal  profession  for  his  career  and, 
entering  Albany  Law  School,  graduated  with  the  class  of  1910  with  the  degree 
of  Bachelor  of  Laws.  Winning  admission  to  the  New  York  State  bar  the

Glens  Falls  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  the  Lake  George  Association.  He 
attends  the  Glens  Falls  Episcopal  Church  and  finds  recreation  in  yachting. 

Fred  M.  Beckwith  married,  June  29,  1929,  Catherine  L.  Loyzelle,  a  native 
of  Union  Hill,  New  Jersey.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Beckwith  are  the  parents  of  two 
children:  1.  Frederick  M.,  Jr.  2.  Mac  James. 


ROBERT  S.  BUDDY — Since  1922  Robert  S.  Buddy  has  been  associ¬ 
ated  with  the  Glens  Falls  Insurance  Company.  He  entered  the  organization  as 
an  experienced  insurance  man  and  rose  rapidly  to  executive  position,  holding 
the  office  of  vice-president  at  the  present  time. 

Mr.  Buddy  was  born  in  Denton,  Texas,  on  June  24,  1888,  a  son  of  Charles 
R.  and  Elizabeth  (Spalding)  Buddy.  His  father,  born  in  Philadelphia, 
Pennsylvania,  was  a  banker  in  the  South  for  many  years  and  at  the  time  of 
his  death  was  vice-president  of  the  City  National  Bank  of  Dallas,  Texas.  The 
mother,  Elizabeth  (Spalding)  Buddy,  was  born  in  Nashua,  New  Hampshire.

RUSSELL  MACK  LITTLE  CARSON- — For  many  years  Russell 
Mack  Little  Carson  has  been  a  prominent  figure  in  the  business  and  civic  life 
of  Glens  Falls,  where  he  is  head  of  the  Carson  Insurance  Agency  and  active 
in  other  important  interests.  He  is  perhaps  more  widely  known,  however,  as 
a  leader  in  the  conservation  movement  in  this  State  and  as  an  authority  on  the 
Adirondack  region  and  its  history. 
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Mr.  Carson  was  born  in  Glens  Falls  on  June  20,  1884,  a  son  of  Charles 
Herbert  and  Katherine  Luella  (Little)  Carson.  He  was  educated  in  local 
schools,  graduating  from  Glens  Falls  Academy  in  1901,  and  began  his  career 
in  the  insurance  business  in  the  same  year.  His  activities  have  always  cen¬ 
tered  at  Glens  Falls,  and  since  1915  he  has  operated  the  Carson  Insurance 
Agency  in  this  community,  developing  a  large  business.  He  is  well  known  in 
insurance  circles  and  is  now  president  of  the  New  York  State  Association  of 
Local  Insurance  Agents  as  well  as  a  member  of  the  National  Association  of 
Local  Insurance  Agents.  His  other  business  connections  include  the  Jointa 
Lime  Company,  of  which  he  has  been  an  executive  for  a  number  of  years  and 
is  now  president;  the  F.  W.  Wait  Lime  Company,  of  which  he  is  secretary; 
and  the  Glens  Falls  Savings  and  Loan  Association,  which  he  serves  as  vice- 
president  and  member  of  the  executive  committee. 

With  the  progress  of  his  business  career  he  has  found  time  to  be  active  in 
other  interests,  particularly  the  preservation  of  the  Adirondacks  in  their 
natural  beauty.  Tbe  study  of  the  Adirondacks  has  been  his  hobby,  and  his 
participation  in  the  conservation  movement  has  had  important  consequences 
for  the  success  of  the  cause.  Mr.  Carson  is  secretary  and  a  trustee  of  the 
Association  for  the  Protection  of  the  Adirondacks  and  was  a  member  of  the 
New  York  State  Conservation  Department  Advisory  Council  in  1931.  In 
1935  he  was  appointed  to  the  executive  committee  of  the  New  York  State 
Committee  on  Fifty  Years  of  Conservation.  He  is  active  in  the  Adirondack 
Improved  Trail  Society,  The  Wilderness  Society  and  in  the  Adirondack 
Mountain  Club,  of  which  he  was  president  in  1930-31.  He  is  an  acknowledged 
authority  on  the  Adirondacks  and  has  written  frequently  on  the  region  and 
various  aspects  of  its  life.  He  is  the  author  of  “Peaks  and  People  of  the 
Adirondacks,”  published  in  1927;  was  editor  of  “High  Spots,”  from  1929  to 
1938,  and  has  contributed  many  articles,  especially  on  Indian  occupancy  of 
the  Adirondacks,  to  magazines  and  newspapers. 

At  Glens  Falls  Mr.  Carson  has  been  active  in  many  civic  enterprises  and 
has  served  for  a  period  of  years  as  a  member  of  the  Glens  Falls  Board  of 
Education,  of  which  he  is  now  president.  His  interest  in  education  extends 
beyond  the  limits  of  his  own  community,  as  reflected  in  his  membership  in 
the  New  York  State  School  Boards  Association.  He  is  vice-president  of  this 
organization  and  since  1935  has  been  chairman  of  its  special  Committee  on 
Insurance  and  Bonding  Problems.  Mr.  Carson  is  also  co-author  of  “An  Insur¬ 
ance  Program  for  the  Guidance  of  School  Boards.”  He  is  a  trustee  of  Christ 
Church  (Methodist)  at  Glens  Falls,  a  member  of  the  Glens  Falls  Rotary 
Club  (president  1936-37)  and  the  Camera  Club  and  is  affiliated  with  the 
Masonic  order.  From  1918  to  1924  he  served  as  captain  of  Company  K, 
105th  Infantry,  New  York  National  Guard.  Mr.  Carson  is  a  Republican  in 
politics.

JOHN  KILPATRICK — As  a  graduate  lawyer  and  youthful  member 
of  the  bar,  John  Kilpatrick  sought  his  career  in  the  insurance  field  and  has 
now  continued  this  connection  for  more  than  a  quarter  of  a  century.  He 
came  to  the  Glens  Falls  Insurance  Company  in  1927  and  since  the  following 
year  has  served  as  its  secretary. 

Mr.  Kilpatrick  was  born  in  Liverpool,  England,  on  June  2,  1884,  son  of 
John  and  Mary  (Campbell)  Kilpatrick,  both  now  deceased.  His  father,  who 
was  born  in  Scotland,  was  engaged  in  the  life  insurance  business  until  his 
death.

He  has  a  number  of  civic  interests  and 
is  a  trustee  of  the  Tri-County  Blind  Association,  whose  work  has  received  his 
active  support  over  a  period  of  years.

G.  P.  CRAWFORD — More  than  thirty  years  ago,  G.  P.  Crawford 
entered  the  service  of  the  Glens  Falls  Insurance  Company.  Employed  at  first 
in  minor  capacities,  he  rose  gradually  within  the  organization  and  for  a  con- 
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siderable  period  has  been  occupied  with  responsible  executive  duties.  He  is 
now  vice-president  of  the  company. 

Mr.  Crawford  was  born  in  Port  Henry,  New  York,  on  December  12,  1889, 
son  of  George  W.  and  Frances  H.  (Fitch)  Crawford,  both  now  deceased.  His 
father  was  a  native  of  Schroon  Lake  and  bis  mother,  of  Mooers.

Robert  P.,  who  was  graduated  from 
Dartmouth  College  in  1937,  taking  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts.  2.

HARRY  M.  COOKE — One  of  the  leading  florists  of  Clinton  County, 
and  proprietor  of  one  of  the  largest  greenhouses  in  Northern  New  York  State, 
Harry  M.  Cooke,  of  Plattsburg,  is  also  an  outstanding  public  citizen,  having 
devoted  himself  generously  to  the  welfare  of  his  county  and  community  and 
served  in  several  public  offices  for  many  years. 

Harry  M.  Cooke  was  born  at  Montreal,  Quebec,  Canada,  March  12,  1881, 
son  of  William  and  Charlotte  (Bartley)  Cooke.  William  Cooke,  who  was  a 
native  of  England,  came  to  America  and  was  gardener  for  years  for  the  late 
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Hon.  Smith  Weed,  later  devoting  himself  to  the  establishment  of  his  own  busi¬ 
ness  as  a  greenhouse  proprietor  and  florist,  an  activity  in  which  he  was  engaged 
at  the  time  of  his  death  in  1915.  Charlotte  (Bartley)  Cooke,  his  wife,  also 
deceased,  was  born  at  Kempville,  Ontario,  Canada. 

After  passing  through  the  grammar  schools  of  Plattsburg  and  attending 
the  Plattsburg  High  School,  Harry  M.  Cooke  joined  his  father  in  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  the  family  business  and,  upon  his  father’s  death  in  1915,  took  over  the 
business,  reorganizing  it  and  continuing  to  develop  it  until,  as  of  the  present 
time,  he  is  one  of  the  leading  florists  of  Northern  New  York  State  and  his 
greenhouses  are  among  the  largest  in  the  Lake  Champlain  district.  A  member 
of  the  Democratic  party,  Mr.  Cooke  has  always  been  keenly  interested  in  civic 
affairs  and  has  given  generously  of  his  time  and  ability  to  the  public  service, 
being  an  alderman  from  Ward  Six  for  twelve  years,  serving  for  six  years  as 
the  president  of  the  Plattsburg  Board  of  Education,  being  a  member  of  the 
Clinton  County  Board  of  Supervisors,  a  post  which  also  included  the  chair¬ 
manship  of  the  building  committee  for  the  county  and  membership  on  the 
board’s  purchasing  committee,  and,  in  addition,  acting  mayor  of  Plattsburg 
for  a  period,  plus  ten  years  membership  on  the  Plattsburg  Democratic  City 
Committee.  In  his  public  service,  Mr.  Cooke  has  been  active  in  seeking  public 
efficiency  and  in  promoting  public  economy,  a  policy  which  has  won  him  wide 
support  in  both  Plattsburg  and  Clinton  County. 

Besides  his  profession  and  his  public  service,  Mr.  Cooke  has  devoted  him¬ 
self  to  fraternal  organizations,  being  a  member  of  the  Independent  Order  of 
Odd  Fellows  for  nearly  forty  years,  basing  his  membership  upon  McDonough 
Lodge,  No.  549,  a  lodge  of  which  he  is  Past  Grand,  and  including  membership 
in  Lakeside  Encampment,  in  which  he  held  office  as  Chief  Patriarch,  and  also 
being  Past  District  Deputy  for  the  fraternity  in  Clinton  County.  A  member 
of  the  Rebekahs,  Mr.  Cooke  is  also  active  in  the  Maccabees,  an  order  in  which 
he  is  a  Past  Commander  and  was  Lieutenant-Colonel  of  uniform  rank.  Be¬ 
longing  to  Plattsburg  Lodge,  No.  621,  Benevolent  and  Protective  Order  of 
Elks  for  some  twenty  years  now,  Mr.  Cooke,  who  is  a  member  of  the  Platts¬ 
burg  Humane  Society,  and  the  Plattsburg  Rod  and  Gun  Club,  is  also  a  member 
of  the  United  Commercial  Travelers.  He  is  a  member  of  Trinity  Episcopal 
Church  of  Plattsburg  and  devotes  himself  to  outdoor  sports,  with  horses  and 
cattle  being  of  interest  to  him  as  an  avocation  apart  from  his  profession  as  a 
florist.  Harry  M.  Cooke  married,  in  1914,  Alphonsie  Phillips,  who  is  a  native 
of  Plattsburg. 


CHARLES  V.  PETERS  came  to  Glens  Falls  and  established  a 
gentleman’s  clothing  store  in  1901.  Although  he  was  then  a  young  man,  he 
had  to  his  credit  a  dozen  or  more  years  of  experience  in  business  and  quickly 
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won  a  place  as  a  merchant  in  this  community.  One  result  of  his  enterprise 
is  the  C.  V.  Peters  Company,  which  for  almost  four  decades  has  served  the 
town  and  its  people,  and  although  one  of  the  oldest  local  establishments  it  is 
in  every  sense  one  of  the  most  modern. 

Mr.  Peters  was  born  in  Middle  Granville,  New  York,  a  son  of  John  P. 
and  Mary  (Conaway)  Peters,  who  came  to  the  United  States  from  England 
in  1864.  His  father  was  born  in  Wales. 

Charles  V.  Peters  moved  to  Vermont  as  a  boy  and  was  educated  in  the 
public  schools  of  that  State.  He  began  his  active  store  career  in  1889  at  Fair 
Haven,  Vermont.  In  1892  he  entered  the  employ  of  Bardy,  Wilson  and 
Root,  clothiers,  and  in  1894  was  transferred  to  the  Rutland  store,  where  he 
remained  until  1896.  His  energy  and  industry  having  favorably  impressed 
his  employers,  he  was  sent  in  January,  1896,  to  take  over  the  management  of 
the  O.  D.  Lang  store  at  St.  Albans,  Vermont.  In  May  of  the  same  year  Mr. 
Peters  was  sent  to  Claremont,  New  Hampshire,  to  open  a  new  clothing  store 
for  his  firm,  remaining  there  until  1901.  His  business  career  was  interrupted 
briefly  when  he  enlisted  during  the  Spanish-American  War  and  served  as. 
corporal  of  Company  D,  New  Hampshire  Volunteers.  When  he  was  mustered 
out  at  the  close  of  the  war,  he  returned  to  his  duties  in  Claremont.  Mr. 
Peters’  services  had  become  so  valuable  to  his  company  that,  when  the  firm 
was  reorganized  in  1901  following  the  death  of  Mr.  Bardy,  he  was  admitted 
as  the  third  partner.  The  business  was  then  carried  on  for  a  time  as  the 
Wilson-Root  Company,  but  later  was  changed  to  the  C.  V.  Peters  Company. 
In  August,  1901.  the  firm  purchased  the  unexpired  lease  of  A.  Wurtenburg. 
in  the  Colvin  Building,  and  since  that  time  the  C.  V.  Peters  Company  has 
occupied  this  site.  The  original  store  and  its  contents  were  completely  de¬ 
stroyed  in  the  fire  of  April  22,  1902,  but  despite  the  very  heavy  loss  sustained, 
Mr.  Peters  was  again  doing  business  a  week  after  the  conflagration  in  a 
temporary  location  at  No.  7  West  Street  (now  Broad  Street). 

In  January,  1903,  when  the  new  Colvin  Building  was  completed,  Mr 
Peters  returned  to  his  original  location.  From  the  beginning  he  operated  only 
on  the  principles  of  fair  dealing,  supplying  quality  merchandise  at  reasonable 
prices.  In  1910,  he  had  his  store  front  completely  remodeled,  and  it  became 
the  first  modern  store  front  in  Glens  Falls.  Only  a  few  members  of  the 
present  business  community  have  longer  records  of  activities  than  Mr.  Peters, 
and  today,  as  one  of  the  senior  business  leaders,  he  continues  as  in  the  past  to 
hold  a  place  of  leadership. 

Mr.  Peters  has  always  been  interested  in  the  civic  progress  of  Glens  Falls 
and  has  given  his  support  to  every  worthy  community  cause.  He  is  active 
in  the  Rotary  Club,  in  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  and  is  a  member  of 
Warren  A.  Wilson  Camp,  United  Spanish  War  Veterans,  and  Boy  Scouts 
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of  America.  Fraternally,  he  is  affiliated  with  Senate  Lodge,  Free  and  Accepted 
Masons.  Mr.  Peters  served  during  the  World  War  as  secretary  of  the  local 
Draft  Board.  In  1934  the  National  Boy  Scouts  of  America  presented  Mr. 
Peters  with  “The  Silver  Beaver  Award,”  for  distinguished  service  to  boyhood. 
Mr.  Peters  is  a  member  and  elder  of  the  Glens  Falls  Presbyterian  Church. 

On  July  11,  1898,  while  serving  in  the  United  States  Army,  Charles  V. 
Peters  married  Ida  Bell  Ewing,  of  Claremont,  New  Hampshire,  daughter  of 
David  and  Clinta  (Whitcomb)  Ewing.  The  former  Ida  B.  Ewing  comes  from 
a  very  old  New  England  family,  being  a  direct  descendant  of  Captain  Josiah 
Whitcomb  and  Daniel  Warner,  who  served  in  General  Abercrombie’s  Army. 
Daniel  Warner  was  wounded  at  Ticonderoga,  New  York,  July  7,  1758,  and 
captured  by  the  French.  Four  of  Mrs.  Peters’  ancestors  were  in  the  New 
Hampshire  Division  at  the  battle  of  Bennington,  Vermont,  Lieutenant  Daniel 
Warner,  Abijah  Whitcomb,  Ezra  Graves  and  William  Livingston,  the  latter 
being  the  descendant  of  John  Livingston.  The  Livingston  family  were  mas¬ 
sacred  by  the  Indians  at  Billerica,  Massachusetts,  on  August  5,  1695,  John  a 
boy  of  fourteen,  working  in  the  field  some  distance  from  the  scene,  being  the 
only  one  to  escape. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Peters  have  four  daughters:  1.  Kathryn  Ewing,  the  eldest, 
married  Robert  Imlay,  of  Cambridge,  Massachusetts.  2.  Gladys  Russell, 
married  James  Hendon  Wright,  Sr.,  of  New  York  City,  and  is  the  mother  of 
a  son,  James  Hendon  Wright,  Jr.  3.  Helen  Elizabeth,  married  John  D. 
Seagle,  of  New  York  City,  and  has  one  son,  John  Peter  Seagle.  4.  Margaret 
Whitcomb,  married  James  Dennis  North,  of  Maplewood,  New  Jersey. 


GEORGE  K.  WALKER — After  more  than  twenty-five  years  of  asso¬ 
ciation  with  various  paper  manufacturing  plants  in  New  England,  George  K. 
Walker  came  to  Glens  Falls  in  1919,  to  enter  the  employ  of  Finch,  Pruyn  and 
Company,  Inc.,  where  he  has  to  this  day  served  most  efficiently  in  the  impor¬ 
tant  capacity  of  manager  in  charge  of  all  manufacturing  activities.  He  was 
born  in  Fryeburg,  Maine,  November  11,  1878,  the  son  of  Hazen  B.  and  Carrie 
M.  (Abbott)  Walker,  both  natives  of  Fryeburg,  Maine,  and  both  deceased. 
For  many  years  previous  to  his  death,  Hazen  B.  Walker  was  engaged  in  gen¬ 
eral  farming  operations. 

After  completing  his  public  school  education,  George  K.  Walker,  at  the 
age  of  fifteen  years,  entered  the  employ  of  the  Rumford  Falls  Paper  Com¬ 
pany,  continuing  with  this  firm  for  approximately  four  years.  This  com¬ 
pany  was  absorbed  then  by  the  International  Paper  Company,  and  Mr.  Walker 
remained  in  their  employ  for  another  year,  after  which  he  went  to  Fulton, 
New  York,  to  become  associated  with  the  Oswego  Falls  Paper  Company.

For  the  next  one  and  one-half  years  he  was  con¬ 
nected  with  the  Norwood  Paper  Company  at  Norwood,  New  York,  and  then 
he  went  to  Deferiet,  New  York,  to  enter  the  employ  of  the  St.  Regis  Paper 
Company,  where  he  remained  for  two  years.  Then,  after  a  year  in  the  wall¬ 
paper  business  in  England,  he  moved  to  Fitchdale,  Vermont,  where  he  was 
employed  by  the  Fitchdale  Paper  Company.  After  eight  years  in  this 
post  he  became  associated  with  the  DeGrasse  Paper  Company,  continuing 
until  1919,  when  he  became  associated  with  his  present  employers,  whom  he 
has  served  most  capably  to  the  present  day,  being  well  qualified  through  his 
many  years  of  experience  to  perform  efficiently  his  duties  as  manufacturing 
manager.  Mr.  Walker  also  serves  as  a  director  of  the  Kendrick  and  Brown 
Company. 

He  is  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  and  is  well  known  in 
the  Masonic  Order,  holding  membership  in  Moose  River  Lodge,  Free  and 
Accepted  Masons,  York  and  Scottish  Rite  and  Mt.  Sinai  Temple,  Ancient 
Arabic  Order  Nobles  of  the  Mystic  Shrine.  He  is  also  active  in  civic  affairs, 
being  a  member  of  the  Rotary  Club,  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  the  Young 
Men’s  Christian  Association.  In  addition  he  is  a  past  chairman  of  the  New 
York  and  Canadian  division  of  the  American  Paper  and  Pulp  Superintendents 
Association. 

He  was  married,  in  1923,  to  Ethel  Kenduck,  a  native  of  Glens  Falls. 


GEORGE  F.  HOY — Throughout  practically  his  entire  business 
career,  George  F.  Hoy  has  been  identified  with  the  Finch,  Pruyn  and  Com¬ 
pany,  Inc.,  of  Glens  Falls,  where  he  has  been  employed  for  the  past  thirty- 
two  years,  and  where  he  is  now  serving  in  the  capacity  of  assistant  treasurer. 
He  was  born  in  North  Duxbury,  Vermont,  September  25,  1886,  the  son  of 
Thomas  H.  and  the  late  Agnes  (Ryan)  Hoy.  Thomas  H.  Hoy  was  born  in 
Quebec,  Canada,  and  is  at  present  retired.  Agnes  (Ryan)  Hoy  was  a  native 
of  Richmond,  Vermont.

ELMER  S.  WHITE — -Associated  with  Finch,  Pruyn  and  Company, 
Inc.,  for  the  past  twenty-three  years,  Elmer  S.  White  is  now  cashier  of  this 
great  Glens  Falls  industrial  plant.  He  was  born  in  South  Glens  Falls,  Sara¬ 
toga  County,  November  26,  1896,  the  son  of  Charles  E.  and  Alice  E.  (Miner) 
White,  both  deceased.  Charles  E.  White  a  native  of  Moreau,  New  York,  was 
engaged  as  a  grain  merchant  at  the  time  of  his  death.  Alice  E.  (Miner) 
White  was  born  in  Fort  Miller,  Washington  County,  New  York. 

Upon  completion  of  his  grammar  and  high  school  education,  Elmer  S. 
White  secured  employment  in  1915  with  Finch,  Pruyn  and  Company,  his  initial 
position  being  a  clerk.  He  was  later  advanced  to  cashier  of  this  company  in 
which  capacity  he  has  continued  to  the  present  day.

GEORGE  N.  OSTRANDER— A  well  known  and  active  member  of 
the  Albany  and  Glens  Falls  legal  fraternity  for  the  past  thirty-nine  years, 
George  N.  Ostrander,  has  also  throughout  this  period,  been  associated  with 
Finch,  Pruyn  and  Company,  Inc.,  where  since  1933  he  has  served  as  vice- 
president  and  secretary.  He  was  born  in  Troy,  New  York,  July  11,  1869, 
the  son  of  George  W.  and  Hortense  J.  (Lewis)  Ostrander,  both  deceased.

DANIEL  P.  DE  LONG;  ROBERT  T.  DE  LONG— Two  of  the 

leading  business  men  of  Glen  Falls,  as  well  as  being  outstanding  civic  servants 
of  the  community,  Daniel  P.  De  Long  and  Robert  T.  De  Long,  head  two 
thriving  mercantile  enterprises — the  De  Long  Fuel  Company  and  the  Glens 
Falls  Brick  and  Lumber  Corporation — Daniel  P.  De  Long  being  the  president 
and  general  manager  of  the  latter  corporation,  and  Robert  T.  De  Long  being 
the  secretary  and  treasurer. 

Daniel  P.  De  Long  was  born  in  Glens  Falls,  February  24,  1887,  son  of 
Daniel  P.  and  Emily  P.  (Tearse)  De  Long.  Daniel  P.  De  Long,  who  was 
born  in  Day  Centre,  New  York,  spent  his  early  years  in  the  dry  goods  busi¬ 
ness,  being  a  partner  in  the  firm  of  Robbins  and  De  Long,  and  then  in  1888 
purchased  the  Glens  Falls  Brick  Company.  Always  interested  in  civic  prob¬ 
lems,  both  in  his  own  community  and  in  his  State,  he  devoted  considerable 
amounts  of  time  to  public  service,  being  at  one  time  a  member  of  the  New 
York  State  Legislature.  Emily  P.  (Tearse)  De  Long,  his  wife,  who  is  a 
resident  of  Glens  Falls,  is  a  native  of  that  city. 
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After  passing  through  the  public  schools  of  Glens  Falls  and  graduating 
from  the  Glens  Falls  Academy,  Daniel  P.  De  Long  found  his  first  employment 
in  the  Glens  Falls  Trust  Company,  working  in  that  institution  for  three  years 
when  he  joined  his  father  in  the  operation  of  the  Glens  Falls  Brick  Company. 
This  enterprise  prospered  and  in  1920  the  business  was  enlarged  and  incor¬ 
porated  as  the  Glens  Falls  Brick  and  Lumber  Corporation,  with  the  younger 
Mr.  De  Long  as  president  and  general  manager.  In  1932  Mr.  De  Long  added 
to  his  responsibilities  a  partnership  in  the  De  Long  Fuel  Company,  again 
increasing  his  responsibilities  in  1937  when  he  became  the  local  contract  agent 
for  the  American  Oil  Company.  Expressing  his  concern  in  civic  problems  by 
membership  in  the  Glens  Falls  Chamber  of  Commerce,  being  at  one  time 
president  of  the  organization,  Mr.  De  Long  has  been  a  director  of  the  Glens 
Falls  Trust  Company  and  is  treasurer  of  the  Nassau  Company  and  a  director 
of  the  Glens  Falls  Realty  Company.  He  attends  the  Glens  Falls  Presbyterian 
Church.  Daniel  P.  De  Long  married,  in  1923,  Gwynnett  Richards,  who  is  a 
native  of  Buffalo. 

Robert  T.  De  Long  was  born  in  Glens  Falls,  January  9,  1881,  son  of  Daniel 
P.  and  Emily  P.  (Tearse)  De  Long.  After  graduating  from  the  Glens  Falls 
High  School,  Robert  T.  De  Long  attended  Albany  Business  College  and  then, 
for  a  year  and  a  half,  was  engaged  in  construction  work  with  the  Hudson 
River  Water  Power  Company.

Past  President  of 
the  Masonic  Club  of  Glens  Falls,  Mr.  De  Long  is  a  member  of  Senate  Lodge, 
No.  456,  Ancient  Free  and  Accepted  Masons  of  Glens  Falls,  and  many  other 
bodies  within  the  fraternity,  including  Oriental  Temple,  Ancient  Arabic  Order 
Nobles  of  the  Mystic  Shrine.  He  is  an  attendant  of  the  Glens  Falls  Presby¬ 
terian  Church. 
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JOHN  J.  O’NEILL  — One  of  the  leading  funeral  directors  of  Clinton 
County,  John  J.  O’Neill,  of  Plattshurg,  who  maintains  parlors  both  in  Platts- 
burg  and  in  Keeseville,  is  also  well  known  for  his  civic  spirit  and  for  his 
fraternal  activities. 

John  J.  O’Neill  was  born  at  Harkness,  Clinton  County,  March  20,  1884, 
son  of  John  and  Catherine  (Downs)  O’Neill.  John  O’Neill,  who  was  a  native 
of  Harkness,  established  himself  in  his  native  community  as  a  farmer  and  as 
a  miner,  two  occupations  in  which  he  remained  active  until  the  time  of  his 
death.  Catherine  (Downs)  O’Neill,  his  wife,  also  long  a  resident  of  Hark¬ 
ness,  was  born  in  New  York  City.

CLARENCE  A.  SCRIVER— Assistant  cashier  of  the  First  National 
Bank  of  Glens  Falls,  Clarence  A.  Scriver.  one  of  the  leading  bankers  of  his 
community,  having  brought  to  his  present  responsibilities  the  wide  experience 
gained  in  New  York  State  and  Pennsylvania  banks,  is  also  one  of  the  out¬ 
standing  citizens  of  the  city  of  Glens  Falls,  taking  an  active  part  in  various 
activities. 
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Clarence  A.  Scriver  was  born  at  Rouses  Point,  Clinton  County,  August 
6,  1897,  son  of  Albert  H.  and  Mary  L.  (Odell)  Scriver.  Albert  H.  Scriver 
was  a  native  of  Canada  and  spent  his  life  in  the  wholesale  grocery  business. 
Mary  L.  (Odell)  Scriver,  his  wife,  also  was  a  Canadian. 

After  passing  through  the  public  schools  of  Clinton  County  and  graduating 
from  the  Champlain  High  School,  Clarence  A.  Scriver  entered  the  University 
of  Vermont,  graduating  with  the  class  of  1921  and  receiving  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Science  in  electrical  engineering.

A.  and  the  late  Ella  Jennie  (Potter)  Willard.  George  A.  Willard,  a  native 
of  West  Sand  Lake,  has  followed  the  carpenter’s  trade  for  many  years.  Ella 
Jennie  (Potter)  Willard  was  born  in  Johnsburg,  New  York.

Irving  Robert  Juster  came  to  Glens  Falls  in  1932  and  has  since  been  occupied 
with  professional  responsibilities  in  this  city.  His  important  work  in  cardi-

ology  has  made  him  well  known  in  this  field  and  has  brought  him  an  extended 
practice  as  a  specialist  in  internal  medicine,  particularly  diseases  of  the  heart. 

Mr.  Juster  was  born  in  New  York  City  on  February  26,  1899,  a  son 
Charles  and  Minne  (Zenker)  Juster.  His  father  is  engaged  in  the  real  estate 
business  in  New  York.

EDGAR  BIRDSALL,  M.  D. — Extensively  engaged  in  medical  prac¬ 
tice  in  Glens  Falls,  Dr.  Edgar  Birdsall  has  specialized  in  Roentgenology  here 
since  1904. 

Dr.  Birdsall  was  born  August  21,  1876,  son  of  Dr.  Stephen  T.  and 
Josephine  (Haviland)  Birdsall.  His  father,  a  native  of  Orange  County, 
New  York,  and  a  graduate  of  the  New  York  Homeopathic  Medical  School, 
degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine,  as  well  as  a  graduate  with  the  same  degree 
from  Hahnemann  Medical  College,  Philadelphia,  was  engaged  in  the  practice 
of  medicine  in  Glens  Falls  from  1884  onward  for  the  rest  of  his  life.  The 
mother,  Josephine  (Haviland)  Birdsall,  was  born  in  Queensbury,  New  York, 
and  is  now  deceased. 

Attending  Adelphi  Academy,  Dr.  Edgar  Birdsall  transferred  from  that 
institution,  in  Brooklyn,  New  York,  to  Glens  Falls  Academy,  where  he  was  a 
member  of  the  class  of  1894.  In  1899  he  took  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medi¬ 
cine  at  the  New  York  Homeopathic  Medical  College.  There  followed  a  year 
of  interneship  at  the  Metropolitan  Hospital,  Blackwell’s.  Island,  New  York, 
after  which  he  took  up  the  general  practice  of  medicine  in  Brooklvn.  For 
four  years  he  remained  in  Brooklyn,  serving  also  as  attending  physician  at 
the  Eastern  District  Dispensary.  In  1904  he  came  to  Glens  Falls,  New  York, 
associating  himself  with  his  father,  Dr.  Stephen  T.  Birdsall.

EUGENE  BROWN — Dean  of  funeral  directors  in  Clinton  County, 
Eugene  Brown,  of  Plattsburg,  is  not  only  the  oldest  member  of  his  profession 
in  the  Lake  Champlain  district  but  is  also  distinguished  as  a  public  citizen, 
having  served  his  community  as  an  official  for  years. 

Eugene  Brown  was  born  at  Plattsburg,  April  5,  1861,  son  of  Peter  and 
Adele  (Peppin)  Brown.  Peter  Brown,  who  was  born  at  Montreal,  Quebec, 
Canada,  established  himself  in  Plattsburg  in  the  meat  and  provision  business, 
a  calling  in  which  he  remained  active  until  the  time  of  his  death.  Adele 
(Peppin)  Brown,  his  wife,  also  deceased,  was  also  a  native  of  Montreal. 

After  passing  through  the  grammar  schools  of  Plattsburg  and  graduating 
from  the  Plattsburg  High  School,  Eugene  Brown  found  his  first  regular 
employment  in  the  Plattsburg  furniture  store  of  Bromley  and  Smith,  an 
employment  which  he  maintained  for  about  four  years.  About  1883,  Mr. 
Brown  resigned  to  enter  the  United  States  Customs  service  as  an  inspector,  a 
position  which  he  held  until  1892,  when  he  resigned  to  establish  himself  in  the 
undertaking  business  in  Plattsburg.  For  nearly  fifty  years  now,  Mr.  Brown 
has  continued  to  serve  his  community  as  a  funeral  director,  being  the  pro¬ 
prietor  of  the  oldest  such  establishment  in  Clinton  County,  an  enterprise  in 
which  he  has  enjoyed  the  assistance  of  his  sons  for  the  past  thirty  years. 

Always  keenly  interested  in  the  welfare  and  prosperity  of  Plattsburg,  Mr. 
Brown  has  been  active  for  years  in  both  political  and  civic  life.  A  Republican, 
he  has  served  two  terms  as  alderman  of  Plattsburg  and  two  terms  as  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Plattsburg  Board  of  Health,  while  his  civic  interest  has  been 
expressed  through  membership  in  the  Plattsburg  Rotary  Club  and  the  Platts¬ 
burg  Chamber  of  Commerce.  Supporting  his  profession  by  membership  in 
the  National  Funeral  Directors’  Association  and  the  North  Star  Funeral 
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Directors’  Association,  Mr.  Brown  is  also  a  member  of  the  Society  of  St. 
John,  the  Baptist;  Plattsburg  Lodge,  No.  621,  Benevolent  and  Protective 
Order  of  Elks;  and  a  charter  member  of  Plattsburg  Council,  No.  255,  Knights 
of  Columbus.  A  member  of  St.  Peter’s  Catholic  Church,  Mr.  Brown  devotes 
his  leisure  to  his  home  and  family. 

Eugene  Brown  married,  in  1885  Elizabeth  Archambault,  who  is  a  native  of 
Plattsburg.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Brown  are  the  parents  of  five  children:  1.  Eugene, 
Jr.,  a  graduate  of  the  New  York  College  of  Embalming  and  a  partner  in  the 
firm  of  Eugene  Brown  and  Sons.  During  the  World  War,  he  served  overseas 
as  a  member  of  the  American  Expeditionary  Forces,  being  enlisted  in  the 
United  States  Army.  2.  Lucile,  now  the  wife  of  Dr.  Roswell  Hogue,  of 
Plattsburg.  3.  Anna,  deceased.  4.  Bertha,  now  the  wife  of  Harold  Webb, 
of  Plattsburg.  5.  Leo,  a  graduate  of  the  New  York  College  of  Embalming 
and  a  partner  in  the  firm  of  Eugene  Brown  and  Sons. 


WALTER  WILLIAM  JANSER — Extensively  engaged  in  the  drug 
business  in  Chestertown,  Walter  William  Janser  has  performed  a  work  of 
real  importance  and  value  to  his  community . 

Mr.  Janser  was  born  May  1,  1879,  in  Switzerland,  son  of  Victor  and 
Aloisi  (Fensi)  Janser,  both  natives  of  Switzerland  and  both  now  deceased. 
The  father  was  a  musician. 

Swiss  schools  provided  Walter  William  Janser’s  early  education,  and 
after  he  came  to  the  United  States  with  his  family  he  was  a  student  at  Spring- 
field,  Massachusetts.  Going  through  the  public  schools  there  and  completing 
his  high  school  studies,  he  then  attended  Albany  College  of  Pharmacy,  at 
Albany,  New  York,  where  he  was  graduated  in  1902.  Finishing  his  formal 
preparation  for  his  career,  he  worked  for  four  years  as  a  prescription  clerk  in 
a  drug  store  at  Troy,  New  York,  and  in  1906  came  to  Chestertown,  in  this 
State.  Entering  the  drug  business  on  his  own  account  here,  he  has  continued 
this  work  down  to  the  time  of  writing. 

He  is  also  a  director  of  the  Chester-Schroon-Horicon  Bank,  of  Chester¬ 
town,  and  was  one  of  the  organizers  of  the  Chestertown  Fire  Company.  He 
is  now  a  fire  commissioner  of  the  town  and  a  director  and  treasurer  of  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce.  He  belongs  to  Glendale  Lodge,  No.  497,  of  the  Free 
and  Accepted  Masons,  and  is  a  member  of  the  New  York  State  Pharmaceutical 
Association  and  the  National  Association  of  Retail  Druggists.  In  leisure 
time  Mr.  Janser  enjoys  outdoor  life  and  healthful  recreations,  being  particu¬ 
larly  fond  of  fishing. 

In  1906  he  married  Alda  Link,  a  native  of  Troy,  New  York,  who  is  now 
deceased. 
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JOHN  BURDETT  ROCK — Extensively  engaged  in  banking  and 
business  affairs  in  Luzerne,  John  Burdett  Rock  is  president  of  the  Hadley  - 
Luzerne  Bank  of  this  place.  His  career  has  been  a  many-sided  one,  rich  in  its 
experiences  and  results,  and  he  is  respected,  admired  and  honored  in  an  ever- 
widening  circle  of  acquaintances. 

Mr.  Rock  was  born  November  5,  1883,  in  New  York  City,  son  of  William 
T.  and  Lulu  (Loomer)  Rock.  His  father,  a  native  of  Birmingham,  England, 
was  a  pioneer  worker  in  the  motion  picture  trade,  going  into  this  business  in 
1896  and  buying  the  State  right  for  the  Edison  Vitascope  in  Louisiana.  He 
opened  one  of  the  first  motion  picture  theatres  in  the  United  States,  and 
organized  in  the  same  year  the  Vitagraph  Company  of  America  and  the 
American  Vitagraph  Company,  of  which  he  was  president  from  1896  until 
his  death  in  1916.  His  wife,  Mrs.  Lulu  (Loomer)  Rock,  was  born  in  Nova 
Scotia,  Canada,  and  she  also  is  now  deceased. 

Public  schools  in  New  York  City  furnished  John  Burdett  Rock’s  early 
education,  and  when  he  completed  his  high  school  studies  he  entered  the 
motion  picture  business  with  Bostock’s  Circus  in  1899,  remaining  with  that 
organization  for  six  months  until  he  associated  himself  with  the  old  Vita¬ 
graph  Company,  which  was  owned  by  his  father.  He  continued  from  that 
time  until  1926  with  the  Vitagraph  Company,  serving  after  1924  as  vice- 
president  and  general  manager.  In  1926  the  company  was  sold  to  the  Warner 
Brothers  Picture  Corporation.  Then,  from  1926  to  1936,  Mr.  Rock  was 
engaged  in  the  real  estate  business  in  Brooklyn,  New  York,  as  well  as  in 
banking  activities  in  Luzerne,  New  York.  I11  1930  he  was  made  president  of 
the  Hadley-Luzerne  Bank,  in  Luzerne,  where  he  now  makes  his  home. 

In  addition  to  his  business  undertakings,  which  have  been  extensive,  Mr. 
Rock  is  a  Republican  in  his  political  views  and  a  leader  in  party  affairs.  He 
served  from  1930  to  1933  as  justice  of  the  peace  in  Luzerne.  In  1938  he  was 
made  a  town  committeeman  of  the  Republican  party  organization.  He  is  a 
director  of  the  Lake  Luzerne  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  a  life  member  of 
the  New  York  Athletic  Club.  A  leader  in  fraternalism,  Mr.  Rock  belongs  to 
Saratoga  Lodge.  No.  161,  of  the  Benevolent  and  Protective  Order  of  Elks, 
Lake  Luzerne  Lodge,  No.  871,  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  and 
America  Lodge,  No.  889,  of  the  Free  and  Accepted  Masons.  In  the  Masonic 
Order  he  is  affiliated  with  all  bodies  of  both  the  York  and  Scottish  Rite,  in¬ 
cluding  Medina  Temple,  Ancient  Arabic  Order  Nobles  of  the  Mystic  Shrine. 
He  attends  services  at  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  where  he  is  warden 
of  the  parish.  Healthful  sports  and  recreations  occupy  much  of  his  spare 
time,  and  Mr.  Rock  particularly  enjoys  golf  and  trap-shooting. 

In  1930  John  Burdett  Rock  married  Venita  Pomfret,  of  Paterson,  New 
Jersey,  and  one  daughter,  Venita  Louise  Rock,  was  born  of  this  marriage. 
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GEORGE  EDWARD  STANTON — Widely  known  in  the  business 
life  of  Luzerne,  George  Edward  Stanton  has  contributed  notably  to  the  wel¬ 
fare  of  his  native  community.  He  is  cashier  of  the  New  York  Power  and 
Light  Company’s  Luzerne  branch,  and  proprietor  of  a  local  theatre,  and  in 
many  other  ways  has  helped  to  bring  about  the  advancement  of  the  well-being 
of  Luzerne  and  its  people. 

Mr.  Stanton  was  born  November  12,  1906,  in  Luzerne,  New  York,  son 
of  Leonard  and  Anna  (Ross)  Stanton.  His  father,  born  in  Luzerne,  was 
engaged  for  many  years  until  his  retirement  as  a  paper-maker.  The  mother 
was  born  in  Conklingville,  New  York,  and  is  now  deceased. 

George  Edward  Stanton  attended  the  graded  and  high  schools  of  Luzerne, 
New  York,  and  Eastman  Business  College,  at  Saratoga,  New  York.  Com¬ 
pleting  his  formal  education,  he  was  employed  for  one  and  one-half  years  in 
the  factory  of  the  Luzerne  Paper  Corporation  in  the  capacity  of  shipping 
clerk.  In  1927  he  was  engaged  at  Burt’s  Theatre,  in  Luzerne,  in  which  he  has 
been  part-owner  since  1936.  He  is  also  its  manager,  and  is  widely  known  in 
entertainment  circles  as  a  result  of  the  work  that  he  has  done  here.  In  addi¬ 
tion  to  his  theatre  activity,  Mr.  Stanton  was  made,  in  1936,  cashier  of  the 
New  York  Power  and  Light  Company’s  Luzerne  branch.  His  two-sided 
activity  has  made  him  one  of  his  community’s  popular  and  respected  citizens, 
and  his  friends  are  many  and  loyal  to  him. 

Politically,  he  is  a  staunch  Republican.  He  was  tax  collector  of  Luzerne 
for  six  years,  and  in  numerous  other  ways  he  has  contributed  to  the  life  of 
his  community.  He  is  deeply  interested  in  fraternalism,  belonging  to  Lake 
Luzerne  Lodge,  No.  871,  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  and 
being  a  Past  Grand  of  his  lodge.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Chamber  of  Com¬ 
merce  of  Luzerne. 

In  1934  George  Edward  Stanton  married  Agnes  Wood,  who  was  born  in 
Thurman,  New  York. 


LYNN  F.  PERKINS — -For  a  number  of  years  superintendent  of 
schools  of  Luzerne,  Lynn  F.  Perkins  has  contributed  in  a  notable  way  to  the 
advancement  of  education  and  the  improvement  of  his  community’s  educa¬ 
tional  work. 

Mr.  Perkins  was  born  January  28,  1887,  in  Schuyler  Lake,  Otsego  County, 
New  York,  son  of  Don  Lidell  and  Minnie  (Palmer)  Perkins.  His  father, 
born  at  Schuyler  Lake,  was  for  years  a  farmer  until  his  death.  The  mother 
was  born  at  Richfield  Springs,  New  York. 

In  the  public  schools  of  Otsego  and  Oswego  counties  Lynn  F.  Perkins 
received  his  early  education,  and  after  graduation  from  Richfield  Springs 
High  School  he  became  a  student  at  Syracuse  University,  in  Syracuse,  New 
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York,  there  taking  hia  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Philosophy  in  1910.  Going  to 
Harvard  University,  in  Cambridge,  Massachusetts,  for  postgraduate  work, 
he  there  took  the  Master  of  Arts’  degree;  that  was  in  1911.  Completing  his 
formal  studies,  he  at  once  turned  to  his  chosen  work,  becoming  principal  of 
the  high  school  at  Sherburne,  New  York.  Later,  he  taught  at  a  private  school 
in  Nyack,  New  York.  Then  he  was  principal  of  the  Union  School  at  Schuyler 
Lake  from  1913  to  1916.  Until  1918  he  taught  as  a  Fellow  in  economics  at 
Syracuse  University.  Then  there  followed  a  period  of  three  months  as  cor¬ 
respondence  clerk  in  the  Bureau  of  Internal  Revenue,  Washington,  District 
of  Columbia. 

At  the  entry  of  the  United  States  into  the  World  War,  Mr.  Perkins  en¬ 
listed  in  the  Medical  Corps  of  the  army,  serving  in  the  Reconstruction  Divi¬ 
sion  and  being  stationed  at  Walter  Reed  Hospital,  where  he  taught  elementary 
school  subjects  to  the  returning  wounded.  He  continued  with  that  work 
among  the  soldiers  until  his  honorable  discharge  in  April,  1919,  when  he 
became  assistant  labor  manager  in  the  Chicago  clothing  manufacturing  house 
of  Alfred  Decker  and  Cohn.  In  that  position  he  served  until  July,  1920,  when 
he  became  teacher  of  economics  at  De  Witt  Clinton  High  School,  in  New 
York  City,  so  continuing  until  December  of  that  year.  Resigning  from  his 
position  in  New  York,  he  accepted  the  principalship  of  the  Schuyler  Lake 
Union  School  again  in  January,  1921,  and  remained  until  the  fall  of  1926, 
when  he  was  made  principal  of  Hadley-Luzerne  High  School.  In  August, 
1931,  he  became  district  superintendent  of  schools  for  the  First  Supervisory 
District  of  Warren  County,  New  York.  He  has  carried  on  this  work  down 
to  the  time  of  writing,  earning  the  satisfaction  and  respect  of  students,  teachers 
and  fellow-townsmen. 

His  career  has  been  a  well-rounded  one,  and  his  experience  as  a  teacher 
of  wounded  soldiers  and  as  labor  manager  for  a  large  clothing  house  have 
been  such  as  to  endow  him  with  a  practical  knowledge  of  life  that  is  denied 
many  teachers  under  present-day  conditions  of  society.  Mr.  Perkins,  indeed, 
takes  a  lively  interest  in  all  the  affairs  of  his  times,  belonging  to  many  organi¬ 
zations  of  a  varied  nature.  He  is  president  and  a  director  of  the  University 
of  Plenocracy,  in  Chicago,  Illinois,  and  is  president  and  a  director  of  Combus¬ 
tion  Service,  Inc.  Formerly,  he  was  president  of  the  Lake  Luzerne  Chamber 
of  Commerce.  He  belongs  to  Corinth  Lodge,  No.  987,  of  the  Free  and 
Accepted  Masons,  and  to  the  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  Fraternity,  which  he  joined 
in  his  student  days.  He  is  also  a  member  of  the  New  York  State  District 
Superintendents’  Association,  Luzerne  Grange  of  the  Patrons  of  Husbandry, 
and  Warren  County  Pomona  Grange.  He  attends  the  Universalist  Church. 
In  leisure  time  his  favorite  pastime  is  reading,  and  he  has  a  deep  understand¬ 
ing  of  history,  economics  and  philosophy.

HENRY  W.  SISSON — One  of  the  outstanding  business  men  of  the 
Lake  George  district,  Henry  W.  Sisson  not  only  owns  and  operates  several 
business  enterprises  but  also  devotes  himself  generously  to  the  advancement 
of  the  welfare  of  his  community  and  county,  serving  in  various  capacities  and 
taking  an  active  part  in  the  organization  of  the  Republican  party  locally. 

Henry  W.  Sisson  was  born  in  Lake  George  May  22,  1878,  son  of  Edwin 
C.  and  Julia  E.  (Crandale)  Sisson.  Edwin  C.  Sisson,  who  was  a  native  of 
Cambridge,  Washington  County,  New  York,  spent  more  than  forty  years  in 
county  offices,  serving  first  as  deputy  county  clerk  of  Warren  County  and  then 
becoming  the  county  clerk  of  the  county,  as  well  as  devoting  himself  for  many 
years  to  the  insurance  business.  Julia  E.  (Crandale)  Sisson,  his  wife,  who  is 
deceased,  was  born  in  Chestertown,  New  York. 

Educated  in  the  public  grade  schools  of  Lake  George  and  the  Lake  George 
High  School,  Henry  W.  Sisson  established  himself  as  a  commercial  photog¬ 
rapher  in  Lake  George,  a  profession  to  which  he  devoted  some  twelve  years, 
leaving  it  to  enter  the  variety  store  business  in  Lake  George,  an  enterprise  to 
which  be  gave  some  eight  years,  being,  in  the  meantime,  appointed  deputy 
county  clerk  of  Warren  County.  Then,  in  1913,  he  established  a  garage  busi¬ 
ness,  an  activity  in  which  he  was  the  pioneer  in  the  Lake  George  district.  In 
addition  to  this  automobile  establishment,  he  also  developed  a  large  real  estate 
and  insurance  business,  beginning  about  1908,  and  he  is  one  of  the  leaders  in 
these  two  fields  in  the  entire  district.  Always  deeply  interested  in  civic  prob¬ 
lems,  Mr.  Sisson  has  devoted  a  great  deal  of  his  time  for  many  years  to  politi¬ 
cal  activity,  not  only  being  one  of  the  leaders  of  the  Republican  party  but  also 
holding  public  office,  offices  which  have  included  two  years  as  mayor  of  the 
village  of  Lake  George,  several  terms  as  trustee  of  the  village  of  Lake 
George,  several  terms  as  United  States  Loan  Commissioner  for  Warren 
County,  and  many  years  as  a  trustee  of  the  Lake  George  Library.  Mr.  Sisson 
is  a  member  of  St.  James’  Episcopal  Church  of  Lake  George,  of  which  insti¬ 
tution  he  has  been  a  vestryman.

Boston,  Massachusetts.’  2.  Katherine,  a  graduate  of  Geneseo  State  Normal 
School. 


SETH  S.  ALLEN — A  dean  of  the  legal  profession  in  Clinton  County 
at  the  time  of  his  death,  Seth  S.  Allen,  who  was  the  senior  partner  of  the 
Plattsburg  law  firm  of  Allen  and  Allen,  was  not  only  an  outstanding  attorney 
of  Upper  New  York  .State  but  was  also  prominent  as  a  banker  and  business 
man  and  active  within  the  ranks  of  the  Masonic  fraternity. 

Seth  S.  Allen  was  born  in  Peru,  Clinton  County,  October  20,  1864,  son  of 
Isaac  C.  and  Henrietta  (Fuller)  Allen.  Isaac  C.  Allen,  who  was  born  in 
Peru,  where  he  established  himself  as  a  farmer  and  practiced  agriculture  all 
his  life,  was  a  direct  descendant  of  Jabez  Allen,  one  of  the  pioneer  settlers  of 
the  Champlain  Valley,  who  settled  in  Peru  in  1786  following  his  service  in 
the  Revolutionary  War  with  the  Green  Mountain  Boys.  Henrietta  (Fuller) 
Allen,  also  deceased,  was  a  native  of  Peru,  Clinton  County,  also. 

After  passing  through  the  public  schools  of  Peru  and  Keeseville,  Seth  S. 
Allen  attended  Potsdam  State  Normal  School  and  Cornell  University,  spend¬ 
ing  some  six  years  during  this  period  as  a  school  teacher  and,  from  1894 
through  1900,  being  school  commissioner  of  the  First  District  of  Clinton 
County.  While  school  commissioner,  Mr.  Allen  became  interested  in  the  law 
as  a  profession  and,  accordingly,  began  reading  law  in  the  Plattsburg  office 
of  Bottsford  and  Cotter.  Admitted  to  the  New  York  State  bar  in  1900  he 
became  a  partner  in  the  Plattsburg  law  firm  of  Bottsford,  Merrihew  and  Allen, 
as  a  junior  partner,  an  association  which  endured  for  three  years,  Mr.  Allen 
then  establishing  himself  in  Plattsburg  in  private  practice  and  remaining  inde¬ 
pendent  until  1911,  when  he  became  the  senior  member  of  the  law  firm  of 
Allen  and  Allen,  a  Plattsburg  firm,  which  maintained  itself  in  general  prac¬ 
tice  until  the  passing  of  Seth  S.  Allen.  Supporting  his  profession  through 
membership  in  the  Clinton  County  Bar  Association  and  the  New  York  State 
Bar  Association,  Mr.  Allen,  who  was  a  member  of  the  Republican  party  in 
politics,  was  also  a  director  of  the  Vermont  Hardware  Company  and  the  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Champlain  Valley  Federal  Savings  and  Loan  Association,  an 
organization  of  which  he  was  one  of  the  organizers  and  of  which  he  had  been 
the  only  president.  Supporting  his  community  by  membership  and  activity  in 
the  Plattsburg  Chamber  of  Commerce,  Mr.  Allen  was  deeply  interested  in 
Masonry,  being  a  member  of  Plattsburg  Lodge,  No.  828,  Ancient  Free  and 
Accepted  Masons  and  all  Masonic  bodies  of  both  the  York  and  the  Scottish 
Rites,  including  De  Soto  Commandery,  Knights  Templar,  of  which  he  was  a 
Past  Commander,  and  Oriental  Temple,  Ancient  Arabic  Order  Nobles  of  the 
Mystic  Shrine.  A  member  of  the  Plattsburg  Methodist  Church,  Mr.  Allen 
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devoted  himself  for  recreation  to  automobiling  and  was  also  widely  traveled, 
finding  in  the  latter  hobby  a  means  of  renewing  himself  after  long  terms  of 
application  to  his  profession. 

Seth  S.  Allen  married,  in  1891,  Della  A.  Parson,  who  was  born  at  Hub- 
bardton,  Vermont.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Allen  were  the  parents  of  four  children: 
1.  Lula  M.,  a  graduate  of  Plattsburg  Normal  School  and  Smith  College, 
where  she  received  her  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  in  1916,  and  now  Mrs. 
Peter  G.  Ryan,  of  Orange,  New  Jersey.  2.  George  R.,  a  graduate  of  Cornell 
University,  where  he  received  his  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts,  and  the  Medical 
School  of  the  University  of  Vermont,  where  he  obtained  his  Doctor  of  Medi¬ 
cine  degree.  Dr.  Allen,  who  served  in  the  United  States  Army  during  the 
World  War  is  now  practicing  his  profession  in  Champlain.  3.  Milford  S., 
now  deceased.  4.  Marjorie  S.,  also  deceased. 


HARTWELL  L.  SMITH — One  of  the  outstanding  insurance  men  of 
Lake  George  and  vicinity,  Hartwell  L.  Smith,  who  maintains  an  office  writing 
all  forms  of  insurance,  is  also  one  of  the  leading  citizens  of  the  community, 
serving  as  village  clerk  for  the  village  of  Lake  George. 

Hartwell  L.  Smith  was  born  in  Perry,  Wyoming  County,  New  York, 
January  10,  1883,  son  of  George  Kimball  and  Ida  (Chapin)  Smith.  George 
Kimball  Smith,  who  was  a  native  of  Perry,  established  himself  in  the  hardware 
business  in  Perry,  a  business  in  which  he  remained  active  until  his  death.  Ida 
(Chapin)  Smith,  his  wife,  also  deceased,  was  a  native  of  Perry,  too. 

After  passing  through  the  grade  schools  of  Perry  and  graduating  from 
the  Perry  High  School,  Hartwell  L.  Smith  joined  the  United  States  Post 
Office  Department  as  a  clerk  in  the  Perry  post  office,  a  position  which  he  held 
for  fifteen  years.  Then,  in  1922,  Mr.  Smith  came  to  Lake  George,  where, 
after  two  years  spent  in  the  hardware  business,  in  1924,  he  established  himself 
in  the  insurance  business,  an  enterprise  in  which  he  has  been  active  through 
the  present  time,  writing  all  forms  of  general  insurance  for  a  wide  group  of 
clients  in  Lake  George  and  vicinity.  Always  interested  in  political  affairs,  as 
well  as  community  problems,  Mr.  Smith,  ever  since  he  established  his  residence 
in  Lake  George,  has  been  an  active  member  of  the  Republican  party  and  he 
has  held  the  office  of  village  clerk  of  the  village  corporation  of  Lake  George 
since  1933.  A  member  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Lake  George,  Mr. 
Smith  spends  much  of  his  leisure  time  working  in  his  garden  or  reading, 
being  particularly  interested  in  historical  research  in  the  Lake  George  and 
Lake  Champlain  district  as  well  as  wider  fields. 

Hartwell  L.  Smith  married,  in  1919,  Bertha  Sisson,  who  is  a  native  of 
Glens  Falls.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Smith  are  the  parents  of  a  son,  Edwin  Smith. 
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EDGAR  J.  BAKER — Sheriff  of  Warren  County,  Edgar  J.  Baker,  of 
Lake  George,  is  not  only  well  known  throughout  New  York  State  in  the  lum¬ 
ber  business  and  the  hotel  trade  but  is  also  both  a  leading  member  of  the 
Republican  party  organization  in  Warren  County  and  an  outstanding  horse¬ 
man,  having  trained  horses  for  years  and  raced  his  ponies  on  most  of  the 
tracks  throughout  Northeastern  United  States. 

Edgar  T.  Baker  was  born  at  Bakers  Mills,  December  12,  1892,  son  of 
Charles  and  Cordelia  (Bentley)  Baker.  Charles  Baker,  who  was  a  native  of 
Lake  George,  passed  most  of  his  life  in  the  lumber  and  hotel  business,  being 
active  in  the  two  callings  at  the  time  of  his  death.  Always  keenly  interested 
in  civic  problems  in  both  Lake  George  and  Warren  County,  he  served  for 
several  years  as  deputy  sheriff  of  the  county.  Cordelia  (Bentley)  Baker,  his 
wife,  also  deceased,  was  born  in  Chestertown. 

After  passing  through  the  schools  of  Bakers  Mills,  Edgar  J.  Baker  entered 
his  father’s  lumber  business  in  Bakers  Mills,  an  association  which  he  main¬ 
tained  for  some  twenty-five  years,  in  addition  to  also  engaging  in  the  hotel 
business  at  Garnet  Lake.  From  the  beginning  of  his  adult  life,  Mr.  Baker  also 
found  an  opportunity  to  indulge  his  love  for  fast  horses  and  he  has  spent 
many  years  in  training  race  horses  and  in  driving  them  over  most  of  the  half- 
mile  tracks  not  only  in  New  York  State  but  through  New  England  and  in 
adjacent  territory.  During  this  time,  he  has  been  the  owner  of  many  fast 
trotters  and  he  is  one  of  the  best  known  amateur  followers  of  the  sport  in  the 
East.  Like  his  father,  Mr.  Baker  has  also  always  been  deeply  interested  in 
politics  and  civic  problems  and  for  some  twenty-five  years  he  has  devoted 
himself  to  active  political  work,  being  a  member  for  a  quarter  of  a  century  of 
the  Republican  County  Committee  of  Warren  County.  In  1936  he  was  made 
under  sheriff  of  Warren  County  and  a  year  later  he  became  the  sheriff  of  the 
county,  a  position  which  he  has  occupied  through  the  present  time.  Support¬ 
ing  his  community  by  membership  in  the  Lake  George  Chamber  of  Com¬ 
merce,  Mr.  Baker  also  belongs  to  the  New  York  State  Sheriffs’  Association, 
and  is  a  member  of  the  United  Commercial  Travelers’  Association,  Glens  Falls 
Lodge,  Benevolent  and  Protective  Order  of  Elks,  and  Weavertown  Lodge, 
Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows.  He  is  an  attendant  at  the  Lake  George 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

Edgar  J.  Baker  married,  in  1917,  Myrtle  Richardson,  who  is  a  native  of 
Schroon  Lake. 


HILTON  H.  DIER,  M.  D.,  C.  M. — In  the  comparatively  few  years 
that  Dr.  Hilton  H.  Dier  has  been  a  resident  and  physician  of  Lake  George, 
he  has  achieved  reputation  in  his  profession,  and  citizenship,  which  have  made 
him  both  popular  and  valued.  He  is  Canadian  born,  and  acquired  his  formal 
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education  and  technical  training  in  Canadian  institutions,  although  the  most  of 
his  practice  has  been  in  New  York  State. 

Dr.  Dier  is  a  native  of  Westport,  Province  of  Ontario,  Canada,  born  March 
25,  1899,  son  of  James  and  Adelaide  (Cameron)  Dier.  His  father,  of  Irish 
birth,  was  a  carriage  manufacturer  at  the  time  of  his  death.  Mrs.  Dier,  who  was 
born  in  Westport,  Canada,  is  still  living.  Hilton  H.  Dier  began  his  secondary 
education  in  Calgary  Collegiate  Institute  and  pursued  pre-medical,  and  some 
medical,  studies  in  the  University  of  Alberta.  For  his  technical  work  he  ma¬ 
triculated  at  McGill  University,  Montreal,  from  which  he  was  graduated  a 
member  of  the  class  of  1924  with  the  degrees  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  and  Master 
in  Surgery.  He  interned  in  the  Montreal  General  Hospital  for  a  year ;  spent  a 
year  in  this  institution  as  admitting  officer,  and  for  three  months  served  as  as¬ 
sistant  superintendent  of  the  hospital.  From  October,  1926,  to  October,  1934, 
he  was  assistant  superintendent  of  the  Albany  (New  York)  Hospital,  in  the 
latter-named  year  and  month  removing  to  Lake  George,  where  he  has  since 
been  engaged  in  a  general  practice  of  medicine.  He  is  an  associate  of  the  staff 
of  the  Glens  Falls  Hospital.  His  professional  connections  are  extensive, 
ranging  from  memberships  in  the  Glens  Falls  Academy  of  Medicine  and  the 
Warren  County  Medical  Society,  to  the  New  York  State  Medical  Association 
and  the  American  Medical  Association.  Dr.  Dier  has  been  physician  to  the 
schools  of  Lake  George  since  1935.  His  professional  fraternity  is  Zeta  Psi. 

During  the  World  War,  in  August,  1916,  at  Calgary,  Alberta,  Canada, 
Dr.  Dier  enlisted  for  service,  and  in  December,  1916,  went  overseas  in  the 
Canadian  Corps,  Cyclist’s  Battalion,  and  served  with  distinction  throughout 
the  entire  war. 

In  1925  Dr.  Hilton  H.  Dier  married  Margaret  McFarlane,  a  native  of 
Toronto,  Canada,  and  they  are  the  parents  of  two  sons:  Hilton  H.,  Jr.,  and 
John  G.  Dier. 


STUART  F.  HAWLEY — Since  1925,  Stuart  F.  Hawley  has  served 
as  county  clerk  of  Warren  County.  He  has  been  associated  with  the  county 
clerk’s  office  throughout  his  career  and  on  his  record  is  recognized  as  an  able 
and  qualified  public  official. 

Mr.  Hawley  was  born  at  Lake  George  on  April  6,  1892,  son  of  Fred  F. 
and  Clara  (Smith)  Hawley.  His  father,  also  born  in  this  community,  has 
served  as  postmaster  here  for  over  thirty  years  and  is  now  mayor  of  the 
village.  The  mother,  born  in  Queensbury,  is  deceased. 

Stuart  F.  Hawley  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  Lake  George  and 
after  completing  the  high  school  course,  attended  Albany  Business  College. 
In  1914  he  first  became  associated  with  the  county  clerk’s  office,  where  he 
was  employed  at  first  as  a  stenographer  and  afterward  assumed  larger  respon- 
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sibilities  in  conducting  the  business  of  the  office.  In  1925,  when  he  was  chosen 
county  clerk  of  Warren  County,  he  was  thoroughly  equipped  by  the  experi¬ 
ence  of  a  decade  to  meet  the  duties  of  the  position  and  has  since  administered 
the  office  without  interruption  and  to  the  complete  satisfaction  of  the  people 
of  the  county.  From  1915  to  1925  Mr.  Hawley  was  also  village  clerk  of  the 
village  of  Lake  George.  He  is  a  Republican  in  politics  and  is  influential  in 
local  councils  of  his  party  as  well  as  in  the  general  civic  life  of  the  community 
in  which  he  makes  his  home. 

Mr.  Hawley  is  a  trustee  of  the  Lake  George  Library,  a  member  of  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce  and  the  Dinner  Club,  and  is  active  fraternally  in 
Glens  Falls  Lodge,  Benevolent  and  Protective  Order  of  Elks ;  St.  Sacrament 
Lodge,  No.  1029,  Free  and  Accepted  Masons;  and  Lake  George,  No.  912, 
Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows.  He  has  been  especially  prominent  in  the 
Odd  Fellows,  serving  as  Noble  Grand  of  Lake  George  Lodge  and  Grand 
Marshal  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of  New  York  in  past  years,  and  is 
a  member  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  Grand  Lodge  Home  and  Orphanage 
at  the  present  time.  During  the  World  War,  on  July  14,  1918,  Mr.  Hawley 
enlisted  in  the  National  Army  and  was  assigned  to  Company  E,  422d  Tele¬ 
graph  Battalion,  Signal  Corps.  He  went  abroad  with  the  American  Expedi¬ 
tionary  Forces  and  served  in  France  for  a  number  of  months,  receiving  his 
honorable  discharge  in  March,  1919,  with  the  rank  of  sergeant.  Since  its 
organization  he  has  been  a  member  of  Lake  George  Post,  American  Legion. 
Mr.  Hawley  is  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Church,  and  finds  his  principal 
recreation  in  golf. 

He  married,  in  1917,  Emma  Owens,  who  was  born  in  Warrensburg,  and 
they  are  the  parents  of  two  children:  Kathryn  Joyce  and  Charles. 


THOMAS  J.  MCCARTHY — A  well-known  Glens  Falls  attorney,  and 
a  member  of  the  firm  of  McPhillips,  Fitzgerald  and  McCarthy,  Thomas  J. 
McCarthy  was  born  at  St.  Jullienne,  Quebec,  Canada,  November  23,  1890, 
the  son  of  James  W.  and  Margaret  (Nulty)  McCarthy,  both  deceased.  James 
W.  McCarthy,  also  a  native  of  St.  Jullienne,  was  engaged  in  the  paper¬ 
making  industry  at  Ticonderoga,  New  York,  at  the  time  of  his  death.  Mar¬ 
garet  (Nulty)  McCarthy  was  born  in  Rawdon,  Quebec,  Canada. 

Thomas  J.  McCarthy  received  his  elementary  and  high  school  educa¬ 
tion  in  the  public  schools  of  Ticonderoga,  New  York,  and  then  he  went  to 
New  York  City  to  enroll  at  the  College  of  the  City  of  New  York.  After  two 
years  of  pre-law  study  at  that  institution,  he  entered  the  New  York  Law 
School,  from  which  he  was  graduated  in  1913  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Laws.  The  following  year  he  received  the  degree  of  Master  of  Laws  from 
the  same  institution,  and  in  1916  successfully  passed  the  State  bar  examina- 
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tion,  becoming  a  member  of  the  New  York  legal  fraternity.  He  then  became 
associated  with  his  present  partners  in  the  general  practice  of  law,  and  later 
became  a  member  of  the  firm.

Mr.  McCarthy  was  married,  in  1919,  to  Katheryn  Carroll,  a  native  of 
Albany. 

ALLEN  M.  LIGHT— One  of  the  leading  attorneys  of  Clinton 
County,  Allen  M.  Light  of  Plattsburg  is  not  only  active  in  the  practice  of  his 
profession  but  also  generous  of  his  time  and  talents  in  the  public  service,  hav¬ 
ing  held  office  as  a  city  judge  and  district  attorney. 

Allen  M.  Light  was  born  at  Morrisonville,  Clinton  County,  July  13,  1905, 
son  of  William  and  Susan  (Allen)  Light.  William  Light,  who  was  born  in 
Morrisonville,  established  himself  in  life  as  a  merchant,  a  calling  in  which  he 
remains  active  as  well  as  serving  his  community  as  postmaster.  Susan  (Allen) 
Light,  who  is  a  native  of  Plattsburg,  is  a  direct  descendant  of  Ethan  Allen, 
Revolutionary  hero  of  Green  Mountain  Boys  fame. 

After  passing  through  the  grammar  schools  of  Morrisonville  and  graduat¬ 
ing  from  the  Morrisonville  High  School,  Allen  M.  Light,  selecting  the  legal 
profession  for  his  career,  attended  the  Albany  Law  School,  graduating  from 
the  institution  with  the  class  of  1926  as  a  Bachelor  of  Laws.  Admitted  to  the 
New  York  State  bar  in  1927,  Mr.  Light  came  to  Plattsburg  and  established 
himself  in  the  general  practice  of  his  profession,  maintaining  his  office  in 
Plattsburg  through  the  present  time.  Supporting  his  profession  through 
membership  in  the  Clinton  County  Bar  Association,  Mr.  Light,  who  is  a 
member  of  the  Democratic  party,  is  deeply  interested  in  civic  and  community 
concerns  and  gives  much  of  his  time  beyond  the  demands  of  his  profession  to 
public  service,  having  served  as  a  city  judge  in  Plattsburg  in  1930  and  1931 
and  having  given  a  year  to  the  School  Board  of  Morrisonville.

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ARTHUR  H.  IRISH — Assistant  postmaster  at  Warrensburg,  and 
an  active  civic  leader  in  this  section,  Arthur  H.  Irish  was  born  here  December 
20,  1897,  the  son  of  Warren  Irish,  a  native  of  Joplin,  Missouri,  and  Myra 
(Underwood)  Irish,  a  native  of  Essex  County,  New  York. 

Arthur  H.  Irish  acquired  his  education  in  the  Warrensburg  schools,  and 
after  completing  his  high  school  studies  he  entered  the  employ  of  the  War¬ 
rensburg  post  office,  in  a  clerical  capacity.  He  has  steadily  served  this  gov¬ 
ernment  unit  to  the  present  day,  and  since  January,  1928,  has  held  the  office 
of  assistant  postmaster,  in  which  position  he  has  aided  greatly  in  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  postal  service  in  this  community.

HERRICK  OSBORNE — For  the  past  thirteen  years,  Herrick 
Osborne  has  been  a  civil  engineer  in  the  employ  of  the  Warren  County  High¬ 
way  Department,  and  a  popular  figure  in  Warrensburg  civic  life.  He  was 
born  here  May  22,  1899,  ^ie  son  Edwin  and  Lillie  (Herrick)  Osborne. 
Edwin  Osborne,  a  native  of  Horicon,  New  York,  is  retired.  Lillie  (Herrick) 
Osborne  is  a  native  of  this  locality. 

Herrick  Osborne  received  his  early  education  at  the  high  school  and  Cor¬ 
nell  University,  being  a  member  of  the  class  of  1925  of  the  latter  institution. 
Upon  completion  of  his  college  work  he  became  associated  with  the  Warren 
County  Highway  Department,  and  has  served  as  engineer  on  many  construc¬ 
tion  projects.

burg  mortician,  and  the  proprietor  of  one  of  the  oldest  funeral  parlors  in 
Warren  County,  Berry  Wadsworth  Woodward  was  born  here,  October  16, 
1876.  the  son  of  Leander  and  Susan  (Brannock)  Woodward,  both  natives  of 
New  York  State  and  both  deceased. 

After  completing  his  public  and  high  school  education  in  the  Warrensburg 
schools.  Berry  Wadsworth  Woodward  became  associated  with  the  Emerson 
National  Bank,  where  he  remained  for  six  years.  Then,  together  with  his 
brother,  J.  H.  Woodward,  he  entered  the  furniture  and  undertaking  business, 
and  this  partnership  continued  until  1920  when  complete  control  of  the  busi¬ 
ness  was  purchased  by  Berry  Wadsworth  Woodward.  He  operated  this 
business  most  successfully  until  1934,  at  which  time  he  disposed  of  his  furni¬ 
ture  interests  in  order  to  devote  his  entire  time  to  the  undertaking  field.  He 
is  the  only  mortician  in  Warrensburg,  and  this  business  has  been  in  existence 
for  seventy-three  years,  having  been  founded  in  1865  by  Fred  W.  Herrick. 

Mr.  Woodward  is  a  member  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  and  is  affiliated  with 
Glens  Falls  Lodge,  No.  81,  Benevolent  and  Protective  Order  of  Elks. 

Mr.  Woodward  married  Susie  Eldridge,  a  native  of  Johnsburg,  and  they 
became  the  parents  of  a  son,  Preston,  since  deceased. 


DR.  JOHN  E.  CUNNINGHAM— A  practicing  physician  in  Warrens¬ 
burg  throughout  his  medical  career,  Dr.  John  E.  Cunningham  was  born  at 
Long  Lake,  New  York,  the  son  of  Patrick  J.  and  Kathleen  (Butler)  Cun¬ 
ningham.  Patrick  J.  Cunningham,  a  native  of  Chestertown,  is  an  employee 
of  the  New  York  State  Department  of  Conservation.  Kathleen  (Butler) 
Cunningham  is  a  native  of  Olmstedville,  New  York. 

After  completing  his  early  education  in  the  public  schools  of  Long  Lake, 
Dr.  Cunningham  entered  North  Creek  High  School,  and  later  matriculated  at 
Union  College,  being  a  member  of  the  class  of  1927.  He  next  enrolled  at 
Albany  Medical  College,  where  he  received  his  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine 
in  1930.

HARRY  P.  KEHOE,  prominent  Plattsburg  lawyer,  and  local  cor¬ 
poration  counsel  for  the  past  six  years,  was  born  at  Willsboro,  Essex  County, 
February  27,  1896,  the  son  of  Michael  and  Mary  (Ryan)  Kehoe,  both  de¬ 
ceased.  Michael  Kehoe,  also  a  native  of  Willsboro,  was  employed  in  the  iron 
mines  during  his  early  years  and  afterwards  entered  the  farming  industry,  in 
which  he  was  engaged  at  the  time  of  his  death.  Mary  (Ryan)  Kehoe  was 
born  at  Au  Sable  Forks,  Clinton  County. 

Harry  P.  Kehoe  secured  his  early  education  in  the  public  and  high  schools 
of  Willsboro,  and  later  enrolled  at  Albany  Law  School,  where  he  received  his 
degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws  in  1920.  He  successfully  fulfilled  his  State 
requirements  later  in  the  same  year,  and  immediately  after  his  admission  to 
the  bar  he  established  offices  in  Plattsburg,  where  he  has  ever  since  enjoyed 
an  extensive  legal  practice.  For  the  past  eight  years  he  has  been  a  member 
of  the  firm  of  Boire  and  Kehoe,  and  he  has  also  been  prominently  identified 
with  public  office,  serving  as  Deputy  Attorney  General  of  the  State  of  New 
York  from  1923  to  1925,  acting  city  judge  of  the  city  of  Plattsburg  from  1927 
to  1930,  and  from  1932  to  the  present  time  as  corporation  counsel  for  the  city 
of  Plattsburg.  He  is  also  a  trustee  of  the  New  York  State  Supreme  Court 
Library,  and  has  at  all  times  been  a  leading  figure  in  local  civic  activities. 
During  the  World  War  he  was  connected  with  the  War  Trade  Board. 

Mr.  Kehoe  is  a  communicant  of  St.  John’s  Roman  Catholic  Church,  and 
an  active  member  of  the  Democratic  committee.  He  is  affiliated  with  Council 
No.  255,  Knights  of  Columbus,  at  Plattsburg;  Plattsburg  Lodge,  No.  621, 
Benevolent  and  Protective  Order  of  Elks ;  New  York  State  Historical  Society  ; 
and  the  Clinton  County,  New  York  State  and  American  Bar  associations.  He 
also  holds  membership  in  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  the  Rod  and  Gun 
Club.  Among  his  chief  hobbies  are  historical  research,  old  glass  and  the  col¬ 
lection  of  antique  clocks. 

He  was  married,  in  1930,  to  Elizabeth  Hawkins,  of  Plattsburg,  daughter 
of  Dr.  and  Mrs.  George  K.  Hawkins. 
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FRANKLIN  E.  PASCO — Associated  with  the  Schroon  River  Pulp 
and  Paper  Company  for  the  past  fourteen  years,  Franklin  E.  Pasco  is  now 
superintendent  of  this  nationally  known  plant  and  also  serves  as  secretary  of 
this  company,  whose  products  are  used  throughout  this  country.  He  was 
horn  at  Thurman,  New  York,  June  5,  1897,  the  son  of  the  late  Gilbert  and 
Fannie  (Everts)  Pasco.  Gilbert  Pasco,  a  native  of  Johnsburg,  New  York, 
was  engaged  as  a  lumberman  and  cattle  dealer  for  many  years  previous  to 
his  death.  Fannie  (Everts)  Pasco,  the  daughter  of  Harvey  Everts,  a  Civil 
War  veteran,  is  now  residing  in  Warrensburg. 

After  securing  his  early  education  in  the  Thurman  district  schools, 
Franklin  E.  Pasco  enrolled  at  Warrensburg  High  School,  and  later  attended 
Albany  Business  College.  Upon  completion  of  his  school  work,  he  secured 
employment  with  the  United  States  Rubber  Company  in  Albany,  and  re¬ 
mained  there  until  June  9,  1918,  when  he  enlisted  in  the  United  States  Naval 
Reserve  Corps,  where  he  continued  until  his  honorable  discharge  in  March, 
1919.  For  the  next  two  years  he  was  engaged  in  construction  work  in  Brook¬ 
lyn,  New  York,  and  then  came  to  Warrensburg,  working  at  various  positions 
until  1924,  when  he  became  an  employee  of  the  Schroon  River  Pulp  and 
Paper  Company.  He  first  served  as  bookkeeper,  later  as  cost  accountant,  and  in 
August,  1929,  was  promoted  to  the  position  of  superintendent,  which  post  he 
has  filled  most  satisfactorily  to  the  present  day.  He  has  also,  for  the  past 
several  years,  served  as  secretary  of  this  organization.  In  addition  to  this 
work,  he  also  serves  as  director  and  vice-president  of  the  Warrens¬ 
burg  Shirt  Company,  and  is  considered  one  of  the  leading  business  men  in 
this  locality. 

Mr.  Pasco  is  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  and  is  active 
in  Republican  politics,  being  a  former  constable  and  town  assessor  and  for 
the  past  six  years,  justice  of  the  peace.  He  is  also  a  member  of  the  Warrens¬ 
burg  Republican  Town  Committee,  and  from  1932  to  1935,  served  as  chair¬ 
man  of  the  Warren  County  Emergency  Work  Bureau.  He  is  also  a  member 
of  the  American  Pulp  and  Paper  Superintendents’  Association,  and  fraternally 
is  affiliated  with  Warrensburg  Lodge,  No.  425,  Free  and  Accepted  Masons, 
being  Past  Master  and  former  trustee  of  this  body.  He  was  also  a  member 
of  the  executive  board  of  the  Mohegan  Council,  Boy  Scouts  of  America, 
treasurer  of  the  local  Kiwanis  Club,  and  a  member  of  the  American  Legion 
and  the  Warrensburg  Ski  Club. 

Mr.  Pasco  was  married,  in  1924,  to  Marguerite  Goodman,  a  native  of 
Warrensburg,  and  a  graduate  of  the  Teachers’  Training  College  at  Schenec¬ 
tady,  New  York,  and  they  became  the  parents  of  a  son,  Gilbert,  since 
deceased. 
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PAUL  C.  BOSSE — Owner  and  editor  of  the  “Warrensburg  News,” 
Paul  C.  Bosse  was  born  in  New  York  City,  December  4,  1907,  the  son  of  Paul 
H.  and  Eleanor  (Rottach)  Bosse.  Paul  H.  Bosse,  also  a  native  of  New  York 
City,  is  at  present  engaged  in  the  metal  etching  field  in  Chicago.  Eleanor 
(Rottach)  Bosse  is  a  native  of  New  York  City. 

Paul  C.  Bosse  received  his  public  and  high  school  education  in  the  schools 
at  Pelham,  New  York,  and  then  attended  McBurney  Preparatory  School, 
after  which  he  enrolled  at  Lafayette  College,  graduating  in  1929  with  the 
degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science.  After  several  postgraduate  courses  at  Colum¬ 
bia  University,  he  became  associated  with  the  Blanchard  Press  in  New  York 
City.  He  remained  there  for  one  year,  and  then  engaged  independently  in 
research  work  until  1938,  when  he  came  to  Warrensburg,  and  purchased  the 
paper  of  which  he  is  now  the  editor  and  sole  owner. 

Mr.  Bosse  is  a  member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  and  is  affiliated  with 
the  Delta  Kappa  Epsilon  Fraternity  and  the  local  Kiwanis  Club.  He  also 
holds  membership  in  the  American  Physicological  Association. 

He  was  married,  in  1933,  to  Anne  Gillette,  a  native  of  Northport,  Long 
Island. 


FRANK  C.  SHERMAN — Under  sheriff  of  Warren  County,  Frank 
C.  Sherman,  of  Lake  George,  is  not  only  one  of  the  leading  real  estate  business 
practitioners  of  his  community  but  also  widely  known  throughout  Eastern 
New  York  State  from  his  former  association  with  both  the  jewelry  trade  and 
the  retailing  of  automobiles  and  food  products. 

Frank  C.  Sherman  was  born  in  Easton,  Washington  County,  October  12, 
1880,  son  of  Charles  H.  and  Emma  (Phelterplace)  Sherman.  Charles  H. 
Sherman,  a  native  of  Washington  County,  spent  many  years  as  a  painter  and 
decorator,  an  occupation  in  which  he  was  engaged  at  the  time  of  his  death. 
Emma  (Phelterplace)  Sherman,  his  wife,  also  deceased,  was  born  in  Warren 
County. 

After  passing  through  the  public  schools  of  Glens  Falls  and  graduating 
from  the  Glens  Falls  High  School,  Frank  C.  Sherman  spent  six  years  with 
the  jewelry  establishment  of  George  Bassiger,  of  Glens  Falls,  where  he  learned 
the  jewelry  business.  Following  this  association,  Mr.  Sherman  worked  for 
three  years  with  the  firm  of  Hayes  Brothers,  also  jewelers  of  Glens  Falls,  and 
then,  going  to  New  York  City,  spent  a  year  with  Saks  and  Company,  as  an 
assistant  buyer  for  that  organization’s  jewelry  department.  Following  this 
varied  experience,  Mr.  Sherman,  determined  to  establish  his  own  business, 
went  to  Hudson  Falls  where  he  founded  a  jewelry  enterprise,  a  business  which 
he  conducted  for  a  period  of  about  ten  years  while,  at  the  same  time,  he 
branched  out  into  other  activities,  becoming  a  part-owner  and  vice-president 
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of  the  Adirondack  Motor  Car  Company,  as  well  as  being  the  treasurer  and 
general  manager  of  the  Harry  E.  Swan  Company  chain  of  food  shops — this 
latter  activity  occupying  his  attention  for  about  five  years.  Finally,  Mr. 
Sherman  disposed  of  his  interests  in  Hudson  Falls  and  removed  to  Lake 
George,  where  he  established  himself  in  the  real  estate  business,  an  enterprise 
in  which  he  has  continued  through  the  present  time.  Always  interested  in 
public  affairs,  Mr.  Sherman  has  been  particularly  active  in  civic  concerns  since 
he  established  himself  in  Lake  George  and,  as  a  member  of  the  Republican 
party,  has  come  to  play  a  leading  role,  being  made  undersheriff  of  Warren 
County  in  1937,  a  position  which  he  has  occupied  through  the  present  time, 
and  being  appointed  chairman  of  the  Special  Fishing  Committee  of  the  Lake 
George  Association,  a  post  to  which  he  was  attracted  through  his  keen  interest 
in  fishing  as  a  sport  and  as  a  means  of  recreation.  A  member  of  Sandy  Hill 
Lodge,  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  Mr.  Sherman  also  belongs  to  Glens  Falls 
Lodge,  Benevolent  and  Protective  Order  of  Elks,  and  Lake  George  Lodge, 
No.  912,  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows.  He  attends  the  Lake  George 
Christian  Science  Church. 

Frank  C.  Sherman  married,  in  1910,  Cora  E.  Ellsworth,  who  is  a  native  of 
Lake  George.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Sherman  are  the  parents  of  a  daughter,  Calista 
Caroline. 


WILLIAM  HENRY  FAXON— In  the  days  when  Warren  County 
was  an  important  center  of  hemlock  tanning  of  leather,  William  Henry  Faxon 
became  associated  with  his  father  in  a  tannery  and  is  today  the  oldest  living 
man  in  this  part  of  the  country  who  once  engaged  in  that  now  defunct  indus¬ 
try.  He  is  a  native  of  Chestertown,  born  August  18,  1846,  son  of  Charles 
Henry  and  Caroline  Adelia  (Smith)  Faxon,  the  latter  of  whom  came  origi¬ 
nally  from  Schroon  Lake,  New  York.  Charles  Henry  Faxon  was  born  in 
Troy,  New  York,  December  26,  1816,  and  was  engaged  in  the  lumbering  and 
leather  business  until  his  death  on  April  24,  1900.  Throughout  his  life  he 
was  an  important  citizen  of  Warren  County. 

The  Faxons  trace  their  ancestry  to  one  Thomas  Faxon,  born  in  England 
in  1601,  who  migrated  to  the  Massachusetts  Bay  Colony,  and  settled  at  Brain¬ 
tree  in  1647,  where  he  was  a  “freeman”  in  1657,  and  represented  the  town  in 
the  General  Court  of  the  Massachusetts  Bay  Colony.  The  line  comes  down 
through  Jacob  Allen  Faxon,  who  was  a  Continental  soldier  during  the  Revo¬ 
lutionary  War. 

William  Henry  Faxon,  of  this  record,  was  educated  in  the  district  schools 
of  Chestertown  and  Fort  Edward  Institute,  supplementing  his  academic 
studies  with  courses  in  Eastman  Business  College,  one  of  the  outstanding 
business  schools  of  that  day.  From  the  Poughkeepsie  college  he  went  to  New 
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York  City  where  he  was  identified  with  the  leather  trade  for  sixteen  years. 
Mr.  Faxon  then  returned  to  Chestertown  to  become  associated  with  his  father 
in  a  tannery,  operated  under  the  name  of  C.  H.  Faxon  and  Son.  This  was  a 
decade  and  more  before  the  beginning  of  the  present  century  when  hemlock 
was  a  common  tree  of  the  forest  and  its  bark  was  considered  the  finest  source 
of  tanning  material.  C.  H.  Faxon  and  Son  annually  made  about  600,000 
pounds  of  hemlock  sole  leather.  In  1893  the  business  was  sold  to  the  United 
States  Leather  Company,  the  Faxons  being  members  of  the  original  incor¬ 
porators  of  this  large  corporation.  William  Henry  Faxon  continued  actively 
as  superintendent  of  the  Chestertown  unit  of  the  company  for  about  five  years, 
or  until  it  was  closed  because  the  supply  of  hemlock  bark  was  almost  ex¬ 
hausted.  It  is  worthy  of  repetition  that  Mr.  Faxon  is  the  oldest  man  in 
Warren  County  who  formerly  tanned  sole  leather  with  hemlock  bark.  Since 
the  turn  of  the  century  he  has  been  interested  in  the  real  estate  business  and 
the  promotion  of  graphite  property  in  Hague,  New  York,  although  now 
retired.  Mr.  Faxon  has  always  taken  a  constructive  interest  in  civic,  social 
and  religious  activities.  Although  he  has  given  political  allegiance  to  the 
Democratic  party,  he  has  never  been  a  politician.  At  one  time  he  was  a 
supervisor  of  Warren  County,  and  might  have  had  many  other  offices  within 
the  gift  of  the  electorate.  Fraternally,  he  is  affiliated  with  the  Glens  Falls 
Lodge  of  the  Benevolent  and  Protective  Order  of  Elks,  and  he  is  believed  to 
be  the  oldest  living  member  of  the  old  Broadway  Tabernacle,  located  at 
Broadway  and  Fifty-seventh  Street,  New  York  City. 

In  1888  William  H.  Faxon  married  Ella  Amanda  Dick  born  in  New  York 
City,  who  lived  until  March  1,  1936.  They  were  the  parents  of  two  children: 
1.  Charles  Henry,  born  at  Chestertown,  New  York,  April  22,  1892,  who  was 
graduated  from  Dartmouth  College,  Hanover,  New  Hampshire  class  of  1914, 
with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science ;  Columbia  University,  New  York 
City,  with  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts.  During  the  World  War  he  served 
in  the  United  States  Army  Medical  Corps  and  was  overseas  with  the  American 
Expeditionary  Forces.  At  one  time  he  was  engaged  in  the  leather  business, 
but  later  became  an  educator.  2.  Dorothy,  who  attended  St.  Lawrence  Uni¬ 
versity,  and  now  lives  at  home. 


PATRICK  J.  TIERNEY — Successfully  engaged  in  the  practice  of 
law  in  Plattsburg,  Hon.  Patrick  J.  Tierney  occupies  a  position  of  leadership 
and  standing  among  his  fellow-citizens  here. 

Mr.  Tierney  was  born  February  19,  1876,  in  Plattsburg,  New  York,  son 
of  James  and  Margaret  (Harney)  Tierney.  His  father,  a  native  of  Beekman- 
town,  New  York,  practiced  law  in  Plattsburg  from  1879  to  1898,  the  year  of 
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his  death.  The  mother  was  born  in  Schuyler  Falls,  New  York,  and  she  also 
is  deceased. 

Public  schools  in  Plattsburg  provided  the  early  formal  education  of 
Patrick  J.  Tierney,  who  completed  his  high  school  studies  here  with  the  class 
of  1892.  He  then  attended  the  Albany  Law  School,  in  Albany,  New  York, 
taking  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws  there  in  1897.  Admitted  in  the  same 
year  to  the  bar  of  New  York  State,  he  became  associated  with  his  father, 
James  Tierney,  and  they  jointly  practiced  law  under  the  firm  name  of  Tierney 
and  Tierney  until  the  father’s  death  in  1898.  Since  that  time  Patrick  J.  Tier¬ 
ney  has  carried  on  his  professional  work  independently,  with  his  office  at  No. 
92  Margaret  Street,  Plattsburg. 

Not  only  has  he  figured  prominently  in  the  professional  circle,  but  Mr. 
Tierney  has  also  interested  himself  in  Republican  politics.  In  1902  he  served 
as  the  first  city  judge  of  Plattsburg,  continuing  for  four  years  in  that  capacity 
until  1906.  He  was  also  corporation  counsel  of  the  city,  and  in  1915  was  a 
delegate  to  the  constitutional  convention.  Since  1932  he  has  been  a  member 
of  the  Board  of  Education  of  Plattsburg,  and  since  1930  he  has  been  chairman 
of  the  Committee  on  Character  and  Fitness  for  the  Fourth  Judicial  District, 
as  well  as  chairman  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  Supreme  Court  Library. 
He  is  likewise  a  past  president  of  the  Clinton  County  Bar  Association  and  is 
now  chairman  of  its  executive  committee.  He  is  a  member  also  of  the  New 
York  State  Bar  Association  and  of  its  executive  committee,  and  belongs  also 
to  the  American  Bar  Association. 

In  addition  to  all  his  other  activities,  Mr.  Tierney  is  president  of  the  board 
of  trustees  of  Champlain  Valley  Hospital.  He  belongs  to  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  as  well  as  to  the  Plattsburg  Rod  and  Gun  Club.  In  Plattsburg 
Lodge,  No.  621,  of  the  Benevolent  and  Protective  Order  of  Elks  he  is  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  board  of  trustees,  and  he  is  also  a  member  of  the  fourth  degree 
assembly  of  the  Knights  of  Columbus,  in  which  he  is  connected  with  Platts¬ 
burg  Council,  No.  255,  and  is  a  Past  Grand  Knight  and  Past  District  Deputy. 
During  the  World  War  he  was  a  member  of  the  Legal  Advisory  Board  set  up 
in  connection  with  the  Selective  Service  Draft  Act,  and  also  served  as  a 
“four-minute”  speaker.  He  attends  the  Roman  Catholic  Church  of  St.  John, 
in  Plattsburg,  and  is  president  of  the  Irish  Settlement  Cemetery  Association. 
His  favorite  hobbies  are  those  connected  with  outdoor  life,  such  as  fishing, 
hunting  and  golf. 

In  1900  Patrick  J.  Tierney  married  Louise  Hogan,  a  native  of  Albany, 
New  York.  They  became  the  parents  of  two  children:  1.  Mary  Tierney, 
graduated  from  New  Rochelle  College,  wife  of  Kenneth  Holcomb,  of  Platts¬ 
burg.  2.  James  T.  Tierney,  who  attended  Brown  University,  Providence, 
Rhode  Island,  and  spent  one  year  at  Georgetown  University,  Washington, 
District  of  Columbia,  now  with  Dunlop  Tire  and  Rubber  Company 
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CYRUS  WHITNEY  KETTENBACH— One  of  the  oldest  mercan¬ 
tile  firms  in  Chestertown,  New  York,  is  that  of  Kettenbach  Brothers.  It  was 
established  by  the  elder  of  the  two  brothers  in  1888,  and  has  never  been  out 
of  business  since.  Cyrus  Whitney  Kettenbach,  the  founder  of  the  firm,  is  a 
native  of  Chestertown,  born  January  8,  1867,  son  of  Henry  and  Sophia 
(Whitney)  Kettenbach.  His  father,  who  came  originally  from  Germany, 
was  an  undertaker  until  his  death.  Airs.  Kettenbach,  born  at  Schroon  Lake, 
is  also  deceased. 

Cyrus  Whitney  Kettenbach  was  educated  in  Chestertown  schools  and  the 
Troy  Conference  Academy  at  Poultney.  For  two  years  he  was  employed  in  a 
general  store,  and  then  started  a  mercantile  business  of  his  own  in  Chester¬ 
town.  A  year  later  he  admitted  his  brother,  William  H.,  as  a  partner.  To¬ 
gether.  they  have  operated  their  business,  growing  in  popularity  with  the  years, 
which  have  totaled  a  full  fifty. 

Mr.  Kettenbach  has  long  been  a  member  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
and  fraternally  is  affiliated  with  Glendale  Lodge,  No.  497,  Free  and  Accepted 
Masons,  and  with  the  Warrensburg  Chapter,  Royal  Arch  Masons.  He  attends 
the  Community  Church,  of  which  he  is  a  member  of  the  board  of  trustees. 

In  1896  Cyrus  Whitney  Kettenbach  married  Elizabeth  La  Flure,  who  was 
born  in  Chestertown,  and  they  are  the  parents  of  the  following  children: 
1.  Adeline,  a  graduate  of  Boston  University,  living  at  home.  2.  Leone,  a 
graduate  of  Boston  University,  who  married  J.  Harold  Rifton,  of  Greenwich, 
New  York,  and  they  are  the  parents  of  two  children:  James  Cyrus  and 
Eizabeth  Anne. 


WILLIAM  H.  KETTENBACH — In  the  preceding  biography  of 
Cyrus  Whitney  Kettenbach,  mention  has  been  made  of  the  oldest  mercantile 
establishments  in  Chestertown,  of  which  William  H.  Kettenbach  is  part- 
owner.  This  firm,  which  celebrated  its  fiftieth  anniversary  in  business  in  1938, 
is  a  monument  to  the  endeavors  and  abilities  of  the  two  brothers  who  have 
been  its  owners  since  a  year  after  its  establishment. 

William  H.  Kettenbach  was  born  in  Chestertown,  on  August  29,  1868,  son 
of  Henry  Kettenbach,  of  German  birth,  who  long  was  an  undertaker  before 
his  death.  The  mother,  Sophia  (Whitney)  Kettenbach,  a  native  of  Schroon 
Lake,  New  York,  is  also  deceased.  They  gave  their  son  a  good  education  in 
the  district  schools,  after  which  William  H.  Kettenbach  went  to  Poultney, 
Vermont,  where  he  was  graduated  from  the  Troy  Conference  Academy.  He 
supplemented  his  formal  education  with  studies  in  the  famous  old  Eastman 
Business  College,  at  Poughkeepsie,  New  York,  from  which  he  received  two 
diplomas,  one  for  completion  of  the  general  business  course,  and  one  in  teleg¬ 
raphy,  which  was  a  popular  subject  at  that  time.  He  remained  at  Eastman 
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Business  College  for  a  time,  teaching  banking,  and  then  went  to  Warrensburg, 
New  York,  where  he  was  employed  for  about  eighteen  months  in  a  business 
house. 

In  1889  Mr.  Kettenbach  became  associated  with  his  brother,  Cyrus  Whit¬ 
ney  Kettenbach  (q.  v.),  in  a  general  store,  which  the  older  man  had  started 
the  preceding  year.  As  already  indicated,  Kettenbach  Brothers  is  one  of  the 
oldest  mercantile  establishments  in  Chestertown.  William  H.  Kettenbach  is 
affiliated  with  Glendale  Lodge,  No.  497,  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  and  War¬ 
rensburg  Chapter,  Royal  Arch  Masons;  and  with  Chester  Lodge,  No.  514, 
Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows.  He  is  a  director  of  the  Chestertown  and 
Pottersville  Chamber  of  Commerce.  One  of  the  organizers  of  the  Chester¬ 
town  Community  Church,  he  is  one  of  its  oldest  members  and  a  trustee.  Mr. 
Kettenbach  is  fond  of  music  and  fishing  and  is  generous  in  the  support  of 
religious  and  humanitarian  movements. 

In  1896  William  H.  Kettenbach  married  Katherine  Little,  a  native  of 
Chestertown,  and  they  are  the  parents  of  a  daughter,  Reta,  a  graduate  of 
Skidmore  College,  class  of  1922,  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science.  She 
married  Harry  A.  Reoux  (q.  v.),  of  Warrensburg,  New  York. 


CHESTER  A.  STEVENSON— A  wide  background  of  business 
experience  has  well-equipped  Chester  A.  Stevenson  for  the  work  that  he  is 
doing  in  Chestertown  in  the  real  estate  and  insurance  trade.  His  interest  in 
his  community  is  manifested  in  many  helpful  ways,  and  he  occupies  a  position 
of  leadership  and  standing  in  every  circle  in  which  he  is  known. 

Mr.  Stevenson  was  born  August  19,  1891,  in  Cohoes,  New  York,  son  of 
Wyatt  and  Elizabeth  (Dawson)  Stevenson.  His  father  was  born  in  Willow 
Glen,  New  York,  and  is  now  deceased.  The  mother,  also  deceased,  was  born 
in  Cohoes,  New  York. 

The  Cohoes  public  schools  provided  Chester  A.  Stevenson’s  early  educa¬ 
tion,  and  after  completing  his  high  school  studies  he  was  a  student  at  Syra¬ 
cuse  University,  Syracuse,  New  York,  where  he  took  the  degree  of  Bachelor 
of  Laws  in  1913.  His  first  business  association  was  with  the  Baker  Vawter 
Company,  of  Benton  Harbor,  Michigan,  where  he  remained  for  one  and  one- 
half  years.  He  then  proceeded  to  Kansas  City,  Missouri,  for  this  company, 
continuing  his  work  there  for  one  year.  In  1915  he  returned  to  Cohoes,  New 
York,  becoming  associated  there  with  Welch’s  Grape  Juice  Company  and  so 
continuing  until  1918.  In  that  year  he  entered  the  United  States  Army  for 
World  War  service.  After  being  honorably  discharged  from  the  army,  he 
associated  himself  with  the  Paine  Webber  Company,  investment  bankers,  of 
New  York,  remaining  with  them  until  1922.  In  that  year  he  went  into  the 
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real  estate  and  insurance  business  for  himself  in  Cohoes,  where  he  remained 
until  1925,  the  year  in  which  he  went  to  Florida,  there  carrying  on  the  same 
kind  of  work  until  1931.

A  Republican  in  his  political  views,  Mr.  Stevenson  has  served  as  justice 
of  the  peace  and  as  welfare  officer  in  his  community.  He  belongs  to  Chester¬ 
town  Post,  No.  964,  of  the  American  Legion  and  is  a  Past  Commander  of  his 
post.  He  likewise  is  affiliated  with  Chester  Lodge,  No.  514,  of  the  Inde¬ 
pendent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  and  Cohoes  Lodge,  No.  116,  of  the  Free  and 
Accepted  Masons.  In  the  Masonic  Order  he  is  connected  with  all  bodies  of 
the  New  York  Rite,  including  Oriental  Temple,  Ancient  Arabic  Order  Nobles 
of  the  Mystic  Shrine.  He  is  fraternally  active  also  as  a  member  of  the  Sigma 
Alpha  Epsilon.  As  secretary  and  a  director  of  the  Chestertown-Pottersville 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  he  makes  a  further  useful  contribution  to  his  fellow- 
citizens  and  his  times.  His  military  service  during  the  war  was  with  the  52d 
Pioneer  Infantry  of  the  Depot  Brigade,  to  which  he  was  assigned  in  May, 
1918,  continuing  his  army  connection  until  he  was  honorably  discharged  in 
December,  1918.  He  attends  the  Community  Church,  of  Chestertown,  in 
which  he  is  a  steward.  Concerning  himself  particularly  with  the  welfare  of 
the  younger  members  of  bis  town’s  citizenry,  Mr.  Stevenson  is  a  district  camp 
committeeman  of  District  No.  3  of  Mohegan  Council  of  the  Boy  Scouts  of 
America.  Canoeing,  fishing  and  camping  are  among  his  favorite  diversions. 

In  1920  Chester  A.  Stevenson  married  Elizabeth  E.  Elliott,  who  was  born 
at  Odessa,  Missouri.  Their  children  were  Barbara  Elliott  Stevenson  and 
Robert  Wyatt  Stevenson. 


EDSALL  DU  BOIS  ELLIOTT,  M.  D. — A  specialist  in  obstetrics 
and  pediatrics,  Edsall  Du  Bois  Elliott,  M.  D.,  is  not  only  one  of  the  leading 
medical  men  of  Warren  and  Washington  counties  but  is  also  a  distinguished 
leader  and  devoted  worker  in  various  civic  enterprises,  particularly  those  de¬ 
voted  to  education  and  public  health. 

Dr.  Edsall  Du  Bois  Elliott  was  born  in  Catskill,  Greene  County,  June  21, 
1884,  son  of  Charles  Addison  and  Jane  (Story)  Elliott.  Charles  Addison 
Elliott,  who  was  born  in  Catskill,  Greene  County,  passed  several  years  in  the 
coal  business,  having  retired  before  his  death.  Jane  (Story)  Elliott,  his  wife, 
also  deceased,  was  born  in  Catskill,  too. 

After  passing  through  the  public  schools  of  Catskill  and  graduating  from 
the  Catskill  High  School  in  the  class  of  1901,  Dr.  Edsall  Du  Bois  Elliott 
entered  Williams  College  where,  after  two  years,  he  transferred  to  Columbia 
University,  receiving  his  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  from  the  latter  institution 
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as  a  member  of  the  class  of  1906.  Determining  to  devote  himself  to  the  medi¬ 
cal  profession,  Edsall  Du  Bois  Elliott  attended  the  medical  school  of  Colum¬ 
bia  University,  receiving  his  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  in  1909.  The  next 
two  years,  Dr.  Elliott  served  as  an  interne  at  Bellevue  and  allied  hospitals  in 
New  York  City  and  then,  in  1911,  he  came  to  Glens  Falls  where,  through  the 
present  time,  he  has  maintained  a  specialized  practice  in  obstetrics  and  pedi¬ 
atrics,  having  given  himself  additional  training  in  his  field  by  postgraduate 
work  from  time  to  time  at  Sloane  Maternity  Hospital,  New  York  City ;  the 
Babies  Hospital  of  New  York  City;  the  Lenox  Hill  Hospital,  New  York 
City;  Bellevue  Hospital,  New  York  City;  and  the  New  York  Post  Graduate 
School.  His  devotion  to  his  special  field  has  led  Dr.  Elliott  to  become  attend¬ 
ing  obstetrician  as  well  as  a  member  of  the  staff  of  the  Glens  Falls  Hospital, 
positions  which  he  has  held  continuously  since  1914.  He  was  commissioned 
first  lieutenant  in  the  United  States  Army  Medical  Corps,  and  also  appointed 
pediatrician  on  the  medical  staff  of  the  American  Red  Cross,  but  was  never 
assigned  to  foreign  service  during  the  World  War. 

Past  chairman  of  the  Glens  Falls  Recreation  Committee,  Dr.  Elliott  has 
given  very  generously  of  his  time  and  energy  to  various  public  positions,  being 
health  supervisor  of  the  Glens  Falls  public  schools  since  1915,  a  member  of 
the  Warren  County  Tuberculosis  League,  and,  since  1934,  health  director  of 
the  Warren  County  Children’s  Health  Camp.  In  addition,  Dr.  Elliott  has 
found  time  to  devote  himself  to  the  advancement  of  his  profession  for,  in 
addition  to  being  a  member  of  the  American  Medical  Association  and  belong¬ 
ing  to  the  Glens  Falls  Academy  of  Medicine,  he  is  a  member  of  the  New  York 
State  Medical  Society,  a  member  and  past  president  of  the  Warren  County 
Medical  Society,  and  past  president  of  the  staff  of  the  Glens  Falls  Hospital. 
His  special  field  is  represented  in  his  membership  in  the  Northeastern  New 
York  Obstetrical  Society.

Dr.  Edsall  Du  Bois  Elliott  married,  in  1911,  Helen  Virginia  Boyd,  who 
was  born  in  Syracuse.  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Elliott  are  the  parents  of  a  son,  Edsall 
Du  Bois,  Jr.,  who,  a  graduate  of  the  Manlius  School,  is  now  a  member  of  the 
class  of  1941  at  Syracuse  University. 
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EDWIN  W.  SARTWELL,  IM.  D. — One  of  the  leading  members  of 
medical  profession  of  Clinton  County,  Dr.  Edwin  W.  Sartwell,  who  is  promi¬ 
nent  not  only  among  the  public  but  also  in  the  local  organizations  of  his  pro¬ 
fession,  is  also  an  outstanding  citizen,  having  devoted  more  than  twenty-five 
years  to  various  public  offices  in  his  community  of  Plattsburg  as  well  as  to 
the  county. 

Dr.  Sartwell  was  born  at  Mooers,  Clinton  County,  January  24,  1879,  son  °f 
Edwin  and  Olive  (Adsit)  Sartwell.  Edwin  Sartwell,  who  was  a  native  of 
Mooers,  passed  his  life  as  a  farmer  in  his  home  town,  save  for  his  service  with 
the  New  York  State  Volunteer  Infantry  during  the  Civil  War,  a  service  in 
which  he  suffered  wounds  in  action.  In  later  life,  he  was  prominent  as  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.  Olive  (Adsit)  Sartwell,  his  wife, 
also  deceased,  was  also  a  native  of  Mooers. 

After  passing  through  the  public  schools  of  Mooers,  Edwin  W.  Sartwell, 
who  had  selected  the  educational  profession  for  his  field  of  endeavor,  attending 
Plattsburg  State  Normal  School,  graduated  as  a  member  of  the  class  of  1903. 
However,  during  the  following  three  years,  when  he  served  as  the  principal 
of  the  high  school  at  Bolton  Landing,  Mr.  Sartwell  found  himself  strongly 
attracted  by  the  medical  profession  and,  accordingly,  resigning  his  position  as 
principal,  he  entered  the  Medical  School  of  the  University  of  Vermont  and 
graduated  with  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine,  class  of  1910.

Supporting  his  pro¬ 
fession  by  membership  in  the  American  Medical  Association,  the  New  York 
State  Medical  Society,  and  the  Clinton  County  Medical  Society,  Dr.  Sartwell 
has  served  this  third  organization  as  a  president.  During  the  World  War, 
the  doctor  served  as  an  active  member  of  the  Medical  Advisory  Board  of 
Clinton  County.  Always  deeply  interested  in  civic  and  social  problems,  Dr. 
Sartwell  has  given  generously  of  his  time  and  talents  to  the  public  service, 
serving  six  years  as  coroner  of  Clinton  County  and,  since  1913,  being  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  Town  of  Peru  and  president  of  the  board 
since  1921.  A  member  of  the  Rotary  Club  of  Plattsburg  and  an  attendant  at 
the  Congregational  Church  of  Peru,  Dr.  Sartwell  finds  recreation  from  his 
professional  responsibilities  and  his  public  duties  by  indulgence  in  his  favorite 
sports  of  fishing  and  camping  in  the  Adirondack  Mountains. 
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Edwin  W.  Sartwell  married,  in  1903,  Elva  Evans,  who  is  a  native  of 
Keeseville,  Clinton  County.  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Sartwell  are  the  parents  of  two 
daughters:  1.  Thelma  L.,  who  is  a  graduate  of  Wellesley  College,  Wellesley, 
Massachusetts,  a  member  of  the  class  of  1937,  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor 
of  Arts.  2.  Doris  Barbara. 


HAROLD  F.  BULLARD— The  career  of  Harold  F.  Bullard,  of 
Glens  Falls,  has  been  closely  identified  with  manufacturing  since  his  gradua¬ 
tion  from  Rensselaer  Polytechnic  Institute  more  than  twenty-five  years  ago. 
During  this  period  he  also  has  been  active  in  civic  and  social  affairs,  a  vigorous 
exponent  of  constructive  citizenship. 

Mr.  Bullard  was  born  at  Schuylerville,  New  York,  November  20,  1888, 
son  of  Edward  C.  and  Ida  (Burnap)  Bullard.  His  father  was  a  prominent 
paper  manufacturer  of  Schuylerville  until  his  death.

Golf  is  one  of  his  recreations  which  he  enjoys 
as  a  member  of  the  Glens  Falls  Country  Club.  He  is  also  an  expert  amateur 
photographer.

JOHN  W.  DEAN,  M.  D.  — Leader  of  ophthalmologists  of  the  Lake 
George  district,  John  W.  Dean,  M.  D.,  of  Glens  Falls,  who  has  been  in  active 
practice  for  the  past  forty  years,  has  not  only  been  an  outstanding  member  of 
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his  profession  in  Warren  and  Washington  counties  for  many  years  but  has 
also  devoted  himself  generously  to  various  civic  services. 

Dr.  John  W.  Dean  was  born  in  Hudson  Falls,  February  10,  1868,  son  of 
Caleb  John  and  Mary  (Sisson)  Dean.  Father  Caleb  John  Dean,  who  was  a 
native  of  Warren  County,  spent  his  life  in  the  nursery  business,  an  activity  in 
which  he  was  engaged  at  the  time  of  his  death.  Mary  (Sisson)  Dean,  his 
wife,  also  deceased,  was  born  in  Warren  County,  too.  An  ancestor,  Caleb 
Dean,  who  was  a  farmer  and  member  of  the  Society  of  Friends,  removed 
from  Mount  Pleasant,  New  York,  to  Warren  County  previous  to  the  Revolu¬ 
tionary  War. 

After  passing  through  Glens  Falls  Academy,  Dr.  John  W.  Dean,  selecting 
the  medical  profession  for  his  career  entered  Albany  Medical  College,  receiv¬ 
ing  his  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  in  1897.  Following  his  interneship  at 
the  New  Amsterdam  Eye  and  Ear  Hospital,  Dr.  Dean  continued  his  study  at 
the  New  York  Ophthalmic  Hospital  and  in  addition,  went  to  Austria  where 
he  worked  at  the  celebrated  Fuchs’  Clinic  in  Vienna.

KENNETH  W.  SWAIN — Since  1916,  Kenneth  W.  Swain  has  been 
active  in  the  business  life  of  North  Creek,  where  he  now  conducts  the  under¬ 
taking  and  furniture  enterprise  originally  established  by  his  father.  He  is 
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well  known  not  only  as  a  funeral  director  and  merchant,  but  in  civic  and 
public  life,  and  has  many  connections  throughout  this  section  of  Warren 
County. 

Mr.  Swain  was  born  in  North  Creek  on  August  29,  1893,  son  of  Burke 
and  Estella  (La  Voy)  Swain.

He  is  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church 
at  North  Creek,  where  he  serves  on  the  official  board,  and  finds  his  principal 
recreation  in  outdoor  life  and  sports,  particularly  fishing  and  hunting.

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MASON  C.  LACKEY — One  of  the  leading-  merchants  of  Horicon, 
Warren  County,  Mason  C.  Lackey,  who  has  owned  and  operated  his  general 
store  at  Brant  Lake  for  more  than  thirty  years,  is  also  an  outstanding  public 
citizen,  having  served  his  community  for  many  years  in  various  capacities  as 
well  as  directed  the  affairs  of  Warren  County,  both  as  an  official  and  as- a 
member  of  the  Republican  party’s  county  organization. 

Mason  C.  Lackey  was  born  in  Johnsburg,  Warren  County,  July  30,  1882, 
son  of  Edmund  and  Carrie  (Kathan)  Lackey.  Edmund  Lackey,  who  was  a 
native  of  Johnsburg,  established  himself  as  a  merchant  in  his  community, 
operating  a  general  store  for  many  years.

Ever  since  that  time,  Mr.  Lackey  has  remained 
interested  in  merchandising,  directing  the  affairs  of  his  establishment  and 
developing  it  to  its  present  position  of  prominence.  Always  deeply  interested 
in  civic  affairs,  the  concerns  of  his  community  and  county  serving  as  his 
principal  interest  outside  of  his  family  and  business,  Mr.  Lackey  has  always 
given  generously  of  his  time  and  ability  to  public  service.  In  1910  he  began 
his  long  career  in  office  by  becoming  the  town  clerk  of  Horicon,  an  office 
which  he  held  for  four  years,  until  1914  when  he  became  an  assessor  of  the 
town,  leaving  that  office  in  1918  to  become  a  supervisor  of  Warren  County 
for  a  term.  In  1922  he  served  a  second  term  as  county  supervisor  and  in  1932 
he  was  elected  to  the  office  for  a  third  time,  holding  the  position  subsequently 
through  the  present  time.  In  addition,  Mr.  Lackey  has  taken  an  active  part 
in  the  work  of  the  Republican  party  and  has  held  office  for  the  past  eight 
years  as  a  member  of  the  Republican  County  Committee  of  Warren  County. 
During  the  war,  Mr.  Lackey  served  as  a  member  of  the  Warren  County 
Advisory  Board,  an  office  to  which  he  devoted  himself  assiduously.  Inter¬ 
ested  in  history,  particularly  the  past  of  Warren  County  and  the  Lake  George 
region,  Mr.  Lackey  was  appointed  chairman  of  the  Centennial  Committee  in 
1913  when  Horicon  observed  its  hundredth  birthday.  Attending  the  Horicon 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  Mr.  Lackey,  who  supports  his  community  by 
membership  in  the  Brant  Lake  Chamber  of  Commerce,  an  organization  of 
which  he  was  the  first  president,  also  belongs  to  Glendale  Lodge,  No.  497, 
Ancient  Free  and  Accepted  Masons. 

Mason  C.  Lackey  married,  in  1902,  Minnie  E.  Ross,  who  is  a  native  of 
Horicon.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lackey  are  the  parents  of  a  son :  Berness  Ross,  who 
is  now  associated  with  his  father  in  the  operation  of  the  family  general  store 
at  Brant  Lake. 
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FRANK  K.  RYAN,  M.  D. — One  of  the  leading  members  of  the  med¬ 
ical  profession  in  Clinton  County,  Frank  K.  Ryan,  M.  D.,  of  Plattsburg,  who 
has  practiced  as  a  surgeon  for  the  past  twenty  years,  is  widely  known  through¬ 
out  Northern  New  York  State  not  only  by  citizens  of  the  county  but  also  by 
members  of  his  profession. 

Frank  K.  Ryan  was  born  at  Plattsburg,  December  12,  1890,  son  of  Stephen 
K.  and  Bridget  (Colligan)  Ryan,  the  father  dying  in  1907  and  the  mother 
in  1902. 

After  passing  through  the  public  schools  of  Plattsburg  and  graduating 
from  from  the  Plattsburg  High  School,  Frank  K.  Ryan  entered  George 
Washington  University  where,  taking  up  the  study  of  medicine,  he  graduated 
in  1916  with  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine.  After  serving  his  interne- 
ship  at  the  George  Washington  University  Hospital  and  giving  an  additional 
year  as  an  interne  at  the  Champlain  Valley  Hospital,  Dr.  Ryan  established  him¬ 
self  in  practice  as  a  surgeon  in  Plattsburg,  a  practice  which  he  has  maintained 
through  the  present  time.  Supporting  his  profession  by  membership  in  the 
Clinton  County  Medical  Society,  an  organization  which  he  has  served  as  presi¬ 
dent,  the  New  York  State  Medical  Society  and  the  American  Medical  Asso¬ 
ciation,  Dr.  Ryan  is  also  a  Fellow  of  the  American  College  of  Surgeons.  In 
addition  to  his  private  practice,  the  doctor  is  a  member  of  the  surgical  staff 
of  the  Champlain  Valley  Hospital  and  is  also  visiting  surgeon  at  the  Physi¬ 
cians’  Hospital  in  Plattsburg.  During  the  World  War,  which  found  him  just 
as  he  had  completed  his  interneship,  Dr.  Ryan  served  overseas  as  a  surgeon, 
first  being  assigned  to  the  British  Expeditionary  Forces  and  later  being  a 
member  of  the  Medical  Corps  of  the  United  States  Army,  a  service  in  which 
he  held  a  commission  as  a  captain,  serving  in  France  for  some  sixteen  months. 
A  member  of  St.  John’s  Catholic  Church  of  Plattsburg,  Dr.  Ryan,  who  finds 
recreation  from  his  professional  duties  and  responsibilities  by  indulgence  in  his 
favorite  sport  of  golf,  is  a  member  of  Plattsburg  Council,  No.  255,  Knights  of 
Columbus,  and  Plattsburg  Lodge,  No.  621,  Benevolent  and  Protective  Order 
of  Elks. 

Frank  K.  Ryan  married,  in  1922,  Eva  B.  Dexter,  who  was  born  in  Chap- 
leau.  Province  of  Ontario,  Canada. 


WINFIELD  SCOTT  CARPENTER — One  of  the  leading  merchants 
of  Horicon,  Warren  County,  Winfield  Scott  Carpenter,  who  has  added  to  his 
business  interests  the  duties  of  a  banker  and  pulp  wood  dealer,  is  also  one  of 
the  outstanding  citizens  of  his  community  and  county,  having  held  various 
public  offices  for  many  years  and  been  active  in  the  affairs  of  the  local  organi¬ 
zations  of  the  Republican  party.

Winfield  Scott  Carpenter  was  born  in  Horicon,  Warren  County,  June  27, 
1879,  son  °f  George  and  Carrie  (Smith)  Carpenter.  George  Carpenter,  who 
was  born  in  Chestertown,  was  active  for  many  years  as  a  lumberman.  Carrie 
(Smith)  Carpenter,  his  wife,  also  deceased,  was  a  native  of  Horicon. 

After  passing  through  the  public  schools  of  Horicon,  Winfield  Scott 
Carpenter  found  his  first  regular  employment  as  a  clerk  in  a  general  store  in 
Horicon,  work  which,  after  three  years  led  to  his  establishment  of  a  general 
store  of  his  own.  In  1910,  disposing  of  his  properties  in  Horicon,  Mr.  Car¬ 
penter  went  West,  remaining  on  the  Pacific  Coast  for  some  two  years  and 
engaging  in  various  occupations.  Then,  in  1913,  he  returned  home  to  Hori¬ 
con  and  reentered  the  field  of  merchandising  as  general  manager  of  the 
Kenoran  Brothers’  General  Store,  an  association  which  he  terminated  after 
four  years  of  employment.  In  1915  Mr.  Carpenter  was  appointed  postmaster 
for  the  town  of  Horicon,  an  office  which  he  retained  until  1934  when  he 
resigned  to  accept  the  position  of  under  sheriff  of  Warren  County.  This 
post  he  retained  until  1936  when  he  resigned  to  enter  again  the  field  of  mer¬ 
chandising,  establishing  himself  as  the  proprietor  of  a  retail  store,  an  activity 
in  which  he  has  continued  through  the  present  time.  In  addition  to  his  mer¬ 
cantile  activity,  Mr.  Carpenter  is  one  of  the  area’s  pulp  wood  operators,  pur¬ 
chasing  quantities  of  wood  on  contract  for  the  International  Paper  Company. 
He  is  also  active  as  a  banker,  serving  as  a  vice-president  and  as  a  director  for 
the  Chester-Schroon-Horicon  Bank,  an  institution  of  which  he  was  one  of 
the  organizers  and  has  remained  an  officer.  Always  keenly  interested  in 
civic  welfare  and  in  political  activities,  Mr.  Carpenter  has  devoted  himself  for 
many  years  to  civic  affairs,  serving  as  clerk  of  the  School  Board  of  Horicon 
and  as  a  justice  of  the  peace  in  Horicon  as  well  as  being  a  member  of  the 
Warren  County  Republican  Committee  for  ten  years  and  serving  as  a  dele¬ 
gate  from  Warren  County  to  the  Republican  State  conventions.  Supporting 
his  community  also  by  membership  in  the  Brant  Lake  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
an  organization  of  which  he  is  vice-president,  Mr.  Carpenter  is  a  member  of 
Glendale  Lodge,  No.  497,  Ancient  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  and  Glens 
Falls  Lodge,  No.  81,  Benevolent  and  Protective  Order  of  Elks,  as  well  as 
attending  the  Horicon  Episcopal  Church. 

Winfield  Scott  Carpenter  married,  in  1921,  Bertha  Gurney,  who  is  a  na¬ 
tive  of  Glens  Falls  but  has  made  her  home  at  Brant  Lake  for  many  years. 


CARL  R.  BALDWIN — Active  in  the  real  estate  and  general  insur¬ 
ance  field  in  Greenwich  for  the  past  fifteen  years,  Carl  R.  Baldwin  has, 
throughout  this  period,  been  associated  with  H.  J.  Taber. 

Mr.  Baldwin  was  born  here,  September  22,  1881,  the  son  of  Joseph  Clin¬ 
ton  and  Ella  (Parkerson)  Baldwin,  both  deceased.  Joseph  Clinton  Baldwin, 
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a  native  of  Dorset,  Vermont,  was  engaged  for  many  years  as  a  farmer  and 
lumberman.  He  passed  away  in  1935.  Ella  (Parkerson)  Baldwin,  a  native 
of  Greenwich,  died  in  1895. 

Carl  R.  Baldwin  attended  the  district  schools  at  Rupert  and  Dorset,  Ver¬ 
mont,  for  about  six  years  and  completed  his  education  in  the  schools  at 
Greenwich.

Baldwin  is  also  active  in  local  public  life  and  has  held  the  post  of  town  clerk 
continually  since  January  1,  1930.

He  is  married  to  Irma  Knickerbocker  of  Argyle,  New  York,  and  they  are 
the  parents  of  a  daughter,  Frances  Isabel,  Registered  Nurse,  a  graduate  of 
Greenwich  High  School  and  the  Mount  Sinai  School  of  Nursing  in  New  York 
City,  married  Leslie  Burns,  of  Greenwich. 


GEORGE  MELVIN  ALEXANDER — For  almost  half  a  century, 
George  Melvin  Alexander  has  been  engaged  in  business  at  Glens  Falls  as  a 
contracting  carpenter  and  builder.  During  this  time  he  has  carried  on  a  sub¬ 
stantial  part  of  the  construction  work  done  in  this  area  and  has  become  a  well- 
known  figure  in  its  life. 

Mr.  Alexander  was  born  at  Fort  Ann,  New  York,  on  May  17,  1864,  son 
of  Cochrane  and  Ruth  (Woorkman)  Alexander.  His  father,  who  was  born 
in  Glasgow,  Scotland,  came  to  America  at  the  age  of  sixteen  and  engaged  as  a 
farmer  until  his  death.  The  mother,  who  is  also  deceased,  was  a  native  of 
Londonderry,  Ireland. 

George  Melvin  Alexander  was  educated  in  the  district  school  in  the  town 
of  Kingsbury,  New  York.  He  began  his  career  as  a  farmer,  spending  ten 
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years  in  agricultural  pursuits  at  Hartford,  New  York.  During  this  period  he 
was  also  engaged  in  carpentry,  learning  the  trade  thoroughly.  At  the  end  of 
ten  years  he  decided  to  devote  himself  exclusively  to  this  occupation  and  in 
1892  came  to  Glens  Falls,  where  his  activities  have  since  centered.  Opening 
an  office  as  a  contractor,  he  established  the  firm  of  Alexander  and  Pepper, 
which  was  in  existence  for  about  twelve  years.  He  then  purchased  his  part¬ 
ner's  interest  and  has  since  conducted  the  business  alone.  Mr.  Alexander’s 
office  was  located  in  the  Budd  Building  for  eighteen  years,  but  upon  the  ex¬ 
piration  of  that  period  he  moved  to  his  present  location  at  150  Glen  Street. 
The  high  standards  which  he  has  always  maintained  in  his  business  and  bis 
prompt  fulfillment  of  all  contractual  obligations  have  been  major  factors  in 
his  success. 

While  he  has  never  entered  public  life,  Mr.  Alexander  has  been  associated 
with  a  number  of  community  enterprises  and  institutions  and  his  influence  is 
recognized  as  a  constructive  force  in  the  city.  He  is  affiliated  fraternally 
with  the  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  in  which  he  is  a  member  of  the  Blue 
Lodge  and  Chapter  at  Glens  Falls.  His  personal  tastes  are  simple  and  his 
favorite  recreation  is  reading. 

Mr.  Alexander  married  Helen  M  Ward,  of  Fort  Ann,  New  York.  They 
became  the  parents  of  eight  children :  1.  Ruth,  who  was  educated  in  the  gram¬ 
mar  and  high  school  at  Glens  Falls  and  Plattsburg  State  Normal  School.  She 
died  at  the  age  of  twenty-two.  2.  Susie,  educated  in  the  public  schools  and 
high  school  at  Glens  Falls,  who  died  at  the  age  of  nineteen.  3.  Ward  M., 
who  attended  the  Glens  Falls  public  schools,  a  mechanic’s  school  in  Rochester 
and  afterward  took  his  degree  of  Master  at  Columbia  University.  He  is  now 
teaching  in  Irvington,  New  Jersey.  4.  Tirzah,  educated  in  the  Glens  Falls 
schools  and  the  Mildred  Elley  Business  School  at  Albany.  She  married 
Herbert  Gould  of  Albany.  5.  Robert  Bruce,  educated  in  Glens  Falls  grammar 
and  high  schools,  now  working  with  his  father.  6.  Darwin,  also  educated  in 
the  Glens  Falls  grammar  and  high  school,  now  employed  in  the  A.  &  P. 
Bakery  at  Albany.  7.  William  K..  educated  in  the  Glens  Falls  schools  and  at 
Carnegie  Institute  of  Technology  in  Pittsburgh,  Pennsylvania,  where  he  com¬ 
pleted  a  course  in  construction  engineering.  He  is  now  associated  with  his 
father’s  business.  8.  Helen  Jeane,  who  attended  the  Glens  Falls  grammar 
and  high  schools  and  the  Mildred  Elley  Business  School  in  Albany  and  is 
now  employed  by  her  father.  She  married  Charles  Morrison,  of  Glens  Falls. 


FRED  A.  BRAINERD — Assistant  treasurer  of  the  Queen  Cotton 
Company  of  Burlington,  Fred  A.  Brainerd  is  not  only  one  of  the  leading 
industrial  executives  of  his  community  but  also  active  in  fraternal  organiza¬ 
tions  and  various  civic  enterprises. 
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Fred  A.  Brainerd  was  born  at  Boston,  Massachusetts,  January  26,  1884, 
son  of  George  E.  and  Caroline  (Smith)  Brainerd.  George  E.  Brainerd,  who 
was  born  in  Vermont  in  i860  and  died  in  1900,  was  employed  by  the  Boston 
and  Maine  Railroad  for  many  years.  Caroline  (Smith)  Brainerd,  his  wife, 
also  deceased,  was  a  native  of  the  Province  of  Quebec,  Canada. 

After  graduating  from  Lyndon  Academy  Fred  A.  Brainerd  entered  the 
Burlington  Business  College,  graduating  with  the  Class  of  1903.  Upon 
graduation  he  found  an  opening  as  a  stenographer  in  the  office  of  the  Queen 
Cotton  Company  of  Burlington,  beginning  a  career  with  the  organization 
which  has  continued  through  the  present  time  and  which  has  been  featured 
by  his  elevation  through  various  positions  to  his  present  post  of  assistant 
treasurer,  one  to  which  he  was  promoted  in  1917.  He  is  also  a  director  of 
the  company. 

Interested  in  civic  and  political  affairs  through  membership  in  the  Repub¬ 
lican  party,  Fred  A.  Brainerd,  who  attends  the  St.  Paul’s  Episcopal  Church, 
is  on  the  Zoning  Commission  for  the  city  of  Burlington,  and  active  in  fraternal 
organizations,  being  a  member  of  Burlington  Lodge,  Ancient  Free  and 
Accepted  Masons,  and  being  a  Past  Noble  Grand  of  Hamilton  Lodge,  Inde¬ 
pendent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  of  Burlington.  He  is  also  Past  Chief 
Patriarch  of  Green  Mountain  Encampment,  No.  3,  Independent  Order  of  Odd 
Fellows,  and  at  present  is  captain  of  Canton  Lafayette,  Independent  Order  of 
Odd  Fellows.  Mr.  Brainerd,  who  is  a  member  of  the  Fish  and  Game  Club 
of  Burlington,  is  devoted  to  outdoor  life  and  finds  in  fishing  and  in  hunting 
his  two  favorite  means  of  recreation  from  his  business  duties  and  responsi¬ 
bilities. 

Fred  A.  Brainerd  married,  in  1908,  Mable  Jacobs,  of  New  York  State. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Brainerd  are  the  parents  of  a  daughter,  Barbara. 


JAMES  E.  SKELLIE — Operating  a  clothing  store,  one  of  the  oldest 
in  Cambridge,  James  E.  Skellie  has  earned  the  high  esteem  and  respect  of 
the  business  community  here,  as  well  as  of  his  customers  over  a  wide  territory. 

Mr.  Skellie  was  born  November  20,  1854,  in  Cambridge,  New  York,  son 
of  Andrew  and  Jane  (Edie)  Skellie  and  member  of  an  old  and  honorable 
family.  The  founder  of  the  Skellie  line  in  America,  Alexander  Skellie,  came  in 
1774  to  America  from  his  former  home  in  Gurock,  Scotland.  Settling  in  Cam¬ 
bridge,  he  was  a  town  officer  as  early  as  1776  and  was  a  soldier  in  the  War  of 
the  American  Revolution.  In  1785  he  was  made  an  elder  at  the  organization 
of  the  Associate  Congregation  of  Cambridge  (now  Coila).  He  lived  on  the 
Abbie  Green  farm  and  also  owned  the  farm  where  the  house  now  stands 
there.  His  farm  is,  at  the  time  of  writing,  the  property  of  Henry  and  Robert 
Skellie.  Alexander  Skellie  died  March  25,  1816,  and  was  buried  in  the  grave¬ 
yard  a  half  mile  south  of  Cambridge  Village.  His  children  were  Mary,  Wil- 
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liam,  John,  Hugh,  Alexander,  Elizabeth,  Bethwick  Adar,  Margaret,  and 
Thomas  Skellie.  Of  these,  John  Skellie  was  born  April  21,  1764.  He  was 
the  grandfather  of  James  E.  Skellie.  He  married  Hannah  Edgar,  and  their 
children  were:  Alexander,  Elizabeth,  William,  Hugh,  John,  James,  Edward, 
Hannah,  Mary,  Andrew,  Thomas,  Walter,  Jane,  David,  and  Robert  Skellie. 
Of  these,  Andrew  was  the  father  of  James  E.  Skellie.  He  was  born  July  4, 
1807,  and  lived  in  Cambridge  all  his  life  as  a  farmer.  He  is  now  deceased. 
He  married  Jane  Edie,  also  of  Cambridge,  who  also  is  now  deceased. 

James  E.  Skellie  was  born  on  a  farm  three  miles  west  of  Cambridge  and 
received  his  early  education  in  the  public  schools  of  Cambridge.  He  also  attended 
Washington  County  Academy,  in  this  same  town,  and  began  work  on  the 
home  farm  of  his  family.  In  1873  he  started  his  service  as  a  clerk  in  a  store 
in  West  Main  Street,  being  employed  at  that  time  by  H.  Carpenter  and  Son 
and  remaining  there  for  seven  years.  In  1880  he  went  to  Eagle  Bridge,  where 
he  bought  a  one-half  interest  in  the  firm  of  McClellen  and  Company,  which 
was  previously  owned  by  his  father-in-law.  There  he  stayed  until  the  spring  of 
1905  at  which  time  he  sold  his  interest  and  bought  a  clothing  business  across 
Main  Street  from  the  present  store.  In  1910  he  bought  his  present  store  in 
Main  Street  from  the  Carpenter  estate.  It  is  today  one  of  Cambridge’s  oldest 
stores. 

Quite  aside  from  his  business  activities,  which  have  been  many  and  varied, 
Mr.  Skellie  has  participated  extensively  in  civic  and  social  affairs.  He  is  a 
member  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church,  of  Cambridge,  New  York,  and 
has  been  elder  of  this  congregation  since  February  1,  1903.  In  spare  time  he 
likes  the  out-of-doors,  and  is  particularly  fond  of  trotting  horses. 

James  E.  Skellie  married  Hattie  M.  McClellen,  of  Cambridge,  New  York, 
who  died  in  1926.  Their  daughter,  Irene  Skellie,  born  in  Eagle  Bridge,  New 
York,  removed  with  her  parents  to  Cambridge.  She  was  graduated  from 
Hoosick  Falls  graded  and  high  schools,  and  then  became  a  registered  nurse, 
training  for  her  profession  at  South  Framingham  Hospital,  in  South  Fram¬ 
ingham,  Massachusetts.  She  became  the  wife,  on  September  6,  1917,  of 
Wilfred  Beven,  who  was  born  in  Wales  and  came  in  early  youth  to  America, 
living  for  many  years  in  Pittsfield,  Massachusetts,  until  July,  1938,  when  they 
removed  to  Gloversville,  New  York,  their  present  home.  Jane  H.  Beven,  their 
daughter,  was  graduated  from  high  school  in  Pittsfield,  Massachusetts,  in 
June,  1938.  James  E.  Skellie  married  (second)  Florence  F.  Danforth,  a 
native  of  East  Rupert,  Vermont,  widow  of  Horace  L.  Edie.  Their  marriage 
took  place  on  November  19,  1929. 


WILLIAM  S.  LAWTON — Extensively  engaged  in  the  practice  of 
law  in  Cambridge,  William  S.  Lawton  has  made  a  notable  contribution  to  the 
well-being  of  this  New  York  State  community. 
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Mr.  Lawton  was  born  February  22,  1887,  in  White  Creek,  New  York,  the 
son  of  William  Lawton,  born  in  the  town  of  Hoosick  and  farmed  in  the  town 
of  White  Creek,  where  he  died  in  1920.  The  mother,  Celia  (Stanton)  Law- 
ton.  of  Bolton  Landing,  New  York,  died  in  April,  1921. 

The  public  schools  of  Cambridge  provided  William  S.  Lawton’s  early 
education,  and  after  he  was  graduated  from  high  school  here  he  became  a 
student  at  the  Albany  Law  School.  Albany,  New  York,  where  he  took  the 
degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws.  He  was  graduated  from  that  institution  with 
the  class  of  1910,  and  in  June  of  that  year  passed  the  bar  examinations  in 
Albany.  He  was  formally  sworn  in  as  a  member  of  the  bar  in  September, 
1910,  at  Saratoga,  New  York.  Elis  first  work  was  in  the  office  of  another 
lawyer.  Charles  O.  Pratt,  in  Cambridge,  in  1910  and  1911.  Then  he  was 
connected  with  the  Travelers’  Insurance  Company  as  a  member  of  its  liability 
department,  working  out  of  Albany  between  January  12,  1912,  and  March, 
1913.  Going  to  Wyoming,  he  spent  a  few  months  in  sheep  herding  opera¬ 
tions,  but  came  once  more  to  New  York  State,  settling  again  in  Cambridge  and 
going  into  partnership  with  Henry  F.  Tooey,  of  Schuylerville,  with  whom  he 
remained  for  six  months.  In  1916  he  was  associated  professionally  with  H. 
Leslie  Wilbur,  a  lawyer  of  Frankfort.  New  York,  for  about  a  month.  Then 
be  came  once  more  to  Cambridge,  opening  a  law  office  here  on  April  1,  1917, 
and  practicing  here  down  to  the  time  of  writing.  He  opened  his  office  here 
in  Main  Street,  starting  his  practice  independently,  but  later  he  associated 
himself  with  a  partner,  Robert  Hamilton  Scott,  who  came  into  the  firm  in 
September,  1934. 

Mr.  Lawton  is  active  as  a  practitioner  of  law,  and  is  affiliated  with  the 
Washington  County  Bar  Association.  He  was  elected  police  justice  in  Cam¬ 
bridge,  but  resigned  on  July  1,  1921,  after  having  held  the  office  about  eight 
years.  He  was  a  justice  of  the  peace  of  the  town  for  fourteen  or  fifteen 
years.  In  his  political  views  he  is  a  staunch  Republican.  He  belongs  to 
Hoosick  Falls  Lodge,  No.  178,  of  the  Benevolent  and  Protective  Order  of 
Elks.  In  leisure  time  he  enjoys  the  out-of-doors,  having  spent  much  time  in 
farming  and  hunting. 


EDWIN  MILTON  JAMESON,  M.  D. — Engaged  in  the  practice  of 
surgery  and  gynecology  in  Saranac  Lake,  New  York,  Dr.  Edwin  Milton 
Jameson  holds  the  respect  and  admiration  of  all  who  know  him. 

Dr.  Jameson  was  born  September  6,  1902,  in  New  Castle,  Pennsylvania, 
son  of  bred  M.  and  Laura  (  Veach)  Jameson.  His  father  and  mother  are  both 
natives  of  New  Castle,  where  the  father  was  engaged  in  the  lumber  business. 

The  public  schools  provided  Edwin  Milton  Jameson’s  early  education,  and 
he  was  graduated  from  high  school  at  Oil  City,  Pennsylvania.  He  was  a 
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member  of  the  class  of  1924  at  Pennsylvania  State  College,  where  he  took  his 
degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  in  that  year.  Later,  in  1927,  he  was  graduated 
as  a  Doctor  of  Medicine  from  the  Medical  School  of  the  University  of  Penn¬ 
sylvania.

After  a  year 
in  this  healing  climate,  he  began  his  own  practice  of  medicine,  specializing  in 
surgery  and  gynecology,  and  here  he  has  continued  his  professional  labors 
down  to  the  time  of  writing,  with  offices  at  No.  6  Church  Street. 

In  addition  to  carrying  forward  the  work  of  his  own  private  practice,  Dr. 
Jameson  has  interested  himself  constructively  in  the  affairs  of  his  profession 
in  general.  He  is  a  past  president,  secretary  and  treasurer  of  the  Saranac 
Lake  Medical  Society  and  past  president  of  the  Osier  Club ;  member  of  the 
Franklin  County  Medical  Society  and  the  New  York  State  Medical  Society;

In  spare  time  Dr.  Jameson  particularly  enjoys  delving  into  the  secrets  of 
medical  history  and  natural  history.  He  is  an  avid  reader  in  these  subjects. 
The  craft  of  woodworking  furnishes  him  many  a  happy  hour,  and  he  has 
many  pieces  of  the  work  produced  by  his  own  hands.  He  is  active  in  many 
local  organizations,  including  the  Saranac  Lake  Chamber  of  Commerce  and 
White  Face  Mountain  Lodge,  No.  489,  of  the  Free  and  Accepted  Masons, 
and  also  belongs  to  the  Sigma  Phi  Sigma,  Phi  Rho  Sigma  and  Alpha  Omega 
Alpha  fraternities.  He  worships  in  the  Presbyterian  faith. 

In  1931  Dr.  Edwin  Milton  Jameson  married  Ethelwyn  Gibb,  a  native  of 
Montreal,  Province  of  Quebec,  Canada.  The  children  of  this  marriage  have 
been  Patricia  M.  and  Beverly  Gibb  Jameson. 

In  addition  to  his  other  achievements,  Dr.  Jameson  has  added  notably  to 
the  literature  of  his  profession.  He  is  author  of  two  books,  “Gynecological 
and  Obstetrical  Tuberculosis”  and  a  “History  of  Gynecology  and  Obstetrics,” 
as  well  as  of  numerous  articles  for  medical  publications. 


FLOYD  PALMER,  M.  D. — The  medical  profession  has  been 
enriched  by  the  contribution  of  Dr.  Floyd  Palmer,  of  Glens  Falls,  who  has 
devoted  himself  mainly  to  the  practice  of  obstetrics  in  recent  years. 

Dr.  Palmer  was  born  June  11,  1873,  in  Hamden,  Delaware  County,  New 
York,  son  of  Edmund  S.  and  Elizabeth  C.  (Hammond)  Palmer.  His  father, 
likewise  a  native  of  Delaware  County,  New  York,  was  engaged  until  his  death 
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as  a  cooper.  The  mother  was  born  in  Hamden,  Delaware  County,  and  she  is 
also  deceased. 

Delhi  Academy  and  New  York  University  provided  the  early  education 
of  Dr.  Floyd  Palmer,  who  also  attended  Bellevue  Hospital  Medical  College,  in 
New  York  City,  there  being  graduated  in  1899  with  the  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Medicine.  For  one  and  one-half  years  he  was  an  interne  at  Mattawan  State 
Hospital,  and  he  also  took  special  courses  at  the  New  York  Post  Graduate 
Hospital.  In  1901  he  began  his  general  practice  of  medicine  in  Delaware 
County,  New  York.  Then,  in  1904,  he  came  to  Glens  Falls  to  establish  him¬ 
self  in  his  profession,  here  carrying  on  his  work  down  to  the  time  of  writing. 
He  has  an  office  at  No.  225  Glen  Street,  and  in  recent  years,  as  already  indi¬ 
cated,  obstetrics  have  occupied  his  major  attention. 

Dr.  Palmer  is  a  member  of  the  staff  of  Glens  Falls  Hospital,  where  he  is 
an  obstetrician.  He  belongs  to  many  organizations  in  his  profession,  being  a 
past  president  of  the  Warren  County  Medical  Society  and  a  member  of  the 
New  York  State  Medical  Society,  the  American  Medical  Association  and  the 
Glens  Falls  Academy  of  Medicine.

In 
spare  time  he  greatly  enjoys  the  out-of-doors,  particularly  tennis  and  baseball.

HON.  LEANDER  A.  BOUYEA — Operating  the  Bouyea  Baking 
Company,  Leander  A.  Bouyea  has  distinguished  himself  among  Plattsburg’s 
business  men. 

Mr.  Bouyea  was  born  January  2,  1887,  in  Morrisonville,  Clinton  County, 
New  York,  son  of  Louis  and  Delia  (Light)  Bouyea.  His  father  and  mother 
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were  both  natives  of  Morrisonville  and  both  are  now  deceased.  The  father  was 
a  farmer  by  occupation  all  through  his  active  career. 

Morrisonville’s  and  Plattsburg’s  public  schools  accorded  Leander  A. 
Bouyea  his  early  formal  education,  completing  which  he  proceeded  to  learn 
the  baking  trade.  For  ten  years  he  was  employed  by  others.  Then  he  began 
to  realize  his  long-felt  ambition  to  start  his  own  business,  establishing  the 
Bouyea  Baking  Company,  in  Plattsburg.  At  the  outset,  in  1913,  the  organiza¬ 
tion  had  only  a  small  basement  bakery  in  City  Hall  Place,  and  used  only  about 
a  barrel  of  flour  each  day.  Gradually  the  enterprise  grew  until  it  operated  two 
plants  and  consumed  about  forty-five  barrels  of  flour  per  day.  Both  plants 
are  equipped  with  the  most  modern  machinery,  and  the  bakery  is  the  largest 
in  Plattsburg,  employing  about  sixty  people. 

As  proprietor  of  this  company,  Mr.  Bouyea  has  earned  a  position  of  stand¬ 
ing  and  distinction  in  his  community.  His  participation  in  civic  affairs  has 
also  been  helpful.  A  staunch  Democrat,  he  was  elected  mayor  of  Plattsburg 
in  1932,  since  which  time  he  has  effectively  served  as  the  city’s  chief  executive 
officer.  He  is  vice-president  of  the  Merchants’  National  Bank,  vice-president 
and  a  director  of  the  Plattsburg  Coach  Lines,  and  vice-president  and  treasurer 
of  the  Adirondack  Monument  Company.  He  belongs  to  Plattsburg  Lodge, 
No.  621,  of  the  Benevolent  and  Protective  Order  of  Elks;  Plattsburg  Council, 
No.  555,  of  the  Knights  of  Columbus,  in  which  he  holds  the  fourth  degree;  the 
St.  John  the  Baptist  Union;  the  St.  John  the  Baptist  Society;  and  the  Loyal 
Order  of  Moose.  He  is  a  director  of  the  Plattsburg  Chamber  of  Commerce.

CLARENCE  LEE  TOPPING — One  of  the  leading  secondary  school 
executives  in  Northern  New  York  State,  Clarence  Lee  Topping  has  identified 
himself  with  the  schools  of  North  Creek,  serving  as  a  teacher  in  the  North 
Creek  High  School  and  then  becoming  principal  of  the  school. 

Clarence  Lee  Topping  was  born  in  North  Creek,  July  14,  1907,  son  of 
Joseph  Hoag  and  Lena  Topping.  After  graduating  from  the  North  Creek 
High  School  as  a  member  of  the  class  of  1926,  Clarence  Lee  Topping  selected 
a  career  as  a  teacher  and  prepared  for  his  profession  at  the  University  of 
Vermont,  where  he  graduated  in  1932  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Philos¬ 
ophy.

WILLIAM  GERARD  BECKERS,  Ph.  D.— One  of  the  founders  of 
the  American  Dyestuff  Industry,  William  Gerard  Beckers  of  New  York 
City  and  Bolton  on  Lake  George,  New  York,  is  outstanding  in  the  commercial 
as  well  as  the  scientific  aspect  of  his  special  field,  being  an  officer  and  directoi 
of  several  chemical  and  dye  companies,  as  well  as  an  aviation  enthusiast. 

Dr.  William  Gerard  Beckers,  a  naturalized  American  citizen  since  1910, 
was  born  in  Kempen,  Rhein,  Germany,  February  12,  1874,  son  of  Gerard  and 
Maria  Magdalena  (Frantzen)  Beckers.  Gerard  Beckers,  during  his  lifetime, 
was  a  leading  chemist  and  industrialist  in  Germany.  Dr.  Beckers  attended 
the  Aix  la  Chapelle  Polytechnic  Institute,  the  University  of  Heidelberg,  and 
obtained  his  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  from  the  University  of  Freiburg 
in  1897.  From  1898  to  1900  he  was  a  member  of  the  faculty  of  the  Royal 
Dye  Institute  at  Krefeld,  Germany,  holding  the  position  of  assistant  profes¬ 
sor  of  chemistry,  a  post  which  he  resigned  to  join  the  technical  staff  of  the 
Bayer  Company  in  Elberfeld. 

In  1902  Dr.  Beckers  came  to  the  United  States  and  established  himself  in 
New  York  City  and  assumed  charge  of  the  technical  departments  of  the 
American  branch  of  the  Beckers’  family  business,  a  branch  which,  in  1911,  he 
reorganized  into  an  American  corporation,  becoming  president  of  the  enter¬ 
prise,  as  well  as  chairman  of  the  board.  This  Beckers’  corporation  in  1917 
became  merged  with  other  companies,  active  in  the  same  chemical  and  aniline 
dye  fields,  to  form  the  present  National  Aniline  and  Chemical  Company,  of 
which  Dr.  Beckers  is  a  director.  Among  other  business  enterprises,  Dr.  Beck¬ 
ers  is  a  director  of  Allied  Chemical  and  Dye  Corporation,  Muller  Gloria  Mills, 
Connecticut  Lace  Works,  the  Aviation  Corporation,  and  Canadian  Colonial  Air¬ 
ways,  as  well  as  the  Murray  Hill  Trust  Company  of  New  York  City,  and  the 
Bolton  National  Bank,  Bolton  Landing. 

A  member  of  the  Republican  party,  Dr.  Beckers  who,  as  a  young  man 
served  in  the  German  Army  with  the  rank  of  first  lieutenant,  is  a  member  of 
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the  American  Chemical  Society,  the  Society  of  Chemical  Industries  of  Lon¬ 
don,  England,  the  Chemists’  Club  and  the  Lawyers’  Club  of  New  York  City, 
the  Montauk  Club  of  Long  Island,  the  Riding  and  Driving  Club  of  Brooklyn, 
New  York,  the  Aviation  Country  Club  of  Long  Island,  and  the  Lake  George 
Country  Club  and  the  Sagamore  Golf  Club  of  Lake  George. 

Dr.  William  Gerard  Beckers  married  Marie  Antoinette  Pothen,  and  they 
are  the  parents  of  two  children:  1.  William  Kurt.  2.  Elsa  M. 


BEN  J.  WORMAN — President  of  the  Lake  Champlain  National 
Bank  of  Westport,  Essex  County,  Ben  J.  Worman,  of  Westport,  is  one  of  the 
leading  bankers  of  the  Lake  Champlain  region,  having  held  his  office  for 
many  years  and  served  as  the  head  of  the  Adirondack  Bankers’  Association. 

Ben  J.  Worman  was  born  at  Madison,  New  Jersey,  August  19,  1870,  son 
of  James  H.  and  Emma  Parker  (Davis)  Worman.  James  H.  Worman  was 
born  at  Berlin,  Germany,  February  28,  1845,  son  of  Maurice  and  Bertha 
Worman.  Educated  at  the  University  of  Berlin  and  at  the  Sorbonne  in  Paris, 
James  H.  Worman  came  to  the  United  States  as  a  young  man  and  became 
prominent  as  an  educator,  author,  and  lecturer,  serving  first  as  the  librarian  of 
Drew  Theological  Seminary  and  then  becoming  one  of  the  organizers  of 
Chautauqua,  and  later  becoming  a  professor  at  Adelphi  College,  leaving 
there  to  join  the  faculty  of  Vanderbilt  University.  From  teaching,  work  in 
which  he  was  the  author,  as  well,  of  numerous  articles  included  in  encyclo¬ 
pedias  and  of  modern  language  textbooks,  James  H.  Worman  turned  to  edi¬ 
torial  work,  becoming  the  editor-in-chief  of  several  magazines.  Then,  in 
1899,  he  received  an  appointment  as  United  States  Consul  to  Munich,  Ger¬ 
many,  where  he  served  for  several  years,  returning  to  his  farm  at  Westport 
where  he  devoted  himself  to  literary  work  and  to  his  hobby  of  cattle  breeding. 
When  the  World  War  came,  however,  he  offered  his  services  to  the  United 
States  and  was  given  various  important  assignments,  work  which  won  him 
official  recognition,  after  which  he  distinguished  himself  in  relief  work  in 
Germany  after  the  Armistice.  Emma  Parker  (Davis)  Worman,  his  wife,  a 
native  of  Norwich,  New  York,  died  January  26,  1896. 

After  graduating  from  Harvard  University,  a  member  of  the  class  of 
1895,  Ben  J.  Worman  entered  the  banking  business  and,  in  1908,  organized 
the  Lake  Champlain  National  Bank  of  Westport,  Essex  County,  becoming 
president  of  the  institution,  a  post  which  he  has  held  through  the  present 
time.  During  the  World  War  Mr.  Worman  served  as  Essex  County  chairman 
of  the  Liberty  Loan  campaigns  and  was  active  in  other  war  work.  He  supports 
his  profession  by  membership  in  the  Adirondack  Bankers’  Association,  an 
organization  which  he  has  served  as  president,  being,  in  addition  a  member  of 
the  Westport  Yacht  Club  and  of  Westport  Lodge,  Ancient  Free  and  Accepted 
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Masons.  Mr.  W orman  finds  a  means  of  recreation  from  his  professional 
responsibilities  by  indulgence  in  his  favorite  sport  of  boating  on  Lake  Cham¬ 
plain. 

Ben  J.  Worman  married  Ama  M.  Atkinson,  who  was  born  at  Albany, 
New  York,  and  is  now  deceased.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Worman  were  the  parents 
of  two  children:  i.  Virginia  King,  who,  born  in  New  York  City  and  educated 
there,  became  Mrs.  R.  G.  Loll.  She  died  in  1929.  2.  Elliot  P.,  who,  born  at 
Albany,  New  York,  graduated  from  the  Westport  schools  and  from  Rensse¬ 
laer  Polytechnic  Institute,  and  is  now  a  practicing  electrical  engineer  in  New 
York  City. _ 

BERNARD  SYLVESTER  BEAULIEU— One  of  the  outstanding 
managers  of  the  F.  W.  Woolworth  Company,  Bernard  Sylvester  Beaulieu  is 
widely  known  throughout  Upper  New  York  State,  having  been  store  man¬ 
ager  in  Rome,  Albany  and  Buffalo  before  taking  up  his  duties  in  Saratoga. 

Bernard  Sylvester  Beaulieu  was  born  in  Rochester,  September  9,  1928, 
son  of  Ernest  Louis  and  Elizabeth  (Tyo)  Beaulieu.  Ernest  Louis  Beaulieu, 
who  died  in  Massena,  November  10,  1931,  was  a  farmer  in  Massena  for  many 
years,  later  removing  to  Rochester. 

After  passing  through  the  grade  school  and  graduating  from  the  high 
school  at  Massena,  Bernard  Sylvester  Beaulieu  attended  Notre  Dame  Uni¬ 
versity  and  then,  in  1928,  became  associated  with  the  F.  W.  Woolworth  Com¬ 
pany,  his  first  assignment  being  at  Montpelier,  Vermont.  From  that  city, 
Mr.  Beaulieu  was  advanced  to  Rome,  New  York,  as  manager  of  the  Wool- 
worth  store  there  and  then,  after  three  years,  was  promoted  to  a  similar  posi¬ 
tion  in  the  Woolworth  store  at  Albany.

HON.  VICTOR  F.  BOIRE — Carrying  on  an  extensive  practice  of 
law  in  Plattsburg  since  1902,  Victor  F.  Boire  has  performed  a  labor  of  im¬ 
portance  and  value  to  his  fellow-citizens. 

Mr.  Boire  was  born  January  27,  1880,  in  Plattsburg,  New  York,  son  of 
Norbert  and  Jessie  (Fagant)  Boire.  His  father  was  a  native  of  Wisconsin, 
and  was  for  years  engaged  in  cattle  speculation  until  his  death.  The  mother 
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was  a  native  of  Plattsburg,  and  in  early  life,  before  her  marriage,  was  engaged 
in  the  manufacture  of  uniforms  for  soldiers  in  the  Civil  War. 

Public  schools  provided  Victor  F.  Boire’s  early  education,  and  when  he 
completed  his  high  school  work  in  Plattsburg  in  1898  he  became  a  student  at 
Cornell  University,  in  Ithaca,  where  he  took  the  Bachelor  of  Laws  degree  in 
1902.  Admitted  to  the  New  York  State  bar  almost  immediately  thereafter, 
he  began  his  professional  practice  in  his  native  city,  here  remaining  so  engaged 
down  to  the  time  of  writing.  His  offices  are  at  No.  129  Margaret  Street. 

In  his  political  views  he  is  a  staunch  Democrat.  For  two  years  he  served  as 
city  judge  in  Plattsburg,  and  from  1912  to  1924  he  was  surrogate  of  Clinton 
County.  From  1924  to  1926  he  served  as  corporation  counsel  of  the  city,  and 
beginning  in  1932  he  became  Assistant  Attorney  General  of  New  York  State. 
He  was,  for  four  years,  from  1926  to  1930,  a  member  of  the  Plattsburg  Board 
of  Education.  Since  1926  he  has  been  a  member  of  the  Democratic  State 
Committee. 

Mr.  Boire  is  a  member  of  Plattsburg  Lodge,  No.  621,  of  the  Benevolent 
and  Protective  Order  of  Elks ;  Plattsburg’s  Rotary  Club  and  Chamber  of 
Commerce  (he  was  president  of  the  chamber  in  1932  and  thereafter  down 
to  the  time  of  writing)  ;  the  Plattsburg  Rod  and  Gun  Club ;  and  several  fra¬ 
ternal  orders.  He  is  a  past  president  of  Plattsburg  Council  of  the  Knights  of 
Columbus,  and  was  formerly  Grand  Knight.  He  also  belongs  to  the  St.  John 
the  Baptist  Union  and  the  Maccabees.  He  has  the  deepest  interest  in  civic 
affairs,  and  even  enjoys  dealing  with  them  as  a  sort  of  hobby.  He  has  served 
since  1930  as  a  member  of  the  Champlain  Valley  Council,  of  which  he  is  a 
past  president.  During  the  World  War  he  was  a  “four-minute”  speaker  in 
behalf  of  this  country’s  cause  and  a  member  of  the  Legal  Advisory  Board 
set  up  in  his  community  in  connection  with  administration  of  the  Selective 
Service  Draft  Act.  He  is  a  director  of  the  Merchants’  National  Bank,  of 
Plattsburg,  and  has  many  other  local  business  interests.  He  attends  services 
at  St.  Peter’s  Roman  Catholic  Church,  of  which  he  is  a  member  and  a  trustee. 
In  leisure  time  he  is  fond  of  hunting,  fishing  and  other  outdoor  recreations. 

In  1912  Hon.  Victor  F.  Boire  married  Harriet  May  Banfield,  a  native  of 
Plattsburg,  New  York,  who  died  in  1935.  The  children  of  this  marriage 
are:  1.  Rita,  graduated  from  Plattsburg  State  Normal  School  and  New  York 
State  Teachers’  College.  2.  Yvonne,  graduated  in  1939  from  Syracuse  Uni¬ 
versity,  Syracuse,  New  York.  3.  Victor  F.,  Jr.,  is  training  for  a  business 
career. 

LEROY  ROSECRANS  MEAD — One  of  the  leading  insurance  men 
of  Ticonderoga  for  nearly  fifty  years,  Leroy  Rosecrans  Mead  is  also  a  promi¬ 
nent  banker  of  the  northwestern  section  of  New  York  State,  as  well  as  being 
a  distinguished  civic  leader. 
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Leroy  Rosecrans  Mead  was  born  at  Chestertown,  June  12,  1871,  in  the 
family  homestead  which  has  been  the  family’s  farm  for  a  hundred  years,  son 
of  Royal  Paine  and  Mary  Amelia  (Rosecrans)  Meade.  Royal  Paine  Mead, 
who  was  born  in  Chestertown,  December  27,  1840,  was  the  son  of  Levi 
Mead,  Jr.,  the  grandson  of  Levi  Mead,  Sr.,  and  the  descendant  of  George 
P.  Mead,  who  founded  the  family  in  America  in  the  seventeenth  century. 
Mary  Amelia  (Rosecrans)  Mead,  a  member  of  the  distinguished  Rosecrans 
family,  was  born  in  Clifton  Park,  October  15,  1844. 

After  passing  through  the  grade  schools  of  Chestertown  and  graduating 
from  the  Ticonderoga  High  School,  Leroy  Rosecrans  Mead  attended  the 
Central  Business  College  of  Denver,  Colorado,  graduating  in  1891.  Two 
years  after  graduation,  Mr.  Mead  returned  home  to  New  York  State  and 
shortly  established  himself  in  the  insurance  business,  handling  fire,  life,  marine 
and  other  forms  of  general  insurance,  creating  an  agency  which  has  continued 
through  the  present  time.  In  addition  to  his  insurance  interests,  Mr.  Mead 
has  business  concerns  which  have  led  him  to  become  the  president  of  the 
Ticonderoga  National  Bank.  Always  deeply  interested  in  the  civic  problems 
of  Ticonderoga,  Mr.  Mead  has  served  two  terms  as  mayor  of  the  city  and  is 
active  as  a  member  of  the  Ticonderoga  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  the  Ticon¬ 
deroga  Kiwanis  Club.  A  member  of  the  Ticonderoga  Congregational  Church, 
Mr.  Mead  belongs  to  Ticonderoga  Lodge,  No.  794,  Ancient  Free  and  Accepted 
Masons,  as  well  as  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  and  the  Benevolent 
and  Protective  Order  of  Elks. 


HORACE  GRIFFITH  GETMAN — Supervising  principal  of  the 
schools  of  Port  Henry,  Horace  Griffith  Getman  is  one  of  the  leading  sec¬ 
ondary  school  educators  in  the  Lake  Champlain  area,  having  served  for 
many  years  as  an  executive  not  only  in  Port  Henry  but  in  Richfield  Springs 
and  in  Stamford,  New  York. 

Horace  Griffith  Getman  was  born  at  Richfield  Springs,  September  16, 
1887,  son  of  Herbert  Harter  and  Martha  (Walter)  Getman.  Herbert  Harter 
Getman,  who  was  a  lawyer  in  Kansas  City,  Missouri,  and  public  administrator 
of  Jackson  County,  Missouri,  was  a  descendant  of  Frederick  Getman,  who 
came  to  New  York  State  from  Germany  about  1712.  Martha  (Walter) 
Getman  traced  her  American  ancestry  back  to  Peregrine  White,  who  was 
born  on  the  “Mayflower”  in  1620  just  before  the  Pilgrims  settled  at  Plym¬ 
outh,  Massachusetts. 

After  passing  through  the  grade  and  high  schools  at  Richfield  Springs, 
Horace  Griffith  Getman  attended  Hamilton  College,  obtaining  his  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Arts  and  then  took  his  Masters  degree  in  Education  from  Teach¬ 
ers’  College  of  Columbia  University,  New  York  City.  During  the  World  War 
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he  was  a  member  of  the  Students’  Army  Training  Corps  at  Rensselaer  Poly¬ 
technic  Institute.  Horace  Griffith  Getnran’s  career  in  his  profession  has  been 
featured  by  positions  as  supervising  principal  at  Richfield  Springs  and  at 
Stamford,  New  York,  before  his  assumption  of  his  present  post  at  Port 
Henry.  A  member  of  the  Port  Henry  Presbyterian  Church,  Mr.  Getrnan 
belongs  to  Theta  Delta  Chi  Fraternity  as  well  as  to  Richfield  Springs  Lodge, 
No.  482,  Ancient  Free  and  Accepted  Masons. 

Horace  Griffith  Getrnan  married  at  Worcester,  New  York,  August  6,  1913, 
Gertrude  Mead,  daughter  of  Edwin  L.  and  Mary  (Wright)  Mead.  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Getrnan  are  the  parents  of  a  daughter,  Mary  Frances,  born  June  12, 
I9I5- _ 

JAMES  GORDON  MICHAELS — Following  some  years  of  experi¬ 
ence  with  various  manufacturing  pharmaceutical  houses  in  the  Middle  West, 
James  Gordon  Michaels  established  himself  as  a  pharmacist  at  Ticonderoga. 
In  this  community  he  has  been  a  partner  in  a  local  drug  business  since  1936. 

Mr.  Michaels  was  born  in  Cooperstown,  New  York,  on  May  5,  1907,  son 
of  Howard  N.  and  Edna  P.  Michaels.  His  father  is  a  merchant  at  Coopers¬ 
town.  James  G.  Michaels  received  his  preliminary  education  in  the  public 
schools  of  his  birthplace  and  after  completing  the  high  school  course,  entered 
Albany  College  of  Pharmacy,  Union  University,  from  which  he  was  grad¬ 
uated.  In  1930  he  became  associated  with  Parke,  Davis  and  Company,  manu¬ 
facturing  pharmacists  at  Detroit,  Michigan,  and  continued  in  this  connection 
until  1933.  In  1934  he  entered  the  employ  of  the  Upjohn  Company,  manu¬ 
facturing  pharmacists  of  Kalamazoo,  Michigan,  resigning  in  1936,  when  he 
entered  business  in  Ticonderoga.  He  is  thoroughly  qualified  by  experience 
and  training  for  his  profession  and  now  occupies  an  established  place  in 
Ticonderoga’s  business  life.  He  is  a  Republican  in  politics  and  is  affiliated 
with  the  Kappa  Psi  Fraternity  and  with  Otsego  Lodge,  Free  and  Accepted 
Masons.  He  is  also  a  member  of  the  Ticonderoga  Kiwanis  Club.  Although 
he  has  never  entered  public  life,  he  is  interested  in  the  civic  progress  of  his 
community  and  has  been  active  in  promoting  it.  Mr.  Michaels  is  a  member 
of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church.

Spohn,  daughter  of  Fred  and  Sigrid  (Vahlien)  Spohn.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Michaels 
have  two  sons:  1.  Bruce  Allison,  born  December  22,  1935.  2.  Peter  James, 

born  December  4,  1937. 


THOMAS  FRANCIS  CUNNINGHAM— Since  1935,  Thomas  Fran¬ 
cis  Cunningham  has  served  as  postmaster  at  Ticonderoga.  He  has  always 
made  his  home  in  this  community  and  has  been  active  in  its  public  and  business 
life  throughout  his  career. 
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Mr.  Cunningham  was  born  in  Ticonderoga  on  September  7,  1908,  son  of 
Thomas  Francis  and  Mary  Theresa  (O’Hearn)  Cunningham.  His  father, 
who  was  born  in  Fort  Edward,  New  York,  was  a  druggist  in  Ticonderoga 
until  his  death  in  1934.  Mary  Theresa  (O’ Hearn)  Cunningham  was  born  on 
October  1,  1879,  and  is  still  living. 

Thomas  Francis  Cunningham  was  educated  in  Ticonderoga  schools, 
graduating  from  high  school  in  1926.  He  worked  with  the  State  Highway 
Department  in  1924-25,  during  the  summer  months,  and  after  entering  busi¬ 
ness  life  became  interested  in  contracting.  He  was  engaged  as  a  contractor 
from  1928  to  1935  on  many  projects  in  this  area.  Meanwhile  he  also  became 
active  in  Democratic  politics  and  has  since  been  influential  in  local  councils  of 
the  party.  His  appointment  as  postmaster  of  Ticonderoga  for  a  four-year 
term  beginning  in  August,  1935,  constituted  recognition  from  his  party  and 
reflected  the  substantial  position  which  he  had  won  in  the  life  of  his  com¬ 
munity.  In  the  same  year,  Mr.  Cunningham  was  elected  village  trustee,  serv¬ 
ing  through  1937.  As  a  public  official  he  has  always  administered  his  duties 
with  fidelity  and  efficiency,  devoting  his  best  efforts  to  his  work. 

Mr.  Cunningham  is  affiliated  fraternally  with  Ticonderoga  Lodge,  No. 
1494,  Benevolent  and  Protective  Order  of  Elks,  and  is  a  member  of  the  Fish 
and  Game  Club  of  Ticonderoga.  He  has  been  associated  with  various  civic 
interests  in  the  community  and  is  a  member  of  St.  Mary’s  Roman  Catholic 
Church. 


RICHARD  J.  BOLTON — Few  ever  visit  the  new  Trout  House  at 
Hague  on  one  of  the  most  beautiful  parts  of  Lake  George  and  leave  with  any¬ 
thing  but  pleasant  memories  of  the  hotel  and  its  proprietor,  Richard  J.  Bolton. 
The  hotel  was  founded  in  i860  by  one  John  B.  Wheeler,  and  is  therefore  one 
of  the  oldest  established  in  the  Lake  George  section.  Under  the  owner-man¬ 
agership  of  Mr.  Bolton,  Trout  House,  with  its  annex,  cottages,  casino  and 
other  buildings,  ranks  among  the  largest.  It  is  called  “new”  only  because  it 
has  recently  been  remodeled  and  refurnished. 

Richard  J.  Bolton  became  a  popular  boniface  by  a  route  which  changed 
direction  several  times  before  he  went  into  the  hotel  business  at  the  beginning 
of  the  present  century.  He  was  born  in  Horicon,  New  York,  April  16,  1875, 
son  of  Richard  and  Lura  (Waters)  Bolton.  His  mother  was  born  in  Bolton, 
New  York,  but  his  father  came  originally  from  Yorkshire,  England,  and  was 
engaged  in  the  lumber  business  in  America  throughout  the  most  of  his  mature 
years.  Both  parents  are  deceased. 

After  attending  the  schools  of  his  birthplace,  at  Horicon,  Richard  J.  Bolton 
went  into  the  woods  to  make  a  livelihood,  and  was  thus  busy  for  about  eight 
vears.  Then  for  two  years  he  worked  in  the  graphite  mines.  But  he  was 
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intended  neither  for  a  lumberman  nor  a  miner ;  almost  anyone  who  knows 
Mr.  Bolton  will  agree  that  he  found  his  right  place  in  life  when,  in  1901,  he 
became  identified  with  the  hotel  business  in  Hague.  A  few  fellow-citizens 
imply  that  he  might  have  gone  far  in  politics  had  he  not  confined  his  activities 
mainly  to  Warren  County.  Although  he  is  a  staunch  Republican  and  influen¬ 
tial  in  party  circles,  it  was  the  recognition  of  his  qualifications  for  public 
service  rather  than  politics  that  was  the  reason  for  his  almost  continuous 
holding  of  some  office  for  the  past  thirty  years.  In  1908  he  was  elected  a 
supervisor  of  Warren  County,  acting  until  1913.  In  this  year  he  became 
county  sheriff  until  1915,  which  was  followed  by  two  years  as  supervisor.  In 
1920  and  1921  he  was  again  sheriff  of  Warren  County;  from  1922  to  1932  he 
was  supervisor,  a  post  to  which  he  was  again  elected  in  1932  and  has  since 
held.  In  the  meanwhile,  he  represented  his  district  in  the  1925-26  State 
Legislature  as  a  representative. 

Mr.  Bolton  is  a  director  of  the  Bolton  National  Bank;  president  of  the 
Hague  Chamber  of  Commerce,  a  past  president  of  the  Lake  George  Resort 
Association,  and  member  of  the  American  Hotelmen’s  Association,  New 
York  State  Hotelmen’s  Association,  and  the  Lake  George  Association.  Fra¬ 
ternally,  Mr.  Bolton  is  a  member  of  Warrensburg  Lodge,  No.  425,  Free  and 
Accepted  Masons,  a  member  of  all  the  higher  bodies  of  both  the  York  Rite 
and  Ancient  Accepted  Scottish  Rite,  including  Oriental  Temple,  Ancient 
Arabic  Order  Nobles  of  the  Mystic  Shrine,  and  the  Grotto,  at  Rutland.  He 
is  a  member  of  Glens  Falls  Lodge,  No.  81,  Benevolent  and  Protective  Order 
of  Elks,  and  the  Fraternal  Order  of  Eagles;  and  Hague  Grange,  Patrons  of 
Husbandry.  He  attends  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church.  His  recreations 
include  fishing  and  hunting,  golf  and  horse  racing,  and,  one  might  add,  the 
making  of  friends. 

In  1898  Richard  J.  Bolton  married  Marne  Brown,  born  in  Horicon,  New 
York,  and  they  are  the  parents  of  two  children:  1.  Earl  Richard,  a  graduate 
of  Dean  Academy.  2.  Pauline  E. 


WILLIAM  J.  LATHAM— Purchasing  agent  for  the  Finch,  Pruyn 
and  Company,  Inc.,  of  Glens  Falls,  William  J.  Latham,  who  has  completed 
thirty  years  with  his  company,  is  also  vice-president  of  the  Call  Hardware 
Corporation  of  Glens  Falls. 

William  J.  Latham  was  born  at  French  Mountain,  August  16,  1883,  son 
of  Robert  and  Elizabeth  (Keith)  Latham.  Robert  Latham,  who  was  born  in 
the  North  of  Ireland,  was  engaged  as  a  laborer  at  the  time  of  his  death ;  his 
wife,  also  deceased,  was  likewise  a  native  of  the  North  of  Ireland. 

Educated  in  the  grade  schools  and  the  high  school  of  French  Mountain, 
William  J.  Latham  found  his  first  employment  with  the  American  Express 
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Company  in  Glens  Falls,  a  position  which  he  held  for  four  years.  Then,  in 
1908,  he  became  associated  with  the  Finch,  Pruyn  and  Company,  Inc.,  starting 
as  a  storekeeper  and  working  his  way  upwards  through  various  positions  to  his 
present  post  of  purchasing  agent.  Mr.  Latham,  who  attends  the  Glens  Falls 
Presbyterian  Church,  is  a  member  of  Senate  Lodge,  No.  456,  Ancient  Free 
and  Accepted  Masons,  and  belongs  to  all  Masonic  bodies  in  the  York  Rite, 
including  Oriental  Temple,  Ancient  Arabic  Order  Nobles  of  the  Mystic 
Shrine.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Glens  Falls  Chamber  of  Commerce  and 
adds  the  hobby  of  collecting  antique  furniture  to  his  recreations  of  hunting 
and  fishing. 

William  J.  Latham  married,  in  1907,  Anna  May  Cossey,  a  native  of  South 
Glens  Falls.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Latham  are  the  parents  of  a  daughter,  Jane  E. 


JOHN  T.  BRYANT — Proprietor  of  the  oldest  retail  grocery  estab¬ 
lishment  in  the  Lake  George  district,  John  T.  Bryant  is  not  only  one  of  his 
community’s  leading  business  men  but  also  an  outstanding  public  citizen  as 
well  as  a  distinguished  officer  of  the  Masonic  and  Odd  Fellow  fraternities. 

John  T.  Bryant  was  born  in  Chestertown,  New  York,  July  8,  1871,  son  of 
George  Frank  and  Mary  E.  (Pasco)  Bryant.  George  Frank  Bryant,  who 
was  a  native  of  Lens  Lake,  New  York,  learned  the  trade  of  a  wagon  manu¬ 
facturer,  an  occupation  which  he  followed  until  he  was  elected  sheriff.  He 
moved  to  Lake  George,  and  after  several  years  removed  to  Glens  Falls.  He 
served  as  assessor  for  the  town  of  Queensbury,  and  afterward  as  assessor  for 
the  city  of  Glens  Falls.  Mary  E.  (Pasco)  Bryant,  his  wife,  also  deceased,  was 
a  native  of  Chestertown. 

After  passing  through  the  public  schools  of  Chestertown  and  Lake  George, 
John  T.  Bryant,  who  as  a  boy  had  been  noted  for  his  skill  with  boats,  became 
an  engineer  and  spent  ten  years  operating  various  boats  on  Lake  George. 
Then,  in  1896,  he  established  himself  in  the  grocery  business,  organizing  an 
enterprise  which  he  has  conducted  without  a  break  through  to  the  present 
time,  thus  making  his  store  the  oldest  retail  establishment  of  its  kind  in  the 
Lake  George  district.  Keenly  interested  all  his  life  in  civic  problems,  Mr. 
Bryant  has  always  been  a  staunch  Republican  and  taken  an  active  role  in  the 
party’s  accomplishments  in  Lake  George  and  in  Warren  County,  as  well  as 
devoting  himself  generously  to  public  service,  spending  several  years  as 
United  States  Loan  Commissioner  for  Warren  County,  a  number  of  years  as 
justice  of  the  peace,  spending  a  term  as  town  clerk  of  the  town  of  Caldwell, 
several  years  as  a  constable,  several  terms  as  trustee  of  the  village  of  Lake 
George,  and,  since  1933,  public  welfare  commissioner  for  the  town  of  Cald¬ 
well.  He  was  town  clerk  when  the  village  of  Lake  George  was  incorporated, 
also  was  the  first  treasurer  of  the  village.  In  many  other  ways  Mr.  Bryant 
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has  also  been  active  in  serving  his  community  and  county,  giving  his  support 
to  such  organizations  as  the  Lake  George  Chamber  of  Commerce,  the  Lake 
George  Dinner  Club  and  the  Old  Lake  George  Board  of  Trade,  being  presi¬ 
dent  of  this  last-named  organization.  Even  more  prominent  in  fraternal 
organizations,  Mr.  Bryant  is  a  member  of  St.  Sacrament  Lodge,  No.  1029, 
Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  a  lodge  of  which  he  is  Past  Master,  and  belongs 
to  Warrensburg  Chapter,  Royal  Arch  Masons,  being  a  Past  High  Priest  of 
the  chapter,  and  has  served  as  well  as  Grand  Director  of  Ceremonies  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  New  York  State,  President  of  the  Masonic  Veterans’  Asso¬ 
ciation,  and  President  of  the  Past  Masters’  Association.  In  Odd  Fellowship 
Mr.  Bryant  was  a  member  of  Lake  George  Lodge,  No.  912,  Independent 
Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  being  Past  Grand  of  the  lodge,  holding  office  in  1916. 
A  member  of  St.  James’  Episcopal  Church  of  Lake  George,  serving  the  insti¬ 
tution  as  a  vestryman,  he  retains  his  interest  in  boating  on  Lake  George  and 
finds  his  principal  means  of  relaxation  from  his  business  responsibilities  in 
fraternal  work. 

John  T.  Bryant  married  (first),  in  1893,  Sadie  Bates,  a  native  of  Lake 
George,  who  died  shortly  after  marriage,  and  (second),  in  1899,  Lena  E. 
Bowen,  who  is  a  native  of  Adamsville,  New  York.  John  T.  Bryant,  by  his 
first  marriage,  is  the  father  of  a  daughter,  Mary  Elizabeth,  and  by  his  second, 
the  father  of  four  children:  1.  Olive,  a  graduate  of  Skidmore  College  and  of 
Rochester  University  School  of  Dental  Hygiene.  2.  Martha,  a  graduate  of 
St.  Lawrence  University,  and  now  the  wife  of  George  Seaman,  of  Lake 
George.  3.  Suzanne,  also  a  graduate  of  St.  Lawrence  University.  4.  George 
Mason,  who  is  a  graduate  of  Iowa  State  University. 


RALPH  A.  MASTEN — General  manager  of  the  Plattsburg  plant  of 
the  Berst  Forster  Dixfield  Paper  Company,  Ralph  A.  Masten,  of  Plattsburg, 
is  one  of  the  leading  paper  mill  executives  in  New  York  State,  having  been 
associated  with  the  paper  manufacturing  industry  in  the  Lake  Champlain  and 
Lake  George  districts  for  the  past  sixteen  years. 

Ralph  A.  Masten  was  born  at  White  Creek,  Washington  County,  April 
8,  1901,  son  of  Larmon  B.  and  Cora  (Allen)  Masten.  Larmon  B.  Masten, 
who  was  a  native  of  White  Creek,  Washington  County,  became  associated 
with  the  paper-making  industry  in  his  home  community  and  passed  his  life  in 
the  business,  being  active  until  the  time  of  his  death.  Cora  (Allen)  Masten, 
his  wife,  who  survives  him,  is  a  native  of  White  Creek,  Washington  County, 
also. 

After  passing  through  the  grammar  schools  at  White  Creek,  Ralph  A. 
Masten  graduated  from  the  Hoosick  Falls  High  School  and  then  entered 
Worcester  Polytechnic  Institute,  Worcester,  Massachusetts,  graduating  from 
that  institution  as  a  member  of  the  class  of  1923.  Mr.  Masten  at  once  entered 
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the  employment  of  the  International  Paper  Company  and  was  stationed  at 
Glens  Falls,  where  he  remained  for  some  ten  years,  leaving  in  1933  to  join 
the  Berst  Forster  Dixfield  Paper  Company  as  assistant  manager  of  the  organi¬ 
zation’s  Plattsburg  plant,  a  position  which  he  held  until  1936,  when  he  was 
promoted  to  his  present  post  as  the  manager  of  the  Plattsburg  establishment. 
Supporting  his  profession  by  membership  in  the  Technical  Association  of 
Pulp  and  Paper  Industries,  Mr.  Masten  gives  generously  of  his  time  and 
talent  to  the  advancement  of  the  welfare  of  his  community,  serving  Platts- 
burg  particularly  through  the  Plattsburg  Rotary  Club  and  the  Plattsburg 
Chamber  of  Commerce.

years. 

Joseph  Lyttle,  Jr.,  was  born  in  Ireland,  May  9,  1884,  son  of  Joseph  and 
Sarah  Lyttle.  Joseph  Lyttle,  Sr.,  who  is  a  native  of  Guildford,  Ireland,  came 
to  America  with  his  family  when  he  was  but  nineteen  years  of  age  and  estab¬ 
lished  himself  in  Greenwich  as  a  flax  dresser,  a  trade  which  he  learned  in  the 
Old  Country.

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James  B.  Mace  was  born  at  Keeseville,  May  17,  1876,  son  of  Alfred  H.

the  Lake  Champlain  area. 

John  H.  Evans  was  born  at  Jersey  City,  New  Jersey,  May  20,  1886,  son 
of  William  J.  and  Mary  Jane  (Hinman)  Evans.  William  J.  Evans,  who  was 
a  native  of  Ireland,  came  to  America  as  a  young  man  and  established  himself 
in  New  York  and  New  Jersey  in  the  wholesale  dry  goods  business,  a  calling  in 
which  he  remained  active  for  more  than  fifty  years.

chandising  men’s  furnishings  and  floor  coverings  in  the  only  establishment  of 
its  kind  in  Plattsburg  and  one  of  the  few  such  businesses  in  Upper  New 
York  State. 

Clifford  C.  Arnold  was  born  at  Peru,  Clinton  County,  March  5,  1890,  son 
of  John  F.  and  Fannie  (Meigs)  Arnold.  John  F.  Arnold,  who  was  a  native 
of  Peru,  Clinton  County,  established  himself  in  life  as  a  farmer  in  his  native 
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community  and  followed  the  soil  all  his  life,  being  active  until  the  time  of  his 
death.  Fannie  (Meigs)  Arnold,  who  is  also  deceased,  was  a  native  of  Canada. 

After  passing  through  the  public  schools  of  Peru  and  graduating  from  the 
Plattsburg  High  School,  Clifford  C.  Arnold  attended  Union  College  at 
Schenectady,  New  York,  and  then  went  to  work  with  the  International 
Harvester  Corporation.  After  a  year  in  such  employment,  he  entered  the 
United  States  Post  Office  Department  as  a  clerk  in  the  Railway  Mail  Service 
but,  after  two  years  in  this  work,  he  returned  to  Plattsburg  and  spent  a  year 
in  the  dairy  business  only  to  enter  the  employment  of  the  E.  N.  Dominy 
Company  of  Plattsburg  in  1919.  Becoming  a  partner  in  the  business,  upon 
the  death  of  E.  N.  Dominy,  Mr.  Arnold  became  the  president,  treasurer  and 
manager  of  the  corporation,  positions  which  he  has  held  through  the  present 
time.  This  company,  which  was  organized  in  1911,  deals  exclusively  with  the 
wholesale  merchandising  of  men’s  furnishings  and  floor  coverings  and  is  not 
only  the  single  firm  of  its  kind  in  Plattsburg  but  has  been  built  up  by  Mr. 
Arnold  until  it  is  one  of  the  largest  enterprises  of  its  kind  in  the  Lake  Cham¬ 
plain  district. 

A  member  of  Plattsburg  Lodge,  No.  828,  Ancient  Free  and  Accepted 
Masons,  Mr.  Arnold  is  also  a  member  of  all  the  York  Rite  bodies  of  the 
fraternity,  including  Oriental  Temple  and  Ancient  Arabic  Order  Nobles  of 
the  Mystic  Shrine.  Attendant  of  the  First  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  of 
Plattsburg,  Mr.  Arnold,  who  is  a  direct  descendant  of  Benedict  Arnold,  is 
devoted  to  bridge,  finding  the  game  a  means  of  recreation  from  his  business 
responsibilities. 

Clifford  C.  Arnold  married,  in  1919,  Mabel  Dominy,  daughter  of  E.  N. 
Dominy  and  a  native  of  Plattsburg.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Arnold  are  the  parents  of 
two  children:  1.  Robert  Dominy,  who  is  a  member  of  the  class  of  1941  of 
Union  College,  Schenectady.  2.  Marion  O. 


SIMON  E.  FITZPATRICK — A  partner  in  the  firm  of  John  J.  Fitz¬ 
patrick  and  Sons  of  Plattsburg,  Simon  E.  Fitzpatrick  is  not  only  one  of  the 
leading  contractors  and  engineers  in  the  northeastern  section  of  the  United 
States  but  is  also  prominent  in  the  civic  affairs  of  Plattsburg  and  well  known 
because  of  his  interest  in  history,  particularly  the  past  of  Clinton  County  and 
Northern  New  York  State. 

Simon  E.  Fitzpatrick  was  born  at  Plattsburg,  May  8,  1873,  son  of  John 
J.  and  Katherine  T.  (O’Brine)  Fitzpatrick.  John  J.  Fitzpatrick,  who  was  a 
native  of  Plattsburg,  was  directly  descended  from  Phillip  Fitzpatrick,  a  native 
of  Ireland  who  settled  in  Plattsburg  in  1826,  being  one  of  the  first  Irish 
pioneers  to  establish  themselves  in  Northern  New  York  State  and  being  the 
first  person  to  be  interred  in  the  Catholic  Cemetery  in  Plattsburg.  As  a  young 
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man,  he  established  himself  as  a  contractor  and  founded  the  present  firm  of 
John  J.  Fitzpatrick  and  Sons,  an  organization  in  which  he  remained  active 
until  the  time  of  his  death.  Katherine  T.  (O’Brine)  Fitzpatrick,  his  wife, 
also  deceased,  was  born  at  Plattsburg,  also. 

After  passing  through  the  public  schools  of  Plattsburg  and  attending  the 
Plattsburg  High  School,  Simon  E.  Fitzpatrick  became  employed  by  his  father, 
starting  as  a  water  boy  on  a  construction  contract  being  carried  out  by  his 
father  in  1892.  Simon  E.  Fitzpatrick  forged  ahead  rapidly  in  the  contracting 
business  and  about  1902  was  given  a  partnership  in  the  firm  founded  by  his 
father,  an  association  which  Mr.  Fitzpatrick  has  maintained  through  the 
present  time.  The  firm  of  John  J.  Fitzpatrick  and  Sons  has  distinguished 
itself  through  its  specialty  of  removing  submerged  rocks  and  ledges  in  harbors 
and  water-ways,  being  pioneers  in  this  type  of  work  and  having  discharged 
many  such  contracts  along  the  New  York  and  New  England  coast  in  par¬ 
ticular,  operating  under  the  direction  of  the  Engineer  Corps  of  the  United 
States  Army.  In  addition  to  this  work,  the  firm  has  also  distinguished  itself 
through  many  contracts  in  the  Northeastern  United  States  for  the  building  of 
roads,  the  construction  of  sewage  disposal  plants  and  the  erection  of  public 
buildings  and  large  private  structures,  such  as  palatial  residences.  Always 
keenly  interested  in  civic  affairs  as  well  as  in  the  prosperity  of  his  community 
and  county,  Simon  E.  Fitzpatrick  has  given  generously  of  his  time  and  talents 
to  public  work  and  to  the  promotion  of  various  civic  enterprises.  At  the 
present  time  clerk  of  the  Board  of  Education  of  Plattsburg,  an  office  which 
he  has  held  for  the  past  twenty  years,  he  is  a  past  president  of  the  Plattsburg 
Chamber  of  Commerce  and  a  member  of  the  Plattsburg  Rotary  Club,  an 

organization  which  he  has  served  as  a  director.  Supporting  his  profession  by

serving  on  the  executive  committee  of  the  New  \rork  State  Waterways  Com¬ 
mission,  he  is  also  a  member  of  Plattsburg  Lodge,  No.  255,  Knights  of 
Columbus,  being  a  member  of  the  fourth  degree  of  the  fraternity  and  having 
served  the  lodge  as  Grand  Knight.  Among  his  civic  responsibilities  is  his 
membership  on  the  board  of  directors  of  the  Champlain  Valley  Hospital,  an 
enterprise  which  he  aided  as  treasurer  for  several  years,  and  his  position  as 
vice-president  of  the  Irish  Settlement  Cemetery  Association.  A  member  of 
St.  John’s  Catholic  Church,  Mr.  Fitzpatrick  devotes  himself  to  civic  affairs 
so  far  as  much  of  his  leisure  is  concerned  but  also  finds  time  to  carry  on  his 
research  into  local  history.  He  is  the  author  of  various  papers  concerned  with 
Plattsburg’s  past,  two  of  them,  “Plattsburg,  Once  Upon  a  Time,”  and  “Spots,” 
having  been  read  before  the  Plattsburg  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  the  Platts¬ 
burg  Rotary  Club. 

Simon  E.  Fitzpatrick  married  (first),  in  1900,  Clara  Traynor,  a  native  of 
Wilmington,  Delaware,  who  died  in  1929;  he  married  (second),  in  1931, 
Anne  O’Brine,  who  is  a  native  of  Plattsburg  and  for  many  years  was  librarian 
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of  the  Plattsburg  State  .Normal  School.  Two  children  of  the  first  marriage 
are:  1.  John  J.,  who  attended  the  University  of  Pennsylvania.  2.  Martin  T., 
who  attended  Dartmouth  College. 


HERBERT  P.  MASON — Secretary  of  A.  Mason  and  Sons  Company, 
Incorporated,  and  manager  of  the  corporation’s  Plattsburg  office,  Herbert  P. 
Mason,  of  Plattsburg,  is  one  of  the  leading  lumber  and  building  supplies  mer¬ 
chants  in  Clinton  County,  having  been  active  in  the  business  for  the  past 
twenty-five  years,  as  well  as  taking  an  outstanding  part  in  the  civic  and  busi¬ 
ness  life  of  his  community  particularly  through  Rotary  and  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce.  Herbert  P.  Mason  was  born  at  Peru,  Clinton  County,  July  10, 
1891,  son  of  Albert  A.  and  Elizabeth  (Moore)  Mason.  Albert  A.  Mason, 
who  was  a  native  of  Peru,  Clinton  County,  established  himself  in  life  as  a 
carpenter  and  builder,  a  trade  and  a  business  which  he  followed  for  years 
until  he  organized  the  firm  of  A.  Mason  and  Sons,  merchants  of  lumber  and 
builders’  supplies,  an  enterprise  which  he  directed  and  developed  until  the  time 
of  his  death.  Elizabeth  (Moore)  Mason,  his  wife,  also  deceased,  was  a  native 
of  Peru,  Clinton  County,  also. 

Herbert  P.  Mason,  after  passing  through  the  public  schools  of  Peru  and 
graduating  from  the  Plattsburg  High  School,  went  to  Brooklyn,  New  York, 
where  he  graduated  from  the  Pratt  Institute.  After  completing  his  educa¬ 
tion,  Mr.  Mason  returned  to  Plattsburg  and  joined  his  father  as  a  partner  in 
the  firm  of  A.  Mason  and  Sons  in  1914.  In  1922,  when  the  business  was 
incorporated,  Herbert  P.  Mason  was  elected  the  secretary  of  the  corporation 
and  made  manager  of  the  Plattsburg  office  of  the  enterprise,  positions  which 
he  has  occupied  through  the  present  time.  During  the  World  War,  Mr. 
Mason  enlisted  in  October  of  1917  in  the  United  States  Army,  being  assigned 
to  the  aviation  corps  and  remaining  in  that  service  until  he  was  given  his 
discharge  as  a  sergeant  in  November  of  1918. 

Always  devoted  to  the  welfare  of  his  community  and  county,  Mr.  Mason 
has  been  active  in  supporting  all  worth  while  enterprises  for  many  years, 
serving  the  Plattsburg  Chamber  of  Commerce  as  its  president  and  being  a 
member  of  the  Champlain  Valley  Council,  as  well  as  belonging  to  the  Platts¬ 
burg  Rod  and  Gun  Club.  A  member  of  Plattsburg  Lodge,  No.  828,  Ancient 
Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  he  is  also  affiliated  with  the  local  organizations  of 
the  Royal  Arch  Chapter  and  the  Council,  Royal  and  Select  Masters.  A  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  board  of  the  Plattsburg  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  Mr.  Mason’s 
favorite  means  of  recreation  from  his  business  responsibilities,  aside  from  his 
ardent  interest  in  baseball,  is  boating  on  Lake  Champlain. 

Herbert  P.  Mason  married,  in  1915,  Elizabeth  Clark,  a  native  of  Peru, 
Clinton  County.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Mason  are  the  parents  of  three  children : 
1.  Herbert  P.,  Jr.,  a  student  at  Amherst  College.  2.  John.  3.  Phillip. 
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WALTER  E.  CARROLL — A  native  of  Plattsburg,  Walter  E.  Car- 
roll  has  been  associated  with  the  furniture  and  undertaking  fields  through 
many  years.  In  fact  this  enterprise  is  actually  one  of  the  oldest  of  any  busi¬ 
ness  in  Northern  New  York,  having  originally  been  founded  in  1S40  by 
George  W.  Hornick. 

First  associated  with  his  brother,  George  Carroll,  in  the  firm  of  Carroll, 
Bull  &  Company,  in  1913  he  and  his  brother  formed  the  Carroll  Furniture 
Company.  Since  George  Carroll’s  death  in  1919,  Walter  E.  Carroll  has 
operated  a  combined  furniture  and  undertaking  establishment  at  Nos.  29-31 
Bridge  Street,  Plattsburg. 

In  1935  he  leased  the  historic  Dodds  house  in  Plattsburg,  at  the  corner  of 
Oak  and  Court  streets,  where  he  has  established  one  of  the  most  distinctive 
funeral  homes  in  the  North  Country.  This  building  is  a  famous  landmark  in 
the  history  of  the  city  of  Plattsburg,  dating  back  to  Revolutionary  days.  It 
was  built  by  John  Dunham,  father  of  Guy  Dunham,  and  at  one  time  a  daugh¬ 
ter,  Pamela  Dunham,  kept  a  private  school  for  small  children  in  the  front 
room  on  the  second  floor.  A  marker  beside  the  door  was  erected  by  the 
State  Education  Department  reading  as  follows : 

British  Hospital  ....  The  British  Army  used  the  basement  of  this 
house  for  a  hospital  during  the  Battle  of  Plattsburgh,  September,  1814. 

The  house  was  purchased  by  George  W.  Dodds,  Sr.,  in  1852,  and  was 
occupied  by  him  and  his  descendants  upwards  of  eighty  years. 

Since  the  conversion  of  this  dwelling  into  a  funeral  home,  every  effort 
has  been  made  to  preserve  the  original  Colonial  atmosphere,  both  in  interior 
furnishing  and  decoration  and  exterior  appearance,  the  entire  outside  being 
painted  a  glistening  white,  and  each  window  fitted  with  deep  green  double 
shutters — and  a  white  picket  fence  completes  the  effect.  The  public  rooms 
are  furnished  in  both  genuine  antiques  and  choice  reproductions,  in  strict 
keeping  with  the  period  of  the  house.  The  result  has  established  this  home  as 
both  unique  and  arresting,  for  the  unusual  graciousness  and  quiet  charm  of 
the  entire  building  fits  its  particularly  for  the  dignity  of  its  purpose. 

In  1937  Walter  Carroll  disposed  of  his  furniture  store  in  the  downtown 
district,  to  James  P.  McMartin,  and  now  devotes  his  entire  time  to  his  work 
as  funeral  director,  and  maintains  his  headquarters  at  the  funeral  home. 

He  is  a  member  of  the  North  Star,  New  York  State  and  National  Funeral 
Directors’  associations. 


HERBERT  VAN  KIRK — Surrogate  of  Washington  County  since 
1928,  Herbert  Van  Kirk,  of  Greenwich,  is  outstanding  among  the  jurists  of 
his  county  and  is,  as  well,  a  distinguished  public-spirited  citizen,  one  who  has 
served  his  community  and  county  for  many  years  in  various  capacities. 
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Herbert  Van  Kirk-was  born  in  Greenwich,  January  1,  1871,  son  of  Nor¬ 
man  and  Kate  (Conant)  Van  Kirk.  Norman  Van  Kirk,  who  was  born  at 
White  Creek,  Washington  County,  began  life  as  a  wagon  manufacturer  al¬ 
though  in  later  life  he  established  himself  as  a  merchant,  a  business  in  which 
he  was  active  until  the  time  of  his  death  in  1890.  Kate  (Conant)  Van  Kirk, 
his  wife,  who  was  born  in  St.  Albans,  Vermont,  died  in  1909. 

After  passing  through  the  grade  schools  of  Greenwich  and  graduating 
from  the  Greenwich  High  School,  Herbert  Van  Kirk  entered  Colgate  Uni¬ 
versity,  graduating  from  that  institution  in  1894  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor 
of  Arts.  Then,  following  a  period  of  tutoring  in  New  York  City,  he  entered 
the  law  office  of  his  brother,  Charles  C.  Van  Kirk  in  Greenwich,  where  he  read 
law  until  he  passed  the  State  bar  examinations  in  Schenectady  in  1900.  That 
year  he  established  himself  in  the  independent  practice  of  his  profession  in 
Greenwich,  remaining  alone  until  1926,  when  he  was  joined  by  Jerald  W. 
Bouck.  This  partnership  continued  until  February  of  1929  when  Mr.  Bouck 
died,  his  place  in  the  office  being  taken  shortly  by  John  H.  Dewell  who  formed 
with  Mr.  Van  Kirk  the  firm  of  Van  Kirk  and  Dewell,  the  title  under  which 
the  partnership  has  been  continued  through  the  present  time.  Always  inter¬ 
ested  in  civic  problems  and  giving  generously  of  his  time  and  talent  to  the 
advancement  of  community  interests  as  a  member  of  the  Republican  party, 
Mr.  Van  Kirk  has  been  a  member  of  the  School  Board  of  Greenwich  for  many 
years  and,  since  1928,  has  been  surrogate  of  the  county,  being  first  elected  to 
the  office  in  that  year  and  being  reelected  in  1934.  The  judge’s  other  com¬ 
munity  offices  include  his  directorship  of  the  board  of  the  Greenwich  Savings 
and  Loan  Association  and  his  membership  in  the  Greenwich  Chamber  of 
Commerce.  The  judge  supports  his  profession  by  affiliation  with  the 
American  Bar  Association,  the  New  York  State  Bar  Association,  and  the 
Washington  County  Bar  Association,  heading  this  last-named  organization  as 
president.  A  member  of  Bottskill  Baptist  Church,  and  serving  the  institution 
as  chairman  of  the  board  of  deacons,  Judge  Van  Kirk,  who  belongs  to  the 
Battenkill  Golf  Club,  is  prominent  in  Masonry,  being  a  member  of  Ashler 
Lodge,  Ancient  Free  and  Accepted  Masons  of  Greenwich,  and  Schuylerville 
Commandery,  Knights  Templar. 

Judge  Van  Kirk  married  in  August,  1900,  Margaret  R.  Legg,  who  is 
a  native  of  Kingston,  New  York.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Van  Kirk  are  the  parents  of 
two  children:  1.  Margaret,  who,  now  Mrs.  Margaret  (Van  Kirk)  Reid  of 
Westport,  Connecticut,  graduated  from  Smith  College  with  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Arts,  after  passing  through  the  Greenwich  grammar  school  and 
graduating  from  the  Greenwich  High  School.  2.  Norman  C.,  now  a  student 
in  the  Greenwich  High  School. 
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EDGAR  A.  NELSON — As  general  manager  of  the  Pal  Blade  Com¬ 
pany,  Edgar  A.  Nelson  figures  prominently  in  the  business  life  of  Platts- 
burg.  Mr.  Nelson  was  born  July  12,  1899,  in  Copenhagen,  Denmark,  son  of 
Vilhelm  and  Elsine  (Rolandsen)  Nelson.  His  father,  a  Swede  by  birth,  is  a 
laborer  in  his  native  land.  The  mother  was  born  in  Denmark. 

In  the  Copenhagen  schools,  Edgar  A.  Nelson  received  his  early  education, 
and  when  he  completed  his  high  school  studies  he  entered  the  toolmaking 
trade.  He  then  studied  the  designer's  trade  at  the  Institute  of  Technology, 
in  Copenhagen,  and  in  that  city  took  up  his  work  as  a  tool  designer.  He  con¬ 
tinued  his  labors  along  those  lines  until  1926,  when  he  came  to  New  York 
City.  After  remaining  for  a  time,  variously  employed,  in  the  New  World 
metropolis,  Mr.  Nelson  went  to  Schenectady,  New  York,  to  join  forces  with 
the  General  Electric  Company.  In  1929  he  became  associated  with  the 
Standard  Safety  Razor  Company,  of  East  Norwalk,  Connecticut,  there  re¬ 
maining  until  1933  as  plant  manager.  In  that  year  he  went  to  Montreal, 
Province  of  Quebec,  Canada,  with  the  Pal  Blade  Company,  serving  in  the 
consulting  engineer’s  capacity.  In  1934  he  returned  to  the  Lhiited  States, 
settling  in  Plattsburg  and  starting  the  Pal  Blade  Company  plant  in  this  city. 
He  has  been  its  general  manager  since  that  time. 

Mr.  Nelson  also  belongs  to  the  Plattsburg  Chamber  of  Commerce  and 
takes  a  lively  part  in  the  city’s  business  life.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Benevo¬ 
lent  and  Protective  Order  of  Elks,  in  which  fraternity  he  is  affiliated  with 
Plattsburg  Lodge,  No.  621.  He  attends  the  Lutheran  Church  in  this  city. 
In  spare  time  he  is  particularly  fond  of  outdoor  life,  particularly  enjoying 
golf  and  swimming. 

In  1936  Edgar  A.  Nelson  married  Lillian  O’Neil,  a  native  of  the  Province 
of  New  Brunswick,  Canada. 


LEE  C.  BOLLES — Since  his  entry  into  the  garage  and  automobile 
supply  business  in  1922,  Lee  C.  Bolles  has  become  a  well-known  figure  in  this 
field  in  Plattsburg  and  vicinity,  and  in  his  present  headquarters  on  Court 
Street,  he  conducts  the  local  agency  for  Studebaker  and  Chevrolet  automo¬ 
biles,  together  with  a  complete  assortment  of  automotive  accessories. 

Mr.  Bolles  was  born  in  Mineville,  Essex  County,  August  12,  1883,  the  son 
of  the  late  Edwin  A.  and  Lovilla  H.  (Abell)  Bolles.  Edwin  A.  Bolles,  a 
native  of  Danielson,  Connecticut,  was  engaged  in  the  general  mercantile  busi¬ 
ness  at  the  time  of  his  death.  Lovilla  H.  (Abell)  Bolles  is  a  native  of  Enos- 
burg  Falls,  Vermont. 

After  completing  his  elementary  education  in  the  Mineville  public  schools, 
Lee  C.  Bolles  studied  at  the  Sherman  Collegiate  Institute  in  Moriah,  and  later 
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at  Port  Henry  High  School.  For  the  next  two  years  he  was  in  the  employ  of 
the  Witherbee  Sherman  Company  in  Mineville,  after  which  he  took  a  business 
course  at  the  Bryant  and  Stratton  Business  College  in  Boston,  Massachusetts. 
He  then  became  office  manager  for  the  Arnold  Mining  Company  in  Clinton 
County,  and  continued  in  this  capacity  for  three  years,  next  going  to  Lyon 
Mountain  and  Standish,  where  he  was  engaged  in  office  work  for  approxi¬ 
mately  two  years.  For  the  next  year  he  was  associated  with  the  Lafollette 
Iron  Company  of  Lafollette,  Tennessee,  after  which  he  returned  to  New 
York  State  to  enter  the  employ  of  the  Robeson  Process  Company  at  Au  Sable 
Forks,  where  he  remained  until  1912,  at  which  time  he  came  to  Plattsburg 
to  enter  the  automobile  industry.  In  1913  he  became  associated  with  the 
Hannan  and  Henry  Motor  Car  Company,  remaining  with  this  concern  until 
1917.  For  the  next  two  years  he  worked  for  the  M.  P.  Myers  Company,  and 
then  in  1919  he  returned  to  the  Hannan  and  Henry  Motor  Car  Company  as 
a  partner  in  the  business.  He  continued  there  until  1922,  and  then  erected 
his  own  garage  and  sales  room  on  Court  Street,  establishing  the  local  agency 
for  the  Studebaker  automobile.  In  1923  branches  were  established  at  Port 
Henry  and  Ticonderoga,  where  distribution  headquarters  for  Studebaker  cars 
in  Clinton  and  Essex  counties  were  maintained.  The  following  year  the  C. 
M.  Putnam  garage  in  Port  Henry  was  purchased,  but  in  1927  this  business 
was  sold  to  Harold  Huestis.  In  1933  he  took  over  the  local  agency  for  the 
Chevrolet  car,  and  today  the  Bolles  garage  and  service  station  is  recognized  as 
the  headquarters  for  both  Chevrolet  and  Studebaker  cars,  together  with 
facilities  for  storage,  and  the  sale  of  all  automobile  equipment. 

Mr.  Bolles  is  chairman  of  the  finance  committee  of  the  Methodist  Epis¬ 
copal  Church,  and  is  active  in  local  civic  life,  being  vice-president  of  the 
Rotary  Club  and  a  director  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce.  He  is  also  promi¬ 
nent  in  the  Masonic  Order,  being  Past  Master  of  Plattsburg  Lodge,  No.  828, 
Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  Past  High  Priest  of  Plattsburg,  Chapter  No.  39, 
Royal  Arch  Masons,  a  member  of  De  Soto  Commandery  Knights  Templar, 
and  Oriental  Temple,  Ancient  Arabic  Order  Nobles  of  the  Mystic  Shrine. 
He  is  also  a  member  of  the  Plattsburg  Rod  and  Gun  Club. 

He  was  married  (first)  in  1906  to  Anna  Durkin,  a  native  of  Clintonville, 
and  they  became  the  parents  of  a  son,  Otto  M.,  now  associated  in  business 
with  his  father.

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LAWRENCE  P.  THOMPSON — Chemist  and  superintendent  of 
paper-making  of  the  Veldown  Company  of  South  Glens  Falls,  a  subsidiary  of 
the  International  Paper  Company,  Lawrence  P.  Thompson  is  well  known  not 
only  in  New  York  State,  but  also  in  Maine,  Massachusetts  and  in  Canada.

Supporting  his  profes¬ 
sion  by  being  a  technical  associate  of  Pulp  and  Paper  Industries,  Mr.  Thomp¬ 
son  is  a  member  of  Chi  Sigma  Chi,  Phi  Lambda  Tau,  and  Alpha  Delta 
Alpha  fraternities.  He  is  an  attendant  of  the  First  Methodist  Church  of 
Glens  Falls.  His  hobbies  are  amateur  photography  and  archery. 

Lawrence  P.  Thompson  married,  in  1933,  Pauline  Sicard,  who  was  born 
at  Turners  Falls,  Massachusetts. 


FRANK  W.  DUERS — Manager  and  treasurer  of  the  Adirondack 
Grocers,  Incorporated,  Frank  W.  Duers,  of  Hudson  Falls,  is  one  of  the  lead¬ 
ing  merchants  of  the  Lake  George  district,  having  devoted  many  years  of  his 
life  to  retail  merchandising,  following  some  time  spent  in  the  contracting  busi¬ 
ness. 

Frank  W.  Duers  was  born  in  Hudson  Falls,  February  15,  1883,  son  of 
John  C.  and  Addie  (Inglesbee)  Duers.  John  C.  Duers,  a  native  of  Kings¬ 
bury,  was  superintendent  of  the  Allen  Paper  Mills  in  Hudson  Falls.  Addie 
(Inglesbee)  Duers,  his  wife,  was  a  native  of  Adamsville. 

After  passing  through  the  grade  schools  and  graduating  from  the  high 
school  in  Hudson  Falls,  Frank  W.  Duers  found  his  first  employment  with  the 
firm  of  Flood  and  Sherrill,  contractors  and  builders,  who  at  the  time  were 
engaged  in  constructing  the  old  Allen  Paper  Mills.  After  a  number  of  years 
with  this  firm,  Mr.  Duers  worked  with  other  contractors  and  builders  in  vari¬ 
ous  parts  of  the  country  and  then,  returning  home  to  Hudson  Falls,  went  into 
the  grocery  business  with  B.  S.  Ingalls  and  William  Paul,  the  company  being 
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known  as  the  Ingalls.  Grocery  Company.  After  some  five  years  in  this 
partnership,  Mr.  Duer  established  his  own  retail  grocery  store,  handling  both 
meats  and  provisions,  later  going  into  a  partnership  with  B.  S.  Ingalls  again. 
This  business  has  become  associated  with  a  cooperative  purchasing  organiza¬ 
tion,  now  established  as  the  Adirondack  Grocers,  Incorporated.  In  June,  1932, 
Mr.  Duers  was  elected  manager  of  the  corporation  as  well  as  the  treasurer  and 
established  the  retail  merchandising  quarters  in  the  Old  Swan  Bakery  until 
Mr.  Driers  constructed  the  present  building,  a  structure  that  was  completed 
in  June  of  1937.  This  organization,  which  began  functioning  with  three 
employees,  has  expanded  greatly  and  now  engages  ten  regular  employees.  A 
member  of  the  Republican  party,  Mr.  Duers  has  always  been  interested  in 
civic  affairs,  particularly  in  relation  to  the  welfare  of  the  youth  of  the  com¬ 
munity,  serving  as  scoutmaster  and  chairman  of  the  boys’  committee,  as  well 
as  being  a  member  of  the  Rotary  Club  of  Hudson  Falls.  A  member  of  Hud¬ 
son  Falls  Lodge,  No.  372,  Ancient  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  Mr.  Duers  finds 
recreation  from  his  duties  at  his  cottage  on  Lake  George,  where  he  has  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  engage  in  his  favorite  sports  of  hunting  and  fishing. 

Frank  W.  Duers  married,  in  Hudson  Falls,  Mary  L.  Ingalls,  a  native  of 
Hartford,  New  York.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Duers  are  the  parents  of  a  daughter, 
Marion,  who,  a  graduate  of  the  public  and  high  schools  of  Hudson  Falls,  is  the 
wife  of  Stephen  Harris,  warehouse  manager  for  Adirondack  Grocers,  Incor¬ 
porated. 


JOHN  F.  LONG — As  owner  and  operator  of  Long’s  Plattsburg 
Laundry,  John  F.  Long  directs  the  activities  of  the  largest  establishment  of 
its  kind  in  this  locality.  He  was  born  here  November  10,  1889,  the  son  of 
the  late  Timothy  F.  and  Anna  (Hallinan)  Long.  Timothy  F.  Long,  a  native 
of  Beekmantown,  New  York,  was  engaged  in  railroad  work  for  many  years 
previous  to  his  death. 

John  F.  Long  secured  his  education  in  the  local  public  schools,  and  upon 
completion  of  his  high  school  work,  entered  the  employ  of  the  Lozier  Auto¬ 
mobile  Company,  manufacturers  of  motor  cars.  He  remained  with  this  con¬ 
cern  until  1912,  after  which  he  secured  a  position  as  bookkeeper  for  the  Pro¬ 
gressive  Pulp  and  Paper  Company.  His  career  with  this  company  was  inter¬ 
rupted  in  April,  1917,  when  he  enlisted  for  war  service,  at  Fort  Slocum,  New 
York.  He  was  assigned  to  the  Medical  Officers’  Training  Camp  at  Fort 
Oglethorpe,  Georgia,  and  remained  there  until  he  received  his  honorable  dis¬ 
charge,  January  25,  1919,  with  the  rank  of  sergeant,  first  class.

Under  the 
name  of  Long’s  Plattsburg  Laundry,  this  business  has  been  successfully  con¬ 
ducted  to  date,  and  with  an  employment  personnel  of  forty-seven  workers, 
with  four  large  motor  trucks  which  cover  all  of  Plattsburg,  and  as  far  south 
as  Westport  and  Elizabethtown,  it  is  recognized  as  the  largest  industry  of  its 
kind  from  Saratoga  to  the  Canadian  line.  Mr.  Long  also  serves  as  secretary 
and  treasurer  of  the  Clinton  Press. 

He  is  a  communicant  of  St.  John's  Roman  Catholic  Church,  a  follower  of 
the  Democratic  party,  and  an  affiliate  of  Plattsburg  Council,  No.  255,  Knights 
of  Columbus.  He  is  also  a  fourth  degree  member  of  this  order,  where  he  is 
a  Past  Faithful  Navigator,  and  he  is  Past  Exalted  Ruler  of  Plattsburg  Lodge, 
No.  621,  Benevolent  and  Protective  Order  of  Elks.  In  addition  he  holds 
membership  in  Plattsburg  Post,  No.  20,  American  Legion,  Chamber  of  Com¬ 
merce,  and  the  Rotary  Club,  and  he  is  past  president  of  the  New  York  State 
Laundry  Owners  Association,  past  president  of  the  Northern  New  York 
Laundry  Owners  Association,  and  a  member  of  the  American  Institute  of 
Laundering. 

He  was  married,  in  1932,  to  Eva  Keilig,  a  native  of  Plattsburg,  and  they 
are  the  parents  of  a  daughter,  Ann  Hallinan  Long. 


A.  F.  WINTER — Launching  his  career  as  an  office  boy  in  the  employ 
of  the  Finch,  Pruyn  and  Company  in  1916,  A.  F.  Winter  has  remained  with 
this  concern  steadily  to  the  present  day,  and  for  the  past  eight  years  he  has 
served  as  manager  of  the  Plattsburg  branch  of  this  nationally  known  indus¬ 
trial  organization.  He  was  born  in  Glens  Falls,  September  24,  1899,  the  son 
of  Joseph  W.  and  Olive  (Mosher)  Winter.  Joseph  W.  Winter,  a  native  of 
Germany,  has  followed  the  tailoring  trade  in  this  locality  for  many  years. 
Olive  (Mosher)  Winter  is  a  native  of  Glens  Falls. 

After  completing  his  elementary  and  high  school  education  in  the  Glens 
Falls  public  schools,  A.  F.  Winter  entered  the  employ  of  Finch,  Pruyn  and 
Company,  as  office  boy  in  the  Glens  Falls  office.

PAUL  BURKE — Resident  engineer  of  the  Veldown  Company  of 
South  Glens  Falls,  a  subsidiary  of  the  International  Paper  Company,  Paul 
Burke  is  well  known  throughout  Vermont  and  also  in  Lynn,  Massachusetts. 

Paul  Burke  was  born  in  Rutland,  Vermont,  September  30,  1899,  son  of 
Robert  and  Mary  (Howard)  Burke.  Robert  Burke,  who  was  a  native  of 
Rutland,  Vermont,  was  a  manufacturer  of  scales  for  the  Howe  Scale  Com¬ 
pany. 

After  passing  through  the  parochial  schools  of  Rutland,  Paul  Burke 
entered  the  employment  of  the  Rutland  Railroad,  where  he  learned  the  trade 
of  a  machinist,  leaving  the  railroad  to  go  with  the  General  Electric  Company 
at  the  River  Works,  Lynn,  Massachusetts,  where  lie  spent  a  year  working  on 
the  manufacturing  of  electric  turbines.  Mr.  Burke  came  to  Glens  Falls  where 
he  became  manager  of  the  machine  shops  of  the  Champlain  Silk  Mills  for 
five  years,  when  he  became  associated  with  the  Veldown  Company  at  South 
Glens  Falls,  first  as  a  mechanic,  later  as  master  mechanic,  and  since  1932, 
resident  engineer  for  the  company.

WILLIAM  H.  HOWELL— Proprietor  of  the  Witherell  Hotel,  the 
leading  establishment  of  its  kind  in  Plattsburg,  William  H.  Howell  is  not  only 
one  of  the  outstanding  hotel  men  of  Northern  New  York  State,  having  been 
the  owner  of  the  hotel  for  the  past  forty-five  years,  but  is  also  active  as  a 
banker  and  prominent  as  one  of  the  outstanding  public-spirited  citizens  of  his 
community. 

William  H.  Howell  was  born  in  Washington,  District  of  Columbia,  April 
7,  1874,  son  of  William  T.  and  Sarah  F.  (Cross)  Howell.  William  T. 
Howell,  who  was  a  native  of  Baltimore,  Maryland,  spent  many  years  in 
Washington  as  a  special  agent  of  the  United  States  Treasury  Department,  a 
position  which  he  held  until  1884  when  he  resigned  to  come  to  Plattsburg  and 
take  over  the  Witherell  Hotel,  managing  the  establishment  thereafter  until  his 
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death  in  1894.  Sarah  F.  (Cross)  Howell,  his  wife,  also  deceased,  was  born  in 
Washington,  District  of  Columbia. 

After  passing  through  the  public  schools  of  Washington  and  Plattsburg, 
William  H.  Howell  joined  his  father  in  the  management  of  the  Withered 
Hotel  in  Plattsburg,  succeeding  to  the  ownership  in  1894  upon  the  death  of 
his  father.  Ever  since,  Mr.  Howell  has  been  active  as  the  proprietor  of  this 
famous  establishment,  developing  it  through  the  years  until  it  has  become  the 
leading  hotel  in  Plattsburg.  This  hotel  was  originally  founded  early  in  i860 
by  Hiram  Withered  who  continued  the  business  for  a  few  years  and  then  sold 
it  into  other  hands.  Subsequently,  the  hotel  changed  ownership  several  times 
until  1884  when  William  T.  Howell  purchased  it,  beginning  the  period  of 
ownership  by  the  Howell  family  which,  already,  embraces  nearly  sixty  years, 
during  which  time  it  has  entertained  nearly  every  President  of  the  United 
States,  as  wed  as  many  other  distinguished  guests  whose  names  are  house¬ 
hold  words  in  this  country.  In  addition  to  his  wide  interests  in  the  prosperity 
and  development  of  his  community,  William  H.  Howell  is  active  as  a  banker, 
holding  office  as  president  of  the  Merchant’s  National  Bank  of  Plattsburg,  a 
post  which  he  acquired  in  1931  and  has  retained  through  the  present  time. 

William  H.  Howell  married,  in  1903,  Rose  Sterns,  who  is  a  native  of 
Plattsburg.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Howell  are  the  parents  of  two  children:  1.  William 
H.,  Jr.,  a  graduate  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  class  of  1934,  with  the 
degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science,  who  is  now  associated  with  his  father  as  the 
manager  of  the  Withered  Hotel.  He  is  married  and  is  the  father  of  one 
child.  2.  Caroline  Virginia,  graduate  of  the  Finch  School  of  New  York  City 
and  the  wife  of  Philip  Fitzpatrick,  of  Plattsburg.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Fitzpatrick 
are  the  parents  of  a  daughter. 


CLAUDE  A.  OTIS — Identified  with  the  Essex  County  Clerk’s  office 
for  the  past  fifteen  years,  Claude  A.  Otis  has  served  in  the  capacity  of  deputy 
county  clerk  since  1927.  He  was  born  in  Keene,  New  York,  January  12, 
1900,  the  son  of  the  late  Robert  A.  and  Mary  (Carey)  Otis.  Robert  A.  Otis, 
a  native  of  North  Hudson,  New  York,  was  engaged  as  a  guide  in  the  Adiron¬ 
dack  Mountains  for  many  years  prior  to  his  death  in  1915,  at  which  time  he 
was  killed  while  on  a  hunting  trip.  He  was  the  son  of  John  Wesley  Otis, 
one  of  the  pioneer  settlers  in  North  Hudson,  and  veteran  of  the  Civil  War, 
serving  with  the  New  York  State  Volunteers.  Mary  (Carey)  Otis,  a  native 
of  Keene,  New  York,  is  still  residing  in  this  section. 

After  graduating  from  the  high  school  in  Keene,  Claude  A.  Otis  entered 
Albany  Business  College,  and  after  completing  his  business  education,  he 
entered  the  employ  of  the  New  York  State  Highway  Department.  He  re¬ 
mained  in  that  work  until  1923  at  which  time  he  became  associated  with  the 
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office  of  the  county  clerk.  Four  years  later  he  was  appointed  deputy  county 
clerk,  and  has  ever  since  served  most  honestly  and  ably  in  this  important  post. 

Mr.  Otis  is  a  communicant  of  St.  Elizabeth’s  Roman  Catholic  Church,  an 
active  supporter  of  the  Republican  party,  and  a  director  of  the  Kiwanis  Club. 
He  is  also  affiliated  with  Au  Sable  Forks  Council,  No.  2301,  Knights  of 
Columbus. 

Mr.  Otis  is  unmarried. 


WARREN  T.  RATCLIFF — Practicing  law  in  North  Creek,  Warren 
T.  Ratcliff  has  made  a  substantial  contribution  to  the  professional  life  of  his 
community  and  of  this  district  of  New  York  State. 

Mr.  Ratcliff  was  born  May  13,  1890,  in  Hurleyville,  Sullivan  County,  New 
York,  son  of  Charles  and  Louis  (Mitteer)  Ratcliff.  His  father,  a  native  of 
Hurleyville,  was  engaged  for  many  years  in  the  contracting  business.  His 
mother  is  also  a  native  of  Hurleyville. 

Mr.  Ratcliff  has  traced  his  lineage  back  to  1194.  The  name  originated 
from  the  village  of  Radcliffe  in  the  county  of  Lancaster,  England,  and  de¬ 
scended  from  the  early  Saxon  monarch,  Ethelred,  whose  daughter  married 
the  Earl  of  Anjoy,  from  whom  the  Radcliffs  or  Ratcliffs  descended. 

John  Ratcliff,  of  the  same  family,  was  a  noted  English  physician,  living 
from  1650  to  1714;  Ann  Ward  Radcliffe,  famous  English  novelist,  living  from 
1764  to  1823;  John  Ratcliff  was  an  English  Lord;  Margaret  Radcliffe,  daugh¬ 
ter  of  Sir  William  Parr,  was  aunt  of  Katherine,  one  of  the  wives  of  King 
Henry  the  Eighth ;  Sir  Richard  Radcliffe  was  the  favorite  of  King  Richard 
the  Third. 

The  coat-of-arms  of  the  Ratcliff  family  is  an  Argent,  two  bendlets  en¬ 
grailed  sable.  The  crest  is  a  bull’s  head  erased  sable,  ducally  gorged  and  lined. 

William  Ratcliff,  the  first  Ratcliff  of  this  family  to  come  to  the  United 
States,  the  son  of  Thomas  and  Elizabeth  Ratcliff  of  Walesby  in  the  County 
of  Nottingham,  England,  was  born  on  August  24,  1801,  and  left  for  the 
United  States  May  17,  1822.  He  sailed  from  Liverpool  June  8,  landed  at 
New  York  July  18  and  arrived  at  Liberty,  New  York,  July  26,  1822. 

Ratcliff  Post,  No.  205,  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  at  Monticello,  New 
York,  was  built  in  honor  of,  and  contains  a  likeness  of,  Lieutenant  William 
Ratcliff  of  the  same  family,  of  Liberty,  New  York,  who  was  killed  at  Peach 
Tree  Creek,  Georgia,  July  20,  1864. 

Warren  T.  Ratcliff  is  a  direct  descendant  on  his  mother’s  side  of  Samuel 
Mitteer,  who  came  from  France  to  the  United  States  when  he  was  six  years 
old.  His  father  came  from  France  to  the  United  States  to  fight  for  the 
Colonies,  and  served  in  the  army  of  Rochambeau.  He  lost  an  arm  at  York- 
town.  He  went  back  to  France  and  brought  over,  in  1783,  little  “Sammy” 
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Mitteer,  who  was  then  six  years  of  age.  He  was  in  the  employ  of  Alexander 
Hamilton  at  the  time  of  the  duel  between  Hamilton  and  Aaron  Burr.  Later, 
his  son  moved  to  Hurleyville,  New  York,  the  birthplace  of  Warren  T.  Ratcliff. 

Public  schools  provided  Warren  T.  Ratcliff’s  early  education,  first  at 
Hurleyville,  his  birthplace,  then  at  Liberty  High  School,  and  State  Training 
School  at  Monticello,  then  at  New  Paltz  High  School,  and  he  graduated  from 
New  Paltz  Normal  School.  Next  he  became  a  student  at  the  New  York  State 
College  for  teachers,  and  taught  school  for  four  years.  He  was  superintendent 
of  schools  in  Albany  County  for  five  years  and  superintendent  of  Green 
Island  schools  for  three  years,  and  is  a  past  president  of  the  New  York  State 
Superintendents’  Association  and  of  the  Albany  County  Teachers’  Associa¬ 
tion.  He  served  law  clerkship  in  the  offices  of  Judge  William  Cunningham 
and  Judge  S.  Alton  Ralph;  attended  Albany  Law  School,  and  was  duly 
admitted  to  the  bar  of  New  York  State  in  1928.  On  the  same  day  he  was 
admitted  to  the  Federal  bar,  and  began  practice  of  law  at  North  Creek,  New 
York,  which  he  has  continued  uninterruptedly.  He  established  the  North 
Creek  Real  Estate  &  Insurance  Agency. 

In  addition  to  carrying  on  the  operations  connected  with  his  own  private 
practice  of  law,  Mr.  Ratcliff  is  active  in  the  Warren  County  Bar  Association 
and  the  New  York  State  Bar  Association.  He  is  a  Republican  in  his  political 
views.  Though  he  served  as  a  justice  of  the  peace,  he  has  generally  taken 
little  part  in  political  affairs. 

He  interests  himself  deeply  in  civic,  social  and  fraternal  affairs.  He  is  a 
member  of  Evening  Star  Lodge  of  the  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  at  Water- 
vliet,  New  York,  of  Johnsburg  Lodge,  No.  541,  of  the  Independent  Order  of 
Odd  Fellows  and  The  Encampment.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Epis¬ 
copal  Church.  In  spare  time  his  favorite  hobbies  are  those  of  an  outdoor 
nature,  notably  hunting,  fishing  and  golf,  and  is  the  owner  of  a  game  preserve 
comprising  one  thousand  acres. 

Warren  T.  Ratcliff  married,  in  1911,  Lottie  Olmstead,  born  at  Monticello, 
New  York.  The  children  of  this  marriage  are:  T.  Muriel,  who  is  postmistress 
at  Minerva,  New  York;  she  is  the  wife  of  Harry  Raymond  of  that  place.  2. 
Cleone  M.,  who  is  living  at  home. 


HARRY  MARTIN  MacDOUGAL — Elected  county  clerk  of  Essex 
County  in  1932,  Harry  Martin  MacDougal  has  held  this  office  to  the  present 
day,  and  is  highly  regarded  in  this  locality  for  the  efficiency  with  which  he  has 
performed  the  numerous  duties  entailed  in  the  proper  administration  of  this 
post.  He  is  a  native  of  Elizabethtown,  having  been  born  here  August  28, 
1883,  the  son  of  Martin  Van  Buren  and  Jennie  (Durand)  MacDougal,  both 
natives  of  Elizabethtown,  and  both  deceased.  Martin  Van  Buren  MacDougal 
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was  engaged  in  general  farming  operations  in  this  section  for  many  years 
prior  to  his  death.

He  later  became  associated  with  his 
brother  in  the  mercantile  field,  and  continued  in  this  business  for  twenty 
years,  being  elected  to  his  present  official  post  in  1932. 

Mr.  MacDougal  is  deacon  in  the  Congregational  Church,  and  has  always 
been  a  prominent  figure  in  Republican  politics,  serving  for  seven  years  as 
supervisor  of  Essex  County,  prior  to  the  assumption  of  his  present  duties. 
He  is  affiliated  with  Ticonderoga  Lodge,  Benevolent  and  Protective  Order  of 
Elks,  Adirondack  Lodge,  No.  602,  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  being  Past 
Master  of  this  body  and  Cedar  Point  Chapter,  Royal  Arch  Masons.  He  is 
also  Past  Master  of  Lewis  Grange,  No.  1077,  president  of  the  Elizabethtown 
Kiwanis  Club,  and  a  member  of  the  New  York  State  County  Clerks  Associa¬ 
tion  and  the  Sons  of  Veterans  Camp. 

He  was  married,  in  1910,  to  Alice  Dougan,  a  native  of  Elizabethtown,  and 
they  are  the  parents  of  three  children:  1.  Arline,  a  member  of  the  1935  class  at 
McGill  University.  2.  Allister  R.,  a  graduate  in  1937  of  Union  College  with 
the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts.  3.  Helen  A.,  a  member  of  the  1939  class  at 
Plattsburg  Normal  School. 


BENJAMIN  WILLIAMS — Benjamin  Williams,  secretary  and  vice- 
president  of  the  Vermont  Marble  Company,  and  a  prominent  figure  in  the 
political  and  industrial  life  of  this  State,  was  born  in  Fair  Haven,  Rutland 
County,  July  8,  1876,  the  son  of  Benjamin  and  Jane  (Hughes)  Williams, 
both  deceased.  The  elder  Mr.  Williams  was  born  in  North  Carnarvonshire, 
Wales,  in  1824,  and  migrated  to  the  United  States  in  1844,  settling  in  Maine, 
where  he  became  one  of  the  pioneers  of  the  slate  business.  He  later  went  to 
Vermont,  where  he  was  engaged  for  many  years  as  an  expert  State  quarry- 
man.  He  died  in  1898.  Jane  (Hughes)  Williams,  born  in  Wales  in  1843, 
died  August  20,  1911. 

After  completing  his  high  school  education  in  the  Fair  Haven  schools, 
Benjamin  Williams  enrolled  at  the  National  Law  School  in  Washington, 
District  of  Columbia,  and  later,  in  1904  was  admitted  to  the  Washington  bar. 
He  came  to  Proctor,  in  1903,  and  became  associated  with  the  Vermont  Marble 
Company  as  chief  office  clerk  and  was  later  advanced  to  vice-president  and 
secretary  of  this  concern,  in  which  capacity  he  still  serves.  He  is  also  pres¬ 
ident  of  the  Proctor  Trust  Company,  and  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
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of  both  Vermont  Academy  and  Norwich  University.  In  1926  he  also  became 
a  member  of  the  Vermont  bar. 

Mr.  Williams  is  a  member  of  the  Union  Protestant  Church,  and  a  lead¬ 
ing  figure  in  Republican  politics,  having  served  in  the  Legislature,  and  as 
Speaker  of  the  House  from  1929  to  1931.  During  the  next  two  years  he 
served  as  Lieutenant-Governor  of  the  State  of  Vermont.  Fraternally,  he  is 
well  known  in  the  Masonic  Order,  being  affiliated  with  Sutherland  Falls 
Lodge,  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  Proctor,  Vermont,  Poultney  Chapter, 
Poultney,  Vermont,  and  Killington  Commandery,  Knights  Templar,  Rutland, 
Vermont,  and  Oriental  Temple,  Ancient  Arabic  Order  Nobles  of  the  Mystic 
Shrine  at  Troy,  New  York. 

He  was  married  September,  1902,  to  Bessie  N.  (Proctor)  Lloyd,  of 
Fair  Haven,  daughter  of  Oliver  A.  and  Emma  J.  (Perry)  Proctor. 


CLAUDE  ANTHONY  LOFTIS,  M.  Dv—  Prominent  among  the 
members  of  the  medical  profession  of  Franklin  County,  Claude  Anthony 
Loftis,  M.  D.,  of  St.  Albans,  has  conducted  a  large  general  practice  in  his 
community  for  more  than  a  quarter  of  a  century. 

Claude  Anthony  Loftis  was  born  at  Cuba,  Allegany  County,  New  York, 
June  16,  1888,  son  of  Patrick  F.  and  Margaret  (Leonard)  Loftis.  Patrick 
F.  Loftis,  who  was  a  native  of  Cuba,  Allegany  County,  New  York,  followed 
a  career  as  an  oil  well  driller  during  his  early  years  and  then  established 
himself  in  the  wholesale  merchandising  field,  an  enterprise  in  which  he 
remained  active  until  the  time  of  his  death.

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WALFORD  TUPPER  REES,  M.  D.— Dr.  Walford  Tupper  Rees, 
well  known  Burlington  physician  and  surgeon,  and  an  assistant  professor  of 
surgery  at  the  Lhiiversity  of  Vermont,  is  a  native  of  New  Hampshire,  hav¬ 
ing  been  born  in  the  town  of  Nashua,  April  22,  1900,  the  son  of  Lucien  and 
the  late  Catherine  (Nicholson)  Rees.  Lucien  Rees  was  born  at  Liverpool, 
Nova  Scotia,  February  4,  1865,  and  at  present  is  engaged  as  station  agent  at 
Nashua.  He  is  a  follower  of  the  Republican  party.  Catherine  (Nicholson) 
Rees,  born  at  Prince  Edward  Island,  May  20,  1864,  died  May  9,  1935. 

Dr.  Rees  completed  his  secondary  education  at  Nashua  High  School  in 
1917,  and  then  for  the  next  two  years  he  was  enrolled  at  New  Hampshire 
State  University.  He  later  matriculated  at  the  Medical  College  of  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Vermont,  where  he  was  graduated  with  the  Doctor  of  Medicine 
degree.

Mrs.  Rees’  father  was  born  in  Mont¬ 
gomery,  Vermont,  and  her  mother,  in  Canada. 


SANFORD  M.  FORRENCE — One  of  the  leading  insurance  men  of 
Essex  County,  Sanford  M.  Forrence  of  Keeseville,  who  is  also  a  partner  in 
the  firm  of  R.  Prescott  Company,  Inc.,  furniture  manufacturers,  is  one  of  the 
outstanding  citizens  of  his  community,  serving  in  various  public  positions 
and  being  active  in  several  business,  fraternal  and  service  organizations. 
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Sanford  M.  Forrence  was  born  at  Keeseville,  Essex  County,  January  5, 
1897,  son  of  Heman  and  Anna  (Thomas)  Forrence.  Heman  Forrence,  a 
native  of  Peru,  Clinton  County,  established  himself  in  life  as  a  farmer,  a 
calling  which  he  followed  until  the  time  of  his  death.  Anna  (Thomas) 
Forrence,  his  wife,  who  has  survived  him,  was  born  at  Peru,  Clinton  County, 
also.

FRANK  C.  BROWN — For  nearly  thirty-five  years  Frank  C.  Brown 
has  served  as  clerk  of  the  Surrogate  Court  of  Washington  County,  in  Salem, 
New  York,  where  he  enjoys  an  enviable  reputation  as  one  of  the  prominent 
members  of  the  bar  and  figures  prominently  in  social  and  civic  affairs. 
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Mr.  Brown  was  born  in  Hebron,  Washington  County,  March  30,  1876, 
the  son  of  William  and  Emma  L.  (Campbell)  Brown,  both  of  his  birthplace 
where  his  father  was  a  successful  farmer  for  a  number  of  years.

SAMUEL  COHEN — Proprietor  of  the  Fitrite  Shop,  one  of  the  old¬ 
est  men’s  clothing  retail  establishments  in  Northern  New  York  State,  Samuel 
Cohen,  of  Plattsburg,  is  not  only  one  of  the  outstanding  merchants  of  his  com¬ 
munity  but  is  also  a  leader  in  various  civic,  fraternal  and  patriotic  organiza¬ 
tions. 

Samuel  Cohen  was  born  at  Plattsburg,  September  16,  1892,  son  of  Hyman 
and  Dora  (Phillips)  Cohen.  Hyman  Cohen,  who  was  born  in  Russia,  came  to 
America  as  a  young  man  and  established  himself  in  Clinton  County  as  a 
farmer,  later  becoming  a  merchant  at  Plattsburg,  establishing  a  business  in 
which  he  remained  active  until  the  time  of  his  death.  Dora  (Phillips)  Cohen, 
who  has  survived  her  husband,  is  a  native  of  England. 

After  passing  through  the  grammar  schools  of  Plattsburg  and  attending 
the  Plattsburg  High  School,  Samuel  Cohen  began  his  career  as  a  retail  mer¬ 
chant  by  serving  two  years  in  the  clothing  and  shoe  store  of  Hodges  and  Robin¬ 
son,  of  Plattsburg.  Leaving  this  firm,  Mr.  Cohen  was  associated  for  a  period 
of  five  years  with  L.  W.  Hayes,  a  Plattsburg  clothing  merchant,  and  then 
joined  the  staff  of  A.  F.  Brando’s  clothing  establishment.  In  this  employment, 
Mr.  Cohen  remained  until  the  World  War  broke  out  for,  when  the  United 
States  entered  the  conflict,  he  was  drafted  in  May  of  1918  in  the  United  States 
Army.

OSGOOD  FLINT  CLOUGH,  M.  D.— Since  the  beginning  of  the 
twentieth  century,  Dr.  Osgood  Flint  Clough  has  been  engaged  in  the  general 
practice  of  medicine  at  Poultney,  Vermont,  where  he  is  recognized  as  a  most 
able  physician,  and  a  most  active  figure  in  the  public  and  civic  life  of  this 
community.

Clough,  born  at  Moriah,  New  York,  in  1856  was  engaged  as  a  lumberman 
and  farmer  at  the  time  of  his  death  in  September,  1921.  Mary  (Flint) 
Clough,  born  at  North  Hudson  in  1854,  died  in  1928.  She  was  the  daughter 
of  Jonathan  Flint,  a  pioneer  lumberman  in  Northern  New  York,  whose 
grandfather,  Thomas  Flint  served  with  the  Colonial  forces  in  the  War  of  the 
Revolution. 

Dr.  Clough  received  his  elementary  education  in  the  public  schools  at 
North  Hudson,  and  he  afterwards  entered  Sherman  Collegiate  Institute  at 
Moriah,  New  York,  where  he  was  a  member  of  the  class  of  1892.  He  next 
enrolled  at  the  University  of  Vermont  and  the  Baltimore  University  School  of 
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Medicine,  and  he  was  graduated  in  1897  with  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medi¬ 
cine.  He  launched  his  career  as  a  practicing  physician  at  Lehew,  West  Vir¬ 
ginia,  and  one  year  later  transferred  his  offices  to  Wells,  Vermont,  where  he 
continued  for  two  and  one-half  years.  He  then  came  to  Poultney,  Vermont, 
where  he  has  ever  since  been  a  most  successful  and  highly  respected  member 
of  the  medical  profession.  He  has  held  his  present  post,  as  local  health  officer 
for  several  years,  and  he  served  for  twenty-seven  years  as  president  of  the 
Poultney  Board  of  Education,  and  one  year  as  president  of  Poultney  village, 
and  also  was  village  trustee  for  several  years. 

He  is  an  attendant  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  an  active  Republi¬ 
can,  and  a  member  of  the  County,  State  and  American  Medical  associations, 
serving  as  president  of  the  former  body  in  1933.  Fraternally  he  is  affiliated 
with  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  Morning  Star  Lodge,  Free  and 
Accepted  Masons,  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of  Masons,  Council  of  Royal  and 
Select  Masters,  Knights  Templar,  Commandery  and  the  Ancient  Arabic 
Order  Nobles  of  the  Mystic  Shrine  at  Rutland,  Vermont. 

Dr.  Clough  was  married  (first),  in  1898,  to  Julia  Porter,  daughter  of 
John  and  Mary  (Welch)  Porter.  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Clough  became  the  parents 
of  four  children:  1.  Porter,  since  deceased.  2.  Carmencita,  married  Kenneth 
Perry,  of  Winchester,  New  Hampshire.  3.  Mary,  married  Clarence  Mark- 
vart  of  East  Islip,  Long  Island,  New  York.  4.  Racine  Flint  Clough.  Julia 
(Porter)  Clough  died  August  21,  1923,  and  Dr.  Clough  remarried,  in  Feb¬ 
ruary,  1925,  Mrs.  Louise  (Rogers)  Scott  of  Poultney,  daughter  of  Charles 
and  Hattie  (Burdick)  Rogers. 


FRANCIS  WILLIAM  DE  CAMILLA— One  of  the  leading  attor¬ 
neys  of  Hudson  Falls,  Francis  William  De  Camilla  has  become  one  of  the 
outstanding  citizens  of  his  city,  serving  as  justice  of  the  peace,  police  court 
justice  and  also  being  the  Washington  County  attorney  for  the  Home  Owners’ 
Loan  Corporation. 

Francis  William  De  Camilla  was  born  in  Popoli,  Italy,  January  17,  1909, 
son  of  Albert  and  Anna  (D’Grazio)  De  Camilla.  Albert  De  Camilla,  a  native 
of  Popoli,  Italy,  is  engaged  in  the  grocery  business  in  Hudson  Falls.  Anna 
(D'Grazio)  De  Camilla,  his  wife,  is  a  native  of  Casteldieri,  Italy. 

After  passing  through  the  grade  schools  and  graduating  from  the  high 
school  in  Hudson  Falls,  Francis  William  De  Camilla  attended  Union  College 
in  Schenectady  and  then,  determining  to  follow  the  legal  profession,  attended 
Albany  Law  School,  graduating  in  1931  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws.

WILLARD  H.  BABER — Director  and  assistant  cashier  of  the 
Keeseville  National  Bank,  Willard  H.  Baber  has  not  only  become  one  of  the 
leading  bankers  of  Essex  County  but  is  also  an  outstanding  public  citizen, 
having  served  his  community  as  its  chief  executive  for  several  years. 

Willard  H.  Baber  was  born  at  Keeseville,  Essex  County,  New  York, 
July  25,  1881,  son  of  Edmund  K.  and  Augusta  (Hinds)  Baber.  Edmund 
K.  Baber,  who  was  born  in  Keeseville  as  a  son  of  one  of  the  pioneer  families 
of  the  Lake  Champlain  area,  established  himself  in  life  in  the  nail  manufac¬ 
turing  buiness  and,  for  a  period  of  more  than  forty  years,  he  was  engaged 
as  the  treasurer  of  the  Ausable  Horse  Shoe  Nail  Company.  Augusta  (Hinds) 
Baber,  his  wife,  also  deceased,  was  a  native  of  Keeseville. 

After  passing  through  the  grammar  schools  of  Keeseville  and  graduating 
from  the  Keeseville  High  School,  Willard  H.  Baber  joined  the  staff  of  the 
Ausable  Horse  Shoe  Nail  Company,  where  he  was  employed  for  about  six 
years.  After  leaving  this  employment,  Mr.  Baber  went  to  Glens  Falls,  where 
he  became  a  partner  with  J.  B.  Mace  of  Keeseville,  in  a  retail  shoe  business, 
an  association  which  he  maintained  from  1911  to  1916,  then  becoming  asso¬ 
ciated  with  the  Glens  Falls  firm  of  Kendrick  and  Brown  for  a  year  and  a 
half.

Early  in  1920,  Mr.  Baber 
returned  to  Keeseville  to  join  the  R.  Prescott  Company,  Inc.,  an  organi¬ 
zation  with  whom  he  remained  associated  for  some  six  years,  resigning 
in  1932  to  become  the  assistant  cashier  of  the  Keeseville  National  Bank, 
as  well  as  becoming  a  director  of  the  institution,  two  positions  which  he  has 
occupied  through  the  present  time.  In  addition  to  his  responsibilities  at  the 
bank,  Mr.  Baber  serves  as  a  director  of  the  R.  Prescott  Company,  Inc. 
He  has  been  a  stockholder  and  secretary  of  the  Ausable  Chasm  Company  for 
many  years. 
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A  member  of  the  Republican  party,  Mr.  Baber  has  always  devoted  himself 
to  political  problems  and  civic  enterprises  and  has  served  seven  years  as  the 
mayor  of  Keeseville.  Belonging  to  Ausable  River  Lodge,  No.  149,  Ancient 
Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  Mr.  Baber  is  a  member  of  the  First  Baptist 
Church  of  Keeseville,  serving  the  church  as  a  deacon  and  as  a  member  of 
the  board  of  trustees.  Fond  of  golf  and  tennis,  he  finds  in  these  sports  a 
means  of  recreation  from  his  professional  responsibilities  and  public  duties.

VICTOR  F.  KRAKES,  M.  D. — One  of  the  leading  members  of  the 
medical  profession  in  the  Lake  Champlain  area,  Victor  F.  Krakes,  M.  D., 
who  conducts  a  general  practice  in  Keeseville,  is  also  an  outstanding  citizen 
of  the  town,  active  in  civic  enterprises  as  well  as  being  a  leader  in  fraternal 
organizations  and  service  clubs. 

Victor  F.  Krakes  was  born  at  Budapest,  Hungary,  May  19,  1903,  a  son 
of  Rudolph  and  Matilda  (Chaab)  Krakes.  Rudolph  Krakes,  who  was  born 
in  Hungary,  came  to  America  and  established  himself  in  life  as  a  merchant, 
an  occupation  in  which  he  has  remained  active.  Matilda  (Chaab)  Krakes, 
his  wife,  is  a  native  of  Hungary,  also. 

After  passing  through  the  grammar  schools  of  Mineville,  New  York, 
and  graduating  from  the  Mineville  High  School,  Victor  F.  Krakes  entered 
Columbia  University  and  graduated  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts 
with  the  class  of  1925.

Deeply  interested  in  civic  affairs,  Dr.  Krakes  has  served  three  years 
as  school  physician  for  the  town  of  Keeseville  and,  since  1935,  has  been 
health  officer  for  the  town  of  Ausable,  as  well  as  belonging  to  the  Keese¬ 
ville  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  being  a  member  of  the  Keeseville  Kiwanis 
Club,  an  organization  which  he  has  served  as  president.  A  member  of  the 
Immaculate  Conception  Catholic  Church,  the  doctor  belongs  to  Plattsburg 
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Lodge,  No.  621,  Benevolent  and  Protective  Order  of  Elks  and  Plattsburg 
Council,  No.  255,  Knights  of  Columbus.  Devoted  to  outdoor  sports  as  a 
means  of  recreation  from  his  professional  responsibilities,  Dr.  Krakes  is  par¬ 
ticularly  devoted  to  horseback  riding  and  to  such  aquatic  pastimes  as  swim¬ 
ming  and  sailing. 

EDWARD  A.  LAUNDREE — Postmaster  of  the  town  of  Keeseville, 
Edward  A.  Laundree  is  one  of  the  leading  citizens  of  Essex  and  Clinton 
counties,  having  served  in  various  public  offices  for  years  and  being  one  of  the 
leaders  of  the  Democratic  party's  organizations  in  the  two  northernmost  coun¬ 
ties  of  New  York  State. 

Edward  A.  Laundree  was  born  at  Keeseville,  Essex  County,  New  York, 
December  17,  1889,  son  of  William  and  Hannah  (Burke)  Laundree.  William 
Laundree,  who  was  born  at  Keeseville,  established  himself  in  life  as  a  man¬ 
ufacturer  of  nails,  an  industry  in  which  he  remained  active  until  the  time  of 
his  death.  Hannah  (Burke)  Laundree,  his  wife,  also  deceased,  was  a  native 
of  Clintonville,  New  York. 

After  passing  through  the  grammar  schools  of  Keeseville,  Edward  A. 
Laundree  attended  the  Keeseville  High  School  and  then  went  to  Whitehall, 
New  York,  where  he  attended  a  school  of  telegraphy.  Returning  heme  to 
Keeseville  after  completing  his  education,  he  found  employment  in  a  grocery 
store,  where  he  remained  until  October  of  1917,  when  he  enlisted  in  the 
United  States  Army  for  service  in  the  World  War.  Assigned  to  Company 
I,  303d  Regiment  of  Infantry,  76th  Division,  he  was  sent  overseas  after 
training  and  served  in  France  with  the  American  Expeditionary  Forces  for 
a  year,  being  returned  home  and  discharged  with  the  grade  of  a  corporal 
in  August  of  1919.  At  home  in  Keeseville  again,  Mr.  Laundree  became  the 
manager  of  the  grocery  business  of  F.  J.  Latourelle  of  Keeseville,  a  posi¬ 
tion  which  he  occupied  for  fifteen  years,  1919  to  1934,  when  he  was  given 
his  appointment  as  postmaster  of  the  town,  a  position  which  he  has  retained 
through  the  present  time. 

A  member  of  the  Democratic  party,  Mr.  Laundree  has  always  been  keenly 
interested  in  political  problems  as  well  as  in  civic  affairs  and  he  has  devoted 
himself  generously  to  both  interests,  being  a  member  of  the  Clinton  County 
Democratic  Committee  for  eight  years  and  serving  as  treasurer  of  the  com¬ 
mittee  for  two  years,  as  well  as  serving  eight  years  as  town  clerk  of  Ausable, 
eight  years  as  town  supervisor  of  Ausable,  six  years  as  village  trustee  of 
Keeseville  and,  since  1933,  a  member  of  the  Keeseville  Board  of  Education. 
Preserving  his  war  time  associations  by  membership  in  Keeseville  Post,  No. 
284,  American  Legion,  an  organization  which  he  has  served  as  commander, 
Mr.  Laundree  is  a  member  of  Plattsburg  Lodge,  No.  621,  Benevolent  and 
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Protective  Order  of  Elks  and  also  belongs  to  the  Kiwanis  Club  of  Keese- 
ville.  A  member  of  the  Immaculate  Conception  Catholic  Church,  Mr.  Laun- 
dree  finds  a  means  of  recreation  from  his  duties  as  postmaster  and  from 
his  responsibilities  as  a  town  official  through  his  interest  in  basketball  and 
baseball. 

Edward  A.  Laundree  married,  in  1917,  Helen  Latourelle,  who  is  a  native 
of  Keeseville.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Laundree  are  the  parents  of  four  children:  1. 
Robert  E.,  a  member  of  the  class  of  1941  of  Alfred  Lhiiversity.  2.  James  C. 
3.  Raymond.  4.  William. 


ROSS  PLATT  LOBDELL — Active  in  real  estate  business  at  the 
present  time,  Ross  Platt  Lobdell  of  Plattsburg,  New  York,  is  one  of  the  out¬ 
standing  and  authoritative  resources  for  local  history  in  and  around  Platts¬ 
burg,  Lake  Champlain,  and  Clinton  County.  Because  of  his  heritage  and 
keen  interest  in  the  history  of  the  place  his  ancestors  founded,  Mr.  Lobdell 
is  often  consulted  and  is  looked  upon  as  an  authentic  and  valued  source  for 
writers  of  local  history.  There  is  probably  no  one  in  Clinton  County  so 
ably  and  intelligently  equipped  to  supply  this  information. 

Mr.  Lobdell  was  born  on  March  16,  1879,  and  is  the  son  of  Frank  P. 
Lobdell,  a  native  and  merchant  of  Schuyler  Falls  and  later,  of  Plattsburg. 
Through  his  mother,  Mary  M.  Platt,  Ross  Platt  Lobdell  is  a  direct  descend¬ 
ant  of  Zephaniah  Platt,  founder  of  Plattsburg  and  for  whom  it  was  named. 
Zephaniah  Platt’s  son,  Levi  Platt,  was  the  first  president  of  the  village  of 
Plattsburg  in  the  year  1815,  and  his  wife,  Eliza  Miller,  was  the  daughter  of 
Dr.  John  Miller,  the  first  physician  in  Plattsburg.  The  beautiful  large  oil 
portraits  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Levi  Platt  now  hang  in  the  residence  of  their 
great-great-grandson,  Ross  Platt  Lobdell. 

Mr.  Lobdell,  upon  graduating  from  Plattsburg  High  School  became  asso¬ 
ciated  with  his  father’s  firm,  F.  P.  Lobdell  and  Company,  as  bookkeeper,  and 
had  full  charge  of  his  mother’s  and  father’s  real  estate.  After  his  father’s 
death  in  1916,  Mr.  Lobdell  became  owner  and  manager  of  F.  P.  Lobdell 
and  Company.  In  1932  he  retired  to  devote  himself  to  the  real  estate  busi¬ 
ness  and  to  the  management  of  his  extensive  real  estate  holdings  in  Platts¬ 
burg. 

Mr.  Lobdell  is  active  in  fraternal  and  civic  life  of  the  city  that  bears  the 
name  of  his  ancestors,  being  a  member  of  Plattsburg  Lodge,  No.  828,  Ancient 
Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  of  which  he  is  a  Past  Master;  he  belongs  also  to 
Plattsburg  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons.  He  is  a  member  of  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church,  having  served  as  deacon  and  treasurer  and  at  the 
present  time  is  an  elder.  Interested  in  the  welfare  of  the  city,  he  has  always 
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been  anxious  to  give  his  services  to  his  community  and  is  a  member  of  the 
Volunteer  Fire  Department,  Relief  Hose  No.  2. 

Ross  Platt  Lobdell  married  Mabel  Irene  Ebbets  of  Brooklyn,  New  York, 
in  1906.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lobdell  have  a  daughter,  Katharine  Irene  Lobdell,  a 
graduate  of  Wellesley  College  with  a  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts.  She  is  now 
executive  director  of  the  Business  Girls’  Department  of  the  Young  Women’s 
Christian  Association  of  Newark,  New  Jersey. 


HARRY  S.  DOWNS — Taking  a  leading  part  in  the  business  life  of 
Chestertown,  Harry  S.  Downs  has  particularly  concerned  himself  with  bank¬ 
ing  affairs  as  president  of  the  Chester-Schroon-Horicon  Bank. 

Mr.  Downs  was  born  January  25,  1862,  in  Pottersville,  Warren  County, 
New  York,  son  of  Marcus  H.  and  Jane  (Lockwood)  Downs.  His  father,  a 
native  of  New  Haven,  was  engaged  in  the  hotel  business  in  Pottersville  and 
Chestertown  until  his  death.  The  mother,  born  at  Schroon  Lake,  New  York, 
is  also  deceased. 

Public  schools  were  the  source  of  Harry  S.  Downs’  early  formal  education. 
When  he  completed  his  studies  at  Chestertown  High  School,  he  entered  the 
Eastman  Business  College,  at  Poughkeepsie,  taking  a  special  course  there  in 
preparation  for  his  career.  Completing  his  formal  education,  he  went  into 
the  hotel  business  with  his  father,  who  was  proprietor  of  the  Downs  Hotel. 
Then,  in  1887,  he  became  proprietor  of  the  Chester  House,  at  Chestertown, 
New  York.  He  has  also  deeply  interested  himself  in  the  financial  life  of 
Chestertown.  For  a  number  of  years  he  has  been  a  director  of  the  Chester- 
Schroon-Horicon  Bank,  of  which  he  was  elected  president  in  1938. 

A  Democrat  in  his  political  views,  Mr.  Downs  has  served  for  one  term  as 
supervisor  of  his  town.  He  is  president  of  the  Chestertown-Pottersville 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  and  is  president  of  the  local  Cemetery  Association. 
He  belongs  to  Glendale  Lodge,  No.  497,  of  the  Free  and  Accepted  Masons, 
and  to  Glens  Falls  Lodge,  No.  81,  of  the  Benevolent  and  Protective  Order  of 
Elks.  He  also  is  a  member  of  Chester  Lodge,  No.  514,  of  the  Independent 
Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  of  which  he  is  a  Past  Grand.  He  is  a  member  of  the 
Adirondack  Resort  Association  and  the  American  Hotel  Association,  as  well 
as  of  the  New  York  State  Hotel  Association  and  the  Empire  Tours  Associa¬ 
tion. 

Along  with  his  business,  financial  and  civic  activities,  Mr.  Downs  concerns 
himself  with  religious  matters,  and  is  a  regular  attendant  at  the  services  of 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  Chestertown.  He  has  served  as  treasurer 
of  his  church  for  a  considerable  period.  In  spare  time  he  enjoys  the  out-of- 
doors  and  healthful  outdoor  recreations,  being  particularly  fond  of  golf. 

Harry  S.  Downs  married,  in  1893,  Althea  G.  Waters,  a  native  of  Fenton, 
Michigan,  who  is  now  deceased. 
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HOMER  W.  KEELER — A  notable  record  of  public  service  is 
attached  to  the  name  of  Homer  W.  Keeler,  of  South  Hero,  Vermont,  who, 
save  for  two  years,  has  occupied  the  office  of  State’s  Attorney  of  Grand  Isle 
County  since  1916.  Throughout  this  period  he  has  also  been  prominent  in 
the  business  and  farming  affairs  of  this  section  as  well  as  taking  an  active 
part  in  social  and  civic  affairs. 

Mr.  Keeler  was  born  at  South  Hero,  March  12,  1874,  the  son  of  George 
B.  and  Phoebe  (Phelps)  Keeler,  the  former  a  native  of  Connecticut  and  the 
latter  of  Grand  Isle.  His  father,  who  is  now  deceased  as  is  his  mother, 
engaged  in  the  mercantile  business  for  many  years.  The  Keeler  family  is 
listed  as  one  of  the  oldest  in  this  part  of  the  State,  its  first  representatives 
having  come  here  about  1840.  The  house  in  which  Mr.  Keeler  now  lives  is 
one  of  the  oldest  and  most  widely  known  landmarks  in  these  parts.  Mr. 
Keeler  attended  the  public  schools  of  his  native  community,  also  was  a 
student  at  a  private  high  school  here,  later  enrolled  in  the  Rutland  Classical 
Institute,  at  Rutland,  and  eventually  completed  his  studies  at  the  Albany 
Business  College.  He  began  his  career  in  the  mercantile  business  with  his 
brother,  at  South  Hero,  and  continued  with  this  enterprise  for  fifteen  years. 
At  the  expiration  of  this  period  he  began  to  farm  and  has  continued  in  this 
work  since.  As  one  of  the  successful  members  of  the  agricultural  community 
here  he  has  been  prominently  identified  with  several  farming  organizations, 
among  them  the  South  Hero  Creamery  Association,  for  which  he  has  served 
as  secretary  for  a  number  of  years. 

Mr.  Keeler’s  career  in  public  life  dates  back  to  1916,  when  he  was  elected 
for  his  first  term  as  State’s  Attorney.  Since  that  time,  save  for  two  years, 
he  has  been  reelected  to  this  post,  a  record  of  service  which  clearly  reflects 
his  abilities  and  the  personal  and  professional  esteem  he  is  held  in.  He  is  also 
a  former  director  of  the  South  Hero  School  Board  and  for  the  past  two  years 
has  served  as  assistant  judge.  He  is  a  Republican  in  politics  and  in  his  reli¬ 
gious  convictions  worships  at  the  Congregational  Church. 

In  a  social  capacity  Mr.  Keeler  has  been  equally  active  and  prominent, 
devoting  much  of  his  interest  to  the  affairs  of  the  Masonic  Order  in  which  he 
is  a  Past  Master  of  the  South  Hero  Lodge,  a  member  of  the  Royal  Arch 
Mason  Chapter  of  Alburg,  and  a  permanent  member  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 
He  also  is  Past  Patron  of  the  Daughters  of  the  Eastern  Star.  During  his 
youth  Mr.  Keeler  was  an  ardent  sportsman  and  found  his  principal  recreations 
in  hunting  and  fishing,  but  today  his  main  hobby  is  devoted  to  the  game  of 
bridge. 

Mr.  Keeler  married  Katheryn  Livingston,  a  native  of  South  Hero,  who 
was  educated  here  and  in  New  Hampshire.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Keeler  are  the 
parents  of  two  children:  1.  Harold  G.,  who  was  born  in  South  Hero,  and 
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received  his  education  in  the  public  schools  of  this  community  and  at  the 
Goddard  Seminary,  in  Barre.  2.  Arthur  L.,  also  a  native  of  South  Hero, 
who  is  now  residing  in  Chicago,  Illinois.  He  attended  the  public  schools  of 
South  Hero,  Goddard  Seminary,  De  Paul  University,  in  Chicago,  and  the 
University  of  Vermont. 


CHARLES  HENRY  PETERSON — Charles  Henry  Peterson,  Sena¬ 
tor  of  Grand  Isle  County,  and  for  many  years  a  prominent  figure  in  the 
political  life  of  Alburg,  Vermont,  is  a  native  of  New  York  State,  having  been 
born  in  the  town  of  Madrid  on  October  10,  1874,  the  son  of  Milan  and 
Saphronia  (Allen)  Peterson,  both  deceased.  Milan  Peterson,  a  native  of  Nor¬ 
wood,  New  York,  was  employed  for  many  years  in  a  butter  tub  factory.  His 
wife  was  born  at  Chase  Mills,  New  York. 

Charles  Henry  Peterson  was  educated  in  the  district  schools  at  Canton, 
New  York.  Among  the  public  offices  to  which  he  has  been  elected  during  his 
notable  career  is  that  of  village  clerk  and  treasurer,  which  office  he  held  for 
ten  years ;  and  also  selectman,  which  he  has  held  for  a  similar  period.  In 
addition,  he  served  as  town  representative  in  1925,  and  in  1938  his  years  of 
faithful  service  in  public  office  were  rewarded  by  his  election  to  the  post  of 
Senator  of  Grand  Isle  County.  He  has  always  taken  an  active  part  in  civic 
affairs,  and  is  numbered  among  the  leaders  in  all  movements  benefitting  the 
welfare  of  the  local  populace. 

Mr.  Peterson  is  an  active  member  of  the  Congregational  Church,  where 
he  serves  as  both  deacon  and  trustee,  and  in  political  life  he  is  a  staunch 
Republican.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  an  affiliate 
of  the  Free  and  Accepted  Masons.  He  has  also  for  the  past  thirty-seven 
years  held  membership  in  the  Brotherhood  of  Locomotive  Firemen  and 
Enginemen. 

He  is  married  to  Martha  E.  Goodspeed,  a  native  of  Montgomery,  Ver¬ 
mont,  and  to  this  union  has  been  born  a  son:  Kermit  C.  Peterson,  born  in 
Alburg,  and  a  graduate  of  Rouses  Point  High  School. 


G.  LEROY  BROWN — G.  Leroy  Brown,  prominent  Plattsburg  archi¬ 
tect,  and  the  designer  of  many  of  the  large  modern  buildings  in  this  locality, 
was  born  in  Newark,  Delaware,  May  23,  1890,  the  son  of  George  Leroy  and 
Mary  (Hyde)  Brown,  both  deceased.  George  Leroy  Brown,  a  native  of 
Sault  Ste.  Marie,  Michigan,  was  a  colonel  in  the  United  States  Army,  and 
was  engaged  in  active  service  in  the  Indian  Wars,  Spanish  American  War  and 
the  World  War.  Mary  (Hyde)  Brown  was  a  native  of  Marshall,  Michigan. 

G.  Leroy  Brown  received  his  early  education  in  the  public  schools  at 
Newark,  Delaware,  and  he  completed  his  high  school  education  at  the  San 
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Antonio  (Texas)  High  School.  He  then  entered  the  Military  Academy  at 
West  Point,  where  he  was  graduated  in  1912,  and  being  commissioned  a 
second  lieutenant,  he  was  assigned  to  the  5th  Infantry  at  the  Plattsburg 
Barracks.  After  two  years  there,  he  went  to  Panama  Canal  Zone,  where  he 
engaged  in  architectural  work  under  the  constructing  quartermaster,  and  he 
remained  there  until  the  World  War  period,  when  he  returned  to  Plattsburg 
to  serve  as  an  instructor  at  the  local  training  camp.  In  April,  1917,  he  was 
commissioned  first  lieutenant  and  was  assigned  to  the  1st  Division,  United 
States  Army  Infantry,  and  he  went  to  France  in  August,  being  promoted  to 
the  rank  of  captain  in  the  18th  Regimental  Infantry.  In  December,  1919,  he 
resigned  from  the  service,  with  rank  of  captain,  and  upon  his  return  to 
civilian  life,  he  went  to  Los  Angeles,  California,  to  study  architecture  and  to 
work  in  the  Los  Angeles  County  Architect’s  office.  In  1921  he  returned  to 
Plattsburg,  and  the  following  year  received  his  New  York  State  architect’s 
license.  After  a  short  period  of  professional  activity  in  Plattsburg,  he  went 
to  New  York  City,  where  he  followed  his  profession  for  the  next  nine  years. 
In  1931  he  returned  to  Plattsburg  and  established  offices  at  No.  27  Clinton 
Street,  where  he  has  been  successfully  engaged  to  the  present  day.  During  his 
years  in  this  vicinity,  he  has  been  the  architect  for  several  large  construction 
jobs,  including  the  designing  and  building  of  the  Plattsburg  Filtration  Plant; 
designing  the  Old  English  Tavern  at  Cumberland;  Hotel  Plattsburg,  and  the 
new  Public  Library  here.  He  wras  also  the  designer  and  builder  of  the  first 
modernistic  home  in  this  area,  and  he  planned  the  Central  School  at  Ellen- 
burg,  and  in  addition,  ten  bank  buildings  for  the  Morris  Plan  Company  of 
New  York. 

Mr.  Brown  is  a  parishioner  of  St.  John’s  Roman  Catholic  Church,  and 
holds  membership  in  the  Society  of  the  First  Division,  American  Expedition¬ 
ary  Forces,  and  the  Society  of  Colonial  Wars.  His  hobbies  are  radio  and 
sketching.  * 

Mr.  Brown  was  married,  in  1915,  to  Genevieve  C.  Sharron,  a  native  of 
Plattsburg,  daughter  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Albert  Sharron.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Brown 
are  the  parents  of  two  daughters:  1.  Genevieve  Beatrice.  2.  Dorothy  Marie. 


W.  ALFRED  ROBINSON — W.  Alfred  Robinson,  owner  and  man¬ 
ager  of  the  Plattsburg  Credit  Bureau,  and  active  in  the  local  insurance  field, 
was  born  at  Van  Etten,  New  York,  December  30,  1893,  the  son  of  Burnett 
Chandler  and  Helen  (Burchard)  Robinson,  both  deceased.  Burnett  Chandler 
Robinson,  a  native  of  Union,  New  York,  was  engaged  in  the  hotel  business 
for  many  years  prior  to  his  death. 

After  completing  his  elementary  and  high  school  education  in  the  Van 
Etten  public  schools,  W.  Alfred  Robinson  enrolled  at  Union  College,  with 
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the  class  of  1916.  He  began  his  active  business  career  as  an  employee  of  the 
Schenectady  Illuminating  Company,  now  known  as  the  New  York  Power 
and  Light  Company,  in  several  departments  until  1922,  when  he  became  a 
member  of  George  Olsen’s  orchestra.  Six  months  later  he  became  associated 
with  the  Service  Appliance  Company  of  Schenectady,  serving  as  division  sales 
manager  in  charge  of  the  Eastern  Connecticut  area  until  1928,  when  he  be¬ 
came  sales  manager  for  the  New  York  State  Electric  and  Gas  Association  at 
Ithaca,  and  later  was  transferred  to  the  Plattsburg  office  of  this  company, 
where  he  remained  until  1932,  at  which  time  he  established  the  Plattsburg 
Credit  Bureau,  which  ever  since  that  time,  under  his  sole  direction,  has  en¬ 
joyed  a  successful  existence.  Mr.  Robinson  is  also  identified  with  the  insur¬ 
ance  business,  maintaining  offices  at  No.  58  Margaret  Street,  where  he  con¬ 
ducts  a  general  insurance  business. 

During  the  World  War,  he  enlisted  for  service,  and  was  assigned  to  the 
317th  Field  Signal  Battalion.  He  entered  his  country’s  service  February  1, 
1918,  and  went  overseas  five  months  later,  participating  in  the  Saint  Mihiel 
and  Meuse  Argonne  engagements.  He  received  his  honorable  discharge  with 
rank  of  sergeant  January  25,  1919. 

Mr.  Robinson  is  an  active  member  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  being  past 
president  of  the  Men’s  Club,  and  he  is  a  most  prominent  Kiwanian,  being  past 
president  of  both  the  Plattsburg  and  Saranac  Lake  Kiwanis  clubs,  a  past 
lieutenant-governor  of  New  York  State  District,  Kiwanis  International,  and 
the  organizer  of  eight  individual  Kiwanis  clubs  in  this  vicinity.  He  is  also 
affiliated  with  Mount  Hope  Lodge,  No.  730,  Free  and  Accepted  Masons, 
Chapter,  Royal  Arch  Masons,  Council,  Royal  and  Select  Masters ;  Theta 
Delta  Chi  Fraternity,  and  the  American  Legion. 


WILLIAM  WALLACE  BULLIS — An  outstanding  attorney  of  the 
Lake  George  district,  William  Wallace  Bullis,  of  Lake  George,  is  not  only 
prominent  in  his  profession  but  also  a  leading  member  of  the  Odd  Fellow’s 
Fraternity,  having  been  Grand  Master  of  the  New  York  State  organization  of 
the  fellowship. 

William  Wallace  Bullis  was  born  in  Luzerne,  Warren  County,  April  27, 
1894,  son  of  William  Wallace  and  Rose  Dora  (Potter)  Bullis.  William 
Wallace  Bullis,  Sr.,  who  was  a  native  of  Luzerne,  mastered  the  trade  of  a 
mechanic  and  spent  his  life  as  such,  being  so  engaged  at  the  time  of  his  death. 
Rose  Dora  (Potter)  Bullis,  his  wife,  is  a  native  of  Lake  George,  where  she 
makes  her  home  with  her  son. 

After  passing  through  the  public  schools  of  Corinth  and  attending  the 
Corinth  High  School,  William  Wallace  Bullis  completed  his  secondary  edu¬ 
cation  at  Troy  Conference  Academy,  Poultney,  Vermont,  and  then  entered 
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Middlebury  College,  Middlebury,  Vermont,  from  which  institution  he  received 
his  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  as  a  member  of  the  class  of  1916.  Then, 
determining  to  follow  a  legal  career,  Mr.  Bulbs  entered  the  Albany  Law 
School,  where  he  studied  for  three  years,  completing  his  legal  education  and 
receiving  his  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws  from  Brooklyn  Law  School  as  a 
member  of  the  class  of  1919.  Admitted  to  practice  in  New  York  State  in 
1920,  Mr.  Bulbs  at  first  established  himself  in  New  York  City  but,  after  three 
years  in  Gotham,  he  removed  to  Lake  George,  where  he  set  up  in  the  general 
practice  of  his  profession  and  has  maintained  his  office  through  the  present 
time.  Supporting  his  profession  by  membership  in  the  Kings  County  Bar 
Association  and  the  Warren  County  Bar  Association,  Mr.  Bulbs,  like  many 
other  members  of  his  profession,  has  always  taken  a  keen  interest  in  civic 
problems,  being  particularly  active  in  political  enterprises  ever  since  he  has 
made  his  home  in  Lake  George  where,  as  a  leading  Republican,  he  has  been 
a  member  of  the  Warren  County  Committee  since  1928  and,  since  1931,  village 
attorney  for  the  village  of  Lake  George.  Another  non-professional  interest 
of  Mr.  Bulbs’  is  fraternal  organization,  especially  the  Odd  Fellows,  an  order 
in  which,  as  a  member  of  Lake  George  Lodge,  No.  912,  Independent  Order 
of  Odd  Fellows,  he  has  been  not  only  Past  Grand  and  District  Deputy  but 
also  District  Deputy  Grand  Master  for  the  State  of  New  York  as  well  as 
Grand  Warden  for  New  York  State.  Mr.  Bulbs  is  also  a  member  of  St. 
Sacrament  Lodge,  No.  1029,  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  and  belongs  to  Delta 
Upsilon  and  Phi  Delta  Phi  fraternities.  A  member  of  the  Lake  George 
Methodist  Church,  Mr.  Bulbs  finds  recreation  from  his  professional  duties 
and  public  responsibilities  by  indulging  in  his  hobbies  of  boating  and  horses. 

William  Wallace  Bulbs  married,  in  1925,  Doris  Hawley,  who  is  a  native  of 
Lake  George. 


WILLIAM  J.  H.  MANNING— For  many  years  William  J.  H.  Man¬ 
ning,  a  member  of  tbe  civil  engineering  profession,  has  been  employed  by  the 
Delaware  and  Hudson  Railroad  in  different  parts  of  New  York  State  and 
Pennsylvania.  He  is  now  division  engineer  of  the  Champlain  division  of  the 
road,  with  headquarters  at  Plattsburg. 

Mr.  Manning  was  born  June  24,  1891,  in  Omaha,  Nebraska,  son  of  James 
Henry  and  Fannie  (Liddell)  Manning.  His  father  was  born  in  Cairo,  Illi¬ 
nois,  and  was  engaged  for  many  years  in  railroad  work  until  the  end  of  his 
life.  The  mother,  a  native  of  Scotland,  is  now  also  deceased. 

Both  public  and  parochial  schools  provided  William  J.  H.  Manning’s  early 
education.  He  was  graduated  from  the  Christian  Brothers  Academy  at 
Albany,  New  York,  and  in  1911  took  the  degree  of  Civil  Engineer  from 
Rensselaer  Polytechnic  Institute.  In  that  same  year  he  began  his  professional 
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career  in  association  with  the  Delaware  and  Hudson  Railroad,  which  engaged 
him  on  construction  work  in  its  engineering  department  at  Watervliet,  New 
York.  In  1913  he  entered  the  valuation  department  as  chief  of  Party,  then 
in  1919  was  made  assistant  engineer  on  special  work  during  the  period  of 
Federal  control  of  the  railroads.

In  No¬ 
vember  of  that  year,  1921,  he  was  appointed  assistant  engineer  of  maintenance- 
of-way,  so  serving  until,  in  May,  1925,  he  came  to  Plattsburg  to  be  division 
engineer  in  charge  of  the  Champlain  division  of  the  Delaware  and  Hudson. 
He  has  acted  in  this  capacity  ever  since  that  time,  and  is  one  of  his  com¬ 
munity’s  widely  known  citizens. 

Along  with  his  professional  work,  Mr.  Manning  is  an  associate  member 
of  the  American  Society  of  Civil  Engineers,  the  American  Railway  Engineers’ 
Association  and  the  American  Bridge  and  Building  Association.  He  belongs 
to  the  University  Club,  of  Albany,  New  York,  the  Alumni  Association  of 
Rensselaer  Polytechnic  Institute  and  Fort  Orange  Post,  No.  30,  of  the 
American  Legion. 

When  the  United  States  went  into  the  World  War,  Mr.  Manning  became 
a  second  lieutenant  in  the  Army  Reserve  Corps  on  June  11,  1917.  In  that 
capacity  he  was  assigned  to  the  302d  United  States  Engineers  Regiment, 
afterward  being  transferred  to  the  52d  Regiment  of  Engineers,  Railroad 
Transportation  Corps.  He  served  in  France  with  the  American  Expedition¬ 
ary  Forces  from  June  2,  1918,  to  July  4,  1919,  and  was  discharged  with  the 
rank  of  first  lieutenant.  He  attends  St.  John’s  Roman  Catholic  Church.  In 
spare  time  he  is  fond  of  outdoor  life  and  healthful  recreations,  notably  golf.

THOMAS  KERLEY — President  of  the  Ballston  Spa  National  Bank, 
an  institution  to  which  he  has  devoted  about  sixty  years  of  his  life,  Thomas 
Kerley  is  not  only  one  of  the  leading  bankers  of  the  Lake  George  district  but 
also  an  outstanding  citizen,  having  served  his  community  in  a  number  of  offices 
and  in  various  civic  enterprises.  Thomas  Kerley  was  born  in  Ballston  Spa, 
April  20,  1863,  son  of  William  and  Catherine  (O’Grady)  Kerley.  William 
Kerley,  a  native  of  Ireland,  was  a  gardener  in  Kings  County,  and  son  of 
William  Kerley. 

After  passing  through  the  grade  schools  of  Ballston  Spa  and  graduating 
from  the  town’s  high  school  in  1889,  Thomas  Kerley  went  directly  from 
school  into  the  Ballston  Spa  National  Bank,  an  institution  which  was  founded 
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in  1838,  beginning  an  association  of  nearly  sixty  years,  during  which  time  he 
passed  through  various  positions  until  he  became  the  president.

WILLIAM  WALLACE — Making  his  home  at  Plattsburg,  William 
Wallace  has  performed  an  important  work  with  the  Delaware  and  Hudson 
Railroad,  which  he  now  serves  as  superintendent  of  the  Champlain  division. 

Mr.  Wallace  was  born  August  11,  1884,  in  Brooklyn,  New  York,  son  of 
James  and  Maria  (Fletcher)  Wallace.  His  father,  who  was  born  in  Scot¬ 
land,  was  engaged  in  the  contracting  business  for  many  years  until  his  death. 
The  mother,  a  native  Englishwoman,  is  now  also  deceased. 

Public  schools  in  Brooklyn  provided  William  Wallace  his  early  education, 
and  afterward  he  attended  school  in  Whitehall,  New  York.  Completing  his 
formal  studies  at  Whitehall  he  was  employed  on  a  farm  until  1903,  when  he 
went  to  work  for  the  Delaware  and  Hudson  Railroad.

F.  CLAUDE  O’CONNELL — One  of  the  leading  attorneys  of  Clinton 
County,  F.  Claude  O’Connell,  of  Plattsburg,  is  widely  known  in  his  profes¬ 
sion.  He  was  born  at  Plattsburg,  March  16,  1899,  son  of  James  and  Anna 
(Byrnes)  O’Connell.  James  O’Connell,  a  native  of  Plattsburg,  established 
himself  in  life  in  construction  work,  a  field  in  which  he  was  active  until  the 
time  of  his  death.  Anna  (Byrnes)  O’Connell,  his  wife,  who  was  also  born  in 
Plattsburg,  is  now  a  resident  of  that  city. 

After  passing  through  the  public  schools  of  Plattsburg  and  graduating 
from  the  Plattsburg  Pligh  School,  F.  Claude  O’Connell,  selecting  a  career  in 
the  legal  profession,  entered  the  Albany  Law  School  and  received  his  degree 
of  Bachelor  of  Laws  from  the  institution  in  1924.  Admitted  to  the  State  of 
New  York  bar  in  1926,  Mr.  O’Connell  established  himself  in  general  practice 
the  same  year  in  Plattsburg,  beginning  as  a  partner  with  his  brother,  B.  Loyal 
O’Connell  (q.  v.),  under  the  name  of  O’Connell  Brothers,  but  continuing 
independently  through  the  present  time  since  the  death  of  his  brother  in  1936.

B.  LOYAL  O’CONNELL — Alth  ough  the  years  allotted  to  B.  Loyal 
O’Connell,  of  Plattsburg,  New  York,  were  too  few,  they  were  marked  by  a 
progress  in  the  study  and  practice  of  the  law  that  made  him  outstanding  in 
Clinton  County  and  New  York  State  legal  circles.  Quoting  the  words  of  a 
colleague : 

He  was  a  wonderful  combination  of  a  lovable  man  and  legal  genius. 
Many  people  recognized  in  him  a  forceful  and  inspiring  orator,  but  we  of  the 
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profession  know  that  this  was  but  one  of  the  numerous  qualities  of  intellect 
and  ability  which  made  him  a  great  lawyer.  I  know  of  no  trait  to  be  admired 
in  a  man  that  he  did  not  possess ;  yet  he  was  utterly  lacking  in  affectation  or 
self-consciousness.  His  career  was  one  of  rare  distinction  and  achievement, 
but  the  importance  and  grandeur  of  his  personal  force  were  not  as  fully 
appreciated  in  the  days  of  his  life  as  in  the  hour  when  he  has  passed. 

Mr.  O’Connell  was  born  August  25,  1897,  at  Plattsburg,  New  York,  son 
of  James  and  Anna  (Byrnes)  O’Connell,  both  natives  of  Plattsburg.  His 
father  was  active  in  construction  work  almost  to  the  time  of  his  death.  A 
brother,  F.  Claude  O’Connell  (q.  v.),  is  a  prominent  attorney  and  former 
acting  judge  of  the  City  Court,  Plattsburg. 

B.  Loyal  O’Connell,  after  attending  the  elementary  schools  of  his  birth¬ 
place,  entered  and,  in  1914,  was  graduated  from  the  Plattsburg  High  School. 
During  the  following  crowded  five  years  he  was  a  student  at  Cornell  Uni¬ 
versity  and  of  the  Albany  Law  School,  returning  to  Plattsburg,  in  June,  1919, 
to  initiate  a  law  practice  as  a  Bachelor  of  Laws.  He  first  went  with  Thomas 
B.  Cotter  for  some  months  of  helpful  experience.  For  some  time  he  was  a 
member  of  the  firm  of  Gordon,  O’Connell,  and  Long.  In  1926  he  was  joined 
by  his  brother,  F.  Claude  O’Connell,  who  that  year  was  admitted  to  the  bar, 
to  form  the  firm,  O’Connell  Brothers,  an  association  that  was  ended  only  by 
his  own  death,  a  decade  later. 

In  public  life,  Mr.  O’Connell  had  been  active.  As  a  very  young  man  he 
was  clerk  of  one  of  the  committees  in  the  New  York  Legislature,  for  three 
years  while  studying  law  in  Albany.  In  1927  he  was  elected  district  attorney, 
serving  two  terms.  He  kept  in  close  touch  with  colleagues  in  his  profession 
by  memberships  in  several  bar  associations  and  societies,  and  the  legal  fra¬ 
ternity,  Gamma  Eta  Gamma.  Mr.  O’Connell  was  affiliated  with  the  Platts¬ 
burg  Lodge,  No.  621,  Benevolent  and  Protective  Order  of  Elks;  was  a  mem¬ 
ber  and  Grand  Knight  of  Plattsburg  Lodge,  No.  255,  Knights  of  Columbus; 
and  was  one  of  the  organizers  and  the  first  president  of  the  Kiwanis  Club,  of 
the  same  city.  His  church  was  St.  John’s  Catholic,  of  Plattsburg.  A  friend 
over  a  period  that  extended  back  to  school  days,  the  Hon.  Wallace  E.  Pierce, 
paid  the  following  tribute  upon  the  occasion  of  Mr.  O’Connell’s  death: 

There  are  three  ways  in  which  we  mourn  his  passing :  First,  as  a  member 
of  our  bar.  We  took  a  great  pride  in  him,  in  his  standing  and  in  the  impres¬ 
sion  which  he  made,  both  here  and  abroad,  when  in  the  courtroom.  I  have 
stood  many  a  time  and  heard  him  conduct  a  case,  and  listened  to  him  as  he 
summed  up  a  case,  or  pleaded  with  the  court,  and  have  had  a  sense  of  great 
pride  that  he  belonged  to  the  Clinton  County  Bar  Association.  It  is  a  matter 
of  pride  to  us  that  our  bar  association  stands  high  in  this  State.  It  is  a  matter 
of  loss  to  us  that  he  no  longer  can  help  us  maintain  that  position.  Our  mem¬ 
ory  of  him  as  a  lawyer,  brilliant,  capable,  learned  in  the  law,  will  stay  with  us 
forever,  and  will  be  forever  a  part  of  the  tradition  of  the  Clinton  County  bar. 
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As  a  citizen,  he  was  outspoken,  fearless,  interested  in  every  civic  enter¬ 
prise,  swayed  and  influenced  only  by  what  he  thought  for  the  best  interest  of 
the  community  in  which  he  lived.  Never  fearful  of  taking  a  position  upon  an 
issue,  never  fearful  of  expressing  that  position,  he  always  did  it  with  courtesy 
and  with  kindness.  There  isn’t  a  member  of  this  bar  association  who  ever 
heard  Loyal  O’Connell  say  an  unkind  or  discourteous  or  unfair  thing  in  the 
courtroom;  nor  is  there  any  citizen  in  Plattsburg  who  can  say  he  ever  said 
an  unkind  or  discourteous  or  unfair  thing  about  anyone  in  the  city. 

And  now  as  a  friend  we  shall  miss  his  winning  personality.  We  shall  miss 
the  bright  smile.  We  shall  miss  the  figure  and  manhood  of  him.  We  shall 
miss  the  handclasp.  We  shall  miss  everything  that  makes  one  man  dear  to 
another.  If  we  can  only  by  this  memorial  here  convey  to  the  members  of  his 
family  and  those  outside  of  the  bar  association  what  we  thought  of  him  in 
some  enduring  way,  we  shall  have  accomplished  the  object  of  this  meeting. 

In  1925  B.  Loyal  O’Connell  married  Marguerite  A.  Cogan,  daughter  of 
Joseph  and  Anna  (Burke)  Cogan,  of  Plattsburg,  and  they  were  the  parents  of 
two  children :  Marguerite  Anne,  born  in  1926,  and  B.  Loyal,  Jr.,  born  in  1928. 

Mr.  O’Connell  died  April  27,  1936.  The  Clinton  County  Bar  Association 
placed  on  record  the  memorial : 

The  Clinton  County  Bar  Association  desires  to  express  its  sense  of  loss 
in  the  death  of  B.  Loyal  O’Connell,  one  of  its  most  able  and  distinguished 
members,  and  adopts  the  following  memorial : 

We  recognize  his  great  ability  and  high  standing  as  a  member  of  our 
profession,  and  that  recognition  is  State- wide;  his  clients  will  give  testimony 
of  his  devotion  to  the  causes  which  he  served ;  and  his  success  as  an  advocate 
and  counsel  is  a  measure  of  his  prominence  in  the  legal  profession.  Of  great 
ability,  with  a  clear  legal  mind,  with  an  outstanding  gift  of  advocacy,  which 
was  both  natural  and  perfected  by  training  and  practice,  his  career  as  a  lawyer 
was  preeminently  successful  and  his  clients  and  the  people  generally  appreciate 
these  attributes. 

We,  his  brothers  in  the  law,  knew  him  as  a  lawyer  devoted  to  his  duty  and 
the  ideals  of  his  profession  and  feel  more  keenly  than  others  the  loss  which 
the  community  and  this  part  of  the  State  has  sustained.  We,  who  were  his 
brothers,  will  not  forget  his  charm  or  other  virtues,  his  strong  convictions, 
his  original  arguments,  his  independence  of  thought,  his  courtesy  to  the  court 
and  his  legal  opponents. 

Young  in  years,  his  career  as  district  attorney  and  in  the  public  offices 
which  he  occupied  and  his  prominence  as  a  lawyer  prophesied  for  him  a  fruit¬ 
ful  future  in  the  law  and  for  the  public. 

We  bow  in  submission  to  the  judgment  of  the  Highest  Court  and  hereby 
record  our  great  sense  of  loss,  and  we  express  our  sympathy  to  his  wife  and 
family  and  his  many  friends. 


LOUIS  E.  REOUX — -As  cashier  and  former  president  of  the  Emer¬ 
son  National  Bank,  the  late  Louis  E.  Reoux  was  a  prominent  figure  in  the 
Warrensburg  banking  field  for  almost  half  a  century.  He  was  born  here  on 
February  26,  1872,  son  of  William  and  Louise  (Pelky)  Reoux,  both  deceased. 
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William  Reoux,  a  native  of  Quebec,  Canada,  was  engaged  as  a  wheelwright  at 
the  time  of  his  death.  Louise  (Pelky)  Reoux  was  a  native  of  Warrensburg, 
New  York. 

Louis  E.  Reoux  received  his  early  education  in  the  Warrensburg  public 
schools,  and  then  entered  Warrensburg  Academy,  from  which  he  was  gradu¬ 
ated  in  1889.  For  the  following  two  and  a  half  years  he  was  employed  as  a 
clerk  in  a  store.  In  1891  he  became  associated  with  Emerson  and  Company 
of  Warrensburg,  private  bankers.  In  1908  this  institution  became  the  Emer¬ 
son  National  Bank,  and  Mr.  Reoux  was  appointed  a  teller,  later  becoming 
cashier  and  vice-president,  and  in  1925  was  advanced  to  the  presidency,  in 
which  capacity  he  served  most  ably  for  eleven  years,  relinquishing  this  post  of 
his  own  volition  in  1936,  to  assume  his  former  duties  as  cashier  and  vice- 
president.  Mr.  Reoux  was  also  a  former  president  and  treasurer  of  the 
Schroon  River  Pulp  and  Paper  Company,  a  partner  in  the  Thomas  and  Reoux 
Insurance  Agency,  and  a  recognized  leader  in  the  business  and  financial  affairs 
of  this  community. 

Mr.  Reoux  was  a  trustee  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  and  a  well-known 
member  of  the  Republican  party,  having  served  for  a  term  as  county  treasurer 
of  Warren  County,  and  for  many  years  was  chairman  of  the  Republican 
County  Committee.  He  also  served  for  several  years  as  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Education  of  Warrensburg  Union  Free  School  No.  1,  and  he  had 
been  town  clerk  and  justice  of  the  peace.  Fraternally,  he  was  affiliated  with 
Warrensburg  Lodge,  No.  425,  Free  and  Accepted  Masons  and  the  Warrens¬ 
burg  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows. 

On  September  4,  1895,  Louis  E.  Reoux  married  Adelia  Thomas,  a  native 
of  Warrensburg,  and  they  were  the  parents  of  two  children:  1.  Harry  A., 
whose  biography  follows.  2.  Mary,  a  graduate  of  Drew  Seminary,  who 
also  took  a  secretarial  course  at  Boston  University ;  she  married  Albert  E. 
Beswick,  of  Glens  Falls,  New  York,  and  they  are  the  parents  of  two  sons: 
i.  Albert  Louis  Beswick.  ii.  Thomas  E.  Beswick. 

The  death  of  Louis  Reoux  occurred  on  September  11,  1938,  at  his  War¬ 
rensburg  home.  The  news  of  his  passing  was  received  by  his  many  friends 
with  a  keen  sense  of  personal  loss.  He  had  been  devoted  to  business  and  to 
public  affairs,  but  never  to  the  extent  that  he  neglected  philanthropies  or  the 
aid  of  the  unfortunate  and  needy.  He  was  socially-minded,  blessed  with  a 
sympathetic  understanding  of  human  nature  and  a  sense  of  humor,  traits 
which  won  him  the  esteem  and  affection  of  all  those  privileged  to  know  him 
well. 


HARRY  A.  REOUX — Since  his  admission  to  the  New  York  bar  in 
1926,  Harry  A.  Reoux  has  been  engaged  in  the  practice  of  law  at  Warrens¬ 
burg.  In  a  relatively  brief  period  he  has  risen  to  prominence  both  in  his  pro- 
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fession  and  in  public  life  and  is  today  one  of  the  most  active  and  influential 
members  of  the  State  Legislature. 

Mr.  Reoux  was  born  in  Warrensburg  on  January  29,  1901,  son  of  Louis 
E.  Reoux  (see  preceding  biography).  Lie  received  his  preliminary  education 
in  the  public  schools  of  Warrensburg,  was  graduated  in  1917  from  Glens  Falls 
Academy,  and  in  1921  took  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  at  Union  Col¬ 
lege.  He  prepared  for  his  professional  career  at  Albany  Law  School,  where  he 
was  graduated  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws  in  1924,  and  was  admitted 
to  the  New  York  bar  in  1926,  entering  practice  at  Warrensburg  in  the  same 
year.  Mr.  Reoux’s  qualifications  for  success  at  the  bar  were  quickly  recognized 
and  brought  him  important  professional  responsibilities  which  he  has  dis¬ 
charged  with  fidelity  and  efficiency.  His  gifts  have  been  equally  conspicuous  in 
the  sphere  of  public  service,  to  which  he  has  also  given  much  of  his  time  and 
effort.  In  1931  he  was  elected  as  a  Republican  to  the  New  York  Assembly 
and  has  served  without  interruption  as  a  member  of  that  body  during  the 
intervening  years.  He  has  been  very  active  in  the  lower  house  during  his 
entire  legislative  service,  and  the  influence  which  he  commands  and  the  im¬ 
portant  posts  he  has  been  called  upon  to  fill  reflect  the  respect  in  which  his 
abilities  are  held  by  his  colleagues.  Mr.  Reoux  has  been  a  member  of  the 
Assembly  Committee  on  the  Judiciary  since  1931  and  is  now  its  chairman. 
He  was  formerly  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Aviation,  the  Committee  on 
Claims  and  the  Committee  on  General  Laws,  of  which  he  is  still  a  member. 
He  is  also  a  member  of  the  important  Committee  on  Rules,  the  Committee  on 
Insurance,  and  the  Joint  Legislative  Committee  for  Recodification  of  the  In¬ 
surance  Laws.  In  addition  to  these  connections,  he  is  a  member  of  the  Judicial 
Council  of  the  State  of  New  York,  the  Law  Revision  Commission  of  the 
State  of  New  York  and  for  several  years  was  a  member  of  the  Tax  Law  Re¬ 
vision  Commission  of  the  State  of  New  York.  To  these  offices  he  has  brought 
not  only  his  wide  professional  knowledge  and  experience  in  government,  but 
the  industry  and  unfailing  public  spirit  which  have  distinguished  him. 

Mr.  Reoux  is  influential  in  councils  of  his  party,  both  State  and  local,  and 
for  one  term  was  a  member  of  the  Republican  County  Committee  of  Warren 
County.  He  is  a  member  of  the  American  Bar  Association,  the  New  York 
State  Bar  Association  and  the  Warren  County  Bar  Association.  He  has  been 
chairman  of  the  Father  Isaac  Jogues  Memorial  Commission  since  it  was 
established.  He  is  a  director  of  the  Emerson  National  Bank  at  Warrensburg 
and  has  his  law  offices  in  the  Emerson  National  Bank  Building.  Mr.  Reoux 
is  affiliated  with  Warrensburg  Lodge,  No.  425,  Free  and  Accepted  Masons, 
of  which  he  is  Past  Master,  and  is  a  member  of  various  higher  Masonic  bodies, 
including  Warrensburg  Chapter,  No.  325,  Royal  Arch  Masons;  and  Calvary 
Commandery,  No.  69,  Knights  Templar,  at  Glens  Falls.  He  is  also  affiliated 
with  the  Delta  Phi  Fraternity,  and  with  Glens  Falls  Lodge,  No.  86,  Benevo- 
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lent  and  Protective  Order  of  Elks.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Kiwanis  Club  and 
the  Queens  Village  Golf  Club  and  attends  the  Presbyterian  Church.  Mr. 
Reoux  is  fond  of  outdoor  life  and  sports  and  finds  his  principal  recreation  in 
golf,  hunting  and  fishing. 

He  married,  on  October  6,  1926,  Rita  Kettenbach,  who  was  born  in 
Chestertown,  New  York. 


JOHN  GARRET  BURGESS  —More  than  forty  years  ago  John  Gar¬ 
ret  Burgess  started  in  the  printing  business  as  a  youth  of  Waterford,  New 
York.  In  the  years  that  followed  his  career  took  him  to  other  and  larger 
cities,  but  after  a  long  detour  he  returned  once  more  to  the  place  of  his  begin¬ 
ning,  where  for  the  past  two  decades  he  has  been  the  head  of  the  Burgess 
Printing  Company,  with  his  only  son  as  partner  and  co-proprietor. 

Mr.  Burgess  was  born  at  Glenville,  New  York,  April  3,  1879,  son  of  John 
K.  and  Katharine  (Van  Heusen)  Burgess.  His  father  bore  a  good  Scottish 
name  and  his  mother  one  that  ancestors  brought  to  America  from  Holland, 
so  that  their  son  was  blessed  with  a  good  inheritance  of  blood  and  traits  which 
combined  to  contribute  to  his  success  in  life.  His  father  was  a  machinist,  and 
the  force  of  circumstances  ended  John  Garret  Burgess’  education  before  it  had 
reached  the  college  phase.  He  attended  Waterford  schools,  and  became 
identified  with  the  “Waterford  Advertiser”  on  May  29,  1895.  After  two 
years  he  went  to  North  Adams,  Massachusetts,  where  he  remained  until  1899. 
In  1900  he  located  in  Troy,  New  York,  where  he  engaged  in  his  trade  and 
business  until  1918.  Since  the  latter  year  he  has  been  in  Waterford  where 
he  went  to  school  and  became  acquainted  with  printer’s  ink.  He  founded  the 
Burgess  Printing  Company,  which  he  has  since  operated  with  his  son.  This 
concern  has  a  fine  reputation  in  the  field  of  commercial  printing,  having  a 
plant  equipped  to  fill  almost  any  order.  In  the  meanwhile  his  son,  John  K. 
Burgess,  has  grown  to  manhood  and  for  some  time  has  been  associated  with 
his  father  in  business.  Mr.  Burgess,  Sr.,  is  a  Republican  in  politics,  and  a 
member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church.  Fraternally,  he  is  affiliated  with  Phoenix 
Lodge,  No.  58,  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  Lansingburg,  New  York;  Chap¬ 
ter  No.  133,  Royal  Arch  Masons. 

At  Waterford,  New  York,  on  April  23,  1902,  John  Garret  Burgess  mar¬ 
ried  Nellie  Blanch  Fredenbergh,  daughter  of  Edward  and  Mary  (Replogle) 
Fredenbergh,  and  they  are  the  parents  of  two  children :  1.  John  Edward,  born 
August  23,  1903,  who  is  associated  in  business  with  his  father.  2.  Helen 
Katharyn,  born  June  6,  1905. 


JOHN  NEWTON  HAYES  —Since  he  was  a  youth  of  twenty  years 
John  Newton  Hayes  has  been  active  in  the  field  of  education.  In  more  recent 
years  he  became  superintendent  of  schools  for  Mechanicville,  New  York,  the 
post  he  now  fills  with  great  skill  and  ability. 
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He  is  a  native  of  Hensonville,  Greene  County,  New  York,  born  June  21, 
1904,  son  of  John  Henry  and  Nellie  (Ennis)  Hayes  and  the  grandson  of 
Addison  S.  Hayes,  also  of  Greene  County.  Grandfather  Hayes,  a  veteran  of 
the  War  Between  the  States,  long  engaged  in  farming.  John  Henry,  the 
father,  a  retired  school  teacher,  has  been  clerk  in  the  State  Legislature  at 
Albany  for  many  years.  The  son  acquired  his  preliminary  education  in  local 
schools;  was  graduated  from  the  Windham  High  School,  New  York,  in  1919, 
and  was  a  student  at  Union  College  during  the  scholastic  year,  1920-21.  He 
then  entered  Teachers  State  College,  in  Albany,  from  which  he  received  the 
degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science,  with  the  class  of  1924.  He  also  holds  the 
degree  of  Master  of  Arts,  of  Teachers  College,  Columbia  University,  New 
York  City,  received  in  1934. 

In  1924  Mr.  Hayes  began  the  practice  of  his  profession  at  Valley  Falls, 
New  York,  as  principal  of  its  schools.  Two  years  later  he  went  to  North 
Creek  where,  until  1929,  he  held  a  similar  position.  In  1929-30  he  was  head 
of  the  mathematics  department  of  the  Saratoga  Springs  High  School,  and 
was  principal  of  the  Corinth,  New  York,  schools  until  1934.  Since  that  year 
he  has  been  superintendent  of  schools  for  Mechanicville.  Mr.  Hayes  is  a 
Republican  in  his  political  views,  a  member  of  the  Rotary  Club,  of  Mechanic¬ 
ville,  and  fraternally  is  affiliated  with  Lodge,  No.  987,  Free  and  Accepted 
Masons,  of  Corinth;  Lodge,  No.  1403,  Benevolent  and  Protective  Order  of 
Elks,  Mechanicville,  and  Lodge,  No.  756,  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows, 
of  Hensonville. 

At  Albany,  New  York,  August  25,  1926,  John  Newton  Hayes  married 
Marion  Gurney,  of  Albany,  born  there  January  11,  1902,  daughter  of  Andrew 
and  Grace  (Thompkins)  Gurney.  Andrew  Gurney  is  employed  by  the  Rem¬ 
ington  Typewriter  Company.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hayes  are  the  parents  of  a  son, 
Richard  Edward,  born  May  29,  1932. 

WILLIAM  A.  PAQUETTE — County  clerk  of  Clinton  County,  Wil¬ 
liam  A.  Paquette,  of  Champlain,  is  not  only  one  of  the  most  active  members 
of  the  Republican  party  organization  in  New  York’s  northernmost  county  but 
is  also  an  outstanding  merchant  of  his  community,  having  been  identified  with 
the  retail  hardware  trade  for  nearly  thirty-five  years,  being  in  business  for 
himself  since  1927. 

William  A.  Paquette  was  born  in  Champlain,  Clinton  County,  October  19, 
1890,  son  of  Edmund  and  Julia  (Richards)  Paquette.  Edmund  Paquette,  who 
was  born  in  Champlain,  established  himself  in  life  as  a  boatman,  a  calling 
which  he  followed  until  the  time  of  his  death.  Julia  (Richards)  Paquette,  his 
wife,  also  deceased,  was  a  native  of  Champlain,  too. 

After  passing  through  the  grammar  schools  of  Champlain  and  graduating 
from  the  Champlain  High  School,  William  A.  Paquette  found  his  first  regular 
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employment  in  the  retail  hardware  business,  a  field  in  which  he  was  employed 
for  the  subsequent  twenty-three  years.  Finally,  in  1927,  he  established  him¬ 
self  in  Champlain  in  the  general  insurance  business,  an  activity  in  which  he  has 
continued  through  the  present  time.  A  member  of  the  Republican  party,  Mr. 
Paquette  has  always  been  deeply  interested  in  county  problems  as  well  as 
community  concerns  and  has  always  given  generously  of  his  time  and  ability 
to  the  public  service,  being  town  clerk  of  Champlain  from  1919  to  1936,  since 
1932  village  clerk  of  Champlain,  and,  since  1931,  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Education  of  the  First  School  District  of  Champlain  as  well  as  becoming 
county  clerk  of  Clinton  County  in  1936,  a  post  which  he  has  retained  through 
the  present  time  and  district  Republican  committeeman  for  the  Clinton  County 
Republican  Committee.  A  member  of  St.  Mary’s  Catholic  Church,  Mr. 
Paquette  belongs  to  the  Union  of  St.  John,  the  Baptist,  and  is  also  a  member 
of  Rouses  Point  Council,  No.  2366,  Knights  of  Columbus,  an  organization  in 
which  he  holds  fourth  degree  rank.  Mr.  Paquette,  who  is  devoted  to  the  twin 
sports  of  hunting  and  fishing,  finds  recreation  from  his  private  and  public 
duties  and  responsibilities  by  indulgence  in  his  hobbies. 

William  A.  Paquette  married,  August  9,  1913,  in  Champlain,  Margaret 
Matott,  who  is  a  native  of  Champlain.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Paquette  are  the  parents 
of  a  son :  Lawrence. 


ARTHUR  SHARRON — One  of  the  younger  business  leaders  of 
Plattsburg,  more  particularly  after  he  returned  from  World  War  service, 
Arthur  Sharron,  since  1936,  has  the  added  distinction  of  being  postmaster  of 
the  city.  He  is  the  son  of  Albert  Sharron. 

Arthur  Sharron,  born  December  17,  1891,  after  completing  his  education 
in  the  grammar  and  high  schools  of  his  birthplace,  became  associated  with  his 
father  in  the  department  store  known  as  Sharron’s.  He  had  advanced  far  in 
experience  when  the  United  States  entered  the  World  War,  and  he  enlisted  in 
the  United  States  Army  where  he  was  assigned  to  the  Aviation  Corps.  He 
was  overseas  with  the  American  Expeditionary  Forces  in  France,  and  was  a 
sergeant  in  rank  at  the  time  of  his  honorable  discharge  sixteen  months  later. 
Returning  to  Plattsburg,  he  again  entered  Sharron’s,  Inc.,  and  since  1921  has 
been  secretary  of  the  company.  Another  business  association  is  that  of  sec¬ 
retary  of  the  Champlain  Valley  Oil  Company. 

In  connection  with  civic  affairs  Mr.  Sharron  is  prominent.  He  is  a  former 
president  of  the  city  Chamber  of  Commerce,  and  contributes  support  to 
movements  and  organizations  undertaken  for  the  advancement  of  the  munici¬ 
pality  and  the  welfare  of  its  people.  Fraternally,  he  is  affiliated  with  the 
Plattsburg  Lodge,  No.  621,  Benevolent  and  Protective  Order  of  Elks,  of 
which  he  is  a  Past  Exalted  Ruler,  and  at  present  trustee ;  and  the  Plattsburg 
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Council,  No.  255,  of  the  Knights  of  Columbus,  of  which  he  is  a  Past  Deputy 
Grand  Knight,  and  the'Champlain  Valley  Council  of  this  Order.  His  favorite 
club  is  the  Plattsburg  Country  Club,  and  he  finds  recreation  in  golf  during 
the  summer  and  bowling  during  the  winter.  He  attends  St.  Peter’s  Roman 
Catholic  Church. 

On  July  3,  1926,  Arthur  Sharron  married  Ann  Darrah,  a  native  of  Peru, 
New  York,  and  they  have  a  son,  Paul  Arthur  Sharron. 


MARK  H.  FISH — A  well-known  merchant  of  Chestertown,  Mark  H. 
Fish,  manager  and  proprietor  of  T.  J.  Fish  and  Son,  operates  the  oldest 
variety,  newspaper  and  periodical  store  in  the  community.  He  has  been  engaged 
in  business  here  since  he  began  his  career  and  has  been  an  active  figure  in  the 
political  and  civic  life  of  the  town. 

Mr.  Fish  was  born  in  Ticonderoga,  New  York,  on  February  10,  1904, 
son  of  Thomas  J.  and  Susan  P.  (Smith)  Fish  and  a  descendant  of  an  old 
American  family.  His  great-great-great-grandfather  was  Jonathan  Fish,  born 
November  21,  1738,  died  after  1772;  married,  about  1761,  Dorothy  Butter¬ 
field,  who  was  born  at  Westford,  Massachusetts,  in  1739  and  died  after  1772. 
Their  son,  Jonathan  (2)  Fish,  was  born  on  September  8,  1762,  at  Mason,  New 
Hampshire.  In  1781  he  enlisted  in  the  Revolutionary  Army  and  served  as 
private  and  drummer  boy  in  Captain  Moore’s  Company  of  Colonels  Shep¬ 
herd’s  and  Jackson’s  4th  Regiment.  He  participated  in  a  number  of  engage¬ 
ments  and  was  discharged  on  June  30,  1784.  About  1815  he  settled  at  Loon 
Lake,  New  York,  establishing  the  family  in  this  State.  Jonathan  Fish  died  on 
April  15,  1842.  Pie  married,  on  April  5,  1793,  Alice  Russell,  who  was  born 
in  1765  and  died  on  August  5,  1838.  Both  are  buried  at  Bolton,  New  York. 
Their  son,  Jonathan  (3)  Fish,  great-grandfather  of  Mark  H.  Fish,  was  born 
on  May  2,  1799,  probably  in  Vermont,  died  on  February  10,  1889;  married 
Amy  Marshall,  who  was  born  on  January  29,  1798,  and  died  on  February  5, 
1890.  The  grandfather,  Ira  Fish,  was  born  in  Chestertown  on  November  25, 
1834,  and  died  on  June  29,  1910.  He  married,  on  May  II,  1858,  Frances 
Taylor,  born  in  England  on  January  21,  1838,  died  on  April  6,  1896.  Ira 
Fish  served  as  assessor  for  Warren  County  during  the  course  of  his  career. 
His  son,  Thomas  J.  Fish,  father  of  Mark  H.  Fish,  was  born  in  Chestertown 
on  February  16,  1872.  He  was  employed  first  as  a  farmer  and  later  as  a 
clerk  in  a  grocery  business  until  1906,  when  he  entered  the  employ  of  the 
Faxon  Grist  Mill.  In  1913  he  established  his  own  grain  business  and  subse¬ 
quently  operated  a  hotel  and  restaurant,  continuing  until  1923.  In  the  latter 
year  he  became  associated  with  his  son  in  the  variety  and  news  business,  a 
connection  he  still  retains.  He  is  also  treasurer  of  the  Chestertown  Cemetery 
Association  at  the  present  time.  Thomas  J.  Fish  has  been  active  for  many 
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years  in  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  in  which  order  he  is  Past 
Noble  Grand  of  Chester  Lodge,  No.  514,  and  Past  District  Deputy  Grand 
Master.  He  married,  on  June  22,  1898,  Susan  P.  Smith,  who  was  horn  on 
September  3,  1876,  at  Chestertown,  daughter  of  John  H.  and  Abigail  (Hoyt) 
Smith. 

Mark  H.  Fish,  their  son,  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  Chester¬ 
town  and  also  attended  high  school,  then  established  his  present  business,  in 
1923.  He  carries  a  complete  line  of  newspapers  and  periodicals,  in  addition 
to  a  variety  of  merchandise,  and  enjoys  the  distinction  of  operating  the  oldest 
enterprise  of  its  kind  in  the  town.  Mr.  Fish’s  successful  business  career  has 
brought  him  an  established  position  in  the  life  of  Chestertown  and  his  influ¬ 
ence  has  been  extended  through  many  civic  connections.  He  is  secretary  of 
the  Chestertown  Volunteer  Fire  Company;  is  active  in  the  Chamber  of  Com¬ 
merce  ;  and  has  been  prominent  in  Republican  politics,  serving  for  three  years 
as  Republican  committeeman.  He  has  also  been  much  interested  in  the  Boy 
Scout  movement.  In  this  connection  he  was  scoutmaster  at  Chestertown  for 
a  number  of  years  and  for  fifteen  years  served  as  a  member  of  District  No. 
3,  Mohegan  Council. 

Mr.  Fish  is  affiliated  fraternally  with  Chester  Lodge,  No.  514,  Independent 
Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  and  in  the  same  order  is  a  member  and  Past  Patriarch 
of  Floral  Encampment.  By  virtue  of  his  descent  from  the  Revolutionary 
patriot,  Jonathan  Fish,  he  is  a  member  of  Ticonderoga  Chapter  of  the  Sons 
of  the  Revolution.  He  has  always  valued  the  fine  traditions  which  he  inherits 
from  the  Nation’s  past  and  has  made  a  hobby  of  genealogical  study.  Mr. 
Fish  attends  the  Community  Church  in  Chestertown. 


GEORGE  F.  BISSELL — -Director,  secretary  and  treasurer  of  Sta¬ 
tion  WMFF,  National  Broadcasting  Company’s  Plattsburg  outlet,  George  F. 
Bissell  has  been  active  in  radio  broadcasting  as  an  executive  for  more  than  ten 
years  now  and  is  one  of  the  outstanding  radio  men  of  Northern  New  Yrork 
State. 

George  F.  Bissell  was  born  at  Tupper  Lake,  Franklin  County,  May  29, 
1904,  son  of  Bramon  W.  and  Cora  (Goodspeed)  Bissell.  Bramon  W.  Bissell, 
now  an  officer  of  Station  WMFF  in  Plattsburg,  established  himself  in  the 
hotel  business  at  Tupper  Lake  and  spent  many  years  at  the  Iroquois  Hotel 
there.  Cora  (Goodspeed)  Bissell,  his  first  wife,  a  native  of  Port  Henry, 
Essex  County,  is  deceased.  Bramon  W.  Bissell  married  (second)  Jeannette 
Hewitt,  who  is  a  native  of  Dickinson  Center,  New  Yffirk. 

After  passing  through  the  schools  of  Tupper  Lake  and  Plattsburg,  where 
he  attended  high  school,  George  F.  Bissell  studied  at  Glens  Falls  High  School 
and  then  became  associated  with  his  father  at  the  Iroquois  Hotel  at  Tupper 
Lake.  After  a  year  in  the  hotel  business,  George  F.  Bissell  became  interested 
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in  radio  broadcasting  and  in  1928  established  Station  WHDL,  a  station  now 
operating  at  Olean,  Cattaraugus  County,  New  York.  Shortly,  however,  Mr. 
Bissell  disposed  of  his  interest  in  Station  WHDL  and,  after  a  period  of 
activity  at  Glens  Falls,  came  to  Plattsburg  in  1934  and  organized  Station 
WMFF,  an  enterprise  with  which  he  has  been  associated  through  the  present 
time,  contributing  greatly  to  its  development.  The  station,  whose  first  pro¬ 
gram  went  on  the  air  on  February  3,  1935,  from  its  present  studio  in  the 
Cumberland  Hotel,  began  as  a  hundred  watt  unit  restricted  to  day-time  broad¬ 
casting  but  was  shortly  increased  to  two  hundred  and  fifty-watt  power  and, 
since  1937,  has  been  licensed  for  full-time  operation  and,  became  on  May  1, 
1938,  the  hundred  and  fifty-first  outlet  for  the  National  Broadcasting  Com¬ 
pany,  serving  Northern  New  York  State  over  the  system’s  national  hook-up. 
A  member  of  the  Plattsburg  Episcopal  Church,  Mr.  Bissell  belongs  to  Mt. 
Arab  Lodge,  Ancient  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  Plattsburg  Lodge,  Benevo¬ 
lent  and  Protective  Order  of  Elks,  and  the  Plattsburg  Kiwanis  Club. 

George  F.  Bissell  married  Marie  Velenze,  a  native  of  Rouses  Point,  Clin¬ 
ton  County,  who  received  her  education  in  the  public  schools  of  that  frontier 
town. 

RALPH  G.  LILLY — Principal  of  the  Willsboro  High  School,  Ralph 
G.  Lilly  is  one  of  the  leading  secondary  school  educators  and  executives  in 
Essex  County,  having  held  his  present  office  for  more  than  ten  years. 

Ralph  G.  Lilly  was  born  at  Ashfield,  Massachusetts,  April  2,  1904,  son  of 
Clifford  N.  and  Louisa  (Guilford)  Lilly.  Clifford  N.  Lilly,  who  was  born  at 
Ashfield,  Massachusetts,  established  himself  in  life  as  a  farmer,  a  calling  in 
which  he  has  remained  active  for  many  years.  Louisa  (Guilford)  Lilly,  his 
wife,  is  also  a  native  of  Ashfield. 

After  passing  through  Sanderson  Academy  at  Ashfield,  Ralph  G.  Lilly 
entered  Middlebury  College,  at  Middlebury,  Vermont,  and  graduated  with  the 
degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  as  a  member  of  the  class  of  1926.  Since  that 
time,  he  has  continued  his  academic  work  and  has  received  the  degree  of 
Master  of  Arts  from  Columbia  University,  awarded  in  1934.  Upon  gradua¬ 
tion  from  Middlebury,  Mr.  Lilly  began  his  career  as  an  educator  by  obtaining 
a  position  as  principal  and  teacher  of  history  in  the  Union  School  at  Middle 
Granville,  New  York.  After  a  year  in  that  position,  Mr.  Lilly  was  appointed 
principal  of  the  Willsboro  High  School  in  1927,  a  position  which  he  has 
occupied  through  the  present  time.  Supporting  his  profession  by  membership 
in  the  New  York  State  Teachers’  Association,  the  Secondary  School  Princi¬ 
pals’  Association,  and  the  Associated  Academic  Principals  Association,  Mr. 
Lilly  is  also  active  in  Beta  Kappa  Fraternity,  serving  as  president  of  the 
Middlebury  College  Chapter  while  he  was  in  residence  there.  He  is  also  a 
member  of  the  Masonic  Order,  belonging  to  Morning  Sun  Lodge  of  Conway, 
Massachusetts. 
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Ralph  G.  Lilly  married  Kathryn  Frisbie,  a  native  of  Brooklyn,  New  York, 
who,  after  graduating  from  the  Erasmus  Hall  High  School  in  Brooklyn,  at¬ 
tended  Adelphi  College  in  that  city.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lilly  are  the  parents  of 
a  son:  Robert  Frisbie,  born  at  Willsboro. 


CHARLES  MASON  NICHOLSON;  MARY  E.  (NICHOLSON) 
VAN  TROY — Mrs.  Mary  E.  (Nicholson)  Van  Troy  is  widely  known  in 
the  East  for  her  connection  with  the  antique  and  modern  furniture  business 
in  Ballston  Spa,  New  York.  Her  father,  Charles  Mason  Nicholson,  deserves 
a  place  on  the  roster  of  the  honored  dead  of  New  York,  if  for  no  other  reason 
than  the  service  he  rendered  his  country  during  the  War  Between  the  States. 

Charles  Mason  Nicholson  was  a  native  of  West  Fort  Ann,  New  York, 
son  of  John  and  Mary  (Swift)  Nicholson.  His  father  long  was  engaged  in 
mining  iron  from  mines  near  Fort  Ann,  which  were  in  the  Glens  Falls  section 
of  New  York  State.  The  boy  was  educated  in  Washington  County  schools, 
and  at  first  was  a  carpenter  by  trade,  but  later  became  associated  with  his 
father  in  business.  Few  incidents  of  the  War  Between  the  States  are  better 
known,  or  considered  of  higher  importance  than  the  fight  between  the  “Moni¬ 
tor”  and  the  “Merrimac.”  Charles  Mason  Nicholson  comes  into  the  picture 
by  reason  of  his  connection  with  the  building  of  the  “Monitor.”  This  craft 
was  an  experiment,  the  first  turreted  man-of-war  ever  to  be  constructed.  It 
was  essential  that  the  metal  armor  of  the  ship  should  be  of  the  finest  grade, 
and  it  was  eventually  decided  to  use  Nicholson  iron  for  this  purpose.  The 
victory  of  the  “Monitor”  at  Hampton  Roads  needs  no  re-statement.  It  saved 
the  Union  fleet  from  ultimate  destruction. 

Charles  Mason  Nicholson  also  took  his  place  in  the  Union  armies,  enlisting 
from  the  town  of  Fort  Ann  as  a  member  of  Company  D,  23d  Regiment  of 
New  York  Volunteer  Infantry.  He  never  fully  recovered  from  the  effects  of 
his  military  service. 

Mr.  Nicholson  married  twice:  (first)  to  Charlotte  Wicks,  by  whom  he  had 
three  children:  1.  Minnie.  2.  Charlotte  (“Lottie”).  3.  Lena.  He  married 
(second)  Jane  Ann  Morrison,  daughter  of  Ira  B.  and  Mary  (Gray)  Morri¬ 
son,  and  they  were  the  parents  of  three  children.  4.  Edward.  5.  Townley. 
6.  Mary  E.,  of  whom  further. 

Mary  E.  Nicholson  married  Frederick  Van  Troy,  in  1921,  at  the  Episcopal 
Church  in  Ballston  Spa,  New  York.  Her  husband,  a  native  of  Belgium,  had 
come  to  the  United  States  at  the  age  of  twenty-one.  To  a  great  many  he  was 
known  as  an  expert  in  furniture,  whether  of  construction,  antiquity  or  suit¬ 
ableness  for  the  service  required  of  it.  Mr.  Van  Troy  died  on  December  29, 
1936,  at  the  age  of  sixty-five  years.  Since  that  time  Mary  E.  (Nicholson) 
Van  Troy  has  continued  the  business  established  by  her  husband,  and  has 
achieved  a  most  noteworthy  success. 
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WENDELL  TOWNLEY — One  of  the  leading  merchants  of  Ballston 
Spa,  having  conducted  a  hardware  store  for  nearly  forty  years,  Wendell 
Townley  is  also  an  outstanding  citizen  of  his  community  having  always  taken 
an  active  part  in  many  undertakings,  especially  the  Ballston  Spa  Fire  Depart¬ 
ment,  of  which  he  is  an  ex-chief. 

Wendell  Townley  was  born  in  Troy,  June  19,  1884,  son  of  Edward  and 
Carrie  Eliza  (Wendell)  Townley.  Edward  Townley,  who  was  born  near 
Burnt  Hills,  was  engaged  in  the  real  estate  business  in  Schenectady  for  many 
years  and  chairman  of  the  board  of  assessors  of  the  city  of  Schenectady. 
After  his  retirement,  he  lived  for  a  time  in  Troy,  New  York,  and  now  lives 
in  Burnt  Hills,  Saratoga  County.  The  Townley  family  came  to  America 
from  Berkshire,  England. 

After  passing  through  the  grade  schools  of  Schenectady  and  graduating 
from  the  high  school  there  in  1900,  Wendell  Townley  began  his  business 
career  in  Schenectady  as  an  employee  of  General  Electric  Company,  working 
in  the  blue  print  department,  and  then  in  the  drafting  department.  While 
thus  employed  he  completed  an  International  Correspondence  School  course 
in  accounting  and  practiced  his  profession  for  some  time.  Then,  in  1902, 
Mr.  Townley  came  to  Ballston  Spa  and  worked  for  T.  R.  Townley  in  a  hard¬ 
ware  store  until  1920,  when  he  purchased  the  business  which  he  has  conducted 
successfully  through  the  present  time.  Always  deeply  interested  in  the  welfare 
of  his  community,  Mr.  Townley  has  given  liberally  of  his  time  and  energy 
to  various  public  offices  and  civic  enterprises.  One  of  his  first  services  was 
joining,  in  1904,  the  Ballston  Spa  Fire  Department,  an  organization  to  which 
he  has  belonged  for  some  thirty-five  years  and  of  which  he  is  now  ex-chief. 
In  addition  to  being  a  justice  of  the  peace,  and  having  served  for  several 
years  as  a  deputy  sheriff,  Mr.  Townley  was  very  active  in  civic  work  during 
the  depths  of  the  depression,  being  chairman  of  the  local  Emergency  Relief 
Administration  organization  in  1933  and  1934  and,  in  1935,  being  the  man¬ 
ager  and  chairman  of  the  National  Relief  Service  for  Saratoga  County  under 
the  direction  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Labor.  In  this  latter  office, 
which  Mr.  Townley  conducted  with  conspicuous  efficiency,  discharging  his 
duties  impartially  without  any  political  bias,  he  placed  more  than  seven 
thousand  men  and  women  in  employment.  In  addition  to  being  a  member  of 
the  Ballston  Spa  Rotary  Club,  Mr.  Townley  has  been  secretary  for  ten  years 
of  the  Kaydeross  Fish  and  Game  Club  and,  for  a  similar  period,  secretary  of 
the  Inverwood  Hunting  Club.  Belonging  to  the  Milton  Grange,  Mr.  Townley 
is  also  a  prominent  Mason,  being  a  member  of  Franklin  Lodge,  No.  9,  Ancient 
Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  of  Saratoga  Springs,  Washington  Commandery, 
Knights  Templar,  and  Cypress  Temple,  Ancient  Arabic  Order,  Nobles  of  the 
Mystic  Shrine,  of  Albany.  Mr.  Townley  is  a  member  of  the  Ballston 
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to  Saratoga  County,  New  York,  as  a  young  man  and  established  himself  as 
a  farmer,  an  occupation  which  he  followed  until  the  time  of  his  death.  Estella 
P.  (Cady)  Bumstead,  his  wife,  also  deceased,  was  a  native  of  Greenfield, 
Saratoga  County. 

After  passing  through  the  public  schools  of  Greenfield,  and  attending  the 
Saratoga  High  School,  Arthur  I.  Bumstead  attended  Albany  Business  College. 
For  some  years  Mr.  Bumstead  was  employed  as  a  bookkeeper,  an  occupation 
which  he  followed  until  1911  when  he  was  appointed  as  an  assistant  to  County 
Treasurer  John  K.  Walbridge,  a  position  he  held  nearly  eight  years — from 
February  20,  1911,  to  December  31,  1918.  At  that  time,  Mr.  Bumstead  was 
made  deputy  county  treasurer  for  County  Treasurer  Will  W.  Blackmer,  a 
post  he  occupied  for  nine  years,  serving  until  December  31,  1927,  when  he 
resigned.  On  March  1,  1928,  he  accepted  a  position  as  assistant  to  McQueen 
Fritcher,  county  treasurer  of  Montgomery  County,  New  York.  Mr.  Bum¬ 
stead  resigned  from  his  office  in  Montgomery  County  on  December  31,  1932, 
to  assume  office  as  treasurer  of  Saratoga  County,  to  which  post  he  had  been 
elected  in  November,  1932,  serving  as  such  through  to  the  present  time; 
having  been  reelected  for  the  third  time  on  November  8,  1938,  by  a  plurality 
of  11,914. 

In  addition  to  his  official  duties  and  responsibilities,  Mr.  Bumstead  serves 
as  secretary  and  treasurer  of  the  Greenridge  Cemetery  Association  and  also 
as  president  and  a  director  of  the  Saratoga  Athenaeum  (Library),  as  well  as 
being  chairman  of  the  board  of  deacons  of  the  First  Baptist  Church  of 
Saratoga  Springs.  Belonging  to  the  Lions’  Club  of  Saratoga  Springs,  Mr. 
Bumstead  also  is  interested  in  Masonry,  having  been  the  chaplain  of  St. 
John’s  Lodge,  No.  22,  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  of  Greenfield  Center.  He 
is  also  a  member  and  officer  of  St.  John’s  Chapter,  Royal  Arch  Masons,  and 
of  Cryptic  Council,  Royal  and  Select  Masters,  of  Saratoga  Springs  and  also 
a  member  of  Albany  Consistory,  Ancient  Accepted  Scottish  Rite.  Mr. 
Bumstead  finds  recreation  from  his  official  duties  in  his  twin  hobbies ;  his 
home  and  garden.  His  interest  in  historical  research  is  served  by  his  member¬ 
ship  in  the  Saratoga  Historical  Society.  Mr.  Bumstead  is  also  a  member  of 
the  Grange,  Patrons  of  Husbandry,  having  received  the  National  Grange 
degree  at  Hartford,  Connecticut,  in  1934. 

Arthur  I.  Bumstead  married,  in  1912,  Gertrude  U.  Boiler,  who  is  a  native 
of  Albany.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Bumstead  are  the  parents  of  three  children:  1. 
John  C.,  a  graduate  of  Rensselaer  Polytechnic  Institute,  class  of  1935,  where 
he  received  the  degree  of  Civil  Engineer,  and  who  is  now  associated  with  the 
office  of  Samuel  J.  Mott,  Saratoga  Springs.  2.  Marjorie  A.,  a  graduate  of 
Skidmore  College,  class  of  1938,  where  she  received  the  degree  of  Bachelor 
of  Science.  3.  Roger  C. 


404  LAKE  CHAMPLAIN  AND  LAKE  GEORGE  VALLEYS 


I.  HASSBROOK  CHAHOON— President  of  the  J.  and  J.  Rogers 
Company  of  An  Sable  Forks,  New  York,  I.  Hassbrook  Cahoon,  of  Au  Sable 
Forks  is  not  only  one  of  the  outstanding  industrial  executives  of  Northern 
New  York  but  is  also  prominent  in  the  life  of  Essex  County  as  a  banker  and 
business  man  as  well  as  being  distinguished  in  bis  community  as  a  public 
servant. 

I.  Hassbrook  Chahoon  was  born  at  Au  Sable  Forks,  Essex  County,  May 
14,  1874,  son  of  George  Chahoon,  one  of  the  leading  residents  of  Essex 
County  and,  in  bis  generation,  a  prominent  paper  manufacturer,  being  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  J.  and  J.  Rogers  Company  from  1929  through  1934. 

After  passing  through  the  grammar  schools  of  Au  Sable  Forks  and  gradu¬ 
ating  from  the  Au  Sable  Forks  High  School,  I.  Hassbrook  Chahoon  followed 
his  father  into  the  paper  business,  stai'ting  his  association  with  the  J.  and  J. 
Rogers  Company  by  finding  a  minor  place  in  the  company’s  pulp  mill.  From 
this  beginning,  Mr.  Chahoon  advanced  rapidly  through  various  positions  in 
the  several  departments  of  the  business  until  he  was  elected  the  secretary  of 
the  company,  being  made  the  president  of  the  organization  in  1934.  Thus  one 
of  the  leading  paper  industrialists,  Mr.  Chahoon  is  also  active  in  other  fields, 
being  a  director  of  the  Delaware  and  Hudson  Railroad  and  serving  as  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Au  Sable  Credit  Corporation,  as  well  as  president  of  the  Platts- 
burg  National  Bank,  an  office  which  he  has  held  since  1928,  and  chairman  of 
the  board  of  directors  of  the  Plattsburg  National  Bank  and  Trust  Company, 
a  post  to  which  he  was  elected  in  1937. 

During  the  World  War.  Mr.  Chahoon  served  as  chairman  of  Draft  Board 
No.  2  of  Clinton  County.  A  Republican  in  political  life,  Mr.  Chahoon  has 
always  taken  a  deep  interest  in  community  and  county  concerns  and  for  six 
years  served  as  supervisor  of  the  town  of  Black  Brook,  Essex  County.  A 
member  of  the  Au  Sable  Forks  Episcopal  Church,  which  he  serves  as  a  war¬ 
den,  Mr.  Chahoon,  who  finds  recreation  from  his  business  responsibilities  and 
obligations  by  indulgence  in  his  favorite  sports  of  golf,  hunting  and  fishing, 
belongs  to  Tahawus  Lodge,  No.  790,  Ancient  Free  and  Accepted  Masons, 
and  Plattsburg  Lodge,  No.  621,  Benevolent  and  Protective  Order  of  Elks. 

I.  Hassbrook  Chahoon  married,  in  1909,  Margaret  Ramsey,  who  is  a  native 
of  Howes  Cave,  New  York. 


PERCY  EGGLEFIELD — Percy  Egglefield,  sheriff  of  Essex  County, 
and  a  well-known  figure  in  local  civic  activities,  was  born  in  Keene,  New 
York,  June  9,  1897,  the  son  of  the  late  Wilbur  Burt  and  Emma  (Luedeau) 
Egglefield.  Wilbur  Burt  Egglefield,  also  a  native  of  Keene,  engaged  for 
several  years  in  the  hotel  and  livery  business,  and  later  followed  general  farm 
work.  He  afterwards  became  identified  with  the  automobile  business,  and 
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became  Elizabethtown  agent  for  the  Ford  Automobile,  holding  the  first  Ford 
Agency  in  Essex  County.  Emma  (Luedeau)  Egglefield  was  born  in  Burling¬ 
ton,  Vermont. 

Percy  Egglefield  received  his  elementary  and  high  school  education  in  the 
Keene  public  schools,  and  then  worked  on  a  farm  for  approximately  four 
years.  He  then  entered  the  garage  business,  and  was  successfully  engaged 
in  this  activity  for  twelve  years,  disposing  of  his  business  interests  in  1928, 
upon  his  appointment  as  under  sheriff  of  Essex  County.  He  served  in  this 
capacity  for  nine  years,  and  then  in  1937,  due  to  his  faithful  service  in  this 
office,  he  was  elected  to  his  present  post  as  sheriff,  in  which  capacity  he  has 
served  most  efficiently  to  the  present,  being  highly  regarded  in  this  locality 
for  his  strict  performance  of  the  many  duties  connected  with  this  important 
county  office.  In  1939  he  received  the  Republican  county  committee  nomina¬ 
tion  for  another  term,  this  being  the  first  time  a  sheriff  could  succeed  himself.

MARTIN  W.  BREWSTER,  JR. — Since  his  admission  to  the  New 
York  bar  in  1931,  Martin  W.  Brewster,  Jr.,  has  devoted  himself  to  the  respon¬ 
sibilities  of  his  profession.  He  is  now  engaged  in  practice  at  Lake  Placid, 
New  York,  where  he  is  active  at  the  local  bar  and  in  civic  and  social  life. 

Mr.  Brewster  was  born  at  Lake  Placid  on  July  8,  1904,  son  of  Martin  W. 
and  Margaret  (O’Neil)  Brewster.  Benjamin  T.  Brewster,  grandfather  of 
Martin  W.  Brewster,  Jr.,  was  one  of  the  first  two  settlers  in  what  is  now 
Lake  Placid.  His  father,  who  was  born  in  the  town  of  North  Elba,  Essex 
County,  New  York,  on  August  29,  1865,  has  been  prominent  at  Lake  Placid 
for  many  years!  He  has  been  engaged  in  real  estate  development,  is  a  former 
director  of  the  Bank  of  Lake  Placid,  village  trustee  and  town  assessor.  Mar¬ 
garet  (O’Neil)  Brewster,  who  is  also'  still  living,  is  a  native  of  Wilmington, 
New  York. 

Martin  W.  Brewster,  Jr.,  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  Lake 
Placid  and  after  completing  the  high  school  course,  spent  one  year  at  Holy 
Cross  College.  He  then  transferred  to  Williams  College,  where  he  was 
graduated  in  1925  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts.  He  prepared  for  his 
profession  at  New  York  University  Law  School,  taking  the  degree  of  Doctor 
of  Jurisprudence  in  1929.  In  his  school  days  he  made  a  notable  record  in 
athletics  and  has  always  retained  his  fondness  for  sports.  He  is  a  former 
national  and  international  speed  skating  champion,  was  intercollegiate  chain- 
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pion  in  the  440-yard  sprint  and  Williams  College  golf  champion.  While  in 
law  school  he  was  president  of  Varick  House  Dormitory  and  demonstrated 
his  aptitude  for  his  chosen  vocation  by  winning  first  prize  for  proficiency  in 
practice  before  the  New  York  University  Moot  Court. 

After  taking  his  degree  at  New  York  University,  he  served  his  clerkship 
in  the  law  office  of  Butler,  Kilmer,  Lloey  and  Butler  at  Saratoga  Springs,  New 
York,  and  in  1931  was  admitted  to  the  New  York  State  bar.  Afterward  he 
was  associated  with  John  B.  Smith,  district  attorney  of  Saratoga  County,  and 
in  1933  returned  to  Lake  Placid,  where  he  entered  the  practice  of  law.  He 
has  since  continued  independently,  with  offices  now  located  at  No.  99  Main 
Street.  Mr.  Brewster’s  qualifications  for  a  successful  professional  career 
have  led  to  growing  demands  upon  his  services.  In  addition  to  his  own  prac¬ 
tice  he  has  served,  since  1936,  as  village  attorney  of  the  village  of  Lake  Placid. 
He  has  also  been  active  in  Republican  politics  and  for  one  term  was  Repub¬ 
lican  town  committeeman  in  Saratoga  Springs. 

Mr.  Brewster  is  a  member  of  the  Essex  County  Bar  Association  and  the 
New  York  State  Bar  Association  and  admitted  to  practice  in  the  Federal 
Court  for  the  Northern  District  of  New  York.  He  is  affiliated  with  Saratoga 
Lodge,  Benevolent  and  Protective  Order  of  Elks;  is  a  member  of  the  Lake 
Placid  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  the  Kiwanis  Club;  past  president  of  the 
Williams  Outing  Club ;  a  member  of  the  Delta  Phi  and  Phi  Delta  Phi  fra¬ 
ternities  ;  and  a  member  and  past  president  of  the  Lake  Placid  Lligh  School 
Alumni  Association.  In  1934-35  he  was  chairman  of  the  Lake  Placid  Athletic 
Club  Skating  Committee  and  at  the  present  time  is  secretary  of  the  Lake 
Placid  Speed  Skating  Association  and  vice-president  of  the  Northern  New 
York  Speed  Skating  Association.  These  connections  reflect  his  continued 
interest  in  speed  skating,  in  which  he  has  excelled  since  his  youth.  He  has 
also  continued  his  fondness  for  golf  and  is  now  golf  champion  of  the  Lake 
Placid  Country  Club.  Mr.  Brewster  has  been  active  in  the  Boy  Scout  move¬ 
ment  and  other  youth  organizations,  having  served  as  general  chairman  of 
Lake  Placid  Council  of  the  Boy  Scouts  of  America.  His  principal  recreations 
are  outdoor  sports,  particularly  skating  and  golf,  his  work  with  the  boys  of 
the  community  and  county  and  the  study  of  local  history.  Mr.  Brewster  is  a 
Catholic  in  religious  faith  and  attends  St.  Agnes’  Church  at  Lake  Placid. 

He  married,  in  1934,  Margaret  Spindler,  who  was  born  in  Brooklyn,  New 
York. 


LEWIS  HENRY  RISING — One  of  Ticonderoga’s  widely  known 
and  popular  citizens,  Lewis  Henry  Rising  has  participated  extensively  in  the 
city’s  affairs  and  is  esteemed  as  a  contributor  to  the  welfare  of  the  people  here. 

Mr.  Rising  was  born  July  5,  1892,  at  Horicon,  New  York,  son  of  Henry 
Rufus  and  Delia  (Ross)  Rising  and  grandson  on  the  paternal  side  of  his  house 
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of  Rufus  Rising,  who  lived  and  died  in  Hague  and  was  a  farmer  there.  The 
maternal  grandfather,  Sylvester  Montague  Ross,  was  a  son  of  Amos  Ross 
and  a  descendant,  according  to  family  records,  of  Betsy  Ross.  On  the  father’s 
side  of  the  house  Lewis  Henry  Rising’s  grandmother  was  Mary  (Clancy) 
Rising.  Henry  Rufus  Rising,  the  father,  was  born  November  4,  1861,  at 
Hague,  and  Delia  (Ross)  Rising,  the  mother,  was  born  May  19,  1861,  at 
Horicon,  New  York. 

The  schools  of  his  native  district  provided  Lewis  Henry  Rising’s  early 
education,  and  he  completed  his  studies  in  Ticonderoga  and  Putnam,  New 
York,  then  went  to  the  Agricultural  School,  in  Randolph,  Vermont,  finishing 
his  formal  education  in  Morrisville,  New  York.  In  1930  he  was  graduated 
from  the  National  College  of  Massage  and  Physical  Therapy,  though  that 
came  after  long  years  of  work  along  other  lines,  and  in  1933  he  took  post¬ 
graduate  work  at  the  same  institution  of  learning.  Until  1917  he  was  engaged 
in  farming  activities.  Then  he  enlisted  for  World  War  service  to  his  country, 
after  which  he  worked  as  supervisor  of  official  tests  under  Cornell  University, 
six  years ;  afterward  taking  up  dairy  farming.  For  two  and  one-half  years 
he  was  foreman,  and  for  three  years  he  worked  on  his  father’s  farm.  Then, 
taking  up  his  present  work,  he  had  special  training  in  different  barber  shops  in 
Albany,  New  York,  and  Cleveland,  afterward  going  to  Chicago  and  com¬ 
pleting  special  courses  of  study  in  massage  and  physical  therapy,  as  noted 
above.  His  work  along  these  lines  has  been  noteworthy,  and  he  is  respected, 
honored  and  trusted  wherever  he  is  known. 

Politically  he  is  a  Republican.  He  worships  in  the  faith  of  the  Baptist 
Church.  He  is  a  member  of  the  American  Legion,  and  formerly  held  all  the 
principal  offices  in  this  organization,  of  which  he  is  now  chaplain.  During  the 
World  War  he  served  for  eighteen  months  in  the  United  States  Navy  with 
the  rank  of  seaman,  first  class.  For  four  years  he  also  served  in  the  National 
Guard  of  New  York  State,  in  which  he  rose  from  corporal  to  senior  sergeant. 

In  Burlington,  Vermont,  on  June  25,  1917,  Lewis  Henry  Rising  married 
Freda  Mae  Kimberly,  daughter  of  Fred  Kimberly;  she  died  in  February,  1933.

FREDERICK  S.  BRALEY,  D.  D.  S. — Proprietor  of  Brayley’s  Inn  on 
Lake  George,  one  of  the  most  famous  hotels  in  the  Lake  George  area,  Fred¬ 
erick  (Fred)  S.  Braley,  D.  D.  S.,  is  one  of  the  leading  hotelmen  of  the  Adiron- 
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clack  region,  having  conducted  this  well-known  inn  for  the  past  thirteen  years, 
after  giving  over  his  practice  as  a  dental  surgeon,  a  profession  to  which  he 
devoted  some  twenty  years. 

Frederick  S.  Braley  was  born  in  Bolton,  Warren  County,  November  14, 
1884,  son  of  Truxton  P.  and  Jessie  (Brown)  Braley.  Truxton  P.  Braley, 
who  was  a  native  of  Bolton,  passed  his  life  as  a  farmer  and  hotel  proprietor, 
twin  occupations  in  which  he  was  active  until  the  time  of  his  death.  Jessie 
(Brown)  Braley,  his  wife,  who  survived  him,  was  a  native  of  Bolton. 

After  passing  through  the  Bolton  grade  schools  and  graduating  from  the 
Glens  Falls  High  School,  Frederick  S.  Braley  entered  the  Dental  School  of 
the  University  of  Maryland,  receiving  his  degree  as  Doctor  of  Dental  Surgery 
with  the  class  of  1906.  Dr.  Braley  at  once  returned  to  Bolton  and  then  estab¬ 
lished  himself  in  the  practice  of  his  profession  in  Bennington,  Vermont, 
where  he  continued  until  1926,  that  year  returning  to  Bolton  and  opening  the 
Braley  Inn  on  the  shore  of  Lake  George.  This  inn,  which  the  doctor  has 
enlarged  and  modernized  so  that  it  accommodates  some  ninety  guests,  is  so 
situated  that  it  commands  a  most  unusual  vista  of  the  lake  and  the  mountains, 
some  of  the  points  of  interest  visible  from  the  inn  veranda  being  Black 
Mountain,  Erebus  Mountain,  Sleeping  Beauty  Mountain,  Buck  and  Little 
Buck  Mountains,  Wahoo  Island,  Crown  Island,  Sagamore  Island  and  Tongue 
Mountain.  Lake  George  below  the  inn  is  some  three  miles  wide,  the  greatest 
width  it  possesses  in  its  entire  length.  The  property,  which  has  always  been 
in  the  Braley  family  since  1790,  was  formerly  Squire  Ware’s  home,  being  at 
the  time  a  log  cabin  in  the  wilderness,  a  structure  which  was  erected  some¬ 
time  previous  to  1790  and  deeded  to  Dr.  Braley ’s  first  ancestor  to  settle  in 
Bolton.  This  home  forms  the  nucleus  of  the  present  Braley’s  Inn.  He, 
Eleazer  Goodman,  came  into  the  forests  by  wagon  from  Lake  George,  cutting 
a  road  through  the  woods  and  building  his  home  in  time  for  the  birth  of  his 
daughter,  Rebecca  Goodman,  who  is  believed  to  have  been  the  second  white 
child  born  in  Bolton.  (Lydia  Ware  is  supposedly  the  first  white  child.)  Later, 
the  Braley  family  entered  the  hotel  business  by  beginning  to  take  summer 
boarders,  thus  founding  the  business  which  has  culminated  in  the  present 
establishment  of  Braley’s  Inn.  Dr.  Braley,  who  continues  to  support  his  pro¬ 
fession  by  membership  in  the  Vermont  Dental  Society  and  the  American 
Dental  Association,  is  an  active  member  of  the  Masonic  Fraternity,  being  a 
member  of  Mt.  Anthony  Lodge,  Ancient  Free  and  Accepted  Masons  and  all 
bodies  of  the  Scottish  Rite  of  the  fraternity,  including  Cairo  Temple,  Ancient 
Arabic  Order  Nobles  of  the  Mystic  Shrine.  The  doctor,  who  belongs  to  Psi 
Omega  Fraternity,  also  supports  his  business  interests  by  membership  in  the 
New  York  State  Hotel  Association  and  the  American  Hotel  Association  and 
interests  himself  in  community  development  and  prosperity  by  activities  within 
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the  Lake  George  Association  and  the  Bolton  Chamber  of  Commerce.  Dr. 
Braley  attends  the  Bolton  Episcopal  Church  but  is  not  a  member.  He  finds 
his  opportunity  for  relaxation  in  indulgence  in  his  favorite  pastime  of  golf. 

Dr.  Frederick  S.  Braley  married,  in  1928,  Mary  Hyde,  a  native  of  Ben¬ 
nington,  Vermont,  and  daughter  of  Woodworth  Russell  and  Marion  (Matte- 
son)  Hyde.  Woodworth  Russell  Hyde,  who  was  born  in  Pittstown,  New 
York,  established  himself  in  Bennington,  Vermont,  as  an  employee  of  the 
Cooper  Manufacturing  Company,  with  whom  he  was  associated  up  to  the 
time  of  his  death.  Marion  (Matteson)  Hyde,  his  wife,  also  deceased,  was 
born  in  South  Shaftsbury,  Vermont. 


M.  J.  HAYES — Proprietor  and  manager  of  Hayes’  Market  in  Bolton 
Landing,  New  York,  M.  J.  Hayes  is  not  only  one  of  the  leading  merchants 
of  his  community  but  also  is  a  well-known  baseball  enthusiast,  having  distin¬ 
guished  himself  for  many  years  as  a  member  of  the  semi-professional  team 
of  the  Glens  Falls  Ball  Club. 

M.  J.  Hayes  was  born  in  Glens  Falls,  New  York,  February  15,  1883,  son 
of  Patrick  and  Mary  (McCarthy)  Hayes.  Patrick  Hayes,  who  was  born  in 
Ireland,  came  to  America  as  a  young  man  and  spent  most  of  his  life  in  the 
city  of  Cambridge,  Massachusetts,  where  he  was  employed  by  the  Cambridge 
City  Water  Department  for  thirty-five  years,  an  association  which  he  main¬ 
tained  until  the  time  of  his  death.  Mary  (McCarthy)  Hayes,  his  wife,  also 
deceased,  was  a  native  of  Ireland,  too. 

After  passing  through  the  parochial  schools  and  the  public  schools  of 
Glens  Falls,  M.  J.  Hayes  found  his  first  regular  employment  in  the  grocery 
and  market  business  in  Glens  Falls,  being  so  engaged  until  1927,  when  he 
came  to  Bolton  Landing  and  established  himself  in  the  meat  and  provision 
business,  founding  the  present  enterprise  known  as  Hayes’  Market,  a  business 
which  he  has  conducted  through  the  present  time. 

A  member  of  Glens  Falls  Lodge,  No.  81,  Benevolent  and  Protective  Order 
of  Elks,  Mr.  Hayes,  who  is  a  member  of  the  Church  of  the  Blessed  Sacrament 
of  Bolton,  finds  his  principal  means  of  recreation  in  baseball,  having  been  a 
pitcher  on  the  battery  of  the  Glens  Falls  Ball  Club  for  a  period  of  fourteen 
years,  an  activity  in  which  he  became  well  known  throughout  Warren,  Sara¬ 
toga  and  Washington  counties. 

M.  J.  Hayes  married,  October  25,  1915,  Julia  Ford,  who,  born  in  Ireland, 
came  to  the  United  States  as  a  girl.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hayes  are  the  parents  of 
two  daughters:  1.  Margaret  Mary,  who,  after  graduating  from  the  local 
schools  and  Curtis  Business  College,  entered  the  Brady  Maternity  Home  and 
Infant  Hospital  in  Albany,  graduating  as  a  pediatric  nurse.  2.  Katherine 
Elizabeth,  who  is  a  graduate  of  the  local  schools  and  the  Curtis  Business  Col¬ 
lege  in  Albany. 
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JOSEPH  H.  MERIN,  M.  D.— Joseph  H.  Merin,  M.  D.,  of  Bolton 
Landing,  New  York,  is  active  as  a  physician  and  surgeon  and  in  the  social 
aspects  of  medicine,  holding  offices  of  public  responsibility  in  Bolton  for 
several  years  and  serving  as  assistant  attending  physician  at  the  Glens  Falls 
Hospital. 

He  was  married,  in  1929,  to  Jessie  Louisa  Gillespie,  M.  D.,  who  is  actively 
pursuing  the  practice  of  medicine.  Like  her  husband,  she  is  deeply  interested 
in  public  health  and  has  served  Bolton  as  a  school  physician  ever  since  1929, 
when  she  first  took  up  residence  in  the  Lake  George  community.  She  also 
serves  in  the  capacity  of  associate  attending  physician  at  the  Glens  Falls  Hos¬ 
pital.  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Merin  are  the  parents  of  two  children :  1.  Robert  Gillespie. 
2.  Mary  Stephanie. 


LEWELLYN  JAMES  EGELSTON — As  principal  of  the  Rutland 
Business  College,  with  which  institution  he  has  been  connected  for  approxi¬ 
mately  forty  years,  and  judge  of  probate  of  Rutland  District,  Lewellyn  James 
Egelston  is  recognized  as  one  of  the  most  active  and  progressive  citizens  in 
this  locality.  He  was  born  at  Franklin,  New  York,  the  son  of  Squire  and 
Frances  (Crawford)  Egelston,  both  deceased.  Squire  Egelston,  born  at 
Norwich,  New  York,  in  1830,  was  engaged  as  a  carpenter  during  his  life¬ 
time.  He  departed  this  life  in  1916.  Frances  (Crawford)  Egelston,  born  at 
Franklin,  New  York,  in  1840,  died  in  1905. 

Lewellyn  James  Egelston  received  his  early  education  in  the  Franklin, 
New  York,  public  schools,  and  was  later  graduated  from  Albany  Business 
College.  In  1894  he  came  to  Rutland  as  a  teacher  of  commercial  subjects  in 
the  Rutland  English  and  Classical  Institute,  and  six  years  later,  when  the  name 
of  this  institution  of  learning  was  changed  to  the  Rutland  Business  College, 
Mr.  Egelston  became  owner  and  and  principal,  remaining  in  this  capacity  until 
1929.  For  the  next  four  years  he  was  in  the  employ  of  the  United  States 
Government  as  supervisor  of  the  census  for  this  section  of  Vermont,  and  as 
manager  of  the  employment  service  bureau.  In  1933  he  returned  to  Rutland 
Business  College,  and  has  since  served  as  principal  of  this  school  which  now 
has  an  annual  enrollment  of  approximately  one  hundred  and  seventy  students. 
As  a  diversion  from  business  activities,  Mr.  Egelston  indulges  in  speed  boat 
racing  as  a  hobby,  and  he  is  the  owner  and  operator  of  several  boats  at  Lake 
Bomoseen.  He  is  also  a  checker  enthusiast,  and  at  one  time  held  the  State 
championship  in  this  game. 

He  is  a  member  of  the  Congregational  Church,  and  is  active  in  Republican 
politics,  having  served  as  secretary  of  the  Republican  city  committee  from 
1910  to  1917,  and  as  a  member  of  the  City  Council  from  1918  to  1922.  He 
also  served  three  terms  in  the  State  Senate,  and  on  February  1,  1936,  he  was 
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appointed  by  Governor  Smith  to  his  present  post  as  judge  of  probate  of  the 
Rutland  District.

EDWIN  BROWN  JENKS,  M.  D. — Now  established  as  one  of  the 
leading  medical  practitioners  of  Warren  County,  Dr.  Edwin  Brown  Jenks,  of 
Diamond  Point  and  Bolton,  is  also  well  known  in  New  York  City,  particularly 
in  Yonkers  where  he  formerly  practiced  his  profession  for  many  years. 

Edwin  Brown  Jenks,  M.  D.,  was  born  at  Elmira,  Chemung  County,  New 
York,  March  5,  1877,  son  of  Robert  Bruce  and  Annie  Juliet  (Brown)  Jenks. 
Robert  Bruce  Jenks,  a  doctor  of  medicine,  spent  his  life  as  a  general  practi¬ 
tioner  in  Southern  New  York. 

After  passing  through  Elmira  Free  Academy,  Elmira,  from  which  he 
graduated  in  1894,  Edwin  Brown  Jenks  attended  Cornell  University,  winning 
his  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  in  1898  and  then,  selecting  the  medical  pro¬ 
fession  for  his  career,  studied  at  the  New  York  Homeopathic  Medical  College 
and  Flower  Hospital,  where  he  received  his  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  in 
1901.  Following  an  interneship  at  the  Flower  Hospital,  New  York  City,  Dr. 
Jenks  practiced  his  profession  in  New  York  City  for  two  years.  In  1905  he 
established  himself  in  Yonkers,  where  he  remained  until  1920,  then  returning 
to  New  York  City  and  practicing  until  1932,  when  he  gave  over  his  work  in 
New  York  City  to  devote  himself  to  his  practice  at  Lake  George,  New  York,  a 
practice  which  he  developed  first  as  a  summer  practice  and  maintained  as  such 
for  a  number  of  years.  He  is  a  member  of  the  staff  of  Glens  Falls  Hospital. 
A  member  of  the  Republican  party  in  politics  and  associated  with  the  United 
States  Army  in  Draft  Board  work  during  the  World  War,  Dr.  Jenks,  who 
belongs  to  Delta  Phi  and  Phi  Alpha  Gamma  fraternities  and  the  Helmuth 
Club  in  New  York  City,  supports  his  profession  through  membership  in  the 
Warren  County  Medical  Society,  the  New  York  State  Medical  Society  and 
the  American  Medical  Association  and  Glens  Falls  Academy  of  Medicine. 
Dr.  Jenks  has  been  president  of  the  Hill  View  Free  Library  since  1935,  suc¬ 
ceeding  Olin  J.  Stephens,  who  was  president  of  this  library  for  many  years. 
The  doctor  is  a  member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church. 

In  1903  Dr.  Jenks  married  Ruth  Cox,  daughter  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Charles 
Finney  Cox,  of  New  York  City.  They  were  divorced  in  1930.  Dr.  Jenks 
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then  married,  in  New  York  City,  in  1930,  Ruth  Guernsey,  daughter  of 
Henry  W.  and  Lucy  (Giles)  Guernsey.  Henry  W.  Guernsey,  who  was 
prominent  in  the  Lake  George  district,  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Lake 
George  Club  in  1909  and  served  as  its  president  from  1915  to  1924.  Mrs. 
Ruth  (Guernsey)  Jenks,  who  is  a  member  of  the  Swedenborgian  Church,  has 
also  been  active  in  social  and  philanthropic  work  in  the  Lake  George  district 
and  in  1937  established  the  Bolton  Landing  Pre-School  Clinic. 


EDWARD  O.  ORMSBY — Partner  in  the  firm  of  Ormsby  Brothers, 
building  contractors,  at  the  time  of  his  death  late  in  1938,  Edward  O.  Ormsby, 
of  Bolton  Landing,  New  York,  was  one  of  the  leading  business  men  of  his 
community,  having  been  a  banker  as  well  as  a  contractor.  He  was  an  out¬ 
standing  public  citizen,  having  given  many  years  to  various  local  offices,  in 
addition  to  his  activities  within  the  Republican  party. 

Edward  O.  Ormsby  was  born  in  Caldwell,  New  York,  March  27,  1875, 
son  of  John  H.  and  Mary  Jane  (Finkle)  Ormsby.  John  H.  Ormsby,  who 
was  a  native  of  Poultney,  Vermont,  was  a  prominent  citizen  of  Warren 
County,  being  a  justice  of  the  peace  and  a  Past  Commander  of  Randall  Post, 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  having  served  in  the  Civil  War  as  a  member 
of  the  123d  Regiment,  New  York  Volunteer  Infantry.  Mary  Jane  (Finkle) 
Ormsby,  his  wife,  also  deceased,  was  born  in  Bolton,  New  York. 

After  passing  through  the  public  schools  of  Bolton  Landing,  Edward  O. 
Ormsby  learned  his  trade  as  a  carpenter  and  then  mastered  his  second  trade  as 
a  decorator,  two  activities  in  which  he  established  himself;  later,  in  1910, 
forming  a  partnership  with  his  brothers  as  a  firm  of  building  contractors,  an 
enterprise  which  has  prospered  through  to  the  present  time.  In  addition  to 
his  private  activities,  Mr.  Ormsby  who  was  active  in  the  Bolton  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  was  interested  in  banking,  having  been  president  of  the  Bolton 
National  Bank  since  1935,  and  also  was  a  director  of  the  same  institution, 
holding  that  post  from  1931  until  his  death.  Mr.  Ormsby  was  always  inter¬ 
ested  in  community  affairs  and  political  problems,  active  on  all  local  boards 
and  committees  during  the  World  War  and,  besides  his  work  within  the 
Republican  party  organization,  headed  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  Bolton 
Public  Library  for  the  past  twenty  years.  He  also  served  for  several  terms 
as  a  member  of  the  Bolton  School  Board  and  was  a  director  of  the  second 
supervisory  district  for  the  past  twenty  years.  Fraternally,  he  was  affiliated 
with  Warrensburg  Lodge,  No.  425,  Ancient  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  also 
a  member  of  Bolton  Lodge,  No.  556,  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  and 
served  this  latter  fraternity  as  District  Deputy  Grand  Master  for  the  Lake 
George  District.  He  was  a  communicant  of  the  Bolton  Methodist  Church  and 
found  his  recreation  in  fishing,  amateur  photography,  and  gardening. 
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Edward  O.  Ormsby  married,  in  1906,  Maude  West,  who  is  a  native  of 
Chestertown.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ormsby  were  the  parents  of  two  children:  1. 
Lucinda  Madeline,  a  graduate  of  Skidmore  College,  where  she  won  her 
degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  in  Economics  as  a  member  of  the  class  of  1933 ; 
she  is  now  Mrs.  Horace  M.  Baker,  of  Bolton.  2.  Edward  F.,  who,  after 
graduating  from  the  local  public  schools,  is  now  a  student  at  Middlebury 
College,  being  a  member  of  the  class  of  1940. 

Mr.  Ormsby  died  December  11,  1938. 


PAT  (HAROLD  P.)  McCONNELL — Official  of  the  McConnell- 
Richards  Company  of  Glens  Falls,  merchandisers  of  various  electrical  appli¬ 
ances  for  home  and  commercial  use,  Pat  McConnell  was  born  in  Piercefield, 
New  York,  June  20,  1901,  son  of  John  W.  and  Katherine  (Moynehan) 
McConnell.  John  W.  McConnell,  who  is  a  native  of  Malone,  has  been  active 
for  many  years  as  a  merchant  in  the  Adirondacks,  and  holds  executive  office 
in  the  McConnell-Richards  Company.

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HAROLD  H.  FRAIR — When  the  office  of  purchasing  agent  was 
created  in  the  Glens  Falls  Insurance  Company,  Harold  H.  Frair  was  selected 
as  the  first  incumbent.

WILLIAM  WALLACE  JEFFERS — Curing  his  active  career  as  a 
civil  engineer  and  surveyor,  William  Wallace  Jeffers  was  associated  with  the 
development  of  many  important  projects  in  the  Lake  Champlain  and  Lake 
George  section.  Although  he  is  now  retired,  he  retains  the  position  in  its 
life  which  his  business  and  professional  interests  brought  him  and  is  one  of 
the  best  known  citizens  of  Ticonderoga,  New  York,  where  he  has  made  his 
home  for  many  years. 

Mr.  Jeffers  was  born  at  Luzerne,  Warren  County,  New  York,  on  August 
19,  1867,  son  of  William  Wallace  Deodat  Jeffers.  He  is  a  grandson  of 
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Manlius  Jeffers  and  a  great-grandson  of  Deodat  Jeffers,  born  in  1775,  who,  in 
turn,  was  the  son  of  the  Revolutionary  soldier  of  the  same  name.  In  the 
maternal  line,  Mr.  Jeffers  is  the  great-grandson  of  Darius  Leavens  and  thus 
is  descended  on  both  sides  of  his  family  from  old  American  stock.

EDWIN  CARLTON  MILLARD— As  the  owner  of  the  E.  C.  Mil¬ 
lard  Knitting  Company,  Edwin  Carlton  Millard  is  one  of  the  industrial  leaders 
of  Ballston  Spa.  His  reputation  and  success  are  based  upon  experience  com¬ 
bined  with  natural  abilities.  He  compiled  an  unusual  military  record  before 
becoming  identified  with  the  town  where  he  has  won  recognition  as  one  of  its 
valuable  citizens. 

Mr.  Millard  was  born  at  Bloomsburg,  Pennsylvania,  March  27,  1896,  son 
of  Jacob  and  Laura  (Girton)  Millard,  both  natives  of  this  city.  His  father 
for  many  years  was  engaged  in  the  textile  business,  a  manufacturer  of  yarns.

JOHN  S.  WOODWARD  — With  a  sound  background  of  experience 
in  teaching  and  along  other  lines  of  endeavor,  John  S.  Woodward  took  up 
the  profession  of  law  in  1922,  since  which  time  he  has  been  practicing  in 
Glens  Falls. 

Mr.  Woodward  was  born  November  15,  1888,  in  Warrensburg,  New 
York,  son  of  Clarence  S.  and  Nellie  (Smith)  Woodward.  His  father,  also  a 
native  of  Warrensburg  and  now  retired  from  business,  was  for  years  engaged 
as  printer  and  agent  with  the  Hudson  Valley  Railway  Company.  The  mother, 
a  native  of  Thurman,  Warren  County,  New  York,  is  now  deceased. 

Public  schools  provided  John  S.  Woodward’s  early  education  in  War¬ 
rensburg,  his  birthplace,  and  afterward  he  attended  Union  College  for  two 
years.

Remaining 
there  for  two  years,  he  then  became  principal  of  Central  High  School,  in 
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Worden,  Montana,  where  he  spent  three  years.  Since  1922,  however,  he  has 
spent  his  full  time  in  practicing  law  at  Glens  Falls,  New  York. 

Mr.  Woodward  is  a  member  of  the  Warren  County  Bar  Association,  the 
New  York  State  Title  Association  and  the  American  Title  Association. 
Politically  he  supports  the  Republican  party.  In  1933  he  became  supervisor 
of  Ward  Two  in  Glens  Falls.  At  the  time  of  the  World  War  he  enlisted  in 
the  army  of  his  country,  serving  at  Jefferson  Barracks,  Missouri,  with  the 
rank  of  private.  He  now  belongs  to  the  American  Legion  and  the  Delta  Phi 
Fraternity,  as  well  as  to  the  Presbyterian  Church.  In  leisure  time  he  is  par¬ 
ticularly  fond  of  outdoor  sports.

Creek,  New  York.  They  have  a  son,  Clarence  E.  Woodward. 


WILLIAM  K.  SULLIVAN— William  K.  Sullivan,  prominent  St. 
Albans  attorney,  and  a  leading  figure  in  local  public  and  civic  affairs,  is  a 
native  of  this  community,  having  been  born  here  July  12,  1908,  the  son  of  the 
late  John  F.  and  Elizabeth  (Kelly)  Sullivan,  both  also  natives  of  St.  Albans. 
John  F.  Sullivan  was  engaged  for  many  years  in  the  undertaking  business  in 
this  locality. 

After  graduating  from  St.  Albans  High  School,  William  K.  Sullivan 
enrolled  at  the  University  of  Detroit,  where  he  was  a  member  of  the  class  of 
1931.  He  studied  law  with  the  late  Judge  Steele  and  Horace  H.  Powers,  a 
well-known  railroad  attorney.  He  is  now  associated  with  his  brother,  J. 
Barney  Sullivan,  in  the  general  practice  of  law,  and  this  firm  enjoys  a  lucra¬ 
tive  clientele,  having  participated  successfully  in  much  important  litigation. 
Mr.  Sullivan  is  greatly  interested  in  athletics,  and  after  graduating  from 
college  he  served  as  coach  of  the  local  high  school  football  team. 

Mr.  Sullivan  is  a  communicant  of  St.  Mary’s  Roman  Catholic  Church,  and 
a  leading  figure  in  Republican  political  activities,  serving  as  justice  of  the 
peace  since  1929,  as  city  prosecutor  since  1934  and  as  State’s  Attorney  for 
the  past  two  years.  He  is  also  vice-president  of  the  Young  Republican  Club 
of  Vermont.  Fraternally  he  is  affiliated  with  the  Knights  of  Columbus,  St. 
Albans  Owl  Club  and  the  Men’s  Club  of  St.  Albans. 


STEPHEN  M.  DRISCOLL — In  the  political  realm  of  Franklin 
County,  Vermont,  Stephen  M.  Driscoll,  Collector  of  Customs  for  Vermont 
District,  No.  2,  has  come  to  occupy  a  place  of  outstanding  prominence.  He  is 
one  of  the  influential  leaders  of  the  State  Democratic  party  which  he  has 
represented  as  an  official  delegate  at  several  important  local  and  national  con¬ 
ventions.  Outside  of  this  interest  Mr.  Driscoll,  who  is  a  lifelong  resident  of 
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St.  Albans,  has  engaged  in  various  pursuits,  including  the  operation,  since 
1924,  of  a  funeral  parlor. 

Mr.  Driscoll  was  born  at  St.  Albans,  December  26,  1885,  the  son  of 
Michael  and  Johanna  (McCarty)  Driscoll,  both  natives  of  Fairfield.  His 
father,  who  died  in  1917,  was  a  locomotive  engineer  for  forty-two  years. 
After  a  general  education  in  the  public  and  parochial  schools  of  St.  Albans, 
Mr.  Driscoll  began  his  career  with  the  Central  Vermont  Railroad,  with  which 
he  was  to  be  associated  for  seven  years.  He  then  joined  the  Foundry  Man¬ 
ufacturing  Company  of  this  city  as  sales  manager  and  continued  in  that 
capacity  until  1924,  when  he  entered  the  Massachusetts  College  of  Embalm¬ 
ing.  After  completing  his  training  he  established  a  funeral  parlor  in  St.  Albans 
which  he  has  conducted  since.  This  establishment  is  one  of  the  finest  of  its 
type  in  this  section  of  the  State,  boasting  a  complete  service  which  is  carried 
out  in  accordance  with  the  most  modern  and  dignified  procedure. 

Mr.  Driscoll’s  prominence,  however,  rests  in  the  important  position  he  has 
assumed  in  the  councils  of  the  Democratic  party  of  the  State.  The  full 
significance  of  his  place  in  the  affairs  of  this  organization  is  best  revealed  in 
the  offices  he  has  been  chosen  to  occupy.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Democratic 
State  Committee,  chairman  of  the  Franklin  County  Democratic  Committee 
and  in  1932  was  an  official  delegate  to  the  Democratic  National  Convention 
which  was  held  in  the  city  of  Chicago,  Illinois.  The  same  year  he  was  chosen 
a  presidential  elector.  These  high  honors  were  bestowed  upon  him  in  recog¬ 
nition  of  his  devotion,  his  ability  and  his  useful  service  to  the  party,  the  State 
and  the  Nation.  Aside  from  this  he  is  a  member  of  several  clubs  and  societies, 
including  the  Knights  of  Columbus,  in  which  he  is  Past  State  Deputy  and  the 
St.  Albans  Chamber  of  Commerce  for  which  he  serves  as  a  member  of  the 
board  of  directors.  In  his  religious  convictions  he  worships  at  the  St.  Mary’s 
Roman  Catholic  Church  of  St.  Albans. 

In  1917  Mr.  Driscoll  married  Helen  F.  Connors,  of  St.  Albans,  and  they 
are  the  parents  of  two  daughters :  1.  Joan  C.,  now  a  resident  of  Rutland,  and 
a  technician  in  Rutland  Hospital.  2.  A.  Noreen,  a  student  at  the  Chamber- 
lain  Art  School  of  Boston,  Massachusetts. 


DONALD  E.  BEACH — During  a  brief  but  highly  successful  career 
in  Burlington,  Vermont,  Donald  E.  Beach,  partner  of  the  accounting  firm  of 
D.  E.  Beach  and  C.  A.  Brown,  has  risen  to  become  one  of  the  most  prominent 
and  popular  young  business  men  in  the  community. 

Mr.  Beach  was  born  in  South  Burlington,  Vermont,  December  11,  1897, 
the  son  of  Harley  G.  and  Mary  (Gates)  Beach,  both  residents  of  Burlington 
and  natives  of  this  State,  the  former  from  Westford  and  the  later,  from 
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Essex  Center.  His  father,  who  came  here  with  his  family  as  a  young  man,  is 
stationary  engineer  for  the  Masonic  Temple. 

After  a  general  education  in  the  public  schools  of  Burlington,  Mr.  Beach 
matriculated  at  the  University  of  Vermont,  from  which  he  was  graduated  with 
the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  in  the  class  of  1921.  He  began  his  career 
with  a  bank  at  White  River  Junction  and  after  working  here  for  a  short  time 
became  associated  with  a  meat  packing  company.  Later  he  became  identified 
with  the  automobile  industry  of  this  section  and  was  identified  with  it  until 
1 933’  wben  he  went  into  private  practice  as  an  accountant  and  auditor,  work¬ 
ing  in  the  office  of  Clark  C.  Briggs  of  Burlington.  With  the  death  of  Mr. 
Briggs,  Mr.  Beach  conducted  the  establishment  alone  until  October,  1938, 
when  he  was  joined  by  his  present  associate,  C.  A.  Brown.  The  wide  and 
diversified  business  experience  Mr.  Beach  has  enjoyed,  coupled  with  the  fact 
that  during  his  association  with  the  bank  at  White  River  Junction  he  studied 
public  accounting,  has  eminently  equipped  him  for  the  success  he  has  since 
enjoyed. 

Aside  from  business  pursuits  Mr.  Beach  has  taken  an  active  part  in  the 
social  and  civic  affairs  of  his  surroundings,  being  particularly  prominent  in 
the  Masonic  Order,  in  which  he  holds  a  thirty-second  degree  and  is  a  member 
of  the  Blue  Lodge  of  Burlington,  the  Haswell  Lodge  of  Perfection,  the  J.  W. 
Roby  Council,  Princes  of  Jerusalem,  the  Delta  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix,  and 
the  Vermont  Consistory.  Throughout  his  life  he  has  enjoyed  athletics  of  all 
types,  particularly  baseball  and  football.  His  principal  hobby  is  devoted  to 
the  collection  of  books.  In  politics  Mr.  Beach  is  a  Republican  and  in  his  reli¬ 
gious  convictions  worships  at  the  First  Congregational  Church  of  Burlington. 

In  1927  Mr.  Beach  married  (first)  Hazel  Stewart,  who  died  in  1936.  He 
married  (second),  in  1938,  Mrs.  Ruth  (Lee)  Barr,  of  Burlington,  and  the 
mother  of  John  E.  Barr  and  Ann  Barr. 


JAMES  VESTAL  THOMAS — During  the  larger  part  of  his  active 
career,  James  Vestal  Thomas,  of  Ballston  Spa,  was  associated  with  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Electric  Company,  at  Schenectady,  New  York.  While  he  was  still  so 
connected  he  established  a  business  in  Ballston  Spa,  to  which  he  gave  his 
entire  attention  after  he  had  retired  from  General  Electric.  This  establish¬ 
ment  is  the  present  Thomas  Oil  Company,  of  which  he  is  president. 

Mr.  Thomas  is  a  native  of  New  Bern,  North  Carolina,  born  January  28, 
1882,  son  of  James  Andrew  and  Alice  Pauline  (Dickinson)  Thomas,  both  of 
whom  were  also  born  in  New  Bern,  as  was  the  paternal  grandfather,  Moses 
Thomas,  the  latter  a  lifelong  planter.  James  Andrew  Thomas  also  engaged 
in  farming,  but  branched  out  to  operate  a  store  and  was  the  proprietor  of  the 
Hotel  Gaston,  at  New  Bern.  James  Vestal  Thomas  obtained  the  prelimi- 
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naries  of  his  education  in  public  and  private  schools  of  his  birthplace.  He 
entered  North  Carolina'  State  College  in  1899  and  afterwards  spent  a  year  in 
the  Bliss  Electrical  School,  in  Washington,  District  of  Columbia.  In  1901  he 
enlisted  as  an  electrician  in  the  United  States  Navy  but  secured  his  discharge 
in  1902  to  enter  the  employ  of  the  General  Electric  Company,  of  Schenectady, 
New  York.  Thus  it  came  about  that  a  youth  with  a  southern  agricultural 
background  came  to  achieve  a  career  along  mechanical  lines  in  the  North. 

Mr.  Thomas  was  identified  with  the  General  Electric  Company  from  1902 
to  1929,  for  the  most  of  this  time  connected  with  the  steam  turbine  engineer¬ 
ing  department  of  this  immense  corporation.  During  the  World  War  period 
he  was  especially  busy  with  the  design,  construction  and  installation  of  steam 
turbines  and  associated  equipment  for  the  government,  as  well  as  for  manu¬ 
facturing  plants.  In  1924  he  started  an  oil  business  in  Ballston  Spa,  the  charge 
of  which  he  gave  to  his  son  for  the  time  being.  Five  years  later  he  retired 
from  his  Schenectady  connection,  since  when  he  has  been  the  active  head  of 
the  Thomas  Oil  Company. 

James  V.  Thomas  is,  or  has  been,  identified  with  a  variety  of  activities 
other  than  business.  He  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Edison  Club,  of 
Schenectady,  and  a  charter  member.  Fraternally  he  is  affiliated  with  Frank¬ 
lin  Lodge,  No.  90,  Free  and  Accepted  Masons;  is  a  Royal  Arch  Mason, 
Warren  Chapter,  No.  23,  member  of  Washington  Commandery,  Knights 
Templar,  and  member  of  Oriental  Temple,  Ancient  Arabic  Order  Nobles  of 
the  Mystic  Shrine.  Numbered  among  his  clubs  are  the  Utopian,  the  Ballston 
Country  Club,  MacGregor  Country  Club,  the  Skeet  Club,  of  Schenectady,  and 
the  Schenectady  Rifle  and  Revolver  Association.  He  is  a  widely  known  skilled 
shot,  a  high  scorer  with  all  types  of  firearms.  His  religious  affiliations  are 
with  the  Methodist  Church. 

At  Schenectady,  New  York,  on  September  4,  1904,  James  Vestal  Thomas 
married  Sarah  Evans,  born  in  Buckingham  County,  Virginia,  traditionally 
descended  from  the  Tudors  of  England.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Thomas  are  the  par¬ 
ents  of  five  children:  1.  Reginald  Deland.  2.  Margaret  Jean.  3.  Edward 
Allen.  4.  Virginia.  5.  Imogene. 


ROBERT  W.  READY — A  prominent  member  of  the  legal  profes¬ 
sion  of  Northern  Vermont,  Robert  W.  Ready  of  St.  Albans  is  also  active  in 
various  fraternal,  civic  and  professional  organizations. 

Robert  W.  Ready  was  born  at  Burlington,  Vermont,  December  2,  1899, 
son  of  Frank  E.  and  Eliza  (Flynn)  Ready.  Frank  E.  Ready,  who  was  born 
at  Shelburne,  Vermont,  December  25,  1866,  was  for  many  years  co-proprietor 
of  the  Dwyer  Hack  Company,  one  of  the  largest  livery  establishments  in  Ver¬ 
mont  a  generation  ago,  and  is  now  the  active  head  of  a  taxi  business  in  Bur¬ 
lington.  Eliza  (Flynn)  Ready,  his  wife,  was  a  native  of  Underhill,  Vermont. 
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After  passing  through  the  elementary  schools  of  Burlington  and  gradu¬ 
ating  from  the  Edmund’s  High  School  of  Burlington,  Robert  W.  Ready 
entered  the  University  of  Vermont  and  received  his  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Science  with  the  class  of  1924.  Then,  finding  the  legal  profession  attractive, 
he  entered  the  Law  School  of  Harvard  University  and,  later  transferring  to 
Cornell  University,  graduated  from  the  latter  institution  in  1928  with  the 
degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws.  Admitted  to  the  New  York  State  bar,  Mr. 
Ready  went  to  New  York  City  where,  for  a  time,  he  was  employed  in  the 
Wall  Street  office  of  Masten  and  Nickols  but  he  returned  to  Burlington  and, 
admitted  to  the  Vermont  State  bar,  practiced  his  profession  for  about  four 
years  in  association  with  Charles  Black,  of  Burlington.

Mr.  Ready  and  Mr.  Sylvester  have  become  prominent  members  of  the  legal 
fraternity  in  Franklin  County  and,  among  their  responsibilities,  number  the 
Welden  National  Bank  of  St.  Albans,  an  institution  for  which  Robert  W. 
Ready  was  appointed  receiver  at  the  time  the  bank  suspended,  and  is  still  a 
director  of  this  institution.

daughter,  Katherine  Ready. 


HAROLD  R.  SLADE — Superintendent  of  Public  Works  and  Sewers 
and  city  engineer  of  Glens  Falls,  New  York,  Harold  R.  Slade  is  not  only  one 
of  the  leading  civil  engineers  of  Upper  New  York  State  and  adjacent  Ver¬ 
mont  but  also  active  in  community  afifairs  and  prominent  in  the  Masonic 
Fraternity. 

Harold  R.  Slade  was  born  in  Glens  Falls,  May  12,  1901,  son  of  George  P. 
and  Jennie  (Van  Dusen)  Slade.  George  P.  Slade,  who  was  a  native  of  Glens 
Falls,  was  active  as  civil  engineer,  being  engaged  in  the  practice  of  his  pro¬ 
fession  at  the  time  of  his  death,  as  well  as  serving  Glens  Falls  previously  as 
city  engineer.  Jennie  (Van  Dusen)  Slade,  his  wife,  is  a  native  of  the  town 
of  Queensbury,  New  York.

EUGENE  H.  LUCK,  M.  D. — Among  the  native  sons  of  Burlington 
who  are  distinguishing  themselves  in  the  medical  profession  is  Dr.  Eugene 
H.  Luck,  who  has  maintained  offices  here  at  No.  16  Clarke  Street  since  1937. 
He  was  born  January  6,  1908,  the  son  of  Eugene  A.  and  the  late  Clare  (Belle- 
rose)  Luck.  Eugene  A.  Luck,  also  a  native  of  Burlington,  was  engaged  as 
bookkeeper  for  the  Queen  Cotton  Company  for  twenty-two  years,  but  is  now 
retired  from  business.  Clare  (Bellerose)  Luck,  a  native  of  Worcester, 
Massachusetts,  died  in  1937.

BARTHOLOMEW  F.  GARRITY— One  of  the  outstanding  life 
insurance  agency  executives  of  Vermont,  Bartholomew  F.  Garrity  of  Burling¬ 
ton  is  also  distinguished  for  his  active  participation  in  baseball  organization 
leadership,  as  well  as  for  his  generous  support  of  various  civic,  community  and 
fraternal  institutions  and  enterprises. 

Bartholomew  F.  Garrity  was  born  at  Brookline,  Massachusetts,  August 
20,  1898,  son  of  Warren  F.  and  Mary  (O’Connor)  Garrity.  Warren  F. 
Garrity,  who  was  born  at  Roxbury,  a  section  of  the  city  of  Boston,  learned 
the  trade  of  a  machinist  and  was  employed  at  his  calling  by  the  New  York, 
New  Haven,  and  Hartford  Railroad  at  Boston.  Mary  (O’Connor)  Garrity, 
his  wife,  also  deceased,  was  born  at  Brookline,  Massachusetts. 

After  passing  through  the  public  schools  of  Brookline,  and  graduating 
from  the  Brookline  High  School,  Bartholomew  F.  Garrity  entered  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Vermont,  graduating  as  a  member  of  the  class  of  1923.  While  at 
the  university,  he  served  during  the  World  War  in  the  Student  Army  Training 
Corps  and  also  held  rank  as  color  sergeant  of  the  Reserve  Officers’  Training 
Corps  at  Burlington.  After  graduation  from  the  University  of  Vermont, 
Bartholomew  F.  Garrity  went  to  work  in  Hartford,  Connecticut,  with  the 
Metropolitan  Life  Insurance  Corporation,  remaining  there  for  two  years  and 
then  being  sent  to  Burlington  by  the  company  as  assistant  manager  of  their 
branch  office.

A  member  of  the  board  of  directors 
of  the  Burlington  Rotary  Club,  he  is  a  member  of  the  Burlington  Chamber  of 
Commerce  and  chairman  of  the  organization’s  membership  committee,  as  well 
as  belonging  to  the  Burlington  Country  Club  and  the  Ethan  Allen  Club  in 
addition  to  the  Burlington  Council  of  the  Knights  of  Columbus  and  Burling¬ 
ton  Lodge,  Benevolent  and  Protective  Order  of  Elks.  Interested  in  all  sports 
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Mr.  Garrity  finds  golf  and  football  of  particular  interest,  although  baseball  is 
liis  chief  recreation  as  he  not  only  follows  the  game  closely  but  also  works  for 
its  development  and  support,  being  vice-president  of  the  Northern  Baseball 
League  and  a  member  of  the  board  of  directors  of  the  Burlington  Baseball 
Club.  Mr.  Garrity  is  a  member  of  the  Cathedral  Church  of  Burlington. 

Bartholomew  F.  Garrity  married,  in  1923,  Kathryn  M.  Magner,  a  native 
of  Burlington,  daughter  of  Thomas  and  Kathryn  (Bradley)  Magner.  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Garrity  are  the  parents  of  four  children:  1.  Joan.  2.  Evelyn.  3. 
Elizabeth.  4.  Thomas. 


E.  C.  D.  CAMERON — E.  C.  D.  Cameron,  of  Au  Sable  Forks,  New 
York,  is  a  native  of  Melbourne,  Australia,  born  April  15,  1890,  son  of  Donald 
and  Ada  Cameron,  both  of  Melbourne,  where  his  father,  now  deceased,  was  a 
municipal  officer.  Mrs.  Ada  Cameron  is  still  a  resident  of  Melbourne.  Their 
son  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  that  city  and  is  a  graduate  of  the 
University  of  Melbourne,  with  a  commercial  degree  in  accounting. 

Australia  sent  an  unusually  large  proportion  of  its  young  men  to  fight  in 
the  World  War,  and  Mr.  Cameron  was  among  those  who  enlisted  early  in 
the  conflict  and,  from  1915  to  1919  saw  service  in  Europe  and  Africa.  He 
was  one  of  that  Anzac  group  which  made  the  famous  assault  on  Gallipoli,  on 
the  Dardanelles,  Turkey,  during  the  first  years  of  the  war.  Identified  with  the 
Australian  Artillery,  he  had  won  a  commission  as  a  captain  before  receiving 
his  honorable  discharge  in  1919.  Later  in  that  same  year,  Mr.  Cameron  came 
to  the  United  States  and  did  accountancy  work  with  Price,  Waterhouse  and 
Company,  in  New  York.

E.  C.  D.  Cameron  married  Jeannette  Rogers,  of  Au  Sable  Forks,  and 
they  are  the  parents  of  one  daughter,  Kathryn,  born  in  Au  Sable  Forks,  now 
attending  the  public  schools  here. 


WALTER  SEELEY  AUSTIN — The  name  of  Walter  Seeley  Austin, 

principal  of  the  Horicon  Central  High  School,  of  Lake  Brant,  New  York, 
occupies  a  prominent  place  in  the  educational  realm  of  New  A'ork  State.  He 
has  occupied  his  present  position  for  the  past  seven  years  and  prior  to  this 
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time  had  taught  in  the  schools  of  this  vicinity,  acquiring  experience  that  emi¬ 
nently  equipped  him  for  his  present  undertaking. 

Mr.  Austin  was  born  at  Fabius,  New  York,  December  24,  1902,  the  son 
of  Walter  Scott  and  Lula  (Marsh)  Austin.  His  fathe1*,  who  served  with 
the  United  States  Army  in  the  Spanish-American  War  as  a  member  of  Com¬ 
pany  H,  3d  New  York  Volunteers,  engages  in  farming  and  from  1912  to 
1918  was  a  member  of  the  Vermont  Legislature.  After  completing  a  general 
education  at  the  Black  River  Academy  in  Ludlow,  Vermont,  in  1922,  Mr. 
Austin  matriculated  at  Houghton  College,  from  which  he  was  graduated  with 
a  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  in  the  class  of  1928.  Since  that  time  he  has  supple¬ 
mented  this  training  with  special  courses  in  school  administration  during  sum¬ 
mer  sessions  at  Columbia  University  and  the  Albany  State  Teachers  College. 

The  same  year  he  finished  his  college  course  he  began  his  teaching  career 
as  a  member  of  the  Bliss  High  School  faculty,  at  Bliss,  New  York,  which 
he  was  to  be  associated  with  until  1931,  when  he  was  appointed  principal  of 
the  Horicon  Central  High  School,  a  post  he  has  since  occupied  with  distinction 
and  success.  In  his  achievements  as  an  administrator  and  educator  Mr.  Aus¬ 
tin  has  won  an  enviable  reputation  among  his  professional  colleagues  who 
admire  and  respect  him  as  a  young  man  of  unique  abilities. 

Aside  from  the  aforementioned  activity  Mr.  Austin  has  found  time  to  do 
extensive  traveling,  visiting  England  and  cruising  throughout  the  Caribbean. 
He  has  made  a  photographic  record  of  these  trips  and  recently  brought  back 
a  film  that  has  been  used  in  many  of  the  schools  of  this  region.  His  other 
hobbies  include  hunting  and  fishing,  in  both  of  which  he  is  an  expert. 


JESSE  LOUIS  TRIPP — Since  1918  Jesse  Louis  Tripp  has  been 
engaged  in  business  as  a  photographer  at  Diamond  Point,  continuing  the 
occupation  which  he  first  entered  at  Warrensburg  and  which  his  father  pur¬ 
sued  before  him.  His  professional  qualifications  are  well  known  in  this  area 
and  his  position  in  the  general  life  of  the  town  has  brought  him  a  considerable 
influence  in  its  affairs. 

Mr.  Tripp  was  born  in  Horicon,  New  York,  on  March  27,  1888,  son  of 
L.  D.  Tripp  and  Cora  (Sexton)  Tripp.  He  was  educated  in  the  district 
school  at  Schroon  Lake  and  following  his  graduation,  entered  a  shirt  shop 
at  Warrensburg,  where  he  was  employed  from  1908  to  1918.  Meanwhile, 
in  1909,  he  also  established  a  photographic  studio  in  Warrensburg.  He  had 
mastered  photography  under  his  father’s  guidance  while  he  was  still  a  boy 
and  gradually  his  studio  absorbed  more  and  more  of  his  attention.  In  1918 
he  decided  to  devote  his  entire  time  to  photography  and  in  that  year  moved  to 
Diamond  Point,  where  his  activities  have  since  centered.  He  has  developed  a 
substantial  business  which,  after  twenty-one  years,  he  still  conducts. 
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Mr.  Tripp  has  participated  in  the  civic  life  of  his  community  throughout 
the  period  of  his  residence  at  Diamond  Point,  lending  his  support  to  useful 
enterprises  and  institutions  and  following  the  course  of  public  affairs  with 
interest.  On  July  1,  1933,  he  was  elected  school  trustee  and  in  1935  became 
president  of  the  Board  of  School  Trustees,  in  which  capacity  he  now  serves. 
His  genuine  interest  in  the  school  is  reflected  in  the  efficiency  and  fidelity 
of  his  administration.  Mr.  Tripp  is  a  Democrat  in  politics  and  is  affiliated 
fraternally  with  Lake  George  Lodge,  No.  912,  Independent  Order  of  Odd 
Fellows.  He  attends  the  Methodist  Church. 

In  1907,  at  Lake  George,  Mr.  Tripp  married  (first)  Anna  McCarthy. 
They  became  the  parents  of  two  daughters:  1.  Helen,  born  February  27, 
1908,  married  Clifford  Hall.  2.  Mary  Cora,  born  April  17,  1913.  In  1927, 
at  Diamond  Point,  Mr.  Tripp  married  (second)  Jessie  Baldwin,  daughter 
of  Reuben  and  Mary  (Wilson)  Baldwin.  Mrs.  Tripp  is  a  member  of  the 
Episcopal  Church. 


JEREMIAH  W.  DAVERN  — Outstanding  among  Plattsburg  pro¬ 
fessional  men,  Jeremiah  W.  Davern  has  not  only  won  repute  at  the  bar  and 
public  office  but  is  equally  well  known  for  constructive  service  rendered  the 
community.  He  entered  upon  a  law  career  well  prepared,  has  increased  his 
knowledge  of  legal  principles  in  their  application  to  modern  affairs,  and  has 
a  practice  whose  growth  made  it  impossible  to  continue  longer  his  efficient 
activities  as  Assistant  United  States  Attorney. 

Mr.  Davern  was  born  in  Peru,  New  York,  on  January  23,  1886,  son  of 
William  and  Catherine  (Ryan)  Davern.  After  acquiring  his  formal  educa¬ 
tion  in  public  elementary  schools,  the  Plattsburg  State  Normal  College,  Ford- 
ham  University  and  Ottawa  University,  he  supplemented  this  with  studies  in 
the  Albany  Law  School,  from  which  he  was  graduated  in  T909,  a  Bachelor  of 
Laws.  Instead  of  beginning  at  once  an  independent  law  practice,  he  became 
associated  with  a  law  firm,  and  on  January  1,  1911,  was  admitted  to  the  bar. 
Since  then  he  has  carried  on  his  legal  work  without  partners  in  Plattsburg. 

In  1917,  Mr.  Davern  was  appointed  Assistant  United  States  Attorney  by 
Mitchell  Palmer,  remaining  in  office  until  1921,  when  he  resigned  because  of 
the  demands  made  upon  his  time  and  energies  by  an  increasing  clientele.  It 
should  be  pointed  out  that  he  came  to  this  post  just  prior  to  the  entrance  of 
our  country  into  the  World  War  and  continued  throughout  a  period  that 
required  more  of  his  office  than  any  other  four  years,  since  military  problems 
were  added  to  regular  civilian  matters.  It  has  been  said  that  during  his  term 
as  Assistant  United  States  Attorney  more  cases  were  handled  in  his  territory 
than  in  any  of  equal  area  and  population. 
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While  Mr.  Davern  engages  in  a  general  practice  and  has  tried  more 
criminal  cases  in  United  States  and  State  courts  than  any  other  attorney  in 
northern  New  York,  he  has  gradually  become  a  specialist  in  certain  phases 
of  professional  activities,  such  as  title  work,  in  which  he  is  an  authority 
constantly  consulted  by  governmental  agencies,  as  well  as  by  companies  and 
individuals.  He  also  frequently  is  called  in  to  act  as  a  receiver  for  banks  and 
other  corporations.  Incidentally  it  was  through  his  appointment  as  receiver 
of  the  local  newspaper,  “The  Plattsburg  Republican,”  that  he  became  inter¬ 
ested  in  the  field  of  journalism  and  later  was  elected  president  of  the  com¬ 
pany  which  published  this  journal.  He  is  a  director  and  vice-president  of  the 
Merchants  National  Bank  and  vice-president  of  the  Board  of  Education. 
Mr.  Davern  is  notably  well  versed  in  the  law;  is  esteemed  for  his  conscien¬ 
tious  devotion  to  the  best  interests  of  clients.  He  is  fortunate  in  following 
a  vocation  that  he  likes  above  all  others  and  to  which  he  enjoys  giving  his 
best  endeavors. 

Public-spirited  in  his  civic  activities,  Mr.  Davern  has  entered  heartily  into 
many  of  the  movements  and  organizations  which  have  promoted  the  prog¬ 
ress  of  his  city  and  the  welfare  of  its  people.  He  is  a  Democrat,  influential 
in  party  councils.  His  professional  memberships  include  those  in  several  bar 
associations  and  his  fraternity  is  Delta  Chi.  He  affiliates  with  the  Knights 
of  Columbus  and  the  Benevolent  and  Protective  Order  of  Elks,  and  is  a 
member  of  the  Catholic  Church,  liberal  in  giving  of  his  time  and  means  to 
religious  and  charitable  activities.

FREDERICK  JOSEPH  FAYETTE  — -Since  his  admission  to  the 
Vermont  bar,  Frederick  Joseph  Fayette  has  maintained  offices  in  Burlington, 
where  he  has  distinguished  himself  as  a  most  able  member  of  the  local  legal 
profession.  *He  was  born  January  28,  1911,  the  son  of  Bacus  and  Elsie 
(Solomon)  Fayette,  both  natives  of  Syria.  Bacus  Fayette  has  been  engaged 
in  the  wholesale  fruit  and  grocery  distributing  business  in  Burlington  for 
many  years. 

Frederick  Joseph  Fayette  graduated  from  Cathedral  High  School  in 
1928,  and  then  enrolled  at  the  University  of  Vermont.  One  year  Eter  he 
transferred  to  the  University  of  Notre  Dame,  where  he  was  graduated  with 
the  degree  B.  C.  S.  in  1933.  He  then  enrolled  at  Harvard  Law  School 
where  he  received  his  degree  of  LL.  B.  in  1936,  and  in  January  of  the  fol¬ 
lowing  year  he  fulfilled  his  State  requirements  and  became  a  member  of 
the  Vermont  bar.  He  then  launched  his  professional  career  in  Burlington, 
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establishing  offices  at  172  College  Street,  where  he  has  continued  to  the  present 
day.  In  addition  to  his  legal  work,  Mr.  Fayette  is  engaged  as  executive  sec¬ 
retary  of  the  Vermont  Wholesale  Beverage  Association. 

Mr.  Fayette  is  a  communicant  of  the  Cathedral  of  the  Immaculate  Con¬ 
ception,  and  a  well-known  Democrat,  serving  since  1936  as  justice  of  the  peace. 
He  is  affiliated  with  the  Knights  of  Columbus  and  the  Chittenden  County 
and  Vermont  State  Bar  associations,  and  he  is  an  enthusiastic  lover  of  boating 
and  aviation,  being  a  member  of  the  Lake  Champlain  Yacht  Club,  and  the 
holder  of  an  amateur  license  in  aviation. 


WALLACE  HAMPTON  HOWELL — Wallace  Hampton  Howell, 
vice-president  of  the  Essex  County  National  Bank,  local  manager  of  the  New 
York  and  Pennsylvania  Company’s  plant  at  Willsboro.  born  in  Brooklyn, 
New  York,  started  work  at  Willsboro  with  the  New  York  and  Pennsylvania 
Company  in  1901,  married  Emma  Atwood,  a  Willsboro  girl,  and  has  one 
daughter,  Elizabeth  Howell. 

The  New  York  and  Pennsylvania  Company’s  plant  is  a  chemical  fibre 
mill,  using  poplar  wood,  which  grows  rapidly  in  surrounding  country,  for 
the  manufacture  of  chemical  fibre.  This  fibre  is  used  principally  in  the  man¬ 
ufacture  of  magazine  and  book  papers.  The  mill  was  started  by  Colonel  A. 
G.  Paine  in  1882,  and  the  business  later  developed  by  his  son,  Augustus  G. 
Paine.  This  was  one  of  the  first  chemical  fibre  mills  in  this  country.  Undoubt¬ 
edly  the  advent  of  cheap  paper  had  its  influence  in  the  development  of  edu¬ 
cation  through  books,  trade  papers,  etc,  which  has  added  materially  to  the 
development  of  this  country.  The  plant  at  Willsboro  has  been  held  to  an 
output  which  takes  care  of  the  annual  growth  of  poplar  wood,  so  the  plant 
could  continue  indefinitely  by  the  natural  reproduction  of  poplar  trees  in  its 
vicinity.  ^ 

GEORGE  R.  ALLEN,  M.  D. — For  the  past  seventeen  years,  Dr. 

George  R.  Allen  has  been  engaged  in  the  general  practice  of  medicine  and 
surgery  in  Champlain,  and  since  1931  he  has  also  maintained  offices  at  Rouses 
Point,  New  York,  being  recognized  as  one  of  the  most  able  members  of  the 
medical  profession  in  this  locality.  He  was  born  in  Peru,  New  York,  Decem¬ 
ber  13,  1894,  the  son  of  Seth  and  Della  (Parsons)  Allen.  Seth  Allen,  also  a 
native  of  Peru,  has  resided  in  Plattsburg  for  the  past  forty  years,  during 
which  time  he  has  distinguished  himself  as  a  learned  member  of  the  local 
legal  fraternity.  Della  (Parsons)  Allen  is  a  native  of  Hubbardton,  Vermont. 

Upon  completion  of  his  studies  at  Plattsburg  Normal  School,  Dr.  George 
R.  Allen  enrolled  at  Cornell  University,  where  he  was  awarded  his  Bachelor 
of  Arts  degree  as  a  member  of  the  class  of  1916.  He  then  entered  the  Med- 
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ical  School  at  the  University  of  Vermont,  and  after  receiving  his  Doctor  of 
Medicine  degree  in  1921,  he  entered  Mary  Fletcher  Hospital  at  Burlington 
for  a  period  of  interneship.  Later  in  the  same  year  he  inaugurated  what  has 
proven  a  most  successful  private  practice  in  Champlain,  and  for  the  past 
seven  years  he  has  been  devoting  some  of  his  time  to  his  newly  established 
office  at  Rouses  Point.  He  has  also  served  as  health  officer  of  the  town  and 
village  of  Champlain,  and  he  has  been  a  trustee  of  the  Board  of  Education 
for  the  past  fourteen  years,  and  president  of  this  body  since  1932. 

Dr.  Allen  is  a  trustee  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  past  vice-pres¬ 
ident  and  past  president  of  the  Clinton  County  Medical  Association,  and  a 
member  of  the  American  Medical  Association,  New  York  and  New  England 
Railway  Surgeons’  Association  and  the  American  Public  Health  Association. 
Fraternally  he  is  affiliated  with  the  Free  and  Accepted  Masons  at  Champlain, 
the  Lambda  Chi  Alpha  and  Nu  Sigma  Nu  fraternities,  and  the  Rouses  Point 
Kiwanis  Club. 

He  is  married  to  Helen  Mitchell  of  Saranac,  New  York,  a  graduate  of 
Plattsburg  Normal  School  and  Syracuse  University,  and  they  are  the  parents 
of  one  child,  Sidney  Ann,  born  in  Plattsburg,  now  a  student  in  the  Champlain 
public  schools. 


ORVILLE  R.  DUNN — Fashioning  his  career  after  that  of  his  father 
who  distinguished  himself  in  the  Champlain  legal  profession  for  more  than 
half  a  century,  Orville  R.  Dunn  began  the  general  practice  of  law  here  in 
1913,  and  during  his  many  years  as  an  attorney  he  has  proven  himself  a  most 
able  practitioner,  well  fitted  to  continue  the  family  name  and  reputation  in 
legal  channels,  with  which  the  Dunn  family  has  been  honorably  associated 
since  1880. 

Mr.  Dunn  is  a  native  of  this  city,  having  been  born  here  January  21, 
1888,  the  son  of  the  late  Wilmer  H.  and  Frances  Lola /(Rich)  Dunn.  Wilmer 
H.  Dunn,  a  native  of  Mechanicville,  was  educated  in  the  schools  of  that  city 
and  of  Schroon  Lake,  and  practiced  the  legal  profession  at  Champlain  from 
1880  until  his  death,  the  law  firm  of  Wilmer  H.  Dunn,  now  known  as  the 
firm  of  Orville  R.  Dunn,  being  the  oldest  law  office  still  in  existence  in  this 
city.  Frances  Lola  (Rich)  Dunn,  a  native  of  Fort  Plain,  New  York,  has 
spent  the  greater  part  of  her  lifetime  in  Champlain. 

Orville  R.  Dunn  received  his  early  education  in  the  Champlain  public 
schools,  and  after  completing  his  high  schools  studies  he  entered  Phillips 
Academy  at  Andover,  Massachusetts.  He  later  studied  at  Yale  University, 
and  then  matriculated  at  Albany  Law  School,  where  he  was  graduated  in 
1912  with  Bachelor  of  Laws  degree.  After  serving  a  clerkship  under  the 
guidance  and  tutelage  of  his  father,  he  was  admitted  to  the  bar.  and  then 
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became  associated  with  his  father  in  the  same  offices  from  which  he  conducts 
his  practice  today.  The  law  firm  of  Wilmer  H.  Dunn  at  that  time  changed 
its  name  to  Wilmer  H.  and  Orville  R.  Dunn,  and  this  father  and  son  part¬ 
nership  continued  until  the  former’s  death  in  1932,  since  which  time  Orville 
R.  Dunn  has  conducted  the  independent  practice  of  law  in  conformity  with 
the  sound  ethical  principles  established  by  his  father. 

Orville  R.  Dunn  enlisted  for  World  War  service  in  1917,  and  was  com¬ 
missioned  a  first  lieutenant  in  the  Second  Niagara  Training  Camp.  He  was 
later  assigned  to  the  53d  Pioneer  Infantry  of  the  American  Expeditionary 
Forces,  and  served  overseas  from  August,  1918  to  May,  1919,  participating 
in  the  St.  Mihiel  and  Meuse  Argonne  engagements.  He  received  his  honor¬ 
able  discharge  at  Camp  Upton,  New  York,  in  1919,  with  the  rank  of  first 
lieutenant. 

Mr.  Dunn  is  an  elder  in  the  Presbyterian  Church,  and  fraternally,  he  is 
affiliated  with  Champlain  Lodge,  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  and  he  is  Past 
Master  and  former  District  Deputy  Grand  Master  of  Clinton  and  Essex 
counties.  He  is  also  affiliated  with  the  Rouses  Point  Chapter,  Royal  Arch 
Masons,  the  Delta  Chi  Fraternity  at  Albany  Law  School,  and  the  American 
Bar  Association.  In  addition,  he  holds  memberships  in  the  Sons  of  the  Rev¬ 
olution  at  Fraunces  Tavern,  New  York  City,  and  he  is  prominently  identified 
with  American  Legion  activities,  being  Past  Post  Commander  and  Past  Vice- 
County  Commander.  He  is  also  president  of  the  Kiwanis  Club  at  Rouses 
Point,  and  a  leading  figure  in  all  worth  while  civic  activities. 

He  is  married  to  Marjorie  Dana  Roberts,  a  native  of  Chateaugay,  and 
they  became  the  parents  of  two  children:  1.  Phyllis,  born  at  Burlington,  Ver¬ 
mont,  April  25,  1920,  died  April  17,  1934.  2.  Gary  Roberts,  born  January  23, 
1926, at  Plattsburg,  New  York,  the  first  baby  born  at  the  new  Physicians’ 
Hospital,  now  a  student  in  the  Champlain  public  schools. 


ARSENE  E.  TREMBLAY — Prominent  in  the  political  and  business 
life  of  Champlain  for  many  years,  Arsene  E.  Tremblay  has  served  as  mayor 
of  this  city  since  1925,  and  he  is  also  the  owner  and  operator  of  the  Tremblay 
Auto  Sales  Company,  one  of  the  leading  establishments  of  its  kind  in  this 
locality.  He  was  born  at  Rouses  Point,  New  York,  May  18,  1894,  the  son 
of  Hormodas  and  the  late  Josephine  (Masse)  Tremblay.  The  elder  Mr. 
Tremblay,  a  native  of  Napierville,  Quebec,  Canada,  has  spent  most  of  his 
life  in  Champlain/where  he  is  engaged  as  a  blacksmith.  Josephine  (Masse) 
Tremblay,  a  native  of  Nolton,  Canada,  died  June  24,  1938. 

Arsene  E.  Tremblay  acquired  his  education  in  the  local  parochial  school, 
and  then  learned  the  tonsorial  trade  with  which  he  was  actively  associated 
for  twenty-five  years.  He  is  still  the  owner  of  a  three-chair-shop  in  this  city, 
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but  no  longer  follows  the  barber  business  himself.  In  1927  he  entered  the 
automobile  business,  in  addition  to  his  barber  shop,  but  since  1934,  due  to 
expanding  business,  he  has  devoted  his  entire  time  to  this  industry.  Mr. 
Tremblay  has  long  been  closely  associated  with  the  public  life  of  Champlain, 
serving  for  a  period  as  commissioner  of  public  welfare,  and  also  for  four¬ 
teen  years  as  trustee  of  the  high  school.  Since  his  election  as  mayor  in  1925 
he  has  been  a  strong  advocate  of  any  movement  tending  to  the  civic  improve¬ 
ment  of  this  city,  and  he  is  Highly  esteemed  by  his  fellow-citizens  as  an  honest 
and  capable  public  official. 

He  is  a  communicant  of  St.  Mary’s  Roman  Catholic  Church,  where  he 
has  served  many  years  as  trustee,  and  he  is  a  staunch  supporter  of  the  Demo¬ 
cratic  party.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Whiteface  Automobile  Traders  Asso¬ 
ciation,  and  being  devoted  to  hunting  and  fishing,  he  is  an  active  member  of 
the  Fish  and  Game  Club  at  Rouses  Point  and  Plattsburg.  Fraternally  he  is 
affiliated  with  the  Rouses  Point  Council,  Knights  of  Columbus  and  Platts¬ 
burg  Lodge,  Benevolent  and  Protective  Order  of  Elks. 

He  is  married  to  Helen  Gauvin,  a  native  of  Champlain,  and  a  graduate 
of  the  Convent  St.  Ann,  Napierville,  Province  of  Quebec.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Tremblay  are  the  parents  of  three  children:  1.  Leon  H.,  born  in  Champlain, 
a  graduate  of  St.  Mary’s  Academy,  now  associated  in  business  with  his  father. 
2.  Beatrice,  born  in  Champlain,  a  graduate  of  St.  Mary’s  Academy,  now  a 
student  at  Plattsburg  Business  Institute.  3.  Jean,  born  in  Champlain,  now 
a  student  at  St.  Mary’s  Academy. 


ROBERT  JASON  ALPERT  — Robert  Jason  Alpert,  well  known 
Rutland  attorney  and  a  popular  figure  in  local  civic  and  fraternal  activities, 
was  born  in  Burlington,  Vermont,  November  21,  1905,  the  son  of  Louis  and 
Fanny  (Prenowitz)  Alpert.  The  mother  was  born  in  Russia  in  1878,  while 
the  father  was  born  in  Lithuania — at  that  time  under  the  power  of  Russia  and 
its  Czar.  In  those  days  every  male  citizen  of  Lithuania  had  to  serve  in  the 
army  of  the  Czar,  under  conscription,  the  length  of  service  depending  upon 
the  particular  branch  of  the  army  to  which  he  was  assigned  but  averaging  five 
to  eight  years.  Like  many  other  young  men,  Louis  Alpert  decided  to  emigrate 
and  shortly  before  his  time  for  entering  the  army  service,  he  succeeded  in 
reaching  the  United  States,  in  1888,  first  settling  at  Lvon  Mountain,  New 
York,  but  later  removing  to  Burlington,  Vermont.  Unable  to  speak  English 
and  with  but  a  limited  education,  he  started  selling  merchandise  of  various 
types,  carrying  his  stock  in  a  bag  on  his  back  and  walking  from  customer  to 
customer  and  from  town  to  town.  He  succeeded,  because  of  his  honest  efforts, 
and  in  time  was  able  to  send  for  his  parents.  Louis  Alpert  eventually  started 
a  store  of  his  own  in  Winooski,  Vermont,  which  still  is  flourishing  under  the 
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management  of  his  widow  and  one  of  their  sons.  Truly  a  self-made  man,  and 
the  type  who  never  refused  to  help  deserving  ones,  having  had  his  own  expe¬ 
rience  as  to  what  “want”  really  meant. 

His  son,  Robert  Jason  Alpert,  received  his  elementary  and  high  school 
education  in  the  local  public  schools  and  then  enrolled  at  the  University  of 
Vermont,  where  he  received  his  Bachelor  of  Science  degree  in  1929.  He  next 
matriculated  at  Boston  University  Law  School,  graduating  in  1933  with  the 
Bachelor  of  Laws  degree.  In  October  of  the  same  year  he  became  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Vermont  bar  and  associated  with  H.  A.  Bailev,  of  Burlington,  in 
the  general  practice  of  law,  continuing  there  until  1934,  when  he  came  to 
Rutland  to  establish  a  private  practice  in  which,  to  this  day,  he  has  been  suc¬ 
cessfully  engaged. 

Mr.  Alpert  is  a  member  of  the  Rutland  Jewish  Center  and  is  president  of 
the  Zionist  organization  in  Rutland.  He  is  an  active  member  of  the  Republican 
party  and  an  affiliate  of  the  County,  State  and  American  Bar  associations,  and 
of  the  Tau  Epsilon  Phi  Fraternity.  He  also  holds  membership  in  Rutland 
Lodge,  No.  79,  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  Lodge  No.  345,  Benevolent  and 
Protective  Order  of  Elks,  in  the  Rutland  Rotary  Club  and  the  Rutland  Cham¬ 
ber  of  Commerce. 

ALFRED  J.  BABBIE — Becoming  associated  with  the  Lewis  Hard¬ 
ware  Supply  Company  in  1924,  Alfred  J.  Babbie  has  been  active  in  the 
operation  of  this  concern  to  the  present  day,  serving  in  the  capacity  of  man¬ 
ager  for  the  past  seven  years.  He  was  born  at  Mooers,  New  York,  February 
22,  1897,  the  son  of  Joseph  and  the  late  Emma  (Vashreau)  Babbie.  Joseph 
Babbie,  also  a  native  of  Mooers,  New  York,  has  been  engaged  for  many 
years  in  the  farming  industry. 

Alfred  J.  Babbie  was  educated  in  the  Mooers  public  schools,  and  after 
finishing  his  schooling,  he  worked  for  about  two  years  as  a  farmer.  For  the 
next  two  years  he  was  employed  at  a  milk  station  in  Mooers,  and  then  he 
entered  the  retail  hardware  business  in  his  home  city,  where  he  remained  for 
six  years.  In  1924  he  came  to  Champlain,  as  assistant  manager  of  the  Lewis 
Hardware  Supply  Company,  and  in  1931  he  was  promoted  to  the  manager¬ 
ship  of  this  concern,  in  which  post  he  has  served  most  capably  ever  since. 

Mr.  Babbie  is  a  member  of  Saint  Mary’s  Roman  Catholic  Church,  and 
an  active  figure  in  Republican  politics,  having  served  for  two  years  as  town 
clerk  for  the  city  of  Champlain.  Fraternally,  he  is  affiliated  with  the  Rouses 
Point  Council  of  the  Knights  of  Columbus.  As  a  diversion  from  his  busi¬ 
ness  activities,  Mr.  Babbie  finds  great  enjoyment  in  his  favorite  sports  fish¬ 
ing  and  hunting. 

He  is  married  to  Hazel  Rushlow  of  Mooers,  New  York,  and  they  are  the 
parents  of  seven  children:  1.  Irene  I.  Babbie,  born  in  Mooers,  a  graduate  of 
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Champlain  High  School.  2.  Agath,  born  in  Mooers,  now  a  student  in  Cham¬ 
plain  High  School.  3.  Vivian,  born  in  Mooers,  now  a  student  in  Champlain 
High  School.  4.  Lilah,  born  in  Champlain,  now  a  student  in  the  local  parochial 
school.  5.  Alfred,  Jr.,  born  in  Champlain,  now  a  student  in  the  local  paro¬ 
chial  school.  6.  James,  born  in  Champlain,  also  a  student  in  the  local  parochial 
school.  7.  Gerald,  born  in  Champlain,  and  now  a  student  in  the  local  paro¬ 
chial  school.  _ 

t.  walsh  McQuillan  — Since  he  returned  from  World  War 
service,  T.  Walsh  McQuillan  has  made  a  career  of  education  and  is  the  prin¬ 
cipal  of  the  Au  Sable  Forks,  New  York,  High  School.  He  and  his  wife, 
notably  active  in  local  cultural  and  social  life,  are  held  in  high  esteem  in  the 
community. 

Mr.  McQuillan  was  born  in  Plattsburg,  New  York,  May  14,  1899,  son 
of  Robert  J.  and  Helen  (Geary)  McQuillan,  both  natives  of  Plattsburg  and 
both  deceased.  The  father  was  associated  with  the  Delaware  and  Hudson 
Railroad  for  a  number  of  years.  T.  Walsh  McQuillan  had  completed  his 
elementary  and  high  school  studies  in  Plattsburg,  and  had  been  employed  at 
Whitehall,  New  York,  in  the  Champlain  Silk  Mills  for  nearly  two  years,  when 
the  United  States  entered  the  World  War.  Enlisting  in  the  United  States 
Army  from  Whitehall,  on  September  26,  1918,  he  remained  with  the  Amer¬ 
ican  forces  until  he  received  his  honorable  discharge  from  the  service  on 
December  22,  1918.  Upon  his  return  to  Plattsburg  he  matriculated  at  the 
Normal  School  there,  and  at  later  periods  pursued  courses  at  State  College 
for  Teachers,  in  Albany,  and  at  St.  Lawrence  University. 

In  September,  1921,  Mr.  McQuillan  became  a  principal  of  Au  Sable  Forks 
High  School.  His  ability  as  an  administrator  of  school  affairs  and  as  an 
educator  has  received  deserved  recognition  by  colleagues  and  parents.  Mr. 
McQuillan  is  a  member  of  the  New  York  State  Teachers  Association,  and 
the  Association  of  Academic  Principals.  He  was  one  of  the  organizers,  in 
1932,  and  the  first  president  of  the  Rotary  Club  of  Au  Sable  Forks,  which 
he  has  served  as  secretary  for  the  past  five  years.  He  also  is  a  member  of 
the  American  Legion,  Post  No.  20,  of  Plattsburg,  and  the  Holy  Name  Cath¬ 
olic  Church,  at  Au  Sable  Forks.  Practically  all  outdoor  sports  engage  his 
interest. 

In  1926  T.  Walsh  McQuillan  married  Marilda  Duby,  of  Syracuse,  New 
York,  a  graduate  of  the  Plattsburg  State  Normal  School. 


JAMES  J.  DONNELLY  — Entering  the  insurance  and  real  estate 
business  in  Rutland,  Vermont,  in  1927,  James  J.  Donnelly  has  remained  active 
in  this  field  to  the  present  day,  and  he  has  also  distinguished  himself  in  public 
life,  serving  as  representative  to  the  State  Legislature  since  1937. 
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Mr.  Donnelly  was  born  in  Springfield,  Vermont,  November  29,  1907,  the 
son  of  Joseph  W.  and  Man*  V.  (Gilligan)  Donnelly,  both  deceased.  Joseph 
W.  Donnelly  was  born  in  Rutland  in  1877,  and  was  active  in  the  insurance 
business  in  this  locality  for  many  years  previous  to  his  death,  June  7,  1937. 
He  was  active  in  political  life,  sen'ing  as  chairman  of  the  Windsor  County 
Democratic  Committee,  and  holding  at  various  times  local  town  offices  in 
Springfield,  Vermont.  The  Donnelly  family  was  one  of  the  pioneer  families 
in  the  section  now  known  as  Rutland  City,  and  John  Donnelly,  father  of 
Joseph  W.  Donnelly  operated  a  blacksmith  shop  here  for  many  years.  John 
Donnelly  and  his  brother  William  saw  active  sendee  in  the  Civil  War  and 
William  Donnelly  was  also  a  veteran  of  the  Indian  wars.  Mary  V.  (Gilligan) 
Donnelly,  born  in  West  Rutland  in  1884,  died  February  9,  1927. 

James  J.  Donnelly  received  his  early  education  in  the  Springfield  public 
schools  and  the  Rutland  parochial  schools,  and  later  entered  Rutland  High 
School,  where  he  was  graduated  in  1926.  He  shortly  thereafter  entered  the 
real  estate  and  general  insurance  business  in  Rutland  under  the  name  of  The 
Tames  J.  Donnelly  Agency,  and  his  career  in  this  field  has  proven  most  suc¬ 
cessful.  Since  1934  Mr.  Donnelly  has  also  been  a  prominent  figure  in  local 
public  affairs,  serving  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  to  date,  and 
being  elected  representative  to  the  State  Legislature  in  1937,  his  efforts  in 
behalf  of  the  local  populace  have  been  rewarded  by  his  reelection  to  the  1939 
Legislature,  being  the  youngest  person  to  date  to  represent  the  city  in  the 
Legislature  and  also  the  only  person  reelected.  Mr.  Donnelly  has  sponsored 
much  social  legislation  in  the  interests  of  the  citizens  of  Vermont,  and  was 
the  first  public  official  in  this  State  to  advocate  an  Old  Age  Pension  Plan 
and  he  worked  diligently  to  have  the  Vermont  State  law  on  Old  Age  Pensions 
enacted. 

Mr.  Donnelly  professes  the  Roman  Catholic  faith,  and  politically  he  sup¬ 
ports  the  Democratic  party,  being  secretary  of  the  Rutland  County  Demo¬ 
cratic  Committee.  Mr.  Donnelly  is  also  chairman  of  the  Rutland  County,  City 
and  Town  Officials  Legislative  Committee.  Fraternally,  he  is  an  affiliate  of 
the  Fraternal  Order  of  Eagles  and  the  Loyal  Order  of  Moose.  A  member 
of  the  Grange  and  the  Farm  Bureau,  he  is  also  State  Commander  of  the  Sons 
of  Union  Veterans  of  the  Civil  War. 

Mr.  Donnelly  is  unmarried. 


OWEN  KILBURN  MARANVILLE— Proprietor  of  the  Bolton 
Landing  garage  and  taxi  service,  the  oldest  establishment  of  its  kind  in  the 
community,  Owen  Kilbum  Maranville,  of  Bolton  Landing,  New  York,  is  not 
only  one  of  the  leading  business  men  of  Bolton  but  also  an  outstanding  citizen, 
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having  devoted  himself  generously  for  many  years  to  various  offices  and  enter¬ 
prises. 

Owen  Kilburn  Maranville  was  born  in  Bolton,  New  York,  April  n,  1890, 
son  of  James  L.  and  Annie  May  (Baird)  Maranville.  James  L.  Maranville, 
who  was  a  native  of  Fort  Ann,  New  York,  established  himself  in  Bolton  as 
a  livery  proprietor  and  also  as  a  dealer  in  horses,  as  well  as  operating  the  stage 
between  Bolton  and  Lake  George  for  many  years,  changing  over  in  1913  to 
establish  the  Bolton  garage  and  taxi  business,  an  enterprise  in  which  he  re¬ 
mained  active  until  his  death.  Annie  May  (Baird)  Maranville,  his  wife,  who 
survives  him,  is  a  native  of  Rutland,  Vermont. 

Owen  Kilburn  Maranville  passed  through  the  public  schools  of  Bolton 
and  then,  after  graduating  from  the  Bolton  High  School,  entered  Colgate 
University,  graduating  as  a  member  of  the  class  of  1912.  Returning  home, 
Mr.  Maranville  joined  his  father  in  the  livery  and  horse  business,  working  as 
a  riding  instructor  and  also  buying  and  selling  horses,  activities  in  which  he 
continued  for  some  seventeen  years.  In  the  meantime,  about  1913,  Mr. 
Maranville  and  his  father,  James  L.  Maranville,  became  interested  in  the 
rapidly  growing  popularity  of  the  automobile  and,  accordingly,  while  continu¬ 
ing  their  livery  business,  established  their  garage  and  taxi  business,  an  enter¬ 
prise  which  shortly  developed  into  its  present  large  proportions  and  com¬ 
pelled  the  liquidation  of  the  family’s  original  interest  in  horses.  Since  1925 
Owen  Kilburn  Maranville  has  been  the  sole  proprietor  and  manager  of  this 
business,  which  is  now  the  oldest  of  its  kind  in  the  community. 

Active  in  the  affairs  of  the  Republican  party,  Mr.  Maranville  has  long 
been  a  leading  citizen,  serving  a  term  as  collector  of  taxes  and  being  chairman 
of  the  Election  Board  for  several  years,  as  well  as  supporting  all  activities 
which  have  been  carried  out  for  the  benefit  of  the  community.  A  member  of 
Saint  Sacrament  Lodge,  No.  1029,  Ancient  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  Mr. 
Maranville,  who  is  a  member  of  the  Bolton  Episcopal  Church,  an  institution 
which  he  serves  as  vestryman,  finds  recreation  from  his  public  and  private 
responsibilities  in  golf  and  in  fishing.  He  retains  his  fondness  for  horses,  the 
latter  having  become  his  leading  hobby  after  he  relinquished  them  as  his 
business. 

Owen  Kilburn  Maranville  married,  in  1916,  Hazel  Frances  Walrath,  a 
native  of  Maryland,  New  York.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Maranville  are  the  parents 
of  four  children:  1.  Jeanne  Walrath.  2.  James  Baird.  3.  Owen  Kilburn,  Jr. 
4.  Kay  Swift. 

WILLIAM  H.  LADUE,  M.  D. — One  of  the  leading  members  of  the 
medical  profession  in  Clinton  County,  William  H.  Ladue,  of  Plattsburgh,  is 
also  outstanding  in  public  life,  being  for  many  years  active  in  the  service  of 
his  community  and  his  county,  both  professionally  and  civically.

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William  H.  Ladue  was  born  in  Beekmantown,  Clinton  County,  March  7, 
1884,  son  of  Abraham  Daniel  and  Sarah  E.  (Howard)  Ladue.  Abraham 
Daniel  Ladue,  of  Huguenot  descent,  was  a  native  of  Alburg,  Vermont.  He 
established  himself  in  Clinton  County  as  a  farmer,  a  calling  which  he  fol¬ 
lowed  all  his  life  and  in  which  he  remained  active  until  his  death.  Sarah  E. 
(Howard)  Ladue,  his  wife,  also  deceased,  was  born  at  Saranac,  Clinton 
County. 

After  passing  through  the  district  schools  of  Beekmantown,  William  H. 
Ladue  determined  to  be  a  teacher  and  accordingly  attended  Plattsburgh  State 
Normal  School,  graduating  with  the  class  of  1905;  but  after  teaching  school 
for  two  years  at  Dannemora,  Clinton  County,  he  decided  to  continue  his  edu¬ 
cation  and  entered  Union  College,  at  Schenectady,  where  he  graduated  b 
1910  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science.  Then,  finding  the  medical  pro¬ 
fession  to  be  of  compelling  attraction,  be  entered  Albany  Medical  College 
and  received  his  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  from  that  institution  in  1913. 
Following  a  year  as  an  interne  at  the  Ellis  Hospital  at  Schenectady,  in  1914, 
he  returned  to  his  native  town  of  Beekmantown  and  established  himself  in  the 
general  practice  of  his  profession,  remaining  so  engaged  until  1915,  when  he 
moved  to  Morrisonville.  There,  where  he  served  as  a  member  of  the  local 
medical  advisory  board  during  the  World  War  in  addition  to  other  civic 
duties,  he  continued  to  practice  his  profession  until  1924,  when  he  came  to 
Plattsburgh,  where  he  has  conducted  his  office  through  the  present  time.  A 
member  of  the  staff  of  the  Champlain  Valley  Hospital  and  similarly  asso¬ 
ciated  with  the  Physicians  Hospital,  Dr.  Ladue  has  held  office  as  president  of 
the  Clinton  County  Medical  Society,  an  organization  in  which  he  continues  as  a 
member,  as  well  as  belonging  to  the  New  York  State  Medical  Society  and 
the  American  Medical  Association.  Dr.  Ladue  did  postgraduate  work  in 
pediatrics  at  New  York  in  1923,  and  at  Chicago  in  1928.  He  is  author  of 
numerous  papers  dealing  with  the  social  aspects  of  medical  practice,  also  of 
a  book  published  by  himself  and  entitled  “A  Square  Deal  for  the  Narcotic 

Addict”  (1935). 

Throughout  his  years  of  residence  in  Plattsburgh,  the  doctor  has  continued 
to  give  generously  of  his  time  to  public  service,  being  a  member  of  Public 
Health  and  Public  Welfare  committees.  He  has  acted  as  health  officer  of 
the  town  of  Plattsburgh  since  1916,  and  has  served  as  city  physician  of  the 
city  of  Plattsburgh  since  1926.  He  is  a  member  of  Beta  Theta  Pi  and  Nu 
Sigma  Nu  fraternities. 

William  H.  Ladue  married,  in  1916,  Alice  E.  Hagar,  a  native  of  Platts¬ 
burgh  and  a  member  of  the  Methodist  church.  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Ladue  are  the 
parents  of  four  children:  1.  William  L.,  a  graduate  of  Union  College,  class 
of  1938,  and  now  a  student  at  the  Albany  Medical  College.  2.  Robert  H.,  now 
a  student  at  Union  College.  3.  Ruth  Alice,  now  a  student  at  Ithaca  College. 
4.  John  S. 
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BENJAMIN  FRANKLIN  FEINBERG— Mr.  Eeinberg  was  born 
at  Malone,  Franklin  County,  New  York,  October  23,  1888,  the  son  of  Max 
J.  and  Golda  M.  (Alpert)  Feinberg.  His  parents  moved  to  Altona,  New 
York,  when  he  was  about  a  year  old  and  he  has  been  a  Clinton  County  resident 
ever  since.  He  received  his  preliminary  education  at  the  public  schools  in 
Altona  and  at  Mooers  High  School  and  Training  Class.  He  taught  school 
for  two  terms  at  Altona  and  became  the  principal  of  the  Altona  Union  Free 
School  in  1908.  He  was  graduated  in  1911  from  the  Albany  Law  School  of 
Union  University  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws,  and  admitted  to  the 
bar  the  same  year.  He  was  managing  clerk  for  the  law  firm  of  Weeds,  Con¬ 
way  and  Cotter  until  January  1,  1912,  at  which  he  engaged  in  private  practice. 
In  1925,  he  formed  a  law  partnership  with  Harold  A.  Jerry,  which  still 
exists.  In  1922,  he  was  appointed  city  judge  of  Plattsburg  for  the  term  of 
two  years;  was  elected  to  the  Senate  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represent¬ 
ing  the  Thirty-third  District  which  comprises  the  counties  of  Clinton,  Essex, 
Warren  and  Washington  in  1932,  and  reelected  in  1934,  1936  and  1938.  He 
was  permanent  chairman  of  the  Republican  State  Convention,  held  at  Albany 
in  September,  1936 ;  was  elected  delegate-at-large  to  the  1938  State  Constitu¬ 
tional  Convention.  He  is  chairman  of  the  Judiciary  Committee  of  the  New 
York  State  Senate,  a  member  of  the  Judicial  Council  of  the  State  of  New 
York  and  the  Law  Revision  Commission.  He  is  a  member  of  the  American, 
New  York  and  Clinton  County  Bar  associations. 

On  June  3,  1914,  he  married  Leah  Mendelsohn  of  Plattsburg,  and  they 
have  three  children:  1.  Ruth.  2.  Dorothy.  3.  Robert.  Mr.  Feinberg  belongs  to 
the  following  fraternal  orders:  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  Independent 
Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  Benevolent  and  Protective  Order  of  Elks,  B’nai  B’rith 
and  Zeta  Beta  Tau  college  fraternity.  He  is  a  past  president  of  the  Plattsburg 
Rotary  Club. 


KENNETH  HENRY  HOLCOMBE— Widely  known  for  profes¬ 
sional  and  civic  attainments,  Kenneth  Henry  Holcombe  was  a  respected  law¬ 
yer  of  Plattsburg  and  of  this  region  of  New  York  State.  He  was  a  member 
of  the  Plattsburg  law  firm  of  Pierce  and  Holcombe.  He  figured  prominently 
in  Republican  politics  and  as  district  attorney  for  Clinton  County  performed 
an  important  and  valued  work,  earning  thereby  the  warm  esteem  and  admira¬ 
tion  of  his  fellow-citizens  in  all  walks  and  departments  of  life.  He  was  kind, 
generous,  fair-minded  and  sympathetic,  and  outstanding  among  his  character¬ 
istics  were  his  geniality  and  friendliness  of  spirit. 

Mr.  Holcombe  was  born  June  22,  1898,  at  Rouses  Point,  New  York,  son 
of  Jesse  W.  H.  Holcombe  and  Annabelle  (Carswell)  Holcombe.  His  father, 
who  was  born  on  the  Isle  La  Motte,  Vermont,  April  2,  1870,  christened  Jesse 
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Woodridge  Hill  Holcombe,  son  of  Henry  Holcombe,  was  formally  educated 
in  the  grammar  school  of  his  native  village  and  was  graduated  from  St. 
Albans  High  School.  His  earliest  employment  was  in  a  St.  Albans  clothing 
store.  When  he  was  nineteen  years  old  he  came  to  Rouses  Point  to  open  a 
branch  establishment  in  the  block  where  the  post  office  is  now  situated.  But 
a  few  years  later,  with  James  Skeels,  of  Isle  La  Motte,  he  bought  the  men’s 
furnishing  business,  whereupon  they  removed  to  the  store  later  occupied  by 
Elmer  Bullis.  In  1901  Harry  F.  Bruso  purchased  an  interest  in  the  business, 
which  was  continued  as  Holcombe  and  Bruso  in  the  store  now  occupied  by 
Harry  King,  until  it  was  sold  in  1921.  For  a  time  the  firm  also  had  a  half¬ 
interest  in  the  Chilton  Hardware  Company,  though  later  George  Chilton  oper¬ 
ated  it  independently.  This  firm  of  Holcombe  and  Bruso  did  an  extensive 
business  in  men’s  furnishings  over  a  long  period  of  years  and  was  a  profitable 
enterprise.  In  1901  Jesse  W.  H.  Holcombe  was  elected  county  clerk,  an 
office  in  which  he  served  for  three  terms,  from  1901  to  1909.  He  also  repre¬ 
sented  the  town  of  Champlain  on  the  Board  of  Supervisors  when  he  was  only 
twenty-four  years  of  age,  and  was  chairman  of  the  Plattsburg  Park  and  Beach 
Commission.  He  was  a  charter  member  of  the  Plattsburg  Rotary  Club  and 
served  on  many  committees  organized  for  public  welfare,  charity  and  civic 
improvement.  After  completing  his  service  as  county  clerk,  Mr.  Holcombe 
established  the  Holcombe  Abstract  Corporation,  in  Plattsburg,  commuting  to 
and  from  Rouses  Point  until  the  family  came  to  Plattsburg  to  live  in  1921. 
He  never  lost  his  interest  in  Rouses  Point,  however,  frequently  returning  for 
visits  there  until  his  death  on  January  27,  1939.  Jesse  W.  H.  Holcombe  mar¬ 
ried  Annabelle  Carswell,  the  ceremony  taking  place  at  Rouses  Point.  They 
became  the  parents  of  a  son  and  a  daughter  who  survived  him:  1.  Ken¬ 
neth  Henry  Holcombe,  of  further  mention.  2.  Mrs.  Francis  Callanan,  of 
Peru,  New  York. 

Kenneth  Henry  Holcombe  attended  public  schools  at  Rouses  Point,  his 
birthplace,  and  after  finishing  his  high  school  work  he  was  a  student  for  a 
year  at  Norwich  University.  He  then  went  to  the  Albany  Law  School,  in 
Albany,  New  York,  where  he  was  a  member  of  the  class  of  1921.  In  1923 
he  was  admitted  to  the  bar  of  New  York  State,  and  at  once  he  proceeded 
with  his  professional  practice  in  Plattsburg,  where  after  1926  he  was  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  law  firm  of  Pierce  and  Holcombe,  with  offices  at  No.  28  City  Hall 
Place.  His  partner  in  this  firm  was  the  Hon.  Wallace  E.  Pierce,  who  was 
Congressman  from  his  district.  He  figured  prominently  in  a  number  of  cases 
of  both  civil  and  criminal  status,  and  distinguished  himself  in  the  legal  pro¬ 
fession. 

In  his  political  views  Mr.  Holcombe  was  a  staunch  Republican.  He  was 
one  of  Clinton  County’s  leading  party  members  over  a  long  period  of  years, 
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and  in  the  autumn  of  1938  was  nominated  for  district  attorney.  Later  he  was 
elected  by  a  wide  margin  over  his  Democratic  opponent,  Allen  M.  Light,  tak¬ 
ing  office  January  1,  1939.  His  personality  ideally  fitted  him  for  the  work 
of  prosecutor,  and  at  the  time  when  he  was  stricken  with  his  fatal  illness,  in 
April  of  1939,  he  had  already  compiled  nineteen  indictments  for  presentation 
at  the  spring  term  of  the  County  Court.  Had  not  the  condition  of  his  health 
prevented,  he  would  undoubtedly  have  gone  forward  to  achievements  of  dis¬ 
tinction  in  this  office.  He  was  also  active  in  many  organizations.  He  belonged 
to  the  Clinton  County  Bar  Association  and  acted  as  its  treasurer.  He  was 
also  a  member  of  the  New  York  State  Bar  Association  and  the  American  Bar 
Association.  He  was  a  member  of  Rouses  Point  Council  of  the  Knights  of 
Columbus;  the  Delta  Chi  Fraternity,  which  he  joined  in  his  student  days; 
Plattsburg  Lodge,  No.  621,  of  the  Benevolent  and  Protective  Order  of  Elks; 
Montgomery  Post  of  the  American  Legion,  at  Rouses  Point ;  the  Plattsburg 
Chamber  of  Commerce ;  and  the  Plattsburg  Rod  and  Gun  Club.  He  attended 
St.  John’s  Roman  Catholic  Church.  Outdoor  sports  constituted  his  major 
leisure-time  activity,  and  he  took  part  in  them  whenever  opportunity  offered. 

On  February  26,  1927,  Kenneth  Henry  Holcombe  married  Mary  Tierney, 
daughter  of  the  Hon.  Patrick  J.  Tierney,  of  Plattsburg.  Mrs.  Holcombe  was 
born  in  Plattsburg.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Holcombe  became  the  parents  of  two  chil¬ 
dren:  1.  Kenneth  Henry  Holcombe,  Jr.  2.  James  Tierney  Holcombe. 

The  death  of  Kenneth  Henry  Holcombe,  on  May  6,  1939,  at  Plattsburg, 
was  an  occasion  of  profound  sorrow  and  regret  in  every  quarter  in  which  he 
was  known.  His  accomplishments  were  many-sided  and  constructive,  earning 
for  him  the  wide  respect  and  admiration  of  his  fellow-citizens  in  all  walks  and 
departments  of  life.  His  influence  will  be  felt  through  the  years  as  a  con¬ 
tinuing  force  for  good. 


REV.  J.  FRANCIS  McMAHON — As  pastor  of  St.  James’  Roman 
Catholic  Church,  at  North  Creek,  New  York,  J.  Francis  McMahon  has  made 
a  notable  contribution  to  the  life  of  his  times,  earning  the  respect  and  admira-r 
tion  of  his  parishioners  and  his  fellow-citizens.  Ministering  to  the  spiritual 
needs  of  his  parishioners  in  many  communities  that  he  served  before  coming  to 
North  Creek,  he  so  prepared  himself  for  the  labors  that  he  undertook  here, 
and  today  he  stands  high  in  the  affections  of  all  whose  privilege  it  is  to 
know  him. 

Father  McMahon  was  born  October  28,  1880,  in  Troy,  New  York,  son  of 
Bernard  and  Catherine  (Brennan)  McMahon,  both  natives  of  Ireland  and 
both  now  deceased.  The  father  was  engaged  as  a  moulder  all  his  active  career. 

St.  Patrick’s  Parochial  School  provided  the  early  education  of  J.  Francis 
McMahon,  who  also  attended  La  Salle  Institute  High  School  and  St.  Charles 
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College,  at  Ellicott  City,  Maryland.  He  prepared  himself  for  the  priesthood  at 
St.  Joseph’s  Seminary,  and  on  June  5,  1909,  was  ordained  to  the  priesthood. 
There  followed  a  six-week  period  at  the  Church  of  the  Blessed  Sacrament, 
in  Albany,  New  York.  Then  he  went  to  St.  Patrick’s  Roman  Catholic  Church, 
at  Watervliet,  New  York,  where  he  remained  through  the  summer  of  1909. 
Next  he  proceeded  to  St.  Ann’s,  in  Albany,  then  to  St.  Bridgid’s  Church,  in 
Watervliet.  After  seven  years  at  St.  Bridgid’s  Father  McMahon  went  to 
Hancock,  New  York,  there  becoming  pastor  of  St.  Paul’s  Roman  Catholic 
Church  and  so  continuing  for  seven  months.  Next  he  was  at  Green  Island 
as  assistant  pastor  for  six  months.  After  1919  he  was  pastor  at  St.  James’ 
Church,  in  North  Creek,  where  he  carries  forward  his  work  today. 

He  is  a  leader  in  many  church  societies  and  organizations,  as  well  as  in 
the  affairs  of  his  community.  He  belongs  to  the  Knights  of  Columbus  and 
the  Knights  of  Alhambra.  In  spare  time  he  is  fond  of  outdoor  sports  and 
recreation  which,  because  of  their  health-giving  attributes,  he  does  much  to 
encourage,  particularly  among  the  young  people  of  his  church  and  his  com¬ 
munity. 


REV.  MICHAEL  EDWARD  COSTELLO— Rev.  Michael  Edward 
Costello,  a  well-known  member  of  the  Roman  Catholic  priesthood  and  the 
present  pastor  of  St.  Thomas’  Church  at  Underhill  Center,  Vermont,  was 
born  at  Bennington,  Vermont,  April  4,  1894,  the  son  of  William  and  Mary 
(Cummins)  Costello,  both  deceased.  William  Costello  was  born  at  Tipperary, 
Ireland,  February  20,  1853,  and  was  associated  with  the  Holden-Leonard  firm 
for  many  years  prior  to  his  death,  July  7,  1920.  Mary  (Cummins)  Costello, 
born  in  Ireland  May  1,  1861,  departed  this  life  on  May  22,  1918. 

Rev.  Father  Costello  received  his  early  education  in  the  parochial  schools 
at  Bennington,  and  later  enrolled  at  St.  Michael’s  College,  where  he  was 
graduated  in  1921  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts.  His  studies  at  this 
institution  were  interrupted  in  1917,  when  he  enlisted  for  war  service,  and  his 
first  assignment  was  at  Fort  Constitution,  New  Hampshire,  and  later  Fort 
Ad"ms,  Rhode  Island,  as  a  member  of  the  10th  Coast  Artillery.  On  July  19, 

1918,  he  went  overseas  with  the  66th  Coast  Artillery,  and  saw  active  service  in 
France  until  March  5,  1919.  He  received  his  honorable  discharge  May  18, 

1919,  at  Camp  Devens,  Massachusetts,  after  which  he  returned  to  college.  He 
completed  his  preparation  for  the  priesthood  at  Grand  Seminary  in  Montreal, 
Canada,  and  was  ordained  to  his  holy  office  June  6,  1925. 

As  his  first  assignment  he  became  a  curate  at  a  parish  in  Brattleboro,  and 
the  following  year  was  transferred  to  St.  Peter’s  Church  in  Rutland,  where 
he  continued  until  1931.  He  was  then  appointed  pastor  of  St.  Jerome’s 
Church  in  East  Dorset,  and  he  remained  in  charge  of  this  parish  until  August, 
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1935,  when  he  came  to  Underhill  Center,  to  assume  his  present  duties  as 
pastor  of  St.  Thomas’  Church.  Despite  his  comparatively  short  time  in  this 
locality,  Rev.  Father  Costello  has  endeared  himself  to  the  local  populace  and 
he  is  recognized  as  a  most  progressive  leader,  not  only  in  church  but  also  in 
civic  affairs.  •  - 

St.  Thomas’  Church  has  existed  in  Underhill  Center  since  1855,  having 
been  founded  by  Father  Lynch,  the  first  pastor.  The  original  building  was 
destroyed  by  fire  in  1890,  and  the  following  year  the  present  edifice  was 
erected  and  blessed.  ) .  . 

Rev.  Father  Costello  is  an  affiliate  of  the  Rutland  Council,  Knights  of 
Columbus,  and  a  well-known  figure  in  local  affairs. 


REV.  GEORGE  EMERY  L’ECUYER— Member  of  the  Roman 
Catholic  priesthood  for  more  than  thirty  years,  Rev.  George  Emery  L’Ecuyer 
is  now  the  pastor  of  St.  Francis  Xavier  Church  at  Winooski,  Vermont,  where 
he  caters  to  the  spiritual  needs  of  an  ever-increasing  parish  who  love  and 
revere  him  as  an  untiring  and  most  zealous  servant  of  God,  and  a  leader  in 
all  worth  while  and  wholesome  civic  activities. 

Rev.  Father  L’Ecuyer  was  born  at  St.  Johns,  Province  of  Quebec,  Canada, 
April  23,  1884,  the  son  of  the  late  Nelson  E.  and  Azelie  (Langlois)  L’Ecuyer, 
both  natives  of  St.  Johns.  Nelson  E.  L’Ecuyer,  born  July  17,  1862,  was 
manager  and  treasurer  of  St.  Albans  Messenger  Company  for  approximately 
thirty  years  prior  to  his  death  at  Tampa,  Florida,  February  29,  1920.  Azelie 
(Langlois)  L’Ecuyer  was  born  December  31,  1864. 

Rev.  Father  L’Ecuyer  was  educated  at  St.  Mary’s  in  Maryville,  Canada, 
and  then  prepared  for  the  priesthood  at  the  Grand  Seminary,  Laval  Uni¬ 
versity  School  of  Divinity,  in  Montreal,  where  he  was  a  member  of  the  class 
of  1907.  He  was  ordained  to  the  priesthood  in  the  same  year,  and  his  first 
assignment  was  as  a  curate  in  Brattleboro,  Vermont,  where  he  was  stationd 
until  1911.  For  the  next  six  months  he  served  as  a  curate  in  the  church  where 
he  is  now  pastor,  and  then  in  March,  1912,  he  was  appointed  pastor  of  St. 
John  the  Baptist  Church  in  Enosburg  Falls,  where  he  remained  until  1930. 
From  that  time  until  1937  he  was  in  charge  of  the  parish  of  St.  Peter’s  at 
Vergennes,  and  then  in  November  of  that  year  he  returned  to  Winooski  to 
take  up  his  present  duties  as  pastor  at  St.  Francis  Xavier  Church.  This 
church  and  adjoining  school  were  erected  under  the  supervision  of  Rev.  J.  F. 
Audet  in  1869,  and  he  remained  as  pastor  until  1918.  For  the  next  five  years 
Rev.  J.  B.  Turcot  was  pastor,  and  he  was  succeeded  in  1924  by  Rev.  J.  M. 
Billon,  who  conducted  the  affairs  of  the  parish  until  1926.  He  was  succeeded 
by  Rev.  J.  A.  La  Couture,  who  held  the  pastorship  until  1937,  at  which  time 
Rev.  L’Ecuyer  was  appointed  as  pastor.  The  parish  has  steadily  increased  in 
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number  during  the  years  of  its  existence  under  the  leadership  of  these  priests, 
and  today  the  parochial  school,  known  as  St.  Louis  Convent,  has  an  enroll¬ 
ment  of  more  than  six  hundred  and  fifty  students  and  requires  the  services  of 
a  teaching  staff  of  twenty-one  nuns,  whereas  at  the  time  of  its  erection,  only 
three  nuns  were  assigned  to  duty  here. 

Rev.  Father  L’Ecuyer  is  highly  regarded  in  this  section,  and  during  his 
comparatively  brief  association  with  the  people  of  Winooski,  he,  has  gained  the 
confidence  of  the  local  citizenry  of  all  faiths  who  recognize  in  him  a  true 
churchman  and  a  citizen  of  unquestioned  integrity. 


WATSON  FRANK  ROGERS,  M.  D. — Following  in  the  footsteps 
of  his  distinguished  father  who  achieved  a  notable  reputation  in  the  Vermont 
medical  field,  Dr.  Watson  Frank  Rogers  became  a  member  of  the  medical 
profession  in  1934,  and  he  now  maintains  offices  in  Underhill,  where  he  is 
recognized  as  a  most  capable  physician,  well  fitted  to  continue  the  family  tradi¬ 
tion  for  successful  performance  in  the  field  of  medicine. 

Dr.  Rogers  was  born  at  Alburg,  Vermont,  June  9,  1908,  the  son  of  the 
late  Dr.  Frank  and  Sybil  (Morgan)  Rogers.  Dr.  Frank  Rogers,  born  at 
Panton,  Vermont,  February  17,  1885,  graduated  from  the  University  of  Ver¬ 
mont  with  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  in  1899,  and  immediately  there¬ 
after  began  the  practice  of  his  profession  in  Alburg,  where  he  continued  until 
1911.  He  then  moved  his  offices  to  Vergennes,  and  maintained  an  extensive 
practice  in  that  city,  until  his  death  on  April  8,  1927.  He  was  an  active  Repub¬ 
lican,  and  at  one  time  served  as  a  member  of  the  Vergennes  School  Board. 
Sybil  (Morgan)  Rogers  was  born  at  Lincoln,  Vermont,  April  8,  1884. 

Dr.  Watson  Frank  Rogers  received  his  early  education  in  the  Vergennes 
public  schools,  and  after  completing  his  high  school  studies  in  1925,  he  matric¬ 
ulated  at  the  University  of  Vermont,  where  he  received  his  degree  of  Bachelor 
of  Surgery  in  1929.  He  continued  his  studies  in  the  Medical  College  of  this 
university,  and  received  his  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  as  a  member  of  the 
class  of  1933.  During  the  following  year  he  served  an  interneship  at  the 
Vassar  Brothers  Hospital  at  Poughkeepsie,  New  York,  and  then  he  went  to 
Essex  Junction  to  launch  his  medical  career.  He  later  moved  his  offices  to 
Underhill,  where  he  has  since  engaged  in  the  general  practice  of  his  profession. 
He  is  at  present  a  member  of  the  staff  of  Fanny  Allen  Hospital,  and  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  courtesy  staff  of  Mary  Fletcher  Hospital  in  Burlington.  He  is 
also  now  serving  as  local  health  officer. 

Dr.  Rogers  is  a  member  of  the  Congregational  Church,  an  active  Republi¬ 
can,  and  an  affiliate  of  the  Chittenden  County,  Vermont  State  and  American 
Medical  associations  and  the  Free  and  Accepted  Masons. 
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He  was  married  at  Poughkeepsie,  New  York,  September  23,  1933,  to 
Marguerite  Cole,  a  native  of  that  city,  born  March  11,  1911,  the  daughter  of 
James  and  Georgiana  (McEntee)  Cole.  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Rogers  are  the  parents 
of  two  sons:  1.  Lee  Frank,  born  September  24,  1934.  2.  Peter  Cole,  born 
June  1 7,  1937. _ _ 

MAURICE  JEAN  VILLEMAIRE,  M.  D.  — For  the  past  seven  years, 
Dr.  Maurice  Jean  Villemaire  has  been  engaged  in  the  general  practice  of 
medicine  and  surgery  at  Milton,  Vermont,  where  he  is  highly  regarded  both 
by  his  associates  in  the  medical  profession  and  by  the  many  who  comprise  his 
extensive  clientele. 

Dr.  Villemaire  was  born  at  Winooski,  Vermont,  April  8,  1902,  the  son  of 
Frank  Edward  and  the  late  Claire  Elizabeth  (Desautels)  Villemaire.  Frank 
Edward  Villemaire  was  born  at  Winooski,  July  25,  1868  and  has  been  engaged 
in  the  machinist  trade  at  Burlington  for  many  years.  He  is  a  communicant 
of  the  Roman  Catholic  Church,  an  active  Democrat  and  an  affiliate  of  the 
Order  of  Foresters.  He  is  the  son  of  Peter  and  Cordelia  (Blanchard)  Ville¬ 
maire.  Peter  Villemaire,  a  descendant  of  Peter  Villemaire,  a  native  of 
Mascouche.  Quebec,  and  the  pioneer  of  the  family  in  Vermont,  was  born  at 
Winooski,  and  lived  there  until  his  death  in  October,  1902.  He  married 
Cordelia  Blanchard,  and  to  their  union  was  born  seven  children:  1.  Frank 
Edward.  2.  Frederic  A.  3.  Albert.  4.  Augusta.  5.  George  E.  6.  J.  Henry. 
7.  Nellie  Villemaire.  Cordelia  (Blanchard)  Villemaire,  a  native  of  Chau¬ 
tauqua,  New  York,  died  in  1934  at  the  age  of  eighty-nine  years.  Claire  Eliza¬ 
beth  (Desautels)  Villemaire  was  born  at  Charlotte,  Vermont,  October  6, 
1870,  and  died  August  29,  1918. 

After  completing  his  preparatory  education  at  Winooski  High  School  in 
1921,  Dr.  Villemaire  enrolled  at  the  University  of  Vermont,  where  he  received 
his  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  as  a  member  of  th  class  of  1929.  During 
the  following  year  he  served  his  interneship  at  the  Waterbury  Llospital  in 
Waterbury,  Connecticut,  and  in  1931  he  came  to  Milton,  Vermont,  to  launch 
his  private  practice  as  a  physician  and  surgeon,  in  which  work  he  has  been 
most  successful.  At  the  present  time  he  is  a  member  of  the  staffs  of  both 
Fanny  Allen  Hospital  at  Burlington,  and  the  St.  Albans  Hospital  at  St. 
Albans,  Vermont.  He  is  also  a  member  of  the  Reserve  Officers  Training 
Corps. 

Dr.  Villemaire  is  a  communicant  of  St.  Ann’s  Roman  Catholic  Church,  a 
supporter  of  the  Democratic  party,  and  an  affiliate  of  the  Chittenden  County, 
Vermont  State  and  American  Medical  associations,  and  the  Phi  Chi  Frater¬ 
nity.

WALTER  R.  HILDRETH— President  of  the  Northern  Insuring 
Agency,  Incorporated,  of  Au  Sable  Forks,  Plattsburg  and  Glens  Falls,  Walter 
R.  Hildreth  is  not  only  one  of  the  oustanding  insurance  men  of  northern  New 
York  State  but  also  a  leading  credit  man,  being  vice-president  also  of  the 
Au  Sable  Credit  Corporation,  an  organization  which,  with  offices  in  Glens  Falls 
and  in  Plattsburg  as  well  as  in  Au  Sable  Forks,  is  one  of  the  most  active 
enterprises  of  its  kind  in  the  Adirondack  region. 

Walter  R.  Hildreth  was  born  at  Ticonderoga,  Essex  County,  April  20, 
1890,  son  of  Robert  T.  and  Minnie  (Duntley)  Hildreth.  Robert  T.  Hildreth, 
who  was  a  native  of  Crown  Point,  established  himself  in  life  as  a  laborer, 
an  occupation  which  he  followed  for  many  years.  Minnie  (Duntley)  Hildreth, 
his  wife,  is  a  native  of  North  Hudson.

In  addition  to  developing  the  corporation  until  it  covers  most  of  north¬ 
eastern  New  York  State,  Mr.  Hildreth  in  1928  organized  the  Au  Sable  Credit 
Corporation  and  was  elected  vice-president  of  this  enterprise  also,  remaining 
in  office  through  the  present  time  and  enlarging  the  corporation’s  activities 
until  they  cover  the  territory  between  Glens  Falls  and  the  Canadian  border. 

During  the  World  War,  Mr.  Hildreth  served  as  chief  clerk  of  Exemption 
Board,  No.  2,  of  Clinton  County.  Supporting  his  community  by  membership 
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in  the  Au  Sable  Forks  Rotary  Club,  Mr.  Hildreth,  who  attends  the  First 
Methodist  Church  of  Au  Sable  Forks  and  finds  recreation  from  his  business 
responsibilities  by  indulgence  in  his  favorite  sports  of  hunting  and  fishing, 
is  a  member  of  Tahawus  Lodge,  No.  790,  Ancient  Free  and  Accepted  Masons, 
and  Plattsburg  Lodge,  No.  621,  Benevolent  and  Protective  Order  of  Elks. 

Walter  R.  Hildreth  married  in  1913,  Nona  Grey,  who  was  born  in  Ticon- 
deroga,  New  York.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hildreth  are  the  parents  of  a  son,  Marvin

JOHN  J.  WILLIS — Coming  to  St.  Albans,  Vermont,  in  1906,  John 
J.  Willis  entered  the  real  estate  and  insurance  business  nineteen  years  later, 
and  he  has  been  successfully  engaged  in  this  field  to  the  present  day.  He  was 
born  in  New  York  City,  February  24,  1902,  the  son  of  William  and  Katherine

AXEL  S.  PETERSON — -After  serving  in  the  editorial  department 
of  the  “Daily  News”  in  Burlington,  Axel  S.  Peterson  established  an  advertis¬ 
ing  business  here  in  partnership  with  his  former  editor,  L.  F.  Dow.  In  a 
little  more  than  a  decade  they  have  developed  this  venture  into  one  of  the 
most  respected  and  successful  of  its  type  in  the  State  and  list  among  their 
accounts  a  number  of  large  commercial,  industrial  and  business  firms.  As  a 
resident  of  this  city  Mr.  Peterson  has  also  taken  a  keen  and  active  interest  in 
civic  and  social  affairs  and  has  contributed  substantially  to  the  general  welfare 
of  the  community  through  his  public-spirited  and  well-directed  efforts. 

Mr.  Peterson  was  born  in  Proctor,  Vermont,  November  5,  1898,  the  son 
of  August  and  Anna  (Anderson)  Peterson,  both  natives  of  Sweden.

WALTER  A.  CLARK — With  a  record  of  more  than  half  a  century 
of  experience  in  the  general  insurance  field,  Walter  A.  Clark  has  established 
himself  as  one  of  the  oldest  and  most  successful  in  his  field  in  Rutland  and 
vicinity. 

Mr.  Clark  was  born  at  East  Poultney,  Vermont,  December  5,  1859,  the 
son  of  Albert  Backus  and  Jane  M.  (Clift)  Clark,  both  deceased.  Albert 
Backus  Clark,  also  a  native  of  East  Poultney,  was  engaged  in  the  farming 
industry  at  the  time  of  his  death  in  1905,  at  the  age  of  seventy-six  years.  He 
was  the  son  of  Warren  Clark  who,  with  his  wife,  came  from  Connecticut  to 
East  Poultney  on  horseback  in  1805,  and  settling  in  this  Vermont  community, 
engaged  in  farming  operations.

FRED  HOMER  REMINGTON — Fred  Homer  Remington,  vice- 
president  and  general  manager  of  the  Rutland  Concrete  Pipe  Company,  Incor¬ 
porated,  and  a  well-known  figure  in  the  contracting  business  in  this  city  for 
more  than  twenty-eight  years,  was  born  at  Horicon,  on  Brant  Lake,  New 
York,  March  8,  1869,  the  son  of  Ziba  J.  and  Mary  (Ross)  Remington,  both 
deceased.  Ziba  J.  Remington,  a  native  of  Hinesburg,  Vermont,  was  engaged 
as  a  lumberman  at  the  time  of  his  death  in  1918.  Mary  (Ross)  Remington, 
a  native  of  Bolton,  New  York,  died  in  1908. 

Fred  Homer  Remington  entered  Moriah  Academy  after  completing  his

LOUIS  P.  ROBARE — One  of  the  outstanding  insurance  men  of 
Clinton  and  Essex  counties,  Louis  P.  Robare  of  Au  Sable  Forks  is  also  active 
in  New  York  City,  where  he  is  interested  in  real  estate  and  insurance,  having 
entered  the  field  after  several  years  spent  as  banker  and  investment  counselor. 

Louis  P.  Robare  was  born  in  Au  Sable  Forks,  Clinton  County,  July  7, 
1900,  son  of  Albert  J.  and  Orrila  (Dennett)  Robare.  Albert  J.  Robare,  who 
was  a  native  of  Au  Sable  Forks,  established  himself  in  life  as  a  paper  maker, 
a  trade  which  he  followed  until  the  time  of  his  death.

MILFORD  KNOWLES  SMITH — Admitted  to  the  Vermont  bar  . in 
1930,  Milford  Knowles  Smith  immediately  established  his  offices  at  Rutland, 
and  has  enjoyed  a  most  successful  legal  practice  to  the  present  day,  being 
highly  regarded  both  by  his  professional  colleagues  and  the  large  number  of 
local  citizens  who  comprise  his  extensive  clientele. 

Mr.  Smith  was  born  in  Albany,  New  York,  February  25,  1906,  the  son 
of  the  late  Dr.  Ray  E.  and  Ethel  M.  (Burgess)  Smith.  Dr.  Smith  was  born 
at  Ellenburg,  New  York  in  1882,  and  after  graduating  from  the  Albany  Med¬ 
ical  School  of  Union  College,  he  began  the  practice  of  medicine  in  Rutland, 
where  he  was  engaged  most  successfully  until  his  death  in  1927.

GEORGE  MERRY  SOMERS,  D.  D.  S. — For  the  past  thirty-three 
years,  Dr  George  Merry  Somers  has  maintained  offices  in  Proctor,  Vermont, 
for  the  general  practice  of  dentistry,  and  he  is  one  of  the  leading  members  of 
his  profession  in  this  locality,  serving  for  ten  years  as  a  member  of  the  State 
Board  of  Dental  Examiners. 

Dr.  George  Merry  Somers  was  born  at  Magog,  Quebec,  Canada,  May  21, 
1875,  the  son  of  Dr.  George  O.  and  Leston  A.  (Merry)  Somers,  both  now 
deceased.  Dr.  George  O.  Somers  was  born  at  Barnet,  Vermont,  in  1819.  He 
received  his  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  at  Dartmouth  College  in  1844,  and 
was  engaged  in  the  practice  of  medicine  at  Magog,  Quebec,  Canada,  for  many 
years  prior  to  his  death  in  September,  1891.  Leston  A.  (Merry)  Somers, 
born  at  Magog  in  1845,  died  in  1895.

ALBERT  ALEXANDER  CREE — He  was  born  in  Spruce  Creek, 
Huntingdon  County,  Pennsylvania,  June  15,  1898,  the  son  of  Harry  C.  and 
Minnie  L.  (Irwin)  Cree,  and  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  at  Tyrone, 
Pennsylvania,  and  at  Columbia  University,  New  York  City.  During  the 
World  War  he  went  to  France  and  first  served  with  the  French  Army,  as  a 
part  of  the  American  Field  Service  Volunteers;  later  he  was  attached  to  the 
Air  Corps  of  the  United  States  Army,  with  the  rank  of  second  lieutenant. 
He  began  his  business  career  in  the  latter  part  of  1919,  with  Lee  Higginson 
and  Company,  investment  brokers  in  New  York  City,  becoming  assistant 
treasurer.  He  then  was  appointed  assistant  treasurer  of  the  New  England

SILAS  S.  BAKER — Active  in  the  industrial  life  of  Plattsburg  for 
many  years,  Silas  S.  Baker  is  now  president  of  the  Baker  Fairchild  Lumber 
Company,  Incorporated,  and  also  the  Au  Sable  Forks  Lumber  Company,  and 
is  recognized  as  one  of  the  leading  figures  in  his  particular  field  in  this  locality. 
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Mr.  Baker  was  born  in  this  city,  September  14,  1892,  the  son  of  the  late 
Frank  L.  and  Esther  (Couschaine)  Baker.  Frank  L.  Baker,  also  a  native  of 
Plattsburg,  was  engaged  during  his  lifetime  in  the  carpentry  and  contracting 
business. 

Silas  S.  Baker  attended  the  Plattsburg  public  schools,  and  graduated  from 
St.  Peter’s  Academy,  and  after  learning  the  carpentry  trade  continued  in  this 
field  until  1928.  During  the  World  War  period  he  taught  carpentry  at  Syra¬ 
cuse  University,  where  he  had  a  class  of  forty-two  students.  He  was  honor¬ 
ably  discharged  from  service  in  the  latter  part  of  1918  with  rank  of  sergeant, 
first  class.

MERRITT  OTIS  EDDY,  M.  D.— Dr.  Merritt  Otis  Eddy,  a  prac¬ 
ticing  physician  and  surgeon  in  Jericho  Center,  Chittenden  County,  Vermont, 
for  over  twenty-six  years,  and  a  descendant  of  a  family  which  has  been  con¬ 
nected  with  the  history  of  New  England  since  the  earlier  part  of  the  seven¬ 
teenth  century  (1630),  is  a  native  of  Townshend,  Vermoni. 

He  was  born  February  26,  1877,  the  son  of  Willard  Harrison  and  Mary 
Jane  (Lakin)  Eddy,  both  deceased.  Willard  Harrison  Eddy  was  born  at 
Winhall,  Vermont,  February  27,  1835,  and  was  engaged  in  general  farming 
at  Townshend  for  many  years.  He  was  active  in  Republican  circles,  holding 
various  local  offices,  and  fraternally  he  was  affiliated  with  the  Free  and  Ac¬ 
cepted  Masons.  He  died  at  Boston,  Massachusetts,  February  6,  1917.  His 
ancestors,  John  and  Samuel  Eddy,  sons  of  a  minister  in  England,  came  to 
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America  in  1630  on  the  ship  “Hand  Maid,”  and  settled  in  New  England. 
Mary  Jane  (Lakin)  Eddy,  born  at  Peru,  Vermont,  January  20,  1837,  died  at 
Townshend,  May  30,  1907. 

After  completing  his  preparatory  education  in  the  Townshend  public 
schools,  Dr.  Eddy  enrolled  at  Leland  Gray  Seminary,  where  he  was  a  member 
of  the  class  of  1896.  For  the  next  five  years  he  was  in  charge  of  a  depart¬ 
ment  at  the  McLean  Hospital  in  Boston,  Massachusetts,  and  then  he  enrolled 
at  Tufts  Medical  College,  where  he  received  his  Doctor  of  Medicine  degree 
in  1905.  For  the  next  six  months  he  served  an  interneship  at  the  Taunton 
City  Hospital  in  Taunton,  Massachusetts,  after  which  he  came  to  Readsboro, 
Vermont,  to  launch  his  career  in  the  medical  field.  He  continued  there  until 
May,  1911,  at  which  time  he  came  to  Jericho,  where  he  has  ever  since  that 
time  distinguished  himself  as  a  most  capable  physician  and  surgeon,  earning 
and  maintaining  the  respect  and  confidence  of  an  extensive  and  exacting 
clientele.  From  1922  until  1934  he  also  served  as  health  officer  in  Jericho. 

Dr.  Eddy  is  a  member  of  the  Congregational  Church,  an  ardent  supporter 
of  the  Republican  party,  and  an  affiliate  of  the  Free  and  Accepted  Masons, 
County,  State  and  American  Medical  associations.

Alice  Gertrude,  born 
at  Boston,  Massachusetts,  July  21,  1906,  married  Edwin  J  Drury,  of  Newark, 
New  Jersey,  where  Mr.  Drury  is  associated  with  the  Bell  Telephone  Company, 
and  they  are  the  parents  of  a  daughter,  Barbara  Jane  Drury,  born  October 
12,  1932.  2.  Richard  Hooper,  born  at  Readsboro,  Vermont,  September  21, 

1910.  is  engaged  in  the  automobile  business  near  Burlington. 


LOUIS  S.  NEWTON— Prominent  among  the  leading  architects  of 
the  State  of  Vermont  and  surrounding  vicinity  is  Louis  S.  Newton  who,  for 
the  past  seventeen  years,  has  practiced  in  the  city  of  Burlington,  where  many 
examples  of  his  talents  are  to  be  found  in  business,  public  and  residential 
buildings.  He  is  universally  recognized  for  his  achievements  and  enjoys  an 
enviable  reputation  among  his  professional  colleagues. 

Mr.  Newton  was  born  in  Hartford,  Vermont,  March  21,  1871,  the  son  of 
John  and  Mary  Jane  (Dutton)  Newton,  both  deceased  and  former  natives 
of  his  birthplace  where  his  father  engaged  in  farming  throughout  his  life. 
After  a  general  education  in  the  public  schools  of  this  community  Mr.  Newton 
attended  St.  Johnsbury  Academy  and  later  went  to  Boston,  Massachusetts, 
where  he  took  special  courses  in  architecture.  Upon  finishing  his  training  he 
established  himself  in  Lebanon,  New  Hampshire,  and  after  continuing  here 
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for  a  short  time  returned  to  Hartford,  his  birthplace,  where  he  was  to  con¬ 
duct  an  architectural  business  until  1921,  when  he  came  to  Burlington,  where 
he  has  since  practiced,  maintaining  offices  at  No.  135  Saint  Paul  Street. 

During  his  long  and  distinguished  career  Mr.  Newton  has  carried  out  a 
number  of  important  commissions,  including  the  redesigning  and  remodeling 
of  many  of  the  buildings  of  the  University  of  Vermont.  He  has  also  con¬ 
ducted  similar  work  on  the  church  at  Newport,  New  Hampshire,  another 
church  at  S wanton,  Vermont,  the  Gates  Memorial  Library,  and  the  First 
National  Bank,  both  of  White  River  Junction;  the  Profile  House  in  the  White 
Mountains  ;  the  Peck  Block,  the  Ridgewood  and  Marannette  apartment  houses, 
Governor  Billings  residence,  of  Woodstock;  the  H.  W.  Abraham  residence 
and  store  and  the  Russell  Brown  residence,  of  Burlington,  and  the  Mrs.  J.  C. 
Herrick  residence  of  Stowe.  He  reconstructed  and  modernized  the  Burling¬ 
ton  Rapid  Transit  Company’s  Central  Terminal,  which  was  finished  May  1, 
1939.  Each  of  these  commissions,  together  with  many  other  edifices  of  a 
similar  type  are  graphic  testimony  of  his  ability  and  success. 

Mr.  Newton  attends  the  Congregational  Church  and  for  recreation  de¬ 
votes  most  of  his  leisure  to  the  hobby  of  photography. 


FARRINGTON  D.  POST — A  native  and  long  resident  of  St.  Albans, 
Vermont,  Farrington  D.  Post  is  an  exemplar  of  the  New  England  tradition 
of  useful  citizenship.  He  traveled  an  indirect,  but  colorful  road  in  business 
until  recent  years,  when  he  was  elected  city  clerk  and  treasurer  of  St.  Albans. 

Mr.  Post  was  born  in  the  city,  May  28,  1888,  son  of  Nathan  N.  and 
Caroline  Cordelia  (Ladd)  Post.  His  father,  born  in  Georgia,  Vermont,  as 
was  his  mother,  was  a  well-known  attorney  who  for  twenty-six  years  was 
judge  of  the  Municipal  Court,  thus  placing  him  among  the  pioneers  of  this 
type  in  jurisdiction.  He  is  deceased,  but  Mrs.  Post  still  makes  her  home  in  the 
Green  Mountain  State. 

Farrington  D.  Post  was  prepared  for  higher  education  in  the  grammar  and 
high  schools  of  his  birthplace.  Entering  Dartmouth  College,  he  was  graduated 
with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science,  with  the  class  of  1911.  For  two 
years  he  was  an  educator,  teaching  in  a  Cambridge,  New  Llampshire,  school, 
but  then  went  with  Swift  and  Company,  as  a  salesman.  In  1916  Mr.  Post 
enlisted  in  the  Quartermaster’s  Department  of  the  United  States  Army  and 
received  a  commission  as  a  second  lieutenant  while  in  the  service.  Upon  his 
return  to  civilian  life  he  went  with  Swift  and  Company,  once  more,  for  a 
short  time.  Over  quite  a  period  he  engaged  in  the  wholesale  confectionery 
business,  or  until  1930,  when  he  became  a  coal  and  ice  dealer  in  St.  Albans. 
Since  1937  he  has  been  city  clerk  and  treasurer  at  St.  Albans. 
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Mr.  Post  is  a  Republican  in  his  party  allegiance.  Fraternally,  he  is 
affiliated  with  St.  Albans  Lodge,  Benevolent  and  Protective  Order  of  Elks, 
and  is  a  Mason.  His  college  fraternity  is  Kappa  Sigma,  and  he  is  a  member 
of  the  Owl  Club,  the  Champlain  Country  Club,  and  the  Franklin  County  Rod 
and  Gun  Club,  of  which  he  is  also  president.

FRANCIS  D.  FOLEY — A  practicing  attorney  in  Burlington  for  the 
past  thirteen  years,  Francis  D.  Foley  is  now  senior  member  of  the  well-known 
firm  of  Foley  and  Rothman,  and  he  has  also  served  since  1935  as  judge  of 
probate  of  Chittenden  County. 

Mr.  Foley  was  born  in  Windsor,  Vermont,  April  12,  1898,  the  son  of 
Thomas  F.  and  the  late  Margaret  Elizabeth  (Devine)  Foley.  Thomas  F.

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RUSSELL  FRANK  NIQUETTE  - — Russell  Frank  Niquette,  a  well- 
known  member  of  the  Burlington  legal  fraternity,  and  a  leading  figure  in  the 
political  and  civic  life  of  this  locality  was  born  at  Winooski,  Vermont,  August 
8,  1907,  the  son  of  Frank  T.  and  Alma  (Manseau)  Niquette,  both  natives  of 
Winooski,  Vermont.  Frank  T.  Niquette  was  born  August  1,  1874,  and  for 
several  years  he  was  engaged  in  the  wholesale  grocery  business.  He  later 
entered  the  contracting  and  building  field,  and  has  built  eighty-five  buildings 
in  Winooski.

ALBERT  L.  HAYES,  M.  D.- — One  of  the  leading  general  practitioners 
of  Essex  County,  Albert  L.  Hayes.  M.  D.,  of  Willsboro,  is  also  known  as  a 
psychiatrist  and  is  serving  in  several  official  capacities,  giving  generously  of 
his  time  and  talent  to  the  welfare  of  Willsboro  and  Essex  County. 
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Albert  L.  Hayes  was  born  at  Hoosick  Falls,  New  York,  November  6, 
1894,  son  of  John  F.  and  Bridget  (O’Toole)  Hayes.  John  F.  Hayes,  who  was 
a  native  of  Hoosick  Falls,  established  himself  in  life  as  a  woodworker  and  be¬ 
came  the  foreman  of  the  woodworking  department  of  the  Hoosick  Falls  plant 
of  Walter  A.  Wood  Company,  a  position  which  he  held  for  years  and  in 
which  he  was  active  until  the  time  of  his  death.

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ERALD  FAIRBANKS  FOSTER,  M.  D.— A  member  of  the  Burling¬ 
ton  medical  profession  for  the  past  eleven  years,  Dr.  Erald  Fairbanks  Foster, 
the  city  health  officer,  is  recognized  as  one  of  the  leading  physicians  and  sur¬ 
geons  in  this  locality,  catering  to  a  select  and  extensive  practice. 

Dr.  Foster  was  born  at  Coventry,  Vermont,  May  21,  1902,  the  son  of 
Howard  E.  and  Leora  (Fairbanks)  Foster.

ARTHUR  RUSH  HOGAN,  M.  D. — Throughout  his  professional 
career  of  more  than  fourteen  years,  Dr.  Arthur  Rush  Hogan  has  maintained 
offices  in  his  native  city  of  Burlington,  where  he  is  recognized  as  an  outstand¬ 
ing  figure  in  the  field  of  medicine  and  surgery.

CHARLES  F.  BLACK— Numbered  among  the  most  prominent  citi¬ 
zens  of  Burlington  is  Charles  F.  Black,  an  active  member  of  the  local  legal 
fraternity  and  a  leading  figure  in  the  business,  political  and  civic  life  of  this 
locality.  He  was  born  here  March  5,  1884,  the  son  of  John  H.  and  Hannah 
(Hogan)  Black,  both  now  deceased.  John  H.  Black,  a  native  of  Germany, 
served  the  city  of  Burlington  as  superintendent  of  streets  for  many  years 
prior  to  his  death.  Hannah  (Hogan)  Black  was  born  in  Ireland,  but  spent 
most  of  her  lifetime  in  this  section. 

Charles  F.  Black  acquired  his  early  education  in  the  Burlington  schools, 
and  he  then  entered  the  University  of  Vermont,  where  he  received  his  degree 
of  Bachelor  of  Philosophy  as  a  member  of  the  class  of  1906.

He  was  married  in  1936  to  Frances  Connolly,  a  native  of  Waltham, 
Massachusetts. 


HARRY  A.  BUTLER — Having  entered  the  insurance  field  more  than 
twenty-five  years  ago,  Harry  A.  Butler  has  been  active  in  this  field  both  in 
the  United  States  and  Canada  to  the  present  day  and  for  the  past  seven  years 
has  served  as  general  agent  for  the  Berkshire  Life  Insurance  Company,  with 
offices  at  No.  200  Main  Street,  Burlington,  Vermont. 

Mr.  Butler  was  born  at  North  Lawrence,  St.  Lawrence  County,  New 
York,  August  19,  1881,  the  son  of  John  C.  and  Catherine  (McEwen)  Butler, 
both  deceased.  John  C.  Butler,  also  a  native  of  St.  Lawrence  County,  was 
engaged  in  the  farming  industry  at  the  time  of  his  death.  He  also  took  an 
active  part  in  public  affairs,  and  served  for  a  time  as  supervisor  of  St. 
Lawrence  County  and  also  as  highway  commissioner. 

Harry  A.  Butler  completed  his  elementary  and  high  school  education  in 
the  St.  Lawrence  County  schools,  and  then  he  took  a  special  course  in  teacher 
training,  after  which  he  engaged  in  the  teaching  profession  for  three  years. 
For  the  next  eight  years,  he  worked  as  a  traveling  salesman,  selling  ladies’ 
ready-to-wear  garments,  and  then  in  1912  he  entered  the  insurance  field, 
becoming  associated  with  the  New  York  Life  Insurance  Company  at 
their  office  in  Burlington.

He  continued  in  this  capacity  until  1921, 
when  upon  the  addition  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  to  his  territory  he 
took  over  the  managership  of  the  business  for  both  states.  He  capably 
administered  the  duties  of  this  important  office  until  1932,  at  which  time  he 
became  associated  with  the  Berkshire  Life  Insurance  Company,  becoming 
general  agent  for  the  State  of  Vermont,  in  which  post  he  has  served  to  date. 
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As  diversion  from  his.  numerous  business  activities,  he  finds  recreation  in  his 
chief  hobbies,  golf  and  bowling. 

Mr.  Butler  is  a  communicant  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Church,  past  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Lions  Club,  past  president  and  a  director  of  the  Burlington  Life 
Underwriters  Association,  past  president  of  the  Vermont  State  Life  Under¬ 
writers  Association  and  a  member  of  the  National  Life  Underwriters  Asso¬ 
ciation.

Lie  was  married,  in  1914,  to  Grace  Blair,  a  native  of  Burlington,  and  they 
are  the  parents  of  a  daughter:  Jean  O.,  a  member  of  the  1940  class  at  the 
University  of  Vermont. 


PERCY  L.  BALLARD — Shortly  after  the  turn  of  the  century,  Percy 
L.  Ballard  came  to  Burlington,  Vermont,  and  down  the  years  has  taken  an 
active  part  in  the  life  of  the  city — its  business,  civic  affairs,  fraternal  circles 
and  humanitarian  organizations.  Although  much  has  been  written  of  the 
secrets  of  success,  a  final  analysis  forces  the  conclusion  that  natural  abilities 
and  industry,  intelligently  applied,  are  the  chief  basis  of  worth  while  achieve¬ 
ments.  The  correctness  of  this  conclusion  is  exemplified  in  the  career  of  Mr. 
Ballard,  who  began  making  his  own  livelihood  as  a  boy  because  of  the  death 
of  his  father.  He  traveled  a  road  filled  with  many  obstacles  and  along  which 
progress  was  made  only  with  difficulty.  His  attainments  are  wholly  of  his 
own  making  and  richly  deserved. 

Mr.  Ballard  was  born  at  Milton,  Vermont,  September  25,  1879,  the  son 
of  Rinaldo  W.  and  Helen  (Pearl)  Ballard,  both  deceased,  the  forming  dying 
January  25,  1895,  the  latter  on  September  12,  1919.  Rinaldo  W.  Ballard,  also 
a  native  of  Milton,  followed  general  farm  operations  prior  to  his  death.  He 
was  the  father  of  seven  children:  1.  Edith,  deceased.  2.  Bertha,  deceased.  3. 
Ward  P.,  a  farmer.  4.  Percy  L.,  of  whom  further.  5.  Nina  E.,  now  Mrs. 
William  T.  Worthridge,  of  Worcester,  Massachusetts.  6.  Duel  R.,  associated 
with  Stetson  Shoe  Company,  Weymouth,  Massachusetts.  7.  Bernice  H.,  for¬ 
merly  a  teacher  in  the  Burlington  schools,  now  deceased. 

Percy  L.  Ballard  attended  the  Milton  elementary  and  high  schools,  and 
engaged  in  miscellaneous  activities.  He  entered  the  employ  of  the  Interna¬ 
tional  Paper  Company,  where  he  served  as  timekeeper  for  approximately  three 
years.  He  then  came  to  Burlington  and,  after  attending  business  college, 
became  associated  with  the  Burlington  Rendering  Company  where  he  remained 
for  eighteen  months.  During  the  following  two  years  he  was  identified  with 
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the  Burlington  Light  and  Power  Company.  In  1907  he  entered  the  insurance 
field,  becoming  associated  with  the  Mutual  Benefit  Life  Insurance  Company, 
where  he  served  as  cashier  until  1918,  resigning  to  go  into  the  insurance  busi¬ 
ness  for  himself.  Since  1918,  Percy  L.  Ballard  has  been  engaged  in  the 
general  insurance  business  in  Burlington,  maintaining  offices  at  No.  150  Bank 
Street,  where  he  caters  to  a  large  clientele,  writing  all  forms  of  insurance. 
In  this  exacting  field  he  is  a  well-recognized  leader,  commanding  to  an  unusual 
degree  the  respect,  confidence  and  friendship  of  both  colleagues  and  clients. 

Mr.  Ballard  is  a  member  of  the  local  Republican  party.  Fraternally  he  is 
affiliated  with  Burlington  Lodge,  No.  100,  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  Hamil¬ 
ton  Lodge,  No.  14,  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  of  which  he  is  a  Past 
Grand;  also  is  treasurer  of  the  Burlington  Odd  Fellows  Association,  treas¬ 
urer  of  Green  Mountain  Encampment  and  captain  of  Canton  Lafayette. 
His  professional  connections  include  the  Burlington  and  Vermont  State 
Underwriters’  Association  and  the  National  Association  of  Life  Underwriters. 
Mr.  Ballard  is  a  member  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  the  Burlington 
Boy  Scout  Council.  He  worships  in  the  faith  of  the  Unitarian  Church,  of 
which  he  is  a  trustee.  His  recreations  include  gardening,  hunting  and  fishing, 
as  well  as  the  study  of  wild  life. 

On  December  1,  1925,  Percy  L.  Ballard  married  L.  Alberta  Boardman,  a 
native  of  Morrisville,  Vermont,  daughter  of  Milton  Boardman,  retired,  and 
Alberta  (Spaulding)  Boardman,  deceased,  also  of  Morrisville.  Mrs.  Ballard 
was  educated  in  the  grammar  and  high  schools  of  her  native  town  and  grad¬ 
uated  from  Bryant  and  Stratton  Business  College.  With  the  exception  of 
two  temporary  positions,  she  has  for  the  past  twenty  years  been  employed  in 
the  Burlington  Savings  Bank  here.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ballard  occupy  an  attractive 
home  on  Ledge  Road. 


PROCTOR  H.  PAGE — One  of  the  leading  life  insurance  general 
agents  of  Vermont,  Proctor  H.  Page,  of  Burlington,  is  also  active  as  a  banker. 
He  was  born  at  Hyde  Park,  Vermont,  March  14,  1896,  son  of  T.  Hull  and 
Emeroy  (Goddard)  Page.  T.  Hull  Page,  a  native  of  Hvde  Park,  established 
himself  in  the  calfskin  business,  a  field  of  enterprise  in  which  he  remained 
active  until  the  time  of  his  death.  Emeroy  (Goddard)  Page,  his  wife,  also 
deceased,  was  a  native  of  Quebec.  T.  Hull  Page  was  a  son  of  Carroll  S.  Page, 
descendant  of  one  of  the  pioneer  families  of  Vermont  who  distinguished  him¬ 
self  both  as  the  founder  of  the  Lamoille  County  Savings  Bank  and  Trust 
Company  and  as  its  president  from  1889,  the  date  of  its  establishment,  to 
1925,  when  Carroll  S.  Page  passed  away.  Carroll  S.  Page,  in  addition  to  his 
banking,  gave  generously  of  his  time  and  ability  to  his  State  and  Nation, 
serving  as  Governor  of  Vermont  from  1890  to  1892  and  as  United  States 
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Senator  from  Vermont  from  1908  to  1923,  when  he  retired  from  political 
activity. 

After  passing  through  the  public  schools  of  Hyde  Park  and  Phillips 
Exeter  Academy,  at  Exeter,  New  Hampshire,  Proctor  H.  Page  attended 
George  Washington  University  and  then,  finding  the  legal  profession  attrac¬ 
tive,  studied  at  Georgetown  University,  graduating  with  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Laws  as  a  member  of  the  class  of  1923.  Admitted  to  the  State 
of  Vermont  bar  the  same  year,  Mr.  Page  entered  the  Lamoille  County  Savings 
Bank  and  Trust  Company  as  a  clerk  and  a  year  later  became  a  director  of  the 
institution,  a  position  which  he  still  retains  in  addition  to  being  a  vice-president 
of  the  bank,  having  been  elected  to  the  latter  office  in  1928.  After  eight  years 
in  the  Trust  Company,  in  1931,  Mr.  Page  was  appointed  Commissioner  of 
Finance  for  the  State  of  Vermont,  an  office  which  he  retained  until  1934,  when 
he  became  general  agent  for  the  National  Life  Insurance  Company  of  Ver¬ 
mont  for  the  four  counties  of  Chittenden,  Franklin,  Lamoille  and  Grand  Isle, 
with  headquarters  at  Burlington.  Supporting  his  profession  by  membership 
in  the  Burlington  Life  Underwriters’  Association,  an  organizaton  of  which 
he  is  now  president,  Mr.  Page  also  belongs  to  the  Vermont  State  Life  Under¬ 
writers’  Association  and  to  the  National  Association  of  Life  Underwriters. 
In  addition  to  his  insurance  activities  and  his  responsibilities  as  a  director  and 
vice-president  of  the  Lamoille  County  Savings  Bank  and  Trust  Company, 
Mr.  Page  is  also  a  director  of  the  Connecticut  River  Power  Company,  a 
director  of  the  Mt.  Mansfield  Hotel  Company  and  vice-president  and  trustee 
of  the  Caverly  Preventorium  at  Pittsford,  Vermont.  Always  deeply  interested 
in  civic  and  political  problems,  Mr.  Page  served  as  a  member  of  the  Vermont 
Legislature  from  1929  to  1931  and  held  office  for  some  six  years  as  a  member 
of  the  Vermont  State  Republican  Committee. 

A  member  of  Mt.  Vernon  Lodge,  No.  8,  Ancient  Free  and  Accepted 
Masons,  he  also  belongs  to  Tucker  Chapter,  Royal  Arch  Masons,  Lamoille 
Comtnandery,  Knights  Templar,  and  Mt.  Sinai  Temple,  Ancient  Arabic 
Order  Nobles  of  the  Mystic  Shrine  as  well  as  being  a  member  of  Burlington 
Lodge,  Benevolent  and  Protective  Order  of  Elks,  Sigma  Alpha  Epsilon  Fra¬ 
ternity,  Phi  Delta  Phi  Fraternity,  and  the  Ethan  Allen  Club.  A  member  of 
the  Congregational  Church,  Mr.  Page  is  devoted  to  all  outdoor  sports  as  a 
means  of  recreation  from  his  duties  and  responsibilities,  being  particularly 
interested  in  baseball. 

Proctor  H.  Page  married,  in  1919,  Sara  P.  Smith,  a  native  of  Byron, 
Georgia.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Page  are  the  parents  of  three  children:  1.  Proctor 
H.,  Jr.,  now  a  member  of  the  class  of  1942  of  Dartmouth  College.  2.  Patricia 
S.  3.  Ellen  Frances. 
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PATRICK  EUGENE  McSWEENEY,  M.  D—  For  many  years  one 
ot  Burlington’s  foremost  citizens  and  professional  leaders,  Dr.  Patrick  Eugene 
McSweeney  was  a  successful  practitioner  of  medicine.  Particularly  did  he 
direct  his  energies  into  the  fight  against  cancer  and  into  the  training  of  younger 
physicians.  The  people  and  institutions  of  Burlington  were  the  richer  for 
his  participation  in  the  community’s  affairs,  and  he  was  respected,  honored 
and  trusted  in  every  circle  in  which  he  was  known.  In  his  personal  relation¬ 
ships  he  was  kind,  generous  and  fair-minded,  and  he  earned  the  love  and 
affection  of  many  friends. 

Dr.  McSweeney  was  born  February  24,  1862,  in  Glens  Falls,  New  York, 
one  of  a  family  of  twelve  children  of  John  and  Katherine  (Sheehan) 
McSweeney.  He  was  survived  by  four  sisters  and  a  brother :  Mrs.  Anna 
Bannon  and  Mrs.  Ella  Sheehan,  of  Glens  Falls,  New  York;  Mrs.  Catherine 
Mahoney,  of  Roslindale,  Massachusetts ;  Mrs.  Margaret  O’Keefe,  of  Albany, 
New  York;  and  John  McSweeney,  of  Osage,  Iowa. 

Attending  the  schools  of  his  native  district,  Patrick  Eugene  McSweeney 
was  graduated  from  high  school  at  Schuylerville,  New  York,  and  in  1886 
from  the  College  of  Medicine  of  the  University  of  Vermont.  In  1890  he 
again  returned  to  the  university,  this  time  as  instructor  in  obstetrics.  In  1895 
he  was  made  adjunct  professor  in  obstetrics,  and  in  1914  he  succeeded  Dr. 
A.  F.  A.  King,  of  Washington,  District  of  Columbia,  as  professor  of  obstetrics 
and  gynecology.  Dr.  McSweeney  thoroughly  enjoyed  teaching,  and  at  his 
retirement  in  1937  he  was  presented  a  silver  loving  cup  on  which  were 
inscribed  the  words,  “A  Fine  Doctor  and  Inspiring  Teacher.”  After  June, 
x937>  he  was  professor  emeritus  of  obstetrics  and  gynecology  at  the  university. 

In  the  course  of  his  years  of  teaching  and  practice,  Dr.  McSweeney  saw 
medicine  make  many  forward  strides.  He  was  engaged  in  active  practice  for 
fifty-two  years,  and  in  the  course  of  those  years  he  retained  the  qualities  of 
the  student  to  the  extent  of  keeping  in  touch  with  every  new  development  in 
his  profession.  In  Vermont  he  was  a  pioneer  in  obstetrical  surgery,  as,  for 
instance,  in  the  case  of  Caesarian  section,  as  well  as  in  general  surgery  and 
the  surgery  of  the  thyroid.  He  early  advocated  the  use  of  radium  in  treat¬ 
ment  of  pathological  conditions.  Making  a  deep  study  of  cancer,  he  served 
as  chairman  of  the  Vermont  State  Society  for  the  Control  of  Cancer  and 
led  his  colleagues  in  Vermont  in  presenting  to  the  public  the  gospel  of  early 
diagnosis  and  treatment  of  this  group  of  diseases.  In  1902  Dr.  McSweeney 
was  president  of  the  Chittenden  County  Medical  Society,  and  in  1905  he 
headed  the  Vermont  State  Medical  Society.  At  different  periods  he  presided 
over  the  staffs  of  several  hospitals  with  which  he  was  connected.  He  con¬ 
tinued  his  practice  of  surgery  and  radiology  until  the  very  end  of  his  life,  and 
held  appointments  at  three  hospitals  in  the  Burlington  community  and  also  at 
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the  Porter  Memorial  Hospital  in  Middlebury.  At  the  time  of  his  death  he 
was  attending  surgeon  at  the  Bishop  de  Goesbriand,  the  Fanny  Allen  and  the 
Porter  hospitals  and  consulting  gynecologist  at  the  Mary  Fletcher  Hospital. 

In  1911  Dr.  McSweeney  was  appointed  division  surgeon  of  the  Central 
Vermont  Railway  and  of  the  Rutland  Railroad,  so  serving  for  the  rest  of 
his  life.  In  1917  he  was  charged  by  the  late  Bishop  Rice  to  be  chairman  of 
a  campaign  to  raise  funds  for  a  memorial  to  the  first  Bishop  of  Burlington, 
Louis  de  Goesbriand,  and  with  the  money  thus  raised  as  r.  nucleus  the  pres¬ 
ent  Bishop  de  Goesbriand  Hospital  was  erected.  In  1918  he  was  a  member 
of  the  examining  board  for  Vermont  candidates  of  the  Field  Artillery  Cen¬ 
tral  Officers’  Training  School  at  Camp  Zachary  Taylor,  and  continuously 
from  1888  to  1922  he  served  as  pension  examiner  for  the  United  States  Gov¬ 
ernment.  Doing  considerable  writing  in  his  spare  time,  he  produced  “Goitre,” 
“The  Cancer  Problem  in  Vermont”  and  the  “Cancer  Publicity  Bulletin.”  He 
was  a  member  of  the  Vermont  State  Medical  Society  and  also  of  the  Amer¬ 
ican  Medical  Association,  the  American  Society  for  the  Control  of  Cancer, 
and  the  New  England  Surgical  Society.  He  also  belonged  to  the  New  York 
and  New  England  Association  of  Railroad  Surgeons,  the  New  England  Obstet¬ 
rical  and  Gynecological  Society,  and  was  a  Fellow  of  the  American  College 
of  Surgeons  and  a  trustee  of  the  Vermont  School  for  Feeble-minded. 

In  the  course  of  his  busy  career  many  honors  were  conferred  upon  Dr. 
McSweeney.  In  1922  he  received  the  honorary  degree  of  Master  of  Science 
from  the  University  of  Vermont.  Toward  the  close  of  his  life  he  did  much 
traveling,  studying  in  both  this  country  and  abroad.  He  found  time  to  give 
to  banking,  real  estate  and  other  interests  in  addition  to  his  medical  practice. 
He  and  a  group  of  Burlington  and  Winooski  citizens  together  founded  the 
Champlain  Trust  Company  at  Winooski  in  1907,  and  Dr.  McSweeney  served 
from  that  time,  until  its  purchase  in  1929  by  the  Burlington  Trust  Company, 
as  president  of  the  institution.  He  was  also  one  of  the  corporators  of  the 
Burlington  Savings  Bank.  He  was  a  member  of  Delta  Mu  Chapter  of  Nu 
Sigma  Nu.  Continuously  from  1906  to  1918  he  was  a  member  of  the  Bur¬ 
lington  Board  of  Charities.  He  has  belonged  to  the  Burlington  Chamber  of 
Commerce  and  was  a  charter  member  of  the  fourth  degree  assembly  of  the 
Knights  of  Columbus,  as  well  as  a  member  of  the  Modern  Woodmen  of 
America  and  the  Catholic  Order  of  Foresters.  He  was  likewise  a  member  of 
the  Lake  Mansfield  Trout  Club.  Politically  he  was  a  lifelong  Democrat.  He 
was  a  member  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Church,  being  a  communicant  of  the 
Cathedral  of  the  Immaculate  Conception,  and  his  religious  devotion  was  deep, 
quiet,  sincere  and  constant. 

On  June  10,  1890,  Dr.  Patrick  Eugene  McSweeney  married  Margaret  A 
McMahon,  of  Stowe,  Vermont.  They  became  the  parents  of  four  children: 
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I.  Frances,  who  died  in  infancy.  2.  John  Leo,  who  died  at  the  age  four. 
3.  Dr.  Edward  Douglas  McSweeney.  4.  Dr.  Katherine  E.  McSweeney.  Both 
of  the  last-named  children  were  associated  with  him  in  the  practice  of  medicine 
and  surgery,  and  their  biographies  follow. 

The  death  of  Dr.  Patrick  Eugene  McSweeney  occurred  September  2,  1938, 
in  Burlington,  Vermont,  and  was  an  occasion  of  deep  sorrow  and  regret. 
Many  glowing  tributes  were  paid  him,  but  of  these  the  following  editorial 
in  a  Burlington  newspaper  was  perhaps  one  of  the  most  interesting: 

When  the  earthly  career  of  a  man  is  ended,  and  he  passes  through  the 
portals  into  a  Great  Beyond  from  which  we  mortals  are  separated  by  an 
impenetrable  veil,  we  pause  to  consider  the  character  and  the  work  of  the  man. 

There  are  those  whose  lives  may  have  meant  much  to  those  near  and  dear 
to  them,  but  who  seem  to  have  lived  in  a  little  personal  orbit  which  touched 
comparatively  few  lives.  There  are  others,  great-hearted,  energetic,  talented, 
reaching  forth  in  many  directions  to  give  of  themselves  to  mankind. 

In  this  latter  class  was  Dr.  Patrick  Eugene  McSweeney.  .  .  .  Here  was 
a  man  in  whom  there  was  no  guile.  He  lived  so  that  men  trusted  him  and  he 
had  faith  in  men.  He  found  joy  in  the  giving  of  the  best  he  had  to  others. 

Following  a  recent  trip  to  the  Holy  Land,  Dr.  McSweeney  told  a  group 
of  men  one  evening  of  his  journeys  there.  He  left  a  profound  impression  as 
he  stated  simply  and  sincerely  the  fundamentals  of  his  faith  and  the  joy  that 
he  found  in  visiting  the  scenes  so  closely  associated  with  the  Christ  whom  he 
revered  and  served. 

Those  who  knew  him  best  recognized  that  it  was  this  firmly  founded  faith 
which  furnished  the  power  for  the  forceful  and  useful  life  which  he  gave  to 
the  world.  And  so  it  is  that,  leaving  all  else  behind  as  his  earthly  record,  that 
faith  will  move  on  with  him  into  a  Promised  Land  where  it  will  reach  its 
rich  fulfilment. 


EDWARD  DOUGLAS  McSWEENEY,  M.  D.— Dr.  McSweeney 
was  born  January  20,  1898,  in  Burlington,  Vermont,  son  of  Dr.  Patrick 
Eugene  McSweeney  (q.  v.)  and  Margaret  A.  (McMahon)  McSweeney.  He 
attended  both  parochial  and  public  schools  in  Burlington,  and  was  a  member 
of  the  class  of  1919  at  the  University  of  Vermont,  where  he  took  the  Bach¬ 
elor  of  Arts  degree  in  that  year.  In  1922  he  received  the  degree  of  Doctor 
of  Medicine  at  the  Medical  School  of  the  same  institution  of  learning.  For 
one  year  he  served  an  interneship  at  the  Mary  Fletcher  Hospital,  in  Burling¬ 
ton,  and  he  also  had  postgraduate  work  at  the  Memorial  Hospital  in  New 
York  City  and  at  the  Hospital  for  the  Ruptured  and  Crippled,  also  in  New 
York,  as  well  as  at  the  University  of  Vienna,  in  Vienna,  Austria.  He  studied 
for  a  time,  too,  at  the  Graduate  Medical  School  of  Harvard  University.  Since 
1923  he  has  been  engaged  in  medical  practice  and  in  surgical  work  in  Burling¬ 
ton,  with  offices  at  No.  295  Pearl  Street.  He  is  today  specializing  in  indus¬ 
trial  surgery  and  gynecology. 
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In  addition  to  his  regular  practice,  Dr.  McSweeney  is  a  member  of  the 
staffs  of  Mary  Fletcher  Hospital,  the  Fanny  Allen  Hospital  and  the  Bishop 
de  Goesbriand  Hospital.  He  belongs  to  the  Chittenden  County  Medical  Soci¬ 
ety  (of  which  he  was  formerly  president),  the  Vermont  State  Medical  Society 
and  the  American  Medical  Association,  and  is  a  Fellow  of  the  American  Col¬ 
lege  of  Surgeons.  He  holds  memberships  also  in  the  New  England  Surgical 
Society,  the  New  York  and  New  England  Railway  Surgeons  and  the  New 
England  Obstetrical  and  Gynecological  Society.  For  six  years  he  was  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Health  of  the  city  of  Burlington.  Since  1937  he 
has  been  director  of  the  Chittenden  County  Trust  Company.  He  is  a  Demo¬ 
crat.  During  the  World  War  he  served  as  a  second  lieutenant  in  the  United 
States  Army  Field  Artillery  Corps  from  August  to  December,  1918,  and  was 
honorably  discharged  with  that  rank.  He  is  affiliated  with  the  Theta  Nu 
Epsilon  and  Nu  Sigma  Nu  fraternities,  De  Goesbriand  Council  of  the  Knights 
of  Columbus,  the  Lake  Mansfield  Trout  Club  and  the  American  Legion.  He 
attends  the  Roman  Catholic  Church.  In  spare  time  he  is  fond  of  outdoor 
recreations,  notably  fishing  and  camping. 

In  1927  Dr.  Edward  Douglas  McSweeney  married  Ruth  Casey,  a  native 
of  Burlington,  Vermont,  and  daughter  of  William  J.  and  Marie  (Hornkohl) 
Casey.  The  following  children  were  born  to  Dr.  and  Mrs.  McSweeney:  1. 
Edward  Douglas,  Jr.  2.  Marie  Margaret.  3.  John  Richard.  4.  Ruth  Ann.  5.

KATHERINE  ELLA  McSWEENEY,  M.  D.— Dr.  McSweeney  was 

born  March  4,  1901,  in  Burlington,  Vermont,  daughter  of  Dr.  Patrick  Eugene 
and  Margaret  A.  (McMahon)  McSweeney.  Public  and  parochial  schools  in 
Burlington  provided  Dr.  Katherine  Ella  McSweeney’s  early  education,  and  in 
1922  she  was  graduated  from  the  University  of  Vermont  as  a  Bachelor  of 
Arts.  She  took  her  degree  of  Master  of  Arts  at  Columbia  University  in  1924, 
and  her  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine,  in  1930,  at  the  Medical  School  of  the 
University  of  Vermont.  There  followed  a  year  of  interneship  at  St.  Vincent’s 
Hospital,  in  Bridgeport,  Connecticut,  as  well  as  some  postgraduate  study  at 
the  Massachusetts  General  Hospital  and  the  New  York  Post  Graduate  Med¬ 
ical  School.  Since  1931  she  has  been  engaged  in  a  general  medical  practice 
in  the  city  of  Burlington,  with  offices  at  No.  295  Pearl  Street,  in  association 
with  her  brother.  Dr.  Edward  Douglas  McSweeney  (q.  v.). 

Dr.  McSweeney,  in  addition  to  her  other  work,  has  interested  herself  in 
every  new  development  in  her  profession.  She  is  a  member  of  the  Burling¬ 
ton  and  Chittenden  County  Clinical  Society,  the  Vermont  State  Medical  Soci¬ 
ety  and  the  American  Medical  Association.  She  is  a  member  of  the  staffs 
of  the  Mary  Fletcher  Hospital,  Fanny  Allen  Hospital  and  the  Bishop  de  Goes- 
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briand  Hospital,  serving  as  attending  physician  at  the  two  last-named  of 
these.  Also  concerning  herself  with  social  and  organizational  affairs,  she  is 
connected  with  the  Catholic  Daughters  of  America,  the  Klifa  Club  and  the 
Phi  Beta  Phi  Sorority.  She  attends  the  Cathedral  of  the  Immaculate  Concep¬ 
tion  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Church  at  Burlington. 

A  woman  who  has  also  devoted  some  time  to  her  hobbies,  Dr.  McSweeney 
is  especially  interested  in  stamps  and  antiques,  having  fine  collections  of  both. 


HON.  THOMAS  F.  CONWAY— The  career  of  Thomas  F.  Conway, 
one  of  the  outstanding  sons  of  the  Lake  Champlain  and  Lake  George  Valleys, 
should  be  an  inspiration  not  only  to  the  youth  of  these  historic  regions,  but  of 
the  nation.  Starting  from  humble  beginnings,  he  by  his  own  unaided  efforts 
has  risen  to  a  position  of  leadership  in  his  profession,  in  statesmanship,  and  as 
philanthropist  and  moulder  of  public  opinion  in  many  different  fields.  Of  his 
long  and  distinguished  career  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  plan  and  scope  of 
this  history  will  permit  only  the  briefest  outline. 

Born  the  fourth  day  of  May,  1862,  on  a  farm  in  Chesterfield,  Essex 
County,  on  which  his  parents  John  and  Mary  Conway  ( nee  Collins),  who  had 
come  to  this  country  from  Ireland  prior  to  their  marriage,  had  settled,  he  was 
educated  at  the  “Little  Red  Schoolhouse”  in  his  district  and  at  the  Keeseville 
Academy,  from  which  he  was  graduated  in  the  class  of  1878.  While  a  student 
there  he  taught  district  schools  winters,  worked  on  his  father’s  farm  in  vaca¬ 
tions,  and  on  his  graduation  became  principal  for  a  year  of  the  Au  Sable  Forks 
High  School. 

On  reaching  majority  he  joined  the  Democratic  party,  in  the  affairs  of 
which  he  has  ever  since  taken  an  active  and  influential  part  in  both  State  and 
Nation. 

He  was  admitted  to  the  bar  of  the  State  in  1884,  and  to  the  bar  of  the 
Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  in  1897.  On  his  admission  to  the  bar  he 
began  practice  in  Keeseville,  New  York.  The  leisure  that  came  to  him,  com¬ 
mon  to  all  young  lawyers  in  the  early  years  of  their  practice,  he  devoted  to 
continued  study  of  the  science  of  jurisprudence  and  its  underlying  philosophy 
and  the  interrelated  social  sciences  of  economics,  government  and  sociology, 
believing  that  a  firm  grasp  of  the  fundamental  principles  of  these  sciences  was 
not  only  essential  to  a  lawyer’s  highest  success  in  his  profession,  but  a  neces¬ 
sary  qualification  for  the  higher  duty  of  service  to  society  in  the  solution  of 
the  new  and  baffling  problems  constantly  arising  in  our  increasingly  complex 
social  and  economic  orders  which  he  believed  a  lawyer  should  be  best  qualified 
to  solve. 

In  1887  he  moved  to  Plattsburg,  where  he  became  a  member  of  the  law 
firm  of  Riley  &  Conway.  In  1890  he  joined  the  firm  of  Palmer,  Weed,  Ktl- 
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logg  &  Smith,  of  Plattsburg,  long  one  of  the  leading  law  firms  upstate,  with 
an  extensive  practice  in  both  State  and  Federal  courts.  The  firm  was  com¬ 
posed  of  ex-County  Judge  Peter  S.  Palmer,  Hon.  Smith  M.  Weed,  County 
Judge  S.  Alonzo  Kellogg,  and  Hon.  William  E.  Smith,  then  first  assistant 
Secretary  of  the  United  States  Treasury  in  the  Cleveland  administration. 
The  following  year  the  firm  was  reorganized  under  the  name  of  Smith,  Con¬ 
way  &  Weed.  Its  trial  and  appellate  work  largely  devolved  on  Mr.  Conway, 
and  in  its  performance  the  thoroughness  of  preparation  for  the  trial  of  his 
cases  and  the  deep  knowledge  of  law  displayed  by  him  in  their  conduct  in  all 
courts  soon  won  for  him  wide  recognition  as  one  of  the  outstanding  members 
of  his  profession  at  the  upstate  bar. 

Shortly  after  locating  in  Plattsburg  he  was  chosen  leader  of  his  party  in 
Clinton  County;  and,  according  to  the  “Plattsburg  Daily  Press,”  an  oppo¬ 
sition  paper: 

If  it  had  not  been  for  Thomas  F.  Conway,  we  doubt  if  there  would  be  a 
Democratic  party  in  existence  in  Clinton  County  today  (1934).  ...  It 
certainly  would  have  been  a  moribund  institution  had  it  not  been  for  him. 

In  1916  he  established  the  “Plattsburg  Daily  Republican,”  a  Democratic 
daily  which  has  had  large  influence  in  its  advocacy  of  Democratic  principles, 
and  to  the  editorial  page  of  which  he  has  been  a  frequent  contributor. 

He  has  been  a  delegate  from  Clinton  County  to  every  Democratic  State 
Convention  since  1890  and  also  a  delegate  from  his  Congressional  District  to 
every  Democratic  National  Convention  since  1896.  In  1932  he  was  both  a 
district  delegate  and  delegate-at-large  from  the  State  to  the  National  Demo¬ 
cratic  Convention  held  in  Chicago,  at  which  Franklin  D.  Roosevelt  was  nomi¬ 
nated,  and  advocated  his  nomination,  although  the  majority  of  the  State  dele¬ 
gation  opposed  it.  He  has  long  taken  an  influential  part  in  the  drafting  of  his 
party’s  platform  and  in  determining  party  policies,  both  State  and  National. 

In  1898  he  was  nominated  as  Democratic  candidate  for  the  office  of 
Attorney-General  of  the  State,  on  a  ticket  headed  by  Judge  Augustus  Van 
Wyck,  of  Brooklyn,  and  although  the  whole  ticket  was  defeated,  he  ran  thou¬ 
sands  of  votes  ahead  of  the  head  of  it  and  was  defeated  by  less  than  10,000 
votes. 

In  1898  he  opened  law  offices  in  New  York  City,  where  his  principal  prac¬ 
tice  has  since  been  conducted.  He  never  specialized  in  any  branch  of  juris¬ 
prudence,  and  has  participated  either  as  leading  trial  lawyer  or  counsel  in 
many  of  the  most  important  litigations  of  our  time,  and  has  long  been  recog¬ 
nized  by  both  bench  and  bar  as  one  of  the  leaders  in  his  profession  in  State 
and  Nation.  He  ever  observed  the  finest  traditions  of  the  bar,  and  has  been 
a  severe  critic  of  its  members  who  failed  to  do  so,  whether  in  public  office  or 
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in  their  professional  practice.  In  an  address  to  the  1933  graduating  class  of 
the  Albany  Law  School,  he  pointed  out,  among  other  things : 

The  betrayal  of  public  trust  by  eminent  lawyers  in  high  public  positions 
and  by  the  often  scandalous  delays  in  the  administration  of  justice,  coupled 
with  its  almost  prohibitive  cost,  the  blame  for  which  was  usually  placed  by 
litigants  on  tbe  bar  and  only  too  often  justified,  brought  just  reproach  upon 
the  profession.  .  .  . 

We  as  lawyers  may  not  close  our  eyes  to  the  fact,  humiliating  though  it 
be,  that  many  of  the  most  serious  evils  in  our  economic  life  were  due  in  great 
measure  to  a  comparatively  small  minority  of  the  bar  whose  services  were  ever 
ready  to  be  enlisted  by  the  very  forces  that  caused  most  of  them.  .  .  .  They 
are  in  large  measure  traceable  to  a  comparatively  few  great  corporations  and 
a  far-flung  network  of  subsidiaries,  affiliates  and  holding  companies,  all  tied 
together  by  interlocking  directorates  and  neither  needed  nor  created  to  serve 
the  public,  but  to  serve  as  effective  instrumentalities  for  its  exploitation. 

No  important  step  could  have  been  successfully  taken  in  the  creation  or 
operation  of  this  jungle  of  corporate  entities  without  the  aid  and  advice  of 
some  outstanding  member  or  members  of  the  bar.  .  .  . 

It  must  be  remembered  that  the  only  mission  of  the  bar  is  the  promotion 
of  justice.  It  therefore  should  be  jealous  of  the  reputation  of  its  members. 
Character  is  the  lawyer’s  richest  asset — lack  of  it  his  greatest  handicap.  It 
should  be  treasured.  Bartered  for  legal  fees  or  financial  favors,  it  may  lead 
to  material  wealth,  but  is  sure  to  lead  to  moral  bankruptcy. 

This  address  received  wide  attention  and  approval  both  by  the  bar,  the 
judiciary,  and  the  press. 

At  the  Democratic  State  Convention  in  1908  his  nomination  for  Governor 
was  strongly  urged,  not  only  by  the  entire  northern  tier  of  counties,  but  by 
many  others  upstate.  In  1910  he  was  nominated  as  candidate  for  the  office 
of  Lieutenant-Governor  of  the  State,  a  nomination  to  which  he  strongly 
objected  and  was  induced  to  accept  only  at  the  urgent  request  of  the  other 
nominees  on  the  ticket  and  the  party  organization.  He  led  the  speaking  cam¬ 
paign  in  that  election.  The  entire  State  ticket  was  elected.  His  majority  was 
upwards  of  32,000,  notwithstanding  William  Randolph  Hearst,  the  famous 
publisher,  also  was  an  independent  Democratic  candidate  for  Lieutenant- 
Governor  that  year.  During  his  term  of  office  he  was  acting  Governor  of  the 
State  for  six  weeks.  As  Lieutenant-Governor,  he  was  not  only  President  of 
the  Senate,  but  also  chairman  ex-officio  of  the  following  State  boards  and  posi¬ 
tions  by  which  the  greater  part  of  the  State’s  public  service  is  carried  on :  The 
Tax  Board,  the  Canal  Board,  the  Land  Board,  Board  of  Trustees  of  Public 
Buildings,  and  chairman  of  the  State  Fair  Commission.  He  took  an  active 
and  influential  part  in  the  performance  of  their  important  duties,  contrary  to 
general  understanding  in  the  past  that  the  Lieutenant-Governor’s  activities  on 
such  boards  and  positions  were  expected  to  be  merely  perfunctory.  He 
appointed  the  memberships  and  chairmanships  of  all  standing  committees  of

the  Senate,  believing  that  the  custom  prevailing  in  the  past  of  permitting  this 
most  important  power  to  be  exercised  by  sources  outside  the  Senate  and  in 
no  way  responsible  to  the  people  gave  undue  influence  to  such  sources  in  the 
shaping  or  enactment  of  legislation  or  to  kill  it  in  committee.  His  exercise  of 
this  power  amazed  both  party  organizations,  more  especially  as  in  its  exercise 
he  entirely  ignored  the  list  of  such  committees  and  their  memberships  which 
had  been  made  up  by  the  party  organization  before  his  induction  into  office. 

He  introduced  the  innovation  of  delivering  to  the  Senate  at  the  opening  of 
its  annual  sessions  an  address  by  the  Lieutenant-Governor,  outlining  his  views 
as  to  its  duties  in  the  consideration  and  enactment  of  important  legislation 
pledged  in  the  party  platform.  It  was  stated  in  the  press  at  the  time  that  his 
addresses  to  the  Senate  received  an  attention  both  by  that  body  and  the  public 
“in  strong  contrast  to  that  which  the  Governor’s  annual  message  received.” 
Of  his  first  address,  the  “Ithaca  Journal”  of  January  5,  1912,  said,  among 
other  things : 

The  address  delivered  by  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  opening  the  Senate 
session  attracted  the  attention  of  the  politicians,  as  it  was  intended  it  should. 

In  that  address  he  said : 

Too  often  pledges  made  before  election  have  been  ignored  afterwards, 
and  hence  the  growing  belief  that  officials  chosen  to  represent  the  interests  of 
the  people  as  a  whole  often  do  so  only  insofar  as  a  political  boss  or  machine 
will  permit  them.  .  .  . 

If  the  members  of  this  important  body  will  collectively  and  individually 
resent  and  fearlessly  reject,  as  I  believe  they  will,  any  attempt  to  influence 
their  action  from  sources  outside  this  chamber,  except  by  legitimate  argument, 
and  make  their  votes  upon  each  measure  proposed  or  adopted  record  their 
independent  judgment,  they  will  have  done  much  to  increase  popular  confi¬ 
dence  in  our  democratic  institutions,  and  especially  in  our  legislative  bodies. 

Shortly  after  taking  office,  in  responding  to  the  toast,  “The  Office  Holder,” 
at  a  banquet  of  the  officers  of  the  National  Guard  at  Albany,  he  gave  his  views 
of  the  duties  and  qualifications  of  officeholders.  Of  this  address  the  “Albany 
Argus,”  in  its  issue  of  January  15,  1911,  said: 

The  words  of  the  Lieutenant-Governor  have  a  particular  significance  just 
now,  spoken  by  a  man  of  so  large  importance  in  the  administration  of  the 
affairs  of  the  State.  Governor  Conway  sets  a  very  high  standard  of  duty  of 
public  officials  right  at  the  very  beginning  of  the  Democratic  administration. 
His  address  attracted  attention  throughout  the  State ;  has  heartened  those  who 
have  had  misgivings  in  reference  to  the  new  administration ;  and  has  confirmed 
the  high  hope  and  expectations  held  by  all  who  look  for  the  best  in  public 
affairs  during  the  Democratic  regime. 
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And  the  “Lockport  Union,”  in  its  issue  of  January  19,  1911: 

Lieutenant-Governor  Conway  made  a  speech  at  the  annual  dinner  of  the 
National  Guard  Association  which  is  attracting  statewide  attention. 

The  “Schenectady  Star,”  in  its  issue  of  January  20,  1911: 

Lieutenant-Governor  Conway’s  advice  to  electors  and  appointing  powers 
should  be  heeded  by  those  who  desire  the  best  in  public  affairs. 

As  presiding  officer  of  the  Senate  he  was  often  called  upon  to  make  parlia¬ 
mentary  decisions  on  many  important  questions  without  precedent.  Speaking 
of  them,  the  “New  York  Evening  Mail”  commented: 

Lieutenant-Governor  Conway’s  rulings  show  him  not  only  to  be  inde¬ 
pendent,  but  they  indicate  ability  of  a  high  order.  He  did  not  hesitate  to 
establish  precedents,  and  so  sound  and  convincing  were  the  reasons  given  for 
his  rulings  that  he  achieved  the  remarkable  record  of  never  having  one  of 
them  overruled.  .  .  . 

The  “Amsterdam  Sentinel”  (Independent),  in  its  issue  of  April  19,  1912, 
speaking  of  the  sentiment  in  favor  of  Lieutenant-Governor  Conway’s  nomi¬ 
nation  for  Governor,  said: 

As  President  of  the  Senate  he  has  made  an  enviable  record,  and  both 
Republican  and  Democratic  leaders  in  that  body  have  publicly  acknowledged 
that  he  is  the  most  able  presiding  officer  the  Senate  has  had  in  many 
years.  .  .  . 

At  the  close  of  the  first  long  session  of  the  Senate,  lasting  over  seven 
months,  the  tribute  paid  him  by  not  only  the  minority  leader,  but  many  of 
the  minority  Senators,  was,  as  reported  in  the  “Buffalo  News  Bureau”  at  the 
time,  “the  most  remarkable  incident  within  the  memory  of  legislators  and 
legislative  correspondents.”  The  “Plattsburg  Daily  Star”  (Independent),  in 
its  issue  of  December  24,  1912,  said: 

Lieutenant-Governor  Conway  has  made  a  new  office  out  of  the  Lieutenant- 
Governorship  of  the  State  of  New  York.  Formerly  it  was  a  mere  shell  of 
an  office,  with  few  duties  and  those  mostly  perfunctory. 

When  in  the  early  summer  of  1912  it  became  evident  that  Governor  Dix 
would  not  be  renominated,  a  widespread  sentiment  arose,  particularly  upstate, 
that  in  that  event  Lieutenant-Governor  Conway  should  be  nominated  as  candi¬ 
date  for  Governor  to  succeed  him,  as  a  reference  to  the  press  of  the  time  will 
show.  As  being  typical  of  expressions  in  a  large  section  of  the  press  regard¬ 
ing  his  qualifications  and  the  reasons  why  he  should  be  nominated  as  candi¬ 
date  for  the  Governorship  may  be  cited  the  following: 
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The  "Upstate  Democrat”  of  Schuylerville,  in  an  editorial  in  its  issue  of 
April  17,  1912,  said  in  part: 

We  repeat  that  every  citizen  who  is  hoping  for  the  best  in  the  administra¬ 
tion  of  our  State  government  will  welcome  the  possibility  that  Lieutenant- 
Governor  Conway  may  become  Governor.  .  .  .  Above  all  is  the  fact,  which 
is  often  expressed  in  the  gossip  of  the  Capital,  that  Governor  Conway  is  intel¬ 
lectually  a  giant  among  his  fellows.  His  keen  analysis  of  situations  and  his 
judgments  and  conclusions,  which  search  the  very  heart  of  every  question 
which  he  discusses,  are  the  cause  of  genuine  admiration  upon  the  part  of  his 
associates.  .  .  .  Because  of  all  these  facts  and  others  which  might  well  be 
stated,  it  is  a  fair  conclusion  that  there  is  no  man  in  our  State  who  is  better 
equipped  for  meeting  the  responsibilities  which  fall  upon  the  Governor  of  our 
State  than  is  Thomas  F.  Conway. 

This  editorial  was  widely  quoted  and  approved.  The  sentiment  in  favor 
of  his  nomination  was  especially  strong  among  farmers,  because,  as  the  "New 
York  Evening  Mail”  pointed  out: 

His  addresses  before  the  State  Grange  showed  a  clear  grasp  of  the  agri¬ 
cultural  needs  of  the  State,  and  have  been  widely  circulated  and  approved  by 
the  farmers  of  the  State. 

When,  however,  the  Democratic  State  Convention  met  for  the  nomination 
of  the  State  ticket  in  the  fall  of  1912,  the  so-called  "downstate”  organization 
of  the  party,  controlled  by  the  then  leader  of  Tammany  Hall,  dominated  the 
convention,  and  while  conceding  Lieutenant-Governor  Conway’s  high  qualifi¬ 
cations  for  the  office  of  Governor,  insisted  that  the  party  candidate  for  the 
Governorship  that  year  must  be  taken  from  downstate,  as  the  present  Gov¬ 
ernor  was  a  resident  of  upstate,  and  William  Sulzer,  of  New  York  City,  was 
nominated.  Mr.  Conway  had  stated  early  in  his  term  of  office  that  he  would 
not  be  a  candidate  for  renomination  or  for  the  Governorship  if  Governor  Dix 
desired  it,  but  that  if  he  were  not  renominated  or  would  not  accept  a  renomi¬ 
nation  he  would  be  a  candidate  to  succeed  him.  As  the  "New  York  Press” 
said  in  its  issue  of  June  9,  1912: 

The  Clinton  County  man  frankly  is  a  candidate  for  first  place  on  the  State 
ticket.  He  aspired  to  the  Governorship  nomination  in  Rochester  two  years 
ago,  and  it  was  with  difficulty  he  was  persuaded  to  accept  second  place. 

A  man  of  large  means  and  with  an  important  law  practice  in  New  York, 
Conway  can  afford  to  be  independent,  and  it  is  understood  that  it  will  be  the 
Governorship  or  nothing  with  him  in  the  next  State  convention.  Should  Dix 
decide  he  does  not  care  for  a  second  term,  or  be  set  aside  as  unavailable  by 
the  party  leaders,  Conway’s  chances  for  the  nomination  ought  to  be  good. 

Mr.  Conway  was  offered  a  renomination,  but  declined  it. 

Mr.  Conway  was  a  strong  advocate  of  the  nomination  of  Woodrow  Wil- 
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son  for  President  at  the  Baltimore  convention,  although  the  majority  of  the 
delegates  from  the  State  of  New  York  strongly  opposed  it,  and  he  continued 
to  be  President  Wilson’s  close  friend  and  adviser  during  both  of  his  terms  as 
President.  After  his  election  not  only  his  party  organization  in  New  York, 
but  a  large  section  of  the  press  and  public  strongly  recommended  to  the 
President  his  appointment  as  a  member  of  his  cabinet  in  the  position  of  United 
States  Attorney-General.  Geographical  considerations  in  the  make-up  of  the 
Wilson  cabinet,  however,  prevented  his  appointment.  He  was  offered  other 
important  positions  under  the  Wilson  administration,  but  declined  them,  pre¬ 
ferring  to  continue  his  professional  and  other  activities. 

Although  a  strong  believer  in  political  parties  as  the  best  agencies  yet 
devised  for  the  administration  of  our  form  of  democratic  government,  and 
always  loyal  to  his  party,  he  was  at  times  a  caustic  critic  of  its  organization  in 
the  State.  Nevertheless,  he  continued  to  hold  its  confidence.  In  1920,  after 
the  party  had  suffered  disastrous  defeats  in  the  three  preceding  State  elections, 
he  was  requested  by  “The  Empire  State  Democrat,”  published  at  Albany  by 
the  Democratic  State  Committee  as  the  party  organ  in  the  State,  to  contribute 
an  article  for  publication  in  its  columns  giving  his  views  of  “what  should  be 
done  ...  to  bring  about  the  full  strength  of  the  vote  of  the  party  in  the 
State.”  He  did  so.  After  specifically  pointing  out  the  causes  of  the  waning  of 
popular  confidence  in  it  and  tracing  them  to  their  sources,  and  criticising  the 
party  organization  and  leadership  as  being  responsible  for  them  and  advising 
what  was  necessary  to  remedy  such  causes,  he  warned  both  that : 

In  the  future  the  voters  who  will  determine  party  majorities  will  be  little 
concerned  with  party  labels,  but  they  will  be  deeply  concerned  in  knowing 
which  party  can  be  made  the  more  effective  instrumentality  of  government 
and  which  will  most  effectually  aid  in  laying  the  foundations  of  a  new  era  and 
of  a  civilization  broad  enough  to  express  and  strong  enough  to  safeguard  and 
perpetuate  the  sane  and  progressive  principles  and  conceptions  of  public  duty 
held  and  approved  by  the  great  majority  of  the  people  of  the  State;  .  .  . 
that  the  party  or  party  leadership  lacking  in  vision  to  see  or  in  constructive 
policies  to  serve  these  new  and  regenerating  purposes  and  forces  already  active 
in  our  politics,  will  neither  command  nor  deserve  popular  confidence  or  sup¬ 
port. 

That  this  warning  was  an  accurate  forecast  would  seem  to  be  amply  proven 
by  the  results  of  the  Presidential  elections  of  1932  and  1936. 

An  original  and  independent  thinker,  he  has  often  been  a  pioneer  in  the 
advocacy  of  important  reforms  and  progressive  measures  of  government,  a 
few  of  which  may  be  referred  to :  He  was  one  of  the  earliest  and  strongest 
advocates  of  woman  suffrage,  when  the  leaders  of  both  major  parties  opposed 
it.  His  addresses  and  writings  urging  the  adoption  of  the  Nineteenth  Amend¬ 
ment  were  widely  circulated,  and  they  doubtless  had  much  influence  in  induc¬ 
ing  its  approval  later  by  President  Wilson. 
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In  a  Jefferson  Day  address  to  the  Women’s  Democratic  Clubs  of  the 
southern  tier  of  counties,  assembled  at  Elmira,  on  April  12,  1923;  to  the  Fed¬ 
eration  of  Women’s  Clubs  of  New  York  State,  at  their  State  convention  held 
in  Albany  on  November  13,  1912,  and  again  at  its  convention  held  at  the 
Lake  Placid  Club  on  November  12,  1924,  he  outlined  his  reasons  for  favor¬ 
ing  the  grant  of  the  franchise  to  women,  the  duty  attaching  to  its  exercise, 
and  the  most  effective  means  of  performing  it.  From  these  addresses  we 
excerpt  the  following: 

You  women  as  the  new  force  thus  released  in  our  national  life  are  bound 
to  be  a  controlling  factor  in  shaping  its  future.  .  .  .  Idealism  crystallized 
in  action  and  finding  expression  in  individual  and  community  life  has  been 
the  inspiration  of  all  that  has  been  best  in  our  history.  It  is  the  one  great 
force  that  will  lift  our  future  civilization  to  higher  levels.  By  this  I  do  not 
mean  the  kind  of  idealism  that  limits  itself  to  mere  talk  and  cannot  be  differ¬ 
entiated  from  mere  sentimentality,  but  that  which  impels  to  action  and  ex¬ 
presses  itself  in  the  daily  life  of  the  individual.  .  .  .  Women  possess  it  in 
higher  degree  than  do  men.  .  .  .  Through  your  enfranchisement  the  power 
and  influence  of  democracy  have  been  doubled.  As  a  result,  greater  efficiency 
in  government  and  higher  standards  of  duty  in  community  and  national  life 
should  be  assured. 

In  an  address  to  the  mayors  of  the  State,  at  their  annual  convention  in 
Utica  in  1912,  while  he  was  acting  Governor,  he  strongly  advocated  the  need 
and  importance  of :  (1)  Taking  the  judiciary  of  the  State  out  of  politics,  and 

as  an  effective  means  of  so  doing  the  adoption  of  the  short  ballot,  without  any 
party  emblem,  on  which  the  names  of  candidates  for  judicial  offices  should  be 
placed  in  alphabetical  order;  (2)  workmen’s  compensation,  and  safer  and 
more  sanitary  conditions  for  the  protection  of  employees;  (3)  prohibition  of 
child  labor;  and  (4)  development  by  the  State  itself  of  its  waterpowers,  par¬ 
ticularly  the  vast  power  owned  by  it  in  the  St.  Lawrence  River,  in  order  to 
supply  power  and  light  to  the  people  of  the  State  at  a  cost  the  lowest  possible 
consistent  with  a  fair  return  on  the  investment,  which  up  to  that  time  had  not 
even  been  seriously  considered. 

He  was  one  of  the  earliest  advocates  of  the  enactment  of  a  statewide 
direct  primary  law  and,  as  was  said  in  the  “New  York  Evening  Mail,’’  while 
presiding  over  the  Senate : 

His  rulings  against  the  Democratic  majority,  led  by  the  late  Senator 
Grady  in  the  absence  of  President  pro  tem.  Wagner,  when  it  was  sought  to 
sidetrack  the  direct  primary  bill  was  another  notable  instance  of  independence 
and  devotion  to  the  principle  that  resulted  in  the  bill’s  passage  by  the  Senate. 
It  is  conceded  that  his  rulings  and  his  stand  with  the  upstate  Senators  in 
favor  of  direct  primaries  resulted  in  passing  through  the  Senate  an  entirely 
satisfactory  direct  primary  law.  .  .  .  The  measure  was  weakened  in  the 
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Assembly  afterwards  by  amendment  adopted  against  his  advice  and  oppo¬ 
sition. 

When  in  1916,  at  a  Democratic  State  pre-primary  convention,  the  party 
organization,  in  disregard  of  the  spirit  and  purpose  of  the  primary  law,  for 
the  enactment  of  which  the  party  was  claiming  the  credit,  called  for  and 
obtained  an  expression  of  the  views  of  the  delegates  regarding  candidates  for 
nomination  at  the  primaries  which  they  favored,  against  his  advice  and  pro¬ 
test,  although  he  was  not  a  candidate  for  nomination  for  Senator  or  any  other 
office  that  year,  and  William  F.  McCombs,  long  his  personal  friend  and  whose 
qualifications  for  the  position  he  did  not  question,  was  indicated  as  the  favorite 
candidate  for  nomination  for  United  States  Senator  by  the  majority  of  the 
delegates,  Mr.  Conway  entered  the  primaries  contesting  his  nomination,  and 
refused  at  the  request  of  the  party  organization  to  withdraw  from  the  contest. 
He  frankly  admitted  that  without  an  organization,  which  he  lacked,  or  time 
to  create  one,  and  with  the  party  organization  giving  its  support  to  Mr.  Mc¬ 
Combs  at  the  primaries,  he  did  not  expect  to  be  nominated,  but  that  his  candi¬ 
dacy  would  afford  him  an  opportunity  to  impress  upon  the  electorate  of  the 
State,  particularly  the  Democratic  electorate,  not  only  that  the  primary  law 
was  being  disregarded  and  its  purposes  thwarted  by  the  party  organization, 
but  that  if  not  rebuked  would  jeopardize  the  important  right  of  the  party 
membership  to  have  a  voice  in  the  selection  of  candidates  for  public  office 
which  the  primary  law  if  observed  insured  to  them.  In  lieu  of  a  personal 
campaign  throughout  the  State,  which  the  brief  time  before  primary  day  made 
impossible,  he  took  advantage  of  the  generous  space  permitted  him  in  the  press 
for  the  statement  of  the  reasons  for  his  candidacy.  He  solicited  no  assistance 
or  support  from  the  party  leaders;  yet  a  statement  addressed  “To  the  Demo¬ 
cratic  Electors  of  the  State”  was  issued  by  independent  members  of  the  party 
of  high  standing,  among  others  ex- Judge  D.  Cady  Herrick,  of  Albany,  and 
William  Church  Osborn,  of  New  York,  recommending  his  nomination  at  the 
primaries.  After  enumerating  the  high  qualifications  which  a  United  States 
Senator  should  possess,  it  stated : 

We  believe  that  the  Hon.  Thomas  F.  Conway,  of  Plattsburg,  meets  all 
these  requirements.  His  integrity  and  courage  are  unquestioned.  He  is  one 
of  the  ablest  lawyers  in  the  State.  He  has  long  been  a  student  of  public  affairs 
and  service  upon  different  State  boards  has  made  him  intimately  acquainted 
with  all  the  public  service  of  the  State,  its  needs,  the  needs  of  the  people,  and 
the  public  men  of  the  State — not  simply  in  political  life,  but  in  all  walks 
of  life. 

To  the  amazement  of  the  organizations  of  both  major  parties,  Mr.  Con¬ 
way  carried  20  upstate  counties  and  only  lost  many  others  by  the  narrowest 
margins.  He  received  52,756  votes  as  against  99,305  votes  received  by  Mr. 
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McCombs,  or  thirty-five  per  cent  of  the  total  votes  cast.  He  evidently  accom¬ 
plished  his  purpose,  as  since  that  contest  the  State  party  organization  has 
refrained  from  favoring  or  opposing  primary  candidacies. 

He  also  favored  the  election  of  United  States  Senators  by  popular  vote. 
When  in  1912  the  party  organization  proposed  as  its  candidate  and  endeavored 
to  elect  in  the  Legislature  a  United  States  Senator  who  in  his  judgment  lacked 
the  qualifications  he  had  assured  the  electorate  in  his  campaign  speeches  would 
he  possessed  by  the  Senator  who  would  be  elected,  in  case  a  Democratic  Legis¬ 
lature  was  elected,  he  exerted  all  his  influence  to  prevent  the  election  of  the 
organization’s  candidate,  as  also  did  a  minority  of  Democratic  Senators  and 
Assemblymen,  and  the  name  of  the  candidate  so  chosen  by  the  organization 
was  withdrawn  by  his  sponsors,  after  a  long  and  bitter  contest.  That  was  the 
session  of  the  Senate  at  which  Franklin  D.  Roosevelt,  then  serving  his  first 
term  there,  achieved  prominence  for  his  advocacy  of  progressive  measures 
not  favored  by  the  party’s  leaders. 

He  has  long  regarded  the  farm  problem  as  “one  of  first  magnitude”  and, 
as  stated  in  a  booklet  published  by  him  some  time  since  and  which  is  being 
revised  and  enlarged,  he  believes  that : 

Unless  and  until  that  problem  is  permanently  solved,  and  agriculture,  the 
country’s  basic  business,  is  rescued  from  its  present  desperate  plight  and  per¬ 
manently  placed  on  a  basis  of  security  and  equality  with  all  other  branches  of 
our  national  economy,  neither  complete  nor  permanent  economic  recovery  will 
be  possible.  Recurring  economic  crises  even  more  devastating  than  the  one 
from  the  aftermath  of  which  the  country  still  suffers  will  be  inevitable,  and 
it  is  not  a  rash  prediction  that  in  the  not  distant  future  they  will  permanently 
engulf  in  hopeless  chaos  our  whole  economic  and  social  order. 

After  prolonged  and  exhaustive  study  of  the  problem  and  an  analysis  of 
its  underlying  causes,  tracing  them  to  their  sources  through  authentic  statis¬ 
tical  data,  he  reached  what  he  regards  as  an  inevitable  conclusion  from  them, 
that  none  of  the  remedies  hitherto  proposed  or  adopted  by  the  present  or  any 
previous  national  administration  is  at  all  adequate  for  its  permanent  solution, 
but  that  on  the  contrary  many  of  the  most  important  of  them  only  complicate 
and  intensify  it  and  tend  to  the  regimentation  and  placing  in  tutelage  to  gov¬ 
ernment  the  approximately  6,800,000  farmers  in  the  nation.  In  the  booklets 
mentioned  he  clearly  outlines  remedies  that  in  his  judgment  will,  if  adopted, 
permanently  solve  the  problem  and  which  are  meeting  increasing  approval 
not  only  by  farm  organizations,  but  by  leaders  in  industry  and  finance. 

Long  before  the  adoption  by  either  the  Federal  or  State  governments  of 
definite  policies  of  social  security  he  was  a  strong  advocate  of  their  adoption 
by  both,  but  at  the  same  time  stressed  the  equal  or  greater  need  by  government 
to  remove  the  cause  or  causes  of  insecurity  among  large  and  increasing  num- 
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bers  of  our  people,  and  for  which  government  itself  is  in  great  measure 
responsible,  that  make  such  policies  necessary.  In  both  speeches  and  writings 
he  has  often  pointed  out  these  causes,  and  outlined  remedies  for  them. 

He  has  long  been  and  still  is  an  advocate  of  “preparedness.”  In  his  Navy 
Day  address,  broadcast  from  Plattsburg  on  Navy  Day  in  1938,  he  said: 

The  policy  of  strengthening  our  navy  and  maintaining  it  at  the  peak  of 
efficiency  and  power,  and  of  increasing  and  better  equipping  our  army  is  a 
wise  one.  It  has  been  forced  upon  us.  It  constitutes  no  threat  of  war  to  any 
other  nation.  It  is  strictly  a  policy  of  defense.  While  insuring  our  own 
safety,  it  will  be  a  powerful  influence  for  the  preservation  of  peace  and  the 
prevention  of  war.  And  in  the  event  of  another  world  conflagration,  which 
existing  unrest  and  rising  war  spirit  in  other  parts  of  the  world  portend  in 
the  near  future,  it  will  be  a  controlling  factor  in  keeping  us  out  of  it,  as  it  is 
hardly  conceivable  that  any  nation  or  combination  of  nations,  however  power¬ 
ful,  will  again  disregard  or  violate  our  rights  as  a  neutral,  the  cause  that 
finally  compelled  our  entry  into  the  World  War;  but  if  unhappily  we  for  that 
or  other  reasons  should  again  be  drawn  into  a  world  conflict  to  save  democ¬ 
racy,  we  will  be  prepared  in  that  event  to  exert  to  the  limit  the  might  of  our 
manpower  and  the  marshaled  resources  of  the  nation.” 

He  is  also  convinced  and  has  repeatedly  stressed  in  public  addresses : 

That  even  greater  dangers  within  our  borders  confront  the  nation  today 
than  can  come  from  any  foreign  foe,  arising  from  the  increasing  unrest  and 
discontent,  in  large  measure  due  to  the  inequitable  distribution  of  our  national 
income  among  those  whose  services  produce  it.  The  situation  is  summed  up 
in  the  trite  but  terrific  indictment  after  more  than  one  hundred  and  fifty  years 
of  our  democratic  government  that  increasing  multitudes  of  our  people  “are 
starving  in  the  midst  of  abundance.”  Failure  to  rectify  the  discriminatory 
social  and  economic  policies  that  inevitably  led  to  this  deplorable  and  danger¬ 
ous  situation  is  bound  to  lead  sooner  or  later  to  loss  of  confidence  by  many 
in  the  capacity  of  our  American  form  of  democracy  to  insure  equality  of 
opportunity — its  basic  principle.  Loss  of  confidence  by  the  people  in  our 
American  democracy  would  be  the  greatest  catastrophe  that  could  overtake  it. 

He  has  never  been  a  believer  in  the  policy  of  isolation.  In  his  Jefferson 
Day  address  at  Elmira  in  1923,  he  said  in  part: 

We  entered  the  World  War  because  we  believed  that  democracy  would 
be  in  deadly  jeopardy  if  the  Allies  should  be  defeated.  The  might  of  our 
power,  the  unselfishness  of  our  motives,  and  the  impressiveness  of  our  exam¬ 
ple  upon  its  termination  placed  our  country  in  a  position  of  leadership  and 
dominance  that  was  nowhere  questioned,  and  that  would  have  enabled  us  to 
have  reaped  in  full  the  fruits  of  our  great  sacrifices  by  the  inauguration  of  a 
new  era  in  which  reason  and  not  physical  force  would  be  resorted  to  to  adjust 
differences  between  nations,  and  thus  avert  for  the  future  the  dangers  of 
armed  conflict. 
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Instead,  however,  we  chose  to  stand  aside  in  trembling  isolation  over  possi¬ 
ble  dangers,  largely  imaginary,  and  thus  American  democracy  in  the  day  of 
its  maturity  and  when  at  the  zenith  of  its  influence  and  popularity,  missed  the 
opportunity  to  render  its  crowning  services  to  mankind  everywhere,  and  at 
the  same  time  to  make  the  “world  safe  for  democracy”  while  insuring  the 
safety  of  our  own  democratic  institutions,  to  do  which  was  the  sole  reason  for 
our  entering  the  World  War,  and  thus  to  enshrine  in  the  hearts  of  all  peoples 
a  devotion  and  attachment  to  its  principles  second  only  to  that  cherished  by 
our  own. 

He  has  long  favored  a  greater  participation  by  the  people  in  the  formu¬ 
lation  of  our  foreign  policy,  and  that  they  should  be  encouraged  and  permitted 
to  do  so.  In  the  same  address,  he  said  in  part : 

It  may  be  claimed  that  a  majority  of  our  people  lack  the  necessary  infor¬ 
mation  and  knowledge  of  foreign  affairs  to  qualify  them  for  participation  in 
shaping  our  foreign  policy,  but  the  same  was  said  as  to  their  knowledge  of 
the  science  of  government  and  urged  as  a  reason  why  they  should  not  be 
entrusted  with  its  control,  as  appears  by  the  debates  of  the  convention  at 
which  our  Federal  Constitution  was  formulated.  Similar  reasons  were  urged 
in  opposition  to  every  demand  for  the  extension  of  manhood  suffrage  and  to 
granting  the  right  of  franchise  to  women.  They  have  been  proven  ground¬ 
less,  and  I  am  satisfied  will  be  found  equally  so  as  regards  the  capacity  of  the 
majority  of  the  people  of  the  country  to  intelligently  participate  in  shaping  our 
foreign  policy,  that  so  often  profoundly  affects  some  of  their  most  important 
rights  and  interests,  and  of  which  they  alone  have  first-hand  knowledge. 

In  public  addresses  he  has  stressed  the  fact  many  times  that  the  seat  of 
government  in  our  American  form  of  democracy  is  not  at  distant  capitals, 
either  national  or  State,  but  in  local  communities  that  constitute  the  founda¬ 
tions  of  both  our  national  and  State  governments ;  that  if  or  when  these 
foundations  become  too  weak  to  support  these  structures  superimposed  on 
them,  disaster  to  both  cannot  be  averted ;  that  this  calamity  cannot  be  averted 
from  Washington  or  any  other  capital  where  the  elected  representatives  of 
the  people  function. 

The  one  power  that  can  avert  it  is  to  be  found  in  the  people  themselves 
who  in  reality  constitute  the  government,  and  the  one  place  at  which  that 
power  can  be  exercised  effectively  is  at  the  ballot  box.  Yet  it  is  a  startling 
and  disturbing  fact  that  in  local,  State  and  national  elections  in  the  past  often 
more  qualified  voters  than  would  have  been  necessary  to  change  the  results 
of  elections  have  refrained  from  voting.  To  that  extent  political  democracy 
has  abdicated,  and  given  a  clear  field  to  economic  autocracy  to  seize  govern¬ 
mental  powers  and  shape  governmental  policies  so  as  to  promote  their  own 
too  often  selfish  purposes.  Of  this  opportunity  for  the  exploitation  of  the 
public  it  has  been  quick  to  take  advantage.  This  is  the  genesis  of  special 
privilege  and  the  concentration  of  great  wealth  in  ever  fewer  hands — one  of 
the  greatest  dangers  to  democracy.  Is  it  surprising,  therefore,  that  for  years 
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past  the  very  foundations  of  our  whole  social  order  have  been  in  the  process 
of  progressive  disintegration,  only  temporarily  stayed  by  governmental  sub¬ 
sidies  and  succor  to  vast  numbers  and  interests  approaching  bankruptcy  ? 

The  one  hope  for  escaping  the  final  collapse  of  our  democratic  institutions 
lies  in  the  active  and  intelligent  participation  in  government  by  the  residents 
of  local  communities.  They  have  first-hand  knowledge  of  their  needs,  and 
are  therefore  far  better  able  to  formulate  the  governmental  laws  and  policies 
that  will  best  promote  and  protect  them.  They  can  no  longer  leave  this  duty, 
so  vitally  important  to  them,  to  be  performed  by  representatives  whose  will¬ 
ingness  to  do  so  may  be  more  than  ofifset  by  lack  of  qualifications,  as  the 
history  of  the  past  painfully  shows.  Ready  cooperation  between  such  com¬ 
munities,  however  far  separated  geographically,  is  now  made  possible  by  the 
many  methods  of  quick  communication  now  available,  and  thus  the  power  of 
such  communities  to  shape  and  control  governmental  policy  has  been  increased 
manifold.  The  leadership  that  is  needed,  therefore,  is  leadership  in  local  com¬ 
munities  ;  and  every  public-spirited  citizen  capable  of  furnishing  it  and  who 
will  do  so  will  be  performing  a  service  to  our  democracy  greater  by  far  than 
any  he  could  render  in  public  office,  however  high. 

He  has  been  persistent  in  his  advocacy  of  compulsory  teaching  in  all 
schools,  public  and  private,  of  the  fundamental  principles  of  our  representa¬ 
tive  form  of  democracy  to  a  far  greater  extent  than  has  hitherto  been  done, 
and  indelibly  impressing  on  the  minds  of  youth  the  blessings  it  does  and  will 
assure  them,  in  contrast  with  their  denial  by  totalitarian  or  autocratic  govern¬ 
ments ;  and,  above  all,  that  on  reaching  majority  they  will  become  its  trustees 
and  must  not  fail  to  discharge  that  sacred  trust. 

He  has  persistently  advocated  making  religious  instruction  in  all  schools, 
public  and  private,  compulsory,  and  often  stressed  as  a  dangerous  anomaly 
our  failure  to  do  so  in  our  Christian  civilization.  He  regards  the  fundamental 
tenets  of  Christianity  and  the  fundamental  principles  of  our  American  democ¬ 
racy  as  in  essence  identical — and  that  they  are  both  interwoven  into  its  very 
fabric.  That  not  to  impress  indelibly  these  truths  on  the  minds  of  youth  as 
a  part  of  their  education  is  not  only  an  injustice  to  them  in  the  denial  of 
opportunity  for  Christian  spiritual  idealism,  but  a  grave  danger  to  the  nation 
to  which  it  contributes  the  most  powerful  influence  for  good  and  the  enrich¬ 
ment  of  its  life. 

Notwithstanding  his  multitudinous  activities,  professional  and  otherwise, 
he  has  never  lost  interest  in  his  beloved  North  Country,  in  whose  history  and 
civilization  he  feels  a  deep  pride.  In  a  national  broadcast  from  St.  Lawrence 
University  on  March  27,  1924,  on  “Duties  and  Dangers  of  the  Present  Hour,” 
he  said,  among  other  things : 

In  conception  of  duty,  in  loyalty  to  the  highest  ideals  and  traditions  of  our 
civilization,  our  northern  tier  of  counties  can  challenge  comparison  with  any 
other  section  of  our  country. 
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In  his  services  to  them  politics  never  was  permitted  to  play  any  part.  As 
the  “Plattsburg  Daily  Press,”  a  strong  Republican  paper,  in  its  issue  of  Sep¬ 
tember  21,  1937,  said: 

He  has  been  a  leader  in  all  things  pertaining  to  the  welfare  of  Plattsburg 
and  Northern  New  York.  Time  and  again  his  good  offices  have  been  called 
upon  in  matters  of  local  importance.  Party  lines  have  been  entirely  forgotten, 
and  we  have  gone  to  him  as  one  man  to  represent  us  in  matters  of  vital  impor¬ 
tance  to  us.  He  has  never  failed  us.  In  fact,  he  has  seemed  more  enthusiastic 
than  any  of  us  and  has  spent  his  own  time  and  money  freely  in  affairs  which 
he  regarded  as  for  the  common  welfare.  ...  In  his  particular  case  party 
affiliations  become  secondary.  The  members  of  both  parties  have  long  recog¬ 
nized  the  high  qualifications  and  splendid  attainments  of  our  distinguished 
fellow-townsman. 

And  the  “Glens  Falls  Post-Star,”  in  its  issue  of  October  23,  1937,  in 
speaking  of  his  qualifications  to  be  a  member  of  the  Constitutional  Conven¬ 
tion,  said : 

Occasionally  there  appears  among  candidates  for  public  office  a  figure  who 
even  on  the  broad  and  teeming  stage  of  government  rises  above  party  lines 
and  appeals  to  the  voters  as  requiring  their  support  regardless  of  political 
affiliations. 

His  services  to  the  North  Country  have  been  so  numerous  and  varied  that 
space  will  permit  reference  to  but  a  very  few.  Every  movement  or  project 
calculated  to  promote  the  welfare  of  its  people  found  in  him  a  ready  sup¬ 
porter,  not  only  by  advice  and  personal  services,  but  often  generous  financial 
aid.  In  1912,  when  the  county  of  Albany  instituted  an  action  to  have  declared 
unconstitutional  an  appropriation  of  $50,000,000  for  the  construction  of  State 
highways,  and  to  enjoin  the  expenditure  of  any  part  of  the  same  for  the  con¬ 
struction  of  a  State  highway  system,  he  was  retained  by  the  counties  of  Wash¬ 
ington,  Warren,  Essex  and  Clinton,  through  which  the  main  trunk  line  from 
New  York  to  the  Canadian  border  was  laid  out  and  the  construction  of  which 
was  vital  to  their  interests,  to  defend  the  action,  and  later  was  also  retained 
by  the  Attorney-General’s  office  to  represent  the  State  for  the  same  purpose. 
He  did  so  successfully  in  all  courts,  the  Court  of  Appeals  finally  dismissing 
the  action.  For  these  most  important  services  he  refused  to  accept  any  com¬ 
pensation  either  from  the  counties  mentioned  or  the  State,  although  he  was 
tendered  generous  compensation  by  both. 

For  two  years  he  acted  as  a  member  of  the  St.  Lawrence  Power  Develop¬ 
ment  Commission,  appointed  by  Governor  Roosevelt  in  1930  to  devise  plans 
for  the  development  of  the  vast  waterpower  owned  by  the  State  in  the  St. 
Lawrence  River  and  its  supply  to  the  people  at  the  lowest  cost  consistent  with 
a  fair  return  on  the  investment.  The  members  of  the  commission  received  no 
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compensation.  Not  agreeing  with  a  majority  of  the  commission  on  some 
important  aspects  of  its  report,  he  made  a  minority  report,  the  major  recom¬ 
mendations  of  which  met  with  wide  approval  and  have  since  been  recognized 
by  the  State  Power  Authority  as  well  as  by  the  Federal  Waterpower  Commis¬ 
sion  and  followed  as  both  sound  and  practical. 

He  was  chairman  of  the  committee  appointed  by  Governor  Lehman  to 
draw  up  the  liquor  control  system  after  repeal  of  the  Eighteenth  Amend¬ 
ment;  chairman  of  the  State  NRA  Board,  and  director  for  New  York  State 
of  the  National  Emergency  Council.  To  none  of  such  positions  was  there 
attached  any  salary  or  compensation. 

He  has  given  a  great  deal  of  attention  and  time  to  the  conservation, 
improvement  and  protection  of  the  unsurpassed  natural  scenery  of  this  region, 
and  to  making  its  advantages  accessible  to  seekers  of  health  or  pleasure  from 
everywhere. 

While  in  religion  he  is  a  Roman  Catholic  and  a  sincere  believer  in  the 
tenets  of  his  religion,  and  always  a  generous  supporter  of  its  charitable  work 
and  activities,  yet  his  benefactions  have  never  been  limited  by  the  test  of  reli¬ 
gious  belief  or  lack  of  it.  In  1939  the  Holy  See  conferred  upon  him  the 
signal  honor  of  creating  him  Knight  Commander  of  the  Order  of  St.  Gregory 
the  Great.  The  order  was  founded  by  Pope  Gregory  XVI,  and  is  bestowed 
as  recognition  of  high  services  to  religion  or  to  the  State,  and  its  bestowal  is 
not  limited  to  professors  of  the  Roman  Catholic  religion  but  equally  on  mem¬ 
bers  of  any  other  religion  who  possess  such  qualifications.  The  title  of  papal 
nobility  it  carries  is  no  empty  title,  and  is  given  the  same  recognition  as  that 
of  the  sovereign  of  any  nation  or  kingdom  but  is  not  hereditary. 

It  should  be  a  pleasing  reflection  to  the  residents  of  the  Lake  Champlain 
and  Lake  George  valleys  that,  as  their  testimonials  to  the  character  and  career 
of  Thomas  F.  Conway  show,  they  have  disproved  the  age-old  adage  that  “a 
prophet  is  never  without  honor  save  in  his  own  country.” 


BIRD  J.  A.  BOMBARD,  M.  D. — Since  his  entry  into  the  field  of 
medicine  and  surgery  more  than  thirty-three  years  ago,  Dr.  Bird  J.  A.  Bom¬ 
bard  has  practiced  his  profession  in  Burlington,  where  he  is  highly  respected 
as  a  most  able  physician  and  surgeon  and  a  leader  in  civic  life. 

Dr.  Bombard  was  born  at  Au  Sable  Forks,  New  York,  May  11,  1883,  the 
son  of  Moses  A.  and  Amelia  (Sawyer)  Bombard,  both  deceased.  Moses  A. 
Bombard,  a  native  of  Keeseville,  New  York,  was  engaged  in  general  farming 
for  many  years  previous  to  his  death  at  the  age  of  ninety-six  years.  He  was 
a  veteran  of  the  Civil  War,  having  served  with  Company  L.,  2d  New  York 
Cavalry.  His  wife  was  a  native  of  Au  Sable  Forks,  New  York. 

Dr.  Bird  J.  A.  Bombard  completed  his  secondary  education  in  the  public 
schools  of  Keeseville,  New  York,  and  then  enrolled  at  St.  Charles  Borromeo 
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College  in  the  Province  of  Quebec,  Canada.  He  remained  there  until  1901, 
and  then  transferred  to  the  University  of  Vermont,  where  he  was  graduated 
in  1905  with  Doctor  of  Medicine  degree.  He  launched  his  private  practice  in 
Burlington  later  in  the  same  year,  and  ever  since  that  time  has  been  a  most 
distinguished  member  of  the  local  medical  profession,  enjoying  the  confidence 
and  good-will  of  an  extensive  clientele.  He  is  an  associate  surgeon  at  Mary 
Fletcher  Hospital,  and  an  attending  surgeon  at  Fanny  Allen  Hospital  and 
Bishop  De  Goesbriand  Memorial  Hospital,  and  the  present  State  medical  direc¬ 
tor  for  M.  W.  A.  He  also  serves  as  a  professor  of  anatomy  at  St.  Michael’s 
College,  and  as  a  member  of  the  board  of  directors  of  this  institution. 

Dr.  Bombard  is  a  communicant  of  St.  Joseph’s  Roman  Catholic  Church, 
and  a  well-known  figure  in  Republican  politics,  serving  as  alderman  of  the 
Sixth  Ward  for  two  years,  a  member  of  the  board  of  health  for  ten  years, 
and  for  a  time  as  examiner  for  the  retiring  board.  He  is  affiliated  with 
Burlington  Council,  Knights  of  Columbus,  Burlington  Lodge,  Benevolent  and 
Protective  Order  of  Elks,  Vermont  State  and  American  Medical  associations, 
the  Sons  of  Veterans,  and  a  Fellow  of  the  American  College  of  Surgeons. 
He  is  also  a  past  president  of  the  Chittenden  County  Civic  Society,  and  a 
member  of  the  Burlington  Country  Club. 

He  was  married  in  1907  to  Lucille  A.  Courcy,  a  native  of  Burlington,  and 
they  are  the  parents  of  four  children:  1.  Ruth  A.,  a  graduate  of  Margaret 
Bourgeous  College  in  1931,  married  Charles  R.  Holt  of  Plattsburg,  New 
York.  2.  Dr.  Clarence  E.,  a  graduate  of  the  University  of  Vermont  in  1934 
with  a  Bachelor  of  Science  degree,  and  in  1937  with  Doctor  of  Medicine 
degree.  3.  John  R.,  a  graduate  in  1936  of  St.  Michael’s  College.  4.  Shirley  T. 


CHARLES  H.  GOSSELIN— Deputy  United  States  Marshal  for 
Clinton  and  Essex  counties,  Charles  H.  Gosselin  conducts  the  oldest  general 
store  business  in  his  native  town  of  Redford  and,  on  his  mother’s  side,  is  the 
grandson  of  Patrick  Hanlon,  one  of  the  earliest  and  most  prominent  settlers  in 
Clinton  County. 

Born  August  13,  1899,  at  Redford,  New  York,  Mr.  Gosselin  is  the  son 
of  Joseph  Oliver  and  Margaret  Anne  (Hanlon)  Gosselin.  The  father,  a 
native  of  Rouses  Point,  New  York,  was  the  railroad  station  agent  and  tele¬ 
graph  operator  there  and  later  was  employed  in  the  mines  at  Irondale,  now 
Clayburg.  In  later  years  he  conducted  a  general  store  owned  by  his  father-in- 
law,  Patrick  Hanlon,  and  finally  operated  a  store  of  his  own  at  Redford. 
He  married  Margaret  Anne  Hanlon,  now  deceased,  the  daughter  of  Patrick 
Hanlon,  an  early  pioneer,  landowner  and  lumber  operator  in  Clinton  County. 
Mr.  Hanlon,  who  came  from  Clayburg  (or  Irondale  as  it  was  originally 
named)  headed  a  vast  lumber  industry  and  owned  practically  all  the  land

where  the  village  of  Saranac  Lake  now  stands.  Here  he  carried  on  his  lum¬ 
bering  operations.  He  became  a  large  stockholder  in  the  Plattsburg  National 
Bank  and  was  also  on  its  board  of  directors.  A  very  influential  man,  Mr. 
Hanlon  was  associated  with  some  of  the  outstanding  leaders  of  his  day, 
including  Smith  M.  Weed,  and  he  entertained  at  his  home  in  Clayburg,  Pres¬ 
ident  McKinley. 

Charles  H.  Gosselin  attended  the  grade  schools  at  Redford,  graduating 
from  Plattsburg  High  School.  As  already  noted,  his  father  owned  and 
operated  a  general  store  here.  Established  originally,  many  years  ago,  by 
F.  A.  and  M.  Moore,  this  oldest  store  of  its  kind  in  Redford  was  next  under 
the  proprietorship  of  Hooey  and  Littlejohn,  from  whom  Joseph  Oliver 
Gosselin  purchased  it.  Charles  H.  Gosselin  now  conducts  the  business.  Active 
in  politics,  he  is  Democratic  committeeman  for  Clinton  County,  was  town 
clerk  of  Redford  for  three  terms  and  supervisor  for  two  terms.  He  was  then 
appointed.  June  6,  1935,  Deputy  United  States  Marshal  for  Clinton  and 
Essex  counties  and  the  Northern  District,  working  out  of  Utica  headquar¬ 
ters.  Hunting  and  baseball  are  Mr.  Gosselin’s  favorite  diversions.  He  is  a 
member  of  the  Assumption  Church  in  Redford  and  affiliated  with  Lodge  No. 
621  at  Plattsburg  of  the  Benevolent  and  Protective  Order  of  Elks. 

Mr.  Gosselin  married  Dora  Turner,  born  at  Plattsburg  and  educated  in 
its  grammar  and  high  schools.  Their  children  are:  1.  Carlton  Pavone,  born 
at  Plattsburg  and  now  a  student  at  Mount  Assumption  Institute  there.  2. 
Joan  Pavone,  also  born  at  Plattsburg,  and  now  attending  Sallaz  Academy  at 
Redford. 


CHARLES  A.  BROWN — Charles  A.  Brown,  well  known  Burlington 
accountant,  was  born  here  October  3,  1888,  the  son  of  Robert  J.  and  Katharine 
(Barrett)  Brown.  Robert  J.  Brown,  a  native  of  Ireland,  came  to  the  United 
States  when  a  boy  and  first  settled  in  the  Dakotas  where  he  remained  until 
1875,  at  which  time  he  came  to  Burlington,  where  he  was  engaged  for  many 
years  as  a  landscape  gardener.  Katharine  (Barrett)  Brown  was  born  at 
Burlington. 

Charles  A.  Brown  received  his  early  education  in  the  Burlington  public 
schools,  and  then  he  entered  the  National  School  of  Accounting  at  Portland, 
Maine.  He  later  studied  at  the  Alexander  Hamilton  Institute  in  New  York 
City,  where  he  received  his  accountant’s  degree  in  1920.  From  1907  until 
1915  he  was  associated  with  the  Lumiere  Chemical  Works  in  Burlington  and 
he  then  went  to  Waterbury,  Connecticut,  to  become  an  accountant  in  the 
treasurer’s  office  of  the  American  Brass  Works.  He  remained  there  for  five 
years,  and  then  became  assistant  treasurer  of  J.  E.  Cashman,  Incorporated,  in 
which  capacity  he  served  until  1936.  He  was  then  appointed  supervisor  of 
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accounts  for  the  Vermont  State  Planning  Board,  and  also  accountant  for  the 
State  Finance  Commission,  later  becoming  a  member  of  the  Vermont  State 
Unemployment  Compensation  Board.  He  held  this  post  until  October,  1938, 
since  which  time  he  has  been  associated  here  with  Donald  E.  Beach  in  general 
accounting  work. 

Mr.  Brown  is  a  communicant  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Church,  and  a  great 
lover  of  all  outdoor  sports.  He  was  married  in  1907  to  Celia  S.  Hanlin  of 
Burlington,  and  they  are  the  parents  of  four  children:  1.  John  G.  2.  Grace  C. 
3.  Charles  R.  4.  Elizabeth  J. 


JOHN  J.  FLYNN  — For  considerably  more  than  a  half  century  John 
J.  Flynn  has  been  a  resident  of  Burlington,  Vermont,  and  a  prominent  figure 
in  business  and  industrial  affairs  in  this  region.  Banking  and  real  estate  have 
constituted  a  great  deal  of  his  work,  and  he  owns,  in  addition  to  other  prop¬ 
erty,  the  Starr  Farm  Beach,  where  there  are  forty  cottages.  He  deserves 
great  credit  for  his  accomplishments  when,  more  than  seventy-five  years  of 
age,  he  is  able  to  look  back  upon  a  career  that  has  benefited  others,  aware 
that  his  life  has  been  a  credit  to  Burlington  and  to  the  State  of  Vermont. 

Mr.  Flynn  was  born  June  22,  1864,  at  Dorset,  Vermont,  son  of  James 
and  Katharine  (Shea)  Flynn,  natives  of  Ireland,  both  now  deceased.  James 
Flynn  came  to  the  United  States  in  his  youth,  settling  in  Dorset,  where  he 
worked  for  years  in  the  marble  quarries.  Later  he  became  superintendent 
of  the  Bennington  and  Rutland  Railroad,  so  serving  for  the  rest  of  his  life. 

John  J.  Flynn  attended  the  public  schools  in  Dorset,  then  came  in  1880 
to  Burlington  where  he  entered  the  employ  of  James  A.  Shedd,  president  of 
the  Burlington  Savings  Bank.  Mr.  Shedd  owned  a  large  farm,  and  Mr. 
Flynn  was  engaged  to  sell  milk.  In  1882,  while  he  was  still  only  seventeen 
years  of  age,  he  was  given  complete  charge  of  the  farm,  and  at  eighteen  he 
leased  it  and  carried  on  the  work  for  himself.  In  1886  he  had  saved  enough 
money  to  enter  the  grocery  business,  though  he  found  this  enterprise  not  of 
sufficient  interest  to  absorb  the  full  energies  of  one  so  wide  awake  and  eager 
for  accomplishment.  In  1887  he  invested  money  in  a  tract  of  timberland, 
gradually  increasing  his  holdings  until  he  owned  27,000  acres  and  operated  on 
this  acreage  a  toll  road  between  Manchester  and  Bellows  Falls,  which  was 
later  taken  over  by  the  State.  Mr.  Flynn  had  many  opportunities  to  dispose 
of  this  tract  of  land,  which  he  finally  sold  to  the  International  Paper  Com¬ 
pany.  Then,  returning  to  Burlington  a  wealthy  man,  he  realized  the  possi¬ 
bilities  of  the  real  estate  trade  here. 

He  has  continued  his  real  estate  interests  down  to  the  time  of  writing, 
occupying  most  of  his  time  in  this  connection  with  the  Starr  Farm  Beach 
development,  referred  to  above.  About  1895  General  Peck,  backed  by  a  num- 
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ber  of  other  men,  secured  a  franchise  to  build  and  operate  a  street  car  line 
between  Burlington  and  Essex  Junction,  where  the  United  States  Army  had 
been  building  a  post,  Fort  Ethan  Allen.  Some  connection  was  much  needed 
between  these  two  points,  hut  after  all  plans  were  made  the  group  found  that 
the  Central  Railroad  of  Vermont  had  control  of  the  right-of-way  over  the 
river  between  Burlington  and  Winooski  and  were  bitterlv  opposed  to  the 
project  because  they  had  a  road  running  in  the  same  direction.  The  railroad 
fought  the  new  project  and  it  was  temporarily  abandoned.  At  that  point  Mr. 
Flynn  stepped  in,  purchased  the  franchise,  and,  singlehanded,  started  to  build 
the  trolley  car  line.  He  bought  his  rails,  poles  and  materials  and  personally 
organized  his  large  crew  of  men,  succeeding  in  completing  the  roadway  from 
Burlington  to  the  river.  There  he  was  temporarily  stopped  by  the  Central 
Vermont  Railroad.  Undaunted,  he  proceeded  to  finish  the  road  on  the  other 
side  of  the  river,  from  Essex  Junction  to  the  Winooski  bridge.  One  Sunday 
morning,  when  no  legal  interference  could  obtain,  the  rails  were  laid,  and 
before  evening  of  that  day  a  car  was  put  on  the  tracks.  The  railroad  was 
built,  the  Central  Vermont  Company  defeated,  and  Mr.  Flynn  the  victor  in 
another  battle  against  considerable  odds.  The  Military  Post  Street  Railway 
Company,  as  the  car  line  was  called,  was  later  run  in  conjunction  with  the 
Burlington  Traction  Company.  Then  Mr.  Flynn  sold  his  holdings  in  the 
line,  though  in  1897  he  built  another  trolley  car  line:  that  between  Barre  and 
Montpelier.  He  also  built  the  Barre  Gas  Plant  and  purchased  the  Vergennes 
Power  and  Light  Company,  increasing  the  output  and  supplying  gas  and 
electricity  to  many  outside  communities.  He  installed  an  electric  light  and 
power  plant  also  in  the  Alburg-Grand  Isle  District  and  so  made  it  possible 
for  the  outlying  small  towns  to  have  modern  advantages. 

In  1901  Mr.  Flynn  organized  the  Chittenden  County  Trust  Company, 
selected  its  personnel  and  served  as  chairman  of  its  board  of  directors  and  its 
executive  head.  In  1932  the  bank’s  quarters  in  College  Street  became  over¬ 
crowded,  whereupon  Mr.  Flynn  purchased  the  site  at  College  and  Church 
streets  and  erected  the  beautiful  bank  and  office  building  that  now  graces  the 
corner,  an  edifice  of  white  Vermont  marble  and  an  outstanding  structure  in 
Burlington.  It  is  significant  that,  with  limited  education  and  wholly  depend¬ 
ent  upon  his  own  powers,  Mr.  Flynn  should  have  accomplished  so  much  work 
of  value  to  Burlington  and  to  Vermont  as  a  whole.  He  remains  actively  inter¬ 
ested  in  the  world  around  him  down  to  the  time  of  writing,  and  is  one  of 
Burlington’s  best  known  and  most  respected  citizens.  He  follows  an  inde¬ 
pendent  course  politically.  For  some  years  he  was  city  assessor  and  is  now 
park  commissioner  of  Burlington.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Benevolent  and 
Protective  Order  of  Elks  and  is  a  trustee  of  his  lodge. 

John  J.  Flynn  married,  in  1887,  Nellie  F.  Waite,  daughter  of  Albert  and 
Sarah  (Davis)  Waite,  of  Peru,  Vermont.  The  Waites  came  to  Dorset  shortly 
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after  Mrs.  Flynn’s  birth.  She  was  formally  educated  in  the  Dorset  schools 
and  at  Manchester  Seminary,  in  Manchester,  Vermont,  and  later  took  a  special 
course  in  western  New  York.  Mrs.  Flynn,  who  died  in  1922,  was  always 
interested  in  plant  and  flower  culture  and  was,  particularly,  an  authority  on 
Vermont  flora,  a  subject  on  which  she  wrote  several  books,  some  of  which 
Mr.  Flynn  published  after  her  death.  Her  book,  “The  Flora  of  Burlington 
and  Vicinity,”  posthumously  published  by  her  husband,  is  a  most  complete 
treatment  of  the  material  and  is  highly  prized  by  all  students  of  flowers.  She 
also  produced  a  story  of  “The  Flora  of  Nantucket,  Massachusetts,”  having 
spent  much  time  there.  The  1937  edition  of  “Flora  of  Vermont”  was  issued 
as  the  third  of  a  series  prepared  under  the  auspices  of  the  Vermont  Botanical 
Club.  It  was  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  club  in  January,  1921,  that  Elsie 
M.  Kittredge  proposed  a  revision  of  Vermont  flora,  and  a  committee  was 
named  to  make  a  preliminary  survey  and  effect  a  permanent  organization,  the 
committee  consisting  of  Miss  Kittredge,  Dr.  Ezra  Brainerd,  Mrs.  Flynn  and 
Dr.  George  P.  Burns.  At  the  field  meeting  of  1921  the  committee  made  its 
report  and  a  permanent  committee  was  named,  with  Mrs.  Flynn  as  chairman. 
Under  its  guidance  several  sub-committees  carried  on  detailed  work.  After 
Mrs.  Flynn’s  death,  her  husband  made  possible  the  publication  of  his  wife’s 
work,  and  different  botanical  clubs  in  Vermont  expressed  their  deep  grati¬ 
tude  to  him.  He  has  now  set  aside  a  large  sum  to  establish  and  build  a  memo¬ 
rial  building  at  Goddard  College,  in  Plainfield,  Vermont,  to  commemorate 
his  wife’s  achievements  along  these  lines  and  to  house  her  large  collection  of 
Vermont  flora,  which  she  had  long  kept  in  her  home  in  Burlington. 


ROBERT  S.  LONG — An  able  lawyer,  connected  with  much  of  the 
litigation  of  importance  to  the  business  and  general  interests  of  the  “North 
Country,”  Robert  S.  Long,  of  Plattsburg,  had  the  background  of  a  noteworthy 
war  record  before  he  completed  his  professional  studies.  He  was  a  captain  in 
the  United  States  Army  and  is  a  city  judge  in  civil  life.  Mr.  Long  is  a  native 
of  this  city,  born  August  25,  1895,  son  of  Timothy  F.  and  Anna  (Hellinan) 
Long,  the  latter  named  also  born  in  Plattsburg.  The  father  was  a  native  of 
Beekmantown,  New  York,  and  was  engaged  in  railroading  until  his  death. 

Robert  S.  Long  acquired  his  academic  education  in  the  Plattsburg  grammar 
and  high  schools,  and  was  attending  the  Albany  Law  School  of  Union  Uni¬ 
versity  when  he  enlisted  for  military  service  in  the  army  in  April,  1917.  He 
received  a  commission  as  second  lieutenant  on  August  15,  19 17*  had  been 
promoted  to  first  lieutenant  while  overseas,  and  was  a  captain  in  rank  when 
he  received  his  honorable  discharge  in  April,  1919.  For  more  than  eighteen 
months  he  was  with  the  American  Expeditionary  Forces  in  France,  and  was 
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cited  for  bravery  in  action  while  serving  in  the  Soisson  sector.  For  the  most 
part  he  was  with  the  ist  United  States  Division  abroad. 

In  civilian  life  Mr.  Long  went  about  carrying  out  an  ambition  which  war 
had  interrupted.  In  1920  he  was  graduated  from  the  Albany  Law  School, 
with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws,  and  that  same  year  established  himself  in 
a  general  practice  in  Plattsburg  with  an  office  at  No.  17  Clifton  Street.  He 
keeps  in  close  touch  with  colleagues  by  memberships  in  the  American  Bar 
Association,  the  New  York  State  Bar  Association,  and  the  Clinton  County 
Bar  Association.  Politically,  Mr.  Long  is  a  Democrat,  and  since  1932  has  been 
municipal  judge  of  the  city  of  Plattsburg.  Since  1935  he  has  been  a  member 
of  the  Board  of  Education,  and  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Parks  and  Beach 
Association.  Fraternally,  Air.  Long  is  affiliated  with  Plattsburg  Council, 
Knights  of  Columbus,  of  which  he  is  a  Past  Grand  Knight,  and  Plattsburg 
Lodge,  No.  621,  Benevolent  and  Protective  Order  of  Elks.  He  is  a  Past 
Commander  of  Post  No.  20,  American  Legion;  is  a  Past  Commander  of  the 
Clinton  County  Post  of  this  organization,  and  formerly  was  president  of  the 
Kiwanis  Club. 

In  1923  Robert  S.  Long  married  Kathleen  G.  Ryan,  a  native  of  Platts¬ 
burg,  and  they  are  the  parents  of  four  children:  1.  Robert  S.,  Jr.  2.  Mar¬ 
guerite  A.  3.  Helen  Al.  4.  Thomas  J.  Long. 


BRIGADIER-GENERAL  LEONARD  FISH  WING— An  active 
contributor  to  the  professional  life  of  the  Lake  Champlain  district,  Brigadier- 
General  Leonard  Fish  Wing  is  a  practicing  lawyer  in  Rutland,  Vermont, 
where  he  is  a  member  of  the  law  firm  of  Fenton,  Wing  and  Morse. 

General  Wing  was  born  November  12,  1894,  at  Ira,  Vermont,  son  of  David 
E.  and  Dora  A.  (Fish)  Wing.  His  father  was  a  native  of  West  Rutland  and 
his  mother  of  Ira.  She  died  March  9,  1927. 

The  school  of  his  native  district  furnished  Leonard  Fish  Wing’s  early 
formal  education  and  he  was  graduated  from  high  school  at  Rutland  with 
the  class  of  1914.  In  that  same  year  he  began  reading  law  in  the  office  of 
Lawrence,  Lawrence  and  Stafiford,  in  Rutland.  While  serving  in  the  army — 
his  work  in  that  connection  is  given  in  detail  below — Mr.  Wing  passed  the 
bar  examinations.  When  he  was  discharged  from  the  service,  he  began  the 
practice  of  law  in  January,  1919.  In  February  of  that  year  be  and  George 
E.  Morse  formed  the  law  partnership  known  as  Wing  and  Morse,  which  con¬ 
tinued  as  such  until  in  April,  1924,  a  third  partner  was  admitted  and  the  style 
became  Fenton,  Wing  and  Alorse.  As  a  member  of  this  firm  General  Wing 
has  carried  on  his  professional  work  down  to  the  time  of  writing,  participating 
in  much  important  litigation  and  earning  the  esteem  and  admiration  of  his 
contemporaries  in  all  walks  and  departments  of  life. 
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Along  with  his  other  activities  General  Wing  has  made  a  notable  contribu¬ 
tion  to  civic  and  social  life.  For  two  terms,  from  1919  to  1921,  he  was  city 
attorney  for  Rutland.  From  February,  1921  until  1925  he  was  city  judge. 
He  is  also  a  member  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  Vermont  Soldiers’  Home, 
Rutland  Post  No.  31,  of  the  American  Legion,  Vermont  Chapter  of  the  Mili¬ 
tary  Order  of  the  World  War  and  Vermont  Commandery  of  the  Military 
Order  of  the  World  War  and  Vermont  Commandery  of  the  Military  Order 
of  Foreign  Wars.  General  Wing  was  Judge  Advocate  of  the  Vermont  Depart¬ 
ment,  American  Legion  of  1930-31,  Commander  of  the  Vermont  Commandery 
Military  Order  of  Foreign  Wars  in  1929,  president  of  the  Vermont  Chapter 
Reserve  Officers’  Association,  1931,  member  of  the  board  of  managers  of 
the  Vermont  State  Bar  Association  in  1932,  and  executive  clerk  for  Governor 
Stanley  Wilson  during  the  years  1933  and  1934. 

General  Wing’s  enlistment  for  World  War  service  came  in  1917,  when  he 
became  a  private  in  the  first  Vermont  Infantry  Regiment,  so  serving  until  Jan¬ 
uary,  1918,  when  he  was  transferred  to  the  3d  Officers’  Training  Camp  at 
Fort  Oglethorpe,  Georgia.  Later,  he  was  commissioned  second  lieutenant, 
and  in  June,  1918,  was  assigned  to  the  99th  Division  at  Camp  Wheeler, 
Georgia.  There,  in  October  of  the  same  year,  he  was  promoted  to  first  lieu¬ 
tenant.  He  received  his  honorable  discharge  at  the  close  of  the  war  and 
returned  home.  In  June,  1919,  he  was  instrumental  in  effecting  the  organ¬ 
ization  of  Company  A,  1st  Vermont  Infantry  Regiment,  and  was  placed  in 
command  of  this  company,  the  first  rifle  company  organized  in  Vermont  after 
the  war,  though  he  had  only  the  title  of  second  lieutenant.  Later,  he  was 
made  first  lieutenant  and  then  captain  of  the  company,  and  in  May,  1921, 
was  appointed  major  of  the  i/2d  Infantry  Regiment  of  the  Vermont  National 
Guard.  General  Wing  served  the  Vermont  Regiment  as  its  commanding 
officer  from  February,  1933  to  July,  1938,  at  which  time  he  was  promoted 
to  the  grade  of  brigadier-general,  having  as  his  command  the  86th  Brigade, 
which  includes  the  I72d  Infantry,  Vermont  National  Guard,  and  the  103d 
Infantry,  Maine  National  Guard. 

In  June,  1938,  Norwich  University  Military  College  of  the  State  of  Ver¬ 
mont,  in  recognition  of  General  Wing’s  contributions  to  both  the  civil  and  mili¬ 
tary  activities  within  the  State  of  Vermont,  with  a  very  fitting  and  well 
deserved  citation,  conferred  upon  him  the  decree  of  Master  of  Science. 

General  Wing  is  a  Republican  in  his  political  views.  In  1919  he  was  made 
a  member  of  the  party  State  Committee,  becoming  treasurer  of  the  committee 
in  1920  and  so  serving  until  1925,  when  he  was  made  a  chairman.  He  belongs 
to  the  Rutland  Chamber  of  Commerce,  the  Rutland  Country  Club,  Center 
Lodge,  No.  34,  of  the  Free  and  Accepted  Masons;  Vermont  Lodge,  No.  1,  of 
the  Knights  of  Pythias;  Rutland  County  Bar  Association,  the  Vermont  Bar 
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Association,  the  American  Bar  Association,  Cairo  Temple,  Ancient  Arabic 
Order  Nobles  of  the  Mystic  Shrine,  Rutland  Aerie,  No.  1001,  Fraternal  Order 
of  Eagles,  and  the  Benevolent  and  Protective  Order  of  Elks. 

In  June,  1939,  General  Wing  was  again  honored  by  Norwich  University 
by  being  elected  a  member  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  institution.  General 
Wing  worships  in  the  faith  of  the  First  Baptist  Church  in  the  city  of  Rutland. 

General  Leonard  Fish  Wing  was  married  (first),  November  9,  1919,  to 
Bernice  G.  Kidder,  of  Middlebury,  Vermont,  who  died  in  October,  1923, 
leaving  one  son,  Leonard  Fish  Wing,  Jr.  General  Wing  married  (second), 
June  28,  1934,  Margaret  E.  Clark,  of  Rutland.  They  have  two  children: 
Bruce  C.  and  Patricia. 


EDWARD  CLARENCE  RIPLEY — Becoming  associated  with  his 
father  in  the  lumber  business  more  than  half  a  century  ago,  Edward  Clarence 
Ripley  has  been  actively  identified  with  this  industry  to  the  present  day,  and 
since  1916  he  has  been  president  of  the  Ripley  Lumber  Company,  Incorpo¬ 
rated,  a  concern  that  has  been  engaged  in  the  lumber  business  for  almost 
eighty-four  years. 

Mr.  Ripley  was  born  in  Poultney,  Vermont,  October  14,  1861,  the  son  of 
Charles  and  Esther  (Morse)  Ripley,  both  deceased.  Charles  Ripley,  born  in 
Poultney  in  1838,  was  engaged  for  many  years  in  the  lumber  business  and 
also  the  general  merchandising  field.  In  1872  he  purchased  the  retail  lum¬ 
ber  business  of  Whitlock  and  Smith,  an  establishment  which  was  first  organ¬ 
ized  in  1854,  and  he  operated  the  business  under  his  own  name  until  1886 
when,  after  his  sons  became  associated  with  him,  the  firm  name  became 
Charles  Ripley  and  Sons.  Five  years  later  the  business  was  incorporated  as 
the  Ripley  Lumber  Company,  Incorporated,  with  Charles  Ripley  as  president, 
which  post  he  retained  until  his  death,  October  19,  1916.  He  was  also  well 
known  in  political  life,  having  been  a  member  of  the  House  in  1880  and  1882, 
and  a  State  Senator  in  1888.  He  was  the  son  of  Charles  Ripley,  who  was  born 
at  Tinmouth  November  10,  1804,  and  departed  this  life  March  4,  1877,  and 
a  descendant  of  William  Ripley,  who  together  with  his  wife  and  two  children, 
emigrated  from  England  to  America  in  1638,  settling  in  Hingham,  Massachu¬ 
setts.  Esther  (Morse)  Ripley  was  born  at  Poultney  August  24,  1831,  and 
died  here  March  4,  1890. 

Edward  Clarence  Ripley  received  his  early  education  in  the  Poultney  schools, 
and  later  studied  at  Troy  Conference  Academy,  where  he  was  a  member  of 
the  class  of  1878.  In  1886  he  became  associated  with  his  father  in  the  manage¬ 
ment  of  the  Ripley  Lumber  Company,  and  he  served  in  the  capacity  of  vice- 
president  until  1916  when,  upon  the  death  of  his  father,  he  became  president 
of  this  company,  which  post  he  has  filled  to  the  present  day.  Mr.  Ripley

has  also  served  as  director  of  the  Poultney  Cooperative  Savings  and  Loan 
Association,  since  its  inception,  and  he  has  been  treasurer  of  the  Poultney 
Cemetery  Association  for  the  past  thirty-seven  years. 

Mr.  Ripley  is  a  member  of  the  Baptist  Church  and  is  well  known  in  local 
political  life,  having  been  honored  with  town,  fire  and  village  offices  continu¬ 
ally,  since  the  beginning  of  the  twentieth  century,  and  he  is  especially  proud 
of  the  fact  that  his  ancestors  have  served  one  hundred  and  eleven  sessions  in 
the  New  England  Legislature.  Fraternally  he  is  affiliated  with  Morning  Star 
Lodge,  No.  3 7,  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  and  in  1907  he  served  as  Master 
of  this  body.  He  also  served  as  secretary  of  the  Modern  Woodmen  of 
America  for  more  than  thirty  years. 

He  was  married  May  5,  1887,  to  Ella  M.  Ward  of  Poultney,  daughter 
of  Willard  D.  and  Sarah  (Hurlbert)  Ward.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ripley  are  the 
parents  of  two  children:  1.  Esther  Morse,  who  married  A.  C.  Lewis  of 
Poultney,  and  they  are  the  parents  of  a  son,  Edward  A.  Lewis.  2.  Edward 
Clarence,  Jr.,  vice-president  and  assistant  treasurer  of  the  Ripley  Lumber 
Company,  Incorporated,  who  married  Marion  McDonald  of  Glens  Falls,  New 
York,  and  to  their  union  have  been  born  three  children:  i.  Charles  W.  ii.  Ann 
Louise,  iii.  Donald  Ripley. 


FRANK  C.  HOOPER — Few  men  in  the  garnet  industry  are  better 
known  than  Frank  C.  Hooper,  of  North  River,  New  York,  metallurgical 
engineer  and  vice-president  and  general  manager  of  the  Barton  Mines  Corpora¬ 
tion,  located  in  the  aforementioned  community.  Throughout  his  long  and  dis¬ 
tinguished  career,  which  has  been  devoted  exclusively  to  mining,  he  has  con¬ 
tributed  substantially  to  the  advancement  of  his  profession  as  an  ordinary 
miner,  a  mining  engineer,  an  inventor  and  finally  as  a  mining  company  official. 

Mr.  Hooper  was  born  in  Ticonderoga,  Essex  County,  New  York,  Sep¬ 
tember  4,  1867,  the  son  of  William  and  Jane  Anne  (Hoskins)  Hooper,  both 
natives  of  England,  and  deceased.  His  father,  who  came  to  this  country  at 
the  age  of  twenty,  was  a  pioneer  in  the  graphite  industry,  being  credited 
with  being  the  first  to  develop  graphite  mines  in  America  and  also  as  the 
first  to  devise  a  separating  process  in  the  production  of  this  mineral.  The 
scene  of  his  activities  was  in  the  Adironack  Mountains,  where  his  son,  Frank 
C.  Hooper,  today  is  active. 

After  completing  a  general  education  at  the  Ticonderoga  High  School, 
Mr.  Hooper  attended  the  Troy  Conference  Academy  at  Poultney,  Vermont, 
for  one  year  and  then  matriculated  at  the  School  of  Mines  at  Columbia  Uni- 
versity,  in  New  York  City,  from  which  he  was  graduated  with  a  degree  in 
metallurgical  engineering  with  the  class  of  1890.  He  began  his  career  as  an 
ordinary  miner  in  a  gold  mine  in  the  Snake  River  section  of  Idaho,  where  he 
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worked  for  two  and  a  half  years.  During  this  period  he  was  advanced  to 
the  position  of  engineer  and  chemist.  In  1893  he  was  commissioned  to  make 
an  examination  of  the  Sisal  Hemp  industry  in  the  Bahama  Islands  and  in  the 
same  year  with  his  brother,  George  H.  Hooper,  developed  a  patented  mechani¬ 
cal  process  for  the  separation  of  garnet  from  its  matrix.  The  North  River 
Garnet  Company  was  organized  to  operate  with  this  process  under  his  manage¬ 
ment  and  its  mills  and  mines  supplied  the  general  market  for  abrasive  garnet 
for  thirty-five  years.  In  1928  he  became  general  manager  and  vice-president 
of  the  Barton  Mines  Corporation  of  North  Creek,  New  York,  operating  a 
large  deposit  of  garnet  on  Gore  Mountain. 

In  the  early  years  of  the  garnet  industry  it  was  only  necessary  to  operate 
during  the  open  season,  which  made  available  the  winter  months  in  which  to 
continue  his  professional  activities  as  a  mining  engineer.  In  1897  he  was 
appointed  an  assistant  in  mining  at  the  School  of  Mines,  Columbia  University, 
where  he  designed  and  installed  the  first  mining  school  laboratory  using  full- 
sized  concentration  machinery  instead  of  models.  For  several  years  he  gave 
the  senior  class  in  mining  their  course  in  ore  dressing  or  concentration  and 
in  1900  was  appointed  Instructor  in  Mining  at  Columbia.  His  professional 
activities  have  covered  examinations  of  copper,  lead,  silver  and  gold  deposits 
in  Mexico,  the  United  States,  and  Canada. 

During  his  life  Mr.  Hooper  has  been  an  active  and  prominent  figure  in 
the  social  and  civic  affairs  of  his  surroundings.  At  present  he  is  a  member 
of  the  Republican  State  Committee  and  prior  to  assuming  this  post  represented 
two  counties  in  the  State  Legislature — Essex  County  in  1895-96-97  and  War¬ 
ren  County  in  1918-19.  He  was  prominently  active  in  organizing  the  first 
Farm  Bureau  unit  of  Warren  County  and  for  many  years  was  on  the  execu¬ 
tive  board  of  the  Mohican  Council  of  Boy  Scouts,  serving  as  president  of  the 
council  for  two  years.  He  has  been  a  member  of  the  board  of  managers  of 
Westmount  Sanatorium,  the  tuberculosis  hospital  of  Warren  County,  since 
its  opening  in  1928;  belongs  to  the  American  Institute  of  Mining  and  Metal¬ 
lurgical  Engineers,  and  in  a  social  capacity  is  a  member  of  the  Columbia 
University  Club.  He  fraternizes  with  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fel¬ 
lows  at  Wevertown,  and  is  a  member  of  the  Episcopal  Church  in  Glens  Falls. 
A  lover  of  the  out-of-doors,  Mr.  Hooper  has  found  his  principal  hobbies  in 
nature  study,  geology,  minerology  and  the  wild  flora  of  the  Adirondacks. 

Mr.  Hooper  married  Medora  Higgins,  of  Ticonderoga,  New  York,  who 
is  a  graduate  of  Vassar  College.  They  are  the  parents  of  the  following  chil¬ 
dren,  all  of  whom  received  their  secondary  education  at  the  Glens  Falls 
Academy,  Glens  Falls,  New  York:  1.  Medora  Louise,  a  graduate  of  Vassar 
College,  received  a  Master  of  Arts  degree  in  geology  at  Columbia  University 
and  has  since  done  geological  work  in  the  Adirondacks  for  the  New  York

HARRY  EDWARD  HANSEN— President  of  the  Rotary  Club  of 
Charlton,  Harry  Edward  Hansen  is  one  of  the  leading  citizens  of  Charlton, 
as  well  as  being  the  outstanding  veterinary  practitioner  in  his  district. 

Harry  Edward  Hansen  was  born  in  West  Sand  Lake,  October  21,  1909, 
son  of  Rasmus  H.  and  Lucy  (Yergens)  Hansen.  Rasmus  Hansen,  who  was 
born  in  Denmark,  was  a  farmer  in  Troy,  Melrose,  West  Sand  Lake,  Ballston 
Spa  and  Clifton  Park  before  establishing  himself  in  Charlton.  Lucy  (Yer¬ 
gens)  Hansen,  his  wife,  was  also  born  in  Denmark. 

After  passing  through  the  public  schools  at  Ballston  Lake,  and  graduating 
from  the  high  school  there  in  1926,  Harry  Edward  Hansen  determined  to 
follow  a  career  in  veterinary  medicine  and  prepared  himself  for  his  profession 
by  taking  the  New  York  State  prescribed  courses,  receiving  his  license  in 
1931.

GEORGE  H.  GONYEA,  M.  D. — Dr.  George  H.  Gonyea  was  born  at 
Lyon  Mountain,  New  York,  May  8,  1898,  the  son  of  the  late  Max  and  Vina 
(Light)  Gonyea.  Max  Gonyea,  a  native  of  Redford,  New  York,  was  engaged 
in  railroading  for  several  years,  and  later  was  employed  in  the  mining  district 
at  Lyon,  Montana.  He  also  devoted  some  time  to  the  farming  industry,  in 
which  he  was  engaged  at  the  time  of  his  death. 

Dr.  Gonyea  acquired  his  preliminary  education  in  the  district  school  near 
Plattsburg,  and  then  entered  Morrisonville  High  School.  Upon  completion  of 
his  preparatory  education  he  enrolled  at  Union  College  in  Schenectady,  and 
two  years  later,  transferred  to  the  University  of  Arkansas,  from  which  he 
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was  graduated  in  1925  with  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine.  He  has  since 
that  time  engaged  in  postgraduate  study  at  Harvard  University.  He  served

JOHN  FRANCIS  HENRY  (“FRANK”)  McDONOUGH — For 

years  one  of  the  prominent  business  men  of  Rouses  Point,  New  York,  Frank 
McDonough — or  J.  F.  H.  McDonough,  as  he  was  sometimes  known — was 
one  of  the  vice-presidents  of  F.  W.  Myers  and  Company,  Incorporated, 
Custom  House  brokers.  His  participation  in  the  life  of  his  community  was 
a  highly  helpful  one,  contributive  to  the  general  welfare  and  serving  to 
advance  his  own  prestige.  He  maintained  always  a  strongly  public-spirited 
attitude  toward  Rouses  Point  affairs,  and  his  geniality  and  friendliness  were 
qualities  that  readily  endeared  him  to  all  who  knew  him. 

John  Francis  Henry  McDonough  was  born  January  25,  1869,  son  of  the 
late  M.  B.  and  Mary  J.  (Myers)  McDonough.  He  had  one  sister  who 
survived  him:  Mrs.  H.  A.  Trombly,  of  Port  Huron,  Michigan. 

In  1874  John  Francis  Henry  McDonough  came  with  his  parents  to 
Rouses  Point,  where  his  mother  conducted  a  private  school  in  State  Street. 
In  1884  Mr.  McDonough  entered  the  employ  of  F.  W.  Myers  and  Company 
as  a  clerk,  being  admitted  to  partnership  in  1910  and  being  made  a  vice- 
president  of  the  firm  at  its  incorporation  in  1925.  His  loyalty  to  his  com¬ 
pany  and  his  ability  to  keep  things  moving  smoothly  in  emergencies  under 
stress  were  qualities  that  early  made  themselves  apparent  in  his  character. 
He  came  to  be  regarded  as  an  expert  on  customs  regulations,  particularly 
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those  relating  to  water  shipments,  and  he  knew  every  boat  captain  who  carried 
cargoes  between  Canada  and  the  United  States  through  the  port  of  Rouses 
Point  over  a  long  period  of  years. 

A  man  of  many  and  varied  interests,  Mr.  McDonough  was  universally 
admired  and  respected,  and  his  influence  was  a  widely  felt  force  for  good. 
Particularly  did  he  enjoy  the  healthful  outdoor  life  in  which  the  Rouses 
Point  community  abounded.  In  his  earlier  years  he  was  a  leader  in  sports 
activities,  taking  part  in  many  sporting  events  and  becoming  a  member  of  his 
town’s  baseball  and  football  teams.  When  he  stopped  playing  these  games 
he  remained  an  enthusiast.  He  also  was  a  good  tennis  player,  holding  his 
own  with  the  best  players  on  local  courts.  Some  years  before  his  death  he 
suffered  a  nervous  breakdown,  but,  enrolling  at  Bill  Brown’s  physical  train¬ 
ing  farm,  at  Garrison,  New  York,  recuperated  so  rapidly  and  obtained 
so  much  benefit  that  he  returned  for  two  subsequent  years.  Mr.  McDon¬ 
ough’s  physique  was  splendid — a  fact  that  he  attributed  to  Bill  Brown’s 
regimen.  He  continued  a  part  of  the  training  in  his  home  until  his  final  ill¬ 
ness,  using  Indian  clubs  and  swimming  in  the  lake.  He  particularly  liked 
swimming,  and  usually  was  the  first  person  in  the  lake  in  spring  and  swam 
in  the  cold  waters  long  after  the  last  youngster  had  given  up  the  sport  in 
autumn.  In  addition  to  his  other  activities,  he  was  a  member  of  the  Rouses 
Point  Volunteer  Fire  Department. 

John  Francis  Henry  McDonough  was  twice  married.  His  first  wife, 
Nellie  (Collopy)  McDonough,  died  in  1919.  They  had  one  child,  a  son,  who 
died  at  the  age  of  six  months.  On  January  15,  1922,  Mr.  McDonough  mar¬ 
ried  (second)  Mrs.  Mary  Ann  (St.  Hilaire)  Laundrie,  of  Rouses  Point,  New 
York,  who  survived  him. 

The  death  of  Frank  McDonough  occurred  January  7,  1938,  after  three 
days’  illness,  at  the  age  of  sixty-eight  years.  A  resident  of  the  village  from 
the  age  of  five  years  onward  for  the  rest  of  his  life,  he  made  a  notable  con¬ 
tribution  to  the  community  of  Rouses  Point,  and  his  name  and  record  will 
long  adorn  the  annals  of  his  time  in  this  area. 


BERT  L.  STAFFORD — For  more  than  thirty  years  Bert  L.  Stafford 
has  been  engaged  in  the  general  practice  of  law  in  Rutland,  and  he  has  also 
been  prominently  identified  with  the  public  life  of  this  town,  serving  as  mayor 
from  1915  to  1917. 

Mr.  Stafford  was  born  in  Tinsmouth,  Vermont,  and  completed  his  early 
education  at  Wallingford  High  School.  He  later  studied  at  Rutland  Institute, 
and  then  matriculated  at  Middlebury  College,  where  he  was  graduated  in  1901. 
He  prepared  for  his  legal  career  by  studying  law  in  the  offices  of  Lawrence 
and  Lawrence,  and  in  1906,  having  successfully  fulfilled  the  State  require- 
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ments,  he  became  a  member  of  the  Vermont  bar.  For  many  years  he  was 
associated  with  Lawrence  and  Lawrence,  and  the  firm  was  known  as  Law¬ 
rence.  Lawrence  and  Stafford.  However,  he  is  now  engaged  in  private  prac¬ 
tice,  and  enjoys  an  enviable  reputation  in  this  locality  for  his  keen  knowledge 
of  legal  principles,  and  his  untiring  efforts  in  behalf  of  the  numerous  clients 
who  entrust  their  legal  difficulties  to  his  care. 

Mr.  Stafford  represented  Tinsmouth  in  the  House  in  1906.  He  is  a 
member  of  the  board  of  directors  of  two  Rutland  banks,  and  trustee  of 
Middleburv  College.  In  addition  he  serves  as  chairman  of  the  Vermont  State 
Board  of  Education. 

During  his  term  of  office  as  mayor  of  Rutland,  1915  to  1917,  Mr.  Stafford 
gave  his  greatest  attention  to  any  movement  pertinent  to  local  civic  develop¬ 
ment,  and  he  is  highly  regarded  for  his  civic  pride,  and  spirit  of  cooperation 
with  the  populace  at  large. 


JOHN  RUTHERFORD  STONE — Becoming  associated  with  the 
Twin  State  Gas  and  Electric  Company  in  Bennington,  Vermont,  in  1926, 
John  Rutherford  Stone  has  been  actively  identified  with  this  industrial  cor¬ 
poration  to  the  present  day,  and  he  has  proven  himself  well  qualified  to  cope 
with  the  complex  duties  entailed  in  the  filling  of  his  present  post  as  division 
manager. 

Mr.  Stone  was  born  in  Dorset,  Bennington  County,  September  27,  1895, 
the  son  of  the  late  William  John  and  Katharine  (Rutherford)  Stone.  The 
elder  Mr.  Stone  was  born  in  Swansie,  Wales,  in  1863,  and  was  brought  to 
this  country  by  his  parents  six  years  later.  He  later  entered  the  cheese  manu¬ 
facturing  business,  in  which  field  he  was  engaged  at  the  time  of  his  death  on 
May  9,  1905.  Katharine  (Rutherford)  Stone  was  born  in  Brooklyn,  New 
York,  in  1866. 

John  Rutherford  Stone  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  at  Dorset,  Burr 
and  Burton  Seminary  at  Manchester,  Vermont,  and  the  Nute  High  School  at 
Milton,  New  Hampshire,  tie  began  his  business  career  with  the  Colonial 
Power  and  Light  Company  of  Manchester,  Vermont,  originally  serving  in  a 
clerical  capacity  in  the  local  office,  and  later  holding  various  positions  with  this 
company  there,  at  Claremont,  New  Hampshire,  and  at  Springfield,  Vermont. 
In  1926  he  came  to  Bennington  to  take  over  the  duties  of  superintendent  of 
the  local  plant,  and  in  1935  he  was  advanced  to  the  post  of  division  manager, 
in  which  capacity  he  has  served  most  ably  to  the  present  day.  During  the 
World  War  period,  he  was  attached  to  the  66th  Coast  Artillery,  and  he  served 
overseas  with  this  unit  until  February,  T919. 

Mr.  Stone  is  a  member  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  a  supporter  of  the 
Republican  party,  and  an  affiliate  of  Adoniron  Lodge,  No.  42,  Free  and 
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Accepted  Masons,  and  Adoniron  Chapter,  No.  18,  Royal  Arch  Masons.  He 
is  also  president  of  the  Bennington  Chamber  of  Commerce,  and  a  member  of 
the  Bennington  Club. 

He  was  married,  July  2,  1925,  to  Stella  Colburn  of  Manchester,  daughter 
of  Artemus  and  Estelle  Colburn.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Stone  are  the  pare  its  of  four 
children:  1.  Marjorie  Jean.  2.  Mary  Katharine.  3.  John  Rutherford,  Tr. 
4.  Emily  May. 


WILLIAM  H.  BARBER — Secretary  and  treasurer  and  general  man¬ 
ager  of  the  M.  Ames  Chemical  Works,  Inc.,  of  Glens  Falls,  rice-president  and 
general  manager  of  Kendrick  and  Brown  Company,  William  H.  Barber  is  not 
only  a  leader  in  the  field  of  chemical  manufacturing  but  is  also  a  banker  and 
business  man  and  a  civic  leader,  particularly  interested  in  education  and  social 
service. 

William  H.  Barber  was  born  in  Harttord,  New  York,  September  20, 
1892,  son  of  Elmer  E.  and  Mary  E.  (Townsend)  Barber.  Elmer  E.  Bar¬ 
ber,  who  is  a  native  of  Crown  Point,  spent  many  years  in  the  wholesale  fruit 
business  in  Glens  Falls  and,  for  almost  ten  years  associated  with  the  Crown 
Point  Graphite  Company,  and  thereafter  resumed  his  fruit  business,  before 
his  retirement  from  active  life.  Mary  E.  (Townsend)  Barber,  his  wife,  is  a 
native  of  Hartford,  New  York. 

After  passing  through  the  grade  schools  of  Glens  Falls  and  graduating 
from  the  Glens  Falls  High  School,  William  H.  Barber,  in  1916,  found  an 
opening  with  the  Ames  Chemical  Works  as  a  bookkeeper  where,  displaying 
unusual  ability  he  rose  in  rank  very  rapidly,  in  1919  becoming  secretary  and 
treasurer  of  the  corporation  and  general  manager  of  the  plant,  positions  which 
he  has  held  through  to  the  present  time.  In  addition  to  his  responsibilities 
with  the  Ames  Chemical  Company  and  Kendrick  and  Brown  Company,  Mr. 
Barber  is  a  director  and  treasurer  of  the  Ames  Estate,  Incorporated,  serves 
the  First  National  Bank  of  Glens  Falls  as  a  director.

Support¬ 
ing  the  welfare  of  his  community  by  membership  in  the  Glens  Falls  Chamber 
of  Commerce  and  also  by  being  active  in  the  Glens  Falls  Rotary  Club,  of 
which  he  was  vice-president,  Mr.  Barber  belongs  to  the  Glens  Falls  Masonic 
Club  and  Senate  Lodge,  No.  456,  Ancient  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  as 
well  as  all  other  bodies  within  the  York  Rite,  including  Oriental  Temple, 
Ancient  Arabic  Order  Nobles  of  the  Mystic  Shrine.  An  attendant  of  the 
First  Baptist  Church  of  Glens  Falls,  an  institution  which  he  serves  as  deacon, 
Mr.  Barber  finds  recreation  from  his  many  responsibilities  by  cabinet  making, 
boating,  and  fishing. 
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William  H.  Barber,  married,  June  29,  1916,  Celia  E.  Baldwin,  daughter 
of  William  E.  and  Lina  A.  Baldwin  of  Glen  Falls.  Mrs.  Barber  is  the  grand¬ 
daughter  of  M.  Ames,  founder  of  the  M.  Ames  Chemical  Works,  Inc.  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Barber  are  the  parents  of  three  children:  1.  Ames  Townsend,  who 
is  a  member  of  the  class  of  1941,  of  Middlebury  College.  2.  Phyllis  A.  3. 
Janet  L. 

ROSCOE  L.  WILLIAMS — -Throughout  his  professional  career  Roscoe 
L.  Williams  has  been  a  member  of  the  faculty  of  the  South  Glens  Falls  High 
School,  which  he  has  headed  as  principal  since  September,  1939.  As  a  resi¬ 
dent  of  this  community  he  not  only  has  been  closely  and  prominently  identified 
with  its  school  system  but  has  also  been  active  in  social  and  civic  affairs. 

Mr.  Williams  was  born  at  Fort  Edward,  Washington  County,  New  York, 
October  3,  1909,  the  son  of  Rolland  C.  and  Clara  K.  (Williams)  Williams, 
both  of  this  State,  where  his  father  has  engaged  in  farming  for  a  number  of 
years.  He  completed  a  general  education  at  the  Hudson  Falls  High  School 
in  June,  1926,  later  matriculated  at  Union  College  from  which  he  was  gradu¬ 
ated  with  a  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  in  the  class  of  1930,  and  then  studied 
for  his  degree  of  Master  of  Arts  at  the  Albany  State  Teachers  College  which 
awarded  him  this  scholastic  citation  in  1937. 

In  the  meantime,  however,  he  had  begun  his  career  with  the  South  Glens 
Falls  High  School,  where  he  became  a  member  of  the  faculty  in  September, 
1930.  He  taught  history  and  science  and  in  conjunction  with  this  work  served 
as  athletic  coach  for  six  years.  He  got  his  first  experience  in  the  administra¬ 
tive  branch  of  teaching  in  September,  1938,  when  he  was  appointed  assistant 
principal.  His  ability  and  record  of  achievement  in  this  post  led  to  his  being 
named  to  his  present  office.  Throughout  his  career  he  has  been  keenly  inter¬ 
ested  in  the  work  of  professional  organizations  and  at  present  holds  member¬ 
ship  in  the  Warren  County  Schoolmasters’  Association  and  the  Tri-County 
Schoolmasters’  Association.  Aside  from  this  he  is  a  member  of  the  local 
volunteer  fire  department  and  a  prominent  figure  in  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  in  which  he  serves  as  vice-president  of  the  Fellowship  Club  and  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Men's  Discussion  Group.  He  is  affiliated  with  the  Tau  Kappa 
Alpha  and  Theta  Nu  Epsilon  fraternities. 

On  August  26,  1931,  at  Lake  Nebo,  New  York,  Mr.  Williams  married 
Harriet  L.  Wilbur,  daughter  of  Joseph  D.  and  Ethel  (Sprague)  Wilbur. 


LUMAN  CLAYTON  HOLCOMBE,  M.  D. — With  a  notable  record 
of  more  than  forty-five  years  of  successful  achievement  in  the  field  of  medi¬ 
cine  and  surgery,  Dr.  Luman  Clayton  Holcombe  is  recognized  as  one  of  the 
outstanding  members  of  his  profession  in  Milton,  Vermont,  and  vicinity. 
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The  Holcombe  family  is  of  ancient  English  origin.  The  name  is  derived 
from  two  words:  “Holt,”  meaning  woody,  and  “cum”  or  “combe,”  meaning 
a  valley  between  two  hills.  There  have  been  many  prominent  members  of  the 
Holcombe  family  in  New  England,  including  Amasa  Holcombe,  the  scientist; 
Chester  Holcombe,  the  diplomat;  Rev.  Frederick  Holcombe,  one  of  the  found¬ 
ers  of  Trinity  College  in  Hartford.  Among  the  allied  lines  of  ancestors  of 
this  immediate  Holcombe  family  are :  John  Webster,  Governor  of  Connect¬ 
icut;  Deacon  Samuel  Chapin,  one  of  the  founders  of  Springfield,  Massachu¬ 
setts  ;  Hon.  William  Phelps,  one  of  the  commissioners  appointed  by  the  Mas¬ 
sachusetts  Bay  Colony  in  1636  to  govern  the  people  of  Connecticut,  as  assist¬ 
ant,  member  of  the  Council  of  the  Pequot  War  in  1637,  and  member  of  the 
council  which  framed  the  constitution  in  1639;  Captain  Joseph  Wadsworth, 
who  concealed  the  Charter  of  Connecticut  in  the  famous  Charter  Oak ;  and 
General  Nathan  Johnson,  an  officer  in  the  War  of  1812,  who  was  one  of  the 
most  prominent  lawyers  in  the  State,  quartermaster-general  for  many  years, 
and  State  Senator. 

(I)  Thomas  Holcombe,  the  immigrant  ancestor,  was  born  in  Pembroke¬ 
shire,  Wales,  or  Devonshire,  England,  in  1601.  He  was  cne  of  one  hundred 
and  forty  persons  who  sailed  from  Plymouth,  Devonshire,  on  the  “Mary  and 
John.”  During  the  seventy  days  of  the  voyage  the  Word  of  God  was  preached 
every  day  and  the  ship  arrived  at  Nantasket,  May  30,  1630.  He  was  an  early 
settler  of  Dorchester,  Massachusetts,  and  was  admitted  a  freeman,  May  14, 
1634.  He  sold  his  property  there  on  August  12,  1635,  and  in  1639  moved  to 
Windsor,  Connecticut.  He  was  a  representative  from  Windsor  and  Hartford 
to  assist  in  framing  the  Constitution  of  the  Connecticut  Colony.  Children: 
Elizabeth,  married  Josias  Ellsworth;  Mary,  married  George  Griswold;  Abi¬ 
gail,  baptized  January  6,  1638;  Joshua,  baptized  September  27,  1640;  Sarah, 
born  August  14,  1642;  Benajah,  born  June  23,  1644;  Deborah,  born  October 
13,  1646,  died  in  1649;  Lieutenant  Nathaniel,  of  further  mention;  Deborah, 
born  February  15,  1650;  Jonathan,  born  March  23,  1652,  died  September 
13,  1656. 

(II)  Lieutenant  Nathaniel  Holcombe  was  born  November  4,  1648.  He 
resided  in  Simsbury,  Connecticut,  where  he  was  a  farmer  and  representative 
to  the  General  Court  in  1703-04-05-06-20-22.  He  married,  February  27, 
1670,  Mary  Bliss,  of  Springfield,  Massachusetts,  daughter  of  Thomas  Bliss, 
one  of  the  original  proprietors  of  Hartford.  His  widow  and  family  later 
resided  in  Springfield.  Children:  Sergeant  Nathaniel,  of  further  mention; 
Mary,  born  May  17,  1675,  died  unmarried;  Jonathan,  born  in  1678;  John, 
born  in  1680;  Esther,  born  in  1682;  Catherine,  born  in  1689;  Sarah,  born  in 
1691 ;  Benjamin,  born  on  February  15,  1698. 

(III)  Sergeant  Nathaniel  Holcombe,  born  on  June  11,  1673,  lived  at 
Simsbury  and  was  representative  to  the  General  Court  in  1748-49-50-53.  He 
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married  at  Simsbury,  November  i,  1695,  Martha  Buel,  daughter  of  Peter  and 
Martha  (Coggens)  Buel.  Children:  Captain  Nathaniel  (3),  of  further  men¬ 
tion;  Benjamin;  Elizabeth,  born  March  13,  1699,  died  April  13  or  July  12, 
1700;  Martha,  born  March  15,  1701-02;  Judah,  died  aged  ninety-eight  years; 
David,  born  about  1705;  Mary;  Sarah,  born  July  12,  1713;  Peter,  born  in 
I7I5- 

(IV)  Captain  Nathaniel  (3)  Holcombe  was  born  at  Simsbury,  Connect¬ 
icut,  October  25,  1696.  He  married  (first),  October  9,  1717,  Thankful  Hays. 
The  name  of  his  second  wife  also  was  Thankful,  her  surname  unknown. 
Children,  born  at  Simsbury :  Hannah,  born  May  2,  1718;  Amos,  born  June  11, 
1732;  Elijah,  born  May  26,  1734;  Amos,  of  further  mention;  Elizabeth,  born 
July  19,  1736;  Sarah,  born  September  3,  1738;  Mercy,  born  September  3, 
1740;  Roger;  Hulda,  born  January  24,  1742-43;  Zacheus,  born  January  14, 
1744-45;  Ruth,  born  November  18,  1747;  Margaret,  born  November  8,  1748; 
Lydia,  whose  birthday  was  October  twentieth,  year  unknown;  Theodosia, 
born  August  1,  1753;  Adonijah,  born  September  27,  1757. 

(V)  Amos  Holcombe,  the  younger  of  two  sons  so  named,  was  bom  at 
Simsbury,  February  11,  1735.  He  was  a  soldier  in  the  Revolution,  in  Cap¬ 
tain  Prior’s  company,  enlisting  in  1777  for  four  months,  Colonel  Samuel  Can¬ 
field’s  regiment  of  Windsor.  He  married  in  September,  1758,  Mary  Dibol, 
of  Simsbury.  He  lived  at  Simsbury  and  probably  at  Granby.  The  only 
child  recorded  at  Simsbury  was  Carrni,  of  further  mention. 

(VI)  Carmi  Holcombe  was  born  August  28,  1760.  He  moved  to  Ver¬ 
mont.  Among  his  children  was  Samuel,  mentioned  below. 

(VII)  Samuel  Holcombe  was  born  in  1799.  He  was  a  farmer  at  Isle 
La  Motte,  Vermont.  He  married,  in  1817,  Martha  Knapp,  and  they  had  one 
son,  Cyrus,  mentioned  below. 

(VIII)  Cyrus  Holcombe  was  born  at  Isle  La  Motte,  Vermont,  January 
19,  1824,  died  at  Milton,  Vermont,  April  25,  1907,  at  the  home  of  his  son, 
Dr.  Luman  Clayton  Holcombe.  He  was  a  carpenter  and  builder,  living  for 
several  years  in  his  hotel  at  Chateaugay,  New  York,  but  returning  in  1867 
to  Isle  La  Motte,  where  he  owned  a  dairy  and  fruit  farm.  In  politics  he  was 
a  Republican  and  in  1894  he  represented  the  town  of  Isle  La  Motte  in  the 
Vermont  Legislature.  He  also  served  on  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  and  on  the 
school  committee.  He  was  a  steward  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  He 
married  in  1850,  Almeda  C.  Hall,  who  was  born  at  Isle  La  Motte,  July  13, 
1832,  died  September  2,  1883,  daughter  of  Simeon  and  Betsey  (Cochran) 
Hall.  He  spent  the  last  years  of  his  life  with  his  son.  Dr.  Holcombe,  at 
Milton,  where  he  assisted  in  overseeing  the  building  of  the  present  residence 
designed  and  occupied  by  the  doctor.  The  children  of  Cyrus  Holcombe  were : 
Elvorette  Elvira,  born  April  19,  1852,  married  Leonard  B.  Mott,  of  Alburg, 
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Vermont.  (They  moved  to  Newport  News,  Virginia,  in  1894)  ;  Elmer,  born 
in  1857,  now  deceased;  Elma,  born  October  6,  1863,  married  Rev.  George  E. 
Deuel,  of  Alburg,  Vermont,  October  2,  1895,  who  was  later  the  first  pastor  of 
the  church  at  Gary,  Indiana,  but  for  the  past  sixteen  years  he  and  his  wife  have 
been  residents  of  Florida,  residing  in  their  own  home  in  Homestead ;  Dr. 
Luman  Clayton,  of  further  mention. 

(IX)  Dr.  Luman  Clayton  Holcombe,  of  this  review,  was  born  at  Chateau- 
gay,  New  York,  April  9,  1865,  and  secured  his  early  education  in  the  public 
schools  of  Isle  La  Motte,  entering  St.  Albans,  Vermont,  High  School  in  1881. 
He  next  took  a  business  course  at  Troy,  New  York,  graduating  from  the 
Troy  Business  College  in  1883.  His  first  employment  was  in  Boston  as 
bookkeeper  in  the  well-known  department  store  of  Jordan-Marsh  and  Com¬ 
pany,  becoming  head  bookkeeper  in  the  retail  sales  department.  During  this 
period  he  attended  Boston  Evening  Schools.  In  1887  he  was  engaged  as 
assistant  express  agent  at  the  Boston  station  of  the  Boston  and  Albany  Rail¬ 
road.  In  1889  and  1890  he  was  a  teacher  in  the  public  schools  of  Isle  La 
Motte,  and  also  member  of  the  firm  of  Holcombe  and  Houghton,  storing  ice 
for  the  New  York  market.  In  1891  he  served  as  traveling  manager  for  King, 
Richardson  Company,  Springfield,  Massachusetts,  publishers. 

Enrolling  in  the  College  of  Medicine  of  the  University  of  Vermont,  he 
was  graduated  in  1894  with  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine,  and  on  July 
sixteenth  of  that  same  year  was  admitted  to  the  practice  of  medicine  in  the 
State  of  Vermont.  Two  days  later  he  inaugurated  his  private  practice  as  a 
physician  and  surgeon  in  Milton,  Vermont,  where  he  has  continued  with 
great  success  to  the  present  day. 

Dr.  Holcombe  has  attended  many  medical  and  surgical  clinics  and  he 
took  a  postgraduate  course  at  Boston  University  in  1911.  While  he  is  a 
general  practitioner,  he  has  given  especial  attention  and  study  to  the  treatment 
of  children,  and  is  author  of  numerous  medical  papers  on  the  subject,  includ¬ 
ing:  “The  Artificial  Feeding  of  Infants”  and  “The  Care  and  Treatment  of 
Premature  Infants,”  which  have  been  published  in  various  medical  journals 
and  read  before  professional  societies.  The  last  mentioned  paper,  printed  in 
the  March,  1934,  issue  of  the  “International  Journal  of  Medicine  and  Sur¬ 
gery,”  included  a  case  report  of  an  infant  one  hundred  days  premature, 
weighing  at  birth  only  twenty- four  ounces.  Its  life  was  saved  through  Dr. 
Holcombe’s  expert  efforts  and  by  the  use  of  a  hastily  constructed,  homemade 
incubator,  in  which  it  lived  three  months,  being  fed  at  first  less  than  half  a 
teaspoonful  every  hour  by  forced  feeding.  It  had  no  finger  or  toe  nails,  could 
not  open  or  close  its  eyes,  was  torpid,  and  could  not  cry.  A  silver  dollar 
would  completely  cover  its  face  and  a  finger  ring  was  easily  passed  over  its 
arm  to  the  shoulder.  The  United  States  Health  Bureau,  of  Washington,

District  of  Columbia,  states  that  a  complete  search  of  available  medical  litera¬ 
ture  fails  to  reveal  any  record  of  a  child  so  premature  which  survived.  She 
is  still  living,  the  mother  of  two  normal  children — a  world  record ! 

Fond  of  the  great  out-of-doors,  Dr.  Holcombe  has  always  enjoyed  hunt¬ 
ing,  fishing,  bicycling,  motor  and  ice-boating,  as  well  as  sail  yachting  on  Lake 
Champlain  and,  more  recently,  in  the  vicinity  of  Arrowhead  Mountain  and 
Arrowhead  Mountain  Lake :  the  names  of  both  of  which  were  suggested  by 
him  and  were  endorsed  by  the  State  Legislature  of  1910  and  1937,  respec¬ 
tively.  Dr.  Holcombe  is  an  active  member  and  deacon  of  the  Congregational 
Church  of  Milton  and  for  many  years  has  sung  in  the  church  choir.  He  is 
prominently  identified  with  the  Republican  party,  having  been  chairman  of  the 
Republican  Town  Committee,  chairman  of  the  village  trustees,  chairman  of 
the  School  Board,  and  for  the  past  sixteen  years  he  has  served  the  town  and 
village  as  health  officer.  He  is  Past  Grand  Master  and  Past  Grand  Represen¬ 
tative  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  is  also  affiliated  with  the 
Phi  Chi  Fraternity,  an  honorary  member  of  the  Franklin  County,  the  Chitten¬ 
den  County  and  the  Vermont  State  Medical  societies,  and  a  Fellow  of  the 
American  Medical  Association. 

Dr.  Holcombe  married  at  St.  Albans,  Vermont,  August  21,  1895,  Eleanor 
Pearl  Brainerd,  who  was  formerly  a  teacher  in  St.  Albans  schools  and  in 
Brigham  Academy,  Bakersfield,  born  November  25,  1869,  the  daughter  of 
Aldis  Owen  and  Jane  Eliza  (French)  Brainerd,  both  deceased.  Aldis  Owen 
Brainerd,  born  February  29,  1824,  was  engaged  in  a  general  store  in  St. 
Albans  and,  later,  as  a  lumber  merchant  there  and  at  Richford,  where  he 
owned  and  operated  several  mills  prior  to  his  death,  which  occurred  April  25, 
1906.  He  was  a  supporter  of  the  Republican  party  and  during  the  Civil 
War  served  as  quartermaster  in  the  5th  Vermont  Volunteers.  At  the  time 
of  the  St.  Albans  Raid,  October  19,  1864,  Aldis  Owen  Brainerd  was  the 
first  to  seize  a  gun,  mount  a  horse  and  start  in  pursuit  of  the  raiders.  His 
wife,  Jane  Eliza  (French)  Brainerd,  was  born  at  St.  Albans  June  11,  1831, 
and  died  there  on  May  28,  1895.

ROBERT  WILLIAM  JOHNSON,  M.  D.— One  of  the  first  physi¬ 
cians  to  serve  on  the  staff  of  the  Bishop  De  Goesbriand  Hospital  at  Burling¬ 
ton,  Vermont,  Dr.  Robert  William  Johnson  has  been  engaged  in  this  city  in 
the  general  practice  of  medicine  for  the  past  thirty-eight  years.  He  was  born 
at  Weavertown,  New  York,  on  February  13,  1872,  the  son  of  Robert  Johnson, 
a  native  of  the  Empire  State  where  he  engaged  in  the  tannery  business  and 
later  in  farming  and  stock  raising,  and  Jane  (Perry)  Johnson,  also  a  native 
New  Yorker.  Both  parents  are  now  deceased. 

Dr.  Johnson  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  and  Elmwood  Seminary 
at  Glens  Falls,  New  York,  and  graduated  from  the  University  of  Vermont 
with  the  class  of  1898.  Receiving  his  Doctor  of  Medicine  degree  at  that  time, 
he  was  interne  at  Lakeview  Sanitarium  through  the  years  of  1898  and  1899. 
In  1900  he  first  opened  up  offices  at  No.  49  South  Winooski  Avenue,  Burling¬ 
ton,  and  here  he  has  practiced  medicine  ever  since.

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FRANK  LYMAN  AUSTIN— The  oldest  firm  of  architects  in  the 
State  of  Vermont  was  established  in  Burlington  over  three-quarters  of  a  cen¬ 
tury  ago  by  the  grandfather  of  Frank  Lyman  Austin,  was  continued  by  Mr. 
Austin’s  father,  and  is  now  being  carried  on  by  Mr.  Austin  and  his  only  son. 
Thus  four  generations  of  Austins  have  contributed  their  skill  as  architects  in 
the  construction  of  the  following  noteworthy  buildings :  Vermont  State  Prison 
at  Windsor  ;  Vermont  State  Hospital  at  Waterbury;  Week’s  School  at  Ver- 
gennes ;  Brandon  School  for  Feeble-Minded ;  Women’s  Reformatory  at  Rut¬ 
land ;  all  of  the  State  armories;  the  National  Bank  Building  at  Middlebury ; 
Brownell  Library  at  Essex  Junction ;  Marble  Library  at  West  Rutland ; 
Cathedral  High  School  at  Burlington ;  Presbyterian  Church  at  Caspian  Lake ; 
George  D.  Wright’s  residence  at  Ladd’s  Point,  Grand  Isle;  Roy  Patrick’s 
residence  at  Burlington,  and  others. 

Frank  Lyman  Austin  was  born  September  30,  1874,  at  Burlington,  son  of 
Zachary  Taylor  and  Ella  S.  (Gallup)  Austin,  the  mother  a  native  of  Under¬ 
hill  and  now  deceased,  while  the  father  was  a  native  of  Cambridge  and  en¬ 
gaged  in  architectural  work  all  his  life.  Young  Austin  received  his  education 
in  the  grade  and  high  schools  of  Burlington,  supplemented  by  special  courses 
in  mathematics.  He  was  associated  with  his  father  from  1893  until  1899, 
doing  architectural  work;  and  when  Zachary  Taylor  Austin  retired  in  1899 
his  son  and  subject  of  this  sketch  took  over  the  business,  which,  as  already 
indicated,  was  started  early  in  i860  by  Lyman  Austin,  father  of  Zachary 
Taylor  Austin,  and  is  the  oldest  firm  of  its  kind  in  the  State  of  Vermont.  In 
1936  Frank  Lyman  Austin  took  in  as  partner  his  son,  Lyman  Dinsmoor 
Austin,  the  great-grandson  of  the  founder. 

Outside  of  his  profession,  Frank  Lyman  Austin  has  been  active  in  Repub¬ 
lican  politics ;  served  three  years  as  health  officer  for  the  city  of  Burlington ; 
is  past  president  of  the  local  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  former  director  of 
the  State  Chamber  of  Commerce ;  member  of  the  American  Institute  of  Archi¬ 
tects,  the  Boston  Society  of  Architects,  Vermont  Society  of  Engineers,  and 
Council  of  Registered  Architects,  State  of  New  York.  He  is  a  member  of  the 
Rotary  Club,  the  Green  Mountain  Lodge,  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows, 
and  Washington  Lodge,  No.  1,  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  the  York  and 
Scottish  Rites,  and  Mt.  Sinai  Temple,  Ancient  Arabic  Order  Nobles  of  the 
Mystic  Shrine. 

Frank  Lyman  Austin  married,  in  1912.  Julia  Abbie  Dinsmoor,  born  in 
West  Windsor,  Vermont.  They  have  two  children:  1.  Lyman  Dinsmoor 
Austin,  member  of  the  class  of  1932  of  the  University  of  Vermont,  and  now 
associated  with  his  father  as  an  architect.  2.  Clara  Ella  Austin.  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Austin  attend  the  Congregational  Church,  and  Mr.  Austin’s  diversions 
are  farming,  cattle  and  horse  breeding. 
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STANLEY  L.  EDMUNDS,  M.  D.  —  Since  1935  Dr.  Stanley  L. 
Edmunds  has  conducted  a  practice  of  medicine  devoted  to  ear,  nose  and  throat 
ailments.  Today  he  is  recognized  as  one  of  the  most  able  and  prominent 
young  otolaryngologists  in  this  section  of  Warren  County,  where  he  is 
identified  with  a  number  of  the  leading  medical  institutions. 

Dr.  Edmunds  was  born  at  Earlton,  New  York,  in  1907,  the  son  of  Charles 
and  Jessie  Edmunds.  After  completing  a  general  education  at  the  New 
Rochelle  High  School  in  1925,  he  matriculated  at  Syracuse  University,  where 
he  received  his  academic  degree  in  1929,  and  his  medical  degree  in  1932.  He 
then  served  as  an  interne  at  the  Syracuse  City  Hospital  for  Contagious  Diseases 
and  was  identified  with  the  Syracuse  Memorial  Hospital  in  1933,  and  during 
the  latter  year  went  to  New  York  City,  where  he  worked  in  the  New  York 
Eye  and  Ear  Infirmary  until  the  end  of  1934.  The  following  year  he  estab¬ 
lished  himself  in  the  practice  he  has  conducted  so  successfully  in  Glens  Falls 
since.  Dr  Edmunds  is  a  member  of  the  Glens  Falls  Academy  of  Medicine, 
the  Warren  County  Medical  Society,  the  New  York  State  Medical  Society, 
the  American  Medical  Association  and  the  American  Academy  of  Otolaryn¬ 
gology.

JOHN  W.  BRIGHT  — As  general  manager  of  the  Stevens  and 
Thompson  Paper  Company  of  Greenwich,  New  York,  John  W.  Bright  is  in 
charge  of  the  operations  of  all  the  mills  of  this  concern  which  in  the  seventy 
years  of  its  existence  has  taken  a  prominent  position  in  the  paper  manufac¬ 
turing  business  in  the  United  States. 

Mr.  Bright  is  a  native  of  Greenwich,  having  been  born  here  December 
27,  1889,  the  son  of  the  late  James  and  Mary  (Gordon)  Bright.  James 
Bright,  born  in  Gilford,  County  Down,  Ireland,  in  1852,  was  associated  with 
the  Barbour  Flax  Spinning  Company  for  thirty-eight  years  prior  to  his  death 
in  1915.  For  thirty-two  years  of  this  period  he  served  as  superintendent,  and 
for  six  years  as  manager.  Mary  (Gordon)  Bright,  a  native  of  Waringstown, 
County  Down,  Ireland,  has  already  passed  her  eighty-third  birthday. 

John  W.  Bright  completed  his  elementary  and  high  school  education  in  the 
Greenwich  schools,  and  then  entered  the  employ  of  the  G.  and  J.  Railroad, 
where  he  remained  until  1917.  For  the  next  two  years  he  was  associated  with 
the  Barbour  Flax  Spinning  Company,  and  in  1919  he  started  his  brilliant 
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career  with  the  Stevens  and  Thompson  Paper  Company.  He  served  as  office 
manager  until  1935,  at  which  time  he  became  manager  of  the  Greenwich  mill, 
and  then  in  January,  1938,  he  was  named  general  manager  of  all  the  mills  of 
this  company,  which  include  the  North  Hoosick  and  Walloomsac  Mills,  in 
addition  to  the  Greenwich  Mill. 

This  company  traces  its  origin  to  1868,  when  George  S.  Thompson,  of 
Troy,  and  S.  S.  Stevens,  of  North  Hoosick,  formed  a  partnership  known  as 
Stevens  and  Thompson,  for  the  manufacture  of  paper.  I11  1885  the  partners 
came  to  Greenwich  and  purchased  a  majority  interest  in  the  Bennington  Falls 
Pulp  Company  and  this  company  was  immediately  dissolved,  becoming  an¬ 
other  mill  of  Stevens  and  Thompson.  A  paper  machine  was  installed  on  the 
third  falls  in  1890,  and  three  years  later  another  machine  was  installed  on  the 
fourth  falls.  However,  a  fire  shortly  afterwards  destroyed  the  buildings  and 
machinery  on  the  fourth  falls,  and  it  required  one  year  to  make  the  necessary 
replacements.  A  third  paper  machine  was  installed  in  1898.  In  1900  the 
Ondowa  Mill  was  purchased  from  the  Washington  Pulp  and  Paper  Company, 
and  machinery  installed  for  the  manufacture  of  tissue  paper.  The  company 
now  had  four  paper  machines  in  operation,  and  in  1903  the  business  was 
incorporated  as  the  Stevens  and  Thompson  Paper  Company,  with  capital  stock 
of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars.  In  1910  a  new  paper  mill  was  built,  and 
four  new  paper  machines  were  installed,  two  of  the  older  machines  being 
scrapped,  and  about  this  time  the  old  pulp  mill  was  scrapped,  and  a  new  one 
erected.  The  output  of  these  machines  was  sold  to  toilet  converters  until 
1916,  but  at  that  time  new  buildings  were  erected  and  sufficient  machinery 
installed  to  permit  this  company  to  convert  its  own  output.  In  1922  the 
Stevens  and  Thompson  Paper  Company  purchased  the  mill  and  property  of 
the  Bosson  Manufacturing  Company  on  the  first  falls,  thereby  giving  them 
complete  control  of  all  water  rights,  and  creating  a  development  of  three 
thousand,  four  hundred  horse  power,  and  in  the  same  year,  the  Stevens  and 
Thompson  Paper  Company  of  Greenwich,  the  Stevens  and  Thompson  Com¬ 
pany  of  North  Hoosick  and  the  Walloomsac  Paper  Company  were  consoli¬ 
dated  under  the  name  of  the  Stevens  and  Thompson  Paper  Company.  In  1905 
S.  S.  Stevens  died  and  his  interest  in  the  business  passed  to  his  two  sons, 
Frank  L.  and  Fred  N.  Stevens.  George  Thompson  died  in  1913  and  his  son, 
Howrard  Burden  Thompson,  became  treasurer.  In  1935  there  was  a  reorgani¬ 
zation  of  this  company,  and  the  officials  who  took  office,  and  who  still  have 
charge  of  the  operations  of  this  company  are:  Frank  L.  Stevens,  chairman  of 
the  board;  Howard  B.  Thompson,  president  and  treasurer;  Fred  N.  Stevens, 
vice-president;  B.  W.  Sugden,  secretary;  C.  Alfred  Wanger,  vice-president  in 
charge  of  sales,  and  John  W.  Bright,  general  manager.  Mr.  Bright  also 
serves  as  a  member  of  the  board  of  directors  of  the  Greenwich  Savings  and 
Loan  Association. 
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Mr.  Bright  is  treasurer  and  a  trustee  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church 
of  Greenwich,  and  is  -a  prominent  civic  figure,  being  past  director  of  the 
Greenwich  Water  Works,  past  president  of  the  Alumni  Association,  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  and  a  member  of  the  local  School  Board. 
He  is  also  affiliated  with  Ashler  Lodge,  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  and  is  a 
member  and  past  president  of  the  Union  Club,  and  a  director  of  the  Mary 
McClellan  Hospital,  Cambridge,  New  York. 

He  is  married  to  Janet  H.  Skiff,  a  native  of  Greenwich,  born  December 
19,  1889,  a  graduate  of  the  local  high  school.  She  also  took  a  teacher’s  course 
at  Hudson  Falls,  and  for  several  years  prior  to  her  marriage  taught  in  the 
Greenwich  High  School.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Bright  are  the  parents  of  two  chil¬ 
dren  :  1.  Jean  R.,  born  in  1926.  2.  Mary  G.,  born  in  1928;  both  now  attending 
the  Greenwich  public  schools. 


GEORGE  P.  BARNARD — Manager  of  Merkel  and  Gelman  Com¬ 
pany  of  Lake  George,  George  P.  Barnard  is  not  only  one  of  the  leading  mer¬ 
chants  of  his  community  but  is  also  widely  known  throughout  the  Lake 
George  district  because  of  many  years  which  he  devoted  to  the  dry  goods 
trade. 

George  P.  Barnard  was  born  at  Granville,  Washington  County,  New 
York,  May  15,  1868,  son  of  George  E.  and  Harriet  (Cook)  Barnard.  George 
E.  Barnard,  who  was  born  in  Granville,  Washington  County,  established  him¬ 
self  as  a  merchant,  a  business  in  which  he  passed  his  life,  being  active  until  the 
time  of  his  death.  Harriet  (Cook)  Barnard,  his  wife,  also  deceased,  was  a 
native  of  Fort  Edward.  The  Barnard  family  traces  its  descent  to  pioneer 
ancestors,  including  Colonel  Ethan  Allen,  famous  Revolutionary  hero  as 
leader  of  the  Green  Mountain  Boys. 

After  passing  through  the  district  schools  of  Washington  County,  George 
P.  Barnard  at  the  age  of  fourteen,  found  his  first  employment  in  the  printing 
shop  of  the  “Washington  County  Advertiser,”  continuing  there  and  becoming 
a  printer  for  some  twelve  years.  Then,  establishing  a  partnership  with  James 
D.  Keating,  he  founded  the  firm  of  Keating  and  Barnard,  printers,  with  their 
place  of  business  in  Fort  Edward,  a  business  in  which  Mr.  Barnard  continued 
for  five  years,  withdrawing  to  establish  a  dry  goods  store  in  Fort  Edward, 
under  the  firm  name  of  Starbuck  and  Barnard  Company.  After  fourteen 
years  in  this  association,  Mr.  Barnard  purchased  the  Starbuck  interest  and 
continued  the  business  under  his  own  name  until  1918,  selling  out  at  that  time 
and  becoming  manager  of  Merkel  and  Gelman  Company  of  Lake  George,  a 
position  which  he  has  occupied  through  the  present  time. 

Always  interested  in  civic  matters,  Mr.  Barnard  has  been  particularly 
active  in  tlv  Republican  party  since  taking  up  his  residence  in  Lake  George  in 
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1919,  serving  as  a  member  of  the  Lake  George  Board  of  Education  and  as  a 
trustee  of  the  Lake  George  Public  Library.  A  member  of  the  Lake  George 
Presbyterian  Church,  Mr.  Barnard  devotes  much  of  his  time  to  the  varied 
activities  of  his  church,  being  a  trustee  and  taking  particular  interest  in  the 
institution's  Sunday  school,  which  he  serves  as  superintendent.

JAMES  BRAINARD  STEARNS— The  community  of  Rouses  Point 
has  substantially  benefited  from  the  career  of  James  Brainard  Stearns,  who 
for  years  has  been  a  foremost  member  of  the  bar  of  this  region.  He  has  par¬ 
ticipated  in  many  worth  while  activities,  and  has  been  instrumental  in  im¬ 
proving  conditions  along  various  lines. 

Mr.  Stearns  was  born  September  15,  1858,  in  the  town  of  Champlain, 
New  York,  son  of  Moses  Leonard  and  Lydia  Tennant  (Allen)  Stearns.  His 
forebear,  Isaac  Stearns,  came  to  America  in  1630  with  Governor  Winthrop. 
On  the  maternal  side  of  the  house  the  Allens,  from  whom  J.  B.  Stearns’ 
mother  was  descended,  were  collateral  to  the  Ethan  Allen  branch  of  the 
family.  Isaac  Allen,  great-grandfather  of  J.  B.  Stearns,  was  one  of  the  first 
settlers  of  Plattsburg.  His  wife,  Sally  Bedlam,  had  a  brother  at  Valley  Forge. 
Later  the  name  was  changed  to  Bedloe.  The  same  family  gave  its  name  to 
Bedloe’s  Island,  in  New  York  Harbor.  Isaac  Allen’s  first  home  was  burned 
by  Indians  about  1790. 

After  completing  his  preliminary  education,  James  Brainard  Stearns  at¬ 
tended  Cornell  University,  at  Ithaca,  New  York,  where  he  was  graduated  in 
1881  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts.  He  took  postgraduate  work  in  the 
following  year,  specializing  in  history.  In  February,  1886,  he  was  admitted 
to  the  bar  of  New  York  State  at  Albany.  For  years  a  practitioner  of  law  and 
a  public  servant  whose  work  was  of  a  high  order  of  usefulness,  Mr.  Stearns 
participated  in  a  wide  variety  of  helpful  activities  in  the  Rouses  Point  com¬ 
munity.  For  nearly  thirty  years,  beginning  in  1890,  he  was  a  justice  of  the 
peace,  and  for  seven  years  he  was  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Education  of 
Rouses  Point,  starting  those  duties  in  1899.  Then,  in  1897,  he  became  clerk 
of  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  village,  continuing  for  five  years  in  that  office. 
During  that  time  he  codified  the  village  ordinances,  which  were  little  changed 
thereafter. 

Mr.  Stearns  gave  normal  school  and  college  education  to  the  three  children 
of  a  half  brother  and  has  generously  supported  many  worth  while  local  move¬ 
ments.  Two  notable  historical  essays  written  by  Mr.  Stearns  at  the  close  of 
his  college  career  are  still  often  quoted  on  the  public  platform.  They  are 
titled:  “The  French  Republic  of  1793  and  1880,”  which  compares  favorably

with  the  best  descriptions  of  the  French  Revolution,  and  “Louis  Adolphe 
1  hiers,  First  President  of  the  Third  French  Republic.”  Mr.  Stearns  con¬ 
tributes  travel  articles  to  local  newspapers  and  has  lectured  before  many  local 
organizations.  Fond  of  travel,  Mr.  Stearns  went  to  Europe  in  1900,  spend¬ 
ing  six  and  one-half  months  on  the  other  side  of  the  Atlantic,  studying  the 
churches,  art  galleries,  museums,  historic  structures  and  scenes  of  the  Old 
World  and  visiting  the  Paris  Exposition  of  that  year.  He  has  been  a  student 
of  world’s  fairs,  attending  the  two  Chicago  expositions  and  those  at  Buffalo, 
St.  Louis,  the  San  Francisco  and  San  Diego  fairs  of  1915,  and  the  Phila¬ 
delphia  Sesquicentennial  Exposition. 

On  June  2,  1902,  James  Brainard  Stearns  married  S.  Lillian  Allen,  of 
Lockport,  New  York,  whither  the  Allens  had  removed  from  Plattsburg,  their 
original  home.  Miss  Allen  was  born  at  Plattsburg,  near  the  Beekmantown 
line,  second  daughter  of  Nathaniel  Allen  and  Nancy  (Beebe)  Allen,  of  Con¬ 
stable,  New  York.  Her  grandmother  on  the  paternal  side  of  her  house  was 
of  the  Bedlam  family,  whose  name  was  later  changed  to  Bedloe.  The  con¬ 
nection  with  the  Allen  and  Bedloe  families  thus  existed  in  the  family  of  Mr. 
Stearns'  wife  as  well  as  in  that  of  his  mother,  Mrs.  Stearns’  paternal  grand¬ 
parents  being  Mr.  Stearns’  great-grandparents  on  his  mother’s  side.  At 
one  time  Mrs.  Stearns  had  a  letter  from  an  uncle  of  the  Bedlam  name,  re¬ 
counting  his  sufferings  at  Valley  Forge.  Indians  burned  the  first  house  on 
the  Allen  farm  at  Beekmantown.  After  the  Civil  War,  Nathaniel  Allen  sold 
the  ancestral  farm  with  its  lime  kiln  and  famous  covered  barnyard,  and  moved 
to  Lockport,  buying  the  home  at  No.  596  Pine  Street  and  becoming  a  small 
city  farmer.  Emma,  the  older  girl,  died  suddenly  at  the  age  of  sixteen  years 
from  overwork  in  school.  S.  Lillian  Allen,  later  Mrs.  Stearns,  showed  early 
a  talent  for  art,  becoming  a  painter  of  ability  with  very  little  instruction. 
When  her  father’s  health  and  finances  suffered,  she  turned  to  photography  to 
support  the  family,  and  for  eleven  years  was  in  the  studio  of  Porter  and 
Company,  in  Main  Street,  Lockport,  being  in  charge  during  the  last  six  years 
of  that  period.  After  her  marriage,  in  1902,  she  came  to  Rouses  Point  to  live, 
bringing  with  her  her  mother,  who  died  in  1905.  Mrs.  Stearns  lived  here 
quietly  with  her  husband,  painting  pictures  in  spare  time,  depicting  a  wide 
variety  of  subjects.  About  twelve  dozen  of  these  paintings  now  adorn  the 
rooms  of  the  Stearns  home.  Mrs.  Stearns  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the 
Rouses  Point  Literary  Society.  In  Lockport  she  belonged  to  the  First  Con¬ 
gregational  Church,  though  in  Rouses  Point  she  connected  herself  with  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  which  her  husband  attended.  With  him  she 
visited  many  world’s  fairs,  and  in  her  home  community  she  was  loved  bv 
neighbors  and  friends.  She  died  July  2,  1937,  after  a  life  rich  in  service  and 
value. 
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The  Rouses  Point  community  is  the  better  for  the  work  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Stearns,  and  Mr.  Stearns’  advice  and  help  are  today  sought  and  appreciated 
by  his  fellow-townsmen  who  recognize  his  knowledge  and  experience  and 
place  high  value  on  his  judgments. 


WILLIAM  WARRINER  WOODRUFF,  M.  D.— Dr.  Woodruff  is  a 
native  of  Mobile,  Alabama,  born  February  23,  1898,  son  of  Dr.  William  L.  and 
Mrs.  Bertha  (Warriner)  Woodruff.  His  father,  born  at  Athens,  Pennsylvania, 
is  a  retired  physician.  The  mother,  deceased,  was  a  native  of  Vineland,  New 
Jersey.  Prepared  in  the  public  schools  and  the  University  Military  School, 
he  entered  the  University  of  Alabama,  and  was  graduated  in  1920,  with  the 
degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science.  He  went  to  Boston  where  he  gained  his 
medical  degree  in  the  Harvard  Medical  School  four  years  later.  From  1924 
to  1926  he  was  an  interne  at  the  Ford  Hospital,  Detroit,  Michigan,  and  was 
resident  surgeon  there  from  1927  to  1930.  In  1930  he  went  to  the  Trudeau 
Sanatorium  as  a  patient.  A  year  later  he  became  associated  with  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Michigan,  department  of  thoracic  surgery.  After  a  scholastic 
year  he  returned  to  Saranac  Lake  where  he  has  since  practiced  professionally, 
specializing  in  surgery.  He  is  a  member  of  the  staff  of  the  Saranac  General 
Hospital,  consulting  surgeon  to  the  Will  Rogers  Memorial  Hospital,  and  serves 
in  similar  capacities  the  Trudeau  Sanatorium  and  the  Sanatorium  Gabriels. 

During  the  World  War,  Dr.  Woodruff  was  a  second  lieutenant  in  a 
machine  gun  unit  in  the  United  States  Army,  later  becoming  a  member  of  the 
United  States  Army  Medical  Reserve  Corps  with  the  rank  of  first  lieutenant. 
He  is  a  member  of  the  American  Legion.  He  is  a  member  of  the  American 
Medical  Association,  acting  as  secretary  of  the  Fourth  District  branch  in 
New  York  State;  the  New  York  State  Medical  Society,  the  Franklin  County 
Medical  Society,  the  Saranac  Lake  Medical  Society,  and  he  is  a  Fellow 
of  the  American  College  of  Surgeons.  He  also  is  affiliated  with  the  American 
Association  for  Thoracic  Surgery,  the  Osier  Club  of  Saranac  Lake,  and  the 
Phi  Chi  Fraternity. 

In  1933,  William  Warriner  Woodruff,  M.  D..  married  Gertrude  Strat- 
bucker,  born  in  Omaha,  Nebraska,  and  they  are  the  parents  of  three  daugh¬ 
ters:  1.  Elizabeth  May.  2.  Barbara  Ann.  3.  Emily  Louise. 


THEODORE  RICHARD  TOWNLEY— Theodore  Richard  Town- 

ley,  who  began  his  career  as  a  civil  engineer,  has  engaged  in  the  teaching  pro¬ 
fession  for  over  a  decade  and  served  in  his  present  post  as  principal  of  the 
Schuylerville  High  School  since  1934.  Mr.  Townley  was  born  at  Schenectady, 
New  York,  on  April  27,  1901,  the  son  of  Edward  and  Mary  (Sharpley) 
Townley,  residents  of  that  city,  where  the  father  engaged  in  the  real  estate 
business  and  was  city  assessor. 
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Mr.  Townley  completed  .a  college  entrance  course  at  the  Schenectady  High 
School  in  1920  and  then  matriculated  at  Union  College,  from  which  he  was 
graduated  with  a  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  in  Civil  Engineering  in  1923. 
As  an  undergraduate  he  worked  for  the  New  York  State  Department  of  High¬ 
ways  and  the  New  York  Power  and  Light  Corporation  during  his  summer 
vacations  and,  after  finishing  his  training,  served  as  an  instructor  in  the  Civil 
Engineering  Department  of  his  alma  mater.  He  taught  science  and  mathe¬ 
matics  at  the  Mechanicville  High  School  from  1925  to  1927  and  during  the 
latter  year  became  principal  of  the  Stillwater  High  School,  where  he  continued 
until  1934,  when  he  assumed  his  present  position  as  supervising  principal  of 
the  Schuylerville  High  School.  He  has  supplemented  his  training  by  taking 
postgraduate  work  at  the  Albany  State  Teachers  College,  from  which  institu¬ 
tion  he  received  his  degree  of  Master  of  Science  in  1934,  and  also  by  attending 
the  summer  sessions  at  Columbia  University  and  Harvard  University. 

Mr.  Townley  is  a  member  and  former  president  of  the  old  Saratoga  Club 
at  Schuylerville,  which  he  headed  in  1938;  belongs  to  the  Saratoga  County 
Historical  Society;  worships  at  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church;  and  he  is  a 
Past  Master  of  Montgomery  Lodge,  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  Stillwater, 
New  York. 

In  1925  Mr.  Townley  married  Ruth  K.  Whalen,  daughter  of  Edward  and 
Mary  Whalen,  and  they  are  the  parents  of  one  son :  Richard  Earl,  born  May 
12,  1927. 


WILLIAM  BURTON  JAQUES — President,  treasurer  and  general 
manager  of  the  W.  B.  Jaques  Drug  Company,  Incorporated,  of  Plattsburgh, 
William  Burton  Jaques  is  not  only  one  of  the  deans  of  the  druggists  of  Clin¬ 
ton  County  and  the  proprietor  of  one  of  the  largest  independent  drug  stores 
in  all  New  York  State,  but  is  also  distinguished  for  his  many  years  of  gener¬ 
ous  and  devoted  service  to  the  welfare  of  his  community. 

William  Burton  Jaques  was  born  at  Jay,  Essex  County,  March  28,  1869, 
son  of  Charles  M.  and  Emma  (Moody)  Jaques.  His  father,  who  was  a  na¬ 
tive  of  Jay,  Essex  County,  established  himself  in  life  as  a  gardener,  a  calling 
which  he  followed  for  many  years  and  in  which  he  was  active  until  the  time 
of  his  death. 

Attending  school  in  Au  Sable  Forks,  William  Burton  Jaques  finished  his 
education  at  the  Plattsburgh  High  School,  and  shortly  afterwards  found 
regular  employment  with  H.  W.  Cady,  a  druggist  at  Plattsburgh.  After  being 
employed  for  some  time  by  Mr.  Cady,  as  pharmacist  and  prescription  clerk, 
he  became  a  partner  in  the  Cady  drug  store  in  1900.  He  purchased  the  busi¬ 
ness  in  1913.  Some  two  years  after  assuming  the  ownership  of  the  Cady 
Drug  Store,  Mr.  Jaques  altered  the  name  of  the  business  to  the  W.  B.  Jaques 
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Drug  Company,  Incorporated.  Through  the  years,  Mr.  Jaques  has  continued 
the  business  progressively,  never  missing  an  opportunity  to  expand  and  de¬ 
velop  the  establishment,  thus  bringing  it  up  to  its  present  status.  The  precise 
nature  of  Mr.  Jaques’  ability  is  evident  by  the  fact  that  within  ten  days  after 
his  original  establishment  at  the  corner  of  Bridge  and  Margaret  streets  was 
completely  destroyed  by  fire  in  1922,  he  opened  his  present  establishment  at 
No.  72  Margaret  Street,  a  store  which  is  considered  to  be  the  most  modern 
establishment  of  its  kind  north  of  New  York  City. 

William  Burton  Jaques  married  Gertrude  H.  Baldwin,  a  native  of  Platts¬ 
burgh,  New  York,  on  March  28,  1891.  Mrs.  Jaques  passed  away  on  Sep¬ 
tember  22,  1929.  There  were  two  children  by  this  marriage  namely :  Grace 
Mae,  now  Mrs.  Ralph  T.  Mason,  of  Tacoma,  Washington,  and  Edith  Mar¬ 
garet,  of  this  city,  who  is  vice-president  of  the  W.  B.  Jaques  Drug  Company, 
Inc.  Mr.  Jaques  remarried  in  1930,  his  second  wife  being  the  former  Helen 
Scott,  of  Brooklyn,  New  York. 

Supporting  his  profession  by  membership  and  a  directorate  in  the  Capital 
District  Retail  Drug  Association  and  by  serving  as  a  trustee  of  the  Albany 
College  of  Pharmacy,  Mr.  Jaques  has  always  been  keenly  interested  in  the 
welfare  of  Plattsburgh  and  has  given  generously  to  all  civic  enterprises. 

Mr.  Jaques  served  as  president  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  during  the 
years  of  1915,  1916  and  1917.  During  his  administration  he,  together  with 
an  appointed  committee,  was  instrumental  in  bringing  the  military  training 
camps  to  Plattsburgh.  Mr.  Jaques  is  now  serving  on  the  Military  Affairs 
Committee  of  the  Plattsburgh  Chamber  of  Commerce.  He  is  also  a  charter 
member  of  the  Champlain  Valley  Council  Federated  Chambers  of  Commerce. 

Mr.  Jaques’  interest  in  the  Plattsburgh  Rotary  Club,  of  which  he  is  a 
charter  member,  is  significant  from  the  fact  that  he  has  not  missed  a  single 
meeting  of  the  club  in  the  past  fourteen  years.  A  member  of  Plattsburgh 
Lodge,  No.  828,  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  Mr.  Jaques  also  belongs  to  all 
bodies  of  the  York  Rite,  including  Oriental  Temple,  Ancient  Arabic  Order 
Nobles  of  the  Mystic  Shrine.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Plattsburgh  Rod  and 
Gun  Club  and  of  the  First  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  of  Plattsburgh,  which 
he  has  served  as  a  member  of  the  official  board. 


J.  HALSEY  CUSHMAN — -A  descendant  of  one  of  the  older  Vermont 
families,  J.  Halsey  Cushman  is  prominently  identified  with  the  public  and 
business  life  of  Bennington,  serving  as  president  of  the  village  of  Bennington 
since  1936,  and  for  the  past  five  years  as  owner  and  operator  of  the  Master 
Brew  Wholesalers,  one  of  the  leading  wholesale  beverage  establishments  in 
this  locality. 

Mr.  Cushman  was  born  here,  March  18,  1904,  the  son  of  the  late  Harry 
T.  and  Jessie  (Temple)  Cushman.  Harry  T.  Cushman,  also  a  native  of 
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Bennington,  was  a  practicing  attorney  for  this  section  for  many  years  prior 
to  his  death  in  1907.  He  also  took  an  active  part  in  local  political  affairs, 
serving  for  many  years  -as  county  clerk,  and  also  for  a  time  as  president  of 
the  village  of  Bennington. 

J.  Halsey  Cushman  completed  his  early  education  in  the  local  schools,  and 
after  graduating  from  Bennington  High  School  he  enrolled  at  Norwich 
University,  and  two  years  later,  transferred  to  Stetson  University  at  DeLand, 
Florida,  where  he  was  graduated  in  1927  with  his  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Science.  For  the  next  four  years  he  was  engaged  in  the  raising  of  asparagus 
ferns  in  DeLand,  for  shipment  to  the  northern  part  of  the  United  States,  and 
then  in  1931  he  returned  to  his  native  city.  Two  years  later  he  entered  his 
present  business,  in  which  he  has  been  most  successful,  catering  to  a  select 
and  satisfied  trade.  In  1936  he  was  elected  president  of  the  village  of  Ben¬

Haley.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Cushman  are  the  parents  of  a  daughter :  Barbara  Eadie, 
born  September  15,  1937. 


WILLIAM  HENRY  EDDINGTON — Entering  the  garage  business 
early  in  the  post-war  period,  William  Henry  Eddington  has  remained  in  this 
field  to  the  present  time,  and  for  the  past  nine  years  he  has  been  owner  and 
operator  of  the  W.  H.  Eddington  Company,  with  garage  and  salesrooms 
located  at  239  Main  Street,  Bennington. 

Mr.  Eddington  was  born  in  Troy,  New  York,  June  20,  1893,  the  son  of 
Henry  A.  and  Margaret  C.  (Mahar)  Eddington,  both  deceased.  Henry  A. 
Eddington  was  born  in  Troy  in  1868,  and  was  engaged  in  the  retail  mercantile 
field  at  the  time  of  his  death,  March  13,  1929.  Previously,  from  1905  until 
1914,  he  was  associated  with  Swift  and  Company.  Margaret  C.  (Mahar) 
Eddington,  born  in  1870,  died  October  8,  1934. 

William  Henry  Eddington  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  Troy, 
Saratoga  and  Corinth  in  New  York  State,  and  then  he  entered  the  employ  of 
the  Standard  Oil  Company  in  Albany,  New  York,  where  he  remained  for 
three  years.  He  then  enlisted  for  World  War  service,  and  served  for  thirteen 
months  with  the  312th  Ammunition  Train,  Company  D,  87th  Division,  being 
overseas  for  about  seven  months.  He  received  his  honorable  discharge  in 
March,  1919,  and  upon  his  return  to  civilian  life  he  secured  employment  as  a 
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salesman  for  the  Bennington  Garage,  in  Bennington.  He  remained  with  this 
concern  until  January,  1930,  at  which  time  he  entered  into  business  for  him¬ 
self,  opening  a  garage  and  salesroom  on  Union  Street.  Three  years  later  he 
moved  to  his  present  larger  quarters  on  Main  Street,  where  he  acts  as  local 
agent  for  the  Chevrolet  car,  and  in  which  business  he  requires  the  services  of 
twenty-four  employees.  He  also  maintains  branch  headquarters  at  Hoosick 
Falls,  New  York.  In  addition  to  this  business  he  serves  as  a  member  of  the 
board  of  directors  of  the  First  National  Bank  at  Bennington,  and  he  is  recog¬ 
nized  as  one  of  the  most  active  and  progressive  figures  in  the  business  life  of 
this  locality. 

Air.  Eddington  is  a  communicant  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Church,  and  an 
affiliate  of  the  Knights  of  Columbus  and  Lodge,  No.  567,  Benevolent  and 
Protective  Order  of  Elks.  He  is  also  a  member  of  Bennington  Post,  No.  13, 
American  Legion,  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars,  Bennington  Club,  Mount 
Anthony  Country  Club,  and  the  local  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

He  was  married,  October  30,  1922,  to  Josephine  E.  Keeler,  of  Bennington, 
daughter  of  James  and  Helen  (Woods)  Keeler.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Eddington  are 
the  parents  of  two  sons:  1.  William  T.,  born  February  10,  1924.  2.  Henry 
J.,  born  February  19,  1930. 


LOUIS  T.  SAX — In  the  short  space  of  a  decade  Louis  T.  Sax  has 
developed  the  Northern  Dry  Cleaners  Company  of  Glens  Falls  into  one  of  the 
largest  and  most  efficient  establishments  of  its  type  in  this  section  of  New 
York  State. 

Mr.  Sax  was  born  in  Russia,  October  25,  1894,  the  son  of  Paul  and  Doria 
Sax.  He  came  to  this  country  with  his  parents  during  his  boyhood  and 
received  a  general  education  in  the  day  and  night  schools  of  New  York  City 
where  his  family  had  settled.  He  began  his  career  in  the  cleaning  and  dyeing 
business  as  a  member  of  the  Empire  Cleaners  in  Albany,  with  which  he  was 
associated  for  about  two  years.  In  June,  1929,  he  came  to  Glens  Falls  and 
purchased  the  Northern  Dry  Cleaners  Company,  which  he  has  headed  as  sole 
owner  since.  An  indication  of  the  progress  the  firm  has  made  under  his 
management  is  to  be  found  in  the  fact  that  when  he  took  over  the  establish¬ 
ment  the  working  staff  consisted  of  five  people  while  today  there  are  eighteen 
on  the  company  payroll.  Furthermore  it  is  stated  that  the  Northern  Dry 
Cleaners  Company  has  the  only  dry  cold  fur  storage  vault  of  its  size  and 
facilities  in  Northern  New  York.  The  organization  draws  its  patronage  from 
a  wide  area  in  this  region  and  maintains  delivery  service  to  Luzerne,  Corinth, 
Lake  George,  Bolton,  Salem,  Greenwich,  Fort  Edward,  Hudson  Falls,  White¬ 
hall,  Fort  Ann,  Fair  Haven  and  South  Glens  Falls.  Aside  from  his  business 
interests  Mr.  Sax  is  a  member  of  Lodge,  No.  121,  of  the  Masonic  Order, 
belongs  to  the  Jewish  Brotherhood,  and  worships  at  the  Hebrew  Temple. 
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In  1935.  at  Albany,  New  York,  Mr.  Sax  married  Rose  Beilin,  and  they  are 
the  parents  of  three  children :  Ruth,  Shirley,  and  Paul  Sax. 


EDWARD  H.  CHAMBERLAND— Since  1927  Edward  H.  Cham- 
berland  has  been  engaged  in  the  automotive  jobbing  business  in  Rutland, 
being  a  member  of  the  firm  of  Lefrancois  and  Chamberland,  Incorporated ;  he 
was  born  here  November  30,  1898,  the  son  of  Simeon  and  Redna  Chamber- 
land,  both  natives  of  Canada.  Simeon  Chamberland  is  a  moulder,  by  trade. 

After  completing  his  education  in  the  Rutland  schools,  Edward  H. 
Chamberland  became  associated  with  the  Rutland  Spring  and  Welding  Works, 
as  a  bookkeeper,  but  he  resigned  his  position  one  year  later  (1921)  to  enter 
the  tire  and  gasoline  business,  under  the  firm  name  of  Lefrancois  and  Cham¬ 
berland,  Incorporated ;  in  1927  this  firm  entered  its  present  field,  engaging  in 
wholesale  and  retail  trade,  and  now  employs  fifteen  workers,  with  store,  office 
and  show  rooms  located  at  3 7  Strong  Avenue. 

Mr.  Chamberland  is  a  communicant  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Church,  an 
active  Democrat,  and  an  affiliate  of  the  Knights  of  Columbus,  Fraternal  Order 
of  Eagles  and  Lodge,  No.  345,  Benevolent  and  Protective  Order  of  Elks.  He 
was  married,  June  12,  1932,  to  Rosamond  Kelly,  of  Fair  Haven,  Vermont, 
and  they  are  the  parents  of  three  children:  1.  Margaret  May,  born  November 
29,  1933.  2.  Helen  Marie,  born  November  3,  1934.  3.  Constance  Ann,  born 
July  15,  1937. 


FATHER  DENNIS  D.  DILLON— Since  1938  Father  Dennis  D. 
Dillon  has  ministered  to  the  spiritual  needs  of  Bolton  Landing  and  become  an 
influential  force  in  the  civic  and  social  welfare  of  the  community  where  he  is 
pastor  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Church. 

Father  Dillon  was  born  at  Cohoes',  New  York,  February  24,  1896,  the  son 
of  Patrick  F.  and  Mary  E.  (Maloney)  Dillon,  both  of  his  birthplace,  where 
his  father  is  a  business  man.  He  completed  a  general  education  at  the  St. 
Patrick’s  School  of  Cohoes  in  1911,  then  matriculated  at  Niagara  University, 
from  which  he  was  graduated  with  a  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  in  1916  and, 
after  finishing  his  academic  training,  entered  St.  Mary’s  Seminary  in  Balti¬ 
more,  Maryland,  where  he  prepared  for  the  priesthood.  Afterward  he  studied 
at  Catholic  University  in  Washington,  District  of  Columbia,  from  which  he 
was  awarded  a  degree  of  Master  of  Arts  in  1921.  On  May  21  of  that  year 
Father  Dillon  was  ordained  at  the  Cathedral  of  the  Immaculate  Conception  in 
Albany,  New  York,  and  from  that  time  until  assuming  his  present  post  at 
Bolton  Landing  served  as  an  assistant  at  the  St.  Joseph’s  Church  in  Troy. 
During  his  career  in  this  community  he  has  won  the  affection  and  esteem  of 
both  Catholic  and  non-Catholic  citizens  who  respect  him  for  the  qualities  of 
leadership  he  has  displayed. 
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HARRY  F.  BRUSO — Different  business  endeavors  in  Rouses 
Point  have  made  the  career  of  Harry  F.  Bruso  a  most  valuable  one.  He  is 
now  manager  here  of  the  Plattsburg  business  house  known  as  the  Dock  and 
Coal  Company. 

Mr.  Bruso  was  born  December  14,  1864,  near  West  Chazy,  Clinton  County, 
New  York,  son  of  Oliver  and  Elizabeth  (Stone)  Bruso.  His  father,  a  car¬ 
penter  and  builder  by  trade,  died  in  1901.  The  mother  passed  from  this  life 
in  1898. 

Harry  F.  Bruso  attended  public  schools,  and  while  still  very  young  com¬ 
menced  working  for  a  living,  holding  different  kinds  of  positions  until,  in 
1886,  he  was  employed  by  M.  Morah,  a  West  Chazy  merchant,  operator  of  a 
general  store.  With  Mr.  Morah  he  remained  until  1890,  when  he  went  to 
Alburg,  Vermont.  There  he  was  employed  in  a  larger  general  store  until 
1894,  when  he  came  to  Rouses  Point,  associating  himself  with  the  firm  of 
Skeels  and  Holcombe.  In  1901  the  firm  was  changed  to  Holcombe  and  Bruso, 
and  Mr.  Bruso  was  placed  in  charge  of  the  whole  enterprise  because  Mr. 
Holcombe  was  away  practically  all  the  time  in  order  to  take  care  of  his  duties 
in  Plattsburg  as  county  clerk.  In  1921  Mr.  Bruso  bought  the  business,  which 
he  conducted  thereafter  until  IQ24.  Then  he  sold  it  and  became  manager,  in 
Rouses  Point,  of  the  Dock  and  Coal  Company,  of  Plattsburg. 

In  numerous  and  effective  ways  Mr.  Bruso  has  participated  in  the  life 
of  his  village,  serving  formerly  as  one  of  its  trustees.  He  is  likewise  active  in 
Methodist  Church  affairs.  He  has  held  practically  all  the  offices  in  his  con¬ 
gregation,  continuing  today  as  a  trustee.  He  is  a  man  of  true  religious  thought 
and  conviction,  being  especially  fond  of  Bible  reading  and  gifted  with  the 
power  of  remembering  and  quoting  many  fine  passages  from  the  loved  Scrip¬ 
tures.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Free  and  Accepted  Masons  and  president  of 
the  local  organization  of  the  Young  Men’s  Christian  Association. 

Harry  F.  Bruso  married,  August  27,  1889,  Jennie  E.  Patnode,  daughter  of 
Theophilus  and  Philamon  (Trumbley)  Patnode.  The  daughter  of  this  mar¬ 
riage,  Ruth  Pauline  Bruso,  became  the  wife  of  W.  C.  Hillegas,  of  Westbury, 
Long  Island,  New  York,  who  is  connected  with  the  Edison  Cement  Company. 


BERT  WOODWORTH  LAMB — Throughout  his  long  and  distin¬ 
guished  career  in  Bolton  Landing,  which  spans  over  thirty-five  years,  Bert 
Woodworth  Lamb  has  been  a  prominent  and  popular  figure  in  the  social,  civic 
and  business  life  of  this  community. 

Mr.  Lamb  was  born  at  SHoreham,  Vermont,  April  19,  1884,  the  son  of 
Edward  B.  and  Sarah  (Turrill)  Lamb,  both  of  that  State  where  his  father 
enlisted  in  the  Union  Army  for  Civil  War  service.  As  a  child  he  was  brought 
to  Bolton  Landing  and  received  a  general  education  in  the  public  schools  of 
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this  community.  After  completing  his  studies  he  began  his  business  career 
and  eventually  became  an  insurance  agent,  an  activity  which  he  began  in 
1904  and  has  engaged  in  ever  since.  Four  years  later  he  was  one  of  the 
organizers  of  Ward  and  Lamb  Company,  a  grocery  business.  The  name  of 
the  firm  was  changed  to  Lamb  Brothers  about  1910  and  continued  to  operate 
under  that  title  until  the  venture  was  dissolved  in  1914.  It  was  during  the 
latter  year  that  he  founded  a  lumber  business  here  which  he  was  to  operate 
on  an  independent  basis  until  1931.  In  addition  to  the  aforementioned,  Mr. 
Lamb  has  also  been  prominent  as  a  financier,  serving  as  president  of  Bolton 
National  Bank  for  about  three  years  and  as  a  member  of  the  board  of  direc¬ 
tors  of  this  institution  from  1927  to  1938. 

Mr.  Lamb’s  record  as  a  public-spirited  citizen  is  equally  impressive.  As 
one  of  the  leading  figures  of  the  local  Republican  organization  he  has  served 
in  several  important  community  and  county  offices.  For  eleven  years,  between 
1920  and  1931,  he  was  supervisor  of  the  town  of  Bolton,  served  as  sheriff 
of  Warren  County  from  1931  to  1934,  and  was  chairman  of  the  board  of 
supervisors  for  three  years.  He  was  president  of  the  local  school  board,  a 
trustee  of  the  Bolton  Library  and  has  been  active  in  fraternal  circles,  hold¬ 
ing  membership  in  Blue  Lodge,  No.  425,  of  the  Free  and  Accepted  Masons 
at  Warrensburg,  and  Glens  Falls  Lodge,  No.  81,  of  the  Benevolent  and  Pro¬ 
tective  Order  of  Elks.  In  his  religious  convictions  he  worships  at  the 
Emmanuel  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  of  Bolton  Landing  in  which  he  is  a 
member  of  the  board  of  trustees. 

On  October  12,  1904,  at  Bolton,  Mr.  Lamb  married  Thirsa  Ward,  daugh¬ 
ter  of  Lyman  Norton  and  Emma  Augusta  (Blanchard)  Ward,  and  they  are 
the  parents  of  three  children:  1.  Wallace  Emerson,  born  August  1,  I9°5- 
2.  Carl  Edward,  born  September  30,  1907.  3.  Marian  Emma,  born  March 
19,  1910. 


JESSIE  SANFORD  ROBERTSON— Jessie  Sanford  Robertson,  of 
Bolton  Landing,  is  a  native  of  New  York  City,  educated  at  the  Reed  School, 
of  New  York  City,  and  is  a  daughter  of  Touro  and  Maria  Elizabeth  (San¬ 
ford)  Robertson.  Her  father,  who  saw  three  months’  service  in  the  Union 
Army  in  the  Civil  War,  resigning  because  of  ill  health,  was  vice-president  of 
the  American  Bank  Note  Company  and  an  inventor.  He  was  the  owner  of 
one  of  the  cottages  next  to  the  lake  on  the  old  Lake  House  property.  Miss 
Robertson  is  a  member  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church. 


C.  EVERETT  BACON — Prominent  in  New  York  City  as  a  partner 
in  the  investment  banking  house  of  Spencer  Trask  and  Company,  C.  Everett 
Bacon  of  New  York  City  and  Montclair,  New  Jersey,  is  also  an  outstanding 
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resident  of  the  Lake  George  District,  being  active  in  various  organizations, 
particularly  the  Lake  George  Club  which  he  has  headed  as  president  for  the 
past  five  years. 

C.  Everett  Bacon  was  born  at  Westbrook,  Connecticut,  August  18,  1890, 
son  of  Clarence  Everett  and  Katherine  Sedgewick  (Whiting)  Bacon.  Clarence 
Everett  Bacon  was  a  distinguished  member  of  the  legal  profession,  Katherine 
Sedgewick  (Whiting)  Bacon,  his  wife,  was  a  descendant  of  Colonel  Nathan 
Whiting,  a  Revolutionary  officer,  who  was  active  in  the  battle  of  Lake  George 
and  was  second  in  command  at  Fort  William  Henry  in  1756. 

After  graduating  from  the  Middletown,  Connecticut,  High  School,  as  a 
member  of  the  class  of  1909,  C.  Everett  Bacon  entered  Wesleyan  University, 
graduating  in  1913.  That  same  year  he  went  to  New  York  City  and  began  his 
career  in  the  investment  banking  field,  rising  rapidly  until  ten  years  later,  in 
1923,  he  became  a  partner  of  the  firm  of  Spencer  Trask  and  Company.  In 
addition  Mr.  Bacon  is  a  vice-president  and  director  of  the  Broadway  Realty' 
Corporation,  and  director  of  Spencer  Trask  Fund,  Inc.  He  is  also  deeply 
interested  in  political  activity  as  a  member  of  the  Republican  party  and  gives 
generously  of  his  time  and  ability  to  various  educational  institutions,  being  a 
trustee  of  Wesleyan  University,  Middletown,  Connecticut,  a  trustee  of  Spel- 
man  College,  a  trustee  of  Atlanta  University,  a  trustee  of  Morehouse  and 
Bennett  colleges,  and  a  trustee  of  the  Southern  Education  Foundation.  Dur¬ 
ing  the  World  War,  Mr.  Bacon’s  career  in  investment  banking  was  inter¬ 
rupted  by  his  service  with  the  United  States  Army,  a  service  which  began 
with  enlistment  in  the  312th  Infantry  and  concluded  with  his  service  as  a  lieu¬ 
tenant  in  the  48th  Field  Artillery,  16th  Division.  A  member  of  Psi  Upsilon 
Fraternity  of  Wesleyan  University,  Mr.  Bacon  is  a  member  of  the  board  of 
governors  of  the  Sagamore  Golf  Club,  an  office  which  he  has  maintained  since 
the  club  was  organized,  and  is  a  member  of  the  Downtown  Association  of 
New  York  City,  the  Downtown  Athletic  Club  of  New  York  City,  and  the 
Montclair  Golf  Club  of  Montclair,  New  Jersey.  Formerly  a  vestryman  of 
St.  Luke’s  Church  in  Montclair,  New  Jersey,  Mr.  Bacon  is  now  a  vestryman 
of  the  Church  of  St.  Sacrament  (Episcopal),  Bolton  Landing,  New  York. 
He  is  also  president  of  the  board  of  trustees,  Montclair,  New  Jersey,  Com¬ 
munity  Chest. 

C.  Everett  Bacon  married,  in  Brooklyn,  New  York,  November  6,  1915, 
Eva  Peabody,  daughter  of  Charles  Jones  and  Helen  (Hoyt)  Peabody,  and  a 
niece  of  George  Foster  Peabody.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Bacon  are  the  parents  of  a 
daughter:  Anne  Peabody  Bacon,  born  December  29,  1930. 


MRS.  CHRISTINE  (MANS)  KNAPP — Widely  known  in  Bolton 
Landing  for  her  constructive  civic  work,  Mrs.  Christine  (Mans)  Knapp 
is  the  wife  of  James  R.  Knapp  and  one  of  the  community’s  widely  known 
citizens. 
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Mrs.  Knapp  was  born  January  1,  1879,  in  San  Francisco,  California, 
daughter  of  Albert  and  Louise  (Beale)  Mans.  Her  father  was  extensively 
engaged  in  business. 

Private  schools  in  California  provided  the  early  education  of  Christine 
Mans,  who  early  in  life  turned  her  attention  to  community  work  of  one  kind 
and  another.  In  1933  she  established  the  Community  Center  in  Bolton  Land¬ 
ing.  In  1935  she  set  up  in  Bolton  Landing  the  James  R.  Knapp  Club,  named 
after  her  husband,  an  organization  for  the  recreation  and  education  of  the 
men  of  the  town.  She  is  deeply  interested  in  political  activities,  being  a 
Republican  in  her  partisan  views  and  a  member  of  the  Bolton  Town  Board 
of  Justice,  to  which  she  was  chosen  in  1935,  beginning  her  term  of  office  in 
January,  1936.  She  is  a  member  of  St.  Thomas’  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church,  of  New  York  City. 

The  marriage  of  Christine  Mans  to  James  R.  Knapp  took  place  in  San 
Francisco,  California. 


FRANK  J.  DWYER — For  thirty  years  one  of  the  leading  funeral 
directors  of  Burlington,  Vermont,  Frank  J.  Dwyer  was  also  one  of  the  out¬ 
standing  citizens  of  his  municipality,  serving  both  as  a  member  of  the  Board 
of  Aldermen  and  as  a  school  committeeman. 

Frank  J.  Dwyer  was  born  at  Burlington,  August  10,  1874,  son  of  Edward 
and  Mary  (Boyle)  Dwyer.  Edward  Dwyer  established  himself  in  the  livery 
business,  an  occupation  in  which  he  remained  active  until  the  time  of  his  death. 
Mary  (Boyle)  Dwyer,  his  wife,  is  also  deceased. 

After  passing  through  the  elementary  schools  of  Burlington,  Frank  J. 
Dwyer  attended  St.  Joseph’s  College  here,  graduating  as  a  member  of  the  class 
of  1894.  For  eight  years  after  completing  his  education  he  was  employed 
by  the  Green  Company,  dealers  in  oils  and  paint,  an  association  which  ended 
in  1902,  when  Mr.  Dwyer  purchased  the  funeral  director’s  establishment  of 
J.  R.  Kelley.  During  the  years  which  followed,  Mr.  Dwyer  developed  his 
enterprise  to  a  leading  position  in  Burlington,  creating  a  widely  known  business 
which  has  been  conducted  since  1932  by  his  widow,  Mrs.  Margaret  (Fallon) 
Dwyer.  Always  deeply  interested  in  civic  welfare  and  in  political  problems 
as  a  member  of  the  Democratic  party,  Frank  J.  Dwyer  gave  himself  freely  to 
public  life,  serving  two  terms  on  the  Burlington  Board  of  Aldermen  from  the 
Third  Ward,  and  also  being  a  member  of  the  Burlington  School  Committee. 
Supporting  his  profession  by  membership  in  the  National  Funeral  Directors’ 
Association,  Mr.  Dwyer  was  a  member  of  Burlington  Council,  Knights  of 
Columbus  and  belonged  to  the  St.  Vincent  de  Paul  Society  of  the  Cathedral 
Church,  of  which  institution  he  was  a  member.  During  his  boyhood  familiar 
with  horses,  Mr.  Dwyer  continued  to  devote  himself  to  them  during  his  life

Frank  J.  Dwyer  passed  away  in  1932,  leaving  not  only  a  wide  group  of 
intimate  friends  to  mourn  him  but  also  a  host  of  acquaintances  who  had 
learned  to  respect  his  ability  and  integrity  in  business  life  as  well  as  in  the 
public  service. 


LYLE  E.  ROBERTS — Throughout  his  professional  career,  which 
dates  back  to  1925,  Lyle  E.  Roberts  has  served  as  principal  of  the  Newcomb 
Central  School  in  Newcomb,  New  York,  where  he  has  also  been  active  in 
social  and  civic  affairs. 

Mr.  Roberts  was  born  at  Middlefield,  Otsego  County,  New  York,  Decem¬ 
ber  2,  1902,  the  son  of  Leon  H.  and  Ora  B.  Roberts.  His  father,  who 
engaged  in  farming  until  1927,  has  operated  a  grocery  business  since  that  date. 
Mr.  Roberts  completed  a  general  education  at  the  Schenevus  High  School 
in  1919  and  in  1921  matriculated  at  the  New  York  State  College  for  Teachers 
in  Albany,  where  he  majored  in  chemistry,  took  courses  in  biology  and  gov¬ 
ernment  and  was  graduated  with  a  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  in  1925.  Later 
he  won  his  Master  of  Arts  degree  at  Cornell  University,  having  majored  in 
educational  administration.

STEPHEN  J.  CARHART — One  of  the  veterans  of  the  advertising 
business,  and  to  a  certain  extent,  a  pioneer,  Stephen  J.  Carhart  has  made 
major  contributions  to  the  development  of  a  number  of  places  in  New  York. 
He  founded  the  Carhart  Advertising  Company  in  1912,  and  expanded  its 
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activities  until  he  had  offices  in  Burlington,  Vermont;  Plattsburg,  Kingston, 
Middletown  and  Watervliet,  in  New  York.  He  achieved  high  repute  in  his 
field  of  operations  until  1925,  when  he  sold  his  interests.  Since  that  time  he 
has  been  the  owner  of  the  Luzerne  Villa  Hotel  and  Golf  Course,  both  of 
which  he  started  and  later  incorporated.  He  is  president  of  this  company, 
which  operates  one  of  the  popular  establishments  in  the  Lake  Champlain, 
Lake  George  region. 

Mr.  Carhart  was  born  in  Watervliet,  New  York,  July  20,  1888,  son  of 
Samuel  and  Mary  E.  (Norton)  Carhart,  both  natives  of  Watervliet  and 
both  deceased.  His  father  engaged  in  merchandising  the  larger  part  of  his 
mature  years.  Stephen  J.  Carhart  received  his  academic  education  in  the 
parochial  schools  of  his  birthplace,  and  went  to  Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania, 
for  his  business  training.  He  has  always  been  to  the  fore  in  movements  and 
organizations  which  make  for  the  progress  of  the  places  with  which  he  has 
been  identified,  and  with  the  welfare  of  their  citizens.

PHILIP  J.  FITZSIMONS — For  the  past  fifteen  years  Philip  J. 
Fitzsimons  has  served  as  principal  of  the  Minerva  High  School  at  Olmsted- 
ville  and  in  this  capacity  has  come  to  be  ranked  among  the  prominent  educa¬ 
tional  figures  of  Essex  County.  Prior  to  coming  here  he  had  taught  in  other 
sections  of  the  State  and  acquired  an  experience  that  eminently  fitted  him 
for  his  present  responsibilities. 

Mr.  Fitzsimons  was  born  at  Cambridge,  Massachusetts,  August  25,  1900, 
the  son  of  Dr.  Philip  M.  Fitzsimons,  a  physician,  and  Margaret  (Dunnigan) 
Fitzsimons.  He  completed  a  general  education  at  the  West  Rutland  High 
School  in  Vermont  in  1918,  and  then  matriculated  at  Holy  Cross  College,  at 
Worcester,  Massachusetts,  from  which  he  was  graduated  with  a  Bachelor  of 
Arts  degree  in  the  class  of  1922.  After  that  he  studied  at  St.  Lawrence 
University  where  he  was  awarded  a  Master  of  Arts  degree  in  1930. 

The  year  he  finished  his  training  at  Holy  Cross  College  he  began  his  career 
as  principal  of  the  school  system  in  Helena,  New  York,  where  he  remained 
until  1924.  The  following  year  he  taught  at  the  schools  of  Catskill  and  in 
September,  1925,  came  to  his  present  post  at  Olmsted ville  which  he  has 
occupied  since  with  distinction  and  success.  Mr.  Fitzsimons  is  a  member  of 
the  Schoolmasters  Club  here  and  worships  at  the  Roman  Catholic  Church.

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WALTER  SAMUEL  FENTON— Widely  known  as  one  of  Rutland’s 
foremost  members  of  the  bar,  Walter  Samuel  Fenton  has  also  served  his  city 
and  his  State  in  a  number  of  public  offices. 

Mr.  Fenton  was  born  July  12,  1886,  at  Pittsford,  Vermont,  son  of  Henry 
S.  and  Belle  C.  (Hudson)  Fenton,  both  natives  of  Pittsford.  His  grand¬ 
father,  Charles  J.  Fenton,  who  held  the  office  of  town  clerk  for  seventeen 
years,  was  a  prominent  man  in  his  day.  Henry  S.  Fenton,  the  father,  who  is 
now  deceased,  was  for  thirty  years  a  commercial  salesman.  The  family 
resided  continuously  either  in  Rutland  or  Pittsford  after  1785,  the  year  in 
which  Mr.  Fenton’s  ancestors  removed  from  Rutland,  Massachusetts,  to 
Rutland,  Vermont. 

Walter  Samuel  Fenton  attended  the  Pittsford  public  schools,  and  he  was 
graduated  from  high  school  in  1901.  Afterward  he  completed  his  business 
course  at  Rutland  Business  College  in  the  winter  of  1902.  He  then  took 
employment  as  a  stenographer  with  the  Hon.  Carroll  S.  Page,  of  Hyde  Park, 
formerly  Governor  and  later  United  States  Senator.  Then,  continuing  his 
stenographic  work  in  the  employ  of  different  firms  until  1905,  Mr.  Fenton 
matriculated,  in  September  of  that  year,  at  the  Law  School  of  Syracuse  Uni¬ 
versity,  Syracuse,  New  York,  where  he  studied  for  two  years.  He  then 
entered  the  law  offites  of  Charles  L.  Howe,  of  Rutland,  with  whom  he 
finished  his  law  studies.  On  November  5,  1909,  he  took  the  State  bar 
examination,  and,  admitted  to  the  bar,  he  began  the  formal  practice  of  his 
profession.  At  the  outset,  for  six  years,  from  1909  to  1915,  he  maintained 
offices  with  Judge  Howe.  Then,  between  1915  and  April  1,  1924,  he  had  offices 
in  the  Gryphon  Building.  He  then  joined  the  partnership  of  Fenton,  Wing 
and  Morse,  at  Rutland,  establishing  offices  with  them  in  the  Mead  Building. 

Aside  from  his  work  in  the  professional  circle,  he  served  between  1908 
and  1915  as  a  justice  of  the  peace  here.  In  1915  and  1916  he  was  city  attor¬ 
ney  of  Rutland.  In  1917  he  was  elected  a  representative  to  the  General 
Assembly  of  Vermont,  acting  in  that  body  as  chairman  of  the  committee  on 
State  and  court  expenses  and  as  a  member  of  the  committees  on  joint  rules 
and  on  judiciary  and  temperance.  He  was  executive  clerk  for  Governor 
Percival  W.  Clement  from  1919  to  1921,  and  served  from  1920  to  1924  as  a 
member  of  the  board  of  school  commissioners.  He  was  president  of  that 
board  in  the  last  three  years  of  his  membership  on  it. 

Fraternally  Mr.  Fenton  was  connected  with  Center  Lodge,  No.  34,  of  the 
Free  and  Accepted  Masons  at  an  early  period  in  his  life,  and  he  was  Master 
of  that  lodge  in  1914.  He  is  now  serving  as  Deputy  Grand  Master  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Vermont.  He  belongs  also  to  Davenport  Chapter,  No.  17, 
of  Royal  Arch  Masons,  Killington  Commandery,  No.  6,  Knights  Templar, 
Vermont  Consistory,  Scottish  Rite,  and  also  is  a  Shriner.  Vermont  Lodge,

No.  1,  of  the  Knights  of  Pythias,  of  Rutland,  claims  him  also  as  a  member,  and 
he  is  active  likewise  in  the  Rutland  Country  Club.  He  is  a  member  of  the 
Rutland  Chamber  of  Commerce,  of  whose  board  of  governors  he  has  twice 
been  a  member.  He  belongs  to  the  Rutland  County  Bar  Association,  of  which 
he  has  been  president ;  the  Vermont  State  Bar  Association,  of  which  he  was 
president  in  1927 ;  and  the  American  Bar  Association,  serving  on  the  board  of 
governors  of  that  association  from  1936  to  1939.  He  is  an  associate  member 
of  the  Association  of  the  Bar  of  the  City  of  New  York. 

Walter  Samuel  Fenton  married,  December  28,  1910,  Marion  Babbitt, 
daughter  of  Thomas  and  Florence  (Spear)  Babbitt.  Their  children  were: 
1.  Jane  Carolyn  Fenton.  2.  Mary  Elizabeth  Fenton.  The  family  are  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Congregational  Church. 


GEORGE  ANDREW  CHAPMAN,  M.  D.— Throughout  his  medical 
career,  which  dates  back  to  1897,  Dr.  George  Andrew  Chapman  has  con¬ 
ducted  a  general  practice  of  medicine  in  the  city  of  Glens  Falls  where  he  has 
come  to  enjoy  an  enviable  professional  reputation  and  is  prominently  identi¬ 
fied  with  the  social  and  civic  life  of  the  community. 

Dr.  Chapman  was  born  in  Glens  Falls,  November  3,  1871,  the  son  of 
William  and  Katherine  Chapman.  After  completing  a  general  education  at 
the  Glens  Falls  High  School  in  1891  he  matriculated  at  the  Baltimore  Med¬ 
ical  School,  from  which  he  was  graduated  with  a  Doctor  of  Medicine  degree 
in  the  class  of  1897.  Later  he  supplemented  this  training  with  postgraduate 
work  at  Edinburgh,  Scotland,  and  at  the  University  of  Maryland,  which  he 
attended  in  1913.  The  same  year  he  received  his  professional  degree  he 
established  himself  in  Glens  Falls  where  with  Drs.  William  R.  Keyes  and 
Lemon  Thomson,  he  became  a  founder  of  the  first  Glens  Falls  Hospital  which 
functioned  as  a  private  institution  from  1897  to  1901.  Since  he  came  here 
Dr.  Chapman  has  been  active  and  prominent  in  several  of  the  leading  med¬ 
ical  institutions  of  this  section.  He  had  a  very  active  part  in  bringing  about 
the  establishment  of  the  Westmount  Sanitorium  for  the  treatment  of  tuber¬ 
culosis,  the  Warren  County  Laboratory,  and  a  full  time  health  officer  in  the 
city  of  Glens  Falls.  He  is  secretary  of  the  local  hospital  staff,  attending  phy¬ 
sician  to  the  Glens  Falls  Hospital,  a  member  and  former  president  of  the 
Warren  County  Medical  Society  which  he  represented  as  delegate  at  the 
annual  convention  of  the  New  York  State  Medical  Society  about  1908,  also 
belongs  to  the  latter  organization,  the  American  Association  for  the  Advance¬ 
ment  of  Science,  the  American  Medical  Association,  the  American  Public 
Health  Association,  the  Academy  of  Medicine,  and  is  a  Fellow  of  the  Amer¬ 
ican  College  of  Physicians.  Dr.  Chapman  has  been  health  officer  of  the 
town  of  Queensbury  since  1906,  and  was  formerly  a  member  of  the  board 
of  health  of  the  city  of  Glens  Falls. 
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Dr.  Chapman  is  a  Republican  in  politics,  fraternizes  with  Lodge  No.  456, 
Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  Chapter  No.  55,  Royal  Arch  Masons;  Com- 
mandery  No.  69,  Knights  Templar;  the  Albany  Consistory,  Ancient  Ac¬ 
cepted  Scottish  Rite;  Oriental  Temple,  Ancient  Arabic  Order  Nobles  of 
the  Mystic  Shrine,  of  which  he  is  a  charter  member,  and  was  for  many  years 
director  of  the  Masonic  Club.  Dr.  Chapman  is  a  member  of  the  Baltimore 
Chapter  of  the  Phi  Chi  medical  fraternity,  member  of  St.  Andrew’s  Society 
of  Scots,  and  the  president  in  1926,  and  for  many  years  vice-president  of  the 
Troy  Burns  Club,  and  a  member  of  the  New  York  State  Historical  Society. 
He  is  a  member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church.  During  the  Spanish-American 
War  he  enlisted  and  became  a  member  of  the  local  company  which  was  part 
of  the  118th  Regiment  of  the  New  York  National  Guard. 

In  1903,  at  Newark,  New  Jersey,  Dr.  Chapman  married  Lucy  Wooster, 
daughter  of  Reuben  and  Mary  Wooster,  and  they  became  the  parents  of  two 
children:  1.  Montgomery  Wooster,  born  in  1904.  2.  Katharine  Mary  Lock- 
wood  (Chapman)  Francis,  born  in  1911,  the  wife  of  Dr.  Herbert  C.  Francis, 
associate  professor  of  roentgenology  at  the  Vanderbilt  Clinic,  Nashville, 
Tennessee. 


NATHAN  GIFFORD,  M.  S. — Since  being  graduated  from  Syracuse 
University  in  1931,  Nathan  Gifford  has  made  a  career  of  education.  He 
already  has  won  his  ranking  in  his  profession  and  has  the  qualities  of  vision, 
sound  judgment  and  vigorous  enterprise  which  give  promise  of  further 
achievements  and  standing. 

Mr.  Gifford  is  a  native  of  Medusa,  New  York,  born  May  1,  1905,  son  of 
George  M.  Gifford,  also  a  native  of  Medusa,  Albany  County,  and  Louisa 
(Hull)  Gifford,  who  was  born  at  Durham,  New  York.  Reared  on  his  father’s 
farm,  Nathan  Gifford  attended  local  schools  and  prepared  for  college  in  the 
Greene  (New  York)  High  School.  Matriculating  at  Syracuse  University,  he 
was  graduated  in  1931  a  Bachelor  of  Science.  In  1934  he  received  his  degree 
of  Master  of  Science  from  his  alma  mater.  In  the  fall  of  1931  Mr.  Gifford 
became  a  teacher  of  science  in  the  Junior  High  School,  of  Watertown,  New 
York.  After  a  single  scholastic  year  he  went  to  Cape  Vincent,  Northern 
New  York  State,  where  he  was  vice-principal  of  the  high  school  until  after 
the  June,  1935,  commencement.  From  September,  1935,  to  June,  1937,  he 
was  principal  of  the  La  Fargeville  (New  York)  High  School. 

Since  September,  1937,  Mr.  Gifford  has  been  principal  of  the  Warrensburg 
High  School.  Not  only  has  he  expanded  the  curriculum  of  his  school  and 
effected  improvements  in  administration,  but  has  inaugurated  a  new  central 
school  which  will  be  the  fourth  new  school  building  in  the  history  of  the  town. 
As  in  other  places  he  has  entered  heartily  into  local  life  and  affairs.  He  is 
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a  charter  member  of  the  Kiwanis  Club  at  Warrensburg,  and  a  member  of  the 
Grange,  Patrons  of  Husbandry,  at  La  Fargeville.  Fraternally,  he  is  affiliated 
with  La  Fargeville  Lodge,  No.  171,  Free  and  Accepted  Masons.  His  college 
and  professional  fraternities  are  Alpha  Chi  Sigma  and  Kappa  Phi  Kappa  of 
Syracuse  University,  and  he  is  a  member  of  the  National  Principals  Associa¬ 
tion.  He  is  interested  in  outdoor  sports,  more  especially  hunting  and  fishing. 
He  attends  the  Methodist  Church. 

In  June,  1932,  Nathan  Gifford  married  Lillian  Randall,  a  native  of  Syra¬ 
cuse,  and  they  are  the  parents  of  two  children:  Allan  Randall  and  Roger 
David  Gifford. 


CHARLES  FRANCIS  RYAN— Charles  Francis  Ryan,  a  prominent 
member  of  the  Rutland  legal  fraternity,  and  a  leading  figure  in  local  civic 
and  fraternal  life,  is  a  native  of  New  York  State,  having  been  born  at  Middle 
Granville,  January  16,  1901,  the  son  of  Charles  F.  and  Elizabeth  (Radigan) 
Ryan,  both  deceased.  Charles  F.  Ryan,  born  at  Rutland  in  1874,  followed 
the  blacksmith  trade  in  this  locality  for  many  years  prior  to  his  death  in 
1921.  Elizabeth  (Radigan)  Ryan,  born  at  Castleton,  Vermont,  in  1869, 
departed  this  life  in  1911. 

Charles  Francis  Ryan  acquired  his  early  education  in  the  public  schools 
of  Castleton  and  Rutland,  and  after  graduating  from  Rutland  High  School 
in  1920,  he  enrolled  at  Middlebury  College,  where  he  was  graduated  in  1926 
with  his  Bachelor  of  Science  degree.  He  then  prepared  for  a  legal  career 
by  reading  law  in  the  offices  of  Fenton,  Wing  and  Morse,  and  after  being 
admitted  to  the  bar  in  1929,  he  became  associated  with  that  firm,  and  has, 
since  that  time  distinguished  himself  in  his  profession,  being  recognized  as  a 
most  able  attorney,  and  a  practitioner,  whose  ethical  standards  have  always 
been  of  the  highest  degree.  He  has  also,  for  the  past  five  years,  served  as 
Assistant  United  States  Attorney  for  the  District  of  Vermont.  In  addition 
to  his  legal  work,  Mr.  Ryan  has  at  all  times  displayed  a  great  interest  in  the 
game  of  baseball,  and  he  is  now  the  president  of  the  Rutland  Baseball  Asso¬ 
ciation,  members  of  the  Northern  League. 

Mr.  Ryan  is  a  communicant  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Church,  an  active 
supporter  of  the  Democratic  party,  and  an  affiliate  of  Rutland  Council, 
Knights  of  Columbus,  of  which  he  is  Past  Grand  Knight,  and  Aerie  No. 
1001,  Fraternal  Order  of  Eagles,  of  which  he  is  now  president,  and  the 
Vermont  State  Bar  Association.  He  also  served  from  1933  until  September 
1,  1938,  as  adjutant  of  the  I72d  Infantry  of  the  Vermont  National  Guard, 
and  is  now  Judge  Advocate  of  the  State  of  Vermont. 

He  was  married  November  25,  1929,  to  Mary  E.  Corcoran  of  Rutland, 
daughter  of  Thomas  and  Margaret  (Rock)  Corcoran.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ryan 
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are  the  parents  of  four  children:  i.  Thomas  Corcoran,  born  October  14,  1930. 
2.  Charlene  Marie,  born  March  6,  1932.  3.  Margaret  Elizabeth,  born  Sep¬ 
tember  17,  1934.  4.  Martha  Anne,  born  October  23,  1938. 


LYMAN  I.  THAYER,  M.  D. — As  superintendent  of  the  Westmount 
Sanatorium  since  1929,  and  member  of  the  consulting  staff  of  the  Glens 
Falls  Hospital  since  1932,  Dr.  Lyman  I.  Thayer  is  recognized  as  one  of  the 
outstanding  chest  specialists  and  authorities  on  tuberculosis  in  Warren  County. 

Dr.  Thayer  was  born  in  Newark,  New  Jersey,  July  28,  1893,  the  son  of 
Dr.  Alfred  I.  and  Sarah  (Turney)  Thayer.  His  father,  who  died  on  Decem¬ 
ber  21,  1928,  was  also  a  physician  and  established  the  Spa  Sanatorium  at 
Ballston  Spa,  New  York,  in  1902.  Dr.  Thayer,  of  this  review,  finished  a 
general  education  at  the  Tennessee  Military  Institute,  at  Sweetwater,  Tennes¬ 
see,  in  1912,  and  then  matriculated  at  Colby  College,  from  which  he  was 
graduated  in  1916.  The  following  fall  he  enrolled  in  the  College  of  Physi¬ 
cians  and  Surgeons  of  Columbia  University  at  New  York  City  and  was 
awarded  his  Doctor  of  Medicine  degree  from  this  institution  in  1920.  Since 
that  time  he  has  taken  postgraduate  work  at  the  Trudeau  School  of  Tuber¬ 
culosis  which  he  attended  in  1938. 

Dr.  Thayer  served  his  interneship  at  the  Albany  Hospital  from  1920  to 
1921  and  for  three  months  was  resident  physician  of  the  Tuberculosis  Serv¬ 
ice  here.  He  then  joined  the  New  York  State  Department  of  Health  as 
supervisor  of  the  tuberculosis  sanatorium,  also  had  charge  of  the  clinic  and 
dispensary  facilities  and  eventually  was  promoted  to  the  post  of  associate 
director  of  the  Division  of  Tuberculosis,  occupying  this  office  until  1929  when 
he  became  superintendent  of  the  Westmount  Sanatorium.  Dr.  Thayer  is  a 
Fellow  in  the  American  College  of  Chest  Physicians,  a  member  and  former 
vice-president  of  the  Glens  Falls  Academy  of  Medicine,  and  belongs  to  the 
American  Medical  Association,  the  American  Academy  of  Tuberculosis  Phy¬ 
sicians,  the  National  Tuberculosis  Association,  and  the  Warren  County  Med¬ 
ical  Society.  He  is  a  director  and  former  vice-president  and  president  of  the 
Glens  Falls  Kiwanis  Club,  worships  at  the  Presbyterian  Church  and  was 
formerly  a  member  of  the  Medical  Reserve  Corps  of  the  United  States  Army. 

On  October  15,  1921,  at  Boston,  Massachusetts,  Dr.  Thayer  married  Ruth 
Murdock,  daughter  of  John  and  Lillian  (Libby)  Murdock,  and  they  are  the 
parents  of  one  son:  Lyman  I.  Thayer,  Jr.,  born  at  Albany  February  3,  1924. 


MARVELLE  CHRISTOPHER  WEBBER— The  State  of  Vermont, 
of  which  he  was  a  native,  and  particularly  the  community  of  Rutland,  where 
he  practiced  law  for  almost  four  decades,  were  enriched  by  the  labors  and 
life  of  a  distinguished  pleader  of  cases,  Marvelle  Christopher  Webber,  who 
passed  away  in  the  summer  of  1938. 
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The  Webbers  are  of  a  long  and  prominent  lineage:  some  members  of  this 
family  were  in  Mansfield,  Connecticut,  prior  to  1755.  Two  Webber  pio¬ 
neers,  Richard  and  Christopher,  were  soldiers  in  the  French  and  Indian  War. 
Christopher  (1)  Webber,  born  in  1740,  was  captain  in  Colonel  Bellows’  New 
Hampshire  Regiment  during  the  Revolutionary  War,  participating  in  engage¬ 
ments  at  Ticonderoga,  the  battles  of  Bennington  and  Saratoga,  and  present 
at  the  surrender  of  Burgoyne.  His  son,  Christopher  (2)  Webber,  was  born 
in  Walpole,  New  Hampshire,  lived  for  several  years  at  Rutland,  Vermont, 
and  removed  to  Cavendish,  the  same  State,  where  he  died  December  5,  1850. 
He  married  Electa  Storer,  and  among  their  children  was  Hon.  Sumner  Allen 
Webber,  born  at  Rutland,  December  19,  1798,  died  May  20,  1862,  at  Roches¬ 
ter,  Vermont,  where  he  had  been  a  most  successful  lawyer  since  1824.  He 
married  Phoebe  Jefferson  Guernsey  and  their  second  child  was  Christopher 
Allen  Webber,  born  at  Rochester  on  August  8,  1837,  and  died  August  15, 
1878.  He  studied  law  with  his  father  and  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1861, 
where  he  gained  high  reputation  as  a  lawyer;  he  also  represented  his  native 
town  in  the  General  Assembly  for  two  terms,  1868-69.  From  his  marriage  on 
October  16,  1862,  to  Julia  Evelyn  Cooper,  daughter  of  Phineas  Sanger  and 
Harriet  (Foster)  Cooper,  there  were  three  children,  among  them  Marvelle 
Christopher  Webber,  the  subject  of  this  review. 

Marvelle  Christopher  Webber  was  born  January  14,  1868,  at  Rochester, 
Vermont,  where  he  was  educated  in  the  public  schools.  He  prepared  for 
college  at  Montpelier  (Vermont)  Seminary,  graduating  in  1886  and  start¬ 
ing  that  same  autumn  at  Williams  College,  Williamstown,  Massachusetts. 
After  his  first  term  there  he  left  to  enter  Boston  University,  graduating  from 
the  College  of  Liberal  Arts  in  1889  with  his  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Philosophy. 
He  graduated  from  the  Law  School  of  Boston  University  in  1891  with  the 
degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws. 

An  uncle  of  Marvelle  Christopher  Webber  was  the  Hon.  Marvelle  W. 
Cooper,  Appraiser  of  the  Port  of  New  York,  and  through  him,  in  the  fall  of 
1891,  Mr.  Webber  was  enabled  to  secure  a  much-coveted  clerkship  in  the 
famous  law  office  of  Evarts,  Choate  and  Beaman,  of  New  York  City.  The 
following  December  he  was  admitted  to  the  New  York  City  bar,  and  in  1896 
was  made  managing  clerk  in  the  above-mentioned  firm.  Ill  health  compelled 
him,  in  1898,  to  resign  and  return  to  his  native  State,  locating  permanently 
at  Rutland.  Here  he  became  associated,  in  1901,  with  two  very  prominent 
attorneys,  Joel  C.  Baker  and  Orion  M.  Barber,  and  he  became  a  most  suc¬ 
cessful  pleader  of  cases  before  the  United  States  Supreme  Court  and  the 
Federal  Circuit  Court  of  Appeals.  The  Governor  of  the  State  honored  him 
by  appointment  to  important  committees;  he  served  two  years  as  city  attor¬ 
ney  of  Rutland,  and  about  eight  years  each  on  the  Board  of  School  Commis- 
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sioners  of  Rutland  and  the  State  Board  of  Education.  President,  in  1920, 
of  the  Vermont  State  Bar  Association,  he  was  one  time  vice-president  of  the 
American  Bar  Association  for  the  State  of  Vermont,  and  many  times  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  that  organization’s  standing  committees.  Until  his  death  on  August  9, 
1938,  Mr.  Webber  retained  membership  in  his  college  fraternity,  Theta 
Delta  Chi. 

Marvelle  Christopher  Webber  married,  April  16,  1902,  Mary  Rich  Rex, 
of  Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania,  daughter  of  Dr.  Oliver  P.  and  Anna  Barclay 
(Stevenson)  Rex.  The  father  was  an  outstanding  physician  of  his  city  and 
medical  director  of  the  Penn  Mutual  Life  Insurance  Company.  Anna  Bar¬ 
clay  (Stevenson)  Rex  was  the  daughter  of  John  B.  Stevenson,  a  prominent 
linseed  oil  manufacturer  of  Philadelphia.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Webber  were  the 
parents  of  three  children:  1.  Payson  Rex  Webber  (q.  v.).  2.  Christopher 
Allen  Webber  (q.  v.).  3.  Marvelle  Cooper  Webber,  born  September  20,  1906. 


CHRISTOPHER  ALLEN  WEBBER — Carrying  on  an  extensive 
practice  of  law  in  Rutland  as  his  father  did  before  him,  Christopher  Allen 
Webber  occupies  a  position  of  standing  and  distinction  in  his  home  commu¬ 
nity.  Mr.  Webber  was  born  May  26,  1905,  in  Rutland,  Vermont,  son  of 
Marvelle  Christopher  and  Mary  Rich  (Rex)  Webber  and  member  of  a  fam¬ 
ily  long  prominent  in  New  England  affairs,  their  ancestry  being  traced  fully 
in  the  personal  history  of  Mr.  Webber’s  father,  Marvelle  Christopher  Web¬ 
ber  (q.  v.). 

Christopher  Allen  Webber,  of  this  review,  attended  the  Hoosac  School, 
at  Hoosac,  New  York,  where  he  was  graduated  in  1924.  Five  years  later, 
in  1929,  he  graduated  from  Middlebury  College  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor 
of  Science,  and  in  1932  he  took  the  Bachelor  of  Laws  degree  at  Harvard  Uni¬ 
versity.  Admitted  to  the  bar  that  same  year,  he  proceeded  to  carry  on  at 
Rutland  his  own  private  practice  of  law,  in  which  he  still  continues.  He  was 
a  member  of  the  law  firm  of  Webber  and  Webber,  in  which  he  was  asso¬ 
ciated  with  his  father  until  the  elder  Mr.  Webber’s  death  in  August,  1938, 
but  since  that  time  he  has  carried  on  independently. 

Appointed  by  Governor  Aiken  to  serve  as  judge  of  the  Municipal  Court 
of  Rutland,  Mr.  Webber  began  his  term  in  that  office  on  February  1,  1937, 
and  still  continues  in  that  post.  He  is  also  a  member  of  the  board  of  aider- 
men  of  the  city,  having  so  served  since  March,  1936.  Interesting  himself  in 
every  branch  of  civic  affairs,  he  is  a  member  of  the  Knights  of  Pythias, 
Lodge  No.  345  of  the  Benevolent  and  Protective  Order  of  Elks,  the  Rutland 
County  Bar  Association,  the  Vermont  State  Bar  Association,  and  the  Amer¬ 
ican  Bar  Association.  He  also  belongs  to  the  local  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  Rutland  and  is  a  member  of  the  vestry  of  his  parish. 
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On  June  11,  1932,  Christopher  Allen  Webber  married  Esther  Ladue,  of 
Rutland,  daughter  of  Herbert  G.  Ladue.  Two  children  have  been  born  to 
them:  1.  John  Barclay  Webber,  on  April  4,  1934.  2.  Mary  Rex  Webber,  on 
January  24,  1936. 


PAYSON  REX  WEBBER— A  master  of  architecture  and  a  prac¬ 
ticing  architect  of  Rutland,  Vermont,  Payson  Rex  Webber  is  the  son  of  a 
distinguished  Vermonter  and  a  descendant  of  a  long  and  prominent  line  of 
Webbers,  first  recorded  in  Mansfield,  Connecticut,  prior  to  1755.  The  line 
of  descent  from  pre-Revolutionary  days  is  traced  in  the  sketch  of  Marvelle 
Christopher  Webber  on  preceding  pages. 

Payson  Rex  Webber  was  born  at  Rutland,  Vermont,  on  March  22,  1903, 
son  of  Marvelle  Christopher  and  Mary  Rich  (Rex)  Webber,  the  first-named 
a  native  of  Rochester,  V ermont,  and  the  last-named,  a  daughter  of  Dr.  Oliver 
P.  and  Anna  Barclay  (Stevenson)  Rex,  of  Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania.  Young 
Webber  obtained  his  education  in  the  public  schools  of  his  native  city  and 
graduated  from  Rutland  High  School  in  1920.  He  then  attended  Middle- 
bury  College  for  two  years,  and  matriculated  at  Harvard  University,  where 
he  was  awarded  his  Bachelor  of  Science  degree  in  1924.  The  next  five  years 
were  spent  by  him  at  Harvard  as  a  graduate-student  and  instructor  in  Fine 
Arts,  and  after  receiving  his  Master’s  degree  in  Architecture  from  Harvard 
in  1929,  Mr.  Webber  became  associated  with  Delano  and  Aldrich,  New  York 
City  architects.  He  remained  with  them  three  years  and  then  practiced  for 
himself  in  the  Metropolis  for  two  years,  removing  in  1934  to  Rutland,  Ver¬ 
mont,  where  he  continues  to  practice  his  profession  under  his  own  name. 

A  supporter  of  the  Republican  party  and  a  member  of  the  Episcopal 
Church  here,  Payson  Rex  Webber  married  on  November  29,  1934,  Mary 
Elizabeth  Williams,  also  a  native  of  Rutland  and  daughter  of  Dr.  Percy  M. 
Williams,  a  well-known  doctor  of  dental  surgery  here,  and  of  Anna  (Ames) 
Williams.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Webber  have  one  son:  1.  Robert  Ames  Webber, 
born  at  Rutland  on  December  7,  1937. 


JOHN  BOULTON  SIMPSON  — A  New  York  City  business  man  of 
leading  rank,  John  Boulton  Simpson  early  became  a  prominent  figure  in  the 
Lake  George  region,  where  his  daughter,  Helen  Simpson,  continues  the  con¬ 
nections  and  associations  that  are  by  now  almost  traditional  in  the  family 
name. 

Mr.  Simpson  was  born  in  New  York  City  in  1846  and  died  in  1926.  He 
was  president  of  the  Estey  Piano  Company  until  his  retirement  about  1920. 
He  was  also  president  for  many  years  of  the  Green  Island  Improvement 
Company,  that  developed  the  Sagamore  Hotel,  famous  in  Lake  George 
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History.  He  was  commodore  of  the  Lake  George  Yacht  Club  in  the  1890s, 
one  of  the  founders  of  the  Lake  George  Club  and  was  warden  of  the  Epis¬ 
copal  Church  for  over  forty  years.  Over  a  long  period  he  was  one  of  the 
most  vital  influences  in  the  life  of  this  section.  Mr.  Simpson  married,  in 
1871,  Fanny  Shilton,  of  New  York  City,  and  they  became  the  parents  of  four 
children,  two  of  whom  are  now  living:  Helen,  of  Bolton  Landing;  and 
Fanny  Proddow,  now  Mrs.  Edward  Perry  Townsend,  of  New  York. 

Helen  Simpson  was  graduated  from  Vassar  College.  In  1938  she  was 
elected  a  member  of  the  Bolton  Landing  Board  of  Education  and  is  now 
serving.  Miss  Simpson  is  a  Republican  in  politics,  and  a  member  and  very 
active  in  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  at  Bolton  Landing,  the  Church  of 
St.  Sacrament. 


J.  CLARENCE  HERLIHY — Attorney  for  the  Luzerne  Bank,  J. 
Clarence  Herlihy,  who  maintains  his  office  in  Glens  Falls,  formerly  practiced 
in  Saratoga. 

J.  Clarence  Herlihy  was  born  in  Glens  Falls,  October  1,  1905,  son  of  John 
J.  and  Julia  (Corbett)  Herlihy.  John  J.  Herlihy,  who  is  a  native  of  Glens 
Falls,  is  now,  after  engaging  in  business  as  a  road  building  contractor,  the 
superintendent  of  the  packing  department  of  the  Glens  Falls  Portland  Cement 
Company.  Julia  (Corbett)  Herlihy,  his  wife,  is  also  a  native  of  Glens  Falls. 

After  passing  through  St.  Mary’s  Parochial  School  in  Glens  Falls  and 
graduating  from  Georgetown  University  in  1928,  J.  Clarence  Herlihy  deter¬ 
mined  upon  the  legal  profession  for  his  career  and  attended  the  Albany  Law 
School,  graduating  in  1930.  Admitted  to  the  New  York  State  bar  in  1931, 
Mr.  Herlihy  established  himself  in  practice  at  Saratoga  but,  after  two  years  in 
that  city,  removed  to  Glens  Falls,  where  he  has  maintained  his  office  through 
the  present  time.  He  supports  his  profession  by  membership  in  the  New  York 
State  Bar  Association  and  the  Warren  County  Bar  Association.  Mr.  Herlihy 
is  a  member  of  the  Republican  party,  and  is  interested  in  civic  problems. 

Mr.  Herlihy  is  Past  Grand  Knight  of  Glens  Falls  Council,  No.  194, 
Knights  of  Columbus,  and  a  member  of  Glens  Falls  Lodge,  No.  80,  Benevo¬ 
lent  and  Protective  Order  of  Elks.  He  also  belongs  to  the  Glens  Falls  Country 
Club  and  the  Capital  District  Georgetown  University  Alumni  Club — -the  latter 
of  which  he  organized.  He  is  a  member  of  St.  Mary’s  Church.  His  recreation 
he  finds  in  his  hobbies  of  golf  and  bowling. 


LEONARD  OLIVER  TRUAX — Justice  of  the  peace,  former  tax 
collector,  past  vice-president  of  the  National  Star  Route  Mail  Carriers’  Asso¬ 
ciation  and  mail  carrier  in  Bolton  Landing  for  the  past  fifteen  years,  Leonard 
Oliver  Truax  is  one  of  the  most  prominent  and  active  citizens  in  this  com- 
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munity  where  he  is  also  identified  with  several  of  the  leading  social  and  civic 
organizations. 

Mr.  Truax,  a  native  .of  Bolton  Landing,  was  born  here  March  15.  1897, 
the  son  of  Henry  Joseph  and  Priscilla  (Blanchard)  Truax.  He  attended  the 
public  schools  here  until  he  completed  his  second  year  in  high  school.  Shortly 
afterward  the  United  States  entered  the  World  War  and  he  enlisted.  He 
was  assigned  to  Motor  Transport  Corps,  No.  531,  and  served  overseas  for 
thirteen  months  during  which  time  his  unit  was  employed  in  convoy  work. 
Upon  resuming  civilian  life  he  returned  to  Bolton  Landing  and  was  appointed 
mail  carrier,  a  position  he  has  occupied  since,  save  for  the  years  between  1928 
and  1932. 

In  all  of  his  undertakings  Mr.  Truax  has  demonstrated  a  quality  of  leader¬ 
ship  and  enthusiasm  that  has  led  him  to  high  places.  In  his  occupation  his 
colleagues  demonstrated  their  faith  and  admiration  for  him  by  electing  him 
vice-president  of  the  National  Star  Route  Mail  Carriers’  Association,  an 
office  he  held  from  1937  to  1938.  Aside  from  this  he  has  been  an  influen¬ 
tial  figure  in  the  affairs  of  Bolton  Landing,  where  he  is  listed  among  the 
most  prominent  members  of  the  local  Republican  organization.  His  posi¬ 
tion  in  the  community  is  clearly  reflected  in  the  offices  he  has  been  called  upon 
to-  fill.  In  1920  he  was  town  tax  collector  and  in  January,  1938,  was  named 
justice  of  the  peace,  a  post  he  has  occupied  since  with  distinction  and  suc¬ 
cess.  Through  his  military  service  he  is  a  member  of  American  Legion  Post, 
No.  961,  which  he  headed  as  commander  for  one  year,  and  in  which  he  served 
as  adjutant  for  a  similar  period.  He  was  county  commander  of  this  organ¬ 
ization  in  1937,  and  in  addition  to  this  membership  has  also  belonged  to  the 
“40  and  8”  Society.  Mr.  Truax  fraternizes  with  the  Floral  Encampment  of 
the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  in  which  he  has  held  all  of  the  offices, 
including  that  of  Noble  Grand  and  Chief  Patriarch.  In  his  religious  convic¬ 
tions  he  worships  at  the  Episcopal  Church. 

Mr.  Truax  married,  at  Bolton  Landing,  Lena  May  Balch,  and  they  are 
the  parents  of  four  children:  1.  Curtis  Arthur,  born  April  29,  1920.  2.  Leon¬ 
ard,  Jr.,  born  October  n  1923.  3.  Robert,  born  August  13,  1925.  4.  Charles, 
born  February  24,  1929. 


GEORGE  BARNEY  WRIGHT — Since  his  retirement  from  the 
United  States  naval  service  in  1936,  George  Barney  Wright  has  been  resid¬ 
ing  at  Orwell,  Vermont,  where  he  is  taking  an  active  part  in  business  and  civic 
life,  being  vice-president  of  the  First  National  Bank. 

Mr.  Wright  was  born  at  Fergus  Falls,  Minnesota,  March  8,  1883,  the  son 
of  Charles  Dyer  and  Lucy  (Barney)  Wright.  Charles  Dyer  Wright,  son  of 
Ethan  Murray  Wright,  has  long  been  identified  with  the  banking  industry, 
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and  is  now  serving  as  president  of  the  First  National  Bank  at  Fergus  Falls, 
Minnesota. 

Upon  completion  of  his  preparatory  education  at  St.  John’s  Military 
Academy  in  Delafield,  Wisconsin,  George  Barney  Wright  entered  the  United 
States  Naval  Academy  at  Annapolis,  where  he  was  graduated  in  1906.  He 
remained  in  active  service  until  November  1,  1936,  at  which  time  he  retired 
with  the  rank  of  captain.  Since  then  he  has  been  living  in  Orwell,  Vermont, 
taking  a  prominent  part  not  only  in  the  financial  but  also  in  the  political  and 
civic  life  of  this  locality.  In  1938  he  was  elected  a  member  of  the  Vermont 
General  Assembly  and  in  this  post  he  has  been  responsible  for  much  legislation 
benefiting  his  community. 

Mr.  Wright  is  a  member  of  the  Episcopal  faith,  and  an  affiliate  of  the  Free 
and  Accepted  Masons. 

He  was  married  April  27,  1912,  to  Margaret  McLane  Parsons,  daughter 
of  William  L.  and  Mary  (McLane)  Parsons.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wright  are  the 
parents  of  three  children:  1.  William  Parsons,  born  July  11,  1913.  2.  Lucy 
Barney,  born  February  4,  1916.  3.  Charles  Dyer,  born  April  15,  1921. 


FRANCIS  L.  STEVENS — The  diversified  experience  Francis  L. 
Stevens  has  enjoyed  as  an  educator  has  eminently  equipped  him  for  his  pres¬ 
ent  undertaking  as  principal  of  the  Burnt  Hills  schools,  an  institution  which 
he  has  been  associated  with  for  over  a  decade  and  which  he  has  headed  since 
1938. 

Mr.  Stevens  was  born  at  Schenectady,  November  26,  1902,  the  son  of 
Thomas  and  Anna  (Froeschauer)  Stevens,  both  residents  of  that  city  where 
his  father  has  been  an  inspector  for  the  General  Electric  Company  for  a 
number  of  years.  He  completed  a  general  education  at  the  Schenectady 
High  School  in  1922  and  then  matriculated  at  Union  College  from  which  he 
was  graduated  with  a  Bachelor  of  Science  degree  in  the  class  of  1926.  The 
same  year  he  began  his  career  as  a  teller  for  the  Savings  Bank  of  Schenectady 
and  later  did  research  work  on  metabolism  for  the  Carnegie  Institute  at  Cold 
Spring  Harbor,  Long  Island.  His  first  teaching  position  was  as  instructor 
of  mathematics  at  the  Rensselaer  Polytechnic  Institute  in  1928.  The  follow¬ 
ing  year  he  came  to  Burnt  Hills  as  assistant  principal  and  science  teacher, 
continuing  in  this  capacity  until  1938,  when  he  assumed  his  present  post.  In 
the  meantime  he  had  taken  postgraduate  work  at  the  Albany  State  Teachers 
College  and  Columbia  University,  receiving  his  Master  of  Arts  degree  from 
the  latter  in  1938.  Mr.  Stevens  belongs  to  the  Associated  Academic  School 
Principals,  the  Schenectady  Conservation  Council,  fraternizes  with  Franklin 
Lodge,  No.  90,  of  the  Masonic  Order  at  Ballston  Spa  and  worships  at  the 
Episcopal  Church.  Outside  of  his  immediate  professional  work  he  enjoys  an 
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enviable  reputation  as  a  lecturer,  most  of  his  subject  dealing  with  educational 
matters  or  problems  of  conservation. 

On  April  22,  1935,  at  Tarrytown,  Mr.  Stevens  married  Mabel  Aldrich, 
daughter  of  James  and  Pauline  Aldrich,  and  they  are  the  parents  of  two 
children:  1.  Phyllis,  born  May  30,  1937.  2.  Francis,  born  June  20,  1938. 


CHARLES  SPOOR  KENWELL — Varied  activities  in  business  and 
public  life  have  distinguished  Charles  Spoor  Kenwell,  of  North  Creek,  as  one 
of  the  leading  figures  in  Warren  County  affairs.  He  has  had  a  long  and 
notable  record  as  a  supervisor  of  this  county,  and  his  other  accomplishments 
have  been  outstanding  in  character. 

Mr.  Kenwell  was  born  October  21,  1879,  in  Johnsburg,  Warren  County, 
New  York,  son  of  James  and  Clara  (Spoor)  Kenwell.  His  father,  a  native 
of  Johnsburg,  New  York,  was  for  years  a  farmer  until  his  death.  The 
mother  was  born  in  South  Johnsburg,  and  she  is  now  also  deceased. 

His  earliest  life  Charles  Spoor  Kenwell  spent  in  the  family  residence  at 
Elm  Hill,  where  he  was  born.  He  attended  the  district  schools  of  Johns¬ 
burg  and  North  Creek,  later  going  to  high  school  at  Sandy  Hill,  New  York, 
and  then  to  J.  W.  Haley’s  Business  College,  where  he  was  graduated  with 
the  class  of  1900.  At  once  he  went  to  work  for  the  International  Paper 
Company  in  the  capacity  of  bookkeeper,  so  continuing  until  1904.  From  1904 
to  1908  he  was  engaged  in  the  wholesale  meat  business,  being  associated  with 
the  Armour,  Swift  and  Dolber  packing  companies.  In  1908  he  was  employed 
by  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  as  a  special  agent,  so  serving  until  1913,  when 
he  returned  to  Johnsburg.  Here  he  became  active  in  farming.  In  1915  he 
was  made  a  justice  of  the  peace.  Then,  in  1922,  he  was  made  a  supervisor 
of  Warren  County.  His  time  of  service  in  this  office  has  been  longer  than 
that  of  any  other  supervisor  in  the  county,  including  three  terms  as  chairman 
of  the  board  of  supervisors. 

Taking  a  lively  interest  in  community  affairs,  Mr.  Kenwell  is  a  staunch 
Republican.  From  1915  to  1923  he  was  a  forest  ranger  for  the  State  of 
New  York,  and  for  some  years  he  was  a  Republican  town  committeeman. 
Several  times  he  has  served  as  sergeant-at-arms  at  State  conventions  of  his 
party.  Active  also  in  fraternal  circles,  Mr.  Kenwell  is  a  member  of  Johns¬ 
burg  Lodge,  No.  541,  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  and  a  Past 
Grand  of  the  lodge.  He  also  belongs  to  Fort  Edwards  Lodge  of  the  Free 
and  Accepted  Masons  and  Warren  Lodge,  No.  223.  He  worships  in  the 
faith  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  of  which  he  is  a  lay  trustee.  The 
Johnsburg-North  Creek  community  has  substantially  benefited  from  his  labors 
in  behalf  of  its  people  and  institutions — labors  which  have  established  him 
as  a  worthy  scion  of  his  pioneering  forebears.  His  ancestor,  Richard  Ken- 
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well,  first  settled  in  Johnsburg  in  1827;  and  on  the  maternal  side  of  his 
house  Martin  Spoor  came  here  in  1821.  Mr.  Kenwell’s  favorite  recreations 
are  those  pertaining  to  the  out-of-doors,  notably  horse  racing  and  baseball. 

In  1907  Mr.  Kenwell  married  (first)  Elizabeth  Lauer,  a  native  of  New 
Castle,  Pennsylvania,  who  died  in  1912.  There  was  a  daughter  of  that  mar¬ 
riage:  Margaret  Kenwell,  who  was  graduated  from  the  Training  School  for 
Teachers  at  Hudson  Falls,  New  York,  and  is  now  the  wife  of  Ira  T.  More¬ 
house,  of  Weavertown,  New  York.  Charles  Spoor  Kenwell  married  (sec¬ 
ond),  July  12,  1916,  Rose  V.  Jenks,  a  native  of  Schroon  Lake,  New  York. 


ANSON  BROWN  COLLINS— For  the  greater  part  of  his  mature 
life,  Anson  Brown  Collins  has  been  an  increasingly  important  figure  in 
Mechanicsville  affairs,  rising  to  prominence  through  his  own  initiative  and 
efforts.  His  career  as  a  construction  contractor  with  headquarters  in  this 
city,  was  interrupted  by  military  service  during  the  World  War  period,  but 
upon  his  return  to  civilian  activities  he  again  took  up  his  business  which  has 
increased  in  its  scope  with  the  passing  years.  Mr.  Collins  was  born  at 
Goshen,  New  York,  October  2,  1894,  son  of  William  Anson  and  Emma 
Louise  (Sears)  Collins  and  grandson  of  Anson  Brown  Collins,  who  long  was 
a  Washington  County  farmer.  His  grandmother  came  from  Scotland  and 
is  descended  from  Scotch-Welsh  parents  and  ancestors. 

Growing  up  on  his  father’s  farm,  Anson  Brown  Collins  early  learned  that 
hard  work  seldom  hurts  anyone,  but  it  was  also  taught  him  that  there  were 
more  profitable  ways  of  making  a  livelihood.  He  attended  the  schools  of 
his  birthplace  and  was  graduated  from  high  school  in  1910.  He  also  had  a 
year  in  engineering  at  Colgate  University,  but  left  this  institution  to  enter  the 
employ  of  contractors  engaged  in  construction  work  on  the  New  York  State 
Barge  Canal.  His  progress  was  rapid  in  this  line  of  business,  but  when  the 
United  States  became  involved  in  the  World  War,  he  enlisted  in  the  United 
States  Army,  and  served  two  years  with  the  22d  Machine  Gun  Battalion, 
receiving  his  honorable  discharge  in  1919,  with  the  rank  of  lieutenant. 

Before  the  war  Mr.  Collins  had  been  located  at  Mechanicsville,  and  he 
returned  there  to  continue  the  construction  business.  He  has  since  done  a 
great  deal  of  work  on  roads,  bridges,  canals  and  the  like,  mainly  in  New 
York  State.  Notably  civic-minded  he  has  been  honored  in  recent  years  with 
election  as  mayor  of  Mechanicsville,  beginning  his  first  two-year  term  in 
this  office,  January  1,  1936,  and  his  second  in  succession  on  January  1,  1938. 
He  is  a  Republican  in  his  political  views,  but  has  won  the  support  of  all 
parties.  Fraternally,  he  is  affiliated  with  Mechanicsville  Lodge,  No.  820, 
Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  a  member  of  the  higher  bodies  of  the  Ancient 
Accepted  Scottish  Rite,  including  the  Temple,  Ancient  Arabic  Order  Nobles 
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of  the  Mystic  Shrine.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Rotary  Club,  the  American 
Legion  and  the  Methodist  Church. 

At  Newark,  New  Jersey,  on  October  2,  1924,  Anson  Brown  Collins  mar¬ 
ried  Frieda  Augusta  Harms,  born  January  2,  1894,  daughter  of  Charles 
Harms.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Collins  are  the  parents  of  two  sons:  1.  Alfred  Harms, 
born  June  22,  1925.  2.  Anson  Brown,  Jr.,  born  September  2,  1927. 


BIXBY  FAMILY — Well  known  in  the  Lake  George  District  since 
about  1883,  the  Bixby  family  has  come  to  take  a  prominent  place  in  the 
life  of  the  section,  particularly  in  the  town  of  Bolton  Landing,  where  the 
family  makes  its  home. 

The  Bixby  family  was  first  represented  in  the  Lake  George  section  by 
William  Keeney  Bixby  who'  came  to  the  district  about  1883  as  a  summer 
visitor.  In  1897  William  Keeney  Bixby  purchased  the  Mohican  House  and, 
after  living  in  it  for  three  summers,  tore  down  the  old  hotel  buildings  and 
erected  the  present  family  home  on  the  same  foundations.  Then,  in  1901, 
Mr.  Bixby  gave  up  his  business  interests  and  came  to  Bolton  Landing.  He 
was  born  in  Adrian,  Michigan,  January  2,  1857,  and,  after  receiving  his  edu¬ 
cation  there,  established  himself  in  Texas  where  he  married,  June  13,  1881, 
Lillian  Tuttle,  of  San  Antonio,  Texas.  Shortly  after  his  marriage,  William 
Keeney  Bixby  moved  to  St.  Louis,  Missouri,  where  he  was  active  in  the 
organization  of  the  Missouri  Car  Company,  an  organization  which  developed 
into  the  American  Car  and  Foundry  Company,  which  Mr.  Bixby  headed  as 
president  for  many  years,  until  his  retirement  in  1901.  He  was  also  chair¬ 
man  of  the  board  of  this  company,  as  well  as  a  former  president  of  the 
Laclede  Gas  Company;  one  of  the  receivers  of  the  Wabash  Railroad  from 
1909-1914;  a  director  of  the  St.  Louis  Union  Trust  Company,  the  Con¬ 
solidated  Investment  Company,  the  St.  Louis  Union  Bank,  Emporium  Realty 
Company,  Temple  Realty  Company,  and  the  Wagner  Electric  Company. 
He  was  honorary  president  of  the  Provident  Association  and  Archeological 
Society,  both  of  St.  Louis ;  president  of  the  City  Art  Museum ;  vice-president 
of  Washington  University;  trustee  of  the  Young  Women’s  Christian  Asso¬ 
ciation  Endowment  Fund,  and  Girls  Industrial  Home ;  director  of  the  National 
Association  for  Prevention  and  Cure  of  Tuberculosis,  St.  Luke’s  Hospital, 
St.  Louis ;  and  a  member  of  numerous  societies  and  clubs,  among  them  being 
the  Keats-Shelley  Society,  New  York  Historical  Association,  the  American  Fed¬ 
eration  of  Arts,  the  Faculty  Club  of  Washington  University  and  the  Grolier 
of  New  York  City.  While  summering  in  Bolton  Landing,  William  Keeney 
Bixby  became  very  active  in  promoting  the  welfare  of  the  district,  being  one 
of  the  organizers  of  the  Lake  George  Club  and  serving  as  the  second  pres¬ 
ident  of  the  organization,  as  well  as  belonging  to  and  supporting  the  work 
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of  the  Lake  George  Association.  Lillian  (Tuttle)  Bixby,  his  wife,  died  in 
August,  1931,  and  was  followed  in  October,  two  months  later  by  her  husband. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Bixby  were  the  parents  of  seven  children:  1.  Sidney  Tuttle. 
2.  Emma,  now  Mrs.  A.  H.  Jordan,  born  July  23, 1884.  3.  William  H.,  born  June 

15,  1888,  now  associated  with  the  G.  H.  Walker  brokerage  house  in  St.  Louis, 
Missouri.  4.  Harold  M.,  born  June  16,  1890,  now  associated  with  Pan-Amer¬ 
ican  Airways.

CARL  EDWARD  LAMB— As  founder  and  head  of  the  Carl  E. 
Lamb  Lumber  Company,  Carl  Edward  Lamb  has  performed  an  important 
work  in  Bolton  Landing. 

Mr.  Lamb  was  born  September  30,  1907,  in  Bolton  Landing,  New  York, 
son  of  Bert  Woodworth  and  Thirsa  (Ward)  Lamb.  His  father  was  for 
years  engaged  in  the  lumber  and  insurance  business,  and  served  for  eleven 
years  as  a  supervisor  of  the  town  of  Bolton.  He  was  sheriff  of  Warren 
County  for  three  years,  and  also  served  as  chairman  of  the  board  of  super¬ 
visors. 

The  Bolton  schools  provided  Carl  Edward  Lamb’s  early  education,  and 
he  was  admitted  to  high  school  here,  continuing  as  a  high  school  student 
until  June,  1924.  He  then  became  a  student  at  Troy  Conference  Acad¬ 
emy,  at  Poultney,  Vermont,  in  September,  1924,  there  being  graduated 
in  June,  1926.  In  June,  1930,  he  was  graduated  from  Syracuse  University, 
Syracuse,  New  York.  It  was  on  May  1,  1931,  that  he  organized  the  Carl  E. 
Lamb  Lumber  Company,  which  he  still  operates. 

In  his  political  views  he  is  a  staunch  Republican,  and  he  belongs  to  Glens 
Falls  Lodge  of  the  Benevolent  and  Protective  Order  of  Elks.  He  worships 
in  the  faith  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

In  Scarsdale,  New  York,  on  December  5,  1931,  Carl  Edward  Lamb  mar¬ 
ried  Helen  Martin,  daughter  of  George  Alexander  and  Agnes  Elizabeth  Hale 
(Woods)  Martin.  The  children  of  this  marriage  were:  1.  Carolyn  Agnes 
Lamb,  born  April  14,  1933.  2.  George  Alexander  Lamb,  born  September 
25,  1934- 


FRED  A.  FIELD,  Jr. — For  twenty-two  years  Fred  A.  Field,  Jr., 
was  a  partner  of  his  father,  Fred  A.  Field,  Sr.,  in  the  real  estate  and  insurance 
firm  of  Fred  A.  Field  and  Son  at  Rutland,  Vermont.  Here  the  founder  died 
on  April  18,  1935 ;  here  his  son  and  successor  passed  away  a  year  later,  in 
1936.  But  the  well  established  and  widely  known  business  of  Fred  A.  Field 
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and  Son  carries  on,  under  the  leadership  of  Mrs.  Field,  Jr.,  the  widow,  and 
her  son,  Fred  A.  Field,  3d,  and  Edward  D.  Field,  of  Montpelier. 

Frederick  Alfred  Field,  to  give  the  full  name  of  the  founder  of  the  firm 
of  Fred  A.  Field  and  Son,  was  born  June  7,  1850,  at  Brandon,  Vermont,  where 
he  received  his  education  in  private  and  public  schools  and  in  the  seminary. 
He  was  connected  with  various  businesses  until  1904,  was  post  office  inspector 
for  eighteen  months,  traveling  in  as  many  states  in  the  South  and  the  Fast; 
teller  in  the  Merchants  National  Bank  at  Rutland ;  postmaster  here  during 
President  Cleveland’s  two  administrations ;  city  treasurer  of  Rutland  for  one 
year;  trustee  of  the  Rutland  Savings  Bank  since  1888;  served  five  years  as 
trustee  of  the  village  of  Rutland;  appointed  by  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  in 
which  he  was  continuously  active,  to  secure  the  new  Federal  Building  and 
post  office  for  Rutland ;  and  Lmited  States  Marshal  from  1899  to  1904, 
when  he  established  a  general  insurance  and  real  estate  business  in  which  his 
son  and  namesake  became  a  partner  some  nine  years  later.  Although  as  above 
noted,  Mr.  Field  held  office  under  two  administrations  of  a  Democratic  Presi¬ 
dent,  he  served  for  several  years  as  chairman  of  the  Republican  County  Com¬ 
mittee  and  was  also  a  member  of  the  City  Committee  and  of  the  Republican 
District  Committee.  He  was  a  member  of  the  local  Congregational  Church 
and  for  twenty-two  years  was  secretary  and  treasurer  of  its  Sunday  school ; 
he  was  a  Mason  and  Past  Grand  Chancellor  of  the  Vermont  body  of  the 
Knights  of  Pythias. 

Fred  A.  Field,  the  senior,  married,  June  3,  1873,  Lillie  Clark,  daughter  of 
Henry  Clark,  and  they  were  the  parents  of  three  children :  1 .  Richard, 
deceased.  2.  Edward  D.,  vice-president  of  the  National  Life  Insurance  Com¬ 
pany,  Montpelier,  Vermont,  and  father  of  three  children:  i.  Catherine,  a  grad¬ 
uate  of  Bryn  Mawr  College,  ii.  Josephine,  a  graduate  of  the  Free  Arts  School 
of  New  York  City.  iii.  Virginia,  a  graduate  of  Albany  High  School.  3.  Fred 
A.,  Jr.,  of  further  mention. 

Fred  A.  Field,  Jr.,  of  whom  this  is  primarily  a  record,  was  born  April  12, 
1881,  at  Rutland,  and  after  completing  his  education  here  in  the  grade  and 
high  schools,  he  attended  Amherst  College,  where  his  principal  athletic  inter¬ 
ests  were  baseball  and  football,  his  fraternity  Delta  Kappa  Epsilon,  and  where 
he  received  his  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  with  the  class  of  1903.  For  the 
next  four  years  he  worked  for  the  Library  Bureau,  in  their  Boston  and  Provi¬ 
dence  offices ;  from  1907  to  1909  he  was  connected  with  the  Regal  Shoe  Com¬ 
pany  at  Whitman,  Massachusetts;  from  then  until  1913  he  was  associated 
with  the  Hotel  Ten  Eyck  at  Albany,  New  York.  It  was  on  October  6,  1913, 
that  Mr.  Field  became  a  partner  with  his  father  in  the  firm  of  Fred  A.  Field 
and  Son,  Rutland,  Vermont.  Upon  his  father’s  death  in  1935,  Fred  A.  Field, 
Jr.,  carried  on  the  business,  with  his  own  son,  Fred  A.  Field,  3d,  assisting  in 
the  office. 
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Outside  of  insurance  and  real  estate,  the  largest  business  interests  of  Fred 
A.  Field,  Jr.,  were  banking  and  finance,  and  in  these  fields  he  gave  noteworthy 
service  and  became  widely  known,  as  president  of  the  Rutland  Savings  Bank 
since  1929,  and  president  of  the  Vermont  Bankers’  Association  during  the 
crucial  "banking  holiday"  of  1933  and  the  worst  days  of  the  attending  depres¬ 
sion.  Levi  P.  Smith,  chairman  of  the  State  Banking  Advisory  Board,  said 
this  of  Mr.  Field : 


He  merits  our  gratitude  for  a  vital  public  service  performed  in  a  manner 
so  unobtrusive  as  almost  to  be  taken  for  granted.  It  was  very  fortunate  for 
Vermont  that  during  the  crucial  times  which  included  the  Banking  Holiday 
of  1933.  the  president  of  the  Bankers’  Association  of  the  State  happened  to  be 
Mr.  Field.  Despite  his  modesty  in  most  matters,  he  was  in  the  forefront  when 
it  came  to  assuming  responsibilities.  He  had  a  cheerful  courage  and  a 
natural  easy  way  of  grasping  and  carrying  on  business  principles.  With  him 
humor  and  good  cheer  were  not  an  evasion  of  hard  problems,  but  rather  a 
means  of  facing  them  with  a  clear  vision  and  a  fighting  spirit.  In  short, 
through  it  all  he  was  an  inspiration  to  those  who  were  attempting,  with  his 
help,  to  work  out  Vermont’s  banking  problems  soundly  and  for  the  benefit  of 
all  our  people. 

Equally  unsparing  of  himself  in  civic,  fraternal  and  religious  duties  which 
he  shouldered  and  never  shunned,  Mr.  Field  had  been  a  director  of  the  Herald 
and  Globe  Association,  vice-president  of  the  Rutland  Hospital,  a  trustee  of  the 
Evergreen  Cemetery  Association  and  the  Rutland  Masonic  Association,  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Rutland  Chamber  of  Commerce,  member  of  the  Roads  Committee 
of  the  Vermont  State  Chamber  of  Commerce,  National  Councillor  of  the 
Lmited  States  Chamber  of  Commerce,  president  of  the  Rutland  Country  Club, 
and  member  of  its  board  of  governors,  director  of  the  Vermont  State  Hospital 
Association,  member  of  the  executive  board  of  the  Vermont  State  Golf  Asso¬ 
ciation,  chairman  of  the  executive  committee  of  the  Rutland  County  Red  Cross 
Society,  and  as  already  noted,  president  of  the  Vermont  Bankers’  Association. 
During  the  World  War  he  was  a  corporal  in  Company  B,  Vermont  Volunteer 
Militia,  secretary  of  various  Liberty  Loan  drives  and  chairman  of  the  1918 
War  Camp  Community  Service  drive.  In  1927  he  was  chairman  of  the  Red 
Cross  Mississippi  Disaster  Fund  drive,  and  the  same  year  he  headed  the  Red 
Cross  drive  for  Flood  Relief  in  Rutland  County.  In  his  own  business  field, 
he  was  active  always  in  the  various  affiliated  associations,  having  served  as 
president  of  the  Vermont  Association  of  Insurance  Agents  and  member  of  the 
New  England  Advisory  Board  of  the  National  Association  of  Insurance 
Agents.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Congregational  Church. 

Mr.  Field  held  high  rank  in  Masonry,  having  been  elected  to  receive  the 
thirty-third  degree  at  Dayton,  Ohio,  and  the  honor  was  conferred  at  Boston, 
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Massachusetts,  on  September  16,  1930.  His  other  Masonic  affiliations  were: 
Worshipful  Master,  Center  Lodge,  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  1916-17  ;  District 
Deputy  Grand  Master,  Grand  Lodge  of  Vermont,  1919-20;  Grand  Sword 
Bearer,  Grand  Lodge,  1922-23 ;  Excellent  High  Priest,  Davenport  Chapter, 
Royal  Arch  Masons,  1920-21 ;  Thrice  Illustrious  Master,  Davenport  Council, 
Royal  and  Select  Masters,  1930-31 ;  Eminent  Commander,  Killington  Com- 
mandery,  Knights  Templar,  1926-27.  Mr.  Field  was  also  a  member  of  the 
various  Scottish  Rite  Masonic  bodies,  and  he  had  filled  the  principal  offices  in 
Delta  Lodge  of  Perfection,  Otter  Creek  Council,  Princes  of  Jerusalem,  and 
Otter  Creek  Chapter,  Rose  Croix.  He  had  been  Grand  Standard  Bearer  of 
the  Vermont  Council  of  Deliberation,  and  was  a  member  of  Cairo  Temple, 
Ancient  Arabic  Order  Nobles  of  the  Mystic  Shrine,  and  of  Vermont  Lodge, 
Knights  of  Pythias. 

Fred  A.  Field,  Jr.,  married  on  October  6,  1914,  Jessie  Gibson  Arnold,  of 
New  York,  who  survives  with  their  son,  Fred  A.  Field,  3d.  Mrs.  Field  was 
born  and  educated  in  New  York  City.  She  graduated  from  Hunter  College 
with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts. 

Fred  A.  Field,  3d,  was  born  in  Rutland,  Vermont,  January  13,  1916,  was 
educated  in  Rutland  public  schools  and  Phillips  Academy,  Andover,  Massa¬ 
chusetts.  As  already  noted,  the  business  of  Fred  A.  Field  and  Son  is  being 
successfully  continued  by  Mrs.  Field,  Jr.,  and  her  son  in  association  with 
Edward  D.  Field,  vice-president  of  the  National  Life  Insurance  Company,  of 
Montpelier,  Vermont. 

The  following  excerpts  from  an  editorial  noting  the  death,  in  1936,  of 
Fred  A.  Field,  Jr.,  give  a  partial  appraisal  of  his  character  and  achievements: 


Fred  Field’s  death  robs  Rutland  of  one  of  her  younger  men  who  always 
had  been  a  leader  in  community  life.  The  same  enthusiasm  with  which  he 
tackled  the  work  of  his  church,  his  clubs  and  fraternal  organizations  in  which 
he  was  an  officer,  characterized  his  efiforts  in  the  many  and  varied  activities  in 
which  he  was  engaged  until,  during  the  last  few  years,  he  devoted  himself 
untiringly  to  the  job  of  directing  the  Rutland  Savings  Bank  as  its  president. 
The  cares  of  banking  did  not  prevent  Mr.  Field  from  continuing  his  contacts 
with  other  concerns,  interests  which  endeared  him  to  many  in  all  walks  of 
life . 

From  1913  until  his  death  Rutland  was  his  home.  Rutland’s  problems 
were  his  problems.  He  had  held  office  in  a  variety  of  State  and  civic 
organizations,  always  leaving  the  imprint  of  his  personality  on  whatever  he 
touched . 

Fred  Field  was  a  young  man  as  ages  go  today,  with  much  before  him. 
The  sympathy  which  the  community  extends  to  his  family  is  universal  and 
genuine.  Theirs  is  the  satisfaction  of  knowing  that  his  passing  leaves  a  gap 
in  the  ranks  of  Rutland  leaders  which  cannot  be  filled.  Men  of  the  Fred 
Field  type  are  hard  to  find. 
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JOHN  RAY  STICKNEY — A  pioneer  in  the  central  rural  school 
movement  of  the  State  of  New  York,  former  president  of  the  New  York 
State  Association  of  District  Superintendents,  official  of  several  other  educa¬ 
tional  organizations  and  superintendent  of  schools  of  District,  No.  2,  of 
Warren  County,  John  Ray  Stickney,  of  Bolton  Landing,  ranks  as  one  of 
the  most  prominent  educators  in  this  section  of  the  State. 

Mr.  Stickney  was  born  in  the  town  of  Wheeler,  March  19,  1881,  the  son 
of  Carroll  C.  and  Julia  A.  (Squires)  Stickney,  both  of  his  birthplace  where 
his  father  engaged  in  farming.  He  received  the  early  part  of  his  academic 
education  at  the  Franklin  Academy  and  completed  this  part  of  his  studies  at 
the  Prattsburg  High  School  as  valedictorian  and  president  of  his  class  in 
1902.  The  following  year  he  matriculated  at  the  Geneseo  Normal  School 
from  which  he  was  graduated  in  1906.  Since  that  time  he  has  supplemented 
this  training  by  attending  summer  school  and  taking  extension  courses  at 
Cornell  and  Syracuse  universities. 

The  first  six  months  of  his  career  Mr.  Stickney  served  as  a  teacher  of  a 
rural  school  in  Oswego.  He  then  became  principal  of  Bolton  High  School, 
at  Bolton  Landing,  and  remained  here  until  1909,  when  he  went  to  the  North- 
ville  High  School  in  the  same  capacity.  Two  years  later,  in  1911,  he  resigned 
this  post  to  become  superintendent  of  schools  for  District,  No.  2,  of  Warren 
County,  an  office  which  he  assumed  in  January,  1912,  and  in  which  he  has 
served  since  with  distinction  and  success.  In  addition  to  being  president  of 
the  New  York  State  Association  of  District  Superintendents  in  1931,  Mr. 
Stickney  also  served  in  this  position  for  the  Eastern  New  York  District 
Superintendents  Association  in  1918,  and  for  several  years  has  been  affiliated 
with  the  National  Education  Association. 

As  a  resident  of  Bolton  Landing  he  has  been  one  of  the  most  active  and 
public-spirited  members  of  the  community,  where  he  is  charter  member,  for¬ 
mer  secretary  and  treasurer  of  the  Fire  Company  and  has  served  as  water 
commissioner  and  fire  commissioner.  He  is  an  independent  Republican  in 
his  political  convictions  and  for  seven  or  eight  years  was  county  committee¬ 
man  for  this  organization.  Mr.  Stickney  fraternizes  with  Lake  George 
Lodge,  No.  1029,  in  which  he  is  Past  Master,  and  at  one  time  was  Noble 
Grand  of  Bolton  Lodge,  No.  525,  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows. 
He  worships  at  the  Episcopal  Church  for  which  he  is  senior  warden  and 
treasurer.  During  the  World  War  Mr.  Stickney  was  active  in  all  patriotic 
movements,  having  charge  of  the  local  draft  board,  serving  as  captain  of  the 
Home  Guard  here  and  taking  an  active  leadership  in  the  Liberty  Loan  cam¬ 
paigns. 

On  December  26,  1907,  Mr.  Stickney  married  at  Warrensburg,  Marv 
Elizabeth  Wright,  daughter  of  Caleb  A.  and  Maria  Wrigbt. 
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JOSEPH  SILVERMAN — A  native  of  Glens  Falls,  New  York,  Joseph 
Silverman  was  born  here  January  27,  1907,  the  son  of  Russian  parents,  Vic¬ 
tor  and  Eva  Silverman,  both  of  whom  are  living.  Joseph  Silverman  attended 
the  grade  schools  here  and  after  graduating  from  Glens  Falls  High  School, 
took  the  art  course  in  New  York  State  College  for  Teachers  and  received  his 
degree  as  Bachelor  of  Arts  with  the  class  of  1929.  An  older  brother,  A. 
Howard  Silverman,  had  opened  a  law  office  in  Glens  Falls,  and  Joseph 
Silverman  decided  to  follow  the  same  profession.  Accordingly,  he  read  law 
with  his  brother.  Between  the  time  that  he  commenced  this  requisite  course 
in  the  study  of  law  and  the  time  that  he  was  finally  admitted  to  the  bar, 
Joseph  Silverman  did  clerical  work  in  the  offices  of  various  manufacturing 
companies  in  Glens  Falls,  which  served  the  double  purpose  of  providing 
necessary  cash  funds  and  of  increasing  his  own  fund  of  knowledge  concern¬ 
ing  the  actual  operations  of  a  big  business.  Passing  his  bar  examinations 
in  1936,  he  opened  an  office  for  the  practice  of  law  in  Keeseville.  Not  only 
has  he  already  established  a  reputation  as  a  conscientious  and  hard  working 
young  member  of  his  honorable  profession,  but  Mr.  Silverman  has  widened 
his  circle  of  acquaintances  here  through  his  membership  in  the  Essex  County 
Bar  Association  and  other  local  organizations,  including  the  Kiwanis  Club, 
of  which  he  is  secretary,  and  Ausable  River  Lodge,  No.  149,  Free  and 
Accepted  Masons.  A  Republican  in  politics,  Mr.  Silverman  subscribes  to 
the  faith  of  his  fathers  and  is  a  regular  attendant  and  member  of  the  Hebrew 
Temple.  His  recreations  are  golf  and  bowling,  and  stamp  collecting  is  his 
hobby. 

Mr.  Silverman  is  unmarried. 


KARL  CRANDALL — One  of  the  best  known  and  esteemed  citizens 
of  Lake  George  is  Karl  Crandall,  cashier  of  the  First  National  Bank  of  Lake 
George  for  the  past  decade.  He  has  never  found  it  necessary  to  leave  the 
town  for  larger  opportunities,  but  has  remained  identified  with  its  life  to 
which  he  has  made  his  own  valuable  contributions  as  business  man,  banker, 
resident,  member  and  supporter  of  progressive  movements  and  organizations. 

He  was  born  at  Lake  George,  September  27,  1888,  son  of  James  T.  and 
Sarah  J.  (Brown)  Crandall,  both  of  whom  are  deceased.  His  mother  was 
born  at  French  Mountain,  New  York.  His  father,  a  native  of  Chestertown, 
this  State,  for  many  years  was  engaged  in  the  hotel  business.  Karl  Crandall 
completed  his  academic  education  in  the  grammar  and  high  schools  of  his 
birthplace,  after  which  he  went  to  the  Albany  Business  College.  Following 
in  the  footsteps  of  his  father,  he  entered  the  hotel  business  at  Lake  George, 
but  when  the  United  States  became  involved  in  the  World  War,  he  enlisted 
in  the  United  States  Army  and  served  his  country  from  1918  to  late  in  the 
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following  year.  Upon  his  return  to  civilian  life,  Mr.  Crandall  became  asso¬ 
ciated  with  the  New  York  Power  and  Light  Company.  In  1926  he  became 
assistant  cashier  of  the  First  National  Bank  of  Lake  George,  and  since  Feb¬ 
ruary,  1929,  he  has  been  cashier  of  this  institution.  Fraternally,  he  is  affil¬ 
iated  with  Sacrament  Lodge,  No.  1029,  Ancient  Free  and  Accepted  Masons, 
of  which  he  is  a  Past  Master,  and  Lodge  No.  912,  Independent  Order  of 
Odd  Fellows,  of  which  he  is  a  Past  Grand.  In  sports  he  is  a  devotee  of 
golf  and  skiing. 


HON.  WALLACE  E.  PIERCE — Recognized  as  one  of  the  leaders  of 
the  legal  fraternity  in  Clinton  County,  Wallace  E.  Pierce,  of  Plattsburg,  who 
was  particularly  notable  for  his  outstanding  success  as  a  trial  lawyer,  was  also 
a  distinguished  public  citizen,  having  devoted  many  years  to  public  office  as 
well  as  being  one  of  the  leaders  of  the  Republican  party  organization  in  the 
Lake  Champlain  area. 

Wallace  E.  Pierce  was  born  at  Black  Brook,  Clinton  County,  December  9, 
1881,  son  of  William  Wallace  and  Loretta  (Hayes)  Pierce.  William  Wallace 
Pierce,  who  was  a  native  of  Black  Brook,  Clinton  County,  was  associated  with 
the  J.  J.  Roger  Company  for  years  and  in  his  later  life  entered  the  hotel 
business.  Loretta  (Hayes)  Pierce,  also  deceased,  was  a  native  of  Black 
Brook,  too. 

After  passing  through  the  public  schools  of  Clinton  County,  Wallace  E. 
Pierce  determined  to  become  a  teacher  and,  accordingly,  worked  his  way 
through  the  Plattsburg  State  Normal  School,  graduating  in  1903  as  an  honor 
student.  The  same  year  he  began  his  work  as  a  teacher  and,  for  three  years, 
taught  school  at  Au  Sable  Forks,  following  this  position  with  similar  work  for 
three  years  at  Ogdensburg,  St.  Lawrence  County.  Then,  in  1909,  he  resigned 
as  a  teacher  and  became  the  secretary  of  Congressman  George  R.  Malby,  of 
Ogdensburg,  serving  that  gentleman  at  home  and  in  Washington,  as  well  as 
his  successor,  Congressman  Edwin  A.  Merritt,  of  Potsdam,  for  a  total  of  five 
years.  During  this  period  Mr.  Pierce  became  interested  in  the  legal  profession 
to  such  an  extent  that  he  devoted  his  leisure  to  the  study  of  the  law,  and,  in 
1914,  passed  the  New  York  State  Bar.  Returning  home  to  Clinton  County, 
Mr.  Pierce  opened  an  office  in  Plattsburg  and,  since  that  time,  for  a  period  of 
more  than  twenty-five  years,  had  devoted  himself  to  the  general  practice  of  his 
profession,  supporting  it  by  membership  in  the  Clinton  County  Bar  Associa¬ 
tion,  the  New  York  State  Bar  Association,  and  the  American  Bar  Association. 
During  the  World  War,  Mr.  Pierce  served  in  various  capacities,  including 
work  as  a  “four-minute"  speaker,  a  field  in  which  he  demonstrated  abilities 
which  made  him  one  of  the  ablest  speakers  in  Northern  New  York  State. 
Always  deeply  interested  in  civic  problems  and  in  political  concerns,  Mr. 
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Pierce  was  for  many  years,  a  public  leader,  his  services  being  characterized  by 
energetic,  sincere  and  progressive  activity.  His  local  services  began  while  he 
was  still  serving  as  the  secretary  to  the  Congressmen  from  his  Congressional 
District  and  went  on  to  include  such  offices  as  three  years  in  the  New  York 
State  Legislature  from  Clinton  County  and  the  presidency  of  the  local  board 
of  visitors  of  the  Plattsburg  State  Normal  School,  as  well  as  acting  as  attorney 
for  the  New  York  State  Winter  Olympic  Commission.  Side  by  side  with  this 
public  service,  he  worked  generously  as  a  leader  in  the  Republican  party,  being 
for  three  years  the  chairman  of  the  Republican  City  Committee  of  Ogdens- 
burg,  for  thirteen  years  chairman  of  the  Clinton  County  Republican  Com¬ 
mittee,  for  fifteen  years  chairman  of  the  Republican  Judicial  Committee  of 
Northern  New  York,  chairman  of  the  judicial  convention  which  nominated 
every  Supreme  Court  Justice  sitting  in  his  district  (1939),  delegate  to  every 
Republican  State  Convention  since  1914,  for  more  than  two  years  was  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Republican  State  Committee’s  executive  committee,  and  indeed,  was, 
from  1909,  active  in  every  party  organization  and  campaign  in  his  section 
of  the  State.  In  November,  1938,  he  was  elected  to  Congress  from  the  Thirty- 
first  Congressional  District  of  the  State  of  New  York,  comprising  the  counties 
of  St.  Lawrence,  Franklin,  Clinton,  and  Essex,  succeeding  Hon.  Bertrand  H. 
Snell,  of  Potsdam,  New  York,  the  then  Minority  Leader  of  the  House  of 
Representatives,  who  retired  at  the  end  of  his  twenty-fourth  year  in  Congress. 
Community  affairs  also  claimed  his  interest  and  drew  heavily  upon  his  time, 
for  he  was  active  in  every  worth-while  movement  during  the  past  twenty-five 
years.  A  member  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  Mr.  Pierce  belonged  to  Plattsburg 
Lodge,  No.  828,  Ancient  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  and  Plattsburg  Chapter, 
Royal  Arch  Masons,  as  well  as  being  a  member  of  Plattsburg  Lodge, 
No.  621,  Benevolent  and  Protective  Order  of  Elks,  the  Maccabees,  the  Platts¬ 
burg  Rotary  Club,  the  Plattsburg  Chamber  of  Commerce,  the  Plattsburg  Rod 
and  Gun  Club,  and  the  Westport  Yacht  Club.  He  was  also  a  member  of  the 
American  Academy  of  Political  and  Social  Sciences.  Among  his  community 
services  may  be  listed  his  membership  on  the  board  of  directors  of  the  Cham¬ 
plain  Valley  Hospital  and  of  the  Samuel  F.  Vilas  Home  and  the  Children’s 
Home  of  Northern  New  York. 

Wallace  E.  Pierce  married,  in  1911,  Elizabeth  Richardson,  of  Batavia, 
New  York.  Mrs.  Pierce  passed  away  in  1936,  and  Mr.  Pierce’s  death  occurred 
January  3,  1940.  They  had  a  daughter  :  Elizabeth  P.,  a  graduate  of  the  Masters 
School  at  Dobbs  Ferry,  who,  after  attending  Vassar  College  and  Barnard 
College,  is  now  the  wife  of  Albert  Osborn  Snite,  of  Highland  Park,  Illinois. 


MORTIMER  ROBINSON  PROCTOR — The  family  of  Proctor  is 
distinguished  both  in  its  ancestry  and  for  services  to  the  State  and  Nation. 
It  has  given  to  the  State  three  Governors ;  to  the  country  a  colonel  of  volun- 
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teers  in  the  Civil  War;  a  Secretary  of  War  in  the  Federal  Government,  and  a 
L'nited  States  Senator.  It  has  given  to  the  marble  manufacturing  world  an 
unbroken  line  of  men  of  superior  business  ability.  An  account  of  the  rise  and 
progress  of  the  Vermont  Marble  Company,  which  is  essentially  the  Proctor 
family  industry,  appears  elsewhere  in  this  wcrk. 

The  Proctor  family,  originally  settled  at  Yorkshire,  England,  was  estab¬ 
lished  at  Shawdon,  in  the  beginning  of  the  sixteenth  century,  through  the  mar¬ 
riage  of  William  Proctor,  of  Nether  Bordley,  to  Isabel,  daughter  of  John 
Lilburn,  of  Shawdon.  The  family  was  entitled  to  bear  arms.  There  is 
evidence  to  support  belief  that  John,  Richard,  George  and  Robert  Proctor 
came  to  Massachusetts  between  1636  and  1643.  While  it  is  uncertain  that 
any  of  the  four  was  related  to  any  one  of  the  others,  there  is  good  reason  for 
the  supposition  that  seme,  if  not  all,  of  them  were  brothers,  or  that  there  at 
least  was  relationship  existing  between  them. 

(I)  Robert  Proctor,  the  founder  of  the  family  of  that  name  in  America, 
was  born  probably  in  England,  and  died  in  Chelmsford,  Massachusetts,  April 
28,  1697.  The  first  record  of  his  appearance  in  this  country  is  at  Concord, 
Massachusetts,  where  he  was  made  a  freeman  in  1643.  If  is  supposed  that 
he  came  from  England  with  the  three  other  Proctors,  above  named.  There  is, 
however,  another  tradition  relative  to  his  ancestry.  Under  the  date  of  July 
26,  1897,  Mrs.  Lucretia  H.  Lawrence,  of  Leominster,  Massachusetts,  a  daugh¬ 
ter  of  Jacob  Proctor,  wrote  as  follows :  “My  father  in  his  last  days  dwelt 
much  upon  the  history  of  his  family  and  events  of  his  early  life.  He  said  his 
grandfather,"  who  was  Nathaniel  Proctor,  a  great-grandson  of  Robert,  of 
Concord,  “told  him  that  three  brothers  from  a  wealthy  family  in  Scotland 
came  to  this  country  in  a  ship  of  their  own.  One  of  the  brothers  settled  in 
or  near  Chelmsford.  The  Littleton  branch  descended  from  this  brother.  My 
father  remembered  visits  back  and  forth  with  the  Chelmsford  relations.” 
Until  the  arrival  of  additional  evidence,  the  conflict  of  these  traditions  must 
remain  unsettled. 

Robert  Proctor,  in  association  with  Richard  Hildreth  and  twenty-seven 
others,  petitioned  the  General  Court,  in  1653,  for  a  grant  of  land  six  miles 
sejuare  “to  begin  at  Merrimack  River  at  a  neck  of  land  next  to  Concord  River, 
and  so  run  up  Concord  River  south  and  west  into  the  country  to  make  up  the 
circumference  or  quantity  of  land  as  above  expressed."  The  petition  was 
granted.  In  1654  Robert  Proctor  removed  to  the  new  plantation  which  was 
organized  November  22  1654,  as  a  town  under  the  name  of  Chelmsford.  The 
first  four  or  five  of  his  children  were  born  in  Concord,  the  others  in  Chelms¬ 
ford.  His  descendants  reskied  in  many  of  the  neighbor  towns,  and  at  an 
early  date  some  of  them  pioneered  into  the  wilderness,  north  and  northwest, 
and  settled  in  New  Hampshire,  Vermont  and  New  York,  and  have  since 
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scattered  through  the  West.  Letters  of  administration  were  granted  to  Jane 
Proctor,  executrix,  July  13,  1697.  Some  of  the  children  settled  in  what  after¬ 
wards  became  the  West  Precinct,  and  later  the  town  of  Westford. 

Robert  Proctor  married,  December  31,  1645,  Jane  Hildreth,  eldest  daugh¬ 
ter  of  Richard  Hildreth,  of  Concord  and  Chelmsford,  who  is  the  ancestor  of 
the  Hildreths  of  America,  and  who  died  at  Chelmsford  in  1688.  To  Robert 
and  Jane  (Hildreth)  Proctor  were  born  twelve  children,  one  of  them  Samuel, 
of  whom  further. 

(II)  Samuel  Proctor,  tenth  child  of  Robert  and  Jane  (Hildreth)  Proctor, 
was  born  in  Chelmsford,  Massachusetts,  September  15,  1665,  died  at  Town¬ 
send,  Massachusetts,  April  12,  1740.  He  was  one  of  the  petitioners  for  a 
grant  of  land  which  became  known  as  Townsend.  His  wife  was  Sarah,  whose 
maiden  surname  remains  unknown,  and  she  died  January  17,  1757,  and  to 
them  were  born,  all  in  Chelmsford,  eleven  children,  one  of  them  Thomas,  of 
whom  further. 

(III)  Thomas  Proctor,  third  child  of  Samuel  and  Sarah  Proctor,  was  born 
in  Chelmsford,  Massachusetts,  December  12,  1698,  and  died  in  Proctorsville, 
Vermont,  June  3,  1750.  He  married,  in  1722,  Hannah  Barron,  daughter  of 
Isaac  and  Sarah  Barron,  who  was  born  October  14,  1703,  and  died  September 
3,  1774.  They  had  four  children,  one  of  them  Leonard,  of  whom  further. 

(IV)  Captain  Leonard  Proctor,  second  son  and  third  child  of  Thomas 
and  Hannah  (Barron)  Proctor,  was  born  in  Chelmsford,  Massachusetts,  Jan¬ 
uary  16,  1734,  and  died  in  Proctorsville,  Vermont,  June  3,  1827.  He  was  a 
member  of  the  Westford  Board  of  Selectmen  in  1770,  1778  and  1779.  He 
was  an  officer  in  the  Revolutionary  War  and  participated  in  many  important 
battles,  including  Lexington,  Trenton  and  Monmouth.  He  was  second  lieu¬ 
tenant  in  Captain  Minot’s  company,  which  marched  from  Westford  on  the 
Lexington  Alarm,  April  19,  1775.  He  was  one  of  the  committee  of  cor¬ 
respondence  for  1780,  and  was  chosen  in  that  year  as  one  of  a  committee  of 
thirteen  “to  take  under  consideration  the  new  form  of  government.'’  In  1781 
he  was  a  “captain”  and  was  the  “head”  of  one  of  the  five  “classes”  into  which 
the  town  was  divided  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  soldiers  for  service  in  the 
Continental  Army.  Following  the  close  of  the  Revolutionary  War,  Captain 
Proctor  removed  to  Cavendish,  Vermont,  where,  in  the  virgin  forest,  he 
founded  the  village  of  Proctorsville. 

Captain  Leonard  Proctor  married  (first)  in  1760,  Lydia  Nutting,  of  West¬ 
ford,  who  died  November  16,  1767.  He  married  (second),  December  25, 
1769,  Mary  Keep,  daughter  of  Captain  James  Keep,  and  she  died  September 
3,  1827.  He  was  the  father  of  twelve  children,  of  whom  two,  Philip  and 
Abel,  served  in  the  Revolutionary  War.  Of  his  tenth  child,  Jabez,  see  further. 
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(V)  Jabez  Proctor,  son  of  Captain  Leonard  and  Mary  (Keep)  Proctor, 
was  born  in  Westford,  Massachusetts,  April  22, 1780,  and  died  in  Proctorsville, 
Vermont,  November  22,  1839.  He  was  three  years  old  when  brought  by  his 
parents  on  their  removal  to  Vermont.  He  married,  November  26,  1817, 
Betsey  Parker,  born  in  Cavendish,  Vermont,  August  5,  1792,  died  in  Rut¬ 
land,  Vermont,  February  5,  1881,  daughter  of  Isaac  Parker,  of  Westford, 
Massachusetts.  They  had  five  children:  1.  Harriet,  born  in  Proctorsville,  in 
January,  1819,  married  Stoddard  B.  Colby,  late  Register  of  the  United  States 
Treasury,  and  died  in  the  burning  of  the  steamship  “Henry  Clay”  in  the  Hud¬ 
son  River,  July  28,  1852.  2.  Arabella.  3.  Lucien,  died  in  California.  4.  Ara¬ 
bella  G.  5.  Redfield,  of  whom  further. 

(VI)  Colonel  Redfield  Proctor,  second  son  of  Jabez  and  Betsey  (Parker) 
Proctor,  was  born  in  Proctorsville,  Vermont,  June  1,  1831,  and  died  in  Wash¬ 
ington,  District  of  Columbia,  March  4,  1908.  He  attended  the  public  schools 
and  Derry  Academy,  where  he  prepared  for  college.  Having  graduated  from 
Dartmouth  College  in  the  class  of  1851,  he  received  from  his  alma  mater  later 
the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts.  He  selected  the  law  for  his  profession  and 
entered  the  Albany  (New  York)  Law  School,  from  which  he  was  graduated 
in  1859.  In  that  year  he  was  admitted  to  the  bar  at  Albany  and  also  at 
Woodstock,  Vermont.  He  took  advantage  of  a  fine  opening  in  the  office  of 
his  cousin,  Judge  Isaac  F.  Redfield,  a  leading  railroad  lawyer  of  Boston,  and 
was  engaged  in  practice  in  that  association  for  some  time. 

The  patriotic  strain  so  pronounced  in  his  forebears  was  strong  within  him, 
and  when  the  Civil  War  broke  upon  the  country,  he  abandoned  his  profession, 
returned  to  Vermont,  and  enlisted,  in  June,  1861,  in  the  3d  Vermont  Volun¬ 
teers.  He  at  once  was  commissioned  as  lieutenant  and  quartermaster  of  his 
regiment.  These  “Green  Mountain  Boys”  of  ’61  were  sent  at  once  into  the 
theater  of  war,  but  Lieutenant  Proctor  was  soon  ordered  to  join  the  staff  of 
General  “Baldy”  Smith,  and  about  one  month  later  he  was  promoted  to  major 
and  assigned  to  the  newly-organized  5th  Vermont  Regiment.  His  service  in 
the  Peninsular  campaign  was  featured  with  distinction  for  bravery  and 
efficiency.  Severe  hardships  and  exposure  impaired  his  health  to  such  an 
extent  that  he  resigned  his  commission  and  returned  home.  Early  the  fol¬ 
lowing  year,  having  recovered  his  health,  he  was  eager  to  return  to  the  front. 
On  the  organization  of  the  15th  Vermont  Regiment,  he  was  made  its  colonel. 
“Adding  military  experience  and  aptitude  to  his  energy,  industry,  power  of 
organization  and  command,  and  strong  sense,  he  made  one  of  the  best  colonels 
in  the  service.”  (Colonel  G.  G.  Benedict.) 

In  July,  1863,  Colonel  Proctor  returned  to  his  home  in  Proctorsville  and 
engaged  in  farming  pursuits.  In  his  manners  and  in  all  his  dealings  with  his 
fellows,  he  was  exceedingly  democratic.  During  the  period  that  he  gave  his 
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attention  chiefly  to  agriculture,  he  was  to  be  often  seen  wearing  a  blue  and 
white  striped  frock  reaching  below  his  boot  tops,  trousers  tucked  in  his  boot¬ 
legs,  whip  in  hand,  trudging  beside  a  pair  of  red  and  white  oxen  to  his  farm¬ 
land  in  another  section  of  the  vil  age. 

Subsequently,  Colonel  Proctor  resumed  the  practice  of  law  in  Rutland, 
having  as  his  partner,  Colonel  Wheelock  G.  Veazey.  During  the  business 
depressions  that  in  after  years  afflicted  the  country,  Colonel  Proctor  managed 
with  extreme  difficulty  to  weather  the  storms.  Natural  ability  and  the  severe 
discipline  and  training  which  he  received  on  the  field  of  battle  rendered  him 
proof  against  shipwreck,  and  he  eventually  emerged  as  victor  and  accumulated 
vast  wealth. 

In  1880  Colonel  Proctor  organized  the  Vermont  Marble  Company,  and  in 
1886  Proctor  became  a  separate  town  from  Rutland  and  is  today  the  marble 
center  of  the  world. 

Colonel  Proctor  early  was  called  into  the  public  service.  His  first  office 
of  a  political  nature  was  that  of  selectman  of  the  town  of  Rutland.  In  1867 
he  represented  the  town  in  the  State  Legislature,  and  served  as  chairman  of 
the  committee  on  elections  in  the  Lower  House.  In  1874,  he  was  elected  to 
the  State  Senate,  and  was  president  pro  tempore  of  that  body.  In  1876,  he 
was  elected  Lieutenant-Governor  of  Vermont.  In  1878,  he  was  nominated  by 
the  Republicans  and  elected  Governor.  In  1888,  he  was  recommended  unani¬ 
mously  by  the  Vermont  Legislature  for  a  cabinet  position,  and  in  March, 
1889,  President  Harrison  appointed  him  Secretary  of  War.  As  the  holder  of 
that  portfolio  he  attained  a  reputation  that  was  nation-wide,  and  his  adminis¬ 
tration  of  the  War  Department  was  esteemed  to  have  been  one  of  the  ablest 
in  its  history. 

On  the  retirement  of  Senator  George  F.  Edmunds  trom  the  LTnited  States 
Senate,  in  1891  Governor  Page  appointed  Secretary  Proctor  to  fill  the 
unexpired  term,  and  on  October  18,  1892,  he  was  elected  by  the  Vermont 
Legislature  to  fill  both  the  unexpired  term  and  the  full  term,  the  latter  ending 
March  4,  1899.  During  the  period  of  his  incumbency  as  Senator,  he  went  to 
Cuba  to  make  a  study  of  the  situation  there  relative  to  the  government  of  the 
island  under  Spanish  rule.  On  his  return  he  compiled  an  exhaustive  report 
of  his  findings,  which  was  read  before  the  Senate  and  that  resulted  in  war 
against  Spain  being  declared.  He  was  after  that  returned  twice  to  the  United 
States  Senate,  and  was  regarded  as  one  of  the  strongest  and  most  influential 
members  of  that  august  body. 

Colonel  Redfield  Proctor  married,  May  26,  1858,  Emily  J.  Dutton,  daughter 
of  Hon.  Salmon  F.  and  Sarah  (Barlow)  Dutton.  Children:  1.  Arabella,  born 
in  Proctorsville,  June  26,  1859,  married  Fred  G.  Holden;  died  March  30, 
1905.  2.  Fletcher  Dutton,  of  whom  further.  3.  Fanny  G.,  born  May  2,  1863, 
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died  September  26,  1883.  4.  Emily  D.,  born  in  Rutland,  November  21,  1869. 
5.  Redfield  (2),  born  in  Proctor,  April  13,  1879;  Governor  of  the  State 
of  Vermont ;  married,  on  October  24,  1906,  Mary  Sherwood. 

(VII)  Fletcher  Dutton  Proctor,  elder  son  of  Colonel  Redfield  and  Emily 
J.  (Dutton)  Proctor,  was  born  in  Proctorsville,  November  7,  i860,  and  died 
in  Proctor,  September  27,  1911.  He  received  his  education  at  the  Rutland 
Military  Institute,  Middlebury  High  School  and  Amherst  College.  It  was 
during  Fletcher  D.’s  earlier  years  that  his  father,  Colonel  Proctor,  was  assidu¬ 
ously  engaged  in  the  organization  and  establishment  on  a  sound  basis  of  the 
several  corporations  which  formed  the  Vermont  Marble  Company,  which 
under  his  able  guidance  has  become  the  largest  individual  producer  of  marble 
in  the  world.  The  son  had  pointed  out  to  him  and  wisely  embraced  the 
opportunity  of  becoming  an  associate  of  his  father,  first  entering,  after  leav¬ 
ing  college,  not  the  office  of  the  company,  but  its  shops,  where  he  worked  as  a 
machinist.  He  mastered  every  detail  of  the  processes  attending  the  quarrying, 
manufacture  and  marketing  of  the  marble  which  lies  in  such  rich  abundance 
of  superb  quality  in  the  company’s  holdings.  In  1885,  he  was  made  superin¬ 
tendent  of  the  company.  In  1889,  on  his  father’s  retirement  from  the  office 
of  president,  he  succeeded  to  the  executive  position,  which  he  filled  with 
distinction  for  a  period  of  twenty-one  years,  or  until  the  time  of  his  death. 
His  management  of  the  vast  industry,  with  the  assistance  of  efficient  aids, 
chosen  by  him  for  their  individual  capacities,  gave  the  company  an  uninter¬ 
rupted  period  of  growth  and  prosperity.  Before  his  passing  the  Vermont 
Marble  Company  attained  the  status  of  the  largest  industry  of  any  kind  in 
the  State,  and  the  largest  of  its  kind  in  the  world,  having  branches  in  many 
cities  of  the  United  States.  With  it,  the  communities  where  its  activities 
thrive  have  enjoyed  marked  growth  and  prosperity  also. 

A  latent  power  in  Fletcher  Dutton  Proctor  for  service  to  his  home  commu¬ 
nity  and  the  public  was  encouraged  and  developed  as  he  was  made  the  recipient 
of  official  gifts  at  the  hands  of  his  people.  His  first  office,  like  that  of  his 
honored  father,  was  that  of  selectman  of  Rutland.  For  a  long  period,  from 
1883  until  his  death,  he  served  on  the  school  board  of  his  town.  These  and 
other  positions  were  but  stepping-stones  to  a  larger  service  to  which  he  was 
to  be  called.  In  the  sessions  of  1890,  1900  and  1904,  of  the  State  Legisla¬ 
ture,  he  was  the  representative  of  the  town  of  Proctor,  and  his  stature  as  a 
legislator  grew  meanwhile.  In  the  session  of  1892  he  sat  in  the  Upper  House 
as  Senator  from  Rutland  County.  In  the  session  of  1900  he  presided  as 
Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  where  his  service  was  notable  both 
for  its  general  efficiency  in  the  dispatch  of  business  and  for  his  modesty  of 
bearing  also. 
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In  1902  he  was  an  unsuccessful  candidate  before  the  Republican  State 
Convention  for  the  nomination  for  Governor.  He  entered  the  canvass  but  was 
urged  to  withdraw  and. did  so  in  the  interest  of  Hon.  John  G.  McCullough, 
who  was  elected.  In  1906  he  was  his  party’s  regular  candidate  for  Governor, 
but  was  opposed  for  the  nomination  by  an  independent  fusion  movement.  A 
contemporary  said  of  him  in  this  connection :  “  .  .  .  .it  was  in  this  cam¬ 
paign  that  the  people  of  Vermont  really  discovered  Fletcher  D.  Proctor. 
Though  untrained  as  a  public  speaker,  Mr.  Proctor  in  his  many  addresses 
made  a  most  favorable  impression,  and  was  elected  to  the  Governorship  by 
a  majority  over  all  of  15,171,  after  a  campaign  which  at  the  outset  to  many 
Republicans  looked  very  discouraging.” 

Governor  Proctor  at  once  took  steps  toward  the  institution  of  the  reforms 
he  had  outlined  in  his  inaugural  address,  and  his  administration  was  of  a 
most  progressive  and  beneficial  nature.  During  the  years  prior  to  elevation 
as  Governor,  he  found  time  to  devote  to  duties  of  a  most  varied  character. 
He  served  three  years  in  Company  A,  Vermont  National  Guard,  and  rose  to 
the  rank  of  first  lieutenant  by  appointment  of  Governor  Ebenezer  J.  Ormsbee. 
In  1886-88,  he  was  secretary  of  Civil  and  Military  Affairs.  In  1883,  he  was 
elected  colonel  of  the  Vermont  Division,  Sons  of  Veterans.  He  was  pres¬ 
ident  of  the  Vermont  Forestry  Association,  a  director  of  the  New  England 
Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company,  the  National  Life  Insurance  Company, 
and  the  Rutland  Railroad  Company;  a  trustee  of  Norwich  University  and 
of  Middlebury  College,  from  which  institution  he  held  the  honorary  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Laws,  as  he  did  also  from  the  University  of  Vermont.  He  was  a 
trustee  of  T.  N.  Vail’s  Agricultural  School  at  Lyndon. 

Governor  Fletcher  Dutton  Proctor  married,  May  26,  1886,  Minnie  E. 
Robinson,  daughter  of  Hon.  Asher  C.  and  Erminie  Robinson,  of  Westford, 
Vermont.  Children:  1.  Emily,  born  May  24,  1887.  2.  Mortimer  Robinson, 
of  whom  further.  3.  Minnie,  born  January  18,  1895. 

(VIII)  Mortimer  Robinson  Proctor,  son  of  Governor  Fletcher  Dutton 
and  Minnie  E.  (Robinson)  Proctor,  was  born  in  Proctor,  May  30,  1889.  He 
prepared  for  college  at  the  Hill  School,  Pottstown,  Pennsylvania,  in  1908,  and 
graduated  from  Yale  in  1912.  He  was  village  trustee  of  Proctor,  Vermont, 
from  1927  to  1929;  village  president  in  1930;  a  member  of  the  Vermont 
House  of  Representatives  from  1933  to  1939,  and  Speaker  from  1937  to  1939; 
and  in  1939  was  elected  to  the  State  Senate  of  Vermont,  becoming  president 
pro  tem.  He  has  been  vice-president  of  the  Proctor  Trust  Company  since 
1935.  In  the  World  War  he  was  with  Regiment  No.  302,  Field  Artillery  and 
was  lieutenant  of  Battalion  D,  Regiment  Ji  C.  A.  C.,  France.  From  1928  to 
1929  he  was  president  of  the  Vermont  Chapter,  Sons  of  the  American  Revolu¬ 
tion;  and  in  1939  was  elected  commander  of  the  Vermont  Chapter,  Loyal 
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Legion.  Mortimer  R.  Proctor  is  affiliated  with  the  Union  Church,  Proctor, 
Vermont.  He  married,  at  Proctor,  May  30,  1915,  Margaret  C.  Chisholm,  and 
they  are  the  parents  of  a  son,  Mortimer  R.,  Jr.,  born  November  11,  1916. 


PETER  DeLACY  KIERNAN  has  a  summer  residence  at  Green 
Island,  Bolton  Landing,  Lake  George,  and  a  permanent  residence  at  No.  5 
Englewood  Place,  Albany,  New  York.  His  business  interests  areas  president, 
Rose  &  Kiernan,  Inc.,  Hall  Realty  Company,  Buckingham  Investing  Company, 
and  director  of  the  Albany  Insurance  Company,  Halifax  Power  &  Pulp  Com¬ 
pany,  City  &  County  Savings  Bank,  and  the  Albany  Garage. 

His  civic  interests  include  the  following:  president,  Albany  Hospital  for 
Incurables;  vice-president,  Albany  Institute  of  History  and  Art,  and  vice- 
president,  New  York  State  Roosevelt  Memorial  Commission;  and  trustee, 
Schuyler  Mansion  of  Albany.  His  clubs  are  the  Albany,  Fort  Orange, 
Schuyler  Meadows,  Albany  Country  Club,  Lake  George  Club,  and  the  Saga¬ 
more  Club  at  Bolton  Landing. 

Mr.  Kiernan  married  Carroll  Guerin,  of  Montreal,  Canada,  October  4, 
1917.  Mrs.  Kiernan  died  April  6,  1930.  They  had  four  children,  the  Misses 
Carroll  and  Jane  DeLacy,  Peter  D.,  Jr.,  and  James  G.  Kiernan. 


ROBERT  WILLIAM  McCUEN — The  distinctive  accomplishments 
of  Robert  William  McCuen  as  a  journalist,  public  official,  business  leader  and 
lawyer  have  gone  to  establish  him  among  the  most  outstanding  and  influential 
leaders  of  his  generation  in  the  State  of  Vermont,  where  he  has  been  actively 
and  prominently  identified  with  social  and  civic  affairs  since  the  turn  of  the 
century. 

Mr.  McCuen  was  born  at  Vergennes,  Vermont,  May  30,  1880,  the  son  of 
Nicholas  James  and  Katherine  H.  (Allen)  McCuen.  His  father,  who  was 
assistant  sergeant-at-arms  in  the  United  States  Senate  for  a  number  of  years, 
was  a  merchant  in  Vergennes  for  three  and  a  half  decades,  headed  the  city 
as  mayor  and  was  chosen  to  represent  it  in  the  Vermont  Legislature.  Colonel 
McCuen  completed  a  general  education  at  the  Vergennes  High  School,  later 
matriculated  at  Middlebury  College  and  then  secured  his  legal  training  at 
Boston  University  Law  School.  He  began  his  career  as  editor  and  publisher 
of  the  Addison  County  Newspaper  Publications,  which  he  was  associated  with 
from  1901  to  1910,  and  during  this  period  served  in  a  number  of  public  offices 
in  the  city  of  Vergennes,  including  that  of  alderman,  school  commissioner 
and  representative  to  the  Vermont  Legislature  where  he  served  in  the  General 
Assembly  of  1906  and  1910.  By  this  time  he  had  become  one  of  the  dominant 
figures  in  the  State  Republican  organization  which  he  represented  as  delegate 
at  the  Republican  National  Convention  of  1908.  His  activity  in  public  affairs 
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led  to  his  election  to  the  Vermont  State  Senate  in  1912,  where  he  was  named 
chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Constitutional  Amendments,  and  became  a 
member  of  the  Judiciary  and  Education  committees.  As  a  Senator  he  intro¬ 
duced  the  resolution  which  provided  for  the  Champlain  Tercentenary  celebra¬ 
tion  and  was  appointed  a  member  of  the  Lake  Champlain  Tercentenary  Com¬ 
mission  by  the  Governor.  He  also  served  as  a  member  and  secretary  of  the 
McDonough  Commission  and  was  identified  with  the  Deep  Water  Way  Com¬ 
mission  of  Atlantic  States.  From  1921  to  1932  he  was  Collector  of  Internal 
Revenue  for  the  District  of  Vermont,  and  from  1935  to  1939  he  was  a  member 
of  the  House  of  Representatives,  where  he  sponsored  the  Old  Age  Assistance 
and  Unemployment  Compensation  laws,  and  served  as  a  member  of  the  State 
Finance  Commission,  the  Old  Age  Assistance  Commission  and  the  Emergency 
Appropriation  Board. 

After  receiving  his  degree  from  the  Boston  University  Law  School  he 
established  himself  in  practice,  specializing  in  insurance,  real  estate  and  bank¬ 
ing  law.  His  career  was  to  be  interrupted  with  the  entrance  of  the  United 
States  into  the  World  War.  At  the  outbreak  of  the  conflict  he  was  appointed 
a  member  of  the  Public  Safety  Committee  and  continued  in  that  capacity  until 
he  enlisted  for  service  in  the  army.  He  went  to  Plattsburg,  where  he  received 
a  commission  and  later  was  stationed  at  Camp  Greene,  North  Carolina,  where 
he  won  distinction  for  the  work  he  accomplished  in  entraining  and  detraining 
soldiers.  In  May,  1918,  he  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  captain  and  went 
overseas  as  an  officer  of  the  4th  Artillery  Brigade  of  the  4th  Division,  American 
Expeditionary  Forces.  He  took  part  in  a  number  of  major  engagements, 
including  the  Aisne-Marne  at  Chateau  Thierry,  the  St.  Mihiel  drive  and  the 
Meuse-Argonne  offensive.  He  won  a  citation  for  his  accomplishments,  was 
promoted  to  the  rank  of  major  and  eventually  was  assigned  to  duty  at  the 
headquarters  of  the  4th  Division  where  he  was  assistant  to  G-i,  Chief  of 
Staff.  After  the  Armistice  he  served  with  the  Army  of  Occupation  in  Ger¬ 
many  until  his  honorable  discharge  in  April,  1918.  Since  that  time  he  has 
maintained  his  interest  in  military  affairs  as  a  member  of  the  Organized 
Reserve  Corps  of  the  United  States  Army,  in  which  he  was  commissioned 
a  lieutenant-colonel  and  for  years  he  held  the  rank  of  colonel  in  the  United 
States  Army  Reserve  Corps.  In  1927  he  was  honored  with  the  position  of 
president  of  the  Reserve  Officers  Association;  in  1926  he  was  commander  of 
the  American  Legion,  Department  of  Vermont. 

Resuming  civilian  life  he  renewed  his  practice  of  law  at  Vergennes,  and  for 
a  time,  from  1922  to  1926,  was  publisher  and  treasurer  of  the  Register  Com¬ 
pany,  a  newspaper  corporation  in  Middlebury,  Vermont,  Since  1925  he  has 
supervised  large  farming  interests  and  since  1933  he  has  practiced  law  and 
conducted  a  real  estate  and  insurance  business.  Aside  from  this  he  has  served 
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as  a  director  and  attorney  of  the  Addison  County  Trust  Company  of  Middle- 
bury  for  the  past  twenty  years. 

Colonel  McCuen  is  a  prominent  member  of  the  Masonic  Order  and  was 
Potentate  of  Cairo  Temple  of  the  Mystic  Shrine  in  1929.  He  is  also  a  member 
of  the  Elks  Club,  the  Rotary  Club,  the  Fish  and  Game  Club  and  the  Automo¬ 
bile  Club.  In  1929  he  was  president  of  the  Champlain  Valley  Council.  At 
college  he  was  a  member  of  the  Delta  Kappa  Epsilon  Fraternity.  In  his  reli¬ 
gious  convictions  he  worships  at  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  which 
he  has  been  a  member  of  the  vestry  for  many  years. 

On  July  4,  1901,  at  Vergennes,  Colonel  McCuen  married  Nancy  M.  Smith, 
daughter  of  Phelps  B.  and  Mary  E.  (Wetherbee)  Smith. 


R.  EDWARD  CORLEY,  M.  D. — To  his  work  as  a  specialist  in 
pediatrics,  Dr.  R.  Edward  Corley,  of  Burlington,  Vermont,  brought  an  excep¬ 
tionally  fine  training,  both  of  the  medical  school  and  hospital  experience.  He 
is  a  native  of  Burlington,  born  August  29,  1898,  son  of  Edward  B.  and  Jessie 
M.  (Collison)  Corley,  both  of  whom  were  also  born  in  this  Vermont  city,  and 
both  now  deceased.  Edward  B.  Corley  was  over  a  long  period  a  merchant, 
and  for  eighteen  years  was  city  clerk  of  Burlington. 

Dr.  Corley  attended  the  public  and  parochial  schools  of  his  birthplace,  and 
was  graduated  from  Holy  Cross  College,  in  1921,  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor 
of  Arts.  He  matriculated  at  the  Medical  School,  University  of  Vermont,  from 
which  he  received  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine,  with  the  class  of  1925. 
After  an  interneship  in  the  Fanny  Allen  Hospital,  he  went  to  the  Boston  City 
Hospital  and  also  pursued  postgraduate  studies  in  the  Children’s  Hospital,  in 
Boston,  Massachusetts.  Not  until  1927  did  Dr.  Corley  begin  the  practice  of 
medicine  and  surgery  in  Burlington,  with  offices  located  at  No.  65  Pine  Street. 
As  indicated,  he  is  an  expert  pediatrician,  whose  reputation  in  the  field  of 
hygienic  care  of  children  has  spread  beyond  the  boundaries  of  the  city. 

Along  professional  lines,  Dr.  Corley  is  a  member  of  the  American  Med¬ 
ical  Association,  the  American  Academy  of  Pediatrics  Society,  the  Vermont 
State  Medical  Association,  the  Burlington  Chittenden  Clinical  Society,  and 
the  New  England  Pediatrics  Society.  He  serves  on  the  staff  of  the  Mary 
Fletcher  Hospital  and  is  its  consulting  pediatrician ;  is  attending  pediatrician 
at  the  Fanny  Allen  and  Bishop  De  Goesbriand  hospitals,  and  attending  physi¬ 
cian  at  St.  Joseph’s  Orphanage.  Since  1937  he  has  been  an  instructor  in 
clinical  pediatrics.  During  the  World  War,  Dr.  Corley  was  in  service  with 
the  Army  Training  Corps.  His  professional  fraternity  is  Nu  Sigma  Nu,  and 
he  is  affiliated  with  the  Burlington  Council  of  the  Knights  of  Columbus,  and 
is  a  member  of  the  American  Legion.  He  is  of  the  Catholic  faith. 

In  1913,  R.  Edward  Corley,  M.  D.,  married  Mary  Shannon,  a  native  of 
Underhill,  Vermont,  and  they  are  the  parents  of  a  daughter,  Mary  Jessica. 
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FRED  K.  LOVELL  — A  leading-  custom  house  broker  and  insurance 
man  of  Rouses  Point,  Fred  K.  Lovell,  who  is  one  of  the  active  members  of  the 
organization  of  the  Democratic  party  in  Northern  New  York  State,  is  an 
outstanding  officer  of  the  American  Legion  and  other  veterans’  organizations 
as  well  as  being  well  known  in  fraternal  groups. 

Fred  K.  Lovell  was  born  at  New  York  City,  July  14,  1883,  son  of  John  W. 
and  Carrie  F.  (Crook)  Lovell.  John  W.  Lovell,  who  was  a  native  of  Montreal, 
Canada,  established  himself  at  Rouses  Point  in  1876  and  devoted  himself  to 
his  business  of  publishing,  a  field  in  which  he  was  active  until  the  time  of  his 
death.  Carrie  F.  (Crook)  Lovell,  his  wife,  also  deceased,  was  a  native  of 
Rouses  Point. 

After  attending  the  Friends’  Seminary  in  New  York  City,  Fred  K.  Lovell 
passed  through  the  public  schools  of  the  city  and,  upon  graduation  from  high 
school,  found  employment  with  the  New  York  Central  Railroad.  After  six 
years  with  the  railroad,  Mr.  Lovell  spent  two  years  in  the  foreign  department 
of  the  American  Express  Company  and  then  began  a  nine-year  association 
with  the  Bowling  Green  Storage  and  Van  Company  of  New  York  City.  When 
the  United  States  entered  the  World  War,  Mr.  Lovell’s  business  career  came 
to  an  abrupt  halt.  He  had  been  a  member  of  the  New  York  National  Guard 
since  1905,  serving  with  the  71st  Regiment  of  Infantry,  first  as  an  enlisted 
man  and  then  as  a  second  lieutenant  and  as  a  first  lieutenant,  this  rank  being 
reached  in  September  of  1913,  shortly  before  he  went  with  his  regiment  for 
service  on  the  Mexican  Border.  After  being  inducted  into  the  Regular  Army 
in  1917,  he  was  given  command  of  Company  E  of  the  71st  Regiment  and 
ordered  to  France  with  the  105th  Infantry,  27th  Division,  of  the  American 
Expeditionary  Forces,  thus  beginning  a  period  of  eighteen  months  of  active 
service.  His  pervious  experience  together  with  his  training  as  an  honor  pupil 
at  the  New  York  State  Militia  School  in  1914,  brought  him  early  recognition 
in  France  and  after  attending  the  American  Expeditionary  Force  School  of  the 
Line  at  St.  Colombe  in  France  in  June,  1918,  from  which  institution  he  gradu¬ 
ated  with  honors,  he  was  attached  to  the  staff  of  Major  General  Pershing, 
Commander-in-Chief  of  the  Army  in  France.  This  position  Captain  Lovell 
retained  until  September  of  1919.  During  his  service  overseas,  the  captain  also 
served  at  Regulatory  Station  “A”  at  lie  Sur  Tilde  and  at  Base  Section  No.  9, 
at  Antwerp,  France,  where  he  was  detailed  to  supervision  of  transportation. 
Just  before  going  overseas,  the  captain  was  stationed  for  a  time  at  Spartan¬ 
burg,  South  Carolina,  as  an  instructor  in  automatic  arms.  Captain  Lovell 
retired  from  active  service  in  1922,  although  he  returned  to  civil  life  in  1920 
and  worked  for  two  years  with  the  Industrial  Finance  Corporation  of  New 
York  City.  About  1922,  Fred  K.  Lovell  left  New  York  City  and  established 
himself  at  Rouses  Point  as  a  partner  in  the  F.  R.  Swinburne  Company,  custom 
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house  brokers.  Continuing  in  this  association  until  1930,  Mr.  Lovell  during 
that  year  became  the  sole  proprietor  of  the  business,  an  enterprise  which  he 
has  continued  through  the  present  time  under  his  own  name,  in  addition  to 
conducting  a  general  insurance  and  bonding  business.  Always  interested  in 
political  and  civic  concerns  as  a  member  of  the  Democratic  party,  Mr.  Lovell 
has  been  active  in  his  party’s  organization,  serving  for  some  ten  years  as  a 
county  committeeman.  A  past  vice-president  of  the  27th  Division  Association 
and  a  member  and  twentv-five-year  medal-man  of  the  71st  Regiment,  New 
York  National  Guard,  Association,  Mr.  Lovell  is  very  active  in  veterans’ 
associations,  being  a  member  and  Past  Commander  of  Montgomery  Post,  No. 
912,  American  Legion,  a  member  and  Past  Commander  of  the  Clinton  County 
Organization,  American  Legion,  and  a  member  and  Past  State  Officer  of  the 
Society  of  the  Forty  and  Eight.  A  member  of  Champlain  Lodge,  No.  327, 
Ancient  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  Mr.  Lovell  also  belongs  to  Adirondacks 
Chapter,  No.  234,  Royal  Arch  Masons,  Tyrian  Council,  No.  43,  Royal  and 
Select  Master,  De  Soto  Commandery,  No.  49,  Knight  Templar,  and  Oriental 
Temple,  Ancient  Arabic  Order  Nobles  of  the  Mystic  Shrine,  as  well  as  belong¬ 
ing  to  Plattsburg  Lodge,  No.  621,  Benevolent  and  Protective  Order  of  Elks, 
of  which  he  is  a  Past  Exalted  Ruler,  Plattsburg  Lodge,  No.  1041,  Loyal  Order 
of  Moose,  the  Plattsburg  Kiwanis  Club,  the  Young  Men’s  Christian  Associa¬ 
tion,  the  Rouses  Point  Fish  and  Game  Club,  and  the  North  County  Golf  Club. 
Attending  the  Rouses  Point  Episcopal  Church,  Mr.  Lovell  is  deeply  interested 
in  fraternal  work  and  also  devotes  himself  to  social  welfare  and  to  various 
forms  of  athletics  and  outdoor  sports. 

Fred  K.  Lovell  married,  in  1920,  Elsie  Merz,  a  native  of  New  York  City, 
who  is  deceased.  Mr.  Lovell  is  the  parent  of  a  daughter:  Jean  Elizabeth,  now 
a  student  at  William  and  Mary  College. 


HALL  PARK  McCULLOUGH — Oldest  child  and  only  son  of  a 
former  Governor  of  the  State  of  Vermont,  Hall  Park  McCullough  of  North 
Bennington  has  followed  his  distinguished  father  as  a  lawyer  and  business 
executive  but,  to  date,  has  never  sought  nor  held  public  office. 

His  father,  the  Hon.  John  Griffith  McCullough,  was  born  September  16, 
1835,  near  Newark,  Delaware,  son  of  a  Scotch  father,  Alexander  McCul¬ 
lough,  and  a  Welsh  mother,  Rebecca  (Griffith)  McCullough— the  father  dying 
when  his  son  was  only  three  years  of  age,  and  the  mother  passing  on  four 
years  later.  Young  McCullough  received  a  meagre  education  but  mastered 
the  few  subjects  he  was  taught,  and  indicative  of  his  precocity,  graduated  from 
Delaware  College  at  the  age  of  twenty.  The  law  was  his  chosen  profession, 
and  while  studying  that  subject  in  the  Philadelphia  law  offices  of  St.  George 
Tucker  Campbell,  Mr.  McCullough  also  attended  the  Law  School  of  the  Uni- 
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versity  of  Pennsylvania,  receiving  from  that  institution  in  1858  his  Bachelor 
of  Laws  degree,  and  being  admitted  to  the  bar  of  the  Supreme  Court  of 
Pennsylvania  the  following  year.  He  practiced  his  profession  in  Philadel¬ 
phia  for  a  time  but  ill  health  drove  him  to  sail  to  San  Francisco,  California. 
The  climate  did  not  agree  with  him  there  so  he  removed  to  Sacramento,  the 
capital,  where  he  was  on  the  way  to  becoming  one  of  the  city's  prominent  bar¬ 
risters  when  ill  health  again  compelled  him  to  move  to  Mariposa  in  the  foot¬ 
hills  of  the  picturesque  Sierra  Nevadas.  California  was  then  in  the  pioneer 
period,  and  the  town  where  young  McCullough  settled  was  crude  and  rough, 
in  every  sense.  Here  feeling  ran  high  between  the  Secessionists  of  the  south¬ 
ern  part  of  California  and  the  Unionists,  of  the  northern  area.  Mr.  McCul¬ 
lough,  whose  health  prevented  his  giving  military  service,  did  vahant  work  as 
an  outspoken  ally  of  the  Union  cause.  Stump  speaking  across  the  State 
brought  the  young  lawyer  into  the  public  eye,  and  so  favorably  that,  in  1861 
when  he  was  just  past  twenty-six  years  of  age,  a  coalition  of  Republicans  and 
Douglas  Democrats  elected  him  as  Mariposa's  representative  in  the  State 
General  Assembly,  and  during  the  two  years  he  was  there  he  helped  shape 
California’s  legislation  through  a  most  critical  period  of  its  history.  His  own 
party,  the  Republican,  successfully  ran  him  as  its  candidate  for  State  Attor¬ 
ney  General,  and  during  his  four-year  term  of  office  he  represented  his  State 
in  two  hundred  and  fifty  cases.  Although  renominated  in  1867,  Mr.  McCul¬ 
lough  was  defeated,  along  with  the  entire  Republican  ticket.  There  followed 
four  years  of  most  lucrative  private  practice  in  San  Francisco. 

This  brings  Mr.  McCullough's  record  up  to  1871 — a  fateful  year  for  him, 
and  perhaps  his  happiest.  Some  few  years  before  his  path  had  crossed  that 
of  another  native  Vermonter:  Trenor  William  Park,  of  honored  antecedents 
in  this  State.  Mr.  Park,  also  a  lawyer,  removed  to  California  with  his  wife 
and  family  in  1852;  amassed  a  considerable  fortune  and  aspired  to  be  United 
States  Senator  from  California.  John  Griffith  McCullough  campaigned  for  Mr. 
Park  and  in  a  party  caucus  before  election  exposed  the  attempt  to  buy  off  one 
of  Mr.  Park’s  supporters.  Failing  of  election,  he  eventually  retired  from  all 
political  and  business  activities  and  in  1863  returned  to  Bennington,  Vermont. 
It  was  on  a  trip  East  in  1871  that  Mr.  McCullough  married  Mr.  Park’s  daugh¬ 
ter,  Elizabeth  Hall  Park,  and  they  returned  to  San  Francisco  to  live.  In  1873, 
the  McCulloughs  removed  permanently  to  Bennington,  Vermont,  and  Mr. 
McCullough  became  vice-president  and  general  manager  of  the  Panama  Rail¬ 
road  Company,  of  which  corporation  Mr.  Park  was  president.  For  ten  years 
Mr.  McCullough  filled  this  post,  residing  in  New  York  City  a  portion  of  the 
year  but  making  Bennington  his  legal  place  of  residence.  When  Mr.  Park 
died  aboard  one  of  his  company’s  l'ners  on  December  13,  1882,  Mr.  McCul¬ 
lough  was  elected  president  in  his  stead,  resigning  in  1888  so  that  he  might 
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devote  all  his  time  as  chairman  of  the  executive  committee  of  the  New  York, 
Lake  Erie  &  Western  Railroad,  and  on  whose  board  of  directors  he  had  served 
since  1884.  In  1893  he  was  appointed  one  of  the  receivers  in  charge  of  the 
reorganization  of  the  old  Erie  Railroad,  as  it  was  known,  and  in  1895  the 
road  was  turned  over  to  the  newly  formed  company  without  any  floating  debt 
and  with  cash  securities  aggregating  eight  million  dollars.  Formation  of  the 
Chicago  and  Erie  Railroad  Company  took  place  in  1890,  Mr.  McCullough 
became  its  first  president  and  remained  such  until  his  death.  He  was  also 
president  of  the  Bennington  National  Bank,  and  director  of  the  New  York 
Security  &  Trust  Company,  and  the  Fidelity  &  Casualty  Assurance  Company, 
both  of  New  York  City,  to  mention  a  few  of  the  many  corporations  he  served 
as  director.  Delegate  to  the  Republican  National  conventions  in  1880,  1888 
and  1900,  being  chairman  of  the  delegation  the  latter  year,  Mr.  McCullough 
was  State  Senator  from  Bennington  County  in  1898  and  president  pro  tem 
of  the  Senate  during  that  term  ;  was  Governor  of  the  State  of  Vermont  for  the 
two-year  term  ending  in  1904;  and  served  as  trustee  of  the  University  of 
Vermont  and  Middlebury  College.  Governor  McCullough  died  on  May  29, 
1914,  leaving  his  widow  and  four  children:  1.  Hall  Park,  of  further  mention. 
2.  Elizabeth  L.  3.  Ella  S.  4.  Esther  Morgan. 

Hall  Park  McCullough,  of  whom  this  is  primarily  a  record,  was  born 
June  23,  1872,  at  San  Francisco,  California,  and  accompanying  his  parents 
East  to  their  winter  home  in  New  York  City,  in  1873,  received  his  early  edu¬ 
cation  in  the  schools  of  the  Metropolis.  He  attended  Yale  University,  receiv¬ 
ing  his  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  in  1894,  and  then  went  to  New  York  Law 
School,  where  he  received  his  Bachelor  of  Laws  degree  in  1896,  and  was 
immediately  admitted  to  the  New  York  bar.  He  started  his  practice  in  New 
York  City  with  the  law  firm  of  Stetson,  Jennings  and  Russell,  later  becoming 
a  partner  in  Davis,  Polk,  Wardwell,  Gardiner  and  Reed,  a  firm  which  enjoys 
a  very  high  rating  as  to  the  legal  ability  of  its  partners,  with  offices  at  15 
Broad  Street,  New  York  City.

He  is  also  trustee  and  treasurer  of  the  Bennington 
(Vermont)  Free  Library;  director  and  vice-president  of  the  Bennington  His¬ 
torical  Society;  a  Republican  in  politics  and  a  member  of  the  Congregational 
Church.

Mr.  McCullough  is  a  member  of  Mt.  Anthony  Country  Club,  Bennington 
Club ;  Metropolitan  Club,  Union  League  Club,  Mid-day  Club,  Yale  Club,  and 
Broad  Street  Club.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  McCullough  divide  their  time  between 
their  New  York  City  and  North  Bennington,  Vermont,  homes. 


J.  JUDD  DAYTON — Long  a  prominent  figure  in  the  industrial, 
political  and  civic  life  of  Corinth,  the  late  J.  Judd  Dayton  was  highly  regarded 
by  the  citizens  of  Corinth,  who  recognized  him  as  a  great  advocate  of  civic 
development,  and  a  business  man  and  public  official  of  the  highest  integrity. 

Mr.  Dayton  was  born  in  Stony  Creek,  January  21,  1863,  the  son  of  Rev. 
James  and  Laura  (Barton)  Dayton,  both  deceased.  Rev.  Mr.  Dayton  was 
born  in  Hadley,  New  York,  September  1,  1820,  and  received  his  higher  edu¬ 
cation  at  Poultney  Seminary  in  Poultney,  Vermont.  In  1843  he  joined  the 
Wesleyan  Methodist  Church,  and  was  engaged  as  a  preacher  in  the  northern 
section  of  New  York  State  and  Vermont  for  many  years  prior  to  his  death, 
October  15,  1892.  Laura  (Barton)  Dayton,  daughter  of  W.  C.  Barton  of 
De  Kalb,  St.  Lawrence  County,  died  at  the  age  of  fifty-one  years. 

J.  Judd  Dayton  was  educated  at  Greenwich  High  School  and  Middlebury 
Academy,  and  later  enrolled  at  the  Troy  Conference  Academy  at  Poultney, 
Vermont,  where  he  was  a  member  of  the  class  of  1881.  For  many  years  he 
was  associated  with  the  Elixman  Paper  Core  Company,  Incorporated,  and  at 
the  time  of  his  death  was  president  of  this  well-known  Corinth  industrial  con¬ 
cern.  He  also  served  as  a  member  of  the  board  of  directors  of  the  Corinth 
National  Bank.  He  was  president  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  at  the  time 
of  his  death,  and  at  all  times  was  a  leading  spirit  in  movements  tending 
towards  the  improvement  of  local  civic  life. 

Mr.  Dayton  was  a  member  of  the  Wesleyan  Methodist  Church,  a  well- 
known  Republican,  serving  many  tenns  as  village  clerk,  village  treasurer,  and 
also  as  president  of  the  village  of  Corinth.  Fraternally,  he  was  affiliated  with 
Seneca  Lodge,  Free  and  Accepted  Masons  at  Glens  Falls,  Knights  Templar 
Commandery,  Oriental  Temple,  Ancient  Arabic  Order  Nobles  of  the  Mystic 
Shrine,  and  Corinth  Lodge  No.  174,  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows. 
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He  was  married  to  Mary  Louise  Leavens,  a  native  of  Hadley,  New  York, 
and  they  became  the  parents  of  three  children:  i.  J.  Kenyon  (q.  v.).  2.  James 
Barton,  a  graduate  of  the  Corinth  schools,  and  now  a  resident  of  this  commu¬ 
nity.  3.  Frances  Elizabeth,  a  graduate  of  the  local  schools  and  St.  Agnes  School 
in  Albany ;  married  Harold  Hall  Grey. 

The  death  of  Mr.  Dayton  was  a  severe  blow  to  the  inhabitants  of  Corinth 
and  vicinity,  who  realized  in  his  demise,  the  loss  of  a  loyal  and  public-spirited 
citizen  and  one  who  always  gave  to  the  utmost  of  his  time  and  energy  to  the 
welfare  of  the  community,  where  he  experienced  such  great  success,  and  to 
which  he  was  so  closely  devoted. 


J.  KENYON  DAYTON— Numbered  among  the  leading  and  most 
progressive  citizens  in  the  town  of  Corinth,  is  J.  Kenyon  Dayton,  well  known 
insurance  dealer,  deputy  sheriff  for  the  past  five  years,  and  a  prominent  figure 
in  local  civic  affairs.  He  was  born  here  September  23,  1889,  the  son  of  the 
late  J.  Judd  Dayton  (q.  v.)  and  Mary  Lopise  (Leavens)  Dayton.  J.  Judd 
Dayton,  a  native  of  Stony  Creek  was  throughout  his  lifetime  a  prominent 
figure  in  the  public  and  civic  life  of  Corinth,  and  served  as  president  of  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce  at  the  time  of  his  death.  Mary  Louise  (Leavens) 
Dayton  is  a  native  of  Hadley,  New  York. 

J.  Kenyon  Dayton  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  Corinth,  and  after 
completing  his  high  school  studies,  he  became  associated  with  the  Elixman 
Paper  Core  Company,  where  he  was  engaged  intermittently  in  various  capaci¬ 
ties  for  approximately  twenty-three  years,  during  the  last  ten  years  of  which 
period  he  held  the  post  of  vice-president.  He  also  entered  the  insurance  field 
during  this  period,  but  disposed  of  these  interests  after  seven  years.  In  1936 
he  purchased  the  insurance  agency  of  Leon  Rozelle,  a  business  which  had  been 
in  existence  for  about  fifteen  years,  and  he  has  since  that  time  successfully 
operated  as  a  dealer  in  a  general  line  of  insurance  and  real  estate. 

Mr.  Dayton  is  a  member  of  St.  Mary’s  Episcopal  Church  in  Luzerne,  and 
he  has  long  been  an  active  figure  in  Republican  affairs,  having  served  for  six 
years  as  trustee  of  the  village  of  Corinth,  chief  of  the  fire  department  at  two 
different  periods,  many  years  as  a  committeeman,  and  for  the  past  five  years 
in  the  important  office  of  deputy  sheriff.  He  is  also  a  vice-president  of  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  and  fraternally  is  affiliated  with  Corinth  Lodge  No. 
987,  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  Corinth  Lodge,  Independent  Order  of  Odd 
Fellows,  Royal  Arcanum  and  the  Masonic  Club. 

He  is  married  to  Flossie  Steadman,  a  native  of  Corinth,  and  they  are  the 
parents  of  two  children :  1.  Ruth  E.,  a  graduate  of  the  local  public  schools  and 
Elmira  College ;  married  Ralph  Simpson  of  Corinth,  and  they  are  now  resid¬ 
ing  in  Waverly,  where  Mr.  Simpson  is  engaged  as  a  school  teacher.  2.  Mary 
Louise,  born  in  Albany,  now  attending  high  school  in  Corinth. 
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BYRON  M.  HERRINGTON — In  assuming  the  post  of  principal  of 
the  Cambridge  Schools,  Byron  M.  Herrington  brings  to  the  office  an  experi¬ 
ence  as  educator  which  -dates  back  over  sixteen  years.  During  this  time  he 
has  taught  in  various  sections  of  the  State  and  demonstrated  an  ability,  that 
coupled  with  the  aforementioned  qualification,  eminently  fits  him  for  his  pres¬ 
ent  undertaking. 

Mr.  Herrington  was  born  at  Easton,  Washington  County,  New  York, 
January  24,  1894,  the  son  of  Thomas  and  Lena  (Van  Orman)  Herrington, 
both  of  Washington  County  where  his  father  engaged  in  farming  and  from 
1920  to  1923  served  as  county  sheriff.  He  completed  a  general  education  at 
the  Greenwich  High  School  in  1911,  and  then  matriculated  at  Williams  Col¬ 
lege,  in  Williamstown,  Massachusetts,  from  which  he  was  graduated.  He 
began  his  career  as  a  rural  school  teacher  in  1914,  served  in  this  capacity  until 
1917  and  then  turned  his  entire  attention  to  a  farming  venture  he  had  been 
conducting  near  Greenwich,  in  conjunction  with  his  professional  activities. 
He  resumed  teaching  in  1923  as  a  member  of  the  Greenwich  High  School 
faculty,  continued  here  until  1925  and  returned  two  years  later  to  head  the 
school  as  principal.  A  decade  later  he  resigned  this  position  to  become  an 
instructor  in  the  State  School  of  Agriculture  at  Farmingdale,  Long  Island, 
and  in  1939  came  to  Cambridge  to  assume  his  present  position.  During  his 
career  Mr.  Herrington  has  supplemented  his  early  training  through  post¬ 
graduate  study.  In  this  connection  he  attended  the  State  Teachers  College  at 
Albany  from  which  he  received  his  Master  of  Arts  degree  in  1937.  He  has 
been  active  in  the  life  of  his  surroundings  and  at  present  holds  membership 
in  Ashlar  Lodge,  No.  584,  of  the  Masonic  Order,  in  which  he  is  a  Past 
Master. 

In  1914,  at  North  Cambridge,  Mr.  Herrington  married  Irene  Kenyon, 
daughter  of  William  and  Anna  (Hillman)  Kenyon,  and  they  are  the  parents 
of  one  daughter,  Dorothy,  born  August  30,  1919. 


GEORGE  MALCOLM  HALL— As  clerk  of  Washington  County, 
New  York,  George  Malcolm  Hall  has  performed  a  valuable  work  in  this 
region  of  the  State  in  recent  years.  He  has  held  other  public  offices  and  has 
had  wide  business  experience,  and  now  makes  his  home  at  Hudson  Falls. 

Mr.  Hall  was  born  July  28,  1866,  in  Argyle,  New  York,  son  of  John  and 
Margaret  (Gilchrist)  Hall.  His  father  was  a  farmer. 

Argyle  Academy  furnished  George  Malcolm  Hall’s  early  education,  and 
for  nine  years  he  was  engaged  in  the  hardware  business.  For  five  years  he 
was  town  clerk  of  Argyle.  Then,  becoming  interested  in  politics  and  public 
affairs,  he  began  the  career  that  has  placed  him  in  different  positions  of  politi¬ 
cal  import  in  his  county.  From  the  beginning  of  1895  to  the  beginning  of 
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1897  he  was  recording  clerk  in  the  county  clerk’s  office.  Then,  on  January  1, 
1897,  he  was  appointed  special  deputy  county  clerk.  On  January  1,  1901,  he 
was  named  deputy  county  clerk,  so  serving  until  January  1,  1932.  Meanwhile, 
in  November,  1931,  Mr.  Hall  was  elected  county  clerk  of  Washington  County, 
and  he  took  office  in  this  capacity  on  January  1,  1932,  starting  a  new  work 
in  which  he  has  continued  down  to  the  time  of  writing. 

Mr.  Hall’s  affiliation  has  been  consistently  with  the  Republican  party.  In 
the  Free  and  Accepted  Masons  he  is  a  member  of  lodge,  Royal  Arch  Chapter 
and  Knights  Templar  Commandery.

GEORGE  KNIGHT  HAWKINS— Though  retired,  George  Knight 
Hawkins,  former  principal  of  the  Plattsburg  State  Normal  School,  which  he 
headed  for  thirty-five  years,  is  still  ranked  among  the  foremost  educators 
of  northeastern  New  York. 

Mr.  Hawkins  was  born  at  Farmersville,  New  York.  December  16,  1862, 
the  son  of  Orson  Valentine  and  Mary  (Martin)  Hawkins,  both  of  his  birth¬ 
place  where  his  father  engaged  in  farming.  He  received  the  early  part  of 
his  general  education  in  the  public  schools  of  his  native  State,  and  then  com¬ 
pleted  this  part  of  his  studies  at  the  Ten  Broeck  Academy  in  Franklinville. 
After  this  preliminary  work  he  matriculated  at  the  State  Normal  School  in 
Fredonia,  from  which  he  was  graduated  in  1884.  Eleven  years  later  he  was 
awarded  his  Master  of  Arts  degree  by  Union  University  and  in  1905  was  the 
recipient  of  a  degree  of  Doctor  of  Science  presented  to  him  by  St.  Lawrence 
University.  He  began  his  teaching  career  as  principal  of  the  Sherburne  Union 
School  and  Academy,  at  Sherburne,  New  York,  where  he  remained  from  1884 
to  1890.  During  the  latter  year  he  came  to  the  Plattsburg  State  Normal 
School  as  head  of  the  mathematics  department  and  continued  in  this  capacity 
until  1898,  when  he  was  appointed  principal  of  the  institution,  an  office  in 
which  he  served  with  distinction  and  success  until  his  retirement  in  1933. 

In  his  professional  affiliations  Dr.  Hawkins  is  a  former  member  of  the 
National  Education  Association  and  the  New  York  State  Teachers’  Associa¬ 
tion.  Aside  from  this  he  belongs  to  the  New  York  State  Historical  Society, 
is  a  charter  and  life  member  of  the  Plattsburg  Rod  and  Gun  Club  and  frater¬ 
nizes  with  Plattsburg  Lodge,  No.  828,  of  the  Masonic  Order,  in  which  he  is 
Past  Master.  He  is  also  Past  High  Priest  of  Plattsburg  Chapter,  No.  39, 
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Royal  Arch  Masons,  and,  P?st  Illustrious  Master  of  Tyrian  Council,  No.  43, 
Royal  and  Select  Masters,  Past  Eminent  Commander  De  Soto  Commandery, 
No.  49,  Knights  Templar,  in  addition  to  holding  the  thirty-second  degree  in  the 
Ancient  Accepted  Scottish  Rite. 

On  July  12,  1893,  at  Chatham,  New  York,  Dr.  Hawkins  married  Elizabeth 
Ringwood  Garrity,  daughter  of  Patrick  Henry  and  Ellen  P.  (Ringwood) 
Garrity.  They  are  the  parents  of  one  daughter,  Elizabeth,  who  married  Hon. 
Harry  P.  Kehoe  of  Plattsburg. 


THOMAS  P.  WARD — Thomas  P.  Ward,  mayor  of  Saranac  Lake  for 
six  years  and  president  of  Thomas  P.  Ward,  Inc.,  a  real  estate  and  insurance 
firm,  has  been  an  active  and  prominent  figure  in  the  affairs  of  this  community 
throughout  his  residence  here  which  dates  back  to  1923. 

Mr.  Ward  w?s  born  in  Jersey  City,  New  Jersey,  March  22,  1898,  the  son 
of  Thomas  and  Katherine  Ward,  both  of  his  birthplace  where  his  father  has 
been  identified  with  the  board  of  education  for  a  number  of  years.  Mr.  Ward 
received  a  general  education  in  the  public  schools  of  his  native  community 
and  later  took  courses  at  the  American  Institute  of  Banking  in;  New  York 
City.  He  was  associated  with  the  National  City  Bank  at  No.  55  Wall  Street, 
New  York  City,  for  eight  years.  At  the  expiration  of  this  period  he  came  to 
Saranac  Lake  where  he  founded  his  present  business  in  1923.  From  the  out¬ 
set  of  his  life  here  he  took  an  active  interest  in  civic  and  political  affairs  and 
through  his  interest  and  contributions  rose  to  become  a  leader  of  the  local 
Democratic  organization  in  which  he  still  exerts  a  dominant  influence. 

During  the  World  War  Mr.  Ward  enlisted  in  the  United  States  Marine 
Corps,  became  a  member  of  the  82d  Company  of  the  6th  Regiment  and  served 
in  France  with  the  2d  Division  until  lie  was  burned  and  gassed  on  Novem¬ 
ber  9,  1918.  Through  his  military  service  he  is  a  member  of  the  American 
Legion  and  the  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars.  Aside  from  these  affiliations  he 
fraternizes  with  the  Benevolent  and  Protective  Order  of  Elks,  the  Knights  of 
Columbus  and  belongs  to  the  Saran-c  Lake  Kiwanis  Club.  In  his  religious 
convictions  he  adheres  to  the  Roman  Catholic  faith. 

On  December  24,  1922,  at  Saranac  Lake,  Mr.  Ward  married  Madeline 
Foster,  daughter  of  Dan  and  Emma  Foster,  and  they  are  the  parents  of  one 
son:  Danny  Ward,  born  September  13,  1923. 


DWIGHT  M.  SAWYER,  M.  D. — Ranked  among  the  prominent  ana 
successful  general  practitioners  of  Warren  County  is  Dr.  Dwight  M.  Sawyer, 
of  Glens  Falls,  who  has  practiced  in  that  community  for  over  seventeen  years. 

Dr.  Sawyer  was  born  in  Glens  Falls,  February  28,  1883,  the  son  of  Joseph 
Edward  and  Mary  M.  (Patterson)  Sawyer,  residents  of  his  birthplace.  Joseph 
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Edward  Sawyer,  descended  from  the  early  settlers  of  Massachu setts,  was  born 
in  Pottersville  in  1851  but  at  an  early  age  moved  to  Chestertown,  New  York. 
He  was  connected  with  the  tanning  business  in  Essex  and  Warren  counties. 
In  1883  Mr.  Sawyer  established  the  business  which  later  became  the  firm  of  J. 
E.  Sawyer  and  Company,  Incorporated.  He  was  interested  in  the  religious  and 
civic  life  of  the  community,  was  a  director  of  the  Glens  Falls  Trust  Company; 
president  of  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  public  school;  and  a  member  of 
the  board  of  the  Glens  Falls  Home  for  Women.  At  the  time  Glens  Falls 
became  a  city  he  was  asked  to  be  a  candidate  for  mayor  but  declined. 

After  completing  a  general  education  at  Wilbraham  Academy,  in  Massa¬ 
chusetts,  in  1902,  Dwight  M.  Sawyer  attended  Wesleyan  University,  from 
which  he  was  graduated  in  1906.  He  then  matriculated  at  the  Johns  Hopkins 
Medical  School,  where  he  was  awarded  his  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  in 
1 9 1 1 .  He  then  served  as  an  interne  at  the  New  York  Nursery  and  Childs 
Hospital  until  1912,  was  a  member  of  the  house  stafif  of  the  New  York 
Lying-In  Hospital  until  1913,  and  served  in  the  same  capacity  at  the  St. 
Vincents’  Hospital  from  1913  to  1914.  In  1915  lie  established  himself  in  a 
general  practice  at  Yonkers,  New  York,  which  he  conducted  until  1922,  when 
he  returned  to  Glens  Falls  to  initiate  a  career  which  he  has  followed  with 
distinction  and  success  since.  He  has  been  connected  with  the  medical  staff 
of  the  Glens  Falls  Hospital  since  1927;  was  secretary  of  the  staff  for  six 
years,  vice-president  for  three  years,  and  was  elected  president  in  1939.  Dr. 
Sawyer,  who  has  been  a  member  of  the  Warren  County  Medical  Association 
since  1922,  served  as  secretary  of  the  organization  from  1924  to  1926  and  has 
been  president  since  1938.  In  addition  to  this  he  is  a  member  of  the  New 
York  State  Medical  Society  and  the  American  Medical  Association.  He 
belongs  to  the  Glens  Falls  Rotary  Club  and  to  the  Lake  George  Club;  is  a 
Republican  in  politics  and  worships  at  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 


CHARLES  HENRY  TUTTLE — As  a  professional  and  public  leader 
Charles  Henry  Tuttle  has  for  years  been  prominent  in  New  York  City  and 
throughout  the  State.  He  has  been  particularly  prominent  in  Republican 
politics,  and  is  now  a  member  of  the  New  York  law  firm  of  Breed,  Abbott 
and  Morgan. 

Mr.  Tuttle  was  born  April  21,  1879,  in  the  city  of  New  York,  son  of 
Henry  Croswell  and  Penelope  (Cooke)  Tuttle.  His  father  was  a  lawyer. 

Charles  Henry  Tuttle  attended  Trinity  School,  in  New  York,  where  he 
was  graduated  in  1895,  and  in  1899  he  was  graduated  as  a  Bachelor  of  Arts 
from  Columbia  University.  In  1902  he  took  his  Bachelor  of  Laws  degree  at 
Columbia  Law  School.  Admitted  to  the  New  York  State  bar,  he  became 
associated  in  the  same  year,  1902,  with  the  law  firm  of  Davies,  Auerbach  and 
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Cornell.  He  was  a  partner  in  that  firm  after  1907,  and  remained  with  them 
until  April,  1927,  when  he  was  appointed  United  States  Attorney  for  the 
Southern  District  of  New  York.  He  held  that  appointment  until  his  resigna¬ 
tion  in  September,  1930,  to  become  Republican  candidate  for  Governor  of 
New  York  State.  Since  1913  Mr.  Tuttle  has  been  continuously  a  member  of 
the  Board  of  Higher  Education  of  the  City  of  New  York,  and  at  all  times 
he  has  done  everything  in  his  power  to  further  the  cause  of  education.  The 
Republican  party  has  found  in  him  a  consistent  leader,  and  his  wise  and 
intelligent  approach  to  party  problems  has  given  him  high  place  in  its  coun¬ 
sels.  During  the  World  War  he  was  chairman  of  the  selective  service  draft 
board  No.  145,  in  New  York  City. 

On  November  10,  1930,  after  his  campaign  for  the  Governorship  was 
ended,  Mr.  Tuttle  became  a  member  of  the  law  firm  of  Breed,  Abbott  and 
Morgan,  with  whom  he  continues  his  professional  work  today.  He  is  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  National  Republican  Club,  the  Trade  and  Commerce  Bar  Associa¬ 
tion,  the  Association  of  the  Bar  of  City  of  New  York,  the  New  York  County 
Lawyers’  Association,  the  New  York  State  Bar  Association  and  the  American 
Bar  Association.  Several  clubs  and  fraternal  orders  also  claim  him  as  a  leader 
in  their  ranks.  He  belongs  to  the  Columbia  University  Club,  the  Lawyers’ 
Club,  the  Broad  Street  Club,  the  Lake  George  Country  Club,  the  Church  Club, 
the  Benevolent  and  Protective  Order  of  Elks  and  the  Free  and  Accepted 
Masons.  In  the  Masonic  Order  he  is  affiliated  with  many  branches,  and  holds 
the  thirty-third  degree.  He  is  an  initiate  also  in  the  Ancient  Arabic  Order 
Nobles  of  the  Mystic  Shrine.

CHARLES  HENRY  GOLDSMITH — The  progress  and  popularity 
Saranac  Lake  has  enjoyed  since  the  turn  of  the  century  is  due  in  large  meas¬ 
ure  to  the  leadership  of  such  men  as  Charles  Henry  Goldsmith,  director  of 
the  Saranac  Lake  Convention  and  Visitors  Bureau.  He  has  been  actively 
identified  with  the  social,  civic  and  business  life  of  the  community  throughout 
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his  career,  which  spans  over  thirty  years,  and  at  the  present  time  is  identified 
with  several  of  the  leading  fraternal  and  civic  organizations  of  this  vicinity. 

Mr.  Goldsmith  was  born  at  Saranac  Lake,  Franklin  County,  New  York, 
October  2,  1886,  the  son  of  Aaron  and  Margaret  (Carey)  Goldsmith,  both 
of  this  place  where  his  father  operated  a  mercantile  business  from  1884  to 
1930.  He  received  a  general  education  in  the  public  schools  and  after  com¬ 
pleting  his  secondary  studies  began  bis  business  career  as  an  associate  of  his 
father.  In  1907  he  became  a  member  of  the  firm  of  A.  Goldsmith  and  Son, 
and  continued  in  this  capacity  until  1933.  He  assumed  his  present  office  as 
director  of  the  Saranac  Lake  Convention  and  Visitors  Bureau  in  1936. 

Aside  from  business  Mr.  Goldsmith  has  contributed  to  the  social  and  civic 
welfare  of  his  community  and  served  in  several  offices  including  that  of  town 
clerk  for  the  town  of  Harrietstown,  which  he  occupied  from  1912  to  1917, 
inclusive.  Mr.  Goldsmith  fraternizes  with  Saranac  Lake  Council,  No.  599, 
of  the  Knights  of  Columbus,  of  which  he  was  Grand  Knight  and  District 
Deputy,  and  also  belongs  to  Saranac  Lake  Lodge,  No.  1508.  of  tbe  Benevolent 
and  Protective  Order  of  Elks,  of  which  he  is  Past  Exalted  Ruler.  In  his  reli¬ 
gious  convictions  he  worships  at  the  St.  Bernard  Roman  Catholic  Church  of 
Saranac  Lake. 

On  October  18,  1910,  at  Saranac  Lake,  Mr.  Goldsmith  married  Anna  Mary 
Dufify,  daughter  of  Hugh  and  Mary  (Sandiford)  Dufify. 


JOHN  S.  PATRICK  - — For  nearly  half  a  century  John  S.  Patrick, 
president  of  the  Eastern  Magnesia  Talc  Company,  and  officer  in  several  other 
industrial  and  financial  organizations,  has  been  one  of  tbe  most  prominent, 
successful  and  highly  esteemed  business  leaders  of  the  city  of  Burlington, 
Vermont,  where  he  has  also  taken  an  active  interest  in  social  and  civic  affairs. 
It  is  largely  due  to  his  pioneering  activities  and  administrative  genius  that  the 
magnesia-talc  business  has  been  developed  to  its  present  position  of  promi¬ 
nence  in  Vermont  industry. 

Mr.  Patrick  was  born  at  Hinesburg,  Vermont,  September  26,  1853,  the 
son  of  Rufus  and  Arabell  (Knox)  Patrick,  both  of  this  State,  the  former  a 
native  of  his  son’s  birthplace  and  the  latter  of  Tunbridge.  His  father  engaged 
in  the  manufacturing  business  until  his  passing.  John  S.  Patrick  received  the 
early  part  of  his  general  education  in  the  schools  of  his  native  community, 
later  completed  this  part  of  his  studies  at  the  Goddard  Seminary,  at  Barre, 
and  then  took  a  course  at  the  Bryant  and  Stratton  Business  College.  He 
began  his  career  in  a  country  store  and  after  working  here  six  years  started 
out  on  his  own,  selling  kitchen  equipment  and  farm  implements.  For  ten 
years  he  marketed  these  wares  and  by  hard  work  and  frugality  saved  enough 
money  to  come  to  Burlington  in  1892  and  buy  a  half-interest  in  the  G.  S. 
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Blodgett  Company,  Incorporated,  for  which  he  was  to  serve  as  secretary  and 
treasurer  until  1915,  when  he  was  elected  president,  an  office  he  has  occupied 
since  with  distinction  and  success. 

Mr.  Patrick,  a  shrewd  and  able  business  man,  has  always  been  alert  to 
new  opportunities.  It  was  this  characteristic  that  led  him  to  become  one  of 
the  originators  of  the  magnesia-talc  business  in  this  section  of  the  country. 
He  began  operations  in  1913  and  ten  years  later  took  over  the  Eastern  Talc 
Company,  of  Rochester,  Vermont,  and  the  American  Minerals  Company,  of 
Johnson,  all  of  which  were  merged  into  the  Eastern  Magnesia  Talc  Company. 
His  prestige  as  a  business  leader  in  this  city  is  further  enhanced  by  the  offices 
he  has  been  called  upon  to  fill  in  other  important  enterprises.  In  this  con¬ 
nection  he  is  a  director  of  the  Chittenden  County  Trust  Company;  a  vice- 
president  and  director  of  the  O.  C.  Taylor  Company;  president  and  director 
of  the  Majestic  Theatre  Corporation;  and  a  director  of  the  Flynn  Theatre 
Corporation. 

While  business  has  commanded  most  of  his  attention  he  nevertheless  has 
found  time  to  devote  to  social  and  civic  affairs.  He  is  a  member  of  the 
Burlington  Chamber  of  Commerce,  the  Burlington  Rotary  Club,  the  Burling¬ 
ton  Country  Club,  the  Ethan  Allen  Club  and  fraternizes  with  the  Washington 
Lodge  of  the  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  in  which  he  belongs  to  all  the  York 
and  Scottish  Rite  bodies,  including  Mt.  Sinai  Temple,  Ancient  Arabic  Order 
Nobles  of  the  Mystic  Shrine.  He  is  also  a  member  of  the  Burlington  Lodge 
of  the  Benevolent  and  Protective  Order  of  Elks  and  in  his  religious  convic¬ 
tions  worships  at  the  Congregational  Church. 

In  1874  Mr.  Patrick  married  Florence  C.  Andrews,  who  was  born  at 
Hinesburg,  January  1,  1854,  and  died  December  2,  1936.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Patrick  were  the  parents  of  the  following  children:  1.  Roy  L.,  treasurer  of 
the  G.  S.  Blodgett  Company,  of  Burlington,  whose  life  is  reviewed  in  an 
accompanying  biography.  2.  Flora,  who  married  Dr.  R.  S.  Morse,  of  Fram¬ 
ingham,  Massachusetts. 


ROY  L.  PATRICK — Since  1899,  Roy  L.  Patrick  has  been  a  promi¬ 
nent  figure  in  the  industrial  life  of  Burlington,  where  he  is  recognized  as  a 
most  successful  business  man  and  a  leader  in  political,  civic  and  fraternal 
activities. 

Mr.  Patrick  was  born  at  Hinesburg,  Chittenden  County,  Vermont,  March 
13,  1876,  the  son  of  John  S.  and  the  late  Florence  C.  (Andrews)  Patrick 
(q.  v.).  John  S.  Patrick,  also  a  native  of  Hinesburg,  was  born  in  1853,  and  at 
the  present  time  is  president  of  the  G.  S.  Blodgett  Company,  Inc.,  and  the 
Eastern  Magnesia  Talc  Company,  and  he  is  also  a  member  of  the  board  of 
directors  of  the  Chittenden  County  Trust  Company.  Florence  C.  (Andrews) 
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Patrick,  born  at  Hinesburg,  January  i,  1854,  departed  this  life  December  2, 
1936. 

After  completing  Pis  preparatory  education,  Roy  L.  Patrick  enrolled  at  the 
University  of  Vermont,  where  he  was  graduated  in  1898  writh  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Philosophy.  I11  1899  he  entered  the  coal  and  ice  business  in 
Burlington,  under  the  firm  name  of  the  Standard  Coal  and  Ice  Company,  and 
he  served  as  president  of  this  concern  until  1916,  when  the  business  was  sold. 
He  then  became  associated  with  the  G.  S.  Blodgett  Company,  Inc.,  as  treas¬ 
urer,  in  which  capacity  he  has  served  to  the  present  day.  He  also,  in  1925, 
organized  the  Rock  of  Ages  Corporation,  quarriers,  and  manufacturers  of 
granite  memorials  and  monuments,  and  he  has  since  that  time  served  as  presi¬ 
dent.  In  addition,  he  has  been  treasurer  of  the  Eastern  Magnesia  Talc 
Company  for  the  past  sixteen  years,  and  he  is  also,  at  the  present  time  a 
member  of  the  board  of  directors  of  the  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad,  St. 
Johnsburg  and  Lake  Champlain  Railroad,  Montpelier  and  Wells  River  Rail¬ 
road,  Barre  and  Chelsea  Railroad,  Green  Mountain  Power  Corporation,  and 
the  Vermont  Mutual  Fire  Insurance  Company.  He  is  also  a  trustee  of  the 
University  of  Vermont  and  a  director  of  Mary  Fletcher  Hospital. 

Mr.  Patrick  is  a  member  of  the  First  Congregational  Church,  and  a  lead- 
ing  figure  in  Republican  political  affairs,  having  served  as  a  delegate  to  the 
National  Convention  that  nominated  the  late  Calvin  Coolidge  for  the  Presi¬ 
dency,  and  also  serving  as  chairman  of  the  State  electors  voting  for  Alfred 
M.  Landon  in  the  Presidential  election  of  1936.  He  is  affiliated  with  the 
Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of  Masons,  Knights  Templar 
Commandery  and  Mount  Sinai  Temple,  Ancient  Arabic  Order  Nobles  of  the 
Mystic  Shrine,  and  he  is  also  past  president  of  the  Rotary  Club  and  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Burlington  Country  Club,  Ethan  Allen  Club,  Algonquin  Club  of 
Boston  and  the  Lotos  Club  of  New  York. 

He  was  married,  October  10,  1900,  to  Harriett  Stone,  of  Burlington,  who 
died  October  18,  1936,  daughter  of  Micah  and  Mary  (Gilmore)  Stone.  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Patrick  were  the  parents  of  two  sons:  1.  John  H.,  born  January  16, 
1902,  who  is  married  and  has  two  children:  i.  David  K.  ii.  Mary.  2.  Robert 
F.,  born  July  29,  1903,  who  is  married  and  has  a  daughter,  Sally. 

CHARLES  CARROLL  WARD,  Ph.  D. — As  an  educator  and  trainer 
of  educators,  Dr.  Charles  Carroll  Ward  has  performed  a  distinguished  serv¬ 
ice,  acting  as  principal  of  the  New  York  State  Normal  School,  at  Plattsburg, 
in  recent  years.  His  background  of  experience  as  a  practical  teacher  and  his 
knowledge  of  education,  history  and  practice  well  qualify  him  for  his  present 
position. 

Dr.  Ward  was  born  September  25,  1891,  at  Port  Allegheny,  Pennsylvania, 
son  of  John  Lester  and  Gretta  (Kinney)  Ward.  His  father  is  now  deceased. 
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After  completing  his  preliminary  education,  Charles  Carroll  Ward  became 
a  student  at  Bucknell  University,  where  he  took  the  Bachelor  of  Science  degree 
in  1918.  There  followed  a  period  of  teaching,  intervening  between  his  studies 
for  the  baccalaureate  degree  and  his  higher  studies.  As  early  as  1909  he  had 
taught  in  the  rural  schools  of  McKean  County,  Pennsylvania,  continuing  there 
until  1913.  In  1914  he  had  been  a  high  school  instructor  at  Port  Allegheny, 
his  birthplace,  and  from  1914  to  1916  had  served  as  instructor  and  principal 
at  the  model  school  of  the  State  Normal  School  at  Mansfield,  Pennsylvania. 
After  completing  his  work  at  Bucknell,  he  was  head  of  the  history  department 
at  the  New  York  State  Normal  School  at  New  Paltz.  Then,  in  1920,  he 
became  director  of  training  there.  It  was  while  so  serving  that  Dr.  Ward 
became  interested  in  adding  to  his  own  knowledge  by  further  study,  and 
accordingly  he  became  a  student  at  Teachers’  College,  Columbia  University, 
New  York  City,  taking  the  Master  of  Arts  degree  in  1930.  In  1933  he 
received  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  at  New  York  University.  A 
year  earlier,  in  1932,  he  had  been  appointed  director  of  teacher  training  of 
New  York  State,  a  post  that  he  held  in  1932  and  1933. 

It  was  in  1933  that  he  came  to  Plattsburg  as  principal  of  the  Normal 
School.  He  has  served  since  that  time  in  this  capacity.  Widely  known  in 
educational  circles,  he  is  a  member  of  the  New  York  State  Teachers’  Asso¬ 
ciation  and  the  National  Education  Association.  He  belongs  to  the  Delta 
Sigma  Fraternity.  In  Plattsburg  he  is  affiliated  with  the  Rotary  Club,  and  was 
president  of  the  local  Rotarians  in  1935.  He  has  contributed  extensively  to 
educational  journals.  His  broad  experience  has  not  only  equipped  him 
splendidly  for  his  present  work  as  a  leader  in  education,  but  has  revealed  to 
him  the  inseparability  of  education  from  the  whole  of  the  social  fabric.  When 
called  upon  to  do  so,  Dr.  Ward  has  served,  and  served  well,  the  communities 
where  he  has  lived.  While  at  New  Paltz  he  served  two  terms  as  mayor. 
And  through  different  civic  organizations  he  has  notably  added  to  Platts- 
burg’s  well-being. 

Dr.  Charles  Carroll  Ward  married  (first),  June  26,  1915,  Ann  Louise 
Buckley,  of  Port  Allegheny,  Pennsylvania,  who  died  in  1930.  They  were  the 
parents  of  a  daughter,  Janet  Louise  Ward,  who  was  born  August  10,  1917. 
Dr.  Ward  married  (second),  July  16,  1932,  Eleanor  L.  Miller,  of  Hudson, 
New  York.  They  became  the  parents  of  a  daughter,  Nan  Gaylord  Ward,  born 
January  1,  1934.  The  Ward  home  is  at  Point  View  Terrace,  Plattsburg. 


HARRIS  CRANDALL — Mr.  Crandall  was  born  at  Portlandville, 
New  York,  June  30,  1886,  the  son  of  Irving  and  Ella  I.  Crandall,  both  of  his 
birthplace  where  his  father  engaged  in  farming.  He  completed  a  general 
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education  at  Morris  High  School  in  Morris,  New  York,  in  1901,  and  then 
matriculated  at  the  Oneonta  State  Normal  School  from  which  he  was  grad¬ 
uated  in  the  class  of  1907.  Later  he  supplemented  this  training  by  attending 
Syracuse  University  where  he  received  his  Bachelor  of  Science  degree  in  1916, 
his  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  in  1917  and  his  Master  of  Arts  degree  in  1921. 
The  year  he  left  Normal  School  he  began  his  teaching  career  as  principal  of 
the  Lisle  Union  School  at  Lisle.  Two  years  later  he  became  principal  of  the 
Clayville  High  School  in  Clayville,  in  1912  was  principal  of  the  Morris  High 
School  at  Morris,  served  in  the  same  capacity  for  the  Corinth  Public  Schools 
at  Corinth  from  1918  to  1927,  and  during  the  latter  year  assumed  his  present 
position  as  superintendent  of  the  Saratoga  Springs  Public  Schools  at  Saratoga 
Springs.  With  F.  Eugene  Seymour  he  is  co-author  of  “General  Mathematics” 
published  in  1937  by  D.  C.  Heath  and  Company. 

Outside  of  his  professional  activities  his  greatest  interest  has  been  devoted 
to  the  work  of  the  Masonic  Order  in  which  he  has  been  active  for  a  number 
of  years.  During  his  residence  in  Morris  he  was  Master  of  Tienuderrah 
Lodge  for  one  year  and  when  he  removed  to  Corinth  occupied  the  same  posi¬ 
tion  in  the  Corinth  Lodge  for  three  years.  He  also  served  as  Assistant  Grand 
Lecturer  for  one  year  and  District  Deputy  to  the  Grand  Master  for  a  like 
period.  Other  fraternal  affiliations  include  membership  in  the  Phi  Beta  Kappa 
Society,  the  Phi  Kappa  Phi  Fraternity,  and  the  Pi  Mu  Epsilon  Fraternity.  He 
is  a  member  and  former  president  of  the  Saratoga  Springs  Rotary  Club.  In 
his  religious  convictions  he  worships  at  the  Episcopal  Church  though  he  has 
attended  several  other  denominational  churches  and  has  preached  at  times  in 
practically  every  Protestant  denominational  church  in  and  about  the  city  of 
Saratoga  Springs. 

On  June  30,  1911,  Mr.  Crandall  married  at  Clayville,  Mary  C.  Giles, 
daughter  of  Richard  S.  and  Ellen  C.  Giles. 


ERSKINE  C.  ROGERS — Throughout  his  professional  career,  which 
dates  back  to  1902,  Erskine  C.  Rogers,  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
State  of  New  York,  has  been  a  prominent  figure  in  the  bar  and  bench  of  this 
section  of  the  State,  particularly  Washington  County  in  which  he  served  as 
district  attorney  and  county  judge. 

Mr.  Rogers  was  born  at  Hudson  Falls,  New  York,  September  17,  1878,  the 
son  of  General  James  C.  and  Elizabeth  Minerva  (Coleman)  Rogers.  His 
father,  who  was  a  lawyer  and  a  member  of  the  New  York  State  Assembly  at 
one  time,  derived  his  military  rank  through  service  with  the  Union  forces 
during  the  Civil  War,  at  which  time  he  served  as  brigadier-general.  Judge 
Rogers  matriculated  at  Union  College,  after  a  general  education,  and  was 
graduated  from  this  institution  with  a  Bachelor  of  Philosophy  degree  in  the 
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class  of  1900.  He  then,  attended  the  Albany  Law  School  from  which  he 
received  a  Master  of  Arts  degree  in  1902.  The  same  year  he  was  admitted 
to  the  New  York  State  bar  and  established  himself  in  practice  at  Hudson  Falls. 
In  1909  he  was  elected  District  Attorney  of  Washington  County,  State  of 
New  York,  served  in  this  capacity  until  1915,  when  he  was  named  county 
judge  and  remained  in  the  latter  office  until  1929.  He  was  then  elected  Jus¬ 
tice  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  New  York,  a  post  he  has  since  occupied.  He 
has  been  a  member  of  several  important  bodies,  including  the  Judicial  Article 
Constitutional  Convention,  with  which  he  was  identified  in  1923.  Justice 
Rogers  is  a  member  of  the  Chi  Psi  college  fraternity,  fraternizes  with  the 
Masonic  Order,  belongs  to  the  Glens  Falls  Country  Club  and  worships  at  the 
Presbyterian  Church. 

On  October  24,  1909,  at  New  York  City,  Justice  Rogers  married  Helen 
Annette  Wakeman,  daughter  of  Abram  and  Louise  (Vail)  Wakeman,  and 
they  are  the  parents  of  two  children:  1.  Louise  Wakeman,  who  was  born 
August  25,  1910.  2.  Erskine  Clark,  Jr.,  who  was  born  March  15,  1916. 


JOSEPH  H.  WILSON — To  his  responsible  post  as  Warden  of  the 
Great  Meadows  Prison  at  Comstock,  New  York,  Joseph  H.  Wilson  brought 
a  broad  experience  in  varied  fields  of  endeavor.  He  was  born  in  Albany, 
October  11,  1880,  son  of  William  J.  and  Catharine  (Grogan)  Wilson,  both 
natives  of  Albany.  His  mother  is  deceased ;  his  father,  still  a  resident  of 
the  New  York  capital  city,  is  a  brewer  by  profession. 

John  H.  Wilson  received  his  elementary  education  in  the  schools  of  his 
birthplace,  and  was  graduated  from  the  Christian  Brother’s  Academy,  a 
private  military  institution.  At  the  age  of  eighteen  he  was  a  member  of 
the  71st  Regiment  of  the  New  York  State  National  Guard,  and  eager  for  the 
great  adventure  of  war.  Fortunately  for  the  world  at  large,  if  not  for  youths, 
the  Spanish- American  War  was  soon  ended,  with  the  greatest  losses  caused 
by  disease  in  American  camps.  Mr.  Wilson  learned  the  art  of  brewing  under 
his  father,  and  was  connected  with  the  business  in  Albany  and  Milwaukee, 
Wisconsin,  for  more  than  a  decade.  For  two  years  he  traveled  in  South 
America  and  Mexico,  and  while  still  working  he  studied  law  and  accounting 
in  the  New  York  University.  From  1910  to  the  present,  he  has  practiced 
accountancy  in  which  he  has  gained  a  noteworthy  reputation. 

Mr.  Wilson  was  Budget  Secretary  for  the  State  of  New  York  under 
Governor  Charles  Whitman,  and  Research  Director  and  Director  of  the 
Budget  under  both  Governors  Alfred  E.  Smith  and  Franklin  Delano  Roose¬ 
velt.  Since  June  30,  1931,  he  has  been  Warden  of  the  Great  Meadows 
Prison.  This  penal  institution  has  an  interesting  history.  Founded  as  a 
model  prison,  where  modern  ideas  and  theories  might  be  given  a  trial  under 
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fair  conditions,  its  first  building  was  started  in  1905.  For  nearly  a  quarter 
of  a  century  it  served  its  original  purpose  well,  and  penology  profited  from 
its  work  and  example.  Not  until  1925  was  there  a  semblance  of  a  wall  about 
the  place,  but  in  that  year  one  was  begun  which  was  completed  in  1928. 
Since  the  latter  year,  however,  other  grades  of  prisoners  have  been  incar¬ 
cerated  in  the  institution,  and  the  work  of  the  warden  and  the  approximately 
two  hundred  and  thirty-five  employees  under  him,  has  been  rendered  more 
difficult  and  perhaps  less  exemplary.  The  first  warden  of  the  Great  Meadows 
Prison  was  a  Mr.  Thayer,  then  came  William  Homer,  followed  by  William 
Hunt.  The  fourth  and  present  incumbent  is  Joseph  H.  Wilson.  The  follow¬ 
ing  appraisal  of  Warden  Wilson  was  printed  and  circulated  by  the  inmates 
of  Great  Meadows  Prison : 

A  Tribute 

For  so  long  as  we  can  remember  the  professional  prison  reformers  have 
differed  only  in  degree.  They,  as  well  as  the  public,  have  confused  maudlin 
sentimentality  with  the  sound  principles  of  constructive  rehabilitation. 

Plow  different,  and  vastly  relieving  it  is,  therefore,  when  a  man  of  the 
mental  calibre  and  social  responsibility  of  the  present  warden  of  Great 
Meadows  Prison,  the  Honorable  Joseph  H.  Wilson,  appears  upon  the  stage 
of  the  inmates  restricted  horizon  and  proceeds  to  put  into  effect  a  wholesome 
regime  of  sound  discipline,  personal  and  interested  supervision  and  impartial 
justice. 

Long  a  prominent  figure  in  the  affairs  of  New  York  State,  Warden  Wilson 
resigned  as  director  of  the  budget,  without  considering  the  question  of  per¬ 
sonal  profit  or  aggrandizement,  and  took  over  the  stewardship  of  Great 
Meadows  because  he  realized  the  crying  necessity  for  changes  in  plant  and 
administration. 

No  one  person,  and  certainly  no  group  of  persons,  are  more  fully  conscious 
of  what  sweeping  changes  Warden  Wilson  has  put  in  effect  at  this  prison, 
than  we.  the  eleven  hundred  inmates.  Men  of  almost  every  creed  and  color, 
education  and  previous  environment  have  come  under  the  blanket  of  his 
authority.  It  is  significant  that  whereas  scarcely  two  of  these  inmates  can  be 
found  to  agree  upon  any  one  subject,  they  do  nevertheless,  think  unanimously 
upon  the  subject,  of  “Lmcle  Joe.”  They  swear  for,  and  with  him,  and  if  they 
do  not  always  and  immediately  perceive  the  reason  for  new  rules  and  regula¬ 
tions,  their  short  experience  with  him  as  their  executive  officer  has  caused 
them  to  suspend  judgments  until  the  causes  behind  the  effects  are  made  known 
to  them.  This,  in  itself  is  a  metamorphosis.  In  the  past  it  has  been  the 
universal  rule  to  damn  all  authority  and  deplore  all  restraint.  But  not  now, 

‘‘Uncle  Joe”  has  been  weighed  and  has  not  been  found  wanting. 

Many  pages  and  thousands  of  words  would  be  necessary  for  a  complete 
exposition  of  the  acts  of  omission  and  commission  which  have  brought  about 
this  state  of  affairs.  We  think  that  the  entire  matter  may  be  completely  under¬ 
stood  when  we  call  attention  to  the  appellation  which  has  been  bestowed  upon 
him.  “Uncle  Joe,”  is  at  once  a  term  of  affection,  complete  confidence,  and 
hope  without  fear.  It  sums  up  the  entire  attitude  of  prison  population  toward 
Joseph  H.  Wilson  and  as  a  paean  of  trust  and  appreciation,  long  may  it  ring. 
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Mr.  Wilson  was  auditor  of  the  Defense  Council  during  the  World  War 
and  engaged  in  many  other  activities  of  that  period.  Fraternally,  he  is 
affiliated  with  the  Knights  of  Columbus,  in  Glens  Falls,  the  Albany  Club,  and 
he  is  an  honorary  member  of  the  Rotary  Club,  of  Granville,  New  York. 
Of  the  Catholic  faith,  he  worships  in  St.  Vincent  de  Paul’s  Church,  of  Albany. 
His  recreations  include  golf,  motor-boating  and  baseball. 

Joseph  H.  Wilson  married  Rose  A.  Smith,  of  Albany,  who  received  her 
education  there.  She  is  the  daughter  of  Owen  J.  and  Rose  (McArdle) 
Smith.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wilson  have  an  adopted  son,  Harry  Wilson  Smith,  born 
in  Albany,  and  educated  in  the  Christian  Brothers’  Academy,  Holy  Cross 
College,  and  Albany  Law  School. 


DR.  WILLY  MEYER — -One  of  the  greatest  figures  in  the  progress 
of  modern  surgery,  Dr.  Willy  Meyer  enriched  his  profession  through  many 
years  of  devoted  service  and  greatly  extended  its  capacity  to  perform  the 
humane  mission  which  is  its  function.  He  was  a  pioneer  in  the  development 
of  numerous  surgical  techniques,  radical  in  their  day  but  now  commonplace 
in  operative  practice,  and  was  one  of  the  world’s  foremost  authorities  not  only 
on  cancer  and  thoracic  surgery,  with  which  his  name  is  closely  linked,  but 
many  other  branches  of  medicine. 

Dr.  Meyer  was  born  in  Minden,  Westphalia,  Germany,  on  July  24,  1858, 
son  of  Abraham  and  Bertha  (Simon)  Meyer.  He  was  educated  at  the  Gym¬ 
nasium  at  Minden,  from  which  he  was  graduated  in  1876,  and  although  tal¬ 
ented  in  music,  chose  to  adopt  the  profession  of  medicine.  Accordingly,  in 
1876,  he  entered  the  University  of  Bonn,  studied  there  until  1878,  spent  the 
following  year  at  the  University  of  Erlangen  and  then  returned  to  Bonn,  to 
take  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  on  August  7,  1880.  From  April  to 
October,  1881,  he  completed  his  required  term  of  military  service,  already 
begun  in  Erlangen,  and  in  October,  1881,  joined  the  medical  faculty  of  the 
University  of  Bonn  as  assistant  in  the  surgical  clinic.  After  two  years  in  this 
position  he  became  first  assistant  in  the  clinic  and  remained  until  October, 
1884,  when  he  emigrated  to  America.  In  his  last  year  at  Bonn  he  was  assist¬ 
ant  to  such  celebrated  surgeons  as  Professor  Wilhelm  Busch,  former  surgeon- 
general  of  the  German  Army,  Professor  Madelung  and  Friederich  Trendelen¬ 
burg,  who  became  his  lifelong  friend.  Great  advances  were  made  in  surgery 
during  these  years  as  the  epoch-making  techniques  of  Lister,  father  of  anti¬ 
septic  surgery,  were  developed  and  improved.  Koch’s  discoveries  in  bacteri¬ 
ology  followed  and  the  pioneer  work  of  Jenner,  Pasteur  and  others,  ushered 
in  the  era  of  modern  medicine.  The  young  surgical  assistant  shared  in  the 
excitement  of  the  age,  and  its  revolutionary  changes  profoundly  influenced  his 
own  career.  He  himself  was  always  an  innovator  and  a  pioneer,  seeking  to 
broaden  the  horizons  of  medical  science. 
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When  he  arrived  in  the  United  States,  Dr.  Meyer  was  well  trained  in  gen¬ 
eral  surgery  and  soon  limited  himself  to  this  field,  which  held  his  greatest 
interest.  Appointed  an  assistant  in  the  surgical  department  of  the  German 
Dispensary,  his  gifts  soon  won  him  recognition  and  he  rose  rapidly  to  fame. 
From  1886  to  1893  he  was  Professor  of  Surgery  at  the  Woman’s  Medical 
College.  In  1886  he  was  appointed  Attending  Surgeon  at  the  New  York  Skin 
and  Cancer  Hospital,  now  the  Stuyvesant  Square  Hospital,  and  was  active 
on  its  staff  until  1902.  In  1887  he  also  became  Attending  Surgeon  to  the 
New  York  Post-Graduate  Medical  School  and  Hospital,  where  he  later  became 
Professor  of  Surgery.  During  these  years  he  continued  his  service  at  the 
German  Hospital,  now  Lenox  Hill  Hospital  and  was  closely  associated  with 
its  work  until  he  reached  the  retirement  age  in  1923.  As  a  teacher  he  intro¬ 
duced  the  rigorous  methods  of  German  scholarship,  tempered  by  his  own 
friendliness  and  enthusiasm.  As  a  surgeon  his  achievements  were  manifold. 

Early  in  his  career  [  to  quote  from  an  account  of  his  life  published  in  the 
“American  Journal  of  Surgery”  in  August,  1932]  he  performed  extensive 
operations.  Possessing  a  profound  knowledge  and  understanding  of  the  pathol¬ 
ogy  of  cancer,  he  performed  the  most  radical  operations  for  all  malignant 
conditions.  In  1894  he  published  the  principles  underlying  the  technique  he 
advised  for  the  radical  operation  for  cancer  of  the  breast.  .  .  .  Even  at  present 
this  operation  cannot  be  improved  upon  in  principle.  It  was  this  subject 
that  brought  him  just  fame  early  in  his  career  in  America  as  a  surgeon.  .  .  . 

Whatever  new  developed  in  this  country  or  whatever  new  came  from 
abroad,  he  immediately  adopted  it,  and  if  from  abroad  he  introduced  it  to 
America.  He  was  a  true  pioneer  in  surgery.  He  was  one  of  the  first  to  intro¬ 
duce  cystoscopy  to  America.  With  the  electric  cystoscope  in  1896,  he  was 
the  first  surgeon  in  America  to  successfully  perform  the  catheterization  of  the 
male  ureters.  He  wrote  many  papers  on  the  subject  of  genito-urinary  surgery. 

In  1897  he  was  the  first  in  America  to  perform  Bottini’s  operation  for 
hypertrophied  prostate,  on  the  basis  of  which  the  present  modern  improved 
method  of  trans-urethral  resection  of  the  prostate  is  performed  for  similar 
conditions. 

He  was  also  one  of  the  first  surgeons  to  introduce  in  America  the  modern 
methods  of  gastrostomy  and  gastroenterostomy  (1894  to  1896).  In  1908  he 
published  a  book  on  Bier’s  hyperemic  treatment  in  which  he  was  a  great 
believer. 

In  1895  (when  his  eldest  daughter  died  from  peritonitis  following  acute 
appendicitis)  he  began  an  intensive  study  of  the  subject  and  wrote  many 
papers.  He  stamped  appendicitis  a  surgical  disease,  and  urgently  advised 
immediate  operation  during  or  immediately  after  the  first  attack.  .  .  . 

Early  in  the  present  century,  Dr.  Meyer  became  greatly  interested  in 
thoracic  surgery,  which  was  largely  a  forbidden  domain  to  surgeons  of  the 
period.  “The  entire  development  of  thoracic  surgery  in  this  country,”  as  Dr. 
Carl  Eggers  wrote  of  him  in  the  journal  “Surgery,  Gynecology  and  Obstetrics,” 
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“is  intimately  connected  with  his  name.  His  was  pioneer  work  in  the  true 
sense  of  the  word,  for  in  addition  to  the  surgical  problems  involved,  physical 
difficulties  connected  with  pneumothorax  had  to  be  overcome.  It  took  years 
of  experimental  work  at  the  Rockefeller  Institute,  followed  by  its  practical 
application  in  the  thoracic  pavilion  of  the  German  Hospital  which  helped  to 
lay  the  foundation  for  thoracic  surgery  in  America.” 

In  all  this  Dr.  Meyer  was  the  leader.  He  was  the  founder  of  the  American 
Association  for  Thoracic  Surgery,  organized  in  1917,  and  also  of  the  New 
York  Society  for  Thoracic  Surgery.  His  active  encouragement  helped  to 
make  possible  the  “American  Journal  for  Thoracic  Surgery,”  launched  in  1932. 

During  the  World  War,  which  rapidly  advanced  the  development  of 
thoracic  surgery,  Dr.  Meyer  was  commissioned  major  in  the  Medical  Reserve 
Corps  of  the  United  States  Army,  but  was  not  called  to  active  service  because 
of  his  age.  Toward  the  close  of  the  war,  while  continuing  his  own  practice 
and  innumerable  professional  interests  in  other  fields,  he  returned  again  to

the  special  study  of  cancer,  which  he  had  never  in  fact  abandoned : 

In  1918  Willy  Meyer,  together  with  his  older  brother,  Julius  Meyer,  as  a 
literary  assistant,  began  an  intensive  study  of  cancer  literature.  He  followed 
all  leads  of  all  theories  published,  and  after  ten  years  of  the  profoundest  kind 
of  study  and  work,  he  came  to  the  conclusion  that  cancer  was  a  systemic 
disease.  As  age  advanced,  his  active  surgical  work  naturally  diminished.  But 
his  burning  desire  to  continue  until  the  last,  his  lifelong  devotion  of  service  to 
mankind,  and  his  active,  marvelous  young  mind,  not  influenced  in  the  least  by 
advancing  years,  permitted  him,  in  the  solitude  of  his  study,  to  think,  to 
ponder,  to  philosophize.  He  canvassed,  in  his  life’s  work,  his  active  surgical 
and  clinical  experiences,  and  studied  the  literature  of  others,  and  with  the 
memory  of  that  memorable  case  of  his  youth  in  Bonn,  when,  under  Busch, 
erysipelas  cured  the  cancer,  he  formulated  the  theory  as  stated  in  his  book 
published  in  1931,  “Cancer:  Its  Origin  and  Development:  The  Theory  of 
Inoperable  Cancer  in  the  Light  of  a  Systemic  Conception  of  Malignancy.” 

A  list  of  Dr.  Meyer’s  professional  papers  would  include  scores  of  titles, 
ranging  from  his  early  work  on  anesthesia  and  sterilization  to  his  last  notes 
on  cancer  and  thoracic  surgery.  His  articles  on  thoracic  surgery  alone,  prob¬ 
ably  his  greatest  professional  interest,  provide  ample  material  for  an  exhaus¬ 
tive  treatise  on  the  surgery  of  the  chest  in  its  most  advanced  phases.  “It  is 
possible,  had  he  lived,”  wrote  a  colleague,  Dr.  Rudolph  Matas,  “he  would  have 
published  such  a  treatise,  for  which  no  one  was  better  fitted  or  invested  with 
greater  authority.” 

Dr.  Meyer  never  refused  a  call  for  aid.  Only  a  week  before  his  death, 
although  well  past  his  seventieth  year,  he  performed  a  drastic,  taxing  and 
successful  operation  in  a  “hopeless”  cancer  case,  relieving  the  condition  of  a 
patient  already  sent  home  to  die  by  one  of  the  large  hospitals  for  malignant 
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disease.  His  willingness  to  serve  in  any  capacity  within  his  power  was  an 
essential  characteristic,  not  only  of  his  professional  career  but  of  other  aspects 
of  his  life.  For  forty  years,  as  a  summer  resident  at  Lake  George,  he  gave 
generously  of  his  time  and  effort  to  promote  the  health  and  welfare  of  the 
people  of  the  district,  serving  as  chairman  of  the  Sanitation  Committee  of  the 
Lake  George  Association  and  in  other  capacities.  Through  his  labors  and 
those  of  his  committee,  Lake  George  became  the  cleanest  and  purest  body  of 
inland  water  in  the  country  for  its  size  and  shore  population. 

At  the  time  of  his  death,  Dr.  Meyer  was  Emeritus  Professor  of  Surgery  in 
the  New  York  Post-Graduate  School,  Consulting  Surgeon  to  nine  hospitals, 
eight  of  which  were  in  the  New  York  metropolitan  area;  a  Senior  Fellow  of 
the  American  Surgical  Association;  a  Fellow  of  the  American  Medical  Asso¬ 
ciation,  the  American  College  of  Surgeons,  the  American  Association  for 
Thoracic  Surgery,  the  New  York  Surgical  Society,  the  New  York  Academy 
of  Medicine,  the  New  York  Association  for  Thoracic  Surgery,  of  which  he 
was  president  in  1920-21 ;  the  American  Gastroenterological  and  American 
Urological  associations,  the  American  Association  for  Cancer  Research,  of 
which  he  was  president  in  1922-23 ;  the  New  York  State  and  County  Medical 
societies,  the  New  York  Pathological  Society  and  numerous  other  medical  soci¬ 
eties,  including  the  Deutsche  Gesellschaft  f iir  Chirurgie  and  the  Deutsche 
Gesellschaft  fiir  Urologie.  In  addition  to  his  professional  connections,  he 
was  a  thirty-second  degree  Mason,  a  member  of  the  Knights  Templar  and 
the  Shrine  and  a  member  of  the  New  York  Yacht  Club  and  the  Lake  George 
Country  Club.  Dr.  Meyer  was  a  Republican  in  politics  and  a  member  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church. 

He  married  in  New  York  City,  on  April  29,  1885,  Lilly  Ottilie  Maass, 
daughter  of  Selig  and  Ottilie  Maass,  who  died  on  December  8,  1928.  They 
became  the  parents  of  four  children,  two  of  whom  survive:  Marjorie  Fanny, 
born  October  12,  1894,  married  Franz  G.  Flemming;  and  Herbert  Willy 
Meyer,  M.  D.  (q.  v.),  born  April  26,  1896. 

Dr.  Meyer  died  just  past  midnight  on  February  25,  1932,  at  the  close  of 
a  meeting  of  the  New  York  Surgical  Society,  in  which  he  had  taken  an  active 
part.  Although  he  had  coveted  a  few  more  years  for  the  sake  of  the  heavy 
research  program  upon  which  he  was  engaged,  it  had  always  been  his  wish  to 
die  in  harness,  and  the  circumstances  of  his  death  underlined  the  extraordinary 
fidelity  which  he  gave  to  his  life  work. 

Dr.  Meyer  [it  was  written  of  him]  was  a  great  surgeon,  whose  greatness 
did  not  lie  in  the  performance  of  routine  modern  and  popular  operations,  but 
in  doing  pioneer  work  in  surgery.  From  early  in  his  career  until  the  very 
time  of  his  death  he  was  actively  engaged  in  conquering  one  surgical  condition 
after  another.  The  qualities  required  for  this  he  possessed  to  an  unusual 
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degree;  he  had  an  inquisitive  mind,  clear  vision,  indomitable  energy,  great 
ability  and  excellent  judgment.  .  .  .  There  probably  is  no  branch  of  surgery 
which  did  not  engage  his  attention  and  about  which  he  did  not  make  some 
contribution  to  the  literature.  His  mind  was  ever  active  and  alert,  and  every¬ 
thing  new  which  promised  relief  to  suffering  humanity  was  tried  by  him.  .  .  . 
His  great  activity  has  been  of  value  not  alone  to  the  public,  but  to  the  younger 
men  in  the  profession.  He  reached  many  through  his  writings  and  through 
his  lectures,  and,  because  of  his  honesty  and  clearness  in  presenting  a  subject, 
and  his  note  of  optimism,  he  favorably  influenced  the  career  of  many.  For¬ 
tunate  was  the  young  surgeon  who  could  serve  under  him,  for  he  had  the 
constant  example  of  qualities  which  make  for  success,  early  rising,  hard  work, 
devotion  to  duty,  careful  observation,  courage,  ability  and  consideration  for 
the  patient.  .  .  . 

Willy  Meyer  was  respected  by  all  and  loved  by  many.  His  passing  was  a 
great  loss  to  the  profession,  but  his  contributions  to  the  development  of  sur¬ 
gery  will  live  and  they  reveal  that  he  truly  left  his  “Footprints  on  the  Sands 
of  Time.” 


DR.  HERBERT  WILLY  MEYER — In  adopting  the  profession  of 
medicine,  Dr.  Herbert  Willy  Meyer  continues  the  distinguished  tradition  estab¬ 
lished  by  his  father,  one  of  the  most  eminent  figures  of  the  medical  world.  He 
has  been  a  surgeon  in  New  York  for  some  twenty  years  and  is  active  in  many 
institutional  connections. 

Dr.  Meyer  was  born  in  New  York  City  on  April  26,  1896,  son  of  Dr. 
Willy  Meyer  (q.  v.)  and  Lilly  Ottilie  (Maass)  Meyer.  He  was  educated  at 
Columbia  University,  from  which  he  was  graduated  in  1916  with  the  degree 
of  Bachelor  of  Arts  and  carried  on  his  medical  studies  in  the  College  of  Phy¬ 
sicians  and  Surgeons  at  the  same  institution.  In  1919  he  took  the  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Medicine  and  after  serving  his  interneship,  entered  practice  in  New 
York  City.  In  1927  he  was  appointed  Associate  Attending  Surgeon  at  Lenox 
Hill  Hospital,  with  which  his  father  was  so  long  associated,  and  in  1935, 
became  Associate  Professor  of  Surgery  at  New  York  Post-Graduate  Medical 
School  and  Hospital.  In  the  same  year  he  was  appointed  Associate  Profes¬ 
sor  of  Clinical  Surgery  at  Columbia  University.  He  has  since  served  in 
these  connections  while  continuing  the  private  practice  of  general  surgery. 

Dr.  Meyer  has  devoted  special  attention  to  thoracic  surgery,  cancer 
research  and  the  development  of  operative  techniques  for  difficult  cases  of 
malignancy.  He  is  the  author  of  some  thirty  papers  on  these  and  other 
professional  subjects,  including  the  surgical  treatment  of  severe  gunshot 
wounds.  He  is  a  Fellow  of  the  American  College  of  Surgeons;  a  member 
of  the  American  Medical  Association,  the  American  Association  for  Thoracic 
Surgery,  the  American  Association  for  Cancer  Research,  the  New  York  Sur¬ 
gical  Society,  the  New  York  Society  for  Thoracic  Surgery,  the  New  York 
Pathological  Society,  the  New  York  Academy  of  Medicine,  the  New  York 
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State  Medical  Society  and  the  New  York  County  Medical  Society.  He  is  a 
diplomate  of  the  American  Board  of  Surgeons. 

Dr.  Meyer  is  also  a  member  of  the  Phi  Delta  Theta  Fraternity,  the  national 
medical  fraternity,  Nu  Sigma  Nu,  the  honorary  medical  fraternity,  Alpha 
Omega  Alpha,  the  Columbia  University  Club  of  New  York  City  and  the  Lake 
George  Country  Club  at  Lake  George,  summer  home  of  the  family  for  many 
years.  During  the  World  War,  he  was  a  member  of  the  Medical  Enlisted 
Reserve  Corps  of  the  United  States  Army.  He  is  a  Republican  in  politics 
and  a  member  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church. 

On  April  29,  1926,  in  New  York  City,  Dr.  Meyer  married  Emmy  Dorothy 
Kaesche,  daughter  of  Max  Baldwin  and  Emma  Dorothy  Kaesche.  They  are 
the  parents  of  two  daughters:  Dorothy  Elsie,  born  on  January  24,  1927,  and 
Audrey  Emmy,  born  on  November  4,  1928. 


LEROY  CARTER  RUSSELL — For  over  thirty-five  years  Leroy 
Carter  Russell,  clerk  of  Addison  County  and  judge  of  Addison  Municipal 
Court,  has  occupied  a  place  in  the  social,  civic  and  business  life  of  the  com¬ 
munity,  where  he  has  been  engaged  in  the  general  practice  of  the  law.  He 
has  also  conducted  an  insurance  business  since  1918. 

Mr.  Russell  was  born  at  New  Haven,  Vermont,  May  23,  1874,  the  son 
of  George  S.  and  Ovanda  C.  Russell,  both  of  his  native  State,  where  his 
father  was  a  farmer  and  dairyman,  held  various  town  offices  and  served  in 
the  State  Legislature  of  1894.  He  completed  a  high  school  education  at  Bee- 
man  Academy,  at  New  Haven,  Vermont,  and  afterward  attended  Middlebury 
College  where  he  was  a  graduate  of  the  class  of  1897.  After  teaching  several 
years  in  the  high  schools  of  the  State  of  New  York  he  studied  the  law,  and 
soon  after  admission  to  the  Vermont  bar  began  its  practice  at  Middlebury. 
He  served  as  prosecuting  attorney  of  Addison  County  from  1904  to  1908, 
as  representative  to  the  General  Assembly  from  1923  to  1925  and  as  referee 
in  bankruptcy  for  a  few  years  prior  to  1923.  He  has  been  county  clerk  and 
municipal  judge  since  1926. 

Mr.  Russell  is  a  member  of  the  Middlebury  Rotary  Club,  the  Middlebury 
Country  Club  and  fraternizes  with  the  local  lodge  of  the  Masonic  Order,  of 
which  he  is  a  Past  Master.  He  is  also  a  Past  Commander  of  the  local  Com- 
manderv  of  Knights  Templar  and  a  member  of  Cairo  Temple,  Ancient  Arabic 
Order  Nobles  of  the  Mystic  Shrine.  In  politics  he  is  a  Republican  and  in  his 
religious  convictions,  an  Episcopalian. 

On  August  2,  1898,  Mr.  Russell  married  at  Ashtabula,  Ohio,  May  Han¬ 
nah  Rockwell,  daughter  of  Lucius  T.  and  Alma  Rockwell.  They  are  the  par¬ 
ents  of  one  son :  Lieutenant-Commander  George  L.  Russell  of  the  United 
States  Navy,  born  September  3,  1900. 
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STEPHEN  HYATT  PELHAM  PELL— As  director  of  the  Fort 
Ticonderoga  Museum,  Stephen  Hyatt  Pelham  Pell  heads  an  institution  which 
helps  to  perpetuate  the  fine  traditions  of  the  Lake  Champlain  Valley  and  its 
role  in  the  history  of  the  Nation. 

Mr.  Pell  was  born  in  Flushing,  Long  Island,  on  February  4,  1874,  son  of 
John  Howland  and  Caroline  (Hyatt)  Pell  and  member  of  an  old  American 
family.  His  father  was  a  veteran  of  the  Civil  War,  in  which  he  served  as 
captain  of  the  4th  New  York  Regiment. 

Stephen  Hyatt  Pelham  Pell  was  educated  at  Flushing  Institute  and  began 
his  active  career  with  the  real  estate  firm  of  S.  Osgood  Pell  and  Company. 
Later  he  was  in  Wall  Street  with  S.  H.  P.  Pell  and  Company,  but  terminated 
this  connection  to  become  director  of  the  Fort  Ticonderoga  Museum  at  Ticon¬ 
deroga,  representing  an  interest  which  has  long  occupied  him.  Since  assum¬ 
ing  the  post  of  director  he  has  served  without  interruption. 

Mr.  Pell  is  affiliated  with  the  Free  and  Accepted  Masons  and  the  Benevo¬ 
lent  and  Protective  Order  of  Elks  and  is  a  member  of  the  Union  Club  of  New 
York  City.  He  has  an  extensive  military  record,  beginning  during  the 
Spanish- American  War,  when  he  enlisted  as  a  seaman  in  the  navy,  and  con¬ 
tinuing  through  the  World  War.  Before  the  United  States  was  drawn  into 
the  latter  conflict,  he  volunteered  with  the  French  forces  and  served  as  a 
private  in  the  French  Army  during  1916  and  part  of  1917.  When  his  own 
country  entered  the  war,  he  transferred  to  the  American  Expeditionary  Forces 
and  was  a  sergeant  in  the  United  States  Army  Ambulance  Service  until  after 
the  Armistice.  During  these  years  he  participated  in  many  battles  and  was 
wounded  in  action,  but  returned  to  civil  life  only  at  the  close  of  the  war. 

Mr.  Pell  is  a  Republican  in  politics  and  a  member  of  the  Protestant  Epis¬ 
copal  Church. 

He  married,  on  April  17,  1901,  in  New  York  City,  Sarah  Gibbs  Thompson, 
daughter  of  Robert  M.  and  Sarah  (Gibbs)  Thompson.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Pell 
have  two  sons:  Robert  Thompson,  born  on  March  9,  1902,  and  John  How¬ 
land  Gibbs,  born  on  August  9,  1904. 


HON.  FREDERICK  WILLIAM  KAVANAUGH— Few  men  have 
exerted  a  greater  or  more  beneficial  influence  over  the  political  life  of  Sara¬ 
toga  County  than  Frederick  William  Kavanaugh,  former  county  sherifif,  for¬ 
mer  State  Senator  and  former  chairman  of  the  Saratoga  Republican  Com¬ 
mittee  which  he  headed  for  twenty  years  and  in  which  he  still  occupies  a 
dominant  position.  Throughout  his  long  and  distinguished  career,  which 
spans  nearly  fifty-five  years,  he  also  has  achieved  prominence  in  business 
and  finance.  For  forty-five  years  he  was  engaged  in  the  manufacturing  busi¬ 
ness  and  for  forty-six  years  has  been  identified  with  the  Manufacturers’  Bank 
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of  Cohoes,  in  which  he  is  now  a  director  and  vice-president,  and  the  Bolton 
National  Bank,  of  Bolton  Landing,  in  which  he  is  a  director.  He  is  also  direc¬ 
tor  in  the  Bank  of  Waterford,  which  he  organized  in  1918. 

Senator  Kavanaugh  was  born  at  Waterford,  Saratoga  County,  September 
10,  1871,  the  son  of  Luke  and  Mary  Kavanaugh,  both  of  his  birthplace  where 
his  father  was  an  inventor  and  manufacturer  of  knitting  machinery.  He 
received  a  general  education  in  the  public  schools  of  his  native  community 
and  later  completed  his  studies  at  the  Troy  Business  College  from  which  he 
was  graduated.  In  1885  he  began  his  career  as  a  manufacturer  of  men’s 
underwear  and  conducted  this  business  until  1920,  when  he  retired. 

Mr.  Kavanaugh’s  name  has  been  identified  with  the  Republican  party  of 
this  section  for  more  than  four  and  a  half  decades.  He  was  active  in  its 
affairs  before  he  had  reached  his  majority  and  has  never  lost  his  enthusiasm 
for  its  principles  and  welfare.  His  official  life  dates  hack  to  1895  when  he 
was  elected  justice  of  the  peace  in  Waterford,  then  a  Democratic  stronghold. 
His  youth,  his  popularity  and  his  ability  had  a  telling  effect  on  the  fortunes  of 
the  party  he  chose  to  represent  which  is  borne  out  by  the  fact  that  in  1901 
he  became  the  first  Republican  to  be  elected  to  represent  the  town  of  Water¬ 
ford  in  the  county  board  of  supervisors  for  fourteen  years.  Furthermore,  at 
the  end  of  his  term  in  1903,  he  was  endorsed  by  both  the  Republican  and 
Democratic  factions  and  returned  to  the  board  but  never  served  out  his  term, 
having  been  elected  county  sheriff  in  1903.  Throughout  the  years  that  fol¬ 
lowed  he  dominated  the  affairs  of  the  Republican  organization  in  the  county 
and  achieved  lasting  distinction  as  a  dispenser  of  local,  State  and  Federal 
patronage.  He  coped  with  the  problem  in  a  masterly  fashion  which  should 
remain  a  model  of  inspiration  to  his  successors.  It  was  through  his  efforts 
that  Hiram  Todd  was  appointed  District  Attorney  of  Northern  New  York 
during  the  Harding  administration  and  it  was  also  due  to  his  efforts  that  Wil¬ 
liam  N.  Cromie  was  named  United  States  Marshal  for  this  district.  In  the 
meantime  Mr.  Kavanaugh  was  elected  in  1921  and  served  through  1924,  repre¬ 
senting  the  Saratoga- Schenectady  district.  He  had  long  been  known  as  a  cham¬ 
pion  of  good  roads  throughout  his  county  and  the  State  at  large  and  pioneered 
this  field  in  public  affairs.  Back  as  far  as  1903  Governor  Benjamin  B.  Odell 
had  named  him  one  of  New  York  State’s  two  delegates  to  the  first  Interna¬ 
tional  Conference  on  Good  Roads  which  was  held  in  Detroit,  Michigan,  the 
other  representative  being  Edwin  Bond,  State  engineer  at  the  time.  Thus  we 
get  a  glimpse  of  Senator  Kavanaugh  as  a  public  official.  In  party  affairs  his 
achievements,  are  equally,  if  not  more  impressive.  In  1908  he  attended  the 
Republican  National  Convention  which  nominated  William  Howard  Taft  for 
the  Presidency.  He  was  a  Presidential  Elector  for  President  Hoover  and  a 
delegate  to  the  National  Republican  Convention  at  Cleveland  which  nominated 
Alfred  M.  Landon  to  the  Presidency  in  1936. 
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Upon  his  retirement  from  the  chairmanship  of  the  Saratoga  County 
Republican  Committee,  a  newspaper  in  that  section  made  the  following  obser¬ 
vation  :  “The  retirement  of  Senator  Kavanaugh  as  chairman  marks  the  pass¬ 
ing  from  public  life  of  one  of  the  most  widely  known  political  figures  in  the 
State.  Few  county  leaders  have  been  able  to  equal  his  record  for  obtaining 
both  State  and  Federal  patronage,  for  Senator  Kavanaugh  was  continually 
attempting  to  secure  public  jobs  for  the  ‘boys  and  girls  back  borne’  in  Sara¬ 
toga  County.  .  .  .Few  men  in  public  life  have  so  enjoyed  the  confidence  of 
voters  over  such  a  long  period  of  time.” 

As  a  resident  of  Saratoga  County,  Senator  Kavanaugh  has  been  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  a  number  of  social  organizations.  He  fraternizes  with  the  Masonic 
Order,  in  which  he  holds  the  thirty-second  degree  and  is  a  member  of  tbe 
Shrine,  and  also  belongs  to  the  local  lodges  of  the  Benevolent  and  Protective 
Order  of  Elks  and  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows.  His  clubs  include 
the  Fort  Orange  of  Albany,  the  Lake  George  of  Lake  George,  the  Mt.  Mc¬ 
Gregor  Golf  Links  of  Saratoga  Spa  and  the  National  Republican.  In  his 
religious  convictions  he  worships  at  the  Episcopal  Church. 

On  December  9,  1891,  at  Cohoes,  Senator  Kavanaugh  married  Lillian  Mae 
LeRoy,  daughter  of  Alfred  and  Amelia  LeRoy. 


HOWARD  FISHER  WOODFIN — Becoming  associated  with  the 
Lincoln  Iron  Works  at  the  conclusion  of  his  college  career,  Howard  Fisher 
Woodfin  served  as  assistant  treasurer  of  this  great  industrial  plant  until  1920, 
at  which  time,  upon  his  father’s  death  he  succeeded  to  the  presidency,  and 
has  remained  in  this  post  till  the  present  day. 

Mr.  Woodfin  was  born  here  August  23,  1883,  the  son  of  the  late  John  N. 
and  Caroline  (Draper)  Woodfin.  John  N.  Woodfin  was  born  at  Pulaski, 
Tennessee,  January  5,  1849,  and  after  completing  his  education  in  the  com¬ 
mon  schools  of  Pawlet,  Vermont,  he  came  to  Rutland,  and  entered  the  employ 
of  the  Bank  of  Rutland,  where  he  continued  for  several  years.  Then,  in 
association  with  Charles  Clement  he  entered  the  marble  business,  organizing 
the  firm  of  Clement,  Gilson  and  Woodfin,  which  continued  until  1889,  when 
the  business  was  sold  to  the  Vermont  Marble  Company.  Mr.  Woodfin  then 
became  president  of  the  Lincoln  Iron  Works,  and  served  in  this  capacity  until 
his  death,  February  23,  1920.  In  addition  to  these  duties,  he  also  served  as 
a  director  of  the  American  Type  Founders  of  Jersey  City,  New  Jersey,  and 
the  National  Paper  and  Type  Company  of  New  York  City,  and  as  president 
of  the  Marble  Savings  Bank  at  Rutland.  He  was  an  active  member  of  the 
Episcopal  Church,  where  he  served  as  senior  warden,  and  in  political  faith 
was  a  supporter  of  the  Republican  party.  Caroline  (Draper)  Woodfin  was 
born  in  Yonkers,  New  York,  August  4,  1855. 
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Howard  Fisher  Woodfin  graduated  from  Rutland  High  School  in  1900, 
and  he  then  entered  Phillips-Exeter  Academy.  After  completing  his  studies 
here  in  1902  he  matriculated  at  Harvard  University,  where  he  was  graduated 
in  1906  with  a  Bachelor  of  Science  degree.  He  then  became  assistant  treas¬ 
urer  of  the  Lincoln  Iron  Works,  and  in  1920  he  followed  in  his  father’s  foot¬ 
steps  and  assumed  the  duties  of  president  of  this  concern.  The  Lincoln  Iron 
Works,  one  of  the  oldest  industrial  plants  in  Rutland,  was  established  in  1864 
by  Thomas  Ross  and  Redfield  Proctor  for  the  purpose  of  manufacturing  stone 
working  machinery.  In  1890  this  company  became  wholesalers’  and  manu¬ 
facturers’  agents  for  plumbing  and  heating  supplies,  and  at  present  normally 
affords  employment  to  one  hundred  workers.  Mr.  Woodfin  is  also  at  the 
present  time  a  member  of  the  board  of  directors  of  the  Killington  National 
Bank  and  the  Holmes  Iron  Company,  and  a  trustee  of  the  Marble  Savings 
Bank  of  Rutland.  During  the  World  War  he  was  attached  to  the  Field 
Artillery,  and  was  stationed  at  Camp  Taylor,  Louisville,  Kentucky. 

Mr.  Woodfin  is  a  prominent  member  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  where  he 
has  served  as  warden,  and  in  other  official  capacities,  and  politically,  he  is 
a  supporter  of  the  Republican  party.  He  is  also  a  member  of  the  local  Cham¬ 
ber  of  Commerce,  and  an  affiliate  of  Rutland  Lodge,  Free  and  Accepted 
Masons. 

He  was  united  in  marriage,  May  20,  1914,  to  Dorothy  Guyon  of  Brook¬ 
lyn,  New  York,  daughter  of  Sidney  Coddington  and  Caroline  (Henshaw) 
Guyon.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Woodfin  are  the  parents  of  four  daughters:  1.  Caro¬ 
line  G.,  married  William  R.  Pond,  Jr.,  of  Hanover,  New  Hampshire.  2. 
Shirley  Elizabeth,  a  student  at  Stoneleigh  College  in  Rye,  New  Hampshire. 
3.  Suzanne  Adams,  a  student  at  Rutland  High  School.  4.  Dorothea  Erwina, 
a  student  at  the  Rutland  Junior  High  School. 


SEAVER  ASBURY  MILLER — Like  his  distinguished  father,  whose 
name  occupies  a  place  of  outstanding  distinction  in  the  pioneer  history  of 
Franklin  County,  Seaver  Asbury  Miller,  former  mayor  of  Saranac  Lake, 
clerk  of  Saranac  Lake  Village  for  thirty-three  years,  justice  of  the  peace  at 
Harrietstown  for  thirty-six  years  and  officer  of  numerous  other  social,  civic 
and  business  organizations,  is  ranked  among  the  outstanding  leaders  of  his 
generation  in  this  section  of  the  State. 

Mr.  Miller  was  born  at  Saranac  Lake,  Franklin  County,  November  20, 
1867,  the  son  of  Van  Buren  and  Sarah  Eleanor  (Malbone)  Miller,  both 
natives  of  Wilmington,  Essex  County,  and  the  great-grandson  of  Captain 
Pliny  Miller,  of  Albany  County,  who  came  to  Essex  County  during  the  War 
of  1812,  a  conflict  in  which  he  served  under  Colonel  Young.  Captain  Miller 
pushed  into  the  wilderness  after  the  war,  bought  three  hundred  acres  in  what 
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is  now  the  village  of  Saranac  Lake,  built  the  first  dam  and  sawmill  in  this 
section  and  became  the  first  supervisor  of  the  town  of  Harrietstown.  Mr. 
Miller’s  father,  who  was  born  September  29,  1827,  and  died  at  Saranac  Lake, 
June  17,  1892,  came  to  Franklin  County  in  1858,  and  embarked  upon  a  career 
that  now  occupies  a  distinctive  place  in  the  historic  annals  of  this  region.  He 
engaged  in  farming  and  the  lumber  business.  From  the  outset  of  his  life 
here  he  assumed  a  leadership  that  was  to  command  the  admiration  and  esteem 
of  his  fellow-citizens  for  its  unselfishness  and  devotion  to  the  general  welfare. 
He  instigated  and  championed  the  most  progressive  measures.  In  this  con¬ 
nection  he  was  almost  solely  responsible  for  the  construction  of  a  State  road 
to  the  nearly  isolated  region  around  Tupper  Lake.  He  also  arranged  for  ade¬ 
quate  school  facilities  and  from  1885  to  1890  was  the  State  land  agent  in 
Franklin  and  Essex  counties.  His  record  of  public  service  is  a  recital  of 
inspiring  achievement.  For  fourteen  consecutive  terms  he  was  supervisor  of 
his  town  and  for  thirty-three  years  served  as  justice  of  the  peace.  He  was  a 
devout  man.  From  the  time  of  his  confirmation  by  Bishop  Doane  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  at  Albany  he  was  one  of  the  most  consistent 
supporters  of  his  local  church  and  rector.  Van  Buren  Miller  married  at 
Wilmington,  Essex  County,  April  16,  1852,  Sarah  Eleanor  Malbone,  of  that 
place,  and  they  became  the  parents  of  the  following  children:  1.  Mary  Ophelia, 
deceased.  2.  Florence  Hortense,  deceased.  3.  John  Herbert,  who  was  born 
April  7,  1858,  was  graduated  from  Beeman  Academy,  New  Haven,  Vermont, 
served  as  principal  of  the  Saranac  Lake  grade  schools,  became  a  successful 
merchant  here,  was  postmaster  and  supervisor  of  his  town  and  village,  a 
leader  of  the  local  Democratic  party,  and  died  April  10,  1896.  4.  Elmer  Pliny, 
graduate  of  Middlebury  College,  the  New  York  Theological  Seminary  and 
became  archdeacon  of  eastern  Oklahoma  for  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church. 
He  was  rector  of  the  Church  of  St.  Luke  the  Beloved  Physician,  at  Saranac 
Lake,  from  1917  to  1930,  and  died  in  New  York  City  January  5,  1930.  5. 
Laura  Jerusha,  deceased.  6.  Eleanor  Sarah,  resident  of  Saranac  Lake.  7. 
Seaver  Asbury,  whose  name  heads  this  review.  8.  Helen  Maude,  who  resides 
in  Saranac  Lake.  Sarah  Eleanor  (Malbone)  Miller  died  at  her  home  in 
Saranac  Lake,  October  3,  1929,  at  more  than  one  hundred  years  of  age. 

Seaver  Asbury  Miller  received  a  general  education  in  the  schools  of 
Saranac  Lake  and  later  completed  his  studies  at  the  Oswego  State  Normal  and 
Training  School.  Soon  afterward  he  began  his  career  as  proprietor  of  a 
general  country  store  in  Saranac  Lake,  which  he  operated  from  1887  to  1891. 
Later  in  life  he  established  himself  as  an  agent  for  Stock  Insurance  Com¬ 
panies  of  New  York  and  Philadelphia,  which  he  has  represented  for  over 
thirty  years.  While  his  business  achievements  have  in  themselves  been  note¬ 
worthy  his  most  notable  contributions  have  been  made  to  the  civic  affairs  of 
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the  community.  From  October,  1898  to  April,  1931,  he  served  as  clerk  of 
Saranac  Lake  Village,  was  justice  of  the  peace  here  from  1900  to  1936,  and 
served  as  mayor  of  the  community  from  1931  to  1935.  Like  his  forebears  he 
has  been  a  staunch  supporter  and  leader  of  the  Democratic  party  in  this 
region,  the  minority  organization.  It  is  worthy  of  note,  in  this  connection, 
that  save  for  the  first  two  times  he  ran  for  office,  both  political  factions  have 
endorsed  him  for  the  local  positions  he  sought.  He  has  also  been  the  Demo¬ 
cratic  candidate  for  a  place  in  the  New  York  State  Assembly  and  though 
defeated  has  run  ahead  of  any  other  candidate  on  his  ticket. 

Mr.  Miller  has  also  served  as  president  of  the  consolidated  board  of  health 
of  the  village  of  Saranac  Lake  and  the  town  of  Harrietstown  since  1922,  was 
president  of  the  local  board  of  education  for  a  number  of  years,  secretary  of 
the  Board  of  Trade  for  seven  years  and  its  president  for  three  years,  and 
secretary  and  member  of  the  board  of  directors  of  the  Saranac  Lake  Gen¬ 
eral  Emergency  Hospital  for  a  number  of  years.  Prior  to  its  absorption  by 
the  Adirondack  National  Bank,  in  1938,  Mr.  Miller  was  a  stockholder  in  the 
Saranac  Lake  National  Bank  and  is  now  a  director  in  the  Saranac  Lake  Fed¬ 
eral  Savings  and  Loan  Association.  In  his  religious  convictions  he  has  wor¬ 
shipped  at  the  Church  of  St.  Luke  the  Beloved  Physician,  of  Saranac  Lake, 
for  which  he  has  been  a  vestryman  for  the  past  thirty  years.  Mr.  Miller  has 
been  described  as  a  man  of  great  amiability,  an  entertaining  raconteur,  an 
enthusiastic  fisherman  and  an  authority  on  local  history.  His  extensive  knowl¬ 
edge  of  this  section  of  the  country,  its  people,  its  business,  its  sports  and  its 
beauty,  have  been  a  source  of  constant  interest  to  his  fellow-townsmen  and 
visitors  and  has  also  supplied  him  with  material  for  numerous  articles  which 
he  has  written  for  metropolitan  dailies  and  sporting  magazines. 


JACKSON  STRONG  — For  over  forty-five  years  the  Strongs,  father 
and  sons,  have  been  associated  with  Huntley’s  laundering,  cleaning  and  dye¬ 
ing  establishment  of  Burlington,  Vermont.  This  corporation,  now  known  as 
Huntley’s,  Incorporated,  with  agencies  in  the  larger  towns  and  principal  cities 
of  this  State,  was  established  by  Mr.  Huntley  prior  to  1893,  when  Theodotius 
P.  Strong,  a  native  of  Canada,  became  an  employee  of  the  founder  and  sub¬ 
sequently,  proprietor  of  the  Huntley  establishment,  expanding  and  directing 
its  activities  up  until  his  death  on  May  3,  1928,  at  which  time  his  two  sons, 
Jackson  and  Edwin  B.  Strong,  took  over  the  management,  conducting  the 
enterprise  ever  since  with  signal  success. 

As  already  indicated,  Theodotius  P.  Strong  was  not  one  of  Burlington’s 
native  sons,  but  few  of  his  business  contemporaries  here  have  contributed  more 
than  he  to  this  city’s  growth  and  general  welfare ;  and  there  were  in  his  day 
few  worthy  movements  promoted  for  the  good  of  this  community  which  failed 
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of  obtaining  his  endorsement,  cooperation  and  participation.  Active  to  the 
last  in  the  Burlington  Chamber  of  Commerce,  the  Republican  party,  and  St. 
Paul’s  Episcopal  Church,  and  of  which  organizations  he  was  an  honored  mem¬ 
ber,  Mr.  Strong  also  was  affiliated  fraternally  with  the  Independent  Order  of 
Odd  Fellows,  and  Eden  Lodge  of  Ware,  Massachusetts,  Free  and  Accepted 
Masons.  He  married  Georgian  Stone,  who  predeceased  him  by  eight  years, 
passing  away  in  1920,  while  he  died  in  1928.  They  were  the  parents  of  three 
children:  1.  Jackson,  of  further  mention.  2.  Edwin  B.  3.  Cornelia. 

Jackson  Strong  was  born  August  31,  1905,  at  Ware,  Massachusetts,  where 
the  parents  lived  for  awhile  before  settling  permanently  in  Burlington,  Ver¬ 
mont.  After  attending  the  public  schools  here,  Mr.  Strong  graduated  from 
Burlington  High  School  in  1924,  and  immediately  became  connected  with 
Huntley’s,  launderers,  cleaners  and  dyers,  of  which  his  father  was  president. 
Upon  the  latter’s  death,  and  after  the  incorporation  of  the  concern  in  October, 
1928,  as  Huntley’s,  Incorporated,  Jackson  Strong  became  president  and  treas¬ 
urer,  and  his  brother  Edwin  B.  Strong,  became  associated  with  him  in  the 
management  of  this  growing  business.  The  plant  and  general  offices  are 
located  at  103  St.  Paul  Street,  Burlington,  with  Statewide  agencies  and 
branches. 

Jackson  Strong  married,  July  7,  1928,  Jeannette  L.  Hays,  a  native  of 
Burlington. 


RAYMOND  EDWARD  DENNIN— Since  the  first  year  of  the 
present  century,  Raymond  Edward  Dennin  has  been  identified  with  the 
undertaking  business  at  Ballston  Spa.  Few  men  in  the  place  are  better  known, 
better  liked,  or  have  taken  a  more  constructive  part  in  its  affairs.  Like  many 
who  rise  to  prominence  he  arrived  at  his  destination  in  life  only  after  several 
detours  along  the  way  and  much  colorful  experience. 

He  was  born  at  Saratoga  Springs,  on  Christmas  Day,  1876,  son  of  James 
Peter  and  Kate  T.  (Carville)  Dennin.  His  father,  also  a  native  of  Saratoga 
Springs,  met  many  notables  from  all  over  the  world  during  the  dozen  years 
he  operated  the  Worden  (formerly  the  Arlington)  Hotel,  before  his  death  at 
the  age  of  forty-two  years.  His  wife  was  born  in  Chillicothe,  Ohio. 

Raymond  Edward  Dennin  after  attending  local  schools,  went  to  Yonkers, 
New  York,  where  he  entered  a  private  academy,  where  he  had  as  classmates 
Lionel  and  John  Barrymore.  He  attended  Fordham  University,  New  York 
City.  No  doubt  this  early  proximity  to  New  York  City  and  acquaintance  with 
outstanding  figures  in  theatrical  circles,  exerted  some  influence  upon  his  ideas. 
But  it  is  noteworthy  that  one  of  the  first  things  he  did  when  beginning  to 
make  a  livelihood  was  to  go  West,  where  he  worked  on  a  ranch  for  two  years. 
The  West  was  still  a  young  man’s  country  and  none  too  easy  a  section  in

which  to  make  good.  He  also,  in  1891-92,  was  an  express  messenger,  one  of 
the  various  incidents  of  the  first  phase  of  his  business  career.  In  June,  1900, 
he  became  associated  with  the  Jessie  Young  Undertaking  Establishment  in 
Ballston  Spa,  which  was  then  a  branch  of  the  Howell  Taylor  Company.  In 
1904  he  purchased  the  business  of  William  P.  Harmon,  which  he  has  since 
conducted.  Mr.  Dennin  is  now  the  oldest  and  widest  known  mortician  in 
Ballston  Spa. 

Probably  the  most  interesting  detail  about  Mr.  Dennin  is  not  his  success 
in  business  but  what  he  has  done  along  other  lines,  for  he  is  an  exemplar  of 
the  dictum  that  learning  how  to  live  is  more  valuable  than  making  a  liveli¬ 
hood.  Travel,  for  example,  has  been  one  of  his  hobbies,  and  for  some  good 
reason  he  has  confined  most  of  his  journeys  to  the  Western  Hemisphere.  He 
knows  South  America,  and  the  West  Indies,  not  as  a  book,  but  as  friendly 
ports  with  which  the  people  of  our  own  country  would  profit  by  a  better 
understanding. 

in  Ballston  Spa  he  takes  an  enlightened  interest  in  nearly  all  civic  and 
fraternal  activities.  He  is  a  member  and  past  president  of  the  Rotary  Club, 
member  of  the  Utopian  Club,  is  fraternally  affiliated  with  the  Benevolent  and 
Protective  Order  of  Elks,  the  Modern  Woodmen  of  the  World,  and  is  a  Past 
Grand  Knight  of  the  Knights  of  Columbus.  He  served  with  the  2d  Regi¬ 
ment,  National  Guard  of  New  York  State  in  the  Spanish-American  War, 
and  participated  in  many  of  the  public  activities  of  the  World  War  period. 
A  Democrat,  he  has  never  been  a  politician.  His  religious  affiliations  are  with 
St.  Mary’s  Catholic  Church,  at  Ballston  Spa. 

At  Ballston  Spa,  on  April  2,  1902,  Raymond  Edward  Dennin  married 
Emily  Georgia  Hathorn,  daughter  of  Isaac  and  Maud  (Sheppard)  Hathorn. 

AUGUST  C.  NEUMANN — Proprietor  of  the  Algonquin  Hotel,  an 
attractive  modern  hostelry  situated  on  a  slight  elevation  on  the  west  shore  of 
Lake  George,  facing  the  lake  and  overlooking  beautiful  Bolton  Bay,  August 
C.  Neumann,  of  Bolton  Landing,  New  York,  is  one  of  the  leading  hotel  men 
of  Warren  County,  as  well  as  being  one  of  the  outstanding  citizens  of  his 
community  and  the  entire  Lake  George  neighborhood. 

August  C.  Neumann  was  born  at  Cliffside,  New  Jersey,  April  30,  1889, 
son  of  August  E.  and  Mary  (McManus)  Neumann.  August  E.  Neumann, 
who  was  born  in  Germany,  came  to  America  as  a  young  man  and  established 
himself  in  Cliffside  as  a  building  contractor  and  real  estate  developer,  activities 
in  which  he  was  engaged  at  the  time  of  his  death.  He  was  also  vigorously 
interested  in  the  political  problems  of  his  community  as  well  as  its  economic 
prosperity  and  was  a  leader  in  the  adoption  of  the  city  form  of  government 
of  Cliffside,  being  elected  the  first  mayor  under  the  new  organization  and 
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holding  the  office  for  twenty-two  years.  Mary  (McManus)  Neumann,  his 
wife,  also  deceased,  was  a  native  of  Guttenberg,  New  Jersey. 

After  passing  through  the  grade  schools  of  Cliffside  and  graduating  from 
the  Hackensack  (New  Jersey)  High  School,  August  C.  Neumann  found  his 
first  regular  employment  as  a  bookkeeper,  a  business  which  he  abandoned 
after  six  months  trial  to  apprentice  himself  to  the  trade  of  a  machinist  and 
die  maker.  After  some  eight  years  in  this  trade,  Mr.  Neumann  became  inter¬ 
ested  in  the  growing  popularity  of  the  automobile  and,  accordingly,  established 
himself  in  business  as  the  proprietor  and  manager  of  the  Palisades  Day  and 
Night  Garage,  his  enterprise  being  the  first  and,  for  years,  the  only  garage 
and  service  station  in  Cliffside.  Mr.  Neumann  continued  to  operate  this  busi¬ 
ness  until  1918,  when  he  disposed  of  his  interests  in  Cliffside  and  moved  to 
Bolton  Landing,  where  he  purchased  and  managed  the  Mohegan  Inn  for  a 
period  of  about  eight  years.  Then,  in  1926,  he  purchased  the  Reed  Miller 
property  and,  renaming  the  establishment  the  Adirondack  Lodge,  managed 
this  second  hotel  for  seven  years,  until  1933,  the  year  when  he  purchased  his 
present  property,  the  Algonquin  Hotel,  an  establishment  which  he  has  owned 
and  operated  through  the  present  time.  The  hotel  which  has  recently  been 
enlarged  by  the  construction  of  a  modern  grill  built  out  over  the  blue  waters 
of  the  lake  is  patronized  by  a  select  clientele  who  appreciate  the  home-like 
atmosphere  of  the  place,  as  well  as  its  modern  comforts  and  its  gorgeous 
location  upon  the  shores  of  the  lake  looking  out  across  the  water,  studded 
with  wooded  islands  to  the  Green  Mountains  bulking  to  the  east. 

Supporting  his  business  interests  by  membership  in  the  New  York  State 
Hotel  Association  and  the  American  Hotel  Association,  Mr.  Neumann  aids 
local  development  and  prosperity  by  membership  in  the  Lake  George  Chamber 
of  Commerce  and  the  Bolton  Chamber  of  Commerce,  being  the  secretary  of 
this  latter  organization.  A  member  of  Hackensack  Lodge,  No.  658,  Benevo¬ 
lent  and  Protective  Order  of  Elks,  Mr.  Neumann,  who  is  a  member  of  the 
Blessed  Sacrament  Catholic  Church  of  Bolton,  finds  his  greatest  pleasure  in 
boating  on  Lake  George,  a  hobby  which  is  reflected  by  the  large  fleet  of  boats 
and  canoes  which  he  maintains  on  the  beach  in  front  of  his  hotel. 

August  C.  Neumann  married,  in  1915,  Lillian  Mulligan,  who  is  a  native  of 
Lake  George.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Neumann  are  the  parents  of  two  children:  1. 
Helen  Louise,  a  graduate  of  the  Merchants  and  Bankers  Business  College  of 
New  York  City.  2.  Lillian  Magdelene. 


JAMES  D.  SMITH — Partner  in  the  firm  of  F.  R.  Smith  and  Sons, 
Incorporated,  dealers  in  marine  supplies,  boats,  fishing  equipment  and  pro¬ 
prietors  of  one  of  the  largest  boat  yards  and  railroads  in  this  section  of  Lake 
George,  James  D.  Smith,  of  Bolton  Landing,  New  York,  is  not  only  one  of 
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the  leading  business  men  of  his  community  but  also  an  outstanding  citizen, 
one  who  has  given  generously  of  his  time  and  energy  to  the  prosperity  and 
development  of  the  community,  as  well  as  serving  for  many  years  in  public 
office. 

James  D.  Smith  was  born  at  Bolton  Landing,  May  21,  1895,  son  of  Fred 
R.  and  Clara  (Lenox)  Smith.  Fred  R.  Smith,  who  was  born  in  Queensberry, 
New  York,  established  himself  in  Bolton  as  a  boat  builder  and  formed  the  firm 
of  Fred  R.  Smith  and  Son,  Incorporated,  an  enterprise  of  which  he  has 
remained  a  partner  with  his  sons.  Clara  (Lenox)  Smith,  his  wife,  is  a  native 
of  Queensberry,  New  YorK,  loo. 

After  passing  through  the  public  schools  of  Bolton,  James  D.  Smith 
completed  his  formal  education  at  the  Albany  Business  College  and  then, 
returning  home,  found  his  first  employment  as  a  clerk  in  a  Bolton  grocery 
and  hardware  store.  However,  in  1915,  having  been  interested  in  boats  and 
boating  all  his  life,  he  entered  the  boat  business,  at  first  working  for  private 
parties  along  the  shores  of  Lake  George  and  then,  in  1922,  becoming  a  partner 
with  his  father  and  brother  in  F.  R.  Smith  and  Sons,  Incorporated,  a  business 
with  which  he  has  been  associated  through  the  present  time. 

Active  in  the  ranks  of  the  Republican  party  organization  as  Bolton  Town 
Committeeman  since  1931,  Mr.  Smith  has  always  been  deeply  interested  in 
civic  and  political  problems  and  has  held  public  office  for  years,  being  town 
clerk  of  the  town  of  Bolton,  an  office  which  he  has  held  since  1931 ;  a  member 
of  the  Bolton  Board  of  Education  since  1930;  and  president  of  the  board  for 
the  past  eight  years.  During  the  World  War,  Mr.  Smith  enlisted  in  the 
United  States  Army  on  April  6,  1918,  and,  assigned  to  Section  602,  Ambu¬ 
lance  Corps,  was  sent  to  France  for  service  with  the  American  Expeditionary 
Forces,  where  he  remained  for  a  year,  being  returned  home  and  receiving  his 
discharge  with  the  grade  of  mechanic  in  June,  1919.  Preserving  his  war¬ 
time  memories  by  membership  in  Bolton  Post,  American  Legion,  an  organiza¬ 
tion  of  which  he  is  a  Past  Commander,  Mr.  Smith,  who  attends  the  Bolton 
Episcopal  Church  and  enjoys  hunting  as  a  means  of  recreation,  also  belongs 
to  Warrensburg  Lodge,  No.  425,  Free  and  Accepted  Masons. 

James  D.  Smith  married,  in  1924,  Ruth  Taft,  who  is  a  native  of  Glens 
Falls.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Smith  are  the  parents  of  five  children:  1.  Clara  E. 
2.  Frederick  C.  3.  James  D.,  Jr.  4.  Janet  R.  5.  Robert  A. 


BENJAMIN  F.  SULLIVAN  — Since  1924,  Benjamin  F.  Sullivan  has 
been  engaged  in  the  hardware  and  furniture  business  in  his  native  city,  Chazy, 
New  York,  where  he  has  also  long  distinguished  himself  in  civic  and  political 
life,  serving  as  a  member  of  the  School  Board,  and  for  twenty  years  as  town 
clerk.  He  was  born  September  16,  1879,  the  son  of  the  late  Patrick  and  Hattie 
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M.  (Wool)  Sullivan.  Patrick  Sullivan,  a  native  of  Boston,  Massachusetts, 
was  employed  as  a  mechanic  at  the  time  of  his  death.  Hattie  M.  (Wool) 
Sullivan,  a  native  of  Chazy,  New  York,  is  now  residing  on  Long  Island,  New 
York. 

Benjamin  F.  Sullivan  received  his  education  in  the  Chazy  public  schools 
and  for  approximately  one  year  after  the  completion  of  his  schooling,  he  was 
engaged  as  a  steam  engineer.  He  then  learned  the  blacksmith  trade,  and  was 
occupied  in  this  field  for  the  next  thirty-two  years,  operating  his  own  shop 
from  1901  to  1924.  In  this  year  he  established  his  present  hardware  and 
furnishing  business  in  the  same  building  where  he  learned  the  blacksmith 
trade  years  before,  and  he  has  been  most  successful  in  this  business.  In  his 
capacity  as  town  clerk  he  has  rendered  beneficial  service  to  the  community  at 
large,  and  he  is  highly  respected  by  his  friends  and  fellow-citizens  as  a  most 
trustworthy  and  capable  public  official. 

Mr.  Sullivan  is  an  active  member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  where  he 
serves  as  an  elder  and  trustee,  and  in  political  allegiance,  he  is  a  staunch 
supporter  of  the  Republican  party.  Fraternally  he  is  affiliated  with  Chazy 
Lodge,  No.  1095,  Free  and  Accepted  Masons. 

He  is  married  to  Nellie  Barnett  of  Mooers,  New  York,  and  a  product  of 
the  public  and  high  school  system  in  that  place.  She  was  a  member  of  the 
first  graduating  class  at  the  Mooers  High  School,  and  for  several  years  prior 
to  her  marriage,  she  was  engaged  as  a  school  teacher  in  her  native  city.  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Sullivan  are  the  parents  of  a  daughter,  Edith  H.,  a  native  of  Chazy, 
a  graduate  of  the  local  schools,  a  former  student  at  Simmons  College  and  the 
Genesee  and  Plattsburg  Normal  schools,  and  a  graduate  of  New  York  Uni¬ 
versity  with  the  degrees  of  Bachelor  of  Science  and  Bachelor  of  Science  in 
Library  Service.  She  is  at  present  engaged  as  a  librarian  in  the  Plattsburg 
Normal  School,  and  she  is  the  holder  of  a  permanent  teaching  certificate. 


WALLACE  EMERSON  LAMB— Wallace  Emerson  Lamb,  school 
administrator  and  historian,  was  born  in  Bolton  Landing,  New  York,  August 
1,  1905.  He  attended  the  local  schools,  earning  his  academic  diploma  in  June, 
1922.  In  September  of  that  year  he  entered  Clark  University,  Worcester, 
Massachusetts,  receiving  his  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  in  1926.  As  an 
undergraduate  he  earned  admission  to  the  Clark  Scholarship  Society,  was 
chosen  a  member  of  Gryphon  (senior  honorary  society),  and  became  pres¬ 
ident  of  Theta  Kappa  Nu,  which  was  the  only  chapter  of  a  national  college 
fraternity  at  Clark.  During  the  year  1926-27,  Mr.  Lamb  was  engaged  in 
graduate  work  at  the  same  institution  in  the  field  of  history  and  international 
relations.  He  wrote  an  original  thesis  entitled  the  “Ballinger-Pinchot  Dis¬ 
pute,”  and  received  his  degree  of  Master  of  Arts  in  June,  1927.  Since  then 
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he  has  attended  summer  sessions  of  New  York  State  Teachers’  College  at 
Albany,  specializing  in  problems  of  school  administration. 

During  the  school  year  1927-28,  Mr.  Lamb  was  history  instructor  at 
Essex  Junction  High  School,  Essex  Junction,  Vermont.  He  then  was  elected 
to  the  principalship  of  Bolton  Central  School  at  Bolton  Landing,  New  York, 
a  position  which  he  has  held  ever  since. 

Mr.  Lamb  always  possessed  a  strong  interest  in  things  historical,  par¬ 
ticularly  those  connected  with  Lake  George  and  Lake  Champlain.  He  began 
to  study  closely  the  local  history  of  this  region  merely  to  satisfy  his  own 
curiosity.  As  time  went  on,  however,  it  became  apparent  that  there  was  an 
urgent  need  for  printed  historical  material  which  would  be  available  to  the 
public;  practically  all  such  books  being  out  of  print.  Finally,  in  1934,  Mr. 
Lamb  decided  to  publish  a  booklet  entitled  “History  of  Lake  George”  on  his 
own  financial  responsibility.  This  publication  met  with  an  enthusiastic  wel¬ 
come,  and  the  large  first  edition  was  exhausted.  Since  that  time  a  second 
edition  has  been  printed  under  the  title  “Historic  Lake  George.” 

Mr.  Lamb’s  chief  contribution  in  the  field  of  historical  research  prob¬ 
ably  was  related  to  the  life  of  Father  Isaac  Jogues,  S.  J.,  discoverer  of  Lake 
George,  and  he  is  today  considered  to  be  the  outstanding  authority  on  that 
phase  of  Jogues’  life  which  was  connected  with  the  Lake  Champlain  and 
Lake  George  valleys. 

Because  of  widespread  public  interest  in  his  Lake  George  booklet  and  the 
life  of  Father  Jogues;  because  most  historical  books  dealing  with  this  area 
were  rendered  obsolete  by  recent  historical  research  here  and  abroad,  while  all 
utterly  neglected  economic  and  social  history ;  and  because  of  the  scarcity  of 
local  history  material  available,  in  schools  and  libraries  in  particular,  Mr. 
Lamb  ultimately  decided  to  conduct  his  research  on  a  more  extensive  and 
intensive  scale.  In  December,  1937,  he  became  associated  with  The  Amer¬ 
ican  Historical  Company,  Inc.,  of  New  York  City  as  the  author  of  the  first 
two  volumes  of  this  set.  He  has  also  been  in  considerable  demand  as  a 
speaker  and  lecturer  on  local  history. 

Mr.  Lamb  belongs  to  the  New  York  State  Historical  Association.  He  is 
also  a  member  of  the  Warren  County  Schoolmasters’  Club,  which  he  has 
served  as  secretary  and  treasurer:  of  Masonic  Lodge,  No.  425,  at  Warrens- 
burg;  and  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  of  Bolton  Landing,  of  which 
he  at  present  is  treasurer.  For  one  year  he  served  as  president  of  the  Adiron¬ 
dack  League  (school  athletic  organization),  while  he  retains  membership  in 
the  Warren  County  Farm  Bureau  and  the  Bolton  Volunteer  Fire  Company. 

Mr.  Lamb  is  the  son  of  Bert  W.  and  Thirsa  Ward  Lamb,  who  continue 
to  reside  in  Bolton  Landing.  His  father  has  for  years  been  very  active  in 
Republican  political  circles  in  Warren  County,  serving  eleven  consecutive

years  as  supervisor  for  the  town  of  Bolton,  being  elected  chairman  of 
the  county  board  of  supervisors,  and  later  serving  three  years  as  Warren 
County’s  sheriff. 

On  June  29,  1929,  Mr.  Lamb  was  married  to  Edith  Bertha  Engvall, 
daughter  of  August  and  Anna  Engvall  of  Worcester,  Massachusetts,  at  a 
ceremony  held  in  that  city.  Their  two  children  are  Bert  Woodworth,  born 
April  16,  1931,  and  Robert  Bruce,  born  December  26,  1936. 


HORACE  ALVIN  COLBURN — For  many  years  Horace  Alvin  Col¬ 
burn  served  as  treasurer  of  the  city  of  Rutland,  Vermont,  and  was  one  of  his 
community’s  foremost  civic  workers.  Mr.  Colburn  interested  himself  in  a 
wide  variety  of  civic  activities,  earning  thereby  the  respect,  admiration  and 
affection  of  his  fellow-citizens  in  all  walks  and  departments  of  life.  His  per¬ 
sonal  qualities  were  those  of  the  humanitarian  and  the  kind  and  generous 
leader,  and  his  influence  for  good  was  widely  and  beneficially  felt. 

Mr.  Colburn  was  born  June  16,  1889,  in  Rutland,  Vermont,  son  of  Horace 
E.  and  Emily  E.  (Johnson)  Colburn,  both  of  whom  are  now  deceased.  His 
father,  Horace  E.  Colburn,  was  born  in  1848,  at  Shrewsbury,  Vermont,  and 
was  for  years  engaged  in  farming,  later  turning  his  attention  to  commercial 
traveling,  in  which  he  was  active  at  the  time  of  his  death  in  1909.  His  wife, 
Mrs.  Emily  E.  (Johnson)  Colburn,  mother  of  Horace  A.  Colburn,  was  born 
in  1854  in  Rutland,  and  died  in  1910. 

Public  schools  provided  Horace  Alvin  Colburn’s  early  formal  education, 
and  he  attended  Rutland  High  School,  where  he  was  graduated  with  the  class 
of  1908.  Going  then  to  Dartmouth  College,  he  received  his  Bachelor  of  Arts 
degree  there  in  1912.  After  completing  his  college  studies  he  became  asso¬ 
ciated  with  the  F.  R.  Patch  Manufacturing  Company  as  a  timekeeper,  after¬ 
ward  being  advanced  to  cost  accountant,  then  to  purchasing  agent.  Until  1931 
he  remained  with  that  firm,  which  has  since  come  to  be  known  as  the  Patch- 
Wegner  Company.  During  most  of  his  years  with  the  organization  he  was  in 
charge  of  all  its  export  business,  and  in  that  capacity  proved  to  be  an  excellent 
foreign  interpreter.  In  1931  he  entered  the  garage  business  as  a  member  of 
the  firm  of  Colburn  and  Hayward,  continuing  with  them  for  three  years  and 
acting  as  treasurer  and  general  manager. 

Through  this  same  period  he  was  at  all  times  active  in  public  affairs.  A 
Republican  in  his  political  views,  he  served  from  1927  to  1934  as  a  member 
of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  Rutland.  In  1933  he  was  named  city  purchasing 
agent,  so  continuing  for  two  years.  In  the  spring  of  1936  he  became  city 
treasurer,  and  twice  he  was  reelected  to  this  office.  He  was  so  serving  at  the 
time  of  his  passing.  Along  with  his  other  activities,  he  was  vice-president  and 
a  director  of  the  Killington  National  Bank.  He  was  a  member  of  both  the 
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Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  in  which  his  affiliation  was  with  Center  Lodge  of 
Rutland,  and  Vermont  Lodge  of  the  Knights  of  Pythias.  He  worshipped  in 
the  faith  of  the  Congregational  Church. 

On  February  25,  1913,  Horace  Alvin  Colburn  married  Florence  M.  Root, 
of  Rutland,  Vermont,  daughter  of  Edward  L.  and  Lenora  (Le  Bouef)  Root. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Colburn  became  the  parents  of  a  daughter,  Charlotte  R.  Col¬ 
burn,  who  was  born  November  11,  1914,  and  was  graduated  in  1937  from 
Middlebury  College  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts,  afterward  studying 
for  the  Master’s  degree  at  Columbia  University.  A  son,  Horace  Alvin  Col¬ 
burn,  Jr.,  died  in  infancy. 

The  death  of  Mr.  Colburn  occurred  June  10,  1939,  and  was  an  occasion 
of  wide  sorrow  and  regret  wherever  he  was  known.  His  accomplishments 
were  numerous  and  worth  while,  earning  for  him  the  respect  of  his  fellow- 
citizens  in  all  walks  of  life.  He  will  be  affectionately  remembered  through 
the  years  of  the  future  as  one  of  the  very  useful  citizens  of  his  day,  and  his 
spirit  continues  alive  though  he  has  departed  this  earthly  life. 


“THE  NORTH  COUNTRYMAN”;  Ernest  Earl  Ryan,  Leslie  G. 

Ryan — One  of  the  leading  newspapers  of  Northern  New  York  State, 
the  “North  Countryman,”  a  weekly  published  at  Rouses  Point  to  serve  Clinton 
County’s  border  towns,  is  owned  by  Ernest  Earl  Ryan  and  Leslie  G.  Ryan, 
two  brothers  who  established  the  journal  in  1928  and  have,  since  that  time, 
developed  it  to  its  present  outstanding  position  in  the  county  and  Lake  Cham¬ 
plain  area. 

Ernest  Earl  Ryan  was  born  at  Brasher  Falls,  St.  Lawrence  County,  Sep¬ 
tember  8,  1888,  son  of  Gipson  W.  and  Caroline  (Streeter)  Ryan.  Gipson  W. 
Ryan,  who  was  a  native  of  Fort  Covington,  New  York,  established  himself  in 
life  as  a  merchant  and  later  added  the  operation  of  a  tannery  to  his  interests, 
fields  in  which  he  was  active  until  the  time  of  his  death.  Caroline  (.Streeter) 
Ryan,  his  wife,  also  deceased,  was  a  native  of  Fort  Covington,  New  York,  too. 

After  attending  the  public  schools  of  Brasher  Falls,  Ernest  Earl  Ryan 
attended  Riverview  Military  Academy  and  then  entered  the  newspaper  pro¬ 
fession  as  a  member  of  the  staff  of  the  “Schenectady  Star.”  Following  three 
years  on  the  “Star,”  Mr.  Ryan  was  associated  with  the  “Albany  Times  Union” 
for  a  short  period  and  then  went  on  to  New  York  City  where  he  spent  three 
years  employed  on  various  trade  journals.  Leaving  the  Fourth  Estate  for  a 
time,  Mr.  Ryan  removed  to  Rouses  Point  to  join  the  Lhiited  States  Customs 
Service,  where  he  spent  the  following  six  years  with  part  of  the  time  being 
served  at  Mooers.  Leaving  the  Customs  Service  in  1925,  Mr.  Ryan  was 
employed  for  three  years  by  F.  W.  Myers  and  Company,  customs  brokers, 
and  then,  in  1928,  in  partnership  with  his  brother,  Leslie  G.  Ryan,  he  estab-

lished  the  “North  Countryman.”  An  independent  in  politics,  Mr.  Ryan  has 
given  generously  of  his  time  to  the  promotion  of  the  welfare  of  his  community, 
serving  for  ten  years  as  a  member  of  the  Rouses  Point  Board  of  Education,  as 
president  of  the  board  for  two  terms,  and  also  as  a  member  of  the  board  of 
trustees  of  the  Dodge  Memorial  Library  as  well  as  belonging  to  the  Rouses 
Point  Kiwanis  Club. 

Ernest  Earl  Ryan  married,  first,  in  1919,  Mable  Goodsell,  a  native  of 
Mooers,  who  died  in  1931.  He  married,  second,  in  1937,  Ina  Morgan,  who 
was  born  at  Mooers.  Mr.  Ryan  is  the  father  of  a  son :  Alan  L. 

Leslie  G.  Ryan  was  born  at  Brasher  Falls,  July  20,  1893,  son  of  Gipson 
W.  and  Caroline  (Streeter)  Ryan.  After  passing  through  the  public  schools 
of  Brasher  Falls  and  Fort  Covington  and  graduating  from  high  school  at 
Brooklyn,  New  York,  Leslie  G.  Ryan  spent  four  years  as  a  clerk  in  a  general 
store  at  Fort  Covington,  leaving  to  go  to  St.  Regis  Falls,  New  York,  where  he 
was  assistant  cashier  for  a  year  at  the  First  National  Bank  of  St.  Regis  Falls. 
About  1918  Mr.  Ryan  removed  to  Rouses  Point  and  there  became  associated 
with  F.  W.  Myers  and  Company,  customs  brokers,  where  he  continued  for  ten 
years,  resigning  to  join  his  brother,  Ernest  Earl  Ryan,  in  the  establishment  of 
the  “North  Countryman.”  A  member  of  the  Republican  party,  Leslie  G.  Ryan 
has  always  been  deeply  interested  in  his  community,  serving  Rouses  Point  as 
postmaster  from  1919  through  1933  and,  since  1935,  as  a  member  of  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  of  Clinton  County.  He  was  elected  member  of  the  Assembly 
from  Clinton  County  in  1938  and  is  now  serving  in  the  State  Legislature  at 
Albany.  A  member  of  Champlain  Lodge,  No.  237,  Ancient  Free  and  Accepted 
Masons.  Mr.  Ryan  is  a  past  president  of  the  Railroad  Young  Men’s  Christian 
Association  and  belongs  to  the  Rouses  Point  Fish  and  Game  Club  and  the 
Rouses  Point  Kiwanis  Club.  An  attendant  of  the  Rouses  Point  Episcopal 
Church,  which  he  serves  as  junior  warden,  he  devotes  much  of  his  leisure  time 
to  politics  and  to  community  enterprises. 

Leslie  G.  Ryan  married,  in  1916,  Lottie  Miller,  a  native  of  Dundee,  Prov¬ 
ince  of  Quebec,  Canada.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Leslie  G.  Ryan  are  the  parents  of  a 
daughter :  Marion  L.,  a  graduate  of  St.  Lawrence  University,  where  she 
received  her  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  as  a  member  of  the  class  of  1937. 


ROGER  B.  PRESCOTT — President  and  general  manager  of  R.  Pres¬ 
cott  and  Son,  Incorporated,  Roger  B.  Prescott,  of  Keeseville,  is  not  only  one 
of  the  leading  industrialists  of  the  Lake  Champlain  area  but  is  also  one  of 
the  leading  citizens  of  Northern  New  York,  being  interested  in  various  busi¬ 
ness  enterprises  in  addition  to  the  company  of  which  he  is  president,  and 
holding  several  positions  in  civic  and  fraternal  organizations  in  his  commu¬ 
nity  and  county. 
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Roger  B.  Prescott  was  born  at  Keeseville,  April  14,  1890,  son  of  Charles 
Hartley  and  Susan  Kingsland  (Baber)  Prescott.  Charles  Hartley  Prescott, 
who  was  born  at  Keeseville  in  1856,  is  the  son  of  Rufus  Prescott,  the  founder 
of  the  organization  known  now  as  R.  Prescott  and  Son,  Incorporated.  This 
corporation  began  in  1839,  when  Rufus  Prescott  established  himself  in  Keese¬ 
ville  as  a  dealer  in  lumber  and  builders’  supplies,  changing  his  interest  about 
the  middle  of  the  century  to  furniture  manufacturing,  thus  making  his  enter¬ 
prise  one  of  the  oldest  furniture  manufacturing  establishments  which  has 
remained  in  continuous  operation  by  the  same  family  in  the  entire  United 
States.  About  1885,  Rufus  Prescott  took  his  son,  Charles  Hartley  Prescott, 
into  the  company  and  in  1888  the  company  was  incorporated  under  its  pres¬ 
ent  title.  The  next  change  in  the  firm  came  in  1911  when  the  two  sons  of 
Charles  Hartley  Prescott — Rufus  A.  Prescott  and  Roger  B.  Prescott — were 
taken  into  the  firm,  an  association  which  persisted  until  1935  when,  at  the 
death  of  Rufus  A.  Prescott,  Roger  B.  Prescott  became  the  president  and  gen¬ 
eral  manager  of  the  corporation,  positions  which  he  has  retained  through  the 
present  time.  The  corporation,  which  employed  about  forty  hands  when  it 
was  first  organized,  is  now  in  the  third  generation  of  the  Prescott  family, 
employs  about  three  hundred  men  and  women  and,  although  it  has  continued 
the  manufacture  of  furniture  all  the  years,  it  has  come  to  specialize  mostly  in 
contract  furniture  and,  in  particular,  has  supplied  the  radio  industry  with 
cabinets  and  other  wooden  equipment,  being  among  the  first  firms  in  the 
United  States  to  turn  to  this  special  field  of  furniture  manufacturing  when 
radio  equipment  first  became  popular  in  the  United  States. 

After  passing  through  the  grammar  schools  of  Keeseville  and  graduating 
from  the  Keeseville  High  School,  Roger  B.  Prescott  attended  Riverview 
Military  Academy  and  then  entered  Princeton  University,  graduating  with 
the  class  of  1911  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Literature.  After  complet¬ 
ing  his  education,  he  returned  to  Keeseville  and  joined  the  staff  of  R.  Pres¬ 
cott  and  Son,  Incorporated,  remaining  with  the  firm  through  the  present 
time,  with  the  exception  of  the  period  which  he  spent  in  the  United  States 
Army  during  the  World  War.  In  October  of  1917,  he  offered  his  services 
to  the  government  and  was  commissioned  as  a  first  lieutenant  in  the  Aviation 
Corps,  being  sent  to  France  with  the  American  Expeditionary  Forces  and, 
after  training  and  serving  overseas  for  thirteen  months,  being  discharged  in 
January,  1919,  as  a  first  lieutenant. 

In  addition  to  his  responsibilities  with  the  family  establishment,  Mr.  Pres¬ 
cott  has  found  time  to  busy  himself  with  several  other  enterprises,  being 
president  of  the  Keeseville  National  Bank,  treasurer  and  director  of  the 
Ausable  Chasm  Company,  president  and  director  of  A.  Fortune  and  Company 
of  Saranac  Lake,  director  of  the  Physicians’  Hospital,  of  Plattsburg  and 
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treasurer  and  director  .of  Resort  Enterprises,  Incorporated,  owners  of  the 
Polar  Caves  at  Plymouth,  New  Hampshire.  Always  interested  in  various 
civic  enterprises  and  political  problems  as  a  member  of  the  Democratic  party, 
Mr.  Prescott  serves  at  the  present  time  as  treasurer  of  the  White  Face  Moun¬ 
tain  Commission  and  belongs  to  Plattsburg  Lodge,  No.  621,  Benevolent  and 
Protective  Order  of  Elks,  Ausable  River  Lodge;  No.  149,  Ancient  Free  and 
Accepted  Masons ;  the  Keeseville  Chamber  of  Commerce ;  the  Quadrangle 
Club  of  Princeton;  the  Princeton  Club  of  New  York  City:  the  Bankers’  Club 
of  New  York;  and  the  Mohawk  Golf  Club  of  Schenectady,  New  York.  Mr. 
Prescott,  who  is  a  member  of  the  First  Baptist  Church  of  Keeseville,  is 
interested  in  all  outdoor  sports  and  finds  a  means  of  recreation  from  his  busi¬ 
ness  responsibilities  by  playing  at  various  sports,  according  to  the  season  of 
the  year. 

Roger  B.  Prescott  married,  in  1921,  Edna  M.  Haaren,  who  is  a  native 
of  New  York  City.
